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SEATTJ.E,  Nov.  19,  1910 :— There  has  been  considerable 
speculation  as  to  the  effect  that  the  enfranchisement  of  wo- 
men in  A\'ashinjiton  will  have  cm  the  question  of  wet  or  dry.  In 
Seattle  there  is  not  a  verj'  radical  element  of  dry  advocates 
among  the  women  other  than  those  affiliated  with  Prohibition 
movements  and  tlie  work  of  temperance  societies.  Now  there  is 
Dr.  ilaker,  wlio  has  been  attacking  the  Rev.  Dr.  M.  A.  Matthews 
because  Matthews  tolerates  Edgar  J.  Brown  as  a  deacon  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  IJrown  being  at  the  same  time  presi- 
of  the  Rathskeller  Cafe,  with  bar  attachment. 

I  have  it  from  good  authority — church  authority  at  that — 
that  the  women  of  a  certain  well  known  religious  organizaticm 
denounced  Dr.  Maker  for  his  attack,  taking  the  gi'ound  that 
there  is  nothing  in  the  Bible  against  taking  a  drop  now  and 
then  "for  thy  stomach's  often  infirmities."  This  reminds  me 
that  the  name  BroAvn  is  famous  for  liberality.  There  is  Brown 
the  famous  Kentucky  distiller,  who  beat  the  Baptists  who 
sought  to  make  him  ineligible  as  a  deacon  because  he  was  a 
distiller.  Of  course  this  Brown  is  known  to  the  Review  readers 
as  a  writer  in  the  liberal  side  of  the  liquor  question. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  those  who  have  observed  closely  that  there 
are  thousands  of  liberal  women  in  Wa.shington — women  who 
like  their  beer  and  wine,  possibly  also  a  drop  of  the  "wee  crit- 
ter," and  these  will  not  be  for  the  bootlegger.  Take  the  Episco- 
palians and  Catholics,  for  example.  There  are  many  of  both 
denominations  in  this  State,  and  it  is  well  known  that  Prohibi- 
tion has  never  crept  into  their  confessions  of  faith,  and  prob- 
ably it  never  will. 


It  is  to  be  regretted  that  three  of  our  best  towns  up  this  way 
have  voted  dry.  Everett,  Avith  22,000,  Bellingham  with  25,000, 
and  Mt.  Vernon,  with  3,000  have  been  lost  temporarily  to  the 
cause  of  the  saloon.  It  is  said  that  shipments  of  beer  and  wine 
have  been  large  into  those  towns  since  the  election.  The  Jaffe 
people  say  that  much  California  wine  is  finding  its  way  to  these 
cities.  Those  who  can  not  get  a  drink  at  a  saloon  are  taking 
to  the  table  custom,  and  that  means  more  wine  and  beer. 


There  have  been  some  very  bitter  fights  on  the  Prohibition 
question  during  the  last  ten  weeks,  especially  in  the  towns  that 
went  dry.  There  were  also  some  hot  fights  in  the  places  that 
went  wet.  Among  the  notable  Washington  towns  that  scotchetl 
the  Prohibition  snake  may  ha  named  the  following:  Auburn, 
a  town  of  1,000;  Burlington,  a  population  of  1,200;  Sedro-W'ool- 
ley,  2,000 ;  Anacortes,  5,000 ;  and  Sumas,  1,200. 


There  has  been  great  indignation  all  over  the  State  over  the 
inhuman  tactics  of  the  Prohibitionists  at  Auburn,  which  voted 
wet.  That  town  produced  a  band  of  desecraters  of  the  dead 
who,  in  a  cowardly  and  ghoulish  nmnner  perpetrated  the  crime 
of  the  year.  They  found  two  corpses  in  the  morgue  of  the  little 
town.  One  had  died  while  drunk,  having  been  struck  and  injured 
by  a  vehicle.  The  other,  a  globe-trotting  Englishman,  who  bore 
the  Victoria  Cross  for  bravery  in  war,  had  died  of  acute  alcohol- 
ism. These  unfortunates  were  put  in  coffins,  the  lids  of  Avhich 
were  removed.  Then  they  were  exhibited  in  a  show  Avindow 
within  sight  of  voters.  Over  the  coffins  was  this  grewsomi^ 
legend:  "These  men  Avere  killed  by  Avhisky." 

The  indignation  of  the  people  kncAV  no  bounds  and  it  Avas  hard 
to  prevent  riots.  The  town  Avent  *et  as  a  stern  reproof  to  such 
conduct.  The  State  is  ashamed  that  it  has  been  adA^ertised  as 
having  such  fanatics  Avithin  its  border.  The.se  folk  belong  in 
Carrie  Nation's  precinct  in  Kansas. 


Cresta  Blanca  Avines  haA'e  had  a  big  run  in  Seattle  lately,  as 
liaA'e  those  of  A.  Repsold,  says  the  sales  manager  of  Goldie's 
Avholesale  department.  The  Mount  Rouge  Avines  have  run  a 
strong  race  in  this  line  also.  It  seems  that  Seattle  is  learning 
the  table  Avine  habit. 


Milton  Stearns,  the  Avell  knoAvn  Chicago  glassAvare  man,  has 
been  in  the  NortliAvest  selling  a  large  bill  of  goods  here  and 
there  to  hotels,  bars  and  cafes.  He  traA'els  for  Burley  &  Co.,  of 
Chicago  and  has  found  trade  good  among  the  saloons. 


Edgar  J.  BroAvn,  president  of  the  Rathskeller  Cafe,  has  gone 
to  NcAV  York  to  iuA'estigate  ncAV  methods  in  connection  with 
cafes  of  the  type  of  his  resorts. 


Joe  ilurphy,  the  Pommery  man,  has  been  doing  Seattle,  where 
he  found  business  HacIv. 


The  Lutina  Cafe  Avill  .soon  be  opened  under  the  Grand  Opera 
House.  It  is  under  corporation  management  and  Avill  be  a  fine 
resort  of  a  high  class.

IN  A.  D.,  1910? 

Here's  a  true  story  of  a  brcAAer,  and  it  would  be  hard  to  beat 
it  even  in  a  church.  Some  years  ago  Leopold  F.  Schmidt,  the 
famous  Olj'mpia  breAver,  extended  considerable  credit — some 
fll.OOO — to  one  Ole  Hansen,  a  well-meaning  but  unfortunate 
Sa\ ede  Avhose  saloon  ncAer  seemed  able  to  get  it's  head  above 
Avater. 

It  Avas  not  altogether  Hansen's  fault,  for  financial  crashes, 
the  historic  fire,  and  some  other  things  boosted  him  down  hill. 
One  day  he  closed  up  the  place,  gave  Schmidt  a  mortgage  on 
three  lots  that  Avere  barely  Avorth  |2',000,  and  drifted  out  of 
sight. 

This  Avas  more  than  a  decade  ago.  Well,  about  a  year  ago — 
although  the  story  has  ncA'er  been  published — Schmidt,  in  look- 
ing OAcr  his  vast  holdings,  got  to  Avondering  hoAV  and  Avhere  he 
got  some  valuable  lots  that  he  had  been  paying  high  taxes  on, 
along  with  some  heaA-y  regrade  bills. 

"Why,  those  AAcre  Ole  Hansen's  lots,"  said  one  of  the  sons  of 
the  old  brewer. 

Then  the  picture  of  poor  little  Hansen  and  his  struggles  came 
up  before  the  breAAcr — the  picture  of  forgotten  years. 

He  said  nothing  to  his  sons,  but  began  a  search  for  Hansen.

Entering  the^ittle  place  suddenly,  and  finding  Hansen, 
Schmidt  exclai^d,  "You  rascal,  I  have  found  you  at  last.  I 
have  come  to  s^'hoAV  much  of  that  balance  of  $9,000  you  can 
pav  me."  ;  ■. 

"I'm  groAvingold  and  feeble  uoav,"  said  Hansen,  "and  my 
wife  is  far  from  Avell.  We  are  trying  to  finish  paying  for  this 
house  and  I  am  afraid  I  can  never  earn  $9,000  for  you." 

"Give  me  a  i^h-tgage  on  the  house  or  acknoAvledge  the  debt 
in  the  presence  af  Avitnesses,"  exclaimed  Schmidt. 

Hardly  had  i^  finished  speaking  when  he  opened  the  door 
and  beckoned  -t^p  trusted  friend  in  an  automobile.  The  friend 
came  in  Avith  a^g  containing  |24,000  in  gold,  all  of  Avhich  was 
spread  on  the  kftchen  table  before  the  astonished  gaze  of  Han- 
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sen  and  his  wife,  who  had  been  attracted  by  the  commotion. 

"That's  your  share  of  the  lots,"  said  Schmidt,  "for  they 
brought  135,000  and  I  charge  you  no  interest  on  the  old  debt." 

And  when  old  man  Schmidt  tells  the  story  to  a  chance  friend, 
in  strong  German  accent,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  he  usually  con- 
cludes like  this :  "By  dunder,  dot  woman  and  her  alt  man  yoost 
hugged  me  and  veer  all  cried.  It  vas  very  much  fun.  If  I 
could  have  so  much  fun  mit  all  my  money,  I'd  give  it  all  oudt 
dot  vay."  L. 


Oregon  Goes  Right. 


The  cause  of  liberal  laws  won  a  great  victory  in  Oregon,  which 
repudiated  state  wide  prohibition  by  a  rousing  majority  of 
18,000.  In  Portland  and  Multnomah  county  22  precincts  out  of 
186  absolutely  refused  to  consider  any  of  the  Anti-saloon 
crowd's  resolutions.    All  were  repudiated. 

Umatilla,  Morrow,  Gilliam,  Curry,  Mulheur,  Klamath,  Tilla- 
mook and  Polk  counties  hitherto  dry  repudiated  Oregon's  pro- 
hibitionist State  wide  amendment  by  sliding  into  the  wet  col- 
umn. The  State  repudiated  prohibition  by  eighteen  thousand 
strong.  Multnomah  county  went  wet  by  over  nine  thousand 
majority. 

It  is  usual  for  outsiders  to  compare  'Washington  and  Oregon, 
as  judged  by  recent  voting  on  the  liquor  question.  Many  per- 
sons have  erroneously  judged  that  Washington  is  getting  into 
the  cranky  list  and  that  Oregon  is  showing  liberality. 

No  view  could  be  more  misleading,  for  if  Oregon  had  the 
same  laws  that  W^ashington  has,  and  if  the  same  issues  had  been 
presented  to  the  Oregon  voters,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  dry 
element  would  have  won  some  battles,  just  as  they  did  in  Wash- 
ington. 

But  the  Prohibitionists  of  Oregon  foolishly  tried  to  force 
State  wide  prohibition  on  the  people,  and  these  rejected  it  with 
vigor.  The  Oregonian  warned  the  Prohibitionists  all  through 
the  campaign  that  their  fanatical  desire  to  force  State  wide 
Prohibition  on  the  voters  would  result  in  the  triumph  of  the 
saloon  element. 

Those  who  have  studied  the  situation  closely  say  that  many  of 
those  who  voted  for  the  wet  ticket  would  have  voted  for  the 
dry  side  if  the  questiou  had  i)ertained  to  their  own  town  or 
precinct.  Many  good  citizens  dislike  a  saloon  in  their  little 
home  town,  but  they  like  at  the  same  time  to  have  the  right  to 
buy  liquor  elsewhere.  They  Avill  not  refrain  from  drinking,  but 
they  will  not  consent  to  have  a  saloon  in  their  home  neighbor- 
hood. 

And  the  wise  old  Oregonian  has  not  allowed  the  Prohibition- 
ists to  forget  the  lesson  of  the  voting.  It  means  that  the  people 
have  registered  a  verdict  against  State  wide  Prohibition.  It 
means  that  they  do  not  object  to  the  sale  and  moderate  use  of 
liquor.  It  so  happens,  also,  that  many  thousands  of  men  in 
Oregon  believe  in  the  sale  and  moderate  use  of  liquor,  but  do 
not  believe  in  the  open  saloon,  the  public  tippling  house. 

Now  here  in  Washington  there  happens  to  have  been  no  State 
wide  question  at  issue.  We  have  what  is  known  as  a  quasi  unit 
system.  If  a  county  has  ten  towns  there  are  eleven  units  in  that 
county,  each  town  being  one  unit,  the  county  making  the 
eleventh.  It  has  not  yet  full  voting  power,  but  the  question  is 
pending  in  the  Legislature. 

Now  the  very  towns  that  refused  State  wide  Prohibition  in 
Oregon  might  have  voted  dry  if  they  had  been  presented  a  choice 
under  some  such  law  as  that  of  Washington,  a  sort  of  local 
option. 

In  Washington,  each  town  is  a  unit  that  decides  its  own  bat- 
tles regarding  the  sale  or  non  sale  of  liquor  in  that  town — 
The  county,  outside  of  the  towns,  may  yet  decide  whether  there 
are  to  be  any  saloons  outside  of  the  towns.  The  result  is  to  be 
final,  if  the  law  is  perfected. 


State  wide  Prohibition  would  have  got  a  great  wallop  had  it 
been  an  issue  in  Washington.  On  the  other  hand,  many  towns 
that  voted  wet  in  Oregon,  under  a  foolish  proposition  that 
sought  to  enforce  narrow  laws  on  all,  would  have  voted  dry  had 
there  been  a  chance  to  limit  the  vote  to  that  town  alone.  It 
was  the  sweeping  clause  that  disgusted  the  liberal  element  even 
among  the  dries. 


Southern  California's  Absurd  Position 

ONE  of  the  absurd  things  that  strikes  visitors  to  Southern 
California  as  inconsistent  is  the  fact  that,  while  so  much 
excellent  wine  is  made  in  that  section,  there  are  a  number  of 
good-sized  towns,  known  the  country  over  as  beauty  spots  and 
attractive  resorts  in  which  to  rusticate,  where  it  is  impossible 
for  visitors  to  get  even  a  glass  of  wine  or  liquor  of  any  sort. 
Tourists,  who  are  used  to  wine  with  their  meals,  or  are  anxious 
to  sample  our  much-advertised  vintages,  quickly  give  these  cara- 
vansaries the  cold  shoulder,  and  their  lack  of  patronage  usually 
brings  about  the  failure  and  disaster,  not  only  to  the  handi- 
capped hotel,  but  to  the  community  at  large,  which  is  deprived 
of  the  stream  of  coveted  gold  that  flows  into  the  coffers  of  other 
more  sensible  cities. 

Every  now  and  then,  we  hear  of  well-known  hotel  men  being 
forced  to  close  their  doors,  or  reduce  expenses,  because  they 
can  not  make  their  establishments  pay  without  serving  guests 
with  liquid  refreshments.  Take  the  case  of  James  S.  Aurand, 
for  example.  He  claims  that  the  patronage  of  his  hotel  at 
prohibition  Redlands  this  summer  has  been  a  little  less  than 
half  of  last  summer,  and  the  reason  assigned  is  that  the  table 
license  was  taken  away  last  spring.  In  an  earnest  appeal  to  the 
Board  of  City  Trustees,  the  other  day,  he  asked  for  a  revision  of 
the  liquor  ordinance,  by  which  permission  might  be  granted  to 
his  hotel  to  serve  liquors  with  meals.  The  trustees  had  pledged 
the  people  that  there  would  be  "nothing  doing"  along  these  lines, 
and  Mr.  Aurand's  request,  backed  by  a  petition  signed  by  thou- 
sands of  sympathizers,  was  turned  down,  and  he  will  have  to 
Avait  two  years  before  he  can  hope  for  a  reconsideration. 

The  privilege  of  serving  liquors  with  meals  at  La  Casa  Loma 
was  not  abused  by  Manager  Aurand.  He  states  that  he  lived 
up  not  only  to  the  letter,  but  also  to  the  spirit,  of  the  law,  so 
that  no  liquor  was  ever  obtained  by  any  one  during  his  manage- 
ment, except  as  provided  by  the  law,  which  permitted  serving 
with  regular  meals. 

The  Glenwood,  of  Riverside,  has  the  privilege  of  sei-Aing  with 
meals,  and  it  is  asserted  that  this  contributes  not  a  little  to  the 
popularity  of  that  hotel.  At  Venice,  a  permit  for  a  period  of 
fifteen  years  has  just  been  granted  a  hotel  company  in  order 
that  the  latter  may  erect  there  a  tourist  hotel  costing  upAvards 
of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars.  In  Colton,  where  the  Hotel 
Anderson  was  a  popular  hostelry,  the  permit  privilege  was 
withdrawn  and  resulted  in  the  hotel  closing,  with  the  declara- 
tion that  it  would  never  again  be  opened  without  the  permit  to 
serve  liquors  with  meals. — Louisville  Bulletin. 


Australian  Production  of  Wine 


CONSUL-GENERAL  JOHN  P.  BRAY  writes  from  Sydney 
that,  although  still  an  important  feature  of  its  industrial 
life,  wine  production  in  Australia  is  apparently  not  increasing. 
In  the  year  1903-4  the  total  production  was  6,260,169  gallons. 
Since  then  it  has  fluctuated,  having  been  as  Ioav  as  4,450,038 
gallons.  In  1908-9  there  was  a  recovery  to  5,515,801  gallons. 
South  Australia  is  the  only  State  which  has  shown  steady 
progress. 
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SEATTLE,  Washingtou,  dispatch  points  out  that  the  defeat

Tacoma,  Washington,  is  about  to  pass  a  revised  ordinance 
defining  who  are  disorderly  persons.  A  provision  has  been  in- 
serted which  is  designed  to  keep  young  girls  out  of  saloons  and 
cafes  where  drinks  are  served.  Men  who  entice  girls  under  18 
years  of  age  into  saloons  and  other  places  where  intoxicants  are 
disposed  of,  will  be  liable  to  prosecution,  and  proprietors  will 
be  privileged  to  order  young  women  of  tender  age  out  of  their 
places  if  they  find  any  there.  Failing  in  this,  the  proprietors 
themselves  will  be  subject  to  arrest. 


Pat  MuUius,  because  North  Yakima  had  sufficient  self-respect 
to  vote  the  "wet"  ticket,  intends  to  build  a  new  office  and  hotel 
tructure  on  North  First  street,  anticipated  to  be  eight  stories 
in  height.  Mullins'  statement  that  if  the  city  went  wet  he  would 
t)uild,  if  dry  he  would  not,  \\as  ridiculed  by  the  anti-saloon 
campaigners  before  election. 


The  Good  Govei'nment  League  of  Eureka  has  decided  to  have 
the  liquor  ordinance  it  has  drawn  up  published.  It  represents 
high  license,  restricted  district,  discrimination  against  manu- 
facturers running  retail  businesses,  and  a  number  of  provisions 
relative  to  closing,  clear  glass  in  front  door  unobstructed  dur- 
ing closing  hours,  no  screens  at  all  in  wholesale  establishments, 
no  free  beer  at  the  brewery  to  any  but  employes.  The  ordinance 
provides  for  but  one  room  to  saloons,  save  a  possible  office  for 
the  manager. 


Sumas,  Washington,  has  the  high  honor  of  being  the  only 
licensed  town  in  Whatcom  County.  The  vote,  121  to  74  for 
common  sense,  personal  freedom  and  the  licensed  saloon,  proves 
Sumas  to  be  a  sensible  and  responsible  community. 


The  Washington  Supreme  Court  during  the  month  ruled  that 
Pierce  County  must  refund  to  F.  J.  Bart,  a  saloon  man  of  Wil- 
kinson, 90  per  cent  of  the  unearned  portion  of  his  license  fee. 
This  sets  aside  the  decision  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Pierce 
County  by  which  55  per  cent  was  ordered  refunded.  Such 
ruling  by  the  Supreme  Court  will  no  doubt  greatly  benefit  many 
saloon  men  in  that  State,  who  have  recently  been  driven  out  of 
business  by  "dry"  victories  at  the  last  election. 


An  Oroville  (Butte  County)  dispatch  states" that  local  liquor 
dealers  are  doing  a  splendid  package  business  in  shipping  liquor 
of  various  kinds  into  dry  Plumas  County.  The  business  has 
proved  very  remunerative  and  is  growing  all  the  time.  Since 
Plumas  County  went  dry  it  has  been  hard  in  certain  sections  to 
secure  booze.  Plumas  County's  anti-liquor  ordinance  forbids 
the  sale  of  intoxicants,  but  does  not  prevent  their  being  shipped 
into  the  county  or  possessed  by  residents  of  that  section.

Anecdotes  of  Famous  People  at  Home  and  Abroad 

BY  HORATIO  F.  STOLL. 


WHILE  Theodore  Roosevelt  is  not  Avhat  is  linown  as  a  lover 
of  intoxicants,  he  has  been  the  cause  of  more  than  one 
upheaval  in  temperance  circles.  When  he  first  entered  the 
White  House,  the  question  of  barring  intoxicants  from  the  state 
and  other  dinners  was  brought  before  him,  as  it  has  been 
broached  to  every  President  who  succeeded  the  first  temperance 
President,  Rutherford  B.  Hayes.  He  refused  to  make  any  prom- 
ises which  would  banish  wine  from  the  mansion.  In  this  re- 
spect, according  to  Catherine  Frances  Cavanagh,  in  the  National 
Food  Magazine,  he  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  Garfield,  who 
told  the  temperance  delegation  that  "a  man's  house  is  his  cas- 
tle," and  intimated  that  it  is  not  the  business  of  any  society  to 
reform  the  customs  of  the  White  House. 

When  the  White  House  was  remodeled  in  the  first  years  of 
Roosevelt's  administration,  a  wail  went  up  from  White  Rib- 
boners  and  lovers  of  antique  alike  when  the  press  got  hold  of 
the  fact  that,  among  other  effects  banished  from  the  White 
House  was  a  sideboard  presented  to  Mrs.  Hayes  by  some  temper- 
ance advocates,  and  that  this  precious  relic  had  been  sold  by  auc- 
tion and  bought  by  a  saloonkeeper !  Of  course,  it  was  not  known 
that  a  saloonkeeper  was  the  highest  bidder  at  the  time  the  side- 
board was  knocked  down  to  him.  Nevertheless,  the  fact  remains 
that,  instead  of  being  relegated  to  the  attic — that  limbo  of  un- 
wanted antiques  in  the  White  House — this  piece  of  furniture, 
which  should  have  been  preserved  as  evidence  of  the  first  cru- 
sad  for  temperance  in  the  White  House,  was  hurled  out  on  the 
streets,  as  it  were.  Of  course,  President  Roosevelt  could  not  be 
held  personally  responsible  for  this  piece  of  work,  inasmuch  as 
such  matters  are  generally  left  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  and  Grounds  at  Washington;  and  so  he  escaped  at 
least  one-half  of  the  criticism  which  otherwise  would  have  been 
heaped  upon  him. 


The  new  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  Sir  Thomas  Vezey  Strong, 
whose  year's  term  commenced  on  November  9th,  is  the  first  in 
the  long  history  of  the  office  to  be  a  teetotaler.  He  has  drunk 
nothing  stronger  than  water  all  his  life,  but  the  London  papers, 
in  announcing  this  fact,  hasten  to  assure  the  public  that  "it  is 
his  full  intention  to  maintain  in  every  way  the  honorable  tradi- 
tions of  civic  hospitality^,  which  means  that  he  will  serve  wines 
to  others,  even  though  he  may  not  partake  of  them  himself. 
There  is  much  speculation  as  to  what  he  will  do  when  he  attends 
the  ceremony  at  Law  Courts,  when  it  is  customary  for  the  Lord 
Mayor  to  drink  the  health  of  the  King  with  the  law  lords.  Ac- 
cording to  the  ancient  custom,  a  loving  cup  filled  with  Avine  is 
passed  around  from  which  all  drink.  The  mere  idea  of  a  loving 
cup  being  filled  with  water  seems  barbarous,  and  it  is  doubtful 
if  Sir  Vezey  Strong  will  attempt  to  break  the  traditions  of  cen- 
turies and  substitute  anything  for  the  customary  liquid  sun- 
shine. On  the  other  hand,  if  it  does  contain  wine,  it  is  certain 
that  he  will  not  let  a  drop  pass  his  lips,  for  he  is  at  the  head  of 
London's  temperance  societies,  and  if  he  took  even  the  slightest 
sip,  a  howl  would  go  up  from  the  English  White  Ribboners  that 
V,  ould  make  him  repent  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 


In  his  interesting  book  entitled  "Fourteen  Years  in  Parlia- 
ment," Mr.  Griffith-BoscaAven  relates   the   following   anecdote 
about  ex-Chancellor  Sir  Michael  Hicks-Beach   (now  Lord  St. 
Aldwyn  I  :  "It  was  my  duty  as  secretary  to  see  that  Sir  Michael 
.  :.i ;     ;i  t  on  budget  days,  and,  as  a  rule,  he  brought  down 


some  of  his  own  in  a  flask.  On  one  occasion  he  forgot  it  and  I 
procured  him  some  at  the  refreshment  bar — a  light  wine  from 
the  wood  of  a  tawny  hue.  It  happened  that  there  had  been  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  consumption  of  rum  during  the 
past  year,  and  Sir  Michael,  after  giving  the  figures,  turned  to 
the  House  and  asked,  'Who  drinks  rum?'  and  immediately  took 
a  sip  of  his  tawny  port.  The  House  was  convulsed  with  lauglitcr, 
most  members  believing  he  was  drinking  rum  himself." 


The  late  Mark  Twain  (Samuel  Clemens)  Avas  an  excellent 
listener  as  well  as  speaker  at  public  banquets  and  could  not  ti)l- 
erate  any  one  who  did  not  enter  into  the  spirit  of  a  good  dinner 
party.  It  is  related  that  once  he  Avas  seated  next  to  a  gloomy 
diA'ine  aa-Iio  did  not  smile  at  the  most  amusing  jokes,  but  acted 
as  if  he  Avere  bored  to  death. 

"What's  the  matter  Avith  you?"  cried  TAvain.  "The  stories  are 
all  good,  the  wine  is  fine,  Avhy  don't  you  laugh?" 

"Ah,  sir,"  said  the  melancholy  guest,  "hoAV  can  I  laugh  when 
I  remember  that  every  time  I  breathe  a  soul  passes  into  the 
great  beyond." 

"Good  gracious,"  the  humorist  is  quoted  as  saying,  Avith  a 
sympathetic  smile,  "that  can  easily  be  averted.  Did  you  ever  try 
cloves?" 


I  have  often  heard  of  men  Avorking  in  Avine  cellars  being 
asphyxiated  by  carelessly  entering  empty  tanks  before  lowering 
a  lighted  taper  to  find  out  if  it  Avere  safe.  But  I  never  heard  of 
any  one  deliberately  seeking  death  in  a  tank  of  Avine  until  I  read, 
the  other  day,  of  the  historic  death  of  the  Duke  of  Clarence 
in  a  barrel  of  Malmsey,.  It  seems  that  he  was  excessively  fond 
of  Greek  Avines,  and  Avhen  the  decree  of  death  Avas  pass«l  upon 
him,  he  begged  as  a  last  favor  that  he  could  choose  the  manner 
of  his  dying.  When  it  was  granted,  he  said,  "Then  Avill  I  die 
in  a  barrel  of  Malmsey.    A  SAveeter  death  cannot  be  found." 


The  King  of  Italy,  like  the  Gemmn  Kaiser,  believes  in  en- 
couraging loyalty  to  home  products.  Only  the  other  day,  he 
administered  a  severe  rebuke  to  the  officials  avIio  had  in  charge 
the  ceremonies  connected  Avith  the  launching  of  the  Dante, 
Italy's  first  Dreadnaught.  When  the  critical  moment  came  for 
the  christening  of  the  vessel,  a  bottle  of  French  champagne  Avas 
handed  to  Queen  Helena,  Avho  Avas  to  act  as  godmother  to  the 
beautiful  addition  to  Italy's  navy.  The  King  Avatched  the  pro- 
ceedings closely  and  is  said  to  have  shoAvn  his  dis]>leasure  the 
moment  he  noticed  that  the  bottle  bore  a  French  label.  Ad- 
dressing one  of  his  aides,  he  said,  so  that  those  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  could  plainly  hear  him,  "The  Queen  of  Italy  does  not 
need  a  French  Avine  to  christen  an  Italian  ship.''  The  ceremonies 
Avere  tactfully  delayed  a  few  moments  Avhile  the  blunder  Avas 
rectified,  and  then  a  bottle  of  sparkling  Italian  wine  AAas  broken 
on  the  bow  of  the  battleship  Dante. 


And  talking  about  champagne,  reminds  me  of  the  graphic  ac- 
count I  read  the  other  day  of  the  discoA^ery  of  sparkling  wines 
at  Hautvilliers,  on  the  picturesque  slopes  of  the  Marne.  Then^, 
are  doubtless  others  to  whom  the  story  is  ncAV  and  I  am  sure 
that  Vizetelly's  account  Avill  prove  interesting,  for  it  reads  al- 
most like  fiction. 

It  seems  that  in  pre-revolutionary  days,  this  little  Frencli 
hamlet,  about  fiftet^n  miles  from  Rheims,  Avas  a  mere  dependency 
upon  a  spacious  abbe,y  dedicated  to  St.  Peter.  Here  the  Avorthy 
monks  of  the  Order  of  St.  Benedict  had  lived  in  peace  and  pros- 
perity for  several  hundred  years,  carefully  cultivating  tlie  acres 
of  vineland  extending  around  the  abbey,  and  religiously  exact- 
ing a  tithe  of  all  the  other  Avine  pressed  in  their  district.  The 
revenue  of  the  cortimunity  thus  depending  in  no  small  degree  up- 
on the  vintage,  it  Avas  natural  that  the  post  of  cellar  nmster 
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should  be  one  of  importance.  It  liappened  that  about  the  year 
1688  this  office  was  conferred  upon  a  worthy  monk  named  Dom 
Perignon,  and  Avith  the  spirit  of  a  true  Benedictine,  Dom  Perig- 
non  hit  upon  the  idea  of  "marryinj,'"  the  produce  of  one  vineyard 
with  that  of  another.  He  had  noted  that  one  kind  of  soil  im- 
,  parted  fragrance  and  another  generosity,  and  discovered  that  a 
white  wine  could  be  nmde  from  the  blackest  gi-apes,  which  Avould 
keep  good,  instead  of  turning  yellow  and  degenerating  like  wine 
obtained  from  the  white  ones.  IMoreover,  the  happy  thought  oc- 
curred to  him  that  a  piece  of  cork  was  a  much  more  suitable 
stopper  for  a  bottle  than  the  flax  dipped  in  oil,  which  had  here- 
tofore served  that  purpose. 

Ever  busy  among  his  vats  and  presses,  barrels  and  bottles, 
Perigmm  alighted  ui)on  a  discovery  destined  to  make  not  (mly 
the  abbey  but  France  famous  for  its  wines.  He  found  that  the 
wine  burst  out  of  the  bottle  and  overflowed  the  glass,  that  the 
wine  was  twice  as  dainty  to  the  taste,  and  twice  as  exhilerating 
in  its  effects.  It  was  at  the  close  of  the  seventeenth  century  that 
this  discovery  was  made. 

The  new  wine  became  popular  at  once,  and  all  sorts  of  fables 
■  were  current  about  it.     Imitators  were  soon  able  to  make  a 
s]>arkling  wine,  but  why  it  foamed  and  sparkled  was  a  mystery, 
for  as  yet  Baume's  aerometer  was  unknown,  and  the  connection 
between  sugar  and  carbonic  acid  undreamt  of.    The  general  be- 
lief was  that  the  degree  of  effervescence  depended  upon  the  time 
of  the  year  at  which  the  wine  Avas  bottled,  and  that  the  rising 
of  the  sap  in  the  vine  had  CA-erything  to  do  with  it.    Certain  Avise- 
acres  held  that  it  was  influenced  by  the  age  of  the  moon  at  the 
time  of  bottling,  Avhilst  others  thought  the  effervescence  could 
be  best  secured  by  the  addition  of  spirit,  alum  and  A^arious  nasti- 
nesses.     It  Avas  this  belief  in  the  use  and  efficacy  of  di'ugs  that 
led  to  a  temporary  reaction  against  the  wine  about  1715,  in 
which  year  Dom  Perignon  departe<l  this  life. 
;•      Later,  hoAvever,  the  cellar  master  of  St.  Peter's  found  Avorthy 
*r  successors,  and  thenceforAvard  the  manufacture  and  the  popu- 
%  larity  of  cham]>agne  Avent  on  steadily  increasing,  until  to-day  its 
*  production  is  carried  on  ui)on  a  scale  and  Avitli  an  amount  of 
V  painstaking  care  that  AA'ould  astonish  its  originatx)r.    For  good 
cham]>a,gne  does  not  rain  doAvn  from  the  clouds,  or  gush  out 
from  the  rocks,  but  is  the  result  of  incessant  labor,  patient  skill, 
minute  precaution  and  careful  obserA^ation.

no  license  money  from  saloons  during  1911,  you  will  lose  the 
full  year's  revenue  from  this  source  next  year,  Avhich  Avill  amount 
to  $44,000,  thus  making  a  loss  in  your  revenues  during  the  next 
twelve  months  of  |66,000,  or  the  equivalent  of  .f5500  a  month. 

"As  a  large  investor  in  your  city  securities  and  knowing  that 
your  city  is  now  over  its  limit  of  bonded  indebtedness  and  no 
further  bonds  can  be  issued,  I  am  anxious  to  knoAV  hoAv,  with 
the  loss  of  this  large  revenue,  you  can  hope  to  protect  your  city's 
credit  and  pay  the  interest  on  your  large  bonded  indebtedness, 
unless  you  largely  increase  your  leVy  next  year  beyond  Avhat 
it  has  been  in  the  past.  Unless  your  city  does  largely  increase 
its  tax  levy,  Avhich  as  at  present  madii  must  be  burdensome  on 
your  taxpayers,  as  I  note  it  is  considerably  greater  as  compared 
Avith  other  Western  cities  of  much  larger  size,  it  looks  to  me  as 
if  the  investors  in  your  securities,  Avho  through  your  influence 
and  representation,  have  bought  freely  of  your  city  bonds,  Avould 
be  Avithout  protection,  the  result  being  a  default  of  the  interest 
on  their  investments,  Avhich  Avould  put  your  city  in  the  'black 
list'  column,  Avhich  it  Avould  take  you  many  years  to  overcome. 
I  must  add  that  as  the  matter  looks  to  me  I  Avill  be  unable  to 
entertain  any  proposition  for  further  iuAestments  in  Belling- 
ham  securities  of  any  class  xmtil  you  can  give  me  positive  assur- 
ance of  better  conditions  than  noAV  appear  to  maintain." 

We  are  afraid  that  Bellingham  Avill  not  be  the  only  city  put 
into  a  deep  financial  hole,  by  not  following  the  dictates  of  com- 
mon sense  rather  than  doctrines  of  religious  fanatics,  Avhich, 
being  impractical,  are  bound  to  financially  injure  all  communi- 
ties governed  by  them. 


JUDCrING  from  certain  letters  recently  published,  it  Avould 
ai)pear  that  the  city  of  Bellingham,  Washington,  by  going 
"dry,"  has  practically  become  bankrupt.  In  asking  the  pub- 
lication of  these  letters  A.  L.  Black,  president  of  the  Taxpayers' 
League,  states  that  he  has  absolutely  no  solution  to  the  financial 
problem  presented.  He  says  that,  although  he  believes  the  city 
could  be  operated  more  cheaply,  he  does  not  see  hoAV  it  can  be 
run  on  fOG.OOO  less  than  the  amount  available  from  all  sources, 
and  he  intimates  that  he  Avould  like  to  have  a  solution  of  the 
problem  from  one  of  the  "drys." 

One  of  these  letters  is  from  the  H.  L.  Dickinson  Company, 
which  for  the  past  twenty  years  has  been  actively  engaged  in 
purchasing  and  disposing  to  Eastern  clients  the  securities  of 
IJellingham  City  and  Whatcom  County.  In  this  letter  is  en- 
closed another  from  an  Eastern  purchaser  of  such  securities, 
which  tlie  Dickenson  letter  states  "propounds  such  pertinent 
(luestions  that  before  replying  thereto  we  feel  we  need  'more 
light.'  We  are  therefore  handing  you  a  copy  of  our  client's  let- 
ter, trusting  that  Avith  your  intinmte  knowledge  of  the  financial 
conditions  of  the  city  for  many  years  you  can  shoAV  us  a  AA^ay  out 
of  Avhat  seems  to  us  a  hopele-ss  case  financially." 

The  second  letter  says  in  part:  "As  I  understand  it,  your 
assessed  valuation  as  made  for  this  year  holds  for  two  years 
and  cannot  be  changed.    It  therefore  folloAvs  that  if  you  receive 
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Wine  Industry  in  France 


IT  is  evident  tliat  of  late  years  the  interest  in  wine  culture  has 
been  steadily  decreasing  with  the  result  that  last  year  France 
imported  6,218,000  hectoliters  (164,260,906  gallons)  of  wine. 

The  decreased  production  of  wine  in  recent  years  is  due,  in 
part  at  least,  to  the  law  passed  by  the  French  Parliament  on 
July  29,  1907,  regulating  the  watering  and  sugaring  of  wines, 
but  this  law  had  the  wholesome  effect  of  assuring  a  better 
quality  of  wine  and  higher  prices  for  the  producers,  as  well  as 
effectively  suppressing  frauds  which  had  sprung  up  in  the 
making  of  wine. 

The  area  planted  to  grapes  in  1875  was  2,421,000  hectares 
(5,982,291  acres),  and  in  1909,  1,625,000  hectares  (4,015,375 
acres)  ;  the  decrease  between  the  years  given  has  been  steady 
and  continuous. 

The  abandonment  of  large  tracts  of  vineyards  in  France  on 
account  of  the  ravages  of  the  phylloxera  is  not  distributed 
uniformly  throughout  the  country,  but  is  peculiar  to  only  a 
number  of  Departments,  in  some  of  which  viticulture  has  been 
almost  entirely  abandoned,  while  in  others  there  is  no  apparent 
loss  in  the  area  devoted  to  that  crop.  The  southwest  portion 
of  France,  known  as  the  "bassins"  of  the  Garonne  and  Charente, 
comprising  11  Departments,  has  suffered  a  reduction  of  nearly 
50  per  cent  since  1875.  Where  the  Departments  of  Charente 
counted  655,815  acres  thirtj'-five  years  ago,  today  they  have  not 
more  than  195,209  acres.  The  grape  crop  of  Charente  is  not  all 
converted  into  wine  for  present  consumption  but  is  used  almost 
exclusively  for  the  production  of  cognac.  The  plain  wine  is 
said  to  be  only  a  mediocre  drink. 

Le  Midi  region,  which  comprises  the  six  Departments  of  the 
Mediterranean  coast,  has  suffered  only  a  small  diminution  of 
its  vintage  acreage,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  planters,  when  the 
invasion  of  the  phylloxera  came,  were  able  to  combat  it  by 
substituting  the  more  hardy  American  plants  for  the  native 
vine.  The  wines  of  this  region  are  known  to  be  very  thick  and 
heavy.  In  the  eastern  portion  of  France,  and  the  valleys  of  the 
Rhone,  Beaujolais,  and  Bourgogne,  comprising  six  Depart- 
ments, nearly  one-fourth  of  the  area  has  been  abandoned  by  the 
wine  growers  during  this  period  of  thirty-five  years.  In  the 
valley  of  the  Loire,  comprising  six  Departments,  there  has  been 
a  falling  off  of  383,000  acres,  or  about  one-fifth,  during  the 
thirty-five-year  period. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  diminution  in  the  area  of  wine 
lands,  the  production  has  remained  almost  the  same;  in  fact, 
for  the  last  six  years  it  has  increased,  owing  largely  to  the 
healthy  American  plants  which  have  been  introduced  into 
France  and  which  proved  to  have  greater  resisting  powers 
against  the  ravages  of  the  destructive  wine  moths.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  with  the  exception  of  1875,  which  was  an 
unusually  favorable  year,  the  production  of  wine  has  steadily 
increased  for  the  last  sixty  years. 

The  region  of  Le  Midi,  or  the  Mediterranean  coast,  comprising 
the  Departments  of  the  Pyrenees-Orientales,  Aude,  Herault, 
Grad,  Bouches-du-Rhone,  and  Var,  furnish  more  than  one-half 
of  the  wine  produced  in  France,  their  total  production  for  1909 
being  780,489,265  gallons.  The  next  most  important  is  the 
.southwest  or  the  valleys  of  the  Garonne  and  the  Charente,  which 
produce  one-fifth  of  all  the  wine  grown  in  France.  The  valleys 
of  the  Rhone,  Beaujolais,  and  Bourgogne,  in  the  eastern  part  of 
France,  furnished  nearly  one-tenth  of  the  wine  harve.st  of  1909. 

Notwithstanding  the  abundant  wine  harvests  which  France 
has  enjoyed  in  the  past,  she  has  been  compelled  to  import  vary- 
ing  quantities  of  wine  according  to  the  visibly  supply  at  home. 


These  importations  have  assumed  significant  figures  from  time 
to  time,  but  have  remained  somewhat  steady  during  the  last 
three  years. 

A  large  percentage  of  imported  wines  come  from  Algeria,  and 
as  the  wines  from  that  colony  are  very  thin  they  are  mixed  with 
the  heavy  wines  of  Le  Midi.  There  are  also  considerable  quan- 
tities of  wines  imported  from  Spain,  Italy,  and  Portugal. 

A  few  years  ago  a  commission  of  wine  producers  of  the  United 
States  came  to  France  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  market 
for  the  California  wines,  but  met  with  little  encouragement. 
It  is  possible  that  if  the  prices  of  the  local  products  continue 
to  rise,  as  a  result  of  this  year's  shortage,  California  wines  can 
be  sold  in  France  in  competition  with  the  Spanish  and  Italian 
products. 

There  has  been  but  little  fluctuation  in  the  amount  of  wine 
exported  from  France  since  the  year  1888. 

The  following  table  shows  the  imports  and  exports  during  the 
last  three  years :

It  is  very  evident  that  France  is  by  no  means  able  to  produce 
enough  wine  for  home  consumption  and  is  compelled  annually 
to  import  large  quantities. 

The  French  people  have  learned  to  regulate  their  appetite  for 
drink  according  to  the  price  they  are  compelled  to  pay  and  the 
visible  supply  of  the  article;  in  other  words,  the  consumption 
of  wine  in  France  varies  with  the  abundance  of  the  harvest. 
Consequently,  an  increased  production  means  an  increased  con- 
sumption. 

In  the  folloAving  statement,  giving  the  number  of  gallons  of 
wine  consumed  annually  in  France,  are  only  included  the  wines 
taxed  and  placed  upon  the  markets,  the  wines  consumed  in  the 
places  of  production,  not  being  subject  to  revenue,  can  not  be 
statistically  compiled:  1906,  1,241,599,000,  1,268,016,000  and 
1,294,435,000  gallons,  respectively.  If  the  harvest  of  1910  shows 
a  shortage  of  only  a  few  million  hectoliters  from  the  normal 
production  there  is  not  likely  to  be  great  alarm  among  the  wine 
drinkers. — From  Deputy  Consul-General  Bartley  F.  Yost,  Paris. 


Spanish  Vintage  Returns 


THE  vintage  of  this  district  has  been  exceedingly  short  this 
year,  owing  principally  to  the  late  frosts.  The  variety  of 
vines  which  are  planted  in  sandy  soils,  or  arenas,  and  which 
produce  the  inferior  quality  of  musts,  bud  and  flower  earlier 
than  those  vines  planted  in  the  best  soils,  or  afueras,  and  conse- 
quently have  suffered  more. 

It  was  thought  at  first  that  the  new  vines  that  have  been 
recently  planted  to  replace  those  destroyed  by  the  phylloxera, 
and  which  are  commencing  to  give  crops,  would  have  compen- 
sated to  some  extent  for  the  damage  done  by  the  frost.  This, 
however,  has  not  proved  to  be  the  case,  for  the  vintage  has  been 
far  less  than  last  year,  in  some  vineyards  the  shortage  being 
more  than  one-half  of  that  produced  in  1909. 

This  condition  is  general  all  over  Spain,  the  result  being  a 
rise  in  the  prices  of  young  wines  and  brandies. — From  Consul 
Percival  Gassett,  Jerez  de  la  Frontera.

Governors  and  Mayors  Arraign  Prohibition 


THE  Greater  Orejjon  Home  Rule  Association,  in  an  effort  to 
obtain  facts  and  advice  on  prohibition,  has  telegraphed  the 
Governors  of  States  and  Mayors  of  cities  where  it  has  been  tried. 
Up  to  date  not  one  telegram  has  been  received  that  does  not 
condemn  prohibition  as  a  statewide  measure. 

The  Mayors  of  Memphis,  Tennessee ;  of  Fall  River,  Mass. ;  of 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.;  of  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  and  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  all  agree  that  prohibition  has  proved  a  failure.  The 
Governor  of  Rhode  Island  states  that  "Rhode  Island  constitu- 
tion was  amended  in  April,  1886,  prohibiting  manufacturing 
and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor,  but  owing  to  unsatisfactory 
working  the  amendment  was  repealed  in  June,  1889.  At  pres- 
ent the  cities  and  towns  vote  each  year  on  the  question  under 
the  local  option  law  with  apparent  satisfaction  to  all  interests." 

Governor  Davidson  of  AVisconsin  says :  "In  our  State  law  is 
local  option  with  power  to  grant  or  refuse  liquor  licenses  under 
strict  regulation  in  towns,  villages,  and  mimicipalities  by  direct 
vote  of  electors  of  each  community.  The  system  is  quite  satis- 
factory from  the  standpoint  of  regulation  and  home  rule." 

Malcolm  R.  Patterson,  Governor  of  Tennessee,  cannot  find 
anything  bad  enough  to  say  of  prohibition.  Read  his  statement : 
"Prohibition  is  a  failure  in  Tennessee,  just  as  it  has  been  in 
every  other  State  where  it  has  been  tried,  and  as  it  will  be  in 
Oregon  if  adopted.  Local  option,  with  high  license,  regulation 
and  control  by  law  is,  in  my  judgment,  the  only  practical  way 
to  deal  with  a  difficult  subject.  The  experience  of  Tennessee 
with  prohibition  has  resulted  in  decreased  revenues,  disturbance 
of  political  conditions,  bad  feeling  engendered  among  the  people, 
and  with  no  corresponding  benefit  whatever,  so  far  as  I  or  any 
other  conservative  citizen  of  that  State  can  see." 


SC.  McAllister,  general  manager  of  the  Greater  Oregon 
•  Home  Rule  Association,  recenth'  stated  that  he  wantetl 
it  understood  that  the  association  is  preparing  a  model  liquor 
license  ordinance,  and  no  one  else.    He  said : 

"We  promised  the  voters  of  Oregon  that  we  would  regulate 
the  liquor  traffic  if  they  voted  our  amendment  into  the  consti- 
tution, and  we  are  going  to  take  the  first  step  in  keeping  faith 
with  the  people  by  writing  those  promises  into  the  model  liquor 
license  ordinance.  I  think  there  Avill  be  no  trouble  about  having 
the  ordinance  adopted  by  the  Council  of  Portland,  and  all  City 
Councils  in  the  State,  for  that  matter. 


The  Portland,  Oregon,  City  Council  intends  to  stop  brewery 
control  of  saloon  licenses  when  it  meets  to  act  on  the  licenses 
for  the  year.  Councilman  Cellars  is  quoted  as  saying  that  "there 
are  419  saloon  licenses  in  this  city  and  out  of  that  nximber  there 
are  115  or  IIG  held  by  the  brewers  under  powers  of  attorney." 
Mr.  Cellars  is  also  of  opinion  that  the  saloon  keepers  who  give 
powers  of  attorney  to  the  breweries  are  not  usually  of  the  better 
class,  and  believes  if  this  power  of  attorney  plan  was  got  rid  of, 
a  higher  standard  of  men  would  go  into  the  saloon  business. 


In  IJoise,  Idaho,  prohibition  suffered  a  severe  blow  as  a  result 
of  the  late  election.  The  people,  it  is  evident,  believed  that  the 
time  had  come  to  protest  against  State-wide  prohibition.  This, 
undoubtedly,  caused  the  defeat  of  James  H.  Brady,  Republican 
candidate  for  Governor  and  present  Chief  Executive  of  the  State, 
and  resultetl  in  the  election  of  his  o])ponent,  James  H.  Hawley, 
Democratic  candidate.  The  Democrats  wisely  avoided  the  pro- 
hibition issue,  declaring  only  for  strict  enforcement  of  the  local 
option  laws.  Governor-elect  Hawley  has  indorsed  precinct  local 
option,  but  is  opposed  to  county  option. 


So  bitter  was  the  liquor  fight  in  Oregon  that  an  anti-prohibi- 
tion preacher  will  sue  a  "dry"  brother  for  defamation  of  char- 
acter. "Thus,"  says  the  Oregonian,  "Oregon  is  in  the  thick  of 
hateful  strife  and  ecclesiastical  bitterness  even  before  prohibi- 
tion is  started.  What,  then,  are  Ave  to  expect  after  prohibition 
shall  arrive?  Really,  however,  regulation  or  attempted  suppres- 
sion of  liquor  traffic  makes  an  economic  issue,  instead  of  a 
religious  or  an  ecclesiastical  one." 


A  curious  question  has  been  raised  in  relation  to  the  Portland, 
Oregon,  law  to  prevent  sale  of  liquor  on  Sunday.  In  the  case 
of  a  man  fined  by  the  Municipal  Court  for  selling  liquor  on 
Sunday,  it  is  contended  on  appeal,  that  the  law  is  unconstitu- 
tional because  it  does  not  say  in  its  title  that  it  is  a  law  to  pre- 
vent the  sale  of  liquor  on  Sunday.  Further,  that  the  act  itself 
unconstitutionally  combines  the  licensing  of  billiard  tables,  ball 
alleys  and  peddlers  Avith  the  licensing  of  saloons  and  closing 
them  on  Sunday. 


A  Portland,  Oregon,  dispatch  says  that  Portland  saloon- 
keepers ,composing  the  Retail  Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  have 
met  to  discuss  proposed  reforms.  The  changes  being  consid- 
ered are,  they  say,  evidences  of  their  appreciation  at  not  having 
been  voted  out  of  business  at  the  late  election.

THE  stranger  within  our  gates  who  desires  to  learn  whether 
or  no  California  has  the  proper  exposition  spirit,  should 
liave  seen  the  parade  of  two  two-horse  drays  the  other  day 
through  the  streets  of  this  city.  They  caiTied  for  the  edification 
of  the  public  300  cases  of  the  choicest  California  Avines  of  all 
varieties,  thereby  showing  that  the  patriotic  wine  men  of  the 
State,  besides  subscribing  |50,000  to  the  exposition  funds,  had 
freely  given  the  wine  in  question,  of  a  value  of  some  $900,  for 
the  good  of  the  cause. 

It  was  presented  to  the  Congressional  committee  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Committee,  now  traveling  to  Wash- 
ington to  espouse  the  cause  of  San  Francisco  before  Congress, 
as  the  best  place  to  hold  the  1915  exposition  for  the  celebration 
of  the  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal.  The  following  is  a  list 
of  the  names  of  the  donors :  Lachmau  &  Jacobi,  Italian-Swiss 
Colony,   Theo.

To  that  end  the  signs  in  question  will  be 
attached  to  the  i*ailway  car  transporting  the  wine,  and  every 
hamlet,  town  and  city  at  which  the  train  may  stop,  will  learn

Horatio  F.  Stoll,  the  active  secretary  pro  tem  of  the  Allied 
Industries,  managed  the  affair  with  his  usual  adroitness.  The 
drays  bore  tliree  large  signs  as  follows: 


all  over  the  world  for  its  generosity  and  hospitality,  is  the  only 
place  in  this  broad  country  in  which  such  an  exposition  can  be 
carried  out  with  the  success  due  to  a  national  celebration  of  an 
event  of  vast  benefit  to  the  world  at  large — the  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal. 

May  success  crown  our  efforts,  the  members  of  Congress  enjoy 
the  wine  so  generously  given,  and  (>ndorse  the  city  it  came  from 
as  the  pi"oper  place  in  which  to  hold  the  exposition. 


Mayor  Mott  of  Oakland  has  signed  the  ordinance  doing  away 
with  private  boxes  in  all  establishments  where  intoxicants  are 
sold.  The  oi-dinance  will  become  law  within  30  days  after  its 
passage,  but  it  is  rumored  that  the  new  ordinance  will  be  de- 
layed in  some  way  so  as  not  to  become  a  law  before  the  first  of 
the  new  year. 
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The  Vintage 


THE  vintage  of  1910  has  been  brouglit  to  a  successful  close. 
The  weather  conditions  were  as  a  rule  very  favorable,  and 
in  all  sections  the  promise  is  for  a  right  good  quality  of  wine. 
As  to  the  total  yield  it  is  estimated  that  it  will  be  about  the 
same  a.s  that  of  last  year,  when  the  dry  wine  output  was  in  the 
neighborhood  of  27,000,000  gallons,  and  the  sweet  wines  a  little 
less  than  18,000,000  gallons.  The  shortages  in  both  the  dry 
and  sweet  wine  sections  were  about  made  up  by  the  product  of 
new  vineyards  that  came  into  bearing  this  year. 


DRY  WINES : — There  is  no  longer  any  doubt  that  the  tide 
has  turned  for  the  California  wine  industry,  and  is  inov- 
ing  toward  genuine  and  continued  prosperity.  The  nation- 
wide reaction  of  public  sentiment  with  reference  to  prohibition 
and  local  option,  has  had  a  marked  effect  upon  the  wine  busi- 
ness. Dealers  who  were  in  the  districts  threatened  by  prohi- 
bition or  local  option,  dared  not  order  beyond  absolute  immeili- 
ate  needs,  but  now  that  the  prohibitionists  have  been  defeated 
nearly  everywhere,  the  buyers  ai*e  in  a  position  to  stock  up  with- 
out fear  of  their  enemies.  The  sea  export  figures  in  this  issue 
show  that  they  are  not  losing  any  time  sending  in  their  orders. 
For  all  of  which  the  California  wine  men  are  duly  grateful. 

Speaking  of  the  situation,  one  of  the  biggest  men  in  the  indus- 
try writes  the  editor  as  follows :  "It  looks  to  me  as  if  the  long 
expected  readjustment  of  the  wine  market  is  at  hand  and  I  be- 
lieve that  the  future  of  California  wines  is  most  promising. 
The  defeat  of  prohibition  bills  in  several  States  on  November 
8  has  done  much  to  stimulate  the  demand  for  our  wines,  and 
the  failure  of  the  European  vintage  has  also  resulted  in  a  de- 
mand for  our  product  in  Germany,  France,  Italy,  Belgium, 
Switzerland,  and  other  European  countries  where  wines  are 
judged  by  their  trxie  merit  and  not  by  their  labels." 

As  an  indication  of  the  trend  of  affairs  in  the  industry  it  may 
be  noted  that  the  California  Wine  Association  stocks  jumped 
three  points  on  the  17th  inst.  Recent  reports  from  the  Associa- 
tion show  financial  impx'ovement  and  the  stockholders  are  en- 
thusiastic. Preferred  stock,  it  is  said,  goes  on  a  dividend  basis 
at  the  first  of  the  year. 

Exports  for  the  month  ending  November  20th  were  of  un- 
usual large  volume,  comparatively.  The  figures  were  633  cases, 
1,495,495  gallons,  valued  at  |469,122.  The  exports  for  the  same 
period  last  year  were  523  cases,  and  914,877  gallons,  valued  at 
|!269,267,  showing  a  very  heavy  and  satisfactory  increase. 

Imports  were  of  fair  volume,  the  chief  item  being  2,348 
cases. 


SWEET  WINES:— The  mai'ket  is  getting  in  much  better 
shape  and  the  wine  men  have  reason  to  be  much  encourage<l 
with  the  outlook.  The  figures  of  production  of  the  entire  State 
are  not  available  for  this  writing,  the  statistics  from  the  fourth 
district  not  being  at  hand.  The  production  in  the  first  and  sixth 
districts  for  the  month  of  October  totaled  7,048,863  gallons.  The 
indications  are  that  the  output  of  sweets  this  season  will  be 
nearly  the  same  as  last  year. 


WHISKY: — The  whisky  men  are  a  unit  in  declaring  a 
great  improvement  in  business  during  the  past  month. 
This  applies  particularly  to  the  State  and  Coast.  While  com- 
mercial conditions  are  steadily  improving  in  the  city,  they  have 
not  yet  reached  the  normal,  but  with  the  decision  of  Congress 
in  favor  of  San  Francisco  as  the  Exposition  City  for  the  Pan- 
ama Canal,  the  situation  locally  will  change  for  the  better  at 
once,  and  general  activity  follow'.  The  important  victory  in 
Oregon  over  the  cock-sure  Prohibitionists  was  a  great  event 
for  the  trade,  and  as  stated  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  by  far-seeing 
men,  it  appears  to  be  only  a  matter  of  a  year  or  two  when  the 
whole  State  will  revert  to  license  and  regulation. 

Exports  by  sea  for  the  month  were  of  ordinary  volume,  the 
figures  being  530  cases  and  4,013  gallons,  valued  at  f  11,951. 

Imports  of  whisky  by  sea  were  6,945  cases,  216  barrels,  19 
casks,  46  octaves  and  one  keg. 


IMPORTATIONS : — Business  with  the  importers  has  been  sat- 
isfactory, considering  the  conditions  resulting  from  the  stock- 
ing up  of  the  trade  generally  to  anticipate  the  increase  in  tariff 
which  took  place  in  August  last.  Along  with  the  other  branches 
of  the  trade  the  outlook  for  winter  business  is  very  satisfac- 
tory. Herewith  are  the  figures  of  imports  for  the  month  ending 
November  20th.  Among  the  principal  items  champagne  leads 
with  4,301  cases.  (Jin  also  takes  a  good  exhibit  with  3,219 
cases :

BEER : — There  is  nothing  of  any  moment  to  be  said  regard- 
ing the  trade.  Business  is  giving  a  good  account  of  itself 
and  the  brewers  and  brewers'  agents  look  for  an  exceptionally 
good  year  in  1911.  Exports  were  nominal.  The  figures  were  226 
packages  bottled  and  52  bulk,  valued  at  |5231. 


BRANDY : — The  market  has  a  firmer  tone  at  advanced  prices 
and  there  is  every  indication  that  the  increase  is  liable  to 
be  followed  by  further  advance  at  a  not  far  distant  date.  Pro- 
duction in  the  first  and  sixth  districts  aggregated  190,422  gal- 
lons. Figures  of  the  production  in  the  fourth  district  are  not 
available  for  this  issue. 

Exports  by  sea  were  38  cases,  and  3,495  gallons,  valued  at 
$5,155. 

Imports  by  sea  were  178  cases,  19  casks  and  2  octaves. 


New  York  Wine  Marl<ets 


THERE  has  been  a  little  improvement  of  late  in  the  movement 
of  wines  and  brandies;  the  withdrawals  of  brandies  being 
exceptionally  heavy.  The  advance  in  prices  which  went  into 
effect  early  in  the  month  is  fairly  well  established  and  condi- 
tions resulting  therefrom  are  more  satisfactory  than  for  some 
time  past.

According  to  Spokane,  Washington,  advices,  brewers  in  tliat 
section  are  trying  to  stem  the  swelling  tide  of  local  option  by 
extolling  the  merits  of  beer  as  a  "temperance"  beverage  and 
promoting  its  sale  in  place  of  more  rigorous  intoxicants. 


The  Pacific  Northwest  Brewmasters'  Convention  was  held  at 
Spokane,  Washington,  during  the  month,  some  forty  members 
being  in  attendance.  There  was  a  very  interesting  discussion 
regarding  the  best  and  most  scientific  methods  of  brewing,  the 
use  of  electricity,  refrigeration,  etc. 


THE  conference  between  representatives  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada  has  terminated.  It  is  said  that  while  no  definite 
arrangements  were  concluded,  the  ground  was  cleared  for  a 
further  conference,  which  Avill  be  held  in  Washington  early  in 
January.  Mr.  Fielding,  the  Canadian  finance  minister,  an- 
nounces that  it  is  the  firm  belief  that  an  agreement  will  be 
reached  which  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  people  on  both  sides  of 
the  line. 

The  winemen  of  California,  many  of  whom  do  considerable 
business  in  Vancouver  and  Victoria  and  the  surrounding  cities 
are  anxious  that  some  concessions  be  shoAvn  to  this  country. 
The  other  day,  the  Allied  Grape  and  Wine  Industries  of  Cali- 
fornia sent  a  telegram  to  Hon.  P.  C.  Knox,  Secretary  of  State, 
saying :  "In  making  reciprocity  treaty  witli  Canada,  please  see 
that  American  wines  are  placed  on  same  footing  as  French 
wines." 

Whether  Canada  will  do  this  remains  to  he  seen.  However, 
as  no  wine  is  produced  in  the  Dominion  and  there  is,  therefore, 
no  competition  with  the  home  product,  there  seems  to  be  no 
reason  why  our  product  should  not  be  welcomed  and  all  bar- 
riers removed. 

It  is  said  that  the  feeling  in  Ottawa  is  that  as  a  result  of  the 
agreement,  the  natural  products  of  Canada  will  be  given  easier 
access  to  the  United  States  and  that  some  American  manufac- 
tures will  be  given  freer  admission  to  Canada.  "This  forecasts 
precisely  the  kind  of  jug-handle  reciprocity  which,  however, 
acceptable  it  may  be  to  the  manufacturers  of  this  country,  will 
find  considerable  opposition  from  other  producers  here,"  com- 
ments the  Post-Intelligencer,  of  Seattle,  which  adds: 

"Real  reciprocity  is  one  thing;  an  alleged  recoprocity  which 
favors  one  section  or  one  interest  at  the  expense  of  the  others, 
is  an  entirely  different  matter.  The  suggested  arrangement 
with  Canada  will  be  highly  satisfactory  to  New  England,  be- 
cause New  England  will  benefit  on  both  sides  of  it.  New  Eng- 
land wants,  in  any  event,  the  fri^e  admisson  of  coal,  lumber  and 
foodstuffs,  except,  of  course,  fish,  because  New  England  has  a 
large  fishing  interest.  In  return  for  getting  the  free  materials, 
that  it  wants  from  Canada,  New  England  is  to  get  a  larger  mar- 
ket for  its  manufactured  goods  in  Canada. 

"The  states  which  produce  lumber,  coal  and  foodstuffs  get 
the  worst  of  it.  They  have  no  reduction  of  duties  on  the  ma- 
terials which  they  might  wish  to  import  from  Canada,  because 
they  do  not  pi'oduce  them  at  home,  while  they  do  have  to  meet 
Canadian  competition  in  the  markets  of  this  country  on  every- 
thing which  they  produce.  There  is  too  much  sectionalism  about 
this.  Honest  reciprocity  with  Canada  should  cover  every  ar- 
ticle which  is  produced  in  both  countries.  To  such  a  reciprocity 
there  would  be  but  slight,  if  any  opposition,  along  the  border 
states."

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THE  last  of  the  grapes  were  crushed  before  the  12th  of  the 
month  and  some  of  the  larger  wineries  had  finished  during 
the  first  week  of  November  and  though  the  vintage  was  nearly 
two  weeks  earlier  this  season  about  the  same  amount  of  wine 
was  turned  out.  Vintners  generally'  report  this  season's  vintage 
a  satisfactory  one  the  grapes  being  of  good  quality.  With  favor- 
able weather  during  the  crushing  season  the  wine  crop  promises 
to  be  of  excellent  quality.  Internal  Revenue  reports  for  the 
month  of  October  show  a  decided  increase  in  the  amount  of 
sweet  wines  manufactured  this  season  over  last  year's  product 
during  the  same  month,  October  1910,  showing  a  production  of 
1,302,337  gallons  as  against  1,041,042  gallons  for  October  1909, 
an  increase  of  261,295  gallons.  A  pretty  good  showing  for  a 
county  that  is  being  harassed  by  local  option  and  every  other 
method  that  the  ingenuity  of  the  Prohibition  element  down  this 
way,  which  makes  no  discrimination  between  the  retail  saloon 
and  the  vineyardist,  could  devise. 

Many  of  the  wineries  are  now  busily  engaged  in  the  making 
of  brandy  and  it  is  expected  that  there  will  also  be  a  propor- 
tionate increase  in  the  brandy  figures  for  this  month's  produc- 
tion over  those  of  November,  1909. 

Now  that  election  is  over  the  local  liquor  men  are  looking  over 
the  list  of  those  elected  and  trying  to  decide  as  to  what  the 
future  has  in  store  for  them.  The  peculiar  temperament  of  a 
large  number  of  those  enjoying  the  voting  franchise  in  this 
county  has  the  past  few  months  kept  the  liquor  men  guessing 
as  to  what  next  in  the  "reform"  movement  would  be  sprung 
upon  them,  and  it  was  with  relief  and  satisfaction  that  when 
the  returns  were  all  in  the  name  of  Woolwine,  the  Prohi- 
bitionist, Independent,  Good  Government  and  Democratic  can- 
didate for  District  Attorney  was  among  the  missing.  It  was 
about  the  only  crumb  of  comfort  left  them,  for  the  local  option 
questions  was  in  the  majority  of  the  county  precincts  decided 
against  not  only  the  granting  of  saloon,  hotel  and  restaurant 
licenses,  but  also  against  the  wineries  as  well.  This  in  some 
cases  where  the  wineries  and  vineyards  had  been  established 
for  the  past  twenty  years.  The  large  wineries  are  not  affected 
by  this  to  any  appreciable  extent  as  their  business  was  almost 
entirely  transacted  with  outside  markets,  but  to  the  small  wine- 
grower crushing  the  products  of  his  own  small  vineyard  and 
whose  trade  was  with  the  residents  of  the  locality,  it  will  prove 
a  matter  of  considerable  loss.  Those  precincts  voting  against 
wineries  were  Baird,  Freeman,  Rowland,  Gardena,  Downey, 
Eagle  Rock,  San  Dimas,  La  Mirada,  Ivanhoe,  Montebello,  Lan- 
kershim,  El  Monte,  Glendale  and  Sherman,  while  Del  Rey,  Na- 
ples, Lancaster,  Newhall,  Lamanda  Park,  Artesia,  Palmdale, 
Del  'Sur,  La  Canada,  East  Whittier,  Spadra,  San  Gabriel,  Mali- 
bu,  Ballona  and  Wilmington  were  in  favor  of  licensing  the 
wineries.  In  most  of  the  precincts  favoring  wineries  there  are 
wineries  established  though  not  in  all  of  them. 


In  the  voting  on  saloon  licenses  in  the  county  the  majority 
of  the  precincts  were  against  their  issuance.  One  of  the  jokes 
of  the  campaign  was  the  vote  in  the  Annandale  precinct  which 
took  away  the  license  of  the  swell  Annandale  Club  of  which 
many  of  the  shining  lights  of  the  "reform"  element  were  mem- 
bers and  now  a  wild  yell  has  gone  up  for  aid  to  circumvent  that 
"odious"  ordinance  and  a  purse  is  being  raised  to  defend  the 
"club's  rights."  It  sometimes  makes  quite  a  difference  whose 
ox  is  gored. 
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The  Police  Commission  has  granted  a  social  club  liquor  license 
to  the  Concordia  Club,  Sixteenth  and  Figueroa  streets. 


H.  J.  Woollacott,  one  of  the  pioneer  liquor  dealers  of  Los 
Angeles,  but  who  had  retired  from  the  business  several  years 
ago,  and  a  man  very  prominent  in  the  city's  commercial  life, 
died  on  the  17th  of  November. 


Claude  I.  Parker,  U.  S.  Internal  Revenue  Collector  for  the 
Sixth  District,  has  been  to  Seattle  attending  the  meeting  of  all 
the  Pacific  Coast  Internal  Revenue  Collectors  the  14th  of  this 
month. 


Carl  Leopold,  proprietor  of  the  saloon  at  116  North  Spring 
Street,  ended  his  life  by  suicide  on  the  14th.  Business  reverses 
is  said  to  have  been  the  cause  of  his  unfortunate  death. 


David  and  Rosa  Cohn  have  been  charged  with  selling  liquor 
without  paying  the  government  tax  and  their  case  is  before 
the  U.  S.  District  Court.  This  is  said  to  be  the  first  prosecu- 
tion of  the  kind  brought  in  Southern  California  for  many  years. 


The  Waldorf  Annex  is  justifying  the  confidence  of  the  Becker 
Bros,  who  foresaAv  the  possibilities  of  trade  for  a  high  class 
cafe  in  that  neighborhood  immediately  after  the  completion  of 
the  Pacific  Electric  Building  and  station  and  who  opened  the 
Waldorf  Annex  long  before  the  completion  of  the  magnificent 
office  buildings  on  the  other  three  corners  of  Sixth  and  Main 
streets,  whose  habitues  find  refreshment  to  their  liking  at  the 
Waldorf  Annex. 


John  Davin,  former  owner  of  the  Faust  Cafe,  is  said  to  be 
negotiating  for  repurchase  of  that  place,  since  the  location  of 
the  Post  office  at  Spring  and  Temple  streets  has  awakened  north 
of  First  street  considerably. 


An  unfortunate  case  of  "getting  in  wrong"  has  had  its  clos- 
ing chapter  in  the  case  of  Jack  Edwards.  Edwards  in  the  days 
when  the  saloon  licenses  were  owned  largely  by  the  breweries, 
bought  at  a  fancy  price  the  license  of  the  saloon  at  Main  and 
Winston  streets  also  paying  a  fancy  price  for  the  good  will  of 
the  business  which  consisted  largely  of  a  good  trade  with  an 
undesirable  reputation.  In  all  Edwards  put  in  about  |15,000 
cash  and  the  Los  Angeles  Brewery  accepted  several  mortgages 
for  the  balance.  Enter  reform  administration,  Edwards'  license 
was  forfeited,  the  brewery  foreclosed  all  its  mortgages  and  now 
Edwards  and  his  family  are  thrown  in  the  street  while  he  is 
practically  penniless. 


Ralph  L.  Knapp  of  Los  Angeles,  well  known  as  a  champagne 
agent  to  the  wine  trade  here  and  in  the  East,  lias  inherited  a 
large  fortune  and  has  quit  business.  His  mother's  estate,  valued 
at  nearly  |3,000,000,  has  been  divided  between  Ralph  and  his 
two  brothers,  David  and  Harry  Knapp. 


The  complete  result  of  the  late  election  in  San  Bernardino 
County  shows  that  of  the  precincts  outside  of  incorporatetl 
cities,  34  went  "dry"  and  19  "wet."  Taking  the  entire  county, 
inclusive  of  incorporated  cities,  the  total  shows  55  "dry"  pi-e- 
cincts  to  31  "wet." 
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Charles  M.  Fisher,  of  Rusconi,  Fisher  &  Company,  returned 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  month  from  a  trip  through  the 
southern  part  of  the  State.  He  was  very  successful  in  promoting 
the  sales  of  "Kennel  Club  Whisky"  and  "Kinsey  Rye."  He  re- 
ports business  improving  right  along  and  the  outlook  very  en- 
couraging. 


The  Napa  and  Sonoma  Wine  Company  reports  trade  normal, 
collecticms  better,  and  is  of  opinion  that  prices  of  both  wine  and 
brandy  will  rise.  The  company  is  highly  pleased  with  the  suc- 
cess of  the  "Oro  Fino  California  Cognac  Brandy,"  which  is 
receiving  very  considerable  recognition  at  the  hands  of  the 
trade.  This  brandy  is  distilled  entirely  from  the  true  wine 
grape,  is  absolutely  pure  and  unadulterated. 


Jdanager  Craig,  of  Brown-Forman's  local  establishment,  said 
that  the  house  had  been  branching  out  and  was  doing  very 
extensive  pictorial  advertising  on  billboards  of  "Old  Tucker" 
whisky,  bottled  in  bond.  Mr.  Craig  reports  the  firm  to  be  doing 
a  rapidly  increasing  business  through  the  Stockton  Wholesale 
Liquor  Company  in  Stockton,  from  which  city  he  had  just  re- 
turned, having  made  contracts  with  the  company  in  question  to 
place  the  goods  in  two-thirds  of  the  best  saloons  in  San  Joaipiin 
County.  The  contracts  also  cover  the  same  work  in  Sacramento. 
He  was  in  the  Capital  City  during  the  State  Fair  and  found  at 
that  time  that  all  first-class  saloons  had  turned  their  attention 
to  "Old  Tucker"  in  bond  and  gave  very  encouraging  reports  of 
its  popularity  with  customers.  Trade  was  reported  improving 
very  fast  through  the  country  and  many  mail  orders  had  been 
received  from  Oregon  since  the  Home  Rule  amendment  was 
passed,  and  Mr.  Craig  believes  that  the  whole  State  will  open 
up  for  liquor  traffic  by  April  1,  1911. 


Manager  Baker,  of  Jesse  Moore,  Hunt  Company,  considered 
the  recent  election  very  satisfactory  from  all  points  of  view. 
This  was  particularly  so  in  Oregon.  The  "drying,"  however,  of 
Bellingham  and  Everett,  Washington,  was  greatly  to  be  regret- 
ted and  means  a  considerable  loss  to  that  house.  As  far  as 
business  was  concerned  he  could  say  with  truth  that  November 
was  the  best  month  the  firm  had  ever  enjoyed.  Naturally,  there- 
fore, the  house  was  well  satisfied  with  present  conditions,  and 
believed  that  everything  was  favorable  for  a  prosperous  winter's 
business. 


Reports  obtained  from  the  James  de  Fremory  Company  state 
that  that  noted  brand,  "Carstair's  Rye  Whisky,"  has  been  hav- 
ing a  big  call  lately  both  in  city  and  country.  This  is  attributed 
partially  to  the  recent  advertising,  but  more  particularly  to  the 
intrinsic  merit  of  the  whisky  itself,  which  has  been  a  great 
favorite  with  the  public  since  it  was  first  distilled  in  1788.  The 
firm's  own  brand  of  bourbon,  "Old  Crane,"  is  making  many  new 
and  losing  no  old  friends,  while  as  to  "Old  Jordan,"  that  fine 
brand  of  whisky  is  proving  a  favorite  wherever  tried.  Busi- 
ness was  reported  fair  during  the  beginning  of  the  month,  but 
has  shown  a  great  improvement  toAvards  the  end. 


Taussig  &  Company  are  rejoicing  over  the  great  improvement 
of  business  in  the  country,  while  that  in  the  city  is  looking  up, 
but  not  quite  so  fast.  Carroll  rye  has  lost  none  of  its  attrac- 
tions for  the  public,  and  is  proving,  as  of  old,  a  first-class  seller 
wherever  introduced.  Mr.  Hugo  Taussig  is  at  present  enjoying 
an  automobile  tour  through  Europe,  and  Avill  no  doubt  look  into 
Irade  conditions  there,  particularly  as  to  Californian  products, 
as  he  is  known  to  be  an  energetic  booster  of  the  Golden  State. 
His  brother,  Mr.  Rudolph  Taussig,  Avhile  looking  after  the  busi- 
ness of  this  well-known  house,  is  very  busy  also  working  hard 
for  California's  interests,  as  he  is  the  secretary  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Exposition.

P.  C.  Rossi  Sees  Return  of  Prosperity  to  Wine  Industry 


WE  take  much  pleasure  in  publisliinc:  the  following 
from  P.  C.  Rossi,  president  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony, 
concerning  the  condition  of  the  wine  industry.  Mr.  Rossi  is 
neither  an  optimist  nor  pessimist  but  conservative  always.  This 
being  a  fact,  his  statements  as  to  the  present  situation  and  the 
promised  future  of  the  industry  must  be  accepted  as  authority. 
Mr.  Rossi  says: 

"Last  year  the  production  of  sweet  wines  was  the  greatest 
in  the  history  of  the  industry,  namelj-,  17,983,465  gallons,  while 
the  dry  wine  output  totaled  about  27,000,000  gallons. 

"In  regard  to  the  output  for  1910,  I  would  not  be  surprised 
if  the  total  amount  of  dry  and  sweet  wines  was  about  the  same 
as  last  year.  In  Sonoma  and  Napa  Cotinties,  the  short- 
age did  not  run  more  than  ten  per  cent,  as  the  difference  in 
the  crop  was  made  up  to  a  large  extent  by  the  area  of  new  vines 
that  have  come  into  bearing. 

"The  same  thing  applies  to  the  sweet  wine  section.  While 
there  was  a  shortage  of  about  twenty-five  per  cent  around  Fresno 
and  in  Southern  California,  owing  to  the  climatic  conditions, 
such  a  large  .area  came  into  bearing  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Turlock,  Lathrop,  Ceres,  Modesto,  Manteca,  Lodi  and  Stockton 
that  I  think  much  of  this  shortage  was  made  up. 

"Owing  to  the  favorable  commercial  conditions,  this  produc- 
tion is  none  too  great.  It  looks  to  me  as  if  the  long-expected 
adjustment  of  the  wine  market  is  at  hand,  and  I  believe  that 
the  future  of  California  wines  is  most  promising. 

"The  defeat  of  the  prohibition  bills  in  several  States  on  No- 
vember 8th  has  done  much  to  stimulate  the  demand  for  our 
Avines,  and  the  failure  of  the  European  vintage  has  also  resulted 
in  a  demand  for  our  product  in  Germany,  France,  Italy,  Bel- 
gium, Switzerland  and  other  European  countries  where  wines 
are  judged  by  their  true  merit  and  not  by  their  label. 

"The  fact  that  the  leading  wine  merchants  of  these  countries 
have  turned  to  California  first  to  make  up  their  own  shortage 
should  convince  American  wine  drinkers  that  our  native  pro- 
duct is  now  the  equal  of  any  made,  and  that  there  is  no  sane 
reason  why  they  should  purchase  wine  with  a  foreign  label.  If 
the  most  discriminating  EurojMian  wine  drinkers  consider  our 
product  worth  buying,  I  think  it  surely  ought  to  be  good 
enough  for  the  American  people." 


The  New  Mexico  convention  called  to  formulate  a  State 
Constitution  closed  its  labors  on  the  21st  instant.  Prohibition 
and  local  option  were  excluded  but  the  way  was  left  open  to 
the  next  Legislature  to  deal  Avith  these  questions.  The  con- 
vention believes  that  it  has  formulated  a  fundamental  law  that 
will  be  ratified  by  the  people  and  approved  by  Congress  and 
President  Taft. 


THE  election  returns  of  November  8th  show  conclusively  that 
the  prohibitionists  have  at  last  got  to  the  end  of  their  rope, 
which,  being  a  long  one,  has  given  tliem  the  opportunity  of 
hanging  themselves.  Not  satisfied  with  having  invaded  the  peace 
and  prosperity  of  many  States,  cities  and  other  communities; 
with  having  been  the  cause  of  riot,  bloodshed  and  all  kinds  of 
law-breaking,  they  attempted  to  bring  about  state-wide  prohibi- 
tion wherever  they  believed  they  held  tlu;  balance  of  power. 
The  old  saying,  "Those  whom  the  gods  desire  to  destroy  they 
first  make  mad,"  was  certainly  demonstrated  by  the  last  election, 
for  wherever  prohibition,  whether  of  State,  county  or  precinct, 
was  the  issue,  the  aqua-maniacs  were  defeated  in  a  large  major- 
ity of  cases.  As  an  exchange  aptly  expresses  it :  "Business  in 
many  localities  has  been  practically  ruined  by  the  enactment  of 
unenforceable  prohibition  laws  without  in  any  sense  lessening 
the  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages.  This  fact  has  become 
so  apparent  that  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  voters  of  the  coun- 
try arose  in  their  wrath  on  election  day  and  voted  to  put  a  stop 
to  the  progress  of  a  movement  which  has  been  so  damaging 
to  the  business  interests  of  the  country."  And,  it  should  be 
added,  has  done  so  much  to  injuriously  effect  it  morally. 

Let  it  be  understood,  hoAvever,  that  this  gratifying  result  has 
been  brought  about  by  the  expenditure  of  a  vast  amount  of  labor 
and  money.  President  Westheimer  of  the  National  Association, 
in  a  circular  to  the  members,  says:  "Let  no  one  inuigine  that 
success  fell  from  the  heavens.  Hard  work,  intelligent  general- 
ship, untiring  effort  and  unflagging  industry  nmde  success  pos- 
sible." This  truth  is  worth  serious  consideration,  for  while  a 
partial  victory  has  been  won,  it  is  only  the  beginning  of  an  end, 
which  can  only  be  brought  about  by  further  labor  and  cost.  It 
is  up  to  the  trade,  therefore,  to  make  fresh  exertions  in  the 
future  so  that  the  triumphs  of  common  sense  and  j>orsonal  lib- 
erty recently  obtained  in  old  Missouri,  Oregon  and  Florida, 
which  rejected  state-wide  prohibiton;  and  in  the  great  States 
which  rendered  an  adverse  vei'dict  to  the  S])read  of  the  fanatical 
doctrine  which  has  played  such  havoc  Avith  Uw  country,  may  be 
repeated." 

As  Ave  said  before,  Ave  believe  the  recent  victories  to  be  the 
beginning  of  the  end.  May  that  end  soon  come,  Avhen  the  in- 
tolerant spirit  of  prohibition  shall  be  deeply  buried,  and  the 
scars  of  the  wrongs  inflicted  by  it  on  this  fair  land  be  removed 
by  "time's  effacing  fingers." 


Government  Shows  Prohibition  a  Fraud 


A  DISPATCH  from  Washington,  D.  C,  dated  November  27th, 
states  that  rcA-enue  receipts  show  a  big  gain  and  figures  for 
the  fiscal  year  have  made  the  record  in  the  li([uor  business.  Here 
is  the  record  of  the  nation  for  the  tAvelve  months  ending  June 
30tli  as  shoAAu  by  the  figures  of  the  International  Revenue  Bu- 
reau :  , 

One  hundred  and  sixty-three  million  gallons  of  distilled  spir- 
its, 30,000,000  gallons  more  than  the  year  before;  59,485,111 
barrels  of  fermented  liquors,  an  increase  of  3,000,000  of  beer. 

Illicit  distilling  and  manufacturing  of  moonshine  whisky  are 
on  the  increase,  "especially,"  the  Bureau  says,  "where  there  are 
state-wide  prohibition  laAvs." 

Commissioner  CalK'll's  report,  speaking  of  illicit  distilling, 
says  Alabama,  Georgia,  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina  lead 
in  offenses  of  that  character.  \\'ithin  the  year  officers  closed 
1911  plants,  200  more  than  last  year.

BENJAMIN  ARNHOLD,  who  for  many  years  was  deeply 
interested  in  the  success  of  the  California  wine  industry, 
lied  on  the  23d  instant  at  his  residence  in  this  city,  aged  49 
'ears.  Mr.  Arnhold,  who  was  a  native  of  Kourland,  a  northern 
)rovince  of  Russia,  came  to  this  city  in  early  life,  and  resided 
iere  until  his  early  decease.  A  clever  and  energetic  man  of 
)usiness,  he  rose  to  the  high  position  of  secretary  of  the  Alaska 
^mmercial  Company,  of  which  important  body  he  was  a  trusted 
)flficer  until  he  left  it  to  join  the  Stephens-Ai'uhold  Company, 
landling  the  well  known  "Inglenook"  brand  of  wines,  and  rep- 
■esenting  the  viticultural  interests  of  the  Niebaum  Estate. 

The  deceased  retired  from  that  company  in  Septeml)er,  1909, 
)ecause  of  ill  health.  He  visited  Europe  and  placetl  himself  in 
he  hands  of  specialists,  and  submitted  to  an  operation,  but  the 
jenefit  therefrom  did  not  last  long,  and  he  died  after  a  severe 
tickness  lasting  over  a  year. 

I  Mr.  Arnhold  was  financially  successful  during  his  business 
ictivity,  and  his  wife  and  son  are  left  comfortably  provided  for. 
&e  was  highly  respected  in  commercial  circles  and  was  a  niem- 
)er  of  the  Argonaut  and  Union  League  clubs.

It  will  prevent  the  county  from  wiping  out  the 
city  vote  on  city  measures.  It  is  a  law  which  makes  prohibition 
possible  where  wanted,  and  impossible  where  not  wanted.  It 
means  regulation  which  regulates. 


Leung  Kwok  Chun  and  others  have  been  given  a  trial  of  the 
monopoly  of  spirit  licenses  at  Canton,  China,  on  the  ground 
that  wines  and  spirits  are  a  luxury.  The  monopolists  must 
undertake  to  pay  an  annual  revenue  of  $420,000  gold.

THE  Rev.  W.  A.  Wasson,  rector  of  Grace  Episcopal  Church, 
Riverhead,  Long  Island,  spoke  recently  against  prohibition 
and  in  favor  of  true  temperance,  at  Everett,  Washington.  The 
eloquent  lecturer  stated  that  when  prohibitionists  are  asked  to 
point  out  a  single  passage  in  the  Bible  that  condemns  the  use 
of  wine  they  quote  some  text  that  condemns  drunkenness,  as  if 
that  proved  their  case.  Of  course,  the  Bible  condemns  drunken- 
ness, all  the  way  through ;  it  condemns  intemperance  in  every- 
thing; in  eating  as  well  as  drinking,  and  nobody  but  a  fool  would 
advocate  intemperance. 

Mr.  Wasson  said :  "We  do  not  stand  for  intemperance  nor 
lawlessness.  We  stand  for  law  and  order  and  genuine  tem- 
perance, and  I  repeat  that  there  is  not  a  word  in  the  whole 
Bible  that  condemns  the  moderate  use  of  wine,  and  wine,  mind 
you,  is  a  strong  alcoholic  beverage,  containing  anywhere  from 
10  to  20  per  cent  of  alcohol,  and  this  beverage  has  been  the 
national  beverage,  you  might  say  the  social  beverage  of  the 
Jewish  people  for  the  last  3000  or  4000  years.  It  was  in  use 
during  the  whole  of  the  Old  Testament  period;  it  was  in  use 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  Foimder  of  the  Christian  religion,  and 
if  there  is  one  author  for  us  Christians  which  is  supreme  and 
infallible  and  final  that  author,  it  seems  to  me,  is  the  author  of 
Christianity." 


ONE  of  the  most  difficult  of  the  problems  confronting  tlui 
retail  wine  and  spirit  dealer  is  the  exclusion  of  the  minnv 
No  dealer  wants  the  name  of  selling  to  minors,  or  to  undergo  tin 
penalty  prescribed  for  selling  to  minors  or  permitting  them  t( 
frequent  liis  place.  The  laws  prohibiting  the  selling  of  malt  oil  ■ 
spirituous  liquors  to  minors  are  strict  in  all  states,  even  thonc,!' 
the  age  specified  varies,  but  they  are  laws  that  should  be  serupu 
lously  lived  up  to. 

It  is  admitted,  even  by  the  most  unreasonable  opponent  of  th(; 
trade,  that  a  retailer  is  liable  to  make  a  mistake  on  the  age  o1 
a  youth  or  young  man  who  seeks  service  in  his  place.  JFany  -. 
youth  of  eighteen  seems  to  be  of  voting  age  and  many  uiidci 
eighteen  look  fully  that  age. 

But  where  intent  to  observe  the  law  strictly  is  shown,  then  , 
mistake,  if  made,  can  be  more  easily  sIioa^ti  to  have  been  justifij 
able.  This  intent  can  easily  be  demonstrated  by  the  posting  ol 
signs  bearing  the  legend,  "Minors  Not  Allowed." 

Such  a  sign  does  not  take  up  much  room.  Its  cost  is  merel\ 
a  matter  of  the  individual  taste  of  the  proprietor.  All  that  i 
needs  is  a  conspicuous  posting  in  the  bar  room  or  at  its  en 
trances.    Its  presence  is  certain  to  have  a  beneficial  effect. 

For  there  are  many  minors  who  do  not  carry  about  with  thi'i: 
an  ever  present  realization  of  their  minority,  and  many  do  no 
know  that  liquor  or  beer  is  denied  to  them  by  law. — Nort.]\ 
American  Wine  and  t^pirit  Joiniial.

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The  Upheaval  in  Maine 


No  greater  example  of  the  thoroujjh  hnnibug  of  prohibition 
can  be  given,  than  the  fact  that  the  State  of  Maine  went  Demo- 
cratic at  the  last  election.  The  world  knows  that  in  spite  of  its 
stringent  liquor  laws,  there  are  today  a  larger  percentage  of 
drunkards  in  Maine,  in  proportion  to  the  population,  than  in 
any  other  State  in  the  Union.  It  was  in  order  to  obtain  the 
privilege  of  supplying  the  drinking  element  with  intoxicants 
that  Maine  flopped  over  to  the  Democratic  column.  In  other 
words,  it  was  the  intent  to  continue  to  carry  on  this  illicit 
trade,  and  enjoy  the  profits  thereof,  which  changed  the  politics 
of  the  State. 

Two  years  ago  the  Maine  Legislature,  being  aware  that  that 
State  was  becoming  the  laughing  stock  of  the  nation,  passed  a 
law  that  the  Governor  could  appoint  special  State  liquor  in- 
spectors to  travel  all  over  the  State,  usurp  the  local  officials' 
duties,  and  attempt  to  enforce  the  anti-liquor  laws.  Whether 
the  latter  part  of  the  programme  was  ever  attempted  is  ex- 
tremely doubtful.  All  that  the  special  State  liquor  inspectors 
appear  to  have  done,  is  to  have  diverted  the  profits  made  from 
the  liquor  traffic  into  another  channel,  and  away  from  the 
pockets  of  the  local  officials.    Hence  the  change  in  politics ! 

Two  years  was  quite  sufficient  to  enlighten  the  county  officials 
as  to  the  financially  pernicious  effect  of  the  new  law.  So  at  the 
last  election  they  succeeded  in  placing  those  in  power,  who 
would  repeal  the  harmful  act,  and  restore  to  them  the  valuable 
privilege  of  handling  the  money  earned  by  deliberately  and 
intentionally  breaking  the  Maine  liquor  law ! 

The  real  conditions  existing  in  Maine,  whether  under  the  local 
county  officials,  or  the  special  State  liquor  inspectors,  are  best 
shown  by  the  recent  statement  of  Admiral  Evans,  that  when  the 
fleet  under  his  command  visited  Maine,  he  never  let  his  sailors 
go  ashore,  because  they  would  get  more  "paralyzed"  by  drugged 
and  home  made  whisky,  than  they  ever  did  in  other  American 
ports  or  in  those  of  foreign  countries.  Certainly  the  whole 
business  shows  the  rottenness  of  prohibition,  when  such  a  state 
of  things  can  exist  in  the  total  abstinence  State  of  Maine ! 


Palouse,  Washington,  has  gone  "dry"  and  eight  saloons  will 
quit  business  on  January  8th,  because  of  the  action  taken  by 
the  voters  at  the  recent  election.  Since  the  railroad  building 
stopped  at  Palouse  the  number  of  saloons  has  gradually  de- 
creased until  there  are  now  only  eight,  and  these  are  now  to 
be  closed. 


On  November  23d  Collector  of  the  Port,  Fred  S.  Stratton, 
filed  charges  of  neglect  of  duty  against  Daniel  O'Connell,  the 
customs  official  representing  the  government  at  the  Haslett 
bonded  warehouse,  where  it  was  found  that  barrels  of  water 
had  been  substituted  for  whisky. 


Articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Independent  Brewing  and 
Malting  Company,  of  Oakland,  have  been  filed,  with  a  capitaliza- 
tion of  1100,000,  of  which  flTOOO  has  actually  been  subscribed. 
The  incorporators  are  George  Roelim,  Julius  Follmer,  S.  A. 
Appledorn,  Daniel  Sullivan  and  B.  Solari,  all  of  that  city. 


The  Board  of  Freeholders  are  hard  at  work  upon  the  new 
Oakland  Charter,  and  we  understand  that  a  committee  com 
posed  of  Joseph  R.  Ward,  G.  S.  Hale  and  John  Davidson  havf 
presented  their  report  to  the  Board  making  but  few  changes  in 
the  proposed  Charter.  Had  Section  IX  been  adopted  as  at  first  : 
proposed,  it  would  have  caused  a  revolution  in  the  li(iuor  busi- 
ness, as  it  provides  that  no  saloons  shall  be  located  in  the  resi- 
dence districts.  This  section  says  "Provided,  however,  that  no 
spirituous,  malt,  vinous  or  alcohol  li(iuors  in  a  saloon,  public 
such  license  shall  be  granted  for  tlie  sale  or  giving  away  of 
bar,  or  any  other  place  located  in  tiie  residence  portion  of  the 
city,"  etc. 

Happily  for  the  retailers,  there  will  be  an  amendment  to  the 
above  which  provides  that  saloons  at  present  existing  in  the 
residence  districts  shall  not  be  forced  to  close,  but  no  new  li- 
censes will  be  issued  therein.  Excei)t  for  this  amendment,  as 
the  City  of  Oakland  is  principally  composed  of  residence  dis- 
tricts, at  least  half  of  the  present  number  of  saloons  in  that  city 
would  have  been  put  out  of  business. 


At  a  recent  meeting  at  Colusa  called  by  the  Rev.  Father  Wall-1 
rath,  300  people  showed  complete  indifference  to  the  liquor 
question.  A  petition  was  presented  calling  for  saloon  regula- : 
tion,  but  not  a  motion  was  made  towards  adoj)ting  or  signing  it. 
Father  Wallrath  said  that  regulation  of  the  saloons  was  better 
than  abolishing  them,  as  that  Avould  mean  the  liquor  avouUI  be 
brought  into  the  homes  and  women  and  children  would  be 
tempted.  The  petition  was  read  and  it  called  for  the  closing 
of  salo(ms  each  night  at  12  o'clock  and  from  Saturday  night  at 
12  until  Sunday  noon,  and  close  again  at  6  o'clock.

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Men  About  Town  Drinking  Less 


IN  an  interesting  article  in  the  November  Century,  Dr.  Henry 
Williams  says :  "It  is,  I  think,  a  common  experience  of  the 
man  abont  town  that  his  associates  in  general  drink  less  than 
they  (lid  five  or  ten  yeai"s  ago.  Go  into  any  restaurant  in  Ne\\' 
York  where  business  men  congregate  at  the  lunch  hour,  and  you 
will  note  that  a  large  number  of  tables,  often  the  majority,  have 
no  beverage  but  water.  As  a  general  rule  the  waiter  will  not 
thrust  the  wine  card  before  you  with  old-time  insistence,  know- 
ing from  experience  that  you  probably  do  not  want  it.  Even 
at  dinner  time,  in  these  same  restaurants,  many  tables  show  no 
wine  glasses,  whereas  formerly  they  were  all  but  general.  More- 
over, it  is  distinctly  the  rule,  even  at  private  dinner  parties  of 
some  formality,  to  serve  a  single  wine,  following  the  English 
custom,  whereas  until  recently  New  Yorkers  were  notorious  for 
'mixing*  their  drinks. 

"Of  course  I  do  not  mean  to  imply  that  wines  are  not  still 
served  in  conventional  sequence,  from  cocktail  and  sherry  to 
])ort  and  liquor,  at  formal  banquets  and  many  bons  vivants ;  but 
I  speak  of  the  prevailing  custom,  and  this  assuredly  has  altered 
very  decidedly  within  the  last  decade.  Clearly,  then,  the  tem- 
j>erance  spirit  is  abroad  in  metropolitan  no  less  than  in  rural 
di.stricts." 


Notice  has  been  given  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Colusa 
have  decided  to  hold  a  special  election  on  November  29th,  when 
the  question  whether  the  Trustees  shall  or  shall  not  issue  li- 
censes for  the  sale  of  intoxicants  in  that  city  will  be  submitted 
to  the  voters. 


R.  Andrade,  a  Mexican  shoemaker  at  San  Diego,  has  been 
leading  a  dual  life.  During  the  working  days  of  the  week  he 
mended  shoes.  At  night  he  conducted  religious  street  meetings, 
and  his  silver-toned  voice,  speaking  words  of  encoxiragement  to 
his  fellow-countrymen,  caused  crowds  to  stop  and  listen.  Sun- 
days he  laid  aside  his  ministerial  cloak  and  conducted  a  "blind 
pig"  where  those  who  had  money  could  be  served  with  most 
any  kind  of  an  intoxicant. 


No  additional  saloons  will  be  permitted  in  Tracy.  At  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Trustee  (irunauer,  D.  R. 
Payne  and  William  Schmidt  voted  to  refuse  licenses  to  three 
petitioners  who  desired  to  conduct  saloons  in  that  city.  The 
present  number  of  saloons  in  Tracy  is  12  and  the  Trustees  are 
opposed  to  increasing  the  number. 


Thornton,  in  the  northern  part  of  San  Joaciuin  County,  went 
"dry"  at  the  last  election  because  the  antis,  with  their  usual 
duplicity,  circulated  the  story  that  a  camp  cook  got  intoxicated 
and  hanged  himself.  So  the  one  saloon  at  Thornton  will  have 
to  put  up  its  .shutters  the  first  of  the  year. 


As  a  result  of  the  local  option  plank  on  the  ballot,  San 
Joaquin  ( Vmnty  scored  a  few  surprises  at  the  late  election.  Some 
dry  precincts  went  wet  and  a  few  precincts  voted  out  the 
saloons.     All  told,  there  are  12  precincts  in  the  county  that 


voted  dry.  They  are  Bnrwood,  Clements,  Elliott,  Elkhorn, 
French  Camp,  Kerrick,  Linden,  Liberty,  Manteca,  Ripon  and 
I'nion.  Bellota  cast  a  tie  vote.  Each  side  for  and  against  the 
saloons  cast  just  24  votes.  In  Elkhorn  the  dry  element  won  by 
two  votes.  At  Clements  the  antis  removed  the  saloons  by  a  2 
to  1  vote. 


A  recent  dispatch  from  Plumas  County  states  that  the  hard 
and  bitterly  fought  anti-saloon  question  bids  fair  to  be  reopened 
in  that  county.  It  is  learned  that  the  liquor  men  are  circulating 
a  petition  throughout  the  county  asking  the  Supervisors  to 
rescind  the  ordinance  closing  all  the  saloons  in  Plumas  County, 
or  to  call  a  special  election  before  December  1st  to  submit  the 
question  to  a  vote  of  the  residents  of  the  county.

What  is  the  Matter  With  Kansas 


COI'NTY  ATTORNEY  TAGdERT,  of  Kansas  City,  Kan., 
in  a  recent  interview,  said : 

"The  prohibitory  law  is  the  worst  law  ever  passed  in  any  state. 
It  ha.s  made  tliieves  and  perjurers  of  men  who  are  honest,  and  it 
has  resulted  in  corrupted  officials.  It  can  not  be  enforced  any- 
where, and  under  the  present  system  it  drives  the  men  who  would 
be  contented  with  a  single  drink  at  the  bar  to  drink  a  half  pint 
instead. 

"It  is  costing  Wyandotte  County,  I  figure,  at  least  |30,000  a 
year  to  maintain  a  semblance  of  enforcing  the  law.  There  were 
250  convictions  last  year,  but  the  revenue  from  them  went,  for 
the  most  part,  to  the  attorney  general's  office,  not  to  the  county. 
This  town  is  also  in  a  worse  condition  in  the  matter  of  rentals 
than  was  before.  The  tax  rate  is  increased  4  per  cent  on  the 
§1,000,  and  the  business  streets  are  full  of  "for  rent"  signs.  The 
business  that  was  formerly  transacted  in  saloons  here  now  goes 
to  Kansas  City,  Mo.  There  isn't  any  less  drinking,  nor  any 
less  drunkenness." 


Maine  Newspaper  on  the  Prohibition  Question 


WE  are  not  in  favor  of  the  saloon  or  free  rum,  but  we  do  be- 
lieve with  our  neiglibors  of  Massachusetts,  Vermont  and 
New  Hampshire  that  prohibition  does  not  prohibit  and  that 
laws  for  regulation  may  be  enacted  that  will  bring  far  better 
results  for  the  cause  of  temperance  of  morality  and  general  good 
citizenship  than  does  the  present  law  of  Maine,  which  is  a  pro- 
hibition law  only  in  name. — Bangor  Gommercml.  h 


At  Puente  the  "drys"  won  one  of  the  closest  and  hardest 
fought  battles  of  the  State  at  the  late  election.  Of  the  176 
votes  cast,  97  Avere  against  saloon  licenses  and  79  for.  The 
winery  license  was  lost  by  one  vote  and  the  hotel  license  by 
eight.  Seventy-eight  votes  favored  pool  room  license  and  56 
were  against  it.

BRANCHES  of  the  Greater  Oregon  Home  Rule  Association 
in  counties  voted  "wet"  at  the  recent  election,  are  busy 
preparing  model  liquor  license  ordinances.  La  Grande,  which 
has  been  "dry"  for  two  years,  has  the  most  drastic  ordinance  of 
any  so  far  reported.  It  follows  closely  the  provisions  of  the 
model  liquor  license  law. 

La  Grande's  ordinance,  which  is  now  up  for  final  action  by 
the  City  Council,  provides  that  an  applicant  for  a  saloon  license 
must  first  pay  |1250,  the  license  fee  for  the  year,  into  the  City 
Treasury,  and  present  a  bond  of  flOOO,  backed  by  a  responsible 
surety  company,  before  it  will  be  considered  by  the  Council. 
The  applicant's  personal  character  Avill  also  be  considered  as 
well  as  the  proposed  location  of  the  saloon.  Upon  conviction 
before  the  City  Recorder  of  any  violation  of  the  criminal  laws 
of  the  State  or  provisions  of  the  ordinance  governing  the  sale 
of  liquor,  the  offender  loses  his  license,  forfeits  his  bond  and 
may  also  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment.  The  ordinance 
provides  that  there  shall  be  no  dice,  cards,  slot  machines  or 
music  in  the  saloons  and  that  there  shall  be  no  frosted  windows 
or  screens.  Women  are  prohibited  from  entering  a  saloon. 
Gambling  is  also  barred.  The  number  of  saloons  is  limited  to 
eight  and  they  must  be  closed  from  1  o'clock  Saturday  night 
until  5  o'clock  Monday  morning. 

Attorneys  for  the  Home  Rule  Association  are  preparing  a 
similar  ordinance  to  govern  the  saloons  in  Portland.

LOUISVILLE,  Ky.,  Nov.  19.— The  whisky  district  of  this  city 
is  more  active  than  it  has  been  for  years.  Orders  are 
pouring  in  from  all  sections,  and  shipments  are  being  made  in 
such  volume  that  the  railroads  are  being  taxed  to  supply  equip- 
ment. The  demand  is  steady  and  solid,  and  general  enough  to 
indicate  that  it  is  not  merely  spasmodic,  or  representative  of 
only  a  few  districts.  In  other  words,  business  has  struck  its 
gait,  and  the  wholesalers  and  distillers  in  this  market  are  con- 
fident that  it  will  continue  to  hold  the  present  pace. 

Practically  all  of  the  distilleries  in  this  State  have  commenced 
oi)erations,  although  some  of  them  started  later  than  it  had 
been  thought  they  would.  In  spite  of  this,  however,  estimates 
as  to  the  season's  production  are  that  it  will  be  one  of  the 
biggest  on  record,  and  will  far  exceed  that  of  last  year,  which 
passed  the  36,000,000-gallon  mark.  Estimates  made  to  the 
Louisville  representative  of  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit 
Review  are  that  the  crop  will  be  anywhere  from  40,000,000  to 
45,000,000  gallons. 

It  is  not  believed  that  there  Avill  be  an  overproduction.  The 
scarcity  of  all  bottling  in  bond  ages,  from  1907  back,  is  such 
that  holders  of  old  whisky  are  reluctant  to  sell  even  at  the  high 
prices  which  are  now  prevailing,  and  believe  that  the  upward 
movement  is  bound  to  continue  simply  because  the  supply  is  not 
here.  For  that  reason  it  is  figured  that  by  the  time  the  1911 
crop  is  ready  to  be  bottled,  the  demand  will  be  so.  much  greater 
that  the  ci'op  will  be  easily  absorbed. 

The  results  of  the  November  elections  were  especially  pleasing 
to  the  whisky  men,  inasmuch  as  they  gave  prohibition  a  setback 
nearly  everywhere  the  issue  was  brought  to  a  vote.  State-wide 
prohibition  Avas  defeated  overwhelmingly  in  Missouri,  and  simi- 
lar action  was  taken  in  Oregon.  Florida  declared  against  ex- 
tending prohibition  beyond  the  present  county  option  method, 
and  thus  gave  the  agitators  another  hard  blow.  The  effect  of 
the  election  is  already  seen  in  increasetl  business,  for  buyers  in 
territories  affected  by  the  vote  naturally  hung  back  until  after 
the  issue  had  been  decided.  Now  they  are  ordering  heavily  in 
order  to  stock  up  against  the  healthy  normal  demand  which  has 
come  into  being. 


The  Louisville  Board  of  Trade  compiles  statistics  showing  the 
movement  of  manufactured  articles  out  of  this  market,  and  its 
report  for  October,  the  latest  on  hand,  shows  that  during  that 
month  of  1909  the  shipments  of  whisky  amounted  to  49,730 
l>arrels,  while  last  month  they  reached  55,992  barrels.  It  is 
believed  that  the  figures  for  November  will  show  a  still  greater 
increa-se.  Shipments  from  local  houses  to  their  Pacific  Coast 
agents  have  been  especially  good,  one  house  alone  reporting 
having  shipped  four  carloads  during  the  first  three  weeks  of 
the  month. 


Word  has  just  been  received  of  the  action  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Tennessee  on  the  subject  of  the  "four-mile  law"  passed 
by  the  liegislature  in  1909.  The  law  provided  against  the  sale 
of  whisky,  either  at  wholesale  or  retail,  within  four  miles  of  a 
school  house,  or  in  other  words  effectually  prohibited  its  sale  at 
all.  The  court  held  it  to  be  valid,  but  also  held  that  it  does  not 
affect  the  sales  of  Tennessee  wholesalers  outside  the  State. 
Thus,  while  the  retail  sales  continue  to  be  under  the  ban,  Ten- 
nessee distillers  can  operate  and  sell  their  product  outside  the 
State. 


An  important  decision  has  been  handed  down  in  the  case  of 
J.  R.  Wathen  &  Co.,  against  the  Kentucky  Distilleries  and  Ware- 
house Company,  in  which  it  is  held  that  a  warehouse  is  not  liable 
for  shrinkage  of  whisky  held  beyond  the  four-year  period  during 
which  allowance  is  made  for  this  factor  by  the  Government. 

The  case  developed  as  the  result  of  a  sale  of  Avhisky  to  the 
Kentucky  Company,  some  of  which  had  already  been  disposed  of 
to  other  parties,  under  an  agreement  providing  for  a  shrinkage 
allowance. 


The  State  Board  of  Valuation  and  Assessment  has  fixed  the 
basis  of  assessment  on  Avhisky  at  .flO  a  barrel.  This  is  only  a 
tentative  figure,  however,  such  as  is  always  announced,  for  it  is 
met  with  a  uniform  protest.  The  assessment  finally  adopted  last 
year  was  |9  a  barrel,  although  the  distillers  assert  that  this  is 
much  too  heavy.  They  believe  that  they  will  be  able  to  have  the 
amount  reduced  to  |9  or  less  for  the  coming  fiscal  year. 


The  Brown-Forman  Company,  whose  building  at  117  West 
Main  street  was  badly  damaged  by  fire  recently,  has  about  com- 
pleted the  improvements  which  it  has  made  in  connection  with 
the  repairs.  A  modern  bottling  plant  has  been  installed,  which 
greatly  increases  the  bottling  capacity  of  the  company's  ^piip- 
ment. 


Frank  Fehr,  the  well  known  Louisville  brewer,  is  being  prom- 
inently mentioned  in  connection  with  the  position  of  colonel 
of  the  First  Kentucky  Regiment.  Mr.  Fehr  has  been  promi- 
nent in  military  affairs  for  years,  and  has  a  genius  for  com- 
mand. He  had  headed  numerous  crack  drill  teams  of  local 
fraternal  organizations,  and  it  is  generally  believed  that  as  Col- 
onel of  the  First  Regiment  h<i  would  be  able  to  build  it  into  a 
sijhmdid  organization. 


The  Old  Kentucky  Distillery  has  completed  the  construction 
of  its  30,000-barrel  warehouse  opposite  Cherokee  Park,  and  has 
also  finished  the  construction  of  its  new  bottling  house,  which 
has  a  capacity  of  1000  cases  a  day.  The  plant  is  equipped  with 
up-to-date  machinery,  electric  power  being  used,  and  the  com- 
pany expects  to  sell  more  bottled  goods  this  season  than  ever 
before. 


Marion  E.  Taylor,  head  of  Wright  &  Taylor,  who  has  been  out 
of  harness  for  a  long  time,  as  the  result  of  a  severe  attack  of 
rheumatism,  is  back  on  the  job  again,  although  he  is  not  holding 
himself  to  any  regular  office  hours.  ]Mr.  Taylor,  who  was 
formerly  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  is  still  a  director, 
attended  a  recent  meeting  of  the  board  and  was  given  a  warm 
welcome  after  his  long  absence.  He  had  not  been  present  at  a 
board  meeting  for  six  months. 


The  old  question  of  whether  whisky  storage  accounts  are  as- 
sessable is  still  being  fought  out  in  the  Kentucky  courts,  Judge 
AValker,  in  the  Circuit  Court  at  Harrodsburg,  holding  in  the 
case  of  the  Commonwealth  against  Jas.  B.  Thompson  that 
whisky  storage  accounts  actually  due  on  September  1,  when 
assessments  are  made,  are  taxable,  but  otherwise  are  not.  This 
is  a  big  victory  for  the  whisky  men,  but  the  State  will  carry  the 
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ise  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  an  endeavor  to  have  a  judgment 
iolding  storage  accounts  of  all  kinds,  whether  due  on  the  date 
mentioned  or  not,  taxable. 


m  The  Governors'  Conference,  which  is  to  be  held  in  Frankfort 
and  Louisville  November  30  and  December  1,  will  bring  together 
a  notable  body  of  men,  and  Kentuckians  are  to  see  to  it  that  they 
are  royally  entertained.  Bernard  Bernheim,  of  the  Bernheim 
Distilling  Companj',  has  been  made  chairmen  of  the  Finance 
Committee  in  charge  of  looking  after  the  entertainment  ex- 
])enses.  Col.  E.  H.  Taylor,  the  well  known  Frankfort  distiller, 
will  entertain  the  visitors  with  a  luncheon  at  his  home  on  the 
occasion  of  their  visit  to  Frankfort. 


The  George  T.  Stagg  Company,  of  Frankfort,  which  operates 
the  O.  F.  C.  and  Carlisle  distilleries  near  that  city,  has  filed 
amended  articles  of  incorporation,  increasing  its  capital  stock 
from  1250,000  to  .1|;500,000.  George  H.  Watson,  G.  Paul  Duffy 
and  Walter  J.  Duffy  are  the  principal  stockholders. 


Felix  S.  Ashbrook,  a  prominent  distiller  of  Cynthiana,  and 
juanager  of  the  F.  S.  Ashbrook  Distillery  Company  of  that  city, 
died  at  his  home  there  November  18  at  the  age  of  48.  Neuralgia 
of  the  heart  was  the  cause  of  his  death.  De  had  been  prominent 
in  local  affairs,  serving  17  years  as  Mayor  of  Cynthiana. 


M.  G.  Stirman,  for  man.y  years  connected  with  the  Internal 
Revenue  Department  at  Wensboro,  has  been  appointetl  to  an  im- 
])ortant  position  with  the  Rock  Spring  Distillery  Company,  of 
that  city,  and  will  have  charge  of  the  oft'ice.  On  the  occasion  of 
his  retirement  from  the  department  he  was  i)resented  with  a 
handsome  gold  watch. 


Lawrence  Jones,  of  Paul  Jon(\s  &  Co.,  the  local  whisky  house, 
is  famous  all  over  the  world  as  an  exhibitor  at  horse  shows,  and 
was  prominent  at  the  New  York  show,  taking  several  ribbons. 
Poetiy  of  Motion,  his  great  three-gaited  saddler,  ccmtinxied  liis 
string  of  victories,  which  has  never  been  broken,  by  capturing 
the  events  in  which  he  was  entered. 


W.  L.  Jones,  son  of  Saunder  Jones,  of  Paul  Jones  &  Co.,  has 
been  appointed  advertising  manager  of  the  compauA'.  Though 
a  youngster,  Mr.  Jones  has  already  shown  that  he  can  make  good 
at  the  advertising  game. 


Bowling  Green,  Ky.,  now  has  the  highest  saloon  license  in 
the  State.  The  amount  was  recently  fixed  at  |5,000  a  year,  and 
•'iglit  applications  have  been  filed. 


The  Oklahoma  Injunction 


An  injunction  against  the  delivery  of  shipments  of  liquors 
within  the  State  of  Oklahoma  by  the  railroads  and  express  com- 
panies was  secured  by  Fred  S.  Caldwell,  attorney  for  the  Gover- 
nor, by  the  decision  of  Supreme  Court  Judge  Meenden.  But 
the  Judge  granted  the  railroads  and  express  companies  permis- 
sion to  make  a  supersedeas  bond  to  indemnify,  the  state  and  the 
people  against  any  loss  or  damage  which  might  result  from  the 
delivery  of  whisky  within  Oklahoma,  while  the  case  is  being 
appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court.  Each  railroad  and  express 
company  will  be  required  to  furnish  a  separate  bond  ranging 
from  .flO,000  to  .f25,000.  Ten  railroads  and  three  express 
companies  will  have  to  give  bond. 

In  the  meantime  an  appeal  has  been  made  to  the  -Supreme 
Court.  .  .        .

It  has  been  noticed  of  late  that  the  Red  Lion  Stout  Porter; 
also  the  Ale,  brewed  by  the  Red  Lion  Brewery,  controlled  by 
August  Lang  &  Company,  is  very  rapidly  cutting  out  the  im- 
ported goods  in  this  line.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  this 
stout  and  porter,  made  in  California,  is  equally  as  good  as  the 
imported,  brewed  in  England.  We  wish  them  every  success 
and  think  it  will  be  only  a  matter  of  a  short  time  when  the 
Red  Lion  Stout  Porter  and  Ale  can  be  had  in  every  cafe  in 
this  State. 


A.  P.  Hotaling  &  Company  stated  that  they  found  trade  very 
good  during  November,  that  in  fact  that  month  showed  a  40  per 
cent  increase  over  October.  Business  was  particularly  good  in 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  exceptionally  so  in  the  oil  districts 
around  Coalinga  and  Bakersfield.  The  same  might  be  said  for 
a  like  reason  about  the  San  Luis  Obispo  district.  The  house 
looks  forward  to  a  big  business  next  year,  it  believing  that  the 
low  price  of  corn  would  lower  that  of  whisky.  If  so,  the  big 
jobbers  could  stock  up,  causing  a  very  large  volume  of  business 
to  be  transacted. 


Wichman,  Lutgen  &  Company  were  also  visited  and  IVIr. 
Staude  reported  "business  good  and  getting  better."  He  con- 
sidered the  trade  generally  in  better  shape  today  than  a  year 
ago,  certainly  in  a  more  stable  condition.  This  was  clciU'ly 
shown  by  Bradstreet's  reports,  and  he  believed  that  this  <]<'- 
sirable  state  of  things  was  caused  in  this  city  partly  by  tli(> 
action  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  in  limiting  the 
number  of  licenses  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 
This,  he  considered,  gave  a  real  value  of  several  hundred  dollars 
to  those  now  in  existence.  It  is  also  partly  caused,  according  to 
Mr.  Staude,  by  the  growing  assurance  that  the  Panama-Pacific 
Exposition  would  be  held  here  in  1915.  This  is  of  coxtrse  a  great 
inducement  to  every  man  in  the  trade  to  hold  on  in  order  to 
receive  his  share  of  the  benefits  arising  from  tlie  vast  amount 
of  money  about  to  be  expended  thereon.  Mr.  Staude  .said :  "In 
fact  the  entire  situation  is  like  the  whisky  we  sell,  'Gilt  Edged,' 
the  demand  for  which  is  now  so  great  that  if  you  wanted  to 
buy  twenty-five  cases  I  could  not  supply  you,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  I  have  extra  hands  in  the  bottling  department." 


The  American  Mercantile  Company,  of  514  Battery  street, 
has  accepted  the  agency  for  the  Pacific  Coast  of  Barrett  Com- 
pany, of  New  York,  for  the  sale  of  their  prune  juice.  "Barrett's 
Unrivalled,"  as  their  prune  juice  is  called,  has  been  favorably 
known  to  the  blenders  of  whisky  for  nearly  thirty  years.  Its 
purity  is  guaranteed  under  serial  No.  49,  Barrett  Company 
being  the  first  house  in  the  liquor  business  to  obtain  a  serial 
number  from  Washington.  The  quality  of  Barrett's  Prune 
Juice,  coupled  with  the  activity  of  the  American  Mercantile 
Company,  should  place  this  famous  blending  medium  in  a 
strong  position  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 


There  can  be  no  question  whatever  which  side  Daggett  be- 
longs to — prohibition  or  licensed  saloons.  At  the  late  election 
the  voters  of  that  aspiring  biirg  left  no  doubt  about  the  matter, 
the  record  being  33  to  4  in  favor  of  common  sense,  personal  free- 
dom and  properly  regulated  saloons. 


The  saloon-keepers  of  Colusa  have  petitioned  the  city  authori- 
ties for  some  wholesome  regulations.  They  propose  closing 
at  midnight  Saturday,  to  remain  closed  until  no(m  Sunday, 
and  then  to  open  from  noon  until  Sunday  evening  at  6  o'clock. 
It  is  believed  that  this  will  put  an  end  to  considerable  disorder.

The  Fulton  Winery  in  Sonoma  County  has  enjoyed  a  pros- 
perons  season.  Some  4300  tons  of  jjrapes  were  crushed  and  the 
machinery  was  kept  busy  to  the  middle  of  the  present  month. 


The  California  Wine  Association,  which  leased  fi'om  Henry 
Miller  the  Glen  Orchard,  west  of  Gilroy,  has  completed  the  pick- 
ing and  delivery  at  the  winery  of  the  crop  of  grapes,  which 
amounted  to  800  tons.  The  entire  crop  of  grapes  raised  in  this 
vicinity  is  now  practically  picked  and  delivered. 


Advices  from  Petalunia  state  that  during  November  an  order 
for  2000  barrels  of  wine  was  received  by  Lachmanu  &  Jacobi, 
and  the  firm's  large  establishment  at  that  city  has  been  kept 
busy  getting  the  wine  and  cooperage  ready  to  ship  the  order 
East. 

Bornhorst  &  Ebeling,  who  erected  and  equipped  a  winery  on 
their  vineyard  in  St.  Helena  this  year,  have  closed  a  successful 
vintage.  They  crushed  five  hundred  tons  of  grapes  and  made 
80,000  gallons  of  choice  wine,  entirely  filling  their  cooperage. 
During  the  past  year  Bornhorst  &  Ebeling  have  built  a  hand- 
some bungalow,  a  large  bam  and  a  wine  cellar,  put  in  new 
cooperage  and  expending  in  improvements  about  $15,000. — St. 
Helena  Star. 

We  understand  that  the  wine  market  is  moving  on  the  right 
road,  and  this  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  representatives 
of  leading  wine  houses  are  abroad  in  the  land  looking  for  bar- 
gains. The  Cloverdale  press  repi'esents  the  producers  as  in  no 
hun-y  to  sell,  as  indications  point  to  a  stronger  market  within 
the  next  few  months.  But  few  sales  of  northern  Sonoma  wine 
of  this  year's  vintage  are  reported.  Leading  wine  makers  of 
this  vicinity  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  depression  pre- 
vailing in  the  wine  business  for  so  long  has  run  its  course  and 
that  the  business  from  now  on  will  show  marked  improvement. 
For  that  reason  they  say  the  producer  is  likely  to  receive  better 
prices  by  holding  on  for  a  while  longer.  Wine  makers  who 
bought  grapes  at  this  year's  low  prices  figure  on  making  a  good 
profit  when  they  sell. 


The  Lodi  Co-operative  winery  has  crushed  12,000  tons  of 
grapes,  with  the  prospect  of  crushing  about  2000  additional 
tons  before  the  season  closes.  Last  year  the  total  number  of 
tons  crushed  by  this  winery  was  11,406.  This  year  considerable 
more  tankage  was  added  and  it  was  the  intention  to  crush  16,000 
tons,  but  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  crop  of  different  members 
they  will  fall  short  of  that  amount  by  about  2000  tons. 


The  clean-up  of  the  grape  crop  in  the  4000-acre  vineyard  of 
the  Italian  Vineyard  Company,  located  three  miles  east  of 
Ontario,  at  Guasti,  has  been  made.  The  report  is  that  the  crop 
this  season  is  5000  tons  short,  owing  to  heavy  winds.  La-st 
spring  the  oncoming  crop  was  damaged  by  the  northers  that 
swept  sand  across  the  vineyards.  This  fall,  while  the  grapes 
were  hanging  ripe  upon  the  vines,  the  winds  came  earlier  than 
usual,  and  the  damage  to  the  fruit  was  considerable. 


We  hear  from  Lodi  that  up  to  the  middle  of  the  month  the 
West  &  Son  wineries,  including  both  the  Lodi  and  Urgon  plants, 
have  crushed  about  8000  tons  of  grapes  this  season,  and  out  of 
this  district  they  have  shipped  to  the  El  Pinal  winery  at  Stock- 
ton about  12,000  tons.  They  intend  to  crush  about  1500  tons 
additional  at  the  local  wineries  before  the  season  is  over.  The 
run  at  present  is  mostly  on  Tokays,  although  there  are  still  a 
few  tons  of  Ziufandels  and  Mission  varieties  coming  in.  It  is 
claimed,  by  Local  Manager  Adolph  Bauer  that  they  will  handle 
about  the  same  tonnage  of  gi'apes  this  season  as  they  did  last. 
The  prices  they  will  pay  for  this  season's  grapes  have  finally 
l)een  settled  upon.

1^1  New  York  Correspondence  J^t 
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E\V  YORK,  Nov.  20,  1010.— The  wholesale  trade  are  satis- 
fied. It  has  been  a  loug  time  since  so  confident  a  feeling 
lias  been  apparent.  While  locally  there  is  some  complaint 
amongst  retailers,  "out-of-town"  returns  are  highly  encour- 
aging. 

All  the  houses  appear  to  be  doing  a  good  business  anil  the 
whivSky  market  is  bound  to  soon  advance  even  more  than  it  has 
recently.  Kentucky  whiskies,  although  not  .so  much  in  evidence 
in  the  East  as  elsewhere,  are  growing  in  popularity  even  here. 
Their  statistical  condition  is  such,  that  some  quite  conservative 
members  of  the  trade  predict  an  advance  of  at  least  twenty-five 
;per  cent  within  the  next  few  months,  and  some  look  for  an  even 
greater  advance. 

The  older  inspections  are  almost  unobtainable,  being  held  by 
houses  who  need  tliem  in  their  business— much  of  the  demand 
is  occasioned  by  the  bottled  in  bond  requirements  Avhich  is  con- 
stantly growing.  Blending  liouses  are  regarding  this  with  more 
complacency  than  heretofore,  for  they  believe  a  reaction  Avill 
come.  This,  they  expect,  will  result  from  the  fact  that  there  is 
so  .small  a  profit  on  most  of  the  brands,  and  that  the  time  Avill 
come  when  liandlers  of  such  whiskies  must  content  themselves 
with  a  mere  nominal  margin.  But  if  they  grow  in  demand,  as 
they  have  the  past  year  or  so,  the  trade  may  find  they  have 
educated  the  public  to  such  a  degree  that  the  "frovemment  guar- 
antee" will  be  a  necessity. 

With  the  exterminating  of  so  many  saloons,  in  different  parts 
1  of  the  country,  whiskies  in  glass  are  bound  to  gain  in  popularity 
and  the  green  stamp  becomes  more  and  more  recognized  by  the 
public  as  possessing  a  value  that  ordinary  or  extraordinary 
blended  whiskies  do  not  have.  It  is  remarkable,  however,  how 
sloAvly  bottled  in  bond  whiskies  are  obtaining  a  foothold  in  New 
York,  but  they  are  gradually  making  some  headway. 

Ryes  are  also  much  stronger  than  they  were  and  withdraAvals 
of  these  whiskies  indicate  blends  are  by  no  means  out  of  favor. 


With  the  settlement  for  a  time,  at  least,  of  prohibition  mat- 
ters in  a  number  of  St<ates,  at  the  recent  election,  there  has  been 
[  a  great  improvement  in  business.  Houses  no  longer  feeling  the 
1  necessity  for  extreme  conservatism  have  started  in  with  a  vim, 
which  Avas  lacking  whilst  the  question  was  uncertain.  All  look 
for  a  good  business  this  winter. 


In  New  York  City,  strikes  have  done  much  to  retard  business 
in  general,  but  gradually  they  are  being  settled,  and  already 
there  are  signs  of  improvement. 


The  greater  sti'ength  of  the  East(n'n  rye  market  seems  to  be 
concentrated  in  1908's,  1909-s  and  1910's,  and  while  in  many 
instances  the  first  two  seemingly  are  more  favored,  conservative 
buyers  attach  greater  importance  to  the  tens  and  elevens.  This, 
in  part,  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  they  calculate  on  the 
sixes  and  sevens  "carrying  over"  to  some  exten,t  for  the  1908's, 
but  taking  into  account  that  the  short  crop  of  1908  was  beyond 
that  of  1909,  which  in  turn  exceeded  the  production  of  1910,  the 
''  question  becomes  pertinent,  "Where  to  secure  the  goods  to  tide 
over  until  the  1911's?" 

The  goods  which  were  made  during  1908,  1909  and  1910  are 
^  held  pretty  close  by  those  who  were  far-seeing  enough  to  con- 
tract, and  already  demand  has  so  far  o'ertopped  supply,  that  the 
'OS's  and  '09's  are  held  from  fifteen  to  twenty  cents  higher — in 
some  instances — than  the  sixes  and  sevens. 

A  reflex  action  from  this  condition  is  not  improbable  so  far 
s  values  of  sevens  are  concerned — for  rather  than  pay  the  price 


ruling  on  the  eiglits  and  nines,  many  houses  will  undoubtedly 
carry  over  sevens  instead. 

Therefore,  with  minimum  values  on  eights  and  nines  pretty 
well  determined,  and  supported  by  relative  supply  and  demand, 
while  increased  demand  for  sevens  must  needs  correspondingly 
stimulate  prices,  the  general  sentiment  of  the  trade  is  much 
more  optimistic  than  at  any  time  during  the  past  five  years. 

It  is  somewhat  surprising,  with  mail  order  houses  the  leading 
feature  of  the  whisky  industry  today,  that  this  medium  of  reach- 
ing the  actual  consumer  has  not  been  tried  out — so  to  speak — by 
American  wine  growers  or  dealers.  While  generally  deploring 
the  fact  that  the  Americans  have  not  been  educated  up  to  the 
more  extensive  use  of  table  wines,  there  has  always  been  lacking 
some  vital  force  about  concentration  of  action,  which  would 
more  assuredly  tend  to  this  desired  result. 

When  one  takes  into  account  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
gallons  of  whisky  Avliich  go  into  the  homes  annually  through 
mail  orders,  it  does  seem  that  a  relative  amount  of  activity  on 
the  part  of  American  wine  interests  would  bear  great  results, 
and  more  certainly  accomplish  the  desired  establishment  of 
California  wines  than  leaving  the  introduction  to  present 
methods. 


According  to  English  statistics,  people  over  there  are  becom- 
ing temperate  at  a  rapid  degree.  The  consumption  of  beer  for 
the  year  1909  fell  off  412,100  barrels,  a  decline  of  about  one  and 
a  half  per  cejit.  The  average  for  ten  years  of  John  Bull  was 
fifty  glasses  of  beer.    Last  year  it  Avas  forty-one. 

The  annual  drop  in  the  consumption  of  spirits  was  even  more 
remarkable,  amounting  to  as  much  as  thirty-three  and  a  third 
per  cent  in  1909.  In  ten  years  the  quantity  of  spirits  drunk  in 
England  has  fallen  from  45,402,500  to  26,006,200  gallons,  a 
decline  of  forty-three  per  cent.

"Several  months  ago  I  .saw  in  one  of  your  editorials  a  mention 
that  the  Avine  groAvers  of  California  deplored  the  fact  that  the 
city  hotels  serveil  very  little  Avine  on  their  tables,  and  the  Chron- 
icle's comment  that  the  Avine  groAvers  should  follow  the  example 
of  the  brewers  and  bottle  their  Avine  in  splits,  as  a  quart  or  pint 
is  entirely  too  much  for  a  business  man.  I  Avish  to  say  that  here 
in  Chile  the  groAvers  have  found  that  out  long  ago,  and  even 
champagne  is  put  up  in  splits  and  is  as  popular  as  beer  or 
English  stout  in  nips  is  at  home."

AN  open  letter  to  the  trade:  We  beg  to  announce  that 
whilst  other  houses  may  be  increasing  their  output,  we 
shall  materially  diminish  our  forthcoming  1910-1911  produc- 
tion of  Old  Taylor  whisky.

The  unparalleled  strong  position  of  our  older  inspections 
insures  the  value  of  the  short  crop  of  1910-1911  Old  Taylor,  and 
a  stiffening  in  prices  is  sure  to  ensue. 

From  1906  to  the  past  season,  inclusive,  it  has  been  our  fixed 
l)olicy  to  predicate  our  production  upon  the  total  promised 
Kentucky  output,  with  a  view  to  producing  Old  Ta\dor — the 
only  brand  we  make — at  inverse  ratio  to  the  aggregate. 

In  other  words,  when  the  general  production  has  promised  to 
be  small,  Ave  have  somewhat  enlarged  our  output.  When  the 
general  output  promises,  in  our  opinion,  to  be  large,  Ave  dimin- 
ish our  production  of  Old  Taylor. 

The  Old  Taylor's  first  position  on  the  country's  markets,  as 
shoAvn  by  all  inspections,  is  ample  evidence  of  the  Avisdom  of 
the  ratio  policy  thus  adopted. 

II- 

This  season,  fall  1910-Spring  1911,  promises  to  be  one  of 
general  OA-er-production  among  distillers. 

The  Old  Taylor  policy  Avill,  therefore,  be  rigidly  applied  in 
making  a  relatiAely  small  crop  of  1910-1911,  and  our  patrons 
may  feel  absolute  security  in  purchasing  our  current  season's 
product. 

The  promised  general  over-production  Avill  be  in  the  com- 
moner class  of  Avhisk}^ — usually  spoken  of  as  "cheap  Avhlskies." 

Whilst  there  is  little  conflict  betAveen  Old  Taylor  and  this 
class  of  whi.sky,  all  manufacture  is  more  or  less  influenced  by 
surfeits.

Some  Whiskey  Statistics 


From  the  American  Wine  Growers'  Association 


NEW  YORK,  Nov.  1,  1910. 

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review:— We  are  again  called 
upon,  so  soon  after  the  recent  announcement  to  you  of  the 
deaths  of  two  active  members  (IMr.  Charles  Bundschu  and  Mr. 
H.  C.  Roualet),  to  mourn  the  loss  of  another  active  and  es- 
teemed member  of  the  association,  Egisto  Mariani,  New  York 
representative  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company,  Los  Angeles, 
California. 

Mr.  :Mariani  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City  on  October 
27th  last,  in  the  58th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  born  in  Vitiana, 
Italy,  ]Marcli  31,  1853,  and  came  to  this  country  in  1860.  After 
engaging  in  several  occupations  he  became  identified  in  1900 
with  the  wine  industry,  both  as  an  importer  and  as  representa- 
tive of  the  California  wine  trade. 

Mr.  :Mariaiii  was  conuectwl  witli  a  number  of  business  and 
.social  organizations.  He  was  a  prominent  member  of  the 
National  Board  of  Trade  and  was  vice-president  of  the  Italian 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  New  York. 

Our  deceased  member  is  survived  by  a  widow  and  three  chil- 
dren, to  whom  are  extended  the  sympathies  and  condolences  of 
the  members  of  this  Association. 


Russian  Liquor  Monopoly   Statistics 


CONSUL  A.  HEINGARTNER,  of  Batum,  reports  that  the 
Russian  government  sale  of  vodka  in  1909  covered  65  gov- 
ernments and  10  departments — total  p()])uhition  144,297,400. 
The  sales  were  effected  in  26,971  shops,  431  less  than  in  1908, 
and  the  quantity  sold  amounted  to  273,958,256  gallons,  valued 
at  -1371,012,782,  being  5,469,496  gallons  less,  and  |5,997,358 
more  than  in  1908.  The  expenses  amounted  to  $99,574,687, 
leaving  a  net  profit  of  1271,438,095,  or  99  cents  a  gallon. 


THE  annual  report  of  the  Cincinnati  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  the  calendar  year  1909  was  issued  during  the  fortnight. 
The  statistics  in  this  report  Avere  compiled  by  the  veteran  super- 
intendent, Charles  B.  Murray,  one  of  the  foremost  statisticians 
of  the  country,  and  the  delay  in  its  issue  this  year  until  such  a 
late  date  is  due  to  a  serious  sick  spell  which  deprived  Mr.  Mur- 
ray of  three  months  of  his  time  during  the  summer. 

The  report  contains  much  of  interest  relative  to  the  whisky 
trade,  and  I  reproduce  some  of  the  whisky  statistics  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati market  as  they  appear  in  the  report.  In  his  "trade  re- 
view," Mr.  Murray  says : 

The  receipts  of  whisky  in  1909  were  211,425  barrels,  compared 
with  183,134  for  1908,  and  an  annual  average  of  213,000  barrels 
for  five  years.  Shipments  were  365,487  barrels,  compared  with 
313,221  for  1908. 

Returns  of  production  of  distilled  spirits  in  Cincinnati  and  the 
immediate  vicinity  in  1909  indivate  a  total  of  9,979,718  gallons, 
compared  Avith  9,165,888  for  1908,  and  an  annual  average  of 
10,543,000  for  five  years  prior  to  1909. 

The  total  quantity  of  Avhisky  represented  by  a  local  production 
and  receipts  for  the  year  was  20,128,118  gallons,  compared  with 
17,956,320  for  1908,  and  an  annual  average  of  20,767,000  for  five 
years  prior  to  1909.  The  approximate  valuation  for  1909  was 
126,235,000,  against  |23,436,000  for  1908,  and  an  annual  average 
of  $26,465,000  for  five  years  prior  to  1909. 

The  production  of  rectified  spirits  in  1909  was  slightly  in- 
creased, tlie  total  amounting  to  10,818,750  gallons,  compared 
with  10,585,072  for  1908,  and  an  annual  average  of  14,117,000 
for  five  years  prior  to  1909. 

The  basis  price  of  finished  spirits  in  this  market  at  the  close 
of  1908  was  f  1.37  per  gallon.  The  changes  during  1909  were  as 
follows;  January  4,  |1.35;  May  18,  |1.37;  October  6,  fl.35. 
The  general  average  for  the  year  was  |1.35.77  per  gallon,  against 
$1.34.81  for  1908,  and  an  annual  average  of  |1.30  for  five  years 
prior  to  ldO*X—Iionforts,  Nov.  10,  1910. 


When  chargcHl  with  being  drunk  and  disorderly  and  askwl 
wliat  lie  had  to  say  for  himself  the  prisoner  gazed  pensively  at 
the  magistrate,  smootlunl  down  a  remnant  of  gray  hair,  and  said  :

There  Avill  be  no  separate  submission  of  the  State-Avide  pro- 
hibition question  at  the  election  for  the  ratification  of  Arizona's 
constitution,  the  convention  so  deciding  by  a  vote  of  39  to  15. 
The  majority  report  of  the  committee  on  separate  submission 
recommended  the  rejection  of  the  proposition.  The  convention 
also  for  the  third  and,  probably  last  time,  squelched  woman 
suffrage  by  taking  the  same  course  Avith  the  proposition  for 
separate  submission  of  the  question  to  voters.  The  A'ote  Avas 
30  to  19. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Independent  Brewing  Company,  of 
Pittsburg,  for  the  year  ended  October  22,  1910,  shoAvs  a  surplus, 
after  bond  interest,  of  $680,914,  equal  to  15.13  per  cent  on  the 
$4,500,000  preferred  stock  as  compared  Avith  7.72  per  cent  the 
previous  year.  The  surplus  available  for  dividends  after  deduc- 
tion for  depreciation  is  $423,801,  equal  to  9.42  per  cent  on 
preferred.

i  Working:  Out  The  Pure  Food  Law  / 

Food  Inspection  Decision  No.  127 

Decision  of  the  Attorney-General  in  regard  to  the  labeling  of 
whiskies  sold  under  distinctive  names. 

The  following  decision  of  the  Attorney-General  in  regard  to 
the  labeling  of  whisky  is  hereby  promulgated  as  Food  Inspection 
Decision  No.  127. 

WILLIS  L.  MOORE, 
Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 
Washington,  D.  C,  October  26,  1910. 

Department  of  Justice, 
Washington,  October  19,  1910. 
The  honorable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Sir:  I  have  received  your  letter  of  July  28,  1910,  in  which 
you  submit  to  me  the  following  question  of  law  for  my  opinion  : 

Is  "Canadian  Club  whisky"  such  a  distinctive  name,  imder 
the  provisions  of  section  8,  paragraphs  10  and  11,  of  the  food 
and  drugs  act  of  June  30,  1906  (34  Stat,  768),  as  to  relieve  a 
mixture  of  two  separate  and  distinct  distillates  of  grain  from 
the  requirement  of  being  labeled  "A  blend  of  whiskies,"  under 
section  8,  paragraph  12,  of  the  same  act? 

Your  letter  informs  me  that — 

"Canadian  Club  whisky"  is  a  mixture  of  grain  distillates, 
duly  aged  after  mixing,  without  further  admixture,  and  reaches 
the  consumer  at  90°  proof.  It  is  a  particular  kind  and  brand 
of  whiskies  made  by  Hiram  Walker  &  Sons  (Limited),  at 
Walkerville,  Ontario,  and  is  now  and  has  been  for  years  known 
and  sold  under  the  name  "Canadian  Club  whisky."  It  is  known 
by  that  name  and  no  other  to  the  trade  and  consumers  in  the 
United  States  and  other  countries,  and  no  other  Avhisky  is 
known  by  that  name.  "The  Department  of  Agriculture,"  you 
advise  me,  "claims  that  the  product  is  required  to  be  labeled  'a 
blend  of  whiskies,'  under  the  law  as  interpreted  in  Food  Inspec- 
tion Decision  113.  The  distillers  contend  that  'Canadian  Club 
Avhisky,'  under  section  8  of  the  food  and  drugs  act,  is  such  a 
distinctive  name  as  is  there  described,  and  therefore  that  the 
product  is  not  required  to  be  labeled  as  a  blend." 

By  arrangement  between  your  Department  and  Messrs.  Hiram 
Walker  &  Sons  (Limited)  briefs  were  submitted  to  me  by  the 
Solicitor  of  your  Department  and  the  counsel  of  Messrs.  Hiram 
Walker  &  Sous,  respectively,  in  support  of  their  respective 
contentions;  and  I  have  also  had  the  assistance  of  oral  argu- 
ment by  such  Solicitor  and  counsel. 

By  executive  order  dated  April  8, 1909,  the  President  referred 
to  the  Solicitor-General  of  the  United  States  certain  questions, 
including,  among  others : 

I.  What  was  the  article  called  whisky  as  known  (1)  to  the 
manufacturers,  (2)  to  the  trade,  and  (3)  to  the  consumers  at 
and  prior  to  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  pure-food  law? 

II.  What  did  the  term  Avhisky  include? 

The  Solicitor-General  took  a  voluminous  amount  of  testimony 
and  heard  the  arguments  of  parties  appearing  before  him, 
and  reported  to  the  President  on  May  24,  1909,  among  other 
things,  that — 

(1)  The  article  called  whisky  as  known  to  the  manufac- 
turers at  and  prior  to  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  pure-food 
law  was — 

(ff )  What  is  often  spoken  of  as  "straight  whisky,'?  made  from 
grain. 

(b)  Also  what  is  often  spoken  of  as  "rectified  whisky,"  made 
from  grain,  when  not  a  mere  neutral  spirit,  as  described  in 
section  {il ;  below,  of  the  answers  to  this  question  I. 


(c)  Also  a  mixture  of  straight  whiskies,  or  of  rectified  whis- 
kies, or  of  straight  whisky  and  rectified  whisky,  or  of  straight 
whisky  and  what  is  often  known  as  neutral  spirit  (made  from 
grain),  or  of  rectified  whisky  and  such  neutral  spirit  (made 
from  grain),  or  of  straight  whisky,  rectified  whisky,  and  sucfl 
neutral  spirit  (made  from  grain),  if  in  the  particular  case  the 
mixture  satisfied  the  description  of  whisky  given  below  in  an- 
swer to  question  II  (Proceedings,  etc.,  p.  1245).     »     *     * 

The  article  called  whisky  as  known  to  the  consumers  *  *  » 
was — 

(a)  What  is  often  spoken  of  as  "straight  whisky,"  made 
from  grain. 

(6)  Also  what  is  often  spoken  of  as  "rectified  whisky"  if 
confoiTning  to  the  description  of  whisky  given  below  in  answer 
to  question  II. 

(c)  Also  a  mixture  of  straight  whiskies,  or  of  rectified  whis- 
kies, or  of  straight  whisky  and  rectified  whisky,  or  of  straight 
whisky  and  what  is  knoAvn  as  neutral  spirit  (made  from  grain), 
or  of  rectified  whisky  and  such  neutral  spirit  (made  from  gi-ain) , 
or  of  straight  whisky,  rectified  whisky,  and  such  neutral  spirit 
(made  from  grain),  if  in  the  particular  case  the  mixture  satis- 
fied the  description  of  whisky  given  below  in  answer  to  ques- 
tion II. 

In  answer  to  the  (luestion,  "What  did  the  term  'whisky'  in- 
clude?" he  reported  as  follows: 

The  term  "whisky"  included,  both  at  and  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  the  pure-food  law,  and  has  since  included,  the 
spirituous  liquor  composei\  of  (1)  alcohol  derived  by  distil- 
lation from  grain;  (2)  a  substantial  amount  of  by-products 
(often  spoken  of  as  congeners),  likewise  derived  by  distillation 
from  grain,  and  giving  a  distinctive  flavor  and  properties; 
(3)  water  sufficient  without  unreasonable  dilution  to  make  the 
article  potable;  and  (4)  in  some  cases — though  such  addition 
is  not  essential — harmless  coloring  or  flavoring  matter,  or  both, 
in  amount  not  materially  affecting  other  qualities  of  whisky 
than  its  color  or  flavor. 

A  mixture  of  two  or  more  articles,  being  each  a  lohislcy  within 
the  foregoing  description,  was  at  and  prior  to  the  date  of  passage 
of  the  pure-food  law,  and  has  since  been,  whisky.  A  mixture  of 
one  or  more  whiskies,  being  each  whisky  within  the  foregoing 
description,  with  alcohol  or  a  neutral  spirit — being  an  article 
different  from  A\hisky  through  lack  of  a  substantial  amount  of 
by-products  derived  by  distillation  from  grain  and  giving  dis- 
tinctive flavor  and  properties  —  is  whiskj^  if  the  alcohol  or 
neutral  spirit  is  derived  by  distillation  from  gi-ain  and  if  the 
mixture  still  conforms  to  the  above  general  description ,  of 
whisky ;  and  so  it  was  at  and  prior  to  the  date  of  passage  of  the 
pure-food  law.     (Proceedings,  etc.,  p.  1246.) 

Upon  exceptions  to  this  report  the  decision  of  the  Solicitor- 
General  was  reviewed  by  the  President,  who  differed  with  him 
only  in  that  he  thought  the  Solicitor-General  had  fallen  into  the 
error  of — making  too  nice  a  distinction  in  reference  to  the 
amount  of  congeneric  substances  or  traces  of  fusel  oil  required 
to  constitute  whisky  for  practical  purposes,  Avhen  the  flavor  and 
color  of  all  whiskies  but  straight  whiskies  have  been  chiefly  that 
of  ethyl  alcohol  and  burnt  sugar. 

And  the  President  held  : 

After  an  examination  of  all  the  evidence  it  seems  to  me  over- 
\Ahelmingly  established  that  for  a  hundred  years  the  term 
"whisky"  in  the  trade  and  among  the  customers  has  included 
all  potable  liquor  distilled  from  grain  ;  that  the  straight  whisky 
is,  as  compared  Avith  the  whisky  made  by  rectification  or  re- 
distillation and  flavoring  and  coloring  matter,  a  subsequent 
improvement,  and  that  therefore  it  is  a  perversion  of  the  pure- 
food  act  to  attempt  now  to  limit  the  meaning  of  the  term 
"whisky"  to  that  which  modern  manufacture- and  taste  have 
made  the  most  desirable  variety. 
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It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  liquor  trade  has  been  disgrace- 
fully full  of  frauds  upon  the  public  by  false  labels,  but  these 
frauds  did  not  consist  in  palming  off  something  which  Avas  not 
whisky  as  whisky,  but  in  palming  off  one  kind  of  whisky  as 
another  and  better  kind  of  whisky.  Whisky  made  of  rectified 
or  redistilled  or  neutral  spirits  and  given  a  color  and  flavor  by 
burnt  sugar,  made  in  a  few  days,  was  often  branded  as  Bourbon 
or  rye  straight  whisky.  The  way  to  remedy  this  evil  is  not  to 
attempt  to  change  the  meaning  and  scope  of  the  term  "whisky," 
accorded  to  it  for  one  hundred  years,  and  narrow  it  to  include 
only  straight  whisky;  and  there  is  nothing  in  the  pure-food  law 
that  warrants  the  inference  of  such  an  intention  by  Congress. 

Following  the  decision  of  the  President,  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Treasury,  Agriculture,  and  Commerce  and  Labor  prepared  and 
promulgated  a  regulation  under  the  food  and  drugs  act  known 
as  "Food  Inspection  Decision  No.  113,"  the  portions  of  which 
material  to  this  opinion  are  as  follows : 

Under  the  food  and  drugs  act  of  June  30,  1906,  all  unmixed 
distilled  spirits  from  grain,  colored  and  flavored  with  harmless 
color  and  flavor,  in  the  customary  ways,  either  by  the  charred 
barrel  process  or  by  the  addition  of  caramel  and  harmless  flavor, 
if  of  potable  strength  and  not  less  than  80°  proof,  are  entitled 
to  the  name  whisky  without  qualification.     ♦     »     « 

Whiskies  of  the  same  or  different  kinds,  i.  e.,  straight  whisky, 
rectified  whisky,  redistilled  whisky,  and  neutral  spirits  whisky 
are  like  substances;  and  mixtures  of  such  whiskies,  with  or 
without  harmless  color  or  flavor  used  for  purposes  of  coloring 
and  flavoring  only,  are  blends  under  the  law  and  must  be  so 
labeled. 

This  ruling  would  require  "Canadian  Club  whisky"  to  be  sold 
under  a  label  stating  it  to  be  "A  Blend  of  Whiskies,"  unless,  as 
claimed  by  the  manufacturers,  "Canadian  Club  whisky"  is  its 
own  distinctive  name,  within  the  meaning  of  section  8  of  the 
pure  food  law. 

That  section  prohibits  the  misbranding  of  all  articles  of  food 
(which  include  drink),  and  specifies  that  the  term  "misbranded" 
shall  apply  to  all  articles  the  package  or  label  of  which  shall 
bear  any  statement,  design,  or  device  regarding  the  article  or 
ingredients  contained  therein  which  shall  be  false  or  misleading 
in  any  particular;  that  the  article  shall  also  be  deemed  mis- 
branded — 

If  it  be  labeled  or  branded  so  as  to  deceive  or  mislead  the 
purchaser.     ♦     ♦     ♦ 

If  the  package  containing  it,  or  its  label,  shall  bear  any  state- 
ment, design,  or  device  regarding  the  ingredients  or  the  sub- 
stances contained  therein,  which  statement,  design,  or  device 
shall  be  false  or  misleading  in  any  particular :  Provided.  That  an 
article  of  food  which  does  not  contain  any  added  poisonous  or 
deleterious  ingredients  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  or 
misbranded  in  the  following  cases: 

First.  In  the  case  of  mixtures  or  compounds  which  may  be 
now  or  from  time  to  time  hereafter  known  as  articles  of  food 
under  their  own  distinctive  names,  and  not  an  imitation  of  or 
offered  for  sale  under  the  distinctive  name  of  another  ar- 
ticle.    *     *     » 

Second.  In  the  case  of  articles  labeled,  branded,  or  tagged  so 
as  to  plainly  indicate  that  they  are  compounds,  imitations,  or 
blends,  and  the  word  "compound,"  "imitation,"  or  "blend,"  as 
the  case  may  be,  is  plainly  stated  on  the  package  in  which  it  is 
offered  for  sale     *     *     *. 

It  is  conceded  that  the  requirements  in  paragraphs  first  and 
second,  above  cited,  are  alternative,  and  that  a  mixture  or  com- 
pound which  may  be  sold  under  its  own  distinctive  name,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  the  first  paragraph,  need  not  be 
marked  as  a  "compound,"  "imitation,"  or  "blend"  under  the 
provisions  of  the  second  paragraph.  Canadian  Club  whisky  is, 
you  say,  entirely  "a  mixture  of  grain  distillates,  duly  aged  after 


mixing,  without  further  admixture 


It  is,  therefore, 


a  mixture  of  two  whiskies,  as  under  the  President's  decision  the 
term  "whisky"  in  the  trade  and  among  customers  includes  all 
potable  liquor  distilled  from  grain.  Being  a  mixture  of  whis- 
kies, it  is  distinguished  from  all  other  whiskies  by  the  name 
"Canadian  Club." 

Regulation  20  of  the  "Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,"  promulgated  by  the  three 
Secretaries  under  date  of  October  17,  1906,  and  published  as 
Circular  No.  21  of  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
reads  as  follows : 

(a)  A  "distinctive  name"  is  a  trade,  arbitrary,  or  fancy 
name  which  clearly  distinguishes  a  food  product,  mixture,  or 
compound  from  any  other  food  product,  mixture,  or  compound. 

(h)  A  distinctive  name  shall  not  be  one  representing  any 
single  constituent  of  a  mixture  or  compound. 

(c)  A  distinctive  name  shall  not  misrepresent  any  property 
or  quality  of  a  mixture  or  compound. 

(d)  A  distinctive  name  shall  give  no  false  indication  of 
origin,  character,  or  place  of  manufacture,  nor  lead  the  pur- 
chaser to  suppose  that  it  is  any  other  food  or  drug  product. 

Applying  this  definition,  it  will  be  seen  (1)  that  "Canadian 
Club  whisky"  is  a  trade  or  arbitrary  name  which  clearly  dis- 
tinguishes the  particular  mixture  of  whiskies  so  designated  from 
any  other  whisky  or  mixture  of  whiskies. 

(2)  This  distinctive  name  "Canadian  Club  whisky"  is  not 
one  representing  any  single  constituent  of  the  mixture,  because 
the  word  whisky  applies  to  hoth  of  the  component  elements  of 
the  mixture,  and  to  each  of  them. 

(3)  The  name  "Canadian  Club  whisky"  does  not  misrepre- 
sent any  property  or  quality  of  the  mixture,  because  within  the 
President's  definition  each  of  the  elements  of  the  mixture  is 
whisky,  and  the  resultant  mixture  is  whisky. 

(4)  The  name  "Canadian  Club  whisky"  gives  no  false  indi- 
cation of  the  origin,  character,  or  place  of  manufacture,  because 
the  mixture  in  fact  is  made  in  Canada;  nor  does  it  lead  the 
purchaser  to  suppose  that  it  is  any  other  food  or  drug  product, 
as  it  clearly  asserts  that  it  is  whisky — which  is  the  fact — and  in 
your  letter  it  is  stated  that  it  is  known  by  that  name  and  no 
other  to  the  trade  and  consumers  in  the  United  States  and  other 
countries,  and  no  other  whisky  is  known  by  that  name.  "Cana- 
dian Club  whisky"  is  therefore  the  distinctive  name  of  a  whisky 
so  called;  that  name  distinguishes  the  product  to  which  it  is 
attached  from  all  other  whiskies  and  clearly  identifies  it  as  the 
particular  kind  and  brand  of  whiskies  made  by  Hiram  Walker 
&  Sons  (Limited)  at  Walkerville,  Ontario.  The  name  distin- 
guishes the  particular  goods  in  relation  to  which  it  is  used  from 
other  goods  of  a  like  character  belonging  to  other  people. 
( Hopkins  on  Unfair  Trade,  sec.  2. )  It  is  certainly  as  distinctive 
as  the  designation  "S.  N.  Pike's  Magnolia  Whiskey,"  which,  in 
Kidd  V.  Johnson  (100  U.  S.,  p.  617),  w^as  held  to  constitute  a 
trade-mark,  because  distinguishing  the  whisky  of  the  manufac- 
ture of  S.  N.  Pike  &  Co.,  and  their  successors  in  Cincinnati,  from 
all  other  whisky. 

The  brief  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
contends  that  the  distinctive  name  under  which  a  mixture  or ' 
compound  may  be  sold  must,  in  its  entirety,  be  purely  arbitrary 
or  fanciful,  and  must  not  contain  the  name  of  the  component 
elements  of  the  compound.  A  mixture  of  wheat  and  barley,  he 
concedes,  might  be  sold  as  "Force"  or  "Vita"  without  stating  of 
what  elements  it  was  composed,  but  a  mixture  of  two  kinds  of 
barley  could  not  be  sold  as  "Melrose  barley"  without  stating 
that  it  was  "a  blend  of  barleys."  It  seems  to  me  that  such  a 
construction  of  the  term  "distinctive  name"  is  not  only  unwar- 
ranted, but  undesirable.  The  two  main  purposes  which  the 
pure-food  law  was  designed  to  accomplish  are,  first,  to  prevent 
the  sale  of  adulterated  foods,  and,  second,  to  prevent  deception 
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being  practiced  on  the  public.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  the 
latter  purpose  is  more  apt  to  be  secured  by  permitting  the  sale 
of  a  product  under  its  own  name,  qualified  by  some  distinguish- 
ing characterization,  than  by  requiring  it  to  be  masked  in  an 
anonymity  which  would  give  no  clue  to  any  of  its  component 
elements. 

But,  without  entering  into  an  analysis  of  the  many  decisions 
cited  in  the  briefs  of  the  respective  parties,  or  further  pursuing 
a  discussion  of  the  question,  it  appears  to  me  clear  that  the 
name  "Canadian  Club  whisky"  is  a  distinctive  name,  so  arbi- 
trary and  so  fanciful  as  to  clearly  distinguish  it  from  all  other 
kinds  of  whisky  or  other  things,  and  a  name  which,  by  common 
use,  has  come  to  mean  a  substance  clearly  distinguishable  by  the 
public  from  everything  else.  ( See  United  States  v.  300  Cases  of 
Mapleiue,  per  Sanborn,  D.  J.;  Notice  of  Judgment  163,  Food 
and  Drugs,  Act,  p.  3.) 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  label 
under  which  "Canadian  Club  whisky"  is  sold  shall  state  that 
it  is  "a  blend  of  whiskies."

Viticulture  in  South  Russia 


"Old  Taylor"  Vindicated 


THE  great  bottled-in-bond  whisky  house  of  E.  H.  Taylor  Jr. 
&  Sons,  of  Frankfort,  is  making  vast  increases  in  its  plant 
so  that  it  can  handle  the  enormous  business  in  the  product  of 
its  distillery.  The  Free  Press  is  glad  to  see  this  success  for  this 
splendid  firm.  Some  years  ago  when  Col.  Taylor  was  preaching 
"bottled-in-bond"  and  demanding  that  the  label  should  tell  the 
truth  and  that  the  name  "Kentucky  Whisky"  should  not  be  used 
on  anything  but  the  genuine  whisky  made  in  Kentucky,  there 
was  a  good  deal  of  laughing  at  him. 

One  of  the  biggest  rectifiers  in  the  country  said  to  the  Free 
Press  man,  at  that  time:  "If  Col.  Taylor  would  attend  to  his 
own  business  and  quit  this  cranky  nonsense  about  straight 
whisky,  he  would  make  some  money.  The  first  thing  he  knows 
he  is  going  to  lose  everything  he  has." 

Well,  he  didn't  quit,  but  he  did  go  right  along  spending  vast 
amounts  of  money  on  his  magnificent  plant  at  Frankfort,  never 
apparently  doubting  that  bottled-in-bond  whisky  was  the  com- 
ing article.  Today,  the  plant  and  business  of  E.  H.  Taylor  Jr. 
&  Sons  are  among  the  biggest  in  the  world,  and  the  "cranky 
nonsense  about  straight  whisky"  has  become  the  biggest  reality 
in  the  whisky  business.  It  is  only  fair  that  the  man  who  made 
the  fight  for  straight  whisky  when  it  was  almost  suicidal,  should 
have  the  place  of  honor  among  the  distillers  of  real  Kentucky 
M'hisky  that  has  at  last,  thanks  to  his  courage  and  foresight, 
come  into  its  own  again. — Free  Press,  Louisville. 


THE  Portland  (Oregon)  Oregonian  gives  the  following  in- 
teresting "Side  View  of  Prohibition" : 

"Another  fact  to  bear  in  mind,  as  to  liquor  and  prohibition, 
is  that  proper  use  of  liquor  is  no  more  a  crime  or  a  vice  than 
eating  sugar  .or  beefsteak.  This  matter  has  been  lost  sight  of 
by  large  numbers  of  persons  in  the  present  prohibition  wrangle 
in  Oregon.  The  moderate  drinking  of  wine,  or  beer,  or  whisky, 
is  not  a  wrongful  act,  in  world-round  opinion ;  excessive  use  is  a 
vice  (not  a  crime),  and  is  guarded  against  best  by  warning  and 
example  and  lessons  of  experience. 

"Vast  numbers  of  citizens,  the  world  over,  use  liquors  soberly 
and  properly;  their  example  opposes  the  claims  of  prohibition- 
ists and  they  will  not  accept  the  version  of  prohibitionists  that 
they  arc  criminals  or  debauchers  of  youth  or  undesirable  citi- 
zens." 


RECENTLY  there  came  to  a  close  in   Odessa  a  five-day 
congress  of  viticulturists  convened  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Imperial  Society  of  Agriculture  of  South  Russia. 

Delegates  numbered  150,  from  the  Provinces  of  Kherson, 
Podolia,  Bessarabia,,  and  Taurida.  Viticulture  in  South  Russia 
during  the  last  generation  has  made  such  great  strides  forAvard 
that  it  is  attracting  much  attention.  The  rapidly  growing  popu- 
lation provides  not  merely  more  consumers  and  more  workers, 
but  it  deals  with  and  leads  to  a  finer  distribution  of  lands  and, 
of  necessity,  encourages  serious  study  of  the  question  how  to 
get  a  living  out  of  a  plot  of  land  which  can  not  keep  a  family 
engaged  in  plain  agriculture,  the  solution  suggesting  wine 
growing.  Although  the  market  is  well  provided,  it  is  not  as 
yet  overstocked,  since  the  upcountry  demand  is  annually 
growing. 

The  treatment  of  the  grape  juice  becomes  annually  more 
skillful,  and,  from  new  and  better  varieties  of  grapes,  even  finer 
varieties  of  wine  are  prepared,  which  bring  prices  that  Avere  not 
to  be  expected  a  dozen  years  ago.  Delegates  in  the  congress 
called  for  still  higher  instruction  in  viticulture,  for  new  and 
finer  planting  material  from  abroad,  for  long  credit  against 
wine  as  security,  so  as  to  prevent  wine  from  coming  too  early 
into  the  market,  for  better  and  cheaper  means  of  transportation, 
and  for  special  combines  of  wine  growers  aiming  at  combating 
various  pests  and  sicknesses  which  attack  vines  and  grapes. 
It  has  long  been  said  that  the  greatest  hindrance  to  the  proper 
development  of  viticulture  has  been  the  small  grower,  who  has 
not  possessed  enough  of  any  particular  variety  of  grapes  to 
treat  them  separately.  Instead,  they  have  mixed  most  hetero- 
geneous products  together  and  the  result  has  been  a  nondescript 
and  nameless  cheap  wine,  which  has  affected  the  market  detri- 
mentally. Here  it  is  that  the  combination  of  these  small  growers 
into  co-operative  circles  can  enable  them  to  obtain  far  superior 
results.  It  has  been  decided  to  institute  a  special  viticultural 
station  for  instruction  in  wine  growing.  In  aid  of  the  work  the 
Emperor  has  contributed  |i5150. — From  Consul  John  H.  Grout, 
Odessa. 


Commitment  of  Drunkards 


THE  States  of  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Vermont,  Penn- 
sylvania, Minnesota,  Iowa,  and  Nebraska  already  provide 
for  the  commitment  of  habitual  drunkards  by  civil  courts  upon 
the  petition  of  relatives,  accompanied  by  proper  medical  cer- 
tification. Bills  were  introduced  in  several  additional  States 
during  the  last  two  years,  providing  for  such  commitment  and 
a  department  commission  in  England,  appointed  to  investigate 
the  workings  of  the  inebriates'  acts,  has  also  recommended  a 
similar  step  for  Great  Britain. 

In  most  of  the  States,  hoAvevei",  a  habitual  drunkard  can  not 
be  committed  on  any  institution  unless  he  has  previously  been 
arrested  and  convicted  of  disorderly  conduct.  When  a  man  has 
completely  lost  his  self-control  and  is  a  constant  burden  to  his 
family  and  friends,  it  should  not  be  necessary  for  him  td  become 
so  obnoxious  to  the  community  in  which  he  lives  as  to  incur 
arrest  and  conviction  of  disorderly  conduct  before  he  can  be 
committed  to  the  institution,  where  he  may  be  isolated  from 
alcoholic  drinks,  and  such  treatment  as  may  be  needed  be  given 
him.  A  direct  commitment  to  such  an  institution  would  at  once 
be  for  the  man's  good,  for  the  good  of  his. family  and  for  the 
well-being  of  society.

Then  he  told  the  publishers 
of  the  paper  to  print  a  true  statement  of  the  facts  as  they  had 
learned  them  in  court,  and  he  promptly  released  them  from 
damages.

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SEATTLE  AND  NORTHWEST  NEWS 


SEATTLE,  Dec.  20. — There  is  no  doubt  that  the  recent  vic- 
tories of  the  Antis  in  a  nninber  of  Washington  towns,  as 
_i)utline(l  in  tlic;  last  issue  of  the  Review,  coupled  with  the  tri- 

aiph  of  woman's  rights,  has  alarmed  the  trade  in  this  state. 

There  are  two  camps  of  doctors  now  busy  on  the  case.  Tliere 
I  no  great  disagrcKMiient  as  to  the  malad}',  for  the  diagnosticians 

all  schools — brewers,  wine  men,  wholesalers,  retailers — agree 
lat  the  i)atient  needs  treatment. 

Sometimes  a  scare  is  a  good  tiling,  particularly  if,  instead  of 

inerving  the  victims,  it  acts  as  a  battle  cry.    Well,  the  trade 

is  been  drawn  closer  together  than  ever  before  and  the  leaders 
beginning  to  plan  things.  One  school,  Avhich  seems  to  be  in 
le  minority,  would  wage  a  bitter  war  against  fanaticism,  so- 
llled.  The  other  school  asks,  "How  can  yon  convert  a  man  to 
Basonable  views  if  you  begin  to  abuse  him  and  call  him  a 
matic?" 

The  case  finally  reached  the  consultation  stage.  There  was  a 
leeting  of  some  fifty  brewers,  wholesalers,  retailers,  and  others 
at  the  lUitler  Hotel  on  December  10.  It  was  not  intended  that 
the  news  of  that  meeting  should  become  public,  but  the  Post- 
IntcUif/oicer  correspondent  is  in  position  to  give  you  .some  in- 
side facts  as  to  what  is  likely  to  be  done. 

It  was  the  sentiment  of  those  who  have  paid  most  attention  to 
the  situation  that  Washington  is  today  an  object  lesson  of  a 
possibility  not  altogether  displeasing  to  the  saloon  men. 

On  close  inspection,  it  is  found  that  the  women  of  this  State 
are  not  Pharisaical.  The  majority  are  amenable  to  reason.  A 
judge  who  has  presided  for  niany  years  in  a  state  where  women 
are  enfranchised  tells  the  leaders  of  the  liquor  cause  that  wo- 
men make  better  jurors  than  men  of  the  same  rank  in  life.  He 
says  they  will  listen  to  and  Aveigh  evidence. 

Therefore  it  has  been  decided  to  appeal  to  the  women  along 
broad  lines,  to  submit  the  patent  facts  as  to  drunkenness,  se- 
ductions, and  other  crimes  in  ilaine,  where  the  open  saloon  has 
been  out  of  commission  for  a  good  long  generation,  and  then 
some. 

It  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  trade  should  do  some 
high  grade  publicity  Avork.  It  is  not  improbable  that  something 
unique  in  original  investigation  will  be  done.  Possibly  a  clever 
man  will  be  sent  to  Maine  and  Kansas  to  report  on  conditions. 
The  reports  he  makes  will  be  given  publicity,  not  in  liquor  jour- 
nals alone,  but  in  the  daily  and  weekly  press. 

The  complete  fruition  of  the  plans  outlined  by  the  leaders 
looks  to  the  establishing  of  a  permanent  organization,  a  bureau 
of  publicity  that  shall  exploit  the  subject  from  the  highest  points 
of  view. 

Your  correspondent  has  been  interviewed  by  an  active  man 
connected  with  a  prominent  brewery,  and  he  has  submitted  a 
plan  that  looks  to  a  dignified  two  years'  campaign  that  shall 
put  the  essential  facts  of  the  Prohibition  failui'e  before  the 
people.  This  must  be  done  by  human  interest  articles  that  are 
in  the  nature  of  what  editors  call  "must"  copy,  things  that 
must  be  printed  because  newsy  or  timely.  Then  the  second 
phase  of  the  campaign  is  to  reform  the  saloon  itself.  It  was  ad- 
mitted at  the  conference  that  several  evils  connected  Avith  the 
minority  of  saloons  have  served  to  poison  the  minds  of  the  peo- 
ple against  them.  Reference  is  had  to  such  conditions  as  the 
following : 

Profanity  and  obscenity;  the  presence  of  undesirables,  such 
as  macquereau,  ex-convicts,  dope  fiends,  pickpockets,  and  other 
degenerates;  the  predominance  of  tenderloin  men  and  Avomen 
in  saloons  or  in  proximity  thereto  and  easy  touch  therewith. 
To  these  evils,  Avhich  the  public  is  likely  to  charge  to  the  saloon 
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as  an  institution,  must  be  added  the  illegal  and  unwise  habit 
of  selling  to  men  Avho  are  already  drunk  or  far  on  the  way  to 
drunkenness.  The  prevalence  of  this  evil  is  greater  than  most 
saloon  men  realize.  Were  it  not  so,  it  Avould  be  well  nigh  im- 
possible for  a  man  to  get  drunk  unless  he  should  purchase  a 
bottle  and  deliberately  go  to  his  room  for  the  purpose,  as  the 
Maine  drunkards  do. 

T5y  reforming  the  saloon  of  these  abuses  and  conducting  an 
intelligent,  aggressive,  though  not  offensiA-e,  campaign  against 
the  Antis,  it  is  hoped  to  prevent  Washington  from  falling  into 
the  error  of  state  Avide  Prohibition.  It  is  likely  that  the  meeting 
at  the  Rutler  Hotel  Avill  result  in  such  Avork  as  has  here  been 
outlined  for  the  first  time  in  print. 


Tacoma  has  passed  a  uarroAv  anti-treating  ordinance,  and 
"What  Avill  you  have?"  is  noAv  an  unlaAvful  expression  in  the 
pretty  little  Puget  Sound  City.  The  public  has  not  taken  kindly 
to  the  attempt  of  the  local  solons  to  take  care  of  sumptuary  mat- 
ters. In  fact,  the  anti-treating  ordinance  has  already  been 
attacked  by  petition.  The  masses  ask  that  the  laAv  be  either  re- 
pealed or  submitted  to  the  voters  for  approval.  This  is  in  line 
with  modern  thought  in  Wa.shington,  Avhere  the  Oregon  idea — 
initiative  and  referendum — is  taking  firm  hold.  Several  thou- 
sand more  names  than  are  required  to  enable  the  council  to 
submit  the  proposition  to  the  people  have  already  been  ob- 
tained and  more  are  coming  in.  However,  if  no  special  election 
shall  be  held,  the  laAv  Avill  go  over  for  sixteen  months,  or  until 
the  next  general  election.  It  is  not  likely  that  the  council  will 
repeal  the  ordinance. 


One  of  the  most  noticeable  signs  of  the  times  in  Seattle  is 
the  increase  in  the  sales  of  California  Avines.  During  the  holi- 
day season  the  .sales  of  sparkling  Avines  have  been  larger  than 
during  any  previous  season.  Manager  Joe  Barmon,  of  the  Im- 
perial Liquor  Company,  305  Pike  street,  says  there  has  l>een 
an  unprecendented  demand  for  sparkling  burgundy  and  sau- 
terne  and  that  the  sale  of  these  wines  has  materially  decreased 
the  inquiry  for  imported  goods.  Not  only  so,  but  the  steady 
demand  for  Riesling  and  claret  is  greater  than  during  any  pre- 
vious season.  In  short,  the  people  are  learning  to  drink  Cali- 
fornia Avines. 


Ernest  C.  RaAvlings,  formerly  of  Wheland,  and  Collins,  San 
Francisco,  then  of  the  Alaskan  Cafe  and  now  of  the  Lotus  Cafe 
here,  says  the  Revieav  must  be  seen  by  all  the  traA'eling  men  in 
the  country.  A  little  item  about  him  a  feAV  months  ago  re- 
sulted in  many  letters  from  old  friends.  He  thinks  he  is  likely 
to  be  coaxed  back  to  the  California  .sod  if  things  continue  thus. 


Olympia  beer  is  increasing  its  sales  in  Seattle,  although  the 
Rainier  still  predominates. 


Lionel  SAA'ayze,  formerly  genial  mixologist  of  the  Press  Club, 
is  a  poet  and  Avriter  as  Avell  as  a  mixer.  He  is  noAV  .secretary 
of  the  Lumber  Exchange  and  out  of  the  old  business  for  good 
he  says.    His  headqxmrters  are  still  at  the  Press  Club. 


Senator  Potts,  of  the  Arlington  Hotel — its  OAvner,  in  fact — 
is  a  friend  of  California  Avines.  He  says  he  has  convinced  hun- 
dreds of  guests  that  it  is  really  better  than  the  imported  that 
gets  to  this  port. 
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Manager  Herman,  of  the  College  Inn,  is  making  improve- 
ments in  his  wines  and  bar  goods.  He  says  he  wants  the  best 
California  products.    He  is  an  old  Californian  himself. 


Failure  of  the  European  Vintage 


Charles  Manning,  the  hustling  Everett  saloon  man,  has  been 
busy  at  Seattle  lately,  where  he  has  held  many  conferences  on 
"the  situation."  There  are  those  who  predict  that  Charles  will 
soon  own  something  pretty  good  at  Seattle. 


Henry  G.  Behneman,  formerly  well  known  to  the  trade,  whose 
father  used  to  be  with  the  Burnell  ale  people,  is  now  Seattle 
manager  of  the  John  R.  Cole  Company,  San  Francisco. 


The  Luneta  Cafe,  in  the  Grand  Opera  House,  is  the  latest 
of  novelties  here.  It  is  on  the  order  of  the  old  Portola  and 
somewhat  like  the  modern  Bismarck,  of  San  Francisco,  and  is 
"making  good." 


A  number  of  champagne  men  have  been  dallying  with  the 
trade  here  this  week.  Among  them  may  be  named  Joseph  Deer- 
ing,  of  the  White  Seal,  and  Robert  McCracken,  of  Cook's  Imper- 
ial. Joseph  Murphy,  representing  Pommery,  left  town  just  as 
the  others  came  in. 


Al  Mayer,  representing  Grommes  &  Ullrich,  has  gone  to  Chi- 
cago to  spend  the  holidays,  after  which  he  will  return  to  nurse 
the  Puget  Sound  trade. 


Sydney  Hart,  of  the  Stuart  Distilling  Company,  has  l)een  put- 
ting in  a  number  of  large  orders  for  Carstaii*'s  rye  this  week. 


The  Snug  Harbor  Bar,  1411  Third  avenue,  opened  its  cafe  on 
December  17th  to  a  large  business. 


The  Imperial  Liquor  Company  has  bought  the  Royal  Bar,  at 
818  First  avenue  and  will  put  Joseph  Barmon  in  charge.  He 
will  be  aided  by  Jack  Maddigan,  now  manager  of  the  place. 
The  Royal  was  conducted  last  year  by  Charley  Bacon,  of  San 
Francisco.  It  is  to  be  entirely  remodeled  at  great  expense  and 
made  like  the  Lotus,  owned  by  the  same  company.  The  floors 
will  be  beautifully  tiled  and  the  finishings  will  be  superb 
throughout.  So  anxious  are  the  owners  to  get  in  the  harness 
that  workmen  are  busy  during  three  shifts  each  day. 


Canteen  Abolition  Cause  of  Crimes 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  Nov.  18.— The  same  old  story  told 
by  many  commanding  officers  of  the  army  of  the  deplor- 
able result  of  the  abolition  of  the  canteen  is  repeated  in  a 
graphic  way  by  Brig.  Gen.  Ramsay  D.  Potts,  commanding  the 
department  of  the  Luzon,  Philippines. 

Gen.  Potts  says  that  the  most  of  the  courts  martial  last  year 
were  traceable  directly  to  the  influence  of  the  native  liquors,  the 
deleterious  and  in  many  cases  disastrous  effects  of  which,  he 
said,  are  too  well  known  to  call  for  comment. 

"It  is  a  violation  of  law  to  sell  such  liquor  to  soldiers,  but 
the  law  cannot  be  enforced,"  says  Gen.  Potts. 

"One  who  has  never  seen  the  effects  of  even  a  small  quantity 
of  native  liquor  upon  a  young  American  unaccustomed  to  its 
use  can  form  no  judgment  as  to  the  seriousness  of  the  situation 
now  i)resented,  a  situation  which  is  beyond  the  control  of  the 
military  authorities,  while  the  civil  authorities  can  do  very 
little."' 


RECENT  reports  on  the  Avine  production  of  Europe  indicatt 
that  there  ha.s  not  been  such  a  disastrous  failure  in  the 
vintage  since  1810  as  that  of  the  present  year. 

The  causes  contributing  to  the  general  failure  of  the  year's 
vintage  were  the  lack  of  sunshine  during  the  spring  and  early 
summer,  and  the  excessive  humidity  throughout  the  season, 
which  engendered  various  forms  of  insect  life,  which  so  blighted 
the  grapes  that  in  some  localities  there  were  none  to  harvest. 
This  was  especially  true  in  the  more  northern  wine-producing 
districts  of  Europe,  including  France,  Germany,  portions  of 
Italy,  and  Switzerland. 

MONETARY  LOSS  INVOLVED  IN  THE  FAILURE. 

A  summary  of  the  reports  on  the  year's  vintage  indicates  that 
the  wine  production  for  the  season  is  not  more  than  half  the 
average  yield,  which  in  a  normal  year  is  calculated  approxi- 
mately at  3,000  million  gallons,  about  one-third  of  which  is 
produced  in  France. 

France  is  not  only  the  largest  producer,  but  also  the  largest 
consumer  of  wines,  the  annual  consumption  being  about  100 
bottles  per  capita,  and  the  failure  of  the  grape  crop  is  little  short 
of  a  national  misfortune,  as  it  affects  not  only  the  manufac- 
turers, large  and  small,  and  a  great  many  people  dependent  upon 
the  industry,  but  also  curtails  the  food  supply  of  the  countiy. 
Next  to  France  the  failure  of  vintage  falls  most  heavily  upon 
Germany,  in  certain  districts  of  which  the  production  of  wine 
constitutes  one  of  the  chief  industries. 

ESTIMATES  ON  THE  YEAR'S  VINTAGE. 

The  following  estimate  of  the  vintage  for  1910  in  the  import- 
ant wine-producing  districts  of  Europe  is  based  upon  recent 
reports  from  the  Wine  Growers'  Association. 

In  Germany,  along  the  Rhine  and  Moselle,  there  is  only  one- 
tenth  an  average  crop ;  in  the  Champagne  and  Saumur  districts 
and  in  the  Burgundy  and  Chablis  districts  of  France  the  vintage 
is  a  failure;  in  Cognac  there  are  so  few  grapes  that  there  will 
be  no  brandy  distilled  this  year;  in  the  Medoc  and  other  dis- 
tricts of  Bordeaux,  which  have  perhaps  been  more  favored  than 
other  parts  of  France,  there  will  not  be  much  over  a  third  of 
the  average  quantities  of  claret  and  sauterne  produced;  in 
Austria-Hungary  there  will  be  also  one-third;  and  in  Italy  not 
much  over  half  a  crop.  In  Sicily  the  yield  will  about  equal  that 
of  1909.  In  northern  Spain  and  also  in  the  south  and  sherry 
districts  there  will  be  from  half  to  three-quartei-s  of  a  crop. 
In  Portugal  the  yield  is  nearly  up  to  the  average,  and  the 
quality  of  the  wine  is  good. 

SWISS   PRODUCIT — LARGER   YIELD   OUTSIDE   EUROPE. 

Most  of  the  wine  produced  in  Switzerland  is  consumed  in  the 
country,  only  a  small  per  cent  of  the  product  being  exported. 
But  this  year's  failure  of  the  grape  crop,  which  is  almost  com- 
plete, will  result  in  a  shortage  in  one  of  the  staple  beverages  of 
the  country  and  will  be  seriously  felt  by  the  working  classes, 
who  consume  large  quantities  of  cheap  native  wines,  because  of 
the  consequent  increa.sed  cost. 

Outside  of  Europe  those  countries  from  which  wine  is  ob- 
tained seem  to  have  enjoyed  seasonable  weather,  and  they  have 
produced  fairly  good  crops  of  grapes.  Madeira  has  a  vintage 
nearly  up  to  the  average,  with  good  quality.  Algeria  has  an 
excellent  vintage,  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity,  nearly 
all  of  which  is  consumed  in  France,  where  it  is  now  more  highly 
appreciated  than  many  of  the  cheaper  French  productions. —

Just  A  Plain  Hold-Up 


I  T  would  appear  to  us  that  tho  eutlre  wine  and  spirit  trade  of 
*■  tiie  United  States  has  good  reason  to  be  very  grateful  to 
Hiram  Walker  &  Sons  of  Walkerville,  Ontario,  Canada,  for  the 
husky  fight  they  have  put  up,  in  the  matter  of  the  Pure  Food 
LaA\'.  While,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  makers  of  Canadian  Club 
whisky  have  obtained  a  notable  victory,  the  benefit  which  they 
have  conferred  upon  the  trade  has  been  the  bringing  of  the  law 
lu  question,  as  far  as  it  concerns  the  label,  strongly  into  the 
limelight.  The  big  fight  that  has  been  made  by  the  Walker  firm 
caused  a  decision  to  be  rendered  which  will  in  the  future  govern, 
and  act  as  a  precedent,  in  all  label  decisions,  thereby  greatly 
aiding  in  deciding  this  much-vexed  question. 


THAT  liquor  men  closed  out  by  local  opti<ra  cannot  get  their 
license  money  back,  is  the  option  of  (leorge  A.  Lee,  Assist- 
ant Attorney-General  of  the  State?  of  Oregon.  The  opinion  cites 
that  once  money  is  paid  into  the  state  treasury  and  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  general  fund,  it  cannot  be  taken  unless  there  is 
a  special  act  of  the  Legislature  authorizing  it.  Thus  the  saloon 
men  who  have  been  put  out  of  business  by  the  local  option  elec- 
tions can  have  their  licenses  transferred  to  other  persons  and  to 
other  places,  but  thej'  will  get  no  rebate  on  the  portion  of  the  li- 
cense money  paid  to  the  state. 

Informally,  the  office  also  holds  that  no  portion  of  10  per 
cent  of  the  liquor  license  collected  by  cities,  towns  and  counties, 
paid  to  the  state,  will  be  returned  to  saloon  men  in  units  that 
have  voted  dry. 

How  is  that  for  highway  robbery? 


The  recent  petition  in  the  city  of  Colusa  asking  better  regu- 
lation of  saloons  has  been  incorporated  in  an  ordinance  provid- 
ing that  the  saloons  shall  be  closed  at  midnight  and  be  open 
only  half  a  day  on  Sundays.  The  proprietors  of  saloons  have 
obtained  their  licenses  for  1911,  so  that  any  increase  in  the  cost 
of  licenses  which  may  be  included  in  the  new  ordinance  will  not 
affect  them  until  1912. 


A  dispatch  from  Weed,  Siskiyou  county,  states  that  the  news 
of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  closing  the  saloons 
in  the  county  outside  of  incorporated  cities,  brought  gloom  to  a 
section  of  that  town  known  as  "Shastina,"  the  section  of  Weed 
AA'here  the  saloon  has  prospered  because  the  Weed  Lumber  com- 
pany would  not  permit  the  selling  of  liquor  on  its  townsite. 


The  women  of  Placerville  won  their  fight,  when  they  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Trustees  a  remonstrance  to  the  repealing  of 
the  ordinance  closing  saloons  at  midnight.  The  matter  was 
brought  up  upon  the  petition  of  a  large  number  of  business 
men  asking  that  saloons  be  allowed  to  remain  open  after  mid- 
night, and  was  denied  by  the  Board. 


During  December  every  seller  of  liquor  in  Fresno  City  made 
application  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  renewal  of  the  li- 
cense for  the  year  1911.  The  applications  were  not  read,  but  in 
bulk  referred  to  the  mayor  and  chief  of  police  to  report  on  at 
the  next  meeting.  The  applications  are  classified  as  follows: 
Class  A  restaurant  20;  Class  B  restaurant  3;  Wholesalers  8; 
Retailers  47;  total  78.

§  American  Wines  for  Americans  I

IT  woiikl  be  Avell  if  all  our  commercial  oi'ganizations  in  Cali- 
fornia followed  the  example  of  the  Merchants'  Association 
of  San  Francisco,  which  believes  in  not  only  advocating  the  use 
of  home  products,  but  practicing  what  it  preaches. 

At  the  annual  banquet  held  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel  on  De- 
cember 8,  1910,  only  native  wines  were  served,  the  selection 
being  Asti  Tipo  white,  Calwa  Cabernet  and  Cresta  Blanca 
sparkling  Moselle.  Covers  were  laid  for  over  five  hundred 
prominent  San  Franciscans,  and  I  am  sure  that  many  were  im- 
pressed Avith  the  quality  and  purity  of  these  choice  California 
wines,  of  Avhich  Ave  have  reason  to  be  proud. 

The  Italian-Swiss  Colony  Avines  are  particularly  popular  at 
banquets  and  dinner  parties,  not  only  in  California  but  in  many 
sections  of  the  United  States.  Their  Tipo  Avas  the  only  red 
wine  served  at  the  banquet  given  by  the  citizens  of  San  Fran- 
cisco in  honor  of  GoA^ernor  J.  N.  Gillett,  at  the  Palace  Hotel, 
on  Thursday,  December  29th,  Avhen  the  Theodore  Gier  Wine 
Company's  Riesling  Avas  also  drunk. 

At  the  banquet  Avhich  marked  the  close  of  the  North  Beach 
Thanksgiving  festivities,  the  guests  Avere  regaled  Avith  Haut 
Sauteme  and  Burgundy  bottled  by  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony 
especially  for  the  occasion  in  honor  of  their  Majesties  Queen 
Erminia  I  and  King  Angelo  I. 

On  December  15th,  one  of  the  features  of  the  breakfast  en- 
joyed by  the  ladies  of  the  San  Francisco  BroAvning  Society  at 
the  Fior  d'ltalian  Avas  the  split  Tipo  bottles  Avhich  Avere  placed 
beside  each  plate.  A  special  label  had  been  prepared,  on  Avhich 
AA'as  printed  BroAvning's  famous  lines: 

Open  my  heart  and  you  Avill  see 
Graved  inside  of  it — "Italy." 

All  of  the  women  carried  the  bottles  home  Avith  them  as 
souvenirs  of  the  delightful  occasion. 

The  annual  banquet  of  the  American  Wine-GroAvers'  Asso- 
ciation is  alAvays  notable  for  the  number  of  native  Avines  that 
are  served  to  the  fortunate  guests  that  are  present.  These  in- 
clude not  only  members  of  the  Association,  but  some  of  Ncav 
York's  most  notable  clul)  men  Avho  enjoy  tlie  conviviality  of  the 
hospitable  wine  men  and  like  to  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  tasting  America's  finest  wines  under  the  most  favor- 
able circumstances. 

At  the  banquet  given  at  the  Hotel  Manhattan,  on  the  evening 
of  December  8th,  the  Avine  list  Avas  headed  by  the  motto  "Amer- 
ican Wines  for  Americans."  One  sweet  Avine,  six  Avhite  Avines, 
nine  red  wines,  seven  champagnes  and  three  liqueurs  Avere  of- 
fered during  the  different  courses  of  the  elaborate  menu. 

Our  California  product  was  represented  by  tlie  Italian-Swiss 
Colony's  red  Tij>o ;  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company's  old  Sherry ; 
the  California  Winery's  Riesling,  Burgundy  and  old  Brandy; 
the  California  Wine  Association's  Vine  Cliff  and  Hill  Crest 
Claret;  the  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  Company's  Cabinet  Gute- 
del  and  Burgundy;  Wetmore-BoAven  Company's  Souvenir  Sau- 
terne  and  St.  Julian  Souvenir,  and  the  Sonoma  Wine  and 
Brandy  Company's  Coronado  Burgundy.

THE  ANTI-TKKATING  CRUSADE. 

When  Assemblynmn  Harry  Polsley  introduced  an  Anti-Treat- 
ting  Bill  at  the  last  Legislature,  his  action  Avas  looked  upon  as  a 
huge  joke.  Californians  have  always  been  knoAvn  for  their  hos- 
pitality and  since 

"The  days  of  old, 
The  days  of  gold, 
The  days  of  '49" 

treating  has  flourished  in  this  State;  consequently  the  bill  was 
promptly  chloroformed  and  died  in  committee. 

During  the  last  tAvo  years,  hoAvever,  the  crusade  against  treat- 
ing and  tipping  throughout  the  United  States  has  been  groAviug, 
until  today  it  is  a  punishable  offense,  in  several  cities,  to  ask 
your  friend  to  haA'e  a  "smile"  Avith  you.  Only  the  other  day,  an 
Anti-Treating  Ordinance  Avas  adopted  by  the  Tacoma  City  Com- 
mission making  the  buying  of  an  intoxicating  drink  for  another 
person  a  misdemeanor.  The  measure  Avas  introduced  by  Mayor 
FaAVcett  and  supported  by  two  of  the  other  four  Commissioners, 
the  understanding  being  that  the  ordinance  Avould  go  into  effect 
Avithin  ten  days. 

The  State  of  Washington  seems  to  be  Avilling  to  pass  almost 
any  kind  of  a  "reform"  measure.  They  have  adopted  Avoman 
suffrage  and  have  tried  to  Avipe  out  tipping  by  making  it  a  State 
offense  to  tip  a  porter,  Avaiter,  barber  or  any  other  person.  To 
my  perscmal  knowledge,  hoAvever,  there  is  as  much  tipping  in 
Seattle,  Tacoma  and  Spokane  by  tourists  as  in  any  of  the  large 
cities  of  other  States. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  Avhether  or  not  the  Anti-Treating  Ordi- 
nance of  Tacoma  Avill  also  prove  a  joke.  Mayor  FaAvcett  says 
he  Avill  see  that  it  is  enforced,  but  I  fear  that  while  his  inten- 
tions are  good,  he  will  find  that  his  ordinance  Avill  have  a  rough 
road  to  travel. 

In  Oregon,  the  people  of  Rose  City  Park,  have  gone  a  step 
further.  They  do  not  aim  particularly  at  treating  over  the  bar 
in  the  saloon,  but  also  against  treating  in  candy  and  drug 
stores,  Avhere  daily  countless  Avomen  sit  around  soda  fountains 
and  treat  one  another.  Perhaps  they  Avill  also  attempt  to  do 
aAvay  Avith  the  habit  of  one  man  paying  another's  carfare.  The 
Portland  Orefionian,  in  commenting  on  the  evil  of  this  latter 
custom,  says: 

"When  Harry  insists  on  paying  Peter's  carfare  he  poses  as 
a  model  of  free  and  manly  generosity,  but  it  is  a  pose  and 
nothing  more.  The  apparent  generosity  is  spurious.  If  Peter 
does  not  pay  both  fares  on  the  return  trip  he  feels  outraged  and 
tells  everybody  Avho  Avill  listen  that  his  companion  is  a  miserly 
tightwad. 

"The  only  purpose  of  this  .sort  of  treating  is  to  enable  people 
to  delude  themsehes  for  a  little  Avhile  Avith  the  thought  that 
they  have  conferred  a  favor.  It  is  not  a  real  favor ;  for  they 
always  expect  a  return  Avithin  a  few  minutes;  but  Avhile  the 
self-deception  lasts  it  is  agreeable  perhaps.  Still  it  is  only 
agi-eeable  to  one  party.  The  other  is  humiliated,  often  embar- 
rassed and  annoyed. 

"Why  should  Henry  arrogate  to  himself  the  privilege  of  be- 
stoAving  his  petty  largess  on  Peter?  What  right  has  he  to 
assume  that  I'eter  needs  or  desires  the  gift  of  a  nickel?  If  he 
must  show  off  his  Avealth  and  liberality,  there  are  better  Avays 
of  doing  it  than  by  forcing  his  reluctant  friend  to  accept  a 
gratuity  of  5  cents.  Let  him  bestOAV  a  thousand  dollars  or  a 
million.  Peter  in  accepting  it  may  still  feel  like  a  beggar,  but 
the  compensation  Avill  make  the  disagreeable  experience  toler- 
able." 

Apparently  the  only  form  of  treat  that  can  never  cause  hard 
feelings  is  the  "Dutch  treat,"  although  if  the  prohibitionists 
had  their  Avay,  it  Avould  be  a  crime  to  treat  even  one's  self. 
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Our  Wine  Will  Go  to  Italy       / 


OME  exporters  of  Southern  California  wine  are  considering 
whether  they  ought  to  request  the  Premier  of  Italy  to  ask 
i^hy  his  Minister  of  Agriculture  is  a  knocker.  The  gentleman 
las  said  that  our  wine  is  poor  stuff.  However,  Italian  grape 
rowers  and  wine  makers  of  this  city  state  there  is  no  need  to 
6ay  any  particular  attention  to  the  assertion.  It  is  manifestly 
kbsurd  and  was  made  merely  for  political  effect.  It  is  probable 
that  Italians  at  home  will  soon  get  an  opportunity  to  judge  this 
^or  themselves,  for  arrangements  are  being  made  to  ship  quite  a 
luantity  of  California  wine  from  Los  Angeles  to  Italy. 

A  commercial  house  in  Milan  has  already  entered  into  nego- 
tiations for  a  consignment  of  the  fermented  juice  of  the  grape, 
and  if  it  proves  acceptable,  as  it  undoubtedly  will,  more  will 
follow. 

The  first  lot  ordered  from  this  section  as  a  kind  of  trial  ship- 
ment consists  of  10,000  hectoliters,  or  about  264,170  gallons. 
It  was  ordered  by  the  Milan  firm  because  there  is  an  alarming 
shortage  in  not  only  Italy  but  France  and  Spain,  and  Southern 
California  is  the  only  section  which  can  be  looked  to  to  make  up 
the  deficiency. 

DID   HE   EVER   TASTE   IT? 

Competitors  of  the  Milan  firm  "viewed  with  alarm"  this  ac- 
tion by  their  more  hustling  rival  and  appealed  to  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  for  protection.  Signor  Raineri,  who,  local  men 
say,  probably  has  never  tasted  the  wine  of  Southern  California 
and  therefore  knows  nothing  of  its  quality,  sought  to  quiet  the 
alarmed  growers  by  issuing  an  official  statement  saying  that  "it 
is  not  good  and  is  not  likely  to  meet  the  taste  of  Italian  con- 
sumers." Here  is  the  full  text  of  the  curious  announcement  by 
the  Cabinet  Minister: 

"The  Italian  Government  ha.s  ascertained  that  the  vintage  of 
California  is  limited  and  does  not  allow  of  exportation  on  a 
large  scale.  The  prices  are  so  high  that  when  California  wine 
is  brought  to  Italy  it  cannot  be  sold  short  of  35  cents  a  gallon. 
Its  (juality  is  not  good  and  it  is  not  likely  to  meet  the  taste  of 
Italian  consumers.  As  the  importers  will  probably  try  to  mix 
it  with  Italian  wine  in  order  to  increase  its  alcoholic  strength 
the  government  has  taken  strict  precautions  to  prevent  'doctor- 
ing.' " 

As  Los  Angeles  is  a  leader  in  the  California  wine  industry 
such  a  statement,  published  officially,  could  not  be  allowed  to 
go  unchallenged.  However,  the  leading  Italians  here  who  are 
interested  in  the  wine  industry  smile  at  it  and  decline  to  take  it 
seriously.  Officials  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company  of  this 
city,  who  own  a  vast  acreage  in  vineyards  at  Cucamonga  and 
Guasti,  stated  yesterday  that  the  announcement  was  merely 
issued  for  the  purpose  of  seeking  to  allay  th^  feai-s  of  some  of 
the  growers  in  Italy.  A.  Alberti,  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Com- 
pany, speaking  of  the  matter,  said : 

"The  grape  crop  is  exceptionally  poor  in  France,  Italy  and 
Spain  this  year.  The  wine  makers  here  in  California  have  been 
crowded  with  requests  from  the  other  side  for  quotations  and 
samples  and  some  have  actually  received  orders  for  wines  and 
brandies. 

"This  company,  among  others,  has  been  asked  to  forward 
samples  and  to  dispose  of  some  of  its  product  in- Italy.  I  cannot 
say  yet  whether  it  will  pay  us  to  export.  We  have  to  consider 
duties,  shipping  charges  and  other  matters  connected  with'the 
question.  We  are  investigating  the  matter  fully  and  may  make 
some  shipments.  It  certainly  looks  as  if  California  wdll  supply 
a  certain  amount  of  wines  and  brandies  to  make  up  the  shortage 
in  the  three  countries  I  have  mentioned. 
"Italy  relies  to  a  large  extent  on  its  agricultural  products  and 


among  these  that  of  grapes  is  one  of  the  largest.  The  govern- 
ment is  strongly  protectionist  and  seeks  in  every  way  in  its 
power  to  protect  the  industries  and  prevent  importations  from 
other  countries  which  may  adversely  affect  them. 

"It  is  evident  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  does  not  know  much 
about  California  wines.  I  don't  suppose  he  ever  drank  any. 
There  is  no  question  that  some  of  our  wines  can  compete  with 
the  highest  brands  of  Italy.  California  cannot  compete  with 
France  in  its  very  best  champagnes,  but  it  can  and  does  do  so  in 
all  others.  The  best  California  wines  may  be  said,  generally 
speaking,  to  be  as  good  as  any  others  on  earth." 

Mr.  Alberti  intimated  that  seeing  they  drank  more  wines  and 
brandy  in  Italy,  France  and  Spain  than  Califomians  do,  and 
seeing  that  this  State  is  the  only  other  section  of  the  world  which 
produces  wines  on  a  large  scale,  those  countries  have  to  look  to 
this  section  for  relief.  Italy  has  over  9,300,000  acres  under 
vines,  France  4,000,000  and  Spain  3,140,000  and  the  production 
runs  to  billions  of  gallons  of  wine.  This  has  been  materially 
curtailed  this  year,  in  that  this  is  the  worst  season  the  grape 
growers  of  Europe  have  known  for  a  long  time. — Los  Angeles 
Times. 

This  Is  Progressive 


AT  Chehalis,  Washington,  ten  saloon  men  have  joined  in  a  pe- 
tition to  the  Council  asking  that  an  ordinance  be  passed 
prohibiting  minors,  habitual  drunkards  and  persons  of  Indian 
blood  from  entering  or  frequenting  saloons.  This  is  the  first 
time  the  liquor  dealers  have  ever  asked  for  passage  of  an  ordi- 
nance restricting  their  business. 


We  are  glad  to  hear  that  Anacortes,  Washington,  the  second 
largest  city  in  Skagit  (^ounty,  went  "wet"  in  spite  of  female 
suffrage  which  was  exercised  for  the  first  time  at  the  recent 
election.  The  city  polled  936  votes.  Of  this  number  316  were 
women  registered,  only  about  two-thirds  of  Avhom  took  advan- 
tage of  tiie  right  given  them  by  the  recent  woman  suffrage 
amendment  and  the  Governor's  proclamation.  This  is  the  third 
defeat  of  the  "drys"  at  Anacortes,  and  the  liquor  question  is 
now  shelved  for  the  next  twflf  years. 


In  Washington  there  were  more  than  seventy  local  option 
elections.  The  net  result  is  that  an  increased  number  of  towns 
voted  wet.  The  wets  likewise  made  gains  in  the  Lower  House, 
but  they  lost  in  the  Senate.  No  state-Avide  or  county  option 
question  was  in  issue,  and  it  is  argued  therefrom  that  the  pres- 
ent state  liquor  law  is  satisfactory,  therefore  there  should  be  no 
further  meddling  with  it. 


On  December  6th  the  election  held  in  the  town  of  Castle 
Rock,  Washington,  resulted  in  a  victory  for  the  progressive,  or 
business  element  in  favor  of  properly  regulated  saloons.  The 
victory  was  won  by  a  larger  majority  than  on  former  occasions. 

At  Everett,  Washington,  which  has  gone  "dry"  the  municipal 
officials  have  discovered  that  the  matter  of  overcoming  a  de- 
ficit in  the  city  treasury  created  by  the  lack  of  saloon  licenses 
revenue  next  year  is  not  the  only  problem  created  by  the  local 
option  election  in  which  Everett  voted  "dry."  They  have 
looked  over  the  local  option  law,  and  discover  that  under  its 
provisions,  unless  special  city  legislation  is  enacted,  all  moneys 
from  fines  for  offenses  against  the  local  option  laAV  will  go  into 
the  state  treasury,  and  the  city  will  gain  nothing  thereby. 

So  it  is  probable  that  January  will  see  an  ordinance  passed 
providing  that  any  place  where  liquor  is  sold  shall  be  deemed 
a  public  nuisance,  and  as  such  the  city  courts  would  have  jur- 
isdiction and  power  to  assess  fines  for  the  benefit  of  the  city 
treasury.

Mr.  Byron  S.  Rosenblatt,  president  of  the  Rosenblatt  Com- 
pany of  San  Francisco,  is  out  on  his  annual  trip  visiting  the 
trade  up  in  the  Northwest. 


Mr.  M.  Altman,  who  recently  returned  from  a  trip  through 
Wisconsin  and  Illinois,  said :  "Trade  conditions  are  very  good 
and  sales  are  satisfactory.  Bills  are  being  met  promptly  and 
the  outlook  for  business  for  the  coming  year  was  never  better. 
I  look  for  a  much  larger  trade  for  1911  than  w^e  had  in  1910,  and 
the  trade  of  1910  exceeded  anything  previous." 


The  dealers  doing  a  mail  order  business  report  that  this 
branch  of  the  business  is  growing  rapidly  and  in  some  localities 
has  become  very  h^avy.  This  is  especially  true  where  local 
option  prevails.  In  speaking  of  this  phase  of  the  business,  Mr. 
R.  A.  Hoefer,  manager  for  A.  J.  Anderson  &  Co.,  said:  "We 
are  doing  just  as  much  business  in  prohibition  districts  as 
formerly,  but  by  different  methods." 


Mr.  F.  Madlener  in  speaking  of  trade  conditions  said :  "While 
trade  has  been  a  little  quiet  the  outlook  is  excellent.  We  are 
selling  just  as  much  whisky  in  prohibition  territories  as  we 
did  before  the  law  was  passed.  In  my  judgment  the  way  to 
regulate  the  liquor  business  is  to  cut  out  this  treating  habit 
that  we  Americans  have  gotten  into.  If  this  were  abolished  the 
objectionable  features  of  the  whisky  business  would  disappear." 


"There  is  more  whisky  sold  per  capita  than  in  former  years," 
said  Mr.  Thomas  Dennehy,  manager  of  Chas.  Dennehy  &  Co. 
There  is  a  very  marked  increa.se  over  1900.  There  is  a  decided 
increase  in  the  consumption  of  California  wine.  Our  firm 
sells  liquors  from  Ohio  west  to  Washington.  We  find  business 
excellent,  but  cannot  say  that  one  locality  is  doing  any  better 
than  another.  It  is  marvelous,  however,  the  amount  of  liquors 
going  into  so-called  prohibition  territories.  The  amount  has 
not  seemed  to  decrease,  but  the  style  of  package  is  different. 
There  is  a  marked  increase  of  illicit  stills  in  prohibition  locali- 
ties. U.  S.  Marshals  are  kept  very  busy  in  Georgia,  North 
Carolina  and  South  Carolina." 


Some  of  the  dealers  report  that  business  has  been  especially 
good  in  Missouri  and  Pennsylvania.  The  call  for  California 
wine  has  been  especially  strong.  The  demand  is  principally  for 
ports  and  sherry.  There  is  very  little  dry  wine  sold,  as  com- 
pared to  port  and  sherry. 


Port  wine  has  proved  to  be  the  most  popular  of  all  California 
wines.  Some  dealers  report  that  the  trade  in  this  wine  is  grow- 
ing to  large  proportions  and  in  many  instances  is  taking  the 
place  of  imported  goods.  In  fact  California  wine  seems  to  be 
replacing  imported  goods  all  along  the  line.  Of  course  there  is 
always  likely  to  be  a  steady  demand  for  imported  champagne, 
but  that  does  not  necessarily  come  into  competition  with  Cali- 
fornia wine. 


The  Italian  Vineyard  Company  of  Los  Angeles,  California, 
on  account  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Egisto  Mariani,  their  New  York 
manager,  last  October,  have  transferred  Mr.  Romano,  their 
Chicago  manager,  to  New  York  and  will  place  Mr.  A.  Albert!  in 
Mr.  Romano's  place. 


"Shipments  of  wine  to  Chicago  have  increased  twenty-five 
per  cent  during  the  past  year,"  said  Mr.  William  B.  Frolich- 
stein,  local  manager  of  the  California  Wine  Association  of  San 
Francisco.  "The  market  is  very  firm  owing  to  shortage  of  this 
year's  vintage.  The  crops  abroad  were  very  short.  Everything 
indicates  a  bigger  business  in  domestic  wines  than  ever  before. 
The  prices  have  been  maintained  and  demand  constant." 


The  glass  bottle  men  report  a  very  strong  demand  for  their 
goods.  In  fact  some  quarters  report  that  the  call  for  glass 
bottles  is  unprecedented  in  the  glass  bottle  business.  When 
Mr.  W.  C.  Forbes,  Chicago  representative  of  A.  M.  Foster  &  Co., 
was  asked  what  was  the  immediate  cause  of  this  unusual  de- 
mand, he  said  without  any  hesitancy  that  it  was  due  to  the  fact 
tliat  so  many  localities  had  adopted  prohibition.  "There  is  just 
as  much  liquor  sold,"  said  he,  "but  it  is  now  put  out  in  bottles 
instead  of  barrels  or  casks." 


Mr.  Fred  Finden,  local  representative  of  the  Contra  Costa 
Wine  Company,  recently  returned  from  an  extended  pleasure 
trip  to  Europe.  While  absent,  Mr.  Finden  visited  London  and 
Southampton.  In  speaking  of  his  trip  he  said:  "Of  course  I 
had  a  fine  time,  but  I  would  have  much  rather  gone  to  California 
except  but  for  the  fact  that  my  wife  insisted  that  we  must  make 
this  trip  to  Europe.  I  consider  California  the  garden  spot  of 
the  world." 


It  is  claimed  by  some  of  the  dealers  that  the  pure  food  law 
is  not  operative  so  far  as  it  relates  to  liquors.  Some  insist  that 
unprincipled  men  are  manufacturing  a  very  low  grade  article 
out  of  the  cheapest  of  wine  and  passing  it  off  as  California  wine. 
The  uninitiated  know  no  better  and  drink  the  vile  stuff.  In 
speaking  of  the  matter,  Mr.  Fred  Finden  of  the  Contra  Costa 
Wine  Company  said :  "There  is  no  question  but  that  this  is 
being  done.  The  pure  food  law  is  not  operative.  Something 
should  be  done  to  stop  it.  Not  only  in  the  interest  of  the  trade, 
but  the  public  as  well.  In  many  instances  the  stuff  concocted 
and  called  California  wine  is  unfit  to  enter  the  stomach.  It  is 
one  of  those  frauds  that  at  once  affect  the  consumer.  This,  of 
course,  does  not  affect  the  trade  among  people  who  know  what 
they  are  buying,  but  there  is  a  large  per  cent  of  buyers  who  do 
not  know  what  good  wine  is." 


Clark  street  saloon  men  say  that  if  any  more  of  those  deep  sea 
feeders  come  to  town  they  are  going  out  of  business.  Last  week 
a  husky  bluejacket  cast  anchor  in  a  Clark  street  booze  bazaar 
and  tied  up  to  the  lunch  counter  wdth  his  hatches  wide  open  and 
his  grapplers  out  for  grub.  For  ten  minutes  he  took  on  cargo 
at  a  rate  that  aroused  the  admiration  of  all  passing  craft  and 
he  had  safely  stowed  the  thirty-fifth  "hot  dog"  and  was  steering 
for  the  thirty-sixth  some  peart  when  the  bartender  hove  along- 
side and  signaled  him  to  slip  cable  and  make  for  the  open. 
But  it  took  a  bunch  of  police  to  start  him  on  his  course  and  the 
bartender  afterward  said  that  if  many  more  people  came  along 
and  got  outside  of  thirty-six  hot  dogs  as  a  chaser  for  only  one 
glass  of  beer  at  5c  a  throw,  it  would  put  the  house  on  the  scrap 
heap  in  another  week,  and  every  man  in  the  audience  grabbed 
a  hot  dog  and  agreed  that  the  argument  was  reasonable. 
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Portland,  Orogon,  advices  state  that  after  a  long  verbal  strug- 
gle with  the  members  of  the  special  committee  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil appointed  to  draft  an  amended  liquor  ordinance,  Paul  Wes- 
singei',  manager  of  Weinliard's  brewerj',  yesterday  morning,  suc- 
ceeded in  having  the  time  limit  for  the  operation  of  saloons  under 
powers  of  attorney  extended  one  year  further,  to  the  end  of  De- 
cember, 1912.  A  special  meeting  of  the  committee  was  called 
to  hear  Mr.  Wessingei''s  arguments. 

Wessinger  also  succeeded  in  having  the  Weinhard  brewery 
excepted  from  the  clause  which  forbids  the  sale  of  liquor  within 
400  feet  of  a  school  building.  The  Weinhard  brewery  is  within 
a  stone's  throw  of  the  Portland  school  of  Trades. 

Mr.  Wessinger  said  that  his  brewery,  which  controls  about  60 
powers  of  attoi*ney,  is  willing  to  accept  responsibility  for  the 
proper  operation  of  the  saloons  conducted  under  them,  but  the 
committee  fails  to  amend  the  penalty  clauses  so  as  to  make  the 
nominal  and  real  owners  of  the  saloons  operated  in  this  manner 
equally  responsible  in  case  of  violation  of  the  law. 


A  dispatch  from  Grant's  Pass,  Oregon,  states  that  under  the 
Oregon  Constitution,  as  amended  by  the  people  at  the  last  gen- 
eral election,  petitions  have  been  filed  with  the  City  Auditor, 
praying  for  an  election  December  31  to  decide  whether  the 
Council  shall  license  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  within  the 
corporate  limits.  An  ordinance  has  been  passed  ordering  the 
election  to  be  held. 


Elgin,  Oregon,  Avent  "wet"  at  the  last  election,  but  the  mayor 
has  taken  an  action  reducing  the  number  of  saloons  from  4  to  2. 
He  was  elected  on  a  "dry"  platform  and  refused  to  approve 
any  bonds  except  those  of  two  old-time  saloonkeepers,  Henry 
Bader  and  Ott  Young,  who  own  their  buildings  and  homes.  The 
Mayor  contends  it  is  impossible  for  more  than  two  saloons  to 
legally  exist  in  a  town  of  Elgin's  size. 


Word  comes  from  Portland,  Oregon,  that  with  the  arrest  of  L. 
F.  McPherson,  an  old  resident  along  the  Siuslaw  River,  the 
revenue  officers  of  the  Ignited  States  have  begun  a  campaign  of 
extermination  among  the  illicit  stills  said  to  be  operating  in  the 
Coast  Range  of  mountains  in  Lane,  Douglas  and  Josephine 
counties.  ]kIcPherson  was  apprehended  by  Deputy  United 
States  Marshal  Hammersly.  He  resides  about  two  miles  from 
Lorraine  and  is  charged  with  having  operated  a  still  for  the 


manufacture  of  prune  brandy.  The  still  was  captured  by  Rev- 
enue Officers  H.  Shellberg  and  F.  A.  Tomlinson  and  has  been 
turned  over  to  David  ^\.  Dunne,  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue 
for  the  Oregon  district.

The  Councilmen  of  Athena,  Oregon,  have  drafted  a  drastic 
liquor  ordinance  regulating  the  saloons  in  that  city.  The 
amount  of  the  license  is  fixed  at  .1600 ;  that  a  bond  of  f  1000  must 
be  given  to  the  City  of  Athena,  said  bond  to  be  given  by  a  repu- 
table surety  company;  there  shall  be  no  gambling  of  any  kind, 
no  shaking  of  dice  nor  shall  there  be  any  music  of  any  kind; 
that  the  place  of  business  shall  not  be  opened  on  Sunday;  that 
all  windows  and  glass  doors  of  places  where  intoxicating  liquors 
are  to  be  sold  shall  be  of  plain  glass  without  painting  or  frost- 
ing thereon,  and  the  bar  shall  be  so  situated  as  to  be  in  plain  view 
from  the  outside;  that  all  places  and  houses  where  such  liquor;-: 
are  to  be  sold  shall  consist  of  but  one  room,  without  any  par- 
titions, blinds  or  screens,  in  which  no  chairs  lunch  tables  or  card 
tables  shall  be  permitted;  that  the  punishment  for  any  violation 
shall  be  a  fine  ranging  from  |50  to  |250  or  imprisonment  from 
five  to  30  days,  and  on  second  offense  the  violator  shall  forfeit 
his  license  and  the  bond  company  will  be  required  to  pay  said 
bond. 


We  learn  from  a  Portland,  Oregon,  dispatch  that  all  social, 
fraternal,  commercial  and  civic  clubs  maintaining  sideboards 
or  bars  in  their  clubx'ooms  for  the  purpose  of  dispensing  liquors 
to  members  will  l)e  required  to  pay  a  license  fee  to  the  city  of 
|800  a  year,  the  same  as  saloons  pay,  according  to  the  provis- 
ions of  the  model  license  law  now  being  prepared  by  a  special 
Council  committee. 

It  is  the  contention  of  the  committee  that  no  more  considera- 
tion should  be  given  private  institutions  which  dispense  liquor 
for  a  profit  than  any  other  retail  establishment.  The  announce- 
ment has  brought  a  storm  of  protest  from  the  clubs  and  their 
members,  and  plans  are  under  way  to  block  the  measure  when 
it  comes  up  for  passage. 


A  victory  for  the  "drys"  is  reported  from  Stan  field,  Oregon, 
where  the  fii*st  regular  city  election  was  held  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  month.  The  fight  was  a  strong  one,  prohibition  fur- 
nishing the  bone  of  contention  between  factions,  but  the  water 
wagon  brigade  carried  the  city  by  a  large  majority. 


Olympia,  the  capital  of  Washington,  remains  wet  and  for  the 
third  time  elected  Michael  Harris,  Republican,  Mayor.  The 
election  means  much  to  the  liijuor  trade  for  if  the  Citizens' 
ticket  had  won  the  Mayor  and  Council  would  have  been  dry 
and  intended  to  put  the  saloons  out  of  business.

LOUISVILLE,  KY.,  Dec.  20.— Conditions  in  the  Louisville 
whisky  market  are  described  by  one  of  the  veterans  in  the 
business  as  being  'like  old  times."  That  is  as  optimistic  a  view 
as  could  possibly  be  taken,  and  means  that  trade  is  coming  up 
fully  to  expectations. 

The  holiday  rush  this  year  has  been  heavier  and  more  contin- 
uous than  for  three  years.  Even  1907  was  no  better  than  this 
season,  and  the  general  character  of  the  demand  is  taken  to 
indicate  that  improved  conditions  are  in  effect  everywhere. 

While  there  is  some  apprehension  among  big  financiers  and 
business  men  as  to  the  industrial  outlook,  every  indication  re- 
ceived by  the  local  trade  points  to  continued  good  conditions. 
Crops  have  been  good,  and  as  the  big  corn  crop  will  probably 
lower  the  cost  of  many  food  products,  including  meat,  the  cost 
of  living  may  be  brought  down  low  enough  to  allow  a  more 
generous  margin  for  liquor  than  is  now  possible. 

The  consumption  of  Kentucky  whiskies,  according  to  reports 
that  are  coming  in  from  all  sides,  is  increasing  at  a  rapid  rate, 
and  the  bottled  in  bond  consumption  is  especially  encouraging. 
This  gives  color  to  the  statement  of  those  in  the  local  trade  who 
believe  that  there  is  no  likelihood  of  an  overproduction,  such 
as  has  been  hinted  at  of  late. 

"When  it  is  considered,"  said  one  of  the  big  Main  street  dis- 
tillers to  the  representative  of  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit 
Review,  "that  consumption  has  been  increasing  faster  than  pro- 
duction, it  doesn't  seem  likely  that  there  will  be  more  whisky 
made  than  will  be  consumed  four  years  hence.  Another  point 
that  must  be  considered  is  that  the  distillers  in  a  large  measure 
make  according  to  contract  for  the  jobbing  and  wholesale  trade. 
They  do  not  turn  out  more  goods  than  they  have  contracted  to 
sell,  and  the  jobbers  usually  have  the  demand  pretty  well  in 
hand  before  they  order.  I  regard  that  as  an  automatic  propo- 
sition by  means  of  which  the  production  will  be  regulated  to  the 
needs  of  the  market." 

Prices  are  holding  firm,  as  before,  and  the  only  indication  is 
that  looking  to  increases.  As  heretofore  pointed  out  in  this 
correspondence,  holders  of  old  whiskies  believe  that  the  decided 
shortage  of  certain  crops  will  continue  to  enhance  the  value  of 
their  holdings,  and  they  are  not  disposed  to  let  go  of  them  be- 
fore the  top  price  has  been  reached.  This  is  another  fact  which 
seems  to  support  the  proposition  that  an  overproduction  of 
whisky  at  this  time  is  hardly  probable. 

The  distilleries  of  Kentucky  are  practically  all  in  operation 
and  are  running  to  their  full  capacity.  The  Kentucky  Distiller- 
ies and  Warehouse  Company  has  announced  that  its  plants  will 
account  for  20,000,000  gallons  this  season,  so  that  there  seems 
to  be  no  reason  for  changing  the  prediction  made  several 
months  ago  to  the  effect  that  the  output  will  probably  pass  the 
40,000,000  gallon  mark  and  may  possibly  go  as  high  as  45,000,- 
000.  One  result  of  this  situation  has  been  the  announcement  of 
higher  prices  for  packages.  The  cost  of  white  oak  staves  and 
other  cooperage  stock  entering  into  the  production  of  whisky 
barrels  has  been  advancing  of  late,  and  the  distillers  have  con- 
tracted for  their  season's  supply  of  packages  at  figures  consid- 
erablj'  in  excess  of  last  year. 


The  wholesale  trade  in  Louisville  have  been  contributing 
liberally  to  the  building  fund  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  which  raised 
1350,000  in  sixteen  days  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new 
building.  Paul  Jones  &  Co.,  Bonnie  Bros.,  the  Brown-Forman 
Company,  Bemheim  Bros,  and  others  were  among  the  con- 


tributors.   George  G.  Brown,  of  the  Brown-Forman  Company, 
has  been  an  active  worker  in  the  campaign. 


Local  distillers  and  wholesalers  are  up  in  arms  over  the  new 
regulations  proposed  by  R.  A.  Cabell,  Commissioner  of  Inter- 
nal Revenue,  in  regard  to  the  making  of  sour-mash  whisky  and 
sweet  goods,  as  well  as  gauging,  which  he  wishes  to  have  done 
according  to  the  weight  system.  A  meeting  was  recently  held  at 
the  Gait  House,  at  which  Joseph  DeBar,  secretary  of  the  Na- 
tional Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  was  present,  to 
discuss  the  situation.  Mr.  DeBar  said  that  he  believed  the  new 
methods  proposed  Avould  result  in  the  production  per  bushel 
being  decreased  for  sour  mash  whisky.  W.  W.  Watts  was  ap- 
pointed chairman  of  a  committee  to  draw  up  resolutions  protest- 
ing against  the  change,  and  Thomas  S.  Jones,  a  well  known  |i 
broker,  was  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  brief 
which  is  to  be  laid  before  the  Commissioner.  Mr.  Jones  is  a  for- 
mer  distiller  and  acquainted  with  the  situation,  and  he  will  get 
the  views  of  others  in  the  trade  before  preparing  the  brief. 


The  State  Board  of  Valuation  and  Assessment  of  Kentucky 
has  declared  that  the  highest  valuation  ever  placed  on  whisky 
in  Kentucky  Avill  be  effective  during  the  next  year  for  the  pur- 
poses of  taxation.  A  committee  of  distillers  appeared  before 
the  Board,  which  met  at  Frankfort,  and  protested  against  the 
increase  from  |9  to  $10,  but  the  Board  held  that  the  latter 
figure  was  a  fair  cash  valuation  and  upheld  the  assessment. 
This  will  cost  the  distillers  thousands  of  dollars  unless  they 
succeed  in  getting  a  reconsideration,  which  does  not  appear  to 
be  likely  at  this  time.  John  McCullough,  of  Owensboro,  has 
been  most  active  in  his  efforts  to  have  the  lower  figure  used  as  a 
basis  for  taxation. 


Every  district  in  Kentucky  is  showing  increases  in  the  amount 
of  internal  revenue  collected  as  the  result  of  the  heavy  with- 
drawals of  bottled  in  bond  Avhisky.  The  Seventh  district,  in 
which  Lexington  is  located  and  which  collects  the  largest  taxes 
on  whisky  in  the  State,  with  the  exception  of  the  Louisville 
office,  reported  its  November  collections  at  $505,481,  a  gain  of 
$111,000  over  the  corresponding  month  of  1909.  This  was  the 
largest  amount  ever  collected  in  the  district.  The  Louisville 
office  is  reporting  collections  approaching  a  million  and  a 
quarter  a  month. 


Marion  E.  Taylor,  president  of  Wright  &  Taylor  and  a  former 
president  of  the  Louisville  Board  of  Trade,  has  received  the 
highest  honor  in  the  gift  of  that  organization,  being  named  as 
an  honorary  member.  This  is  a  tribute  which  has  not  been  paid 
since  1887.  The  recipient  of  this  honor,  according  to  the  laws 
of  the  Board,  must  receive  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  all  the 
directors,  and  no  nominations  are  made.  Mr.  Taylor  was  the 
recipient  of  congratulations  when  it  became  known  that  he  had 
been  elected.

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Great  Future  For 
Grape  Syrup 


THE  vast  extent  of  the  viticultural  industry  in  California 
renders  every  new  use  to  Avhich  grapes  can  be  put  of  the 
greatest  importance,  not  only  to  grape  growers,  but  to  the  entire 
community.  While  it  may  be  said  with  pride  that  the  qualities 
of  California  wines  have  by  the  assiduous  study  of  makers,  and 
the  introduction  of  advanced  scientific  principles  into  the  pro- 
cess of  fermentation,  taken  their  place  side  by  side  with  the 
celebrated  vintages  of  Europe,  the  demand  for  the  wine  is  at 
present  not  equal  to  the  supply.  Hence  what  may  be  spoken  of 
as  "off  years"  occur  when,  owing  to  the  amount  of  wine  on  hand, 
prices  of  grapes  are  low,  in  some  cases  so  low  as  to  be  unremu- 
nerative  to  growers.  It  is  in  such  years  that  a  great  want  is 
felt  for  some  other  commercial  industry  which  will  find  a  use  for 
the  grape  crop  at  a  fair  price. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  announce  that  we  firmly  believe  that 
such  an  industry  has  not  only  been  discovered,  but  is  being 
successfully  developed,  in  the  manufacture  of  grape  syrup. 
It  appears  that  a  process  for  this  purpose  was  designed  by  W.  J. 
Wayte,  an  expert  in  sugar  and  syrup  producing  machinery. 
This  was  submitted  during  the  present  year  to  Louis  Wetmore, 
manager  for  George  West  &  Son,  Inc.,  of  Stockton,  California, 
and  a  laboratory  sample  of  the  syrup  produced.  This  was  so 
satisfactory  in  purity,  flavor,  and  general  desirability,  that  Mr. 
Wayte  was  called  upon  to  put  up  the  necessary  machinery  to 
make  sufficient  syrup  to  "test  the  market."  The  result  of  the 
experiment  was  the  production  of  from  8000  to  10,000  gallons 
of  a  pure  and  most  delicious  syrup  at  a  figure  which  enables  it 
to  compete  in  American  markets  with  syrup  made  from  sugar, 
and  which  is  selling  readily. 

The  principal  point  about  the  new  syrup,  which  we  believe 
means  so  much  to  grape  growers  in  the  future,  is  its  absolute 
purity.  Nothing  is  added  to  it,  and  all  that  is  eliminated  from 
it  are  the  albuminoids  and  acids  natural  to  the  grape.  Among 
all  the  syrups  on  the  market  today  the  new  grape  syrup  is  the 
only  one  for  which  absolute  purity  can  be  claimed.  For  in- 
stance, so-called  "maple"  syrup  is  mixed  with  cane  and  beet 
sugars;  all  so-called  "sugar"  syrups  are  compounded  with  glu- 
cose; and  the  so-called  "corn"  syrup,  now  so  widely  advertised 
throughout  the  country,  is  nothing  more  than  glucose  properly 
tiavored. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  would  certainly  appear  there 
should  be  no  trouble  in  finding  a  wide  market  for  pure  grape 
syrup,  and  further,  that  by  the  manufacture  of  it,  the  value  of 
the  grape  crop  will  be  sensibly  increased  and  continual  re- 
currence of  "off  years"  be  prevented. 

The  grape  syrup,  as  described,  was  manufactured  by  machin- 
ery designed  for  this  process  by  Mr.  Wayte  and  made  at  the 
Oscar  Krenz  Copper  and  Brass  Works,  this  city,  which  have 
this  season  constructed  a  very  long  line  of  evaporating  appa- 
ratus. These  works  have  made  this  year  two  25,000-gallon  stills 
for  George  West  &  Son,  which  on  a  test  recently  ran  66,000 
gallons  of  9  per  cent  distilling  material  and  delivered  an  average 
product  of  184  degrees  net  proof.  The  works  have  also  turned 
out  during  the  season  the  largest  copper  evaporating  pans  ever 
made  on  the  Coast  for  the  California  Salt  Company.  They  have 
also  made  and  installed  copper  evaporating  pans  for  the  con- 
centration of  malt  extract  used  in  making  the  "Holsum"  bread, 
now  becoming  so  popular  in  this  city. 


m   The  Proposed  New   i^^j 
^j         Outage  Bill  'l*gm] 
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WE  present  herewith  the  full  text  of  the  new  Outage  Bill 
which  is  now  before  Congress,  and  which  it  is  sincerely 
hoped  will  become  a  law.  Anyone  who  has  given  the  matter 
serious  attention  knows  of  the  rank  injustice  to  the  distillini; 
and  liquor  trade  of  the  present  inadequate  outage  laAvs.  Since 
the  present  law  was  adopted  great  changes  have  taken  place 
in  the  storing  and  aging  of  Avhiskies.  For  instance,  the  steam- 
heated  warehouse  is  now  the  modem  storage  place,  whereas 
the  old  warehouse  was  subject  to  climatic  variations.  In  otlier 
words,  the  warehouse  which  is  kept  at  a  certain  temperature  the 
year  round  develops  and  evaporates  whiskies  very  rapidly,  and 
the  evaporation  under  these  conditions  is  far  greater 
during  a  given  term  than  under  the  old  unheated  warehouse 
system.  The  fact  is,  in  short,  that  the  trade  and  distillers 
are  paying  government  taxes  on  whisky  that  is  not  in  existence. 

Every  distiller  and  every  man  in  the  trade  is  interested  in 
this  proposition  and  it  would  be  a  great  help  if  they  would  write 
or  wire  their  representative  in  Congress  and  senator  to  favor 
Outage  Bill  H.  R.  No.  29,466.  This  measure  is  backed  by  the 
National  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  of  America. 
The  text  of  the  bill  follows : 

61st  CONGRESS— H.  R.  29466. 


In  the  House  of  Representatives,  December  15,  1910.  Mr. 
Dalzell  introduced  the  following  bill,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means : 

A  Bill  to  provide  an  allowance  for  loss  of  distilled  spirits  de- 
posited in  Internal  Revenue  bonded  Avarehouses. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the 
distiller  of  any  distilled  spirits  which  shall  be  on  deposit  on  the 
first  day  of  July,  1911,  or  which  may  thereafter  be  deposited 
in  any  distillery  warehouse,  or  special  or  general  bonded  Avare- 
house  existing  under  the  Internal  Revenue  laws  of  the  United 
States,  may,  prior  to  the  expiration  of  eight  years  from  the  date 
of  original  gauge  as  to  fruit  brandy,  or  original  entry  as  to  all 
other  spirits,  file  with  the  Collector  a  notice  giving  a  description 
of  the  packages  containing  the  spirits,  and  request  a  regauge  of 
the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  tax  payment  of  such  spirits.  If 
upon  such  regauging  it  shall  appear  that  there  has  been  a  loss 
of  distilled  spirits  from  any  cask  or  package,  without  the  fault 
or  negligence  of  the  distiller  thereof,  taxes  shall  be  collected 
only  on  the  quantity  of  distilled  spirits  contained  in  such  cask 
or  package,  at  the  time  of  the  withdrawal  thereof  from  the  dis- 
tillery warehouse  or  other  bonded  Avarehouse:  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  the  alloAvance  which  shall  be  made  for  such  loss 
of  spirits  as  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  one  proof  gallon  for  one 
month  or  part  thereof;  one  and  one-half  gallons  for  two  months; 
tAvo  gallons  for  three  months ;  tAvo  and  one-half  gallons  for  four 
months;  three  gallons  for  five  and  six  months;  throe  and  one- 
half  gallons  for  seven  and  eight  months;  four  gallons  for  nine 
and  ten  months;  four  and  one-half  gallons  for  eleven  and 
tAvelve  months;  five  gallons  for  thirteen,  fourteen  and  fifteen 
months;  five  and  one-half  gallons  for  sixteen,  seventeen  and 
eighteen  months;  six  gallons  for  nineteen,  tAventy,  and  tAventy- 
one  months;  six  and  one-half  gallons  for  twenty-tAvo,  tAventy- 
three  and  tAventy-four  months;  seven  gallons  for  tAveuty-five, 
tAventy-six  and  tAventy-seven  months;  scA'en  and  one-half  gallons 
for  tAventy-eight,  tAventy-nine  and  thirty  months;  eight  gallons 
for  thirty-one,  thirty-tAvo  and  thirty-three  months;  eight  and 
one-half  gallons  for  thirty-four,  thirty-five  and  thirty-six 
months;  nine  gallons  for  thirty-seven,  thirty-eight  and  thirty- 
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jine  months;  nine  and  one-half  gallons  for  forty,  forty-one, 
id  forty-two -months;  ten  gallons  for  forty-three,  forty-four, 
id  forty-five  months;  ten  and  one-half  gallons  for  forty-six, 
forty-seven  and  forty-eight  months ;  eleven  gallons  for  forty- 
nine,  fifty,  fifty-one  and  fifty-two  months;  eleven  and  one-half 
gallons  for  fifty-three,  fiftj'-fonr,  fifty-five  and  fifty-six  months; 
twelve  gallons  for  fifty-seven,  fifty-eight,  fifty-nine  and  sixty 
months;  twelve  and  one-half  gallons  for  sixty -one,  sixty-two, 
sixty-three  and  sixty-four  months;  thirteen  gallons  for  sixty- 
five,  sixty-six,  sixty-seven  and  sixty-eight  months;  thirteen  and 
one-half  gallons  for  sixty-nine,  seventy,  seventy-one  and  seventy- 
two  months;  fourteen  gallons  for  seventy-three,  seventy-four, 
seventy-five,  seventy-six,  seventy-seven  and  seventy-eight 
months;  fourteen  and  one-half  gallons  for  seventy-nine,  eighty, 
eighty-one,  eighty-two,  eighty-three  and  eighty-four  months; 
fifteen  gallons  for  eighty-five,  eighty-six,  eighty-seven,  eighty- 
eight,  eighty -nine  and  ninety  months ;  fifteen  and  one-half  gallons 
for  ninety-one,  ninety-two,  ninety-three,  ninety-four,  ninety-five 
and  ninety-six  months :  And  promded  further,  That  taxes  shall  be 
collected  on  the  quantity  contained  in  each  cask  or  package  as 
shown  by  the  original  gauge,  Avhere  the  distiller  does  not  re- 
quest a  regauge  before  the  expiration  of  eight  years  from  the 
date  of  original  entry  or  gauge;  And  provided  also,  That  the 
foregoing  allowance  of  loss  sliall  apply  only  to  casks  or  packages 
of  a  capacity  of  forty  or  more  wine  gallons,  and  that  the  allow- 
ance for  loss  on  casks  or  packages  of  less  capacity  than  forty 
gallons  shall  not  exceed  (me-half  the  amount  allowed  on  said 
forty-gallon  cask  or  package ;  but  no  allowance  shall  be  made  on 
casks  or  packages  of  less  capacity  than  twenty  gallons;  And 
promded  further,  That  the  proof  of  such  distilled  spirits  shall 
not  in  any  case  be  computed  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  at  less 
than  one  hundred  per  centum. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  50  of  the  Act  of  August  28,  1894,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  reduce  taxation,  to  provide  revenue  for  the 
support  of  the  Government,  and  for  other  purposes,"  Section  1 
of  the  Act  of  ilarch  3,  1899,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  In- 
ternal Revenue  Laws,  relating  to  distilled  spirits,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  and  the  Act  of  January  13,  1903,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  amend  the  Internal  Revenue  laws,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed  from  and  after  first  day  of  July,  1911."

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LOS  ANGELES,  Dec.  20 :— The  effects  of  the  holiday  season 
arc  being  felt  in  the  liquor  trade  as  well  as  all  other  com- 
mercial lines,  and  local  trade  is  especially  good  this  season. 
All  thf-  wholesale  and  family  stores  report  business  active.  The 
wine  tvade  find  a  larger  movement  of  wines  than  has  obtained 
for  mr^ny  months  and  large  eastern  orders  have  kept  all  the 
winery  and  cellarmen  hustling  to  fill  orders.  Now  that  the 
price  of  wines  is  advancing  buyers  have  become  numerous  and 
shipments  have  been  large.  Practically  all  the  surplus  brandy 
has  bt!en  sold  and  prices  are  hardening  rapidly.  The  sweet  wine 
figures  show  that  the  bulk  of  the  sweet  wines  were  made  this 
year  in  October,  the  season  being  considerably  earlier  than  last 
year  and  of  this  crop  a  very  large  percentage  has  already  been 
sold. 

The  local  situation  as  regards  the  liquor  traffic  remains 
quiescent  and  the  liquor  men  are  beginning  to  hope  that  with 
the  passing  of  Deputy  District  and  City  Attorneys  Shaw  and 
Eddie  some  of  the  petty  harassments  that  were  features  of  the 
attitude  these  near-prohibitionist  officials  during  their  term  of 
office,  will  cease.  Considerable  apprehension  is  felt  however  by 
the  trade  as  to  the  attitude  of  Lieut-Governor  Wallace  who  it  is 
reported  has  a  county  local  option  scheme  which  he  intends 
forcing  upon  the  people  of  the  State  if  he  can  cajole  or  coerce 
the  Legislature  to  pass  it.  The  long  hairs  have  found  in  their 
different  attempts  to  foist  prohibition  on  Los  Angeles  that  the 
sentiment  in  the  city  proper  is  too  strongly  against  such  a  pro- 
ceeding, and  the  liquor  men  fear  that  the  reported  scheme  of 
Wallace  is  aimed  directly  at  this  city's  independence  and  that 
by  aid  of  the  county  at  large  vote  to  accomplish  what  has  been 
impossible  when  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  city  alone. 


An  attempt  was  made  by  the  restaurant  and  cafe  men  to 
have  the  council  extend  the  closing  time  one  hour  on  New 
Year's  Eve  because  of  the  throngs  who  will  "see  the  old  year 
out  and  the  new  year  in,"  but  the  utmost  concession  the  com- 
missioners and  council  would  grant  was  that  wines  and  liquors 
ordered  for  use  at  meals  before  12  o'clock  midnight  and  on  the 
tables  at  that  hour  might  be  consumed,  but  all  bars  must  close 
promptly  at  midnight. 

One  of  the  despicable  methods  being  used  by  the  loughairs, 
is  the  sending  of  lads  under  age,  but  large  of  stature,  to  enter 
saloons  and  cafes  and  attempt  to  purchase  liquor  and  if  suc- 
cessful in  imposing  on  the  bartenders  and  securing  a  drink  to 
prefer  charges  against  the  cafe  owner  before  the  Police  Com- 
mission asking  for  revocation  of  licenses.  Several  such  cases 
have  occurred  recently,  but  in  nearly  every  case  the  charge  has 
been  dismissed. 


The  squabble  between  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway  and  the 
former  proprietor  of  the  Casa  Verdugo  who  when  ousted  by  the 
Railway,  which  owned  the  property,  took  his  license  and  opened 
up  a  new  "Casa  Verdugo"  across  the  street,  has  been  practi- 
cally closed  by  the  issuance  of  a  liquor  license  to  the  Railway 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  old  stand  and  now  the 
public  can  pay  their  money  and  take  their  choice  as  to  which 
"Casa"  they  will  favor  with  their  patronage. 


A  proposed  amendment  to  the  liquor  ordinances  provides  that 
lessees  of  property  be  put  on  the  same  footing  as  property 
owners  in  the  signing  of  remonstrances  against  issuance  of  li- 
censes in  their  block,  and  where  these  leases  run  for  5  jears  or 
more  their  signatures  take  precedence  over  that  of  the  owner 
of  the  property.  Another  proposed  amendment  forbids  the  sale 
of  liquor  in  cafes  and  restaurants,  under  a  hotel  license,  without 
meals.  A  third  proposed  amendment — as  a  sop  to  the  German 
vote,  composing  the  Liberal  Alliance — provides  that  the  Police 
Commission  be  given  po^ver  to  issue  liquor  licenses  for  a  single 
day,  not  more  than  six  times  a  year  to  any  club,  society  or 
association.  

An  instance  of  the  rank  injustice  possible  under  the  liquor 
ordinances  is  the  case  of  the  Faust  Cafe.  Carl  Leopold,  its  pro- 
prietor, committed  suicide,  and  the  executor  representing  the 
widow  was  about  to  close  a  sale  for  the  saloon,  etc.,  when  the 
Commission  suspended  the  license,  resulting  in  a  complete  loss 
of  several  thousand  dollars  to  the  widow  and  family  of  the 
deceased.  It  is  said  Leopold  paid  |16,000  for  the  place  when  the 
license,  stock,  fixtures,  etc.,  were  transferred  to  him  a  few 
months  ago  and  it  is  estimated  by  those  competent  to  judge  that 
the  place  now  is  not  worth  over  |500,  because  of  the  loss  of  the 
license.  

Postmaster  John  Munz  at  Elizabeth  Lake  has  again  peti- 
tioned the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  a  winery  license.  The 
Board  turned  down  a  similar  application  about  two  years  ago, 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  too  close  to  an  acqueduct  camp.  Now 
that  the  acqueduct  is  finished  in  that  neighborhood  and  the 
camp  gone,  Munz  hopes  to  get  his  license. 


Owing  to  the  death  some  time  since  of  E.  Mariani,  the  man- 
ager of  the  New  York  branch  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Com- 
pany of  this  city,  a  number  of  changes  are  under  way  in  the 
management  of  the  eastern  branches  of  the  company.  Mr.  C. 
Barlotti,  secretary  of  the  Company,  is  at  present  in  New  York 
looking  after  that  important  branch  house.  This  week  Mr.  A. 
Alberti,  for  many  years  connected  with  the  Los  Angeles  office, 
leaves  for  Chicago  where  he  will  assume  the  management  of  that 
branch.  Mr.  E.  C.  Romano,  present  Chicago  manager,  will  be 
promoted  to  the  New  York  branch  management  and  Mr.  Bar- 
lotti will  shortly  thereafter  return  to  his  duties  in  this  city.

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Lieut.  Governor  Wallace  Denies     (ud 
Allegations  as  to  His  Attitude       j|||J 
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DURING  the  latter  part  of  the  late  campaign,  it  was  com- 
monly declared  in  the  press  and  out  that  A.  J.  Wallace,  the 
then  candidate  for  Lieutenant  Governor  on  the  Republican 
ticket,  was  preparing  and  would  father  a  local  option  bill  on 
the  County  Unit  basis.  During  a  recent  visit  to  Los  Angeles, 
the  editor  discovered  a  great  deal  of  anxiety  among  the  wine  and 
liquor  trade  caused  by  these  rumors,  which  are  still  in  circu- 
lation. The  theory  was  that  if  such  a  measure  was  offered 
by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  state  it  would  meet  with 
far  greater  support  than  if  introduced  by  a  plain,  ordinary 
representative. 

In  order  to  ascertain  if  possible  the  attitude  of  Mr.  Wallace 
on  this  question,  the  writer  addressed  the  following  letter  to 
the  gentleman  on  December  13. 

Los  Angeles,  Dec.  13,  1910. 
Honorable  A.  J.  Wallace,  Lieut.  Governor-elect  of  California,  Los 
Angeles,  Cal. 
Dear  Sir: — As  the  publisher  of  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit 
Review,  which  for  a  third  of  a  century  has  represented  the  wine 
and  grape  industries  of  California,  in  which  there  are  directly  en- 
gaged some  sixty  thousand  people,  with  a  total  investment  of  about 
one  hundred  and  twenty  million  dollars,  I  am  here  to  ask  you 
the  following  plain  questions. 

I  assure  you  these  questions  are  asked  in  the  utmost  good 
faith  and  any  reply  you  may  make  will  be  given  verbatim,  and 
fairly  to  you  and  to  the  wine  men  and  grape  men  of  this  state. 

You  are  reported  to  be  preparing  a  bill  for  local  option  on  the 
County  Unit  Basis.    Is  this  true? 

The  wine  growers  and  grape  growers  of  all  California,  having 
in  view  the  situation  in  Los  Angeles  county  as  applying  to  the  local 
option  law  as  to  wineries  in  precincts,  respectfully  request  you  to 
state  if  it  is  your  intentioui,  or  that  of  your  representative  in  the 
Legislature,  to  present  a  bill  on  the  County  Unit  plan,  which  will 
apply  to  wineries,  as  does  the  law  now  in  effect  in  the  county  of 
Los  Angeles.  If  this  is  not  your  intention,  what  is  to  be  the  atti- 
tude of  the  measure  to  these  two  great  interests  therein  involved? 
It  is  common  rumor  throughout  the  state,  that  in  appoint- 
ing committees  of  the  senate,  you  will  select  a  majority  of  members 
favorable  to  your  local  option  measure,  or  other  measures  with 
similar  purpose.    Are  these  rumors  and  allegations  ill-founded? 

These  sixty  thousand  people  with  their  one  hundred  and  twenty 
million  dollars  invested  in  these  two  great  industries  are  vitally 
anxious  to  know  your  attitude  with  respect  to  these  momentous 
questions.  They  would  appreciate  an  answer  now.

We  sincerely  trust  this 
inference  is  the  correct  one,  but  there  are  reported  to  be  several 
measures  ready  for  presentation  intended  to  regulate  the  liquor 
traffic  in  this  state  and  it  therefore  behooves  the  trade  and 
industry  to  prepare  to  make  the  fight  of  their  lives  at  Sacra- 
mento this  season  in  order  to  overcome  the  enemies  that  are 
known  to  be  ready  for  war.

California  Champagne —No  Home  Production 
for  Them 


PERHAPS  the  gentlemen  composing  the  general  commit- 
tee of  the  convention  of  the  Western  Fruit  Jobbers  Asso- 
ciation at  Sacramento  have  not  yet  learned  that  really  first 
class  champagne  is  being  manufactured  in  California  and  has 
been  for  years.  We  will  mention  two  instances — Paul  Masson 
and  the  new  champagne  department  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Col- 
ony. Surely  they  ought  to  be  conversant  with  the  merits  of 
the  Paul  Masson  wine,  the  eastern  demand  for  which  far  ex- 
ceeds the  supply.  This  has  been  on  the  market  for  years  and 
holds  its  own  with  any  imported  brand. 

Nevertheless,  according  to  the  Sacramento  Bee,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  general  committee  believe  that  the  State  product 
lacks  "class"  for  the  entertainment  of  the  visiting  fruit  men. 
The  Bee  says:  "While  it  was  decided  at  the  meeting  of  the 
general  committee  of  the  convention  of  the  Western  Fruit  Job- 
bers' Association  last  night  that  California-made  white  and  red 
wines  should  grace  the  banquet  board  at  the  Hotel  Sacramento 
on  the  night  of  February  16th,  a  storm  of  protest  greeted  the 
motion  of  S.  W.  Russell  to  the  effect  that  California  vintages 
be  used  throughout — including  champagne. 

"Although  the  meeting  was  largely  attended,  several  mem- 
bers present  being  interested  in  the  wine  industry,  the  Rtissell 
resolution  died  without  a  second.  'High  livers'  was  the  de- 
scription given  of  the  delegates  who  will  attend  the  conven- 
tion next  February,  15-18,  and  nothing  but  the  imported  arti- 
cle will  suffice  for  this  most  important  item  of  the  banquet's 
menu." 

What  is  the  matter?  Are  the  general  committee  a  congrega- 
tion of  snobs,  who  in  their  false  estimate  of  their  state's  pro- 
duction are  afraid  to  let  their  visitors  quench  their  thirst  in 
California  champagne?  We  can  only  suppose  that  cheap  rail- 
road facilities  must  have  filled  the  state  with  men  unworthy 
to  bear  its  name,  and  that  they,  under  the  domination  of  the 
eastern  love  for  everything  European,  as  against  everything 
American,  have  come  to  a  conclusion  that  California  products 
are  unworthy  of  those  eastern  palates  which  will  attend  the 
convention  in  question.  Perhaps  the  Bee  will  be  kind  enough 
to  tell  us  who  the  snobs  forming  the  general  committee  are, 
so  that  we  may  be  able  to  give  them  some  deserved,  if  undesired, 
notoriety. 


Pendleton,  Oregon,  has  a  new  liquor  license  law  which  takes 
effect  January  1st.  The  fee  for  saloon  is  |1200  a  year,  with 
a  f 2000  bond.  Restaurants  |150 ;  Drug  Stores  flOO  a  year.  No 
free  lunches,  no  screens,  no  brewery  licenses.  Licensee  must 
be  a  resident  and  must  remember  that  his  license  will  be  for- 
feited for  second  violation  of  any  provision.

HE  liquor  trade  of  this  state  is  considerably  exercised  over 
the  way  the  Anti-Saloon  League  has  contrived  to  place  its 
organization,  as  it  were,  under  the  guardianship  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health.  The  league  has  injected  itself  into  the  spe- 
cial monthly  bulletin  of  the  board.  Dr.  Martin  Regensburger, 
president  of  the  board,  claims  not  to  know  how  it  was  done. 

Regensburger  stated  the  Anti-Saloon  League  had  no  right 
to  its  position  on  the  official  calendar;  that  he  would  have 
prevented  its  publication  had  he  been  aware  of  the  intention 
of  the  league,  "as  the  liquor  question  has  no  place  in  the  work." 

Under  these  circumstances  it  would  appear  to  us  that  the 
League  will  gain  nothing  by  its  little  adroit  trick,  that  is  of 
course  if  the  statement  of  the  president  represents  the  feeling 
of  the  majority  of  the  Board  of  Health.  If  it  has  no  business 
there  as  he  states,  there  should  be  no  difficulty  of  straightening 
out  the  tangle  caused  by  the  league's  usual  cunning  and  under- 
hand method  of  doing  business,  and  therefore  no  cause  for  un- 
easiness on  the  part  of  the  trade. 

Three  points  are  objected  to  in  the  health  bulletin.  The  first 
is  in  the  index,  where  the  name  of  the  California  Anti-Saloon 
League  appears  under  the  title,  "The  newer  organizations 
engaged  in  fortifying  the  individual  and  the  home  against  die- 
ease."  In  the  official  list  of  "Public  health  organizations  car- 
rying on  important  health  work,"  the  league  is  again  listed. 
Finally,  as  a  culminating  cause  for  wrath  a  special  article  ap- 
pears on  page  337,  on  "Anti-Saloon  Territory  in  California," 
by  Irving  B.  Bristol,  superintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
of  California. 

It  gives  a  lengthy  recital  of  the  number  of  towns,  districts 
and  counties  that  have  "gone  dry,"  which  is  estimated  at  5000 
square  miles. 

Careful  inquiry  in  this  matter  leads  us  to  believe  that  those 
most  interested  are  of  opinion  that  now  it  has  been  calletl  to 
the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities  it  will  be  at  once  righted. 


Famous  Winery  Case  to  Higher  Court 


T"*  HE  Tisnerat  case  Avas  recently  decided  adversely  to  the 
1  winery  men  by  the  Superior  Court.  Tisnerat  is  the  agent 
of  Frank  Sandez,  who  for  16  years  has  conducted  a  winery  at 
Chino.  As  such  agent  he  sold  a  bottle  of  grape  brandy  to 
Ralph  Homan,  the  complaining  witness  in  the  case,  August  17. 
The  matter  was  prearranged  in  order  to  test  the  validity  of  an 
ordinance  passed  by  the  city  trustees  of  Chino  to  prevent  tlie 
sale  of  liquor  by  wineries.  The  contention  of  the  Aviuery  man  is 
that  they  have  a  right  to  sell  any  product  that  the  law  permits 
manufactured. 

The  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Superior 
Court  by  the  petition  of  Tisnerat  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus, 
Avhich  was  denied.  The  court  held  that  the  ordinance  is  A^alid, 
not  in  conflict  with  the  general  laws  of  the  State  and  not  against 
public  policy.  It  is  proposed  to  carry  the  case  as  far  as  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  if  necessary,  to  give  the  principle 
involved  a  complete  test  in  the  courts. 


The  municipal  officials  of  Oroville  are  in  troubled  water, 
because  they  are  accused  of  granting  a  liquor  license  Avithout 
due  publicity  and  protests  are  being  made.  There  is  a  move- 
ment on  foot  against  the  amendments  propo.sed  by  the  business 
men's  committee,  and  while  the  majority  of  trustees  are  under- 
stood to  be  opposed  to  any  change  in  the  present  ordinance,  the 
license  committee  took  the  matter  under  advisement. 
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Alexander  Bell,  Veteran  Newspaper  Man,  Is  Dead 


ALEXANDER  D.  BELL,  a  veteran  California  newspaper- 
man, died  December  21  at  the  Harrison  Sanatorium  in 
Alameda,  following  a  brief  illness.  He  was  a  native  of  Eng- 
land and  84  years  of  age. 

He  came  to  the  coast  in  1862  from  England,  settling  first  in 
British  Columbia,  where  he  followed  newspaper  work.  He 
moved  to  San  Francisco  in  1865.  He  was  connected  with  the 
Chronicle,  the  BuUetin,  and  the  Post,  at  various  times. 

In  1879  Bell  founded  the  San  Francisco  Merchant,  afterward 
merged  into  the  Wine  and  Spirit  Review.  In  1890  he  founded 
the  Butchers'  Gazette,  and  advocated  the  establishing  of  stock 
yards  in  San  Francisco  similar  to  the  eastern  yards. 

He  retired  from  active  work  twenty  years  ago.  He  leaves  a 
widow,  Mrs.  Julia  Bell,  and  three  sons,  all  well  known  business 
men.  Alexander  G.  Bell  is  secretary  of  the  E.  Martin  Company 
of  San  Francisco,  a  second  son,  William  L.  Bell,  is  manager 
of  the  Fulton  Engine  Works  of  Los  Angeles,  and  the  third  son, 
Arthur  F.  L.  Bell,  is  field  manager  for  the  Associated  Oil  Com- 
pany. 


Frederick  A.  Kuhls 


FREDERICK  A.  KUHLS,  president  of  the  well  knoAvn 
liquor  firm  of  Kuhls,  Schwarke  &  Company,  incorporated, 
died  on  Fridaj^,  Decembet  23d.  For  some  twenty  years  Cap- 
tain Kuhls  has  been  a  conspicuous  and  successful  member  of 
the  liquor  trade  and  held  in  high  estimation  by  all  coming  in 
business  contact  with  him. 

He  was  of  strong  personality  outside  his  own  business,  in 
many  ways  an  active  citizen  and  a  veteran  of  the  state  militia. 
He  was  also  a  prominent  member  of  Excelsior  Masonic  Lodge, 
No.  166,  Verien  Eintract,  California  and  Germania  Schuetzen 
Clubs  and  Deutcher  Krieger  Verein.  The  funeral,  which  was 
held  on  Christmas  Day,  was  largely  attended  and  marked  by 
unusual  affection  and  respect  for  the  deceased. 

The  company  of  which  he  was  president  desires  it  mentioned 
that  business  will  be  carried  on  along  the  same  lines  as  here- 
tofore, and  every  effort  made  to  treat  customers  the  same  as 
when  deceased  so  successfully  managed  the  business.  Captain 
Kuhls  was  extremely  popular,  and  his  loss  is  keenly  felt  by 
his  business  partners  and  the  members  of  the  many  fraternal 
orders  to  which  he  belonged. 


In  Memoriam 


J  AS.  B.  NEWMAN,  of  Napa,  is  constructing  a  handsome 
monument  of  Barre  granite  to  be  placed  on  the  grave  of 
the  late  George  Husmann  Sr.  The  inscription  is  worded :  "To 
the  memory  of  George  Hussmann,  pioneer  promoter  of  Ameri- 
can viticulture.  Born  in  AVeyenberg,  Germany,  Nov.  4,  1827 ; 
died  in  Napa,  Nov.  5,  1902."  The  stone  will  be  artistically 
carved  with  representations  of  grapes  and  vines.

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  27.— The  United  States  has  just 
passed  through  a  banner  year  for  drinks.  Here  is  the 
nation's  record  for  the  twelve  months  ended  on  June  30th,  as  it 
shows  in  the  figures  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Bureau : 

Distilled  spirits— 163,000,000  gallons;  30,000,000  gallons 
more  than  the  year  before. 

Fermented  liquors — 59,485,111  barrels;  an  increase  of  3,- 
000,000  barrels. 

MOONSHINING  IN  DRY  STATES. 

Illicit  distilling  and  manufacturing  of  moonshine  whisky  is 
on  the  increase,  "especially,"  the  bureau  says,  "where  there  are 
State-wide  prohibition  laws." 

The  internal  revenue  receipts  on  beverages,  cigars,  cigarettes, 
playing  cards,  mixed  flour  and  oleomargarine  amounted  to  more 
than  .$289,000,000,  and  Commissioner  Cabell's  organization  col- 
lected it  at  a  cost  of  about  $5,000,000. 

It  cost  a  penny  and  a  little  more  than  seven  mills  to  collect 
each  dollar. 

MANY  STILLS  IN  SOUTH. 

Commissioner  Cabell's  report,  speaking  of  illicit  distilling, 
says  Alabama,  Georgia,  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina  lead 
in  offenses  of  that  character.  Within  the  year  officers  closed 
1911  plants,  200  more  than  last  year.

By  this  action  Oakland  places  itself  in  line  with  the  most  pro- 
gressive cities  in  the  country,  and  its  rapid  growth  and  develop- 
ment is  assured. 

By  a  majority  of  7597  to  4519  the  alternative  proposition  re- 
ferring to  the  granting  of  liquor  licenses  in  saloon  districts  was 
defeated.  As  this  alternative  proposition  was  complicated  and 
vague  in  its  wording,  and  might  possibly  have  been  so  construed 
as  to  injure  saloon  men,  the  trade  is  to  be  congratulated  that  it 
was  defeated.  As  the  matter  now  stands  every  one  connected 
Avith  the  liquor  traffic  has  reason  to  be  satisfied.  The  charter 
does  great  credit  to  the  men  Avho  drew  it  up,  and  the  city  which 
adopted  it. 


Judge  M.  L.  Clifford  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  State  of 
Washington,  during  November  made  a  notable  decision  in  a 
saloon  suit.  Henry  Newman,  a  colored  man,  sued  to  recover 
flOOO  damages  from  George  M.  Shreeder,  proprietor  of  the 
Olympic  Club  saloon,  because  he  was  refused  a  drink  when 
he  tendered  the  price.  Judge  Clifford  decided  in  favor  of  de- 
fendant. 

The  decision  set  forth  that  "the  trend  of  the  legislature  in 
this  state  has  been  as  far  as  possible,  to  disassociate  saloons 
from  places  of  public  resort  and  amusement  and  confine  them  to 
the  sale  of  liquors  as  a  private  business,  whereas  the  construc- 
tion insisted  upon  by  the  plaintiff  gives  them  a  public  character 
with  public  functions,  where  he  has  a  right  to  demand  that 
which  he  would  not  have  as  to  any  private  business. 

"Upon  a  careful  consideration  of  this  case  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  saloon  is  not  included  within  the  intent  and  scope 
of  the  statute  that  prohibits  the  denial  to  any  person  on  ac- 
count of  color  that  full  enjoyment  of  any  of  the  accommoda- 
tions, advantages  and  facilities  or  privileges  of  any  place  of 
public  resort,  accommodation,  assemblage  or  amusement."

Siskiyou'  Stringent  Law. 

THE  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Siskiyou  county  have  passed 
an  ordinance  putting  that  county  on  the  dry  list  outside  of 
the  incorporated  cities.  It  is  one  of  the  most  stringent  laws 
passed  in  any  of  the  counties  in  the  State,  and  forbids  the  giving 
away  or  distributing,  or  having  in  possession  any  intoxicating 
liquors.  This  ordinance  affects  the  following  places,  where  sa- 
loons are  conducted :  Coles,  Hilt,  Ager,  Edgewood,  Greenview, 
Callahan,  Weed,  McCloud,  Happy  Camp,  Scott  Bar,  Sawyers 
Bar,  Mt.  Hebron  and  Horn  brook.  The  ordinance  goes  into  ef- 
fect the  first  of  January,  1911,  and  provides  for  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  |150  nor  more  than  |500,  or  imprisonment  for  not 
less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  six  months.  It  is  believtHi 
to  be  effective. 


A  little  Welsh  Presbyterian  Church,  tucked  in  a  secluded 
nook  on  Harrison  street,  between  Thirteenth  and  Fourteenth 
streets,  may  be  a  stumbling  block  which  will  cause  the  magnifi- 
cent new  Bankers'  Hotel  to  fail  to  get  a  liquor  license  for  its 
cafe.  The  new  charter,  recently  adopted,  contains  a  clause 
denying  a  license  to  any  bar  within  300  feet  of  a  church  or 
school  building.  No  doubt  this  matter  will  be  amicably  ad- 
justed, and  probably  the  place  of  worship-will  be  willing  to  seek 
a  fresh  location. 


Here  is  a  pretty  piece  of  sparring  between  the  Huntington 
Beach  News  and  the  San  Diego  Herald.  The  former  says: 
"San  Diego  intends  to  make  its  streets  and  parks  attractive  be- 
fore it  holds  its  Panama  exposition.  But  what  about  its 
saloons?"  While  the  Herald  comes  back  with:  "Why  bless 
you,  don't  you  know  that  San  Diego  has  the  most  attractive 
saloons  in  this  State,  Some  of  them  are  patronized  by  the  'la- 
dies' and  some  by  the  leading  prohibitionists." 


Gilroy  has  a  new  liquor  ordinance  which  differs  from  the 
former  act,  in  that  it  prohibits  the  sale  of  liquor  to  women  or 
minors  or  their  visiting  a  saloon ;  also  musical  instruments, 
boxes  and  back  rooms;  also  boxes  and  private  rooms  in  restau- 
rants. It  gives  the  council  greater  power  to  revoke  licenses  for 
violations  of  the  ordinance. 


The  Marin  county  supervisors  have  refused  licenses  to  six 
saloonkeepers  in  Northern  Marin.  Four  places  were  closed 
at  Novato — P.  Nave,  Keating  &  De  Borba,  A.  Delina  and  Sut- 
ton Brothers.  At  Point  Reyes  Farley  &  Lafargue  and  Gradi  & 
Co.  were  closed  up.  The  saloons  are  all  in  Supervisor  Pacheco's 
dictrict.  Several  are  closed  pending  the  hearing  of  complaints 
and  protests  and  others  for  failure  to  apply  for  license.

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What  the  Saloon  Should  Be 


WE  HAVE  connected  with  the  wine,  spirit  and  beer  trades 
a  great  many  organizations — national,  State,  county 
and  municipal — and  these  organizations  are  working  along 
separate  lines,  and  along  expensive  lines,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  ultimately  all  of  these  organizations  will  come  together 
and  adopt  one  policy,  and  that  this  policy  will  contemplate, 
not  alone  the  successful  defense  of  the  liquor  business  before 
the  bar  of  public  sentiment,  but  a  real  common  sense  solution 
of  what  is  known  as  the  liquor  problem,  by  encouraging  the 
passage  of  laws  that  will  insure  the  retirement  from  our  busi- 
ness of  every  man  who  does  not  respect  public  sentiment,  and 
who  does  not  obey  the  mandates  of  society  as  expressed  in  the 
statutes  of  States  and  in  the  ordinances  of  cities. 

The  elevation  of  the  retail  liquor  traffic  to  the  plane  it  ought 
to  occupy  will  benefit  that  trade  marvelously,  and  it  will  benefit 
society  beyond  measure,  for  the  saloon  should  not  be  looked 
upon  as  a  menace  to  society,  but  should  rather  have  recogni- 
tion as  a  factor  of  inestimable  value  to  society,  and  most  espe- 
cially in  our  great  centres  of  population. 

The  saloon,  under  fair  and  reasonable  laws,  would  attract 
a  class  of  men  who  would  not  merely  conduct  it  in  obedience  to 
law,  but  who  would  develop  it  into  a  resort  for  both  sexes ;  into 
the  club  for  the  masses;  into  a  place  of  warmth  and  light,  of 
good-fellowship,  music,  sobriety  and  intellectual  conversation. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  organizations  connected  with  our 
business  will  recognize  the  great  possibilities  that  lie  before 
them,  not  merely  to  turn  the  tide  of  prohibition,  but  along  con- 
structive lines  to  build  up  a  great  national  resort  for  the  people 
corresponding  with  the  beer  gardens  of  Germany,  and  as  well 
the  cafes  of  France. 

In  our  complex  civilization,  amid  the  rush,  the  cares,  the  in- 
justices, the  frightful  strain  of  existence  as  we  know  it,  there  is 
need  for  resting  places,  for  places  where  laughter,  song,  music, 
light,  warmth  and  relaxation  may  take  us  in  hand,  and  renew 
us,  and  kindle  again  the  fires  of  ambition,  and  light  again  the 
lamp  of  hope,  and  such  a  place  the  saloon  should  be,  and  such 
a  place  it  will  be,  if  wisdom  shapes  its  destiny  and  fair  laws 
become  its  portion. 

The  literature  of  Great  Britain  was  largely  made,  her  writers 
and  poets  were  discussed,  her  standards  to  a  great  extent  were 
fixed,  and  in  no  small  measure  her  national  policies  were  con- 
ceived, within  the  hospitable  walls  of  her  famous  taverns;  the 
cafes  of  Paris  have  practically  directed  the  destinies  of  France ; 
and  the  beer  garden  is  the  bulwark,  and  as  well  the  boon,  of 
German  civilization. 

May  we  not  hope  that  the  American  saloon  will  in  time  and 
at  no  distant  date  become,  through  evolution  and  through  wise 
direction,  and  because  of  fairness  and  toleration,  of  equal 
worth  to  the  tavern  of  old  England,  the  cafe  of  Paris  and 
the  beer  garden  of  Germany,  as  an  institution  for  the  develop- 
ment of  patriotism,  of  art,  of  learning  and  of  those  civic  virtues 
which  make  a  people  great,  and  which  give  real  value  to  human 
existence  under  adverse  circumstances  as  regards  opportunity 
and  the  distribution  of  wealth  production? 

A  revolution  may  be  hatched  within  the  gathering  places  of  a 
nation's  populace,  but  resorts  that  temper  the  hard  winds  of 
fate  are  more  of  a  safeguard  than  a  menace  to  government, 
because  laughter,  song  and  human  intercourse  are  enemies  to 
discontent,  and  they  soften  the  passions  that  might  otherwise 
let  loose  the  dogs  of  civil  strife. 


For  a  century  almost  the  forces  credited  to  reform  have 
worked  in  vain  to  bring  about  a  solution  of  the  liquor  problem ; 
untold  millions  have  been  expended,  lives  have  been  sacrificed, 
communities  and  families  have  been  disrupted,  energies  gigantic 
and  eloquence  most  powerful  have  been  contributed,  all  in 
obedience  to  the  protest  against  the  evils  of  intemperance  and 
against  the  abuses  that,  like  hideous  barnacles,  have  attached 
themselves  to  the  retail  liquor  traffic,  but  the  liquor  problem 
remains  a  problem  still,  and  a  problem  it  must  continue  until 
the  men  who  are  close  to  the  saloon  and  who  understand  it 
unite  in  lifting  it  up  to  its  great  possibilities  as  a  dispenser  of 
good  cheer  and  a  foe  to  national  discontent. — T.  M.  Gilmore,  j 
President  National  Modern  License  League. 


Colusa  Remains  "Wet" 


A  COLUSA  dispatch  at  the  end  of  November  says  that  after 
an  exciting  campaign  lasting  several  weeks,  the  voters  of 
Colusa  decided  at  the  recent  election  that  the  city  shall  remain 
"wet."  There  Avere  383  votes  polled.  Of  these,  229  were  for 
saloons  and  154  against  them.  This  is  the  first  campaign 
waged  here  against  saloons,  and  the  strength  of  the  antis  was 
somewhat  surprising.  Saloon  men  sent  autos  for  miles  into  the 
country  to  bring  absent  voters  to  the  polls.  A  large  part  of 
Colusa  county  is  "dry"  as  a  result  of  recent  elections,  and 
Colusa  is  the  main  battle  groimd  between  the  two  factions.

Woolley  Would  Throttle  Hawaii 

AT  the  beginning  of  the  month  another  campaign  for  the 
establishment  of  prohibition  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  was 
commenced  in  Washington,  by  the  introduction  of  a  bill  by  Re- 
presentative Miller  of  Kansas  for  that  purpose.  The  last  Con- 
gress authorized  an  election  in  Hawaii  to  determine  whether 
the  territory  itself  favored  abolition  of  the  liquor  traffic.  This 
election,  held  in  August  last,  resulted  in  a  defeat  of  the  pro- 
hibition plan  by  a  heavy  majority. 

John  G.  Woolley,  representative  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
in  Hawaii,  and  other  officers  of  the  league  are  considering  the 
matter  of  asking  now  for  a  straight  prohibition  act  to  apply  to 
the  territory. 


A  PORTLAND, Ore., dispatch  states  that  the  model  ordinance 
now  being  drafted  in  that  city  is  far  more  drastic  than  any 
other  measure  ever  enacted  in  Portland  regulating  the  liquor 
traffic.  Evidently  the  Greater  Oregon  Home  Rule  Committee 
intends  to  keep  its  pledges,  as  the  dispatch  sets  forth  that  the 
measure  will  probably  be  passed,  according  to  present  indica- 
tions. Under  its  terms  the  liquor  license  committee  is  to  be  the 
sole  judge  as  to  whether  an  applicant  for  a  license  is  a  proper 
person  to  hold  it.  The  committee  is  also  given  power  to  con- 
duct investigations,  subpoena  witnesses  and  make  them  testify 
and  to  inspect  places  where  liquor  is  sold. 

Retail  liquor  licenses  are  limited  to  their  present  number 
until  such  time  as  the  population  of  the  city  exceeds  1000  inhabi- 
tants for  each  saloon.  Licenses  are  to  be  issued  semi-annually, 
and  the  fee  must  be  paid  in  advance.  The  manufacturers'  li- 
cense fee  is  to  be  |800  a  year;  wholesalers,  |800;  wholesalers 
and  rectifiers,  $1000 ;  grocers  selling  liquor  in  original  packages, 
1400 ;  restaurants  serving  liquor,  |800 ;  druggists  who  sell  liquor 
without  prescriptions,  .f400;  retail  liquor  dealers,  $800.  Sa- 
loons are  to  remain  closed  from  12  o'clock  Saturday  night  until 
5  o'clock  Monday  morning,  instead  of  i>ermitting  the  sale  of 
liquor  between  the  hours  of  12  and  1  o'clock  Monday  morning. 
On  conviction  of  violation  of  the  ordinance  for  the  third  time  a 
saloon-keeper's  license  is  to  be  self -revocable,  or  if  he  violates 
the  Sunday-closing  law  only  once  his  license  is  to  be  forfeited. 


TIHE  determined  effort  which  has  been  made  to  unravel  the 
mystery  of  the  local  warehouse  frauds,  has  led,  it  is  said, 
to  the  securing  of  considerable  evidence.  According  to  a  recent 
statement  by  Collector  of  the  Port  Fred  G.  Stratton,  the  parties 
ultimately  responsible  for  the  alleged  evasion  of  the  internal 
revenue  law  by  the  substitution  of  water  for  whisky  and  spirits 
removed  from  the  eighty  barrels  in  the  Haslett  warehouse,  are 
in  the  toils.  He  further  says :  "There  will  be  be  no  protection 
of  higher-ups  or  lower-ups.  We  have  the  evidence  that  connects 
several  of  the  employes  and  others  with  the  abstraction  of  the 
spirits." 

There  is  a  federal  statute  which  compels  all  goods  stored  in 
bonded  warehouses  to  be  owned  by  the  warehouse  firms.  This 
was  enacted  to  fix  the  responsibility  and  there  can  be  no  doubt 
when  the  case  comes  up  in  court  the  entire  matter  will  be  thor- 
oughly investigated. 


We  are  glad  to  see  that  many  saloonmen  are  confining  them- 
selves to  useful  presents  at  the  gay  and  festive  seasons  of 
Christmas  and  New  Year.  For  example,  Friedrich's  Cafe  at 
310  Montgomery  street,  distinguished  itself  by  giving  its  cus- 
tomers leather  cases  combining  a  currency  pocket  with  card 
and  memorandum  pockets.  This  useful  and  ornamental  me- 
mento will  serve  to  impress  upon  the  memory  of  those  to  whom 
they  are  given  the  many  merits  of  this  popular  cafe. 


Adolph  Becker,  of  the  Waldorf  Cafe,  this  city,  returned  re- 
cently from  an  extended  stay  in  Southern  California.  He  spent 
quite  a  little  time  in  Imperial  Valley  with  his  father  and 
brother,  had  a  great  time  and  came  back  looking  as  brown  as 
a  Mojave  Indian.

DISTRIBUTERS 
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DRY  WINES : — The  volume  of  business  the  past  month  has 
been  fairly  saisfactory,  all  conditions  considered.  A  very 
significant  feature  of  the  situation  has  developed  during  the 
month,  which  certainly  means  great  things  for  the  California 
Wine  Industry.  The  fact  that  a  prominent  Italian  wine  firm 
in  Italy  had  purchased  a  large  quantity  of  sweet  wines  from 
Southern  California  has  been  widely  circulated  by  the  general 
press.  There  was  naturally  much  astonishment  that  such  a  con- 
dition could  exist,  but  there  is  a  greater  surprise  to  come,  and 
that  is  in  the  fact  that  a  great  wine  house  of  Burgundy  has 
ordered  a  large  trial  lot  of  California  wine,  which  has  gone  for- 
ward. In  Italy  the  import  duty  on  wines  from  the  United 
States  is  nine  cents  per  gallon,  but  in  France  the  impost  is 
thirty  cents  per  gallon  on  wines  from  the  United  States.  It  is 
plain  from  the  high  import  duty  w-hich  France  insisted  upon 
when  the  recent  treaty  was  made  that  there  was  fear  or  jealousy 
of  the  present  and  future  wines  of  California. 

The  French  wine  men  know  that  California  embraces  wine 
growing  territory  sufficient  to  produce  as  much  wine  and  as 
good  as  can  France.  Were  the  French  duty  at  this  time  as  low 
as  that  of  Italy,  there  would  be  a  large  demand  for  the  best 
class  of  California  vintages  and  the  introduction  of  our  wines 
in  the  French  markets  would  lead  to  valuable  results. 

The  most  important  phase  of  this  peculiar  situation  of  send- 
ing "coals  to  New  Castle"  is  that  the  fact  that  France,  owing 
to  the  failure  of  her  vintage,  sends  to  far-away  California  for 
wines  with  which  to  replenish  her  stock,  will  necessarily  be  im- 
pressed upon  the  mind  of  the  American  drinker  of  imported 
wines.  The  man  that  drinks  "by  the  label,"  and  has  any  think- 
ing apparatus,  knowing  the  foregoing  facts,  must  certainly  con- 
clude that  California  wines  must  have  high  merit  when  French- 
men import  them  for  sale  in  France. 

We  feel  confident  that  this  will  lend  a  new  impetus  to  the 
sale  of  California  wines  in  glass,  a  branch  of  the  industry  which 
has  been  developing  rapidly  during  the  past  two  years.  Every 
American  wine  house  should  make  it  a  point  to  continue  to 
impress  upon  their  customers  the  importance  of  the  foregoing 
announcement. 

Exports  during  the  month  by  sea  were  1099  cases  and  733,- 
478  gallons,  valued  at  |247,454. 

Imports  by  sea  were  3275  cases,  17  barrels,  1  half  barrel  and 
2  kegs. 

An  indication  of  the  revival  in  the  wine  industry  is  the  fact 
that  the  California  Wine  Association  common  stock  advanced 
to  154  on  the  15th  inst.  The  shares  of  the  Association  have  been 
steadily  advancing.

Q  WEET  WINES :— Sweets  are  having  their  share  of  the  gen- 
*^  eral  revival  and  the  outlook  is  quite  encouraging.  The 
order  for  a  quarter  of  a  million  gallons  to  be  shipped  to  Italy 
may  be  the  beginning  of  great  possibilites.  The  producton  in 
the  three  districts  during  November  aggregated  3,199,683  gal- 
lons. 

According  to  the  official  report  of  the  First,  Fourth  and  Sixth 
Internal  Revenue  District,  the  total  sweet  wines  produced  in 
California  during  the  months  of  September,  October  and  No- 
vember amount  to  17,900,638.29  gallons,  which  is  only  82,700 
gallons  less  than  last  year,  which  was  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  industry.     It  is  probable  that  the  figures  for  December

"W/  HISKY : — The  Avhisky  men  have  had  a  very  satisfactory 
VV  month  and  look  forward  to  a  continual  improvement  in 
business,  particularly  in  San  Francisco,  where  the  trade  is  still 
unsatisfactory.  It  is  a  certainty  that  the  settlement  of  the 
question  of  holding  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  during  this 
month,  will  loosen  up  business  in  all  lines,  and  this  will  result 
in  a  return  of  normal  conditions  in  the  liquor  trade. 

Exports  by  sea  were  nominal,  the  figures  being  690  cases  and 
1794  gallons,  valued  at  f8245. 

Imports  were  quite  heavy,  particularly  in  case  goods,  the 
totals  being  4446  cases,  235  barrels,  1  half  barrel,  25  octaves, 
9  casks  and  1  hogshead. 

Miscellaneous  exports  were  1052  cases,  16  barrels,  35  kegs- 
value  18596.

A  Boise,  Idaho,  dispatch  says  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  that 
State  has  recently  ruled  in  the  famous  Lewiston  liquor  case  that 
the  sale  of  liquor  in  a  dry  county  is  illegal.  The  decision  states 
that  the  Legislature,  by  enacting  the  special  charter  of  the 
City  of  Lewiston,  did  not  delegate  to  the  city  authority  to  license 
persons  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  within  the  city  contrary  to 
the  general  laws  of  the  State,"'  says  the  court.  "Special  char- 
ter cities  cannot  by  ordinance  make  acts  lawful  that  are  made 
criminal  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State.  When  the  general 
law  prohibits  or  makes  a  certain  business  criminal,  the  city 
cannot  make  such  business  lawful  by  licensing  it." 
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No  Question  Where  Oregon  Stands 


UNDER  the  heading  "Again  on  to  Rattle,"  the  Portland. 
Oregon,  Orcf/aniuii,  says : 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Oregon  Dry  party  suspends 
its  strenuous  labors  at  the  pumps  of  the  water-logged  craft 
of  state-wide  prohibition  long  enough  to  inform  the  observing 
public  that  the  war  is  only  just  begun  and  that  the  old  ship  will 
he  in  trim  to  sail  on  to  victory  in  1912.  We  guess  not,  unless 
the  Avidely-advertised  and  much-vaunted  effort  to  regulate  and 
reform  the  saloon  shall  fail  utterly  meanwhile.  Rut  undoubted- 
ly the  drys  will  not  cease  trying  until  it  is  obvious  even  to  them 
that  there  is  nothing  doing.  They  shake  the  dust  of  the  wallop- 
ing defeat  from  their  clothes,  adjust  their  pained  features  to  the 
semblance  of  the  old-time  smile-that-won't-come-off  (very  dry) 
and  challenge  the  enemy  again  to  come  on.  They  are  as  hard  to 
beat  into  submission  as  the  wliolly  submerged  female  suffragists. 

All  this  is  very  fine,  if  one  is  disposed  to  admire  determina- 
tion unlinked  with  discretion ;  but  what  is  to  be  the  result?  The 
public  is  hardly  in  the  humor  to  face  another  shivering  agitation 
of  the  liquor  question  after  a  decisive  registration  of  its  will. 
The  prospect  would  appear  to  be  that,  if  the  home  rulers  make 
good,  even  measurably,  the  drys  will  lose  much  of  the  support 
that  came  from  an  electorate  not  wholly  convinced  of  the  effi- 
cacy of  pi'ohibition,  but  much  disgusted  with  the  conduct  and 
operation  of  the  saloon. 

The  prohibitionists  mustered  in  the  recent  election  a  gallant 
army  of  42,649,  while  the  opposition  had  63,569,  or  a  majority 
against  the  amendment  of  more  than  20,000.  It  will  doubtless 
be  conceded  all  around  that  the  wets  were  more  scared  than 
hurt  during  the  campaign  and  that  their  vote  was  larger  than 
anyone  expected.  Yet  it  may  reasonably  be  said  that  the  test 
was  complete  and  the  result  decisive.  There  is  no  question 
where  Oregon  stands  now  on  state-wide  prohibition.  What  is 
there  of  hope  or  cheer  or  encouragement  for  the  Avarlike  prohi- 
hibitionists  in  so  plain  and  emphatic  a  demonstration  of  the  peo- 
ple's will  and  purpose?  Do  they  fight  merely  for  the  love  of 
battle?  Don't  they  know  when  they  are  licked?  Or  don't  they 
care? 


The  long  talked  of  and  hotly  fought  over,  local  option  elei'tion 
was  held  at  Colusa  on  November  29th,  and  a  great  victory  ob- 
tained for  common  sense  and  personal  freedom.  There  were 
383  votes  polled,  of  which  229  Avere  for  licensing  saloons  and  154 
for  closing  them.  A  large  part  of  Colusa  County  Avent  dry  at 
the  recent  elections  and  the  city  of  Colusa  was  the  main  battle- 
ground betAA^een  the  tAvo  factions.  As  Colusa  is  an  important 
business  center  and  a  groAving  city,  it  AA'as  an  act  of  wisdom  for 
its  citizens  to  throAv  out  fanatical  and  impractical  doctrines, 
and  decide  to  run  their  city  according  to  the  dictates  of  expe- 
aence  and  common  sense.

Never  Again. 


THE  vintage  in  Napa  County  this  year  was  of  unusual  ex- 
cellence. In  the  valley,  which  is  acknowledged  as  the  home 
of  the  choicest  wines  of  California,  it  is  saying  a  great  deal  when 
we  pronounce  the  vintage  of  1910  unexcelled  by  any  of  former 
years. 

Wednesday  we  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  Beaulieu  Vine- 
yard, at  Rutherford,  and  there  found  the  owner,  Mr.  G.  de 
Latour,  busier  than  usual,  if  such  a  thing  could  be  possible,  as 
he  always  seems  rushed  with  work.  Mr.  de  Latour  has  but  re- 
cently finished  making  a  large  quantity  of  Muscat,  Angelica, 
Port  and  other  sweet  wines.  These  we  sampled  and  we  were 
greatly  impressed  by  the  excellency  of  their  bouquet  and  flavor. 
They  were  remarkably  fine  and  need  but  a  little  ageing  to  make 
them  excellent,  and  above  criticism. 

Mr.  de  Latour's  dry  wines  are  of  splendid  quality.  The  large 
cellar  is  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  with  over  250,000  gallons 
of  the  different  kinds  of  dry  wines  for  which  Beaulieu  Vineyard 
is  noted.  Mr.  de  Latour  found  it  necessary,  before  the  close  of 
the  recent  vintage,  to  have  erected  two  additional  storage  tanks, 
each  with  a  capacity  of  20,000  gallons.  Just  at  present  the  cel- 
lar master  has  a  force  of  men  at  work  preparing  for  shipment 
six  carloads  of  assorted  wines  to  the  East.  Before  the  wine  is 
placed  in  packages,  Mr.  de  Latour  personally  tastes  and  in- 
spects it,  as  he  takes  pride  in  seeing  that  none  but  the  best  leaves 
his  cellars. 

The  reputation  of  Beaulieu  wines  is  such  that  Mr.  de  Latour 
justly  feels  great  pride  in  seeing  that  every  order  is  filled  with 
just  the  kind  and  quality  the  customer  orders.  This  rule  pre- 
vails whether  the  orders  are  for  different  kinds  of  sweet  wines 
or  for  dry  wines.  Mr.  de  Latour  has  men  at  work  just  at  present 
until  midnight  every  day  in  order  to  fill  orders  for  sparkling 
wines,  trade  in  these  being  exceptionally  good  for  the  holidays. 
He  has  been  compelled  to  wire  to  Paris  for  an  additional  ma- 
chine so  as  to  be  able  to  promptly  fill  the  orders  being  received 
daily. 


THE  character  of  the  wines  of  California  has  been  well  estab- 
lished during  late  years  and  growers  are  not  so  aggressive 
as  formerly  in  proclaiming  their  good  qualities.  There  was  a 
time,  however,  when  they  waged  constant  warfare  against  the 
fraudulent  label  which  was  often  used  by  dealers  whose  inter- 
ests demanded  that  they  should  support  the  reputation  of  the 
vintages  of  the  State,  but  who  could  not  resist  the  temptation 
held  out  by  the  hope  of  immediate  profit.  In  those  days  a  cus- 
tomer could  go  to  certain  dealers  and  have  an  assorted  case 
containing  all  the  choice  French  Chateau  wines,  and  the  dozen 
bottles  would  not  cost  him  any  more  than  if  they  were  labeled 
pure  California  wine.  Long  before  Dr.  Wiley  was  heard  of  the 
practice  ceased,  and  Californians  learned  to  appreciate  and 
drink  their  own  vintages.  If  there  is  any  good  California  claret 
still  masquerading  as  Chateau  Margeaux  or  La  Fitte  it  is  not 
in  this  State,  but  back  East,  where  the  few  who  do  not  drink 
wine,  as  a  rule,  don't  know  the  difference  between  the  real  thing 
and  cider. — San  Francisco  Chronicle. 


Seven  months  have  passed  since  the  prohibition  ordinance 
passed  by  the  City  Council  of  Provo,  Utah,  went  into  effect  and 
there  has  not  yet  been  a  conviction  for  illegal  liquor  selling. 
All  that  the  prohibition  ordinance  has  done  has  been  to  change 
the  location  of  the  saloons,  and,  in  some  instances,  cause  the 
traffic  in  beer  and  whisky  to  go  into  other  hands  than  it  was  in 
when  the  sale  of  such  beverages  was  licensed.

To 
no  effect  however  as  District  Attorney  Robert  M.  Sturdevant 
and  City  Attorney  E.  W.  Clark  gave  an  opinion  that  a  club 
can  dispen.se  beer  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  without  inter- 
ference of  the  law. 


Increased  Demand  For  Brewing  Barley. 


D 


AYTON,  Wash.,  Nov.  30.— The  grain  market  is  astir  in 
Dayton  as  tlie  result  of  orders  received  from  Puget  Sound 
for  forty  cars  of  brewing  barley,  to  l)e  shipped  at  once.  As  fast 
as  the  railroads  can  supply  cars  the  order  will  be  filled  by 
Dayton  agents,  Avho  are  gathering  up  the  cream  of  the  1910 
crop  with  Avhich  to  fill  the  order.  It  appears  that  Columbia 
County  barley  is  preferred  to  that  grown  in  any  other  part  of 
the  Northwest,  this  section  having  established  a  reputation 
years  ago  for  the  production  of  fine  brewing  stuff.  Eastern 
brewing  companies  usually  secure  large  lots  hei*e. 


A  Portland,  Oregon,  dispatch  dated  December  23,  states  that 
opposition  is  growing  to  the  new  "model"  liquor  license,  and 
it  is  possible  that  law  may  never  pass.  It  is  believed  that 
the  regulation  of  saloons  under  the  present  laws  is  more  re- 
strictive than  it  would  be  under  the  new  liquor  law  as  pre- 
pared by  the  sepecial  committee. 


It  is  understood  that  jMunicipal  Government  of  San 
Jose  are  preparing  an  ordinance  which,  if  it  becomes 
law,  will  place  full  responsibility  for  the  granting  of  liquor 
licenses  in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  and  Council,  instead  of,  as 
at  present,  dividing  it  between  that  body  and  the  Police  and 
Fire  Commission. 
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1^1  Value  of  Acidity  in  Wines  |  #  | 

THE  average  Avine  maker  usually  pays  much  attention  to  the 
quantity  of  sugar  present  in  the  must,  but  many  of  them  are 
less  careful  about  the  amount  of  acidity.  Fortunately,  there  are 
good  instruments  specially  designed  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  acidity  in  musts.  The  Salleron-Dujardin  scale  used 
in  France  and  the  Twitchell  scale  in  this  country  are  simple  in 
construction,  easy  to  handle,  and  fairly  accurate.  A  knowledge 
of  analytical  chemistry,  as  well  as  of  the  microscope,  is  now 
becoming  almost  indispensable  to  successful  wine  making. 

Tlie  expert  wine  maker  will  test  his  grapes  from  time  to  time 
before  they  are  fully  ripe  and  ready  for  pressing.  He  thus  finds 
liow  the  acidity  in  the  grape  decreases  until  maturity  is  reached, 
when  it  remains  staticmary  for  a  time,  then  increasing  again  in 
proportion  to  the  shrinking  of  the  fruit.  The  future  value  of  a 
wine  depends  largely  upon  the  kind  and  amount  of  acid  in  it. 
It  is  the  acidity  that  helps  to  give  the  wine  certain  of  its  quali- 
ties, as  improving  its  color,  contributing  to  its  freshness,  and 
assisting  in  the  formation  of  ethers  and  also  its  pre.servation. 
The  question  of  acidity  is  an  important  one  for  wine  makers 
in  California,  especially  those  Avho  make  dry  wines  during  a 
warm  season.  The  great  German  chemist,  Liebig,  in  his  "Let- 
ters on  Chemistry,"  Avhich  was  published  as  far  back  as  1851, 
])ointed  out  the  necessity  of  proper  acidity  in  the  production  of 
high-class  wines,  and  he  remarked  that  "wines  made  in  hot 
climates  from  overripe  grape  are  always  deficient  in  acidity, 
and  never  of  good  or  high  qua.lity." 

A  private  analysis  Avas  made  a  few  years  ago  of  some  thirty 
different  musts  collected  in  California,  and  the  ratio  of  total 
acids  to  100  parts  of  sugar  was  found  to  be  only  3,  as  compared 
with  an  average  ratio  of  4.9  and  5  of  the  German  and  French 
musts.  Prof.  L.  Ross,  head  of  the  Viticultural  Station  at  He- 
rault,  France,  and  one  of  the  best  authorities  on  wine  making  in 
warm  climates,  says:  "All  dry  wines  to  be  of  good  quality 
should  contain  8.6  grammes  of  total  acids  per  liter,  calculated 
as  tartaric  acid.  All  Avines  favorably  judged  by  expert  wine 
tasters  ahvays  possess  a  relatively  high  acidity,  which  is  never 
below  the  figures  given." 

There  are  good  reasons  for  holding  that  some  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Avine  makers  could  improve  the  quality  of  their  wines, 
either  by  pressing  earlier  than  they  usually  do,  or  by  adding 
tartaric  acid.  This  latter  practice  is  current  in  Algeria  and  the 
south  of  France,  and  there  should  be  no  objection,  as  it  adds 
nothing  which  does  not  exist  naturally  in  the  grape. 

The  total  acids  in  Avines  unite  to  give  them  a  certain  vigor  or 
"constitution,"  so  that  different  Avines  like  different  races  of 
people  mature  at  an  early  age.  As  a  rule,  wines  that  become 
fully  "ripe"  at  the  end  of  a  year  or  year  and  a  half  do  not  gener- 
ally maintain  their  best  qtialities  very  long,  but  they  soon  "groAv 
oki,"  and  then  "break  doAvn"  and  lose  their  finest  characteristics. 
This  is  usually  the  fate  of  dry  wines  produced  in  Avarm  coun- 
ti'ies. 

On  the  other  hand,  Avines  produced  in  northern  or  cool  cli- 
mates come  to  maturity  more  slowly  and  last  longer  than  Avines 
groAvn  in  the  southern  or  Avarm  districts.  Thus,  some  of  the 
finest  and  most  expensive  Avines  of  Europe  come  from  the  Rhine 
region  of  Germany,  where  the  grapes  ripen  late  and  just  escape 
frost  in  the  fall.  These  wines  ahvays  mature  late,  and  sometimes 
are  not  ready  to  bottle  until  they  are  three  years  old,  and  in  the 
bottle  such  wines  will  go  on  improving  until  they  are  ten,  twelve, 
or  even  fifteen  years  old. 

The  Avine  makers  in  the  United  States  are  beginning  to  notice 
the  effect  of  climate  and  acidity  on  their  wines.  The  most  suc- 
cessful wine-growing  districts  in  the  Eastern  States  are  in  tem- 


perate or  cool  zones,  as,  for  example,  in  the  Lake  Keuka  and 
Chatauqua  districts  of  Western  Ncav  York,  and  in  Northern 
Ohio  along  Lake  Erie.  The  well-known  dry  white  Avines  produced 
in  Lake  Keuka  region,  Avhile  often  high  in  total  acidity,  as  are 
the  Rhine  Avines,  like  them  mature  sloAvly  and  have  good  tasting 
qualities.  Their  acidity  and  other  properties  also  correspond 
to  the  wines  from  the  Champagne  district  of  France,  and  the 
result  is  that  most  of  the  American  champagne  is  produced  in 
the  Lake  Keuka  district,  which  has  its  natural  advantages. 

The  same  conditions  prevail  and  the  same  results  have  been 
found  in  California.  The  red  and  Avhite  dry  Avines  made  in  the 
Avarm  districts  of  that  state  usually  lack  the  proper  amount  of 
total  acidity ;  they  mature  rapidly  and  hold  their  best  properties 
only  for  a  feAV  years  at  the  longest.  The  finest  dry  Avines  in  that 
state  have  been  grown  in  those  places  Avhere  the  grapes  ripen 
late  and  contain  the  proper  proportion  of  the  fruit  acids.  The 
large  dealers,  who  buy  their  Avines  from  different  wine  makers 
in  various  sections  of  the  state,  found  out  this  fact  some  years 
ago,  and  therefore  they  pay  more  for  certain  wines  from  certain 
places  than  they  do  for  the  same  kind  of  wines  from  other  places. 

The  Avhole  theory  of  blending  Avines  is  based  upon  the  differ- 
ences betAveen  Avines,  so  that  the  mixing  together  of  different 
kinds  or  qualities  of  Avines  when  intelligently  done  by  the  cellar 
master  gives  a  good  result,  the  blended  wine  being  much  better 
than  any  one  of  the  Avines  that  Avent  into  the  mixture. — By  L.  M. 
Martin,  in  American  Wime  Press. 


Suggestions  for  a  True  Temperance  Society 

WE  extract  the  folloAving  from  the  closing  words  of  a  pamph- 
let on  "The  Drink  Question,"  by  Henry  E.  O.  Heineman, 
editor  of  the  American  BreAvers'  Review,  being  a  reprint  from 
the  Journal  of  the  Society  of  Brewing  Technology : 

It  may  be  worth  while  to  consider  the  advisability  and  feas- 
ibility of  the  formation  of  a  society  somewhat  after  the  pattern 
of  the  True  Temperance  Association  recently  started  in  Lon- 
don, England,  with  the  following  avowed  aims : 

1.  To  create  a  healthy  and  reasonable  public  opinion  on 
the  subject  of  temperance  in  drinking. 

2.  To  encourage  the  development  of  the  public  house  in  the 
direction  of  making  it  in  the  best  sense  a  place  for  the  present- 
day  social  needs  of  the  people,  and  to  help  in  the  removal  of 
all  legislative  and  administrative  hindrances  to  such  develop- 
ment. 

3.  To  promote  fairness,  justice  and  common  sense  in  dealing 
Ai'ith  the  problem  of  intemperance. 

4.  To  iuA^estigate  methods  for  the  further  reduction  of 
drunkenness. 

5.  To  assist,  where  expedient,  existing  agencies  for  reform- 
ing drunkards. 

6.  To  promote  inquiry  into  the  physiological  effects  of  the 
component  parts  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

7.  To  ascertain  what  is  being  done  for  the  promotion  of  tem- 
perance in  other  countries. 

8.  To  assist  all  efforts  for  securing  the  wholesomeness  of 
beverages. 

To  which  I  would  add,  from  the  program  of  the  National 
League  for  Liberty  and  Culture  recently  formed  in  Norway, 
the  following  under  Section  4 : 

"And  to  oppose  the  misuse  of  alcoholic  beverages,  especially 
in  the  form  of  improper  customs,  chiefly  the  'treating'  habit." 

And  perhaps  another  paragraph  suggested  by  the  Norwegian 
society  might  be  added,  something  in  this  form: 

9.  To  make  the  so-called  "drink  question"  part  of  the  general 
Avork  for  wholesome  living  instead  of  dealing  Avith  it  as  a  dis- 
tinct problem. 

But,  whatever  steps  may  be  taken,  I  insist  on  the  necessity 
of  two  things  above  all :  Publicity  and  a  constructive  program. 
The  people  are  waiting  for  both. 
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The  Contest  In  California 


At  Pomona  the  local  W.  C.  T.  U.  has  presented  a  petition  to 
the  Board  of  Freeholders,  asking  that  body  to  incorporate  in  the 
proposed  charter  a  section  forbidding  the  sale  of  liquors  in  that 
city  for  all  time.  The  Freeholders'  siib-committee  has  already 
decided  upon  inserting  a  no-saloon  section  in  the  charter,  but 
has  recommended  that  the  matter  of  licensing  hotels  to  serve 
bottle  malt  or  vinous  liquors  with  meals,  be  left  to  the  City 
Council  or  to  a  special  commission  to  be  named  under  operation 
of  the  new  charter. 


The  City  of  Merced  has  passed  an  amendment  to  the  liquor 
ordinance  now  in  force.  It  says :  "No  permit  issued  under  this 
ordinance  shall  be  assignable  or  transferable;  except,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  City  first  had  and  ob- 
tained." 


A  saloon  regulation  has  been  adopted  in  the  city  of  Gilroy 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquor  to  women  unless  served  in  the 
public  dining  room  was  recently  passed  by  the  city  council.  In 
addition  to  this,  the  new  law  prohibits  minors  visiting  saloons, 
musical  instruments  in  saloons,  boxes  and  back  rooms  in  sa- 
loons and  boxes  and  private  rooms  in  restaurants.  The  coun- 
cil is  in  a  better  position  to  deal  with  violators  of  the  laAv,  and 
the  number  of  saloons  in  the  city  is  limited  to  seventeen. 


We  hear  from  Stockton  that  saloons  open  every  day  in  the 
week  and  until  12  o'clock  at  night  will  be  the  rule  for  all  San 
Joaquin  county  precincts  that  voted  wet,  commencing  Christ- 
mas day.  The  Supervisors  ordered  changes  in  the  county  or- 
dinance by  which  the  Sunday  saloon  and  the  daily  midnight 
regime  will  be  restored. 


At  the  recent  election  in  Colusa  County  each  precinct  voted 
on  the  saloon  question  with  the  following  result:  Sycamore 
went  "wet"  by  one  vote,  the  votes  standing  twenty-six  to 
tAventj'-seven  in  favor  of  the  saloon.  Grimes  went  "dry"  by  a 
substantial  majority.  The  vote  stood  even  in  Cortina,  the  vote 
being  seven  to  seven.  Princeton  goes  "wet"  after  a  short  reign 
imder  the  "dry"  system;  Maxwell  stays  "dry"  and  Fouts 
Springs  voted  "wet."  College  City  went  "dry"  and  Arbuckle 
"wet"  by  a  big  majority ;  Stonyford  will  remain  "dry" ;  Sulphur 
Creek  voted  "wet;"  Williams  remains  "wet"  as  before  and 
there  Avas  no  change  in  the  other  precincts. 


After  December  1st  there  will  be  no  more  liquor  licenses 
granted  in  the  residence  district  of  Vallejo.  This  is  the  decis- 
ion of  the  Board  of  Freeholders  which  is  now  busy  framing  the 
new  charter.  The  Board  has  asked  the  City  Trustees  to  grant 
no  more  licenses  until  the  voters  pass  upon  the  charter  on  Jan- 
uary 9th  of  next  year,  and  the  members  have  promised  to  do  so. 
The  Freeholders  took  no  action  relative  to  the  downtown  section. 
All  those  saloons  now  in  the  residence  section,  which  are  three 
in  number,  will  be  allowed  to  continue  business. 


The  Santa  Clara  Brewing  Company  is  making  great  improve- 
ments in  its  establishment  in  the  city  of  Santa  Clara.  The 
brewing  plant  is  being  perfected  and  a  bottling  plant  of  the 
most  improved  machinery  is  about  to  be  installed.  Hereafter 
the  Company  will  not  only  brew  a  high  class  beer,  but  bottle  it. 


During  the  month  the  Town  Trustees  of  Los  Gatos  have 
pa.ssed  an  amendment  to  the  liquor  ordinance  in  force.  The 
amendment  removes  the  restriction  placed  upon  applicants  for 
licenses  who  are  not  electors  of  the  municipality. 


It  is  said  to  be  probable  that  early  in  1911  the  city  of  Eureka, 
Humboldt  county,  will  take  a  referendum  vote  on  the  new  liquor 
ordinance  Avhich  is  being  framed  by  citizens  in  conjunction  with 
the  Good  Government  League.  The  proposed  ordinance  is 
drawn  up  after  the  pattern  of  the  Los  Angeles  law,  which  it 
follows  closely.  It  is  said  that  the  aim  of  the  framers  of  the  or- 
dinance is  to  draw  up  a  document  which  will  be  moderate,  and 
not  open  to  the  charge  of  going  to  such  lengths  either  way  as  to 
antagonize  by  the  extremity  of  its  propositions. 


The  San  Diego  Consolidated  Brewing  Company  is  installing 
the  latest  type  of  counter  pressure  fillers.  Many  men  are  en- 
gaged in  setting  up  machinery  in  the  bottling  department,  in 
fact  in  each  department  of  the  brewery  new  machinery  is  being 
installed.  Some  parts  of  the  plant  have  recently  been  enlarged 
and  when  the  entire  work  is  finished  the  output  of  the  brewery 
will  be  increased  materiallv. 


At  the  recent  election  at  Dixon  the  "wets"  won  by  a  vote  of 
157  to  97,  and  as  a  result  things  will  remain  as  thej'  now  are  in 
that  town  for  the  next  two  years,.  This  vote  was  simply  ad- 
visory, but  it  is  believed  that  the  Trustees  will  act  in  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  the  voters. 


The  Martinez  Board  of  Trustees  have  adopted  an  ordinance 
limiting  the  saloons  for  this  city  to  twenty.  There  are  now 
twenty-six  resorts.  Six  of  these  will  be  eliminated  by  the  con- 
fiscation of  their  licenses  when  they  lapse.  The  ordinance  fur- 
ther provides  that  no  saloon  transfers  to  non-American  citizens 
will  be  allowed;  no  women  will  be  permitted  to  enter  any  sa- 
loon, and  all  the  resorts  must  be  closed  from  12  midnight  to  (! 
o'clock  each  morning. 


Coni'ad  Winters,  a  Los  Angeles  pioneer,  in  retaliation  of  the 
action  taken  by  the  Police  Commission  in  revoking  his  saloon 
license,  changed  the  provisions  of  his  will,  by  doing  which  the 
city  loses  |100,000.  Winters  says  that  after  considerable  de- 
liberation he  decided  to  leave  his  estate  to  the  city  as  a  token  of 
his  interest  in  its  future  prosperity.  He  feels  that  a  great  in- 
justice was  done  him  by  the  Police  Commission  when  they  re- 
voked his  license,  therefore  he  disinherited  the  city.  From  all 
we  can  gather  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Commission  have  earned 
the  distinction  of  disgusting  both  friends  and  foes,  and  now  by 
its  action  it  has  to  its  credit  the  robbery  of  the  city  Avhich  it 
represents  of  -f  100,000.

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The  Lodi  Co-operative  Winery  has  closed  its  season's  run 
after  crushing  steadily  for  the  past  three  months.  The  total 
amount  of  grapes  crushed  by  this  winery  this  season  is  13,019 
tons,  which  is  sufficient  to  make  about  100,000  gallons  of  sweet 
A\'incs.  Although  the  run  was  not  as  great  as  anticipated,  most 
of  the  independent  wineries  throughout  the  State  received  the 
same  disappointment  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  the  wine 
grape  crop. 


M.  F.  Varozza,  Avho  owns  the  Summit  Vineyard  on  Spring 
Mountain,  has  made  7000  gallons  of  Ko.sher  wine  for  Rabbi 
Radinsky,  of  New  York.  A  number  of  years  ago  Mr.  Varozza's 
father  made  a  large  quantity  of  wine  for  this  same  Rabbi.  This 
vintage  Rabbi  Radinsky  came  in  search  of  Mr.  Varozza  and 
found  that,  while  he  had  passed  away,  his  son  is  in  the  wine 
business.  Arrangements  were  made  and  7000  gallons  of  the 
Kosher  wine  was  made  under  the  personal  direction  of  the 
Rabbi.  It  was  then  sealed  and  will  be  racked  and  prepared  for 
shipment  by  a  personal  representative  of  Rabbi  Radinsky  from 
San  Francisco.  The  wine  will  be  shipped  to  New  York  next 
spring. — 8t.  Helena  Star.

The  Lodi  Co-operative  Winery  is  now  holding  its  wine  for 
better  prices.  An  exchange  says :  "Although  the  Lodi  Co-oper- 
ative Winery  have  had  numerous  opportunities  to  dispose  of 
their  entire  vintage  for  this  season,  together  with  the  wine  car- 
ried over  from  last  year,  at  a  price  which  would  net  the  growers 
good  returns,  the  directors  are  reluctant  to  sell,  firmly  believing 
that  prices  on  all  sweet  wines  will  greatly  advance  in  price. 
The  million  gallons  of  sweet  wine  made  this  year,  together  with 
300,000  gallons  carried  over  from  last  season,  makes  1,300,000 
gallons  on  hand  at  the  present  time.  The  splendid  grade  of 
wine  made  this  season  is  better  than  wheat  in  warehouse  for 
fact  that  it  is  believed  the  increase  in  value  will  far  exceed 
legal  interest  and  can  be  used,  if  necessary,  in  negotiating  loans 
the  same  as  grain  in  storage." 

IN  referring  to  an  article  in  the  last  issue  of  the  8tar  in  which 
we  called  attention  to  the  superiority  of  the  wines  produced 
this  year  over  those  of  former  vintages,  J.  H.  Wheeler  says  that 
it  is  a  fact  that  the  new  wines  are  excellent,  and  far  better,  in 
his  judgment,  to  any  yet  produced  in  Napa  County.  Mr.  Wheeler 
accounts  for  this  largely  from  the  fact  that  the  season  of  1910 
was  very  favorable  and  because  the  production  was  not  large. 
More  particularly,  however,  he  gives  as  the  reason  that  all  our 
vineyards  are  young  and  very  healthy  and  the  grapes  are  of  the 
best  known  varieties.    Mr.  Wheeler  says  that  the  high  percent- 


age of  sugar  has  made  a  rich,  sound  wine,  and  he  believes  the 
vintage  of  1910  will  be  in  good  demand  as  soon  as  the  wines  are 
ready  for  shipment.  Speaking  of  the  Avine  market,  Mr.  Wheeler 
said  that  while  there  is  more  demand  than  for  some  time,  the 
price  is  still  very  low,  and  he  attributes  the  brisk  movement  of 
the  past  fortnight  to  the  approach  of  the  holiday  season.  In  the 
shortage  of  the  French  vintage  Mr.  Wheeler  sees  an  opening  for 
California  wines  in  the  South  American  Republics,  but  he  says 
that  even  if  that  market  is  sought  after  with  vigor,  it  will  take 
six  months  before  any  marked  stimulating  effect  in  the  market 
will  be  felt. — St.  Helena  Star. 


THE  Upland,  California  Netcs  is  rejoicing  because  the  town 
it  represents  is  about  to  be  blest  with  another  live  industry. 
Only  recently  the  Southern  California  Vineyard  Company 
filed  articles  of  incorporation,  making  its  principal  place  of 
business  at  Upland.  It  is  capitalized  at  $75,000,  a  large  part  of 
which  has  been  actually  subscribed.  The  directors  named  for 
the  first  five  years  are  W.  H.  Crabtree,  C.  R.  Crabtree  and  E. 
B.  Dickerman.  All  are  prominent  vineyardists,  who  propose  to 
put  Upland  squarely  on  the  map  for  vinous  products.  As  the 
business  increases  the  field  of  activity  will  be  enlarged. 


According  to  Prof.  Husmann  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  the  largest  vineyard  in  the  world  is  that 
of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company  at  Cucamonga,  in  San  Bernar- 
dino county,  where,  in  the  seemingly  barren  sand,  there  are 
3500  acres  devoted  to  wine  grapes.  The  Riverside  Vineyard 
Company  has  2200  acres  in  vineyard  there  also.  Both  of  these 
growers  have  profited  greatly  by  the  government's  work.  "This 
work  was  taken  up  in  California,"  says  Prof.  Husmann,  "be- 
cause the  conditions  there  were  so  exceptionally  good.  The 
work  will  benefit  not  only  California,  but  all  the  rest  of  the 
country  where  grapes  can  be  grown."

ONCE  more  tlie  Bulletin  is  indebted  to  the  Courier- Journal 
for  one  of  its  admirable  editorials  here  reproduced  in  full 
from  its  issue  of  August  10th : 

Mr.  Watterson's  ideals  are  always  fine  and  his  defense  of 
them  able  and  entertaining. 

Anti-Masom-y  and  Know-Nothingism  and  Prohibition  are  an 
interesting  trio  of  American  folly-fads. 

Two  of  them  have  met  their  fate  and  the  third  is  rapidly 
nearing  the  toboggan  of  innocuous  desuetude. 

Mr.  Watterson  writes  under  the  heading  "Hot  Scotch  vs. 
High  Balls" : 

I. 

"That  'sweet  little  cherub  that  sits  up  aloft'  singing  'Little 
Drops  of  Water,'  in  other  words  the  Twice-a-Week  Oazette,  of 
the  angelic  post-village  of  Clinton  and  the  good  county  of  Hick- 
man, commends  the  Coiirier-Jonriial  to  the  perusal  of  the  fol- 
lowing, which  it  quotes  from  that  valorous  old  Hot-Scotch, 
Thomas  Carlyle: 

"  'My  friend,  if  thou  hadst  all  the  artillery  of  Woolwich 
trundling  at  thy  back  in  support  of  an  unjust  thing,  and  infinite 
bonfires  visibly  waiting  ahead  of  thee,  to  blaze  centuries  long 
for  thy  victory  on  behalf  of  it,  I  would  advise  thee  to  call  halt, 
to  fling  down  thy  baton,  and  say,  "In  God's  name.  No!"  Poor 
devil,  what  will  thy  success  amount  to?  If  the  thing  is  unjust, 
thou  hast  not  succeeded;  no,  not  though  bonfires  blazed  from 
North  to  South,  and  bells  rang,  and  editors  wrote  leading  arti- 
cles, and  the  just  thing  lays  trampled  out  of  sight,  to  all  mortal 
eyes  an  abolished  and  annihilated  thing.' 

"In  one  place  the  New  Testament  speaks  of  the  Disciples 
drinking  wine  and  in- another  place  it  is  written,' 'Go  thou  and 
do  likewise,'  Avhich  would  be  about  as  opposite  in  argument  as 
the  above  citation  from  Carlyle  and  its  application  to  the 
Courier-Journal  by  our  critic  of  the  pleasant  post-village  of 
Clinton  and  the  good  county  of  Hickman,  who  nevertheless 
proceeds  as  follows: 

"  'The  saloon,  Colonel,  say  what  you  will  in  its  defense,  is  an 
"unjust  thing,"  and  though  it  may  through  men  like  you,  be 
sustained  years  longer  than  of  right  it  should  exist,  in  the  end, 
with  you  and  the  few  remaining  men  of  your  talents  who  up- 
hold it  and  defend  it,  it  will  die  and  the  earth  will  be  better  for 
being  rid  of  it.' 

"Why,  bless  your  dear  little  cherub  heart,  we  have  never 
spoken  in  defense  of  the  saloon,  or  in  favor  of  intoxicants,  or 
anywise  against  temperance  or  morality. 

"The  saloon  as  it  is  commonly  conducted,  is  all  you  say  it  is. 
In  isolated  neighborhoods,  where  it  can  be  put  out  of  commission 
by  the  force  of  a  public  opinion  strong  enough  to  make  its 
mandate  effective,  it  has  been  put  out  of  commission.  Ninety- 
six  out  of  119  counties  in  Kentucky  have  thus  voted  it  out.  They 
seem  able  to  keep  it  out.  It  is  the  determination  of  a  chance 
majority  to  force  its  narrow  prescription  of  teetotalism  upon  a 
protesting  minority,  the  wisdom  and  virtue  of  which  the  Courier- 
Journal  contests.  Even  as  a  police  regulation,  even  as  a  moral 
deterrent,  the  attempt  does  more  harm  than  good.  But,  as  an 
outcropping  of  bigotry  and  a  forerunner  of  corruption,  it  is  in 
every  way  demurrable. 

II. 

"Religion  and  politics  mix  no  more  than  oil  and  water. 
Religion  relates  to  the  soul  of  man.    Politics  relates  to  the  body 


of  man.  Religion  is  spiritual.  Where  it  is  not,  it  becomes  either 
despotism  or  hypocrisy.  Politics  is  concrete,  materialistic, 
aimed  at  the  economic  disposition  of  public  affairs. 

"The  moment  that  a  politician  gets  hold  of  a  sentimental  or 
moral  issue  which  seems  to  have  a  popular  echo  he  thinks  he  has 
a  gold  mine  and  runs  into  all  sorts  of  excesses.  The  moment 
the  theologian  finds  himself  in  undisputed  power  he  wants  to 
compel  everybody  to  think  as  he  thinks  and  do  as  he  does  by 
act  of  conventicle.  The  separation  of  Church  and  State  in  the 
construction  of  our  Republican  autonomy  had  its  origin  in  the 
dread  of  our  fathers  of  religious  bigotry,  which  had  kept  the 
world  in  a  state  of  bloody  chaos  for  two  thousand  years. 

"Prohibitionism  is  simply  a  craze.  From  time  to  time  we 
have  had  many  such  ebullitions  of  impractical  sentimentality, 
developing  into  irrational  popular  fury.  There  was  the  anti- 
Masonic  outburst.  A  worthless  tinker  by  the  name  of  Morgan, 
who  had  printed  a  book  pretending  to  reveal  the  secrets  of 
Masonry,  made  a  great  ado  in  Western  New  York,  and  for 
several  years  and  as  far  away  from  base  as  Kentucky  and  Ten- 
nessee the  excitement  ran  to  fever  heat.  It  got  into  politics. 
There  was  organized  an  anti-lNIason  party.  This  party  proved 
strong  enough  to  determine  for  a  number  of  years  the  political 
complexion  of  the  Empire  State.  Seward  and  Weed  rose  to 
power  upon  its  wave  of  ignorance  and  malevolence.  Nobody 
ever  kneAv  just  what  became  of  Morgan.  One  day  he  dis- 
appeared. A  body  was  fished  out  of  the  lake  near  Niagara. 
It  could  not  be  identified  as  the  missing  tinker,  but  '  'tis  good 
enough  ^Morgan  till  after  the  election,'  attributed  to  Thurlow 
Weed,  became  a  saying  of  the  time  and  has  remained  an 
aphorism  in  political  slang  from  that  day  to  this. 

"Hardly  had  the  fanaticism  of  Anti-Masonry  died  out  than 
the  fanaticism  of  Know-Nothingism  came  in.  It  was  heralded 
and  organized  by  an  adventurer  of  the  name  of  Judson,  who 
went  by  the  pen-name  of  Ned  Buntline.  The  official  title  he 
gave  it  was  the  Native  American  party.  To  its  opposition  to 
foreigners  it  added  opposition  to  Catholics.  It  was  a  secret 
society.  To  all  inquiries  from  the  outside  its  lodge  members 
were  required  to  answer,  'I  Know  Nothing.'  Thus  it  became 
the  Know-Nothing  party. 

"The  Know-Nothings  flourished  for  a  few  years.  They  were 
years  of  hatred  and  malice,  not  unmixed  with  crime.  In  New 
York,  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  there  were  brutal  anti-foreign 
and  anti-Catholic  riots.  In  Louisville  its  legacy  of  evil  was 
Bloody  Monday. 

"The  Know-Nothing  organization  was  at  war  with  all  our  con- 
ceptions and  ideals  and  inspirations  of  justice  and  freedom. 
Henry  A.  Wise  struck  it  a  death  blow  in  Virginia.  Andrew 
Johnson  struck  it  another  in  Tennessee.  At  last  it  passed  out 
with  a  bang  and  a  stench. 

"The  last  of  the  'crazes'  was  Free  Silver.  Men  went  wild 
about  it.  Careers  were  made  and  wrecked  by  it.  It  swept  over 
the  South  and  West  like  a  prairie  fire.  In  four  successive  na- 
tional elections  it  defeated  and  discredited  Democracy.  And 
what  was  there  in  Free  Silver  for  anybody  to  get  excited 
about? 

"It  was  a  fiscal  question  pure  and  simple;  no  more  and  no 
less.  In  had  by  right  and  reason  as  little  to  generate  heat  as 
might  the  suggestion  that  two  and  two  make  four.  Its  sole 
merit  lay  in  a  single  aspect,  that  of  creating  fifty-cent  dollars 
appealing  .solely  to  the  debtor  class.  To  the  Democratic  party 
it  proved  a  delusion  and  a  snare.  It  ran  its  course  of  insane 
folly  and  went  to  the  boneyard,  like  anti-Masonry  and  KnoAv^ 
Nothingism  before  it. 

"In  combating  the  Prohibition  craze  we  seek  to  save  Democ- 
racy. It  is  quite  as  dissonant  to  Democracy  as  anti-Masonry 
and  Know-Nothingism.  We  have  been  sufficiently  punished  for 
the  craze  of  Free  Silverism. 
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"Prohibition  as  a  scheme  to  make  men  good  by  act  of  As- 
sembly is  precisely  of  a  piece  with  the  others.  It  is  a  pure  fan- 
tasy. It  does  not  promote  either  temperance  or  virtue.  It 
arouses  human  passion  to  frenzy  by  invading  private  rights.  It 
does  not  reduce  drunkards.  It  multiplies  Pharisees  and  male- 
factors. It  has  no  just  recognition  or  belonging  in  the  economy 
of  government  or  the  autonomy  of  true  religion.  It  is  in  its  es- 
sence ignorant,  tyrannous  and  dishonest.  They  who  advance  it 
as  a  political  argument  are  either  bigots  or  cheats. 

"And  so,  cousin  and  comate  of  the  admirable  post-village  of 
Clinton  and  the  good  county  of  Hickman,  forgive  our  levity  and 
proceed  with  your  reading  of  Thomas  Carlyle.  Yet  have  a  care 
how  you  monkey  with  that  old  rooster.  A  mighty  queer  party 
was  the  philosopher  of  Chelsea.  They  do  still  say  along  Chein 
Row  that  he  had  no  patience  with  mawkish  sentiment  and 
Pharisaism.  Truly,  justice  lives  and  will  reign  long  after  the 
effort  of  one  man  to  coerce  another  man — whether  by  fagot  or 
by  statute — has  proved  abortive,  and  Prohibition,  like  anti- 
Masonry  and  Know-Nothingism,  yea,  and  fifty-cent  dollars, 
have  given  place  to  some  other  quack  nostrum  for  the  regenera- 
tion of  man." — National  Bulletin.

Passing  of  a  Historic  Vineyard 


A  NXIETY  has  been  aroused  among  European  epicures  by 
■**  the  news  that  phylloxera  has  attacked  the  famous  vineyard 
of  Schloss  Johannisberg  and  pessimists  express  their  fears  that, 
the  most  costly  of  German  wines  may  be  lost  to  mankind. 

It  is  true  that  so  far  much  more  than  2  per  cent  of  the  Johan- 
nisberg vines  have  suffered  but  it  is  pointed  out  that  when 
phylloxera  has  once  had  hold  of  a  vineyard  the  destructive  ac- 
tivity of  the  pest  is  very  frequently  as  complete  as  it  is  swift.  If 
things  should  come  to  the  worst  the  Austrian  princely  house  of 
Metternich  will  suffer  a  considerable  diminution  in  its  revenues, 
for  Schloss  Johannisberg  has  brought  into  its  coffers  many  thou- 
sands a  year  since  an  Emperor  of  Austria  rewarded  Avith  this  im- 
perial gift  the  services  of  that  arch  diplomatist  Metternich  at  the 
Congress  of  Vienna. 

The  Austrian  Emperor  obtained  it  cheaply  by  the  simple 
process  of  depriving  Kellermann  of  it.  That  French  General 
possessed  it  seven  years.  Napoleon,  who  had  dispossessed  the 
Prince  of  Orange  Nassau,  presented  it  to  Kellermann  in  1808. 
The  Prince  of  Orange  Nassau  had  turned  out  the  Abbot  of 
Fulda. 

The  original  proprietors  of  this  pearl  among  German  vine- 
yards were  the  monks,  Avho  from  before  the  date  of  the  Norman 
Conquest  down  to  the  Reformation  produced  at  Johannisberg 
a  wine  even  centuries  ago  of  name  and  fame.  There  was  a  mon- 
astery on  the  hill.  What  the  Reformation  left  of  it  was  wiped' 
out  by  the  Swedes  in  the  Thirty  Years  War,  and  a  castle  took  its 
place.  Hence  we  have  the  phrases  Schloss  Johannisberg  or 
Chateau  Johannisberg.  In  the  vast  cellars  in  the  mountain 
are  priceless  stores  of  this  most  sought  after  of  all  Rhine  wines. 


The  Independent  points  out  that  "Peoria  is  one  of  the  largest 
interior  cities  of  Illinois,  with  a  population  of  about  75,000. 
It  enjoj'S  Illinois  river  transportation  during  most  years  and 
like  Stockton  is  a  railroad  center,  but  not  dependent  on  rail- 
roads for  commercial  intercourse  with  the  world.

Who  Inspired  This  Speech? 


BEFORE  the  convention  of  the  United  States  Brewmasters' 
Association  yesterday  Harry  Rickel  of  this  city  delivered 
an  address  on  "In  Advance  of  True  Temperance,"  in  which  he 
took  the  position  that  the  time  had  come  when  the  manufac- 
turers of  beer  must  free  themselves  from  the  unjust  accusation 
of  belonging  to  the  liquor  interests.  He  argued  that  beer  is 
not  a  liquor,  and  that  prohibition  only  injures  the  cause  of  true 
temperance. 

His  talk  indicates  that  the  brewers  intend  to  start  a  cam- 
paign of  education  as  to  the  merits  of  beer  as  a  beverage,  and 
that  they  will  in  the  future  refuse  to  be  allied  with  the  whisky 
interests  of  the  country.    In  part  Mr.  Rickel  said : 

"Beer  is  not  liquor,  and  we  are  not  the  liquor  interests.  The 
classification  has  been  mistakenly  foisted  upon  us,  and  unfortu- 
nately countenanced  by  us  to  our  detriment.  As  we  do  not  be- 
long there,  we  must  protest  against  being  put  in  the  same  class 
with  the  liquor  interests.  Our  concern  is  in  a  totally  different 
matter,  the  welfare  of  an  industry  that  produces  a  naturally 
fermented,  nutritious  beverage  of  only  314  per  cent  alcohol. 

"This  word  liquor,  after  examination,  will  be  found  to  cover 
and  define  a  product  artificially  distilled,  generally  called  spir- 
ituous liquors,  such  as  rum,  gin,  whisky,  brandy,  and  other 
highly  ardent  spirits,  containing  in  the  neighborhood  of  50  per 
cent  alcohol. 

"On  the  other  baud,  the  word  liquor  during  the  progress  of 
recent  agitation  has  been  made  to  cover  more  or  less  harmless 
naturally  fermented  beverages,  such  as  light  wines,  of  about  10 
per  cent,  alcohol,  also  porter,  ale,  and  particularly  beer,  con- 
taining among  healthful  constituents,  only  3I/2  per  cent  alco- 
hol, this  being  50  per  cent  less  of  alcohol  than  cider.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  true  temperance,  let  us  put  the  consumer  in  particular, 
and  the  public  in  general,  in  possession  of  such  facts  that  they 
are  able  first  to  distinguish  between  the  strong,  artificially  dis- 
tilled, ardent  spirits  containing  50  per  cent  of  alcohol  and  the 
naturally  fermented  beverages,  such  as  light  wines  of  about  10 
per  cent  of  alcohol. 

"After  we  have  made  clear  this  distinction  we  should  go  one 
step  further  and  point  out  that  the  course  of  true  temperance  is 
seriously  injured  by  prohibition  and  anti-saloon  activities. 

"The  object  of  direct  attack  was  always  the  most  prominent 
factor  in  the  foreground,  the  saloon.  We  will  admit  that  the 
brewer,  through  the  exigencies  of  unregulated  competition,  was 
at  fault  and  blameable  for  establishing  too  many  saloons.  But 
after  they  were  established,  it  was  the  whisky  that  debauched 
them  and  made  some  of  them  the  deplorable  objects  they  proved 
to  be  in  some  instances. 

But  when  we  ask  the  public  to  distinguish  and  to  read  us  out 
of  the  liquor  party,  we,  in  turn,  have  our  duty  to  perform,  and 
that  is,  to  read  ourselves  into  the  temperance  class." — Detroit 
Free  Press. 


Evidently  Dayton,  Oregon,  "dry"  or  "wet,"  objects  to  being 
made  either  by  female  suffrage,  and  there  is  great  dissatisfac- 
tion growing  out  of  the  action  of  the  election  board  in  allowing 
the  women  of  Dayton  to  enter  the  voting  booths  and  cast  their 
ballots  like  the  men.  It  is  probable  that  the  recent  election  may 
be  declared  void  on  this  ground,  as  Supreme  Court  decisions  and 
the  State  Constitution  rule  that  the  Legislature  had  no  power 
to  add  to  or  take  from  the  constitution,  and  therefore  had  no 
right  to  confer  upon  the  women  of  Dayton  the  special  privilege 
of  voting  at  municipal  elections.

■*■  ^  American  Society  of  Equity,  asking  Secretary  Wilson  of 
the  Agricultural  Department  at  Washington  as  head  of  the 
United  States  Board  of  Pure  Food  and  Drug  inspection,  to  give 
an  official  definition  of  what  is  "Beer?"  They  set  forth  that  an 
actually  harmful  product  made  of  cheap  grits  and  deleterious 
ingredients  is  sold  under  the  name  and  label  of  the  pure  barley, 
malt  and  hops."  Further  that  "such  practice  not  only  reduces 
the  market  for  our  barley  and  permits  the  use  of  a  cheaper 
and  inferior  quality  of  grain,  but  it  is  a  fraud  upon  those  who 
consume  the  product — in  numerous  instances  by  order  of  and 
under  the  direction  of  a  physician  as  a  tonic  and  to  build  up 
wasting  vitality,  which  the  adulterated  product  cannot  do." 

For  the  above  reasons  it  is  desired  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  as  to  what  beer  really  is,,  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  sale  of  imitation  liquors  prevented.

Provisions  of  Regulations  29,  governing  the  exportation  of  dis- 
tilled .spirits,  extended  to  withdrawal  of  brandy  for  use  in 
fortifying  wines  for  export,  and  to  the  exportation  of  such 
fortified  wines.

SiK :    The  following  instructions,  respecting  the  fortification 
of  wine  for  export,  under  the  provi.sions  of  section  46,  act  of 
October  1,  1890,  are  furnished  for  your  information  and  guid- 
,ance: 

(1)  Brandy  intended  for  the  fortification  of  such  Avines  must 
be  withdrawn  from  a  special  bonded  warehouse;  and  the  pro- 
visions of  Regulations  No.  29,  relating  to  the  withdrawal  of 
spirits  from  bonded  warehouses  for  export,  so  far  as  applicable, 
are  hereby  extended  to  brandy  withdrawn  for  the  fortification  of 
wine  for  export. 

A  modified  form  of  application  (206)  and  tran.sportation 
bond  (548)  will  be  used  in  such  cases,  and  each  package  will 
have  marked  thereon  the  words,  "For  Fortifying  Wines  for 
Export."  A  like  description  will  be  entered  in  the  export 
stamps  to  be  affixed  to  the  packages. 

(2)  The  wines  to  be  exported  must  be  fortified  alongside  of 
the  vessel  (or  car,  if  exportation  is  by  rail)  under  the  imme- 
diate supervision  of  an  internal-revenue  officer;  and  the  brandy 
used  for  this  purpose  must  in  no  instance  exceed  that  necessary 
to  fortify  the  wines  according  to  the  demands  of  the  foreign 
market. 

(3)  The  officer  assigned  to  this  work  will  make  a  report  of 
the  fortification  on  a  modified  form  275,  and  he  will  mark  upon 
each  cask  containing  such  fortified  wines  a  serial  number,  the 
name  of  the  exporter,  the  district,  etc.,  which  brand  marks  may 
be  abridged  as  follows : 

No.  125,

1  Cal. 

W.  G.  49.80—15%  ale. 

Ex.  Nov.  20-10. 

(4)  The  wines  when  fortified  and  properly  marked  for  iden- 
tification must  be  duly  entered  for  export,  inspected,  laden,  and 


cleared;  and  so  much  of  Regulations  No.  29  as  relate  to  the 
exportation  of  distilled  spirits  are  hereby  extended  to  the  expor- 
tation of  such  fortified  wines. 

The  export  bond  in  such  case,  however,  will  be  filed  with  the 
collector  of  internal  revenue,  and  will  be  executed  in  duplicate 
on  Form  547,  one  copy  of  which,  with  the  otlier  papers  in  tlie 
case,  will  be  forwarded  by  the  collector  to  this  office. 

Where  such  wines  are  to  be  exported  by  rail,  the  same  must 
in  every  such  case  be  shipped  over  bonded  routes  and  in  sealed 
cars. 

(5)  Brandy  withdrawn  for  the  fortification  of  wines  will  be 
so  reported  by  the  storekeeper  on  Forms  A86^/{>  and  A87,  and 
by  the  collector  on  lines  17  and  33  of  Form  A94. 

Proof  of  landing  in  a  foreign  country,  prescribed  in  article  123 
of  Regulations  No.  29,  will  be  required  as  to  such  fortified  wines. 
Such  proof  when  received  will  be  forwarded  by  the  collector 
with  his  bonded  account  A94,  and  credit  will  be  entered  on 
line  21  of  that  account  for  the  brandy  withdrawn  and  so  ac- 
counted for. 

(6)  Where  any  portion  of  the  brandy  witlulraAvn  is  not  used 
in  fortifying  such  wines,  or  where  any  portion  of  the  wine  for- 
tified is  not  duly  accountetl  for  as  exported,  the  tax  on  the 
brandy  in  such  cases  will  be  at  once  collected,  and  such  tax,  if 
not  paid  by  stamp,  Avill  be  reported  by  the  collector  on  Form  58 
of  his  assessment  list.

Consumption  of  Vodka  in  Russia. 


THE  FOLLOWING  statistics  covering  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  vodka  in  Russia  in  1908  were  furnished  by  Consul 
James  W.  Ragsdale  from  St.  Petersburg : 

There  were  in  Russia  in  1908,  2,676  vodka  breweries,  1  fiscal 
spirit  distillery  and  43  sections  of  the  same,  511  private  dis- 
tilleries, 26  reserve  stores  and  27,402  shops  for  the  sale  of 
vodka.  The  total  amount  of  vodka  sold  during  the  year 
amounted  to  232,813,382  gallons,  a  consumption  of  1.66  gallons 
per  capita.  The  total  sales  were  2,356,232  gallons  less  than  in 
1907.  The  revenue  and  expenditures  were  as  follows :  Revenue, 
$365,015,424;  expenditures,  11102,726,605;  net  revenue,  |262,- 
288,819.  The  revenue  and  expenditures  of  denaturalized  vodka 
were  as  follows :  Revenue,  $1,275,139 ;  expenditures,  |]  ,106,228 ; 
net  revenue,  $168,911.

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EXPORTS  AND  IMPORTS  DURING  1910 

[BY  SEA] — ■■ 


THE  figures  showing  the  export  and  import  movements  of  wines,  liquors,  beers,  etc.,  at  the  port  of  San  Francisco  during  the  cal- 
endar year,  1910,  will  be  of  particular  interest. 

A  great  increase  will  be  found  in  the  exports  of  bulk  wines  and  in  the  value  of  wine  exportations.  The  figures  are  9,866,539  gal- 
|lons,  valued  at  $3,162,600. 

Case  goods  shipments  of  wine  by  sea  were  considerably  less  than  during  the  preceding  year.  Comparative  figures  of  1909  show 
7,440,294  gallons,  valued  at  $2,386,111,  showing  nearly  a  million  dollars'  increase  in  value  of  exports,  and  a  million  and  a  half  over 
those  of  1908. 

Brandy  exports  by  sea  do  not  make  as  good  an  exhibit  as  those  of  1909,  but  are  double  those  of  1908  in  value.  The  figures  for 
1910  were  567  cases,  $24^004  gallons,  valued  at  $31,746.  The  exports  for  the  preceding  year  totaled  938  cases,  36,144  gallons,  valued 
at  $33,806.     The  export  value  for  1908  was  only  one-third  of  that  of  1909. 

The  increase  in  prosperity  of  the  whisky  trade  for  San  Francisco  will  not  be  found  in  the  figures  of  export  by  sea  during  the  past 
year.  The  tables  show  that  there  was  a  slight  falling  off  as  compared  with  the  business  of  1909.  The  totals  were  10,940  cases, 
52,842  gallons,  valued  at  $194,914.     In  the  previous  year  the  totals  were  11,317  cases  and  58,262  gallons,  valued  at  $211,263. 

Beer  exports  by  sea  show  a  slight  falling  off  from  the  figures  of  1909  and  a  marked  decrease  from  those  of  1908.  The  totals 
for   1910  were   4324   packages   bottled  and    1055   bulk,  valued   at  $45,846.    The  export  value  of  1909  was  $59,303  and  in  1908  $69,583. 

The  foregoing  remarks  will  aptly  apply  to  the  figures  of  exports  of  miscellaneous  wines  and  liquors. 

Among  the  various  imports  by  sea  Champagne  shows  a  slight  decrease  as  compared  with  last  year ;  Absinthe  had  an  immense 
falling  off ;  Beer  holds  up  well,  as  does  Bitters.  There  is  a  decrease  in  Gin,  Liqueurs  and  Wine  and  a  very  heavy  one  in  Brandy. 
There  is  a  gain  in  Mineral  Water  in  cases  and  Whisky  in  cases,  but  a  heavy  falling  off  in  Whisky  in  barrel.  Vermouth  as  usual 
shows  a  healthy  increase  every  year.

Wants  Wine  Company  Declared  Insolvent

A  PETITION  ha.s  been  filed  with  the  Ignited  States  District 
Court  asking  that  the  Anglo-California  Wine  Company 
be  declared  an  insolvent  debtor.  Giavanni  K.  Rafetto,  the  appli- 
cant, alleges  that  the  corporation  owes  liim  .fSOOO  in  money  ad- 
vanced over  and  above  the  securities  lield  by  him.  He  claims 
that  on  September  16  last  the  company  committed  an  act  of 
insolvency  by  mortgaging  all  of  its  r(^al  and  personal  property 
to  the  Illinois-Pacific  Glass  AVorks,  W.  D.  Sink  &  Sons,  L.  G. 
Morelli,  the  California  Rarrel  Company  and  Louis  Lands- 
berger,  to  secure  a  debt  of  .'};51,965,  with  the  intent  to  prefer 
them  over  other  creditors. 

The  foregoing  news  is  fro  surprise  to  the  trade.    The  methods 
of  the  concern  in  securing  credits  could  only  result  in  one  way.

EDITOR  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review — Dear  Sir:  The 
past  year  has  certainly  seen  a  marked  clianjje  for  the  better 
in  the  wine  business  of  California.  The  failure  of  the  vintage 
abroad  has  resulted  in  orders  being  received  from  Switzerland, 
Belgium,  France,  Germany  and  other  of  the  large  wine  pro- 
ducing countries  of  Europe,  and  inasmuch  as  the  .sales  were  the 
result  of  the  submission  of  samples,  we  feel  sure  that  the  foreign 
wine  dealers  are  at  last  willing  to  admit  that  the  quality  and 
purity  of  California  wines  are  now  the  equal  of  those  produced 
anywhere  in  the  world. 

Recently,  we  have  shipped  wine  even  to  France,  and  we  are 
sure  that  they  never  would  have  purchased  our  wines  unless 
they  realized  their  true  value. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  we  will  be  able  during  the  coming  year 
to  do  considerable  business  in  Europe,  but  what  I  am  depending 
upon  more  than  anything,  is  that  our  own  market  will  be  better 
and  our  wines  become  better  known  from  the  fact  that  they  ar(? 
now  purchased  in  Europe. 

I  think  that  the  fact  that  we  have  filled  orders  from  the  lead- 
ing wine  countries  of  Europe  will  change  the  public  sentiment 
and  that  from  now  on  our  Eastern  branches  will  have  little 
difficulty  in  convincing  American  people  that  there  is  no  reason 
why  they  should  buy  the  foreign  article,  if  they  desire  a  superior 
wine. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  also  noticed  a  healthy  increase 
in  the  sale  of  ca.sed  goods,  not  only  at  home  and  in  the  North- 
west, but  also  throughout  the  Middle  West  and  in  the  Atlantic 
States.  This  is  the  result  of  extensive  advertising  on  our  part, 
the  good  effects  of  the  protective  tariff,  and  the  gradual  change 
of  sentiment  which  is  certainly  being  felt  in  favor  of  native 
wine.s,  since  the  public  have  had  a  chance  to  taste  our  best 
California  wines  under  California  labels.  In  the  old  days,  our 
best  California  wines  were  sent  to  New  York  and  there  bottled 
in  the  "dark  cellars"  of  the  metropolis  and  given  the  label  of 
some  famous  foreign  brand.  Only  our  poorer  California  wines 
were  offered  under  their  true  label  and  naturally  they  did  not 
make  a  very  favorable  impression  on  our  Eastern  brethren. 

But  the  Pure  Food  Law  has  changed  all  this  and  today  the 
American  people  are  able  to  taste  our  very  best  wines  under 
their  true  label,  with  the  result  that  Americans  are  recognizing 
their  merits  and  using  them  more  freely  every  day.  I  refer  not 
only  to  our  still  wines  but  to  effervescent  wines  as  well. 

And  in"  this  connection,  I  want  to  say  that  at  a  well-knoAvn 
cafe,  the  other  day,  I  invited  about  fifteen  guests  to  sample  our 
new  sparkling  wines  made  under  the  supervision  of  M.  Charles 
Jadeau,  who  for  twenty-five  years  has  been  connected  with  one 
"of  the  largest  champagne  plants  in  France.  For  over  a  year  he 
has  been  preparing  250,000  bottles  of  white  and  red  sparkling 
wines,  and  I  was  anxious  to  have  my  friends  give  me  their  honest 
opinion  of  what  he  had  accomplished.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the 
wines  proved  a  big  surprise  and  my  guests  did  not  hesitate  to 
predict  a  splendid  success  for  our  new  Asti  Special,  Sec,  (white) 
and  Asti  Rouge  (red),  as  the  wines  are  to  be  known  when  they 
will  be  placed  on  the  market  in  a  few  months. 

Mr.  Jadeau,  who  was  present,  was  highly  complimented,  and 
in  discu.ssing  his  work  said : 

"I  must  confess  that  I  left  France  with  much  misgivings  and 
apprehension  when  I  contracted  to  come  to  California.  But 
after  having  sampled  the  different  vintages  at  Asti  for  months, 
studying  the  distinctive  characteristics  of  each  wine,  and  maldng 
everj-  possible  test,  my  fears  were  promptly  dispelled. 

"^In  the  immense  vineyard  of  the  Asti  Colony,  I  have  found 


all  the  choicest  vines  of  Champagne,  La  Touraine  and  Anjou. 
There  is  the  Meunier,  which  supj)lies  the  white  juice  in  Cham- 
pagne; the  black  pinot,  which  produces  our  fine  red  Bourgognes; 
also  two  or  three  other  vines  whose  wines  struck  me  as  being 
especially  suited  for  the  'Cuvee.' 

"I  am  glad  to  say  that  if  I  came  here  without  enthusiasm  and 
a  little  uneasy,  it  was  because  I  liad  been  misinformed  of  the 
true  conditions.  I  am  satisfied  now  that  the  sparkling  wines  I 
have  produced  at  Asti  will  be  able  to  hold  their  OAvn  with  any  of 
the  imported  brands  sold  here  in  America." 

My  guests  found  that  the  two  samples  of  champagne  which 
were  offered,  one  diy  and  the  other  a  trifle  sweeter,  had  as  flue 
a  bouquet,  fragrance  and  velvety  taste  as  any  effervescent  wines 
produced  in  France ;  while  the  .sparkling  Burgundy,  called  Asti 
Rouge,  is  soft,  fruity,  mellow,  with  a  rich  ruby  color  that  is 
beautiful. 

"You  have  the  wine,"  remarked  one  enthusia.st,  "the  only 
thing  you  will  have  to  overcome  is  the  prejudice  of  the  American 
people,  who  have  been  educated  to  believe  that  a  sparkling  wine 
must  have  a  foreign  label  to  be  really  good." 

This  is  true,  but  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  believes  that  the 
American  people  are  beginning  to  realize  the  truth  about  our 
home  product  and  that  from  now  on  the  importers  will  flnd  that 
they  cannot  longer  hoodwink  the  people  with  their  absurd 
claims.

Percy  T.  Morgan  to  Retire  from  Wine  Association 

THE  wine  men  not  only  of  California,  but  of  the  TTnited 
States,  will  read  with  sj^ecial  interest  the  announcement 
that  Percy  T.  Morgan,  the  well  known  San  Francisco  capitalist 
and  the  "live  wire"  of  the  California  Wine  Association,  will 
retire  from  his  official  ])osition  on  the  2.3d  of  February,  at  wliicli 
time  the  annual  meeting  will  be  held  and  his  resignation  ac 
cepted. 

Mr.  Morgan's  retirement  is  due  entirely  to  failing  heallli 
which  demands  that  he  shall  suspend  all  business  activity,  and 
take  an  indefinite  rest. 

It  is  Mr.  Morgan's  intention  to  depart  Avith  his  family  for 
Europe  where  he  Avill  place  two  of  his  children  in  school.  ITc 
will  take  a  year's  rest  and  then  return  to  San  Franci.sco  to  re- 
sume his  residence. 

As  to  Avho  Avill  succeed  Mr.  Morgan  is  an  undetermined  ques- 
tion insofar  as  the  outsiders  are  concerned,  ilanager  Han.son 
of  the  Wine  Association,  when  asked  as  to  Mr.  ^lorgan's  pioh- 
able  successor  .stated  that  there  Avas  no  information  on  that  line 
for  publication,  and  that  news  would  not  be  forthcoming  until 
after  holding  the  annual  meeting.  There  are  a  number  of  names 
mentionetl  as  probable  successors,  but  we  do  not  deem  it  advisa-  , 
ble  to  mention  them  in  this  connection.  9 

Percy  T.  Morgan  has  been  Avith  the  r'alifornia  Wine  Associi' 
tion  .since  its  organization.  He  Avas  first  secretary,  then  treas- 
urer and  finally  president.  Formerly  he  occui)ie(l  a  high  de- 
partmental position  in  the  Pacific  Tele])lione  &  Telegi'aph  Com- 
pany. He  is  a  man  of  great  energy'  and  always  too  ready  to 
take  on  extra  labors  in  the  interest  of  the  welfare  of  his  insti- 
tution. The  trials  and  hardships  and  extraordinary  efforts 
following  the  earthquake  and  fire  broke  his  health  and  he  has 
finally  found  it  necessary  to  get  away  from  all  business  cares. 
His  many  close  personal  friends  Avill  Avish  him  an  early 
return  and  thorough  recovery,  as  does  the  Review.

The  Status  of  Imported  Wines  Fred  Staude  Gives  A  Good  Talk 


WB.  CHAPIMAN,  of  the  old  establi.shcd  firm  of  rha])iiian  & 
•  Wilberforce,  importers  of  Dawson's  Scotch  Whisk}' 
and  high  class  European  Avines,  gave  some  important  facts  iii 
regard  to  the  European  wine  trade  in  the  present  condition 
caused  by  the  almost  total  failure  of  the  vintage  of  1910. 

ilr.  Chapman  was  pleased  to  give  the  Review  his  views  in 
regard  to  the  situation  during  the  past  year,  but  said  that  he 
found  it  by  no  means  an  ea.sy  matter  to  say  anytliing  of  gen- 
eral interest.  This  statement  he  followed  up  by  the  following 
reinarks : 

"As  far  as  our  personal  experience  is  concerned  Ave  can  sim- 
"-:^^  we  have  no  reason  to  grumble,  but  we  cannot  cer- 
tainly speak  enthusiastically  of  the  past  year. 

"The  ncAv  tariff  has  not  much  aflfectefl  us,  although  it  may 
perhaps  have  somewhat  diminished  our  sales.  W'e  find  that 
there  is  a  large  class  here  who  insist  on  having  the  best  of  every- 
thing, and  if  necessary  many  are  Avilling  to  pay  Avell  for  it. 

"The  talk  of  good  crops  throughout  the  country,  the  easier 
financial  situation  and  the  increase  of  population  as  shoAvn  by 
the  last  census,  in  our  opinion,  cannot  but  help  to  bring  about 
better  business.  The  thing  which  has  most  troubled  us  is  the 
disastrous  crops  in  Europe,  particularly  in  France  and  Ger- 
many. 

"As  far  as  Ave  can  learn  this  failure  of  the  1910  vintage  Avill 
more  particularly  affect  the  cheaper  and  commoner  class  of 
Avines,  as  there  are  fortunately  very  large  stocks  of  old  vintages 
still  left  to  draw  upon.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  comparative 
dullness  of  the  last  few  months  has  prevented  prices  advanc- 
ing as  they  might  otherwise  have  done,  except  in  the  case  of 
cheap  grades,  which  Avere  largely  exhausted,  and  Avhich  Avill 
be  found  very  difficult  to  supply.  The  pure  food  laAv  has  pre- 
vented the  shipment  to  this  country  of  any  Avines  Avhich  Avere 
not  authentic — that  is  to  say  produced  at  the  place  called  for 
by  the  label. 

"About  champagnes  we  would  say  that  it  must  be  remembered 
that  while  there  Avill  be  a  great  scarcity  of  cheaper  grades  of 
champagnes,  there  is  nearly  five  years'  supply  of  old  vintages 
still  left  for  export.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Rhine  wines.  With 
regard  to  clarets,  the  demand  for  this  class  of  Avine  has  greatly 
decreased  during  the  last  feAv  years,  our  native  California  wine 
having  seriously  competed  Avith  them.  On  this  head  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  while  there  is  not  so  much  of  good  old  Bordeaux 
Avines  in  France  itself,  there  is  a  large  quantity  still  to  be  had 
at  second  hand  from  London  and  other  sources. 

"With  regard  to  the  future  Ave  are  very  optimistic.  Our  best 
clubs  have  now  reopened  and  San  Francisco  feels  itself  more 
at  home,  and  ready  to  extend  her  well  known  Californian  hos- 
pitality. NoAV  that  the  fear  of  a  dry  season  has  been  removed, 
and  plenteous  crops  reasonably  assured,  business  must  certainly 
improve.  To  the  above  reasons  may  be  added  the  largely  in- 
creased influx  of  moneyed  people,  attracted  by  the  enlarged 
opportunity  for  movement  soon  to  be  created  by  the  early  open- 
ing of  the  Panama  Canal  Avhich— fair  or  no  fair,  although  Ave 
certainly  hope  the  former— cannot  help  being  an  immense  bene- 
fit to  the  entire  Pacific  Coast." 


During  the  present  month  judgment  Avas  rendered  by  the 
Superior  Court  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  suit  of  L.  M. 
Hoefler  against  the  Moulton  Hill  Vineyard  Company,  in  an 
action  brought  to  recover  on  two  promissory  notes,  one  for 
110,187  and  the  other  for  |10,]95.  The  liti'gatiim  grew  out 
of  financial  difficulties  in  Avhicli  the  Moulton  Hill  Company 
became  involved. 


ON  behalf  of  Wichman,  Lutgen  &  Company  I  desire  to  in- 
form you  that  our  corporation  has  found  1910  an  improve- 
ment upon  1909  as  far  as  business  is  concerned.  This  I  attrib- 
ute to  the  notable  increase  of  population  in  San  Francisco  and 
also  to  tlie  growing  demand  for  a  better  class  of  goods  brought 
about  by  the  passage  of  the  Pure  Food  Law.  At  the  close  of 
the  past  year,  as  far  as  Ave  can  penetrate  the  future,  every  firm 
of  standing  in  the  wholesale  liquor  trade  should  materially  in- 
crease their  business  in  1911.

Of  course  the  one  depends 
upon  the  action  of  Congress,  Avhile  the  other  is  the  unmistakable 
decision  of  the  people  of  California,  Ave  might  say  of  the  entire 
Western  States,  as  shown  by  the  literal  bombardment  of  Pres- 
ident Taft  with  telegrams.  While  Ave  hope  Congress  Avill  decide 
in  our  favor,  Ave  feel  satisfied  that  a  Pacific  Coast  Exposition,  if 
it  must  be  confined  to  that,  will  do  wonders  in  bringing  about 
good  times  and  an  active  market. 

We  are  in  a  position  to  state  that  our  belief  in  the  future  is 
so  strong  because  we  know  the  capitalists  of  the  Avorld,  Avho  are 
looking  to  the  Pacific  Coast  as  a  ncAV  field  for  investments,  are 
prepared  to  advance  millions  to  cultivate  its  possibilities,  and 
also  strengthen  and  develop  Oriental  trade  upon  the  broad 
Pacific.  Under  such  circumstances  there  should  indeed  be  a 
bright  future  for  the  wholesale  liquor  business  Avest  of  the 
Rockies. 

Take  for  example  those  aggressive  firms  Avhich  have  borne 
fully  the  brunt  of  hard  times  in  the  past,  and  have  re-established 
themselves  since  the  fire  Avith  larger  capital  and  increased 
facilities.  These  firms  deserve,  and  in  our  opinion  will  most 
certainly  receive,  the  benefits  derived  from  the  vast  influx  of 
people  who  will  be  drawn  from  all  quarters  of  the  globe  by  the 
completion  of  the  Panama  Canal.  We  are  heartily  in  favor  of 
properly  celebrating  the  opening  of  this  great  Avaterway,  by  a 
magnificent  fair,  by  which  Ave  can  show  our  Avelcome  to  the 
advent  of  this  stream  of  settlers,  whose  arriA^al  means  Avealth 
and  prosperity  for  the  entire  Pacific  Coast.

WE  have  received  the  folloAving  interesting  coninmnication 
in  relation  to  grape  syrup  from  Mr.  W.  J.  Wayte,  an 
English  engineer,  and  an  expert  in  sugar-producing  machinery. 
He  says: 

"In  my  work  on  grape  syrup  I  find  a  great  difference  in  the 
methods  of  handling  necessary  hetween  this  and  sugar  syrups 
from  other  sources.  The  sugars  contained  in  the  grape  are  the 
most  delicate  of  any  in  existence  and  deteriorate  more  quickly 
than  any  other  sugars  I  have  ever  handled.  They  are  perfectly 
amenable,  however,  to  proper  methods  and  when  I  had  once 
found  out  the  conditions  necessary  to  work  under,  I  had  abso- 
lutely no  difficulties  whatever,  and  obtained  a  product  that  for 
delicacy  of  flavor  cannot  be  equaled  by  sugar  from  any  other 
source.  I  have  tried  every  type  of  evaporation  that  is  in  the 
market  and  was  totally  unable  to  produce  a  proper  product 
until  I  got  the  apparatus  now  being  built  by  the  Oscar  Krez 
Copper  and  Brass  Works,  which  certainly  does  not  only  proper, 
but  very  effective  work. 

"When  recently  in  New  York  I  was  introduced  to  Dr.  Wiley, 
a  member  of  the  Pure  Food  Inspection  Board,  and  rated  as  one 
of  the  best  chemists  in  the  United  States  by  Congressman  Need- 
ham.  After  showing  him  samples  of  my  grape  syrup,  I  asked 
him  his  opinion  as  to  the  use  of  them  for  sweetening  the  sweet 
wines  of  Ohio  instead  of  using  sugar.  He  replied  that  he  would 
think  we  Californians  would  prefer  to  hold  up  his  hands  in  his 
struggle  to  prevent  Ohio  and  other  sections,  where  the  grapes 
were  not  sufficiently  sweet  for  sweet  wines,  from  making  them 
and  allow  us  to  make  all  the  sweet  Avines  in  California  where  we 
had  the  proper  grapes  to  do  so.  I  agreed  with  him,  but  pointed 
out  the  almost  impossible  task  of  preventing  such  manufacture 
and  submitted  that  under  these  circumstances  we  would  like  to 
supply  the  syrup,  and  so  create  a  market  for  our  grapes  that  we 
could  not  get  otherwise.  After  considerable  discussion  of  the 
subject.  Dr.  Wiley,  while  taking  the  position  that  it  was  entirely 
a  question  for  the  legal  department  to  settle,  expressed  himself 
emphatically  in  favor  of  the  use  of  grape  syrup  in  place  of  the 
sugar  now  used  for  sweetening  purposes. 

"He  expressed  himself  as  very  much  pleased  both  with  the 
flavor,  color  and  general  appearance  of  the  syrup,  and  also  Avith 
the  fact  that  it  was  absolutely  pure  and  Avas  not  admixed  Avith 
any  other  material  whatever.  He  said  he  kncAV  of  no  other  syrup 
Avhatever  that  Avas  in  this  condition,  every  other  in  the  market 
being  the  result  of  compounding,  and  asked  that  samples  be 
sent  him  for  analysis  and  report,  Avhich  is  noAV  being  done." 

In  the  above  communication  Ave  think  it  is  clearly  shown,  as 
far  as  that  can  be  done  before  the  analysis  now  being  made  by 
the  Pure  Food  chemists  is  completed,  that  the  syrup  in  question 
has  many  uses:  First — that  it  Avill  take  the  place  of  sugar  in 
the  SAveetening  of  sweet  Avines  wherever  necessary ;  second — that 
from  its  purity  and  delicious  flavor,  it  is  bound  to  be  largely 
used  for  domestic  purjjoses.  We  also  learn  that  it  is  uoav  being 
prescribed  by  physicans  in  cases  of  diabetes. 

While  in  Ncav  York  Mr.  Wayte  found  out  that  Avhile  a  new 
substance  in  the  United  States,  grape  syrup,  or  raisin  sugar  as 
it  is  there  known,  is  very  old  in  Europe.  In  Professor  Surface's 
book,  "The  Story  of  Sugar,"  that  Avell-known  Yale  professor  has 
this  to  say  on  the  subject :  "Sugar  is  manufactured  from  raisins 
in  practically  all  the  countries  of  Southern  Europe  and  Western 
Asia.  There  are  two  forms  of  raisin  sugar  imj)orted  into  NeAv 
York,  the  one  from  Syria,  Asia  Minor  and  Turkey,  and  the  other 


from  Spain.  That  from  the  Levantine  countries  is  said  to  be 
consumed  by  250,000  Arabic-speaking  people  in  the  cities  of  the 
AtlaTitic  seaboard,  avIio  prize  this  syrupy  sugar  very  highly  as 
a  coffee  SAveeteiier.  The  Turks  add  to  tlie  delicacy  of  the  SAveet 
by  the  use  of  a  fcAV  drops  of  roscAvater.  The  crystallized  raisin 
sugar  is  made  in  Spain,  Avhere  it  constitutes  one  of  the  common 
domestic  products  of  the  small  farm.  Small  quantities  are  im- 
ported into  the  United  States  by  immigrants  from  the  Iberian 
Peninsula." 

The  above  extract  set  him  thinking  that  perhaps  the  syrup 
referred  to  could  be  found  in  the  Armenian  quarter  of  Ciothani. 
For  some  time  his  search  AA^as  fruitless,  but  eventually  he  found 
that  it  Avas  in  use  under  the  name  of  "concentrated  grape  juice,'" 
Avhich  had  been  adoptcnl  to  lessen  the  amount  of  ini])ort  duty. 
ilr.  Wayte  obtained  some,  and  brought  a  can  back  from  New 
York  Avitli  him.  It  is  practically  the  same  as  the  syrup  made 
by  him,  the  latter  being  better,  because  of  the  more  perfect 
mechanical  devices  used  in  nmnufacturing  it. 

It  Avill  therefore  be  plain,  as  before  statetl  by  the  Revieav,  that 
the  manufacture  of  this  syrup  must  necessarily  open  up  a  large 
market  for  Californian  grapes,  containing,  as  they  usually  do, 
between  20  and  25  per  cent  of  sugar. 


Adulteration  and  Misbranding  of  Brandies 


NOTICE   OB'   JUDGMENT   NO.    683,    FOOD   AND   DRUGS   ACT. 

ON  or  about  April  16,  1909,  Julius  Heymanson,  doing  busi- 
ness under  the  name  of  the  Consolidated  Importing  Com- 
pany, Chicago,  111.,  shipped  from  the  State  of  Illinois  to  the 
State  of  Missouri  a  quantity  of  alleged  brandy  labeled  "Jas. 
Ilennessy  &  Co.  Cognac.  Registered  in  United  States  Patent 
Office.  France.  Guaranteed  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
June  30,  1906.  Serial  Number  3241."  Samples  of  this  ship 
ment  Avere  procured  and  analyzed  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry, 
United  States  Department  of  Agi'iculture,  and  as  it  appeared 
from  the  findings  of  the  analyst  and  report  made  that  the  pro 
duct  Avas  adulterated  and  misbranded  Avithin  the  meaning  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1906,  the  Secretary  of  Ag- 
riculture reported  the  facts  to  the  Attorney-General  Avith  a 
statement  of  the  evidence  upon  Avhich  to  base  a  prosecution. 

On  September  16,  1910,  a  criminal  information  Avas  filed  in 
the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Northern  Dis- 
trict of  Illinois  against  the  said  Julius  Heymanson,  charging 
the  above'  shipment  and  alleging  that  the  product  so  shipped 
Avas  adulterated,  in  that  a  substance,  to  Avit,  an  imitation  brandy 
had  been  mixed  and  packed  Avith  said  article  of  food  so  as  to 
reduce,  loAver,  and  injuriously  affect  its  quality  and  strength; 
in  that  an  imitation  brandy  had  been  substituted  Avholly  or  in 
part  for  the  product ;  and  in  that  said  article  of  food  had  been 
colored  Avith  caramel  in  a  manner  Avhereby  its  inferiority  Avas 
concealed;  and  alleging  the  product  to  be  misbranded,  in  that 
the  label  above  set  forth  Avas  false  and  misleading  because  it 
purported  that  the  article  Avas  a  foreign  product  Avheu  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  it  Avas  not,  but  Avas  an  imitation  brandy  made  in  the 
United  States  and  sold  and  shipped  under  the  labels  of  Jas. 
Hennessy  &  Co.,  of  France;  in  that  the  product  was  an  imita- 
tion brandy  offered  for  sale  under  the  distinctive  name  of  an 
other  article,  to  Avit,  "Jas.  Hennessy  &  Co.    Cognac.    France." 

Upon  arraignment  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty 
to  the  above  information  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  |10. 

This  notice  is  given  pursuant  to  section  4  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1906.

New  York  Takes  6,000,000  Gallons 


ALMOST  at  the  conclusion  of  our  resume  for  the  year  we 
come  to  the  fibres  showing  the  arrivals  of  California  wines 
at  New  York.  In  commenting  on  the  various  imported  articles 
we  were  inclined  to  believe  that  consumers  economized  during 
the  year  1910,  which  statement  we  think  is  corroborated  by  the 
figures  showing  the  arrivals  of  California  wines  at  New  York. 
It  will  be  noted  that  we  received  here  over  6.,000,000  gallons  of 
these  wines,  which  is  some  2,000,000  in  excess  of  the  year  pre- 
vious. This  is  a  remarkable  showing,  and  even  at  the  time 
before  the  fire  in  San  Francisco  the  figure  of  1910  was  never 
equaled.

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LOUISVILLE,  Ky.,  Jan.  25. — Conditions  in  the  Louisvillo 
whisky  market  and  in  other  parts  of  the  State  are  good, 
and  the  fine  trade  that  was  noted  a  month  ago  continues  to  be 
in  evidence.  Of  course  the  volume  of  shipments  made  during 
the  weeks  previous  to  the  holidays  was  augmented  on  account 
of  the  season,  and  therefore  January  business  has  naturally  not 
been  so  large.  HoAvever,  it  has  been  well  above  the  average  of 
the  past  few  years,  and  nobody  has  had  any  complaint  to  regis- 
ter. Business  on  the  Coast,  local  Avholesalers  and  distillers  re- 
port, has  been  excellent,  although  in  some  parts  of  that  terri- 
tory the  political  situation  has  been  unfavorable  and  conditions 
have  been  unsettled  on  that  account. 

Prices  have  been  somewhat  stimulated  during  the  past  few 
weeks.  There  is  a  decided  shortage  of  whisky  of  the  bottling  in 
bondage,  and  stock  of  the  crop  of  1907  and  older  is  commanding 
a  premium,  while  even  younger  goods  is  hard  to  get  in  volume. 
The  average  advance  is  about  21/0  cents  a  gallon.  It  is  re- 
ported that  1906  whiskies  are  almost  entirely  out  of  the  market, 
and  that  some  of  the  biggest  interests  are  turning  down  orders 
which  have  been  offered  for  1000-barrel  lots. 

The  market  situation  is  stimulating  the  production  of  whisky 
and  practically  all  of  the  distilleries  are  now  operating  to  their 
full  capacity.  A  few  of  the  big  plants  will  begin  about  Feb- 
rutry  1,  but  most  of  them  have  been  going  steadily  for  a  month 
or  two  already.  It  is  safe  to  assert  that  the  production  for  the 
season  will  be  considerably  above  the  40,000,000  gallon  mark. 

Some  of  the  more  conservative  distillers  are  taking  the  view 
that  there  is  danger  of  an  over-production.  They  say  that  they 
are  holding  their  own  output  to  the  same  figures  as  was  main- 
tained last  season,  and  assert  that  by  the  time  the  bonding  period 
has  elapsed  the  wisdom  of  their  course  will  be  evident. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,"  said  one  leading  member  of  the  trade, 
to  the  Louisville  representative  of  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit 
Review,  "everybody  has  the  bottled-in-bond  craze.  People  arc; 
forgetting  that  it  has  its  evils  as  well  as  benefits.  One  of  the 
former  is  that  a  lot  of  cheap  whisky  which  is  almost  unsalable 
otherwise,  is  being  bottled  in  bond  because  in  that  guise  it  finds 
a  comparatively  ready  market.  The  result  of  this  plan,  it  seems 
to  me,  is  bound  to  be  a  revulsion  on  the  part  of  the  consumer, 
who  will  ultimately  conclude  that  the  mere  Government  label 
does  not  insure  quality  and  who  will  call  for  brands,  irre- 
spective of  the  question  of  bottling  in  bond.  Then  the  bottom 
will  fall  out  of  that  trade. 

"Another  factor  that  argues  for  conservative  manufacture  is 
the  probable  effect  of  the  latest  pure  food  decision.  Many  rec- 
tifiers who  under  the  previous  ruling  have  been  using  whisky 
have  now  returned  to  the  use  of  spirits,  which  were  formerly 
utilized  by  them  to  the  relative  exclusion  of  whisky.  They  will 
thus  be  out  of  the  market  to  a  large  extent,  and  with  this  branch 
of  the  consuming  trade  eliminated,  there  will  not,  in  my  opinion, 
be  the  big  call  for  stock  which  has  been  in  evidence  of  late." 

That  these  views  do  not  seem  to  be  shared  by  the  majority  of 
those  in  the  business,  however,  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  pro- 
duction is  going  ahead  on  the  scale  indicated  above.  Time  is 
the  final  arbiter,  and  developments  in  that  direction  must  be; 
awaited  to  decide  the  value  of  the  suggestions  quoted  above. 

Louisville  whisky  men  are  much  interested  in  the  prospect 
of  American  wine  coming  to  the  front  by  reason  of  the  failure 
of  the  grape  crop  abroad.  There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  the  po- 
tential supremacy  of  the  domestic  article,  and  this  is  an  oppor- 
tunity that  has  been  waited  for  for  a  long  time.  Local  wine 
dealers  are  already  quoting  advances  of  5  cents  on  California 
goods  in  view  of  the  market  situation. 


James  A.  Wathen  and  J.  B.  Wathen,  local  distillers,  recently 
appeared  before  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  at  Washington  for  the  purpose  of  making 
arguments  in  favor  of  increasing  the  outage  allowance  as  pro- 
vided in  the  bill  now  pending  in  the  lower  house.  It  was  shown 
that  the  government  will  lose  nothing  by  the  new  arrangement, 
and  it  is  generally  believed  that  the  revenues  will  be  increased, 
as  whisky  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  storage  longer  than  under 
the  present  system. 

An  interesting  announcement  involving  a  change  in  policy 
on  the  part  of  a  leading  house  was  made  through  the  filing  of 
articles  of  incorporation  by  the  United  American  Company, 
which  has  been  capitalized  at  |650,000  and  will  take  over  the 
Warwick  distillery  at  Silver  Creek  and  the  new  distilleries 
recently  erected  by  the  Bernheim  Distilling  Company.  Both 
plants  were  operated  by  the  latter  company.  Under  the  new 
arrangement  the  Bernheim  company  will  discontinue  the  dis- 
tilling business.  Both  of  the  companies  intend  to  sell  mainly 
through  the  wholesalers. 

James  E.  Pepper  &  Co.,  who  operate  large  distilleries  at  Lex- 
ington, Ky.,  have  executed  a  deed  of  trust  in  favor  of  the  Lex- 
ington Banking  &  Trust  Company  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
an  issue  of  |45,000  of  bonds, 
an  enormous  increase  during  1910,  the  total  being  |18,139,000,  a 

Internal  revenue  collections  in  the  Louisville  district  showed 
gain  over  the  previous  year  of  |1,674,000.  The  collections  were 
composed  mainly  of  tax  payments  on  whisky,  and  close  to  a 
million  and  a  half  a  month  is  coming  into  the  internal  revenue 
department  from  the  distilleries. 

Dun's  Review,  discussing  conditions  in  the  whisky  trade  here 
during  1910,  says:  "Representative  whisky  merchants  report 
the  business  in  better  shape  than  at  any  time  since  1888,  when 
Kentucky  distillers  curtailed  production  by  agreement.  On  ac- 
count of  the  small  crops  of  1907,  1908  and  1909,  and  the  great 
demand  for  bottled  in  bond  Avhiskies,  prices  have  been  advanc- 
ing and  are  likely  to  continue  to  do  so.  Records  of  tax  payments 
show  sin  increasing  demand  for  Kentucky  goods." 

The  R.  B.  Grainger  Distilling  Company,  which  has  a  capi- 
tal stock  of  110,000,  has  filed  articles  of  incorporation.  The 
incorporators  include  R.  B.  Grainger,  E.  P.  Farrington  and 
A.  M.  Stark. 

"Prohibition  has  been  a  failure."  This  is  the  statement  ex- 
pressed by  the  mayors  of  the  leading  cities  of  Tennessee,  Mem- 
phis, Nashville  and  Chattanooga.  They  are  agreed  that  a  change 
should  be  made  in  the  State  law  by  Avhicli  the  larger  cities  may 
be  excepted  from  its  provisions. 

Walter  B.  Duffy,  president  of  the  New  York  &  Kentucky  Malt 
Company,  died  January  14  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.  He  was  onf 
of  the  best  known  men  in  the  local  trade,  his  company  handling 
the  output  of  .several  Kentucky  distilleries. 

John  W.  OAven,  connected  for  55  years  with  J.  T.  S.  Brown  & 
Sons,  local  distillers,  died  in  this  city  recently  at  the  age  of  73. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  famous  Orphan  Brigade  in  the  Con- 
federate army. 

According  to  the  report  of  Bernard  Bernheim,  chairman  of 
the  Whisky  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  made  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  board  early  in  January,  the  shipments  of 
whisky  out  of  Louisville  during  1910  amounted  to  545,816  bar- 
rels, against  456,752  barrels  in  1909.  He  stated  tliat  the 
trade  is  in  much  better  condition  as  the  result  of  the  evident 
receding  of  the  prohibition  wave. 

Charles  A.  Hollenl)ach,  son  of  August  Hollonbach,  who  for 
many  years  conducted  a  famous  wine  house  in  this  city,  has 
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taken  over  the  business,  in  company  with  Karl  A.  Hollenbach, 
and  it  will  be  operated  as  the  Hollenbach  Wine  House. 

D.  JNIesohendorf,  president  of  the  Old  Kentucky  Diltillery,  was 
stricken  with  asthma  while  on  a  visit  to  the  Southwest,  and 
for  a  time  was  reported  to  be  in  a  critical  condition.  Later  de- 
velopment indicatetl  his  rapid  recovery,  however. 

Hewitt  Brown,  treasurer  of  J.  T.  S.  Brown  &  Sons,  is  re- 
ceiving congratulations  upon  his  marriage  to  Mrs.  Laura  Overiti 
Lemon,  which  was  recently  solemnized.

Distillers  report  1910  a  record  year  for  business,  and  the 
steady  increase  in  prices  of  standard  Kentucky  bourbons  and 
Eastern  ryes  indicate  tliat  this  condition  will  be  maintained 
during  the  coming  year.  Taking  all  into  consideration,  we  feel 
that  1911  will  be  the  beginning  of  an  era  of  great  prosperity  in 
the  liquor  business.

Blending  House  and  Main  Office,  Chicago,  111. 
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Los  ANGELES,  Jan.  20.— The  crj  of  the  South  for  rain  has 
been  heard,  and  though  the  amount  of  precipitation  was 
not  as  much  as  required,  it  was  a  rain  of  the  kind  that  does 
much  good,  falling  at  an  opportune  time  to  save  the  grain  crops 
and  was  of  a  steady  soaking  nature  worth  several  times  the 
amount  of  hard  stormy  rain.  The  result  is  already  apparent 
in  the  much  better  feeling  shoAvn  in  all  lines  of  trade,  among 
which  the  liquor  men  have  benefited  by  largely  increased 
orders,  and  the  payment  of  bills,  being  held  out  because  of  the 
fear  of  a  dry  year  and  the  consequent  inclination  of  every- 
one to  hold  on  to  all  the  ready  cash  available  as  long  as  possible. 

The  wholesale  wine  trade  has  shown  much  activity  of  late,  ithe 
several  advances  in  the  prices  of  sweet  wines  have  had  the  effect 
of  driving  those  buyers  who  wex'e  holding  off  out  of  cover,  and 
into  the  market  before  another  rise  of  prices.  Shipping  orders 
from  all  the  Southern  California  wineries  have  been  much 
above  the  average  the  past  few  weeks  all  being  very  busy  get- 
ting out  orders  of  carlots  and  over,  mostly  for  the  far-eastern 
markets  and  at  the  present  time  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  any 
more  wine  in  Southern  California  cellara  than  is  needed  to 
supply  the  usual  demand  of  their  regular  trade  for  the  season. 

Local  conditions  appear  to  be  more  satisfactory,  at  least  there 
is  not  the  uncertainty  now  felt,  since  the  passing  from  office 
of  the  long-haired  legal  contingent,  whose  principal  business 
while  in  office,  seemed  to  be  that  of  devising  new  schemes  to 
worry  the  liquor  trade;  and  the  feeling  that  they  would  re- 
ceive plain  business  consideration  from  the  new  administration, 
has  caused  a  much  better  business  feeling. 

The  laying  of  the  campaign  bogie,  as  to  the  intentions  of 
Lieutenant-Governor  Wallace,  in  the  appointment  of  commit- 
tees and  fathering  a  county  local  option  law  in  this  Legis 
lature,  through  his  announcement  in  the  columns  of  the 
Review  last  month,  was  needed  to  restore  the  liquor  men  to  a 
feeling  of  confidence  that  they  were  to  be  treated  as  business 
men  and  not  outlaws,  and  as  a  result  conditions  are  better  iu 
the  trade  here  than  for  many  months.  This  is  evidenced  by  the 
opening  of  several  new  wholesale  and  also  retail  establishments 
of  the  higher  class  up  in  the  business  center  of  the  city. 

Huntington  Beach  is  in  a  fair  way  to  become  "wet"  unless 
the  prohibs  can  find  some  technicalities  to  tie  up  the  matter.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  trustees  it  was  voted  to  instruct  the  city 
attorney  to  draw  up  an  ordinance  repealing  the  present  exist- 
ing prohibition  measure.  All  of  which  means  woe  in  the  camp 
of  the  long-hairs. 

The  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  recently  denied  the  peti 
tion  of  Marcotte  &  Marcotte  for  a  retail  license  at  625  South 
Spring  street,  because  of  a  protest  entered  by  the  property 
owners  of  that  block.  A  permit  was  also  denied  J.  R.  McDonald 
for  a  saloon  at  764  South  Main  street.  The  license  of  Andrew  J. 
Lenox  at  1201  East  Sixth  street  was  revoked  and  a  new  license 
issued  to  Lenox  &  Rosin,  B.  Rosin  buying  into  the  business  aiid 
becoming  a  partner. 

Santa  Monica  is  undergoing  its  usual  prohibition  cramp. 
Mayor  Dudley,  who  is  a  W.  C.  T.  IT.  advocate,  has  declared  that 
he  would  submit  an  ordinance  closing  all  liquor  establishments 
between  the  hours  of  midnight  Saturday  until  after  noon  Sun- 
day, together  with  the  usual  "regulation"  frills,  but  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  much  will  come  of  it  as  the  council  has  shown  a  dis- 
position to  let  well  enough  alone. 

The  Los  Angeles  Eagles,  to  whom  many  of  the  liquor  men 
belong,  gave  the  biggest  vaudeville  show  of  the  season  this 
month,  and  which  proved  a  splendid  success.  The  purpose  of 
the  show  was  to  provide  funds  to  bring  to  Los  Angeles  and 
to  entertain  eastern  delegates  to  the  Grand  Aerie  of  the  Order 
of  Eagles  to  convene  in  San  Francisco  next.  August. 


Mr.  Guy  Barham,  Southern  California's  Internal  Revenue 
broker,  has  been  entertaining  William  Randolph  Hearst  and 
Mrs.  Hearst  of  New  York  the  past  few  days,  with  jauntings 
to  Catalina  and  other  points.  As  Mr.  Barham  is  past  master 
in  the  art  of  entertaining,  his  guests  will  have  a  -pleasant  time 
while  in  Los  Angeles. 

Sir.  Frank  Becker  is  back  at  the  desk  at  the  Waldorf  Cafe 
after  an  absence  of  several  months.  Adolph  Becker  is  shoAving 
that  he  is  a  man  of  versatility  by  running  a  ranch  down  in 
Imperial  Valley  as  a  vacation  from  the  care  of  the  firm's  large 
interests.

It 
hoped  that  other  local  manufacturers  avIII  take  as  much  interest 
and  thereby  keep  thousands  of  dollars  in  this  State  Avhich  is 
noAV  being  sent  aAvay  from  here.  . 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  the  Red  Lion  Ale  and  Stout  which 
is  breAved  by  the  Red  Lion  BreAvery  is  making  great  headAvay. 
^lany  places  Avhich  sell  these  goods  to  the  public  sell  the  same 
as  imported,  which  shoAVS  that  there  are  still  nmny  among  our 
population  Avho  imagine  imported  goods  better  than  honestly 
made,  home  made  goods.  It  is  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far 
off  Avhen  the  community  Avill  accept  no  other  goods  than  those 
matle  by  the  manufacturers  of  this  State.

THE  liquor  interests  in  California  are  told  at  this  time,  in  a 
number  of  articles  published  in  newspapers  throughout  the 
State,  that  local  option  measures  will  be  presented  for  consid- 
eration of  the  Legislature  at  the  coming  session  of  that  govern- 
ing body.  The  merits  of  such  proposed  laws  and  the  consti- 
tutionality of  such  measures  have  been  set  forth  in  public  print 
hy  their  propoirents.  There  has  been  a  noticeable  absence  of 
;)resentations  of  the  liquor  man's  ai'guments,  and  by  invitation 
I  shall  be  glad  to  say  a  few  things  bearing  on  the  subject,  tak- 
ing the  broad  stand  of  common  rights  and  justice  in  the  prem- 
ises. 

As  to  the  constitutionality  of  local  option  laws,  I  can  afford 
little  enlightenment,  as  the  legal  aspect  is  usually  not  within 
I  lie  scope  of  learning  or  training  of  one  engaged  in  viticultural 
pursuits;  but  there  are  some  thoughts  in  the  lines  of  fairness 
and  regard  for  a  fellow  man's  right  of  existence  that  suggest 
themselves  to  the  point  of  expression. 

What  does  the  instigator  of  a  local  option  bill  want? 

Is  it  not  true  that  back  of  all  his  activity  there  is  the  final 
(ibject  in  view  of  compelling  absolute  prohibition? 

Is  it  not  a  fact  that  lie  aims  step  by  step  finally  to  crush  even 
legitimate  licjuor  traffic  out  of  existence,  and  if  possible  to  de- 
stroy the  viticultural  industry  of  California,  which  now  ranks 
of  such  great  importance  to  our  whole  common Avealth? 

-Finally,  is  not  the  agitating  element  an  "out  and  out"  abso- 
lute prohibition  preacher? 

I  once  asked  a  reformer  whether  or  not  he  would  be  satis- 
fied with  even  all  of  the  regulations  and  restrictions  he  pro- 
posed, and  I  finally  got  the  truthful  answer,  that  the  ultimate 
object  was  absolute  prohibition.  This  is  the  theory  on  which 
most  people  in  the  liquor  business  base  their  conclusions  and 
take  their  stands.  It  is  the  theory,  too,  Avhich  influences  the 
layman  who  exercises  his  voting  prerogative,  after  looking 
into  the  full  depth  and  meaning  of  tlie  question. 

Local  option  laws,  taking  as  a  unit  the  county  outside  of  the 
incorporated  cities  therein,  and  then  again  the  city  as  a  imit 
without  the  county,  are  probably  constitutional.  But  when  the 
question  has  been  submitted,  and  the  vote  registered  emphat- 
ically against  the  measure,  the  agitator  immediately  calls  for 
another  submission  of  the  issue,  and  wants  to  break  up  the 
cities  into  wards  and  precincts  (each  with  its  own  boundary 
option  laws),  and  the  counties  into  similarly  defined  pieces  and 
sections. 

It  is  merely  the  wedge  of  prohibition,  defeated  in  a  fair  field 
and  resorting  to  gorilla  tactics  to  hamper  and  harass  a  general 
public  that  may  have  tunied  down  proposed  legislation,  which 
it  considered  as  emanating  from  narrowed  and  warped  minds. 

The  liciuor  traffic  is  a  legitimate  business.  Our  government 
recognizes  it  as  such,  and  95  per  cent  of  the  individuals  engaged 
therein  invite  all  reasonable  regulations  governing  the  pursuit 
of  such  business. 

There  are  laws  enough  now  in  practically  every  county  and 
city  in  California  to  abolish  any  undesirable  element  of  the 
saloon  trade.  Here  in  our  own  city  our  trustees  may  take  away 
a  man's  license  even  without  giving  him  a  hearing,  and  if  regu- 
lation of  that  character  is  not  effective,  it  is  the  fault,  not  of  the 
law  or  of  want  of  laws,  but  of  those  elected  by  the  people  to 
enforce  municipal  regulations. 

After  all.  The  People  have  the  voice,  and  when  they  put  into 
office  a  representative  of  their  ward  or  district  they  should 
know  who  he  is  and  how  he  stands  on  the  question  of  public 
morals  and  other  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  their  section 
or  community. 


Don't  blame  the  laws.  Tliere  are  too  nmny  of  them  now.  We 
could  get  along  with  half  as  nuiny  and  accomplish  the  best  re- 
sults, if  they  were  enforced. 

It  is  agreed  quite  generally  that  city  charters  should  provide 
for  the  selection  of  trustees  or  councilmen  from  each  ward 
within  a  city,  but  that  the  vote  should  he  "at  large"  and  not 
confined  to  the  voting  strength  in  each  particular  ward  or  dis- 
trict. This  sentiment  seems  to  prevail  in  the  making  of  most  all 
new  city  charters,  and  it  certainly  helps  along  the  cause  of  good 
government. 

"Keep  the  saloon  man  out  of  politics"  is  a  silly  demand. 
Sounds  good  to  the  man  without  a  mind  or  a  thought,  but  is 
absurd  advice. 

Where  is  the  man,  who  is  a  man,  who  won't  fight  for  his  rights 
and  his  livelihood?  Shall  the  man  in  the  liquor  business  keep 
out  of  politics,  when  his  enemy  is  in  politics  trying  to  crush  him? 
A  man  who  would  is  not  human.  Tell  the  liquor  man  how  to 
keep  out  of  politics,  and  I'll  wager  he'd  be  glad  to  do  it  if  your 
advice  is  feasible.  He's  in  politics  only  when  compelled  to  be 
there  for  self-preservation. 

There  is  no  more  law  needed  on  the  liquor  question.  Elect 
your  trustee  or  supervisor  to  office  after  he  has  pledged  himself 
to  do  his  full  duty  in  your  section,  and  if  you  want  to  be  par- 
ticular, ask  him  some  direct  questions.  You  can  find  out  how 
any  man  stands,  and  if  he  leaves  you  in  doubt,  he's  against 
you  and  your  wishes. 

No  set  of  reputable  liquor  men  want  to  see  a  dive  exist,  nor 
can  they  afford  to  support  it  in  the  slightest  degree.  Such  a 
place  is  a  menace  to  the  respectability  of  a  community  as  well  as 
to  the  liquor  interests  in  general ;  but  let  it  not  be  forgotten  that 
there  cannot  be  one  standard  of  appearance  or  atmosphere  for 
all  retail  liquor  establishments.  There  must  be  the  saloon 
where  the  real  thirsty  stevedore  may  quench  his  thirst  and  not 
feel  out  of  place  in  his  shirt  sleeves,  as  well  as  the  handsomely 
fitted  saloon  Avhere  men  of  other  walks  in  life  may  choose  to 
enter.  Each  should  be  made  respectable.  A  failure  to  do  so 
in  either  ca.se  should  close  up  the  place. 

I  claim  this,  that  the  ratio  of  responsible  and  irresponsible 
men  in  the  liciuor  traffic  today  is  as  a  thousand  to  one.  Among 
the  best  and  most  charitable  people  in  every  comnumity  you 
find  the  wholesale  liquor  dealer,  the  saloon  man,  the  grocery 
man,  the  restaurant  keeper,  and  the  hundreds  who  are  depend 
ent  on  them  or  in  their  employ. 

Is  it  up  to  a  prosperous  city  or  a  prosperous  State  to  heed  the 
oft-repeated  cry  of  the  chronic  reformer?

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Wyllie's  Local  Option  Bill 


A  S  was  expected,  four  days  after  the  Legislature  convened 
•**■  at  Sacramento,  Assemblyman  G.  W.  Wyllie,  of  the  Twenty- 
seventh  District,  introduced  a  Local  Option  Bill,  which  is  sure 
to  prove  an  interesting  bone  of  contention  during  the  present 
session.  For  the  information  of  our  readers,  we  shall  quote  a 
few  of  the  more  important  sections  of  Assembly  IJill  No.  37,  that 
will  directly  and  indirectly  affect  the  distribution  of  wine  in 
this  State,  if  it  is  passed. 

"Section  1.  Qualified  electors  of  any  incorporated  city  or 
town,  or  of  that  portion  of  any  county  not  included  within  the 
boundaries  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  numbering  not 
less  than  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  for 
governor  in  the  territory  described  in  the  petition,  at  the  last 
preceding  election  for  governor  of  the  state,  may  petition  the 
city  council,  board  of  trustees,  board  of  supervisors  or  other 
legislative  body  of  such  city,  town  or  county,  to  call  an  election 
to  vote  upon  and  determine  whether  the  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors 
shall  be  licensed  in  such  city,  town,  or  county  outside  of  incor- 
porated cities  and  towns  therein.     .     .     . 

"Section  6.  If  said  petition  shall  be  certified  as  sufficient 
within  six  months  and  not  less  than  forty  days  before  the  hold- 
ing of  the  next  general  state  or  municipal  election  within  the 
territory  therein  describetl,  such  question  shall  be  submitted  at 
said  general  election ;  otherwise  a  special  election  to  vote  upon 
the  question  shall  be  called  to  be  held  Avithin  not  less  than  thirty 
nor  more  than  sixty  days  after  the  petition  has  been  certified  as 
sufficient,  pi'ovided  that  no  election  under  this  act  shall  be  held 
within  two  years  of  any  previous  election  lield  under  this  act 
within  the  same  territory.     .     .     . 

"Section  10.  Unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  ou  this  ques- 
tion at  such  election  are  in  favor  of  license,  the  territory  de- 
scribed in  the  petition  shall  be  no-license  territory  on  and  after 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  said  election ;  and  the  city  council, 
board  of  supervisors,  or  other  governing  body  having  juris- 
diction thereof,  shall  thereupon  make  an  entry  on  its  records 
declaring  that  such  described  territory  is  no-license  territory: 
but  a  failure  to  make  such  entry  shall  not  affect  the  result  or 
effect  of  such  election.     .     .     . 

"Section  15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  corporation, 
company,  association  or  club,  within  any  no-license  territory,  to 
solicit  orders,  take  orders  or  make  agreements  for  the  sale  or 
delivery  of  alcoholic  liquors;  provided  that  this  slmll  not  apply 
to  the  taking  of  such  orders  from  a  registered  pharmacist  at  his 


place  of  business,  or  to  the  taking  of  orders  for  vinous  or  malt 
liquors  on  the  promises  where  manufacturwl,  under  the  con- 
ditions stated  in  Section  Ki  hereof. 

"Section  16.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  interpreted  as  ren- 
dering it  unlawful  to  keep  alcoholic  liquors  for  distribution,  or 
to  sell  or  distribute  such  liquors,  in  no-license  territory  in  tlic 
manner  and  for  the  jiurposes  in  this  section  provided : 

"1st.  The  serving  of  such  liquors  by  any  person  at  his  own 
home  to  members  of  his  family  or  to  his  guests,  as  an  act  of 
hospitality,  when  no  money  or  thing  of  value  is  received  in 
return  therefor,  and  when  said  home  is  not  a  place  of  public 
resort. 

"2nd.  The  serving  or  dispensing  of  such  liquors  by  any  regis- 
tered pharmacist  for  bona  fide  medicinal  purposes  only,  upon  a 
prescription  issued,  signed  and  dated  by  a  duly  licensed  phy- 
sician ;  provided  that  the  name  of  the  person  applying  for  the 
prescription  and  the  name  of  the  person  for  whose  use  the  ])n'- 
scription  is  made  shall  be  inserted  therein  by  the  physician 
issuing  the  same  at  the  time  the  prescription  is  made  or  given, 
and  that  not  more  than  one  sale  or  furnishing  is  made  upon 
such  prescription  and  that  all  such  prescriptions  are  kept  on  file 
at  the  place  of  business  of  such  ])harmacist,  open  to  public 
inspection ;  provided,  further,  that  no  sncli  liquors  so  dispensed 
shall  be  drunk  ujwn  the  premises  where  disi)ensed. 

"3rd.  The  selling  of  alcohol  by  a  registered  pharmacist  for 
other  than  beverage  purposes;  provided  tliat  such  pharmacist 
shall  keep  a  record  of  such  sales  in  which  shall  be  entered  the 
date  of  the  sale,  the  (luantity  sold,  the  purpose  for  which  pur- 
chased, and  the  signature  of  the  person  purchasing  the  same; 
such  record  to  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

"4th.  The  selling  of  wine  by  a  regularly  licensed  pharmacist 
for  sacramental  purposes  only ;  provided  such  wine  is  sold  only 
to  a  regularly  ordained  minister  of  some  religious  denomination, 
or  upon  the  written  order  of  the  local  official  board  or  governing 
body  of  a  religious  organization;  provided,  further,  that  such 
pharmacist  shall  keep  a  record  of  such  sales  in  whicrh  shall  be 
entered  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  quantity  sold,  and  the  signature 
of  the  person  purchasing  the  same;  such  record  to  be  open  to 
public  inspection. 

"5th.  The  distributing  of  wine  at  the  sacramental  service  of 
any  religious  organization. 

"6th.  The  keeping  of  vinous  or  malt  liquors  on  the  premises 
where  manufactured,  receiving  orders  at  said  premises  for  such 
liquors,  and  the  shipping  of  the  same  from  such  premises ;  pro- 
vided said  liquors  are  not  distributed  or  delivered  to  any  person 
or  place  in  no-license  territory,  except  to  a  regularly  licensed 
pharnmcist  at  his  place  of  business. 

"Section  .19.  Any  i)erson  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  six 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  impris(mment  in  the  county  jail  not 
exceeding  seven  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment; 
but  any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  by  conviction  for  an  offense  committed,  after  a  pre- 
vious conviction  under  this  act,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  six  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
and  by  imi)risonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  seven 
months,  nor  less  than  one  month. 

"Section  21.  The  term  'alcoholic  liquors,'  as  used  in  this  act, 
shall  include  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors,  and  any  other 
li<luor  or  mixture  of  liquors  which  cout^iins  one  per  cent,  by 
volume,  or  more,  of  alcohol,  and  which  is  not  so  mixed  with  other 
drugs  as  to  prevent  its  use  as  a  beverage." 
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Prohibition  Killed  In  Oregon 


Our  Wines  In  France 


NOW  THAT  the  ((tiiiplctc  tii;ures  of  the  Orc.con  olcction  are 
before  us  aud  can  be  leisurely  analyzed,  it  develops  that 
Ore<];on  occupies  a  imique  position  in  the  Union  in  the  recent 
I'lection  on  proliibition  and  local  option  votes,  in  that  the  local 
option  vote  in  22  of  the  24  counties  of  the  State  was  brought 
about  by  petition  of  the  "wets."  It  is  common  practice  for  the 
"drys"  to  circulate  petitions  calling  for  local  option  elections, 
hut  the  initiative  taken  hy  the  "wets"  is  almost  unprecedented. 

While  the  State  voted  si  majority  of  moi'e  than  20,000  against 
statewide  prohibition,  the  result  of  the  local  option  votes  de- 
throned the  Prohibitionists  in  Oregon,  as  they  lost  11  counties 
that  had  been  "dry"  for  two  years  and  gained  only  one  "wet" 
county. 

The  carrying  of  the  home  rule  bill,  which  gives  each  incorpo- 
rated city  the  right  to  litdd  an  election  and  determine  the 
right  to  sell  li(iuor  witliin  the  city  limits,  iri*espective  of  the 
county  vote,  which  heretofore  declared  the  cities  "dry"  even  if 
fliey  votetl  "wet"  locally,  is  another  blow  to  the  prohibitionists. 

In  nine  of  the  counties  where  local  option  elections  Avere  held 
and  voted  "dry,"  the  cities  have  the  right,  under  tlic  home  rule 
bill,  to  call  an  election  and  vote  on  the  liquor  question  within 
their  corporate  limits.  As  most  of  these  cities  cast  a  nuijority 
vote  in  favor  of  the  "wets"  and  are  preparing  to  call  a  local 
option  election,  it  is  generally  conceded  that  they  will  vote 
"wet"  again. 

As  cities  in  these  ooiinties  are  conceded  to  the  "wets,"  the 
Prohibiti<niists  have  not  only  lost  11  counties  outright,  but 
virtually  lost  nine  counties  more  through  the  operaticm  of 
the  home  rule  bill,  making  a  total  loss  of  20  counties  out  of 
the  23  formerly  in  the  "dry"  column.  The  only  three  counties 
in  the  State  that  are  now  "dry"  and  must  remain  so  within 
their  boundaries  are  Yamhill,  Benton  and  Lane,  wliere  no 
local  option  elections  wei'e  held. 

The  counties  lost  to  the  Prohibitionists  outright  were  Tilla- 
mook, Polk,  Crook,  Klamath,  Sherman,  Gilliam,  Morrow, 
Umatilla,  ITnion,  Grant  and  ^Malheur.  The  counties  that  voted 
"dry,"  but  when;  the  honu'  rule  bill  will  give  cities  the  right 
to  regulate  the  liquor  traffic  within  their  corporate  limits,  are 
Linn,  Douglas,  Coos,  Cui'ry,  Josephine,  Jackson,  Hood  River, 
Wheeler  and  Wallows. 

Coos  County,  which  was  held  by  the  "wets"  by  74  majority 
two  years  ago,  is  now  "dry"  by  17  votes.    It  is  the  only  county 

the  "wets"  lost.

Whenever  a  convention 
assembles  here,  the  president  and  officers  of  the  organization 
are  given  a  sample  or  so  of  Horsburgh's  hosi)itality,  and  invari- 
ably leave  for  their  homes  in  the  East  talking  about  it. 

According  to  Waldemar  Young,  the  other  day,  Horsburgh's 
programme  of  entertainment  began  with  a  luncheon  at  the 
Cliff  House  to  the  presid<'nt  and  officers,  eight  in  number,  of 
the  National  Sunday  School  Association,  who  are  here  nmking 
arrangements  for  their  annual  convention.  Horsburgh  who,  by 
the  way  does  not  touch  liquor  of  any  kind,  had  one  of  his  lieu- 
tenants telephone  out  to  the  Clift"  House  to  have  a  nice  luncheon 
ready,  and  then  the  party  began  the  trip  via  autos. 

Upon  arrival  they  found  everything  in  readiness.  In  fact, 
the  luncheon  had  been  just  a  little  too  completely  nmde  ready. 

At  each  plate  for  the  gentlemen  of  the  Sunday  School  Asso- 
ciation stood  a  large,  adult-sized  Martini  cocktail. 


WHEN  the  next  treaty  n(>gotiations  are  carried  on  with 
France  by  this  country,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  effort 
Avill  be  made  to  permit  the  entry  of  American  wines  on  a  more 
favorable  basis.  Today  tlie  French  duty  on  our  wines  coiitain- 
ing  12  degret^s  or  less  of  alcohol  is  35  francs  ($7)  per  hectolitre 
(26.41  gallons)  and  for  wines  containing  more  than  that  amount 
of  alcohol,  2.2  francs  (44c)  is  added  for  every  additional  degree 
per  hectolitre. 

However,  despite  the  fact  that  this  high  duty  on  American 
Avines  makes  the  sale  of  our  product  almost  prohibitive  in 
France,  the  Italian-Swiss  Cobmy  has  succeeded  in  interesting 
several  large  firms  in  their  choicest  product,  and  the  first  ship- 
ment of  Asti  wines  is  already  on  its  way  to  France. 

Charles  Jadeau,  the  champagne  expert,  who  is  making  a  brief 
visit  abroad,  took  with  him  a  number  of  samples  of  Asti  wine, 
and  in  a  letter  from  Mercury,  dated  December  21,  1910,  he 
writes :  "I  have  permitted  a  number  of  eminent  French  wine 
experts  and  connoisseurs  to  taste  your  wines  and  they  were  all 
astonished  at  the  quality  of  your  1910  claret  and  1909  Burgundy 
and  Zinfandel.  The  claret  is  pronounced  e»|ual  if  not  superior 
to  the  fine  red  wines  of  Beaujolais,  while  the  Burgundy  and 
Zinfandel  can  hold  their  own  in  ciuuparison  with  our  excellent 
Bourgogne  wines." 

Mr.  Jadeau  believes  that  if  the  United  States  were  favore<l 
with  the  same  preferential  duty  on  wine  enjoyed  by  Italy,  Spain 
and  Portugal,  California  wine  manufacturers  would  have  no 
difficulty  in  introducing  their  product  generally,  as  the  shortage 
of  the  vintage  last  fall  is  already  being  keenly  felt,  and  he  adds : 
"If  the  bad  weather  continues,  all  the  crops,  including  grapes, 
are  doomed  for  next  vear."

The  largest  administrator's  bond  ever  written  in  California, 
if  not  in  the  United  States,  was  filed  in  the  Superior  Court  of 
San  Beniardino  County,  Califoraia,  with  the  United  States 
Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Company  as  sole  surety  on  January  16, 
1911.  It  was  in  the  penal  sum  of  $7,500,000  and  was  written 
for  John  S.  Cravens,  as  administrator  of  the  estate  of  George 
S.  Meyers,  decased.  The  estate  consisted  of  |3,500,000  personal 
property  and  real  estate  worth  approximately  |400,000.  Meyers 
was  one  of  the  tobacco  magnates  and  formerly  resided  at  St. 
Louis. 
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Use  of  Drugs  in  San  Francisco 


THE  prohibitionists  never  miss  a  chance  to  blame  the  liquor 
interests  for  all  the  crimes  that  are  committed,  claiming 
that  the  demon  "alcohol"  is  at  the  bottom  of  everything.  Charles 
M.  Fickert,  District  Attorney  of  San  Francisco,  believes  that 
most  of  the  crime  in  California's  metropolis  can  be  traced  to 
the  open  and  wide-spread  use  of  opium,  cocaine  and  morphine. 
"It  is  a  menace  to  our  city,"  he  says,  "and  must  be  stopptnl. 
The  extent  of  drug  addiction  that  prevails  is  amazing.  Carefully 
compiled  figures  of  the  innocent  victims  lured  to  the  opium  dens 
and  enslaved  by  the  drug  habit,  and  of  the  general  operations 
of  the  opium  smugglers  and  drug  venders,  are  in  the  possession 
of  this  office. 

"I  want  the  public  to  know  that  the  drug  habit  in  this  city 
is  a  scourge  by  the  side  of  Avhich  the  tenderloin  agitation  and 
the  Chinatown  bribery  sink  into  insignificance.  It  is  the  prob- 
lem that  is  confronting  the  administration  today,  and  immediate 
action  is  demanded.  The  drugs  are  everywhere  to  be  found. 
They  are  everywhere  to  be  bought.  Even  the  jails  and  the 
prisons,  according  to  investigators  employed  by  this  office, 
are  not  free  from  the  entrance  of  opiates  and  their  uses. 

"Kill  the  opium  traffic  in  this  city  and  you  will  reduce  half 
the  work  of  this  office;  and  of  the  city  courts.  The  nmjor  por- 
tion of  the  crimes  committed  and  with  which  this  office  has  had 
dealings  can  be  traced,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  unresti'icted 
drug  traffic.  Months  ago  I  set  out  to  prevent  the  violations  of 
tlie  law. 

"Our  first  findings  showed  that  the  soldiers  at  the  Presidio 
were  exposed  to  the  inroads  of  scores  of  regular  "dope  ped- 
dlers," and  tliat  a  great  percentage  of  the  enlisted  men  were 
given  to  the  use  of  morphine  and  cocaine.  Then  I  had  a  number 
of  distributing  points  for  the  drugs  raidetl.  The  traffic  operate^! 
without  obstacles." 


The  Levaggi  Company,  formerly  located  at  filO  Front  street, 
have  moved  into  their  new  quarters  at  333  Clay  street,  a  hand- 
some three-story  building,  all  of  which  will  be  utilized  by  them 
as  a  wholesale  liquor  establishment.  Heretofore  this  company 
were  importers  of  groceries  as  well  as  liquors,  but  since  moving 
into  their  new  establishment  will  abandon  the  grocery  depart- 
ment and  deal  exclusively  in  liquors  in  the  import  and  exjioit 
business.  They  have  also  taken  the  Pacific  Coast  representation 
of  several  large  Eastern  distilleries. 


Emperor  William's  recent  "temperance"  utterances  haA'e  been 
received  Avith  mixed  feelings  in  Germany.  Teetotallers  have 
been  rejoicing  and  schnapps-producers  have  been  much  alarmed 
owing  to  the  kaiser's  repeated  warning  to  army  and  navy  stu- 
dents against  drink.  I'eople  have  been  asking  anxiously  wlictlicr 
the  kaiser  is  turning  a  "white  ribboner,"  in  his  old  age. 

Now,  however,  the  semi-official  ])ress  has  been  instructed  to 
state  in  reply  to  these  inijuiries  that  the  kaiser  demands  tee- 
totalism  as  little  as  he  approves  of  alcoholism.  "His  majesty," 
they  say,  "far  from  overlooking  the  good  effects  on  a  ship's 
crew  of  a  stiff  hot  grog  in  cold  and  stormy  weather  does  not 
suppose  for  one  moment  that  it  is  possible  to  secure  total  ab- 
stinence in  the  army  or  the  navy.  He  objects  to  excessive  drink- 
ing, particularly  to  cominilsory  drinking,  but  he  has  no  in- 
tention of  combating  excessive  indulgence  by  excessive  ab- 
stinence."

American  Wines 


THE  following  sensible  and  convincing  editorial  comment  on 
the  wines  of  America  is  the  best  voluntary  boost  for  our 
native  wines,  outside  the  trade  journals,  that  has  recently  ap- 
peared.   It  is  from  the  New  York  8un: 

For  many  years  most  native  wines  were  held  in  light  esteem 
in  this  country,  a  condition  for  which  their  makers  were  in  no 
small  part  responsible.  The  efforts  that  were  made  to  sell  sound, 
wholesome  wines  as  something  they  were  not  raised  in  the 
minds  of  the  public  the  utterly  unjustified  belief  that  these 
beverages  were  not  good,  and  thus  handicapped  their  sale  on 
their  merits.  Several  years  ago  the  more  enlightened  men  in- 
terested in  the  business  recognized  the  error  that  had  oppressed 
the  trade  and  began  a  concerted  effort  to  put  their  products 
on  the  market  under  honest  labels. 

That  this  campaign  has  been  successfully  begun  and  promises 
to  end  in  great  popularity  for  American  wines  was  testified 
to  by  the  men  most  concerned  at  the  annual  convention  of  grape 
growers  and  pressers  in  this  city  last  week.  The  prejudice 
against  honest  labels,  for  that  is  what  the  common  contempt 
for  American  wines  amounts  to,  is  being  overcome,  consumption 
is  increasing  rapidly,  and  a  sure  market  is  being  made  for  the 
output  of  the  wineries  of  the  country.  It  is  significant  that 
many  of  the  customers  of  the  wine  makers  are  retailers  supply- 
ing families  and  not  saloons.  The  use  of  light,  moderately 
priced  wines  on  the  family  table  is  increasing  rapidly,  accord- 
ing to  the  figures  compiled  by  the  shippers.  It  is  not  to  be  ex- 
pected that  the  native  products  will  find  their  readiest  market 
in  the  hotels  and  restaurants  of  higher  prices,  but  there  is  a 
large  consumption  in  more  modest  establishments.  It  is  the 
"family  trade"  that  is  particularly  interesting,  however,  for 
the  absence  of  drinkables  other  than  water  from  the  domestic 
tables  of  this  country  has  always  been  a  matter  of  comment 
with  foreigners.  Whether  it  was  a  subject  for  congratulation 
or  regret,  this  situation  appears  to  be  changing. 

In  1905  the  amount  of  wine  produced  in  the  United  States 
was  34,000,000  gallons.  This  was  10,000,000  gallons  more  than 
in  1900,  and  a  larger  increase  has  unquestionably  taken  place 
in  the  last  five  years.  California,  with  its  favorable  climate, 
leads  the  States  in  quantity  produced,  but  the  business  repre- 
sents important  investment  in  this  State,  in  New  Jersey,  in 
Ohio  and  in  Pennsylvania,  and  these  interests  are  constantly 
increasing  in  value.  This  year,  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  crop 
in  France  and  its  impairment  throughout  Europe  generally, 
there  have  been  several  shipments  of  American  wines  to  the 
other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  the  success  of  which  has  not  yet 
been  proved.  Of  the  possibility  of  creating  here  a  rich  and  un- 
failing demand  for  native  wines  there  is  no  question,  and  the 
steps  that  have  been  taken  to  that  end  have  already  proved 
amply  profitable." 


It  is  a  satisfaction  to  see  that  home  mineral  waters  are  very 
rapidly  crowding  out  the  waters  of  the  East  and  elsewhere. 
This  is  another  good  sign,  showing  that  we  have  mineral  water 
here  of  the  very  best  quality ;  such  as  Cooks  Mineral  Water,  put 
up  by  the  Cooks  Springs  Mineral  Water  Company  of  Colusa 
County,  which  takes  the  place  of  mineral  water  sent  here  from 
France  and  elsewhere. 


WHILE  Governor-elect  O'Neal  is  opposed  to  prohibition,  it 
h  considered  unlikely,  at  least  at  next  session  of  the 
legislature,  that  the  Ballard  State-wide  prohibition  law  will  be 
repealed.  To  do  so  would  involve  the  State  in  much  confusion 
and  exi)ense.  It  would  throw  the  state  wide  open,  and  it  would 
be  necessary  to  hold  local  option  elections  in  every  county.  It 
is  recognized  that  in  some  counties  which  were  dry  before 
state-wide  prohibition  w^as  introduced,  the  feeling  is  still  in 
favor  of  the  dry  policy,  while  other  counties  were  forced  into 
the  dry  column  against  their  will. 

The  plan  will  probably  be  to  let  state  prohibition  nominally 
stand,  but  to  allow  local  option  in  all  counties  that  vote  in  favor 
of  saloons  or  dispensaries. 

It  is  considered  by  practical  politicians  hardly  likely  that  a 
representative  would  introduce  a  bill  to  which  his  constituency 
is  opposed,  and  it  is  held  that  in  this  Avay  the  vexing  question 
can  be  satisfactorily  decided  without  great  cost  and  Avithout 
great  loss  of  legislative  time. 

Fully  a  hundred  local  option,  dispensary,  and  other  liquor 
bills  have  been  prepared.  Practically  every  Senator  and  Rep- 
resentative has  one  up  his  sleeve. 

The  early  part  of  the  O'Neal  administration  will  see  an  inter- 
esting battle  on  this,  and  it  is  considered  more  than  likely  that 
the  general  prohibition  law  will  stand  and  that  certain  coun- 
ties, notably  Montgomery,  Mobile,  Jefferson  and  Madison,  will 
be  operating  saloons  and  dispensaries  under  local  laws. — 
Criterion.

NEW  YORK,  Jan.  15.— The  customs  returns  from  1910,  just 
issued,  show  that  the  importation  of  champag-ne  into  the 
United  States  has  decreased  47  per  cent,  compared  Avith  the 
previous  year.  In  1909  480,000  cases  Avere  imported  from 
France,  and  last  year  the  number  amounted  to  only  250,000 
cases.  The  decrease  in  consumption  is  said  to  be  due  to  the 
increase  in  prices  put  on  last  year.

AN  editorial  Avriter  in  the  Tacoma  Ledger  says  that  much 
as  he  admires  Dr.  Har\'ey  W^  Wiley,  government  chemist 
and  pure  food  expert,  he  cannot  help  feeling  pity  for  the 
charming  employee  of  the  congressional  library  Avhom  he  has 
just  married.    Listen  to  the  Avriter's  reasons  : 

"One  can  think  of  no  man  in  the  country  Avho  is  more  likely 
to  taste  food  at  the  table  critically.  After  all  these  years  of 
chemical  analysis  of  food,  the  doctor  has  doubtlessly  de- 
veloped a  superfine  sense  of  taste.  In  a  moment  he  can  detect 
Avhether  a  steak  has  been  too  long  broiled  for  the  good  of  the 
human  body  and  Avhether  the  potatoes  have  been  too  long  boiled 
or  baked.  His  cultiA'ated  palate  Avill  ascertain  quickly  Avliether 
the  chemical  changes  produced  by  heat  have  been  right  and 
Avholesome. 

Good-natured  man  that  he  is,  it  is  unlikely  that  he  Avill  engage 
in  critical  chemical  comments  at  the  table,  though  Ave  doubt 
Avhether  he  can  restrain  certain  looks  of  significance  AA'hen  he 
takes  a  SAvallow  of  milk  he  has  reason  to  suspect  is  tubercular 
and  germ-laden. 

We  are  willing  to  give  credit  to  Dr.  Wiley  for  trying  noAv 
and  then  to  forget  germs.  His  Thanksgiving  proclamation 
shows  this.  "Eat  thy  fill  on  Thank.sgiving  Day,"  said  the  doc- 
tor, a  day  or  tAvo  before  the  holiday,  "and  forget  Wiley  and  the 
microbe;  but  do  not  eat  cold  storage  turkey.  I  believe  that 
tlie  eating  public  is  entitled  to  one  day  in  the  year  upon  whicli 
the  inner  man  shall  be  satisfied  Avithout  thought  of  germs." 

"This  is  a  big  concession,  coming  from  Dr.  Wiley,  though  we 
believe  that  his  Avife  Avill  ask  for  a  greater  concession,  if  slie 
does  the  cooking.  Inasmuch  as  she  has  been  employed  in  the 
congressional  library,  she  may  be  a  bookish  AA'oman,  quite 
Avilling  to  turn  the  superintendence  of  the  kitchen  over  to  Dr. 
Wiley  and  let  him  cook  as  scientifically  as  he  likes.  But,  even 
so,  she  should  be  pitied. 

"If  Dr.  Wiley  receives  numerous  letters  of  counsel  from 
women  in  the  pure  food  crusade  throughout  the  country,  now 
that  he  has  announced  his  engagement,  he  Avill  have  no  just 
ground  for  complaint.  For  years  he  has  been  coxmseling  other 
folks  about  things  domestic."

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As  announced  elsewhere  in  these  columns  by  nienibei-s  of  the 
trade,  business  both  in  the  wine  and  liquor  trade  has  been 
of  jjood  volunu'  durinfj;  the  month  and  the  j:;enei'al  outlook  is 
hif^hly  satisfactory.  The  advance  of  six  cents  per  gallon  on 
dry  and  sweet  wines  comes  as  a  godsend  to  the  producer  and 
merchant  and  there  is  a  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  way 
will  be  found  to  hold  prices  to  a  profit-taking  basis.  If  the  price- 
cutters  can  be  managed,  the  future  of  the  industry  is  virtually 
assured. 

At  Sacramento  the  local  option  bill  is  causing  some  anxiety, 
but  we  believe  before  it  goes  to  a  vote  certain  amendments  will 
be  made  which  will  deprive  the  Wylie  measure  of  its  dangerous 
features  with  reference  to  the  California  wine  industry.  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  wine  interests  should  be  on  hand  to  i)romote 
these  amendments  and  to  see  that  those  local  option  tricksters 
don't  slip  in  a  joker,  as  they  are  wont  to  do  whenever  oppor- 
tunity presents. 

The  introduction  by  Senator  Sanford  of  a  bill  on  Jlodel 
License  lines  is  important  at  this  time.  Mr.  Sanford  is  not 
only  a  man  of  parts,  but  his  idea  as  expressed  in  his  proposed 
bill  is  very  favorably'  receivwl  by  the  licjuor  trade.  Its  main 
feature  is  a  provision  that  sahxms  shall  be  restricted  to  one 
to  every  five  hundred  population  and  with  a  provision  for  the 
uniform  closing  and  opening  hours  throughout  the  State.  There 
are  other  provisions  that  are  for  both  sides. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  California  has  a  local  option  law 
and  that  this  Sanford  bill  appears  to  be  a  step  in  the  way  of 
progress  which  Wylie's  local  option  bill  is  not,  it  Avould  seem 
that  the  tliinking  men  in  the  Legislature  would  properly  side- 
step the  local  option  bill  and  give  their  attention  to  the  San- 
ford measure.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  Anti-Saloon 
Leagu(^  is  conducted  by  men  who  are  working  for  big  wages 
and  general  gi-aft  otherwise  they  would  let  the  jmblic  go  to 
the  devil  instead  of  making  their  allied  "Christian"  efforts 
to  save  the  American  citizen  from  enjoying  his  personal  rights. 

Wine  exports  by  sea  were  of  good  value,  the  total  being  021) 
cases  or  l,108,49fi  gallons,  valued  at  f2<)2,(>3().  Tlic  figures 
for  the  same  month  of  last  year  were  198  cases,  or  817,449 
gallons,  valued  at  |290,118. 

The  i)roduction  of  swet^ts  during  December  totaled  307,000 
gallons.  This  brings  the  production  for  1910  higher  than  the 
high  year  of  1909. 

Brandy  exports  seem  to  be  somewhat  better  than  usual,  the 
figures  being  35  cases,  11,473  gallons,  valued  at  !|437().  The 
production  in  the  three  districts  was  of  unusually  large  vol- 
ume considering  the  season.    The  figure  was  509,075  gallons. 

The  exports  of  whisky  by  sea  were  of  nominal  volume,  the 
totals  being  only  477  cases,  1372  gallons,  valued  $7556. 
The  misc(!llaneous  exports  were  valued  at  $13,000. 

Im])orts  by  sea  were  of  good  volume,  the  detailed  items  are 
given  herewith :

Theodore  Qier  Co.  Report  Good  Year 


THEODORE  GIER,  vineyardist,  wine-maker,  banker  and 
without  doubt  the  busiest  man  in  Oakland,  tells  us  that 
business  in  1910  has  been  more  satisfactory  than  in  1909.  He 
says :  In  the  first  place,  in  the  latter  year  we  had  a  very  large 
crop  of  medium  quality  grapes  because  of  the  weather  condi- 
tions that  then  prevailed.  This  caused  over  production  of  me- 
dium quality  wine.  In  the  second  place,  in  1909  there  was  a 
strong  antagonistic  movement  not  only  to  the  wine  industry, 
but  to  the  trade  in  general,  which  assisted  in  depressing  busi- 
ness and  prices  at  the  end  of  that  season. 

At  the  beginning  of  1910  the  outlook  for  another  large  crop 
intensified  the  prevailing  depression  of  the  industry.  Towards 
the  fall,  however,  conditions  changed  materially.  The  crop 
proved  only  from  60  to  75  per  cent  of  that  1909,  and  the  grapes 
could  not  be  in  better  condition.  Therefore,  the  wine  produced 
from  them  was  of  unusual  excellence,  what  is  known  in  Europe 
as  a  "special  vintage,"  in  fact  the  Avines  of  1910  were  of  the  best 
quality  I  have  known  in  my  25  years'  experience.  Naturally 
prices  were  stimulated  thereby.  The  situation  was  further  re- 
lieved by  the  results  of  the  Eastern  elections,  demonstrating  a 
change  to  a  more  tolerant  and  liberal  policy.  Another  condition 
in  our  favor  was  the  unfortunate  destruction  of  the  European 
grape  crop  by  a  cold  and  wet  season,  causing  a  great  enquiry 
for  our  wines  especially  those  of  the  Rhine  and  Moselle  types. 
These  various  reasons  dissipated  the  former  depression  and 
created  a  firm  market  at  a  slight  advance. 

In  relation  to  the  recent  rise  in  sweet  Avine  prices,  I  would 
say,  that  as  I  do  not  make  sweet  wines,  those  I  handle  will 
cost  me  more.  Such  excess  I  shall  pay  with  pleasure,  as  I  am 
heartily  in  favor  of  the  united  work  of  all  wine  men,  and  be- 
lieve it  will  not  only  increase  prices  but  do  much  good  to  the 
entire  trade.  In  the  future,  I  believe  that  the  general  demand 
for  our  wines  will  still  further  improve,  and  that  within  a  short 
time  standard  prices  will  reach  a  point  that  will  prove  profit- 
able to  the  entire  viticultural  industry — in  my  opinion  the  fore- 
most industry  in  the  State 

In  conclusion  Mr.  Gier  stated  that  the  recent  incorporation 
of  the  Theodore  Gier  Wine  Company  was  undertaken  for  tlie 
purpose  of  enabling  the  enlargement  of  capital.  This  activity 
he  said,  showed  his  faith  in  the  future  of  California  viticul- 
ture, for  such  new  capital  would  be  used  in  buying  more  vine- 
yards and  further  increasing  the  general  business  of  the  com- 
pany. 


Arnold  Poppic;  of  the  Zamora  Vineyard  Co.,  this  city,  and 
one  of  the  best  known  salesmen  on  the  coast,  departed  a  few 
days  ago  on  an  extended  trip  covering  the  I5ast,  South  and 
North.  The  Zamora  Vineyard  Company  is  a  compartively 
young  institution,  but  is  meeting  with  flattering  success.  Mr. 
Poppic  explains  this  by  giving  his  axiom,  which  is  this :  "When 
yow  go  out  with  the  quality  and  have  ability  as  a  salesman,  y<ra 
are  sure  of  success — you  can't  fail.  Now  I  have  the  goods  and 
I  know  how  to  sell  'em.    So  I  can't  fail." 
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Grapes  and  Copper  ; 


WE  have  received  the  following  iuteresting  communication 
from  Sanders  &  Company's  Copper  Works,  entitled  by 
Mr.  Schalitz,  "Grapes  and  Copper."  It  clearly  demonstrates  the 
great  benefit  that  the  growers  and  handlers  of  grapes  in  Cali- 
fornia have  received  from  the  mechanical  genius  and  first-class 
work  of  the  coppersmiths : 

"Winemakers  and  coppersmiths  are  old,  we  read  about  them 
in  historical  works,  but  they  are  more  combined  in  California, 
especially  in  the  sweet  wine  district,  than  they  were  then,  and 
now  both  are  friends  through  necessity.  The  wiuemaker  learned 
what  the  coppersmith  knew,  one  has  the  work  to  be  done  and 
the  other  requires  work  to  do,  just  as  "necessity  is  the  mother  of 
invention,"  or  as  the  German  says,  "hunger  lernt  erfinden." 

"About  thirty-five  years  ago  when  the  winemaker  ordered  a 
still  he  described  to  the  coppersmith  just  what  he  desired  as  to 
shape  and  form  and  he  received  it  nicely  made  with  all  the 
fancy  touches  of  the  coppersmith,  regardless  as  to  whether  this 
extra  work  would  do  any  good  to  the  still.  For  looks  it  was 
perfect,  but  to  fill  the  object  that  was  another  question. 

"From  that  time  up  to  about  twenty  years  ago  the  copper- 
smith knew  little  about  what  the  winemaker  required.  About 
twenty  years  ago  there  was  an  appropriation  made  by  the  State 
of  California  to  help  the  wine  industry,  and  the  coppersmith  was 
asked  what  he  could  do  to  further  the  industry.  He  gave  his 
information  and  ideas  of  how  it  could  be  improved  by  what  he 
could  produce.  At  that  time  a  300-gallon  or  possibly  a  500- 
gallon  charging  still  or  one  that  could  distill  1800  to  3000  gal- 
lons of  wine  in  twenty-four  hours  was  a  large  still.  At  the 
same  time  there  were  grapes  going  to  waste  containing  from 
22  to  30  per  cent  sugar  because  the  distilling  capacity  of  the 
winery  was  too  small  and  they  could  not  handle  these  grapes. 
The  coppersmith  was  doing  nothing  and  the  winemaker  was 
losing  money  and  Uncle  Sam's  revenue  man  was  not  welcome 
at  the  winery  because  the  winemaker  could  not  produce  with  his 
still  what  it  was  surveyed  for  and  therefore  he  had  to  work 
extra  to  do  so.  The  winemaker  had  the  idea  that  the  product 
of  the  grapes  had  to  lay  and  rest,  as  they  called  it,  but  the 
coppersmith  advised  him  to  distill  and  to  use  stills  as  large  or 
larger  than  the  crushing  capacity  per  day  and  rather  have  thi^ 
still  stand  idle  than  have  the  winery  blocked. 

"Then  the  continuous  stills  came  into  use,  although  some 
winemakers  would  not  believe  in  them,  but  they  gi-adually  came 
in  line,  and  those  who  had  used  the  old  style  stills  wei'e  the 
most  pleased  with  them,  because  they  appreciated  the  difference. 
One  of  the  best  winemakers  Avho  took  a  great  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  wine  industry  in  general,  and  Avho  made  a  spe- 
cialty of  good  brandy,  wrote  after  he  had  used  the  still  a  season 
that  if  all  the  brandy  makers  would  use  this  still  they  would  get 
10  cents  more  a  gallon  for  their  brandy.  Then  there  was  no 
demand  for  brandy  and  hardly  any  contracted  for,-:  and  the 
buyer  only  bought  when  the  brandy  was  made  and  the  prices 
were  according  to  the  quality.  Within  a  few  years  several 
wineries  commenced  the  season  with  contracts  for  brandy  to 
start  with  on  the  strength  of  the  still  that  they  were  going  to 
use.  Nobody  wanted  muscat  brandy  and  of  course  very  little 
was  made,  but  in  a  couple  of  years  many  tons  of  second  and 
third  ci-op  muscat  grapes  went  to  the  Avineries,  which,  but  for 
the  improvement  in  stills,  would  have  rottetl  on  the  vines,  to  be 


turned  into  muscat  brandy,  and  there  has  been  a  great  demand 
for  it  since.  At  this  time  a  still  that  would  distill  5000  gallons 
of  wine  in  twenty-four  houi's  was  a  large  still,  and  to  make  tlircr 
or  four  of  them  a  season  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  copper- 
smith. In  nearly  all  cases  these  stills  were  too  small  after  a 
year  or  two,  although  they  produced  more  than  bargained  for, 
and  larger  stills  had  to  be  made.  Many  of  these,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  those  that  Avere  destroyed  by  fire,  are  still  doing  good 
Avork  and  Avere  in  operation  last  year,  some  of  them  have  been 
(m  four  different  foundations  and  have  initiated  the  winemaker 
into  the  business.  These  stills  have  been  further  improved,  and 
about  100  of  them  Avere  in  operation  last  year,  the  capacity 
varying  from  3000  gallons  to  40,000  gallons  per  day,  and  Avith 
only  one  exception,  which  was  a  good  many  j^ears  ago,  the  wine- 
maker  has  paid  the  coppersmith  in  full  and  sometimes  before  it 
was  due,  showing  the  good  Avill  betAveen  them. 

"Last  year,  although  prospects  Avere  poor,  twelve  of  these 
stills  varying  in  capacity  from  3000  gallons  to  40,000  gallons 
per  day,  were  made  by  this  company,  and  operated. 

"It  has  also  during  1910  manufactured  and  installed  three 
grape  syrup  plants.  It  is  believed  that  the  making  of  this  syrup 
in  years  Avhen  the  price  offered  by  Avinemakers  is  below  the 
average,  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  grape  growers,  and  Avill  there- 
fore afford  another  instance  Avhere  the  mechanical  skill  of  the 
coppersmith  has  been  utilized  for  the  good  of  the  viticultural 
industry.

to  evei'ybody  else  the  rational  way  in  Avhich  the  Swiss  Govern- 
ment attemiits  to  solve  the  drink  question.

SWISS  ALCOHOL  MONOPOLY. 


In  1887,  by  a  popular  vote,  a  form  of  the  referendum,  the 
Swiss  people  voluntarily  handed  over  the  monopoly  of  alcohol 
to  the  federal  authorities,  who  have  controlled  the  importation, 
manufacture  and  wholesale  distribution  of  spirits — in  quanti- 
ties of  not  less  than  forty  litres — since  that  date. 
;  The  latest  statistics,  from  1887  to  1909,  show  how  the  monop- 
oly has  been  worked  for  the  last  twenty-two  years,  and  with 
Avhat  good  results.  The  loans  and  expenses  required  to  estab- 
lish the  monopoly,  amounting  to  £207,840,  were  paid  off  within 
ten  years  by  the  government,  and  tlie  profits  from  the  sale  of 
good  alcoohl,  supervised  by  federal  experts,  amounted  during 
the  twentj'-two  years  to  £5,176,000. 

The  profits  were  divided  each  year  among  the  cantons  accord- 
ing to  their  population,  and  one-tentli  of  the  revenue  was  ap- 
plied according  to  the  law  to  counteract  alcoholism,  with  very 
encouraging  results.  The  government,  by  abolishing  communal 
and  cantonal  duties  on  Avines  and  beer,  by  suppressing  the  evil 


of  the  many  small  stills  that  existed  in  the  country  before  the 
monopoly,  by  increasing  the  taxes  on  spirits  to  three  times  as 
rnuch  as  before  1887,  has  carried  out  its  original  policy  of  sup- 
planting the  use  of  spirits  by  that  of  fermented  beverages,  and, 
above  all,  has  succeeded  in  reducing  drunkenness  and  increasing 
the  health  of  the  Swiss  people. 

In  1904  the  consumption  of  alcohol  of  50  per  cent  in  Switzer- 
land was  per  head  4  litres  30  centilitres,  and  in  1909  it  had 
fallen  to  3  litres  72  centilitres,  and  is  said  to  be  gradually  de- 
creasing. Such  is  the  >vork  accomplished  by  the  alcohol  monop- 
oly in  Switzerland,  brought  into  birth  by  the  referendum,  by  the 
people  for  the  people. — London  Standard. 


iitarving  Workers  Wreck  Wineries 


PARIS,  Jan.  19. — The  wine  riots  in  the  Champagne  district 
are  seriously  occupying  the  attention  of  the  government 
which  today  decided  to  dispatch  troops  to  end  the  disturbances 
in  the  Rheims  region,  where  the  local  authorities  are  helpless. 

Although  the  misery  of  the  wine  workers  resulting  from  poor 
crops  and  small  wages  is  recognized  officially,  it  is  pointed  out 
that  large  sums  already  have  been  appropriated  by  parliament 
to  alleviate  the  sufferings. 

Last  night  2000  men  and  Avomen  from  the  surrounding  coun- 
try marched  into  Haueville  carrying  red  banners  and  singing 
revolutionary  airs.  They  broke  into  several  wine  cellars  and, 
smashing  the  casks,  poured  the  contents,  valued  at  thousands 
of  dollars,  into  the  streets  until  the  thoroughfares  ran  with 
champagne.  Thousands  of  bottles  of  wine  Avere  emptied  into  a 
creek.

FEW  firms  in  this  country  have  shown  more  aggressiveness 
during  the  past  few  years,  than  have  the  firm  of  Breen  & 
Kennedy  of  Chicago,  who  also  have  a  branch  house  in  San 
Francisco,  under  the  management  of  our  well  known  Mr.  Thos.

The  year  of  1909  started  out  with  somewhat  better  prospects 
than  were  evident  in  the  beginning  of  1908.

Breen  and  Mr.  Patrick  Kennedy,  his  partner,  were  men  Avho 
began  at  the  bottom  of  the  ladder,  worked  their  way  up  grad- 
ually from  the  positons  of  salesmen,  and  later  credit  men, 
with  the  well  known  firm  to  which  they  formerly  were  both 
attached  for  many  years.

He  will  carry  a  large  stock 
in  the  new  location,  for  which  he  is  at  present  engaged  in  nego- 
tiating a  long  lease. 

The  success  of  the  house  of  Breen  &  Kennedy  is  an  object 
lesson,  showing  what  can  be  accomplished  by  tlie  proper  combi- 
nation of  goods  and  brains.  The  house  furnish  the  whiskies 
as  per  guarantee  and  to  Thos.  W.  Costello,  the  Western  man- 
ager, was  delegated  the  arduous  task  of  making  the  market. 
Being  one  of  the  star  salesmen  on  the  coast  he  has  made  good  as 
the  experience  of  the  house  shows. 


Advance  in  Wine  Prices  Puts  Industry  Rightl] 


QEStS!:^ 


T^  ARLY  in  the  present  year  a  tacit  agreement  was  made 
•L--«  between  the  California  AYine  Association  and  a  number  of 
sweet  wine  makers  by  which  a  general  advance  lias  been  made 
in  the  price  of  all  California  wines.  The  increase  on  sweets 
is  6  cents  a  gallon  in  carload  lots,  and  the  same  advance  has 
been  authorized  on  clarets  and  other  standard  dry  wines. 

The  largest  independent  wineries  in  San  Joaquin  county,  Sac- 
ramento, Fresno  and  Los  Angeles  have  advanced  prices  on  sweet 
wines  with  the  consent  of  the  California  Wine  Association.  All 
sweets  have  advanced  6  cents  for  carload  lots  of  new  wines, 
and  tliere  is  an  agreement  to  maintain  this  status  if  no  rate 
cutting  is  indulged  in. 

This  means  that  port  wines  in  large  wholesale  lot-i,  witliout 
coop(>rage,  is  being  offered  at  22  and  23  cents  i)er  gallon  instead 
of  IG  and  17  cents.  Twenty-two  cents  means  about  .fl(;.50  jxt 
ton  for  grapes,  including  cost  of  wine  making. 

So  much  for  the  result  of  united  action  of  wine  men,  and 
it  would  appear  therefrom  that  if  it  is  continued  tlie  entire 
industry  will  be  gi-eatly  benefited  thereby.  A.  Mattei,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  California  Inde|)endent 
Wineries,  gave  as  a  reason  for  the  increase  m  jjvice,  tliat  it 
had  been  dtme  because  of  the  good  market  for  wim-  which  now 
prevails  in  the  East.  He  further  said  that  1910  had  been  a 
good  year  for  the  wine  men. 

The  co-operative  wineries  at  Lodi  are  also  deliglited  at  the 
prospect,  and  state  that  the  advance  in  wine  prices  will  be  a 
great  benefit  to  the  growers  as  the  wineries  will  pay  tliem 
about  |13  a  ton,  Avhich  nmkes  all  the  difference  between  ruin 
and  prosperity. 

The  result  of  the  amicable  agreement,  we  are  also  informed, 
will  be  that  the  California  Wine  Association  will  net  a  hand- 
some profit  from  the  sale  of  wines  in  hand  which  were  made 
from  low  priced  grapes.  Everybody,  therefore,  seems  satis- 
fied, the  independents,  the  co-operatives  and  the  Association, 
and  we  learn  from  several  prominent  wine  men  interviewed 
that  if  this  "entente  cordiale"  only  lasts  there  is  a  bright  out-^ 
look  for  the  California  wine  and  grape  industries  during  1911.

MR.  R.  M.  WOOD,  Editok  Wine  and  Si'IUIT  Review — 
Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  your  recjuest  for  a  few  lines, 
for  yonr  annual  issue,  the  topic  that  sufjjjcsts  itself  as  a  live  one 
is  the  constant  agitation  of  the  so-called  "Temperance"  ques- 
tion. 

Instead  of  true  temperance,  however,  man.v  agitators  contend 
for  total  abstinence  from  all  liquids  of  any  alcoliolic  strength, 
and  in  doing  so,  they  overlook  indisputable  facts  tliat  tlie  tem- 
perate and  wise  use  of  liquids  with  alcoliolic  strength  (which 
are  converted  from  grains  and  grapes)  aid  digestion  and 
strengthen  the  physical  and  mental  powers  instead  of  impairing 
them. 

The  further  one  looks  to  France,  Germany,  Italy  or  Great 
Britain  for  facts  along  these  lines,  the  same  deductions  must 
be  drawn,  that  not  the  wise  but  the  unwise  use  of  such  bever- 
ages is  what  makes  the  trouble. 

The  agitatoi's  cannot  change  human  nature  and  ever  since 
P>iblical  times,  when  wat^r  Avas  turned  into  wine  by  the  Lord, 
who  did  not  advocate  total  abstinence — such  beverages  have 
added  to  the  Avelfare  of  mankind,  as  well  as  to  their  troubles, 
when  fools  and  weak  people  use  them  unwisely. 

As  well  might  one  advocate  the  abolition  of  niaking  gun 
powder,  because  some  people  get  blown  up,  as  to  prohibit  the 
manufacture  and  use  of  beverages  of  alcoholic  strength,  be- 
cause some  people  use  them  unwisely. 

Absolutely  pure  beer  without  any  chemicals,  like  Schlitz 
beer,  and  pure  whisky  like  J.  H.  Cutter  bourbon  and  Keystone 
IVIonogram  rye  without  any  raw  spirits  are  types  of  beverages 
that  wisely  used  will  help  rather  than  hinder  the  race. 

Where  prohibitory  laws  are  in  force,  pure  alcoholic  bever- 
ages are  driven  out  and  the  impure  high  wines  and  raw  spirits 
take  their  place,  because  those  who  will  have  their  alcoholic 
beverages,  must  get  them  clandestinely  and  in  the  least  tiine, 
with  the  quickest  effect,  all  of  which  is  injurious  to  the  moral 
and  phy.sical  well  being.

Progress  in  Southern  California  Wine  Industry 


A  LOS  ANGELES  exchange  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
"the  wine  industry  receipts  for  Southern  California  are 
climbing  skyward  by  leaps  and  bounds.  The  receipts  for  the  past 
four  months  exceed  by  more  than  .f250,000  those  of  the  cor- 
responding months  of  1909,  according  to  figures  of  the  United 
States  Internal  Revenue  Collector.  The  rapid  rise  in  the  wine 
industry  receipts  for  the  closing  months  of  1910  disprove  the 
fears  that  the  extensive  colonization  projects  Ixnng  prosecuted 
throughout  Southern  California  have  injured  the  wine  traffic. 

As  far  as  avc  understand  tlie  matter  the  recent  greatly  in- 
creased profits  upon  the  sale  of  wines  are  caused  directly  from 
the  high  quality  of  the  1910  vintage  and  the  almost  entire 
failure  of  European  grape  crops,  a  conjunction  of  causes  which 
may  never  occur  again. 

Whether  or  no  southern  viticulture  has  been  injured  by  the 
"extensive  colonization  projects"  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  say, 
but  believe  it  may  be  truthfully  stated  that  normal  returns 
from  the  industry  cannot  be  fairly  estimated  by  the  results  of 
such  an  exceptional  year  as  1910.  In  which  case  it  would  be 
impossible,  basing  conclusions  on  last  year's  vintage,  to  arrive 
at  a  fair  decision  as  to  whether  they  have  or  not.

Colonel  Gier's  present  holdings  total  .|600,- 
000,  and  the  additional  property  which  he  is  soon  to  acquire, 
and  the  improvement  added  from  the  |250,000  bond  issue  pro- 
ceeds, the  value  of  the  company  will  exceed  the  amount  of  in- 
corporation.

f  Toasts  and  After=Dinner  Oratory  j

THE  150  fjiiosts  who  wore  invited  to  the  dinner  party  ofifr.and 
.Mrs.  Patrick  Callionn  at  tiie  Hotel  St.  Francis  on  Tue.sday 
evening,  January  3rd,  were  given  an  opportunity  to  see  the  head 
of  the  I'nited  K'ailroads  in  a  particularly  happy  frame  of  mind, 
ami  to  listen  to  a  graceful  toa.st  tiiat  was  in  shaii)  contrast  to  the 
many  vitriolic  utterances  he  lias  made  in  tlie  daily  press  during 
the  past  few  years.  The  occasion  was  the  announcement  of  tlu^ 
engagement  of  his  daughter,  ilargaret,  to  Paul  Foster,  son  of 
A.  W.  Foster,  one  of  California's  foremost  citizens. 

Nowadays,  betrothals  are  usually  revealed  by  the  women  folks 
at  teas  or  receptions.  Jlr.  Calhoun  evidently  i)referred  the  good 
old  Southern  custom  of  the  head  of  the  family  making  the 
announcement,  and  his  felicitous  speech  was  a  welcome  innova- 
tion to  the  prominent  people  who  sat  at  table. 

"My  friends,"  he  said,  "it  has  become  my  agreeable  duty  to 
convey  to  you  a  pleasing  piece  of  news.  Having  seen  it  rumored 
in  the  papers  and  having  been  specially  invited  to  hear  it,  you 
will,  of  course,  be  surprised. 

"The  indescribable  charm  of  California,  which  has  seized  in 
its  life-long  embrace  every  member  of  my  family,  as  it  does  every 
one  who  lingers  in  the  State,  renders  it  natural  that  my  daughter 
JIargaret  should  have  found  here  the  one  man  for  her  in  all 
the  world. 

"Added  to  its  Avonderful  natural  charms,  California  will  ever 
be  to  Mrs.  Calhoun  and  me  one  of  the  dearest  spots  on  earth  on 
account  of  the  loving  acts  of  friendship  which  have  been  so 
generously  shown  us  and  the  loyal  support  which  thousands 
have  given  me  who  have  known  me  only  through  my  works. 

"We  therefore  rejoice  that  Margaret  has  determined  to  make 
California  her  permanent  home.  We  know  that  the  splendid 
father  of  the  man  she  has  chosen  will  Avelcome  her  as  a  daughter 
and  that  this  noble  lady  at  my  right  already  envelops  her  in  a 
mother's  love,  while  you,  my  friends,  from  the  abundance  of 
your  generous  natures  will,  we  know,  continue  to  lavish  upon 
her  those  charming  sentiments  of  friendship  wiiich  have  so 
endeared  you  to  Mrs.  Calhoun  and  me.  We  sliall  love  to  think 
of  our  daughter  amidst  the  sunshine  and  flowers  of  California 
surrounded  by  the.  tenderest  sentiments  of  love  and  friendship. 

"I  now  announce  to  you  the  engagement  of  my  daughter 
ilargaret  to  Mr.  Paul  Scott  Foster,  and  ask  you  to  join  with  me 
in  drinking  a  rising  toast  to  their  health  and  happiness." 

Mr.  Calhoun's  toast  was  certainly  apropos,  but  at  the  average 
dinner  party,  I  must  confess  I  dislike  "speeches"  or  "toasts," 
unless  it  is  a  family  affair,  when  the  close  relations  of  every  one 
present  allow  a  certain  freedom  and  license  which  is  productive 
of  mirth  and  laughter  and  does  not  call  for  any  efforts  at 
oratory. 

If  there  are  to  be  "toasts,"  however,  I  believe  that  those  ex- 
pected to  scintillate  should  have  an  op})ortunity  to  prepare  for 
the  ordeal.  On  several  occasions,  I  have  been  amazed  at  the 
poor  showing  nmde  on  the  spur  of  the  moment  by  men  of  the 
world  who  dine  out  often  and  represent  a  wide  variety  of  in- 
terests and  nationalities.  I  have  in  mind  a  recent  dinner  party, 
which  did  not  celebrate  any  special  event,  an  anniversary,  birth- 
day or  anything  else  of  moment.  One  of  the  guests  offered  a 
charming  toast  to  the  host  and  hostess  and  then  called  on  others 
to  "say  a  few  words."  Apologies,  embarrassing  attempts  to  be 
facetious,  and  some  indifferent  stories,  not  particularly  well 
told,  were  the  only  fish  that  came  into  the  dragnet  of  the  self- 
appointed  toastraaster. 


It  has  always  seemed  strange  to  me  why  people,  who  are  not 
(luick-witted  and  clever,  do  not  fortify  themselves  with  the  ideas 
of  others.  There  are  so  many  appropriate  toasts  that  can  readily 
be  memorized  and  prefaced  with  a  few  spontaneous  and  appro- 
l)riate  remarks,  that  there  is  no  reason  why  any  person  should 
be  caught  napping.  Take  Francis  Wilson's  charming  little 
tribute  to  the  hostess : 

"Here's  to  the  hostess  who  has  worried  all  day 
And  trembled  lest  everything  go  the  wrong  way; 
May  the  grace  of  contentment  possess  her  at  once. 
May  her  guests — and  her  servants — all  do  the  right  stunts." 

Oliver  Herford's  jingle  in  honor  of  the  chaperone  can  also  be 
used  to  advantage  by  budding  youths : 

"Here's  to  the  chaperone! 

May  she  learn  from  Cupid 
Just  enough  of  blindness 
To  be  sweetly  stupid." 

L.  H.  Jerome's  toast  "To  the  Ladies"  is  always  provocative  of 
laughter  and  permits  of  some  effective  "stage  business" : 

"Our  arms  your  defense, 
Your  arms  our  recompense, 
Fall  in!" 

Sheridan  paid  his  respects  to  women  in  a  rollicking  ballad, 
a  characteristic  stanza  of  which  runs  as  follows : 

"Here's  to  the  maiden  of  bashful  fifteen, 
Here's  to  the  widow  of  fifty; 
Here's  to  the  ilaunting,  extravagant  queen 
And  here's  to  the  housewife  that's  thrifty;  — 
Let  the  toast  pass; 
Drink  to  the  lass. 
I'll   warrant   she'll  prove 

An  excuse  for  the  glass!" 

The  toast,  "Friend.ship,"  has  been  pithily  handled  by  Dickens, 
who  said  : 

"Here's  to  the  wings  of  friendship — may  they  never  molt  a  feather!" 

Dobson  thus  expressetl  his  sympathy  for  the  bachelor : 

"Pass  me  the  wine.    To  those  that  keep 

The  bachelor's  secluded  sleep 

Peaceful,  inviolate  and  deep, 

I  pour  my  libation." 

Pen  Jonson's  coui)lets 

"To  the  old,  long  life  and  treasure; 
To  the  young,  all  health  and  pleasure," 

is  always  welcome  and  appropriate  where  the  ages  of  the  guests 
are  strongly  c<mtrasted. 

One  might  go  on  indefinitelj'  (|uoting  suitable  toasts  for  dif-  • 
ferent  occasions,  hut  these  are  a  few  that  come  to  my  mind  as  I 
write.  They  seem  to  me  infinitely  better  than  the  hodgepodge  of 
jests  of  all  ages  that  are  usually  peri)etrated  at  private  as  well 
as  public  dinners  and  ban(|uets  by  s])eakers  Avho  are  anxious  to 
set  the  table  in  a  roar. 

This  tendency  to  tell  jokes  reminds  me  of  the  story  of  the  man 
who  came  late  to  a  banquet  and  was  grieved  to  find  that  every 
jest  of  his  fell  flat.  When  he  had  made  an  end  of  speaking,  he 
sorrowfully  asked  the  man  next  him  what  was  the  matter  and 
whether  his  stories  Avere  not  good  ones.  "Oh,  ye — es,"  was  the 
answer,  "they  were  good  enough,  I  suppose,  but  then,  you  see, 
the  earlier  speakers  had  told  all  of  them." 

Prander  Matthews  declares  that  wci  Americans  are  too  good- 
natured  at  times,  too  tolerant,  else  would  a  tedious  speech  meet 
with  swift  and  deserved  punishment.  "The  Pritish,"  he  says, 
"are  less  courteous.  They  interrupt  promptly,  they  badger,  they 
catcall.  We  sit  silent  and  writhe  without  shirking  and,  at  worst, 
Ave  steal  aAvay  Avithout  protest."    Perhaps  Mr.  Matthews  is  right. 

At  any  rate,  Ave  knoAv  that  humor  and  funny  stories  are  not 
ahvays  synonymous.  Head  the  speeches  of  Mark  Twain  ( Samuel 
L.  Clemens)  and  you  get  an  idea  of  the  clever  way  in  AA'hich  he 
introduced  his  droll  stories  Avhich   always  had   point.     Evon 
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I'obbod  of  hiss  delijilidul  (k-livcry  tlic.y  ai-e  very  amusing.  They 
show  a  wholosomo  onthjok  on  life,  a  hatred  of  shams  and  a  kindly 
huiuoi'  that  was  characteristic  of  the  man.  Take  his  toast  to  the 
babies,  for  ('xami)U' : 

"We  haven't  all  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  ladies;  we  have  not  all  been 
generals,  or  poets,  or  statesmen;  but  when  the  toast  works  down  to  babies, 
we  stand  on  common  ground— for  we've  all  been  babies.  As  they  comfort  us 
in  our  sorrows,  let  us  not  forget  them  in  our  festivities.  Here's  to  the 
babies— God  bless  them!" 

No  one  enjoys  a  banquet  more  than  do  I  when  the  number  of  speakers 
is  limited  and  the  committee  is  careful  to  choose  them  judiciously  so  that 
their  several  styles  of  speaking  may  contrast  agreeably.  Five  toasts  or  six 
at  the  most  are  the  limit  of  enjoyment  and  it  seems  to  me  that  every  one 
who  is  asked  to  respond  to  a  toast  should  be  requested  not  to  exceed  fifteen 
minutes.  We  are  told  that  the  five-minute  speeches  with  which  Judge  Hoar 
year  after  year  delighted  the  Harvard  Chapter  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  con- 
tained "but  one  original  idea,  clearly  stated,  and  but  one  fresh  story, 
well  told." 

Of  course,  if  one  really  has  something  vital  to  say,  the  most  blase  diner 
will  listen  attentively.  It  Is  related  that  when  Lowell  went  to  London  as  our 
Ambassador,  he  was  always  in  demand,  for  he  always  had  something  to  say, 
something  that  brought  out  the  kinship  of  the  two  nations,  while  at  the  same 
time  emphasizing  the  independence,  the  equality  and  the  dignity  of  the 
United  States. 

He  had  many  kinks  to  unravel,  too,  and  was  constantly  forced  to  feel  his 
way  carefully  in  order  not  to  antagonize  the  English  people.  But  he  had 
tact  and  always  came  through  the  ordeal  with  flying  colors.  One  day,  when 
he  was  the  guest  of  the  Incorporated  Society  of  Authors,  he  remarked,  "I 
have  been  told  often  to  remember  that  my  countrymen  are  apt  to  think  they 
are  always  in  the  right— that  they  are  apt  to  look  at  their  own  side  of  the 
question  only.  Now  this  characteristic  conduces  certainly  to  peace  of  mind 
and  imperturbability  of  judgment,  whatever  other  merits  It  may  have." 
Then  he  paused  for  a  moment  and  dryly  asked,  "I'm  sure  I  don't  know  where 
we  got  it— do  you?"  In  a  moment  the  laughter  and  applause  proved  to  him 
that  his  shaft  had  gone  home. 

There  are  times  when  the  most  polished  speaker  would  rather  not  be 
called  upon,  when  his  remarks  are  likely  to  be  misinterpreted  or  policy 
prevents  him  from  voicing  sentiments  that  would  please  others.  I  recall  an 
amusing  incident  at  Asti,  a  few  months  ago,  when  the  American  Chemical 
Society  was  being  lunched  there.  A  number  of  enthusiastic  visitors  had 
praised  California  wines  and  declared  that  where  they  were  freely  used, 
the  people  were  temperate  and  intoxication  was  unknown. 

There  was  great  applause  and  mirth  when  a  professor  from  Stanford 
University  was  called  upon,  for  as  every  one  knows,  the  college  city  is  one 
of  the  dryest  spots  in  California.  He  hesitated  for  a  moment,  but  only  a 
moment,  and  then,  smiling,  said  he  felt  much  as  did  the  delegates  from 
Kansas  when  they  visited  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  found  everyone  laugh- 
ing over  William  Allen  White's  famous  article,  "What's  the  matter  with 
Kansas?"     Realizing   they   would   be   the   butt   of  much   joking,   they   wore 

Inittons  reading,  "Laugh,  d n  you,  laugh."     The  Stanford  professor  said 

his  only  regret  was  that  he  was  not  provided  with  a  similar  button,  since  his 
association  with  "dry"  Stanford  seemed  to  arouse  so  much  laughter. 

"Nerves"  have  prevented  many  experienced  speakers  from  doing  their 
best.  They  know  that  great  things  are  expected  from  them  and  the  feeling 
of  having  to  "make  good"  often  unfits  them  before  they  arise  to  speak. 

When  a  public  dinner  was  arranged  in  New  York  for  Charles  Dickens  on 
his  visit  to  America,  Washington  Irving  was  chosen  to  preside.  Curtis  tells 
us  that  Irving  went  about  muttering,  "I  shall  certainly  break  down."  After 
the  dinner  was  eaten,  Irving  arose  to  propose  the  health  to  Dickens.  He 
began  pleasantly  and  smoothly  in  two  or  three  sentences.  Then  he  hesitated, 
stammered,  swallowed  and  stopped.  He  tried  in  vain  to  begin  again.  But  it 
was  no  use,  and  so  he  gracefully  gave  it  up  and  announced  his  toast,  "Charles 
Dickens,  the  guest  of  the  Nation,"  and  sank  into  his  chair  amid  immense 
applause,  whispering  to  his  neighbor,  "There,  I  told  you  I  should  break  down 
and  I  have  done  it." 

James  N.  Gillett,  during  his  term  as  Governor,  acted  as  toastmaster  at 
many  a  notable  banquet  and  on  every  occasion  he  had  something  interesting 
to  say  about  the  progress  and  future  of  our  glorious  State  or  some  graceful 
compliment  for  the  speakers  of  the  evening.  Gavin  McNab  Is  another 
speaker  with  a  magnetic  personality,  a  beautiful  flow  of  language  and  an 
impressive  delivery.  He  always  rouses  his  auditors  to  enthusiastic  applause. 
George  A.  Knight,  Joseph  D.  Redding,  Benjamin  Ide  Wheeler,  Edward  F. 
Adams,  David  Starr  Jordan  are  all  speakers  of  distinction  who  have  widely 
contrasting  styles  and  of  whom  we  may  well  be  proud. 

C.  C.  Moore,  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  and  R.  B.  Hale  are  other  of  our  popular 
citizens,  who  at  banquets  galore  recently  have  been  called  upon  to  speak  in 
behalf  of  San  Francisco  as  the  Exposition  City  in  1915.  At  the  St.  Francis, 
the  other  night,  with  the  fifteen  other  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Portola  Festival,  they  celebrated  the  first  anniversary  of  the  carnival 


and  one  of  the  novel  features  was  the  sending  of  telegrams  of  greeting  to 
all  the  foreign  ambassadors  who  graced  the  Portola  festivities,  a  year  ago, 
with  their  presence.  The  messages  conveyed  to  those  dignitaries  the  infor- 
mation that  the  Portola  Festival  Committee  was  celebrating  the  carnival 
anniversary  and  that  those  present  had  drunk  a  toast  standing  to  the  absent 
representatives  of  the  foreign  countries  which  had  sent  their  ships  to  the 
bay  of  San  Francisco  to  assist  in  rejoicing  over  the  rehabilitation  of  San 
Francisco. 

This  reminds  me  of  the  toast  prepared  by  President  William  H.  Taft  in 
honor  of  San  Francisco  for  the  Portola  celebration  in  October,  1909.  The 
President  has  a  happy  faculty  of  making  felicitous  remarks  at  the  many 
public  functions  he  is  obliged  to  attend,  and  his  toast  to  California's 
reconstructed  metropolis  was  dignified  and  sincere,  although  there  were 
many  who  thought  it  lacked  warmth. 

I  think  the  four  greatest  post-prandial  efforts  I  have  ever  heard  were 
delivered  at  the  banquet  given  by  the  Union  League  Club  in  the  Maple  Room 
of  the  old  Palace  Hotel,  when  Chauncey  M.  Depew  for  an  hour  held  the  150 
guests  spellbound.  General  W.  H.  L.  Barnes,  Horace  Piatt  and  Irving  M. 
Scott  were  the  other  leading  speakers. 

Depew  was  visiting  California  with  Cornelius  Vanderbilt  for  the  first  time 
and  there  was  great  curiosity  to  see  and  hear  him.  No  one  was  disappointed. 
He  lived  up  to  expectations,  proving  to  be  a  man  of  the  world,  skilled  In  the 
niceties  of  social  life  and  perfect  in  his  way  of  addressing  people  who  have 
dined.  He  won  every  one  with  his  first  sentences.  "Several  gentlemen  here 
told  me  this  evening  that  they  recognized  me  by  my  pictures,"  he  began. 
This  was  said  with  his  face  wreathed  in  smiles.  Instantly  he  changed  the 
expression  to  one  of  feigned  indignation,  as  he  added:  "I  wonder  if  they 
meant  some  of  the  pictures  in  the  San  Francisco  papers,  pictures  that  made 
me  a  contemporary  of  Noah  and  as  wrinkled  as  he  was  when  h«  had  his 
photograph  taken  after  leaving  the  ark." 

Depew  was  thoroughly  at  home.  His  address  was  graceful,  easy,  bubbling 
with  fine  humor  and  couched  in  choicest  language.  Every  intonation  and 
gesture  showed  that  he  was  an  actor  and  a  humorist.  His  praise  of  Cali- 
fornia was  so  mingled  with  humor  that  the  keenest  listener  could  scarcely 
tell  where  jesting  began  and  sober  earnest  ended,  for  he  said  some  of  the 
drollest  things  in  a  fashion  as  solemn  as  the  rotund  benediction  of  an  old 
fashioned  preacher  of  the  gospel. 

He  convulsed  every  one  when  he  announced  that  he  was  a  prohibitionist, 
for  a  moment  before  he  had  been  sipping  his  first  glass  of  wine.  "I  believe 
in  the  liberal  use  of  water,"  he  said.  There  was  a  pause  and  then  he 
hastened  to  explain — "I  mean,  for  irrigating  the  vast  stretches  of  thirsty  soil 
that  will  be  transformed  into  beauty  spots  when  they  are  blessed  with  the 
precious  fluid."  Throughout  his  talk,  he  chuckled  over  his  own  stories  with 
as  full  enjoyment  as  anybody.  I  like  a  man  who  enjoys  the  story  he  tells. 
You  know  what  Charles  Lamb  said:  "The  man  who  offers  me  wine  and  will 
not  praise  it  is  as  offensive  to  me  as  the  man  who  tells  me  a  joke  that  he 
will  not  laugh  at  himself." 

General  W.  H.  L.  Barnes,  acknowledged  to  be  California's  best  product 
in  oratory  and  a  friend  of  Depew,  referred  to  the  guest  of  honor  as  "the 
most  distinguished  American  citizen  in  private  life,"  and  he  added,  "He  is 
the  only  one  of  my  Yale  chums  who  has  fulfilled  an  early  promise  of  great- 
ness." I  am  not  sure  that  Barnes  made  the  speech  he  intended  before 
dinner.  It  was  full  of  beautiful  word  pictures  and  overflowed  with  patriotism, 
but  the  tone  of  the  evening  was  turned  to  politics  in  a  way  for  which  he  was 
not  altogether  prepared,  and  he  had  to  follow  the  lead. 

Horace  G.  Piatt,  who  was  then  president  of  the  Bohemian  Club,  spoke  for 
that  organization  and  his  address  was  so  full  of  good  things  that  he  was 
almost  continuously  interrupted  by  applause  and  shouts  of  laughter.  He  was 
the  only  Democrat  bidden  to  the  feast  and  he  emphasized  this  fact  by 
remarking  that  "the  Democratic  party  is  here  a  unit  which  is  more  than  the 
Republicans  seem  to  be  able  to  say." 

Throughout  his  speech  he  showed  his  tact  and  good  taste,  especially  when 
he  explained  that  he  was  an  American  of  the  type  described  by  Bryce — "a 
man  who  listens  to  a  good  thing,  well  said,  and  enjoys  it  even  if  he  does  not 
agree  with  any  part  of  it."  He  said  Depew  reminded  him  of  one  of  New 
York's  skyscrapers.  He  was  tall  and  grand  and,  like  them,  "his  reputation 
as  an  after-dinner  speaker  has  been  built  up  by  piling  story  on  top  of  story." 

Irving  M.  Scott  was  the  other  speaker,  his  subject  being  "The  American 
Navy,"  a  topic  in  which  he  was  vitally  interested  and  one  on  which  he  could 
talk  eloquently. 

Of  these  four  noted  speakers,  only  Depew  is  alive. 

Barnes,  Piatt,  Scott!  A  generation  ago,  these  were  names  to  conjure  with 
in  club  and  business  circles.  But,  alas,  they  have  passed  over  to  the  silent 
majority  and,  before  long,  their  names  will  be  only  memories.  However,  I 
am  sure  that  those  who  were  present  on  this  notable  occasion  will,  when 
they  recall  the  beaming  countenance  of  the  smiling  Chauncey,  remember  too, 
how  proud  they  felt  when  Barnes,  Piatt  and  Scott  covered  themselves  with 
glory,  despite  the  fact  that  they  were  pitted  against  New  York's  most  popular 
after-dinner  speaker. 
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SEATTLE,  January  20: — It  is  well  that  the  wine,  beer,  and 
spirit  nu'u  of  this  State  are  bestirring  themselves,  for  the 
meddling  brigade  is  busy.  I  have  been  permitted  to  see  an 
advance  copy  of  Governor  Hay's  message  to  the  legislature, 
which  will  be  taken  up  about  the  time  the  Review^  is  going  to 
press. 

Governor  Hay  is  regarded  as  a  good,  but  rather  weak  man 
in  an  executive  position,  so  he  hedges  a  little,  but  may  be  re- 
lied on  to  favor  the  weak-kneed  if  they  press  him.  He  cites 
the  fact  that  more  liquor  legislation  is  brewing,  and  he  hopes 
that  the  bitter  fights  on  this  question  will  not  dwarf  the  minds 
of  legislators  so  that  they  will  not  treat  other  legislation  fairly. 
He  wants  to  prevent  the  log-rolling  of  last  year. 

The  people  have  tried  to  make  the  saloons  reform  themselves," 
he  says,  "but  since  the  saloons  have  utterly  failed  to  achieve 
any  substantial  betterment  the  people  are  determined  that 
further  reliance  on  them  is  futile  and  that  reforms  must  come 
from  without."  He  then  says :  "The  people  may  wipe  out  the 
abuses  of  the  traffic,  even  to  absolute  prohibition  of  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  all  manner  of  intoxicants,  if  necessary." 
He  adds  that  most  of  the  voters  prefer  the  principle  of  the 
present  local  option  law,  and  he  himself  is  for  the  daylight  law, 
as  seen  in  Nebraska. 

Meantime,  the  saloon  men  really  see  that  they  have  been 
sleeping  too  long.  There  is  a  strong  probability  that  they  will 
bestir  themselves  to  show  the  voters  how  prohibition  fails  and 
will  try  to  make  the  bad  saloon  men  behave.  A  stricter  qualifi- 
cation on  the  part  of  license  holders  is  being  urged  by  the 
trade  itself. 


The  Post-lTitclligencer,  Seattle's  only  morning  newspaper  and 
the  paper  that  wants  Mayor  Gill  recalled — the  paper  that  the 
churches  like  better  than  they  do  the  Times,  is  opposed  to 
further  liquor  laws.  In  a  recent  editorial  it  says:  "For  the 
present  the  existing  local  option  law  in  Washington,  enacted 
two  years  ago  after  much  bitter  wrangling  and  a  great  waste 
of  time,  is  satisfactory  to  the  people,  and  the  legislature  should 
.spend  no  time  in  considering  any  proposed  change  in  the  law. 


"If  Boj'^d  P.  Doty,  representing  the  Anti-Saloon  League, 
wishes  to  render  this  State  a  really  good  service,  he  will  pack 
his  grip,  get  away  from  Olympia  and  let  the  legislature  alone 
so  that  it  may  deal  promptly  and  intelligently  with  the  more 
serious  problems  which  demand  legislative  attention  and  ac- 
tion, and  if  Mr.  Doty  doesn't  pursue  such  a  course  the  legisla- 
ture ought  to  pass  him  up  and  go  on  about  its  business. 

"The  advocates  of  more  stringent  liquor  laws  should  wait 
until  the  present  local  option  law  has  been  in  force  long  enough 
to  demonstrate  its  strength  or  its  weakness  before  they  again 
begin  a  liquor  agitation  in  the  legislature.  Such  an  agitation 
can  accomplish  no  good.  It  will  be  hurtful.  It  will  beget  bit- 
terness, stir  up  petty  antagonism  between  members  and  fac- 
tions in  the  legislature  and  seriously  interfere  with  the  public 
business. 

"The  men  who  are  advocating  more  stringent  local  option 
laws,  and  the  men  who  are  opposing  these  changes  in  behalf 
of  the  liquor  interests,  should  get  away  from  Olympia  and  let 
the  legislature  alone,  and  if  they  refuse  to  go,  the  legislature 
should  speedily  dispo.se  of  the  entire  issue  and  give  them  to 
understand  that  this  session  is  not  to  be  burdened  and  harassed 
by  a  wholly  useless  and  senseless  liquor  agitation. 

"Liquor  isn't  the  only  thing  in  this  State.  The  liquor  prob- 
lem isn't  the  the  only  problem  the  legislature  must  deal  with. 


There  are  graver  and  more  important  problems  to  consider  at 
this  time,  and  if  the  lobbyists  on  both  sides  of  this  question 
persist  in  efforts  to  press  the  liquor  problem  upon  the  legis- 
lature, the  legislature  should  close  the  door  on  them  both  and 
tell  them  to  go  home." 

Though  the  legality  of  this  resolution  has  been  questioned,  it  is 
probable  that  it  will  stand. 


It  is  well  for  the  trade,  perhaps,  that  President  Paulhamus, 
of  the  Senate,  gave  the  Prohibitionists  the  best  of  the  principal  i 
committees  early  in  the  session  of  the  legislature.  The  liberal 
element  was  disgusted,  but  at  the  same  time  spurred  to  action, 
so  the  next  thing  done  was  in  the  Assembly.  The  liberals  got 
together  and  passed  a  resolution  that  no  further  tampering 
with  the  liquor  question  be  indulged  in  during  the  session. 


Emey  Rawlings,  who  had  a  successful  summer  at  the  Alas-  i 
kan  and  whose  last  two  months  in  Seattle  were  spent  at  the  ! 
Lotus,  got  the  San  Francisco  fever  Christmas  week  and  broke 
for  water  like  a  thirsty  deer.  Without  saying  farewell  to  any-  j 
body  except  his  landlord  he  hastened  to  the  pier  and  took  ! 
passage  for  San  Francisco  on  the  Watson.  Erney  made  a 
number  of  friends  here  and  his  headquarters  soon  became  the  , 
rendezvous  for  Califomians.  For  a  time  it  was  thought  that  ! 
he  would  get  "the  Seattle  spirit,"  but  the  fever  came  upon  him 


in  a  night. 


He  is  now  happy  with  Wheeland  and  Collins. 


Offending  Seattle  Visitors 


Weather  predictions  for  Seattle  are  always  for  "dry"  on 
Sundays,  regardless  of  the  meteorological  signals.  Many  sa- 
loons exhibit  a  sign  on  Saturdays,  running  thus :  "For  Sunday, 
dry;  Don't  forget  your  Sunday  bottle."  This  sign  confronted 
"Doc"  Leahy  and  the  Tetrazzini  company  on  their  arrival  here 
a  few  days  ago.  It  was  hard  for  "Doc"  to  realize  just  what 
had  happened  or  where  he  was,  so  he  laid  in  a  supply.  On 
arriving  at  the  Washington  hotel,  however,  a  delightful  sur- 
prise awaited  him.  The  firm  of  J.  F.  Plumel  Co.,  San  Francisco, 
had  thoughtfully  shipped  him  a  few  bottles  of  twenty-year  old 
rye. 

But  a  second  surprise  disgusted  the  Tetrazzini  company  on 
their  arrival  in  the  dining  room.  It  was  Manager  Leahy's 
birthday,  so  he  ordered  champagne.  It  came — but  how?  In 
coffee  cups,  for  there  is  a  bigoted  law  here  that  champagne 
can  not  be  served  in  a  hotel  dining  room,  so  the  cup  is  the 
subterfuge. 

"Two-thirds  of  the  delight  of  champagne  is  in  the  glass," 
said  Leahy,  "and  to  drink  it  from  a  coffee  cup  is  like  eating  soup 
with  your  fingers.  Your  scenic  grandeur  cannot  overcome  the 
narrowness  of  your  laws." 

He  had  a  similar  experience  in  Portland,  just  how,  I  have 
forgotten,  but  if  you  want  to  see  a  man  who  appreciates  Cali- 
fornia and  her  liberal  laws — well,  just  make  an  engagement 
with  Leahy. 


Jimmy  Durkin,  who  owns  four  saloons  at  Spokane,  is  a 
wonderful  advertiser  and  believer  in  printer's  ink.  One  of  his 
saloons  is  combined  with  a  large  restaurant,  a  place  that  feeds 
two  thousand  people  a  day.  He  runs  a  column  in  the  Spokane 
papers,  always  headed,  "What  Jimmy  Durkin  Thinks."  Well, 
he  fights  the  narrow  laws  as  hard  as  anybody  in  the  world  can 
fight  them  with  common  sense,  but  one  thing  he  insists  on — that 
they  be  obeyed.    He  recently  wrote  to  a  Seattle  saloon  man  that 
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policy  of  disol)eyiug  laws  was  sure  to  result  in  greater 
Iiardsliips  on  the  trade  of  this  city.  He  was  right.  There  is 
talk  of  making  stricter  regulations  simply  because  some  of  the 
saloon  meu  are  reckless. 


Several  saloons  here  are  no«-  making  a  specialty  of  Olympia 
k'er.  The  Sno(iualmie,  U21  Pike  Street,  has  a  big  run  on  the 
Sdimidt  product.  Many  patrons  walk  several  blocks  for  a 
I  aste  of  that  delicious  fluid. 


Seattle  is  in  a  turmoil  over  the  removal  of  the  so-called 
•icistricted"  or  red-light  district  to  a  remote  sjjot  out  on  First 
Avenue  South,  a  spot  near  the  mud.  flats.  The  police  predict 
that  the  crusaders  for  purity  are  luring  the  patrons  of  that 
i  district  to  a  lonely  spot  where  a  carnival  of  robbery  and  murder 
ix  sure  to  follow. 


One  of  the  prominent  politicians  of  Seattle,  a  man  formerly 
jhigh  in  the  councils  of  the  Federal  Administration,  has  just  re- 
i  ceived  a  letter  from  Sacramento.  The  writer  is  a  State  Senator 
who  believes  in  tlie  efficacy  of  prohibition  and  the  anti-cigarette 
{type  of  legislation.  I  am  not  permitted  to  use  names  in  this 
;  account  of  the  correspondence.  However,  the  point  is  obvious 
without  names.  Here  is  an  extract  from  the  letter:  "We  pro- 
jpose  to  have  a  State  saloon  tax  and  shall  try  to  model  our  anti- 
:  cigarette  law  on  the  excellent  statute  passed  some  time  ago  by 
Washington.   Tell  me  something  of  its  Avorkings." 

A  portion  of  the  reply  runs  thus :    "Yes,  my  friend,  we  have 
I  a  model  anti-cigarette  law.     It  works  without  the  least  bit 
of  trouble  to  anybody.     It  was  forced  through  on  a  log-rolling 
ideal  by  which  its  author  was  helped  in  consideration  of  aid 
I  he  might  render  to  others.     He  himself  wanted  to  stop  an 
[overgrown  and  somewhat  unpromising  son  from  smoking  cigar- 
ettes.   The  son  is  today  a  confirmed  cigarette  smoker.    That  the 
law  missed  the  one  unimportant  person  it  was  aimed  at  is 
perhaps  a  misfortune  to  the  author  of  the  bill ;  but  the  rest  of 
the  public,  what  of  that?    Frankly,  old  man,  I  doubt  if  one  man 
in  ten  knows  of  the  existence  of  the  law.    One  can  buy  almost 
any  brand  of  cigarettes  at  any  of  the  cigar  stands.    Everybody 
'who  pursues  the  habit  smokes  cigarettes  openly  without  moles- 
|tation.    Oh,  there  is  one  good  thing  about  the  law.    The  tobacco 
Imen  keep  tlie  cigarettes  out  of  sight,  but  within  easy  reach. 
Possibly  some  of  the  dealers  charge  a  little  more  for  the  favorite 
brands  because  they  have  to  reach  under  for  them." 

Tiiis  reminds  me  of  another  famous  law  passed  by  the 
regulation  jackasses  up  this  way — the  law  against  tipping  any- 
body for  anything.  Nobody  pays  the  slightest  attention  to  it. 
Recently  all  the  waiters  of  the  principal  club  here  were  dis- 
cliarged  and  a  new  set  hired  because  the  old  bunch  of  waiters 
were  so  tip-hungry  that  the  tip  cost  the  guest  more  than  the 
meal,  or  he  got  no  service. 


Andrea  Sbarboro  has  advised  the  Washington  liquor  men  to 
take  steps  to  make  a  dignified  fight  against  prohibition  and  to 
start  an  earnest  campaign  of  education.  The  Italian-Swiss 
Colony  has  many  friends  up  this  way  and  those  in  the  trade, 
knowing  how  ably  Mr.  Sbarboro  has  fought  for  sane  laws,  are 
deliberhting  earnestly  over  his  advice. 


President  Paulhamus,  of  the  Washington  Senate,  has  given 
the  Prohibition  contingent  the  best  of  it  on  every  important 
committee,  which  seems  to  indicate  that  there  is  a  good  fight, 
ahead  and  that  the  dry  element  will  force  it.  President  Frank 
P.  Goss,  of  the  Seattle  Press  Club,  who  is  a  representative 
from  the  most  thickly  ])opulated  1>usiness  district  of  Seattle, 
will  probably  lead  the  fight  in  the  Lower  House  against  nar- 
row laws.    Goss  is  a  clever  speaker,  a  good  writer,  and  a  young 


man  of  philosophical  tendencies.  Being  liberal  in  his  own 
views  he  desires  the  rest  of  the  world  to  have  a  chance  to  think 
its  own  way. 


A  Good  Example 


One  of  the  musical  concert-hall  restaurants  of  Seattle,  with  a 
bar  attachment,  is  known  as  the  Angelus.  It  is  at  1424-6  First 
Avenue;  one  of  the  busy  central  parts  of  the  City.  The  pro- 
prietors are  thrifty  Germans,  who  conduct  their  business  on  the 
old  country  line.  Those  seeking  to  reform  saloons  might  take 
a  lesson  from  them.  On  their  cards — the  reverse  side  of  their 
regular  business  card — is  a  notice  that  the  fii'm  wants  to  be 
advised  by  the  friends  of  drunkards,  so  that  they  may  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  place.    The  notice  runs  thus : 

"To  Whom  it  May  Concern :  Know  ye  that  by  the  payment 
of  flOOO  we  are  permitted  to  retail  intoxicating  liquor  in  this 
City.  To  the  wife  who  has  a  drunkard  for  a  husband,  or  a  friend 
who  is  unfortunately  dissipated,  we  say  emphatically,  give  us 
notice  in  person  of  such  case  or  cases  in  which  you  are  inter- 
ested and  all  such  shall  be  excluded  from  our  place.  I^et 
mother.s,  fathers,  sisters  and  brothers  do  likewise  and  their 
requests  will  be  regarded.  We  pay  a  heavy  tax  for  the  privilege 
of  selling  whisky  and  other  liquors,  and  we  want  it  distinctly 
understood  that  we  have  no  desire  to  sell  to  drunkards  or 
minors,  or  to  the  poor  or  destitute.  We  much  prefer  that  they 
save  their  money  and  put  it  where  it  will  do  the  most  good  to 
their  families.  There  are  gentlemen  of  honor  and  men  of  money 
who  can  atford  it,  and  it  is  with  those  we  desire  to  trade.

To  collectors  of  internal  revenue: 

On  and  after  February  1,  1911,  rectifiers  in  giving  notice  of 
completion  of  rectification  and  gauging  officers  in  making  re- 
turn of  gauge  after  rectification  will  not  be  required  to  make 
Form  237  in  duplicate.  A  single  copy  only  of  said  form  will  be 
made  in  each  instance  and  the  same  will  be  filed  in  the  olfice  of 
the  collector  of  the  district.  Duplicate  notice  on  Form  237  will 
not  thereafter  be  required  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue. 

All  regulations  and  in.structions  inconsistent  with  the  fore- 
going ai-e  hereby  revoked  as  of  February  1,  1911. 

Collectors  will  instruct  rectifiers  and  gauging  officers  assigned 
to  rectifying  houses  in  their  respective  districts  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing.

A  Red  F>lul¥  lawmaker.  Assemblyman  Harry  Polsley,  has  pro- 
posed a  constitutional  amendment  for  the  purpose  of  stopping 
the  employment  of  women  in  places  where  liquor  is  sold.  The 
amendment  provides  "that  the  selling  or  handling  by  women 
of  intoxicating  liquors  or  the  presence  of  women  in  any  capacity 
or  at  all  in  a  saloon,  hall,  theater  or  other  place  where  intoxi- 
cating liquors  or  intoxicating  drugs  are  sold,  drank  or  given 
away,  shall  not  be  considered  a  lawful  business  or  vocation 
within  the  meaning  of  this  section." 
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Solon  Heads  Off  Local  Optionists 


SACRAMENTO,  Cal.,  Jan.  27.— The  ingenuity  of  Senator 
John  Bunyan  Sanford  was  by  no  means  exhausted  on  his 
scheme  to  postpone  consideration  of  the  women's  suffrage  ques- 
tion by  submitting  it  to  an  advisory  vote  of  the  women  of  the 
State.  He  has  a  bill  designed  to  beat  the  local  optionists  to 
the  punch.  By  a  simple  legislative  declaration  Sanford  would 
limit  the  saloon  in  California  to  one  for  each  500  population 
and  compel  them  to  remain  closed  between  the  hours  of  1  and  6 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  Here  are  Sanford's  own  reasons  for 
his  bill  and  possibly  for  his  opposition  to  the  local  option  bill 
if  that  measure  reaches  the  upper  house : 

"It  is  impossible,"  said  Sanford  today,  "to  legislate  morality 
and  sobriety  into  people.  It  has  long  been  patent  that  a  more 
strict  legislation  of  the  liquor  traffic  in  California  is  neces- 
sary. The  supporters  of  local  option  measures  are  confident 
that  the  passage  of  a  local  option  bill  would  remedy  all  the 
defects  that  now  exist  in  our  system  of  liquor  regulation.  This 
is  doubtful,  inasmuch  as  local  option  measures  would  only  im- 
pose a  drastic  regulation  on  certain  portions  of  the  State  and 
none  whatever  upon  others. 

GENERAL  LEGISLATION  PROPOSED. 

"The  aim  of  this  measure  is  to  impose  a  general  regulation 
throughout  the  State  that  all  may  fare  alike.  In  addition  to 
the  number  of  good  liquor  laws  now  on  the  statute  books  the 
passage  of  this  bill  with  penalties  it  imposes  seems  to  cover 
the  situation  thoroughly. 

"The  bill  first  prohibits  the  conduct  of  saloons  by  aliens  who 
are  irresponsible  and  invariably  run  groggeries  of  the  worst 
order".  This  factor  will  be  eliminated  and  the  standard  of 
saloons  permitted  will  be  of  a  higher  order.  Second,  it  limits 
the  number  of  saloons  in  every  community,  and  no  new  licenses 
can  be  granted  until  the  number  has  been  reduced  to  one  for 
each  500  inhabitants. 

"Third,  it  regulates  the  hours  of  closing,  which  is  important, 
inasmuch  as  the  chief  cause  of  complaint  against  saloons  is  the 
rascality  that  is  hatched  there  between  the  hours  of  midniglit 
and  dawn  when  the  law  abiding  world  is  slumbering. 

PROTECTS   REPUTABLE   SAIX)0NS. 

"Fourth,  it  is  a  protection  both  to  the  reputable  saloonkeeper 
who  desires  to  comply  with  the  law  and  the  minor  who  is  under 
18  years  of  age  by  making  both  equally  responsible  for  the  vio- 
lation of  the  law. 

"This  bill  is  not  intended  to  interfere  with  the  wholesale 
liquor  dealers  or  with  restaurants,  drug  stores  or  groceries 
where  li(iuor  is  sold  in  packages;  it  is  intended  to  regulate 
where  regulation  is  necessary,  namely,  the  saloons." 


The  anti-treating  bill  made  its  appearance  in  the  assembly 
today.  It  is  drafted  after  the  Tacoma  city  ordinance  enacted 
last  December  and  would  make  it  a  misdemeanor  to  ask  a  friend 
to  have  a  drink  in  a  saloon. 

Every  saloonist  would  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  Oi 
white  i>lacard  printed  in  black  letters  not  less  than  three  inches 
high  the  words  "No  treating  saloon." 

A  fine  of  not  less  than  |10  nor  more  than  flOO,  or  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  30  days,  is  spe- 
cified as  a  penalty.

Trade=Marks  Sought  to  be  Registered  in  the 
Patent  Office 


WASHINGTON,  Jan.  22.— Countervailing  duties  will  now 
b(>  assessed  on  all  Seotoh  and  Irish  whiskies  imported 
from  Great  Britain.  The  effect  of  the  ref>ulation  made  by  the 
Treasury  Department  today  will  be  to  add  nine  cents  a  gallon 
to  the  duty  already  imj)osed.  Whether  it  will  raise  the  ])rice  of 
I  lie  Scotch  high  ball  is  conjectural.  About  $125,000  a  year  will 
Ik»  added  to  the  customs  receipts  of  the  United  States.  The 
trade  in  Scotch  and  Irish  whiskies  amounts  to  about  $2,500,000 
a  year.

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The  California  Wine  Industry 
Past,  Present  and  Future 


ABOUT  twenty  years  ago  the  California  wine  industry  was 
very  nuicli  depressed.  Prominent  dealers  were  advocat- 
inji,  in  tlie  newspapers,  the  pourinji  of  the  surplus  wiues  into 
the  ocean  and  so  relieving  the  intolerable  condition.  Competi- 
tion among  the  large  handlers  was  so  keen  and  bitter  that  ruin 
apparently  stared  all  in  the  face. 

Out  of  this  chaos,  the  California  Wine  Association  was 
evolved.  The  steadying  influence  of  concentrated  capital  was 
exerted  for  the  general  good  of  the  industry.  Wine-makers 
likewise  organized  and,  Avorking  for  a  time  in  harmony  with 
other  elements  in  the  wine  trade,  more  stable  conditions  pre- 
vailed. 

A  surplus  of  wine  or  of  any  other  commodity  only  becomes 
a  surplus  when  everyone  tries  to  market  his  entire  stock  at  the 
same  time  and  so  places  himself  at  the  buyers'  mercy.  The 
associated  wine-makers,  unfortunately,  were  not  wisely  led  and, 
having  been  brought  to  the  thought  that  they  had  things  all 
their  own  way,  attempted  to  force  the  price  of  new  vintages  to 
a  figure  at  which  the  dealers  could  not  profitably  handle  the 
product  and  obtain  a  return  upon  the  large  capital  engaged 
in  this  branch  of  the  business.  The  result  was  that  the  deal- 
ers purchased  only  from  hand  to  mouth  and  the  wine-makers 
retaliated  by  attempting  to  market  their  raw  product  direct. 
The  dealers  protected  their  trade  and,  on  the  down  grade  of 
prices,  averaged  the  cost  of  their  Avines,  with  the  final  result 
that,  after  some  years  of  contest,  the  several  conflicting  ele- 
ments again  got  upon  speaking  terms  and  prosperity  once  more 
resumed  its  sway. 

For  about  eight  years  none  in  the  California  wine  industry 
had  much  cause  for  complaint.  Profits  to  all  were  fair.  The 
growers  got  fully  their  share.  They  then  tried  to  double  up, 
planted  more  acreage  than  could  readily  be  taken  care  of  when 
the  resulting  grapes  were  brought  to  the  wineries  to  be  turned 
into  wines.  The  San  Francisco  fire  inteiTened  to  wipe  out  a 
threatened  surplus.  For  a  couple  of  years  prices  went  sky- 
ward; too  much  so  for  the  permanent  good  of  the  California 
wine  industry.  The  importation  of  great  quantities  of  foreign 
wines  was  made  possible,  and  the  manufacture  was  encouraged 
of  so-called  wines  that  never  saw  a  grape  except  as  an  illustra- 
tion upon  the  bottle. 

This  brings  the  record  up  to  1908,  just  subsequent  to  the 
"Roosevelt"  panic.  Tens  of  thousands  of  good  Italians,  faithful 
drinkers  of  California  vintages,  were  driven  home  to  Italy  by 
lack  of  employment  in  this  country.  Once  more  wine  stocks 
accumulated.  Competition  became  acute.  Despondency  settled 
again  over  the  industry. 

For  two  years  the  situation  was  unmanageable  and  a  long 
pull  was  looked  forward  to  before  prosperity  could  come  again. 
Suddenly,  almost  at  the  close  of  the  year  1910,  after  the  vintage 
had  been  reluctantly  garnered,  several  unexpected  conditions 
arose.  The  European  crop  was  a  failure  and  a  demand  at  a 
price  sprang  up  thence  for  California  wines.  An  inspection 
of  the  carry-over  in  the  country  developed  that  a  great  many 
wines  of  previous  vintages  were  spoiled  and  that  there  was  a 
large  proportion  of  defective  wiues  of  the  1910  vintage.  The 
crop  of  1910  was  much  shorter  than  anticipated.  Buyers  be- 
came more  eager  than  sellers.  The  inevitable  rise  in  prices 
came,  due  to  that  condition. 

So  far  the  dry  wine  market  has  been  the  most  favorably 
affected,  but,  with  the  opening  of  the  spring  trade,  about  the 
first  of  April,  all  classes  of  wines  should  feel  the  revival  of  in- 
terest. 


A  little  good  sense  and  mutual  forbearance  among  the  ele- 
ments which  constitute  the  California  wine  industry  is  now 
all  that  is  necessary  to  bring  about,  once  again,  an  area  of  rea- 
sonably good  times  for  all.  If  every  one  rushes  in  at  an  unsea- 
sonable time,  eager  to  sell  to  the  same  man,  then  that  man 
will  take  advantage  of  the  situation  to  demand  and  gain  con- 
cessions in  price,  but  if  wine  holders  will  place  a  value  on  what 
they  have  to  sell  and  stick  to  that  price,  the  demand  must  inev- 
itably come  which  must  be  filled  and,  provided  prices  are  not 
too  rapidly  or  radically  advanced  and  planting  of  vineyards  is 
not  too  soon  resumed,  the  increase  in  consumption  will  take 
care  of  the  yield  from  the  existing  vineyards. 

What  I  said  ten  years  ago  I  now  desire  to  repeat  as  a  vale- 
dictory. 

"The  viticultural  industry  has  had  its  fill  of  controversy.  Let 
peace  now  reign,  and  its  concomitants — plenty  and  prosperity — 
will  follow  as  naturally  as  water  flows  down  hill.  Let  the 
various  elements  come  together,  talk  together,  work  together. 
All  Avant  success,  but  let  not  the  success  of  one  spell  disaster 
for  the  other.  All  can  be  prosperous  if  all  will  only 
co-operate  instead  of  each  element  regarding  the  other  as  his 
natural  enemy  or  as  his  natural  prey.  Therefore,  let  the  maxim 
henceforth  be  fairness.  Fairness  from  the  grower  to  the  wine- 
maker,  the  wine-maker  to  the  merchant,  and  the  merchant  to 
both  grower  and  wine-maker."

r^URING  a  discussion  of  the  Wylie  Local  Option  Bill  at 
y^  Sacramento,  Andrea  Sbarboro  addressed  the  House  as 
follows:  "I  propose  to  assist  in  removing,  or  at  least  minimiz- 
ing, the  evil  of  drunkenness  from  this  State.  In  the  United 
States  prohibitory  and  restrictive  legislation  has  divided  States 
into  Avarring  political  factions  and  brought  about  endless  lit- 
igation— ^crusades  in  nearly  every  city,  large  and  small. 

"The  good  people  of  each  side  are  fighting  for  the  same  cause 
— the  reduction  and  eventually  the  removal  of  the  evil  of  drnnk- 
enness  from  our  country.  The  only  difference  between  the 
contending  parties  is  the  means  by  which  it  can  be  attained. 
One  of  the  first  means  of  Aviping  out  the  drunkenness  which 
exists  is  to  reform  the  drunkards  themselves.  Every  person 
arrested  on  the  streets  in  a  drunken  condition  should  be  put 
in  jail. 

"The  next  step  will  be  for  our  government  t«  give  a  ration 
of  wine  at  table  to  all  its  soldiers  and  sailors  in  the  Army  and 
Navy.  This  system  is  strictly  adhered  to  by  the  wine-producing 
countries  of  Europe." 
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DiTOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review — Dear  Sir  :  Your  request 
for  an  article  on  the  expansion  of  the  cased  trade  business 
of  California  wines  has  been  received,  but  owing  to  the  rush  of 
business  during  January,  I  have  not  had  time  to  write  such  an 
article  as  I  would  like.  At  some  future  day  I  promise  you  a 
good  letter  on  this  subject,  going  more  into  details.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  I  can  only  give  you  a  few  facts  concerning  the  Cresta 
Blanca  brand  of  wine. 

The  past  year  was  an  exceptionally  good  one  for  us  and  we 
have  demonstrated  the  fact  that  the  people  in  foreign  coun- 
tries like  the  Cresta  Blanca  wines  just  as  well  as  the  people 
of  the  United  States  do.  This  assertion  is  borne  out  by  the 
increased  orders  from  foreign  countries.  During  the  past  year 
we  have  received  orders  for  Cresta  Blanca  wines,  both  still  and 
sparkling,  from  Scotland,  England,  Germany,  Denmark,  Hol- 
land, Malay  States,  Manila,  China,  Japan,  Central  America, 
Mexico,  British  Columbia,  India  and  Panama.  This  we  con- 
sider a  good  showing  and  we  expect  even  a  better  one  for  the 
present  year,  as  we  are  now  sending  samples  to  several  new 
fields  with  good  prospects  for  some  future  orders. 

To  show  how  well  the  Cresta  Blanca  wines  are  thought  of  I 
will  quote  a  portion  of  a  letter  received  from  a  wine  merchant 
in  Bordeaux,  France. 

Bordeaux,  Oct.  21,  1910. 
Messrs.  Wetmore-Bowen  Co.,  San  Francisco: 

Sirs:  Received  some  samples  of  Cresta  Blanca  wines  and 
wish  to  state  to  you  that  your  Sauteme  wines  are  exceptionally 
good  and  we  plainly  see  now  why  our  trade  with  the  United 
States  in  Sauterne  wines  has  fallen  off.  We  have  very  few 
wines  in  France  that  excel  your  Haut  Sauteme  Souvenir  and 
Chateau  Cresta  Blanca.  Please  let  us  know  how  much  of  these 
wines  you  have  and  if  there  are  more  acres  in  the  Livermore 
Valley  that  could  be  planted." 

Such  statements  as  this  confirm  our  saying  that  Cresta 
Blanca  wines  are  good  enough  for  the  American  people  and  if 
they  are  buying  foreign  wines  they  are  spending  more  money 
for  an  article  no  better  than  our  best  California  wines. 

Let  the  American  people  remember  that  a  dollar  spent  for 
California  wine  is  a  dollar  left  in  this  country,  while  a  dollar 
spent  for  foreign  wines  goes  out  of  the  country.  The  way  to 
build  up  this  country  is  to  build  up  our  industries. 

Anticipating  an  increased  demand  for  Cresta  Blanca  wines 
this  year  and  the  coming  years,  we  will  increase  our  vineyards 
and  also  finish  a  new  bottling  cellar  at  Livermore,  which  when 
completed,  will  double  our  present  facilities.  With  a  five-year 
stock  of  wine  on  hand  and  new  vineyards  coming  into  bearing, 
we  are  in  a  good  position  for  the  increased  trade  that  is  surely 
to  come.  In  this  connection  will  say  that  our  business  for  the 
first  month  of  this  year  was  30  per  cent  better  than  the  same 
month  in  1910.

In  consequence  of  which,  in  spite  of  the 
almost  prohibited  duty,  the  first  shipment  of  the  Italian-Swiss 
Colony  wines  is  now  on  its  way  to  that  country. 

Mr.  Jadeau  writes :  "I  have  permitted  a  number  of  eminent 
French  wine  experts  and  connoisseurs  to  taste  your  wines,  and 
they  were  all  astonished  at  the  quality  of  your  1910  claret  and 
your  1909  burgundy  and  zinfandel.  The  claret  is  pronounced 
equal,  if  not  superior,  to  the  fine  red  wines  of  Beaujolais,  while 
the  burgundy  and  zinfandel  can  hold  their  own  in  comparison 
with  our  excellent  Bourgogne  wines." 

He  believes  that  if  the  United  States  were  favored  with  the 
same  preferential  duty  on  wine  as  Italy,  Spain  and  Portugal 
have,  California  wine  manufacturers  would  have  little  difficulty 
in  introducing  their  wine  generally,  as  the  shortage  of  the 
vintage  last  fall  is  being  keenly  felt,  and  he  adds :  "If  the  bad 
weather  continues,  all  the  crops,  including  grapes,  are  doomed 
for  next  year." 
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{  The  Part  Machinery  Plays  in  the  ( 
i  Manufacture  of  Wine  1 
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I  N  the  year  1863,  California  was  credited  with  having  made 
^  3000  gallons  of  wine.  In  order  to  do  this  it  was  necessary  to 
use  300  tons  of  grapes,  taking  30  hogsheads  and  10  pipes  and 
sundry  jars,  bottles,  etc.,  for  retainers,  and  taking  50  men 
each  5  days'  time,  or  250  days  (assuming  that  each  two  men 
had  G  tons)  to  harvest  this  crop  and  make  the  same  into  wine, 
of  a  more  or  less  palatable  nature. 

Ten  years  later  we  find  the  number  of  gallons  increased  to 
15,000,  but  the  same  conditions  approximately  existing  in  re- 
gard to  its  manufacturing.  In  11)0!)  we  made  36,000,000  gal- 
lons of  a  high  grade  wine.  The  wineries  now  have  to  consider 
every  fraction  of  a  cent  in  the  cost  of  manufacture,  in  order  to 
pay  their  running  expenses,  and  grapes  must  be  handled  both 
cheaply  and  clean,  and  in  order  to  do  this  machinery  must  be 
called  upon  for  help. 

The  improvements  have  been  so  great  that  one  over-enthusi- 
astic owner  of  a  winery  that  we  tH]uipped,  who  annually  crushers 
about  10,000  tons  of  grapes,  stated  tliat  if  all  his  men  left  dur- 
ing wine-making  season,  ho  could,  with  the  aid  of  his  cellar 
foreman  and  vineyard  superintendent,  run  the  place  without 
any  other  help.  While  this  could  not  be  done,  eight  to  ten  men 
could  readily  operate  the  entire  plant. 

Not  until  1889  did  any  great  improvement  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  wine  by  machinery  take  place,  at  which  time,  at  many 
different  parts  of  the  State,  machinery  was  imported  from 
France,  Spain  and  Italy,  to  decrease  the  cost  of  making  wine, 
and  to  improve  the  quality.  These  machines,  however,  were 
never  adapted  to  handling  the  grapes  successfully  in  California, 
but  served  as  tlie  foundation  upon  which  our  local  talent  at 
first  improved  upon  the  weakness  of  tlie  imported  machines  and 
then  devised  new  and  different  methods  to  handle  the  grapes 
and  make  the  same  into  wine. 

Each  year  since  that  time  many  new  and  useful  improve- 
ments have  been  added  to  make  life  bearable  to  the  man  who  has 
to  take  care  of  large  (luantities  of  grapes  of  delicate  varieties 
in  the  short  space  of  time  allotted  to  him  for  that  purpose,  and 
with  as  little  high-priced  help  as  possible. 

Here  is  where  the  clear-headed  superintendent  shows  to  ad- 
vantage, and  he  well  knows  that  without  the  aid  of  efficient 
machinery  and  appliances,  he  cannot  hope  to  make  a  success- 
ful vintage.  He  must  have  his  floors  as  clean  as  any  kitchen 
of  the  careful  housewife.  All  the  pipes  (and  there  are  miles 
of  them),  the  pumps,  buckets,  hose,  tanks  and  things  too  numer- 
ous to  mention,  must  be  sweet  and  clean,  for  if  dirt  is  left  any 
place,  there  is  liable  to  be  a  contamination,  and  an  easily 
spoiled  tank  or  vintage  is  the  result,  so  that  the  greatest  care 
must  be  exercised  to  have  and  kciep  evc^rything  scrupulously 
clean. 

The  modern  method  of  handling  grapes  is  the  result  of  con- 
tinually trying  to  improve  the  <iuality  of  wine  manufactured. 

Grapes  are  now  delivered  to  tli(>  wineries  in  wagons  or  cars, 
both  loose  and  packed  in  boxes,  from  which  they  are  forked  or 
dumped  into  the  long  conveyors;  these  conveyors  in  turn 
deliver  them  to  the  crushers  and  stemmers,  where  the  berries 


are  first  crushed  and  afterwards  separated  from  their  stems. 
The  berries  are  then  run  into  a  receiver  and  the  stems  thrown 
away.  To  tlie  receiver  is  attached  a  .Mus(  lMiiii]»  which  tiikcs 
the  must  and  delivers  same  through  a  system  of  pipes,  to  tlie 
fermenting  tanks.  After-  fermentation  has  taken  place,  and  the 
free  wine  is  drawn  off,  a  conveyor  is  i>hKed  into  the  tanks  and 
the  fermented  pomace  is  then  delivered  by  a  system  of  conf 
veyors  to  the  presses,  which,  when  finished  ])ressing,  discliarges 
into  another  conveyor,  delivering  finished  pomace  on  to  the  ref-. 
use  pile,  where  it  is  allowed  to  rot  for  fertilizer.  m 

During  all  the  time  after  the  grapes  are  picked,  they  are 
never  again  touched  by  hand,  until  they  reach  tlie  refuse  pile. 
By  these  means,  California  is  not  only  able  to  make  a  good 
wine,  but  is  able  to  make  it  at  a  price  that  the  people  of  the 
country  can  use  and  enjoy  it  as  a  beverage,  at  the  same  price 
as  the  people  of  France,  Italy  and  other  places,  regardless  of 
the  very  high  Avages  paid  to  the  labor,  during  the  process  of 
manufacture,  in  this  State.  In  a  few  years,  at  the  most,  we  can 
expect  to  hear  it  said  by  the  people  who  know  wine,  that  France 
and  Italy  are  trying  to  imitate  California  wines.

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Los  ANGELES,  Fob.  20.— The  principal  topic  of  intemst  to 
the  li(|Uoi*  trade  of  this  section  is  the  attempt  of  the  reform 
administration  of  tlie  State  to  fasten  tlie  Wylie  Local  Option 
iiieasnre  on  the  pe()i)le.  The  staunch  fight  made  by  Senator 
.luillard  of  Sonoma  County  in  defense  of  the  wine  interests 
deserves  th(>  utmost  praise  from  all  those  who  believe  in  personal 
liberty.  While  Senator  .luillard  is  for  strict  rejiulatitm,  he  feels, 
as  evidenced  by  his  championshij)  of  the  Township  Unit  amend- 
ment of  the  bill,  that  th(>  great  wine  industry  of  the  State  de- 
serves recognition,  and  it  is  largely  to  his  efforts  that  the  hand 
of  the  rabid  prohibitionist  is  stayed. 

Locally  the  licpior  men  have  biM^i  so  harassed  by  the  long-hairs 
that  they  have  become  apathetic.  As  (me  pi'ominent  dealer 
remarked  the  other  day,  "I  don't  care  a  snap  of  my  fingers  what 
iliey  do.  I'll  turn  my  store  into  an  ice  cream  parlor,  and  thus 
become  respectable  if  local  option  carries."  Nevertheless  the 
passage  of  the  county  local  option  law  would  mean  trouble  to 
the  Los  Angeles  liquor  dealer. 

The  reappointment  of  Cornelius  IN-ndleton  as  Collector  of 
the  Port  for  Los  Angeles  has  given  those  having  business  with 
the  Customs  Department  much  satisfaction.  His  administra- 
tion of  affairs  here  has  been  very  satisfactory  during  the  wo!i- 
derful  growth  of  imports  from  1250,000  a  year  a  few  years  ago 
to  its  present  extent  of  over  a  million  dollars  yearly  and  it.s 
consequent  problems  arising  from  such  an  extraordinary  in- 
crease of  business  at  this  port. 

The  Independent  Wine  Dealers'  Association,  the  combination 
of  all  those  interests  of  the  wineries  outside  of  the  California 
Wine  Association,  have  cemented  the  organization  by  the  addi- 
tion to  their  member.ship  of  those  few  wineries  that  held  out 
waiting  for  the  evidence  that  the  combination  would  succeed,  _ 
which  has  so  strengthened  the  Independents  that  they  can  main- 
tain prices^  with  every  i)rospect  of  good  values  for  three  or  four 
years  to  come.  The  season  up  to  the  present  has  been  very 
favorable  for  a  good  crop  the  coming,  year,  but  with  their  strong 
organization  and  the  present  unity  of  purpose  of  those  control- 
ing  the  industry  there  will  be  no  break  in  prices. 

Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  Claude  I.  Parker  is  rendering 
every  assistance  and  the  facilitie-;  of  his  office  here  for  those 
dealers  who  expi'ess  their  intenticm  of  tax-paying  goods  in  this 
district.  The  establishment  of  the  Bonded  Warehouse  here  and 
the  encouragement  l)eing  given  to  shippers  and  buyers,  should 
sotm  result  in  the  principal  amount  of  tax  on  liijnors  being  j)ai(l 
in  this  district  and  credited  to  this  State  that  is  now  being  paid 
to  Eastern  distilleries  and  warehouses  of  shipments  made  here 
in  bond  and  being  freed  here;  sonu'thing  heretofore  unkiioAvn.

sparkling  wine.  It  is  said  that  while  the  wines  were  being 
.sampled,  one  of  the  judges  canu'  in  for  a  great  deal  of  "joshing." 
When  his  fellow  delegates  were  asked  the  reason,  they  confided 
that  in  his  home  town  he  had  been  elected  to  a  fat  municipal 
job  on  the  i)rohibition  ticket,  and  they  expressed  regret  that  his 
rabid  constituents  ccmld  not  see  him  partaking  liberally  of  the 
sauternes,  ports  and  .sparkling  wines  of  the  different  exhibitors. 

On  Sunday,  February  19th,  the  greater  portion  of  the  dele- 
gates left  by  boat  for  San  Francisco,  stopping  en  route,  for  an 
hour,  at  \\'inehaven,  whei'e  they  were  shown' about  the  Califor- 
nia Wine  Association's  great  plant.

SAN  FRANCISCO  has  been  appointed  the  Exposition  City 
for  1915  and  the  rejoioinji;  and  festivities  attendant  upon 
the  return  of  the  delegation  to  Washington,  whose  united 
eliforts  secured  tlie  plum  for  us,  are  now  over.  We  have  spread 
our  "arguments"'  broadcast  and  assured  the  world  that  we  would 
provide  a  show  that  would  surpass  anything  that  has  heretofore 
been  attempted. 

The  period  for  blowing  our  liorn  and  patting  ourselves  on  the 
back  is  now  over.  We  must  get  doAvn  to  business  at  once  and 
"make  good."  There  is  plenty  of  work  for  everyone,  including 
even  the  winemen  and  grape  growers,  avIio  will  find  the  next  four 
years  none  too  long  for  them  to  arrange  their  plans,  secure  the 
co-operation  of  everv'one  connected  with  the  viticultural  in- 
dustry, collect  a  substantial  sum  to  insure  a  display  in  keeping 
witii  the  importance  of  the  industry,  and  avail  themselves  of 
every  twist  and  turn  in  the  affairs  of  the  exposition  to  secure 
jjublicity  for  our  native  wines.  The  opportunities  Avill  be  bound- 
less, if  the  right  person  is  selected  to  look  out  for  our  interests. 
I  have  heard  it  said  again  and  again,  "Oh,  the  management 
has  to  favor  us.  One  of  our  most  representative  wine  men,  ilr. 
P.  C.  Rossi,  is  a  director  and  didn't  we  subscribe  |50,000  to  the 
fund  and  give  tAvo  hundred  cases  of  wine  to  help  the  Congres- 
sional party  in  their  fight  to  secure  the  Fair." 

EXPOSITION   NOT  A  LOCAL  AFB^AIR. 

These  statenu'iits  are  true,  but  our  wine  men  must  not  forget 
that  this  is  an  international  world's  fair,  and  the  display  of 
wines  Avill  not  be  confined  to  our  native  product  by  any  means. 
We  want  every  wine-producing  nation  of  Europe  represented 
liere.  ^Ve  want  them  to  send  their  very  best  products,  ^^'e  want 
to  have  a  cimnce  to  compete  with  their  choicest  vintages,  and  if 
we  conu'  through  the  ordeal  with  Hying  colors,  we  will  have 
won  a  victory  that  will  advertise  our  wines  better  and  quicker 
than  any  other  method,  for  it  will  convince  the  American  people 
that  our  wines  can  hold  their  own  with  those  produced  any- 
where. 

FOREIGN   WINES  VS.   AMERICAN   WINES. 

We  have  nothing  to  fear,  for  even  at  expositions  in  the  gi-eat 
wine-producing  centers  of  Europe  we  have  been  able  to  win 
recognition.  Gold  medals  were  awarded  California  wines  at 
Paris,  France,  in  1899;  at  Genoa,  Italy,  in  1892;  at  J.,yons, 
France,  in  1894;  at  Bordeaux,  France,  in  1895;  at  Turin,  Italy, 
in  1898 ;  and  at  the  I'aris  World's  Exposition,  in  1900,  when  our 
wines  carried  off  four  gold  metlals,  nine  silver  medals  and  nine 
bronze  medals,  notwithstanding  that  the  choicest  qualities  were 
not  permitted  to  compete  for  prizes  because,  as  the  Frenchmen 
claimed,  the  labels  bore  the  names  of  French  districts,  such  as 
California  Burgundy,  Sauterne,  etc. 

RECOGNITION  IN  FRANCE. 

I  have  just  received  the  following  letter  from  Charles  Jadeau, 
the  famous  champagne  expert,  who  recently  returned  from 
Europe,  wliich  shows  the  strong  impression  made  by  our  wines 
in  France: 

AsTi,  February  14,  1911. 

Dear  Mr.  S toll  :  Upon  my  return  from  France,  in  June,  1910, 
after  my  first  work  in  California,  I  talked  on  many  occasions 
with  vine  growers  and  merchants  about  California's  vineyards 
and  wines. 


^^'hen  I  described  the  fine  vineyards  I  had  seen  and  the  good 
w  ines  I  had  tasted  in  tliis  beautiful  land,  everyone  smiled  at  my 
enthusiasm,  and  said :  "Yes,  my  dear  air,  we  know  you  are  a 
clever  wine  maker,  but  we  are  inclined  to  believe  that  you  draw 
too  rosy  a  picture." 

That  is  why,  when  I  returned  again  to  France,  last  November, 
I  took  with  me  a  large  assortment  of  samples  of  red  and  white 
wine  from  Asti,  and  why  I  requested  you,  my  dear  sir,  to  supply 
me  with  a  representative  set  of  slides,  devoted  principally  to 
the  vineyards  at  Asti. 

At  a  public  conference  in  Mercurey  (Bourgogne),  attended 
by  many  well-known  proprietors  and  merchants,  I  used  these 
pictures  to  advantage.  I  had  a  professional  projector  show  the 
slides  for  me  and,  as  they  were  flashed  on  the  screen,  I  explained 
their  significance.  Later  I  gave  all  present  a  chance  to  taste  the 
good  wines  brought  from  Asti. 

After  the  conference,  which  lasted  three  hours,  many  vine 
growers  came  to  my  house  with  samples  of  their  own  wines,  and 
asked  me  to  permit  them  to  taste  them  in  comparison  with  the 
California  Avine.  U(7/(  one  exception,  every  one  gave  his  own 
preference  to  the  California  Burgundy  wine.  I  was  very  much 
pleased  to  be  able  to  prove  that  I  was  right,  when,  six  months 
before,  I  said  to  these  same  vine  growers  that  the  California 
idne  is  as  good  as  the  Jiurgiinili/  trine  of  France. 

The  pictures,  which  you  loanwl  me,  helped  materially  in  show- 
ing the  progress  made  in  wine  making  in  California,  for  seeing 
is  believing,  and  the  views  proved  a  revelation  to  the  wine  men 
\yho  had  an  entirely  wrong  idea  of  California  wines  and  vine- 
yards. 

After  this  conference,  I  was  asked  to  speak  at  the  Agricul- 
tural State  School  at  Fontaines,  and  at  several  other  cities,  but 
as  I  was  too  busy  and  had  no  time,  I  promised  to  do  so  on  my 
next  visit  to  France. 

I  just  received  a  letter  from  one  of  the  best  merchants  in 
Beaiine  saying:  "After  tasting  the  fine  California  Avine  you 
gave  me,  I  pray  you  to  tell  me  if  you  liave  some  larger  samples. 
AVill  you  also  give  me  all  the  information  you  can  about  these 
excellent  wines?" 

From  this  letter,  and  others  which  I  Avill  show  you  when  you 
visit  Asti  again,  you  can  see  hoAV  much  California  Avines  are 
appreciated.  I  regret  to  say,  however,  that  the  excessive  French 
duties  prevent  many  purchases.

COMPETING  AT  FOREIGN  EXPOSITIONS. 
This  year  the  Italian-SAviss  Colony — and  I  believe  other  Caii- 
fornia  wine  men  will  be  included — intend  to  display  their  finest 
wines  at  the  Turin  Semi-Centennial  Exposition  Avhich  opens  in 
April,  at  the  Paris  International  Exhibition  to  be  held  in  the 
Palace  d'Orleans  in  .March,  and  at  the  International  Exposition 
to  take  place  at  Antwerp,  Belgium,  during  the  months  of  Sep- 
tember, October  and  November.  The  Colony's  wines  are  sure  to 
attract  attention,  for  the  failures  of  the  European  vintage  dur- 
ing the  past  two  seasons  have  creatcnl  a  great  deficit  that  must 
be  made  up  and,  even  though  the  tariff  in  many  continental 
sections  is  prohibitive,  Ave  ought  to  do  some  business  there  Avith 
our  best  Avines.  That  we  Avill  come  in  for  some  awards  of  honor 
is  a  foregone  cnclusion,  since  the  Colony  is  sending  only  its 
oldest  and  finest  wines  for  competitive  purposes. 

THE  TEST  AT  ST.  LOUIS. 

At  the  great  St.  Louis  World's  Exposition  in  1903,  it  will  be 
remembered  that  American  wines  stood  the  test  Avhen  they  Avere 
placed  in  competition  Avith  the  best  from  every  great  grape-groAV- 
iug  and  Avine-producing  nation  in  the  Avorld.  Out  of  thirty  odd 
entries  of  Avines,  California  alone  Avas  aAvarded  three  grand 
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])rizps  and  nineteen  <!;old  medals.  In  proportion  to  our  entries, 
Taliforuia  received  more  prizes  for  it«  wine-i,  brandies,  A'er- 
nioutli  and  clianipajjne  tlian  any  otlier  exhil)itor  at  lionie  or 
abroad.  The  wine  jury  was  comprised  of  twenty-one  mem- 
bers, of  wliich  seventeen  were  foreij>iiers.  Tlie  latter  included 
seven  experts  from  France,  four  from  (jermany,  and  some  from 
Italy,  Chili,  Japan  and  Canada.  This  distin<juished  jury,  as 
competent  and  impartial,  perhaps,  as  the  world  could  supply, 
acknowledged  the  merits  of  our  wines  and  i-ewarded  our  wine 
maker.s  accordinjfly.  The  im])ortance  of  their  decision  may  be 
understood  when  it  is  realized  that  it  took  ninety-five  points 
to  win  a  grand  prize,  and  to  secure  a  gold  medal  the  product 
had  to  score  an  average  of  ninety  points. 

FAIR  PL.\Y  TO  FOREIGN  EXHIBITORS  IN  1915. 

I  mention  these  facts  merely  to  impress  upon  our  winemen 
and  grape  growers  tiuit  they  must  not  sit  l)ack  calmly  and  expec^t 
the  Exposition  managenumt  to  show  them  every  preference.  If 
they  do,  they  will  be  disapjiointed.  It  would  be  unfair  to  the 
foreign  exhibitor.s  an<l  give  New  Orleans  and  other  disgruntled 
communities  an  opportunity  to  say  that  their  predictions  had 
come  true,  that  our  fair  is  only  a  "local"  i)roposition  and  not 
truly  international  in  its  scope  and  treatment. 

The  foreign  wine  men,  especially  the  champagne  manufac- 
turers, will  be  here  with  costly  exhibits,  you  nuiy  be  assured. 
They  know  California  is  their  only  real  competitor  for  t\u) 
American  trade  and  they  will  outdo  themselves,  for  it  is  their 
only  hope  if  they  expect  to  hold  the  business  they  have  built  u)) 
at  such  expense  through  the  social  favorites  who  have  acted  as 
their  agents,  and  who  will  no  doubt  play  an  important  part  in 
the  many  bancjuets  and  notable  festive  occa.sions  that  will  occur 
during  the  life  of  the  Exposition. 

HOW   WE  CAN   WIN   OUT. 

There  is  only  one  way  to  take  the  wind  out  of  their  sails  and 
that  is  by  making  a  cond)ined  exhibit  that  will  be  so  over- 
whelming and  imi>ressive  that  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
sight-.seers  who  flock  here  will  be  forced  to  take  notice  and 
admit  that  California  is  one  of  the  great  viticultural  sections  of 
the  world,  that  we  are  today  able  to  provide  as  fine  wines  as  are 
made  anywhere. 

We  should  house  our  exhibit  in  a  pretentious  building,  for  Ave 
have  much  to  show  that  is  interesting  and  instructive.  Tiers  of 
bottles  alone  will  not  do,  handsome  though  the  labels  may  be. 
Every  grape  growing  section  of  the  State  must  be  represented. 
We  should  have  an  educational  display  installed  under  the 
supervision  of  Professor  George  Hussman,  showing  what  is 
being  done  at  the  experimental  stations  of  the  l)e}>artnu'nt  of 
Agriculture,  and  another  by  Professor  F.  T.  IJioletti,  of  the 
Cniversity  of  California.  We  should  insist  upon  a  special  day 
being  set  aside  for  a  "Vintage  Festival"'  and  above  all,  we 
must  give  the  strangers  an  opportunitj^  to  taste  out  wines  freely, 
or  at  least  at  a  nominal  cost. 

As  so<m  as  the  location  of  the  exposition  grounds  is  decided 
upon,  there  is  going  to  be  a  scramble  for  favorable  sites  and 
there  ought  surely  to  be  sonni  one  appointed  to  see  that  the  wine 
interests  are  not  side-tracked  and  relegated  to  a  secondary 
I'osition. 

PROMPT  ORGANIZATION  NECEL;SARY. 

I  believe  that  if  an  organizaticm  was  started,  whose  sole  pur- 
l)ose  was  to  arrange  for  a  suitable  building  at  the  Fair,  there 
would  be  little  ditficulty  in  enlisting  the  enthusiastic  assist- 
ance of  (>very  grape  grower  and  wine  maker  in  the  State,  and 
that  in  the  next  four  years,  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  secure 
ample  funds  to  put  up  a  <lisj)lay  that  would  not  only  be  a  credit 
to  the  wine  industry,  but  a  decided  attraction  for  the  great  Fair. 

Let  the  winemen  get  together  promptly  and  inaugurate  such  a 
nu>vement.     There;  is  no  necessity  for  elaborate  headiiuarters 


or  an  expensive  secretary.  A  few  earnest  workers  can  starl 
the  work  of  interesting  the  growers  tliroughout  the  State.  Of 
course,  it  will  take  time,  but  if  a  nominal  contribution  is  asked 
in  each  of  the  years  1011,  1912,  1913  and  1914,  to  provide  fuud«! 
with  which  to  ct>llect  and  maintain  a  proper  and  arle:|uate  ex- 
hibition, showing  and  portraying  every  phase  of  the  viticultural 
industry  of  this  State,  I  am  confident  the  response  will  be 
gratifying.  I,  for  (me,  am  willing  to  do  all  in  my  power  to  in- 
terest my  friends  throughout  the  State  in  such  an  organization 
and  if  each  of  our  Avell-known  winenu'u  will  call  the  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  growers  with  whom  he  does  business, 
I  am  satisfied  we  can  make  a  grand  siiowing  and  the  industi-y 
will  be  materially  benefited. 

This  is  a  golden  ojiportunity  that  should  be  improved  and  one 
that  will  probably  not  be  repeated  during  the  lifetime  of  our 
leading  winemen.  The  publicity  that  we  can  secure  is  alone 
worth  the  effort,  for  as  Frank  L.  l^rown,  one  of  the  leading 
directors  of  the  Exposition,  remarked  at  the  Cloverdale  Citrus 
l"'air  the  other  day  :  "During  the  next  five  years,  California  will 
be  advertised  throughout  the  world  as  no  other  State  or  section 
ever  was  advertised  before.  Every  industry  in  the  State  must 
join  in  the  movement  if  it  hopes  to  profit  through  this  ad^er- 
tising." 

This  is  .sane  advice.     Let  the  winemen  "get  busv." 


Richmond  and  Winehaven 


RICHMOND,  the  big  young  industrial  city  over  on  the  east 
side  of  the  bay,  within  who.se  limits  is  Winehaven,  the 
largest  Avinery  in  the  world,  has  asked  the  olt'icials  of  that  com- 
pany to  put  the  name  "Richmond"  (m  all  the  bottles  and  pack- 
ages it  sends  throughout  the  world. 

While  this  would  probably  be  impractit-al  for  the  Avine  cor- 
poration, as  it  does  not  mention  the  names  of  any  places  Avhere 
it  has  wineries,  it  gives  an  example  of  the  enterprise  AAhicli, 
Avith  the  renuirkable  natural  adA^antages  the  city  possesses,  has 
made  Richmond  one  of  the  wcmders  of  California  municipal  de- 
velopment. 

Cheap  oil  fuel— the  Standard's  big  refinery  being  located 
then; — cheap  electrical  power,  and  transcontinental  railroads 
meeting  deep  water  shii)ping,  haA'e  combined  to  give  Richmond 
more  than  10,000  j)opulati()n  since  it  began  business  ten  years 
ago.  The  Pullman  Company  has  recently  erected  a  large  plant 
there  because  it  deemed  it  a  railroad  center. 

Some  fortunes  have  been  made  out  of  saloons  in  Richmond, 
and  at  present  there  are  fifty-four  in  the  city.  The  Council  is 
preparing  to  pass  an  ordinance  limiting  the  number  to  tAventy- 
fiA'e,  but  it  Avill  affect  n<me  of  those  now  in  existence.  When- 
ever one  goes  out  of  business  the  license  will  die.  Permits  AviJi 
not  be  denied  firi^t-dass  hotels. 


The  Wood  Brewing  As.sociation  of  Los  Angeles,  recently  incor- 
porated Avith  a  capital  stock  of  |!l,000,000,  has  purchased  a 
location  on  Santa  Fe  aA-enue  in  that  city,  upon  which  it  is  in- 
tended to  erect  immediately  a  fl5,000  building  for  the  manu- 
facture of  various  beverages,  principally  non-intoxicating  beer 
and  tonic. 


Senator  Roynton's  bill  which  recently  passefl  the  Senate 
declares  illegal  all  selling  of  li(juor  within  a  mih;  of  the  Uni- 
A'ersity  of  California  farm  Avhich  is  in  the  outskirts  of  Davis. 
It  is  understood  the  (lovernor  will  sign  this  bill  so  all  the 
.saloons  in  the  junction  town  of  Davis  will  be  closed  on  July  1st. 


PACIFIC  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  KKVIEW

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LOUISVILLE,  KY.,  Feb.  20.— While  the  boom  stage  of  the 
(leniaiul  in  tliis  iiiaiket  has  passed  for  the  time  being,  ap- 
parently, the  rush  quality  of  the  business  having  been  disposed 
of,  there  remains  a  heavy  volume  of  substantial  trade  which 
is  being  liandled  and  Mhich  is  keeping  tlie  aggregate  of  ship- 
ments well  above  the  normal. 

General  conditions  continue  good,  and  the  prospect  is  that 
tiie  Louisville  distilling  and  wholesale  whisky  trade  Avill  have 
one  of  the  best  years  tiiat  has  been  recorded  for  some  time. 
The  progress  of  elections  and  the  action  of  legislatures  over  the 
country  have  been  generally  favorable,  and  in  Alabama  and 
Indiana  especially  it  looks  as  though  the  trade  will  be  estab- 
lished more  firmly  than  ever  before. 

In  connection  Avith  the  change  of  conditions  in  "dry''  terri- 
tory, wliich  the  recession  of  the  prohibition  wave  has  paradoxi- 
cally allowed  to  become  wet,  an  interesting  situation  exists. 
It  is  pointeil  out  that  the  mail  order  houses,  which  sprang  into 
existence  witii  the  need  and  opportunity  developed  by  the  pass- 
age of  proliiliition  laws,  have  built  up  an  excellent  business, 
and  the  doubt  is  expressed  as  to  whether  the  relaxation  of  the 
s-evere  barriers  to  business  which  were  erected  a  few  years  ago 
will  have  any  serious  effect  as  far  as  putting  the  mail  order  men 
out  of  business.  One  of  the  biggest  distilleries  in  Louisville,  in 
discussing  this  question  with  the  local  representative  of  the 
I'ACii'iG  \\'iNE  AM)  Wi'iurr  KicviEW,  ventured  the  opinion  that 
they  will  cimtinue  to  thrive.  He  said  that  only  a  comparatively 
small  part  of  the  "dry"  section  is  affected,  and  chiefly  the 
cities,  so  tliat  the  rural  districts  will  continue  to  furnish  a  fer- 
tile field  for  the  mail  order  men. 

"They  liave  really  devel(q:e(l  a  fine  system  of  business,"  he 
said.  "Tiiey  have  been  selling  liigh-grade  goods  as  well  as  the 
cheapi  r  lines  and  have  shown  advertising  skill  and  executive 
ability  in  handling  the  business.  While  from  our  standpoint  it 
would  be  much  better  to  have  this  business  handled  through 
the  retailei's,  the  impossibility  of  this  condition  returning  gener- 
ally leads  me  to  Ixlieve  that  the  use  of  the  mails  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  wliiskv  will  continue  on  a  large  scale." 


An  interesting  (juestion  which  has  excited  considerable  dis- 
cussion in  local  circles  was  developed  by  a  recent  decision  of 
Judge  Archibald  in  the  Federal  Court  of  Api)eals  at  Pittsburg, 
in  which  it  was  held  that  warehouse  receipts  on  whisky,  is- 
sued by  the  distiller  himself,  are  not  valid  as  colatteral  on  loans. 
Inasmuch  as  loans  are  made  by  local  bankers  on  certificates 
of  this  character,  $10,000,000  to  |;15,000,000  being  involved  an- 
nually, steps  have  been  taken  by  means  of  conferences  between 
bankers,  distillers,  brokers  and  others  interested  to  devise  some 
])lan  of  meeting  the  situation.  The  most  feasible  idea  which  has 
been  proposed  is  tlie  organization  of  a  surety  company  to  guar- 
antee the  certificates.  The  surety  company  would  assume  the 
responsibility  for  their  being  genuine  and  effective  and  would 
thus  relieve  the  banks  of  possible  loss.  It  is  proposed  that 
those  interested  shall  take  stock  in  the  new  company.  Details 
of  the  plan  have  not  yet  been  completed,  but  it  is  expected 
that  thev  will  be  work«l  out  in  the  near  future. 


A  big  victorj'  was  won  by  the  Kentucky  Distilleries  &  Ware- 
house Company  and  the  whisky  trade  generally  through  a 
decision  handed  down  by  Judge  Walter  Lincoln  in  the  Jeffer- 
son Circuit  Court  recently.  State  revenue  agents  have  been  at- 
tempting to  collect  taxes  on  storage  charges  accruing  from 
whisky  in  warehouses,  on  the  basis  of  the  storage  charge  of  5 
cents  per  month  per  barrel.     Judge  Lincoln,  in  an  exhaustive 


opinion,  has  decided  thiit  such  a  tax  would  be  in  the  nature  of 
an  income  tax,  and  that  there  is  no  basis  for  making  the  charge. 
The  State  has  brought  suits  of  this  kind  all  over  Kentucky,  and 
the  Court  of  Appeals  will  doubtless  have  to  decide  the  issue 
finally.  Close  to  |100,000  in  taxes  is  inv(dved,  as  a  decision  ad- 
verse to  the  distillers  who  are  defendants  in  the  present  pro- 
ceedings would  of  course  result  in  similar  suits  being  brought 
against  all  owners  of  w"arehouses. 


An  indication  of  the  big  production  of  whisky  which  is  as- 
sured this  seas(m  is  given  in  the  activity  of  all  the  large  coop- 
erage plants  sujiplying  the  trade.  All  of  them  are  running 
full  time,  and  one  has  put  in  service  two  big  Packard  trucks 
which  are  to  be  used  in  getting  packages  to  the  distilleries  in 
double-quick  time.  The  coopers,  by  the  way,  are  aiding  the  dis- 
tillers in  their  efforts  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  new  outage 
bill  which  will  increase  the  allowance  for  leakage  and  evapora- 
tion. The  coopers  agree  Avith  the  distillers  that  it  is  becoming 
more  difficult  to  secure  white  oak  of  the  close  grain  formerly 
used,  and  that  the  .southern  oak  now  being  utilized  for  the 
manufactur(»  of  i)ackages  is  mucli  more  porous  than  the  Middle 
Western  variety  which  was  formerly  available. 


It  is  reported  that  the  collection  in  the  Louisville  revenue 
district  during  the  fiscal  year  1911,  which  ends  June  30,  Avill 
run  close  to  .fl9,000,000,  establishing  a  new  mark.  The  inter- 
nal revenue  officials  announced  that  during  the  calendar  year 
1910  there  was  produced  in  the  Louisville  district  18,991,220 
gallons  of  whisky.  In  the  Frankfort  district,  in  which  the 
"Old  Taylor"  produced  by  E.  H.  Taylor  &  Co.,  is  distilled,  col- 
lections in  January  amounted  to  i?244,300,  as  5,849  l>arrels  of 
whisky  Avere  taken  out  of  bond.  This  is  a  big  increase  over  1910, 
•and  the  collector  for  the  district  believes  that  the  annual  re- 
ceipts from  Avhisky  will  soon  reach  |2,500,000. 


Thomas  S.  Jones  &  Co.,  local  brokers,  recently  shipjjed  to 
Eastern  points  150  barrels  of  old  Kentucky  Avhisky  of  which 
there  is  little  left  in  the  Bluegrass  State.  It  was  from  12  to 
20  years  old,  and  sold  at  around  .fl2  a  gallon.  Most  of  it  AA'as 
aged  in  local  warehou.ses.  The  consignment  was  the  result  of 
a  lot  of  Avork  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Jones,  on  account  of  its  scarcity. 
The  price  paid  was  considered  very  reasonable. 


According  to  a  Washington  dispatch  recently  printed,  there 
are  noAV  in  bonded  Avarehouse.s  330,000,000  gallons  of  Avhisky, 
compard  Avith  240,000,000  gallons  last  year.  The  ncAvspaper 
Avhich  quoted  the  figures  said  that  there  should  be  a  marked 
drop  in  price  as  the  result  of  the  large  supply.  The  writer  evi- 
dently  overlooked  the  fact  that  consumption  is  increasing  faster 
than  production  and  that  as  long  as  the  law  of  supply  and  de- 
mand holds  good  prices  are  bound  to  stay  up. 


Tim  Hayes,  a  distiller  of  Falmouth,  Ky.,  recently  sold  to 
O'Bryan  P»ros.,  a  well  known  local  Avholesale  house,  35,000  bar- 
rels of  Avhisky 
tuckv  this  season. 


The  deal  Avas  one  of  the  lai'gest  made  in  Ken- 


Leopold  Labrot,  one  of  the  best  known  Avhisky  men  in  Ken- 
tucky, died  at  his  home  in  Frankfort,  February  2  as  the  result 
of  heart  disease.  He  has  been  in  declining  health  for  some  time. 
He  was  a  native  of  France  and  Avas  for  several  years  interested 
in  the  Hermitage  Distillery.  He  Avas  later  connected  Avith  the 
distilling  firm  of  Labrot-Graham. 
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The  Countervailing  Duty  on  British  Spirits 


THE  attention  of  the  Keview  has  been  called  by  importers 
of  Scotch  and  Irish  whiskies,  Enf^lisli  «ijins,  etc.,  to  the  coun- 
tervailing duty  enacted  by  the  United  States,  and  covered  by 
a  Treasury  order  January  31,  1911,  which  is  as  follows: 

(T.  D.  75418) 
Spirits,  the  product  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Bi-itain 

and  Ireland. 
Additional  duty  under  Section  6  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1909,  equiv- 
alent to  the  export  bounty  paid,  to  be  collected  on  certain 
'■    spirits,  the  product  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Brit- 
ain and  Ireland. 

Treasury  Department,  January  21,  1911. 
To  the  Collectors  and  Other  Officers  of  the  Customs,  ainl  others 
Concerned — 
It  appears  from  certain  laws  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  copies  of  which  have  been  transmitted  to 
the  Department  by  the  Secretary  of  State;,  that  export  boun- 
ties are  paid  by  that  country  as  follows : 

On  "Plain  British  Spirits,"  "spirits  of  the  nature  of  spirits 
of  wine,"  and  ''methylated  spirits,"  3  pence  ])er  gallon  computed 
at  hydrometer  proof. 

On  "British  compounded  spirits,"  5  pence  per  gallon,  com- 
puted at  hydrometer  proof. 

You  are  hereby  instructed  to  collected  additional  duties  un- 
der Section  6  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  August  5,  1909,  accordingly, 
whether  the  spirits  be  imported  directly  or  indirectly. 

The  Department  is  advised  that  one  gallon  of  P>ritish  proof 
spirit  (ascertained  always  with  Sykes'  hydrometer)  is  equal 
to  1.2009  United  States  gallons  of  spirit,  114.4  per  cent  United 
States  proof,  or  1.374  United  States  proof  gallons. 

This  decision  will  take  effect  thirty  days  after  date,  as  pro- 
vided in  T.  D.  26637  of  December  15,  1907.

A  dispatch  from  Glasgow  states  that  distillers  do  not  antici- 
pate that  the  new  countervailing  duty  of  9  cents  per  gallon 
which  is  to  be  imposed  by  the  I'nited  States  Government  on  all 
imported  Scottish  and  Irish  whiskies  will  have  any  serious 
effect  on  the  export  of  spirits  from  that  country  to  America. 
It  is  recognized,  hoAvever,  that  the  imposition  or  increase  of 
any  duty  tends  as  a  general  rule  to  restrict  the  consumpticm  of 
the  particular  article  on  which  the  duty  is  imposed,  and  doubt- 
less to  this  extent  the  Scottish  and  Irish  export  ti'ade  will  suffer. 
The  reason  given  for  the  imposition  of  the  new  duty  by  the 
United  States  is  that  Great  Britain  has  been  paying  for  many 
years  an  export  bounty  of  3d  per  gallon  to  exporters.  This, 
however,  is  denied  by  the  British  government,  as  sho\\n  by  the 
following  extract  from  a  letter  received  by  the  British  Embassy 
in  Washington  from  the  Foreign  Office,  January,  1911  : 

"The  United  States  Government  appears  to  be  under  some 
misapprehension  as  to  the  nature  of  the  allowance  paid  on 
British  Plain  Spirits  exported  from  the  Ignited  Kingdom  nnd 
as  to  the  grounds  upon  which  the  payment  is  made.  The  allow- 
ance is  referred  to  as  a  "bounty"  but,  as  stated  by  the  Finan- 
cial Secretary  to  the  Treasury-,  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
the  2d  of  September,  1909,  no  bounty  is  paid  upon  the  export 
of  British  Spirits  from  this  country.  An  allowance  of  3d  per 
gallon  is  granted  on  British  Spirits  on  exportation  as  an  equiv- 
alent to  the  British  distiller  for  the  cost  to  him  of  the  require- 
ment and  restriction  imposed  by  the  revenue  laws  and  regula- 
tions in  connection  with  his  plant  and  methods  of  manufacture. 
The  effect  of  this  allowance  is  not  to  put  the  British  producer 
of  spirits  in  a  position  of  advantage  as  compared  with  his  for- 
I  eign  competitor,  but  to  save  him  from  being  placed  in  a  position 
of  disadvantage. 


The  allowance  was  originally  sanctioned  in  18G0  by  23  and 
24  Vic.  c.  129,  Sec.  4,  "in  consideration  of  the  loss  and  hin- 
drance caused  by  Excise  regulations  in  the  distillation  and  rec- 
tification of  spirits  in  the  United  Kingdom,"  and  the  Finance 
Act  of  1902,  mentioned  in  the  Ambassador's  letter,  merely  au- 
thorized an  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  allowance  from  2d  to 
3d  per  proof  gallon.

The  Riots  in  the  Champagne  District 


ACCORDINd  to  William  Philip  Simms,  one  of  the  best- 
known  Paris  correspondents,  the  f'hanipajine  country  is 
seethins  lik*^  a  j^lass  of  the  bubbly  wine  which  gets  its  name  from 
the  district.  Only  the  presence  of  soldiers  has  prevented  a  se- 
rious outbreak.  Lots  of  stories  have  been  cabled  to  the  United 
States  as  to  the  cau^e  of  this  trouble.  Some  have  been  nearly 
accurate;  none  has  told  the  entire  truth  about  it.  One  has  to 
visit  the  scene  of  the  strife,  talk  with  the  wine  growers  them- 
selves, see  them  in  their  homes  and  learn  their  ways  to  compre- 
hend the  trouble  now  smouldering  in  the  land  from  which 
America  gets  her  green  bottles  and  fizzly  amber-and-gold. 

The  principal  brands  such  as  are  drunk  in  America  are  out- 
side the  rumpus  altogether.  They  are  real  champagne.  Hut  in 
the  hist  twenty  years,  in  Champagne,  scores  of  small  wine  mer- 
chants and  shippers  have  sprung  into  existence  and  many  of 
these  have  grown  rich.  They  make  a  specialty  of  the  cheaper 
champagnes.  .Manifestly  the  fine  wine  nmde  from  the  grape-* 
grown  in  the  district  was  too  expensive  for  these  shippers  to 
buy,  so  they  got  substitutes.  These  came  from  the  Bordeaux 
country,  the  :Midi  and  central  France  principally,  where  com- 
paratively little  care  of  the  soil  is  necessary  and  plain  wines 
are  not  so  dear.  This  wine  the  dealers  brought  into  the  (1iam- 
pagne  country  in  tanks  like  those  the  Standard  Oil  hauls  over 
the  railroads.  They  could  get  this  wine  for  7  to  15  cents  a  quart, 
and  when  stored  a  while,  then  "champagneized"  it  could  be  sold 
at  very  low  prices. 

In  the  nu'antime  the  cellars  of  Champagne  wine  growers  were 
filling  up.  The  growers  could  not  sell  what  little  Avine  they 
made.  The  past  two  years  of  rain,  when  the  grape  harvest  was 
nil,  or  nearly  so,  added  to  the  misery  of  these  people.  For,  con- 
trary to  most  other  French  farmers,  these  vineyard  workers  and 
proprietors  even,  do  not  save  their  money.  In  the  old  days, 
when  the  year  was  good,  they  spent  their  surplus  on  a  trip  to 
Paris  or  to  the  seashore,  or  bought  some  article  or  other  which 
they  didn't  need  especially,  but  wanted.

The  spirit  of  t  hampagne  is  in  the  people — they  are  reckless 
spenders  when  they  have  anything  to  spend.  Now  that  two 
years  of  bad  weather  has  hit  them,  and  Avhat  wine  they  had 
found  no  market  because  the  wine  shippers  could  get  an  inferior, 
cheaper  wine  from  another  district,  they  suddenly  got  together 
and  swooped  down  on  some  of  the  men  whom  they  l)elieved  to 
be  engaged  in  this  soi-t  of  thing,  and  so(m  trash  and  tin  cans  and 
things  floated  down  the  gutters  on  crests  of  bubbling  cham- 
pagne.   They  had  broken  up  wholesale  bottles  and  barrels. 

Soldiers  were  poured  into  the  couutry  in  droves.  The  whole 
district  resembled  a  state  of  siege.  Every  grape  vine,  almost, 
had  a  sentinel  standing  over  it  and  every  wine  cellar  or  ware- 
house was  heavily  guarded.  Wisely  enough  the  Avine  growers 
decided  to  cease  hostilities.  There  came  a  sudden  outbreak  in 
another  spot  where  the  soldiers  were  not  so  thick  and  imme- 
diately troops  flocked  thither.  Then  all  was  calm  and  serene 
again. 

But  the  calmness  and  the  serenity  is  only  there  in  appear- 
ance. The  storm  is  raging  in  the  bosoms  of  these  people  yet. 
It  will  keep  on  raging  until  every  bottle  and  barrel  and  vat  and 
cask  in  the  country  is  broken  open  and  the  Avine  spilt  in  the 
stre(;t — or  until  the  government  passes  a  law  prohibiting  ship- 
pers in  the  Champagne  district  from  selling  wines  from  other 
sections  save  when  labeled  in  their  true  colors:  "Beaujolais 
Champagneized,''  "Bordeau  in  Champagne  Form,"  etc. 

This  very  thing  has  been  proposed,  in  bill  form,  in  the  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies  and  any  day  now  the  lawmakers  Avill  A'ote  upon 
it.  If  it  passes  and  the  law  is  enforced,  all  Avell  and  good.  If  it 
fails  to  pass,  or  if  after  passage  it  is  not  immediately  and 


effectively  put  into  operation,  well  look  out.  The  Cliampagut 
population  stand  together  on  this  thing  as  one  man  ami  thej 
will  again  take  the  law  into  their  own  hands.  1 


Intoxicants  and  Tobacco 


WE  are  drinking  more  alcoholic  drinks  than  ever,  more  not 
only  in  gross,  but  per  capita.  So  the  Internal  Revenue 
P>ureau  says  after  totaling  up  its  receipts  for  the  year  ending 
on  the  20th  of  last  June.  Here  is  the  report  of  some  of  the 
products  that  paid  taxes : 

163,000,000  gallons  of  distilled  spirits,  30,000,000  gallons 
more  than  the  year  before. 

59,485,117  barrels  of  fermented  liquors,  an  increase  of  3,000.- 
000  barrels. 

7,600,000,000  cigars,  160,000,000  more  than  1909. 

6,830,000,000  cigarettes,  an  increase  of  1,000,000,000. 

402,000,000  pounds  of  plug,  flue-cut,  cube-cut,  granidated,  or 
sliced  smoking  or  chcAving  tobacco  or  snuff,  4,000,000  pounds 
more  than  the  year  before. 

141,862,282  pounds  of  oleomargarine,  50,000,000  pounds  in- 
crease. 

It  appears  that  the  consumption  of  spirits  increased  last  year 
by  oA'er  twenty  per  cent.  Perhaps  taxes  Avere  paid  on  more 
licpior  than  Avas  drunk,  but  the  payments  from  year  to  year  are 
a  pretty  close  measure  of  consumption.  That  drinking  should 
increase  in  the  face  of  so  much  prohibition  and  local-option 
legislation  causes  some  astonishment,  but  is  not,  Ave  believe, 
contrary  to  exi)erience.  Legislation  may  have  an  effect  in  man 
ners,  methods  and  details  of  consumption,  but  it  does  not  change 
habits.  Prohibition,  if  Maine  is  any  criterion,  does  not  help  at 
all  in  promoting  temperance.  Local  option  may  do  good,  but  is 
more  likely  to  benefit  the  rising  generation  than  the  one  Avhose 
habits  are  formed. 

It  is  possible  that  in  spite  of  the  Internal  Revenue  figures  the 
manner  of  drinking  may  be  improved  and  the  drinks  better  dis- 
tributed. 

It  bears  on  this  subject  that  of  the  nine  millions  of  ih)])u1i- 
tion  in  New  York  State  seven  millions  live  in  cities.  Local  op- 
tion in  this  State  is  cpnflned  to  country  townships.  The  in- 
crease of  city  population  all  over  the  country  has  doubtless  a 
relation  to  this  increase  in  the  consumption  both  of  alcohol  and 
tobacco.  The  nervous  tension  of  city  life  is  greater  than  of 
country  life,  calling  more  for  stimulants,  and  affording  more 
convenient  opportunities  to  get  them.  Di-inking  and  smoking, 
too,  are  both  social  practices,  and  there  is  more  society  in  the 
cities  than  in  the  country. 

The  consumption  of  spirits  has  increased  more  in  proportion 
than  the  consumption  of  beer,  and  the  consumpticm  of  cigar- 
ettes more  than  of  cigars.  The  report  is  not  complimentary  to 
legislation. — Harper's  Wceklij,  December  3,  1910. 


THE  Los  Angeles  Graphie  comes  to  the  front  with  the 
following  very  sensible  remarks  upon  the  Wylie  local 
option  bill :  "Local  option,  as  the  bill  is  now  framed  and  passed 
by  the  Assembly,  is  neither  fair,  right  nor  democratic  in  spirit. 
Local  option  sounds  good  and  true,  but  Avhen  this  bill  is  ex- 
amined it  is  found  to  be  not  local,  but  county  option.  Assem- 
blyman Slater's  proposition  to  substitute  "toAvnship"  for 
"county"  in  the  bill,  making  the  township  the  unit  of  opticm,  is 
correct.  California  counties  are  entirely  too  large  to  be  made 
the  unit  of  option.  A  croAvd  of  teetotalers  in  one  end  of  San 
Bernardino  county,  for  instance,  could  A-ote  dry  a  stretch  of  ter- 
ritory larger  than  certain  Euro])ean  nations.  This  Avould  be 
coercion  of  the  majiu-ity  by  the  minority.  We  are  not  arguing  in 
favor  of  the  Fniuor  traffic,  but  merely  protesting  against  unjus- 
tifiable intolerance."

To  the  Stockholders — 

Your  directors  beg  to  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration 
their  annual  report  of  the  affairs  and  finances  of  your  Associa- 
tion. 

As  anticipated  in  the  last  annual  report  the  California  wine 
business  has  shown  a  steady  improvement  during  the  past  year. 

It  was  not,  however,  until  the  1910  vintage  was  concluded 
that  the  betterment  in  the  dry  wine  situation  was  realized  even 
by  your  management,  which  from  its  wide  range  of  observation 
has  great  opportunities  for  judging  conditions.  The  change 
came  suddenly  after  the  discovery  that  a  considerable  gallonage 
of  wine  of  earlier  vintages  in  producers'  hands,  hitherto  figured 
as  a  surplus,  had  not  developed  the  necessary  keeping  qualities 
and  was  therefore  unsuitable  for  the  market.  The  available 
vintage  of  new  wines  has  also  proved  less  than  estimated.  Fur- 
thermore, due  to  disastrous  weather  in  Europe  which  almost 
destroyed  the  wine  crop,  a  demand,  as  unexpected  as  it  was 
sudden,  has  sprung  up  for  California  wines  for  export.    . 

Thus  a  vintage  season  entered  upon  with  gloomy  prospects 
ended  with  a  buoyant  demand  for  dry  wines,  which  by  rapidly 
depleting  country  holdings  has  restored  a  confidence  which  was 
for  some  years  lacking. 

The  raise  in  import  duty,  which  has  recently  become  effective, 
under  the  new  tariff,  and  the  shortage  in  the  European  crop 
should  tend  to  lessen  importations  of  foreign  wines  which  of 
late  years  have  threatened  to  assume  alarming  proportions. 

This  should  bring  an  expanding  domestic  market  for  Califor- 
nia wines,  in  the  benefits  of  which  your  Association  will  par- 
ticipate. Your  wine  stocks  having  invariably  been  carried  on 
the  books  at  a  conservative  value,  any  improvement  in  the 
general  wine  market  is  immediately  reflected  in  increased 
profits. 

The  struggle  for  a  market  which  for  some  years  character- 
ized conditions  in  sweet  wines  and  brandy  is  less  acute.  The 
new  factors  which  solicited  the  trade  have,  by  experience,  real- 
ized there  must  be  a  bottom  below  which  competition  cannot  go 
without  producing  disaster.  Consequently  there  has  been  an 
alignment  of  interests  among  the  large  handlers  outside  of  your 
Association,  which  has  had  the  effect  of  steadying  and  improv- 
ing the  market  without  restricting  or  lessening  distribution. 
It  is  hoped  this  organization  may  continue  in  strength  and  sol- 
idarity so  that  an  occasional  small  surplus  may  not  cause  the 
demoralization  which  a  panicky  condition  among  a  great  num- 
ber of  individual  holders  cannot  fail  to  engender. 

Your  management  made  little  effort  for  a  large  crushing  of 
grapes  during  the  last  vintage,  believing  it  wiser  to  carry 
smaller  stocks  and  thus  be  enabled,  in  an  improving  demand,  to 
sustain  the  market  by  buying,  rather  than  risk  being  in  the 
position,  as  it  was  after  1907,  of  being  compelled  to  sacrifice 
its  own  surplus  in  a  market  rendered  highly  competitive  by  the 
necessities  of  growers,  carrying  heavy  wine  stocks,  for  which 
the  large  handlers  could  give  them  no  relief. 

PROHIBITION. 

The  shadow  of  prohibition  which  was  over  the  industry  pre- 
vious to  the  elections  of  last  November  is  clearing  away.  Com- 
munities which  for  decades  have  made  prohibition  a  fetish, 
and  newer  ones  which  more  recently  experimented  with  it,  have 
discovered  that  prohibition  neither  prohibits  nor  regulates  the 
human  appetite.  The  undoubted  and  wide-spread  expression 
of  popular  will  that  regulation  rather  than  prohibition  is  the 
proper  way  to  handle  this  great  questjon  eliminates  a  danger  to 
the  wine  industry  through  the  closing  of  avenues  of  distribution 
which  has  occasioned  much  anxiety;  though  California,  in  one 
of  those  periodical  paroxysms  of  reform  which  it  is  hoped  may 


not  swing  the  pendulum  so  far  as  to  render  this  State  unat- 
tractive to  new  capital,  has  among  other  burning  questions  in  the 
State  Legislature  taken  up  prohibition  in  one  of  its  many  guises. 
From  the  same  source  it  is  fashionable  to  denounce,  in  a 
manner  which  cannot  fail  to  cause  apprehension  for  future 
results,  the  Payne-Aldrich  tariff,  and  to  vilify  all  the  friends 
in  Washington,  leaders  in  Congress,  who  have  so  magnificently 
and  consistently,  even  at  the  expense  of  consumers  in  their  own 
localities,  supported  California  in  its  cry  for  protection  on  the 
many  products  of  its  soil,  such  as  citrus  and  dried  fruits,  nuts, 
lumber,  hops  and  wines,  both  under  the  tariff  and  the  sweet 
wine  law,  not  to  speak  of  the  more  recent  contest  over  the 
World's  Fair  when  the  men  so  savagely,  and  as  those  who  know 
them  personally  sorrowfully  realize,  unjustly  assailed,  were 
too  noble  to  take  an  opportunity  of  petty  spite. 

FINANCES. 

Conditions  being  more  favorable  your  directors  took  steps, 
as  foreshadowed  in  previous  annual  reports,  to  place  the 
finances  of  your  Association  on  a  stable  and  permanent  basis. 
Having  paid  an  assessment  the  previous  year  to  meet  pressing 
requirements,  you  were  asked  last  June  to  approve  a  plan 
whereby  preferred  stock  could  be  offered  to  stockholders  at  a 
price  on  which  the  interest  return  would  recompense  subscrib- 
ers for  the  previous  contribution  to  the  Association's  needs. 
Owing  to  the  generous  response  of  stockholders  the  expense  of 
this  issue  was  nominal  and  very  little  of  the  preferred  stock 
became  available  to  the  Underwriting  Syndicate  which  had 
agreed  to  take  any  unsubscribed  part  of  the  stock. 

The  accounts  herewith  presented  reflect  the  immensely  im- 
proved financial  position  of  your  Association,  which  is  now  on 
a  perfectly  safe  basis  to  enable  it  to  reap  the  benefits  which 
are  accruing  from  the  better  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Cali- 
fornia wine  trade. 

Your  directors  are  also  grateful  for  the  confidence  and  pa- 
tience which  you  have  extended  them  for  many  weary  years  in 
their  prosecution  through  the  courts  of  the  unpaid  insurance 
resulting  from  the  San  Francisco  fire.  The  skill  and  labor 
of  your  attorneys  has  resulted  in  a  complete  victory.  The  item 
"Insurance  Claims"  appearing  so  long  on  your  annual  state- 
ments has  been  converted  into  cash.  The  contesting  companies, 
although  early  advised  by  us  that  the  "earthquake  defense" 
could  not  prevail  in  our  case,  because  our  fires  did  not  so  or- 
iginate, carried  on  a  fierce  litigation  (which  enabled  them  to 
compromise,  at  a  low  percentage,  with  others  in  the  same 
locality  who  could  not  afford  to  fight)  and  after  resorting  to 
every  device  to  lengthen  and  render  the  litigation  prohibitorily 
expensive,  were  finallyy  forced  to  disgorge  in  full  with  four 
years'  interest.  The  names  "Commercial  Union,"  "Palatine"  and 
"Alliance"  of  London,  and  "Norwich  Union,"  should  remain 
graven  on  the  memory  of  the  insuring  world,  and  particularly 
of  San  Franciscans  in  connection  with  the  conflagration,  for 
insurance  that  did  not  insure  anything  but  the  privilege  to  pros- 
ecute a  law  suit  or  take  fifty  cents  on  the  dollar. 

THE  year's  business. 

The  gallonage  output  of  the  companies  in  which  your  Asso- 
ciation is  interested  showed  a  gratifying  increase  during  the 
past  year,  and,  indeed,  has  almost  reached  the  volume  enjoyed 
before  the  disastrous  panic  of  1907,  which,  combined  with  the 
prohibition  scare,  so  restricted  the  business.  The  increase  over 
the  previous  year  of  gallonage  output  in  1910  was  21.48  per 
cent  and  over  1908,  44.58  per  cent.  Prices,  however,  continued 
to  rule  quite  low. 

The  total  business  in  money  of  all  the  companies  for  1910 
was  18,620,133.95,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  12.65 
per  cent. 
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The  facility  with  which  the  increased  business  was  dispatched 
lias  already  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  your  Winehaven  in- 
vestment, which,  as  the  volume  continues  to  grow,  will  in- 
creasingly be  realized  in  the  effectiveness  and  economy  of  this 
ijTeat  wine  handling  plant. 

Your  vineyards  in  expanding  acreage  are  yielding  up  to  the 
happiest  expectations. 

Your  winery  plants  are  in  excellent  condition  for  ^econom- 
ically  handling  a  large  tonnage. 

Your  properties  have  been  re-inventoried  and  liberal  writings 
off  from  depreciation  have  been  made. 

Your  stock  of  aged  and  maturing  wines  is  sufficient  for  your 
business,  and  of  highly  satisfactory  quality. 

An  inspection  by  the  stockholders  of  the  vast  properties  of 
the  Association  would  be  most  beneficial  to  the  management 
in  giving  the  owners  that  confidence  which  direct  and  personal 
knowledge  alone  can  supply. 

The  bottling  department  has  made  gratifying  progress  during 

I  the  year.     The  stock  of  aged  bottled  wines,  destroyed  during 

ithe  great  fire,  has  been  again  amply  replenished  and  restored 

to  condition  for  enhancing  the  reputation  of  California  Avines 

among  the  most  discriminating  connoisseurs. 

The  financial  statement  shows  a  surplus  for  1910  amounting 
to  1490,255.47,  a  portion  of  which  is  due  to  the  releasing  of 
1  profits  which  liabilities  of  the  various  subsidiary  concerns  pre- 
vented from  previously  being  taken  into  your  accounts. 

DIVIDENDS. 

,  Quarterly  dividends  on  the  preferred  stock  issue  for  a  full 
year  in  advance,  amounting  to  |85,575.60,  have  been  declared, 
after  providing  for  which  there  remains  a  credit  to  "Surplus 

'  Account  1910"  of  $404,679.87.  The  total  surplus  over  par  value 
of  capital  stock  at  December  31,  1910,  is  $1,204,679.87,  and  con- 
tingent fund  stands  at  $67,696.85. 

The  financial  statements  presented  to  the  meeting  enter  more 
fully  into  details  of  your  Association's  affairs. 

For  fifteen  consecutive  terms,  the  directors  annually  ap- 
pointed by  you  have  honored  your  president  with  a  re-election.

Good  Suggestions  from  "Show  Me"  Land 


EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Rkvirw  : — San  Francisco  is  now 
the  Exposition  City  for  1915.  The  Senate  passed  the 
House  resolution  on  Saturday  by  an  unanimous  vote.  At  this 
writing  only  awaits^  the  signature  of  the  President. 

The  campaign  of  nearly  a  year  has  been  a  strenuous  one.  The 
men  who  conducted  the  fight  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their 
constant  and  never  flagging  energy.  There  were  many  trying 
situations  which  at  times  were  very  discouraging,  and  provok- 
ing and  many  promises  were  broken.  At  present  the  question 
of  the  site  is  the  absolute  topic.  For  me  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
site  is  by  far  the  best.  It  is  already  a  public  park,  owned  by  the 
city.  Any  permanent  improvements  go  to  the  city,  whether  in 
buildings  or  improvement  of  the  grounds. 

One  of  the  strong  decorative  and  pleasure  features  of  the 
Columbian  Exposition,  Chicago,  1893,  were  the  waterways, 
fountains  and  canals  made  easy  by  the  nearness  to  Lake  Mich- 
igan. Then  some  features  could  be  obtained  by  a  pumping  plant 
(as  the  Lurline)  taking  water  from  the  Ocean,  then  with  a 
water  tower,  also  a  fire  protection. 

Too  much  land  like  at  St.  Louis,  is  a  detriment ;  one-third  was 
not  used  except  for  a  dumping  ground  for  rubbish,  making  it 
very  unsightly. 

At  Paris,  1900,  not  having  any  large  body  of  vacant  land, 
both  sides  of  the  River  Seine  were  used  and  a  park  for  heavy 
machinery,  7  miles  from  the  main  buildings,  had  to  be  utilized. 
The  A.  Y.  P,  Exposition  at  Seattle  was  really  the  gem  of  any 
held  in  the  United  States.  Small,  compact,  and  all  portions  vis- 
ible from  any  other.  Expense  of  maintenance  being  light,  it 
was  a  financial  success.  It  does  not  take  a  large  tract  of  land 
to  make  a  successful  exposition.  Grouping  of  buildings,  easy  of 
access,  and  landscape  features,  go  farther  than  immense  terri- 
tory to  make  it  a  success.  The  steel  landing  pier  shown  in  the 
Chronicle  picture  is  a  new  departure  in  expositions.  Giving  a 
landing  place  for  all  exhibits  from  foreign  countries  and  90 
per  cent  will  go  there  that  way;  and  in  modern  engineering  a 
very  feasible  feature.  The  Lurline  pier  has  stood  for  years; 
that  does  not  reach  deep  water,  but  one  that  does  would  not  ex- 
tend very  much  farther  out.  This  is  a  matter  for  engineers  to 
figure  on. 


I  hope  that  the  Grapb^  Wine  and  Allied  Industries  can  liavc 
a  building  of  their  own,  and  not  be  tucked  away  in  a  corner  of 
some  other  large  building  as  heretofore.  To  have  a  building 
large  enough  to  house  all  exhibits,  to  have  a  large  restaurant  or 
cafe  properly  conducted  with  a  cellar  for  proper  storage  of 
all  exhibits  especially  of  wines  to  be  sold  and  for  the  jury. 

All  processes  to  be  shown  from  the  preparation  of  the  ground 
through  all  stages  of  wine  and  raisin  making  to  the  proper 
sampling  of  the  products.  The  Grape  Growers'  Association 
were  among  the  first  to  endorse  the  "Panama-Pacific  Interna- 
tional Exposition."  Strong  resolutions  were  passed  at  their 
meeting,  February  10,  1910,  reported  in  the  Chronicle  the  next 
morning.  I  hope  they  will  continue  their  effort  to  have  a  viti- 
cultural  palace  as  described  above.  From  what  I  know  of  Cali- 
fornians,  especially  those  of  San  Francisco,  I  am  confident  the 
Exposition  will  be  a  success  in  every  way.

Always  the  Same 


HL.  DICKINSON,  a  business  man  of  high  standing  of 
•      Bellingham,  Washington,  said  on  January  26th: 

"Bellingham  has  been  'dry'  25  days  and  there  is  as  much 
liquor  consumed  as  ever.  Every  man  who  wants  liquor  has  his 
own  jug.  Under  the  laAv  the  breweries  deliver  beer  in  cases 
to  residences  and  wholesale  liquor  dealers  have  the  right  to 
sell  to  family  trade.  The  only  difference  under  the  new  order 
of  things  is  that  Bellingham  is  losing  |42,000  a  year  revenue 
from  liquor  licenses. 

"Prohibition  certainly  doesn't  prohibit  the  consumption  of 
liquor  in  Bellingham.  It  has  stopped  the  retail  trade  and  noth- 
ing more.  The  recent  election  does  not  reflect  public  sentiment 
and  I  believe  if  another  election  could  be  held  the  city  would 
vote  'wet'  by  a  big  majorty.  What  made  Bellingham  'dry' 
was  politics,  not  a  sincere  desire  on  the  part  of  a  majority 
of  the  voters  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor." 
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DRY  WINPyS : — Conditions  in  the  wine  market  have  contin- 
ued to  improve.  There  are  many  reasons  to  believe  that 
I  lie  progress  of  the  industry  will  not  be  seriously  interrupted 
lor  a  long  time  to  come. 

The  Wyllie  local  option  bill,  in  the  California  Legislature,  is 
the  center  of  interest  with  the  wine  industry  and  the  trade  at 
this  writing.  The  bill  was  introduced  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing the  county  the  unit,  and  it  passed  the  Lower  House  in  this 
shape.  However,  it  was  so  outrageously  unfair  to  the  great  and 
jgrowing  wine  industry  that  the  Senate  would  not  accept  it.  Ac- 
cordingly, amendments  were  made  intended  to  give  the  wine  in- 
terests fairly  decent  consideration.  The  measure,  as  amended 
by  the  Senate,  providing  the  township  shall  be  the  unit,  and 
iWhich  is  the  only  fair  basis  of  legislation,  has  gone  back  to  the 
jHouse,  and  there  is  a  great  roar  of  protest  therein. 

The  promoters  of  the  Wyllie  bill  have  insisted  that  they  were 
endeavoring  particularly  to  reach  the  saloons  and  the  liquor 
traftic  generally.  By  their  attitude  in  decrying  the  township 
unit  amendment,  they  show  themselves  in  their  true  light,  as 
eaemies  of  the  California  wine  industry  and  general  viticulture, 
representing  .1125,000,000  investment.  It  is  evident  by  their  pro- 
ceeding on  these  lines  that  they  believe  they  must  either  cripple 
or  destroy  this  great  industry,  in  order  that  they  may  force 
local  option  upon  California. 

The  men  who  are  battling  these  underhanded  fighters,  who  hit 
foul,  should  keep  this  fact  in  mind  and  force  upon  those  men, 
who  come  from  the  wine  and  raisin  districts,  the  fact  that  these 
optionists  are  after  the  scalp  of  the  wine  industry  first  and  the 
liquor  dealers  second.  Any  man  who  has  the  industrial  welfare 
of  this  great  State  at  heart,  should  not  allow  himself  to  be  de- 
reived  by  the  families  who  are  fighting  them  from  a  masked  bat- 
\  tery.  At  the  present  writing  the  bill  has  little  chance  of  passing, 
I  and  the  good  fighters  at  Sacramento  who  have  brought  the  fight 
to  the  present  status  should  bend  their  energies  to  put  the  fear 
of  the  Lord  and  the  love  of  justice  into  the  minds  of  those  As- 
semblymen who  have  been  lead  by  the  nose  by  Mr.  Wyllie. 

Exports  of  wine  by  sea  for  the  month  ending  February  20th 
were  of  good  volume,  the  totals  being  619  cases  and  1,670,036 
gallons,  valued  at  |483,307. 

Imports  of  wine  by  sea  were  1363  cases  .6  barrels  17  octaves 
and  6  casks. 


SWEET  WINES : — Business  is  progressing  at  a  fairly  satis- 
factory i-ate,  and  it  is  evident  that  this  improvement  will 
continue.  Production  in  the  State  was  naturally  of  very  small 
volume.  The  figures  of  the  output  will  be  found  in  the  usual 
sweet  wine  tables. 


BRANDY : — The  market  is  moving  along  and  keeping  pace 
with  the.  progress  of  diy  and  sweet  wines. 
Exports  were  of  nominal  volume,  the  figures  being  5  cases  and 
2064  gallons,  valued  at  |3233.    Imports  by  sea  were  519  cases 
1  barrel  5  casks. 

Production  of  brandy  in  the  several  districts  will  be  found  in 
the  usual  statistical  tables. 


WHISKY : — With  the  whisky  men  business  is  steadily  get- 
ting into  good  shape.  The  average  house  rei)orts  tilings 
improving  steadily,  particularly  throughout  the  Coast,  while 
city  business  remains  sluggish.  More  than  one  big  house  re- 
ports outside  business  for  Fel)ruary  greater  than  ever  l»efore  and 
of  unexpected  activity  generally.  The  trade  may  take  this  as  an 
indication  that  from  now  on,  at  least  during  the  P^xposition 
years,  they  may  expect  good  and  growing  business. 

Exports  by  sea  were  757  cases  and  2033  gallons,  valued  at 
18065.  Miscellaneous  exports  were  794  cases,  45  packages  bulk, 
valued  at  |8246.  Imports  by  sea  were  5494  cases  274  barrels  1 
hogshead  16  casks  and  25  octaves. 


I MPORTATIONS :— Business  with  the  importers  during  Feb- 
•••  ruary  was  better  than  was  expected  and  shows  a  much  easier 
feeling  among  buyers.  One  of  the  leading  houses  stated  that 
the  volume  of  their  trade  for  the  short  month,  with  three  holi- 
days, was  very  satisfactory  and  the  outlook  for  improvement 
never  better.    The  figures  of  importations  are  given  herewith :

IMPORTS  BY  RAH.  IN  BOND :— Champagne,  300  ca.ses; 
Whisky,  655  cases ;  Wine,  20  cases  1  cask ;  Beer,  3  cases. 


BEER : — By  reason  of  the  exceptionally  cold  winter  weather 
these  are  days  when  the  brewer  does  not  jubilate,  because 
the  "hard  liquor"  man  is  to  the  front.  The  beer  men  are  attend- 
ing to  export  business  and  gettting  ready  to  handle  the  big 
trade  during  the  coming  season. 

Exports  were  of  small  volume,  the  totals  being  197  packages 
bottled  and  5  bulk,  the  value  of  which  was  $1662.  Importations, 
domestic  and  foreign,  a.ssumed  large  figures,  the  totals  being 
1551  cases  1626  hogsheads  761  barrels  649  half  barrels  540  quar- 
ter barrels  and  290  packages. 


New  York  Wine  Market 


THE  usual  dull  period  immediately  following  the  holildays 
has  again  been  experienced,  but  the  outlook  for  the  future 
is  fair.  A  further  advance  in  prices  of  the  cheaper  wines  may 
be  looked  for  at  any  time.  The  prices  of  standard  wines  remain 
unchanged.

The  Amended  Local  Option  Bill 


•"pHE  Wyllie  Local  Option  Bill,  which  passed  the  Assembly 
•'•  1).>'  a  vote  of  55  to  21,  received  such  rough  handling  when  it 
came  up  for  consideration  by  the  Senate  on  February  20th,  that 
after  the  six  hours'  scrimmage  was  over,  its  author  must  have 
felt  ashamed  to  look  at  its  changed  and  amended  face. 

Onc(>  again,  it  was  our  valuable  viticultural  industry  that 
saved  the  day  for  the  liquor  interests.  The  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  emphasized  this  point  by  addressing  a  communica- 
tion to  the  Senate  urging  that  no  legislation  against  the  wine 
industry  be  enacted.  The  Board  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
viticulture  ranks  fourth  among  the  industries  of  California, 
250,000  acres  being  planted  with  vines,  and  most  of  this  acreage 
being  practically  useless  for  other  purposes. 

"Efforts  are  now  being  made,"  the  board  wrote,  "to  create  a 
sentiment  which,  if  allowed  to  unchecked,  would  result  in  the 
depreciation  of  the  value  of  the  properties  already  improved,  and 
wipe  out  the  i*esult  of  years  of  labor  and  the  investment  of 
$125,000,000,  and  would  work  a  great  injury  to  the  people  of  the 
State.  We  strongly  recommend  the  encouragement  of  the  viti- 
cultural industry  in  this  State,  and  we  look  with  positive  dis- 
favor upon  the  enactment  of  any  legislation,  either  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  or  the  State  Legislature,  that  Avould  discourage 
this  most  important  industry,  which  is  destined,  if  encouraged 
and  fostered,  to  be  the  most  important  industry  of  the  State." 

Senator  L.  V.  Juilliard  of  Sonoma  County  led  the  fight  against 
the  local  option  bill  and  the  wine  industries  of  the  State  have 
cause  to  be  proud  of  the  logical  and  forceful  manner  in  which 
he  presented  his  telling  arguments.  Senator  Juilliard  offered 
three  sets  of  mendments.  The  first — and  most  important — made 
the  township,  and  not  the  county,  the  unit  of  local  option. 

The  second  provided  a  number  of  alternative  propositions  to 
be  voted  on.  These  included  limiting  the  number  of  saloons,  the 
fixing  of  license  fees,  the  sale  of  liquors  in  quantities,  the  re- 
striction of  saloons  to  certain  distances  from  churches  or  pub- 
lic schools,  and  the  serving  of  liquors  in  hotels  or  restaurants. 

The  third  provided  protection  for  wholesale  wineries  in  local 
option  districts. 

The  three  sets  of  amendments  were  referred,  as  a  matter  of 
procedure,  to  Senator  Martinelli  as  a  committee  of  one.  He 
reported  immediately  and  favorably  on  the  series  and  moved  the 


adoption  of  the  report.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator 
Hans. 

Nearly  six  hours  were  consumed  in  the  presentation  of  argu- 
ments pro  and  con,  Senators  Juilliard,  Wolfe  and  Hurd  speaking 
against  the  bill,  and  Senators  Gates,  Harkins  and  Estudillo 
favoring  it.  In  closing  the  debate,  Senator  Estudillo  remarked, 
"If  you  want  to  stop  the  prohibition  wave,  pass  this  bill."  He 
asserted  that  it  would  drive  liquor  from  politics.  But  the  ma- 
jority of  the  Senators  did  not  agree  with  him.  The  rolLcall  on 
all  three  measures  was  almost  identical. 

On  the  amendments  making  the  county  township  the  unit  of 
option,  the  vote  was : 

Ayes — Senators  Beban,  Bills,  Birdsall,  Bryant,  Burnett,  Cam- 
inetti,  Cassidy,  Curtin,  Finn,  Hans,  Hare,  Holohan,  Hurd,  Juil- 
liard, Martinelli,  Regan,  Rush,  Sanford,  Stetson,  Tyrrell,  Welch, 
Wolfe,  Wright— 23. 

Noes — Senators  Avey,  Bell,  Black,  Boynton,  Campbell,  Cart- 
wright,  Cutten,  Estudillo,  Gates,  Hewitt,  Larkins,  Lewis,  Rose- 
berry,  Shanahan,  Strobridge,  Thompson,  Walker — 17. 

On  the  amendments,  providing  for  a  series  of  questions  con- 
cerning license  and  other  restrictions.  Senator  Stetson  voted  no, 
making  the  vote  22  to  18  in  favor  of  the  amendments. 

On  the  amendments  intended  to  define  clearly  the  rights  of 
wineries  in  dry  territory.  Stetson  swung  back  again  and  voted 
for  this  one,  making  the  vote  23  to  17. 

Senator  (*artwright  then  offered  an  amendment  allowing  the 
saloon-keeper  six  months  after  election  to  go  out  of  business, 
if  the  election  so  ordered.  Permission  to  refer  this  amendment 
to  a  committee  of  one,  which  was  the  only  way  to  get  it  before 
the  Senate,  was  refused  by  a  vote  of  15  to  23. 

When  the  bill,  with  the  township  unit  and  other  amendments 
incorporated,  came  up  in  the  Senate  again,  on  February  27th,  it 
was  passed  by  a  vote  of  30  to  3.  Before  the  vote  was  taken.  Sen- 
ator Juilliard  paid  his  respects  to  the  Rev.  S.  Eraser  Langford, 
pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  of  Sacramento,  who  stated  in  a  ser- 
mon that  the  Wyllie  local  option  bill  Imd  fallen  among  thieves 
in  the  Senate.  Langford  referred  to  Juilliard  as  "sallow  and 
lean,"  well  groomed  and  cold  of  eye."  Juilliard  resented  the 
minister's  attack,  and  declared  that  he  and  the  other  Senators 
who  had  voted  for  the  township  amendment  did  so  in  good  faith, 
believing  that  the  township  unit  was  right  and  just.  "I  am  in 
favor  of  a  local  option  bill,"  Juilliard  said,  "but  I  want  a  prac- 
tical measure,  which  will  work  some  good  and  not  result  in  hard- 
ship." 

The  much-amended  Wyllie  bill  now  goes  back  to  the  Assembly, 
where  it  will  probably  be  turned  down.  A  conference  committee 
will  then  be  appointed  from  the  two  houses,  and  as  both  Speaker 
Hewitt  and  Lieutenant-Governor  Wallace  are  for  local  option, 
they  will  doubtless  support  the  stand  of  the  lower  house  and 
repudiate  the  attitude  of  the  Senate,  which  means  that  it  is 
likely  to  be  a  long  drawn  out  affair  before  the  matter  is  disposed 
of  by  the  Legislature. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Avine  men  may  rest  assured  that  Senator 
Juilliard  will  guard  their  interests  carefully.  He  is  a  grape- 
grower  himself,  represents  the  largest  dry  wine  section  in  the 
State,  and,  it  will  be  remembered,  acted  for  two  terms  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Grape-Growers'  Association  of  Santa  Rosa.  He  de- 
clares that  he  will  leave  no  stone  unturned  to  protect  the  vine- 
yardists  and  hop-growers  against  a  radical  local  option  bill,  and, 
judging  by  the  success  he  has  already  achieived,  he  will  come 
through  the  ordeal  triumphantly.

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Strong  Case  Against  the  Wyllie  Bill 


Colonel  Wisser  Makes  Plea  for  Canteen 


THE  State  Board  of  Agriculture  fears  that  the  proposed  local 
option  bill  will  hurt  the  grape  and  wine  industries.  It 
lierefore  sent  a  communication  to  the  Senate  setting  forth  that 
iticulture  ranks  fourth  among  the  industries  of  California, 
:50,000  acres  being  planted  with  vines,  and  most  of  this  acre- 
ige  being  practically  useless  for  other  purposes. 

"Efforts  are  now  being  made,"  the  board  continues,  "to  cre- 
ite  a  sentiment  which,  if  allowed  to  go  unchecked,  would  re- 
mit in  the  depreciation  of  the  value  of  the  properties  already 
mproved,  and  wipe  out  the  result  of  years  of  labor 
md  the  investment  of  $125,000,000,  and  would  work 
L  gi-eat  injury  to  the  people  of  the  State.  We  strongly  re- 
:ommend  the  encouragement  of  viticultural  industry  in  this 
?tate,  and  we  look  with  positive  disfavor  upon  the  enactment 
•f  any  legislation,  either  by  the  Federal  Government  or  the 
5tate  Legislature,  or  by  any  counties  of  this  State,  that  would 
liscourage  this  most  important  industry,  which  is  destined,  if 
■ncouraged  and  fostered,  to  be  the -most  important  industry  of 
lie  State."

Senator  Sanford's  Original  Bill 


SENATOR  SANFORD  of  Fkiali  introduced  a  bill  which  pro- 
vides for  the  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic  in  California 
and  contains  a  few  revolutionary  features,  most  important  of 
which  is  the  requirement  that  every  retail  dealer  in  liquor  shall 
be  an  American  citizen.    It  limits  licenses  to  one  for  every  500 

tr>oT.tjons,  and  regulates  the  hours  of  closing, 
he  prohibitionist  party  declares  that  this  bill  was  introduced 
the  purpose  of  defeating  the  local  option  bill  introduced  by 
,..icin,  but  Senator  Sanford  protests  that  his  bill  has  no  bearing 
\\  liatever  upon  the  local  option  question. 


Local  option,  so  far  as  the  thirteenth  session  of  the  Washing- 
Ion  Legislature  is  concerned,  is  di.sposed  of.     Quietly  and  un- 
j ostentatiously,  the  House  of  February  24th,  by  a  vote  of  50 
'to  42,  without  debate  or  discussion  of  any  kind,  indefinitely 
postponed  S.  R.  121,  which  aimed  to  amend  the  present  local 
I  option  laws  of  the  State,  adding  enforcement  features  and  mak-- 
'ing  the  county,  with  the  exception  of  first-class  cities,  the  unit. 
Then  to  spike  down  the  lid  of  the  coffin  securely.  Assembly- 
man Reach's  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  was  laid  on  the  table, 
I  a  roll  call  showing  the  members  lined  up  52  to  40.   Speaker  Tay- 
llor  announced  that,  under  the  rules,  the  bill  could  not  be  re- 
considered again  in  the  House. 


COLONEL  JOHN  P.  WISSER,  in  command  at  the  Presidio, 
favors  the  establishment  of  a  post  exchange.  The  canteen, 
he  states,  does  away  with  intoxication.  In  Berlin,  where  he 
spent  four  years  as  military  attache,  well-regulated  sale  of 
liquor,  he  says,  proved  more  than  satisfactory. 

Colonel  Wisser  said :  "Since  I  was  here  as  inspector  general 
in  1906  I  noticed  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  saloons 
near  the  Presidio.  I  wish  newspapers  and  the  city  officials 
would  help  us  in  keeping  these  places  closed.  To  prevent  drunk- 
enness entirely,  however,  the  army  needs  a  post  exchange." 


A  Farce  and  a  Graft 


ANEW  liquor  law  has  been  laid  before  the  Legislature.  Sen- 
ator Roynton  introduced  a  bill  making  it  a  misdemeanor  to 
sell  alcoholic  drinks  within  a  mile  of  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia at  Berkeley,  or  the  University  Farm  at  Davis,  or  a  mile  and 
a  half  of  any  soldiers'  or  sailors'  home,  or  any  hospital,  or 
within  half  a  mile  of  any  State  prison,  or  within  1900  feet  of 
any  reformatory.  This  law  is  particularly  aimed  at  Davisville 
for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  liquor  trade  there.  The  "Davis 
Farm,"  as  a  public  institution,  is  largely  a  farce  and  a  graft  on 
tax-payers. 


In  ''Free"  America 


A  DISPATCH  from  Quincy,  Plumas  County,  states  that  that 
county  does  not  propose  to  wait  for  the  Legislature  to  en- 
act an  anti-treating  law,  as  the  new  ordinance  has  a  clause  to 
that  effect  which  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  to  furnish  liquor  to 
more  than  one  person  at  the  same  time. 

The  anti-treating  provision  is  not  the  only  drastic  measure  in 
the  ordinance.  No  saloons  are  allowed  within  four  miles  of  any 
camp  where  there  are  twenty-five  men  employed.  The  interior 
of  all  saloons  must  be  visible  from  the  street,  and  it  shall  be 
unlawful  to  obstruct  the  view  from  the  street  in  any  way. 


Labeling  Champagnes  in  France 


CONSUL  WILLIAM  BARDEL,  of  Rheims,  reports  that 
while  French  manufacturers  of  sparkling  wine,  whose 
effervescence  is  produced  by  natural  fermentation,  label  the 
product  "Mousseux,"  those  manufacturers  of  wine  whose  effer- 
vescence is  produced  partly  or  wholly  by  the  addition  of  car- 
bonic-acid gas  must  plainly  label  the  product  "Mousseux  fan- 
taisie,"  the  word  fantasie  marking  the  distinction. 


Senator  Regan  is  the  author  of  another  bill  against  "blind 
pigs,"  and  one  which  if  passed  will  prove  their  death  blow.  It 
is  in  the  form  of  a  joint  resolution  asking  the  internal  revenue 
department  to  refuse  to  issue  internal  licenses  for  the  sale  of 
liquor  unless  accompanied  by  city  or  county  licenses.  "This 
will  sweep  away  all  illicit  saloons  which  now  abound,"  says 
Regan.  "They  pay  $25  a  year  for  a  federal  license,  but  if  they 
are  required  to  pay  a  few  hundred  dollars  more  a  year  they  will 
go  out  of  business.  They  will  defy  local  authorities,  but  they 
will  not  dare  defy  the  government." 
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Visalia^in  "Dry"  Column 


AT  Visalia  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  a  three  to  one  majority, 
ordered  a  special  election  on  the  liquor  question  to  be  held 
February  23d.  On  that  date  after  a  whirlwind  anti-saloon  cam- 
paign, the  "drys"  Avon  out  by  141  majority.  Visalia  is  the  last 
town  in  Tulare  county  to  vote  out  the  saloons,  and  when  they 
have  closed  their  doors  the  entire  county  will  be  devoid  of  liquor 
houses.  The  entire  vote  was  1200.  Of  these  518  were  for  wet 
and  659  for  dry.  Twenty-three  were  thrown  out  because  of  in- 
correct balloting.  The  first  count  showed  a  majority  of  only 
138,  but  because  of  a  slight  error  the  saloonmen  demanded 
a  recount,  which  gave  the  anti-saloonists  a  larger  majority  by 
three  votes. 


A  petition  is  being  circulated  in  Berkeley  asking  for  the 
amendment  of  the  city  charter  so  that  liquor  may  be  permitted 
to  1)6  sold  there  in  sealed  packages.  The  object  is  to  place  local 
merchants  who  are  now  prohibited  from  such  sale,  on  an  equal- 
ity with  those  of  Oakland  who  are  doing  a  large  trade  in 
supplying  the  wants  of  the  Berkeleyites,  by  delivering  liquor 
in  that  city.  If  the  amendment  is  made  it  will  add  consider- 
ably to  the  business  now  done  at  the  university  town. 


The  City  Council  of  Marysville  has  received  a  petition  from 
the  local  Royal  Arch  lodge  asking  that  the  liquor  license  be  so 
amended  as  to  stop  all  kinds  of  gambling  and  prevent  women 
from  entering  saloons.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  change  the 
ordinance  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  petitioners. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Oakland  City  council  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  box  ordinance,  which  would  have  permitted 
saloons  having  an  exclusively  male  clientele  to  retain  private 
rooms  and  to  which  objection  has  been  made  by  the  Men's 
League  of  the  First  Congregational  Church,  was  withdrawn  by 
Councilman  William  J.  Baccus.  Therefore  the  box  ordinance 
will  be  permitted  to  remain  as  it  now  stands  without  alteration, 
prohibiting  private  boxes  in  cafes,  restaurants  and  saloons 
in  which  liquor  is  served  to  women. 


Simon  Levy  &  Co.  Have  the  True  View 

MR.  SIMON  LEVY  of  Simon  Levy  &  Company,  346-48 
Washington  street,  stated  to  a  representative  of  the  Re- 
view that  the  1910  business  had  been  fairly  satisfactory.  He 
pointed  out  that  he  practically  sold  everything  in  the  liquor 
line,  and  was  pleased  to  report  that  the  aggregate  of  the  busi- 
ness done  had  been  normal.  While  he  had  nothing  to  boast  of, 
he  had  nothing  to  complain  of.  In  fact,  he  Avas  contented  with 
the  showing  made  in  1910,  and  looked  forward  to  increased 
business  in  the  present  year. 

In  his  opinion  the  Exposition  question  while  no  doubt  of 
great  importance  to  both  city  and  State,  would  really  have  a 
less  effect  upon  future  business  in  his  line  than  the  late  copious 
rains.  Mr.  Levy  drew  attention  to  the  recent  development  of  the 
horticultural  and  agricultural  industries  of  California,  and  the 
vast  increase  of  output  bound  to  arise  from  sufficient  moisture. 
When  the  interior  is  prosperous  the  business  in  this  city  is  in- 
creased in  proportion  and  the  late  storms  had  already  stimu- 
lated trade.  While  he  ardently  felt  San  Francisco  would  s^et 
the  great  International  Exposition  of  1915,  he  pinned  his  faith 
upon  the  development  and  prosperity  of  this  State  and  the 
Pacific  Coast  generally,  as  the  principal  mainspring  which  made 
the  wheels  of  commerce  revolve  and  insured  a  substantial  in- 
crease of  business  in  all  lines.  He  desired  to  wish  the  rest  of  the 
ti'ade  a  happy  and  prosperous  uoav  year. 


A  WALLACE,  IDAHO,  dispatch  states  that  one  phase  of  the 
saloon  question  certain  to  come  up  in  Idaho  is  the  conten- 
tion that  the  dry  counties  of  the  State  should  not  benefit  by 
the  saloon  license  money  contributed  by  the  counties  where  local 
option  is  not  in  force.  The  wet  counties  furnish  the  argument 
upon  which  the  protest  will  be  based  when  they  contend  that 
saloons  cause  expense  in  the  local  government  for  police  protec- 
tion and  additional  court  costs,  and  it  does  not  seem  fair  that 
tliose  counties  which  escai)e  this  tax  should  contribute  nothing 
to  the  State  school  fund  and  should  profit  by  the  license  money 
paid  in  by  other  counties. 


A  dispatch  from  Port  Townsend,  Washington,  says  that  the 
Classen  Chemical  Company,  which  has  just  completed  its  by- 
product plant,  at  a  cost  of  more  than  .|50,000,  will  soon  start  op- 
erations. The  plant  is  at  the  extreme  head  of  Port  ToAvnsend 
bay  and  is  constructed  of  concrete.  The  machinery  was  im- 
ported from  France,  and  in  duty  alone  amounted  to  .f20,000. 
SaAvdust,  slabs  and  stumps  will  be  utilized  in  the  manufacture 
of  alcohol  and  other  products,  under  a  French  patent.  The 
process  removes  the  poison  from  the  alcohol  made  from  wood. 
A  contract  has  been  let  for  the  delivery  of  two  scowloads,  or 
320  tons,  of  sawdust  from  the  Everett  mills  each  week.

Mr.  George  White  of  the  Washington  Brewery,  Oakland,  is 
the  president  of  the  Golden  West  Brewing  Company ;  Mr.  Jos- 
eph Raspelier,  of  the  Raspelier  Brewery,  Berkeley,  is  vice- 
president;  Mr.  Joseph  Kramm,  proprietor  of  Anchor  Brewery, 
Oakland,  is  secretary,  and  Mr.  Charles  Heyer,  president  of 
Hayward  Brewery,  and  Mayor  of  that  city,  is  treasurer.  The 
other  member  of  the  board  of  directors  is  ]\Ir.  George  Goerl 
of  the  Palace  Brewery,  Alameda. 

The  location  chosen  is  all  that  could  be  desired,  as  it  abutts 
on  the  Southern  Pacific,  is  close  to  the  Western  Pacific,  and 
will  also  be  tapped  by  the  Oakland  belt  line.

Tobacco  and  Beverages  in  United  Kingdom 

[From  Consul  General  John  L.  Griffiths,  London] 

FIGITRES  have  been  published  by  the  British  Government 
Statistical  Office  of  the  consumption  of  and  expenditure 
for  tobacco  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  1909. 

The  value  of  the  manufactured  and  unmanufactureti  tobacco 
entered  for  consumption  in  that  year  was  $127,986,906.  To 
this  amount  must  be  adde<l  the  outlay  for  pipes,  matches,  and 
smokers'  sundries  amounting  to  $2,903,568,  making  a  total  of 
$130,890,474. 

As  compared  with  1908  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  quantity 
consume<l  of  2,464,995  pounds,  but  an  increase  in  the  expendi- 
ture amounting  to  $3,914,257.  The  decrease  in  manufactured 
tobacco  amounted  to  151,966  pounds,  and  in  unmanufactured 
tobacco  2,313,029. 

The  highest  consumption  in  the  United  Kingdom  was  in 
the  year  1907,  which  was  about  2.057  pounds  per  individual, 
taking  the  whole  population  as  a  basis;  while  in  1909  it  fell  to 
1.975  pounds  per  individual. 

Of  the  amount  paid  for  tobacco  in  1909,  the  Government  re- 
ceived $74,367,254. 

The  total  cost  per  individual  per  annum  in  1909  was  about 
f2.90y2,  and  counting  a  family  as  consisting  of  4.62  persons 
(which  is  a  census  basis),  the  annual  expenditure  of  such  family 
was  $13.43,  which  amounts  to  a  weekly  expenditure  of  251/0 
cents. 

The  annual  average  for  intoxicants  for  a  family  of  the  size 
above  mentioned  is  estimated  at  $77.51.    The  two  expenditures 


Would  Have  State  License  Tax 


IT  would  appear  that  the  members  of  the  Legislature  have  lit 
tie  better  to  do  than  to  legislate  around  the  liquor  trade,  ;i 
large  number  of  bills  directly  and  indirectly  affecting  it  havini; 
taken  up  much  of  the  solons'  time.  One  of  these,  introduced  b\ 
Senator  Sanford,  provides  for  a  State  liquor  tax  on  saloons  and 
wholesale  liquor  stores.  It  is  a  substitute  for  a  bill  which  he 
put  in  last  month  to  regulate  the  liquor  traffic  and  to  limit  tin 
number  of  saloons  according  to  population. 

He  says  that  the  license  tax  will  sufiiciently  restrict  the  ntmi- 
ber.  Wholesale  dealers  are  to  pay  $200  annually,  saloons  that 
have  more  than  four  bartenders  $150,  and  other  saloons  |100. 
The  Anti-Saloon  League,  which  is  urging  leal  option,  is  against 
the  State  license  on  the  ground  that  it  may  be  impossible  to  close 
liquor  places  so  licensed  in  communities  that  vote  to  go  dry 
Sanford's  measure  consequently  is  regarded  as  a  proposal  put: 
forward  by  the  liquor  interests  to  defeat  local  option. 

Sanford  contends  that  the  license  tax  which  he  proposes  wil] 
annually  yield  at  least  $1,750,000  to  the  State.  There  are,  he 
says,  784  wholesale  dealers  in  California  and  14,389  saloons 
His  bill  directs  that  licenses  shall  be  granted  only  to  citizens, 
that  saloons  must  be  closed  from  1  to  6  a.  m.,  and  that  minors 
and  habitual  drunkards  shall  not  be  allowed  in  them. 
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San  Francisco's  Most  Magnificent  Bar 
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W.  A.  Ross,  Jr.,  Finds  Conditions  Good 


Y^T  A.  ROSS  JR.  of  W.  A.  Ross  &  Bro.,  of  New  York,  is 
' '  *  paying  "his  aimual  visit  to  the  Pacific  Coast.  Mr.  Ross 
is  as  usual  full  of  appreciation  of  this  side  of  the  Rockies  as  a 
good  field  for  business.  He  reports  trade  good  in  the  North- 
west. Seattle  he  speaks  of  as  a  live  town,  but  during  his  visit, 
under  apprehension  of  further  meddling  by  the  prohibitionists 
Avith  the  liquor  question.  Business,  however,  continued  good, 
as  also  in  Portland,  where  the  Home  Rule  bill  had  given  gen- 
eral confidence.  In  San  Francisco  he  found  business  good  in 
all  the  various  Ross  brands.  He  said  that  while  trade  generally 
had  been  quiet  for  some  time,  the  Ross  brands  had  more  than 
held  their  own.  Now  that  San  Francisco  had  won  the  great 
victory  in  Wa.shington  and  had  been  accorded  the  honor  of 
helding  the  Exposition  to  represent  the  United  States  in  1915, 
he  believed  that  business  would  show  a  wonderful  increase.  In 
speaking  of  the  past  satisfactory  trade,  Mr.  Ross  did  not  fail 
to  attribute  it  to  the  strenuous  efforts  of  his  representative 
here — that  prince  of  salesmen,  John  Renner.  He  further  re- 
ported that  the  rapid  growth  and  development  of  the  American 
ti-ade  in  the  Great  Auk's  Head  brands  of  Ale  and  Porter  had 
necessitated  the  removal  of  the  Liverpool  bottling  department. 
In  1906  very  large  premises,  considered  at  the  time  far  too 
si)acious,  had  been  taken,  but  such  had  been  the  increase  in  the 
demand  for  this  Al  brand  that  the  premises  were  now  much 
too  cramped  and  a  new  location,  giving  additional  i-oom,  had  to 
be  secured. 

'Mr.  Ross  further  stated  that  Ross  &  Company's  Belfast  Gin- 
ger Ale  was  becoming  a  very  favorite  brand  in  the  United 
States.  Because  of  its  high  quality  and  condition  this  Ginger 
Ale  was  in  use  on  the  Southern  Pacific,  the  Western  Pacific 
and  the  Pacific  Mail  steamers.  Naturally  Mr.  Ross  was  well 
pleased  not  only  with  the  prospect  of  new  business  in  San 
Francisco,  but  the  whole  Pacific  Coast. 


Will  Punish  Refillers 


•"TANQUERAY,  GORDON  &  CO,  LIMITED,  of  London,  com- 
■'•  menced  suit  March  1st  against  Joseph  Herscher  &  Co.  and 
Oscar  Lazansky,  both  of  this  city,  for  the  sum  of  $10,000  in  each 
instance.  The  complaint  was  filed  in  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court,  and  recites  that  the  firm  refilled  bottles  of  gin  which 
originally  had  been  used  by  the  London  firm. 

A  determined  effort  to  stop  imitations  and  refilling  of  Gor- 
don's Gin  has  been  commenced  and  parties  cauglit  infringing 
will  be  severely  dealt  with  by  Messrs.  Tanqueray,  Gordon  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  London,  who  have  appointed  Messrs.  Miller  &  White, 
trade-mark  attorneys,  to  look  after  their  interests  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.

^  '  A  pany,  in  speaking  of  his  recent  journey  throughout  the 
Northwest,  said : 

"My  trip  through  the  Northwest  consumed  a  period  of  about  | 
eight  weeks  and  every  town  of  importance  in  Oregon,  Washing- 
ton and  Southern  Canada  was  visited.  I  found  the  trade  in  Ore- 
gon to  be  jubilant  over  the  result  of  the  election  and  optimistic 
about  the  future.  They  are  buying  with  confidence  and  the 
volume  of  their  business  justifies  their  purchases. 

"In  Washington,  the  recent  defeat  of  the  county  unit  bill  wa.s 
a  source  of  much  joy  to  the  trade  in  the  State  and  while  there 
was  a  temporary  (]uietude  in  the  liquor  line  all  over  the  State, 
the  outlook  is  very  bright. 

"In  Southern  Canada  the  consumption  of  American  whisky 
is  increasing  rapidly  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when 
that  field  will  be  an  important  one  to  local  Avholesalers. 

"The  recent  victory  of  the  "drys"  in  Visalia  is  to  be  regretted 
and  the  wholesalers  should  take  concerted  action  at  once  to  off 
set  that  defeat  and  place  Visalia  on  the  proper  footing.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  to  see  an  early  campaign  in  our  behalf." 


On  February  15th  the  Pennsylvania  sailed  for  Ancon.  Her 
cargo  included  1699  barrels  of  California  wine,  10,000  cases  of 
canned  goods,  4000  cases  of  raisins,  2500  sacks  of  beans  and 
1000  sacks  of  nuts.

San  Francisco  Breweries,  Ltd.,  Report  Year 
of  Good  Progress 

The  San  Francisco  Rreweries,  by  the  courtesy  of  C.  F.  Wag- 
ner, the  nijinaji;er  of  the  bottling  department,  states  that  the 
rapid  growth  and  development  of  the  businens  during  tlie  past 
year  has  proved  most  satisfactorj'.  One  of  the  main  evidences 
of  this  was  the  fact  that  the  bottling  department,  large  and 
perfect  as  it  was,  had  to  be  enlarged  to  meet  the  increased  de- 
mand. It  seems  only  the  other  day  that  the  Review  reported 
tlie  great  extent  of  this  department,  and  the  machinery  installed 
therein,  making  it  the  largest  plant  of  the  kind  on  tlie  Pacific 
Coast.  That  this  should  have  to  be  enlarged,  plainly  evi- 
dences the  vast  growth  in  the  demand  for  John  Wieland  beer 
at  home  and  abroad. 

This,  Mr.  Wagner  states,  is  in  a  large  extent  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  San  Francisco  Breweries  have  opened  an  agency 
in  the  cities  of  Hongkong  and  Shanghai,  in  China,  where  this 
fine  brand  6i  San  Francisco  beer  is  a  great  favorite.  Another 
agency  has  been  established  at  Panama,  to  give  those  working  on 
the  canal  a  chance  to  quench  their  thirst  with  pure  malt  and 
hops,  prepared  for  their  consumption  at  the  John  Wieland 
Brewery.  The  result  is  that  that  excellent  brew  known  as 
"brown  beer^'  has  become  extremely  popular  over  the  entire 
canal  zone,  causing  a  large  monthly  demand. 

The  city  trade,  both  draft  and  bottle,  has  also  increased  con- 
siderably during  the  past  year,  and  taking  the  total  output 
into  account,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  "John  Wieland" 
brand  is  becoming  more  popular  every  day,  resulting  in  that 
brewery  going  ahead  of  its  competitors.  As  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco market,  the  merits  of  this  fine  home-made  beer  has  been 
so  fully  demonstrated,  and  the  demand  has  grown  to  such  a 
pitch,  that  the  management  has  been  forced  to  take  under  con- 
sideration the  improvement  of  the  delivery  department  by  the 
employment  of  motor  trucks. 


AT  the  end  of  January  Assemblyman  Polsley  introduced  h! 
"anti-treating"  bill,  the  first  section  reading  as  follows: 

"Every  licensed  saloon  in  the  State  of  California  shall  b 
conducted  on  the  plan  of  'no  treating,'  and  every  owner  of  an 
such  saloon  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  ])Iac 
within  the  bar  of  such  saloon  a  white  placard,  on  which  shal 
be  printed  in  lilack  letters  not  less  than  three  inches  liigh  tli 
words  'No  Treating." 

The  bill  also  provides  that  any  proprietor  who  sells  liquo 
to  any  person  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  by  any  person  othc 
than  the  one  who  pays  for  it  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 


The  recent  liquor  ordinance  passed  by  the  Blue  Lake  Board 
of  Trustees  limiting  the  number  of  saloons  in  that  town  to  four, 
is  receiving  severe  criticism,  and  a  change  is  asked  for.  The 
Union  hotel  cannot  be  opened  without  a  bar,  and  the  drastic 
law  passed  prevents  a  license  being  granted  for  the  hotel. 


Twenty  Saloons  For  Alameda 


THERE  will  be  no  free  licenses  for  Alameda  social  clubs  d( 
siring  to  sell  liquor  on  the  premises  to  members.  It  w;i 
proposed  to  amend  the  charter  to  permit  the  Council  to  gran 
two  such  free  licenses,  but  the  Council  voted  down  the  propos 
tion  by  a  vote  of  4  to  2,  and  the  liquor  license  ordinance  wi] 
remain  unchanged,  providing  for  twenty  licenses  at  iifSOO  a  yeai 
Nineteen  of  the  twenty  licenses  are  in  effect,  the  final  licoiis 
being  reserved  for  a  tourist  hotel. 


Viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  a  business  proposition  tli 
liquor  dealers  of  this  city  were  well  within  their  rights  in  a] 
pealing  to  the  City  Council  to  have  the  cost  of  licenses  reduce* 
but  the  wisdom  of  the  action,  owing  to  the  temper  of  the  poo])l 
on  the  subject,  is  not  so  apparent.  It  is  doubtless  true  that  tli 
business  at  the  present  time  does  not  justify  the  license  fee  d( 
manded  by  the  city,  but  this  condition  is  due  to  the  fact  that  tli 
business  is  overdone;  but,  like  any  other  line,  this  will  reguhit 
itself,  and  will  result  in  the  survival  of  the  fittest.  The  denloi 
of  this  city  must  recognize  that  the  tendency  of  the  times  is  liii; 
license  and  stricter  regulation,  and  the  less  agitation  the  Iictti 
for  all  concerned. 

As  a  rule  the  saloons  in  this  city  are  well  conducted  and  con 
ply  with  requirements  of  the  law,  but  it  is  a  self-evident  ]u-o]i 
sition  that  the  dealers  would  be  conserving  their  own  interes 
by  accepting  conditions  as  they  find  them,  and  not  enibarr;! 
the  City  Council  by  any  further  radical  changes  in  the  liceii- 
laws.

UNIVERSITY  OF  CALIFORNIA  (College  of  Agricxil- 
ture),  Oct.  20,  1910.— My  Dear  Mr.  Wetmore:  I  am  in 
receipt  of  several  copies  of  the  Stockton  Record,  and  note  with 
pleasure  that  \o\x  are  going  to  be  a  regular  contributor  to  that 
journal.  If  you  can  make  all  your  articles  as  interesting  as 
the  one  I  have  just  read,  they  ought  to  very  much  increase  the 
circulation  of  the  paper. 

Please  stir  up  the  wine  makei's  to  the  necessity  of  making 
better  wine.  Most  of  our  troubles  are  due  to  the  poor  stuff 
we  are  turning  out.  If  we  could  only  grow  better  grapes  and 
handle  them  intelligentlj^,  there  is  no  reason  why  we  sliould 
care  whether  there  is  a  large  or  a  small  crop  in  France. 

Hoping  you  will  have  good  luck  in  your  venture,  I  am  yours 
very  sincerely,  FREDERIC  T.  BIOLETTI. 

The  foregoing  from  the  Professor  of  viticulture  at  Berkeley 
betrays  me  into  a  discussion  which  I  would  rather  avoid  for  the 
present. 

I  have  had  several  inquiries  as  to  the  best  varieties  of  grapes 
to  be  used  in  making  unfermented  grape  juice;  also  as  to  same 
for  preparing  syrup  to  be  used  after  dilution  as  a  beverage;  also 
as  to  the  reason  why  so  nmny  people  say  they  prefer  the  grape 
juice  which  is  bottled  in  New  York  State. 

To  these  questions  I  can  only  give  very  general  information. 
The  question  of  taste  is  one  that  can  not  easily  be  discussed. 
I  have  seen  some  who  like  and  prefer,  both  in  unfermented 
grape  juice  and  wines,  qualities  Avhich  are  entirely  different 
from  anything  that  I  should  select. 

The  special  quality  that  is  liked  in  some  of  the  Eastern  grape 
juice  is  due  to  the  peculiar  flavor  of  the  Concord  variety,  largely 
planted  along  the  Hudson  river.  That  grape  imparts  some  of 
the  wild  flavor  of  the  native  American  variety,  to  which  Eastern 
palates  are  accustomed.  It  yields  also  much  less  sugar  than  our 
California  grown  European  varieties,  and  being  lighter  in  body, 
with  pleasant  harmony  of  acids  and  tonic  properties,  it  is  found 
grateful  to  the  palate  without  dilution  with  water.  Something 
may  be  due  also  to  the  lengtli  of  time  the  crushed  fruit  has  been 
heated  so  as  to  extract  the  flavors  of  skins  and  seeds.  In  com- 
parison to  some  of  the  Eastern  juices,  some  of  ours  tastes  in- 
sipid, and  being  so  sweet  that  they  require  dilution,  they  are  not 
palatable  without  the  addition  of  a  little  lemon  flavor. 

The  Zinfandel  grape,  Avhen  overripe,  is  not  likely  to  make  the 
juice  that  will  please  many,  although  when  it  is  known  to  be 
pure,  and  cheap  enough,  the  consumer  will  drink  it  contentedly 
when  improved  with  the  lemon  and  diluted  with  a  carbonated 
water.  The  Zinfandel  has  been  often  used  because  it  was  easier 
to  procure  than  any  other  finer  varieties,  and  at  first  was 
picked  too  ripe.  Selecting  the  grapes  at  an  earlier  period  and 
extracting  more  flavor  from  the  skins  and  seeds  has  resulted 
in  much  improvement. 

All  the  ladies  in  this  county  who  put  up  blackberries  in  jars 
know  how  much  finer  in  flavor  for  such  purposes  are  the  wild 
berries,  which  they  are  willing  to  pay  10  cents  a  pound  for,  when 
they  can  get  the  luscious  cultivated  fruit  for  5  cents.  There  are 
just  the  same  distinctions  of  quality  in  many  of  the  finer  varie- 
ties of  wine  grapes,  little  understood,  however,  in  this  valley. 
Nevertheless,  there  are  some  selections  that  could  be  made  here 
from  grapes  already  bearing,  and  vast  improvements  are  possi- 
ble by  grafting  many  common  stocks  with  fine  varieties  of  Bur- 
gundy, Bordeaux  and  other  places. 

In  this  line,  it  is  not  fair  to  reveal  all  that  one  privately 
knows  of  the  skill  acquired  by  certain  producers,  but  it  should 
ie  evident  that  when  John  Swett  &  Son  of  Martinez,  who  have 


had  twelve  years'  experience  in  this  business  and  whose  pro 
ducts  rank  highest  among  connoisseurs,  come  to  this  count\ 
and  pay  twice  as  much  for  grapes,  which  they  select,  as  the  local 
wineries  pay,  the  question  of  the  variety  is  an  important  one. 
The  Swett  vineyard  in  Contra  Costa  county  was  original]  \ 
planted  to  make  fine  wines  of  the  French  types.  They  were 
pioneers  in  introducing  grape  juice,  and  their  experience  shows 
that  the  producer  must  stiidy  quality  as  well  as  quantity  and 
cheapness,  if  he  wishes  to  please  consumei's. 

The  Martinez  juice  goes  pricipally  to  Eastern  markets  and 
continues  in  favor.  The  California  Wine  Association  at  first 
found  the  question  of  insipidity  a  commercial  obstacle  to  the 
popularity  of  the  large  output  that  they  started  to  offer.  Their 
recent  products,  however,  show  that  they  have  modified  their 
methods  by  selecting  fruit  better  adapted  to  the  purpose,  and 
the  demand  for  their  bottlings  shows  largely  increased  favor. 

The  flame  Tokay  will  surely  make  a  fine  syrup,  when  properly 
treated  to  remove  excess  of  acid  and  cream  of  tartar,  and  may 
eventually  drive  much  of  the  corn  syrup  out  of  the  market; 
or  which  is  just  as  well,  fairly  divide  the  greater  market  which 
is  coming  for  such  good  table  supplies.  So  also  will  the  Mission 
grape,  while  other  varieties  may  be  better  for  making  syrup 
containing  all  the  natural  properties  of  the  pure  juice  to  be  used 
after  dilution  as  a  beverage. 

Producers  need  not  expect  to  please  the  taste  of  the  public, 
if  they  have  none  of  their  own  and  do  not  consult  with  more 
experienced  men  before  deciding  how  to  conduct  a  new  business. 
The  question  of  purity  is  not  the  whole  thing.  The  wine  men, 
especially  those  of  other  counties,  Avho  have  experience  witli  the 
finer  varieties  of  wine  grapes,  can  give  them  very  useful  liints. 
Most  of  the  wine  grapes  in  this  section  h.ave  been  planted  with 
special  reference  to  sale  at  standard  prices  to  the  big  sweet  win(> 
establishments,  which  have  not  offered  sufficient  premium  to 
induce  the  planting  of  such  varieties  as  are  used  for  the  finesi 
dry  Avines.  To  get  quality  in  unfermented  grape  juice,  there 
must  be  a  sacrifice  in  quantity  of  crops  and  a  commensurate 
increase  in  prices  for  grapes  according  to  (]uality  and  yield. 

This  is  a  timely  discussion,  because  now  is  the  season  for  pre 
paring  to  graft  vines,  to  suit  future  tastes,  There  is  a  great 
insuft'iciency  of  the  fine  varieties  in  all  the  counties,  but  no  one 
is  tempted  to  plant,  or  graft  with  them  in  this  valley,  becaus'' 
there  are  no  wine  makers  making  a  specialty  of  fine  wines. 

Those  who  are  dissatisfied  with  low  prices  for  grapes  and  an 
willing  to  go  into  the  business  of  making  fine  wines  on  their 
own  premises,  according  to  methods  that  are  very  different  from 
those  which  they  see  about  them,  should  do  something  to  ac 
quire  the  necessary  elementary  knowledge.  The  first  step  is  to 
get  together  those  Avho  are  willing  to  learn,  as  we  used  to  do  iu 
the  coast  counties,  and,  through  exchange  of  information  and 
the  discussion  of  principles  by  experts,  advance  in  skill  as  their 
work  goes  on.  The  first  step  is  to  determine  to  make  up  their 
own  crops,  beginning  with  small  wineries  suited  to  their  cli- 
mate, small  cooperage,  good  fellowship  and  an  entirely  new 
stock  of  vines,  which  they  must  order  very  soon,  before  the 
cuttings  are  all  burned. 

There  ought  to  be  enough  public  spirit  among  growers  to 
provide  regular  places  of  meetings  and  to  subscribe  funds  to 
pay  ordinary  expenses.  Subjects  such  as  they  wish  to  discuss 
technically  are  not  such  as  newspapers  can  indulge  in  to  the 
extent  necessary  for  practical  improvement. 

As  to  improvement  in  wine  making,  I  could  offer  much,  but 
unless  it  is  desired  by  some  who  are  not  now  wine  makers  it 
would  be  rather  unwelcome  criticism.  Let  it  be  understood, 
however,  that  when  advocates  of  wine  drinking  are  speaking, 
they  are  not  thinking  of  sweet  wines  fortified  with  spirits,  whiclt 
should  never  be  used  except  as  an  occasional  luxury  in  small 
glasses. 
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Conceruinjj:  sweet  wines,  or  the  whole  class  of  products  Avhich 

coutain  a  large  percentage  of  distilled  spirits,  I  must  admit  that 

I  the  steady  market  demand  makes  tliem  more  staph?  than  the  dry 

■tij|inps.  and  for  that  reason  they  should  be  perfected  as  far  as 

Hnssiblc.    Those  who  use  wine  only  occasionally,  especially  the 

^ladies,  prefer  the  strong  sweet  wines,  to  be  served  Avith  cake  or 

desserts.    Convalescents  are  also  directed  to  use  them  in  small 

doses  by  many  doctors,  and  sherries  are  often  desired  as  mere 

appetizers.     Habitual  wine  drinkers,  who  use  light  clarets  and 

hite  wines  at  their  i.neals,  seldom  touch  a  glass  of  sweet  wine. 

The  improvements  that  can  be  made  in  sweet  wines  are  many 

d  are  largely  involved  in  proper  aging  and  clarifying.     Tin?

Dt  interested  in  the  details  of  technical  work,  Avhich  should  be 
iken  up  with  plenty  of  time  for  proper  discussion  by  the  few 
10  may  wisli  to  associate  together  to  acquire  information. 
|I  will,  however,  venture  to  say  that  even  with  the  grapes  now 
Ranted  and  the  general  method  of  fermentation  adopted,  such 
iprovement  in  our  present  cellars  could  be  made  by  proper 
^llar  treatment  that  in  one  year  the  demand  for  products  would 
doubled.  I  am  sure  that  this  would  be  true  with  respect 
the  dry  wines. 
;I  was  once  asked  to  write  for  a  wine  journal  in  the  East, 
lich  was  attempting  to  call  out  a  concensus  of  opinion  that  the 
)ple  should  drink  more  wine,  and  reasons  why  they  did  not 
so.  I  sent  a  brief  answer  to  the  effect  that  instead  of  ad- 
TTressing  such  a  (piestion  to  the  wine  dealers  it  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  consumers.  I  called  attention  to  the  old  saying  that 
"you  can  lead  a  horse  to  water,  but  you  can't  make  him  drink.'' 
The  horse  should  be  asked  why  he  does  not  drink.  The  answer 
would  probably  be  that  the  horse  didn't  like  the  water.  So 
much  wine  is  made  to  plea.se  the  lowest  class  of  trade  and  to 
( ompete  for  cheapness  that  the  more  fastidious  tastes  prefer  to 
find  satisfaction  in  beer  and  whisky. 

There  are  not  as  many  fine  wine  grapes,  nor  as  much  choice 
w  ine  in  the  State  now  as  there  was  twenty-five  years  ago.  Is 
(he  denmnd  or  the  supply  to  blame?  Such  a  question  can  only 
1»(;  properly  discussed  when  there  are  men  who  wish  to  engage 
in  an  effort  to  prove  that  better  qualities  Avill  find  a  market. 
Co-operation  is  quite  out  of  the  question  in  this  field.  Each 
individual  must  cultivate  his  own  taste  and  sell  goods  on  his 
own  merits.  Not  every  man  is  qualified  by  nature  to  be  an  artist 
or  a  good  cook;  and  each  producer  must  have  some  taste  for 
(lie  business  and  respect  for  his  products.  He  must  learn  to  be 
his  own  cellar  master,  and  100  acres  will  be  a  large  area  for 
him  to  care  for.  One  hundred  such  wine  makers,  if  they  had 
I  he  true  spirit  and  lived  on  their  vineyards,  might  find  occupa- 
(ion  here.  But  can  you  find  100  gi-ape  growers  in  this  county 
who  would  be  happy  in  such  a  life  pursuit? 

Let  me  add  only  this  much :  It  is  a  mistake  to  think  that  this 
county  is  only  fit  for  sweet  Avines.  Fine  dry  wines  can  be  made 
here,  but  not  by  present  methods.  In  1886  we  had  only  a  fcAV 
bearing  varieties  of  the  famous  Bordeaux  claret  grapes  to  begin 
(ine  Avine  making.  I  used  Avhat  I  had  then  in  Livermore  and 
Ceorge  AV'est  sent  me  the  feAv  tons  he  had  in  Stockton.  I  made 
(hem  up  separately,  and,  as  all  fine  Avines  should  be  kept,  ma- 
(ured  the  products  separately.  The  Avines  made  from  the  El 
Pinal  vineyard  Avere  among  the  lot  I  exhibited  at  the  Paris  ex- 
])()sition  in  1889  and  much  admired  by  French  connoisseurs- 
>io  much  so  that  I  received  a  gold  medal  and  letters  from  Paris 
asking  for  the  agency  for  my  vintage.  They  did  not  knoAV  hoAV 
little  Ave  had  of  such  fine  material.  The  El  Pinal  Bordeairx 
vines  have  since  been  killed  by  phylloxera,  and  none  replanted. 
TAventy-five  years  ago  the  El  Pinal  brandies,  from  the  White 
Prolific  in  the  old  fashioned  Avay  and  properly  aged.  Avere  es- 
teemed luxuries  and  popular  in  all  our  local  clubs.  Today  you 
can  find  no  such  product.     Choice  qualities  of  port  and  other 


sweet  Avine  grapes  Avere  then  kept  separate  in  small  cooperage, 
aged  .and  broiight  high  pi'ices.

There  Were  Blends  in  Pliny's  Day. 


JEMSHEED,  Avho  is  celebrated  as  the  founder  of  Persepolis, 
is  said  to  have  been  the  first  Avho  invented  Avine.  He  was 
immoderately  fond  of  grapes,  and  desired  to  preserve  some; 
they  Avere  placed  for  this  purpose  in  a  large  A'essel,  and  lodged 
in  a  vault  for  future  use.  ^Vhen  the  vessel  Avas  opened  the 
grapes  had  fermented;  and  their  juice,  in  this  state,  Avas  so 
acid  that  the  King  belicAed  it  must  be  poisonous.  He  had  some 
vessels  filled  Avith  it,  and  poison  Avritten  upon  each;  they  Avere 
placed  in  his  room.  It  happened  that  one  of  his  favorite  ladies 
was  affected  with  a  nerAOus  headache,  aud  the  pain  disti'acted 
her  SO  much  that  she  desired  death.  Observing  a  vessel  with 
poison  Avritten  on  it,  .she  took  it,  and  swallowed  the  contents. 
The  Avine,  for  such  it  had  become,  OA'erpoAvered  the  lady,  who 
fell  doA\n  in  a  sound  sleep,  and  aAvoke  much  refreshed.  De- 
lighted Avith  the  remedy,  she  repeated  the  dose  so  often  that  the 
monarch's  poison  Avas  all  drank !  He  soon  discovered  this,  and 
forced  the  lady  to*  confess  Avhat  she  had  done.  A  quantity  of 
wine  Avas  made,  and  Jemsheed  and  all  his  court  drank  of  the 
ueAv  beverage;  which,  from  the  circumstance  that  led  to  its 
discovery,  is  this  day  known  in  Persia  by  the  name  of  Zeher-e- 
Kooshon,  the  delightful  poison. 

Wine  among  the  ancient  Romans  Avas  serA-ed  in  large  earthern 
vases,  Avhich  circulated  as  the  decanters  do,  after  dinner,  at  an 
English  table,  each  having  a  label  describing  the  age  and  qual- 
ity of  the  li(iuor  it  containwl.  The  Romans  had  cups  to  drink  out 
of,  of  \arious  dimensions  and  materials.  The  most  generally 
used  was  called  a  ci/athus.  It  Avas  a  small  goblet,  Avliich,  at 
elegant  tables,  Avas. usually  of  gold  or  silver,  and  not  unfre- 
quently  ornamented  with  precious  stones.  It  contained  about 
the  same  quantity  as  a  modern  Avine  glass. 

The  Avine,  Avhen  brought  to  table,  Avas  passed  through  strain- 
ers, in  Avliich  Avere  small  pieces  of  ice,  and  it  was  sometimes 
both  cooled  and  Aveakened  by  an  admixture  of  snoAv.  In  Avinter 
it  Avas  usual  to  temper  it  Avith  Avarm  water.  The  Avine  was  not 
poured  from  the  vase,  but  the  cyathus  Avas  dipped  into  it;  and 
in  houses  Avhere  much  eticnu^tte  of  attendance  Avas  observed  that 
duty  Avas  performed  by  boys,  attired  with  more  care  than  the 
ordinary  slave. 

The  Avine  Avas  kept  in  large  jars,  formed  like  urns,  and  usually 
stopped  Avith  a  composition  of  pitch  and  mastick,  cork  being 
but  seldom  used  for  that  purpose.  The  date  of  the  vintage  Avas 
marked  on  the  stoi)per,  Avhich  was  sealed  and  had  the  signet  of 
the  groAver  as  an  attestation  of  the  genuine  quality  of  the 
liquor. 

The  Avine  Avas  often  preserved  to  a  great  age.  In  the  time  of 
Pliny  the  Elder  there  Avas  wine  Avhich  Avas  made  during  the 
consulshi])  of  L.  Opimius,  and,  consequently,  about  tAvo  hundre^l 
years  old.  This  old  irinc  icas  not  drunk,  but  chiefly  employed 
to  f/ire  strength  and  flavor  to  other  vyihe  tcith  tchieh  it  ims 
mixed  in  small  quantities;  and  the  price  ims  so  excessive  that  an 
ounce  weight  of  it,  according  to  Pliny,  must  have  cost  about  four 
pounds  English. 
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Jas.  de  Fremery  &  Co.  report  that  the  advertising  campaign 
of  Carstairs  whisky  has  begun  to  develop  a  very  considerable 
demand  for  that  high  grade  whisky.  In  consequence,  C.  L. 
Fisher,  well  and  favorably  known  in  the  trade,  has  been  en- 
gaged to  handle  the  sale  of  it  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Paci- 
fic Coast  generally. 


Such  has  been  the  public's  demand  for  Yosemite  beer  that 
the  Enterprise  Brewing  Company  has  been  obliged  to  make 
enlargements  and  improvements.  In  consequence  a  450-barrel 
copper  brewing  kettle  has  ben  installed,  and  an  order  placed 
for  a  bottle  filler  with  the  capacity  of  75  quarts  or  120  pints  to 
the  minute.    Other  improvements  are  in  course  of  construction. 


The  many  friends  of  James  Raggi,  the  popular  importer  and 
retailer  in  the  Montgomery  Block,  will  read  with  great  satisfac- 
tion that  he  has  entirely  recovered  from  Brtght's  disease.  Mr. 
Raggi  is  enjoying  the  climate  of  Los  Angeles  and  will  remain 
until  he  has  again  regained  his  strength.  Mr.  Raggi's  case  was 
a  desperate  one  and  he  Avas  saved  by  taking  Fulton's  Renal  Com- 
pound. 


Paul  Masson,  president  of  the  Masson  Champagne  Company 
of  San  Jose,  Cal.,  was  in  the  city  during  the  past  week,  helping 
to  greet  the  men  who  went  to  Washington  and  brought  back  a 
World's  Fair  Exposition.  Replying  to  a  question  as  to  the 
status  of  his  business,  Mr.  Masson  stated  that  during  the  past 
year  it  had  quadrupled.  "I  don't  know  why  this  great  increase 
developed,  except  that  it  is  a  matter  of  appreciation  of  my 
Avines,"  said  he,  "for  I  have  made  no  extra  effort  to  create  a 
larger  demand.  The  outlook  is  highly  gratifying,  and  I  believe 
that  the  World's  Exposition  will  do  great  things  for  California.'' 


Percy  T.  Morgan,  retired  president  of  the  California  Wine 
Association,  will  take  his  family  to  Europe  shortly  and  indulge 
himself  in  a  two  years'  rest,  to  the  end  that  he  may  recover  his 
health.  Speaking  to  the  writer  of  his  retirement,  Mr.  Morgan 
said  that  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  in  resigning  his 
position  he  leaves  the  Association  to  his  successor  in  a  better 
financial  condition  that  it  ever  Avas  before.  It  Avas  the  strenuous 
labor  of  bringing  the  big  corporation  up  to  this  point  that  un- 
dermined Mr.  Morgan's  health  and  made  it  necessary  for  him 
to  temporarily  retire  from  all  active  business.  His  many,  many 
friends  will  wish  for  him  a  pleasant  sojourn  and  restored  health. 


Hugo  T.  Taussig  is  noAV  touring  in  Asia  and  has  reached  the 
desert  country,  from  which  he  has  sent  home  several  photo- 
graphs. He  does  not  say  so,  but  it  is  a  reasonable  deduction 
to  be  drawn  from  the  views  in  question  that  he  thinks  that  it  is 
a  good  country  for  the  prohibitionists  to  be  banished  to.  There 
is  but  little  Avater  to  drink  and  any  one  indulging  in  intoxicants 
of  any  kind  Avould  be  liable  to  death  under  the  ^laluminiedan 
biAV.  In  that  country,  Avhere  there  is  no  god  but  Allah,  and 
.Mahomet  is  his  prophet,  blind  pigs  and  boot-leggers  would  be 
soon  al)olished,  and  Bristol  et  al.  could  haul  doAvn  the  cross  and 
hoist  the  Crescent,  it  being  well  knoAvn  that  tlieir  love  and  ador- 
ation of  the  Son  of  God  is  bounded  only  by  the  possibility  of 
enacting  a  Mahommedan  laAV  in  a  Christian  country. 


J  A.  BARLOTTI,  secretary  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company 
•  of  Los  Angeels,  called  at  the  Review  sanctum  on  his  Avay 
home  from  an  extended  trip  East  in  the  interest  of  his  com- 
pany, particularly  in  reorganizing  tlie  New  York  office.  Mr. 
Barlotti  reported  conditions  very  encouraging.  Buyers  took  the 
recent  raise  in  Avine  prices  very  nicely,  realizing  that  it  Avas  just 
and  necessary  to  the  Avell-being  of  the  trade  and  industry. 
Things  are  moving  along  in  good  shape  and  it  is  believed  a  steady 
improvement  Avill  continue.  He  took  an  active  part  in  boosting 
for  the  Exposition,  Avorking  through  the  American  Wine  Asso- 
ciation, the  Board  of  Trade,  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  social 
clubs  of  NeAV  York  in  the  interest  of  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Bar- 
lotti feels  assured  that  the  Exposition  Avill  do  great  things  for 
not  only  this  city,  but  the  entire  Coast. 


Siebe  Bros.  &  Plagemann,  Avholesale  Avine  and  liquor  mer- 
chants, 430-34  Battery  St.,  and  handlers  of  California's  finest 
brandies,  reported  that  1910  Avas  an  improvement  upon  1909 
and  believed  1911  promised  to  be  a  successful  year  in  the  Avine 
and  spirit  trade.  Reports  received  from  their  commercial  trav- 
ellers intimated  that  uoav  sufficient  rain  had  put  at  rest  all 
fears  of  a  dry  year,  prosperity  in  the  interior  Avas  bound  to 
reflect  upon  the  amount  of  trade  done  by  San  Francisco  whole- 
salers. The  company  intervicAved  said  that  the  Exposition 
Avould  be  the  greatest  advertisement  that  the  Pacific  Coast  had 
ever  enjoyed,  and  it  naturally  foUoAved  that  the  result  Avould 
be  great  trade  activity  in  all  lines.

ON  February  23(1  the  California  Wine  Association  held  its 
seventeenth  annxial  ineetini?.  Percy  T.  Morgan,  president 
of  the  Association,  read  his  report  for  the  year,  after  which  the 
following  Board  of  Directors  was  elected :  B.  R.  Kittredge,  M, 
J.  Fontana,  J.  Frowenfeld,  I.  W.  Hellman  Jr.,  J.  J.  Jacobi, 
Daniel  Meyer,  C.  O.  G.  Miller,  Henry  Rosenfeldt,  P.  C.  Rossi, 
V.  ^y.  Van  Sicklen  and  W.  Hansen. 

President  Morgan,  who  has  guided  the  fortunes  of  the  Asso- 
ciation for  sixteen  years,  announced  his  retirement,  which  led 
to  speeches  in  high  appreciation  of  his  services,  by  P.  C.  Rossi, 
All)crt  Meyer,  Claus  Schilling,  J.  J.  Jacobi  and  I.  W.  Hell- 
:inan  Jr.  '  ' 

^"Then  followed  the  election  of  Benjamin  R.  Kittredge  as 
president  of  the  Association  in  Mr.  Morgan's  place.  The  new 
president  is  well  known  to  the  wine  trade.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  firm  of  George  West  &  Son,  Inc.,  of  Stockton,  the  Sonoma 
Wine  and  Brandy  Company  of  New  York,  and  one  of  the  largest 
producers  of  sweet  wines  in  the  United  States.  A  graduate  of 
Harvard  University,  he  turned  the  knowledge  obtained  at  his 
Alma  ilater  to  good  account,  amassed  a  large  fortune,  and  has 
been  classed  as  a  millionaire  in  New  York,  of  which  State  he 
has  hitherto  been  a  resident.  Hereafter  California  will  be  his 
home,  and  as  Mr.  Sbarboro,  in  speaking  of  Mr.  Kittredge's  ap- 
pointment, pertinently  said,  "He  has  conducted  his  own  affairs 
to  so  great  an  advantage  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  his  suc- 
cess as  the  head  of  the  California  Wine  Association." 

Claus  Schilling  was  re-elected  as  a  director,  but  he  insisted 
upon  resigning,  as  he  is  about  to  leave  for  Europe. 

J.  Frowenfeld  was  re-elected  first  vice-president  and  William 
Hansen  second  vice-president,  secretary  and  manager,  in  wliicl! 
position  he  has  for  a  long  time  past  rendered  the  Association 
most  acceptable  service,  and  by  his  bonhomie  and  courtesy 
made  many  friends. 

The  business  of  the  meeting  was  followed  by  an  enjoyaltle 
banquet,  the  Association's  cellars  being  drawn  upon  for  the 
choicest  brands,  and  as  usual  at  the  Association's  meetings, 
those  present  returned  well  satisfied  that  the  future  had  in  store 
many  years  of  usefulness  and  financial  profit  for  the  sharehold- 
ers and  all  connected  with  it. 


In  1909  Plumas  went  dry.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  an 
agitation  for  the  reopening  of  saloons  under  strict  regulations 
and  it  was  claimed  that  the  dry  ordinance  had  proved  ineffec- 
tive. So  the  present  ordinance  has  been  drawn  up  fixing  the 
license  at  the  sum  of  |400  annually,  or  f  100  a  quarter,  and  a 
bond  of  12000  must  be  furnished.  The  board  reserves  the  right 
to  revoke  the  license  at  any  time  for  cause  or  the  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 


Petitions  are  being  circulated  in  Bakersfield  by  the  W.  C. 
T.  U.  requesting  the  City  Trustees  to  enact  an  ordinance  making 
it  illegal  for  saloons  to  do  business  evenings  and  Sundays.  The 
Union  desires  that  the  saloons  shall  be  obliged  to  keep  the  usual 
business  hours  of  other  stores,  opening  at  7  a.  m.  and  closing  at 
6  p.  m.,  except  on  Saturday  nights,  when  they  may  keep  open 
until  10  p.  m.,  closing  then  until  Monday  at  7  a.  m. 


A  Sisson  dispatch  states  that  some  of  the  wholesale  liquor 
dealers  in  Siskiyou  are  up  against  it  since  the  county  outside 
of  the  incorporated  towns  went  "dry"  on  January  1st.  The 
Southern  Pacific  refuses  to  receive  liquors  for  shipment  to  any 
points  in  Siskiyou  County  except  the  incorporated  towns  of 
Yreka,  Etna  Mills,  Fort  Jones,  Dunsmuir,  Dorris,  Sisson  and 
Montague.  Thus,  a  Avholesale  liquor  dealer  in  Sisson  might  ex- 
pect to  do  a  good  business  in  Weed,  Edgewood  and  McCloud, 
all  close  by,  but  shipments  by  rail  are  impossible. 


Immense  Beer  Consumption. 


T^HE  beer  sales  of  1910  were  over  61,000,000  barrels  as  against 
A  57,000,000  in  1909,  56,000,000  in  1908,  and  60,000,000  in 
1907,  the  high  record  year  prior  to  1910.  BrcAvers  generally 
believe  that  this  record  quantity  will  be  increased  in  the  pres- 
ent year. 

Beer  sales  in  every  month  last  year  increased  over  the  corres- 
ponding month  of  1909,  except  in  November,  when  there  was 
a  snmll  decrease  of  88,031  barrels.  The  largest  gain  was  in 
March,  when  the  increase  was  914,570  barrels.  Figures  for 
December  show  a  gain  in  output  of  247,738  barrels,  the  total 
production  for  the  month  being  4,457,780  barrels.

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SEATTLE,  Fob.  20 : — Seattle's  cafes  and  regular  restaurants 
have  been  struck  a  hard  blow  by  the  new  Chief  of  Police, 
appointed  by  Mayor-elect  Billing.  Captain  Banning  is  not 
a  prude,  but  the  new  Mayor,  despite  his  friends'  contention 
that  he  was  a  "good  felloAV,"  is  going  to  extremes  that  are  likely 
to  bankrupt  a  number  of  men.  He  dug  up  an  old  ordinance — 
1884 — to  the  effect  that  women  and  others  can  not  drink  licjiior.s 
in  a  restaurant  unless  that  restaurant  has  ca  bar  in  full  view. 

There  are  many  repairs  going  on,  but  the  laAV  is  onerous  and 
extreme.  Thousands  of  persons,  wont  to  indulge  in  a  glass  of 
beer  or  a  bottle  of  wine  at  their  meals  were  inconvenienced. 
There  are  a  number  of  similarly  silly  regulations  under  way, 
all  of  which  are  wonderfully  annoying. 

The  new  Mayor  was  once  a  member  of  the  Legislature  here. 
His  record  is  almost  forgotten,  for  he  was  young  and  his  acts 
were  mediocre  except  for  one  thing.  He  always  voted  "dry." 
He  Avas  a  fanatic  on  the  question  of  liquor,  as  he  is  today.  It  is 
predicted  that  he  will  turn  to.  his  old  habits  as  far  as  possible 
before  he  has  been  in  office  long. 


Bellingham  is  noAV  showing  the  rest  of  the  State  the  beaxities 
of  a  dry  town,  where  vice  and  drink  are  unknown.  Recently, 
however,  the  beauties  of  the  new  regime  astonished  some  of  the 
good  folk  of  the  dry  league.  Several  police  sergeants  and 
patrolmen  raided  a  cellar  in  this  desert  place  and  arrested 
thirty  men  who  were  found  buying  booze  from  the  dry-pigger 
who  ran  the  place.  As  an  evidence  of  the  thoroughly  arid  con- 
dition of  the  toAATi  it  is  said  that  more  arrested  men  are  hope- 
lessly drunk  these  days  than  ever  in  the  history  of  Belling- 
ham. Of  the  thirty  arrested  in  the  cellar,  for  example,  twelve 
were  not  able  to  walk  to  the  police  station  and  three  taxicabs 
were  summoned  into  the  service  as  auxiliary  aids. 


J.  J.  Cavanaugh,  late  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  is  one  of 
the  best  informed  men  in  Seattle  on  matters  pertaining  to  the 
failures  of  Prohibition  in  the  East.  Worcester,  be  it  known, 
was  for  three  years  the  largest  absolutelv  "dry"'  city  in  the 
United  States,  but  during  those  three  years,  savs  Cavanaugh, 
the  humidity  alcoholically  speaking,  Avas  greater  than  at  any 
time  in  the  history  of  Worcester.  Mr.  Cavanaugh,  be  it  knoAAU, 
is  a  A\ddely  traveled  man,  though  a  natiAC  of  Worcester.  He  is 
an  educated  commercial  traveler,  for  years  a  dealer  in  Avorld's 
fair  concessions,  and  a  good  mixer.  Here  is  his  story  of  Wor- 
cester's experiment: 

"Drunkenness  and  indecency  throve  to  such  an  extent  during 
those  three  years  that  the  sensible  folk  of  the  city  OA^erwhelming- 
ly  voted  for  high  license,  since  the  ado])tion  of  which  the  morals 
have  assumed  their  normal  condition.  During  the  'dry'  years 
beer  and  whisky  in  large  quantities  reached  men,  Avomen,  and 
even  little  boys.  Express  Avagons  carrying  liquor  were  fre- 
quently robbed  bA'  mobs  of  lads  from  14  to  IS,  and  it  Avas  neces- 
sarv  to  put  policemen  on  the  wagons.  EA'en  this  did  not  stop 
the  floAv  of  booze.  Prostitution  and  drunkenness  Avere  never  so 
bad  as  during  those  years.  Rooming  houses  and  cellars  became 
dens  of  drunkenness  and  debaucherv." 


Everett  has  folloAved  Bellingham  in  its  cm  of  blindpigging. 
-Tames  Xnos,  a  Greek  proprietor  of  a  house  on  RiA^erside,  has 
boon  arrested  and  convicted  for  runnintr  a  blind  pig.  Uo 
pleaded  guilty  and  AAas  fined  $10.  The  police  sav  there  are  so 
many  others  operating  that  it  is  strange  that  Xnos  was  con- 


victed.   It  is  generally  known  that  there  is  plenty  to  be  had  if 
the  person  only  knoAvs  how  to  get  it.    Xnos  AA-as  a  little  careless. 

Whatcom  county,  Washington,  now  has  only  six  saloons 
doing  business  openly  and  these  six  are  located  in  the  town 
of  Sumas,  Avhere  the  majority  of  the  citizens  have  voted  to  kec]) 
the  place  "Avef  for  another  two  years.  Recently  the  last  re- 
maining five  saloons  in  the  country  districts,  outside  the  incor- 
porated toAvns,  closed  their  doors,  by  order  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners.  No  excitement  or  trouble  of  any  kind 
marked  the  close  of  the  saloons  in  the  country.  As  Avas  the 
case  Avhen  the  saloons  of  Bellingham  closed,  the  saloonmen  sold 
a  big  part  of  their  stocks  to  people  AA'ho  Avanted  to  lay  in  supplies 
of  the  liquid  refreshments  for  the  long  dry  period  ahead  of 
them. 


Mayor  A.  V.  FaAvcett  of  Tacoma,  Washington,  has  been  re- 
called and  is  naturally  on  the  Avarpath  in  consequence.  He  noAP 
declares  that  his  life  is  threatened  and  |5000  offered  for  his 
assassination.  As  he  has  been  a  bitter  enemy  of  the  saloons 
he  attributes  the  threat  against  his  life  and  his  recall  to  the 
Royal  Arch  and  special  interests.  M.  B.  Stambaugh,  AA'ho  con- 
diicted  the  recall  movement  against  FaAVcett,  declares,  hoAvever, 
that  he  is  not  acting  for  the  Royal  Arch  but  in  behalf  of  the 
taxpayers  generally. 


The  standing  of  Washington's  Governor  on  the  local  option 
question  is  clearly  shown  by  his  message,  in  which  he  recom- 
mends a  county  unit  laAA',  and  that  it  be  strengthened  in  the 
clauses  providing  for  the  enforcement  provisions.  He  also 
recommends  as  a  further  regulative  measure  that  from  and 
after  January  1,  1912,  the  sale  of  liquor  in  licensed  territory 
be  confined  to  the  hours  betAveen  sunrise  and  sunset,  on  the 
lines  of  the  Avell  knoAA^n  Nebraska  daylight  saloon  laAV. 


Whew  ! 

THE  Portland,  Oregon,  Oregonian  declares  that  the  "driest'' 
bill  that  Avas  ever  introduced  in  the  Oregon  Legislature, 
or  perhaps  in  any  Legislature,  Avas  presented  to  the  Senate  by 
Senator  Dimick,  by  request.  The  bill  would  not  only  prohibit 
the  selling  of  liquor  on  any  train  or  boat  of  any  description, 
but  Avould  impose  a  fine  of  |50  to  |500  and  imprisonment  from 
10  to  30  days,  upon  any  one  taking  aboard  a  train,  streetcar, 
stag(%  boat  or  public  conveyance,  liquor  in  any  quantity,  either 
inside  or  out,  for  the  bill  prohibits  persons  under  the  influence 
of  li(]uor  from  boarding  any  such  public  conveyances.  The  hill 
has  the  approval  of  the  Oregon  State  Railroad  Commission. 


Bellingham,  Washington,  has  raised  the  question  of  Avhcther 
or  not  a  person  has  a  right  to  store  away  intoxicating  ]i(iuorsi 
Charles  Lind,  a  contractor,  Avho  became  possessed  of  a  quantity 
of  intoxicating  li(iuids  by  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  on  the 
CroAvn  bar,  has  been  arrested  and  Avill  have  to  stand  trial,  al- 
though there  is  no  evidence  that  he  tried  to  sell  any  Avhisky  from 
his  stock  of  goods.    Hoav  is  that  for  tyrannical  persecution? 


The  City  Attorney  of  Roseburg,  (Mc,  lias  rendered  an  opin- 
i(m  that  licenses  can  be  issued  in  tlmt  town  Avithout  the  neces- 
sity of  an  election.  He  says,  "If  the  home  rule  bill  means  any- 
iliing,  it  means  that  cities  that  voted  'wet'  at  the  last  election, 
when  the  bill  was  carried,  have  the  right  to  regulate  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  Avithin  their  corporate  limits  Avithout 
holding  an  election." 
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Plans  Pure  Food  Campaign. 


Duriiif:  Jauuary  at  Newport,  Oregon,  the  new  council  in 
deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  people,  as  expressed  in  last  No- 
vember's election,  when  the  "wets"  won  by  a  majority  of  22, 
issued  four  licenses  for  saloons  under  a  very  stringent  ordi- 
nance. Business  is  permitted  from  5  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.,  except 
on  Saturday  when  11  p.  m.  is  the  closing  hour.  Besides  the 
$1000  license  fee  each  applicant  had  to  put  up  a  $2000  bond 
and  have  a  petition  signed  by  at  least  20  per  cent  of  the  voters 
of  the  Unvu  at  the  last  general  election.

Criticism  of  California  Brewing  Barley. 


THE  California  Development  Board  is  in  receipt  of  a  commu- 
nication indirectly  from  Mr.  Adolphus  Busch  of  the  An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing  Company  of  St.  Louis,  in  which  he  makes 
some  pertinent  criticisms  on  California  barley.  He  states  that 
the  United  States  needs  about  one  hundred  million  bushels  of 
barley  for  its  beer  and  malt  production  and  that  California 
could  easily  supply  33  1-3  per  cent  of  that  consumption  if  the 
barley  were  properly  handled.  It  is  Mr.  Busch's  opinion  that 
the  crops  should  be  handled  with  the  same  care  that  is  shown 
wheat  and  that  the  shipments  should  be  properly  rated  by  ex- 
pert officers  duly  appointed  so  that  the  purchaser  of  this  cereal 
would  get  a  certificate  which  would  be  a  sufficient  guarantee 
as  to  the  quality  and  general  cleanliness  of  Iiis  barley.  The 
barley  should  be  rated  just  like  wheat  in  three  grades,  namely, 
bay  brewing,  feed  barley  and  chevalier.  Every  carload  of  barley 
leaving  the  State  should  go  out  with  a  certificate  showing  just 
the  condition.  Neglect  of  this  very  important  feature  of  agri- 
culture may  mean  a  lo.ss  to  this  State  of  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars each  year.  Mr.  Busch  is  a  large  purcha.ser  and  is  naturally 
interested  in  getting  the  best  article  that  can  be  produced. 
Some  time  ago  he  communicated  with  commission  men  on  this 
subject  with  the  result  that  the  consumers  get  a  slightly  better 
grade  of  barley  and  that  the  growers  have  since  been  getting 
better  prices.  Inasmuch  as  California  derives  a  large  revenue 
fi'om  the  growing  of  barley  and  as  the  future  business  in  this 
staple  is  bound  to  be  large,  it  should  be  the  business  of  every 
barley  grower  in  this  State  to  pay  more  attention  to  the  culture 
of  better  varieties  and  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  barley  itself.

Vineyard  and  Cellar 
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Large  Acreage  of  Vines  is  Being  Planted. 

A  CONSIDERABLY  larger  acreage  of  new  vines  than  usual 
is  being  planted  in  the  vineyards  of  the  Livermore  valley 
this  year.  The  stock  is  all  resistant  and  most  of  it  is  imported 
from  France.    The  Sauterne  varieties  predominate. 

The  acreage  as  far  as  obtainable  that  is  being  planted  by  the 
various  vineyardists  is  as  follows:  Theo.  Oier  Company,  30 
acres ;  C.  H.  Wente,  15  acres ;  Concannon  Estate,  8  acres ;  Louis 
Mey,  6  acres ;  Wetmore-Bowen  Co.,  Cresta  Blanca  vineyard,  10 
acres;  C.  A.  Buckley,  10  acres;  G.  H.  Hughes,  2  acres;  Mrs. 
Sara  B.  Smith,  Olivina,  5  acres;  C.  L.  Crellin,  Ruby  Hill  vine- 
yard, 10  acres ;  John  Gilcrest,  Escondido  vineyard,  10  acres. 


Urge  Qrape=Qrowers  to  Organize  Associations. 

CERTAINLY  C.  A.  Wetmore's  advice  to  grape-growers  in- 
structing them  to  form  a  local  association,  should  be  fol- 
lowed. He  points  out  the  advantage  of  having  a  manager  to 
nmrket  such  an  association's  crop,  so  as  to  be  able  to  enjoy  the 
same  advantage  as  the  owners  of  the  large  vineyards.  He  says : 
"This  plan  is  favored,  I  understand,  by  Ceorge  West  &  Son.  It 
is  more  satisfactory  to  deal  for  crops  from  400  to  500  acres  in  a 
bunch  than  to  bargain  for  many  small  lots  independently.  It 
is  plain  to  see  that  the  owners  of  large  vineyards  have  had  a 
great  advantage  over  the  small  growers,  and  the  reason  is  ob- 
vious. The  large  vineyards  are  temptations  to  owners  to  put  up 
wineries,  and  to  ki^p  them  from  doing  so  they  very  naturally 
receive  offers  from  the  big  wineries  which  are  more  satisfactory 
than  i)rices  paid  to  snuiU  growers,  wlio  are  not  feared  as  com- 
ix'titors." 


J.  Fredson,  the  winery  uuin  between  Windsor  and  Healds- 
burg,  Sonoma  County,  is  shipping  his  stock  of  wine  to  a  prom- 
inent house  of  San  Francisco.  He  has  about  120,000  gallons 
to  ship  and  is  well  known  by  the  wine  dealers  for  his  excellent 
vintage. 


Another  organ i7-ation  of  Avine  men  is  re])()rted  from  Pasadena, 
namely,  the  filing  of  articles  of  incorporation  by  1'.  Etienne,  J. 
M.  Etienne  Jr.  and  J.  F.  Thompson,  with  a  capital  stock  of 
$25,000.  The  new  corporation  covers  the  business  of  Etienne 
Bros,  of  Pasadena. 


A  Healdsbxirg  dispatch  states  that  a  well-known  Dry  Creek 
wine  maker  has  been  offered  15  cents  for  his  cellar  of  last  year's 
wine,  about  30,000  gallons.  The  offer  was  refused  in  the  evi- 
dent expectation  of  better  prices  in  the  near  future.  It  is  also 
reported  that  John  Miaglia  has  sold  his  1909  vintage  for  17 
cents. 


Angelo  Lencioni  of  Dry  Ci-eek  Valley,  recently  shipped  three 
carloads  of  wine  to  his  Seattle  house.  Mr.  Lencioni  says  the 
wine  market  is  looking  brighter  and  that  he  will  increase  the 
capacity  of  his  winery  next  season,  which  is  indicative  of  a 
stronger  market  and  means  good  prices  for  next  season's  grape 
crop. 


Early  in  January  a  considerable  numter  of  grape-growers 
assembled  at  Fresno  to  open  up  a  small  quantity  of  grapes 
which  had  beeii  in  cold  storage  a  year.  It  is  said  that  the  grapes 
Avere  found  to  be  in  excellent  condition  and  that  grapes  are 
likely  to  be  stored  in  large  quantities  for  shipment  in  the  win- 
ter and  spring. 


ARCHITECT  LANSBURCH  has  let  contracts  to  Masow  & 
jMorrison  for  the  erection  of  important  wine  cellars  and 
cooperage  for  Schlesinger  &  Blunder,  the  wine  merchants,  and 
work  is  noAV  under  way  for  the  erection  of  their  new  warehouse, 
which  will  cover  27,000  square  feet  of  ground  upon  a  triangular 
lot  bounded  by  Sixteenth  street,  Kansas  street  and  the  Western 
Pacific  right  of  way,  upon  which  this  company  has  laid  a  pri- 
vate spur  track.  The  capacity  of  these  cellars  will  be  1,500,000 
gallons.  The  building  will  have  reinforced  concrete  founda- 
tions. The  exterior  walls  will  be  of  different  colored  brick. 
The  building  with  its  fixtures  will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$100,000,  at  a  total  aggregate  rental  of  $125,000. 


Thousand=Acre  Vineyard. 


SEVEN  hundred  acres  of  Muscatel  grapes  are  to  be  ])ut  in 
on  the  Homeland  Aci-es,  Escondido,  by  the  Escondido  Val- 
ley Land  and  Planting  Company.     Three  hundred  acres  were 
put  in  last  .season,  which  makes  this  one  of  the  large  viueyards 
in  the  State. 


As  far  as  Sutter  county  is  concerned,  if  recent  reports  are  to 
be  believed,  there  will  be  a  shortage  of  wine  grapes  the  comiug 
season  A  recent  dispatch  from  Yuba  City  states  that  the  Sutter 
county  growers  have  graftfnl  their  wine  grapes  Avith  Thompson 
seedless.  The  dispatch  adds:  "With  many  thousands  of  acn^s 
of  land  adapted  to  raisin  groAving  in  the  Sacramento  Valley,  it 
is  predicted  that  Avith  the  new  grajye  prodiwt  that  it  Avill  not 
be  a  great  number  of  years  beff)re  the  northern  part  of  Califor 
nia  will  equal  the  Fre.sno  district  in  the  raisin  production.'" 


A  rumor  among  Lodi  shipi>iug  men  alleges  that  Frank  West 
has  nmde  a  statement  that  the  prices  that  the  California  Wine 
Association  will  offer  for  Avine  grapes  this  coming  season  Avill 
be  as  folloAvs:  Zinfandels,  $10  a  ton;  Alacante,  B(mschet,  $12; 
Petit  SiiTali,  $12;  Tokays,  culls  or  grapes  on  the  vines,  and  with 
a  seven-year  contract,  $8.  They  believe  that  in  Mr.  West  did 
make  such  a  statenu>nt  he  had  authoritiy  to  do  so  from  th(- 
Association.  It  Avonld  appear  to  us  that  it  is  far  too  early  for 
the  Association  or  any  other  large  buyer  to  have  come  to  a  con- 
clusion as  to  prices  for  the  coming  season.

I^PWith  the  noted  Johannisberg  vineyard,  and,  we  fear,  other 
celebrated  German  vineyards  suffering  from  phylloxera,  it  is 
with  pleasure  that  we  note  the  fact  that  in  both  Sonoma  and 
Napa  counties  the  policy  of  progressive  vineyardists  is  to  sup- 
plement the  yield  of  ordinary  grapes  with  the  choicer  and  finer 
varieties  of  grapes.  Ex])erimental  plantings  are  continually  be- 
ing made,  and  from  these  many  tests  are  bound  to  come  good 
results  and  great  improvements  in  the  quality  of  our  wines.  If 
this  policy  is  ])ei'severed  with  we  hope  the  time  will  soon  come 
when  we  may  possess  a  Johannisberg  of  our  own. 


The  failure  of  the  wine  cro])  is  to  France  Avhat  the  failure  of 
the  wheat  or  corn  crop  would  be  to  the  T'nited  States.  The  aver- 
age annual  production  of  wine  in  Fi-ance  is  1,000,000,000  gal- 
lons. Last  season  the  yield  was  only  about  500,000,000  gallons. 
Figuring  the  wine  at  20  cents  per  gallon,  the  loss  to  France 
would  be  1100,000,000.  It  should  be  remembered  that  in  France 
wine  is  jiart  of  the  daily  food  and  always  on  the  table,  even  of 
the  poorest  peasant.  Already  it  is  observed  that  the  scarcity 
and  higher  price  of  wine  have  caused  thousands  of  French  people 
to  drink  cider  and  beer  in  place  of  wine.  Why  not  lower  the 
present  duty  and  import  California  wines?  That  would  help 
some. 


(Jeorge  W.  Ashley,  president  of  the  San  Joaquin  Table  Grape 
(irowers'  Association,  in  his  annual  report,  lauds  the  inde- 
pendent wineries.  He  says:  "The  wine  grape  industry  is  in 
better  condition  than  for  several  years,  thanks  to  the  short  crop 
in  Europe  and  to  the  independent  Avineries  here,  and  especially 
to  the  independent  wineries  corporation,  which  is  the  banding 
together  of  over  thirty  of  the  independent  wineries  of  the  State 
^nd  the  consequent  control  of  the  majority  of  the  sweet  wines  of 
e  State  by  the  growers.  And  right  hei'e  place  a  great  big  credit 
lark  after  the  names  of  W.  C.  Brown  and  Ed  Williamson. 
D(m't  think  it  has  not  taken  a  whole  lot  of  work  to  organize  our 
winery.  Don't  think  that  Messrs.  Gatske,  Tarpey,  Rogers  and 
Brown  do  not  deserve  Avhole  chunks  of  praise  for  what  they 
have  done  for  the  wine  industry  of  this  State."

Congressional  Sobriety 


WHETHER  or  not  there  is  as  much  conviviality  in  vogue  in 
Congressional  life  in  Washington  as  formerly  may  be 
doubted,  but  in  times  past,  and  not  so  far  past,  either,  there 
have  l>een  celebrated  some  wonderful  occasions,  according  to 
tales  one  hears  recited  nowadays  and  particularly  when 
prompted  by  some  orator  from  the  South  Avho  is  loud  for  pro- 
hibition and  who  increases  the  volume  of  his  voice  and  polishes 
the  splendor  of  his  rhetoric  from  sources  he  would  prohibit  the 
use  of. 

Patrick  Henry  of  Mississippi,  who  is  now  gathered  to  his 
fathers,  was  one  such,  or  at  least  many  is  the  tale  his  memor\- 
has  to  stand  sponsor  for.  It  is  declared  of  him  that  he  dearly 
loved  to  preach  the  beauties  of  prohibition,  but  not  until  after 
he  had  had  a  long  confereence  with  "red  liquor." 

Another  member  of  the  House  from  the  South  was  as  good 
as  a  clockpiece.  With  unfailing  regularity  his  condition  was 
always  the  same  at  a  certain  time  in  the  afternoon.  Communi- 
ties differ  ver}'  much  in  their  appraisement  of  men  they  send  to 
Congress.  One  gentleman  of  reputation,  Avho  hails  from  a  com- 
munity giA'en  in  a  certain  respect  to  steady  habits,  has  not  been 
himself  for  a  long,  long  time,  and  it  Avas  thought  last  year  he 
would  die  from  this  cause  and  that,  at  all  CA^ents,  he  Avould  be 
retired  to  his  constituents,  but  he  Avas  re-elected  by  even  a  larger 
majority,  and  to  top  all  Avas  indorsed  by  the  prohibitionist 
party. 

Washington  still  loves  to  tell  of  the  c(mvivial  enterprise  of  a 
fametl  Senator  of  the  West,  fabulously  Avealthy,  but  noAV  re- 
tired, Avho  was  a  "king  pin"  in  his  specialty. 

He  dearly  loved  to  sing  on  such  occasions,  although  he  had 
no  voice,  but  yet  believing  he  Avas  a  Caruso. 

At  great  stag  dinners  he  was  fond  of  mounting  the  table  and 
singing  from  there.  "Let  me  haAe  room,"  he  Avould  cry,  as  he 
kicked  off  the  costly  dishes  and  afterward  paid  several  hundred 
dollars  for  the  privilege.  He  Avas  fond  of  caroling  patriotic  airs 
and  is  still  famous  for  his  "Tar-Bangled  Spanner." 

NoAv  and  then  he  Avonld  have  with  him  in  a  duet  another 
famous  Western  Senator,  highly  regarded  by  the  church,  and 
it  is  related  that  their  vocalizations  Avere  excruciatingly  enter- 
taining. 

But  that  Senator  is  now  no  more,  having  been  called  to  his 
^'alhalla. — Washington  Letter.

THE  production  of  tight-barrel  staves  in  tlie  United  States 
during  1909  was  379,231,000  pieces,  valued  at  |9,201,964,  as 
against  345,280,000  pieces  in  1908,  and  385,232,000  pieces  in 
1907,  valued  at  |10,009,295  and  |12,942,885,  respectively.  The 
output  of  tight-barrel  heading  during  the  same  years  was  20,- 
691,201  sets  in  1909,  20,515,072  sets  in  1908,  and  27,692,994  sets 
in  1907,  valued  at  |3,716,296,  |4,397,148,  and  $6,864,485,  re- 
spectively. 

DECREASE  IN  AVERAGE  VALUE  PER  UNIT. 

While  the  average  value  per  unit  of  the  total  production  of  all 
classes  of  both  tight-barrel  staves  and  headings  has  decreased 
steadily  since  1907,  this  movement  has  not  extended  to  all 
classes  of  the  stock  separately,  nor  has  it  been  so  marked  as 
the  shrinkage  in  the  total  value  of  tight-cooperage  stock  during 
the  three  years  would  seem  to  indicate,  the  changing  composi- 
tion of  the  totals  of  stave  and  heading  output  having  exerted 
a  considerable  influence  in  this  direction.  In  1907  saAved  staves, 
which  have  a  lower  average  value  per  thousand  than  any  of 
the  other  three  classes  of  tight-barrel  staves,  formed  87.1  per 
cent  of  the  total  reported  production,  while  in  1908  they  con- 
tributed 87.4  per  cent  and  in  1909,  90  per  cent.  Furthermore, 
the  average  value  per  thousand  of  sawed  staves  decreased 
markedly  during  these  three  years,  being  |27.83  in  1907,  |24.47 
in  1908,  and  $20.76  in  1909.  In  this  connection  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  the  increasing  use  of  other  and  cheaper  woods  than 
white  oak  as  sawed-stave  material.  In  1907  76.8  per  cent  of 
the  sawed  staves  were  made  from  white  oak,  while  in  1908  and 
1909  the  percentages  of  the  totals  were  70.7  and  63.6,  respec- 
tively. Some  of  the  more  important  species  in  point  of  (piantity 
being  substituted  for  white  oak  are:  Red  oak,  basswood,  gum, 
pine,  ash,  chestnut  oak,  and  cypress,  in  the  order  named.  The 
substitution  of  other  woods  for  white  oak  as  material  is  prac- 
tically confined,  however,  to  saAved  staA^es,  the  other  three  classes 
of  tight  staves,  namely,  bucked  and  split,  hew^ed,  and  beer  and 
ale,  requiring  the  best  grade  of  selected  oak.

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Striking  Figures 


THE  official  figures  for  the  consumption  of  alcoholic  bever- 
ages in  the  country  shoAV  that  the  per  capita  consumption 
of  spirits  fell  from  2.52  gallons  in  1840  to  1.37  gallons  in  1909. 
Since  the  drinking  of  spirits  is  almost  entirely  confined  to 
Avhisky,  rum,  gin  and  brandy,  it  is  apparent  that  the  c(msurap- 
tion  of  the  liquors  which  contain  the  largest  proportion  of  alco- 
hol has  been  reduced  about  half.  If  the  figures  for  the  closing 
decades  of  the  eighteenth  and  the  early  decades  of  the  nineteenth 
centuries  Avere  aA'ailable  they  Avould  shoAv  that  there  was  even 
more  "hard  drinking"  at  this  early  period. 

The  consumption  of  wine  has  more  than  doubled  from  1840 
to  1909,  increasing  from  .29  to  .70  gallon.  A  large  part  of  this 
increase  is  due  to  the  consumption  of  native  Avines. 

When  we  consider  the  per  capita  consumption  of  beer  and 
ale,  the  greatest  change  is  apparent.  This  has  increased  from 
1.36  gallons  in  1840  to  19.97  gallons  in  1909.  To  hoAV  great  an 
extent  this  change  is  due  to  the  German  immigration,  which 
first  came  to  this  country  in  large  numbers  about  1848,  is,  of 
course,  problematical.  Many  of  the  Avine-drinking  races,  like 
the  Italians,  after  a  brief  residence  in  this  country,  liecome 
consumers  of  beer. 

Although  there  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  total  consump- 
tion of  intoxicants  during^  the  period  1840  to  1909,  there  has 
been  a  change  from  those  drinks  containing  a  high  percentage 
of  alcohol  to  those  containing  a  Ioav  percentage — and  this  is 
the  one  cause  for  encouagement. — William  Bailey,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  political  economy  in  Yale  University,  in  the  Inde- 
pendent. 
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The  Alleged  Warehouse  Whisky  Frauds 


HE  matter  of  the  whisky  frauds — the  substitution  of  water 
for  whisky  in  the  Haslett  warehouse — was  submitted  to  the 
Fedei"al  Grand  Jury  on  the  24th  instant,  and  several  witnesses 
were  examined. 

Treasury  Agents  L.  W.  Bean,  W.  H.  Tidwell  and  George  E. 
Channing  were  examined  at  length  by  the  jurors  and  gave  a 
full  report  of  their  investigation.  They  told  of  the  discovery 
that  over  eighty  barrels  of  water  had  been  substituted  for  the 
same  number  of  barrels  of  whisky.  The  sum  of  |5397  being 
the  amount  due  the  government  on  this  amount  of  spirits,  has 
already  been  paid  by  the  Haslett  Warehouse  Company  and  the 
ujtfh-own  Distilleries  Company. 

I^Bc.  W.  Isaacs  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  was 
l^mmmoned  for  the  purpose  of  testifying  to  a  number  of  tele- 
"grams  said  to  have  passed  between  an  officer  of  the  Crown 
Distilleries  Company  and  Acton  Haven  of  San  Diego  relative  to 
the  matter  under  investigation.  Daniel  O'Connell,  the  store- 
keeper of  the  Haslett  Warehouse  at  Sansome  street  and  Broad- 
way,  who  was  suspended  from  duty  by  Collector  of  the  Port 
Stratton,  after  stating  that  he  had  been  offered  a  bribe  by  a  dis- 
tillery representative  if  he  would  allow  whisky  to  be  taken  out 
illegally,  was  another  important  witness  examineil.  Several  of 
the  other  employes  of  the  warehouse  \vere  subpenaed,  but 
were  not  examined,  their  testimony  being  postponed  for  a  later 
session  of  the  Grand  Jurv. 


The  Martinez  Board  of  Trustees  have  passed  a  liquor  ordi- 
nance by  which  the  saloons  in  that  city  must  close  at  midnight 
and  open  at  6  o'clock  the  following  morning.  The  introduction 
of  the  measure  caused  a  heated  discussion  and  it  was  finally 
passed  by  a  vote  of  three  to  two.  The  new  ordinance  is  now  in 
operation. 


Mayfield,  in  Santa  Clara  county,  is  red  hot  about  the  liquor 
question.  It  is  a  prohibition  town  by  its  own  ordinance  and 
also  within  a  mile  and  a  half  from  Stanford  University,  and 
therefore  covered  by  the  State  law,  nevertheless  the  sale  of 
liquor  still  continues. 

According  to  the  District  Attorney  of  Santa  Clara  county,  he 
is  wating  for  a  decision  from  the  Supreme  Coiirt  in  the  Meyer 
case,  by  which  the  validity  of  the  law  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
liquor  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  the  college  campus  will  be 
decided.  He  says:  "In  the  event  that  a  favorable  decision  for 
the  people  is  given  in  the  Meyer  case  I  will  immediately  insti- 
tute proceedings  against  the  liquor  dealers  of  Mayfield.  At 
present  they  are  running  their  places  under  a  town  ordinance. 


The  City  Council  of  San  Diego  having  won  its  fight  against 
the  social  clubs  of  that  city  being  allowed  to  dispense  licjuor  to 
their  members  without  a  license,  have  now  passed  an  ordinance 
placing  the  license  giving  them  that  right  at  |5  per  month.

Collectors  of  internal  revenue  authorized  to  restamp  packages 
of  fermented  liquors  upon  proper  application  prior  to  ap- 

Iproval  by  commissioner. — Modification  of  Department  Circu- 
lar No.  58  of  1907,  Internal  Revenue  Circular  No.  705  (T.  D. 
1226). 
[  "Treasury  Department, 

I  Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  January  14,  1911. 
It  has  been  found  from  experience  that  the  detention  of  pack- 
ages of  fermented  liquors  from  which  stamps  have  been  lost  or 
destroyed  by  unavoidable  accident  is  apt  to  cause  loss  on  ac- 
I  count  of  the  deterioration  of  the  product  during  the  lapse  of 
time  necessary  to  secure  stamps  for  restamping,  as  provided  for 
in  internal  revenue  circular  No.  705,  dated  September  6,  1907. 
In  order  to  facilitate  the  restamping  of  such  packages  under 
I  the  provisions  of  section  3315,  Revised  Statutes,  the  method  of 
procedure  as  outlined  in  circular  705  in  the  case  of  fermented 
liquor  packages  is  hereby  modified  as  follows : 

The  notice  of  loss  or  destruction  of  fermented  liquor  stamps 
shall  be  filed  with  the  collector  of  internal  revenue  for  tlie  dis- 
trict in  which  the  packages  are  held. 

Upon  receipt  of  such  notice  the  collector  will  detail  a  deputy 
collector  to  inspect  the  packages  and  ascertain  the  condition  of 
the  same  and  report  whether  said  packages  in  his  opinion  were 
duly  stamped  at  time  of  shipment  and  are  entitled  to  l)e  re- 
stamped  under  the  provisions  of  section  3315,  Revised  Statutes. 
The  owner  or  consignee  in  whose  hands  the  packages  are  found, 
or  otlier  person  having  knowledge  of  the  facts,  must  file  with  the 
collector  a  statement  under  oath  that  the  original  stamps  af- 
fixed to  the  packages  at  the  brcAvery  have  been  lost  or  destroyed 
by  unavoidable  accident. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  report  of  the  deputy  collector  and  the 
sworn  statement  of  the  owner,  consignee,  or  other  person  having 
knowledge  of  the  facts  the  collector  will,  if  the  evidence  is  satis- 
factory, furnish  to  the  deputy  collector  the  stamps  necessary  to 
replace  those  lost  or  destroyed,  and  such  stamps  will  then  be 
affixed  to  the  proper  packages  under  the  supervision  of  a  deputy 
collector. 

All  the  papers  in  each  case  will  be  transmitted  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  with  the  collector's  monthly  re- 
port on  Form  103,  accompanied  by  statement  containing  the 
names  of  all  persons  to  whom  fermented  liquor  stamps  have 
been  issued  for  restamping,  giving  the  numbers,  denominations, 
and  value  of  stamps  issued  in  each  case. 
The  stamps  thus  issued  should  be  entered  on  a  separate  line'on 
■r^^  collector's  record  or  reports.  Form  103,  and  the  a^gi'(>gate 
Mblue  shown  on  said  report  sent  to  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
l^wvenue. 

In  every  such  case  the  collector  will  obtain  a  receipt  from  the 
person  receiving  the  stamps  so  issued  and  transmit  such  receipt, 
together  with  other  papers,  with  his  report  on  Form  103  for  the 
month  in  which  the  stamps  were  issued. 

Collectors  should  take  credit  on  Form  103  for  stamps  thus  is- 
sued, inserting  a  note  on  said  form  in  red  ink  to  this  effect, 
I  "Issued  under  authority  of  Circular  No.  58,  as  modified,  on  ap- 
plication of ."

Misbranding  of  a  Food  Product — Hochheimer  Wine 

Notice  of  Judgment  No.  711,  Food  and  Drugs  Act 

ON  or  about  October  13,  1909,  the  Empire  State  Wine  Com- 
pany, a  corporation,  Penn  Yan,  N.  Y.,  shipped  from  the 
State  of  New  York  to  the  State  of  Massachusetts  a  quantity  of 
a  food  product  contained  in  glass  bottles,  labeled:  "Hoch- 
heimer," in  large  letters,  in  the  center  of  the  label  with  the 
word  "type"  in  small  letters,  placed  beneath  the  word  "Hoch- 
heimer," the  said  label  bearing  at  the  top  thereof  the  design 
or  representation  of  a  crown,  the  case  containing  the  said  bot- 
tles being  labeled  "Hochheimer,  12  bottles."  Samples  of  this 
shipment  were  procured  and  examined  by  the  Bureau  of  Chem- 
istry, United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  as  the 
findings  of  the  analyst  and  report  thereon  indicated  that  the 
product  was  misbranded  within  the  meaning  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1906,  the  said  Empire  State  Wine  Com- 
pany- and  tlie  parties  from  whom  the  samples  were  procured 
were  afforded  opportunities  for  hearings.  As  it  appeared  after 
hearings  held  that  said  shipment  was  made  in  violation  of  the 
act,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  reported  the  facts  to  the 
Attorney-General,  with  a  statement  of  the  evidence  upon  which 
to  base  a  prosecution. 

In  due  course  a  criminal  information  was  filed  in  the  District 
Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Western  District  of  New 
York  against  the  said  Empire  State  Wine  Company,  charging 
the  above  shipment,  and  alleging  that  the  product  so  shipped 
was  misbranded  in  that  it  was  labeled  as  above  set  forth,  so  as 
to  deceive  and  mislead  the  purchaser,  and  purport  to  be  a  for- 
eign product  when  not  so,  the  name  "Hochheimer"  as  applied 
to  wine  being  a  well-known  trade  name  applied  commonly  and 
generally  only  to  a  certain  brand  of  foreign-made  wine,  when 
in  truth  and  in  fact  the  product  in  question  was  a  domestic 
product,  having  been  manufactured  witliin  the  State  of  New 
York. 

On  October  11,  1910,  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty 
to  the  above  infornmtion,  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  f  100.

Ijocal  business  has  been  up  to  the  usual  standard  at  this  time 
i)f  the  year,  in  fact  somewhat  better  than  at  this  season  in 
Ii)10.  The  plentiful  rains  have  insured  good  crops  and  there 
is  a  general  feeling  of  stability  manifest  among  the  trade.  In 
the  city  there  has  been  rather  more  than  the  usual  quota 
3f  tourist  visitors  and  the  hotels  have  all  been  full  and  the 
retail  trade  has  benefited  accordingly.  Outside  orders  have 
loen  of  satisfactory  volume  and  taken  altogether  the  season 
^o  far  has  been  good.  IMuch  wine  is  moving  to  the  Eastern 
■enters  and  this  season's  vintage  will  see  far  less  Avine  on 
tiand  in  the  cellars  and  wineries  than  has  been  the  rule  for 
■several  years  past. 

The  establishment  of  Los  Angeles  harbor  as  a  port  of  call 
if  the  Bates  &  Cheesebrough  line  of  steamers  has  been  a  boon 
to  Southern  California  Avinemen,  and  much  of  the  wine  that 
leretofore  Avas  sold  to  northern  operators  or  else  sent  by  rail 
to  San  Francisco,  or  else  by  rail  direct  East,  is  noAv  being 
■shipped  direct  from  this  port  by  steamer  to  NeAv  York. 
Ettienne  Bros.,  of  Pasadena,  are  uoav  shipping  about  Aa-c  car- 
loads eA^ery  steamer  to  Ncav  York,  and  Vache  Bros.,  of  San 
Bernardino,  are  also  shipping  quite  heavily.  Several  other  lai'ge 
•shippers  are  taking  advantage  of  the  Avater  route  and  conse- 
luent  loAA-er  rates  afforded  by  this  neAV  line  and  Avill  undoubted- 
ly deA'elop  into  quite  a  large  business  fbr  the  Southern  Califor- 
lia  A\'inemen  Avho  are  being  encouraged  and  given  every  assist- 
ance hj  the  steamship  company  in  a  manner  that  promises  all 
necessary  facilities  for  the  successful  handling  of  his  business 
in  the  future. 

The  Avinemen  here  are  a  little  doAvncast,  because  after  just 
passing  through  the  throes  of  a  local  option  campaign,  precipi- 
tated by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  they  Avill  be  called  upon 
^oon,  because  of  the  passage  of  the  Wyllie  Local  Option  Bill, 
to  again  defend  their  right  to  do  business.  In  fact,  here  in 
i^outhern  California,  owing  to  the  activity  of  the  "Long  Hairs" 
it  resolves  itself  more  into  a  fight  for  business  existence.  It 
loes  seem  a  pity  that  an  industry  of  so  much  stability  and 
importance  to  the  State  of  California  should  be  so  harassetl 
and  its  AA-hole  existence  threatened  by  the  actions  of  a  small 
:!oterie  of  fanatics  here  in  Southern  California  Avho  have 
nothing  at  stake  and  consequently  nothing  to  lose.  It  is  to  be 
iioped  that  the  Wyllie  bill  will  finally  effectually  settle  the  local 
)ption  question  in  such  a  manner  that  the  AvinegroAvers  and 
tintners  will  be  able  to  know  Avhere  they  stand. 

The  holding  here  of  the  Pacific  Land  &  Products  Exposition 
the  past  fortnight  has  caused  the  thronging  of  the  immense 
?^hriner  Pavilion  Avith  people,  citizens  of  Los  Angeles  and  local 
OAvns  of  the  county,  with  many  thousands  of  visitors  in  the 
■ity  from  Eastern  States.  Much  to  our  surprise  the  AAanemen 
3f  Southern  California  did  not  aA^ail  themseh'es  of  this  op- 
portunity to  make  a  display  of  their  products  such  as  their 
importance  justifies.  The  Los  Angeles  Wine  Company,  Avhose 
n^inery  and  distillery  are  located  at  East  Glendale,  Avas  the 
anly  concern  to  make  an  exhibit  of  its  products  at  the  expo- 
sition, despite  the  fact  that  the  Avine  industry  represents  many 
millions  of  capital  in  the  county  alone.  Wetmore-BoAven  Co. 
if  San  Francisco  made  a  small  but  creditable  exhibit. 

The  winemen  of  Southern  California  are  particularly  grati- 
!ied  over  the  selection  of  B.  R.  Kittredge,  the  head  of  the  great 
Sonoma  Wine  &  Brandy  Company,  of  NeAV  York,  as  the  suc- 
cessor of  Percy  T.  Morgan  as  the  president  of  the  California 


Wine  Association.  Mr.  Kittredge's  long  connection  with  the 
California  Avine  business,  thorough  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the 
industry  and  his  ability,  point  to  a  most  successful  conduct 
of  the  affairs  of  this  great  corjwration. 

Alden  &  Thompson,  proprietors  of  the  Hotel  Nadeau,  have 
taken  over  the  cafe  privilege,  formerly  farmed  out  and  have 
thoroughly  remodeled  and  rebuilt  the  old  building  formerly  so 
occupied  and  are  noAv  conducting  therein  in  connection  Avith 
the  hotel  a  thoroughly  up-to-date  cafe  and  restaurant,  an  insti- 
tution much  appreciated  by  the  patrons  of  the  popular  old 
Nadeau  Hotel. 

Tavo  applications  for  Avinery  licenses  Avere  made  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  during  the  month.  The  Artesia  Vineyard  Com- 
pany at  Artesia  and  the  Ettienne  Bros.,  Incorporated,  at 
Lamanda  Park,  both  of  Avhich  applications  Avere  ordered  ad- 
vertised. 

The  Anheuser-Busch  BrcAving  Company  are  planning  the 
erection  of  a  |300,000  modern  bottling  plant  in  this  city. 
Ground  has  already  been  purchased  and  a  five  story  building 
will  be  erected  at  once  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  June  first, 
by  F.  A.  Heim  &  Co.,  the  Anheuser-Busch  Southern  California 
agents. 

The  Police  Commission  has  issued  the  last  of  the  200  retail 
and  90  wholesale  liquor  licenses  that  Los  Angeles  is  permitted 
to  have  according  to  ordinance.  These  Avent  to  James  E.  Brady, 
retailer,  1021  East  Seventh  street,  and  Morley  &  Gastor,  the 
wholesale  license. 

The  City  Council  has  finally  decided  that  long  vexed  prob- 
lem as  regards  the  status  of  the  oyster  cocktail.  In  their  Avis- 
dom  they  decided  it  to  be  a  drink  beverage,  thus  allowing 
it  to  be  sold  on  the  streets  Avithout  the  protection  of  a  restau- 
rant license. 

City  Prosecutor  Guy  Eddie  has  discovered  another  field 
for  pernicious  activity.  He  has  discovered  that  the  locker  sys- 
tem installed  by  the  members  of  the  Jefferson  Club  is  a  "vio- 
lation" of  the  laAV  and  has  caused  the  arrest  of  several  of  the 
officers  of  the  club  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  courts  in  a 
test  case. 

The  Customs  Department  of  the  Federal  Government  of 
Southern  California,  has  since  the  opening  of  Los  Angeles  har- 
bor by  the  steamship  companies  making  it  a  regular  port  of  call, 
become  (juite  important,  and  has  very  considerably  passed  the 
million  per  month  mark  in  importations  direct.  Much  of  the 
credit  of  this  is  due  to  the  Avork  of  Guy  B.  Barliam,  Southern 
California's  custom  house  broker  who  has  been  an  earnest  ad- 
vocate of  direct  importation  among  the  merchants  of  not  only 
this  city  but  all  Southern  California. 

The  Southern  California  Vineyard  Co.,  of  Uplands,  Cal.,  with 
vineyard  and  winery  at  Cucamonga,  has  been  incorporated 
Avith  $75,000  capital,  of  which  |30,000  has  been  issued.  The 
company  now  offers  $10,000  worth  of  stock  at  par  |1  per  share. 
There  are  no  liabilities.  The  assets  consist  of  a  60-acre  seven- 
year-old  vineyard,  stone  Avinery,  concrete  buildings  and  wine  on 
hand,  the  Avhole  valued  at  more  than  $30,000.  With  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  10,000  shares  it  is  intended  to  erect  two 
more  stone  buildings  and  install  additional  cooperage  for  hold- 
ing and  maturing  wines.  The  management  of  the  company  ex- 
pect to  sell  direct  to  the  consumer. 

A  modern  bottling  plant  will  be  erected  by  the  Anheuser- 
Busch  Brewing  Company  at  North  Main  and  Albion  streets, 
Los  Angeles.  The  project  will  cost  $300,000.  The  new  plant 
will  be  occupied  June  1  by  F.  A.  Heim  &  Co.,  the  Anheuser- 
Busch  agents. 
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OUISVILLE,  Ky.,  March  25. — "The  Kentucky  whisky  mar- 
ket is  in  the  best  condition  of  its  history." 
This  is  the  statement  which  meets  one  everywhere,  and  Main 
street  distillers  and  wholesalers  are  smiling  the  smile  that 
won't  come  off.  The  demand,  considering  the  time  of  year, 
is  almost  unprecedented,  and  business  is  holding  up  in  a  way 
that  is  giving  satisfaction  to  everybody  concerned. 

The  local  market  seems  to  be  entirely  cleaned  up,  as  far  as 
old  whiskies  are  concerned.  There  is  little  stock  of  either  1909 
or  1910  on  the  market,  distillers  who  produce  for  the  whole- 
sale trade,  having  sold  out  their  holdings  almost  to  the  last 
barrel.  The  retail  trade  is  calling  for  goods  steadily,  and  the 
result  is  that  the  market  has  a  substance  and  strength  that  is 
remarkable. 

Prices  have  been  advancing  in  view  of  this  situation,  and 
from  2  to  10  cents  has  been  added  to  the  selling  price  of  nearly 
every  age  that  is  held  in  anything  like  large  quantities.  The 
prospect  is  that  if  the  situation  continues  to  shoAv  improve- 
ment, and  if  the  demand  increases  as  it  has  done  for  the  next 
few  months,  still  further  increases  will  be  chalked  up. 

The  general  situation  offers  sufficient  reason  for  the  heavy 
production  that  is  now  going  on.  Every  distillery  in  the  State 
is  operating  to  its  capacity,  and  the  predictions  which  have 
been  made  for  several  months  previous  in  the  Pacific  Wink 
AND  Spirit  Review  will  be  fulfilled  without  question.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  looks  as  if  the  statement  that  40,000,000  gal- 
lons will  be  made  this  j^ear  is  too  conservative,  as  the  prospect 
is  now  that  at  least  41,000,000  gallons  will  be  the  aggregate 
of  the  crop.  Other  statements  are  heard  on  the  street,  and  opti- 
mists believe  that  even  the  record  of  1893,  when  45,000,000  gal- 
lons were  produced,  may  be  surpassed. 

The  distilleries  will  probably  run  for  several  months  longer 
this  year  than  they  have  done  in  a  long  while.  Usually  many 
of  them  begin  to  close  in  April  or  May,  while  a  few  run  until 
June.  Already,  however,  there  are  indications  that  practically 
all  will  operate  until  the  month  of  roses,  while  some  distillers 
are  planning  to  continue  through  July  and  until  August  is 
well  begun.  This  is  another  reason  for  believing  that  the  crop 
will  be  far  in  excess  of  expectations  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season. 

Reference  was  made  last  month  to  the  discussion  the  situ- 
ation caused  by  the  recent  decision  of  Judge  Archibald  in  the 
Federal  Court  at  Pittsburg.  The  decision  was  to  the  effect 
that  warehouse  receipts  issued  by  the  distiller  on  his  own 
goods  are  not  good  collateral.  This  decision  caused  a  consid- 
erable stir  here,  as  the  use  of  receipts  of  this  nature  has  been 
general.  For  a  time  it  was  thought  that  a  guaranty  company 
would  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  handling  the  situation  and 
giving  surety  as  to  the  validity  of  the  receipts.  This  was  made 
unnecessary,  however,  by  an  opinion  of  Kennedy  Helm,  attor- 
ney of  the  Kentucky  State  Bankers'  Asociation,  who  investi- 
gated the  matter  exhaustively  and  made  a  report.  He  said  that 
in  Pennsylvania,  where  the  decision  was  rendered,  the  com- 
mon law  governed,  because  there  is  no  statute  regulating  the 
use  of  the  warehouse  receipts.  In  this  State,  however,  their 
use  is  regulated  and  protected  by  a  State  statute,  and  there  is 
not  the  most  remote  danger  of  loss  growing  out  of  their  use 
as  collateral.  He  advised  bankers  to  accept  them  as  hereto- 
fore. This  opinion  was  a  great  relief  not  only  to  the  bankers, 
who  have  from  $10,000,000  to  |15,000,000  every  year  tied  up 
in  the  ^A'hisky  warehouse  receipts,  but  to  every  branch  of  the 
whisky  trade. 


The  local  trade  was  considerably  stirred  by  the  action  of  the 
Federal  Grand  Jury,  now  in  session,  in  calling  before  it  sev- 
eral prominent  straight  whisky  men.  J.  A.  Wathen,  of  the 
Kentucky  Distillers  &  Warehouse  Company,  was  one  of  those 
Avho  was  called  as  a  witness,  the  investigation  being  conducted 
by  R.  C.  Shelley,  special  revenue  agent  of  the  Government.  The 
fact  that  Capt.  Shelley  was  in  charge  led  to  the  belief  that 
the  investigation  had  to  do  with  matters  affecting  the  tax  pay- 
ment on  whisky,  especially  as  only  those  connected  with  dis- 
tilleries were  called.  The  grand  jury  made  no  report  in  the 
matter,  however,  and  it  is  supposed  that  the  cases  have  been 
dropped.  No  information  was  given  out,  of  course,  by  any 
of  those  who  were  called  before  the  grand  jury. 

An  interesting  question,  affecting  practically  every  distillery 
in  the  State,  has  been  raised  by  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
which  has  sought  to  compel  the  Kentucky  Distilleries  &  Ware- 
house Company  to  cease  disposing  of  the  slops  from  two  of 
its  distilleries  in  Anderson  county  by  allowing  them  to  run 
into  streams  which  empty  into  the  Kentucky  river.  It  is  alleged 
that  their  disposal  in  this  way  is  a  menace  to  health.  The  com- 
pany has  secured  a  temporary  restraining  order  against  tlio 
State  Boai'd  of  Health,  and  the  case  will  be  argued  shortly  to 
determine  whether  the  injunction  shall  be  made  permanent. 
The  distillers  assert  that  the  slops  are  not  a  nuisance  and  that 
they  are  dissolved  in  the  streams  in  such  a  way  that  they  are 
in  nowise  dangerous.  In  the  event  that  the  State  Board  wins 
its  case,  it  is  likely  that  all  of  the  distilleries  in  the  State  which 
have  not  done  so  already  Avill  be  compelled  to  equip  their  plants 
with  drying  machinery  for  the  disposal  of  the  slops.  Many  of 
the  whisky  houses  have  found  that  a  commercial  feed  can  he 
made  in  this  way  which  is  salable  at  a  good  price  and  which 
soon  pays  the  cost  of  installing  the  driers. 

George  G.  Brown,  of  the  Brown-Forman  Company,  has  been 
in  the  limelight  locally  on  account  of  an  act  of  unusual  charac- 
ter. Mr.  Brown,  in  company  with  Hugh  L.  Barret,  another  well 
known  local  business  man,  has  discharged  an  obligation  of  over 
.fl2,000  incurred  twenty  years  ago  in  connection  with  a  tobacco 
company  in  which  they  were  interested  and  which  failed  with 
considerable  liabilities.  They  paid  as  much  of  the  debt  at  that 
time  as  posslible  and  were  discharged  from  obligation  to  their 
creditors.  Mr.  Brown,  however,  took  out  an  insurance  policy, 
which  was  to  mature  in  twenty  years.  The  policy,  which  was 
written  in  an  endowment  form,  has  just  matured,  and  Mr. 
Brown  used  the  proceeds  of  it  to  pay  the  remaining  part  of 
the  obligations  incurred  more  than  20  years  ago.  The  Citizens' 
National  Bank  of  Louisville,  one  of  those  which  profited  by 
this  step  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Brown,  presented  to  him  a  hand- 
some silver  vase  suitably  inscribed.  The  incident,  showing 
an  unusual  sense  of  moral  obligation,  attracted  wide  atten- 
tion. Mr.  Brown  is  now  traveling  in  California,  where  his  firm 
has  extensive  interests. 

Reports  which  have  reached  Louisville  from  Richmond,  Va., 
indicate  that  the  distilling  of  whisky  may  be  abandoned  to  a 
large  extent  in  the  Old  Dominion  capital.  Distillers  have 
been  given  orders  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue 
to  disconnect  pipes  leading  from  distilleries  to  rectifying  plants, 
and  they  have  closed  their  distilling  houses,  asserting  that  if 
the  old  practice  is  no  longer  to  be  allowed  they  prefer  to  buy 
their  whisky  in  Louisville  and  other  markets.  Commissioner 
Cabell  declared  there  is  no  reason  for  this  assertion.

The  guests  were  welcomed  by  Col.  George  Pippy,  and  then 
vir.  P.  C.  Rossi  was  introduced  by  President  F.  C.  Parker.  In 
he  course  of  his  pithy  remarks,  Mr.  Rossi  said : 

"The  failure  of  the  vintage  abroad  has  done  much  to  open  the 
yes  of  the  European  nations  to  the  merits  of  California  wineS. 
SoAvever,  the  shipment  of  one  or  two  million  gallons  of  wine 
ibroad  is  nothing  in  itself.  The  real  benefit  to  California  is  the 
standing  it  gives  our  Avines  in  the  estimation  of  people  who 
earn  that  the  California  product  is  of  such  quality  that  it  is 
?ood  enough  for  the  European  connoisseurs  to  buy  and  drink. 
This  one  fact  has  caused  many  firms  in  America  to  turn  to  the 


domestic  product  to  replace  tlie  supplies  they  have  hitherto 
obtained  across  the  water.  This  Avill  prove  a  permanent  benefit 
to  us.  Consumers  will  become  habituated  to  drinking  Califor- 
nia wines  and  will  not  change  so  long  as  we  give  them  a  satis- 
factory article.  I  consider  this  the  biggest  feature  of  the  entire 
matter.     *     ♦     » 

"Encouraged  by  the  favorable  protective  tariff  and  the  ten- 
dencies of  the  American  people  to  recognize  the  merits  of  our 
native  wines,  the  Italian^Swiss  Colony  has  undertaken  the  manu- 
facture of  the  finest  sparkling  wines,  naturally  fermented  in  the 
bottle.  At  great  expense,  and  after  much  coaxing,  we  succeeded 
in  luring  to  California  Charles  Jadeau,  one  of  France's  most 
famous  champagne  experts.  For  the  past  two  years,  he  has 
been  working  at  Asti  and  is  producing  sparkling  white  and  red 
wines,  which  when  they  are  put  on  the  market  in  a  few  months 
will  prove  not  only  a  success,  but  a  revelation  to  all. 

"I  do  not  intend  to  praise  our  sparkling  wines  further  my- 
self. I  always  have  a  hesitancy  about  telling  how  good  our 
wines  are,  for  I  prefer  to  let  the  other  fellow  throw  the  bou- 
quets. I  realize  that  there  are  many  other  good  California 
wines  made,  and  when  I  taste  something  good,  I  appreciate  it, 
no  matter  by  whom  it  is  manufactured.  Likewi.se,  if  I  think 
that  we  can  improve  on  our  own  methods,  I  do  not  hesitate  to 
confess  the  fact." 

"For  years  we  have  been  experimenting  on  the  production  of 
sparkling  wines,  which  while  they  turnetl  out  to  be  excellent, 
were  not  such  as  to  boast  about.  I  realized  that  they  could  be 
considerably  improved  and  that  Avas  the  reason  of  the  efforts 
made  during  my  last  visit  to  France  to  induce  Mr.  Jadeau  to 
come  to  California.  I  have  already  had  occasion  to  judge  the 
results  of  his  skillful  work,  and  I  hope  that  before  many  months 
I  will  have  the  pleasure  of  inviting  you  gentlemen  of  the  Home 
Industry  League  to  visit  Asti,  Avhere  you  Avill  be  able  to  inspect 
our  sparkling  Avine  department,  meet  Mr.  Jadeau  and  have  a 
chance  to  taste  and  judge  of  our  sparkling  wines  for  your- 
selves." 

Mr.  M.  F.  Tarpey,  AA'ho  had  just  returned  from  Washington, 
D.  C,  paid  a  pretty  tribute  to  the  Avine  men  Avho  presented  200 
cases  of  Avine  to  the  Congressional  delegation,  saying  that  it 
had  contributed  much  to  shoAV  the  hospitality  of  the  generous 
Californians  and  had  figured  in  many  a  little  dinner  that  was 
planned  to  land  another  vote. 

Mr.  Tarpey  recited  many  experiences  he  had  in  the  East 
Avhere  hotels  and  cafes  had  tried  to  impose  other  than  California 
wines  on  him  Avhen  he  ordered  the  latter.  But  he  said  he  always 
insisted  on  getting  California  Avines  and  did  get  them. 

He  also  expressed  the  hope  that  the  viticultural  industry 
Avould  be  represented  at  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Ex- 
position with  a  splendid  exhibit  Avhich  would  shoAv  the  world 
the  progress  Ave  have  made  in  Avine  making  during  the  past  fifty 
years. 

L.  R.  Rogers,  of  Las  Palmas  Winery,  Fresno,  declared  that 
the  Home  Industry  League  could  aid  the  wine  men  greatly  if 
they  attempted,  first,  to  teach  the  American  people  to  buy  a 
Avine  for  its  merits  and  not  for  the  label;  second,  to  get  the 
hotels  to  put  the  price  doAAn  to  a  reasonable  figure;  and  third, 
to  give  their  moral  support  in  legislative  matters. 

He  deplored  the  attempt  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  to  injure 
our  industries  Avith  their  unreasonable  AVyllie  Option  Bill  and 
told  of  his  encounter  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bristol  Avhen  he  at- 
tempted to  "dry  up"  Fresno. 

"It  AA'as  only  by  holding  the  Avrath  of  God  over  the  head  of 
our  Mayor,"  he  explained,  "that  aac  got  him  to  A'eto  a  measure 
Avhich  Avould  have  discredited  the  industry  from  Avhich  Fresno 
County  derives  its  largest  revenue." 
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C.  J.  Wetmore,  who  is  one  of  the  charter  members  of  the 
Home  Industry  Leas'iie,  spoke  of  the  recognition  California 
wines  were  receiving  purely  on  their  merits.  He  suggested  that 
if  all  loyal  Califoruians  would  always  insist  upon  getting  a 
home  wine,  the  large  Eastern  hotels  would  feel  obliged  to  carry 
them. 

Theodore  Gier  called  attention  to  the  local  option  fight  that 
was  being  waged  at  Sacramento,  and  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  Home  Industry  League  would  show  its  interest  in  our  viti- 
cultural  industry  by  addressing  a  strong  telegram  to  the  Senate 
asking  the  upper  house  to  protect  the  viticultural,  hop  and 
barley  industries  by  opposing  the  Wyllie  Option  Rill  as  orig- 
inally passed  by  the  Assembly. 

President  Parker,  who  has  been  interested  in  the  eight-hour 
and  the  liability  bills,  facetiously  remarked :  "I  am  glad  to  see 
that  there  are  others  who  have  legislative  troubles."  But  he 
said  that  the  Home  Industry  League  stood  ready  to  do  all  in  its 
power  to  aid  the  wine  interests  and  that  if  a  committee  of  three, 
which  he  appointed,  would  put  in  concretet  form  a  telegram  to 
Senator  L.  T.  Juilliard,  he  would  be  glad  to  sign  and  forward  it 
at  once. 

P.  C.  Rossi,  C.  J.  Wetmore  and  J.  A.  Hieronimus  were  se- 
lected to  word  the  message,  which  read  as  follows : 

"The  Home  Industry  League  of  California,  in  meeting  assem- 
bled to-day,  unanimously  resolved  that  the  Senate  be  asked  not 
to  recede  from  its  position  in  regard  to  the  Wyllie  Local  Option 
Bill." 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  the  representative  wine  houses  will 
promptly  ally  themselves  with  the  Home  Industry  League,  for 
there  is  no  doubt  that  this  new  boosting  organization  can  aid 
them  materially  in  crystallizing  public  opinion  in  favor  of  the 
viticultural  industry  and  in  making  known  to  the  world  the 
merits  of  California  wines. 


'wrapping'  tobacco.  It  has  a  large  silken  leaf  and  is  considered 
nearer  to  the  Sumatra  product  than  any  American  tobacco. 
Fortunately  it  has  not  the  bitterness  of  the  Sumatra  weed.  I  am 
confident  that  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  it  will  be  in 
general  demand  for  wrapping  purposes. 

"Our  pineapple  industry  is  going  ahead  with  such  leaps  and 
bounds  that  it  threatens  to  rival  our  sugar  output.  A  temper- 
ance drink  known  as  'pinectar,'  the  pure  juice  of  the  pineapple, 
is  having  a  tremendous  sale,  surpassing  even  the  popularity  of 
the  juice  gotten  out  by  the  Dole  Company.  Thousands  of  addi- 
tional acres  are  being  set  out  in  pineapples  and  some  of  our 
biggest  packers,  like  the  California  Fruit  Canners'  Association, 
Libby,  McNeil  &  Libby,  and  others  are  establishing  canneries  in 
the  Islands  to  supply  the  demand. 

"As  for  prohibition,  the  subject  is  absolutely  dead.  At  tlic 
plebiscite  last  year,  the  liquor  interests  won  out  by  a  decisive 
vote  of  4  to  1.  In  Honolulu,  the  trade  is  regulated  by  a  Board 
of  License  Commissioners  Avho  have  tlie  power  to  give  licenses 
and  rescind  them  for  cause.  They  are  strict  but  fair,  and  the 
result  is  that  every  objectionable  feature  is  promptly  and  satis- 
factorily dealt  witli.  Even  the  rabid  prohibitionists  concede 
that  the  liquor  business,  as  handled  at  the  present  time  in  the 
Islands,  is  as  near  perfection  as  can  be  found  anyAvhere. 

"California  sweet  wines  are  especially  popular  in  the  Islands. 
The  Hawaiians  and  Japs  drink  sweet  wine  very  freely.  Beer  is 
sold  over  the  bar  at  10  cents  a  glass  in  Honolulu  and  so  is  an 
(>qual  amount  of  sweet  Avine.  For  years  sake  was  imported  to 
the  Islands  in  large  quantities  for  the  Japanese,  but  they  have 
acquired  a  taste  for  California  sweet  wines,  and  as  a  result  the 
demand  for  sake  is  decreasing  every  year.  .And  strange  to  say, 
intoxication  also  among  the  Hawaiians  and  Japs  is  on  the  wane 
since  they  have  taken  to  drinking  California  wines." 


[' A 'Noted  Visitor Jfrom  the  Islands}  1 

MR.  J.  C.  COHEN  is  up  from  the  Hawaiian  Islands  on  a 
six  weeks'  visit,  most  of  which  time  will  be  spent  in  San 
Francisco  and  the  bay  cities.  He  is  one  of  Honolulu's  principal 
business  men  and  represents  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  through- 
out the  islands.  He  reports  that  business  in  general  is  very 
good  and  the  prospects  better  than  ever. 

"During  the  past  year  our  tourist  travel  has  doubled,''  he 
informed  me,  "and  the  large  number  of  troops  sent  by  the  Gov- 
ernment as  well  as  the  influx  of  skilled  and  ordinary  laborers, 
Avho  are  employed  in  the  development  of  Pearl  Harbor,  dredging 
and  building  drydocks  and  fortifications,  have  done  much  to 
stimulate  business. 

"The  people  of  Honolulu  consider  themselves  almost  a  part 
of  San  Francisco,  and  Avhen  the  news  was  cabled  that  your  city 
had  been  chosen  as  tlie  Exposition  City  for  1915,  the  event  Avas 
celebrated  with  almost  as  much  enthusiasm  as  if  the  metropolis 
of  the  islands  had  won  the  coveted  prize.  You  may  be  sure  Ave 
will  send  a  great  exhibit,  for  Ave  are  doing  big  things  down  there 
and  raising  any  number  of  ncAV  products. 

"For  example,  AA^e  are  going  into  the  rubber  business.  Our 
trees  are  noAv  just  beginning  to  arrive  at  an  age  when  they  are 
ready  to  be  tapped  and  there  is  no  question  that  this  industry 
AA'ill  prove  profitable  in  localities  Avhere  the  land  cannot  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose.  We  are  also  groAving  sisal,  a  species 
of  hemp.  The  quality  is  very  fine  and  cordage  manufacturers 
are  buying  it  up  as  fast  as  they  can  get  hold  of  it. 

"Cotton  is  also  a  success,  the  samples  examined  having 
been  pronounced  superior  to  anything  groAvn  in  the  South  Sea 
Islands.  The  texture  is  finer  even  than  the  American  or  South- 
em  product,  and  of  course  it  will  bring  a  larger  price.  Our 
tobacco,  too,  is  of  such  high  quality  that  it  is  noAV  classed  as 


Recent  Liquor  Legislation 


NEWS  from  the  front  tells  of  several  reverses  recently  suf- 
fered by  county  option  and  prohibition  forces.  The  legis- 
lative battle  is  being  Avaged  in  many  States.  A  few  days  ago 
the  Governor  of  Indiana  signed  a  bill  that  substituted  the  mu- 
nicipal and  township  unit  for  the  county  unit,  which  had  been 
in  force  two  years.  The  issue  Avas  fought  out  in  the  campaign 
of  last  fall  and  the  party  committed  to  a  repeal  of  the  connly 
option  law  won. 

The  Anti-Saloon  League  county  option  bill  Avas  defeated  tlic 
other  day  in  the  Minnesota  Legislature,  and  the  same  thing 
happened  to  the  bills  of  that  organization  in  the  Nebraska  and 
Washington  Legislatures. 

In  Maine  a  bill  is  pending  to  resubmit  to  the  people  the  ques- 
tion of  State-Avide  prohibition.  The  Governor  recommended 
such  a  measure  and  it  is  reported  that  the  necessary  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Legislature  Avill  support  it.  The  forces  opposed  to 
prohibition  on  principle  are  supported  on  the  resubmission  issue 
by  the  element  that  is  disgusted  over  failure  to  keep  out  "blind 
pigs." 

In  connection  with  the  issue  noAv  up  in  Maine,  the  action  of 
Alabama  in  repudiating  the  prohibition  law  and  of  Oregon  in 
substituting  the  municipal  unit  after  a  county  option  laAV  had 
been  in  force  six  years  is  instructive. 
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New  French  Laws  for  Champagne  Wine 


VT  OTWITHSTANDING  the  law  against  adulterating  food 
'.N  products  enacted  by  the  French  Chambers  on  August  1, 
1)05,  and  the  law  of  December  17,  1908,  which  established  the 
loundaries  of  the  region,  the  wine  produced  from  grapes  grown 
vithin  which  alone  is  permitted  to  be  called  champagne,  there 
lave  been  committed  recently  a  number  of  serious  infractions 
if  this  law. 

Several  chami)agne  manufacturers  are  now  under  iudict- 
aent  for  having  bought  at  reduced  prices  wine  growu  in  other 
>arts  of  France,  and,  after  applying  to  it  the  methods  applied 
n  making  champagne  wine,  sold  it  as  such,  thus  doing  serious 
lamage  to  those  producing  champagne  wine  strictly  within 
III'  limits  of  the  champagne  district  and  the  limits  of  the  law. 
ll'he  honest  manufacturers  of  champagne  wine  have  there- 
lore  for  some  time  appealed  to  the  French  Government  to 
ave  the  existing  laws  amended  in  a  manner  that  such  business 
jvould  be  made  impossible.  The  Government  gave  these  appeals 
line  consideration.  Action,  however,  was  accelerated  when, 
11  January,  a  number  of  small  vine  growers,  owing  to  the  very 
|>oor  harvests  of  grapes  during  the  last  three  seasons,  of  which 
h\e  last  was  a  total  failure,  had  been  reduced  to  such  poverty 
s  to  have  to  accept  assistance  from  the  Government  and  from 
he  wine  merchants  for  their  mere  wants  of  life. 

REMKDI.VL  MEASURE  PASSES  HOUSE  OF  DBPUTIB6. 

Tlie  French  Congress  (Clmmbres  des  Deputes),  upon  urgent 
ecommendation  nuide  by  the  Government,  under  date  of  Feb-  ^ 
uary  G,  1911,  passed  a  law,  a  translation  of  which  reads  as  fol- 
i)ws : 

leasures  to   be  taken  to  guarantee  the  origin   of  champagne  wine   in  the 

region  whose  boundary  was  fixed  by  the  law  of  December  17,  1908,  to 

be  the  champagne  district. 

Art.   1.     On  being  forwarded  from   the  presses,  magazines,  and  cellars 

(  cultivators  of  wine  in  the  territory  legally  delimited  as  the  "champagne 

istrict"  all  wine  coming  from  this  district  must  be  accompanied  by  a  cer- 

iflcate  of  origin  issued  by  the  excise  officer. 

Art.  2.  In  order  to  be  entitled  to  be  named  "champagne"  all  sparkling 
ines  must  originally  come  from  the  vintages  and  wines  grown  in  the  cham- 
pagne district,  in  which  also  they  must  have  been  stored,  handled,  and  com- 
lately  prepared  in  premises  which  must  be  separated  from  any  premises 
ntaining  wines  from  other  districts,  and  access  to  which  can  be  had  only 
rom  the  public  thoroughfare.  A  transfer  of  wine  from  one  of  these  prem- 
ses  to  another  can  be  made  only  upon  the  production  of  a  certificate  of 
rigin  issued  by  the  excise  commissioner. 

Dating  from  the  promulgation  of  this  law,  a  delay  of  three  months  will 
e  accorded  the  merchants  who  (a)  make  or  have  made  since  September 
.  1910,  champagne  wine  coming  from  the  champagne  district  and  wine 
rom  other  districts  at  the  same  time;  (b)  those  who  have  only  one  maga- 
ine,  or  if  they  have  more,  they  can  be  entered  only  through  one  door  from 

public  highway. 

As  an  exception  to  paragraph  1  there  could  be  kept  in  the  premises 
eslgnated  by  this  paragraph  the  wines  destined  for  the  private  use  of  the 
lanufacturer   and    his   employes,   under   the   limits   and    conditions    agreed 

nnually  by  the  departmental  commissioner  of  indirect  taxes. 

As  another  exception  it  could  be  permitted  for  a  period  not  longer  than 
year  after   the   promulgation   of  this   law   that   wine    other    than    the 
nal  champagne  wine  can  be  kept  together  with  the  original  champagne 
provided  that  it  had  been  there  at  the  time  of  the  declaration  pro- 
id  for  in  article  4;   also  such  wine  as  had  been  placed  there  by  virtue 
he  second  paragraph  of  this  article. 

During'  the  delay  granted,  as  per  the  foregoing  paragraph  a  special  account 
if  wine  coming  from  the  original  champagne  district  must  be  kept  in  these - 
nixed  magazines;    this  account  will  be  subject  to  the  same' rules  and  the 
ame  penalties  as  is  the  general  wine  account.     This  special  account  is  to 

ive  as  a  basis  for  the  declaration  of  the  origin  when  the  wine  has  to  be 

ived. 

Art.  3.  After  a  delay  of  one  year,  dating  from  the  promulgation  of  this 
resent  law,   the   bottles   containing  sparkling   wines   from   the   champagne 


district,  taken  from  the  separate  premises,  must  be  provided  with  a  label 
containing  the  word  "champagne"  in  well  legible  characters.  The  boxes 
or  other  receptacles  likewise  must  be  marked  with  the  same  word. 

One  month  after  the  promulgation  of  this  law  the  bottles  at  the  time 
of  recorking  (degorgeage)  must  be  closed  by  a  cork  marked  "champagne" 
on  the  part  which  is  contained  in  the  neck  of  the  bottle. 

Art.  4.  The  merchants  and  manufacturers  subject  to  the  rulings  of 
article  2  shall,  within  eight  days  after  the  promulgation  of  this  law,  declare 
at  the  excise  office  the  amount  of  their  stock  of  original  champagne  wine.  The 
commissioner  of  indirect  taxes  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  proofs  of  origin 
and  to  reject  all  or  part  of  these  proofs.  Appeal  can  be  taken  from  this 
before  a  court  of  arbitration  formed  by  one  expert  chosen  by  the  excise  com- 
missioner, one  by  the  appellant,  and,  in  case  of  disagreement,  a  third  one 
to  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  civil  court. 

Art.  5.  All  infractions  of  this  present  law  shall  be  punished  by  confisca- 
tion of  the  wine,  by  a  penalty  of  from  500  to  5000  francs  ($96.50  to  $965), 
independently  of  the  penalties  which  could  be  pronounced  upon  application 
cf  the  law  of  August  1,  1905.  Such  infraction  will  be  proved  and  prose- 
cuted in  the  same  manner  as  are  violations  of  the  laws  concerning  indirect 
taxes. 

This  laAv,  which  it  is  believed  will  be  sanctioned  by  the  Senate 
and  will  be  promulgated  soon,  has  been  receive<l  with  great  sat- 
isfaction by  the  lionest  wine  manufacturers  as  well  as  by  the 
vine  growers,  and  should  be  received  with  satisfaction  by  all 
consumers  of  French  champagne  wine. — From  Consul  W.

CALIFORNIA  wines — particularly  those  which  are  the  pro- 
duct of  Sacramento — are  finding  great  favor  in  Toronto, 
Canada,  among  the  French  residents  of  that  section,  accord- 
ing to  the  statement  of  T.  W.  Home,  citizen  and  business  man 
of  Toronto,  who  is  in  Sacramento  tliis  week  visiting  his  old 
friend  C.  F.  Rich,  manager  of  the  California  Winery. 

DISPI/ACING  FOREIGN  WINES.     ■ 

"Before  the  California  companies  commenced  sending  their 
samples  to  Toronto,"  said  Home,  in  the  course  of  an  interview 
with  a  Bee  reporter  this  morning,  "the  wine  market  of  that  sec- 
tion was  entirely  controlled  by  European  producers.  Those 
who  have  sampled  the  stock  sent  from  Sacramento  were  agree- 
ably surprised  at  the  quality  and  excellence  of  the  California 
product." 

Home  is  hei-e  largely  on  a  pleasure  trip,  and  leaves  with  Rich 
for  San  Francisco  this  evening  in  the  latter's  machine.  After 
seeing  the  sights  of  the  California  metropolis,  the  two  will  prob- 
ably make  the  trip  by  auto  to  Los  Angeles,  over  the  Coast 
road,  and  finish  up  with  a  tour  of  Southern  California. 

PLEASED  WITH  SACRAMENTO. 

The  Toronto  man  is  very  much  pleased  witli  Sacramento  and 
stated  that,  from  all  he  had  seen  and  heard  of  the  productive- 
ness of  this  valley,  it  was  simply  marvelous. 

"Until  recently  in  Canada,"  said  Home,  "we  heard  but  little 
of  California,  except  as  a  resort  for  sick  people.  During  the 
last  two  years,  however — whether  from  some  system  of  adver- 
tising or  other  reasons,  I  know  not — everybody  is  talking  Cali- 
fornia. It  may  be  because  more  of  our  people  are  traveling 
in  the  United  States  now  than  formerly — for  duriug  the  last 
few  years  our  farmers  hav(!  become  very  ])rosperous  at  grain 
farming  and  most  of  them  and  their  families  now  spend  tlie 
winter  traveling  around  America  and  Europe. 

"Then,  too,  I  believe  the  reciprocity  negotiations  between 
the  two  countries  have  been  largely  responsible  for  making  the 
people  who  are  engaged  in  business  the  more  oareful  in  inform- 
ing themselves  regarding  things  in  the  LTnited  States." — Sac- 
ramento Bee,  March  7,  1911. 
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Famous  Russian  Dancers  Perplexed 


Exports  From  Spanish  Vineyards 


ACCORDING  to  Ben  H.  Atwell,  who  acts  as  advance  agent 
for  Mile.  Pavlova  and  M.  ^Mikail  Mordkin,  who  danced 
themselves  into  favor  in  San  Francisco  a  few  months  ago,  the 
great  Russian  artists  have  a  very  poor  idea  of  American  liberty. 

"They  were  informed,"  says  Mr.  Atwell,  "that  to  give  a  per- 
formance in  New  York  on  Sunday  would  be  to  court  arrest. 
Two  weeks  later  we  gave  Sunday  performances  in  Chicago  and 
it  was  difficult  to  convince  them  that  they  would  not  land  in 
jail.  Immediately  after  that  we  opened  a  new  theater  in  a 
Michigan  city  en  route  to  Detroit.  After  the  performance  they 
could  get  nothing  to  drink  with  their  dinner  becau.se  the  local 
ordinance  forbade  .selling  liquor  after  10  o'clock.  The  limit 
was  reached  in  Toronto  a  few  days  later,  when  Mordkin  was 
compelled  by  the  local  authorities  to  wear  tights  lest  his  bare 
legs  .should  shock  the  sensibilities  of  the  public. 

"A  few  days  later  we  were  in  Iowa  and  again  they  could 
get  no  wines  with  their  meals,  or  at  any  other  time.  To  prevent 
this  annoyance  we  put  a  well-stocked  private  dining  car  on  our 
own  train.  Within  forty-eight  hours  the  authorities  at  Lincoln, 
Neb.,  made  the  train  crew  pull  down  the  curtains  of  the  diner 
because  they  were  in  doubt  whether  it  should  be  raided  as  a 
'blind  pig.'  The  Russians  were  angry,  but  they  had  to  pass  the 
day  living  by  gas  light.  Cigarettes  and  tea  are  the  two  most 
important  factors  in  a  Russian's  enjoyment.  In  many  States 
and  a  large  number  of  cities  the  sale  of  cigarettes  is  prohibited 
by  law.  After  experiencing  much  inconvenience,  they  sent  to 
New  York  and  received  a  consignment  of  cigarettes  that  would 
stock  a  good-sized  store. 

"When  Oklahoma  was  reached  the  porters  on  our  private 
cars  collected  the  drinking  glasses  in  the  lavatories  and  locked 
them  up.  When  the  Russians  set  about  completing  their  toilette 
in  the  morning  and  found  no  glasses  there  was  a  near-riot. 
The  porters  were  obdurate,  explaining  that  under  the  State 
law  they  would  be  fined  and  sent  to  jail  for  permitting  the 
glasses  to  be  used.  It  is  a  hygienic  regulation.  We  had  to 
make  a  stop  at  the  first  town  we  reached  and  purchase  an  indi- 
vidual supply. 

"The  next  day  we  rolled  into  Texas.  While  all  were  dining 
the  train  stopped  for  water  and  an  officer  came  aboard  and 
arrested  us  because  liquors  were  being  served.  There  is  a  spe- 
cific State  law  against  drinking  on  a  train.  We  fixed  the  mat- 
ter up  in  a  hurry  by  paying  a  fine  and  costs,  but  for  the  re-' 
maining  four  days  we  were  in  Texas  neither  wines  nor  liquors 
were  served  with  meals.  It  was  utterly  incomprehensible  to 
the  Russians  why  a  State  that  permits  the  sale  of  a  commodity 
in  hotels,  cafes,  etc.,  should  make  the  consumption  of  that 
commodity  on  a  train  a  criminal  action.  They  are  in  love 
with  the  energy  shown  by  Americans,  with  the  rush  and  bustle. 
with  the  climate,  the  business  opportunities  and  with  the  indi- 
vidual character  of  Americans,  but  no  amount  of  argument  can 
convince  them  that  we  enjoy  as  full  a  degree  of  personal  liberty 
as  is  po.ssible  in  Russia." 


CONSUL  ROBERT  FRAZER,  Jr.,  of  Valencia,  submits  the 
following  review  of  the  Spanish  vineyard  output: 

The  total  exports  of  Spanish  wines  during  the  past  year  arc 
officially  valued  at  about  |1G,310,000,  of  which  ordinary  red 
wines  represent  |4,318,000;  Malagas,  |2,920,300;  sherries, 
12,220,500;  and  white  wines,  .|1,145,G00.  The  changes  in  tastes 
of  consumers  of  Spanish  wines  is  evidenced  by  the  continual 
decline  in  exports  of  sherries,  which  was  |1,003,000  le.ss  than 
in  1908,  while  Malagas  continue  to  gain  in  favor  and  improved 
$1,028,000.  White  wines  also  increased  $79,000,  but  ordinary 
red  wines  have  receded  $681,000. 

The  past  season's  wine  crop  is  the  shortest  during  the  last 
20  years,  being  estimated  at  slightly  under  15,000,000  hectoliters 
(396,255,000  gallons),  the  average  of  recent  vintages  being 
computed  at  $24,000,000  hectoliters  (634,008,000  gallons). 
Hence,  though  the  export  demand  continues  dull,  prices  of 
ordinary  wines  have  advanced  sharply  since  the  beginning  of 
1910  from  11  to  20  pesetas  per  hectoliter  ($1.98  to  $3.60)  in 
this  region,  and  stocks  are  .said  to  be  nearly  exhausted. 

The  exceptional  shortage  of  wine  is  -attributed  to  neglect  of 
cultivation  consequent  on  long  continuance  of  unremunerative 
prices,  reduced  area  of  vine  plantations,  and  destruction  of 
plants  by  phylloxera  and  a  variety  of  cryptogamic  pests.  Home 
consumption  of  wine  has  also  been  stimulated  by  the  recent 
suppression  of  the  heavy  octroi  or  municipal  tax  on  wine  en- 
tering Spanish  cities  and  which  amounted  in  most  cases  to  over 
150  per  cent  ad  valorem. 

Exports  of  fresh  grapes  amounted  to  $2,012,200,  an  improve- 
'  ment  over  the  previous  year  of  $383,000,  while  raisins  reached 
$3,714,300,  an  increase  of  $391,000.

The  Disappearing  Drunkard 

•T'HAT  old  and  leading  journal,  the  New  York  Tribune,  in  its 
1  issue  of  May  27th,  calls  forcible  attention  to  a  great  truth, 
which  while  known  to  all  observers  of  the  signs  of  the  times,  is 
apt  to  be  overlooked  in  the  onrush  of  the  multitude  of  topics 
that  engage  public  attention.  This  truth  is  that  the  old  time 
drunkard,  Avho  erred  by  excess,  by  the  abuse  rather  than  the  use 
of  alcoholic  beverages,  is  fast  decreasing  in  numbers  and  in 
prominence  in  society. 

The  editorial  in  the  Tribune  is  called  for  by  the  remark  of 
Mayor  Gaynor  of  New  York  City,  when  signing  the  inebriates' 
bill  that  "there  used  to  be  five  topers-  to  one  you  see  today." 
This  may  not  have  been  based  on  comparative  statistics  but  it 
accurately  represents  the  strides  made  in  this  country  in  the 
elimination  of  drunkenness.  The  Mayor's  comment  was  evi- 
dently meant  to  apply  to  last  thirty  or  forty  years,  in  which 
such  great  changes  have  occurred  in  the  economic  and  industrial 
conditions  of  the  people  of  this  country.  Indeed,  economic  pres- 
sure has  had  infinitely  more  to  do  in  keeping  men  from  indulg- 
ing in  excess  than  all  the  efforts  of  professional  agitators 
against  the  evils  of  intemperance,  which  demonstrates  that  the 
true  and  effective  method  to  eliminate  the  drunkard  is  by  the 
general  uplift  of  society  and  not  by  any  sumptuary  laws.  These 
by  their  very  character  are  bound  to  make  matters  worse,  owinc 
to  their  running  contrary  to  the  nature  of  man  as  constituted 
by  creation,  so  that  progress  can  be  made  only  by  the  action 
and  consent  of  the  inner  force  of  his  own  will. — Criterion. 


A  Colusa  dispatch  states  that  by  agreement  among  the  hold 
ers  of  two  licenses,  saloons  have  been  closing  there  at  midniglif 
Saturday,  remaining  closed  through  church  hours  in  the  morn- 
ing and  opening  at  noon,  closing  again  at  6  o'clock.  This  meas- 
ure has  been  regarded  Avith  favor  by  the  local  authorities  and 
it  is  proposed  to  pass  an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  making  the 
measure  permanent.

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Wine  Association  to  Make  No  Change  in  Policy 


Italian=Swiss  Colony's  New  Sparkling  Wine 


THE  election  of  Benjamiu  R.  Kittredge  as  president  of  tlie 
California  'NA'ine  Association  will  not  be  followed  by  any 
change  of  ])oli( y  or  any  changes  in  the  management  of  the 
different  departments  of  the  association,  according  to  a  state- 
ment made  yesterday  by  George  1*.  Beveridge,  local  manager 
of  the  association,  who  has  just  returned  from  a  business  trip 
to  San  Fi-ancisco. 

Beveridge  asserted  yesterday  that  Kittredge's  ideas  of  the 
management  of  the  California  Wine  Association  harmonize 
in  every  respect  with  those  of  the  larger  stockholders  and  that 
for  this  reason  there  will  be  no  radical  changes  in  the  conduct 
of  the  corporation. 

Regarding  conditions  for  1911,  it  was  asserted  yesterday 
that  the  prospects  are  exceedingly  bright  for  a  prosperous  year 
for  wine  grape  growers.  It  is  not  known  whether  the  ^Xmo 
Association  will  announce  prices  any  earlier  this  year  than  it 
did  last.  It  is  understood,  however,  that  some,  growers  have 
already  been  making  contracts,  but  it  is  believed  that  they  have 
made  provision  that  they  shall  receive  the  prevailing  market 
price  when  the  goods  are  delivered. 

Beveridge  declared  yesterday  that  it  really  was  of  no  benefit 
to  announce  prices  as  the  growers  would  only  wait  to  see 
whether  they  were  going  to  rise  or  fall.  He  also  favored  a  C(m- 
tract  which  would  not  compel  the  wine  makers  to  pay  cash, 
asserting  that  wholesalers  never  pay  ca.sh  for  the  wine  they  get. 
He  remarked  yesterday  that  the  Wine  Association  found  that 
term  payments  were  more  satisfactory  all  around  last  year. 

The  resignation  of  Morgan,  as  president  of  the  California 
Wine  Association,  a  position  Avhich  he  held  for  sixteen  years, 
was  made  necessary  by  his  failing  health.  The  fight  through 
which  he  went  to  keep  the  California  Wine  Association  above 
water,  after  the  San  Francisco  fire,  broke  him  down  and  he  now 
intends  to  take  an  extended  vacation. 

Benjamin  R.  Kittredge,  the  new  president  of  the  association, 
is  a  man  of  much  wealth,  who  has  been  identified  with  the  wine 
interests  of  California  for  many  years.  He  has  been  a  resident 
of  New  York  for  the  past  ten  years,  but  prior  to  that  time  was 
associated  with  George  H.  West  &  Sons  at  Stockton.  He  and 
Frank  West  are  joint  owners  of  the  Lucerne  vineyard  at  the 
present  time. 

Kittredge  is  also  interested  heavily  in  the  Sonoma  Wine  & 
Brandy  C^ompany.  He  is  at  present  in  San  Francisco  and  ex- 
pects to  remain  on  this  Coast.— Fresno  RepuhJicdn,  March  7 
1911. 


High  School  Students  Instructed  in  Wine=Making 

r\  N  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  local  High  School  at  the 
^^  request  of  the  faculty,  Mr.  Vicander,  the  expert  chemist 
at  the  Lachman  &  Jacobi  winery  in  East  I'etaluma,  addressed 
the  members  of  the  classes  in  chemistry  and  physics  of  the  High 
School,  on  the  .science  of  wine  making.  His  address  was  most 
interesting  and  instructive  and  he  carried  the  pupils  from  the 
grape  to  the  wine  in  its  perfect  manufactured  condition,  ready 
for  consumption. 

After  the  address  was  concluded  and.  the  pupils  had  asked 
and  been  answered  numerous  questions  on  the  interesting  sub- 
ject, the  classes  were  taken  over  to  the  winery  by  Mr.  Vic'ander 
who  escorted  them  through  the  monster  plant  and  carefully  ex- 
plained every  process  of  manufacture,  bh-nding  and  refinin-- 

The  lessons  were  decidefUy  instructive  and  the  pupils"  ac 
quired  more  information  on  the  subject  than  they  could  leam 
from  then-  books  in  many  days.-Pcto/»,»«  Arcjusluaivch  8th 


CHARLES  JADEAU,  the  famous  champagne  expert,  after  a 
three  months'  visit  to  France,  is  again  at  work  at  Asti,  busy 
filling  in  the  neighborhood  of  300,000  bottles  of  sparkling  wines. 
Last  year,  it  will  be  remembered,  the  output  was  250,000  bottles, 
150,000  of  which  were  champagne  and  the  other  100,000  spark 
ling  burgundy.  These  wines,  which  are  naturally  fermented  in 
the  bottle  and  have  acquired  an  excellent  sparkle,  have  now 
reached  the  last  stage,  and  as  soon  as  the  new  bottling  is  com- 
pleted, they  will  be  disgorged  and  in  a  few  months  the  public 
will  have  its  first  opportunity  to  taste  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony's 
latest  achievement. 

In  order  to  distinguish  their  new  California  champagne  fram 
their  Asti  Special,  Sec,  Avhich  has  been  on  the  market  for  several 
years,  the  Colony  has  selected  a  striking  name  for  Mr.  Jadeaii's 
white  sparkling  wine,  a  name  that  is  distinctive  of  California 
and  at  the  same  time  fittingly  describes  the  color  and  quality  of 
the  fine  wine  that  is  sure  to  add  new  glory  to  our  State  in  everj- 
part  of  the  world. 

The  disgorging  process,  by  the  way,  is  a  very  delicate  opera- 
tion and  re(iuires  great  skill.  "If  the  workman  is  not  expert," 
remarked  Mr.  Jadeau  the  other  day,  "part  of  the  deposit  re- 
mains in  the  bottle  and  is  mixed  with  the  wine,  or  all  the  wine 
goes  out  and  is  lost.  Both  are  very  bad.  In  the  first  place,  the 
wine  is  thick  and  undrinkable,  while  if  the  second  misha])  oc- 
curs, but  an  empty  bottle  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  workman.'' 

For  months,  at  Asti,  the  sediment  of  the  wine  has  been  settlinsi 
on  the  corks  of  the  bottles  which  have  been  placed  neck  down- 
ward in  large  stands  resembling  in  form  an  inverted  "V."  A\'lu»n 
the  wine  is  perfectly  clear,  the  "disgorging"  takes  place.  The 
workman  performing  this  process,  wearing  a  leather  ajn'on. 
takes  into  his  left  hand  a  bottle  with  the  neck  downwards,  wliilc 
holding  in  his  right  hand  a  hook,  by  means  of  which  he  removes 
the  clamp  that  holds  the  cork  tight,  then  taking  hold  of  the 
cork  -with  a  pair  of  pincers,  he  carefully  loosens  it,  and  the 
moment  it  threatens  to  leave  the  neck  of  the  bottle,  he  turns  the 
latter  upwards,  so  that  its  mouth  is  directed  towards  the  aper- 
ture of  a  butt  in  front  of  him,  called  the  "disgorging  cask." 
With  a  great  noise  the  cork,  followed  by  all  the  lees  deposited  on 
it,  and  likewise  followed  by  a  small  portion  of  the  wine,  bursts 
into  the  butt  intended  to  receive  it. 

Of  course,  no  bottle  is  opened  unless  its  contents  are  perfectly 
bright,  and,  to  make  sure  of  this,  the  cellar  master  first  exam- 
ines every  one  by  the  aid  of  a  candle. 

Freed  from  its  sediment,  the  uncorked  bottle  is  immediately 
placed  on  a  movable  frame,  where  a  strong  spring  presses  it 
against  an  Indian  rubber  head,  fitting  its  mouth,  a  further 
escape  of  carbonic  acid  thus  being  prevented.  Another  em- 
ployee, by  means  of  an  ingeniously  constructed  machine,  then 
replaces  in  each  bottle  the  quantity  of  champagne  that  WAH 
spilled  in  disgorging.  Then  the  bottle  is  conveyed  under  tlic 
corking  machine,  Avhere  the  final  cork,  branded  with  the  firm's 
name  and  softened  by  means  of  steam,  is  inserted.  The  com- 
pressed cork  is  pushed  so  far  into  the  neck  of  the  bottle,  that  the 
upper  half,  freed  from  pressure  and  endeavoring  to  resume  its 
original  dimensions,  projects  over  the  month  of  the  bottle. 

Another  ingeniously  constructed  machine  is  next  set  to  work 
to  fit  the  cork,  with  a  tin  capsule.  Then  it  is  Avired  and  the 
bottle  is  ready  for  its  final  elaborate  cap  and  label. 


Andrea  Sbarboro  departed  for  the  East  on  Saturday,  March

PLUMAS  is  aj^ain  on  the  list  of  "wet"  counties.  On  Marcli 
10th  the  Board  of  Supervisors  voted  to  issue  two  saloon 
licenses  under  stringent  regulations  with  a  limit  to  the  nunibev 
of  saloons  in  the  county  and  a  license  fee  of  |400  a  year. 
Plumas  has  been  "dry''  since  last  September  and  the  sentiment 
has  been  shown  to  favor  the  issuing  of  saloon  licenses  under 
strict  regulations. 

The  new  licence  ordinance  is  one  of  the  most  stringent  in 
(California,  with  heavy  penalties  for  the  violation  of  its  pro- 
visions. No  salocms  are  allowed  within  a  distance  of  four  miles 
of  any  camp  where  twenty-five  or  more  men  are  employed.  All 
drinking  in  saloons  must  be  done  within  full  vieAV  of  the  street, 
and  there  is  an  anti-treating  provision  worded  in  unmistakable 
language. 


Rellingham,  Washington,  is  going  craz}'  on  the  prohibition 
question.  Prosecuting  Attorney  Bixby  declares  that  the  intent 
of  the  local  option  law  is  to  remove  temptation,  so  he  has  filed 
an  information  against  J.  Aronson  of  Seattle,  charging  him 
with  having  violated  the  local  option  law  by  soliciting  orders 
for  intoxicating  liquors  within  a  dry  unit.  Under  the  local 
option  law  of  1909,  voted  on  by  the  citizens  of  Bellingham,  at 
the  last  election,  it  is  a  crime  to  sell,  solicit  orders  for,  store, 
give  away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  intoxicating  liquors.  In  ad- 
vertising the  sale  of  liquors,  thus  soliciting  orders  through  the 
medium  of  a  newspaper  published  in  a  dry  unit,  Aronson  is 
charged  with  having  violated  this  law. 


At  Dunsmuir  a  non-partisan  alliance  of  business  men  has 
been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  number  of  saloons 
by  the  novel  method  of  drinking  less.  The  campaign  inaugu- 
rated by  it  is  said  to  be  meeting  with  fair  success.  According  to 
newspaper  reports  the  "drink  less"  organization  is  not  a  Aving 
of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  but  rather  a  citizens'  alliance  for 
the  purpose  of  reducing  the  number  of  saloons.  In  the  organi- 
zation there  are  steady  drinkers  who  have  taken  the  pledge  tem- 
porarily to  assist  in  weeding  out  some  of  the  too  numerous 
drinking  places. 


DURING  March  T.  W.  Home,  a  business  man  of  Toronto, 
Canada,  paid  a  visit  to  his  friend  T.  W.  Rich,  manager  of 
the  California  winery  at  Sacramento.     In  a  recent  interview  1 
Mr.  Home  said :    "Before  the  California  companies  commenced ' 
sending  their  samples  to  Toronto  the  wine  market  of  that  sec 
tion  was  entirely  controlled  by  European  producers.     Those 
who  have  sampled  the  stock  sent  from  here  were  agreeably  sm- 
prised  at  the  quality  and  excellence  of  the  California  product. 
Until  recently  in  Canada  we  heard  but  little  of  California,  ex 
cept'  as  a  resort  for  sick  people.     During  the  last  two  years,  i 
however — whether  from  some  system  of  advertising  or  other! 
reasons,  I  know  not — everybody  is  talking  of  California.    It  may 
be  because  more  of  our  people  are  traveling  in  the  Unit(;d  States 
now  than  formerly,  for  during  the  last  few  years  our  farmers! 
have  become  very  prosperous  at  grain  farming,  and  most  of  them  I 
and  their  families  now  spend  the  winter  traveling  around  Amer- 
ica and  Europe. 

"Then,  too,  I  believe  the  reciprocity  negotiations  between  tli' 
two  countries  have  been  largely  responsible  for  making  the  pen 
pie  who  are  engaged  in  business  the  more  careful  in  infonniii^ 
themselves  regarding  things  in  the  United  States." 

Mr.  Home  expressed  himself  very  much  pleas(^d  with  Sacra 
mento,  and  stated  that  all  he  had  seen  aiid  heard  of  the  ]wi) 
ductiveness  of  the  great  valley   was  simply  marvelous. 


Everett,  Washington,  is  now  experiencing  the  usual  lack  ol 
funds  by  having  listened  to  the  prohibitionists  and  closed  thei 
saloons.  As  the  Supreme  Court  refused  to  sanction  a  supple- i 
mental  tax  levy,  the  Mayor  and  Council  have  been  forced  to 
reduce  the  city's  running  expenses  |50,677.  First  went  tlie  city 
lights,  112,800,  and  then  every  department  of  the  government 
suffered  from  the  pruning  knife,  except  the  Fire  Department, 
until  the  above  sum  Avas  reached.  From  another  source  comes 
the  report  that  because  of  the  low  state  of  city  funds,  the  women 
of  the  city  have  had  to  get  out  and  clean  the  thoroughfares,  and 
lay  the  dust  by  means  of  the  garden  hose.  A  local  i>aper  .says: 
"Everett,  with  Bellingham,  has  been  iiaving  its  troubles  since  if 
became  Carrie  Nationized." 


Late  in  Februai*y  the  railroads,  upon  advice  of  their  respective 
legal  departments,  changed  their  view  as  to  the  ruling  of  tha 
Siskiyou  County  liquor  ordinance,  and  both  the  Southern  Pa- 1 
cific  and  McCloud  River  railroad  companies  began  to  shipi 
liquor  to  private  individuals  in  "dry"  territory.  Previously  thisj 
was  supposed  to  be  contrary  to  the  ordinance  and  had  not  been! 
permitted  since  the  county  first  went  dry. 

A  Sisson  dispatch  says  that  the  railroads  claim  it  is  not 
illegal  to  ship  liquor  in  dry  territory  to  private  individuals  for 
their  OAvn  use,  but  they  require  the  shipper  of  such  goods  to 
write  on  the  bill  of  lading  that  the  liquor  is  for  a  private 
individual  and  not  a  saloon  or  store.  ^ 


At  the  end  of  February,  a  Boise,  Idaho,  dispatch  stated  thai 
prohibitionists  in  Idaho  had  abandoned  all  hopes  of  securing  j 
prohibition  through  constitutional  amendment  or  otherwise,  for! 
the  Senate  killed  a  joint  resolution  providing  for  submission  ol 
the  qiiestion  to  the  people  by  a  vote  of  13  for  and  10  against. 
A  two-thirds  vote  was  needed  to  carry  the  resolution,  or  Ki  votes 
for.

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How  Concrete  Figures  in  a  Modern  Wine  Plant 


OF  THE  many  improvements  which  have  been  added  to  the 
modern  wine  plant,  one  of  the  most  important  is  the  ce- 
ment tank.  While  the  idea  of  substituting  cement  tanks  in 
place  of  the  customary  wood  tanks  originated  in  France,  other 
countries  have  followed  the  example  in  rapid  succession.  In 
California,  the  cheapness  of  the  redwood  tank  has  been  a  great 
factor  in  the  retention  of  the  wooden  tank;  but  the  cost  of 
maintenance,  the  relatively  short  life,  and  the  losses  due  to 
leakage  and  evaporation,  have  increased  the  running  expenses 
to  a  very  high  degree. 

When  oak  was  used,  the  running  expenses  were  less,  but  the 
first  cost  was  a  great  deal  more,  and  it  is  now  so  high  that  the 
oak  tank  is  hardly  used  today.  On  the  other  hand,  the  ex- 
treme good  qualitj'  of  the  cement  made  in  California  and  the 
cheapness  of  the  other  materials,  have  resulted  in  its  use  by 
some  of  the  largest  firms  in  California,  and  in  every  case  the 
tanks  have  proven  entirely  satisfactory.  The  first  cost  of  the 
cement  is  not  so  high  as  the  oak  tank,  and  while  it  is  a  little 
higher  than  the  redwood  tanks,  the  benefits  derived  from  using 
this  material  more  than  compensate  for  the  difference  in  the 
first  cost. 


Praparing  the  Forms 

In  one  case  where  18  tanks  were  built  under  the  plans  and 
supervision  of  Maurice  C.  Couchot,  at  Petaluma,  for  the  firm 
of  Lachman  &  Jacobi,  the  saving  alone  on  the  leakage  and 
evaporation  amounted  to  more  than  214  per  cent  per  jear,  and 
as  the  tanks  are  each  of  33,000  gallon  capacity,  the  total  being 
nearly  600,000  gallons  for  18  tanks,  this  saving  proved  quite  a 
consideration.  Besides,  there  is  practically  no  maintenance, 
and  furthermore,  the  tanks  being  built  of  fireproof  material, 
the  saving  in  insurance  amounted  to  nearly  2  per  cent  Mr. 
Couchot,  Avho  has  made  a  specialty  of  wine  tanks,  tells  me  that 
the  total  saving  due  to  the  installation  of  the  18  cement  tanks, 
including  absence  of  leakage  and  evaporation,  fire,  insurance, 
maintenance,  etc.,  amounted  to  4V2  per  emt  of  the  total  value 
of  the  wine  stored. 

The  tanks  installed  at  Petaluma  are  18  feet  inside  diameter 
and  18  feet  inside  height;  the  walls  are  seven  inches,  which  is 


more  than  is  necessairy,  and  are  provided  with  proper  rein 
forcement.  The  roof  is  flat  and  the  bottom  is  12  inches  in  thick- 
ness. The  tanks  are  provided  with  manhole  drain,  two  2\-_, 
inch  connections  at  the  bottom  and  one  2V2  connection  on  the 
roof. 

The  present  knowledge  of  this  work  permits  of  a  much  lighter 
structure.  Tanks  can  be  built  with  a  minimum  thickness  of  two 
to  three  inches ;  the  inside  can  be  plastered  and  coated  so  as  to 
be  absolutely  waterproof  and  acid  proof  against  sulphur  fumes 
when  the  tanks  are  cleaned,  and  the  taste  of  the  wine  will  not 
be  affected  by  the  cement  or  will  the  aging  process  be  retarded 
in  any  way.     Some  wine  makers  preferred  to  have  the  tan! 


Reinforcing  the  Roof 

glass-lined.    This  was  done  very  successfully  on  six  or  eight  o 
the  18  tanks  mentioned  above.     These  tanks  are  made  singlt 
instead  of  a  number  in  a  battery,  for  protection  in  case  of  earth 
quake,  and  also  "to  have  but  one  kind  of  stresses  in  the  struc- 
tures. 

A  visit  to  any  of  the  large  wineries  in  the  interior  of  the 
State  demonstrates  the  many  novel  and  important  uses  to 
which  reinforced  concrete  can  be  put  in  the  construction  of 
an  up-to-date  Avine  plant.  For  example,  the  first  building  to 
attract  your  attention  at  Asti,  is  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony's  new 


Eighteen  reinforced  concrete  wine  tanks  in  course  of  construction  at  Petaluma 

reinforced  concrete  structure  devoted  to  the  sparkling  wine 
department.  It  covers  50  by  100  feet  and  is  two  stories  in 
height.  The  upper  floor  is  one  large,  airy  room  devoted  to  the 
bottling,  while  the  ground  floor  is  divided  into  two  vaults,  25 
feet  by  100  feet. 
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One  of  the  chief  advantages  of  a  concrete  building  for  a  cham- 
»agne  cellar  is  the  ease  with  which  the  temperature  of  the  vaults 
nay  be  controlled  in  both  the  hot  summer  months  and  the  cold 
\  inter  season  in  Sonoma  County.  This  is  important,  because 
he  atmospheric  conditions  play  a  very  important  part  in  the 
irocess  of  fermenting  wines  in  the  bottle. 

They  are  piled  up  in  stacks,  20  high,  in  a  temperature  of  from 
18  degrees  to  72  degrees  F.,  and  there  the  development  of  th«^ 
'sparkling"  takes  place.  The  bottles  are  placed  horizontally 
m  wooden  planks,  so  that  single  bottles  when  exploding,  cannot 
lamage  others  in  the  neighborhood.  The  formation,  in  the  bot- 
le,  of  carbonic  acid  and  its  intimate  combination  with  the  wine 
lakes  place  with  great  energy  in  the  temperate  store-rooms,  so 
jnuch  so,  that  in  spite  of  the  great  precautionary  measures  and 
jmtiring  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  the  employees,  a  consid- 
i'rable  percentage  of  the  bottles  explode  at  this  state.  When 
he  formation  of  carbonic  acid  in  the  bottle  has  reached  a  cer- 
ain  degree,  the  temperature  of  the  concrete  cellar  can  be 
iioniptly  cooled  in  order  to  retard  its  formation.

Looking  at  the  simple  Mission  exterior  of  the  building,  the 
feature  that  most  attracts  the  eye  is  the  ornamented  tiled  roof, 
»vorked  out  in  a  gray  and  red  pattern  that  is  quite  effective. 
The  flat,  diamond  shapetl  cement  tiles  were  all  made  at  Asti, 
ivith  a  moulding  machine  specially  imported  from  Italy.  They 
lie  1  by  11/2  feet  in  size,  about  two-thirds  of  an  inch  thick,  and  so 


uoulded  that  each  tile  fits  into  a  groove  of  the  other.

me  solid  mass  absolutely  waterproof. 

Just  opposite  the  champagne  department  is  the  distillery, 
\\G  framework  and  foundation  of  which  are  of  reinforced  con- 
•rete.  At  the  foot  of  the  building  are  a  row  of  peculiar  looking 
•oncrete  flower  pots,  that  are  used  in  the  manufacture  of  cream 
if  tartar.  Altogether  I  counted  forty  of  them,  and  by  actual 
ineasurmenet,  I  found  these  vats  were  4  feet  6  inches  in  height, 
19  feet  top  circumference  and  13  feet  at  the  bottom. 

Cream  of  tartar  is  one  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony's  valuable 

'>y-products,  and  is  obtained  from  the  lees  or  sediment  of  the 

iinv  wine.    When  the  alcohol  has  been  extracted  in  the  distill- 

I'y,  the  hot  lees  are  pumped  into  a  sluice  that  fills  the  crystal- 

ilizing  vats,  each  of  which  holds  a  thousand  gallons.    Then  the 

I  liquid  is  permitted  to  stand  until  it  is  as  cool  as  the  atmosphere 

\vill  make  it.    Usually  it  requires  five  or  six  days.    During  the 

•hilling  of  liquids,  the  cream  of  tartar  is  precipitated,  the  cry- 


stals adhering  to  the  bottom  and  sides  of  the  cement  vats  as  well 
as  to  the  Avhisks  of  hemp  that  are  suspended  from  the  center. 

When  the  li(iuid  has  thoroughly  cooled,  the  hemp  covered 
with  crystals  is  removed  and  spread  out  to  dry  on  the  concrete 
cover  of  the  largest  Avine  tank  in  the  world,  which  is  carved 
from  the  solid  rock  and  lined  with  a  two-foot  thickness  of  Port- 
land cement,  with  a  glazed  surface. 

There  are  a  number  of  glass-lined  30,000  gallon  capacity  fer- 
menting tanks  at  Asti  and  all  the  buildings  have  massive  con- 
crete foundations.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that  every  bit  of 
rock  used  in  the  concrete  work  of  the  Colony  was  obtained  on 
their  land  and  the  entire  work  has  been  performed  by  their  own 
versatile  employees. 

Even  the  visitor  who  passes  Asti  on  his  way  in  to  Mendocino 
county  gets  a  glimpse  from  the  car  window  of  other  unique

ways  in  which  concrete  has  been  utilized.  On  the  left  hand  side, 
in  front  of  the  huge  winery,  he  observes  a  large  concrete  fac- 
simile of  the  Colony's  well  known  wicker-covered  Tipo  bottle, 
while  on  the  right  hand,  opposite  the  station,  are  several  broken 
pillars  and  beams  modeled  in  concrete  that  suggest  the  strag- 
gling ruins  of  some  ancient  classic  edifice.  It  is  the  entrance 
to  the  picturesque  grounds  of  Andrea  Sbarboro's  summer  home. 

The  "Villa  Pompeii"  is  built  of  concrete  and  will  stand  as  a 
monument  to  the  energy  and  thrift  of  the  founders  of  the 
Italian-Swiss  Colony  for  centuries  to  come. 

Mr.  Sbarboro,  by  the  way,  tells  of  an  interesting  discoverA 
he  made  in  connection  with  the  columns  that  form  a  peristyle 
enclosing  his  court  garden.  These  columns  are  solid  reinforced 
concrete  with  a  2-inch  outer  casing  of  white  Terrazo,  consisting 
of  a  coating  of  cement  with  crushed  white  marble  chips  polished 
to  a  true  surface.  When  he  recently  visited  Pempeii  again, 
a  number  of  pillars  were  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Sbarboro  by  a 
guide  as  being  part  of  a  house  that  was  in  course  of  construc- 
tion at  the  time  the  ancient  city  was  blotted  out  under  the  fiery 
wrath  of  Vesuvius.  Mr.  Sbarboro  examined  them  carefully  and 
to  his  surprise  found  that  they  were  constructed,  2,000  years 
ago,  on  practically  the  same  principle  used  at  Asti,  that  is,  with 
a  2-inch  outer  covering  of  chipped  marble  and  filled  with 
concrete. 
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Deserved  Praise  For  Southern  Pacific  Company  Northwestern  Brewmasters  Discuss  Beer 


STOCKTON  advices  state  that  railx'oad  freight  service  has 
been  greatly  improved  since  division  headquarters  have 
been  established  in  tliat  city  by  the  Southern  Pacific.  This 
has  been  the  case  particularly  in  the  handling  of  the  1910  grape 
crop.  So  much  so,  that  the  management  of  the  George  West  & 
Son  winery,  which  handled  last  fall  the  largest  vintage  ever 
received  by  a  single  winery  in  the  United  State,  was  so  well 
pleased  with  the  railroad  accommodations  that  it  expressed  its 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  in  a  letter  addressed  to 
Division  Superintendent  Brennan.    This  says  in  part : 

We  have  absolutely  no  claim  to  make  against  the  Southern 
Pacific  in  loss  or  damage  in  transit  for  the  entire  season.  In 
the  middle  of  the  season  there  was  about  two  weeks  we  were 
kept  guessing.  During  one  single  day  of  24  hours  we  received 
from  all  lines  59  carloads  of  grapes,  aggregating  about  1100 
tons,  and  were  it  not  for  the  prompt  SAvitching  service  granted 
by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  we  would  have  certainly 
come  to  a  standstill.  The  total  number  of  cars  of  grapes  re- 
ceived at  El  Pinal  was  as  follows : 

From  the  Southern  Pacific,  688  cars.  From  the  Central  Cali- 
fornia Traction  Company,  223  cars.  From  the  Stockton  Ter- 
minal &  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  33  cars.  From  the  Santa 
Fe,  44  cars.    From  the  Western  Pacific,  19  cars. 

All  of  the  cars  of  the  Western  Pacific  and  a  larger  part  of 
the  Santa  Fe  came  into  El  Pinal  over  the  Southern  Pacific

IF  the  members  of  the  1911  Legislature  have  nothing  else  to 
their  credit,  as  far  as  the  liquor  trade  is  concerned,  they 
certainly  deserve  praise  for  passing  a  bill  making  it  a  felony 
to  run  a  blind  pig.  The  Senate  by  a  vote  of  21  to  8  changed  the 
offense  of  selling  liquors  w'ithout  a  license  from  a  misdemeanor 
to  a  felony.  Saloonmen  in  this  city  as  a  rule,  not  only  pay  for 
the  necessary  licenses,  but  spend  a  great  deal  of  money  in  keep- 
ing their  establishments  clean,  sanitary  and  attractive.  As  law- 
abiding  citizens  they  deserve  protection,  and  the  bill  in  question 
is  a  matter  of  simple  justice  as  far  as  they  are  concerned,  and 
also  a  much  needed  protection  to  the  general  public. 


Manager  John  Hagan  of  the  Humboldt  Brewing  Company, 
doing  business  in  Eureka,  states  that  it  is  decided  to  erect  a 
handsome  three-story  oflice  building  upon  a  part  of  the  com- 
pany's property  on  First  street,  in  that  city,  now  occupied  by 
an  old  building  formerly  containing  a  steam  beer  plant. 


RECENTLY  the  Pacific  Northwest  Brewmasters'  Association 
held  a  banquet  in  Seattle,  Washington,  attended  by  200 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  guests  being  all  connected  with  the 
association.  Jacob  Schaefer  presided  and  speeches  were  made 
by  C.  W.  Loomis,  who  declared  that  the  time  was  near  at  hand 
when  beer  would  displace  stronger  drink ;  C.  L.  Beckman,  Alvin 
Hemrich,  Otto  Drumm  of  Tacoma,  Paul  Lassig  of  Everett, 
Albin  Otto,  Paul  Schultz  of  Vancouver,  Louis  J.  Vettermau  of 
Spokane,  E.  Heinrich  of  Tacoma,  Franz  Berg  and  others.  - 

E.  Heinrich  of  Tacoma,  chemist  for  the  Seattle  Brewing  and 
Malting  Company,  eloquently  urged  the  cessation  of  the  agita 
tion  against  the  sale  of  beer,  because  of  that  liquor's  influence  in 
holding  the  consumption  of  stronger  liquors  in  abeyance.  He 
traced  the  history  of  brewing  for  the  past  century,  declared  that 
it  was  now  conducted  scientifically,  and  that  the  food  value  (rf 
beer  should  be  considered  in  the  daily  economics  of  the  people. 
He  said  in  part : 

"Misinformed  persons  have  beeij  in  conflict  with  the  facts,  for 
fermented  and  malted  liquor  is  the  one  thing  that  can  keep  a 
community  from  running  riot.  Restrictions  put  upon  its  sale 
and  manufacture  only  increase  the  sale  of  distilled  liquors  and 
does  not  benefit  the  community." 

At  the  business  meeting  of  the  association  previous  to  the 
banquet  the  following  officers  were  elected:  President,  John 
Miller;  vice-president,  E.  Otto;  secretarj^,  John  Hemrich;  trea.s- 
H.  Beckman.

DOWN  at  Bakersfield  the  people,  press  and  courts  arc 
heartily  sick  of  the  "blind-pig''  question,  and  withoiit  wait- 
ing for  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  making  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors  a  felony,  to  become  law  are  giving  the  blind 
pigites  severe  punishment.  Justice  Flournoy  recently  sen- 
tenced John  T.  Roche,  found  guilty  of  selling  liquor  without 
a  license,  to  sixty  days  at  the  county  jail.  The  justice  stated 
that  he  believed  in  protecting  legitimate  business  interests  and 
inasmuch  as  a  saloonman  is  engaged  in  a  legitimate  business 
enterprise,  he  is  entitled  to  protection  from  the  proprietors  of 
blind-pigs.  I  believe  that  the  only  way  to  stop  such  traffic  is 
to  impose  jail  sentences  on  the  proprietors,  and  in  the  future 
every  man  who  is  convicted  on  such  a  charge  in  my  court  will 
serve  a  term  in  jail  without  the  privilege  of  paying  the  cash 
alternative."

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DRY  WINES : — IMarch  proved  to  be  a  really  good  month  in 
the  California  wine  trade,  even  better  than  was  antici- 
ipated.  The  reports  from  the  various  sections  of  the  country 
2;ive  good  promise  that  the  demand  will  continue,  barring  the 
dropping  off  during  the  hot  season  in  the  east. 

The  local  option  law  which  was  passed  at  the  recent  session 
iOf  the  Legislature,  providing  for  the  supervisorial  district,  has 
'at  this  writing  not  been  signed  hy  the  Governor,  but  viewing  tlie 
situation  from  a  political  standpoint,  it  seems  politically  logical 
that  Governor  Johnson  will  approve  the  bill.  At  the  same  time, 
it  should  be  remembered  that  prior  to  his  election.  .Mr.  John.son 
assured  close  personal  friends  in  the  wine  industry  that  he 
would  never  do  anything  officially  to  injure  tliat  industry,  be- 
cause he  appreciated  its  great  value  to  the  people  of  California. 
We  will  now  see  whether  or  not  Governor  Johnson  regards  this 
local  option  law  as  a  menace  or  otherwise  to  the  vast  wine  in- 
ilustry  of  this  State. 

Exports  of  wines  by  sea  during  the  month  ending  March  20th 
were  of  unusually  good  volume.  The  totals  were  1010  cases  and 
1,384,418  gallons,  valued  at  $445,107.  Imports  of  wine  totaled 
1619  cases  8  barrels  33  casks  2  kegs  and  1  butt. 


SWEET  WINE : — Trade  in  sweet  wines  is  moving  along  in 
harmony  with  the  dry  wine  situation.  The  Fourth  District 
was  the  only  one  producing  wine  in  February.  The  total  was

WHISKY: — The  whisky  trade,  with  the  exception  of  the 
local  field,  has  been  quite  satisfactory  throughout  the 
Coast.  This,  notwithstanding  the  recent  advances  in  matured 
goods.  The  Northwest  has  given  a  particularly  good  account 
of  itself  and  the  return  of  dry  territory  to  wet  has  aided  much 
in  bringing  up  the  volume  of  business  to  a  more  satisfactory 
basis.  The  dilatoriousness  of  the  Panama  Pacific  Exposition 
people  in  selecting  the  site  for  the  Exposition,  is  undoubtedly 
rgely  responsible  for  the  unnatural  slackness  in  business  of 

kinds  in  San  Francisco. 
It  goes  without  saying  that  the  announcement  of  the  locaticm 
the  big  show  would  start  an  endless  line  of  enterprises  and 
loose  great  volumes  of  money  that  are  now  in  savings  banks 
T  .safe  deposit  vaults.     It  is  probable  that  the  committee's  an- 
uncement  will  not  be  made  before  the  latter  part  of  May. 
Exports  by  sea  were  of  fairly  good  volume,  the  totals  being 
12  cases,  4936  gallons,  valued  at  $35,126. 
Imports  by  sea  were  4671  cases,  289  barrels,  23  octaves,  1 
k,  1  hogshead  and  2  kegs.    The  principal  import  of  gins  was 
'526  cases- 
Miscellaneous  exports  were  of  small  volume,  the  value  being 
15724.

BEER : — The  weather  has,  the  latter  part  of  the  month  done 
much  in  behalf  of  the  brewer,  and  the  thirsty  .soul  who 
craves  the  rich  brown  bock,  can  now  gratify  his  craving.  The 
beer  men  look  for  a  very  prosperous  season  this  year  as  well  as 
for  other  years  to  come. 

Imports  by  sea  domestic  and  foreign  combined  totaled  2328 
cases,  1200  hogsheads,  509  barrels,  756  half  barrels,  680  quarter 
barrels  and  28  casks. 


It  would  appear  from  the  following  dispatch  that,  besides 
suffering  from  three  bad  seasons  in  succession,  the  last  of  which 
was  almost  a  total  loss,  the  viticultural  industry  in  France  is 
diminishing  in  a  .serious  degree.  The  dispatch  says:  "Wine 
culture  has  been  steadily  decreasing  in  France.  Last  year  that 
republic  imported  164,260,906  gallons  of  Avine.  Large  tracts 
of  vineyards  have  been  abandoned  since  1875.

California  to  Try  Local  Option 


THE  thirty-ninth  session  of  the  Legislature,  which  came  to  a 
close  on  March  28th,  will  long  be  remembered  by  the  liquor 
interests  of  California.  It  resulted  in  the  passage  of  the  Wyllie 
Local  Option  Bill,  after  it  had  been  amended  somewhat  within 
reason,  and  while  it  will  not  work  any  great  hardship  to  the 
wine  industry,  it  paves  the  way  for  further  legislation  along 
th(?se  lines,  which  may  prove  eventually  dangerous  and  de- 
structive. 

The  history  of  this  bill,  introduced  on  January  Oth,  is  indeed 
interesting.  Originally  it  called  for  county  option  and  early 
in  the  session  passed  the  Assembly  with  one  slight  amendment 
by  an  overwhelming  vote  of  55  to  21.  In  the  Tapper  House, 
however,  on  February  20th,  it  was  practically  riddled  to  pieces, 
the  Senate,  by  a  vote  of  23  to  17,  changing  the  unit  to  the 
township  and  adding  a  series  of  amendments  that  were  drafted 
by  Senator  L.  T.  Juilliard  of  Santa  Rosa,  and  were  intended  to 
protect  the  wine,  barley  and  hop  industries  of  the  State. 

When  the  newly  amended  option  bill  was  sent  back  to  the 
Assembly,  it  wa.s  promptly  turned  down,  and  then  a  joint  com- 
mittee of  both  houses  tried  to  redraft  the  bill  .so  that  it  would  be 
satisfactory  to  all  sides.  Rut  it  only  took  a  few  hours  to  con- 
vince the  six  members  of  the  committee  that  they  could  not 
agree,  so  they  sent  in  a  report  to  that  effect  and  the  bill  «as 
promptly  turned  over  to  a  Free  Conference  Committee. 

The  selection  of  tliis  coramitttee  on  iliirch  9th  resulted  in  a 
bitter  row,  into  which  a  dozen  SiMiatoi-s  pivrii)itated  themst'lves. 
Senator  Juilliard  attempted  to  secure  the  naming  of  a  Senate 
committee  which  would  have  a  nuijority  of  its  members  chosen 
from  among  those  in  in  the  Upper  House  who  voted  with  the 
majority  Avhen  the  county  unit  plan  in  the  bill,  as  it  came  from 
the  Assembly,  Avas  changed  to  the  township  unit. 

In  refusing  to  accede  to  Juilliard's  request,  Lieutetnaiit-Gov- 
ernor  Wallace  made  an  extended  statement,  in  Avhich  he  de- 
clare<l  that  the  liquor  interests  had  oppo.sed  him  in  tlie  cam- 
paign, distributed  literature  telling  of  his  principles  in  the  mat- 
ter of  liquor,  and  had  failed  thereby  to  defeat  him. 

"The  saloon  men  let  the  issue  be  known,  and  the  issue  in  the 
campaign  is  the  issue  before  us  now — the  liquor  (piestiim," 
Wallace  said.  "When  the  people  of  California  disregarded  tlie 
saloon  men  and  voted  for  me,  I  belieive  they  showed  where  they 
stand  in  this  matter.  I  feel  that  they  would  have  me  represent 
them  here  with  the  principles  for  which  they  cast  tlieir  ballots." 

Mr.  Wallace  was  evidently  in  a  very  different  frame  of  mind 
than  when  he  inferred,  in  a  letter  to  the  Wine  and  Si-iurr  Re- 
view, dated  December  22,  1910,  before  the  session  began,  that 
if  a  local  option  bill  was  introduced,  he  would  let  it  go  on  its 


merits  and  not  adopt  an  antagonistic  attitude.  He  claimed  also 
that  he  would  not  be  the  "father"  of  a  local  option  bill.  Events 
liave  proved  tliat  his  real  role  was  that  of  "wet  nurse,"  for  li;ul 
he  not  packed  the  committees,  and  used  his  influence  to  pu.sh 
through  an  option  bill  of  some  kind  to  "make  good*'  with  the 
public,  the  chances  are  the  Wyllie  L(!i-al  Option  offs])ring  would 
have  died  before  it  was  many  weeks  old. 

Realizing  the  danger  in  the  final  crisis,  Wallace  appointed 
John  \>'.  Stetson,  of  the  township  majority  in  the  Senate,  and 
Newton  W.  Thompson  and  iliguel  Estudillo,  of  the  county  unit 
minority,  as  the  Senate  Conference  Committee.  The  Assembly, 
named  by  Senator  Hewitt,  Avho  also  favored  local  option,  was 
composed  of  Rosendale,  of  the  township  unit  minority  in  tlie 
Assembly,  and  Cronin  and  Randall,  of  the  county  unit  ma- 
jority. Thus,  Avhen  the  committee  met  on  ^March  13th,  there 
were  four  who  voted  for  the  county  unit  plan  and  two  for  the 
township  unit. 

A\'hen  they  found  that  Stetson  and  Rosendale  were  determined 
on  the  toAvnship  unit,  the  other  four  members  sent  in  a  report 
suggesting  as  a  compromise  that  the  supervisorial  district  be 
the  option  unit.  A-t  the  same  time,  they  Aviped  out  most  of  tlie 
Juilliard  amendments,  especially  the  one  permitting  restau- 
rants, hotels  and  cafes  to  sei*ve  Avine  Avith  meals.  Sections  1(1 
and  l7,  however,  differ  considerably  from  the  original  A\'yl]ie 
Local  Option  Bill,  and  show  that  the  fight  of  Juilliard  for  tiie 
Avinemakers  and  grapegroAvers  Avas  productive  of  some  good 
results.  They  are  considerably  amended  and  now  read  as  fol- 
loAvs : 

"Sec.  16.  The  keeping  of  alcoholic  liquors  in  cellars,  AauUs 
or  Avarehouses,  receiving  orders  at  such  cellars,  vaults  or  Avare- 
houses  for  said  liquors,  and  the  shi])ping  of  the  .same  therefrom; 
l)rovided  said  liquors  are  not  distributed  to  any  person  or  place 
■n  no-license  teri-itory  within  the  county  of  which  such  cellars, 
vaults  or  Avarehouses  are  located,  except  Avhen  delivered  to  a 
common  carrier  for  shipment  to  a  place  outside  of  said  no- 
license  territory. 

"Sec.  17.  The  keeping  of  alcoholic  liquors  on  the  ])remises 
wJiere  manufactured,  receiving  orders  at  said  premises  for  sncii 
liciuors,  and  the  shipping  of  the  same  from  such  premises;  i)ro- 
vided  said  liiiuors  are  not  distributed  or  deliA-ered  in  no-license 
territory  within  the  county  in  Avhich  such  premises  are  located 
in  (luantities  of  less  than  tAvo  gallons,  and  are  not  delivered  to 
any  places  or  place  in  such  territory  within  said  county  except 
as  folloAvs:  (a)  to  a  common  carrier  for  shipment  to  a  place 
outside  of  said  no-license  territory;  (b)  to  other  manufacturers 
of  alcoholic  liquors  at  the  premises  Avhere  they  manufacture 
siu-h  lifjuors;  (c)  to  cellars,  vaults  or  warehouses  Avhere  such 
liquor.s  are  stored  or  distributwl  as  provided  in  the  sixth  para- 
graph of  this  section;  (d)  to  any  person  at  his  or  her  permanent 
residence;  (e)  to  registered  pharmacists  at  their  places  of  busi- 
ness." 

The  Assembly,  on  March  15th,  by  a  vote  of  51  to  21,  adopted 
the  supervisorial  unit  and  other  amendments  suggested  by  the 
Free  Conference  Committee,  and  when  the  bill  Avas  considered 
in  the  Senate  the  folloAving  day,  it  passed  bv  a  decisive  A^ote  of 
28  to  12.

IN  June,  the  Native  Sons  of  the  Golden  West  are  to  hold  an- 
other convention,  when,  it  is  said,  steps  will  be  taken  to  re- 
scind the  rule  forbidding  the  members  to  use  any  wines  or  beer 
in  their  parlors  when  they  have  their  jinks,  smokers,  banquets 
( >r  other  entertainments.  The  moral  effect  of  this  absurd  rule  is 
great,  for  it  casts  an  undeserved  slur  on  our  viticultural  and 
hop  industries  and  enables  Easterners  to  argue  "If  your  oAvn 
Xative  Sons  do  not  serve  California  wines  on  festive  occasions, 
liow  can  we  be  expected  to  use  them?" 

Two  years  ago,  in  Marysville,  an  attempt  was  made  to  wipe 
out  this  mistake,  but  the  matter  came  up  so  unexpectedly  that 
those  who  favored  granting  permission  to  the  members  to  use 
wine  in  the  parlors  of  the  Native  Sons  were  unprepared  and 
unorganized,  and  as  the  President  was  a  confirmed  Prohibition- 
ist and  looked  upon  wine  as  "the  breath  of  hell,"  the  matter  was 
decided  adverselj^  and  the  wine  men  were  given  another  slap  in 
the  face. 

It  was  about  this  time  that  they  began  to  awaken  to  the  fact 
that  even  though  their  product  was  not  wanted  in  the  N.  S. 
G.  W.  parlors,  their  financial  assistance  was  very  welcome. 
There  are  a  great  many  parlors  in  the  State  and  they  are  con- 
stantly doing  things  that  need  coin.  The  first  people  to  whom 
they  go  for  contributions  are  always  the  wine  men,  whose  purse 
they  seem  to  look  upon  as  bottomless.  Heretofore  the  response 
has  alAvays  been  generous  and  so  it  was  a  great  surprise  \\hen 
they  suddenly  found  the  people  interested  in  California's  great 
wine  industry  irresponsive  to  their  appeals  for  advertisements, 
funds  to  make  up  various  deficits,  etc. 

A  great  light  began  to  dawn  upon  them.  They  realized  they 
were  hurting  an  industry  in  which  over  |150,000,6oO  is  invested  ; 
they  saw  the  ridiculous  side  of  tlieir  ruling  which  banished 
wine  from  their  parlors,  but  allowed  them  to  use  it  anywhere 
else;  above  all,  they  missed  the  liberal  financial  contributions. 
As  a  result,  they  are  now  planning  to  change  the  order  of  things 
and  reinstate  themselves  in  the  good  graces  of  the  wine  men. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  latter  will  remain  firm  and  refuse 
to  contribute  another  cent  to  the  Native  Sons  of  the  (Golden 
West  until  they  have  rescinded  their  objectionable  ruling.  The 
quickest  wi\\  to  accomplish  this  is  to  turn  them  down  cold  every 
time  they  ask  for  help,  impressing  upon  them  forcibly  the  fact 
that  tliey  must  boost  California  wines  if  they  expect  any  future 
favors. 


Who  Will  Build  "Hades"  for  1915? 


1 N  the  San  Francisco  Call  of  March  11th,  an  elaborate  drawing 
1  was  shown  picturing  "the  first  structure  actually  planned 
for  erection  on  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  grounds."  The 
front  of  the  building  was  most  ornate,  with  fountains  and  statu- 
ary adorning  the  approach,  or  what  was  designated  as  "The 
Primrose  Path,"  leading  to  the  depths  of  "Hades,"  as  the  main 
portion  of  the  building  will  be  known.  It  will  extend  back  into 
an  imitation  mountain  and  the  different  caverns  will  be  devoted 
to  dining  rooms,  buffets  and  a  large  cafe  or  banquet  hall.  "The 
waiters,"  we  are  told,  "will  be  garbed  as  devils,  and  the  scenic 
effects  will  inyolve  the  use  of  the  most  modern  stage  mechan- 
isms." The  further  announcement  was  made  that  the  building 
wa^  to  be  erected  at  a  cost  of  "|50,000"  by  a  "large  wine  con- 
cern." 

While  the  Call  is  to  be  complimented  on  its  enterprise  in 
showing  its  anxious  readers  what  the  "first  structure  planned 
for  erection  on  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  grounds"  Avill 
look  like,  we  very  much  fear  that  it  has  been  passed  an  adver- 
tismg  "lemon,"  for  we  doubt  if  any  California  wine  concern  will 
spend  150,000  on  such  a  project.  Right  now,  we  are  making 
strenuous  efforts  to  convince  our  Legislature  that  the  viticuf- 


tural  interests  of  this  State  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  vul- 
garity and  objectionable  atmosphere  which  surrounds  the  re- 
sorts which  have  led  to  much  of  the  radical  legislation  at  this 
session,  and  the  appearance  of  this  "scoop"  in  the  Call  was  most 
inopportune.    News  items  like  this  will  not  help  matters. 

The  winemen  of  California  should  frown  upon  such  an  enter- 
prise. We  want  cafes,  plenty  of  them,  but  prefer  the  tenderloin 
atmosphere  cut  out.  For  if  we  cannot  popularize  our  wines  on 
their  merits,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  hundreds  of  choice 
dishes  that  can  be  evolved  from  California  products,  our  wine- 
men  ought  to  confine  themselves  to  a  Viticultural  Palace  where 
their  goods  may  be  shown  in  a  dignified  way.  This  "Hades" 
scheme  will  certainly  give  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  and  Anti-Saloon 
League  further  ammunition  to  "knock"  the  winemen  and  preju- 
dice the  public  against  our  viticultural  interests. 


Lodi  Grape  MenTAre  Very  Hopeful 


LODI  (San  Joaquin  County),  March  16. — From  authorita- 
tive sources  and  weather  conditions  the  present  outlook  for 
the  growers  of  the  section  is  the  brightest  in  years.  Grape  men 
especially  are  very  hopeful  of  this  season's  yield  and  unless 
something  unforeseen  happens  over  1000  more  carloads  of 
grapes  will  be  shipped  this  year  than  last.  At  present  the  vine- 
yardists  are  plowing  and  getting  the  soil  in  shape,  this  work 
having  been  retarded  on  account  of  the  heavy  rains. 

It  is  stated  that  the  proposed  treaty  with  Canada  will  admit 
California  grapes  free  of  duty  into  Canada  and  that  will  take 
exactly  50  cents  a  crate  off  the  present  cost  of  laying  down 
Northern  California  grapes  in  Toronto.  At  that  rate  the  Tokays 
could  be  profitably  marketed  throughout  Canada. — Sacramento 
lice. 


WE  are  glad  to  learn  that  a  considerably  larger  acreage 
than  usual  of  new  vines  is  being  planted  in  the  fertile 
Livermore  Valley  this  year.  The  stock  is  all  resistant,  and  most 
of  it  is  a  new  variety  to  this  country,  imported  from  Southern 
France.-  It  is  believed  to  be  especially  adapted  to  the  soil  and 
climate  of  that  locality.  The  new  grape  is  said  to  be  rich  in 
juice  and  excellent  for  wine  purposes.  The  growers  expect  to 
make  a  wine  from  it  that  will  excel  even  the  wine  of  the  same 
grape  in  France,  and  hope  to  export  a  portion  of  their  product 
to  Paris. 

The  Sauterne  varieties  predominate,  and  the  acreage  planted 
is  according  to  the  local  press  to  be,  as  far  as  obtainable,  as 
follows :  Theo.

*■  met  during  the  present  month,  and  elected  the  following 
officers  and  directors  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year :  R.  F.  Green, 
president;  Fred  Figge,  vice-president;  directors,,  Clark  Snyde, 
R.  M.  Lockie  and  Carl  Fenner.  The  annual  report  showed  the 
winery  to  be  in  a  very  prosperous  condition  and  entirely  out  of 
debt.  The  plant  and  real  estate  was  shown  to  be  worth  |27,000 
after  liberal  reductions  for  wear  and  tear,  etc. 

This  is  the  winery's  third  season,  and  although  at  the  opening 
of  the  first  season  the  books  showed  a  debt  of  f  18,000,  when  the 
bills  for  the  sale  of  brandy  are  collected  the  winery  will  be  out 
of  debt  and  have  a  clean  slate.  The  members  are  therefore 
jubilant,  for  they  have  splendid  prospects  of  good  seasons  ahead, 
as  the  wine  outlook  has  not  been  better  for  years  than  it  is  at 
the  present  time. 


SO- 
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Modern  License  Law  in  Indiana 


THOMAS  R.  MARSHALL,  Governor  of  Indiana  and  probable 
candidate  for  the  Democratic  nomination  for  President  of 
the  Ilnited  States,  on  March  7th  gave  to  a  representative  of  the 
National  Model  License  League  the  following  authoritative  and 
emphatic  statement  of  his  position  on  the  liquor  question : 

"To  begin  Avith,  let  it  be  understood  that  I  am  not  a  saloon 
man. 

"I  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  local  self-government,  which  in 
Indiana  I  have  construed  to  mean  the  city  and  the  township  as 
units,  rather  than  the  larger  units. 

"I  have  serious  doubts  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  enforcement 
of  any  prohibitory  law  until  the  sentiment  of  a  community  rises 
to  the  degree  that  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  that  com- 
munity is  frowned  upon.  I  believe  that  the  city  and  the  town- 
ship have  the  right  to  outlaw  the  saloon. 

"Upon  the  other  hand,  I  do  not  believe  from  the  viewpoint  of 
constitutional  government,  that  I  have  any  right  to  compel  any 
one  to  adapt  his  mode  of  life  to  my  mode  of  life. 

"I  have,  therefoi'e,  felt  that  until  people  come  to  believe  that 
the  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  detrimental,  not  only 
tx)  the  individual  citizen,  but  to  the  State  at  large,  that  in-  all 
those  communities  where  a  majority  of  the  people  do  not  Avant 
the  saloon  excluded,  it  should  be  strictly  regulated.  In  other 
words,  I  believe  that  where  people  will  drink,  it  is  infinitely 
better  to  have  them  obtain  liquors  openly  at  licensed  saloons 
rather  than  in  dark  and  surreptitious  ways  at  illegal  places. 
I  have,  therefore,  been  much  imjjressed  with  the  regulatory 
features  of  the  Proctor  regulation  laAv  Avhich  I,  as  Governor  of 
this  State,  have  just  approved. 

"This  law  divorces  the  brewery  from  the  saloon.  I  believe 
that  the  brewery-owned  saloon  is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  irri- 
tation upon  the  part  of  the  people. 

"This  law  fixes  a  limitation  of  one  saloon  for  not  less  than  five 
hundred  inhabitants  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  at  its 
first  session,  may  raise  the  limitation  to  one  to  one  tliousand. 

"The  license  fee  is  ample  but  not  exorbitant. 

"I  do  not  believe  it  is  so  much  the  question  of  the  size  of  the 
fee  as  the  character  of  the  licensee,  which  determines  the  con- 
duct of  the  saloon.    Conviction  of  a  felony  is  a  bar  to  the  grant- 


ing of  a  license.  Any  one  twice  convicted  Avithin  four  years  of 
violation  of  the  liquor  laAVS,  or  convicted  of  five  violations  in  his 
life  can  not  secure  a  license.  This  Avill  eliminate  from  the  busi- 
ness many  undesirable  men.  A  license  may  be  revoked  or  sus- 
pended for  allowing  immoral  Avomen  to  frequent  the  place,  and 
for  gambling,  and  must  be  revoked  upon  the  holder's  third  con- 
viction of  violation  of  the  liquor  Laws.  The  remonstrance  laAVS 
of  Indiana  are  preserved  and  strengthened. 

"I  was  opposed  to  the  transfer  of  the  license  in  the  beginning, 
but  now  I  believe  that  the  transfer  is  the  best  rcAvard  that  can 
be  hung  up  before  a  saloon  keeper  to  induce  him  to  obey  the  laAv, 
and  the  fact  that  the  license  is  renewable  from  time  to  time,  so 
long  as  the  man  obeys  the  laAv,  is  a  very  potent  factor  in  elimi- 
nating the  saloon  from  politics. 

"The  most  serious  feature  from  the  standpoint  of  thi'  State 
(and  I  hope  people  Avill  distinguish  between  the  standixiint  of 
the  State  and  the  standpoint  of  the  church)  is  that  the  saloon 
keeper  has  been  in  politics.  I  believe  he  has  been  in  politics 
because  it  has  been  necessary  that  he  might  obtain  and  retain 
his  license. 

"Therefore,  this  legislation,  Avhich  now  enables  him  to  renew 
and  transfer  his  license,  so  long  as  he  is  a  laAV-abidiug  citizen, 
takes  him  out  of  politics. 

'There  are  many  other  admirable  features  in  this  regulatory 
measure  and  I  hope  and  belie\'e  its  adoption  by  the  general 
Assembly  will  result  in  such  a  careful  management  of  the  saloon 
business  as  to  take  it  entirely  out  of  politics  and  bring  about 
good  oi'der  and  absolute  obedience  to  law." 


On  the  morning  of  March  10th  tlie  Russ  building,  on  the  wc.-^t 
side  of  Jlontgomery  street,  extending  between  Bush  and  Pine 
streets,  was  partially  destroyed  by  fire,  and  an  injury  inflicted 
to  the  amount  of  nearly  |100,000.  The  damage  to  the  building 
is  confined  to  tlie  northwest  corner  and  rated  at  $15,000.  A 
number  of  stores,  real  estate  offices  and  a  cafe  Avere  practically 
gutted.  The  Russ  Saloon,  belonging  to  Seymour  Kora,  was  the 
greatest  sufferer  by  the  fire,  and  ^Mr.  Korn  estimates  his  damages 
at  118.000,  with  less  than  |5000  insurance.  To  this  must  be 
added  loss  of  business  during  the  time  the  saloon  remains  closed, 
for  the  Russ  Avas  extremely  popular  and  doing  a  large  business. 
Proprietor  Korn  has  the  sympathy  of  his  many  friends,  and 
many  inquiries  are  being  made  as  to  the  date  of  the  reopening. 
Tlie  fire  is  attributed  to  a  cigarette  carelesslv  tossed  aside. 


What  was  once  the  thriving  little  city  of  Parker,  Arizona,  lias 
gone  dr^'  and  like  other  foolish  communities  will  noAV  have  to 
scrape  along  as  best  it  can  without  the  income  derived  from 
saloon  licenses.  The  di-ys  Avon  the  recent  election  by  45  votes 
to  36  for  personal  liberty  and  Avell  regulated  saloons.

San  Mateo  Prosperous  and  Beautiful 


PICKING  a  ifine  day,  which  was  a  somewhat  difficult  task  at 
the  beginning  of  March,  a  jolly  party  Avent  to  San  Mateo, 
partly  on  pleasure  and  partly  on  business  bent.  There  was 
W.  A.  Ross  of  W.  A.  Eoss  &  Brother,  of  New  York ;  John  Een- 
ner,  his  distributer  in  California ;  Arthur  Bering,  with  Francis 
Draz  &  Co.,  and  a  representative  of  The  Eeview. 

While  business  generally  was  found  quiet,  the  liquor  dealers 
of  this  bright  and  growing  city  were  found  fairly  satisfied  with 
the  outlook.  There  appeared  to  be  a  general  feeling  that  the 
future  of  the  district  depended  upon  annexation  with  this  city, 
and  as  far  as  could  be  judged  by  appearances,  a  movement  in 
that  direction  would  be  unanimously  endorsed.  W.  M.  Roberts, 
cashier  of  the  National  Bank  and  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  stated  he  had  just  returned  from  Sacramento  where  he 
had  been  doing  his  best  to  further  the  passage  of  the  bill  which 
would  confer  upon  the  city  and  count}'  of  San  Francisco  the 
power  of  expansion.  In  his  opinion  the  interests  of  all  the  San 
Mateoans  would  be  benefited  by  annexation  to  San  Francisco. 

A  visit  was  made  to  the  store  of  E.  Buchman  &  Company,  the 
leading  Avholesalers,  who  had  a  fine  showing  of  the  best  brands, 
including  Ross  &  Company's  Auk's  Head  Ale  and  Porter. 
Buchman  &  Company  are  also  distributers  for  Paul  Masson's 
champagne,  for  which,  together  with  many  other  first  class 
wines  and  liqtxors,  there  is  a  growing  demand  among  many  of 
the  wealthy  residents  of  the  surrounding  countrv.  In  fact  this 
wholesale  store  showed  that  any  reasonable  desire  could  be 
satisfied  without  going  away  from  home. 

The  following  retailers  received  a  visit:  Bree  &  Ross,  P. 
Thorsen.  H.  J.  Hippen,  Hugh  M.  Loughlin,  Bart  Theehan,  and 
Sabadin's  restaurant.  The  showing  made  by  the  saloons  vis- 
ited was  an  extremely  creditable  one,  which  spoke  well  not  only 
for  the  characters  of  the  retailers,  but  also  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. Altogether  San  Mateo  and  vicinity  is  not  only  a  lovely 
place  for  residence,  but  the  city  bears  every  indication  of  doing 
a  remunerative  trade  in  all  the  lines  of  business  usually  cov- 
ered by  cities  within  a  short  distance  of  a  metropolis. 


Another  handsome  saloon  has  been  opened  on  that  busy  block 
of  Market  street  lying  between  Ellis  and  Eddy  street.  Consid- 
ering the  number  of  saloons  already  there,  all  that  can  be  said 
is  that  the  Helbush  Company  Avas  extremely  lucky  in  obtaining 
a  license  in  this  very  choice  location.  "The  Relay"  runs  through 
the  neck  of  the  gore  formed  by  Market  and  Ellis  streets  and 
therefore  enjoys  the  advantage  of  drawing  transient  custom 
from  both.  The  main  feature  is  a  long  and  handsome  bar  of 
superb  wood  work,  backed  by  a  splendid  mirror  which  reflects 
the  entire  interior  of  the  saloon.  It  has  a  bright,  cheerful  ap- 
pearance, and  is  of  course  stocked  with  the  best  the  market 
affords  in  the  way  of  wines  and  liquors.  It  is  a  handsome,  quiet 
and  restful  resort,  which  with  its  conveniences  of  all  kinds, 
should  attract  large  custom,  and  prove  a  successful  business 
enterprise.  The  Helbush  firm  is  a  well  known  caterer  to  the 
public's  wants  in  the  liquor  line,  and  should  make  good  at  its 
new  stand. 


IT  has  taken  several  centuries  of  careful  and  costly  experi- 
ments to  produce  the  best  grades  of  champagne  wines  of 
Avhich  the  world  partakes  today.  Necessarily  the  first  improve- 
ments had  to  be  made  in  the  vines  producing  the  grapes  from 
which  the  wines  were  made.  Different  soils  and  climate  were 
tried,  and  noAV  of  all  the  world's  territory  only  a  comparatively 
small  area  of  land  in  sunny  France  is  capable  of  producing  the 
very  best  quality  of  champagne,  the  famous  international 
beverage  of  the  bon  vivant  and  connoisseur,  and  there  is  only 
one  variety  of  vine,  the  "Vert  dore,"  which  produces  the  grape 
from  which  the  most  perfect  wine  is  made.  Other  vari(>ties 
produce  larger  crops,  but  the  wine  made  from  them  is  lacking 
in  delicacy.  As  a  consequence  of  this  restriction  the  price  of 
the  best  champagne  Avine  is  twenty  or  thirty  times  greater  now 
than  it  AA-as  a  century  ago. 

The  most  Avidely  known  champagne,  Avhich  is  a  Aintage  Avine 
made  from  thoroughly  ripened  grapes,  and  to  Avhich  no  alcohol 
has  been  added  to  offset  acidity,  as  is  the  case  in  inferior  quali- 
ties, is  that  knoAvn  as  the  Due  de  ^lontebello  champagne.  It 
stands  Avithout  a  peer  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  the  Avorld's  most 
famous  Avines. — San  Francisco  Post. 


As  expected,  the  Santa  Rosa  City  Council  has  raised  saloon 
licenses  from  |60  to  |100  a  quarter,  grocers  selling  by  bottl" 
from  |10  to  150,  drug  stores  from  flO  to  |25,  and  restauraiitsi, 
hotels  and  cafes  from  $20  to  |40.  The  ncAV  ordinance  also  pro- 
hibits the  sale  of  wines,  beers,  porters  or  ales  in  the  latter  places 
between  the  hours  of  midnight  and  6  o'clock  in  the  morning.

His  example  is  now  being  followed  by  other  Avell 
knoAvn  English  gin  distillers,  who  are  at  present  supplying  the 
American  market  with  London  type  gins  made  in  New  York. 
Henry  Campe  &  Company  are  the  Pacific  Coast  agents  for  the 
products  of  the  London  Wine  &  Spirit  Company. 


RUDOLPH  DANNMEYER,  superintendent  of  the  CroAvn 
distilleries  Company  at  the  Haslett  Warehouse  Company's 
warehouse,  Avas  indicted  by  the  Federal  Grand  Jury,  and  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  month  gave  bail  in  $2000  for  his  appear- 
ance in  court. 

The  indictments  charge  that  he  removed,  Avith  intent  to  de- 
fraud the  government,  the  folloAving  quantities  of  spirits  from 
the  warehouse :  Count  No.  1,  586.6  gallons  of  alcohol ;  No.  2, 
77.61  gallons  alcohol ;  No.  3,  134.78  gallons  alcohol ;  No.  4,  331 
gallons  alcohol;  No.  5,  880  gallons  alcohol;  No.  6,  110  gallons 
gin;  No.  7,  149.40  gallons  alcohol;  No.  8,  90  gallons  alcohol; 
No.  9,  104,20  gallons  alcohol ;  No.  10,  100.5  gallons  rum. 


Munson  G.  Shaw,  of  Alex.  D.  Shaw  &  Co.,  New  York,  was  in 
the  city  during  the  month,  making  a  tour  of  the  Coast,  looking 
into  the  field  for  the  celebrated  brands  of  imported  Avines  and 
liquors  carried  by  his  house.

His  brother,  George  Carape, 
Avho  succeeded  him  as  the  general  manager  of  the  Avell  knoAvn 
liquor  firm  of  Henry  Campe  &  Company,  this  city,  has  a  thor- 
ough knoAvledge  of  the  business,  having  Avorked  his  way  np 
through  every  department,  and  the  managership  of  this  large 
concern  has  now  crowned  his  efforts  Avith  success.  He  states 
that  the  company  intend  extending  their  field  of  operations 
by  appointing  new  agents  and  taking  in  fresh  territory.

Oh,  Rats! 


At  Tacoma,  Washington,  a  special  election  was  held  this 
■**■  month,  to  pass  upon  the  merits  of  the  proposed  anti- 
treating  ordinance.  Out  of  a  vote  of  13,403,  8124  voted  in  favor 
of  it,  and  5279  against  it.  Henceforth  it  will  be  unlaAvful  to 
buy  a  friend  a  drink  in  any  saloon  in  the  city.  It  may  even 
be  unlaAvful  so  much  as  to  take  your  Avife  into  a  cafe  where 
liquors  are  sold  and  buy  her  a  glass  of  beer  or  a  glass  of  cham- 
pagne, unless  the  courts  shall  hold  that  a  man  and  his  Avife 
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Tacoma's  Anti=Treating  Law 


'TPHE  aiiti-treating  ordinance  passed  by  the  Tacoma  municipal 
1  commission  in  December  and  referred  to  the  voters  of  the 
city,  carried  on  March  21st  by  a  majority  of  over  2700  votes.  It 
was  the  first  referendum  election  in  Tacoma  under  the  new  city 
charter.  A  heavy  vote  was  cast  for  a  special  election,  about 
66  per  cent  of  the  total  registration  of  21,587  voters  casting 
ballots. 

The  "freak"  measure  is  called  "An  ordinance  to  regulate  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  city  of  Tacoma  by  the  prohi- 
bition of  treating  and  to  provide  a  penalty  for  the  violation 
thereof,"  and  reads  as  follows : 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  of  Tacoma: 

Section  1.  Every  licensed  saloon  in  the  city  of  Tacoma  shall 
be  conducted  on  the  plan  of  "No  Treating";  and  every  owner 
of  any  such  saloon  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  within  the  bar  of  such  saloon  a  white  placard  on  which 
shall  be  printed  in  black  letters  not  less  than  three  (3)  inches 
high,  the  words,  "No  Treating  Saloon." 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  of  any  licensed 
saloon  in  the  city  of  Tacoma,  or  any  agent,  servant  or  employe 
of  sflch  owner,  to  sell  any  intoxicating  liquor  to  any  person  to 
be  drank  on  the  premises  by  any  other  person,  or  to  deliver 
to  any  person,  other  than  the  one  buying  the  same,  any  intox- 
icating liquor  to  be  drank  on  the  premises. 

Sec.  3.  Every  owner  or  any  agent,  servant  or  employe  of 
such  owner,  of  a  licensed  saloon  in  the  city  of  Tacoma  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  flOO. 

In  the  election  women  displayed  an  active  interest.  Many 
said  they  had  voted  against  the  ordinance  because  they  regarded 
it  as  a  political  scheme  rather  than  a  sincere  desire  to  better 
conditions.  Some  of  them  were  much  displeased  to  learn  that 
it  had  carried  by  the  majority  it  received. 

Among  others  who  are  puzzled  as  a  result  of  the  anti-treating 
law  are  the  cafe  keepers.  Will  it  apply  to  dinner  parties?  is  a 
question  they  are  asking.  They  want  to  know  if  they  will  be 
guilty  of  violating  the  law  if  they  sell  a  party  of  diners  a  bottle 
of  wine.  If  such  an  action  is  construed  as  a  violation,  it  has 
been  suggested  that  the  diners  can  still  have  their  wine  by 
contributing  equally  to  the  purchase. 


Will  the  serving  of  wine  or  other  liquors  at  a  banquet  be  a 
law  violation?  is  another  general  interrogation.  Altogether 
the  new  ordinance  apparently  has  furnished  material  for  much 
debate. 

Whether  it  will  or  can  be  enforced  remains  to  be  seen.  Van- 
couver passed  a  similar  ordinance  some  time  ago  and  repealed 
it  three  months  afterward  on  the  ground  that  it  had  failed 
utterly  to  accomplish  the  reform  intended.  The  measure  was 
considered  a  freak  in  Vancouver  and  the  ordinance  indorsed 
in  Tacoma  has  been  widely  commented  on  in  the  press  of  the 
country  as  a  freak.  However,  many  citizens  evidently  be- 
lieved that  there  was  merit  in  it  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they 
will  not  be  disappointed  in  their  expectations. 


Mexican  "Comiteca"  Liquor 


COMITECA"  is  the  name  given  to  a  spirituous  liquor 
manufactured  in  Comitan,  State  of  Chiapas,  Mexico; 
it  is  an  exclusively  local  product,  since  in  no  other  part  of  the 
country  is  anything  similar  produced ;  the  species  of  magney 
or  agave  from  which  it  is  distilled  thrives  only  within  a  radius 
of  10  or  12  miles,  outside  of  which  the  agave  plants  have,  it 
is  true,  certain  alcoholic  properties,  but  in  comparison  little 
adapted  to  the  distillation  of  this  class  of  liquor. 

Its  specific  properties  are  known  only  in  a  few  States  of  this 
Republic  and  in  Guatemala,  as  yet  the  only  foreign  market 
in  which  it  has  been  introduced,  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  con- 
veyance facilities,  this  being  also  the  reason  the  manufacture 
of  "comiteca"  has  not  grown  in  proportion  to  the  inquiry  from 
other  parts  of  the  country. 

The  liquor  is  distilled  from  "pulque,"  a  beverage  brewed  from 
the  sap  of  the  maguey  peculiar  to  Comitan,  and  which,  as  has 
previously  been  said,  deteriorates  if  transplanted  or  soavu  else- 
Avhere.  To  pulque  is  added  a  certain  proportion  of  "naocha" 
(coarse  dark  sugar)  ;  then,  for  the  sake  of  the  tannin,  the  inner 
bark  of  a  species  of  oak,  styled  in  the  native  Indian  dialect 
"pajulul,"  and  last,  distilled  water.  It  is  the  maguey  plant 
from  which  the  liquor  is  extracted  which  gives  to  the  "comiteca" 
the  especial  flavor  and  aroma.— From  Consul  Albert  W.  Brick- 
wood,  Jr.,  Tapachula.

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Malaga  Wine: 
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Worfc  and  Management    j#j 
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THIS  wine  is  the  produce  of  tlie  rich  grapes  of  that  district 
of  Spain  of  which  the  ancient  and  historic  city  of  Malaga 
is  the  capital.  It  is  amongst  the  richest  of  all  white  wines — 
fragrant  in  vinosity,  very  heavy  and  dark  in  color,  sweet,  and,  so 
far  as  general  taste  is  concerned,  unfit  for  beverage,  except  as 
a  liquer.  In  this  country,  it  is  considerably  used  to  give  body  to 
thin  sherry,  whilst  as  a  sacramental  wine  it  has  a  large  con- 
sumption in  Ireland  and  amongst  the  Catholic  clergy  in  Eng- 
land. Some  of  it,  too,  finds  its  way  into  whisky  blends  for  mel- 
lowing purposes.  It  has  been  called  a  "lady's  wine,"  because  of 
its  sweetness  and  generosity,  but  wine  merchants'  experience 
shows  that  ladies  of  the  present  day  prefer  something  rather 
different.  Old-in-bottle  Malaga  is  not  in  much  demand  from  the 
ordinary  wine  merchant's  stock,  except  for  the  limited  pur- 
poses already  referred  to. 

In  no  other  country  in  the  world  is  the  subject  of  viticulture 
so  well  understood  or  the  commerce  in  wines  so  satisfactorily 
conducted  as  in  France,  and  this  remark  applies  more  to  claret, 
perhaps,  than  to  any  other  of  the  wines  of  that  country.  The 
vineyards  in  the  Gironde  are  large,  owned,  as  a  rule,  by  wealthy 
men,  and  managed  on  the  most  improved  principles.  Reference 
has  already  been  made  to  the  grading  of  clarets  by  "growths," 
as  well  as  by  vintage,  and  the  leading  vineyards — yielding  "first- 
growth  wines"  have  already  been  mentioned.  These  vineyards 
do  not,  however,  by  any  means  exhaust  the  list  of  those  of  great 
extent,  and  producing  magnificent  wines. 

The  fixing  of  a  vintage  wine  in  the  case  of  claret  is  more  diffi- 
cult than  in  the  case  of  other  wines,  as,  owing  to  its  delicacy 
and  comparative  instability,  its  capability  for  subsetjuent  devel- 
opment is  more  uncertain  when  appraised  in  its  early  stage. 

Apart  from  the  classified  wines,  there  are  the  well-known 
types  of  St.  Julien,  St.  Estephe,  St.  Emilion,  etc.,  usually  so 
called  from  the  name  of  the  parish  in  which  the  vineyard  is  situ- 
ated. These  are  the  types  generally  imported  in  cask  and  bot- 
tled on  this  side. 

As  the  besetting  evil  of  claret  is  its  acrid  sediment,  it  is  ad- 
visable to  keep  it  in  cask  as  long  as  possible  before  bottling,  so 
that  the  great  bulk  of  this  sediment  may  be  deposited,  the  wine 
being  either  racked  off  previous  to  bottling,,  or  the  tap,  pre- 
viously put  in,  kept  well  up  so  as  to  be  clear  of  the  deposit.  We  do 
not  advise  that  any  claret,  or  other  light  wine  for  the  matter  of 
that,  be  kept  very  long  in  cask  in  the  cellar.  Two  years,  or  three 
at  most,  is  safer  than  longer.  As  already  stated,  claret  should 
not  be  fined  unless  very  neces.sary,  at  it  deprives  it  of  its  body ; 
but  if  found  very  necessary  the  whites  of  eggs  should  be  used, 
and  three  or  four  weeks  given  to  effect  the  brightening. 

Claret,  more  perhaps  than  any  other  wine,  improves  more  in 
bottle  than  in  cask.  Heing  so  weak  in  alcohol  and  delicate  in 
aroma,  its  liability  to  deterioration  by  any  contact  with  air  or 
extraneous  matter  is  greater  than  in  other  wines. 

The  imports  of  bulk  claret  are  almost  invariably  in  one  size 
of  cask  (the  hogshead),  and  prices  are  (juoted  per  hogshead  by 
shippers  and  wholesale  houses.  The  standard  hogshead  contains 
forty-seven  gallons,  and  is  calculated  uptm  by  cellarman  to  yield 
twenty-two  dozens  when  bottled,  allowing  for  ullage,  breakages, 
and  any  sediment  or  cloudy  wine  that  cannot  be  bottled.  Whilst 
in  the  cellar  claret  casks  should  not  be  set  bung  up,  but  with 
bung  so  far  down  on  one  side  that  the  wine  inside  the  cask 
covers  it,  and  so  does  not  expose  the  ullage  surface  to  a  possible 
admissicm  of  air  through  the  bunghole.  There  is  no  wine  more 
generally  or  more  extensively  bottled  for  binned  stock  than 


claret,  for  the  reason  already  stated,  that  no  wine  so  quickly  j 
starts  improving  in  bottle  and  shows  so  much  improvement  with  i 
age.  Further,  of  course,  is  the  fact  that  it  is  never  sold  or  used  ■ 
in  the  draught  state  like  the  stronger  Avines,  port  and  sheiTy. 

It  throws  no  crust,  liowever  long  in  bottle,  beyond  perhaps  a 
sedimentary  sort  of  film  that  has  little  hold;  but  it  deposits  a 
broken  sediment  of  a  very  acrid  and  disagreeable  taste,  from 
which  it  should  be  carefully  decanted  before  consumption,  as  it 
spoils  the  wine  if  floating  in  it.  Usually  it  quickly  deposits  it- 
self and  can  be  easily  left  behind  in  the  bottle  on  decanting. 
Before  bottling  off  the  wine  should  be  examined  in  the  cask, 
but  it  sliould  not  be  so  examined  on  its  arrival  in 
the  cellar  or  until  some  days  afterwards,  when  acclinmtized. 
The  bottles  sliould  be  filled  close  up  to  the  cork,  in  order  that 
no  space  for  air  or  oxygenation  of  the  wine  shall  be  left,  and  the 
corks  should  be  completely  covered  with  wax  when  dry  enough 
for  sealing.  The  old-fasliioned  "needle"  or  fine  wine  used  by 
cellarmen  when  driving  the  cork  has  been  supi)lanted  by  a  con- 
trivance with  a  similar  object  fixed  in  the  corking  machine,  the 
object  in  using  the  needle  being  to  exhaust  by  withdrawal  the 
air  compressed  by  the  cork  on  to  the  surface  of  the  wine  in  neck  ' 
of  the  bottle. 

After  a  bottle  of  claret  has  been  opened,  if  not  more  than  half  | 
consumed,  the  renminder  would  be  well  preserved  and  freed 
from  any  acidity  due  to  disturbed  sediment  if,  after  standing  for 
a  while  to  settle,  it  were  decanted  into  a  half-bottle  and  promptly 
corked  down.  The  vacuity  in  the  original  bottle  induces  flatnes^s 
and  excessive  acidity  if  allowed  to  remain  there.  To  drink  a  fine 
claret  at  its  best  its  temperature  should  approximate  not  to  that 
of  the  dining-room  or  place  where  consumetl,  and  be  not  under  60 
degrees.  Usually  the  aroma  shows  itself  at  best  with  a  temper- 
ature of  about  65  degrees.  The  greatest  care  should  be  taken 
if  the  wine  is  old,  Avhen  a  deposit  is  certain,  to  avoid  letting  any 
of  the  sediment  into  the  glass.  All  glasses  shoiild,  if  practicable, 
be  filled  in  one  decantation — the  horizontal  cant  being  steadily 
maintained. — and  the  bottle  should  not  be  drained  to  the  last 
glass.  To  ice  fine  claret — a  thing  that  is  never  done  by  con- 
noisseurs^— is  to  obscure  its  charm.  If  in  summer  aroma  and 
flavor  must  be  sacrificed  to  coolness,  let  the  sacrifice  be  of  an 
ordinary  rather  than  of  a  superior  wine. 

SAUTERNES. 

These  wines,  so  called  from  a  parish  of  the  name  on  the  banks 
of  the  Garonne,  in  which  the  vineyards  ai'e  situated,  are  really 
the  white  types  of  claret.  The  finest  by  far  of  all  the  wines  in 
this  category  is  that  of  the  renowned  Chateau  Yquem,  which  in- 
deed is  almost  the  only  chateau  type  of  this  Avine  known  on  our 
side.  It  is  a  wine  of  great  finish  and  beauty,  commanding  a  high 
price  in  all  markets.  Sauternes  are  particularly  delicate  and 
unstable  wines,  so  much  so  that  shipments  in  cask  for  export 
have  to  be  treated  Avith  great  care  to  ensure  their  keeping  quali- 
ties, even  for  a  comparatively  short  time.  Hence  Ave  find  the 
sulphuring  of  casks  previous  to  filling  a  very  common  precau- 
tion, as,  being  delicate,  the  Avines  do  not  stand  the  addition  of 
alcohol  for  fortifying.  The  usual  or  ordinary  Avines  are  the 
GraA'CS,  groAvn  in  a  graAelly  district  near  Bordeaux,  and  the 
quality  of  these  ranges  from  ordinaire  to  very  fine  in  both  sweet 
and  dry  Avines.  The  parish  of  Barsac,  in  the  district,  giA^es  its 
name  to  a  Avell-kuoAni  and  useful  type  of  Sauterne.  The  alco- 
holic strengths  of  all  these  Avines  approximate  those  of  claret — 
from  14  to  18  degrees  proof,  but  their  extractive  value,  or 
"body,"  is  as  a  rule  greater.  Bottles  of  Avhite  or  green  glass  are 
used  for  Sauternes  Avhen  bottled  in  this  country. 

BURGUNDY. 

This  Avine  takes  its  name  from  a  very  large  district  in  the  east 
of  France,  some  100  miles  southeast  from  Paris.     The  district 
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embraces  portions  of  the  departments  of  Cote  d'Or,  Yonne,  and 
Saone-et-Loire,  and  contains  tlie  well-lcnown  towns,  as  centres 
of  the  wine-growing  industry,  of  Dijon,  Beaune,  Nuits,  and 
Macon.  The  district  in  the  vicinity  of  these  centres  is  thickly 
'studded  with  vineyards,  usually  small  but  generally  prolific. 
The  best  known  of  these  are  the  Richebourg,  Chambertin,  Clos 
Vougeot,  Eomanee,  Volnay,  Pommard,  Meursault,  Montrachet, 
etc.  For  some  years  in  the  early  part  of  the  latter  half  of  the 
last  century  the  system  of  viticulture  in  this  district  was  some- 
what primitive  and  not  so  up  to  date  as  in  the  Gironde,  but  at 
the  present  day  it  is  on  a  scientific  and  commercial  basis,  and 
all  the  vineyards  turn  out  their  product  thoroughly  Avell  pre- 
pared. The  system  of  concentrating  the  alcoholic  strength  and 
sterilizing  Burgundies  for  better  keeping  purposes  has  always 
been  more  or  less  in  vogue,  but  it  is  not  now  practiced  to  any 
considerable  extent.  The  principle  underlying  the  system  is 
that  the  aqueous  constituent  is  frozen,  whilst  alcohol,  which  re- 
sists ordinary  freezing  temperature,  remains  in  the  wine  and  is 
increased  as  the  proportion  of  water  is  diminished  when  the 
solid  frozen  matter  is  removed.  There  is  much  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  the  merits  of  freezing,  those  Avho  disfavor  it  alleg- 
ing that  it  impairs  aroma  and  produces  vapidity.  White  Bur- 
gundy has  its  centre  in  the  Meursault  district,  and  the  best 
known  of  these  wines  are  the  Montrachet  and  Meursault  types. 

Chablis  is  the  most  generally  recognized  white  wine  of  the 
Burgundy  region  and  bears  somewhat  the  same  relation  to  Bur- 
gundy that  Sauterne  does  to  claret ;  that  is,  however,  more  stable 
and  full-bodied  than  Sauterne,  but  cannot  claim  to  be  of  so  fine  a 
type  as  the  renowned  Chateau  Yquem  of  Medoc.  It  is  a  very 
agreeable  wine,  and  goes  well  with  fish,  and  especially  oysters. 
In  the  cellar  it  must  be  carefully  treated,  and  if  racking  from 
cask  to  cask  is  necessary,  the  new  cask  should  be  thoroughly 
cleauswl  and  sulphured.  In  bottling,  the  bottles  should  be  filled 
well  up  to  the  cork,  as  with  clarets. 

Burgundy  in  bulk  is  usually  imported  in  hogsheads  of  from 
48  to  50  gallons  content,  with  a  standard  ullage  of  48  gallons, 
calculated  to  yield  twenty-two  or  twenty-three  dozens  bottled. 
In  binning,  this  wine  should  be  kept  low  in  the  bins,  as  it  is  best 
in  the  cool  and  more  humid  atmosphere  of  the  cellar.  It  throws 
a  crust  much  more  than  the  fullest  claret,  but  not  a  heavy  one, 
so  that  the  bottles  must  be  decanted  gently  to  secure  being  run 
off  bright.  Whilst  in  cask  it  is  a  good  plan  to  place  a  well- 
raoistened  sack  or  piece  of  canvas  over  the  cask  to  keep  the  wine 
cool  and  ensure  humidity.  The  plastering  with  an  inch  thick  of 
lime  plaster  the  heads  of  Burgundy  casks  so  as  to  make  them  im- 
perative to  air  is  a  characteristic  treatment  for  the  preservation 
of  the  wine.  A  few  years'  ageing  in  bottle  ensures  a  great  im- 
improvement  in  aroma  and  flavor  of  Burgundy,  especially  the 
better  type  of  wines. 

Amongst  consumers  of  red  wines  at  table  there  is  not  usually 
a  very  hard-and-fast  line  of  preference  as  between  the  wines  of 
Bordeaux  and  of  Burgundy.  Those  who  put  beauty  of  aroma 
and  delicacy  of  flavor  first  give  the  palm  to  claret;  but  where 
generosity  all  roxind  is  required,  the  "bottled  sunshine,"  as  Bur- 
gundy has  been  called,  is  preferred.  If  the  highest  classes  of 
both  be  compared  it  is  probable  that  the  first-groAAth  wines  of 
IWdeaux  will  be  deemed  superior  to  the  best-class  Burgundies ; 
but  taking  the  average  below  this  class  there  is  no  doubt  more 
satisfaction  in  Burgundy.  Many  of  the  middle-class  clarets  are 
thin  and  harsh  when  judged  against  the  full  and  always  gener- 
ous wines  of,  for  example,  Beaune,  Bolnay,  Beaujolais,  and 
other  types  of  ordinary  consumption.  Although  neither  claret 
nor  Burgundy  should  be  diluted  with  water  for  drinking  at 
table,  yet  it  is  done,  and  of  the  two  the  latter  mentioned  lends  it- 
self to  the  practice  to  greater  advantage.  Like  claret  casks.  Bur- 
gundy hogsheads  should  be  always  kept  quarter-bung  down,  so 
that  the  wine  shall  cover  the  bung-hole,  and  prevent  any  possi- 
bility of  ingress  of  air  through  the  bung  becoming  too  dry.    As 


with  claret,  too,  it  is  not  Avise  to  retain  the  wine  too  long  in  cask, 
for,  apart  from  the  advisability  of  getting  it  into  the  bottle,  there 
is  always  a  risk  of  pricking  in  cask  Avith  a  wine  so  lowly  alco- 
holic and  so  susceptible  to  atmospheric  influence  and  to  cellar 
contamination. 

Sparkling  Burgundy  and  Chablis  are  very  pleasant  Avines, 
but  there  is  a  general  impression — probably  Avell  founded — that 
the  best  reputation  of  the  wines  of  this  region  is  not  maintained 
in  them.  They  are  not  in  much  favor  in  this  country,  and  are 
not  very  generally  stocked  by  distributing  Avine  merchants. 
Burgundy  is  essentially  a  full  wine,  and  one  does  not  associate 
the  sparkle  Avith  it  as  in  the  case  of  lighter  wines. — Wine  Trade 
Review.

School  of  Viticulture  in  Russia 

r^  ONSUL  JOHN  H.  GROUT,  of  Odessa,  reports  that  a 
^^  school  has  been  established  at  Tiraspol  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  A'iticulturists  of  the  Russian  Province  of  Kherson, 
Avhose  vineyards  Avere  planted  Avithout  regard  to  uniformity 
or  quality  of  the  vines,  many  varieties  of  grapes  being  groAvn 
even  in  the  smallest  vineyards.  The  output  not  being  true  to 
any  sample  and  poor  in  keeping  quality,  realized  less  than 
one-half  the  price  of  that  produced  by  the  more  experienced 
German  settlers  in  the  same  province.  The  new  school  is  ex- 
pected in  time  to  produce  more  satisfactory  results. 
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French  Wine  Production  and  Prices 


(From  Consul  General  A.  Gaulin,  ^larseilles,  in  continuation  of 
reports  in  issues  for  October  4  and  20,  1910,  and  January 
30,  1911.) 


ACCORDING  to  a  statement  just  issued  by  the  BureaiL  of 
Indirect  Taxes,  the  1910  wine  crop  of  France,  not  including 
Algeria  and  Corsica,  amounted  to  753,676,459  gallons,  with 
stocks  on  hand  of  92,368,865  gallons.  These  figures  are  the 
smallest  recorded  since  1890,  during  the  phylloxera  period. 
Corsica  also  fell  below  the  average,  with  a  production  estimated 
at  3,778,556  gallons.  Algeria,  on  the  other  hand,  was  favored 
with  a  comparatively  large  crop,  amounting  to  222,263,887  gal- 
lons, which  means  a  prosperous  year  for  that  colony. 

The  following  table  summarizes  the  situation  in  France  dur- 
ing the  last  five  years :

It  will  be  observed  that  the  value  of  last  year's  (U'op  was  prac- 
tically equal  to  that  of  the  bumper  yield  of  1907.  The  prices 
obtained  by  the  growers  were,  on  the  whole,  the  highest  quoted 
since  1886.  The  rise  in  values  benefited  almost  exclusively, 
however,  the  Departments  along  the  Mediterranean,  which  sup- 
ply the  bulk  of  the  wines  of  current  consumption.  These  De- 
partments marketed  their  product  at  an  average  of  |7.20  per 
hectoliter  (26.4  gallons),  against  |2.49  in  1909  and  prices  rang- 
ing from  96  cents  to  f  1.80  during  the  critical  period  1904-1908. 
The  year  1910  was  indeed  one  of  the  most  profitable  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  southern  vineyards.  As  to  the  other  sections  of  the 
country,  the  higher  prices  brought  them  only  partial  compensa- 
tion. Conditions  in  certain  districts  were  such  that  Parliament 
deemed  it  necessary  to  appropriate  an  important  sum  for  relief 
purposes. 


Increase  in  Alcohol  Consumption 


STATISTICS  in  regard  to  the  liquor  traffic  developed  in  the 
taking  of  the  census  do  not  encourage  the  belief  that  pro- 
hibition laws  are  causing  a  decrease  in  the  consumption  of  al- 
cohol. Notwithstanding  the  extension  of  prohibitory  laws  over 
a  large  area  of  new  territory,  the  consumption  of  beer  and  spirits 
in  the  United  States  has  increased  much  faster  than  population. 

While  the  population  has  increased  a  little  more  than  eigh- 
teen per  cent  during  the  past  ten  years,  the  consumption  of 
beer  has  increased  more  than  fifty-one  per  cent.  The  returns 
of  internal  collections  show  that  the  increase  in  the  distillation 
of  ardent  spirits  has  increased  something  like  thirty  per  cent. 
Moreover,  they  show  that  a  great  nximber  of  Federal  licenses 
for  the  sale  of  liquor  are  taken  out  in  States  where  liquor-selling 
is  absolutely  prohibited  by  law.  The  Federal  Government  issues 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquor  in  every  prohibition  State  in  the 
Union. 

This  is  a  convincing  proof  that  prohibition  is  not  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  intoxicants,  while  the  larger  figures  showing  an 
increase  of  consumption  do  not  indicate  that  prohibitory  laws 
are  decreasing  the  use  of  beer  and  spirits.  If  near-beers  and 
other  pretended  temperance  drinks  containing  from  one  to  two 
per  cent  of  alcohol  were  included  in  the  statistical  totals  of 


liquor  consumption  the  increase  in  alcoholic  consumption  would 
appear  to  be  still  more  significant. 

Coincident  with  this  increase  in  the  consumption  of  alcoliolic 
drinks  there  has  been  a  remarkable  spread  of  the  prohibition 
movement.  In  Georgia,  North  Carolina,  Alabama,  Mississip))i 
and  Tennessee  the  sale  of  liquor  is  absolutely  prohibited.  In 
South  Carolina  it  is  sold,  ostensibly,  at  least,  in  only  a  few 
places  and  under  severe  restrictions.  In  three-fourths  of  the 
counties  of  Texas  saloons  have  been  abolished  by  local  option, 
and  in  Kentucky  and  Virginia  local  option  laws  have  enorm- 
ously curtailed  the  number  of  saloons.  In  fact,  it  may  be  said 
that  the  liquor  traffic  is  under  legal  ban  all  over  the  South. 

But  the  revenue  officers  continue  to  destroy  moonshine  distil- 
leries in  prohibition  territory  and  the  Government  continues  to 
issue  licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquor  in  State  where  it  is  forbid- 
den by  local  statute.  It  is  stated  that  the  areas  under  either 
State  prohibition  or  local  option  contain  over  41,000,000  in- 
habitants— nearly  half  the  population  of  the  entire  country. 
Yet,  in  the  face  of  that  fact,  we  have  the  irrefragible  evidence 
of  the  Federal  tax  gatherer  that  liquor  consumption  is  increas 
ing  much  more  rapidly  than  the  population.  Theories  are  put 
to  flight  by  statistical  fact.  There  is  the  count  of  the  number 
of  inhabitants  for  comparison  with  the  count  in  1900,  and  the 
revenue  returns  tell  how  many  barrels  of  beer  and  how  many 
gallons  of  whisky  paid  tax  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1910,  to  be  compared  with  the  returns  for  the  year  ending  Juin- 
30,  1900.  There  are  also  the  licenses  issued  in  prohibition  ter 
ritory. 

From  these  figures  it  Avould  appear  that  laws  are  as  impotent; 
to  prevent  the  use  of  alcohol  as  they  are  to  suppress  the  social; 
evil.  They  may  restrict,  and  perhaps  reduce  consumption,  buti 
cannot  absolutely  prohibit..— Oafcten^Z  Tribune.

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THE  most  celebrated  of  all  the  wines  of  Germany  is  known 
as  rose  wine,  and  according  to  a  French  contemporary  it 
s  jealously  preserved  in  the  Town  Hall  of  Breme. 

The  wine  has  been  in  the  vaults,  so  we  learn,  since  1621,  when 
he  conscript  fathers  had  six  great  vats  made  at  Johannesberg 
md  six  others  at  Hockheimer.  Each  received  the  name  of  one 
)f  the  Apostles.  It  is  an  unwritten  law  that  as  soon  as  a  bottle 
)f  wine  is  draAvn  from  the  vats  a  similar  quantity  of  the  same 
iiitage  is  put  into  the  tun,  consequently  they  are  always  full. 

Each  of  the  tuns  or  vats  in  the  Town  Hall  at  Breme  cost 
.riginally  £48  and  their  capacity  is  204  liters,  or  about  57 
gallons.  Now  we  have  our  French  statistician  again  at  work 
IS  to  the  cost  of  the  upkeep  of  the  cellar.  He  comes  to  the  con- 
■lusion  that  each  time  a  bottle  of  this  wine  is  drunk  it  represents 
I  sum  of  over  £50. 

During  the  war  of  1870  the  French  occupied  the  town,  and  the 
ifficors,  braving  the  anger  of  the  Council  of  Breme,  made  free 
Aith  their  precious  wine,  and  it  was  said  that  the  town  of  Breme 
•aid  more  to  France  than  all  the  other  towns  in  Germany. 
Vt  the  time  of  the  Crown  Prince's  wedding  we  further  learn  that 
le  was  allowed  one  bottle,  and  one  only. — London  (Eng.)  Glohe. 


AFTER  a  dozen  years  of  dispute  and  litigation,  "sake,"  the 
national  drink  of  the  Japanese,  has  been  finally  classed  as 
"a  still  wine."  This  ruling  by  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers, 
received  during  the  present  month  by  the  Collector  of  Customs, 
protects  the  government  against  refunds  that  would  have 
amounted  to  approximately  |1,750,000  had  the  ruling  been  ad- 
verse, to  say  nothing  of  the  extra  clerk  hire  in  making  the  re- 
payments. All  duties  on  sake  have  been  paid  under  protest 
since  the  agitation  began. 

This  final  decision  is  based  on  proceedings  instituted  by  the 
Japanese  importing  firm  of  Komada  &  Co.  in  1904.  At  that 
time  the  Collector  classified  sake  as  a  still  wine  containing  more 
than  14  per  cent  alcohol,  and  hence  dutiable  at  50  cents  the 
gallon.  The  importers  insisted  that  sake  was  not  mentioned  in 
the  tariff  schedules,  hence  should  be  taxed  as  an  "unenumer- 
ated  manufactured  article"  at  20  per  cent  ad  valorem.  The 
point  in  dispute  is  still  further  settled  by  the  new  tariff  which 
specifies  sake  at  the  wine  rate.

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SEATTLE,  March  20. — Not  long  ago  a  well-known  traveling 
man  from  San  Francisco  paid  a  visit  to  the  Arctic  Club 
here.  During  the  course  of  his  conversation,  at  dinner,  he 
said :  "Your  town  now  has  the  name  of  being  Pharisaical.  I 
do  not  think  you  have  gone  to  that  extent,  but  do  you  know 
that  we  can  see  an  improvement  in  business  in  San  Francisco 
from  the  coming  of  men  who  fear  that  Seattle  is  as  narrow  as 
Spokane?" 

That  traveler  told. more  truth  than  has  been  heard  here  in  a 
long  time.  It  is  said  that  the  lumberjacks  and  fishermen  now 
ask  for  tickets  to  San  Francisco  instead  of  Seattle.  If  they 
have  not  enough  money  for  a  fling  down  by  the  Bay  they  remain 
here  another  month  or  two,  or  until  a  second  vacation.  Port- 
land suffered  from  this  same  trouble  a  few  years  ago.  She  be- 
came so  narrow  that  nobody  in  search  of  a  good  time  ever 
thought  of  visiting  that  town.  The  merchants  got  together 
and  saAv  that  some  of  the  narrow  laws  were  repealed,  whereupon 
times  got  better. 


Restaurant  men  of  the  type  that  cater  to  a  cosmopolitan 
trade  are  grooving  very  weary  of  the  system  of  narrowness  and 
espionage  that  prevails  since  the  election  of  Mayor  Dilling. 
Now,  this  is  not  to  be  understood  as  a  reflection  on  the  ^Mayor 
nor  yet  as  a  commendation  of  the  old  regime.  Prom  all  ac- 
counts, Gill  fell  into  the  hands  of  those  who  abused  his  confi- 
dence, and  the  result  was  discriminations  that  should  not  have 
existed.  On  the  other  hand,  Dilling  could  not  be  really  broad 
on  the  liquor  question  if  he  wanted  to  be.  As  a  legislator,  he 
was  always  for  the  dry  side  of  the  ticket. 

There  was  so  much  complaint  about  the  old  ordinance  re- 
garding bars  where  women  drink  that  it  has  not  been  enforced, 
but  there  is  talk  that  it  will  be,  and  the  result  is  discouraging 
to  the  trade.  It  is  almost  certain  that  there  will  be  interfer- 
ence with  the  saloons  before  long.  There  are  some  who  agitate 
the  daylight  law,  while  others  talk  of  midnight  closing,  Avhich 
will  probably  be  the  compromise. 


Colonel  Tom  Gilmore,  president  of  the  Model  License  League, 
has  been  rounding  up  some  of  the  leaders  of  the  trade  in  Seattle 
and  it  is  said  that  there  will  soon  be  considerable  activitiy  of  the 
organization  up  here.  The  principles  of  the  League  are  gener- 
ally understood,  and  all  now  la'cking  is  the  spirit  of  organiza- 
tion, and  this  is  in  the  air. 


Charles  Manning  came  out  some  months  ago  in  an  interview 
in  the  Post-Intelligencer,  taking  strong  ground  that  the  trade 
in  Washington  was  in  sore  need  of  organzing  in  such  a  way  as 
to  fight  the  narrowness  of  the  Antis.  His  article  was  quoted 
far  and  near.  As  Charley  had  just  been  put  out  of  business  at 
Everett,  it  was  believed  that  he  would  accomplish  something— 
but  nothing  more  has  been  heard  of  the  organization.  Some 
.such  firms  as  the  Snoqualmie  Company*  running  a  beer  hall 
on  Pike,  near  Third,  have  about  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
is  almost  useless  to  attempt  to  organize  the  Wa.shington  saloon 
men  for  their  betterment.  The  proprietor  of  this  place  recently 
made  a  public  statement  that  time  and  again  agreements  had 
been  broken,  until  the  heart  had  l)een  cut  out  of  every  move- 
ment to  better  conditions. 

Mr.  :\ranning  is  strong  among  the  Royal  Arch  bodies  up  this 
way,  yet  he  .seems  either  unable  to  make  the  effort  necessary  to 
organize  for  the  betterment  of  conditions,  or  has  been  lulled 
into  quiescence  by  the  fact  that  temporary  victories  have  been 


won  at  Olympia.  The  victory  there,  however,  was  only  nega- 
tive. The  Antis  were  for  the  time  induced,  by  a  good  drubbing, 
to  take  to  their  heels.  The  Anti-Saloon  League  is  more  active 
than  ever,  however,  and  there  are  many  evidences  that  it  is 
destined  to  win  many  counties.  There  is  no  active  campaign 
to  prove  that  its  representations  about  wine  and  beei*,  as  well 
as  about  the  stronger  liquors,  are  fanatical. 


Mayor  George  W.  Dilling,  who  posed  as  a  liberal  man  during 
the  campaign,  and  who  was  supported  by  a  number  of  saloon 
men  who  tired  of  Wappenstein  and  Gill,  is  gradually  showing 
his  colors.  It  has  been  charged  again  and  again  that  he  always 
was  a  Prohibitionist  at  heart  and  that  his  drinks  have  become 
farther  between  with  the  coming  of  age.  When  he  was  in  the 
legislature  some  years  ago  he  was  always  eager  to  hit  the 
saloons  a  blow  or  vote  dry. 

He  delivered  an  address  on  March  18,  at  the  Lincoln  Legion 
temperance  service,  in  which  he  urged  all  present  to  swear  that 
they  would  never  take  a  drink  of  any  kind  of  spirits,  wine,  or 
beer.  All  on  the  platform  at  the  time  were  ministers  of  known 
Prohibition  activity,  except  Mayor  Dilling.  It  is  said  that  he 
is  shaping  himself  now  to  carry  his  views  into  effect  and  pre- 
vent the  drinking  of  healthful  wines  or  other  beverages  contain 
ing  alcohoL 


During  ex-President  Roosevelt's  visit  to  Seattle  (April  6), 
special  efforts  will  be  made  to  see  that  he  is  served,  at  the  Wash- 
ington Hotel,  with  nothing  but  Western  products — those  grown 
in  Washington,  preferably.    The  manager  of  the  hotel  has  gone 
the  limit  to  obtain  chickens,  fishes  of  sundry  kinds,  and  every 
sort  of  food  and  drink  from  this  State,  much  of  it  from  the  fer- 
tile Duwamish  Valley.     In  the  matter  of  drink,  however,  the 
manager  had  to  call  on  California.    The  vintages  of  the  Golden  j 
State  will  flow  at  the  festal  board.     It  is  understood  that  an  I 
old  brand  of  sauterne  will  be  served.     The  name  of  the  maker  j 
is  not  made  public.     As  to  champagnes,  it  is  whispered  that  I 
the  Paul  Masson  and  the  Italian-Swiss  brands  have  already  been 
engaged.     After  the  festivities  at  Dreamland  are  over  on  the 
night  of  the  6th,  the  Colonel  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Press 
Club,  where  still  further  supplies  of  good  beverages  will  be 
offered  to  all  who  want  to  try  them. 


There  is  an  effort  going  on  in  the  Press  Club  to  introduce 
California  wines,  particularly  the  best  known  brands  of  cham- 
pagne. Paul  Masson's  traveling  man  was  here  recently  and 
made  a  good  impression,  while  the  Italian-Swiss  representative 
has  been  active. 


Aronson's  stores  are  doing  a  good  business  in  wines  these 
days.  Mr.  A.  Aronson  is  a  believer  in  advertising  and  particu- 
larly in  trying  to  show  the  people  of  this  or  any  other  State 
that  Prohibition  is  a  failure.  He  is  likely  to  join  forces  with 
Charles  Manning  and  others  to  map  and  carry  to  completion  a 
campaign  of  education. 


Francis  Draz,  president  of  the  Pommery  Wine  Company,  is 
due  in  Seattle  in  about  two  weeks.     It  is  reported  that  his  | 
wines  have  been  doing  a  good  business  4n  Washington  this  year. 

The  Luneta  Cafe  has  succumbed  to  the  spirit  of  illiborality  in 
part,  combined  with  over-confidence  in  the  town  and  tlie  loca- 
tion. It  closed  its  doors  some  weeks  ago  and  it  will  not  be 
opened  under  the  same  management,  if  it  is  opened  at  all. 
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Henry  Lapp,  formerly  of  the  Lapp  Liquor  Company,  has 
opened  a  neat  little  bar  at  the  Antlers  Hotel,  on  Union  street, 
opposite  the  Post-Intclligencer  office.  The  Antlers  has  never 
had  a  bar  before,  but  Henty  is  making  a  start  sure  to  land  him 

;i  favorite. 


The  Goldie-Klenert  Distributing  Company  report  brisk  busi- 
ness in  two  lines — Cresta  Blanca  wines  and  Perfection  Scotch 
whisky.  The  latter  is  a  new  line  for  the  firm,  but  they  say  the 
public  is  lapping  it  up  in  good  shape. 


Scotch  night  at  the  Press  Club,  under  the  patronage  of  Mat- 
tliew  Dow,  one  of  the  best  known  business  men  here,  exhibited 
twenty-seveu  kinds  of  Scotch  whisky.  Matthew  Dow,  dean  of 
Scotch  whisky  experts,  says  there  was  not  a  bad  brand  on  tap 


that  night. 


Johnny  Mcintosh,  formerly  of  the  McFarland  Bar,  is  now  at 
the  Barker  Hotel  on  Pike  street,  where  he  serves  drinks  to  the 
(Uiepn's  taste.  He  was  formerly  a  well-known  mixologist  at 
the  Press  Club.  This  club  has  a  busy  bar — esneciallv  niarhts 
and  Sundavs,  as  there  is  a  strict  night  law  and  Sunday  closing 
rule;  but  clubs  are  exempt.  The  Press  Club  is  not  alone  in 
iliis  popularity,  hut  it  is  one  of  the  most  popular  places  here.

'1"'HE  New  England  Grocer  and  Tradesman,  as  everybody 
A  knows,  has  a  largo  list  of  readers.  We  have  many  friends, 
indeed,  all  of  our  subscribers  are  our  friends,  and  we  have  good 
friends  among  the  retail  grocers  who  sell  bottled  liquors.  We 
do  not  believe  in  the  liquor  traffic,  neither  do  we  believe  in  so- 
called  prohibitory  liquor  laws.  This  may,  at  first  thought,  ap- 
pear to  be  inconsistent,  but  we  believe  that  whatever  calls  for 
supervision  should  be  dealt  with  in  such  a  way  as  to  produce 

I^e  desired  result.  , 
ft  We  will  assume  that  a  thing  ought  to  be  entirely  prohibited, 
■■  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  it  entirely  prohibited.  It 
■  found  beyond  all  doubt  or  question  that  it  cannot  be  pro- 
■bited,  hence  it  is  better  to  control  it  than  to  enact  a  law 
■gainst  it  which  cannot  be  enforced.  People  Avill  do  certain 
things  and  no  law  of  God  or  man  will  prevent  them  from  doing 
them;  hence,  if  such  practice  is  against  the  public  morals  and 
opposed  to  the  best  good  of  the  community,  it  should  be  con- 
trolled ;  that'  is,  it  should  be  allowed  and  legalized  under  com- 
petent and  rigid  supervision.  People  will  have  liquors;  that  is 
an  indisputable  fact.  Now,  inasmuch  as  they  will  have  liquors, 
and  inasmuch  as  nothing  in  heaven  or  earth  can  prevent  them 
from  getting  liquors,  as  long  as  liquors  are  manufactured,  is  it 
not  better  that  they  should  obtain  them  under  the  best  condi- 
tions and  surrounded  by  the  best  infiuences?  If  a  man  or 
woman  will  have  intoxicating  liquors,  they  will  have  them,  and 
they  will  get  them  where  they  can,  and  is  it  not  better,  better  for 
them,  better  for  the  public  morals,  better  for  the  communitv 


that  they  obtain  their  liquors  in  an  orderly,  well-conducted 
place?  is  it  not  better  for  a  man  or  woman  who  will  have  in- 
toxicating liquors  to  obtain  them  at  an  orderly,  well-conducted 
store,  even  a  grocery  store,  than  it  is  that  they  sliould  obtain 
them  at  a  barroom  or  a  regular  liquor  store,  such  places 
being  always  frequented  by  questionable  characters,  mentally, 
morally  and  physically.  We  will  not  consider  the  point  as  to 
why  certain  people  Avill  have  intoxicating  liquors ;  whether  they 
obtain  them  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  intoxicated  or  whether 
they  obtain  them  to  be  used  in  moderation  as  a  beverage,  does 
not  enter  into  the  question.  Is  it  not  better  for  the  interest  of 
the  community  and  the  public  morals  and  the  individuals  them- 
selves to  keep  them  away  from  barrooms? 

We  have  said,  and  we  reiterate,  that  we  do  not  believe  in  the 
liquor  traffic,  but  inasmuch  as  it  cannot  be  prevented,  is  it  not 
best  to  make  it  as  respectable,  as  inoffensive,  as  little  degrading 
as  possible?  We  do  not  believe  that  the  laws  should  require 
grocers  who  sell  bottled  liquors  to  take  out  a  liquor  dealer's 
license.  We  put  this  squarely  before  the  grocers  and  ask  them 
to  give  it  their  calm,  deliberative  judgment.  The  liquor  traffic 
cannot  be  prevented.  We  believe  that  many  people  contract  the 
liquor  habit  simply  by  entering  or  frequenting  places  like  bar- 
rooms, or  liquor  stores.  We  believe  that  many  children  con- 
tract the  habit  by  being  sent  to  barrooms  and  liquor  stores  by 
their  parents.  Would  they  be  in  the  same  danger  if  they  were 
sent  to  a  quiet,  well-conducted  grocery  store  where  no  smell  of 
liquor  exists  and  where  no  pernicious  examples  are  seen? 

Let  us  not  be  fanatics,  but  let  us  be  fair  and  use  ordinary, 
plain  common  sense. 

It  is  fairly  argued  that  many  people  will  go  to  a  grocery  store 
to  purchase  intoxicating  liquors  who  would  not,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, perhaps,  even  enter  a  barroom  or  a  regular  liquor 
store ;  and  there  is  no  controverting  the  force  of  this  argument, 
for  if  it  were  not  true  there  would  be  no  liquor  sold  in  grocery 
stores ;  at  least,  the  fact  that  liquors  are  sold  by  grocers  proves 
that  it  must  be  true. — New  England  Grocer.

Why  It  Is  Fatal  to  Pathoj,'enic  Hact^'ria.   How  It  Can  Be  Made 
Another  Important  By-Product  of  California  Grapes. 


IN  an  interesting  article,  in  the  Stockton  Record,  of  January 
3d,  which  should  be  published  broadcast  throughout  the  United 
■States,  C.  A.  Wetmore,  discusses  at  length  the  importance  of 
lactic  acid  in  preserving  the  health  of  the  nation.  Incidentally, 
he  suggests  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  solve  the  problem  of 
making  lactic  acid  cheaply  and  abundantly  in  connection  with 
California  grapes'.    In  the  course  of  his  remarks,  he  says : 

"Natui-e  provides  many  principles  in  wholesome  articles  of 
food  and  drink  which  disinfect  the  contents  of  the  stomach  be- 
fore they  can  reach  the  lower  intestines,  and  which  may  even 
reach,  destroy  and  expell  the  enemy  after  it  has  gained  perma- 
nent lodgment.  The  normal  condition  of  the  stomach  and  the 
pancreas  is  such  that  the  infected  food  and  drink  which  we  all 
more  or  less  consume  every  day  is  disinfected  by  acid  principles ; 
but  few  stomachs  can  be  kept  in  perfectly  normal  condition  on 
account  of  either  surplus  of  .food,  bad  cooking  or  indigestion. 
Therefore,  in  all  countries,  the  common  people  have  adopted 
simple  remedies  which  they  have  found  to  be  good  for  them, 
without  knowing  the  reasons  whJ^ 

"The  Holland  people  know  that  buttermilk  will  cure  diar- 
rhoea in  children,  but  they  know  little  about  the  lactic  acid 
which  is  the  antiseptic  par  excellence  for  the  farmer,  whetlier 
in  his  sauerkraut,  his  salt  pickles,  his  ensilages  or  his  bit  of  old 
cheese  to  take  after  a  hearty  meal.  The  dwellers  on  the  low 
malarious  lands  about  the  mouth  of  the  Rhone  think  that  claret 
is  a  necessity.  The  dwellers  in  tropic  lands  know  that  the  acids 
of  lemons  and  pineapples  will  cure  internal  troubles  as  well  as 
external  ulcers  and  skin  diseases.  The  Chinese  living  on  the 
water  all  their  lives  at  Canton  in  communities  of  many  thou- 
sands, where  their  water  supply  is  very  much  infected,  drink 
only  hot  tea.  The  Japanese  in  their  camps  in  this  State,  whether 
on  the  reclaimed  lands,  in  the  vineyards  during  the  vintage,  or 
up  in  the  strawberry  fields  near  Florin,  where  they  wear  gum 
boots  while  picking  fruit  because  the  plants  are  grown  on  little 
ridges  between  water  ditches — these  Japanese  have  learned  to 
supply  themselves  with  wine  by  the  barrel,  a  carload  frequently 
going  at  one  time  to  the  Florin  camp  stores. 

The  substantial  fact  of  importance  is  that  the  organic  acids, 
such  as  the  tartaric  of  the  grape,  the  malic  of  the  apple,  the 
citric  of  the  lemon  and  those  of  the  pineapple  are  now  known 
by  scientific  men  to  be  fatal,  even  when  in  very  small  proportion 
to  the  volume  of  liquid,  to  those  bacteria  which  are  called 
pathogenic,  or  producers  of  disease  in  human  beings.  This  is 
also  true  of  the  acetic  acid  in  vinegar  and  the  lactic  acid  of 
sour  milk,  old  cheese  and  other  sul)stances  which  permit  the 
lactic  ferment  to  thrive.  No  one  needs  to  have  a  sore  on  his 
lip,  face,  hands,  or  scalp  who  can  get  a  lemon  to  squeeze  upon  it. 
No  one  needs  to  fear  the  danger  of  drinking  water  when  he 
needs  it  and  when  he  can  not  stop  to  boil  it  if  he  Avill  always 
carry'  with  him  a  small  bottle  of  lactic  acid,  using  ten  or  twenty 
drops  in  a  large  glass,  or  a  lemon,  or  if  ho  will  mix  a  little  claret 
or  light  white  wine,  with  or  without  lemons,  with  the  water  at 
his  meals.  For  dysentaries  such  as  are  common  about  mining 
camps,  claret  punch  is  a  specific,  a  cure  and  a  preventive,  if 
used  instead  of  beer  or  Avhisky,  and,  when  better  understood, 
beverages  slightly  acidulated  Avith  lactic  acid  may  take  the  place 
of  buttermilk,  which  many  can  not  digest  on  account  of  the 
caseiiie  contained  in  it,  or  in  place  of  the  wines,  which  many 


may  have  prejudice  against  or  cannot  obtain  at  reasonable 
prices. 

"How  to  make  lactic  acid  abundantly  and  cheap  is  a  subject 
to  take  up  in  connection  with  grapes.  It  is  a  product  of  a  pe- 
culiar fermentation  of  fruit  sugar,  just  as  it  is  of  the  sugar  in 
milk,  and  some  one  might  investigate  the  practicability  of  using 
grape  juice.  A  ton  of  grapes  ought  to  produce  about  300  pounds 
of  lactic  acid.  It  is  needed  in  the  family  and  there  Avould  be 
large  use  for  it  in  the  textile  dyeing  industries  if  it  were  pro- 
duced in  sufficient  quantities  at  low  cost.  Oxalic  acid  is  now 
largely  substituted  in  dyeing  for  what  would  be  prefen-ed— 
citric  or  lactic — but  that  is  a  poison. 

A  whole  article  is  needed  to  tell  even  a  little  about  lactic  acid 
and  its  importance  to  the  farmer  in  the  preservation  of  hay, 
ensilage,  salt  pickles  and  olives. 

"Scientific  men,  investigating  the  life  habits  and  normal  de- 
velopment of  pathogenic  germs,  have  demon.strated  that  the 
germs  of  Asiatic  cholera,  sown  on  old  Stinton  cheese,  are  killed 
in  twenty-four  hours. 

"In  distilling  grain  and  malt,  it  was  long  known  that  by  first 
producing  a  certain  quantity  of  sour  mash,  which  is  rendered 
acid  by  lactic  fermentation  at  a  suitable  high  temperature, 
then  raising  the  temperature  so  as  to  destroy  the  ferment  germs 
and  quickly  cooling  it,  the  mixing  of  this  acid  material  with  the 
main  body  of  sweet  mash  would  favor  the  alcoholic  fermenta- 
tion by  siippressing  the  disease  germs.  The  explanation  of  this 
practice  and  improvements  upon  it  have  followed  the  stud,T 
of  the  lactic  ferments.  Lactic  acid  is  produced  naturally  in  the 
human  body  by  friendly  bacteria  and  certain  organs  of  ai- 
gestion. 

"After  I  had  called  public  attention  to  personal  experiences 
in  the  cure  and  prevention  of  the  common  dysentaries  of  our 
mining  caiiips  by  the  simple  use  of  claret  lemonade,  numerous 
investigations  were  made  in  different  parts  of  the  world, 
strongly  proving  that  our  best  medicines  are  to  be  had  in 
wholesome  fruits  and  their  products. 

"Professor  Bioletti  of  the  State  I'niversity  sent  to  me  tnc 
following  record  of  an  experience,  Avhen  he  was  for  six  months 
engaged  at  Governor  Stanford's  winery  at  Vina,  in  the  upper 
Sacramento  Valley: 

"Vina  was  at  that  time,"  said  the  professor,  "notorious  for 
the  prevalence  of  malaria,  and  in  that  particular  season  tliero 
were  more  and  severer  cases  of  malaria  than  the  oldest  inhabi- 
tants could  remember  of  having  occurred  before.     The  effect  of 
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wine  in  warding  off  malaria  or  the  effect  of  other  alcoholic 
stininlants  in  inducing  malaria  was  very  plain.  On  the  ranch, 
which  employed  between  three  and  four  hundred  men,  the 
workmen  were  arranged  in  gangs.  There  was  a  'white  gang' 
consisting  of  Irishmen,  Germans  and  negroes;  a  Chinese  gang, 
and  a  French  gang.  Nearly  all  of  the  men  in  the  white  gang 
had  a  more  or  less  severe  case  of  malaria  during  that  season, 
many  of  them  dying.  Tlie  same  was  true  of  the  Chinese  gang, 
liut  in  the  French  gang  so  far  as  I  learned,  a  gang  of  sixty  men, 
j  there  was  only  one  case  of  malaria  during  the  whole  season. 
I  The  only  cause  for  this  that  suggested  itself  to  me  was  that 
Ihe  Frenchmen  drank  wine,  but  seldom  or  never  got  drunk, 
whilst  the  white  gang  drank  beer  or  whisky." 

The  freedom  of  the  Japanese  army  during  the  war  with  Rus- 
sui,  from  ordinary  camp  fevers  has  been  commented  upon  all 
r  the  Avorld.    The  Japanese  had  regular  rations  of  their  na- 

nal  beverage,  "sake,"  Avhich  is  a  peculiar  rice  beer  fermented 

a  temperature  so  as  to  produce  an  appreciable  amount  of 

;tic  acid, 
arah  Bernhardt  attributed  her  wonderful  preservation  of 

ellectual  and  physical  vigor  to  her  life-long  practice  of  using 
lemon  juice.  • 

Two  French  bacteriologists,  Messrs.  J.  Labrazas  and  A.  Mer- 
candier,  in  a  paper  contributed  to  the  annals  of  the  Pasteur 
institute,  demonstrated  that  the  light  acid  wines  are  distinctly 
antiseptic.  They  specially  note  the  fatal  effect  of  such  wines 
on  typhoid  fever  germs.  They  found  that  one  kind  of  white 
wine  destroyed  the  typhoid  germs  in  fifteen  minutes,  while  less 
acid  Avines  from  Burgundy  and  Grenache  grapes,  were  effective 
in  tliirty  minutes.  They  said :  "By  mixing  equal  parts  of  sus- 
pected water  with  white  wine  six  hours  before  a  meal,  or  with 
red  wine  twelve  hours  before  it,  all  danger  may  be  avoided,  even 
without  boiling,  filtering  or  any  other  purifying  process." 

There  are  many  who  would  not  use  wines  but  who  may  find 
safety  in  the  use  of  lemonades  and  fruit  juices,  and  noAv  that 
grape  syrup  is  on  the  market,  it  may  be  a  preventive  as  well 
as  cure  of  certain  diseases,  if  all  the  acid  is  not  removed.  Such 
syrup  should  be  in  every  army  camp  and  on  every  .ship,  and  in 
a]l  railroad  and  mining  laborers'  eating  houses.  It  should  be 
served  liberally  to  men  working  on  the  reclaimed  lands. 

A  great  many  of  my  readers,  however,  do  now  use  alcoholic 
liquors,  and  to  them  the  advice  to  substitute  at  least  once  a 
(lay,  clai-et  punch,  in  place  of  other  beverages,  can  be  objected  to 
bv  no  one." 


Drinking  Customs  a  Century  Ago 


II 


T  \\as  the  custom  a  hundred  years  ago  to  serve  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  different  wines  at  banquets  and  dinners.  I  believe 
is  great  number  was  set  upon  the  table  more  for  display  than 
th  the  intention  of  having  each  guest  taste  all  of  them.  It 
tve  every  one  a  chance  to  make  an  agreeable  selection  from  the 
nes  presented  and  doubtless  led  to  the  consumption  of  large 


quantitfes  of  the  beverage  at  every  banquet,  for  in  those  days  a 
man  was  not  considered  a  "gentleman"  unless  he  could  drain 
glass  after  glass  without  showing  the  effects. 

Horace  Greeley,  in  his  autobiography  gives  an  interesting 
account  of  the  liquor  habit  a  century  ago,  when  everybody  from 
the  minister  down  drank  liberally.  In  the  course  of  his  re- 
marks, he  says : 

"In  my  childhood  there  was  no  merrymaking,  there  was  no 
entertainment  of  relatives  or  friends,  there  was  scarcely  a  cas- 
ual gathering  of  two  or  three  neighbors  for  an  evening's  chat, 
without  strong  drink.  Cider,  always,  while  it  remained  drink- 
able without  severe  contortions  of  visage.  Rum,  at  all  seasons 
and  on  all  occasions.  No  house  or  bam  was  raised  without  a 
bountiful  supply  of  the  latter,  and  generally  of  both.  A  wed- 
ding withoiit  'toddy,'  'sling,'  or  'punch,'  with  rum  undisguised 
in  abundance,  would  have  been  deemed  a  poor,  mean  affair,  even 
among  the  penniless;  while  the  more  fortunate  and  thrifty,  of 
course,  dispensed  wine,  brandy  and  gin  in  profusion. 

"Dancing — almost  the  only  pastime  wherein  the  sexes  jointly 
participated — was  always  enlivened  and  stimulated  by  liquor, 
ililitia  trainings — then  rigidly  enforced  at  least  twice  a  year — 
usually  wound  up  with  a  drinking  bout  at  the  village  tavern. 
Election  days  were  drinking  days,  as  they  still  too  commonly 
ai*e;  and  even  funerals  were  regarded  as  inadequately  cele- 
brated without  the  dispensing  of  spirituous  consolation ;  so  that 
I  distinctly  remember  the  neighborhood  talk,  in  1820,  after  the 
funeral  of  a  poor  man's  child,  that  if  he  had  not  been  mean  as 
well  as  poor,  he  would  have  cheered  the  hearts  of  his  sympa- 
thizing friends  by  treating  them  to  at  least  one  gallon  of  rum. 

"I  have  heard  my  father  say  that  he  had  moved  through  the 
haying  season  of  thirty  successive  years,  and  never  a  day  with- 
out liquor;  and  the  account  of  an  Irishman  who  mowed  and 
pitched  throughout  one  haying,  drinking  only  buttermilk,  while 
his  associates  drank  rum,  yet  accomplished  more  and  with  less 
fatigue  than  any  of  them,  was  received  with  much  wondering 
incredulity,  as  though  it  had  been  certified  that  he  lived  wholly 
on  air.  Nay,  we  had  an  ordination  in  Amherst  nearly  fifty 
years  ago,  settling  an  able  and  popular  young  clergv'man  named 
Lord  (I  believe  he  is  now  the  venerable  ex-president  of  Dart- 
mouth college)  to  the  signal  satisfaction  of  the  great  body  of 
our  people;  and  according  to  my  recollection,  strong  drink  was 
more  generally  and  bountifully  dispensed  than  on  any  previous 
occasion,  bottles  and  glasses  being  set  on  tables  in  front  of  many 
farmei*s'  houses  as  an  invitation  to  those  who  passed  on  their 
way  to  or  from  the  installation  to  stop  and  drink  freely." 


The  proverbial  Avit  of  the  Scotchman  is  brought  out  in  the 
story  of  the  man  who  was  employed  to  cut  grass  on  the  lawn 
of  a  close-fisted  old  lady.  She  insisted  that  he  must  cut  it  very 
short,  adding  that  one  inch  at  the  bottom  was  worth  two  at  the 
top.  He  did  it  so  well  that  she  was  moved  to  produce  a  whisky 
bottle  and  a  tapering  Avine  glass,  which  she  filled  about  half  full. 
"Fill  it  up,  niem,"  requested  John,  "for  it's  no  like  the  gress; 
an  inch  at  the  tap's  worth  two  at  the  bottom."

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Public  Sentiment  Has  Turned  Against  Prohibition 


DURING  the  last  six  months  public  opinion  has  changed  rad- 
ically and  the  States  that  have  adopted  prohibition  are 
preparing  to  reject  it  and  they  are  preparing  to  adopt  model 
license.  The  pity  of  it  is  that  years  have  been  wasted  in  bit- 
terness and  lawlessness  and  farcical  law-making  when  the 
remedy  was  to  be  had  for  the  acceptance. 

When  the  National  Model  License  League  was  organized,  a 
little  over  three  years  ago,  the  press  of  the  country  exhibited 
an  interest  in  the  movement,  but  it  also  exhibited  very  great 
skepticism  in  commenting  upon  the  utterances  of  those  who 
spoke  at  our  first  convention,  and  in  regard  to  the  value  of  our 
resolutions. 

The  press  seemed  to  believe,  and  the  conclusion  was  reason- 
able, that  the  model  license  movement  was  born  of  the  fear  of 
prohibition,  and  this  because  the  prohibition  wave  was  at  its 
height  three  years  ago,  and  it  seemed  destined  to  sweep  over  the 
entire  Southwest,  Central  West  and  a  large  part  of  the  East. 

Furthermore,  the  leaders  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  were  tre- 
mendous factors,  politically,  three  years  ago,  and  they  did  not 
hesitate  to  make  open  threats  to  drive  into  political  exile  any 
men  in  public  life  who  refused  to  accept  their  doctrines  any  more 
than  they  hesitated  to  make  threats  to  drive  from  the  pulpit 
ministers  who  took  exception  to  their  radical  and  very  extreme 
ideas. 

The  press  was  skeptical  insofar  as  we  were  concerned,  and 
we  do  not  blame  it  for  being  skeptical,  but  it  was  fair,  and  it 
was  considerate,  and  it  gave  thought  to  our  statements,  and  it 
made  investigations  for  the  purpose  of  finding  out  if  the  things 
we  said  were  true  or  not. 

When  the  President  of  the  National  Model  License  League, 
something  over  three  years  a'go,  in  a  speech  made  in  New  York, 
declared  that  the  Anti-Saloon  League  was  not  a  reform  move- 
ment but  a  political  movement,  pure  and  simple  and  that  the 
few  men  who  controlled  it  were  undertaking  to  dictate  the  poli- 
tics, State  and  National,  throughout  the  country;  were  under- 
taking to  say  who  should  be  in  Congress  and  in  the  Senate,  and 
who  should  be  elected  as  governors  of  the  various  States,  and 
as  members  of  the  various  Legislatures ;  and,  furthermore,  that 
these  few  men  were  becoming  enormously  Avealthy  through 
the  contributions  made  to  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  the  news- 
papers of  the  country,  with  some  few  exceptions,  disagreed  very 
radically  Avith  his  utterances  and  expressed  the  belief  that  while 
State-wide  prohibition  might  not  be  effective  there  could  be 
no  doubt  that  the  Anti-Saloon  League  in  fighting  the  lawless 
saloon  was  bringing  about  a  great  reform  and  in  securing  the 
adoption  of  local  option,  Avas  bettering  conditions  in  thousands 
of  localities  and  helping  the  cause  of  temperance  immeasurably. 
When  this  League  announced,  however,  that  neither  State- 
wide prohibition  nor  local  option  could  do  any  material  harm  to 
the  liquor  trade  in  general,  but  would  rather  bring  about  an  in- 
creased consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages,  the  press  was  really 
amused  and  from  every  direction,  from  ministers  and  from 
speakers  employed  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  and  from  edi- 
torial writers,  the  question  was  hurled  at  us :  "Then  why  is 
the  liquor  trade  opposed  to  prohibition?" 

This  has  been  a  very  difficult  question  to  answer  satisfactorily 
and  it  required  a  showing  such  as  has  been  made  recently  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Department  of  the  L^nited  States  Govern- 
ment to  convince  the  press  and  the  public  that  our  conclusions 
were  correct.  We  tried  to  explain  that  while  prohibition  does 
not  hurt  the  trade  as  a  whole,  it  does  burt  the  individual  in  the 
State  or  county  in  which  prohibition  is  adopted  and  that  Avhile 
prohibition  in  Georgia,  Tennessee  and  other  States  destroyed 
millions  of  property  belonging  to  distillers  and  dealers  in  those 
States,  it  simply  compelled  the  consumers  in  those  States  to 


purchase  their  liquors  from  dealers  and  distillers  in  other  States 
and,  of  course,  to  that  extent  it  benefited  the  distillers  and  deal- 
ers in  these  other  States. 

We  knew  that  the  passage  of  such  laws  was  not  intended  to 
prevent  anyone  from  buying  or  using  liquor  and  that  the  result 
of  such  laws,  outside  of  the  destruction  of  private  property  and 
of  revenues,  was  simply  to  compel  the  consumer  to  buy  his  goods 
through  mail-order  channels  and  to  buy  by  the  case  rather  than 
by  the  drink. 

In  speaking  before  the  Ohio  Legislature,  something  like  three 
years  ago,  in  opposition  to  the  Rose  Bill,  I  made  the  assertion 
that  there  Avas  nothing  in  the  bill  that  would  interfere  Avith  tho 
people  in  a  county  that  might  adopt  local  option  imder  it  se- 
curing all  the  Avine,  beer  or  whisky  that  they  might  desire,  keep- 
ing it  in  their  possession  or  giving  it  to  others,  and  that  in  -"on- 
sequence  it  was  not  a  prohibitory  measure  and  I  then  offered 
an  amendment  Avhich  provided  flOO  fine  and  thirty  days  in 
jail  if  any  man  ordered  liquor  brought  into  a  "dry"  county  or 
if  liquor  AA^ere  found  in  any  man's  possession  in  a  "dry"  county 
and  this  amendment  was  opposed  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
and  defeated  because  the  Anti-Saloon  League  realized  the  fact 
that  Avhile  people  Avill  vote  for  prohibition  they  Avill  not  vote 
for  it  if  it  promises  to  prohibit  the  voter  from  supplying  his  oavti 
requirements. 

The  men  who  are  connected  Avith  this  League  have  made  a 
study  of  prohibition  from  the  records  of  the  past  and  avo  know- 
that  the  movements  in  the  30's  and  in  the  50's,  and  in  the  80's 
had  no  effect  on  consumption  and  did  not  bring  about  any  reduc- 
tion in  drunkenness  so  far  as  statistics  show,  but  these  move- 
ments cost  millions  of  dollars  in  revenues  and  millions  of  dollars 
in  private  property  destroyed,  and  millions  of  dollars  expended 
in  agitating  the  question  and  they  brought  about  life-long  en- 
mities betAveen  former  friends  and  they  disrupted  communties 
and  they  destroyed  reverence  for  laAV. 

We  knew  that  the  moA-ement,  Avhich  was  started  by  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  about  fifteen  years  ago,  Avould  be  as  barren 
of  good  results  as  the  preceding  ones  and  that  it  Avould  be  a 
much  easier  matter  in  these  days  than  in  the  past  to  establish 
mail-order  channels  Avith  Avhich  to  supply  consumers  in  so-called 
"dry"  territory. 

We  kncAV,  furthermore,  that  where  people  purchase  their 
liquor  by  the  case,  Avhether  of  beer  or  Avhisky,  they  AA^ould  con- 
sume far  more  beer  and  Avhisky  than  AA^here  they  purchased  it 
by  the  glass,  as  they  might  require  it,  just  as  men  consume  more 
cigars  where  they  purchase  them  by  the  box  than  Avhere  they 
purchase  a  cigar  as  they  need  it. 

We  knew  that  Aviiile  prohibition  might  destroy  the  property 
of  saloonkeepers,  and  Avholesalers,  and  distillers,  and  brcAvers, 
in  certain  States  and  counties,  it  would  not  hurt  the  business 
as  a  whole  but  would  really  enlarge  its  possibilities.  We  did 
not  suppose,  however,  that  the  increase  in  the  consumptive 
demand  for  alcoholic  beverages  Avould  be  so  tremendous  on  ac- 
count of  prohibition  as  the  figures  of  the  Internal  ReA'enue  De 
partment  show  that  it  has  been.  As  an  aggregate  this  increase 
is  enormous. 

Here  in  Kentucky,  during  the  last  seven  years,  the  consump- 
tive demand  for  whisky  made  in  this  State  but  shipped  to  all  of 
the  States  has  increased  from  22,000,000  to  32,000,000  gallons, 
and  this  fiscal  year  the  consumption  promises  to  run  to  35,000,- 
000  gallons  and  in  anticipation  of  a  steajiy  increase  the  produc- 
tion in  Kentucky  this  year  Avill  run  over  40,000,000  gallons. 

Similar  increases  have  taken  place  in  Pennsyh^ania,  in  Mary- 
land, and  in  other  distillery  States.  Throughout  the  United 
States  the  increased  consumption,  as  shoAA-n  by  actual  tax- 
payments  of  distilled  spirits  during  the  last  fiscal  year  and  as 
against  the  previous  year,  amounted  to  about  1,000,000  gallons 
per  month,  and  during  the  year  the  iuci'ease  in  the  consumption 
of  beer,  as  shoAvn  by  the  tax  payments  as  against  the  previous 
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vear,  amoiuited  iu  tlie  aggregate  to  about  90,000,000  gallons. 

These  figTires  are  stupendous  and  they  are  indisputable,  and 
they  are  attracting  the  attention  of  the  press  throughout  the 
lountrj-  and  thev  are  proving  conclusively  that  prohibition, 
whether  in  North  Carolina,  or  Georgia,  or  Alabama,  or  Tennes- 
see, or  Oklahoma;  and  local  option,  whatever  the  unit  may  be, 
liave  proved  to  be  an  absolute  failure  as  a  means  of  lessening 
the  demand  and  the  consumption  of  whisky,  wine  and  beer. 

Prohibition  can  destroy  private  property  and  revenues  and  re- 
spect for  law  and  the  peace  of  communities  and  it  can  turn 
pulpits  into  political  rostroms  and  otherwise  sedate  ministers 
of  the  Gospel  into  howling  political  Dervishes,  but  when  it  un- 
dertakes to  interfere  with  the  inalienable  right  of  American 
men  and  Avomen  to  order  their  lives  as  they  see  fit,  it  is  invaria- 
hly  rejected,  ignored,  evaded  or  trampled  upon  as  the  occasion 
may  suggest  or  demand. 

In  conclusion,  I  Avould  repeat  my  statement  of  three  years  ago 
that  the  liquor  trade  has  nothing  to  fear  as  a  whole  from  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  or  from  any  laws  that  it  may  persuade 
Congress  or  the  various  Legislatures  or  the  people  to  adopt, 
and  this,  because  the  American  people  use  about  23  gallons 
])er  capita  of  distilled  and  fermented  liquors  and  they  will  con- 
tinue to  use  these  beverages  regardless  of  any  laws  that  may  be 
adopted. 

Furthermore,  I  will  predict  that  the  liquor  problem  will  be 
tiually  settled  in  all  of  the  States  by  regulation  such  as 
the  press  of  the  country  has  for  years  demanded  and  as  the 
National  Model  License  League  advocates.

CHARGE  TO  THE  JURY. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Juri/ : — In  this  cause  both  the  plaintiff  and 
the  defendant  have  moved  the  court  for  peremptory  instructions. 
It  therefore  becomes  the  duty  of  the  court,  as  I  construe  the  de- 
cisions of  the  higher  courts,  to  find  the  facts  in  this  case  and  in- 
struct the  jury  as  to  the  verdict  that  should  be  returned. 

Since  the  formal  closing  of  the  evidence,  it  is  proper  to  say 
that  a  number  of  the  tabulations  of  the  various  documents  in 
evidence  have  been  submitted  to  me  by  counsel  for  both  sides, 
with  the  understanding  that  those  tabulations  should  be  treated 
as  in  evidence. 

One  of  those  tabulations,  or  rather  two  of  those  tabulations, 
correcting  minor  differences  of  perhaps  less  than  a  gallon  be- 
tween the  tabulations  made  by  the  two  sides,  show  this  fact: 
That  on  the  456  packages  which  were  regauged  as  a  basis  of 
comparison  by  the  officers.  Bowers,  Pierce,  and  others,  there 
were  originally  22,124.1  wine  gallons,  as  shown  by  the  original 
gauge,  and  that  on  the  456  packages  that  had  been  withdrawn 
on  which  they  made  the  comparison  as  the  basis  of  the  reassess- 
ment, there  were  22,106.7,  as  shown  by  the  original  gauge, 
making  17.4  more  than  in  the  456  as  regauged  by  Bowers, 
Pierce,  and  others. 

That  on  the  regauge  of  these  packages  there  appeared  in 
the  456  packages  regauged  by  Bowers,  Pierce,  and  others  19,- 
930.5  wine  gallons,  and  in  the  456  packages  originally  with- 
drawn, with  which  comparison  was  made,  there  appeared 
19,956.83  wine  gallons,  making  a  difference  of  26.33  more  wine 
gallons  shown  in  the  withdrawn  packages.  On  the  regauge  of 
the  456  packages  made  by  Bowers,  Pierce,  and  others  there 
appeared  20,200.8  taxable  gallons,  and  on  tlie  regauges  from 
which  the  other  456  packages  were  originally  withdrawn  there 
appeared  19,960.6  taxable  gallons,  the  difference  being  or  mak- 
ing this  minor  difference  that  I  have  referred  to  in  the  two 
tabulations,  and,  averaging  it,  that  in  the  packages  withdrawn 
orginally,  the  456  packages,  there  were  240.2  less  taxable  gal- 
lons than  in  the  456  packages  regauged  by  Bowers  and  Pierce. 
Deducting  from  that  the  19.2  excess  of  proof  gallons  that  the 
original  of  the  Bowers  packages  had  would  make  this  final 
difference;  and  on  the  same  basis  the  original  packages,  the  orig- 


inal contents  that  were  regauged  by  Bowers  and  Pierce,  of  their 
456  packages,  on  the  same  basis,  the  original  wine  gallons 
showed  221.5  more  taxable  gallons  than  appeared  on  the  re- 
gauges on  which  the  other  456  packages  were  originally  with 
drawn. 

Now,  that  fact  I  treat  as  in  evidence  and  deduced  from  tlic 
tabulations  furnished  me  by  counsel,  there  being  no  substantial 
dispute,  as  I  understand  it,  or  disagreement,  none  at  all  in  irf- 
erence  to  that  fact,  which  is  treated  as  in  evidence. 

Now,  on  that  fact,  and  on  the  other  facts  in  evidence  in  this 
case,  I  find  that  the  weight  of  the  proof  shows  the  following 
facts,  which  I  find: 

That  in  January,  1908,  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue for  the  United  States  made  an  assessment  against  the  plain- 
tiff in  the  sum  of  |4,199.14  for  the  spirit-tax  stamps  on  3817.4 
taxable  gallons  of  spirits  produced  by  the  plaintiff"  at  its  dis 
tillery  in  the  collection  district  of  Tennessee  and  removed  there- 
from from  July,  1903,  to  July,  1907,  without  the  payment  of  tlic 
tax  required  by  law.  That  this  assessment  was  certified  by  tL(> 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  to  the  defendant,  Avho  was 
then  the  United  States  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  for  the 
district  of  Tennessee,  and  who  forthwith  made  demand  on  tho 
plaintiff  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  of  this  tax.  That  there- 
after, on  March  6,  1908,  the  plaintiff  paid  to  the  defendant  as 
such  collector  said  sum  of  |4199.14,  said  payment  being  mada 
by  the  plaintiff  to  the  defendant  under  protest  and  under  cir- 
cumstances indicating  its  intention  to  take  steps  to  secure  a 
refund  or  recovery  of  the  same.  That  thereafter,  about  ^larcli 
6,  1908,  the  plaintiff  presented  a  claim  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue  in  the  manner  required  by  law  for  the  re- 
funding to  it  of  the  said  sum  which  it  had  so  paid  the  collector, 
and  that  said  application  has  been  pending  in  the  office  of  the 
commissioner  since  said  date  and  for  more  than  six  montiis 
and  has  never  been  acted  upon  or  decided  by  him. 

I  further  find  that  there  Avas  distilled  and  renu)Aed  from  tlic 
premises  of  the  plaintiff,  from  July,  1903,  to  July,  1907,  from 
its  Avarehouse  or  Avarehouses,  a  number  of  taxable  gallons  of 
spirits  in  excess  of  the  amount  that  had  been  shoAvn  by  the  re- 
ports of  the  gaugers  at  the  time  of  the  withdraAval  of  said 
spirits,  and  upon  which  the  AvithdraAval  was  based  and  upo!) 
Avhich  the  tax  Avas  originally  due;  that  the  regauges  of  the 
taxable  spirits  as  made  at  the  time  the  spirits  were  removed 
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Long  fiber  with  asbestos.    Used  by  60% 
of  all  the    wine    producers    in    California 
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during  «iii(l  period  of  four  years,  upon  which  the  taxes  wore 
based,  were  incorrectly  shown  in  the  amount  of  taxable  spirits 
that  was  actually  and  in  fact  removed  from  the  wai-ehouse  dur- 
ing: saitl  period  by  reason,  in  part,  of  the  equalization  of  spirits 
in  the  said  warehouse  that  had  been  made  so  as  to  bring  up 
the  proof  of  spirits  that  were  below  100  proof  by  the  admixture 
of  spirits  that  were  above  100  proof,  and  also  by  the  transfer 
of  spirits  from  packages  showing  less  than  the  maximum  Car- 
lisle allowance  to  packages  containing  more  than  the  maximum 
r'arlisle  allowance,  and  in  part,  by  an  incorrect  return  made  of 
the  volume  and  proof  of  the  si>irits  regauged;  that  while  this 
incorrectness  does  not  apply  to  all  of  the  regauges  made  by 
all  of  the  gangers  during  said  period  and  which  have  been 

I  under  investigation,  some  being  perhaps  entirely  correct  and 

!  others  more  nearly  approaching  correctness,  but  yet  the  gen- 
eral result  of  all  of  the  regauges  made  during  said  period  and 
(tf  the  reports  upon  which  the  taxes  were  paid,  as  I  have  stated, 
tliat  during  the  said  four  yeai-s  there  was  in  fact  a  removal  of 

j  spirits  from  the  warehouse  in  excess  of  the  aggregate  amounts 
shown  by  the  returns  and  on  which  taxes  were  paid. 

That  the  weight  of  the  evidence  shows  the  substantial 
accuracy  of  the  regauges  of  456  packages  made  by  the  officers, 

I  Bowers,  Pierce,  and  others,  as  furnishing  the  facts,  as  distin- 
^ished  from  the  logical  conclusions    upon    which    the    true 

I  amount  of  the  taxable  gallons  that  had  been  removed  from  the 
warehouse  may  be  determined. 

That  on  this  basis,  and  having  in  view  the  other  facts  in  evi- 
dence, the  weight  of  the  proof  shows  that  on  the  2805  pack- 
ages in  controversy  removed  from  the  warehouse  from  July, 
1903,  to  July,  1907,  there  were  approximately  1362.3  taxable 
gallons  in  fact  removed  from  the  warehouse  which  were  not 
shown  in  the  regauge  and  upon  which  the  taxes  were  not  paid 
at  the  time  of  the  removal,  but  that  the  number  of  taxal)le 
gallons  which  thus  escaped  taxation  did  not  amount  to  the 
3817.4  upon  which  the  reassessment  made  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue  was  based ;  and  did  not,  under  the  weight 
of  the  proof,  exceed  1362.3  taxable  gallons,  as  above  stated. 

That  the  tax  which  should  have  been  paid  on  these  1362.3 
gallons  was,  under  the  law,  at  the  rate  of  $1.10  a  taxable  gal- 
lon, or  11498.53.  Tliat  to  the  extent  that  the  assessment  made 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  of  $4199.14  exceeded 
this  sum  of  $1498.53  on  the  1362.3  gallons  shown  by  the  weight 
of  the  proof  to  have  been  withdrawn  without  the  payment  of 
tax,  this  reassessment  made  by  the  commissioner  was  errone- 
ous ;  but  that  to  the  extent  of  $1498.53,  the  tax  on  1362.3  tax- 
able gallons,  the  said  assessment  was  valid  and  legal,  and 
the  plaintiff  is  not  justly  and  equitably  entitled  to  recover  the 
same. 

On  these  facts  I  charge  you  as  a  matter  of  law  the  plaintiff 
is  entitled  to  recover  of  the  defendant  the  difference  between 
the  .$4199.14  paid  under  protest  and  the  $1498.53,  the  sum  plain- 
tiff was  justly  indebted  to  the  Government  for  the  tax  on  spirits 
that  had  escaped  assessment,  namely,  the  sum  of  $2699.91, 
with  interest  from  March  6,  1909,  the  day  on  which  the  same 
was  paid  to  the  defendant. 

I  therefore  instruct  you  to  return  a  verdict  in  favor  of  tlie 
plaintiff  for  the  said  sum  of  $2699.91,  with  interest  from  said 
date.    You  may  return  this  verdict  without  leaving  your  seats. 


Vermuth  Protests  Decided 


No.  24873.— Leakage  of  Vermuth.— Protests  401466,  etc.,  of  W. 
A.  Taylor  &  Co.,  et  al.  (New  York. 
The  importers  claimed  that  duty  should  have  been  assessed 
only  upon  the  actual  quantity  of  vermuth  arriving  in   this 
country. 


Somerville,  General  Appraiser:  »  •  *  The  inference  from 
the  record  is  that  the  loss  of  the  vermuth  was  due  to  leakage. 
While  the  importations  were  made  under  the  tariff  act  of  August 
5,  1909,  no  change  has  been  made  in  paragraph  296  of  the  act 
of  1897,  which  is  the  same  as  paragraph  307  of  the  act  of  1909, 
so  far  as  the  classification  of  vermuth  is  concerned  or  the  pro- 
hibition against  allowance  for  leakage.  On  the  authority  of 
United  States  vs.  Wile  (178  Fed.  Rep.,  269;  T.  D.  30449),  the 
protests  are  sustained  as  to  the  vermuth. 

No.  24870.— Shortage  of  Vermuth  in  Bottles.— Protest  457785- 
35005  of  Gallagher  &  Ascher  (Chicago). 

Somerville,  General  Appraiser:  The  importers  claim  an  al- 
lowance in  duty  on  the  ground  of  a  shortage  or  non-importation 
of  certain  bottles  of  vermuth  reported  by  the  appraiser  to  have 
been  missing  from  the  cases  at  the  time  of  his  examination. 

In  the  case  of  United  States  vs.  Wile  (178  Fed.  Rep.,  269; 
T.  D.  30449)  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  held  that  vermuth 
was  not  a  wine,  cordial  or  liquor  within  the  meaning  of  para- 
graph 296  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897,  prohibiting  any  allowance  for 
leakage  of  wines,  liquors,  cordials,  etc.  For  this  reason  section 
2921  of  the  Revised  Statutes  would  apply,  as  interpreted  by  the 
Court  in  the  case  of  United  States  vs.  Park  (77  Fed.  Rep.,  608). 
We  therefore  sustain  the  protest  and  reverse  the  collector's  de- 
cision, with  instructions  to  reliquidate  the  entry  so  as  to  make 
allowanace  in  duty  for  the  bottles  of  vermuth  reported  by  the  ap- 
praiser as  found  missing.  Note  also  In  re  Vignier,  G.  A.  6944 
(T.  D.  30160)  and  T.  D.  30180.

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Bellingham  Killed  By  Prohibition 


SEATTLE,  April  20. — It  is  a  cold  faot  that  P>ellingliam's 
business  mon  are  disj^xisted  over  the  situation  since  that 
formerly  thriving  town  became  "dry."  Many  firms  that  had 
prospered  are  now  sadly  handicapped  when  bills  are  presented, 
and  the  unprecedented  fact  of  the  failure  of  several  large  busi- 
ness houses  is  charged  directly  to  the  victory  of  the  Antis. 

The  failures,  through  .absolute  bankruptcy,  of  the  following 
houses,  have  cast  a  gloom  over  the  business  community  :  Cautf- 
man  Bros.,  dry  goods  dealers  for  many  years,  and  leaders  in 
their  line;  Cox-Overlack  (-lothing  Company;  Uerens  Jewelry' 
Company,  and  one  other  large  hoifte  the  name  of  Avhich  does 
not  recur  to  your  correspondent  at  this  moment. 

It  is  said  that  the  large  house  of  Montague  &  McHugh,  which 
conducts  mills  and  a  large  dry  goods  house,  has  not  taken  in 
enough  money  to  pay  clerks  and  running  expenses  since  the 
town  Avas  put  in  the  Prohibition  class.  The  firm,  like  many 
others,  is  making  bitter  complaint  that  tlie  good  old  times  are  a 
matter  of  memory.  Lest  somebody  may  say  that  the  argument 
connecting  these  failures  and  the  prevailing  dullness  Avith  the 
dryness  of  the  town  is  far-fetched,  let  it  be  said  that  it  is  the 
argument  made  by  the  business  men  themselves  and  not  by  your 
correspondent  or  anybody  else  for  them.  They  can  show  you 
cause  and  effect  so  plainly  that  there  can  be  no  doubt — and 
similar  conditions  prevail  at  Everett,  which  has  been  struck 
by  the  same  blight. 

"It  is  the  narrowness  of  the  laws  that  has  caused  these  fail- 
ures and  the  prevailing  dullness,"  said  a  i)r()niinent  merchant 
who  did  not  want  his  name  used,  "and  the  immediate  effect  of 
the  laAvs  Avas  to  send  our  customers  to  more  liberal  toA^Tis,  com- 
petitors of  ours." 

He  then  proceeded  to  show  that  hundreds  of  loggers — men 
who  buy  all  sorts  of  goods,  Avares,  and  merchandise,  especially 
if  they  can  "Avet  them  up"  a  little  on  pay  day,  now  side-step 
Bellingham  and  visit  Sedro-Woolley,  Avhich  is  still  tolerant  of 
the  thirst  of  the  masses.  Sedro-Woolley's  prosperity  has  greatly 
increased  since  the  Antis  Avon  in  Bellingham,  and  the  coming 
of  the  business  of  the  loggers  is  the  cause  of  the  increased  pros- 
I)erity. 

On  the  other  hand,  Anacortes,  AA'hich  is  close  to  the  fishermen 
who  used  to  visit  Bellingham,  has  caught  their  trade,  for  Ana- 
cortes is  still  a  place  Avhere  a  drop  of  poteen  can  be  obtained  in 
the  open  and  Avhere  the  hundreds  of  fishermen,  sometimes  thou- 
sands, of  the  contiguous  region,  can  gambol  on  the  village  green 
within  moderation. 

Anybody  Avho  knows  the  lumberjack  and  the  Coast  fisherman 

ill  understand  Avithout  too  much  diagraming  that  these  rough 
and  ready  folk  can  not  be  pressed  into  meek  regiments  of  cold 
water  champions  by  the  mere  passing  of  a  Prohibition  ordinance. 
They  will  go  Avhere  their  simple  needs  can  be  supplied.  When 
they  spend  their  money  for  wine,  beer,  and  other  beverages  they 
also  spend  it  liberally  for  clothing  and  the  necessaries  of  life. 
In  answer  to  the  argument  that  they  were  spending  their  money 
for  liquor  only,  consult  the  "dry"  goods  men  Avho  have  failed  and 
are  about  to  fail,  the  jewelers,  and  the  rank  and  file  of  business 
men  noAV  suffering  from  the  loss  of  trade. 


dilung's  narrowness  increases. 
Mayor  George  Dilling's  administration   is  so  narrow   that 
many  of  those  Avho  supported  him  say  they  made  a  mistake. 
For  example,  there  is  Ole  Hansen,  one  of  the  shreAvdest  business 


men  of  Seattle.  Recently  he  said  he  was  surprised  that  the 
Mayor  had  shown  no  disposition  to  broaden. 

"There's  something  Avroug  with  our  heads  here  in  Seattle," 
said  Hansen,  "or  this  kind  of  farce  could  not  go  on.  First  Ave 
elected  a  man  who  stood  in,  possibly  through  ignorance,  with 
the  crooks,  the  Wai)pen  steins,  the  keepei"S  of  brothels.  Then, 
Avhen  we  wanted  a  broad-gauged,  but  honest  man  we  get  a  man 
Avith  vicAA's  as  narrow  as  those  of  an  old-fashioned  preacher. 
It  seems  to  be  all  brothel  or  all  church  Avith  us  in  this  town." 

Billing  is  enforcing  all  sorts  of  old  laws  that  have  long  been 
obnoxious  to  the  public.  He  recently  sat  on  a  platform  with 
Colonel  Roosevelt,  Avho  praised  those  avIio  had  closed  up  NcAvark, 
Ohio.  Looking  toward  Mayor  Dilling,  he  spoke  of  "high  moral 
purposes,  clean  executives,  men  avIio  enforce  laAvs  to  the  letter." 
Dilling  has  been  growing  Avorse  ever  since.  He  has  issuetl  some 
sort  of  an  order  prohibiting  grocers  fi-om  selling  goods  on 
Sundays.  The  order  bars  canned  goods,  for  example,  but  per- 
mits the  sale  of  milk. 

Business  is  already  feeling  the  effect  of  the  arbitrary  laws 
and  rulings  enforced.  Men  who  have  the  time  and  money  to 
enable  them  to  have  a  good  time,  wend  their  Avsiy  to  Portland  or 
San  Francisco,  avoiding  Spokane  and  Seattle.  These  toAvns  are 
passing  through  the  exi)erience  stage,  and  business  Avill  have  to 
pay  the  bills. 

Oddly,  Dilling  fights  shy  of  the  Post-Intelligencer,  which  made 
his  fight  and  made  the  recall  election  possible.  He  is  noAV  said 
to  be  consorting  Avith  Colonel  Blethen  of  the  Times,  although 
Blethen  was  Wappenstein's  friend  and  the  constant  supporter 
of  Gill.  There  is  a  general  complaint  that  the  new  Mayor  has 
forgotten  his  friends  and  is  trying  to  make  friends  of  his  ene- 
mies. Even  policemen  Avho  Avorked  themselves  hoarse  for  him 
have  not  been  "taken  care  of"  as  promised. 

There  is  one  fight  on,  however,  which  is  costing  him  friends — 
a  fight  Avitli  the  women.  They  Avant  a  certain  jailor  removed 
because  they  say  he  is  a  brute.  Dilling  stands  "pat"  with  the 
jailor,  whose  reputation  is  bad  among  newspaper  men.  To  get 
even  with  Dilling,  Avhom  the  women  noAV  begin  to  mistrust,  their 
clubs  are  passing  resoluti(ms  denouncing  the  jailor.  The  news- 
I)apers,  of  course,  give  these  resolutions  plenty  of  publicity. 
This  is  one  Avar  that  Avill  not  doAvn — and  there  are  others. 

We  shall  not  have  a  Gill  again,  but  every  sign  indicates  that 
Dilling's  successor  will  be  a  broader  man  than  he  is  shoAving 
himself  to  be. 


Fred  W.  Hempelmann,  for  some  years  with  the  Germania 
Cafe,  is  now  head  mixologist  at  the  Press  Club,  a  place  where 
throngs  gather  evei*y  night  after  the  theaters  are  over  and  about 
the  time  the  morning  ncAVspaper  men  have  finished  their  labors. 
This  club  is  the  visiting  place  of  hundreds  of  good  fellows  "on 
the  road."  Actors,  commercial  travelers,  and  others  who  have 
friends  in  the  profession  of  journalism  find  the  club  a  haven 
of  rest. 


One  of  the  most  complete  and  beautiful  Avholesale  and  retail 
liquor  houses  in  the  NorthAvest  is  the  BroAvn-PoAvell  Liquor  Com- 
pany, at  611  Third  avenue,  this  being  a  large,  neAV  building 
adjacent  to  two  car  lines.  Both  BroAvn  and  PoAvell  are  men 
Avell  traveled  and  of  more  than  ordinary  attainments  as  busi- 
ness men  and  citizens.  Their  place  is  not  only  beautiful  in  all 
its  appointments  but  it  is  orderly  in  the  extreme.  Their  win- 
doAA's  make  a  fine  exhibition  of  California  Avines,  especially  of 
the  goods  of  the  Italian-SAviss  Colony  and  of  Wetmore-Bowen 
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Company.  Like  many  other  saloons  here,  in  the  absence  of  free 
lunches,  wliich  are  prohibited  by  law,  they  have  a  cafe,  with 
boxes  where  men  may  get  a  good  luncheon  or  even  a  sandwich. 
Women  are  barred. 


Portland  Tries  "Model  License' 


One  of  the  most  interesting  visitors  to  Seattle  this  month  was 
James  McLeod,  representing  the  Victorian  Government.  He 
has  just  been  appointetl  Immigration  and  Publicity  Commis- 
sioner to  England,  with  power  to  see  to  certain  advertising  in 
the  United  States.  He  traveled  over  on  a  ship  with  some  Cali- 
fornia wine  men,  who  told  him  many  things  about  the  State. 
In  summing  up  his  conclusions  concerning  the  United  States, 
he  said: 

"Australians  like  California  above  all  other  States  because 
of  the  climate,  products,  and  laws.  We  also  like  the  Califomian 
wines.  While  on  this  subject  I  want  to  say  that  there  is  an 
excellent  field  for  Californian  wines  in  Australia,  where  their 
merits  are  not  so  universally  known  as  they  should  be,  especially 
the  merits  of  one  or  two  brands  of  your  champagnes.  I  had 
some  California  champagne  here  in  Seattle  that  I  consider  as 
good  as  the  bulk  of  the  brands  that  come  from  France." 


Fred  Winter,  formerly  in  the  cigar  business  in  the  Clans 
Spreckels  building,  has  been  in  Seattle  for  some  months,  but  has 
now  gone  to  Vancouver.  He  and  AVilliam  Johnson,  formerly  in 
the  saloon  business  in  San  Francisco,  have  a  longing  to  get  into 
the  wet  goods  line  again. 


George  Common,  one  of  the  best-known  saloon  and  race-track 
men  in  the  country,  for  many  years  located  in  San  Francisco, 
and  late  of  Seattle,  has  yielded  to  the  desire  to  cross  the  line 
and  has  gone  to  Victoria,  with  hopes  of  finding  a  hotel  location 
in  that  city  or  Vancouver.  There  is  no  chance  for  a  bar  outside 
of  a  hotel  in  British  Columbia. 


J.  E.  Molero,  the  well-known  Italian-Swiss  traveler,  an- 
nounces that  he  will  reach  Seattle  and  the  Northwest  early  in 
May.  His  advance  notices  are  held  anxiously  by  a  number  of 
firms,  because  both  he  and  his  wines  are  popular  in  this  section. 


W.  R.  Klenert,  of  the  Goldie-Klenert  Company,  has  been  visit- 
ing in  Wisconsin.  He  reports  times  rather  quiet  in  that  part 
of  the  countrj^  and  says  there  is  much  inquiry  for  chances  in  the 
West  and  Northwest,  especially  in  California.  The  exposition 
talk,  he  says,  has  already  invaded  the  Aliddle  West  and  promises 
good  results. 


Jim  Morrison,  owner  of  Morrison's  saloon  at  Second  and 
University,  has  sold  to  "Scotty"  Ferguson,  owner  of  the  build- 
ing. The  name  of  the  place  has  already  been  changed  to  Fer- 
guson's. 


Taussig  &  Company  announce  that  Seattle  Avill  soon  have  the 
pleasure  of  the  company  of  their  Mr.  Diggles,  who  has  a  wide 
acquaintance  in  the  Northwest.  Mr.  Diggles  will  visit  the  trade 
in  jreneral. 


The  movement  for  protection,  started  by  Charles  Manning  of 
Everett,  seems  to  have  died  away,  as  nothing  further  is  heard 
from  it.  Recent  developments  indicate  that  times  are  consid- 
ered too  hard  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  general  education  of  the 
people  on  the  liquor  question. 


AT  Portland,  Oregon,  the  so-called  "model"  liquor  ordinance 
took  effect  on  April  1st,  and  the  License  Inspectors  were 
kept  busy  all  day  issuing  new  licenses.  All  liquor  dealers  had 
been  notified  that  the  new  law  would  become  effective,  and  they 
took  the  first  opportunity  to  comply  with  the  provisions. 
Penalties  for  violation  of  the  law  are  now  much  more  severe 
and  are  definitely  fixed,  so  that  it  is  mandatory  upon  the  courts 
to  impose  at  least  the  minimum  punishment.  For  a  first  offense 
the  penalty  is  not  less  than  |100  nor  more  than  ^250  fine,  or 
imprisonment  of  not  less  than  50  days  nor  more  than  six 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court.  For  a  second  violation  the  penalty  is  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $250  nor  more  than  |500,  or  imprisonment  not  less 
than  50  days  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  both,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.  A  third  offense  absolutely  revokes  the 
license,  and  in  addition  imposes  a  fine  of  |500,  or  imprisonment 
of  not  less  than  six  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  but  the  court  has  no  discretion  in  the  matter  of  the 
license,  which  must  be  revoked.  A  special  provision  makes  a 
second  conviction  for  violating  the  Sunday  closing  law  also 
forfeit  the  license  of  the  offender. 


In  Seattle,  Washington,  proprietors  of  family  liquor  stores 
and  Avholesale  liquor  dealers  who  desire  to  sell  liquora  in  less 
than  one  gallon  lots  will  be  required  to  go  into  the  market  and  > 
buy  an  existing  flOOO  retail  liquor  license,  if  a  plan  decided 
upon  by  the  license  committee  of  the  city  council  is  carried  out. 


We  learn  from  Portland,  Oregon,  that  Old  Heidelberg,  the 
restaurant  in  connection  with  Turn  Halle,  at  the  corner  of 
Fourth  and  Yamhill  streets,  in  that  city,  tliat  has  been  the 
mecca  for  tourists  and  residents  of  Portland  for  28  consecutive 
years,  was  permanently  closed  by  Kirschner  and  Hanno,  pro- 
prietors, on  April  1st,  co-incident  with  the  operation  of  the  new 
liquor  license  ordinance.  The  firm  took  out  no  license  for  the 
grill  and  it  was  announced  that  it  would  never  be  opened  again. 


Natron,  Oregon,  at  the  end  of  March  was  the  scene  of  two 
sudden  deaths,  and  later  another  man  was  picked  up  on  the 
streets  in  a  stupor.  While  the  deaths  were  attributed  to  heart 
failure  by  the  coroner's  jury,  the  cause  is  believed  by  many  to 
have  bt«n  bootlegger  whisky.  If  so,  this  trouble,  among  inniiy 
others,  was  caused  by  prohibition.  Natron  is  the  base  of  supply 
for  a  number  of  railroad  camps,  and  is  the  center  of  a  rough 
element. 


The  city  council  of  Medford,  Oregon,  in  the  face  of  a  protest 
by  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  adopted  at  the  end  of  last 
month  a  new  liquor  ordinance.  License  is  fixed  at  -f  1000  a  year 
for  retailers,  |200  for  social  clubs  and  $400  for  Avholesalers. 
Saloons  are  required  to  close  at  11 :30  o'clock  on  Saturday  night 
and  not  open  until  5  o'clock  Monday  morning.  On  other  nights 
the  closing  hour  is  midnight  until  five  the  next  morning.  Social 
clubs  must  observe  the  same  hours  of  closing  their  dram  depart 
ments  as  the  saloons. 


Because  of  the  presence  of  a  reclamation  camp  within  the 
radius  of  six  miles,  as  allowed  by  the  laws  of  Arizona,  sixteen 
saloons  and  two  wholesale  houses,  were  closwl  IMarcIi  31  at 
Phoenix,  Arizona,  and  one  saloon  at  Tempe  at  the  .same  time. 
It  was  thought  that  the  same  cause  would  make  Mesa  dry,  but 
the  saloons  there  escaped  by  a  narrow  margin.  I'hocnix  is 
practically  dry  and  a  condition  of  arid  thirst  exists  there  un- 
like any  within  the  memory  of  the  oldest  white  inhabitant.

THERE  is  no  doubt  that  the  delay  in  announcing  the  site  of 
the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  has  had  a 
tendency  to  emphasize  the  quiet  condition  of  business  in  San 
lYancisco.  People  have  had  an  unsettled  feeling  and  are  hoping 
that  the  welcome  announcement  will  not  long  be  delayed  and 
that  there  will  soon  be  "something  doing"  toward  launching  the 
Ibig  fair. 

However,  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August — 
usually  dull  months — we  are  promised  200,000  visitors  by  the 
!San  Francisco  Convention  League,  which  has  already  succeeded 
in  securing  twenty-one  conventions  for  San  Francisco  for  1911. 
The  Eagles,  the  National  Educational  Association,  the  Sunday 
School  Workers  and  the  Typographical  Union  will  represent 
some  of  the  most  prosperous  people  in  America.  W.  R.  Pringle, 
president  of  the  Convention  League,  estimates  that  the  visiting 
delegates  will  leave  behind  over  $6,000,000  in  this  city,  a  larger 
sum  than  will  be  spent  in  any  other  city  in  the  United  States 
during  a  similar  period. 

The  wine  men  don't  figure  much  on  the  church  workers  and 
•school  teachers,  but  they  do  hope  to  be  able  to  pluck  some 
feathers  from  the  Eagles  and  Typographical  Union  delegates 
who  enjoy  the  good  things  of  life. 

The  Convention  League,  by  the  way,  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
its  good  work,  which,  as  Mr.  Pringle  explained  at  the  Home 
Industry  League  luncheon  on  April  20th,  is  the  result  of  intel- 
ligent organization.  "Formerly,  when  we  wanted  a  convention,'' 
he  said,  "a  few  of  us  scurried  around  and  gathered  subscriptions 
from  Avhat  business  men  we  could  reach  handily.  As  a  conse- 
quence a  few  did  all  the  subscribing,  Avhile  all  reaped  the  bene- 
fits. Now  we  have  formed  the  Convention  League,  grading  the 
I  memberships  into  ten  classes.  Each  member  is  pledgtnl  to  sub- 
!  scribe  various  proportions  of  the  sum  nettled  when  we  go  after 
a  convention.  The  higlu^t  amount  is  f  10  per  f  1000.  The  lowest 
is  50  cents  per  flOOO. 

"Heretofore  when  we  went  after  a  convention  we  found  that 
we  were  opposed  by  organized  bodies  from  other  cities  who 
usually  won  out  by  their  organization  and  tlieir  ability  to  give 
pledges  of  support  to  the  order  holding  the  convention.  Our 
league  is  patterned  after  the  strongest  of  those  that  we  were 
opposed  by  and  we  are  now  able  to  act  with  authority  when 
asking  people  to  come  to  this  city. 

"In  order  tliat  the  assessments  for  conventions  may  not  be 
too  great  for  the  benefits  to  be  reaped,  we  have  made  the  presi- 
dents of  the  various  commercial  bodies  our  advisory  board,  and 
,ti  they  decide  whether  the  proposition  is  wortli  going  after  and  just 
IHfW  far  we  can  afford  to  go." 

"^It  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  soon  as  we  get  the  exposition  under 

'  way  that  the  Portola  Festival  will  be  revived  each  fall  until 

1915.    We  need  to  start  the  people  coming  our  way  and  nothing 

will  advertise  San  Francisco  better  than  a  week's  spectacular 

merrymaking,  such  as  we  enjoyed  in -October,  1909. 

Up  in  Portland,  they  have  done  wonders  with  their  Rose 
Carnival.  The  president  of  the  associatitm,  in  discussing  how 
it  has  aided  Oregon's  metropolis  commercially,  recently  said : 
"I  feel  perfectly  justified  in  saying  that  the  city  of  Portland 
could  not  have  purchased  for  |1,500,000  in  cold  cash  the  same 
wlume  of  high-class  publicity  that  the  Rose  Festival  has  given 
o«r  fair  city  in  this  short  time  and  at  a  cost  to  the  public  of  less 
than  3  per  cent  of  that  sum.  There  has  been  attracted  to  this 
city  during  the  four  former  festivals,  according  to  the  figures 
that  have  been  compiled  by  the  local  press,  more  than  half  a 


million  visitors.  As  nearly  as  I  have  been  able  to  get  at  the 
figures,  the  following  is  a  fair  estimate  of  Avhat  the  Rose  Fes- 
tival has  meant  in  the  way  of  attracting  people  from  outside  of 
I'ortland,  remend)ering,  of  cour.se,  that  a  large  percentage  of 
these  figures  are  embractxl  in  the  attendance  from  the  Pacific 
Northwest  and  the  Coast  States : 

1907 50,000 

1908 100,000 

1909 150,000 

1910 200,000 

"The  big  addition  as  noted  from  the  year  1909  to  last  year  is 
the  direct  and  immediate  result  of  what  the  great  transcontinen- 
tal railroad  systems  have  done  for  Portland  and  for  the  Rose 
Festival.  Last  year  the  management  presented  the  situation  to 
the  traffic  heads  of  the  big  trunk  lines  in  such  a  convincing  form 
that  the  Hill,  Ilarriman  and  other  lines  went  back  to  Chicago 
and  told  the  Transcontinental  Passenger  Association  that  Port- 
land had  something  that  was  worth  inviting  the  whole  country 
to  see.  The  railroads  were  deeply  impressed.  They  gave  us  the 
lowest  rates  that  had  ever  been  granted  for  any  public  exposi- 
tion or  attraction  on  the  Coast.  • 

"There  are  direct  and  simple  ways  of  determining  just  what 
money  there  is  put  into  circulation  by  such  entertainments  as 
the  Rose  Festival.  It  is  very  much  in  character  like  Elks'  and 
other  big  conventions  in  this  respiH;t,  and  we  have  been  advised 
that  it  is  a  most  conservative  estimate  to  place  the  added  busi- 
ness of  each  visitor  on  such  occasions  at  flO.  With  the  figures 
given  above,  this  means  that  the  Rose  Festival  has  brought  in 
trade  to  hotels,  restaurants,  lodging  houses  and  other  concerns 
something  like  $5,000,000  in  the  four  years.  I  venture  to  say 
this  is  an  exceedingly  low  estimate,  for  many  of  the  city's  guests 
have  come  here  and  stayed  the  entire;  wt»ek  and  spent  a  great 
deal  more  money  than  that. 

"When  one  considers  the  fact  that  the  combined  cost  of  all 
four  annual  celebrations  since  tlie  festival  idea  was  first  con- 
ceived has  been  a  trifle  over  $100,000,  is  there  any  further  argu- 
ment needed  to  convince  the  most  skeptical  that  the  festival  is 
a  good  thing  for  Portland?" 

No,  indeed. 

This  year  the  festival  will  start  off  on  June  5th,  with  a  royal 
reception  to  Rex  Oregonus,  the  mei*ry  monarch  who  rules  the 
season  of  revels.  It  is  plannetl  to  have  a  fleet  of  pleasure  craft 
meet  the  King  off  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  River  on  his 
approach  to  Portland,  and  his  stay  in  the  city  for  a  week  will 
be  a  merry  one.  Dviring  two  days,  a  shower  of  roses  will  be  a 
surprise  for  the  city's  guests.  Tlie  crowds  lining  the  streets  will 
be  bombarded  with  millions  of  roses  by  over  100  girls  in  deco- 
rated cai"s.  The  horse  and  carriage  parade,  usually  about  five 
miles  long;  an  automobile  parade  in  which  not  less  than  1500 
automobiles  covered  with  roses  will  appear;  an  historical  spec- 
tacle at  night  on  Multnomah  Field,  picturing  the  various  stages 
of  Oregon  history  from  the  coming  of  the  first  white  man  to  the 
present  day;  a  children's  parade,  in  which  not  less  than  10,000 
boys  and  girls  from  the  schools  will  take  part;  a  big  Indiaa 
pow  wow  and  an  encampment  of  Spanish  War  veterans  of  Ore- 
gon and  Washington,  will  be  other  features  that  will  be  wit- 
nessed by  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  ^xangers  from  every  part  ©f 
the  Northwest. 

iSeattle  has  watched  the  success  of  the  Portland  Rose  Camtral 
with  eyes  green  with  envy  and  early  this  year  decided  to  enter 
the  festival  arena  and  put  up  a  show  that  would  draw  people 
to  Washington's  metropolis  during  the  week  beginning  July 
17th,  when  the  Puget  Sound  summer  season  is  at  the  zenith  of 
its  glory. 

Out  of  the  long  list  of  names  submitted  for  the  carnival,  "The 
Golden  Potlatch"  was  selected  as  the  most  appropriate  for  the 
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occasion.  It  is  certainly  distinctive  and  sectionally  character- 
istic. The  word  "potlatch''  is  the  name  of  an  ancient  festival 
of  the  Northern  Indians,  usually  given  by  the  chief  or  headman, 
who  invited  everj^body  for  miles  around  to  come  and  pai-take  of 
his  hospitality.  That  is  Avhat  the  Seattle  carnival  will  do,  and 
at  the  same  time  commemorate  the  first  shipment  of  |2,000,000 
of  Alaska  gold  dust  to  Seattle  on  the  Portland  in  1898. 

From  the  start,  every  interest  got  behind  the  project.  High 
officials  of  the  great  transcontinental  railway  lines ;  high  officials 
of  other  transportation  companies;  the  president  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce;  the  president  of  the  Commercial  Club;  the 
president  of  the  Manufacturers'  Association,  and  the  president 
of  the  Central  Labor  Council,  were  appointed  the  vice-presidents 
of  the  carnival  organization,  and  that  fact  alone  is  sufficient  to 
guarantee  the  success  of  the  undertaking.  Besides  the  Board 
of  Trustees  is  composed  of  one  hundred  representative  men  of 
Seattle,  chosen  from  every  sphere.  In  order  to  raise  flOO,000 
to  finance  the  carnival,  a  vigorous  button  sale  has  been  inaugu- 
rated and  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  a  few  weeks  Seattle's  public- 
spirited  citizens  will  provide  the  necessary  sum. 

It  has  been  decided  that  the  initial  day  of  the  Potlatch,  July 
17th,  will  be  known  as  Historical  Day,  and  the  opening  cele- 
bration will  consist  of  a  water  pageant,  to  be  followed  by  a  land 
parade,  illustrating  in  elaborate  floats  and  pageantry  the  prin- 
cipal events  in  the  history  of  Seattle  and  the  Pacific  Northwest. 
Another  interesting  parade  will  be  given  on  "Sea  and  Soil  Day," 
when  the  products  of  land  and  water  in  the  Northwest  will  be 
the  subjects  of  the  festival  ceremonies. 

The  evenings  will  be  taken  up  with  an  electric  parade,  Mardi 
Gras  carnival,  balls  and  banquets,  when  the  people  of  Seattle 
and  their  visitors  will  cast  dull  care  aside  and  make  merry  on 
the  streets.  The  hotels  and  restaurants  are  expecting  a  tremen- 
dous rush  and  no  doubt  much  of  our  choice  California  wines 
Avill  be  drunk  and  enjoyed,  for  they  are  Avell  listed  at  every  cafe 
and  hotel  in  Seattle. 


Provisions  of  Utah's  New  Liquor  Law 


An  Interesting  Educational  Trip  Abroad 


RALPH  C.  DEWEY  and  S.  Bradford  Dewey,  sons  of  the 
pioneer  New  York  wine  man,  H.  T.  Dewey,  have  departed 
on  an  extended  trip  through  Europe  which  will  take  them  into 
every  great  grape-growing  and  wine-making  section  on  the  con- 
tinent. They  will  travel  in  the  company  of  Prof.  William  B. 
Alwood,  enological  chemist  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  who  has  been  invited  to  read  papers  before  the  wine 
conventions  of  Madrid,  Spain,  and  Montpelier,  France. 

From  New  York  they  sailed  for  Gibraltar  on  April  13th  in 
order  to  begin  their  viticultural  studies  in  the  large  sherry 
houses  in  the  Xeres  district.  They  will  next  visit  the  Malaga 
provinces,  reaching  Madrid  May  1st,  where  they  will  remain  for 
five  days  during  the  festival  time  and  to  attend  a  wine  confer- 
ence with  representatives  from  all  over  the  world.  They  will 
then  proceed  through  Spain,  visiting  the  leading  wine  cellars, 
and  then  go  to  Montpelier,  France,  where  they  will  be  present 
at  another  important  wine  conference. 

From  that  time  on  their  itinerary  will  take  them  across  Italy, 
traveling  as  far  south  as  there  are  wine  cellars  of  importance; 
then  into  Switzerland  by  way  of  St.  Gothard,  Lake  Geneva, 
visiting  grape-growing  and  wine-making  places  of  note,  entering 
France  again  at  Lyons,  to  visit  the  "Cote  d'Or,"  Burgundy  and 
Bordeaux  country ;  on,  via  Paris,  into  the  Champagne  district 
of  Rheims  and  Epernay,  after  which  they  will  go  down  the 
Rhine,  visiting  the  principal  German  wine  cellars.  The  time 
consumed  will  last  about  ten  weeks. 


THE  Utah  legislature  has  just  passed  a  liquor  enactment 
which,  with  the  signature  of  the  Governor  of  that  State, 
becomes  a  law.  We  give  herewith  tlie  salient  features  of  the  new 
law: 

Counties  outside  incorporated  cities  and  towns  are  dry  terri- 
tory, and  will  not  vote  at  the  first  election.  Later,  they  may  vote 
upon  petition  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  legal  voters. 

Local  option  elections  must  be  held  June  27,  1911,  all  over 
the  State,  except  in  county  dry  territory.  Elections  may  be  held 
each  two  years  thereafter  upon  proper  petition. 

Each  city,  town  or  county  outside  of  city  or  town  sliall  con- 
stitute a  separate  unit  and  shall  vote  separately  and  indepen- 
dently. 

No  liquor  shall  be  sold  between  10  o'clock  at  night  and  6  in 
the  morning.    The  bill  contains  no  prohibitive  reference  to  clubs. 

Discretionary  powers  to  issue  license  are  left  with  city  coun- 
cils, boards  of  town  trustees  and  boards  of  countj^  commission- 
Any  spirituous,  vinous,  fermented  or  malt  liquor  used  as  a  bev- 
erage, regardless  of  percentage  of  alcohol,  is  defined  as  intoxi- 
cating liquor. 

No  license  shall  be  granted  to  a  person  who  is  not  a  citizen 
of  the  State  of  Utah,  nor  to  a  partnership  or  corporation. 

Liquor  shall  not  be  sold  within  300  feet  of  a  church  or  school 
house,  except  in  hotel  or  drug  store. 

Retail  license  not  less  than  fOOO  nor  more  than  |2000 ;  whole- 
sale license  not  less  tlmn  |400  nor  more  than  f  1000,  druggist 
license  not  less  than  |200  nor  more  than  |C)00;  club  license  not 
less  than  flOO  nor  more  than  -flOOO. 

There  shall  be  clear,  unobstructed  view  of  the  entire  interior 
of  saloons  during  closed  hours. 

Tables,  chairs,  benches,  slot  machines,  gambling  devices, 
booths,  free  lunches  and  lunches  for  sale  are  prohibited. 

Married  woman  has  cause  for  action  against  saloon  keeper 
if  she  warns  him  not  to  sell  liquor  to  her  husband. 

No  city  councilman,  county  commissioner  or  town  trustee 
shall  be  interested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  a  saloon  or  a 
place  Avhere  liquor  is  sold. 

Where  liquor  is  sold  in  violation  of  the  law,  a  warrant  for 
search  and  seizure  may  be  issued.  In  case  of  a  private  dwelling, 
the  warrant  must  be  issued  upon  information  filetl  by  the  chief 
peace  officer  or  official  attorney  of  the  unit. 

Receptacles  containing  intoxicants  shipped  from  one  part  to 
another  within  the  State  must  be  plainly  marked  as  to  quantity 
and  kind  of  liquor. 

Where  purchase  price  is  paid  for  upon  delivery,  such  deliv- 
ery shall  be  considered  a  sale.  C.  O.  D.  packages  cannot  come 
into  the  State  or  be  accepted  in  dry  territory. 

For  violations  of  the  provisions,  a  fine  of  from  flOO  to  |5000 
shall  be  imposed. 

Once  a  license  is  revoked,  another  shall  not  be  issued  to  the 
same  person. 


The  well-known  English  gin  distillers,  Tanqueray,  Gordon 
&  Co.,  were  recently  granted  an  injunction  by  Judge  Van  Fleet 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  San  Francisco  and  were  awarded  costs 
of  their  action  against  Oscar  Lazansky,  who,  it  was  charged, 
refilled  the  bottles  of  the  company  with  an  inferior  quality  of 
gin. 


In  Imperial  City  soft  drinks  must  be  real  soft,  for  the  Trus- 
tees have  agreed  to  adopt  an  ordinance  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
any  liquors  containing  even  two  per  cent  of  alcohol. 


The  Champa§:ne  Situation        ( 
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ONE  of  the  sidelights  that  must  have  impressed  itself  on 
those  who  have  followed  the  newspaper  accounts  of  the 
iots  in  tlie  champagne  district  of  France  is  the  fact  that 
Ithough  it  is  admitted  that  for  several  sea-sons  the  grape  crops 
1  the  restricted  province  have  been  comparatively  small  and  did 
ot  produce  what  are  called  "vintage"  wines,  the  output  of 
Iiampag-ne  has  been  just  as  great  as  ever,  showing  that  large 
uantities  of  wine  and  grapes  have  been  purchased  from  other 
arts  of  France. 

The  department  of  Marne  claims  the  exclusive  right  to  call 
s  wine  "champagne''  and  its  people,  it  will  be  remembered,  a 
car  or  so  ago  became  destructively  riotous  because  the  wine- 
lakers  of  neighboring  departments  maintained  that  they  could 
lake  as  good  champagne  as  those  of  Marne  and  denied  that  th(! 
ame  Avas  a  trademark  owned  solely  by  the  orginal  champagne 
istrict. 

Marne  at  that  time  effervesced  so  violently  that  several  thou- 
aud  troops  were  required  to  quiet  it,  and  it  was  only  appeased 
y  a  decision  of  the  Government  not  to  allow  Aube  to  use  the 
lame  "champagne."  Since  then  Aube  has  been  agitating  for  a 
eversal  of  this  decision  and  to  such  good  purpose  that  the 
'rench  Senate,  Aveary  of  the  whole  controversy,  on  April  11th 
jdopted  a  resolution  in  favor  of  suppressing  all  territorial  de- 
limitations. Tliis  caused  an  outl)reak  of  lawlessness  in  Marne 
.iiich  was  only  suppressed  after  15,000  troops  had  been  sta- 
ioned  in  tlie  department.  At  the  same  time  the  Chamber  of 
)eputies  sought  to  appease  the  rioters  by  annulling  the  action 
if  the  Senate  and  restoring  to  Marne  its  monopoly  of  the  treas- 
lired  name.  It  will  be  Aube's  turn  to  indulge  in  riotous  protests 
lext. 

Champagne  wine  took  its  name  from  the  old  French  province 

Iiampag,  out  of  which  the  departments  of  Marne  and  Aube 
rtere  both  carved  by  the  revolutionists.  Certain  properties 
l)eculiar  to  the  soil  of  that  province  were  supposed  to  be  nec- 
■ssary  to  produce  the  foaming,  effervescing  qualities  of  the 
vine.  However,  the  Avorl<l-A\'ide  demand  for  the  wine  with  which 
()  drink  toasts  and  otherwise  make  merry  outgrew  the  supply 
\  liicli  could  be  produced  by  the  limited  acreage  of  vines  in  the 
»larne  valley  and  tempted  the  neighboring  departments  to  make 
\  iue  which  tliey  proiu)uuced  "just  as  good"  and  which  the  ordi- 
uiry  palate  could  not  distinguish  from  that  of  Marne. 

The  process  of  manufacture  was  discovered  about  250  yearKS 
igo  by  the  Benedictine  Monks  and  for  a  long  while  the  cause  of 
he  peculiar  effervescence  in  the  wine  was  a  secret.  This  pro- 
ess,  however,  is  now  generally  known  and  practiced  in  many 
1  ifferent  countries,  though  certain  gi'apes  and  climates  produce 
I  better  sparkling  wine  than  others. 

The  Germans  have  been  very  successful  with  sparkling  wines, 
vhile  in  America  our  output  of  naturally  fermented  in  the  bot- 
le  champagne  has  reached  2,500,000  bottles  annually,  or  one- 
lalf  the  quantity  imi)orted  from  France. 

W.  E.  Hildreth,  president  of  the  American  Wine  Growers- 
association,  in  a  recent  article  in  Bonfort's  Wine  and  Spirit  Cir- 
■nlur,  wrote:  "The  champagne  industry  in  this  country  was 
started  in  the  early  sixties,  but  for  twenty-odd  years  the  product 
\as  crude  and  uncertain.  Some  producei*s  (both  in  this  coun- 
ry  and  in  Europe)  found  that  they  could  produce  a  sparkling 
'ffect  at  a  much  less  cost  by  forcing  carbonic  acid  gas  into  a 
-till  wine.  This  method,  although  yielding  a  product  that  cor- 
esponds  in  some  ways  to  the  genuine,  was  adopted  at  first  by 
uany  of  the  American  makers,  and  brought  American  cham- 
•agTie  into  bad  repute  at  the  very  start,  and  it  was  not  until 
he  legitimate  manufacturers  of  sparkling  wines  in  this  country 


got  together  and  demonstrated  to  the  public  the  difference  in  the 
two  methods,  that  the  true  American  champagne  began  to  be 
appreciated  and  used  to  any  great  extent. 

"There  are  certain  properties. of  champagne  fermented  in  the 
bottle,  both  in  its  exhilarating  and  in  its  medicinal  effects,  that 
are  not  found  in  still  wines,  and  even  less  in  wines  into  which 
carbonic  acid  gas  has  been  injectiMl.  The  sedative  effect  of 
champagne,  so  well  known  as  a  cure  for  sea^sickness,  etc.,  is  due 
to  certain  ethereal  carbonates,  formed  in  the  natural  fermenta- 
tation,  which  are  retained  in  the  wines  where  the  fermentation 
takes  place  in  the  corked  bottles.  These  delicate  gases  are  so 
volatile  that  they  can  hardly  be  detected  by  the  chemist,  and 
escape  at  once  Aviien  the  fermentation  takes  place  in  a  cask,  as 
is  the  case  with  still  wines." 

"Experience,  however,  came  with  time,  and  from  al)out  1885, 
the  producers  of  champagne  made  by  the  French  process  in  this 
coxmtry,  found  a  growing  demand  for  their  product.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  for  the  past  twenty  years  there  has  been  little  or  no 
increase  in  the  importation  of  French  champagne  to  this  coun- 
try in  proportion  to  the  growth  of  other  imports  and  the  popula- 
tion; while  in  the  same  period  of  production,  American  cham- 
pagne has  increased  fourfold,  despite  the  fact  that  the  close 
figure  at  which  it  is  sold,  leaves  little  margin  for  any  extended 
scheme  of  advertising  and  pushing  as  is  done  by  the  French 
champagne  agents,  whose  margin  of  profit  over  and  above  all 
costs,  with  duties  added,  is  more  than  the  American  producers 
receive  for  their  finished  product,  with  all  profits  added. 

"Another  point  in  favor  of  American  cliampagnes  is  their 
absolute  purity,  for  these  wines  depend  (»ntirely  upon  the  blend- 
ing of  the  different  grapes  for  their  flavor,  wliereas  many  of  the 
French  manufacturers  use  fruit  syrups  and  cordials  in  the 
preparation  of  their  dosage,  in  order  to  give  an  individual  char- 
acter to  their  wines." 

Until  the  last  few  years  most  of  the  natural  sparkling  wines 
in  the  United  States  have  been  produced  in  New  York  State. 
Today,  however,  the  output  of  Paul  Masson  of  San  Jose,  Korbel 
&  Sons  of  Guerneville  and  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  is  beginning 
to  play  an  important  part  in  supplanting  the  imported  article. 
Heretofore  the  Pure  Food  Law  prevented  these  excellent  white 
sparkling  wines  from  being  labeled  "California  Champagne." 
The  other  day,  however.  Judge  Dietrick  reversed  this  ruling 
when  he  handed  down  a  decision  in  which  he  said : 

"The  term  'Champag-ne'  when  used  alone  and  apart  fronv  any 
qualifying  or  descriptive  words,  is  only  understood  to  describe 
an  effervescent  or  sparkling  wine  produced  in  a  province  of 
France,  the  gas  therein  being  the  result  of  natural  fermentation. 
It  is,  therefore,  thought  that  a  bottle  containing  wine  produced 
in  California  and  labeled  'champagne,'  without  any  other  quali- 
fying or  descriptive  words  tends  to  mislead  and  deceive,  and  is 
misbranded  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pure  Food  Act.  It  is 
further  thought  that  a  bottle  containing  a  wine  having  substan- 
tially the  same  qualities  as  the  champagne  manufactured  in 
France  and  produced  substantially  in  the  same  way,  although 
originating  in  California,  should  not  be  held  to  be  misbranded, 
if  it  is  labeled  'California  champagne,'  or  if  by  some  other  device 
conspicuously  displayed  in  connectiiui  with  the  word  'cham- 
pagne,' purchasers  are  clearly  advised  that  the  bottle  does  not 
contain  a  product  of  France." 

There  is  no  doubt  but  what  this  ruling  of  Judge  Dietrick  will 
aid  our  California  champagne  makers  materially  in  winning 
popularity  of  their  choice  product.  Labeling  them  "white  spark- 
ling wines"  did  not  begin  to  have  the  magic  significance  of  the 
word  "Champagne,"  known  the  world  over  and  now  that  this 
appellation  can  be  adopted,  the  public  will  soon  be  made  to 
realize  that  "California  Champagne"  is  real  effervescent  wine, 
naturally  fermented  in  the  bottle  according  to  the  French 
method,  and  not  mere  carbonated  wine. 
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Col.  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  Warns  Distillers 
Against  Overproduction 


Frankfort,  Ky.,  April  7,  1911. 

I. 

IN  the  closinfj  three  months  of  tlie  current  fiscal  year  culmi- 
nates a  dementia  of  over-production  equalling  if  not  exceed- 
ing in  figures  the  disastrous  folly  of  1893. 

Every  sign  of  the  times — ominously  imperativ(i  for  1910-11 
abridgment  ha5«  been  blindly  ignored,  and  the  trade  stage  is  set 
for  the  inevitable  climax. 

1911's  must  surely  topple  of  their  own  inordinate  and  un- 
Avieldly  excess. 

The  Avise  buyer,  no  longer  confronted  by  mere  forecast  of 
overproduction,  and  now  face  to  face  with  the  dynamic  fact, 
will  stand  from  under. 

Common  sense  and  a  modicum  of  conservatism  could  have 
made  of  1911  a  strong  and  secure  link  in  the  chain  of  bonded 
stock  statistics;  but  through  an  avidity,  egregious  and  destruc- 
tive, the  opportunity  went  unheeded,  and  the  warehouses  are 
now  hopelessly  overstocked  with  Fall  10  and  Spring  11,  rang- 
ing from  the  scarce  high  grade  bonafide  whisky  to  the  cheap  and 
inundating  hybrid. 

II. 

In  two  communications  to  the  trade  at  the  opening  of  the 
calendar  year  we  assembled  an  admonitory  exhibit  of  the  condi- 
tions precedent  and  concurrent  that  called  for  retrenchment  in 
the  1910-11  crop.  These  conditions  were  not  mere  subjective 
opinions  but  luminous  and  broad  objective  symptoms  within  the 
view  of  every  intelligent  producer  in  the  trade. 

Paramount  and  pivotal  was  the  annulment  by  the  Taft  admin- 
istration of  all  labeling  lines  of  classification  in  distilled  spirits 
from  grain,  and  its  certain  stupendous  effect  against  intrinsic 
values;  the  influx  of  new  production  from  recent  and  new 
sources;  the  big  precedent  crop  of  1910;  the  advent  of  the  mail 
order  house;  and  the  ever  cumulative  increase  of  entries  over 
withdrawals  in  the  total  bonded  stocks. 

III. 

Chief  anwmg  those  who  liave  ignored  the  signs  of  tlie  times, 
and  vitiated  the  position  of  1911s  are  the  so-called  distillers  of 
the  so-called  "Private  Brands." 

This  anomaly  is  made  at  houses  whose  chief  and  controlling 
object  is  the  profit  of  accruing  storage  and  the  sale  of  the  dis- 
tillery slop.  The  "Private  Brand"  is  itself  simply  a  "by  pro- 
duct" made  to  sell  practically  at  the  mere  cost  of  production. 
In  Kentucky,  its  chief  habitat,  it  is  an  illegitimate  and  illegal 
product  directly  under  the  ban  of  Kentucky  statute  and  in 
brazen  contravention  of  its  prohibitive  terms. 

IV. 

It  is  fortunate  that  bonded  stocks  prior  to  the  dementia  of 
1911  stand  in  a  measure  statistically  impregnable  against  the 
full  force  of  the  1911  excess,  and  that  the  current  year's  excess 
must  chiefly  bear  its  own  brunt. 

With  the  general  business  outlook  unusually  propitious,  with 
abnormally  cheap  money,  our  trade  might  have  shared  in  the 
general  advantage.  It  is  therefore  deplorable  that  the  whisky 
business  has  burdened  itself  with  what  might  have  been  an 
avoidable  retribution ;  for  while  prices  on  the  older  inspections 
are  not  wrecked,  those  of  1911  will  slump  and  go  aglimmering. 

Evidencing  our  faith  in  these  premises  and  frankly  telieving 
the  Old  Taylor  distillery  without  a  peer,  we  will  close  this  sea- 
son's run  of  Old  Taylor  on  the  last  of  April  and  that,  too,  in  face 
of  the  fact  that  even  our  entire  April  inspection  is  already  sold 
and  there  is  an  insistent  demand  for  May. 


We  shall  thus  make  our  this  season's  crop  30  to  35  per  cent 
less  than  last  season's  as  we  are  determined  to  protect  alike  our 
customers  and  our  brand.

these  degenerate  days  as  Bass's  Ale.

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At  Oakland,  an  automobile  c-lub  formal  by  many  loadiu}? 
citizens  will  bo  jjrantod  a  license  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
The  club  will  make  Hunters'  Inn  its  headquarters,  which  was 
forcetl  to  close  its  doors  because  unable  to  obtain  a  license. 
Only  bona-fide  owners  of  automobiles  are  qualified  for  member- 
ship and,  it  is  understood,  that  it  will  liave  enrolled  on  its  list 
over  500  of  the  best  citizens  in  the  county. 


At  the  l)eginninj!:  of  the  month  it  was  reported  that  the  newly 
organized  Board  of  Trustees  at  Blue  Lake,  intended  to  repeal  the 
town  ordinance  limitinjj  the  number  of  saloons  to  four.  A 
new  ordinance  is  to  be  enacted  for  the  purpose  of  adding  to  the 
revenue  of  the  town  by  allowing  more  saloon  licenses. 


On  March  2nth  the  driest  kind  of  dry  ordinance  Avas  passed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Exeter,  Cal.  After  the 
passage  of  which  "it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  etc.,  at 
any  time  or  at  any  place  whatsoever  within  the  City  of  Exeter, 
to  manufacture,  sell,  dispense,  barter,  give  away  or  furnish 
any  vinous,  spirituous,  distilled,  malt  fermented,  alcoholic  or 
intoxicating  liquor  or  wine  or  any  admixtiire  of  any  thereof; 
or  to  have,  store,  keep  or  provide  at  any  place  whatsoever,  within 
the  City  of  Exeter  any  vinous,  spii-ituous,  distilled,  malt,  fer- 
mented, alcoholic  or  intoxicating  liijuor  or  wine  or  any  ad- 
mixture of  any  thereof  to  be  sold,  dispensed,  bartered,  given 
away  or  furnished  to  any  ])ers()n  or  persons  what  or  whomsoever. 
The  toAvn  has  about  300  population. 


The  Newman,  California,  agency  for  the  Ruhstaller  brewery 
of  Sacramento,  opened  for  business  at  the  end  of  March.  Cold 
storage  facilities  will  enable  the  agent,  W.  H.  Banta,  to  supply 
Newman,  Tracy  and  vicinity  with  "Gilt  Edge  Lager"  and  all 
the  other  excellent  Ruhstaller  products,  in  tlu^  best  condition 
during  the  coming  summer. 


A  branch  of  the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch,  to  be  known  as 
Gilroy  Lodge,  No.  97,  was  instituted  at  (Hlroy  at  the  end  of 
March.  The  officers  are:  P.  C.  C,  Ed.  Rohr;  Valiant  Com- 
mander, M.  Casey;  L.  C,  Jos.  Brown;  Orator,  Jas.  E.  Kannely; 
Treasurer,  A.  Carrey;  Secretary,  W.  Funkier;  Master  of  Cere- 
monies, John  Radin;  I.  G.,  G.  Mainero;  Tyler,  V.  Bedolia;  Tnis- 
tees,  D.  W.  Hall,  C.  Pollard,  N.  Bordenave,  Geo.  Milias,  A. 
Boeker  of  Madrone.    The  lodge  will  meet  once  a  month. 


An  Oceanside,  Cal.,  dispatch  states  that  as  soon  as  the  new 
provisions  of  the  initiative,  referendum  and  recall  law  are  in 
force  petitions  bearing  considerably  more  than  the  required  25 
per  cent  of  electors  will  be  presented  to  the  city  trustees  for 
the  holding  of  an  election  for  voting  upcm  the  following  six 
propositions:  For  hotel  tabel  licenses;  for  salo<m  licenses;  for 
restaurant  table  liquor  licenses ;  for  a  saloon  to  be  conducted  by 
the  city  a.s  a  municipality,  and  other  matters  which  it  is  be- 
lieved, will  be  beneficial  to  the  growth  and  development  of 
Oceanside  and  render  it  attractive  to  both  visitors  and  residents. 


Down  in  Los  Angeles  county  the  authorities  have  succeeded 
in  rounding  up  a  big  drove  of  "blind  pigs"  during  March,  and 
early  this  month  a  statement  was  issued  showing  that  the 
accumulated  fines  had  benefited  the  county  treasury  to  the 
amount  of  |5000.  While  the  average  fine  imposed  has  been 
f200,  several  traffickers  in  liquor  without  licenses  have  paid  as 
high  as  1500  for  their  disobedience  of  the  law. 


The  officers  of  the  army  are  making  a  determines!  stand 
against  saloons  being  permitted  near  the  I'residio  Reservation. 
A  circular  has  been  issued  signed  by  Colonel  J.  P.  Wisser,  com 
manding  officer  asking  outside  assistance.  One  high  ranking 
officer  states  that  the  military  authorities  surely  exjiect  the 
W.  C.  T.  IJ.  to  actively  take  up  this  fight.  He  says,  "It  was 
this  union  which  had  the  canteen  abolished.  Tlie  canteen 
allowed  the  soldier  to  get  decent  liquor  to  drink  and  he  was ' 
not  allowed  to  get  drunk,  and  now  it  is  up  to  the  W.  C.  T.  V. 
to  see  that  these  saloons  are  not  allowed  to  open  their  doors  near 
the  reservations." 


At  Santa  Barbara  the  Commercial  Club  recently  took  action 
favoring  the  closing  of  stores  at  6  o'clock  p.  m.  every  night  iu 
the  week.  This  was  followed  by  a  movement  for  the  closing 
of  saloons  at  the  same  hour.  While  the  matter  has  not  yet 
been  officially  brought  before  the  City  Council,  Councilman 
A.  J.  Abrahams  came  out  flatly  declaring  that  he  did  not  favor 
it.  He  said :  "The  town  is  dead  enough  as  it  is — let's  not  kill 
it  altogether.  I  think  that  the  early  closing,  especially  on  Sat 
urday  night,  would  be  an  injustice  all  around." 

In  some  quarters  it  is  believed  that  the  present  discussion 
may  cause  an  election  for  the  purpose  of  ousting  saloons  alto- 
gether.    It  is  argued  that  this  question  has  never  been  placed ' 
squarely  before  the  people.    In  1907  a  clean  sweep  of  all  liquor 
was  attem])ted,  including  retail,  wholesale,  restaurants,  hotels 
and  social  clubs.     In  1909  the  question  was  modified  in  form, ' 
hotels  of  more  than  forty  rooms  were  excepted,  but  restaurant 
inclmled.     It  is  said  that  the  saloonmen  are  quietly  preparin;; 
for  the  hardest  fight  in  the  history  of  their  business. 

So  beautiful  Santa  Barbara  is  again  to  be  torn  Ity  dissension^ 
on  the  li(]U()r  question,  and  the  business  of  the  city,  which  has, 
been  gradually  improving,  is  to  be  subjected  to  another  crusade' 
by  those  mischief  Avorkers  and  doers  of  evil — the  prohibitionists. 


The  Rise  in  Champagne  Prices 


ACCORDING  to  a  recent  telegram  from  Chicago,  that  city's 
annual  champagne  bill  will  be  increase<T  about  .fl25,00fl 
in  conseciuence  of  (he  riots  of  Avine-growers  in  tlie  Marne  dis- 
trict of  France,  according  to  the  estimate  made  by  local  dealers 
today.  The  retail  lu'ice  is  expected  to  advance  50  cents  a  Itottlc 
on  all  of  the  standard  imported  vintages,  or  from  $4.50  to  |5. 

Chicago  Avholesalers  have  been  advised  already  that  they  will 
face  an  increase  of  $5  a  case  in  the  Avholesah'  i)rice.  Chicagd 
uses  about  250,000  bottles  of  imported  champagne  each  year, 
or  has  done  so  in  the  past.  With  the  further  advance  in  price 
it  is  generally  conceded  that  the  consumption  Avill  fall  off  ma 
terially. 

Whether  or  not  Chicagoans  will  "stand  the  raise"  is  a  topii 
of  discussion  among  retailers.  Many  of  the  dealers  believe  that 
they  Avill  not  and  that  California  and  Ncav  York  champagne  will 
be  used  instead  of  the  imported  product  to  a  largt^ly  increased 
extent. 


At  Bellingham,  W.'isliington,  Simon  McLeod,  a  former  saloon 
man  of  that  city,  Avho  has  lately  been  engaged  in  the  wholesali' 
liquor  business,  has  been  found  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  local 
option  law  and  fined  f  100.  McLeod  Avas  prosecuted  under  both 
the  local  option  law  and  the  law  of  1903.  The  most  important 
part  of  the  court's  ruling  Avas  the  declaration  that  under  the 
present  law  a  wholesaler  can  do  business  in  a  dry  unit  Avith  no 
other  than  his  government  license.  This  ruling  the  court  base<l 
on  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  which  permit  the  sale  and 
delivery  of  liquor  to  residences,  but  precludes  the  granting  of  a 
license.  County  Attorney  Bixby  contested  the  case  bitterly, 
declaring  that  if  he  secured  a  conviction  he  would  direct  the 
Sheriff  to  pour  McLeod's  $20,000  stock  into  the  gutter.

ONE  of  th(>  iiitcrc'sting  delosatos  to  the  National  Educational 
Association  early  in  July  will  be  Miss  Frances  Reed,  of 
Chicago,  who  has  been  denounced  by  tlie  W.  C.  T.  U.  on  several 
occasions  because  she  had  the  courage  to  say  two  years  ago  that 
she  believed  "a  saloonkeeper  of  good  character  is  as  much  en- 
titled to  respect  as  anyone  else." 

Miss  Reed  made  this  statement  from  the  platform  at  a  suf- 
frage meeting  in  Chicago.  She  said  she  considered  a  section 
Avhere  there  Avere  no  saloons  a  dead  section  and  expressed  t\w 
opinion  that  the  country  would  soon  be  bankrupt  if  i>ositive  pro- 
hibition Avere  enforced.  At  this  time,  Avomen  stirred  by  her  re- 
marks, sent  a  petition  to  the  Board  of  Education  asking  her 
removal.  She  Avas  upheld  in  her  stand,  hoAvever,  by  Otto  C. 
Schneider,  then  president  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Her  recent  appointment  as  principal  of  the  school  bearing  the 
name  of  Frances  E.  Willard  caused  this  agitation  to  break  out 
afresh.  Hundreds  of  members  of  the  Women's  Christian  Tem- 
perance Union  have  risen  in  their  Avrath  because  the  very 
teacher  most  friendly  to  the  saloonkeeper  has  been  placed  at  the 
head  of  the  one  school  in  all  Chicago  Avhich  they  .judge  should 
have  the  "Avhitest  of  Avliite  ribboners''  for  a  principal.  A  petition 
bearing  fourtwn  hundred  signatures  has  been  presented  to  the 
school  management  committee  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Educa- 
tion asking  that  Miss  Reed  either  be  dismissed  or  transferred  to 
another  school. 

Miss  Reed,  hoAvever,  has  th(;  courage  of  her  convictions  and 
refuses  to  apologize  or  retract.  She  insists  that  her  views  liaAe 
not  changed  in  tlie  least  during  the  past  tAvo  years.  She  says 
.she  is  not  Avorrying  about  the  committee's  decision  in  the  matter, 
her  main  concern  just  now  being  her  trip  to  California,  Avhere 
she  expects  to  spend  a  pleasant  vacation  during  the  montlis  of 
July  and  August.  During  her  stay  in  San  Francisco,- she  Avill 
be  at  the  St.  Francis  Hotel,  Avhere,  she  Avrites,  "I  shall  be  glad 
to  .see  my  friends  and  sympathizers  in  the  West." 


Since  Vacaville  Avent  "dry"  the  lic^uor  trade  has  boomcxl  in 
Elmira,  as  that  is  the  principal  place  Avhere  the  Vacavillans 
slake  their  thirst.  This  to  the  foIloAvers  of  the  Avater  Avagon  is 
the  same  as  a  red  rag  to  a  bull,  and  the  prohibitionists  of  tlie 
fifth  supervisorial  district  are  already  preparing  their  plans  for 
the  circulation  of  a  petition  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  call 
a  special  election  to  vote  on  the  liiiuor  question  in  that  secticm. 

The  two  saloons  in  Elmira,  tAVo  in  Birds  Lauding,  one  in  Col- 
linsville  and  another  at  Maine  Prairie  Avould  be  affected  by  tlie 
election.  Rio  Vista  is  the  only  incorporatetl  toAvn  in  the  district 
."and  Avill  not  be  affected  should  the  drys  Avin. 

The  anti-saloon  sentiment  is  said  to  be  very  strong  in  this 
section  of  Solano  and  the  general  opinion  is  that  if  the  question 
comes  to  an  issue  the  saloons  Avill  lose  out. 


The  City  Council  of  Elsinore  has  amended  Section  7  of  the 
liquor  ordinance.  This  section  fixed  the  tax  on  hotel  permits  at 
f  1.50  per  (luarter  for  each  gxiest  room.  This  tax  Avas  prohibitive 
upon  the  LakevicAV  Inn,  Avhich  has  45  rooms,  and  its  manager, 
C.  L.  Sutherland,  appeared  and  entered  a  plea  for  a  different 
deal.  Under  the  neAV  rate  each  hotel  desiring  a  license  Avill  be 
charged  |15  flat  per  quarter. 


A  Los  Angeles  paper  states  that  the  Maier  BreAving  Company 
of  that  city  is  promoting  an  enterprise  to  build  a  ucav  brcAvery 
in  Williams,  Arizona.  It  is  .said  that  the  finest  Avater  in  the 
Avorld  for  brewing  purposes  flows  from  the  mountains  at  that 
point,  and  that  there  is  no  reason  Avhy  Williams  should  not 
become  a  gi*eat  beer  manufacturing  center.

ACCORDING  to  all  accounts,  the  fourth  annual  banquet  of 
the  San  Francisco  Hotel  Men's  Association  at  the  St. 
Francis  Hotel,  on  Saturday  evening,  April  22(1,  was  a  most 
enjoyable  affair.  The  Panama  Canal  table  decorations  were 
indeed  novel  and  made  a  big  hit  with  the  150  rei^resentatives  of 
the  hotels  and  cafes  around  the  Bay  who  were  present. 

A  real  waterway,  100  feet  long  and  12  feet  Avide,  ran  the  whole 
length  of  the  table,  and,  banking  it,  were  natural  rocks,  shrubs 
and  tropical  plants,  realistically  reproducing  the  scenery  along 
the  canal.  At  the  Atlantic  end  of  this  model  canal  was  Colon, 
its  houses  and  docks  accurately  pictured,  with  real  tiny  ships, 
flying  the  colors  of  all  the  nations,  lying  at  anchor.  At  the  other 
end  of  the  table  Panama  and  the  Pacific  waters  were  repre- 
sented. 

Running  between  the  two  terminals  of  the  waterway  Avas  a 
miniature  of  the  Panama  Railway,  on  which  a  tiny  train  ran 
throughout  the  progress  of  the  banquet.  This  and  a  replica  of 
the  battleship  Oregon  ^vending  its  way  through  the  canal,  drawn 
by  invisible  fish  reels,  gave  the  assembled  hotel  men  as  much 
fun  as  if  they  had  been  a  crowd  of  schoolboys  instead  of  staid 
business  men. 

The  croAvning  feature  of  the  whole  exhibit  was  the  Culebra 
cut,  into  Avhicli  the  vessels  disai>peared  only  to  be  greeted  Avith 
shouts  of  glee  from  the  banqueters  when  they  emerged  at  the 
other  end  of  the  tall  hill. 

The  committee  in  charge  of  the  arrangements  for  the  banquet 
consisted  of  J.  D.  Wilson,  Kirk  Harris,  O.  Rich,  C.  StcAvart, 
Frank  Wallingford,  Harry  Baker,  F.  G.  Fallon,  C.  Cooke  and 
E.  Maples. 

It  seems  a  pity  that  these  gentlemen,  after  having  planned 
such  an  elaborate  setting  and  menu,  should  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  foreign  champagnes  and  a  foreign  mineral  Avater 
Avere  necessary  to  make  the  banquet  complete.  Why,  Ave  should 
like  to  knoAv,  A\'as  not  some  choice  California  Avine  served? 
Do  our  hotel  men  consider  them  unfit  to  grace  the  table  of  such 
an  aflfair?  Or  do  they  believe  in  setting  the  example  of  using 
foreign  champagnes  so  that  they  may  reap  a  richer  harvest  from 
their  guests  than  if  our  equally  good,  but  considerably  cheaper, 
California  Avines  Avere  served? 

It  is  past  our  understanding  Avhy  a  representative  number  of 
hotel  men  who  pride  themselves  on  being  loyal  California 
boosters  should  deliberately  discredit  one  of  our  principal 
products.  Our  Avine  men  have  been  Avorking  for  nearly  tAVO 
generations  to  overcome  a  nation's  prejudice,  and  noAv  they  are 
finding  a  market  for  their  choicest  Avines  in  SAvitzerland,  Ger- 
many, England,  Holland,  and  even  France,  the  largest  and  most 
discriminating  Avine-producing  nation  of  the  Avorld,  the  hotel 
men  of  California  ought  to  take  a  pride  in  featuring  them. 

Only  the  other  day  a  gentleman,  Avho  has  triaveled  on' the 
Continent  extensively,  remarked :  "It  make.s  me  angry  when  I 
pick  up  one  of  the  wine  lists  of  our  leading  hotels  and  find 
California  Avines  buried  toAvard  the  very  end  of  a  long  list.  You 
never  see  such  an  injustice  perpetrated  abroad,  It  Avould  not  be 
tolerated  for  a  moment.  The  wine  men  there  do  not  have  to  beg 
for  recognition  as  they  do  here.  Public  opinion  would  compel 
the  hotels  to  deal  fairly  Avith  home  manufacturers.  In  France, 
the  French  Avines  lead  the  list,  you  may  be  sure.  The  same  thing 
obtains  in  all  the  first-class  hotels  of  Germany,  Italy,  Spain  and 
Portugal.  It's  about  time  the  hotel  men  of  California  Avere 
realizing  how  they  are  handicapping  California's  Avine  industry 
by  their  mercenary  methods,  for  if.  our  local  hotels  do  not  boost 


our  native  wines,  I  Avould  like  to  knoAv  hoAv  we  can  expect  the 
big  caravansaries  of  the  Middle  West  and  Atlantic  States  to 
recommend  California  wines  to  their  patrons." 

These  comments  are  only  too  true.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that, 
liefore  the  next  annual  dinner  of  the  San  Francisco  Hotel  Men's 
Association,  every  effort  Avill  be  made  to  bring  those  in  charge 
to  their  senses,  for  there  is  no  possible  excuse  for  such  a  slap  at 
California's  Avine  industry. 


Who  Named  It  "Cedar  Brook"? 


IT  has  been  supposed  by  some  that  Avhen  Julius  Kessler  bought 
the  W.  H.  McBrayer  distillery  at  LaAvrenceburg,  Ky.,  hi^ 
renamed  the  brand,  calling  it  "Cedar  Brook"  instead  of  "Mc 
Brayer,"  to  signalize  the  change  in  OAvnership,  preferring  to 
celebrate  the  stream  of  spring  Avater  from  Avliich  the  distillery 
derives  its  supply  rather  than  the  man  Avho  made  the  distillery 
famous.  But,  as  a  nmtter  of  fact,  Mr.  Kessler  has  ahvays  used 
l)oth  nanu'S  on  all  packages,  both  in  barrels  and  bottled  in  bond, 
the  label  reading  "Cedar  Brook  (formerly  W.  H.  McBrayer)." 
In  the  current  issue  of  Bonf art's  Col.  Gilmore,  who  knew  Judge 
McBrayer  personally,  recalls  the  interesting  fact  that  "Cedar 
Brook"  Avas  Judge  McBrayer's  oaa'u  original  name  for  the  braufl 
as  folloAvs: 

It  is  generally  supposed  by  the  trade  that  "W.  H.  McBrayer" 
Avas  the  brand  used  on  the  Avhisky  made  by  Judge  IMcBi'ayer. 
but  this  Avas  not  the  case,  as  "Cedar  Brook"  Avas  his  brand,  and 
in  deference  to  a  request  made  in  Judge  McBrayer's  Avill,  it  Avas 
used  to  indicate  the  Avhisky  after  his  death  in  the  place  of  the 
name  of  its  former  manufacturer. 

Judge  McBrayer  Avas  a  man  of  striking  individuality,  and  for 
some  reason,  referring  to  his  Avhisky,  the  trade  got  into  the  liabit 
of  calling  it  "McBrayer"  instead  of  "Cedar  Brook,"  until  in 
time  the  name  of  "Cedar  Brook"  was  almost  forgotten  and 
practically  everyone  in  the  trade  believed  that  "McBrayer"  Avas 
on  the  commercial  end  of  the  barrel. 

It  Avas  very  often  the  case  in  Kentucky  that  brands  Avere  used 
but  never  referred  to,  the  Avhisky  being  ahvays  designated  by 
the  name  of  the  OAvner. 

After  Judge  McBrayer's  death  it  became  necessary  for  the 
reason  stated  above  to  call  the  AA^hisky  by  its  real  name  of 
"Cedar  Brook,"  and  through  the  tremendous  publicity  that  has 
been  given  to  it  by  Julius  Kessler  &  Co.  it  is  far  more  Avidely 
knoAvn  today  throughout  the  country  as  "Cedar  Brook"  than  it 
Avas  in  Judge  McBrayer's  time  as  "McBrayer." — Barrels  and 
Bottles. 


During  March  the  Tempe,  Arizona,  toAvn  council  raised  saloon 
license  from  |50  to  |150  a  quarter.  This  makes  license  ex- 
penses in  that  city  $925  per  annum,  divided  as  folloAvs:  Toavu 
license  |600,  county  license  |300,  government  license  |25.  Just 
Avhat  proportion  of  the  present  Tempe  saloons  will  be  able  to 
stand  this  additional  expense  remains  to  be  seen. 


The  Golden  West  BreAving  Company  at  Fifth  and  Kirkliam 
streets,  Oakland,  has  just  made  arrangements  for  improvement 
to  its  plant  in  the  nature  of  an  addition  to  buildings.  It  is 
expected  that  the  proposed  enlargement  Avill  cost  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  1500,000. 


The  last  day  of  March  saAV  the  toAvn  of  IMiente  climb  up 
on  the  water  Avagon  and  the  one  saloon  Avent  out  of  business.  It 
Avas  one  of  the  old-timers  in  the  county  and  Avas  remembered  by 
the  first  inhabitant;  in  other  Avords  it  sort  of  grcAV  there,  and  in 
the.  years  that  have  gone  it  has  been  patronized  by  the  con- 
vivial of  the  valley  for  leagues  around.

The  Wet  Trend  in  Indiana

THE  record  so  far  of  the  elections  in  Indiana  seem  to  confirm 
the  view  that  the  tendency  of  the  voters  is  increasing  in 
'avor  of  tlip  retention  of  licensed  saloons  where  the  places  have 
)een  wet,  and  the  introdiiction  of  tlie  license  policy  where  dry 
las  heretofore  prevailed.  Take  the  following  table  as  a  corrobo- 
ration of  tliis :

On  the  other  hand  many  towns  have  gone  dry  by  a  reduced 
iiajority;  as  Delphi,  falling  from  340  to  57;  Veerdersburg,  from 
150  to  22 ;  Oakland,  from  400  to  22 ;  Bloomfield,  from  500  to  75 ; 
Moblesville,  from  380  to  100 ;  Bedford,  from  500  to  100;  Mitchell, 
from  200  to  50 ;  Crawfordsville,  from  800  to  138 ;  while  the  wet 
majority  has  been  increased  in  other  towns,  such  as  Goshen, 
from  30  to  150;  Princeton,  from  30  to  200;  Kendallville,  from 
SO  to  185. 

These  results  are  rationally  accounted  for  by  the  Lafayette, 
fnd..  Journal  in  the  following  editorial,  which  comes  with  more 
force,  as  it  is  a  Republican  dry  organ  and  not  averse  to  making 
"apital  against  the  Indiana  democrats  on  the  alleged  charge  of 
rolling  out  to  the  brewing  interests : 

("It  would  se(>m  that  those  commimities  which  insisted  on  a 
rtrict  enforcement  of  the  county  option  prohibition  are  voting 
dry'  under  the  new  unit  and  that  those  which  tolerated  the 
blind  tiger  and  bootlegger  are  voting  in  favor  of  the  restricted 
saloon.  Those  communities  which  failed  to  enforce  the  prohibi- 
torj'  i)rovision  of  county  option  are  doubtless  in  a  receptive 
mood,  satisfied  to  accept  the  licensed  saloon.    There  follows  the 


broader  conclusion  that  the  whole  question  rests  with  the  senti- 
ment of  a  comhiiinity.  If  saloons  are  wanted  they  will  be  had, 
either  legally  or  illegally.  If  they  are  not  Avanted  they  will  not 
be  tolerated  in  either  form." 

"Restricted  saloon"  as  applied  to  a  lawful  saloon  under  the 
license  system,  as  contrasted  Avith  the  unrestricted  saloon  under 
the  blind  tiger  regime  is  certainly  apt. — Midas.

ALTHOUGH  the  season  is  advancing  so  that  summery  condi- 
tions are  beginning  to  make  themselves  felt  in  this  market, 
business  remains  excellent  and  shipments  of  whisky  by  local 
wholesalers  and  distilleries  continue  to  be  larger  than  for  sev- 
eral years.  The  sales  have  been  greater  in  volume  and  more 
numerous  as  Avell  than  for  some  time,  so  that  the  situation  may 
be  pronounced  as  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  distilleries  are  continuing  to  operate,  and  the  prospects 
for  a  record  crop  remain  good.  It  seems  almost  certain  that 
the  40,000,000-gallon  mark  will  be  reached,  and  as  heretofore 
indicated  the  total  may  go  even  beyond  that.  The  first  of  the 
distilleries  to  cease  operations  for  the  summer  will  probably 
continue  until  the  last  of  May,  while  many  of  the  big  producers 
are  expected  to  continue  operations  until  August. 

The  bottled-in-bond  situation,  which  was  referred  to  recently 
in  this  correspondence,  is  evidently  a  live  topic  in  trade  circles 
at  present. 

"I  believe  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  the  demand  for  bottled-in- 
bond  goods  is  no  longer  increasing  at  the  rapid  rate  which 
marked  it  for  a  time,"  said  one  of  the  officers  of  an  old  estab- 
lished Main  street  house,  which  markets  both  bottled  in  bond  and 
blended  goods.  "For  a  while  I  thought  that  we  were  never  go- 
ing to  see  the  end  of  the  demand  for  bottled-in-bond  whiskies, 
and  we  all  went  crazy  over  it.  During  the  past  season,  however, 
there  has  been  a  change.  This  character  of  goods  is  no  longer 
selling  in  the  heavy  volume  that  characterized  it  for  a  time. 

"The  reason,  I  believe,  is  that  the  trade  and  the  public  have 
begun  to  realize  that  a  lot  of  raw  crude  whisky  has  been  bottled 
in  bond  and  sold  on  the  strength  of  the  Government  stamp, 
which  guarantees  age  and  proof,  but  not  quality.  The  public 
is  being  eflucated  to  the  fact  that  taste  and  flavor  cannot  be 
developed  simply  by  putting  a  bottled-in-bond  stamp  on  the  bot- 
tle, and  is  looking  for  something  besides  this  feature. 

"We  ourselves  have  been  making  a  lot  of  bottled-in-bond 
goods,  and  shall  continue  to  market  it  as  the  demand  justifies. 
However,  we  are  planning  our  operations  with  the  point  in  mind 
that  there  will  doubtless  be  a  recession  in  the  demand  for  goods 
of  this  character  from  now  on,  and  that  brands  with  established 
reputations  for  quality,  entirely  apart  from  the  question  of  bot- 
tling, will  hold  the  center  of  the  stage." 

Others  do  not  take  this  view  of  the  situation,  however.  They 
point  out  that  the  pure  food  agitation  has  caused  the  public  to 
ask  automatically  for  straight  goods,  and  that  straight  goods 
can  be  secured  under  best  conditions  when  it  is  bottled  in  bond. 
One  distillery  which  has  been  producing  whisky  for  the  bot- 
tling-in-bond  purposes  has  been  running  without  a  stop  for  three 
years,  and  this  is  pointed  to  as  an  indication  of  the  demand. 
The  shortage  of  the  young  crops  of  whisky,  it  is  further  pre- 
dicted, has  created  a  scarcity  of  bottling-in-bond  ages,  and  will 
stimulate  the  price  of  goods  of  this  kind,  so  that  it  will  be  good 
judgment  to  develop  the  business.  It  is  therefore  evident  that 
the  question  of  whether  bottled-in-bond  whisky  will  retain  its 
vogue  is  a  mooted  one,  and  will  be  settled  by  time  and  experienct; 
only. 

Local  whisky  houses  are  very  much  interested  in  plans  which 
are  being  made  by  the  railroads  to  compel  shippers  of  whisky 
to  bind  their  packages  with  wire  in  a  manner  which  is  to  be 
specified  by  them.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  whisky  shipments 
are  subject  to  theft  in  probably  greater  proportions  than  any 
other  commodity,  the  carriers  have  been  endeavoring  to  reduce 
losses  for  pilfering  by  increasing  the  factor  of  safety  in  the 
I)acking  of  the  goods.  The  southwestern  roads  proposed  this 
regulation:  -  , 


"Liquor  in  boxes  must  be  strapped  with  wood,  iron  or  wire 
straps,  at  the  ends  and  corded  in  the  center,  cord  to  pass  in  and 
out  through  each  and  every  board  of  the  box,  to  be  tightly  drawn 
and  secured  with  metal  seals    (other  than  lead).     In  tiglit 
jointed,  wirebound  wooden  boxes,  bound  with  not  less  tlian  thre<?  i 
continuous  wires;  the  end  wires  being  firmly  stapled  through 
each  board  to  the  end  cleats  of  the  box ;  the  wires  between  the 
ends  to  be  stapled  to  each  board  and  clinched  on  tlie  inside  or! 
deeply  imbedded  in  the  wood;  the  ends  of  each  binding  wire  to' 
be  brought  together  and  tightly  twisted  or  drawn  at  one  ed^r 
of  the  box  and  securely  sealed  with  metal  seals   (other  thanj 
lead),  bearing  the  name  or  initials  of  the  shipper."  I 

Owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  packing  whisky  in  boxes  in 
this  manner,  local  shippers  entered  a  protest,  and  the  roads  first  i 
suspended  and  then  withdrew  the  regulations.    It  is  understood,  i 
however,  that  they  are  to  be  made  effective  later  on,  with  modi 
fication  which  will  reduce  the  expense  and  meet  the  views  of  the 
shippers  more  nearly.    Many  of  the  whisky  houses  protect  their 
shipments  at  present  by  running  wires  at  right  angles  to  each 
other  in  grooves  around  tlie  box,  but  others  are  not  so  careful. 

The  cases  brought  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  against  the 
Kentucky  Distillers  and  Warehouse  Company,  to  compel  this 
concern  to  cease  allowing  the  waste  from  certain  of  its  distil- 
leries in  Anderson  county  to  empty  into  nearby  streams  were 
decided  by  Judge  R.  W.  Bingham  adversely  to  the  company. 
The  Board  charged  that  it  was  a  nuisance  and  a  menace  to  lioaltli 
to  dispose  of  the  slops  in  that  way,  and  an  order  was  accordingly 
made  that  the  practice  be  dispensed  with.  The  company  sought 
to  enjoin  the  State  Board  from  enforcing  the  order,  but  Judge; 
Bingham  refused  to  grant  the  injunction.  The  company  later 
announced  that  it  would  not  appeal  the  case,  and  it  is  assumed 
that  the  distilleries  will  be  equipped  with  drying  machines  which 
will  enable  the  waste  to  be  disposed  of  in  a  more  sanitary  man- 
ner. It  is  expected  that  the  State  Board  will  now  proceed 
against  other  distilleries  with  a  view  to  preventing  any  of  them 
from  disposing  of  their  waste  prodiicts  in  the  manner  indicated. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  business  has  been  expanding  rapidly 
with  the  Bernheim  Distilling  Company,  it  has  been  found  neces 
sary  to  secure  more  floor  space.  With  tliis  in  view  the  shafi 
Avhich  has  been  used  for  lighting  the  building  lias  been  closed. 
thus  giving  considerably  more  room  on  each  of  the  six  upperi 
floors.  The  closing  of  the  shaft  did  not  interfere  with  the  light- 
ing arrangements  of  the  building,  as  this  feature  was  provided 
for  otherwise.  Business  with  the  company  was  reported  by  Lei' 
Bernheim,  one  of  the  officers,  to  be  good  and  up  to  normal. 

D.  Meschendorf,  president  of  the  Old  Kentucky  Distillerv 
Company,  and  one  of  the  best  known  men  in  the  trade,  is  in  pooi' 
health,  and  his  friends  are  solicitous  regarding  his  condition. 
Mr.  Sleschendorf  was  in  the  southwest  for  several  months,  and 
returned  after  having  been  benefited  comparatively  little  by  his 
stay.  He  is  being  treated  at  the  home  of  his  brother-in-law. 
George  Martin,  in  this  city.  Mr.  Maschendorf's  home  is  at 
Crestwood,  in  Oldham  County,  a  few  miles  east  of  Louisville. 
He  is  one  of  the  best  known  distillers  in  Kentucky. 

Suits  have  been  filed  by  a  revenue  agent  at  Owensboro,  Ky.. 
in  which  it  is  sought  to  collect  taxes  for  storage  on  whisky  be 
longing  to  a  number  of  distilleries.  This  point  has  been  broviglil 
forward  in  suits  filed  at  many  points  in  the  State,  and  tlie  lower 
courts  have  all  decided  in  favor  of  the  distilleries.  The  Couii 
of  Appeals  has  yet  to  pass  on  the  question.  The  distilleries  in 
volved  at  Owensboro  are  the  Eagle  Distilling  Company,  tin' 
Green  River  Distilling  Company,  the  Rock  Spring  Distillinn' 
Company,  J.  W.  M.  Field,  the  Daviess  County  Distilling  Com 
pany,  M.  P.  Mattingly  and  the  Glenmore  Distilleries  Company. 
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Kansas  Race  Suicide  Due  to  Prohibition? 


«<np?IEY'RE  not  having  children  onou<i;h  in  the  hardy  and 
A     supposedly  sensible  State  of  Kansas." 

Whether  this  alarming  assertion  of  a  tendency  toward  "race 
suicide"  is  due  to  the  State's  rapidly  inci'easiug  prosperity,  or 
to  the  original  and  somewhat  peculiar  school  of  philosophy 
affected  by  the  Sunflower  State,  is  as  yet  unsettled. 

It  remained  for  the  editor  of  the  American  Brewers'  Review, 
who  seemingly  has  designs  upon  George  Bernard  Shaw's  mantle 
as  a  moralist,  to  sound  the  tocsin  of  warning  to  Kansa-s  and  to 
attribute  the  actually  substantial  decrease  in  the  State's  birth 
rate  during  the  last  twenty  years  to  the  prohibition  laws. 

It  is  this  law,  declares  the  advocate  of  the  flowing  bowl,  that 
is  distorting  the  average  Kansan's  outlook  upon  life,  stultifying 
and  dwarfing  his  nature  with  its  suppression  and  artificial  re- 
straint. 

"  'Tain't  natural  for  a  man  not  to  take  a  drink  when  he  wants 
it,"  said  a  Kansas  sage,  who  attended  the  horse  show  here. 

It  is  this  denial  practiced  in  the  matter  of  libations  that  is 
responsible  for  the  denial  in  the  matter  of  children,  it  is  said. 

Psychologists  who  are  aware  of  the  grave  disease  in  the  heart 
of  Kansas's  social  system  call  it  a  paradox.  They  wonder  Avhy 
a  State  that  is  progressive,  politically  and  commercially,  should 
be  so  retrogressive  socially  and  morally  as  to  reduce  the  number 
of  its  children.  It  is  possible,  they  assert,  tliat  the  people  of 
Kansas  have  been  so  busy  "insurging"  they  have  not  had  time 
to  bring  Rooseveltian  families  into  the  world. 

If  true,  that  the  enforced  abstinence  from  liquids,  malted, 
vinous  and  spirituous,  has  producetl  race  suicide,  then  the  writer 
referred  to  argues  the  State  will  be  in  a  sad  way  for  children 
shortly,  unless  the  prohibition  law  is  repealed. 

The  table  of  statistics  shows  what  is  happening  in  Kansas : 
Child  population,  in  school  and  out  in  1888,  920,000.  The  same 
census  in  the  year  1908  shows  a  total  of  698,482,  a  decrease  of 
221,518. 

"It  would  seem,"  said  a  sociologist,  "that  it  is  up  to  Governor 
Stubbs,  not  only  to  set  a  good  example  for  his  people,  but,  if 
necessary,  offer  a  premium  for  children  after  the  custom  of 
France  since  the  advent  of  Roosevelt." 


We  hear  from  Lovelock,  Nevada,  that  grape  culture  is  about 
to  be  tried  in  that  State.  Thrifty  Italian  farmers  from  Califor- 
nia have  formed  a  colony  in  l?uena  Vista  Valley,  and  have 
planted  tAvo  carloads  of  grape  cuttings.  Irrigation,  by  means 
of  pumpg  driven  by  gasoline  engines,  will  be  used,^.as  a  copius 
underground  supply;  of  water  has  been  located.

Wets  Winners  in  Illinois  Legislature 


EDNESDAY,  the  12th  inst.,  was  the  great  day  of  "tryouts" 
between  the  wet  and  dry  forces  in  the  Illinois  Assembly. 
There  were  two  bills  up,  one  by  the  drys  to  strengthen  county 
option;  the  other  by  the  wets,  repealing  the  present  township 
local  option  law.  The  first  trial  came  on  amendment  to  their 
county  option  bill  by  the  drys,  which  would  have  eliminated 
Cook  County  from  county  option.  Cook  County  includes  the 
city  of  Chicago  and  its  populous  sul)urbs,  and  it  contains  altout 
three  million  population,  an  empire  in  itself  in  wealth,  influence 
and  population.  The  object  of  the  amendment  was  to  folloAV  this 
amendment  up  by  a  general  prohibition  bill  for  Illinois,  elimi- 
nating Cook  County.  The  wets  saw  the  trap  and  commanded 
sufficient  strength  to  defeat  the  amendment  by  85  nays  to  63 
yeas. 


On  the  13th  inst.  county  option  went  to  its  death  in  the  Illi- 
nois legislature  by  a  vote  of  63  yeas  to  83  nays.  But  the  wets 
were  not  able  to  put  over  the  hurdles  their  bill  to  repeal  the 
existing  township  opticm  statute,  being  in  turn  defeated  by  64 
for  its  passage  to  80  against  it. 

The  defeat  of  the  county  option  bill  was  accomplished  by  a 
union  of  forces  of  practically  the  entire  strength  of  the  Chicago 
membership  in  the  house,  together  with  the  representatives  who 
won  their  seats  on  avowed  wet  platforms  in  the  downstate  dis- 
tricts. 

I*olitical  lines  were  swept  aside  and  likewise  factional  trou- 
bles were  forgotten  apparently  on  both  sides  of  the  aisle.  Out  of 
56  members  of  Cook  County,  county  option  received  but  six 
votes  all  told. — Criterion,  April  16,  1911. 


The  Cloverdale  Chamber  of  Commerce  had  its  attention  called 
recently  to  the  rate  on  wine  shipments  from  various  points  in 
California  to  San  Francisco.  It  was  claimed  that  the  rate  from 
Cloverdale,  |3  per  ton,  car  lots,  was  excessive.  Cloverdale  and 
Asti,  it  was  stated,  had  about  the  highest  rate  of  any  of  the 
wine  shipping  points,  the  I'ate  from  Asti  being  the  same  as  from 
Cloverdale.  Healdsburg's  rate  was  |2.50  per  ton.  It  was 
claimed  that  with  the  low  price  of  wine  the  rates  now  obtaining 
worked  a  great  hardship  upon  the  wineries  of  Sonoma  County. 
A  leading  wine  man  stated  that  if  the  rates  were  lowered  to 
.|2.50  per  ton  from  Cloverdale  and  Asti,  which  he  considered 
equitable,  it  would  mean  a  saving  of  several  thousand  dollars 
each  year  to  the  wine  men  of  this  vicinity.  Action  on  the  matter 
was  deferred  for  the  present,  but  it  was  stated  that  if  the  ship- 
pers of  this  vicinity  would  take  the  initiative  in  the  matter,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  would  back  them  up  in  any  endeavor 
they  might  make  to  secure  a  lower  rate.

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LOS  ANGELES,  April  25 : — Notwithstanding  sporadic  out- 
breaks of  the  fanatical  opponents  of  the  trade  in  their  sleep- 
less efforts  to  devise  ways  and  means  of  annoying  and  obstruct- 
ing the  liquor  men,  trade  has  been  very  satisfactory  to  both 
the  wholesale  and  retail  merchants.  The  wine  trade  both  locally 
and  outside  shipping  orders  have  been  good  at  a  range  of  prices 
considerably  higher  than  has  ruled  for  some  time  past. 

The  news  of  the  disastrous  frost  damage  throughout  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  and  some  of  the  wine  counties  of  the  northern 
end  of  the  State,  has  tended  to  stiffen  prices  considerably  and 
this,  taken  Avith  the  wine  riots  throughout  France,  has  in  the 
opinion  of  the  local  winemen,  assured  a  prosperous  season  for 
California  winemen  for  1911.  In  Southern  California  crop  pros- 
pects are  favorable  for  a  good  crop  the  coming  vintage  and  a 
much  more  optimistic  view  is  taken  of  the  situation  than  ob- 
tained a  few  months  ago. 

The  warfare  between  the  cohorts  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
and  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  and  those  engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic, 
goes  merrily  on,  and  occasionally  a  scalp  is  gleaned  by  tlie  allied 
forc(!S,  from  some  luckless  saloon  man  who  has  become  lax 
and  indiscreet  in  his  observance  of  the  ordinances.  The  latest 
victim  to  lose  his  license  was  J.  Haley,  keeper  of  the  "Log 
Cabin"  a  resort  in  the  Santa  Monica  Canyon,  whose  license  was 
revoked  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  this  month.  Visitors  to 
that  charming  spot  will  not,  however,  be  forced  to  do  without 
liquid  refreshments,  as  the  Board  has  since  granted  a  license  at 
the  same  place  to  A.  J.  Lenox,  upon  his  assurance  that  he  will 
obey  the  laws  and  conduct  his  place  in  an  orderly  and  proper 
manner. 

As  illustrative  of  the  absurd  lengths  to  which  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 
are  carried  in  their  fanatical  war  upon  the  liquor  trade,  is  the 
energetic  protest  of  the  Pasadena  Branch  against  the  advertising 
of  beers  and  other  liquors  upon  signboards  in  the  limits  of  that 
city,  before  the  City  Council  and  Mayor,  which  after  discussion 
directed  that  the  police  be  instructed  to  investigate  and  see  if  the 
ordinance  were  being  fractured  in  any  manner. 

The  county  authorities  have  been  very  busy  of  late  in  rounding 
up  the  "blind  pigs'"  in  its  boundaries;  as  a  result,  something  like 
|5,000  has  been  paid  over  in  fines  by  those  apprehended  and 
convicted  of  conducting  an  illicit  business.  In  their  efforts  to 
suppress  this  business  the  authorities  have  had  the  support  of 
the  better  class  of  trade,  who  realize  that  such  resorts  tend  to 
bring  more  discredit  on  the  legitimate  trade  than  mo.st  any  other 
source. 

The  application  of  Harry  Rosenbaum  for  a  wholesale  license 
at  310  West  Temple  Street,  was  denied  by  the  Commission  be- 
cause of  the  protests  of  property  owners  of  that  and  adjoining 


blocks;  similar  action  Avas  taken  in  the  application  of  Albert 
Occomazzo  for  a  wholesale  license  at  Ord  and  New  High  streets. 
Clarence  Harvey  .A^^f;  given  a  AA^holesale  permit  for  21  East  Ninth 
street  and  Quong  fio  was  refused  a  restaurant  liquor  license  at 
414  North  Main  street. 

Considerable  stir  in  political  and  sporting  circles  of  Venice, 
has  been  caused  by  the  falling  out  of  Dr.  J.  M.  White  and 
Charlie  ShaAV,  of  Venice.  Shaw  practically  has  a  monopoly  of 
the  saloon  business  in  the  Beach  City  and  Avas  according  to  re- 
port planning  to  open  another  cafe  and  in  so  doing  trod  on  the 
corns  of  his  erstwhile  friend  the  Dr.  and  noAV  the  fight  is  on. 

A  reorganization  of  the  Mathie  BrcAving  Company,  because  of 
dissatisfaction  of  the  action  of  the  directorate  in  compromising 
the  strike,  Avhich  resulted  in  the  resignation  of  several  of  those 
most  heartily  interested  financially,  Avho  Avere  opposed  to  such 
settlement,  AA'as  effected  this  Aveek.  EdAvard  JIathie  continues 
as  president  and  a  new  directorate  Avill  probably  be  elected 
shortly. 

The  proprietors  of  the  Bristol  Cafe  of  this  city  were  lately 
cited  to  appear  before  the  Conimis.sion  because  of  alleged  infrac- 
tion of  the  liquor  ordinances  in  the  conduct  of  the  Cafe.  After 
presentation  of  evidence  by  the  prosecution  the  case  Avas  finally 
carried  over  until  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  Avhen  the  license 
Avas  revoked  by  unanimous  vote.  This  practically  puts  the  place 
out  of  business. 

Adolph  Becker,  of  Becker  Brothers,  proprietors  of  the  Waldorf 
Cafe  here  and  iii'San  Francisco,  arrived  here  this  Aveek  and  stop- 
ped over  a  day  to  say  Hello !  to  his  brother  Frank  and  then  de- 
parted for  his  ranch  down  in  the  Imperial  country.  The  boys 
report  business  as  excellent  in  both  their  resorts  in  this  city, 
AA'hich  statement  is  fully  verified  by  a  glance  in  either  place 
during  business  hours. 

The  friends  of  Henry  Baer,  of  the  Los  Angeles  Wine  Co.,  are 
having  considerable  fun  at  his  expense.  It  seems  that  Henry 
took  a  day  off  to  make  tbe  rounds  to  notify  his  friends  of  his 
intention  to  go  trout  fishing  at  the  opening  of  the  season  and 
indulged  in  some  "gloats"  at  the  poor  unfortunates  that  had  to 
stay  at  hcmie  and  Avork.  But  Heni'y  planned  Avithout  consulting 
the  real  head  of  the  family,  Mrs.  Baer,  and  as  a  result,  the  open- 
ing of  the  trout  season  found  Henry  and  Mrs.  Henry  taking  an 
automobile  tour  to  San  Diego,  and  he  has  been  busy  explaining 
ever  since.

One 
fling  seems  quite  certain,  and  that  is  that  the  output  of  the 
nil  vintage  will  not  tend  to  weaken  prices. 
i  Exports  by  sea  were  of  good  volume,  as  will  be  found  by  ref- 
irence  to  the  export  tables  in  tliis  issue.

oast  give  full  promise  of  not  only  a  prosperous  year,  but  a 
lumber  of  fat  years.  Local  conditions  continue  dull,  but  it  is 
mnounced  that  within  a  few  days  the  all-important  question 
)f  the  site  for  the  great  Exposition  will  have  been  settled.  This 
ivill  undoubtetdly  cause  an  immediate  improvement  in  business 
conditions  in  this  city,  and  this  improvement  is  destined  to  con- 
:inue  until  the  close  of  the  Exposition. 

Figures  of  exports  of  whisky  will  be  found  in  the  export

IMPORTATIONS:— The  importers  found  April  a  pleasant 
surprise  in  the  volume  of  business,  in  fact  considerably  bet- 
ter than  April  of  the  preceding  year.

BEER : — Beer  men  report  business  for  April  about  the  same 
as  last  year,  at  this  time.  The  weather  clerk  has  been 
handing  out  a  brand  of  weather  during  the  past  month  which 
would  convict  liim  of  favoring  the  whisky  trust,  because  it  has 
certainly  been  hard  liquor  Aveather.  However,  the  brewers  feel 
assured  that  this  will  be  a  busy  year  with  them.  The  exports 
of  beer  by  sea  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  regular  tables.  Im- 
ports of  foreign  beer  by  sea  were  30  cases,  155  casks,  290  bar- 
rels; stout,  50  cases,  and  375  barrels;  ale,  45  cases  and  30 
barrels. 


New  York  Wine  Market 


TflERE  is  not  much  activity  in  the  movements  of  wines  at 
present.  While  the  demand  is  better  than  a  year  ago  at 
this  time  it  is  limited  to  the  smaller  trade,  which  is  being  vig- 
orously solicited  by  a  number  of  the  larger  dealers.  Prices  are 
close  and  fairly  firm.

Will  Now  Be  "California"  Champagne 


THE  docision  of  Judge  Dietrich,  of  the  United  State.s  District 
Court,  in  wliicli  lie  hold  that  wine  fermented  in  bottle  by 
the  French  process  of  making  cliampagiie  could  properly  be  des- 
ignated as  "California  Champagne,"  is  a  well  deserved  victory 
for  the  California  wine  indu.stry.  In  late  years  there  has  been 
no  doubt  that  this  State  would  ultimately  product'  a  true  and 
perfect  champagne,  but  under  the  Pure  Food  Law  it  had  to 
masquerade  as  a  sparkling  wine,  which  might  be  carbonated  or 
otherwise.  Under  the  new  conditions  California  Avill  rapidly  go 
to  the  front  as  a  producer  of  champagne — champagne  as  the 
French  produce  it.  We  have  the  soil,  tht;  grapes,  the  Avine,  and 
we  are  rapidly  gaining  the  skill  that  will  produce  a  wine  to 
interest  the  world. 

The  decision  of  the  Court  is  practically  confined  to  the  fore- 
going. The  status  of  carbonated  wines,  which  was  supposed  to 
be  before  the  Court  has  been  left  in  i^tatiis  quo.  We  give  here- 
with the  language  of  the  Court  which  rendered  the  decision  in 
the  ca.se  against  A.  Finke's  Widow : 

The  term  "Champagne,"  when  used  alone  and  apart  from  any  qualify- 
ing or  descriptive  words,  is  only  understood  to  describe  an  effervescent  or 
.'.parkling  wine  produced  in  a  province  of  France,  the  gas  therein  being  the 
result  of  natural  fermentation.  It  is,  therefore,  thought  that  a  bottle  con- 
taining wine  produced  in  California  and  labeled  "Champagne,"  without  any 
other  qualifying  or  descriptive  words,  tends  to  mislead  and  deceive,  and  is 
misbranded  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pure  Food  Act.  It  is  further 
thought  that  a  bottle  containing  a  wine  having  substantially  the  same 
qualities  as  the  Champagne  manufactured  in  France  and  produced  substan- 
tially in  the  same  way,  although  originating  in  California,  should  not  be 
held  to  be  misbranded  if  it  is  labeled  "California  Champagne"  or  if  by 
some  other  device  conspicuously  displayed  in  connection  with  the  word 
"Champagne"  purchasers  are  clearly  advised  that  the  bottle  does  not  con- 
tain a  product  of  France. 

Upon  the  question  whether  or  not  a  wine  artificially  carbonated  may, 
under  any  circumstances,  or  wherever  produced,  be  legitimately  labeled 
"Champagne."  I  express  no  opinion.  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  record 
here  presents  the  question  with  such  fullness  as  its  very  great  importance 
requires. 

Substantially,  I  find  that  the  label  on  each  of  the  three  bottles  received 
in  evidence  in  support  of  the  three  several  counts  of  the  indictments  is  mis- 
leading. Considering  the  form  and  dress  of  the  whole  package  as  a  whole, 
tliere  is  little  room  for  doubt  of  a  design  on  the  part  of  the  originator  to 
create  in  the  minds  of  consumers  the  impression  that  they  are  purchasing  a 
foreign,  not  a  domestic,  product. 

As  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  decision  will  regulate  the  pure 
food  rulings  now  in  force,  it  is  far  reaching  for  the  good  of  Cali- 
fornia wines  and  champagnes.  In  other  words,  it  eliminates 
the  objectionable  word  "Type"  from  the  label,  and  permits  the 
wine  to  go  ink)  consumption  as  California  burgundy,  sauterne, 
etc.,  all  of  which  will  tend  greatly  to  the  good  of  the  industry. 


A  Student  of  Prohibition 


AN  interesting  visitor  during  the  month  has  been  .Mi.ss  I.  1 
Martin  of  New  York,  who  has  been  combining  businei- 
with  pleasure  during  her  numth's  stay  in  California.  She  is 
well-known  magazine  writer  and  has  made  a  study  of  proli 
bition,  having  been  in  the  thick  of  the  fight  in  Oklahoma  an 
Kansas.  She  declares  that  the  more  she  sees  of  prohibition  an 
its  aftermath,  the  more  contempt  she  has  for  the  leaders  wli 
are  attempting  to  thrust  it  upon  an  unwilling  public. 

She  tells  a  good  story  of  an  incident  that  occurretl  in  Okli 
homa  when  Mayor  Rose  of  Milwaukee  was  the  i>rincipal  speakcij 
The  hall  was  crowded  with  men  and  women.  Everything  wen' 
well  and  the  Mayor  seemed  to  be  driving  home  effectually  hi 
arguments  against  prohibition,  Avhen  suddenly,  without  waii 
ing,  there  was  a  general  commotion  at  the  end  of  the  hal 
Several  ladies  started  to  leave  the  room  and  more  wei*e  pn 
paring  to  follow. 

The  speaker,  however,  was  not  the  least  bit  ruffled.  The  sain 
tactics  had  been  played  upon  him  before  by  prohibition  ladle 
anxious  to  break  up  his  meetings.  He  merely  raised  his  ham 
and  said  firmly,  so  that  every  one  could  hear :  "Just  a  mouieni 
ladies."  And  when  they  turned  to  hear  what  he  had  to  say,  h 
remarked  sarcastically,  without  raising  his  voice :  "Now  if  j'oi 
ladies  must  go  out  before  the  intermission  to  get  a  nip,  pleas 
don't  make  so  much  noise.  Do  it  quietly,  and  when  you  com 
back,  try  and  enter  as  softly  as  possible  so  that  your  neighbor 
won't  notice  who  the  thirsty  ones  are.  That  is  the  way  thos 
Avlth  a  craving  for  liquor  do  in  Milwaukee  where  I  come  from. 

Miss  Martin  says  this  rap  was  so  hilariously  received  am 
cheered,  that  most  of  the  conspirators    promptly    sat    doww 
whereupon  Mr.  Rose  calmly  took  up  the  thread  of  his  forcefu' 
talk,  which  was  listened  to  by  a  number  of  women  who  wanteo 
to  leave,  but  were  afraid  of  being  accused  of  having  a  thii'st  tli:i 
they  could  not  control. 

Miss  Martin  was  delighted  with  her  visit  to  Asti,  where  shi] 
collected  material  for  several  articles  for  Eastern  publication 
This  is  her  first  trip  to  California  and  slie  expressed  amnzoinen 
at  the  extent  of  our  wine  industi'y,  at  the  same  time  proiiiisiiiL 
to  give  the  State's  viticultui*al  achievements  some  good  publicity 
in  the  magazines  and  newspapers  to  which  she  contributes.

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April  Frosts  Did  Much 
Damage

senting all  sections  of  the  county,  indicate  that  very  slight  dam- 
age was  done  to  the  fruit  and  vine  interests  of  Sonoma  County 
by  the  recent  storm.

THE  heavy  frosts  of  April  12th  and  13th  and  the  one  later 
in  the  month,  did  a  great  deal  of  damage  to  the  vineyards 
in  Central  and  Northern  California.  In  many  cases  the  frosts 
dropped  in  spots,  and  it  is  difficult  at  this  time  to  accurately 
estimate  the  actual  damage  done,  but  is  is  calculated  to  bring 
Iiardships  to  many  growers.  Herewith  is  a  carefully  prepared 
statement  of  the  situaticm  at  the  time  of  going  to  press: 

Damage  quite  severe  in  Kings,  Tulare,  ^ladera  and  Fresno 
counties;  in  Napa,  Contra  Costa,  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara 
counties,  severe  in  si)ots;  djimage  slight  in  Sonoma  and  Mendo- 
cino comities.  Tliis  rejiart  stated  that  it  was  too  early  in  the 
season  to  predict  the  percentage  of  the  crop  lost  by  these  frosts. 
Later  advices  state  that  the  injury  d(me  at  that  time  in  Sono- 
ma Avas  confined  to  tliat  part  of  the  county  abutting  upon 
Napa.  Just  before  going  to  press,  a  bad  frost  on  the  night  of 
the  28th  was  re]>()rted  from  ^Madrone,  Sonoma  County,  a  dis- 
trict not  Inn't  before,  and  the  damage  done  is  estimated  at  20 
per  cent  (»f  tlie  cro]).  How  far  this  frost  reached  is  not  known, 
and  it  is  hojx'd  that  its  effects  are  exaggerated,  as  first  reports 
often  are.  Tlie  parts  of  Napa  niost  effected  lie  in  the  valley 
below  St.  Helena  and  Calistoga. 

Further  reports,  po.ssibly  exaggerated,  state  that  around  San 
Martin,  in  the  soutliern  part  of  the  Santa  Clara  Valley,  croKS 
are  injure<l  from  40  to  50  per  cent,  while  further  down  at  Cil- 
roy,  the  danuige  is  believed  to  be  not  quite  so  bad.  The  state  of 
affairs  at  T.odi  is  said  to  be  soniewliat  better  than  at  Fresno, 
which  from  all  accounts  suffered  more  than  elsewhere,  excei>t- 
ing  perhaps  the  San  Martin  district,  should  recent  advices 
prove  correct.  The  i>rinci])iil  damage  in  Lodi  district  is  around 
Woodbridge;  that  i)art  south  of  Stocktim  is  not  hxirt  so  much. 
The  balance  of  the  San  Joacpiin,  while  damaged  in  sp<»ts,  is  not 
thought  to  have  suffered  so  severely. 

Direct  information  in  relaticm  to  Livermore  Valley  has  been 
obtain(>d  from  one  of  the  princi]ial  growers  and  wine  men  in 
that  district.  In  his  opinion  the  damage  done  ranges  from 
none  to  .50  ]>er  cent,  and  therefore  averages  about  25  |)er  cent 
of  tlie  crop  of  the  entire  valley. 

A  dispatch  from  Stockton  dated  April  29th  states  tliat  "the 
experts  who  liave  been  closely  following  the  effects  of  the  recent 
cold  .snap  and  heavy  frost  stated  to-day  that  the  lo.ss  to  sMne- 
yards  in  the  northern  part  of  San  Joaquin  County  would  be 
very  small  instead  of  a  third  or  half  of  the  crop,  as  was  at  fii*st 
reported  by  vineyardists.  The  early  shoots  were  nipped  on 
many  vines  and  tho.se  who  have  not  had  much  experience  set  up 
he  cry  that  the  grape  crop  wa.s  badly  damaged.  A  new  growth 
ioon  appeared,  however,  and  the  vines  are  presenting  a  very 
healthy  appearance  at  present."  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  dis- 
patch does  not  stat(;  who  these  "experts"  were.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  above  statement  is  correct,  and  that  the  information 
given  to  the  Associated  Press  is  not  a  ease  of  "the  wish  being 
father  to  the  thought." 

To  sum  up,  we  give  the  opinion  of  one  of  the  best-known  wine 
men  in  the  city:  "The  fact  is  that  damage  has  been  done  all 
over  the  State,  although  greater  in  one  district  than  another. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  full  effect  of  these  frosts  may 
not  be  known  until  vintage  time,  for  it  is  often  the  case  where 
grapes  look  good,  that  in  case  of  early  frosts  they  drop  off.  The 
sweet  wine  districts,  most  particularly  Fresno,  have  undoubt- 
edly suffered  the  most.  Further  south  I  have  not  heard  of  evil 
effects  from  frost,  but  understand  they  have  suffered  somewhat 
severely  from  a  sandstorm.  Altogether,  growers  will  have  good 
reason  to  i-emember  the  disappointing  season  of  1911." 


J.  A.  Barclay,  under  date  of  April  16th,  writing  from  Fow- 
ler, says: 

"I  have  been  out  driving  this  afternoon  inspecting  the  vine- 
yards after  the  frost.  I  have  not  seen  things  in  such  a  plight 
.since  I  think  it  is  twelve  years  ago  the  la.st  of  this  month,  then 
it  only  took  .spots,  but  this  time  it  takes  the  whole  country, 
everybody  alike.  Of  course,  it  is  pretty  early  yet.  There  will 
be  a  good  second  crop  if  nothing  else  happens.  If  I  was  making 
an  estimate  now  I  would  say  there  would  be  about  half  a  crop, 
the  most  of  the  people  estimate  one-third  to  one-fourth  of  a  crop. 
Of  course,  it  is  only  guess  work,  yet  it  remains  to  be  seen  how 
the  vines  come  out  again.  Things  certainly  don't  look  good  to 
thi.s  part  of  the  country  for  this  year,  because  it  has  put  a  block 
to  other  things  that  go  in  connecticm  with  the  fruit  and  grape 
business." 

C.  L.  LaRue,  on  April  20th,  said :  "Everything  points  to  a 
heavy  yield  of  grapes  in  the  neighborhood  of  Davis.  No  damage 
resulted  from  frost  in  this  immediate  vicinity,  but  great  damage 
in  Napa  Valley  (not  on  our  place,  but  generally).  The  heavy 
rains  of  March  wert^  of  great  benefit  to  vineyards  both  for  this 
and  next  year." 

William  F.  Dornhorst  of  St.  Helena,  on  April  15th,  wrote: 
"The  la.st  rain  had  a  good  effect,  coming  at  the  time  it  did,  for 
the  ground  was  getting  rather  dry  for  some  slow  farmers.  But 
the  frost  raised  the  mischief,  as  Napa  County  lost  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  first  crop  of  grape.s,  which  is  a  pretty  hard  blow 
for  most  vineyards  in  this  county." 


Two  Big  Wine  Men  Honored 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  California  Development  Board, 
the  other  day,  it  was  announced  that  M.  F.  Tarpey  of  Fresno 
and  Theodore  (Jier  of  Oakland,  two  of  our  best-known  wine  men, 
had  been  appointinl  on  the  board  of  directors.  Now  that  this 
organization  is  taking  an  active  part  in  boosting  California's 
products,  it  is  good  to  feel  that  the  viticultural  interests  have 
two  enthusiastic  champions  at  court  who  Avill  see  that  our  wines 
are  given  extended  publicity. 

The  Development  Board  has  given  the  handsome  collection 
of  vineyard  and  winery  scenes  of  the  Allied  Grape  and  Wine 
Industries  an  excellent  location  on  the  wall  just  as  you  enter 
the  exhibit  rooms.  The  moving  pictures  showing  our  wine  in- 
dustry have  been  divided  into  two  parts,  one  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  illustrated  lectures  throughout  the  United 
States,  while  the  other  is  now  being  projected  at  the  Turin 
Exposition,  where  it  will  no  doubt  do  much  to  convince  the 
foreigners  who  visit  the  great  Italian  fair  that  California  is  now 
among  the  great  wine-producing  nations  of  the  world.

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Governor  Johnson  Favored  Blind  Pigs 


SINCE  the  various  State  Legislatures  have  adjourned,  the 
press  of  the  I'aciflc  Coast  appears  to  have  fastened  upon 
"blind  pigs"  as  the  leatling  matter  of  interest,  from  Everett, 
Washington,  to  Los  Angeles,  California.  From  all  we  read  it 
would  appear  as  if  the  entire  Coast  was  infested  with  them, 
both  in  "di'y"  and  "wet"  districts,  and  that  they  are  becoming 
a  serious  nuisance,  injuring  legitimate  business  and  keeping 
the  police  busy  all  the  time.  Under  these  circumstances  Ave  are 
sorry  to  learn  that  the  anti-blind  pig  bill  passed  by  the  Califor- 
nia Legislature  has  been  vetoed  by  Governor  Johnson.  The  bill 
was  drawn  to  make  it  a  felony  to  sell  liquor  in  quantities  less 
than  a  quart  in  counties  or  cities  where  liquor  licenses  are 
imposed.  "I  don't  think,"  says  Governor  Johnson,  "it  has  been 
the  policy  of  the  law  to  make  the  sale  of  anything  without  a 
license  a  State  prison  offense." 

While  we  appreciate  the  eminently  just  desire  of  the  Governor 
to  make  "the  punishmo;nt  tit  the  crime,"  we  wish  it  could  liave 
been  otherwise,  as  these  unlicensed  sellers  of  intoxicants  have 
become  a  crying  evil.  AVe  arc  glad,  however,  that  .lustice  Flour- 
noy  of  Bakersfield  believes  that  the  saloon  man  should  be  pro- 
tected, to  accomplish  which  he  has  adopted  the  excellent  prac- 
tice of  sending  all  the  blind  pig  bosses  and  their  assistants  to 
the  County  Jail  for  sixty  days,  witliout  the  option  of  a  fine. 
We  sincerely  hope  that  his  example  will  be  followed  wherever 
blind  pigs  are  caught.

NEWS  comes  from  Honolulu  of  the  death  in  that  city  on 
March  26th  of  Tom  McTighe,  familiarly  and  affectionately 
known  by  a  large  circle  of  friends  as  the  "Irish  Consul."  Only 
a  few  nionths  ago,  Mr.  McTighe,  with  his  wife  and  son,  visited 
California  and  enjoyed  every  moment  of  his  stay  here  inspecting 
all  the  large  vineyards  and  wineries  of  the  State. 

Mr.  McTighe  went  to  Honolulu  in  1886  in  a  Portuguese  immi- 
gration ship.  He  was  first  employed  as  night  clerk  in  the  Royal 
Hawaiian  Hotel  and  later  became  its  manager.  After  severing 
his  connection  with  the  hotel,  he  entered  the  employ  of  Mac- 
farlane  &  Co.,  and  was  with  this  firm  for  seventeen  years.  He 
then  went  into  the  retail  liijuor  business  for  himself  under  the 
firm  name  of  Gomez  &  McTighe.  He  later  purchased  the  interest 
of  his  i>artner  and  tecame  sole  owner.  He-  leaves  a  widow  and 
five  children.  Will  T.  McTighe,  the  eldest  son,  will  assume  full 
charge  of  the  business  and  estate  left  by  his  father.  While 
Tom  McTighe  was  engaged  in  the  salo(m  business  he  was  highly 
respected  by  the  best  elements  of  Honolulu,  including  even 
those  opposed  to  saloons.  He  was  extremely  ck'an  and  upright 
in  his  business  methods  and  his  friendship  was  esteemed  by  all. 


"Old  Ben"  Jellison,  as  his  friends  affectionately  call  him,  is 
as  fine  a  specimen  of  a  man  for  his  years  as  can  be  found  in  the 
favored  climate  of  California.  He  can  play  "mine  host"  to 
perfection  with  his  cheery  smile  and  Avarni  handshake,  and  his 
per.sonal  popularity  is  one  of  the  ])rincipal  reasons  why  No.  10 
Third  street  is  full  to  overflowing  the  best  i)art  of  the  day. 
Ben  knoAvs  his  business  and  his  bar  whisky — Old  Jordan — will 
bear  comparison  with  any  in  the  city.  Case  goods  of.  the  best 
brands  he  has,  of  course,  but  they  ctit  but  little  figure  in  the 
business  which  steadily  adheres  to  the  first  rate  old  Kentucky 
coni  juice  he  serves  to  his  customers.  From  early  days  UTitil 
the  new  city  arose  after  the  fire,  Ben  Jelli.sou  has  catered  to  the 
wants  of  the  public.  Now,  after  so  many  years  he  is  still  to  the; 
front  conducting  one  of  the  best  businesses  known  to  the  trade, 
and  everybody  who  knows  ]5en,  and  their  name  is  legion,  wishes 
that  he  may  long  continue  to  do  so.

Curbing  the  Police  Commissioners 

N  Ai)ril  25th  the  State  Supreme  Court  rendered  a  decision 
to  the  effect  that  the  I'olicc  Commissioners  of  San  Fran- 
cisco had,  under  the  Charter,  no  authority  to  impose  a  license 
(m  firms  selling  li<iu(U's  in  (luantitics  of  one  (juart  or  more  up  to 
five  gallons,  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises.  The  Court  rules 
that  while  the  Commissioners  have  the  right,  under  the  Charter, 
to  impose  a  license  on  saloons  and  places  where  liquor  is  to  be 
dnmk,  only  such  places  are  subject  to  the  ruling  of  the  Police 
Commissioners. 


A  most  determined  fight  has  been  made  against  the  opening  of 
saloons  near  the  Presidio,  both  by  the  army  officers  quartered 
there  and  adjacent  property-oAvners.  Largely-attended  meet- 
ings Avere  held  and  a  protest  draAvn  up  shoAving  that  "a  respect- 
able saloon  cannot  Im'  run  near  a  military  reservation,  and  tliat 
the  class  that  Avould  pay  there  Avould  greatly  injure  an,  at  pres- 
ent, very  desirable  residence  district,  and  prove  a  serious  temp- 
tation to  enlisted  men,  besides  Itringing  influences  to  bear  sub- 
versive of  discipline  and  the  Avell-being  of  the  army."  The  Police 
Commissioners,  taking  the  matter  under  cimsideration,  forliid 
the  issuance  of  licenses,  believing  that  the  opening  of  the  Pres- 
idio saloons  Avas  undesirable. 


LARKSPITR'S  ncAV  hotel  and  cafe,  knoAvn  as  the  "Blue  Rock" 
Hot<d,  was  opened  on  April  30th  to  the  public.  It  is  the 
only  hotel  proper,  betAveen  San  Francisco  and  San  Rafael,  and 
the  opening  shoAved  that  tlie  resort  is  sure  to  meet  Avith  pcjpu- 
lar  favor.  The  barbecue  and  the  banquet  in  the  evening  cele- 
brating the  event  Avere  highly  successful.  Messrs.  Stringa  & 
Marilli,  the  proprietors,  are  to  be  congratulated. 


At  the  electitm  held  this  month  at  (ilendale,  Oregon,  tliat 
toAA-n,  by  a  big  majority,  endorsed  the  sale  of  licpior.  The  ques- 
tion arose  under  the  terms  of  the  Home  Rule  Bill  recently 
endorsed  by  the  people  of  Oregon. 


At  Elgin,  Oregon,  the  City  Council  has  fixed  the  annual 
saloon  license  at  flOOO  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  in  ad- 
vance. There  Avas  a  motion  to  have  license  payable  semi- 
annually in  adA'ance,  but  it  Avas  lost.

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A  Fine  Choice  For  Mayor 


TTHERE  is  general  rejoicing  tliat  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  has  ac- 
cepted  the  non-partisan  nomination  of  the  municipal  con- 
ference of  1911.  Mr.  Rolph  has  always  been  a  Republican,  but 
beyond  voting  has  had  no  part  in  the  politics  of  this  city.  He 
has  never  held  any  office,  appointive  or  elective ;  never  attended 
a  political  convention  or  served  on  a  political  committee,  and 
only  by  the  strongest  arguments  has  he  been  induced  to  enter 
public  office.  His  nomination  is  one  of  the  rare  cases  where 
the  office  seeks  tlie  man,  instead  of  the  man  seeking  the  office 
as  is  the  case  with  the  j^resent  Mayor,  P.  H.  McCarthy,  who 
claims  that  "one  good  term  deserves  another.'' 

The  next  four  years  will  be  critical  ones  for  San  Francisco, 
siuce  the  great  fair  Avill  be  in  course  of  construction  and  celeb- 
rities from  every  section  of  the  globe  will  be  gathering  here. 
AVe  need  a  vigorous,  intelligent,  refined  San  Franciscan  as  the 
city's  chief  repi'esentative  and  fortunately  Mr.  Rolph  is  such, 
a  man. 

He  comes  of  good  pioneer  stock,  having  been  born  in  18G9 
"south  of  Market"  in  Minna  street,  between  Ninth  and  Tenth 
streets.  In  1872  his  father  moved  to  the  IMission  proper  and  the 
house  in  Twentj'-first  street  is  still  the  home  of  James  Rolph,  Sr. 
The  Mission,  where  the  laboring  class  is  principally  housed,  has 
always  been  the  home  of  Rolph  and  his  residence  at  288  San 
Jose  avenue  has  been  the  center  of  much  of  the  Mission  activities 
since  the  great  fire  in  1906. 

On  the  day  of  his  graduation  from  Trinity  School,  May  24, 
1888,  he  began  his  business  career  as  office  boy  for  Kittle  &  Co., 
pioneer  shipping  and  commission  merchants.  He  worked  up  to 
the  post  of  cashier  for  that  firm  and  on  January  1,  1900,  he 
entered  into  partnership  with  George  U.  Hind,  in  the  Hiud- 
Rolph  Company,  backed  by  R.  R.  Hind,  his  partner's  father. 
The  company  is  now  one  of  the  foremost  of  the  shipping  and 
commission  concerns  on  the  Coast. 

When  the  Mission  Bank  was  organized  Mr.  Rolph  was  elected 
its  president,  and  later  when  the  Mission  Savings  Bank  was 
started  he  was  made  its  president  and  still  occupies  that  post. 
He  has  been  the  pi*esident  of  the  aggressive  Mission  PromotioQ 
Association  since  the  retirement  of  its  first  president,  George 
L.  Center.  The  Mission  Promotion  Association  was  the  suc- 
cessor to  the  Mission  Relief  Committee  that  controlled  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  relief  fund  in  the  Mission  after  the  great  fire. 
To  the  relief  work  Rolph  devoted  virtually  his  entire  time  from 
the  organization  of  the  relief  committee  until  the  organization 
of  the  Relief  Corporation  in  the  fall  of  1906.  The  headquarters 
for  the  relief  work  was  established  in  the  Rolph  barn. 

Mr.  Rolph  served  three  terms  as  president  of  the  Shipowners' 
Association  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  for  three  years  and  was  thrice  elected  president 
eJE  the  Merchants'  Exchange. 


We  hope  that  the  Democratic  and  other  parties  will  prompth 
follow  the  example  of  the  Rei)ublican  party  and  endorse  Mr 
Rolph's  candidacy  so  that  his  election  will  be  assured.

CIOCCA  LO.MBARDI  AVINE  (X)MPANY,  INC.,  one  of  th( 
largest  ind("]>endent  concerns  in  this  line  on  the  Coast,  have 
purchased  tlu>  property  on  the  southwest  corner  of  Green  and 
Battery  streets,  93 :9xi37  :6  fe(>t,  from  Hettie  B.  Borden  for  th( 
sum  of  150,000.  They  wil  immediately  start  the  ctmstruction 
of  a  five-story  building  which  will  be  used  as  offices  and  ware 
house  and  will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  |50,000.  They  will 
install  therein  new  cooperage  to  the  amount  of  |20,000,  with 
a  capacity  of  one  and  a  half  million  gallons,  bringing  their  total 
investment  up  to  fl20,000. 

This  property  is  admirably  suited  for  this  line  of  business,  as 
the  basement  is  excavated  from  solid  rock  and  the  premise.s  an 
connected  with  the  Belt  railroad  by  a  spur  track. 

The  sale  of  this  property  brings  the  entire  business  of  thii- 
concern  to  San  Francisco,  whereas  before  they  have  kept  but 
an  office  and  a  small  temporary  warehouse  here. 


During  April  the  City  Trustees  of  Oceanside,  by  a  vote  of  I 
to  1,  passed  an  ordinance  granting  table  liquor  licenses  ti 
hotels  having  twenty  of  more  rooms.  The  "wets"  of  the  city, 
who  were  about  to  call  for  an  election  under  the  new  local  o]i 
tion  law,  state  that  tlu^y  are  not  satisfied  Avitli  the  concession  ol 
table  liquor  licenses  only.  As  the  "drj's"  are  highly  dissatisfied 
also,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  an  election  will  be  called  ti 
settle  the  matter.

SAN  FR.ANCISCO 
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Ought  To  Have  Been  Dead 


The  Church  and  the  Saloon 


UNTIL  less  tliau  a  century  ago  the  liquor  interests  had  the 
tacit  approval  of  church  and  state,  of  science  and  humani- 
tarian, writes  Dr.  Henry  Smith  Williams  in  the  Century.  In 
the  year  1807  the  society  known  as  the  Brethren  of  Christ  was 
organized  in  a  room  over  a  distillery.  In  1832  the  Bishop  of 
Vermont  wrote  a  book  denouncing  the  temperance  workers  as 
infidels  and  opponents  of  Scripture.  As  recently  as  1866  an 
article  written  by  a  Congregational  clergyman  and  published  in 
a  Biblical  Encyclopedia  of  good  standing,  acclaimed  with  gusto 
the  alleged  fact  that  the  founder  of  the  Christian  Church  was  a 
maker  and  user  of  wine,  and  applauded  the  use  of  intoxicating 
beverages  as  the  exercise  of  a  Christian  virtue.  These  illustra- 
tions suggest  how  difficult  was  the  progress  of  the  temperance 
sentiment.  They  afford  us  reminiscent  glimpses  of  a  time  when 
to  be  an  abstainer  was  to  be  rated  a  fanatic ;  when  there  was  no 
recognized  ethical  side  of  the  temperance  problem,  when  the 
deacons  in  the  church  were  as  likely  as  not  distillers,  and  when 
the  minister  received  liquor  as  part  of  his  salary. 

Today,  as  we  all  know,  the  liquor  dealer  is  a  social  outcast;  as 
we  have  just  seen,  the  licjuor  interests,  even  in  the  least  offensive 
forms,  are  on  the  defensive,  fighting  for  existence.  Truly  a 
metamorphic  change  of  attitude ! — Brooklyn  Eagle,  January  7, 
1911. 


After  having  eliminated  the  rectifying  plant  from  their  busi- 
ness sometime  ago  as  a  precursor  to  drift  away  from  the  saloon 
trade,  Messrs.  William  Wolff  &  Company  have  now  decided  to 
confine  their  future  transactions  to  the  jobbing  trade  only.

Great  Improvements  For  Winehaven 


Notable  Vineyards  Change  Hands 


THE  California  Wine  Association  is  expendinjj;  flOO.OOO  in 
improveinonts  on  its  great  plant  at  Winehaven  in  the  city 
of  Richmond.  This  is  not  a  large  snm  when  the  magnitude  of 
the  plant  is  considered,  but  it  may  mark  a  start  in  carrying  out 
the  plans  through  which  the  big  institutifm  is  to  be  nearly 
trebled  in  size.  These  plans  were  all  laid  out  three  years  ago, 
but  the  stringent  times  rose  as  a  barrier  to  their  execution. 

The  improvements  to  be  made  now  will  consist  of  a  neAV  wing 
with  an  additional  fermenting  cellar,  and  presses  will  be  put  in 
for  the  crushing  of  8000  to  10,000  tons  of  grapes  this  season. 
Heretofore  no  crushing  has  been  done  at  Winehaven,  the  "juice" 
being  shipped  in  from  the  various  wineries. 

There  will  also  be  constructed  a  salt  water  cooling  and  firf 
service.  In  the  cooperage  department  increases  will  be  made 
that  will  necessitate  the  employment  of  about  twenty  more  men. 

Richmond,  with  the  big  Standard  Oil  plant,  the  Pullman 
works  and  other  industrial  plants,  is  now  tlie  second  shipping 
center  in  the  State.  Its  tonnage  will  be  greatly  increased  by 
the  extensive  grape  crushing  at  Winehaven. 


Lodi  Co=Operative  Winery  Makes  Fine  Showing 


LODI  (San  Joaquin  County),  April  4. — It  is  shown  by  W.  C. 
Brown,  secretary  of  the  Lodi  Co-operative  Winery,  in  the 
annual  report  that  this  winery  which  has  been  in  operation  but 
two  years,  is  making  substantial  progress. 

At  present  the  stockholders  have  a  plant  that  cost  f  98,788.92, 
and  after  paying  the  groAvers  |6  for  their  grapes  the  first  year 
and  |4.65  on  delivery  of  the  1910  crop,  deducting  the  entire  cost 
of  the  plant,  together  with  interest  on  the  money  invested,  a 
handsome  sinking  fund,  and  allowing  for  depreciation  on  the 
machinery,  plant  and  coopei'age,  they  still  have  net  assets  of 
over  fl30,000,  it  can  be  seen  that  the  Lodi  winery  is  a  money 
maker. 

In  1909,  11,400  tons  of  grapes  were  crushed,  and  in  1910  the 
tonnage  reached  13,420,  manufacturing  the  latter  year  close  to 
a  million  gallons  of  wine,  Avhich  has  been  mostly  of  the  sweet 
variety  and  at  the  present  selling  price  is  Avorth  over  |200,000. 
The  price  has  advanced  4  cents  above  last  year's  prices,  shoAving 
f  40,000  more  profit  to  the  stockholders. 

After  paying  off  all  the  debts  the  first  year  and  setting  aside 
a  neat  sinking  fund,  the  Avinery  had  over  a  quarter  of  a  million 
gallons  of  Avine  unsold.  This  stock  has  been  gradually  enhanc- 
ing in  value  owing  to  its  age  and  the  general  betterment  of  the 
market,  until  at  the  present  time  it  is  Avorth  over  |45,000. 

The  Avinery  noAv  has  approximately  a  million  and  a  quarter 
gallons  of  Avine  on  hand  and  manufactured  one-fifteenth  of  the 
entire  output  of  sweet  Avine  in  the  State  of  California  during 
the  1910  season. 

The  total  assets  of  the  association  March  1st  were  |316,233.77. 


The  Elk  Grovie  Wine  Association  commenced  April  well 
by  shipping  four  carloads  of  wine  to  the  South.  Wine 
is  Avine  these  days  and  the  association's  output  is  spoken  of  as 
being  better  than  ever.  .....--,^. . 


THE  Italian-Swiss  Colony  has  just  added  to  its  holdings  tlii' 
1,100  acres  of  choice  vineyards  OAvned  by  the  Califoniiii 
Consolidated  Vineyard  Comi)any  in  Contra  Costa  county.  This 
new  purchase  includes  the  Avell-known  Mt.  DiaH[)l()  Vineyard, 
consisting  of  GOO  acres;  the  Brookside  Vineyard,  240  acres;  the 
Bernard  Vineyard,  150  acres;  the  Portola  Vineyard,  70  acres: 
and  the  Theresa  Vineyard,  40  acres. 

Most  of  these  vineyards  liave  been  planted  during  the  last  six 
or  seven  years  on  imported  resistant  vines  grafted  Avitli  the  best 
French  varieties,  such  as  Petit  Syrah,  Alicante  Bouschet,  Grand 
noir  de  la  Calmette,  Riesling,  Semillon,  Sauvign(m,  etc.  They 
are  all  coming  into  full  bearing  and  this  year  everything  points 
to  a  large  crop  of  fine  grapes,  Avhich  Avill  be  crushed  at  the  Mt. 
Diablo  Vineyard,  AA'here  there  is  a  splendid  stcme  Avinery  Avith  a 
capacity  of  400,000  gallons  of  cooperage.  It  is  locatcnl  on  tlic 
north  side  of  Mt.  Diablo  near  the  city  of  Clayton. 


The  Anaheim  Plaindealer  states  that  Anaheim's  big  stock 
of  wines  in  its  cellars,  Avineries  and  Avarehouses  is  Avorth  con- 
siderably more  money  to  day  than  a  week  ago.  Also  it  is  prac- 
tically certain  that  these  Avines  within  a  few  months  Avill  be 
worth  very  materially  more  than  they  are  uoav.  ♦  *  »  • 
The  reason  for  the  increase  is  given  by  Avine  dealers  as  a  de-1 
crease  in  visible  supply.  In  Anaheim  hands  are  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  gallons  of  Avines,  some  of  it  being  esteemed  among 
the  very  finest  goods  in  the  world,  Avhile  there  is  also  a  vast 
amount  of  standard  goods  that  ranks  exceedingly  high  Avith  the 
trade  throughout  the  country.  These  Avines  are  noAV  flndingi 
their  way  to  all  parts  of  the  United  States  through  trade  mak- 
ing efforts  of  local  dealers  and  througli  the  fact  that  there 
are  a  great  many  more  visitors  coming  here  noAV  than  ever 
before  who  desire  to  send  Anaheim  Avines  back  to  friends  in 
the  north,  east  and  south.  Analieim  wines  are  conse;]U(Mitl.v 
steadily  gathering  more  fame  and  a  Avider  market.

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A  Santa  Rosa  dispatch  states  that  T.  L.  Orr,  of  the  West 
Coast  Wine  Company,  has  recently  sliipped  fifty  thousand  gal-' 
Ions  of  wine  from  his  Occidental  winery  to  San  Francisco.    He 
has  also  completed  the  shipment  of  his  splendid  vintage  from 
his  Graton  winery. 

During  the  present  month  Judge  Thomas  C.  Denny  decided 
the  suit  of  D.  Cassassa  against  the  Fnltcm  AVinery  Corporation.  ■ 
The  court  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  |1874.93. 
The  suit  was  for  a  total  of  |2085.50.  The  action  was  on  a 
verbal  agreenu'ut  to  deliver  grapes  by  plaintiff'  to  defendant 
at  |14  per  ton  for  good,  sound  grapes.  Later  the  defendant 
claimed  the  agreement  contained  a  22  per  cent  sugar  test.  This 
was  denied  by  plaintiff  and  seven  other  growers  who  sold  at 
the  same  figures  testified  no  sugar  test  was  mentioned  in  their 
agreement. 

The  Lachman  &  Jacobi  Avinery  at  Petaluma  recently  made 
another  big  wine  shipment  East.  This  included  over  5000 
barrels,  the  destination  of  which  was  New  York  and  NeAV 
( )rleans. 


Exposition  Gossip 


Some  of  the  vineyards  of  Mendocino  are  already  moving  in 
the  matter  of  better  prices  for  gTapes.  They  have  had  several 
conferences  at  T^kiali  and  in  the  noi'thern  section  of  Sonoma 
county.  An  offer  of  $15  per  ton  for  ten  years  has  been  made. 
This  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  growers  who  are  willing  to  accept 
|15  f.  0.  b.  at  the  station. 


j  The  local  press  believes  that  if  the  farmers  will  co-operate 
I  they  are  likely  to  secure  even  better  prices  than  are  now  being 
I  offered  them.  In  fact  bring  at  least  a  half  more  than  present 
i  offers.  There  will  be  a  scarcity  of  grai)es  and  wine  for  some 
years  to  come  and  this  will  certainly  aid  in  boosting  prices. 


THERE  is  considerable  speculation  going  on  as  to  who  will 
be  made  head  of  the  Rureau  of  Viticulture  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition.  Several  candidates  have  been 
mentioned,  the  most  prominent  being  M.  F.  Tarpey,  who  would 
make  an  excellent  chief.  He  did  h(H*oic  work  to  help  San  Fran- 
cisco secure  the  exposition  and,  if  he  desires  the  appointment, 
he  would  doubtless  have  little  diflSculty  in  securing  it. 

It  is  probable  that  several  Eastern  wine  men  and  some  well- 
known  importers  will  be  includwl  (m  the  Viticultural  Commit- 
tee, as  this  is  an  international  exposition  and  we  must  have  as 
large  a  representation  of  foreign  wine  producers  as  possible. 

The  California  wine  men  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  in 
addition  to  exhibiting  in  the  manufacturing  building  and  in  the 
county  exhibits  in  the  California  Ruilding,  they  will  erect  a 
structure  of  their  own,  where  they  will  install  a  fine  exhibit  and 
be  able  to  extend  true  California  hospitality  openly  without 
being  forced  to  resort  to  a  sort  of  blind  pig,  as  was  the  case  at 
Seattle,  or  submit  to  the  protests  from  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  anti- 
saloon  leaders,  and  other  "kickers"  who  are  anxious  to  see  our 
wine  industry  wiped  out  instead  of  encouraged. 

It  is  said  that  an  organization,  whose  sole  aim  will  be  to 
secure  funds  to  finance  such  an  exhibit  and  building  during  the 
fair,  is  to  be  started  as  soon  as  the  site  is  definitely  decided  upon, 
as  there  will  be  a  scramble  for  favorable  building  locations,  and 
the  grape  growers  and  wine  makers  are  determined  not  to  he 
relegated  to  a  back  seat.  They  want  to  see  their  exhibit  sta- 
tioned where  the  crowds  will  be  thickest  and  where  they  can 
attract  the  greatest  possible  attention  to  California's  choice 
wines.

The  California  Wine  Association  is  fortunate  in  having  as 
its  general  representative  Mr.  Gilbert  J.  Sweet,  Avho  is  now  in 
charge  of  the  New  York  territory.  Mr.  Sweet  is  a  man  whom  it 
is  a  delight  to  know.  His  bearing  is  refined  and  dignified,  his 
manner  affable  and  pleasing.  Mr.  Sweet  has  been  eminently 
successfnl  in  listing  the  wines  of  the  California  Wine  Associa- 
tion on  the  cards  of  most  of  the  leading  places  in  New  York. 
As  an  evidence  of  his  ability  to  place  his  wines  in  the  leading- 
hotels  and  I'estaurants,  the  following  may  be  referred  to :  Ritz- 
Carlton  Hotel,  Rector's,  the  Knickerbocker,  Louis  Martin's,  The 
Breslin,  Churchill's,  The  Madrid,  and  other  places  of  equal 
prominence.  Mr.  Sweet  has  also  placed  his  wines  on  the  cards 
of  all  railroads. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  California  wines,  a  demand 
justly  deserved.  A  few  more  exponents  of  the  virtue  of  the 
California  product  of  the  same  type  as  Mr.  Sweet  would  be  of 
great  benefit  to  the  domestic  wine  trade. 


San  Francisco  has  recently  received  a  visit  from  Walter  De 
Mumm,  eldest  son  of  the  late  C  H.  Mumm,  who  left  a  fortune 
of  160,000,000,  accumulated  in  the  champagne  business.  Mr. 
Mumm  is  on  his  honeymoon,  and  is  making  a  tour  of  the  world. 
In  Los  Angeles  he  recently  stated  he  Avas  making  an  exhaustive 
study  of  the  wine-making  business  of  California,  and  believed 
that  California  wines  were  rapidly  coming  into  their  own  in 
Europe  and  instead  of  discriminating  against  California  wines 
the  public  was  looking  upon  them  with  greater  favor,  owing  to 
their  excellent  body  and  purity. 


Chas.  Meinecke  &  Co.  of  this  city  have  been  recently  appointed 
Coast  agents  for  good  old  Piper  Heidsieck  Champange.  This 
wine  was  the  leader  in  the  United  States  in  former  years,  when 
John  Osborn  &  Sons  Co.  had  the  United  States  agency  in  New 
York.  When  the  latter  firm  retired  from  business,  the  produc- 
ers of  Piper  Heidsieck  had  not  enough  wine  for  the  American 
demand,  almost  all  of  their  output  going  to  England,  France 
and  Russia.  The  Piper  Heidsieck  house  is  one  of  the  oldest  in 
France,  having  been  founded  in  1785.  The  qualitiy  of  the  wine 
is,  as  ever,  excellent. 


The  Zamora  Wine  Company,  326  Jackson  street,  San  Fran- 
cisco, are  among  the  new  California  Avine  houses,  but  they  are 
making  good  very  fast.  During  the  past  month  they  made  a  fine 
big  shipment  of  assorted  wines  not  only  to  New  Orleans,  whei*e 
everybody  drinks  wine,  but  to  good  old  Boston,  where  beans 
are  supposed  to  be  the  only  thing.  The  company  are  rapidly 
building  up  a  very  desirable  trade  for  their  wines. 


"Canadian  Club"  whisky  is  meeting  with  very  flattering  re- 
ception in  this  market.  Every  first-class  retailer  reports  a 
marked  increase  in  the  demand  for  these  goods.  It  is  particu- 
liarly  popular  for  high  balls  and  there  is  every  indication  that 
the  consumption  will  continue  to  grow  indefinitely.  The  new 
labeling  appears  to  have  helped  materially  in  attracting  the  at- 
tention of  the  consumer. 


The  agency  of  Breen  &  Kennedy,  distillers  and  Avholesale 
liquor  dealers  of  Chicago,  which  was  established  some  time  ago 
by  Thos.  W.  Costello,  has  been  discontinued,  for  what  reason 
we  are  not  informed.  The  action  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that 
M.  J.  Breen,  the  head  of  the  house,  met  a  tragic  death  recently. 
Whether  or  not  a  new  branch  will  be  opened  rcMiiains  to  be  seen. 


J.  D.  "Pop"  Floyd  was  shot  to  death  in  his  cafe  on  California 
street  recently  by  the  manager  of  his  bar,  ^Milton  Humphreys. 
The  Police  Court  promptly  dismissed  the  charge  against  Hum- 
phreys upon  the  preliminary  examination,  the  evidence  show- 
ing that  the  defendant  acted  in  self-defense. 


The  Review  has  added  a  new  department  under  the  heading 
of  Hotels  and  Restaurants.  This  will  keep  tlu'  trade,  particu- 
larly the  wine  trade,  in  touch  with  these  desirable  buyers.  The 
news  service  of  the  Review  throughout  the  Coast  will  make  this 
part  of  the  paper  of  particular  value.

Home  Industry  League  Segregates  Industries  Still  Producing  Near  Champagne  in  France 


The  Home  Industry  League  has  grown  to  such  proportions 
that  it  has  been  found  necessary,  in  order  to  do  justice  to  the 
different  industries,  to  divide  the  meml)ei*ship  into  crafts.  Tliere' 
are  now  a  thousand  nieuibers  and,  as  the  organization  began  to 
be  unwieldy,  it  was  decided  to  segregate  all  those  representing 
a  particular  industry  under  one  craft,  with  a  committee  in 
charge.  In  this  way,  it  was  thought  matters  would  be  expedited 
and  many  industries  which  lack  organization  would  be  brought 
together. 

The  different  crafts  will  act  upon  matters  of  importance  af- 
fecting their  own  industries  and  themselves,  being  assured, 
whenever  anything  vital  conies  up,  that  they  will  have  the  moral 
support  of  all  the  other  crafts  to  enable  them  to  win  their  point. 

It  is  probable  that  the  Viticulture  Craft,  and  many  who  are 
not  yet  enrolled,  will  be  called  together  by  the  secretary  of  the 
Home  Industry  League  next  week.  As  yet  only  a  comparatively 
few  wine  men  have  joined  the  organization,  but  it  is  hopcMi  that 
more  will  enter  the  league  as  soon  as  they  are  made  to  realize 
the  powerful  influence  that  can  be  brought  to  bear  on  public 
sentiment  by  a  thousand  different  interests.

WE  learn  from  a  consular  report  that  notwithstanding  the 
law  against  adulterating  food  products  enacted  by  the 
French  Chambers  on  August  1,  1905,  and  the  law  of  Deceiiibei' 
17,  1908,  ^\hich  established  the  boundaries  of  the  region,  tli'.; 
wine  produced  from  grapes  grown  within  which  abme  is  per- 
mitted to  be  called  chami)agiie  there  have  been  committed  re- 
cently a  number  of  serious  infractions  of  this  law. 

Several  champagne  manufacturers  are  now  under  indictment 
for  having  bought  at  reduced  prices  wine  grown  in  other  parts 
of  France,  and,  after  applying  to  it  the  methods  applied  in 
making  champagne  Avine,  sold  it  as  such,  thus  doing  serious 
damage  to  those  producing  champagne  Avine  strictly  Avitliin 
the  limits  of  the  champagne  district  and  the  limits  of  the  law. 
The  honest  manufacturers  of  champagne  wine  have  therefore 
for  some  time  appealed  to  the  French  Government  to  have 
the  existing  laws  amended  in  a  manner  that  such  l)usiiiess 
would  be  made  impossible.  The  Government  gave  these  apiK'uls 
due  consideration.  Action,  hoAvever,  Avas  accelerated  Avhen,  in 
January,  a  number  of  small  Avine  groAvers,  OAving  ,to  the  very 
I)oor  harvest  of  grapes  during  the  last  three  seasons,  of  Avhicii 
the  last  Avas  a  total  failure,  had  becMi  reduced  to  such  poverty 
as  to  have  to  accept  assistance  from  tlie  GoA^ernment  and  from 
the  Aviue  merchants  for  their  mere  Avants  of  life. 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  tlie  I'kiali  Farmers  Club  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Avinery  at  that  citv  Avas  favorably  discussed.  If 
this  is  not  d<me,  an  effort  will  be  made  to  obtain  a  contract 
for  a  number  of  years  Avith  one  of  the  large  Sonoma  Avineries 
to  take  the  entire  output  of  the  s(>etiou  represented  by  the  club.

'-^  gress  of  a  lawsuit  in  New  York  City  before  Judge  Hough 
of  the  IT.  S.  Circuit  Court  in  which  the  Brewers'  Association  of 
Pilseu,  I?ohemia,  seeks  to  restrain  an  importer  from  using  the 
word  "Pilsner''  to  describe  a  be<'r  brewed  outside  that  city.  If 
•lie  suit  is  successful  it  will  be  followed  by  others,  against  all 
brewers  using  the  word  "Pilsner"'  who  do  not  brew  their  beer 
in  the  city  which  by  its  beer  was  made  famous. 

The  contention  of  the  Pilsen  Brewers'  Association  is  that  no 
trenuine  Pilsner  beer  can  be  bi'ewed  outside  of  Pilsen.  Several 
recent  decisions  of  the  Treasury  Department  concerning  wines 
and  textiles  are  urged  as  precedents  in  the  present  suit.  Sar- 
dines not  from  Sardinia  and  Malaga  grapes  grown  in  Mexico 
are  now  under  the  ban.  The  brewers  allege  that  if  the  product 
of  their  breweries  which  has  made  the  name  of  Pilsen  celebrate*! 
among  the  consumers  of  beer,  and  that  the  use  of  the  word 
•'Pilsner"  by  others  is  trading  on  their  reputation  and  depriving 
them  of  a  legitinuite  trade,  which  they  have  built  up  by  brewing 
beer  of  a  special  and  peculiar  excellence.  Consequcnrly,  they 
urge  that  "Pilsner"  is  practically  a  trade-mark  belonging  e.v- 
rlusively  to  them. 

On  behalf  of  the  importers  of  Bohendan  beer,  in  which  the 
name  of  "Pilsner"  is  used  in  connection  with  a  product  of  au- 
ither  Bohemian  brewery,  it  is  contended  that  Pilsner  has  become 
hy  usage  in  the  beer  trade  simply  a  descriptive  title  applying  to 
heer  brewed  in  a  certain  manner.  This  method  of  brewing,  it 
is  alleged,  is  no  secret  or  patentetl  process  and  cannot  be  pro- 
tected from  imitation. — Griterioti.

COLUMBIA  CITY,  Ind.,  March  17.— In  a  statement  pub- 
lished here  today  sixty-five  persons,  comprising  the  Busi- 
ness Men's  League,  take  a  pronounced  stand  in  advocating  a 
victory  for  the  "wet"  side  of  the  option  question  on  which  an 
election  is  to  be  held  March  28th.  They  set  forth  that  under  the 
county  option  law  by  which  the  county  was  made  "dry,"  con- 
ditions were  not  wholesome,  and  that  with  the  new  law  prac- 
tically all  the  territory  in  this  part  of  the  State  has  become 
"wet."

Local  option  elections  will 
be  necessary  under  the  law  before  the  selling  of  alcoholic  bev- 
erages is  legalized  anywhere  in  the  State.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  larger  cities  will  vote  to  license  the  business  and  many 
places  will  probably  vote  for  the  selling  of  liquor  in  original 
packages  not  to  be  consumed  on  the  premises.  This  is  a  distinct 
victory  for  the  wine  and  spirit  trade. 
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OUR  general  counsel,  Mr.  Levi  Cooke,  of  Washington,  gives 
the  following  instructions  concerning  the  labeling  and 
branding  of  external  shipping  packages : 

In  the  labeling  and  branding  of  goods  for  shipment  in  com- 
pliance with  the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  attention  should 
be  given  by  members  to  the  proper  labeling  of  the  shipping 
paelcage  as  well  as  of  the  individual  bottles  or  containers  packed 
in  the  shipping  package.  Several  cases  have  arisen  in  the 
administration  of  the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  in  which 
the  complaint  has  been  based  upon  the  alleged  misbranding  of 
ih-e  shipping  packm/e,  although  no  objection  was  made  to  the 
bottle  labels  within. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  the  shipping  drum,  case,  package,  box 
or  other  container  should  bear  the  same  label  or  brand  as  the 
bottles  or  other  containers  enclosed.  No  label  of  any  kind  need 
appear  on  the  shipping  package,  unless  the  shipper  so  desires, 
except  that  in  the  shipment  of  liquors  in  interstate  commerce, 
under  section  240  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  the  United  States 
(the  Humphrey  Amendment),  the  outside  shipping  package 
must  bear  a  statement  as  to  the  "nature  of  its  contents."  It  is 
not  necessary  that  this  latter  statement,  made  only  for  com- 
pliance Avith  the  Penal  Code,  be  as  full  or  complete  as  the  com- 
mercial description. 

Where,  however,  goods  are  conwiwrcially  dcscrihcd  by  label. 
l)rand  or  otherwise  on  the  .shipping  package,  statements  recjuired 
by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  should  appear  in  connection  there- 
with. 

For  instance,  in  the  shipment  of  a  drum  containing  bottles 
labeled  "Stomach  Bitters,"  the  shipping  package,  if  it  is  marked 
"Stomach  Bitters,"  should  also  be  marked  with  the  alcoholic 
content. 

Similarly,  in  case  of  a  shipment  of  bottles  labeled  "Cherry 
Cordial"  and  bearing  a  statement  of  artificial  color,  a  label  on 
the  shipping  package  with  the  Avords  "Cherry  Cordial"  should 
also  bear  a  statement  of  the  artificial  color. — National  Bulletin. 


Tanqueray,  Gordon  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  London,  England,  filed  a 
suit  for  110,000  damages  on  April  21st  in  the  ITnited  States 
Circuit  <'ourt,  and  asked  for  an  injunction  against  the  Standard 
Li(luor  Company  of  Oakland  to  prevent  the  defendant  from  con- 
tinuing to  sell  an  imitaticm  and  inferior  gin  in  bottles  which  had 
originally  cimtained  the  plaintitrs  gin,  and  bearing  plantiff's 
labels,  with  intent  on  the  pai't  of  the  defendant  to  mislead  retail 
ilcalers  and  consumers. 


The  Sierra  County  Sui:ervisors  have  passed  a  ncAV  li(|uor  oi'di- 
iiance  which  raises  the  annual  license  fee  of  $120  to  |180  and 
enforces  the  closing  of  saloons  from  10  p.  m.  to  5  a.  m.  By  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance  Sierra  gains  the  distinction  of  being 
lli(>  only  "wet"  county  in  the  State  which  closers  Its  saloons  at 
10  o'clock  at  night.  The  anti-saloonists  made  a  hard  but  inef- 
I'cctual  tight  for  Sundav  closing.

THE  United  States  Treasury  Department  has  reversed  its 
former  rulings  in  the  matter  of  levying  countervailing  du- 
ties on  spirits  imported  from  Great  Britain.  The  law  depart- 
ment of  the  Treasury  says,  "Upon  further  consideration  of  the 
laws  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  relat- 
ing to  the  allowance  granted  upon  exported  British  spirits,  and 
in  view  of  additional  laws  and  facts,  in  relation  thereto,  this  de- 
partment has  reached  the  conclusion  that  said  allowance  is  not 
a  bounty  or  grant  within  the  meaning  of  section  6  of  the  act 
of  August  5, 1909,  and  consequently  no  countervailing  duty  will 
be  assessed  upon  British  spirits  imported  into  the  United 
States." 


On  April  10th,  Visalia  held  an  election  and  determined  to  re- 
main in  the  "dry"  column.  A  total  of  1183  votes  were  polled, 
and  it  was  the  most  exciting  ever  held  in  that  city.  The  candi- 
dates put  forward  by  the  Good  Government  League  pledged 
won  by  an  average  of  87  votes  against  the  citizen's  ticket  which 
stood  for  the  maintenance  of  the  licensed  liquor  traffic  under  re- 
strictions recently  enacted  by  ordinance. 

While  the  incoming  board  is  pledged  to  close  saloons  it  is 
probable  that  those  now  in  business  will  be  permitted  to  finish 
out  the  present  quarter  for  which  they  have  taken  out  license, 
Avhich  runs  until  Julv  1st  next. 


Woodland,  the  county  seat  of  Yolo  County,  with  a  population 
of  5000  voted  to  oust  the  saloons  on  April  10th.  This  leaves 
Broderick,  just  across  the  river  from  Sacramento,  the  only  wet 
territory  in  Yolo  County.  The  campaign  has  been  exceedingly 
bitter  and  the  result  very  close,  only  a  majority  of  about  75  scor- 
ing a  Avin  for  the  Avater  Avagon.  Winters,  the  only  other  in- 
corporated toAvn  in  the  county,  voted  "dry"  in  1904.  Some  three 
years  ago,  on  a  township  option  plan,  all  the  toAvnships  in  th<; 
county  voted  out  the  saloons  except  Broderick  and  Davis.  Davis 
has  recently  been  made  "dry"  by  act  of  the  1911  legislature, 
Avhich  bars  .saloons  from  Avithin  three  miles  of  the  State  Farm,  at 
the  outskirts  of  the  toAvn  of  Davis. 


The  increased  demand  for  intoxicants  caused  by  the  action  of 
prohibition  laAvs  is  clearly  shown  by  a  Sisson  dispatch  Avhich 
says:  "Sisson  Avill  have  four  Avholesale  liquor  dealing  establish- 
ments very  soon.  Only  two  have  operated  in  the  past,  but  since 
the  county  Avent  dry  the  business  has  become  more  profitable, 
it  seems,  and  hence  the  two  new  li(iuor  emporiums,  Avhich  must 
pay  a  license  to  the  toAvn  of  $50.00  per  annum  and  sell  in  not 
less  than  two-gallon  lots." 


During  the  present  month  Attorney  Brantley  Dobbyns,  repre- 
senting the  American  Surety  Company,  has  been  in  Eureka, 
Humboldt  County,  examining  the  saloon  bonds  in  that  county. 
The  company  has  issued  the  bonds  of  about  thirty  liquor  dealers 
in  Humboldt,  and  the  local  press  states  that  it  is  advised  by  its 
attorney  to  AvithdraAV  from  all  of  them.

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COAST    NEWS    OF    THE    TRAFFIC 


The  City  of  Phoeuix,  Arizona,  at  the  recent  local  option  elec- 
tion went  "wet"  by  a  majority  of  321  out  of  a  total  vote  of  2473, 
three  wards  to  one  being  in  favor  of  properly  regulated  saloons. 
The  towns  of  Mesa,  Tempe  and  Wickenburg,  however,  voted  the 
saloons  out,  as  did  twenty-three  precincts  out  of  a  total  of  fort} - 
two.  The  returns  show  a  dry  majority  outside  of  the  city  of 
not  far  from  1000,  and  at  least  twenty  saloons  have  been  put  out 
of  business,  more  than  half  the  total  number  in  the  county. 


There  is  trouble  in  San  Jose  in  reference  to  the  saloons  at 
Gardner,  recently  annexed  to  that  city.  All  these  places  have 
been  operating  under  a  county  license  which  has  now  expired, 
and  as  they  now  come  within  the  limits  of  San  Jose  the  pro- 
prietors must  comply  with  the  city  licensing  ordinance.  The 
difference  in  the  amount  of  the  license  is  considerable,  so  much 
so  that  a  majority  of  them  will  be  forced  to  give  up  the  sale  of 
liquor. 

Naturally  they  object,  and  the  matter  will  go  to  the  courts, 
and  it  is  the  contention  of  the  saloonmen  that  the  city  has  no 
jurisdiction  over  the  annexed  district  in  regard  to  the  saloon 
business,  until  the  city  charter  is  amended  to  this  effect. 

It  is,  on  the  other  hand,  asserted  with  ecjual  fervor,  that  the 
charter  and  ordinance  of  the  city  has  full  force  and  effect  in  the 
annexed  district,  when  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  declared 
the  annexation  of  the  Gardner  district. 


Another  case  of  gross  injustice  by  the  prohibition  party  is  be- 
ing inflicted  upon  the  citizens  of  Maple  Falls,  Washington. 
While  the  community  voted  almost  solidly  in  favor  of  license, 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  who  are  vested  Avith  the 
power  to  grant  or  cancel  licenses  at  will,  refuse,  without  argu- 
ment, to  issue  a  license.    And  this  is  a  free  country ! 


Early  this  month  Ed.  L.  Stowe,  purchased  the  interests  of  his 
partner,  P.  J.  Andrea,  in  the  operation  of  the  big  plant  of  the 
Bellinghara  Bay,  Washington,  brcAvery  and  Avill  in  the  future 
conduct  the  business  alone.  Since  the  two  men  leased  the  plant 
more  than  a  year  ago,  Mr.  Andrae  has  been  acting  as  manager 
of  the  business.  In  the  future  Mr.  Stowe  will  manage  the  busi- 
ness here  as  well  as  that  of  the  outside. 

The  manufacture  of  the  famous  Heidelberg  beer,  which  the 
local  plant  has  the  exclusive  right  to  make,  will  be  continued 
under  the  management  of  Mr.  Stowe. 


Everett,  Washington,  has  been  in  such  a  state  of  financial 
bankruptcy  since  it  went  dry  and  closed  the  saloons,  that  to  keep 
the  city  government  running  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  citi- 
zens to  tax  themselves  gratuitously  |50,000.  This  sum  has  been 
collected  by  the  efforts  of  the  Business  Men's  Association  to  re- 
lieve Everett's  financial  situation.    Next? 


At  Bellingham  Bay,  Washington,  a  decision  has  haen  rendered 
by  Judge  Kellogg  that  the  advertising  of  intoxicating  liquors 
cannot  be  construed  as  "solicitation"  of  orders,  whicli  is  made 
an  offense  under  the  local  option  law.  The  matter  has  been 
appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  by  the  County  attorney. 

A  recent  Washington  dispatch  states  that  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue  Cabell  today  telegraphed  the  secretary  of  the 
National  Wine  Growers'  Association  that  he  would  grant  a 
conference  on  May  5,  for  discussion  of  the  proposed  changes 
in  the  regulations  governing  the  making  and  storage  of  brandy. 
This  conference  was  originally  set  for  April  19,  but  the  wine 


people  informed  Mr.  Cabell  that  they  could  not  keep  th(!  en- 
gagement and  asked  for  another  date. 


A  notice  of  dissolution  of  co-partnership  has  been  published 
in  regard  to  the  firm  of  Geo.  W.  &  Walter  Williams,  conducting  , 
"The  Forum"  saloon  at  Vallejo.    The  business  will  be  hereafter  I 
conducted  by  Geo.  W.  Williams. 


At  Portland,  Oregon,  clubs  are  left  in  doubt  by  the  operation 
of  the  new  model  liquor  license  and  there  is  even  ground  for  the 
belief  that  drugstores  are  in  as  bad  a  plight.  Onlj'  a  legal  battle 
in  the  courts,  and  an  amendment  of  the  ordinance  if  its  provis- 
ions are  sustained,  can  give  to  clubs,  it  is  believed,  the  privilege 
of  operating  bars  within  the  hours  when  regular  saloons  are  re- 
quired to  remain  closed.  Careful  search  of  the  ordinance  fails 
to  reveal  any  saving  clause  in  favor  of  clubs  and  while  drug- 
stores are  excepted  from  the  legal  definition  of  "retail  liquor 
dealers"  it  does  not  appear  that  they  get  past  the  absolute  "any 
person"  in  the  license  clause  or  the  "no  li(][uors"  in  the  closing 
clause. 


The  building  of  the  Wood  Brewing  Company  at  Los  Angeles, 
to  cost  $12,000,  has  been  commenced.  The  structure  will  have 
a  frontage  of  forty  feet  and  a  depth  of  140.  It  will  contain  de- 
partments for  the  manufacture  of  malt  products  and  a  ware- 
house for  their  storage.  The  front  is  to  be  faced  with  red 
pressed  brick,  otherwise  the  building  will  be  plain,  but  substan- 
tiallv  built. 


At  the  end  of  March  four  saloons  at  Globe,  Arizona,  and  one 
at  Roosevelt,  near  Globe,  were  closed  because  the  proprietors 
were  unable  to  pay  the  licenses  demanded.  The  city  license 
fee  is  |90  per  quarter  and  is  paid  quarterly  while  the  county 
license  of  |300  must  be  paid  in  advance.  Saloons  doing  business 
in  Globe  must  operate  under  both  city  and  county  license. 


At  Springdale,  Washington,  there  are  three  saloons,  the  pro- 
prietors of  Avhicli  have  petitioned  the  city  council  to  limit  the 
saloons  to  the  present  number,  in  view  of  the  feeling  existing 
against  the  establishment  of  additional  l)ars,  until  the  town  has 
attained  a  poi)ulation  of  1000.  If  the  council  will  grant  their 
request  the  liquor  men  offer  to  pay  an  annual  liquor  fee  of  |750 
as  against  |500,  the  present  cost. 


On  April  1st  the  name  of  the  old  and  leading  New  York  im- 
porting firm  of  Frederick  de  Bary  &  Co.  was  changed  to  the 
Mumm  Champagne  Importing  Company,  wliicli  is  announced  by 
circular  in  this  issue,  in  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  change  is 
solely  in  the  name  of  the  firm  and  not  in  the  management,  whicli 
remains  as  before.  The  Criterion  extends  its  best  wishes  to  thf.' 
firm  for  its  continued  progress  and  prosperity. — Criterion. 


According  to  San  Jose  news  seven  saloonkeepers  in  the  re- 
cently annexed  territory  whose  county  licenses  expired  at  mid- 
night the  last  day  of  March,  and  who  are  locattnl  without  the 
district  in  which  saloons  are  allowed,  have  been  summarily 
closed  by  the  authorities.  They  pleaded  for  one  month's  grace 
in  which  to  dispose  of  the  stock  on  hand,  but  were  informed  that 
should  they  open  up  on  Api*il  1st  they  Avould  be  subject  to  arrest 
for  operating  without  a  license.  Another  exhibition  of  the  mer- 
ciful and  Christian-like  sjMrit  of  the  prohibition  party  in  Santa 
Clara  County.

Spcckil  tax — Recovery  of  spirits. 
Persons  Recovering  Spirits — "I^ngaged  in  the  Business." 

Section  3244,  Revised  Statutes,  construed. — In  United 
States  V.  Hance,  a  suit  by  the  United  States  for  taxes,  Held 
that  every  person  who  recovers  spirits  used  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  articles  not  medicines  is  to  be  regarded  as  "engaged 
in  the  business"  of  rectifying  and  liable  to  the  special  tax.

United  States  v.  Ednxird  U.  Hance  and  Anthony  N.  Hance, 
trading  as  Hance  Bros,  d  White. 

On  Motion  for  Judgment  Non  Obstante  Veredicto. 

Holland^  District  Judge:     This  was  a  suit    in    assumpsit, 

brought  by  the  United  States,  against  the  defendant,  to  recover 

|600,  special  tax  and  penalty,  together  with  interest  thereon 

I  from  December  1,  1908,  under  section  3244  Revised  Statutes, 

>  requiring  a  special  tax  to  be  paid  by  all  persons  engaged  in  the 

business  or  occupation  of  "rectifying,  purifying,  and  refining" 

distilled  spirits. 

This  case  was  tried  by  the  same  jury  with  three  other  cases, 

I  including  the  Twitchell  case.  No.  7,  September  sessions,  of  the 

!  same  year.    The  court,  after  h<!aring  the  testimony  offered  by 

I  the  parties,  directed  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff.    Defendant  filed 

a  motion  for  judgment  non  obstante  veredicto  under  the  Penn- 

I  sylvan ia  practice  act,  and  the  question  now  to  be  determined  is 

whether  or  not  the  defendant  is  liable  for  this  special  tax  as 

rectifiers  under  section  3244,  Revised  Statutes. 

The  defendant  claims  to  be  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
medicinal  preparations,  and,  in  addition,  according  to  the  testi- 
mony of  one  of  the  witnesses,  it  manufactures  a  fluid  extract  of 
ginger.  This  is  produced  by  placing  comminuted  ginger  root  in 
a  percolator  and  allowing  pure  alcohol  of  high  proof  to  percolate 
through  the  ginger  root  dissolving  out  the  essence  of  ginger. 
The  fluid  extract  of  ginger  resulting  from  this  percolation  is 
draAvn  off  and  there  remains  in  the  percolator  the  dregs  of  the 
ginger  root  with  alcohol;  and  in  order  that  this  alcohol  shall 
Qot  be  wasted,  the  mixture  of  ginger  root  and  alcohol  is  placed 
in  a  still  and  the  alcohol,  so  far  as  possible,  is  recovered  by 
distillation,  but  the  recovery  is  only  partial  and  the  resulting 
alcohol  is  distinctly  contaminated  and  less  pure  than  at  the 
beginning  of  the  process. 

Counsel  urges  that  even  if  the  defendant  was  solely  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  this  fluid  extract,  it  could  not  be  regarded 
as  engaged  in  the  business  of  rectifying,  purifying,  or  refining 
distilled  spirits  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  and  it  was 
argued  that  the  statute  only  applies  to  those  who  are  distinctly 
engaged  in  rectifying,  and  not  to  persons  who  are  engaged  in 


other  business  and  only  incidentally  in  the  conduct  of  this  other 
business  are  required  to  reclaim  distilled  spirits  to  prevent  its 
waste. 

We  do  not  think  this  is  a  proper  construction  to  place  upon 
section  3244,  Revised  Statutes.  It  is  true  that  section  3232  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  provides : 

No  person  shall  be  engaged  in  or  carry  on  any  trade  or  busi- 
ness hereinafter  mentioned  until  he  has  paid  a  special  tax  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

And  it  is  argued  from  this  that  no  one  is  liable  for  this  tax 
as  a  rectifier  who  is  not  engaged  in  the  business  of  rectifying, 
purifying  or  refining  distilled  spirits  as  a  business  in  the  popu- 
lar acceptation  of  the  term.  But  this  view  can  not  be  accepted, 
for  the  reason  that  section  3244,  Revised  Statutes,  gives  a  statu- 
tory definition  of  what  shall  be  regarded  as  "engaging  in  the 
business  of  rectifying,"  and  we  find  that  it  makes  no  difference 
whether  one  is  a  rectifier  in  accordance  with  the  popular  opinion 
of  that  business  or  not.  The  secti(m  provides  that  "every  person 
who  rectifies,  purifies  or  refines  distilled  spirits  or  wines  by  any 
process,"  *  •  *  shall  be  regarded  as  a  rectifier  and  as  being 
engaged  in  the  business  of  rectifying.  The  reason  for  which  the 
distilled  spirits  are  recovered  or  the  amount  recovered  seems  to 
have  nothing  to  do  with  it,  nor  does  the  fact  that  the  person 
who  reclaims  or  purifies  the  distilled  spirits  is  engaged  in  an- 
other business  and  recovers  the  alcohol  as  an  incident  to  the 
conduct  of  his  business,  make  any  difference,  because  the  section 
provides,  that  "every  person"  who  rectifies,  etc.,  shall  be  re- 
garded as  being  in  that  business,  and  it  is  easily  understood 
why  the  provision  is  made  so  broad.  It  is  necessary  for  the 
Government,  in  the  suppression  of  illegal  distillation  by  use  of 
stills  and  illegal  rectification  of  distilled  spirits,  to  know  and 
be  in  touch  with  all  persons  who  in  any  degree  engage  in  this 
business.  To  guard  against  the  illegal  use  of  stills,  section  3258 
requires  their  registration  in  all  cases,  even  those  used  by  apothe- 
caries who  are  not  required  to  pay  a  tax,  but  the  same  vigilance 
as  to  the  extent  and  use  of  the  still  is  observed.  We  take  it, 
therefore,  that  the  defendant  is  not  exempt  because  of  the  fact 
that  the  recovery  of  the  distilled  spirits  is  only  incidental  to  its 
other  business. 

It  is  further  urged,  however,  that  it  is  not  liable,  because  the 
courts  have  held  that  a  person  may,  as  incidental  to  his  regular 
business,  perform  and  carry  on  certain  employments  without 
bringing  himself  within  the  scope  of  the  revenue  laws,  despite 
the  fact  that  if  such  employment  constituted  the  principal  trade 
or  occupation  of  such  person  he  would  be  liable  to  taxation,  and 
cites  United  States  v.  Northwestern  Ohio  Natural  Gas  Co.  (141 
Fed.  Rep.,  198)  ;  United  States  v.  Consumers'  Co.  (142  Fed. 
Rep.,  134)  ;  United  States  v.  Kenton  (Fed.  Cas.,  15,  526). 

In  the  first  two  cases  it  Avas  held  that  the  provisions  of  section 
27  of  the  war  revenue  act  of  June  13,  1898  (United  States  Com- 
piled Statutes,  1901,  p.  2306),  imposing  on  persons,  firms,  cor- 
porations, or  companies  "owning  or  controlling  any  pipe  line  for 
transporting  oil  or  other  products"  *  *  *  a  special  tax  •  *  » 
apply  only  to  receipts  from  the  transportation  business  and  to 
persons  or  companies  engaged  in  such  business,  and  a  company 
in  the  business  of  purchasing  ami  buying  natural  gas,  which  it 
conveys  by  means  of  pipes  to  a  city,  where  it  distributes  and 
sells  the  same  to  consumers,  is  not  engaged  in  the  business  of 
transportation  within  the  meaning  of  the  act,  nor  subject  to 
the  tax. 
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Our  view  of  the  section  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  not  at  all  in 
conflict  with  these  decisions,  because  the  special  tax  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  section  27  of  the  war  revenue  act  was 
levied  upon  and  collected  from  "persons,  firms,  corporations, 
and  companies  carrying  on  the  business  of  *  *  *  transporting 
oil  or  other  products,"  and,  of  course,  only  included  such  com- 
panies as  were  in  the  business  of  "transportation"  by  means  of 
"pipe  lines,"  and  the  persons,  firms,  etc.,  included  were  re- 
stricted in  the  definition  of  the  section  to  these  alone,  and  did 
not  include  every  person  or  corporation  who  transported  goods 
or  other  products  by  means  of  pipe  lines  in  connection  with  an- 
other business ;  or,  in  other  words,  the  section  simply  taxes  those 
persons  or  corporations  who  were  in  the  business  popularly 
known  as  "pipe  lines  transportation  business."  But  the  section 
with  which  we  have  to  deal  in  this  case  is  broader  and  gives  its 
own  definition  of  who  shall  be  regarded  as  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness as  a  rectifier,  and  it  includes  every  one  who  rectifies,  puri- 
fies, or  refines  distilled  spirits. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  the  last  case,  which  was  an  effort  to 
impose  a  cattle  broker's  tax  upon  a  farmer  who  occasionally 
bought  and  sold  cattle  and  hogs  in  the  course  of  his  business  as 
a  farmer.  The  provisions  of  the  act  were  restricted  to  a  col- 
lection of  a  tax  from  men  engaged  in  the  business  as  cattle 
brokers,  and,  of  course,  a  farmer  who  occasionally  sold  or  bought 
cattle  or  hogs  could  not  be  regarded  as  a  cattle  broker  and  was 
not  held  liable. 

But,  as  we  have  said,  this  can  have  no  controlling  influence 
upon  the  decision  of  the  court  in  this  case,  because  the  suit  here 
includes  every  one  who  rectifies.  If  the  provisions  of  the  law 
consideretl  in  United  States  v.  Kenton,  supra,  had  included 
every  person  who  bought  or  sold  cattle  or  hogs,  there  might  have 
been  a  different  conclusion. 

It  has  been  held  by  the  department  that  the  recovery  of  alco- 
hol by  an  apothecary,  which  has  been  used  in  making  up  medi- 
cine to  be  again  used  by  him  for  the  same  purpose,  is  permissible 
under  the  exempting  clause  of  section  3246,  for  which  no  tax 
will  be  collected.  But  it  does  not  appear  from  the  evidence  that 
the  alcohol  used  and  reclaimed  by  the  defendant  was  used 
"exclusively"  in  the  preparation  of  medicine;  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  it  does  appear  that  it  was  used  in  the  preparation  of  fluid 
extract  of  ginger,  and  it  is  clear  that  this  is  not  a  use  in  the 
preparation  of  medicine. 

For  these  reasons,  and  those  already  stated  in  the  case  of 
United  States  v.  Twitchell  Co.,  the  motion  for  judgment  non 
obstante  veredicto  is  refused.

Excessive  losses  of  distilled  spirits  in  handed  warehouses. 

[Int.  Rev.  Circular  No.  625,  revised.] 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  March  23,  1911. 
To  collectors  of  internal  revenue  and  others  concerned: 
Section  4,  act  of  May  28,  1880,  provides : 
If  it  shall  appear  at  any  time  that  there  has  been  a  loss  of 
distilled  spirits  from  any  cask  or  other  package  hereafter  de- 
posited in  a  distillery  warehouse,  other  than  the  loss  provided 
for  in  section  thirty-two  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States,  as  amended,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  is  excessive,  he  may 
instruct  the  collector  of  the  district  in  which  the  loss  has  oc- 
curred to  require  the  withdrawal  from  warehouse  of  such  dis- 
tilled spirits,  and  to  collect  the  tax  accrued  upon  the  original 
quantity  of  distilled  spirits  entered  into  the  warehouse  in  such 
cask  or  package,  notwithstanding  that  the  time  specified  in  any 
bond  giyen  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  spirits  entered  into  the 
warehouse  in  such  cask  or  package  has  not  expired. 


A  like  provision  is  made  in  section  58  of  the  act  of  August  28, 
1 894,  as  to  spirits  deposited  in  general  bonded  warehouses  or  in 
special  bonded  warehouses. 

In  view  of  the  loss  allowance  provided  in  section  50,  act  of 
August  28,  1894,  as  amended,  and  the  large  excessive  losses 
frequently  discovered  on  a  special  regauge  of  packages  in  ware- 
houses, collectors  will  hereafter  reqtiire  the  immediate  with- 
drawal of  all  packages  showing  on  regauge  a  loss  exceeding  one- 
half  of  their  original  contents. 

Packages  showing  a  loss  of  50  per  cent  or  more  over  the 
maximum  statutory  allowance,  but  less  than  one-half  of  their 
original  contents,  will  be  permitted  to  remain  in  warehouse  until 
the  spirits  therein  contained  are  eligible  for  bottling  in  bond, 
namely,  four  years  from  date  of  original  gauge;  provided  tlio 
statutory  allowance  ascertained  at  the  time  such  special  regauge 
is  made  is  accepted  by  the  distiller  as  the  final  allowajice  to  be 
made  on  the  withdrawal  of  the  packages  from  warehouse  and 
is  so  noted  on  Form  381,  to  be  at  once  filed  by  him. 

The  retention  in  warehouse  of  such  deficient  packages  will  not 
be  permitted,  however,  where  the  condition  of  the  warehouse, 
or  the  cooperage  of  the  packages  in  the  warehouse,  is  such  as 
indicates  a  want  of  proper  care  on  the  part  of  the  distiller  in 
preventing  unnecessary'  loss  or  wantage,  or  where  the  loss  is  of 
such  extent  as  will  materially  affect  the  tax  security  afforded  by 
the  lien  impo.sed  by  section  3251,  Revised ,  Statutes. 

Collectors  M'ill  see  that  a  copy  of  this  circular  is  furnished  to 
each  distiller  in  their  respective  districts.

Supplemental  regulations  governing  the  storage,  removal,  and 

shipment  in  tanks  or  tank  cars  of  alcolwl  free  of  tax 

for  use  of  the  United  States. 

[Circular  No.  19— Int.  Rev.  No.  741.] 

Treasury  Department,  March  20,  1911. 

The  act  approved  March  2,  1911,  amending  section  3287  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  provides : 

*  *  *  That  alcohol  or  high-proof  spirits  withdrawn  free  of 
tax  for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  as  authorized  by  section 
thirty-four  hundred  and  sixty-four,  Revised  Statutes,  may  be 
drawn  off  for  transfer  by  pipes  direct  from  the  receiving  cisterns 
in  the  cistern  room  of  any  distillery  to  closed  metal  storage 
tanks  situated  in  the  distillery  bonded  warehouse  and  trans- 
ferred from  such  storage  tanks  to  tanks  or  tank  cars  for  ship- 
ment, upon  the  execution  of  such  bonds  and  under  such  regu- 
lations as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe. 

Under  the  authority  conferred  by  said  act,  the  following  sup- 
plemental regulations  are  hereby  prescribed : 

When  alcohol  or  high-proof  spirits  are  to  be  withdrawn  free 
of  tax  for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  for  shipment  in  tanks  or 
tank  cars  under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  metal  storage  tanks 
must  be  provided  in  the  distillery  bonded  warehouse  to  be  con- 
structed, equipped,  and  arranged  in  all  respects  with  proper 
pipe  connection  and  suitable  weighing  tanks,  as  required  by 
Internal  Revenue  Regulations  No.  30  (part  4),  where  alcohol 
to  be  denatured  is  transferred  by  pipes  from  the  cisteni  room  to 
storage  tanks  in  the  distillery  warehouse,  and  from  such  tanks 
to  tanks  or  tank  cars  for  shipment. 

The  method  prescribed  in  the  regulations  above  referred  to 
for  gauging  alcohol  so  transferred  for  denaturation  will  be  em- 
ployed in  gauging  for  entry  and  withdrawal,  alcohol  to  be  with- 
drawn under  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

The  storage  tanks,  weighing  tanks,  and  pipes  connecting  the 
same  must  be  shown  on  the  distillery  plans. 

Tanks  for  shipment  of  such  alcohol  must  be  constructed, 
marked,  and  secured  in  the  same  manner  as  tanks  for  shipment 
of  alcohol  to  be  denatured  as  provided  in  Regulations  No.  30. 
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Where  tanks  are  used  for  conveying  alcohol  from  tlie  distil- 
lery promises  to  tank  cars,  in  the  same  or  in  another  district, 
the  tanks  when  so  used  will  be  securely  locked  or  sealed,  and 
the  transfer  of  the  alcohol  therefrom  to  the  tank  cars  will  be 
muler  the  immediate  supervision  of  an  officer  to  be  detailed  by 
the  collector  of  the  district  where  such  transfer  is  to  be  made. 
Each  tank  car  when  filled  will  be  properly  locked,  and  in  certi- 
fying to  the  transfer  made  the  officer  will  note  in  his  certificate 
the  registered  number  and  capacity  of  the  car,  as  marked 
thereon.  Such  certificate  will  be  forwarded  to  the  collector  of 
the  district  in  which  the  distillery  is  situated  and  will  be  for- 
warded by  him  to  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  to- 
gether with  the  duplicate  permit  under  which  the  alcohol  was 
withdrawn  for  shipment. 

Applications  for  Avithdrawal  of  spirits  from  such  storage 
tanks  will  be  made  on  Form  543,  and,  in  describing  the  spirits 
to  be  withdrawn,  the  serial  number  of  the  storage  tank  will  be 
niven,  followed  by  a  like  description  of  each  tank  or  tank  car 
in  which  the  alcohol  is  to  be  transported.  Such  description  may 
be  entered  in  the  columns  now  provided  in  said  form  for  serial 
numbers,  etc.,  of  original  stamped  packages. 

A  like  description  of  the  spirits  should  also  be  given  in  the 
prescribed  "Certificate  of  receipt,"  Form  545. 

When  practicable,  a  weighing  tank  shoiild  be  provided  at  the 
place  to  which  the  spirits  are  consigned,  and  upon  their  arrival 
the  spirits  should  be  carefully  reweighed.  They  should  in  every 
instance  be  carefully  proofed,  and  if  an  internal-revenue  ganger 
is  under  assignment  at  the  place  of  delivery,  the  spirits  should 
be  weighed  and  proofed  by  him  and  so  certified  on  the  certificate 
of  receipt.  Form  545. 

Spirits  so  cenveyed  from  cistern  rooms  to  distillery  ware- 
houses will  be  reported  by  the  ganger  on  special  Form  59;  and 
by  the  storekeeper  on  Forms  86  and  87.  Like  entries  will  be 
made  by  the  storekeeper  on  Record  18. 

Spirits  withdrawn  from  warehouse  as  above  provided  will 
also  be  reported  by  the  ganger  and  by  the  storekeeper  on  Forms 
59,  86,  and  87,  respectively;  and  each  such  deposit  or  with- 
drawal will  be  noted  in  red  ink  on  said  forms,  as — 

Deposited  or  Withdraion  (as  the  cfise  may  be)  for  the  use  of 
the  United  States.

Referring  to  T.  D.  31229  of  January  21,  1911,  imposing  coun- 
tervailing duties  on  British  spirits,  and  to  T.  D.  31291  of  Feb- 
ruary 13,  1911,  extending  for  a  period  of  30  days  the  taking 
effect  thereof,  I  have  to  state  that,  in  view  of  the  introduction  of 
new  evidence  by  the  British  Government  and  the  necessity  for 
(consideration  of  the  same,  it  has  been  decided  to  postpone  for 
a  further  period  of  30  days  the  taking  effect  of  the  said  T.  D. 
31229.

Misbranding  of  Geneva  Gin. 
Notice  of  Judgment  No.  770,  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

On  or  about  June  28, 1909,  A.  Blum.  Jr.'s  Sons,  a  corporation. 
New  York  City,  shipped  from  the  State  of  New  York  into  the 


State  of  New  Jersey  a  consignment  of  gin  labeled  as  follows: 
"Geneva  Cross  Gin.  This  superior  liquor  is  specially  recom- 
mended for  medicinal  purposes.  Genuine  Gin.  Also  known  as 
Geneva.  Trademark  (design  of  cross)  Regist'd  Or  Aromatic 
Schnapps.  Purity  Guaranty.  Serial  No.  4786.  "Geneva  Cross 
Distillery.  G.  C.  D."  "  Samples  from  this  shipment  were  pro- 
cured and  analyzed  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  United  States 
Department  of  Agi'iculture,  and  as  the  findings  of  the  analyst 
and  report  thereon  showed  that  the  product  was  misbranded 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  June  30, 1906, 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  afforded  the  said  A.  Blum  Jr.'s 
Sons,  Incorporated,  and  the  party  from  whom  the  samples  were 
procured  opportunities  for  hearings.  As  it  appeared  after  hear- 
ings held  that  the  shipment  was  made  in  violation  of  the  act, 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  reported  the  facts  to  the  Attorney- 
General  with  a  statement  of  the  evidence  upon  which  to  base  a 
prosecution. 

In  due  course  a  criminal  information  was  filed  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Southern  District  of  New- 
York  against  the  said  A.  Blum  Jr.'s  Sons,  Incorporated,  charg- 
ing the  above  shipment  and  alleging  that  the  product  so  shippetl 
was  misbranded  in  that  the  label  thereof  indicated  that  the 
contents  thereof  was  a  foreign  product,  Avhereas,  in  truth  and  in 
fact,  it  was  of  domestic  origin;  and  in  that  the  product  con- 
tained a  quantity  of  alcohol  the  exact  amount  of  which  was  not 
declaimed  on  the  label. 

The  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  to  the  above  infonua- 
tion,  and  the  court  suspended  sentence. 

This  notice  is  given  pui*simnt  to  section  4  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1906.

In  Oregon  the  so-called  model  liquor  license  ordinance  took 
effect  April  1st.  One  of  its  chief  features  is  the  Increase  in 
license  fees  and  another  is  that  a  second  violation  of  the  Sunday 
closing  law  shall  forfeit  a  license  and  a  third  violation  of  any 
law  shall  forfeit  automatically.  Retailers'  licenses  are  increased 
from  11400  to  $800,  wholesalers  and  rectifiers  from  $600  to  $1000, 
restaurants  from  |300  to  $800,  grocers  and  druggists  from  $300 
to  $400,  manufacturers  or  brewers  from  $400  to  $600. 

Forfeiture  of  licenses  is  vested  with  the  Council  in  any  case, 
and  the  Council  may  revoke  a  license  at  any  time,  even  without 
cause,  under  the  law,  but  the  new  ordinance  goes  farther  than 
this  and  makes  violations  a  much  more  serious  offense,  so  far 
as  penalties  are  concerned. 

The  ordinance  embodies  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  former 
ordinances  in  regard  to  prohibiting  Avomen  and  minors  from 
entering  saloons,  and  provides  that  no  license  shall  be  granted  to 
any  person  conductig  an  immoral  house.  Restaurants  having 
liquor  licenses  are  permitted  to  serve  drinks  with  meals,  as 
under  the  present  law.

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SEATTLE  AND  NORTHWEST  NEWS 
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Dullness  In  The  Northwest 


SEATTLE,  May  20.— Let  it  be  assumed  at  once  that  the  en- 
tire country  is  dull,  as  shown  by  the  reports  of  Dun's  and 
IJradstreet's  a<i;encies — but  the  Northwest  is  unusually  dull, 
■■ipecially  in  those  towns  that  have  been  trying  freak  len;islation 
iiiid  a  narrow  policy.  There  is  a  lesson  in  all  this  to  those  who 
w  ant  to  know  whether  people  like  a  nari'ow  town. 

The  New  York  E renin;/  Post  surely  has  a  correspondent  here 
who  knows  his  business  and  Avrites  things  as  they  are.  Your 
own  correspondent  chances  to  know  that  the  New  York  paper's 
correspondent  is  a  loyal  Seattle  property  owner.  Furthermore, 
he  was  for  Dilling  for  Mayor. 

IJnt,  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Post,  he  says  that  Dilling's  nar- 
row policy  is  a  failure,  that  it  is  driving  people  away  from 
town,  and  that  those  who  had  intended  to  come  hither  keep 
going.  This  is  an  abstract  statement,  you  say,  but  he  shows 
that  things  are  abnormally  dull.  There  are  other  rea.sons — nar- 
row laws,  undue  surveillance,  short-sightedness  aside  from  the 
liquor  question. 

Now,  there  is  "Jim"  Goldsmith,  manager  of  the  great  Sch- 
wahacher  concerns  here  in  Seattle.  It  so  falls  that  Jim  Ava.s  an 
advocate  of  Dilling — one  of  the  first  men  to  foist  him  on  the 
public ;  yet  he  comes  out  in  big  headlines  in  the  Times  and  says 
the  election  of  such  a  man  was  a  mistake.  Not  only  so,  but  he 
goes  before  the  council  and  tells  them  that  fool  laws  will  kill 
the  town.  Here  is  a  sample  of  the  Times  article,  as  played  up 
by  that  sterling  paper :

Manager  of  Schwabacher  Bros.   Company   Supported   Dilling 

but  Says  New  Election  Would  Make  Many 

Changes. 


COUNCIL  DICTATED  TO  BY  SHORT-HAIRED  WOMEN. 


"I  supported  Dilling  as  against  Gill,  believing  him  to  be  the 
best  man,  and  I  was  a  member  of  the  committee  that  endorsed 
this  council.  Yet,  if  there  was  to  be  an  election  tomorrow, 
I  want  to  tell  you  that  there  would  be  many  changes!" 


Some  of  the  foolish  laws  pertain  to  smoking.  They  will  not 
let  people  smoke  on  cars  at  all.  The  merchants  have  been  figur- 
ing up  how  much  they  lose  in  cigars  and  cigarettes.  Cigar- 
ettes, mind  you.  And  they  have  a  State  law  against  the  sale  of 
cigarettes.  It  is  never  enforced,  and  in  no  part  of  the  world 
have  I  ever  seen  so  much  cigarette  smoking  as  right  here  in 
Seattle. 


Last  week  I  went  into  a  barbershop  for  a  hair  cut.  The 
barbers  were  complaining  about  the  strictness  of  the  laws  about 
Sunday  shaving,  lately  enforcetl  to  the  letter.  "It  has  driven 
many  men  to  buying  razors — regular  or  safety,"  said  one  barber. 

The  man  who  cut  my  hair  was  an  intelligent  former  San 
Franciscan.  He  said :  "I  drifted  down  here  from  Alaska  and 
intend  to  beat  it  to  San  Francisco  as  soon  as  I  can  save  about 
$150  above  my  fare.  This  will  enable  me  to  start  a  little  two 
man  shop,  with  credit  I  can  get.  Say,  there  were  five  hundred 
of  the  Alaskan  boys  here  last  week.  We  began  to  feel  that 
there  would  be  some  loose  change  around  town,  as  all  were 


"fat."  Say,  don't  you  know  that  they  got  wise  in  a  night  and 
beat  it  for  the  big  Exposition  town.  I  have  heard  from  some  of 
them.  Why,  they  were  followed  l)y  policemen  for  fear  they 
might  wander  away  from  the  church  district.  All  the  old  places 
were  closed  and  they  felt  like  men  under  surveillance — ^no 
chance  to  take  a  girl  anywhere  for  a  drink,  no  liberty  at  all. 
That's  what's  killing  the  town.'' 

There  was  much  truth  in  my  barber's  philosophy,  and  the 
people  here  are  all  beginning  to  see  it.  I  came  here  just  a  year 
ago.  Things  were  wide  open — a  little  dull  in  business  but  the 
open  town  was  not  slow.  Today,  it  is  dead,  absolutely  par- 
alyzed. 


A  friend  of  mine  visited  the  large  breweries  lately  to  help 
boost  the  Golden  Potlatch  celebration  that  takes  place  in  July. 
Not  much  consolation  did  he  get.  One  brewer's  answer  was 
typical  of  the  others.  One  big  brewer  said:  "See  this  bunch 
of  letters.  Well,  read  a  few  of  them  and  you  will  note  that 
every  saloon  man  and  other  tenant  of  ours  wants  the  rents  re- 
duced— they  are  not  making  expenses.  My  collectors  come  in 
and  say  they  can  not  pay  ten  per  cent  on  account." 


The  owner  of  the  Alma  Bar,  where  Californian  wines  are 
sold,  told  me  he  had  lost  |!10  and  flo  a  day  ever  since  Dilling's 
election.  This  is  a  small  place  that  pays  |140  rent.  What  hap- 
pened? Well,  I  wandered  in  there  yesterday  to  see  how  things 
were  and  I  found  a  new^  proprietor.  The  wise  owner  had  left 
the  town.  A  pleasant  little  Swede,  looking  blue  over  dull 
business,  was  complaining  that  the  boys  had  no  money,  or  those 
who  had  it  had  gone  to  Portland  or  San  Francisco. 


It  is  so  at  Bellingham  and  Everett,  only  worse.     Buildings 
are  idle  and  business  failures  are  either  past  or  pending. 


In  all  this  matter,  there  is  one  thing  to  say  about  the  women. 
They  should  not  be  blamed.  When  men  like  Goldsmith  will 
put  up  men  like  Dilling  and  urge  the  women  to  vote  for  them, 
it  is  not  quite  fair  to  blame  the  women  for  the  condition  of  the 
towTi.  Of  course  the  women,  when  they  hear  of  the  departure 
of  these  men  for  San  Francisco,  will  say,  "Oh,  we  don't  want 
that  kind  of  nioney,"  but  they  forget  that  the  absence  of  that 
kind  of  money  means,  ultimately,  dullness  in  all  lines. 


The  house  where  I  live — a  modern  apartment  house,  in  splen- 
did shape,  with  fine  accommodations  at  reasonable  rates,  is 
empty  now.  By  this  I  mean  that  more  than  half  of  the  splendid 
suites  are  vacant.  Last  year — not  a  particularly  lively  one  at 
that — one  could  not  find  a  vacancy.    There  was  a  w^aiting  list. 


The  Catholic  charity  associations,  also  the  others,  report 
more  idle  and  hungry  men  and  women  than  ever  before.  Why 
is  all  this?    Let  Mr.  Dilling  and  his  backers  answer. 


The  Luneta  Cafe  went  out  of  business  about  the  time  Dilling 
came  into  power  here.  John  Resell,  one  of  the  former  proprie- 
tor, is  now^  serving  the  City  Comptroller  s  department.  He  has 
charge  of  saloon  licenses.  City  Comptroller  W.  J.  Bothw^ell, 
w  ho  hires  Resch,  was  one  of  the  owners  of  the  ill-fated  Luneta. 
The  firm  is  not  able  to  pay  its  liabilities,  but  Bothwell  guaran- 
teed some  of  them  personally.  Thus,  one  of  the  best  places  in 
the  City,  along  the  line  of  some  of  the  better  San  Francisco 
cafes,  had  to  quit. 
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Seattle  is  said  to  have  the  largest  billiard  hall  in  the  world. 
It  is  above  the  new  Rathskeller  and  is  largely  j)air(inized.  There 
is  also  a  very  large  pool  hall  in  this  city,  but  it  is  complaining 
of  dull  business. 


Chick  Morris,  formerly  in  the  cigar  business,  is  now  selling 
Old  Crow  and  Hermitage.  He  is  finding  a  pretty  fair  sale  of 
goods. 


Paul  R.  Ruben,  of  Woolner  &  Co.,  was  a  recent  visitor  to  Se- 
attle. Ruben  likes  the  Northwest,  but  he  noted  the  dullness. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  how  a  maa  like  Ruben  warms  up 
when  he  meets  one  from  the  old  sod.  He  is  surely  a  loyal  Cali- 
fornian. 


James  Morrison,  Avhose  opposition  to  Hi  Gill,  made  his  sa- 
loon unpopular  in  certain  quarters,  and  who  subsequently  sold 
it  to  "Scotty"  Ferguson,  is  now  in  the  aviation  business.  He  is 
trying  to  get  some  of  the  birdmen  to  come  up  this  way. 


The  Goldie-Klenert  people  say  there  is  an  uplift  in  California 
wines,  with  a  chance  of  better  sales  and  better  prices. 


A  numlM^r  of  Bellingham  and  Everett  men  are  looking  around 
for  locations  in  Seattle  or  elsewhere  in  this  State.  It  is  said 
that  some  of  them  have  concluded,  however,  that  California 
suits  them   best. 


Senator  T.  H.  Tighe,  formerly  of  Carson  City  and  Reno,  but 
late  of  the  Stratford  Inn  here,  has  located  at  Calgary,  Alberta. 
These  gentlemen  were  delighted  with  Seattle  last  year,  but  when 
business  began  to  get  dull  with  the  departure  of  all  the  "live 
ones"  they  decided  to  get  into  other  fields. 


Pete  Bartell,  who  sold  the  Sherwood  not  long  ago,  has  bought 
Zebender's  saloon  at  Kent.  He  says  business  is  good  over  that 
way. 


Ritchie  &  Co.,  whose  heads  were  formerly  with  the  Goldie- 
Klenert  folk,  have  opened  a  neat  saloon  at  First  and  Yesler. 
They  are  doing  well. 

The  Lotus,  on  Pike  street,  has  moved  one  door  east  of  the  old 
stand.  It  is  beyond  all  doubt  the  most  expensively  furnished 
bar  in  Seattle.  It  is  said  to  have  cost  |25,000  to  furnish  it  up, 
and  it  is  a  small  place,  too. 


California's  Wine  Industry  From  A  Banker's  Standpoint 


DrKIN(i  the  last  year  conditions  affecting  our  wine  industry 
have  greatly  improved,  so  that  growers  may  expect  better 
prices,  and  wine-makers  better  profits.  The  larger  interests  have 
strengthened  their  financial  condition  and  the  smaller  intei'ests 
are  working  more  in  harmony.  The  general  failure  of  the  Euro- 
pean crops  last  year  has  enabled  our  Avine-makers  to  establish 
a  large  export  trade,  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  European 
wine  and  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  pure  food  laAvs  have 
gained  our  wines  an  entrance  to  important  domestic  umrkets 
which  they  have  not  hitherto  reachefl  under  their  own  name. 
Wine-makers  state  that  if  long  term  contracts  can  be  made  for 
grapes  at  prices  which,  while  remunerative  to  growers,  will  en- 
able them  to  maintain  present  prices,  these  new  markets  can  be 
permanently  held. — Anglo  and  London-Paris  National  Bank 
Financial  Letter. 


Helping  The  Drunkard  To  Reform 

I 

NO  ONE  is  anxious  to  encourage  drunkenness,  and  every- 
where efforts  are  being  made  to  make  it  impossible  for  thei 
confirmed  sot  to  secure  liquoi-. 

In  certain  Nevada  towns,  all  the  saloons  have  a  list  of  the 
weaklings  who  cannot  drink  without  becoming  intoxicated  and 
these  unfortunates  are  refused  a  drop  even  though  they  arc 
willing  and  able  to  pay  for  it. 

The  Excise  Board  of  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  has  adopted  a  rule 
requiring  friends  and  relatives  of  habitual  drunkards  to  fur 
nish  pictures  of  the  bibulous  ones  for  the  better  information  of 
the  saloon  keepers  and  their  bartenders.  The  x>botogi'apLs 
must  accompany  the  legal  notice  to  desist  in  selling  liquor  to 
the  drunkards  and  are  to  be  pasted  behind  the  bar. 

In  Walla  Walla,  an  ordinance  has  been  proposed  to  compel 
dnmkards  to  Avear  a  special  badge  or  button.  The  button 
would  bear  a  legend  reading,  "I  am  a  sot,"  or  perhaps,  "I  am  an 
habitual  drunkard,  and  beware  of  me,"  or  something  to  tliai 
purport.  As  soon  as  a  man  thus  decorated  entered  a  saloon 
the  barkeeper  would  be  able  to  recognize  his  failing  and  dccliiu' 
to  sell  him  liquor  as  the  law  requires. 

Up  in  Toronto,  Canada,  where  one  preacher  estimated  Dial 
2,000  men  go  home  intoxicated  every  night,  the  Rev.  G.  il. 
Brewin  suggests  that  licenses  be  issued  to  liquor  drinkers  upon 
the  payment  of  a  nominal  fee  and  that  these  licenses  be  pro 
duced  whenever  a  drink  is  purchased.  The  licenses  would  be 
suspended  for  occasional  intoxication  and  canceled  for  habitual 
inebrity.  Rev.  Brewin  says  that  if  his  plan  Avere  adopted  and 
2,000  men  Avent  home  under  the  influence  of  liquor  in  one  niglit, 
2,000  licenses  would  be  suspended  the  next  day,  and  if  tliev 
kept  it  up  the  licenses  Avould  be  revoketl  and  they  could  not  buy 
any  more  drinks,  for  it  Avould  be  the  duty  of  the  bartenders  to 
demand  the  production  of  licenses  before  serving  liquor. 

Mr.  BreAvin  does  not  discuss  in  detail  the  Avorking  out  of  \\U 
plan,  but  there  is  considerable  speculation  in  Toronto  hotel  and 
cafe  circles  as  to  hoAV  it  AAOuld  operate.  It  is  generally  agreed 
that  the  constant  draAving  of  a  license  from  the  pocket  Avould 
become  increasingly  difficult  during  tiie  progress  of  a  convivial 
evening.  It  is  suggested,  therefore,  that  the  license  might  hv 
neatly  framed  and  suspended  from  a  cord  from  the  neck  of  the 
drinker. 

But  all  joking  aside,  for  this  is  not  a  subject  that  should 
be  treated  lightly,  it  seems  to  us  that  better  than  lists  of  druni; 
<n.-ds,  ])ictures,  badges  or  licenses  is  the  suggestion  Avhich  An 
drea  Sbarboro  advanced  in  his  booklet  on  "The  Fight  for  True 
Temperance,"  Avhereby  drunkards  might  be  promptly  reformed 
He  Avrites : 

"Every  person  arrested  on  the  streets  in  a  drunken  condi 
tion  should  be  put  in  jail  and  instead  of  sending  him  'doAvn  be 
low"  foi'  twenty-four  hours,  Avhich  is  a  farce,  they  should  be,  for 
the  first  time,  sent  to  jail  for  thirty  days.  In  order  that  thi' 
industrious  mechanic  and  business  men  need  not,  by  the  swea* 
of  their  l)row,  pay  for  the  nuiinteiumce  of  the  drunken  sots  in 
jail,  the  prisoners  should  be  made  to  Avork  for  their  board, 
in  cleaning  the  streets  or  repairing  country  I'oads,  and  tin 
needy  families  of  those  Avho  are  married  should  be  paid  some 
thing  for  their  support. 

"If  there  should  be  some  Avho  still  insist  on  becoming  again 
intoxicated,  the  second  time  they  should  be  arrested  and  sen 
fenced  to  sixty  days;  and  every  time  thereafter,  their  sentenci' 
should  be  increased  by  thirty  additional  days.  I  verily  believe 
that  by  this  remedy  in  a  few  months  every  town  and  city  Avould 
be  cleared  of  its  drunkards,  for  they  would  either  have  to  con 
trol  their  thirst  and  conduct  themselves  as  gentlemen  or  tjiey 
Avould  be  confined  in  jail,  working  for  their  board  and  lodging."

TI  IE  inauguration  ceremonies  of  the  International  Exposition 
at  Turin  on  April  29th  were  very  interesting  indeed.  The 
great  fair  was  opened  by  the  King  and  Queen  of  Italy  in  tlu' 
presence  of  other  members  of  the  Italian  Royal  Family  and 
government,  foreign  diplomats  and  commissioners  accorded  to 
Italy,  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Italian  Parliament  and 
a  large  number  of  other  famous  Italians  and  foreigners  of  dis- 
tinction. The  gathering  was  one  of  the  most  notable  ever 
lirought  together  in  Italy  since  1861,  when  the  first  Assembly 
declared  from  Turin  that  Victor  Emmanuel  II  was  the  King  of 
Italy. 

The  ceremonies  took  place  in  the  Sale  delle  Feste,  the  Hall 
of  Festivities,  a  magnificent  theatre  erected  for  the  purpose  of 
large  assemblies,  some  five  thousand  persons  being  present.  Ap- 
])lications  for  admission  tickets  had  been  made  by  many  thou- 
sands more  who  had  to  be  disappointed.  Special  care,  however, 
was  taken  of  foreigners  and  through  our  American  Ambassador 
and  Mr.  Francis  Loomis,  the  United  States  Commissioner,  I  Avas 
duly  provided  for  and  had  seats  in  the  "Tribuna"  at  all  the 
official  ceremonies. 

When  the  King  and  Queen  entered  the  Hall,  the  royal  march 
was  played  and  everyone  arose  and  applauded  enthusiastically 
for  their  majesties,  who  bowed  gracefully  to  the  people.  The 
first  address  was  made  by  Hon.  Villa,  president  of  the  Exposi- 
tion. Then  followed  the  Mayor  of  Turin  and  four  other  digni- 
taries, all  reading  their  addresses,  which  were  beautifully  writ- 
ten and  each  treated  in  a  different  manner,  some  being  in  verse. 
All  the  papers,  which  dwelt  on  the  progress  of  Italy  during  the 
past  50  years,  were  vociferously  applauded.  The  King  and 
Queen  were  repeatedly  cheered  when  their  names  were  referred 
to,  but  they  made  no  attempt  to  reply,  contenting  themselves 
with  merely  smiling  and  bowing  good-naturedly. 

After  the  ceremonies,  the  sovereigns  drove  away  in  a  court 
carriage,  escorted  by  magnificently  dressed  cuirassiers  on  horses. 
They  inspected  the  different  buildings,  and  mingled  with  the 
people,  who  continually  cheered  and  applauded  them. 

In  the  afternoon,  we  again  entered  the  spacious  and  beautiful 
Hall  of  Festivities  where  music,  some  especiall,y  written  for  the 
occasion,  was  enjoyed  by  all,  especially  by  the  King,  Queen  and 
mendiers  of  the  Royal  family,  among  whom  I  noticed,  the  brave 
Duke  of  Abruzzi,  well-known  by  many  people  in  San  Francisco, 
and  almost  our  nation's  "son-in-law." 

The  vast  crowd  of  people  was  most  orderly  and  the  fair  man- 
agement is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  fact  that  not  a  single  acci- 
dent occurred  during  the  whole  day.  There  is  no  question  but 
that  the  fair  will  certainly  be  a  grand  success. 

On  the  30th,  the  immense  "Stadium"  was  inaugurated  by 
their  Majesties.  It  is  a  grand  open  building,  with  tiers  of  seats 
rising  around  the  walls  like  a  Coliseum.  It  contained  80,000 
people  inside  its  beautifully  decorated  walls  and  it  is  estimated 
■  that  20,000  more  outside  were  unable  to  enter  and  witness  the 
wonderful  spectacle. 

I  have  visited  all  the  great  expositions  for  the  past  forty 
years  and  I  must  confess  that  the  location  and  arrangement  of 
the  Turin  buildings  are  the  best  I  have  ever  seen.  The  fair  is 
located  in  Valentino  Park  through  which  flows  the  broad  waters 
of  the  Po.  The  park  has  an  area  of  250  acres  and  of  this  area', 
75  acres  is  under  cover,  the  total  number  of  buildings  being 
about  125.  The  buildings  are  entirely  white  and  within  the 
park  they  gain  in  irapressiveness  and  seemingly  in  number  by 
being  grouped  and  surrounded  by  stately  trees.     On  the  right 


bank  of  the  river  Po,  their  impressiveness  is  even  more  strik- 
ing, for  they  are  massed  above  the  river's  edge  in  an  almost  un- 
broken line  for  a  mile  long — a  line  consisting  entirely  of  foreign 
government  buildings. 

The  space  occupied  by  the  Fair  grounds  being  limited,  every 
building  is  made  conveniently  accessible.  I  hope  that  San 
Francisco  will  take  some  note  of  this  fact  and  not  commit  the 
error  of  St.  Louis  which  spread  its  buildings  over  an  area  of 
over  a  thousand  acres.  As  a  result  many  exhibits  were  hardly 
ever  visited,  for  people  were  worn  out  long  before  they  reachetl 
them. 

The  United  States  Government  Building  has  an  admirable 
position.  It  faces  the  government  building  of  Great  Britain 
on  the  other  side  of  the  river.  I  consider  it  one  of  the  most 
attractive  structures  of  the  exposition.  It  has  a  facade  600 
feet  long  and  is  separated  from  the  buildings  that  flank  it.  It 
is  the  only  edifice  that  has  a  terrace  running  the  entire  length 
of  its  facade  and  is  the  building  best  seen  from  the  other  side 
of  the  river.  A  footbridge  12  feet  wide  crosses  the  river  at  one 
end  of  the  building. 

The  Po,  by  the  way,  is  spanned  by  some  magnificent  bridges, 
several  monumental  ones,  elaborately  ornamented  with  statu- 
ary, having  been  built  especially  for  the  occasion. 

Our  California  exhibits  of  fine  wines  and  fruits  are  attracting 
much  attention.  I  understand  that  they  are  to  be  considerably 
augmented  with  further  material  and  I  am  sure  it  will  be  found 
later  that  the  |10,000  appropriated  by  our  last  legislature  was 
a  good  investment. 

I  am  surprised  to  be  served  at  the  principal  hotels  in  Italy 
with  fresh  and  dried  California  fruit.  Who  knows  but  that  the 
time  will  come  when  these  hotels  will  also  serve  California 
wines?  By  the  way,  I  have  tasted  some  of  the  Asti  Colony  wine 
of  California  in  a  private  family  here  today  where  it  is  used 
on  special  occasions  as  a  "vin  de  luxe."

LOUISA^ILLE,  KY.,  May  25. — AVhile  business  is  proj^ressing 
at  a  satisfactory  rate,  considering  the  season  of  tlie  year, 
distillers  and  wliolesalers  are  preparing  tliemselves  for  the 
usual  midsuninier  dullness.  The  activitj'  which  has  character- 
ized business  at  the  Main  street  houses,  has  continued  longer 
than  usual  this  year,  cooler  weather  having  been  general  until 
later  than  is  customary.  The  whisky  interests  are  now  willing 
to  recognize  the  coming  of  sunnner,  and  to  yield  the  center  of 
the  stage  to  the  breweries  for  a  little  while.

It  begins  to  look  as  if  the  arguments  which  have  been  ad- 
vanced by  E.  H.  Taylor  &  Co.  and  others  against  overproduction 
is  to  have  effect,  as  man3'  of  the  distilleries  Avill  close  earlier 
than  it  had  been  expected  they  would.  The  original  idea  was 
that  most  of  the  plants  throughout  the  State  would  run  until 
July  1,  while  some  might  continue  into  August.  It  noAV  seems 
to  be  the  general  plan  to  close  down  in  June,  and  it  will  be  the 
exception  that  runs  during  the  "safe  and  sane''  month. 

One  of  those  that  will  do  this  is  the  Glenmore  plant  at  Owens- 
boro,  which  is  controlled  by  J.  S.  Thompson  &  Co.,  of  Louisville. 
This  plant  has  been  in  continuous  operation  for  three  years, 
and  the  chances  are  that  it  will  run  on  through.  Col.  Thomp- 
son, -who  is  an  ardent  advocate  of  straight  whisky,  believes  that 
there  will  continue  to  be  a  big  demand  for  bottled-in-bond  goods, 
and  that  there  is  no  reason  for  curtailing  production. 


One  of  the  most  important  decisions  handed  down  by  the 
Court  of  Appeals  in  nmny  months  was  its  recent  verdict  in  the 
storage  taxation  fight,  Avhich  was  started  in  local  courts  all  over 
the  State,  and  was  decided  in  the  case  of  the  State  against  the 
Kentucky  Distillers  &  Warehouse  Company,  brought  up  from 
Louisville;  against  John  B.  Thompson,  from  Harrodsburg;  and 
against  Tom  Jloore,  from  IJradstown.  The  decision  was  in 
favor  of  the  revenue  agents  who  caused  the  suits  to  be  filed,  and 
was  in  brief  that  storag(;  accounts  are  taxable  as  other  property 
and  that  the  distilleries  must  pay  taxes  on  these  accounts  for 
the  past  five  years.  The  defendants  argued  successfully  in  the 
lower  courts  that  the  storage  charges  were  income,  and  that  to 
tax  accounts  for  storage  would  be  to  levy  an  income  tax.  The 
Court  of  Appeals  takes  the  other  view  of  the  case,  however,  and 
decides  that  the  amounts  are  property  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statute,  and  that  they  must  accordingly  pay  ad  valorem  taxes 
like  anything  else.  The  decision  involves  nearly  half  a  million 
dollars,  which  will  be  collected  by  counties,  municipalities,  and 
the  commonwealth  all  over  the  State.  On  the  other  hand,  it 
has  been  predicted  that  an  appeal  will  be  taken  in  the  cases 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  if  this  is  d(me  it  may  be  several 
years  before  a  final  decision  is  handed  down. 

A  custom  which  has  been  in  effect  in  Kentucky  for  thirty- 
years  has  been  called  in  question  by  the  Government,  indict- 
ments having  been  returned  by  the  Federal  grand  jury  at  Owens- 
boro  against  the  Kentucky  Distillers  &  Warehouse  Company  and 
the  United  American  Company,  fifteen  charges  being  brought 
against  the  former  concern  and  ihrae  against  the  latter,  which 
recently  took  over  the  plants  of  the  Bernheim  Distilling  Com- 
pany, of  Louisville.  The  method  which  is  to  be  put  on  the 
defense  is  that  of  leasing  a  plant  to  other  persons  without  the 
fornmlity  of  notifying  the  Government,  giving  new  bonds,  etc. 
In  many  cases,  for  purpose  of  convenience,  and  in  order  to  pro- 
vide for  the  manufacture  of  whisky  under  a  name  different 
from  the  owner  of  the  plant,  it  has  been  customary  to  lease  the 


distilling  plant  to  other  interests,  whose  name  then  appears  as 
the  distiller.  The  Government  rules,  however,  require  that 
when  a  distillery  is  leased,  the  names  of  those  interestx^d  must 
be  given,  and  the  lease  must  be  an  actual  one,  and  not  merely 
in  the  name  of  a  "dummy"  of  the  leasing  company.  J.  P.  Han- 
ley,  assistant  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Kentucky  Dis 
tillers  &  Warehuose  Company,  and  Albert  S.  Roth,  presidcui 
of  the  United  American  Company,  have  been  served  with  sub- 
poenas directing  their  respective  corporations  to  appear  to  an- 
swer the  charges  at  the  October  term  of  the  Federal  Court  to  be 
held  in  Louisville.  The  indictments  merely  accuse  the  corpo- 
rations, no  individuals  being  mentioned.  Possible  penalties  arc 
fines  of  |1,000  for  each  offense,  while  the  forfeiture  of  the  i)l;nit 
is  also  possible  under  the  law. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Kentucky  Distillers'  and  Whole- 
sale Liquor  Dealers'  Association  was  held  at  the  Seelbach  Hotel 
in  Louisville  May  16.  The  meeting  was  well  attended  by  dis- 
tillers from  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  the  session  was  given 
over  to  the  discussion  of  business  and  the  outlook  for  the  future 
of  the  trade.  The  officers  were  re-elected  with  change,  as  fol- 
lows: John  D.  McCullough,  of  Owensboro,  President;  W.  A. 
.Aliller,  of  Louisville,  Vice-president;  W.  C.  Wheeler,  Louisville, 
Secretary,  and  George  F.  Baker,  of  Frankfort,  treasurer.  No 
change  was  made  in  the  executive  committee  of  fifteen  member.s. 


A  change  of  considerable  interest  to  the  trade  in  this  section 
was  announced  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  the  business 
of  R.  S.  Strader  &  Son,  of  Lexington,  by  the  (Tutzeit  Com])any, 
of  which  A.  C.  Gutzeit  is  the  head.  The  new  OAvners  have 
moved  their  quarters  from  410  West  Shore  street,  which  tliey 
have  occupied  since  the  formation  of  the  (iutzeit  concern,  to  11- 
West  Main  street,  where  R.  S.  Strader  &  Son  have  done  business 
for  forty  years.  The  business  has  been  conducted  since  tlie 
death  of  the  founder  by  his  son,  ^Y.  P.  Strader.  Mr.  Gutzeit 
was  fonnerly  connected  with  the  distilling  house  of  E.  J.  CurU'y 
&  Co.  in  the  capacity  of  treasurer. 


Tlu'  right  to  a.  trade  name  and  brand  is  involved  in  a  suit 
which  has  been  brought  at  Cincinnati  in  the  Federal  Court  by 
the  estate  of  Leopold  Lebrot,  of  Stanford,  Ky.,  against  tlie 
distilling  house  of  S.  P.  (iluck  &  Co.,  of  Cincinnati.  It  is 
charged  by  the  plaintiff's  that  the  defendants  have  appropriated 
a  valuable  name  and  brand  that  is  the  property  of  the  Lebrot 
estate.  An  injunction  against  the  use  of  this  name  is  asked 
for,  an  accounting  of  the  profits  resulting  is  denmnded,  and 
damages  of  not  less  than  flO,000  for  the  wrongful  use  of  tlic 
name  are  petitioned  for. 


Distillers  in  Louisville  have  been  much  interested  in  the  use 
during  the  past  season  of  two  automobile  trucks  by  Chess  & 
Wymond,  a  leading  cooperage  concern,  Avhich  supplies  a  large 
nund)er  of  the  big  distilleries  in  and  around  Louisville.  Two 
Packard  trucks  of  three-ton  capacity  have  been  commissioned, 
and  the  result  has  been  satisfactory  delivery  service,  and  good 
I'esults  especially  when  emergency  cases  arose.  It  is  believed 
that  the  motor  truck  Avill  spread  to  other  branches  of  the  trade, 
R.  E.  Wathen  &  Co.,  the  local  distillers,  having  two  trucks  in 
service  between  their  plant,  which  is  several  miles  outside  the 
city  limits,  and  the  city.

How  Motion  Pictures  Led  To  The  Arrest  Of 
Champagne  Riot  Leaders 


'T'HE  wine  men  of  California  approve  moving  pictures,  for  they 
*  have  found  them  an  excellent  medium  for  educating  tlie 
people  of  the  United  States  as  to  the  importance  of  our  viticul- 
tural  industrj'.  In  the  champagne  district  of  France,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  grape  growers  look  upon  the  motion  pictures  as 
their  greatest  enemy.  Their  aversion  is  only  recent  and  the 
reason  is  quite  interesting. 

During  the  "champagne  riots"  in  the  Marne  and  Aube  dis- 
tricts, several  Paris  firms  of  motion  pictures  sent  operators 
there  for  "news  pictures."  These  films  vie  Avith  the  daily 
newspapers  for  telling  the  news,  and  when  a  startling  event 
happens  in  the  afternoon,  the  boulevard  motion  picture  the- 
atres of  Paris,  the  next  day,  show  it  in  all  its  details.  Paris 
newspapers  usually  are  a  day  later  than  this.  The  "champagne 
riots"  made  a  good  "story"  and  the  cinematograph  "editors" 
went  for  it  strong. 

It  happened  that  the  police  were  eager  to  make  ari'ests  of 
many  engaged  in  the  riots,  especially  those  Avho  took  the  lead 
and  set  fire  to  or  phmderetl  champagne  cellars  and  warehouses. 
EJvidence  was  hard  to  get  together,  that  is,  evidence  that  was 
indisputable,  for  in  crowds  of  20,000  or  30,000  people  it  was 
hard  to  say  that  this  man  or  that  man,  did  the  dirtv  work. 


But,  according  to  the  well-known  Paris  correspondent,  Wil- 
liam Philip  Simms,  when  the  motion  picture  began  to  unroll 
their  films  to  public  gaze,  a  brilliant  idea  struck  the  police. 
They  visited  several  performances,  taking  with  them  a  few  old 
inhabitants  who  were  personally  accjuaintcHl  with  all  the  grape 
growers,  winemakers  and  workmen  in  the  surrounding  country. 
As  the  show  proceeded,  first  one,  then  another  of  the  men  Avould 
exclaim : 

"Oh,  look!  There's  Pierre  Durand  setting  fire  to  the  ware- 
house !" 

"See  there!  Paul  Vouvrier  is  bursting  open  hogsheads  of 
wine !" 

"And  there's  Eugene  ilarcelle,  Tomas  Toutee,  Georges  La 
pauze,  Alphonse  Ganay,  (iaston  Roger,  etc.,  battering  down  the 
doore  of  the  Bubbly  Wine  Company !" 

The  police  wrote  down  the  names  and  later  made  wholesale 
arrests.  It  is  said  the  motion  picture  films  will  be  introduced 
in  court  as  evidence  at  the  trials  of  tliese  unhappy  people,  this 
being  the  first  time  in  history  a  criminal  proceeding  had  for  an 
"eye  witness"  a  motion  picture  machine. 

Opinion  is  greatly  divided  as  to  the  worth  of  this  new  de- 
tective. Chief  Hamai'd,  of  the  Paris  Detective  Bureau,  declares 
even  this  evidence  is  not  conclusive,  though  he  regards  it  as  very 
important.  While  a  single  picture  might  be  snapped  to  show 
a  perfectly  innocent  man  in  an  attitude  utterly  condemnatory, 
a  series  of  ])ictures  would  not  permit  of  this. 

The  (ieneral  Confederaticm  of  Labor  has  taken  the  matter 
much  to  heart  and  declares  that  in  the  future,  motion  picture 
men  will  not  be  tolerated  near  a  crowd  composed  of  their  mem- 
bers. "We  refuse  to  be  held  responsible  for  what  might  happen 
to  a  motion  picture  machine  or  the  man  behind  it,"  a  labor 
leader  of  Paris  is  quoted  as  saying. 

Lastly,  the  motion  picture  men  themselves  are  in  despair. 
They  see  that  from  now  on  it  will  lie  well  nigh  impossil)le  to 
get  pictures  of  strike  scenes,  rioting  of  any  sort,  especially  in  the 
champagne  district,  since  it  will  be  as  much  as  the  life  of  an 
operator  is  worth  to  att('m])t  to  take  them. 


Origin  Of  The  Menu  Card 


PERHAPS  some  of  the  readers  of  the  P.uiFic  Wine  and 
Spikit  Rkvikw  will  be  as  glad  as  I  was  to  learn  the  origin  of 
the  elaborate  menus  that  are  now  in  vogue  not  only  at  public 
banquets  but  at  every  hotel  and  restaurant  that  makes  any  pre- 
tentions to  being  first-class  and  up-to-date.  According  to  the 
London  Globe,  at  a  dinner  given  by  Duke  Henry  of  Brunswick, 
in  1541,  he  was  se<m  to  every  now  and  then  consult  a  long  slip 
of  paper  which  reposed  at  the  side  of  his  plate.  One  of  the 
Duke's  guests  asked  what  the  paper  was  for.  He  explained  that 
it  was  a  sort  of  programme  or  catalogue  of  the  dishes  he  had 
commanded  from  the  cook,  "to  the  intent  that  if  some  delicacy, 
which  especially  appealed  to  his  appetite,  were  marked  for  a 
later  stage  in  the  repast,  he  might  carefully  resei*ve  his  appe- 
tite for  it." 

The  simplicity  and  utility  of  the  idea  at  once  took  the  fancy 
of  tlie  Duke's  cronies  and  the  iuenu  card  from  that  moment 
became  an  instituti(m.  The  new  fashion  was  so  much  admired 
that  it  was  adopted  in  England  and  France  at  once,  and  since 
has  been  universally  adopted  the  Avorld  over. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  the  origin  of  the  present-day 
wine  list  which  enables  the  diner  at  any  representative  hotel  or 
cafe  to  choose  from  hundreds  of  wines  coming  from  every  wine 
making  nation. 

Nowadays,  at  the  average  banquet  or  fornml  home  dinner, 
two  or  three  wines  and  a  champagne  only  are  served.  But 
just  imagine  the  trials  of  a  guest  say,  one  hundred  years  back^ 
when  the  banquets  were  set  out  with  fifteen  to  twenty  different 
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kinds  of  Avine,  and  you  were  expected  to  show  your  appreciation 
of  the  compliment  paid  by  the  host,  in  partaliiug  of,  at  least,  one 
glass  of  e^ch  kind.  I  am  afraid  if  that  custom  still  prevailed  the 
result  would  be  very  disastrous  the  following  day.  It  is  prol)- 
able  that  such  a  number  of  wines  was  set  upon  the  table  more 
for  display,  than  with  the  intention  of  using  each  and  every 
kind  as  they  may  have  been  served.  However,  while  it  gave 
everyone  a  chance  to  make  an  agreeable  selection,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  our  present  custom  of  serving  a  few  wines  at  dinner 
is  saner  and  safer,  Avhile  our  modem  hotel  and  restaurant  wine 
list  permits  every  palate  and  purse  to  be  satisfied. 


All  The  Joy  Soon  Will  Be  Gone  From  The  Cup 


Where  10,000,000  Gallons  Of  Wine  Are  Stored 


TWELVE  times  every  day  in  the  year  scores  of  people  travel- 
ing between  this  city  and  San  Francisco  gaze  over  to  the  big 
sign  "Calwa"  on  the  top  of  the  eastern  hills  of  the  Eichmond 
shore  of  the  bay  through  which  the  steamers  of  the  Monticello 
company  pass,  and  inquire  what  the  huge  sentinel  means  and 
what  place  it  stands  guardian  over— the  big  group  of  buildings, 
bearing  the  name  Winehaven. 

Winehaven,  half  way  down  the  bay  to  the  great  metropolis,  is 
the  home  of  the  California  Wine  Association,  the  biggest  vintage 
company  in  all  California. 

The  story  of  that  big  plant  that  you  pass  by  every  time  you 
go  to  San  Francisco  is  an  interesting  one. 

The  earthquake  and  fire  of  1906  drove  one  industry  out  of  San 
Francisco  that  did  not  return. 

When,  in  the  destruction  of  the  city,  the  cellars  of  the  Califor- 
nia Wine  Association  were  reduced  to  a  chaos  of  hoops  and 
debris,  the  directors  of  the  corporation  immediately  took  up 
the  problem  of  finding  a  new  location  where  the  danger  of  fire 
and  earthquake  would  be  minimized  and  where  equal  or  better 
transportation  facilities  would  be  afforded. 

Such  a  situation  was  finally  discovered  on  the  eastern  shore 
of  San  Francisco  bay  near  the  town  of  Eichmond. 

The  situation  of  Winehaven  possesses  every  advantage  essen- 
tial to  the  commercial  requirements  of  the  gigantic  operations 
of  the  California  Wine  Association,  a  corporation  which  has 
110,000,000  invested  in  the  wine  industry  of  the  State. 

Some  idea  of  the  immensity  of  the  cellars  may  be  gathered 
from  the  fact  that  they  contain  eight  miles  of  gangways.  The 
total  capacity  is  10,000,000  gallons. 

Throughout  the  establishment  every  modern  appliance  for 
scientific  wine  making  is  to  be  found,  including  machinery,  and 
bottling  apparatus. 

The  annual  output  of  the  Association  is  upwards  of  30,000,000 
gallons. 

The  AVinehaven  establishment  represents  an  investment  of 
about  11,000,000,  and  ranks  first  among  the  great  cellars  of  the 
world. — Vallejo  Times. 


Woodland,  Yolo  County,  having  gone  "dry"  at  the  late  elec- 
tion, must  pay  the  penalty,  and  the  City  Trustees  have  fixed 
August  1st  as  the  date  for  closing  the  saloons.  A  motion  was 
made  to  give  the  saloon  men  until  October  1st  to  prevent  losses, 
etc.,  but  the  majority  of  the  Trustees  voted  for  August  1st. 


National,  the  premier  mining  camp  of  Humboldt  county,  is 
destined  to  become  "dry"  Avithin  the  next  few  days.  In  accord- 
ance with  an  act  recently  promulgated  at  Washingtcm,  National 
is  now  within  the  national  forest  reserve,  and,  as  it  is  unlawful 
to  sell  liquors  upon  a  national  grant,  the  saloons  Avill  have  to 
move.  It  will  be  a  remarkable  mining  camp  where  liquor  does 
not  flow  as  freely  as  water. 


JI'ST  as  Andrea  Sbarboro  had  demonstrated,  for  the  Nth  time, 
that  mildly  alcoholic  beverages,  such  as  wine,  are  of  great  ^ 
benefit  to  the  human  system  comes  Professor  D.  D.  Whitney  of  I 
Wesleyan  University  and  proves,  to  his  own  satisfaction  at  least. 
that  all  kinds  of  liquor  are  poisonous  even  if  the  alcohol  is  tiiken 
out  of  them. 

"The  harmfulness  of  intoxicants  is  not  removed  with  the  re- 
moval of  alcohol  from  their  composition,"  Professor  Whitney 
says.  "With  their  alcoholic  contents  reduced  to  the  same  per- 
centage, ordinary  claret  and  cider  are  the  most  poisonous  bever- 
ages, and  brandy,  gin  and  whisky  are  the  least  poisonous." 

For  the  purj^ose  of  his  experiments  Professor  Whitney — wlio 
previously,  by  the  way,  had  shut  Wesleyan  students  in  a  oago 
and  proved  that  alcohol  is  a  food — used  rotifers,  or  fishworins. 
which  drank  themselves  to  death  in  the  cause  of  science.  Va- 
rious amounts  of  different  liquors  were  put  into  the  water  in 
which  these  animals  were  made  to  live,  and  note  was  talveii 
of  what  percentage  of  alcohol  they  could  exist  thirty  minutes 
in  and  in  what  percentage  they  could  live  two  or  three  days 
and  propagate.  Professor  AVhitney  gives  his  conclusions  as 
follows : 

"The  results  perhaps  explain  why  different  alcohol  beverages 
have  such  different  effects  on  the  drunkard,  even  though  an 
equal  intoxication  is  produced.  It  is  generally  recognized  tliat 
brandy  produces  a  certain  type  of  drunkenness,  and  that  cider 
produces  another  type  wholly  different.  Many  other  liquors  ' 
also  produce  a  particular  type  of  drunkenness  each.  These 
types  are  doubtless  caused  at  least  partly  by  the  non-alcoholic 
ingredients  in  the  liquor." 

If  the  Wesleyan  professor  is  correct  in  his  deductions,  all 
the  old  theories  regarding  drunkenness  will  have  gone  to  smash. 
Heretofore  most  persons,  whether  drinkers  or  abstainers,  have 
pretty  thoroughly  agreed  with  Guthrie  that,  "Whisky  is  a  good 
thing  in  its  place.  There  is  nothing  like  it  for  preserving  a 
man  when  he  is  dead.  If  you  want  to  keep  a  dead  man,  put  him 
in  Avhisky;  if  you  want  to  kill  a  live  man,  put  whisky  in  him." 

But  if  Dr.  Whitney  makes  many  more  experiments  we  may 
expect  to  hear  that  the  only  really  safe  way  to  keep  sober  is  to 
drink  alcohol  in  the  raw  state  and  plenty  of  it.— -Sf.  F.  Chron- 
icle. 


At  Oceanside,  early  this  month,  the  City  Trustees  by  a  vote  of 
4  to  1  adopted  an  amendment  to  the  liquor  ordinance  providing 
for  the  granting  of  licenses  to  hotels  to  serve  liquor  with  meals, 
the  granting  of  such  license  to  be  within  the  gift  of  the  board, 
which  also  has  the  power  to  revoke  the  same  at  any  time.  One 
provision  is  that  the  hotel  securing  such  a  license  must  have 
at  least  20  sleeping  rooms.  The  fee  for  the  license  is  to  be  |1  per 
month  per  room. 


A  petition  bearing  seventy-five  signatures  has  been  i)resente(l 
to  the  Oceanside  Trustees  asking  them  to  either  grant  a  number 
of  requests  or  submit  the  propositions  indicated  to  a  vote  of  tlii' 
people.  One  of  these  relates  to  a  municipal  saloon,  Avliicli 
proposition  is  said  to  be  strongly  advocated  by  the  more  radical 
"wets"  and  some  others.  It  has  bc^n  found  that  it  will  not  be 
practicable  to  vote  for  the  beach  pavilion  on  account  of  the 
bonding  limit,  but  the  liijuor  ([uestion  will  receive  attention.  By 
a  vote  of  four  to  one  the  city  trustees  hav.e  granted  El  San  Luis 
Rey  Hotel  a  license  to  sell  liquors  with  meals.

Los  ANGELES,  May  23 :— Conditions  with  tho  wine  trade 
in  Southern  California  are  quite  satisfactory.  The  agree- 
ment between  tlie  Independents  and  the  Association  to  do  busi- 
ness without  cutting;:  each  othei*'s  throats  lias  resulttnl  in  a  sta- 
bility in  the  market  that  has  insured  a  good  trade  at  better 
prices,  and  the  situation  is  better  as  regards  the  wineries  and 
the  grape  grower  than  has  been  the  case  for  several  years.  The 
demand  has  been  good  and  trade  is  active  Avith  goods  moving 
out  satisfactorily  both  as  to  local  and  shipping  orders.  The 
movement  of  wines  to  the  East  has  been  large  and  all  the  big 
wineries  are  making  weekly  shipments  that  aggregate  many 
carloads. 

Locally,  outside  of  the  municipality  of  Los  Angeles,  trade  has 
been  largely  of  the  "buy  as  needed"  quantity.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  have  shown  on  every  occasion  th(^  hostility  toward 
the  liquor  interests  and  has  so  far  never  overlooked  a  bet, 
where  they  could  harass  the  trade.  The  dealers  in  the  few  "wet" 
towns  in  this  county  have  been  kept  guessing  as  to  how  long 
they  would  be  permitted  to  transact  business.  The  latest  edict 
of  our  "Long-haired"  Board  was  the  passage  this  week  of 
an  ordinance  which  Avill  become  effective  June  15th,  that  forces 
the  closing  at  12  o'clock  of  all  restaurants  outside  of  the  unmi- 
cipalities,  every  night  and  the  heaviest  blow  of  all,  the  forbid- 
ding the  sale  of  liquors  at  all  on  Sunday.  This  particularly 
is  a  hardship  on  the  country  restaurants,  for  the  city  people 
out  in  their  automobiles,  picnicking  in  the  country  on  that  day, 
have  been  good  patrons  of  the  country  roadside  restaurants  and 
hotels,  who  under  the  terms  of  the  new  ordinance  are  not  al- 
lowed to  sell  any  liijuor,  even  with  meals  on  Sunday. 


The  Anti-Saloon  League  are  again  out  in  warfare  against 
the  liquor  trade  in  the  seaport  of  Kedondo.  So  far  the  senti- 
ment of  the  citizens  of  that  city  has  been  against  a  "dry"  town 
and  the  drys  have  been  defeated  several  times  in  their  efforts 
to  close  the  place,  but  the  "longhairs"  are  tireless  and  have  again 
organized  and  are  getting  up  petitions  to  call  another  election 
in  an  attempt  to  make  Redondo  "dry." 


The  wide  open  state  of  Bakersfield  has  long  been  a  thorn  in 
flesh  of  the  Antis  and  during  last  week  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
and  the  ministerial  union  of  that  city  have  been  holding  a  con- 
vention at  which  plans  are  perfected  to  force  an  election  under 
the  new  State  local  option  law  to  place  Bakersfield  on  the  "dry" 
list.  We  rather  imagine  they  will  have  their  work  cut  out  for 
them  in  that  job. 


While  footpads  all  over  the  city  are  holding  up  people  home- 
ward bound  at  late  hours  and  even  holding  up  saloons  and  those 
therein,  the  police  under  instructions  of  bigoted  Commission- 
ers are  putting  in  time  visiting  in  disguise  drug  stores  and 
saloons  and  trying  to  induce  the  clerks  or  owners  to  make  some 
infringement  of  one  of  the  ordinances  so  they  can  be  halcHl  be- 
fore the  court  and  heavily  fined.  I  imagine  the  taxpayers  of  the 
city  woidd  be  better  pleased  if  the  police  were  used  to  protect 
them,  instead  of  gumshoeing  some  two-bit  violation  of  the 
liquor  ordinances. 


The  vineyards  of  this  section  escaped  the  frost  that  caught 
the  valley  and  northern  vineyards  last  month,  and  aside  from  a 
little  damage  down  Cucanu)nga  way,  by  the  high  winds  drifting 
sand  over  some  of  the  vineyards  and  damaging  the  blossoms, 


no  particiUar  harm  has  been  done  in  tlie  South.    Indications  ares 
for  a  good  crop  and  growers  and  wine  men  expect  a  nori 
vield  this  season. 


Secundo  Guasti,  who  has  been  on  a  trip  East  visiting  tlif 
trade  and  the  branches  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company  at 
New  Orleaens,  New  York,  Chicago  and  Seattle,  has  just  re 
turned.  He  reports  business  as  excellent  and  the  outlook  for  tlic 
coming  season's  trade  as  most  encouraging. 


The  great  vineyard  of  Chas.  Stern  &  Sons  escaped  any  ma 
terial  damage  from  the  high  winds  of  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  Mr. 
Stern  reports  the  outlook  for  a  good  crop  as  excellent.  This 
house  have  been  heavy  shippers  to  the  Eastei'u  market  for  souk 
time  past  and  have  been  doing  a  very  satisfactory  business. 


Some  of  the  vineyards  of  the  San  Fernando  Valley  and  down 
in  Orange  County  Avere  slightly  hit  by  the  frost  which  Avill  lowci- 
their  output  somewhat,  but  most  of  the  vineyards  in  those  In 
calities  are  small  and  do  not  affect  the  output  of  the  county 
to  any  appreciable  extent. 


(luy  Barbara,  Southern  California's  Internal  Revenue  broker. 
has,  after  several  years'  close  application  to  business,  decided  to 
take  a  vacation,  and  on  the  17tli  of  this  month  left  for  New  York 
City,  from  Avhich  he  sailed  on  the  ;^Lauretania  in  conqiany  of 
William  Randolph  Hearst  for  an  automobile  trip  through  En 
rope.  They  will  be  accompanied  by  their  families  and  will  stav 
some  three  months  and  visit  all  the  points  of  interest  on  t!ic 
Continent  before  returning  to  the  United  States. 


I'rank  Becker  of  Becker  Bros.,  of  the  Waldorf  Cafes,  of  Los 
Angeles  and  San  Francisco,  left  this  week  for  San  Francisco. 
Frank  expects  to  be  gone  for  several  months  and  to  take  a  va- 
cation A\hile  gone,  running  up  the  Coast  to  Alaska  on  a  huiitini.' 
and  fishing  trip,  before  returning  here. 


Believes  In  Graded  License 


MAYOR  WADHAM  of  San  Diego  believes  in  licensing  a 
saloon  by  a  stated  tax  on  its  gross  receii)ts.  He  says :  "If 
doesn't  seem  fair  that  a  man  with  a  fine  location  and  a  big  busi 
,  ness  should  pay  no  more  than  the  fellow  with  a  poor  location 
and  a  mighty  slim  trade.  If  we  could  license  the  saloons  a( 
cording  to  their  receipts  it  would  be  a  good  thing.  Then  some  of 
these  fellows  who  are  coining  money  would  have  to  pay  more 
than  the  little  fellow  Avho  can  barely  make  both  ends  meet." 

It  Avas  argued  by  those  Avho  listened  to  the  Mayor  that  ii 
might  be  difficult  to  get  some  saloonists  to  give  their  exact  re 
ceipts,  but  he  declared  that  it  would  be  iK)ssible  to  immediately 
revoke  a  license  if  there  Avas  any  funny  business.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  Home  Teleplume  Co.  is  now  paying  a  tax  on  its 
gross  receipts  and  the  street  raihvay  will  soon  do  so.  Tiic 
saloon  could  be  taxed  on  the  same  plan,  he  believed. 


Mr.  Bumgarten,  Avho  is  about  to  build  a  brewer^'  at  Bakers 
field,  has  closed  a  contract  for  drilling  Avells  on  the  chosen  site. 
It  is  proposed  to  spend  .f225,000  on  the  brcAvery,  the  plans  for 
Avhich  Avill  be  soon  submitted  to  contractors.  Iti  addition  ^Ir. 
Bumgarten  Avill  build  a  fSOOO  residence  near  the  brcAvery.  Tin' 
machinery  has  been  bought  in  Chicago,  and  is  expectwi  .soon  to 
reach  Bakersfield.

i^lj^)  Italy  an  Object  Lesson  |j§

IN  a  letter  from  Florence,  Italy,  published  in  this  paper  on 
Thursday  of  last  week.  Editor  C.  K.  McClatchy  spoke  of  light 
Italian  wine  as  "the  beverage  of  the  poorer  classes,'"  remarking 
that  he  had  yet  to  see  a  drunken  man  in  Italy.  With  respect 
to  the  common,  every  day  use  of  wine  in  that  country,  he  said : 
This  plain  narration  of  a  fact  is  respectfully  dedicate  1  ti)  the 
misguided  A\omen  of  the  AV.  (\  T.  U.,  who  have  increased 
drunkenness  in  the  United  States  Army  through  the  abolition 
of  the  canteen. 


Elsewhere  in  Tlie  Bee  today  appears  a  communication  from 
HayAvard  Reed  of  this  city,  in  which  he  takes  exception  to  the 
editor's  remarks  about  wine  and  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  and  points  out 
a  fancied  inconsistency  in  the  editor's  reference  in  the  same 
letter  to  the  "usual  Roman  nobleman"  as  a  "deadbeat,  a  liber- 
tine, a  drunkard  and  a  wife-beater." 

Now  the  editor  did  not  say  there  were  no  drunkards  in  Italy, 
but  simply  that  he  had  seen  no  drunken  man  in  that  country. 
And  his  remarks  about  the  use  of  wine  expressly  related  to  "the 
poorer  classes."  The  kind  of  "nobleman"  referred  to  does  not 
confine  his  drinking  to  light  wine,  nor  is  he  likely  to  exhibit 
himself  in  public  when  intoxicated. 


But  even  if  it  be  assumed  that  some  intemperance  may  be 
found  among  all  classes  of  Italians,  that  w^ould  not  tend  to  dis- 
prove the  fact  of  general  sobriety  among  the  daily  users  of  light 
wine  by  millions  of  people.  This  is  a  matter  of  common  observa- 
tion by  all  travelers  in  Italy  and  France,  if  they  be  not  blinded 
by  prejudice.  Thus  William  R.  Wheeler,  formerly  of  the  United 
States  Immigration  Commission,  later  Assistant  Secretary  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  and  now 
Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Merchants'  Exchange  of 
San  Francisco,  writing  from  Washington,  D.  C,  under  date  of 
May  12, 1908,  to  A.  Sbarboro,  of  the  Italian-American  Bank,  San 
Francisco,  makes  these  statements: 

I  well  recall  your  request  that  while  in  Italy  I  make  par- 
ticular effort  to  spy  out  drunken  men.  I  am  glad  to  state  that, 
much  to  my  surprise,  during  the  entire  month  which  I  spent 
there,  I  did  not  see  a  drunken  man,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  wine  is  the  national  beverage  and  universally  consumed. 
This  confirmed  the  opinion  previously  conceived  that  Italy  is, 
in  truth,  a  temperance  country.  I  myself  am  a  strong  believer 
in  and  practitioner  of  temperance,  but  not  prohibition. 


Testimony  of  this  kind  could  be  quoted  from  many  reputable 
and  intelligent  travelers,  and  supported  by  statistics. 

In  Paris,  where  lunches  are  furnished  free  of  charge  by  the 
authorities  to  poor  children  in  some  of  the  public  schools,  Avine 
mixed  with  water  is  served  for  the  children  to  drink.  This, 
of  course,  goes  to  show  the  general  belief  in  that  country  that 
the  use  of  light  wine  does  not  tend  to  intemperance. 

Mr.  Reed's  reference  to  the  circumstance  that  an  Italian  lad 
in  the  town  of  Broderick,  not  long  ago,  got  drunk  and  shot  his 
comrade,  is  ridiculously  illogical  and  irrelevant  as  an  attempt 
to  disprove  or  discredit  anything  in  the  letter  he  essays  to  criti- 
cise. There  is  nothing  to  show  that  the  boy  had  ever  been 
trained  to  the  temperate  use  of  wine,  and  it  is  far  more  likely, 
on  the  contrary,  that  he  had  received  no  such  training  and  was 
misled  by  foolish  and  vicious  American  whisky-drinking  cus- 
toms into  a  carouse  with  his  companions.  In  any  case,  an  in- 
stance of  this  kind  in  California,  has  no  significance  or  value 
whatever,  so  far  as  customs  in  Italy  are  concerned. 


There  was  nothing  disrespectful  in  the  editor's  reference  to 
the  W.  C.  T.  U.  It  was  nothing  more  than  has  often  appeared 
in  these  columns  with  regard  to  the  fatal  error  made  by  that 
organization  in  bringing  about  the  abolition  of  the  canteen. 
That  abolition  was  a  bad  blunder,  and  has  greatly  increased 
intemperance  and  vice  among  our  soldiers,  is  the  general  testi 
mouy  of  Army  doctors,  officers  and  men. 

Mr.  Reed  virtually  gives  away  his  own  case  by  his  admission 
that  the  canteen  is  no  doubt  more  desirable  than  "the  average 
grog-shop  Avhich  the  soldiers  frequent."  By  closing  the  canteen 
the  W.  C.  T.  U.  drove  the  soldiers,  who  had  been  accustomed  td 
drink  beer,  to  the  drinking  hells  that  cluster  about  the  entraiices 
to  Army  Posts,  where  in.stead  of  beer  they  are  led  to  drink  tiic 
vilest  spirits  and  to  consort  with  the  lowest  of  men  and  women. 

Thus  the  good  Avomen  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  certainly  Avere  "mis- 
guided." In  the  canteen  nothing  stronger  than  beer  or  liglit 
Avine  was  sold,  and  no  intemperance  was  permitted. 


The  general  use  of  light  Avines  in  the  Latin  countries  of  En 
rope,  and  of  beer  in  such  countx'ies  as  Germany  and  Austiia, 
according  to  many  high  authorities,  undoubtedly  tends  to  di 
minish  or  discourage  the  drinking  of  spirits.  It  Avould  be  far 
better  for  this  country  if  these  European  habits  were  substituted 
in  America  for  the  use  of  whisky,  and  the  pernicious  and  foolish 
habit  of  "treating"  in  saloons  likcAvise  done  away  with.— 
Sacramento  Bee,  April  6,  1911.     '■■- 


Strict  Teetotalism 


THE  Weekly  Times  and  Echo. of  London,  England,  gives  au 
old  story,  but  it  is  worth  repeating.  A  young  Scot  went  a 
considerable  distance  to  pay  a  week-end  visit  to  his  uncle  and 
aunt  and  cousins,  Avho  were  reputed  a  family  of  strict  teetotal 
ers.  During  his  first  meal  at  his  kinsman's  table  the  young  man 
commented  on  the  absence  of  spirituous  liquors.  "We're  a  tem- 
perance folk  here,  ye  ken,"  interrupted  the  old  man.  "No  spiiit 
uous  liquors  are  allowed  to  enter  the  house."  After  dinner  tin 
old  man  went  upstairs  to  take  his  customary  "forty  Avinks,''  tin 
girls  started  off  to  Sunday  School,  and  the  boys  lounged  away  to 
smoke  in  the  stable.  As  soon  as  Aunt  Betty  found  herself  alone 
in  the  kitchen  she  put  her  forefinger  to  her  lips  to  enjoin  silence 
on  the  part  of  her  youthful  nephew,  and,  going  to  a  dark  nook 
in  the  pantry,  she  droAv  therefrom  a  little  black  bottle,  and 
filling  a  gla.ss,  held  it  out  to  him  and  said,  'Here,  John,  ta'  a  taste 
o'  that.  Our  gude  man's  sic  a  .strict  teetotaler  that  daurna  Icl 
him  ken  that  I  keep  a  wee  drap  in  the  hoose — just  for  medicine. 
So  dinna  mention  it."  A  fcAV  minutes  later  the  old  man  cried 
from  the  stairhead,  "Are  you  there,  John?''  The  nephew  Aveni 
upstairs,  Avhen  the  head  of  the  house  took  him  to  his  own  bed 
room,  where  he  promptly  produced  a  gallon  jar  of  whisky  from 
an  old  box  under  the  bed,  and  poui'ing  out  a  hearty  dram  said— 
"Teetotalin'  does  na'  preA^ent  me  frae  keepin'  a  wee  drap  o'  tlie 
rale  peat  reek'  in  case  o'  illness  or  that;  so  here,  lad,  put  ye  lliai 
in  yer  cheek,  but  (confidentially)  not  a  Avord  alxuit  it  to  your 
auntie  or  the  laddies."

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\  Vineyard  and   Cellar  t 
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Decide  to  Build  Winery  at  Ukiah 

UKIAH,  May  20. — P.  Bernard,  president  and  general  man- 
ager of  the  French-American  Wine  Company  of  San  Fran- 
cisco; A.  Dehay  and  G.  W.  Hopman,  superintendent  of  the  com- 
pany's winery  at  Healdsburg,  met  Avitli  the  grape  groAvers  of  this 
valley  here  today  for  the  pui-pose  of  discussing  the  building  of  a 
winery.  As  a  result  the  company  decided  to  build  a  large 
winery  in  Ukiah,  and  the  site  will  be  selected  tomorrow.  About 
100  grape  gi'owers  and  members  of  the  Farmers'  Club  were 
present  at  the  meeting  today,  representing  over  2000  tons  of 
wine  grapes.  An  agreement  was  signed  by  which  the  growers 
are  to  deliver  their  entire  crop  to  the  winery  for  a  period  of 
five  years  at  market  prices. 


George  Young  of  the  Mission  Winery  at  Elsinore,  is  putting 
up  a  winery  40x70  feet,  built  with  vitrifie<l  building  blocks.  It 
will  be  ready  to  operate  on  this  year's  crop. 


M.  Blanc  of  Fresno  had  a  lucky  escape  recently.  A  fire  did 
.f500  damage  to  his  winery,  but  was  stopped  by  the  department 
before  it  injured  two  cellars  of  wine  and  one  of  vinegar.  The 
damaged  building  was  insured  for  flOOO. 


Frank  B.  McKevitt,  manager  of  the  California  Fruit  Distrib- 
utors, estimates  that  the  grape  crop  of  the  Fresno  district  will 
be  very  short  this  season.  The  principal  damage  by  frost  was 
to  Thompson  Seedless  Malagas  and  Tokays. 


The  new  Scatena  wine  storage  warehouse  at  Healdsburg  will 
be  a  reinforced  concrete  building  on  an  irregularly  shaped  lot. 
The  dimensions  are  front  125  feet,  rear  150  feet,  depth  135  feet. 
Work  will  be  immediately  started  and  the  warehouse  ready  to 
receive  this  yeai*'s  vintage. 


John  Reiners,  one  of  the  progressive  Dry  Creek  Valley  vine- 
yardists  is  building  a  new  winery  44  by  fiO  feet  and  also  a  new 
bam.  It  is  Mr.  Reiner's  intention  to  add  to  his  winery  next 
year.    He  will  have  about  40,000  gallons  capacity. 


Wm.  Lehn,  proprietor  of  the  big  winery  at  Forestville  in  So- 
noma County,  has  found  a  ready  sale  for  his  wine,  much  of 
Avhich  has  already  been  shipped.  He  predicts  a  good  vintage  sea- 
son and  says  that  the  present  indications  are  that  the  grape 
yield  will  be  satisfactory. 


It  is  reported  from  Healdsburg  that  the  frosts  at  the  begin- 
ning of  May  did  some  damage  to  the  vines  in  that  vicinity, 
though  to  what  extent  cannot  be  determined.  Some  put  it  as 
high  as  $10  per  acre,  others  |5,  while  others  again  believe  the 
damage  very  light,  especially  in  vineyards  lying  high. 


We  learn  from  Roseville,  Placer  County,  that  William  Ha- 
man,  superintendent  of  the  Placer  County  Winery  Company, 
ha.s  been  obtaining  the  signatures  of  grape  growers  to  petitions 
asking  the  Government  to  establish  a  Viticultural  Experiment 
Station  at  Roseville  on  ten  acres  to  be  selected  by  Professor 
George  Husmann,  viticultural  expert,  and  leased  free  to  the 
Government.  Soil  tests  have  been  made  by  Husmann  and  reso- 
lntions  of  endorsement  passed  by  the  City  Trustees,  Chand)er  of 
Commerce,  and  County  Supervisors. 


PRESIDENT  KITTRIDGE  of  the  California  Wine  Associa 
tion  arrived  in  this  city  on  the  noon  train  on  Friday  accom- 
panied by  other  men  prominent  in  the  wine  business  in  this 
State  and  made  his  first  visit  to  the  local  plant  of  the  Lachmann 
&  Jacobi  Company.  This  was  his  first  visit  to  this  city  and  he 
was  shown  through  the  entire  plant  by  Manager  Ciprico  and  ex 
pressed  himself  as  surprised  and  well  pleased  with  what  he  saw  i  j 
and  with  the  magnitude  of  the  plant.  || 

Mr.  Kittridge,  who  is  a  reputed  multi-millionaire,  is  a  well- 
known  Californian,  who  left  here  several  years  ago  for  New  York 
to  look  after  his  extensive  interests.  He  was  some  time  ago  re 
called  to  assume  the  presidency  of  the  California  Wine  Associa 
tion,  vice  President  Percy  T.  Morgan,  whom  he  succeeded  on  his 
arrival  here.  Mr.  Kittridge  is  a  man  of  large  affairs  in  financial 
circles  and  just  what  occasioned  his  visit  here,  other  than  for  a 
visit  to  the  local  plant,  could  not  be  ascertained. — Petaliima 
Argus,  May  19,  1911. 


M.  Scatena,  the  well  known  winemaker  of  Healdsburg.  has 
purchased  the  Italian  boarding  house  at  the  end  of  Mill  and 
East  streets,  in  that  city,  from  Mrs.  E.  Simi,  and  will  construct 
a  big  cement  winery  on  the  site.  All  the  latest  machinery  will 
be  installed  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  it  ready  to  receive  this  year's 
vintage.

Adulteration  and  Misbranding  of  Port  Wine 


NOTICE  OF   JUDGMENT   NO.   824,   FOOD   AND   DRUGS  ACT. 


ON  or  about  October  11,  1909,  the  Independent  Distillin}!; 
Company,  a  corporation,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  shipped  from 
the  State  of  Missouri  into  tlie  State  of  Kansas  a  quantity  of  a 
food  prodvut  labeled :  "Port  Wine  Type  Ciuaranteed  under  the 
National  Pure  Food  law.  *  *  *  The  Independent  Distill- 
ing Company,  Kansas  Citj^,  U.  S.  A."  Samples  of  this  shipment 
were  procured  and  analyzed  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  the  product  was  found  to 
be  an  imitation  port  wine,  containing  commercial  glucose  and 
benzoate  of  soda,  not  declared  upon  the  label.  As  the  findings 
of  the  analyst  and  the  report  made  showed  thiat  the  product  was 
adulterated  and  misbranded  within  the  meaning  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1900,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  af- 
forded the  said  Independent  Distilling  Company  and  the  party 
from  whom  the  samples  were  procured  opportunities  for  hear- 
ings. As  it  appeared  after  hearings  held  that  the  said  shipment 
was  made  in  violation  of  the  act,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
reported  the  facts  to  the  Attorney  General,  with  a  statement 
(if  the  evidence  upon  which  to  base  a  prosecuticm. 

On  August  ir>,  1910,  a  criminal  information  was  filed  in  the 
District  Court  of  the  I'nited  States  for  the  Western  District  of 
Missouri  against  the  said  Independent  Distilling  Company, 
charging  the  above  shipment  and  alleging  that  the  product  so 
shipped  was  adulterated  in  that  glucose  and  benzoate  of  soda 
had  been  mixed  and  packed  with  the  product  so  as  to  make  the 
same  an  imitation  of  port  wine,  and  that  said  bottles  of  liquor 
labeled:  "Port  Wine  Type"  had  been  mixed  and  colored  in  a 
manner  whereby  the  same  was  made  to  deceive  and  mislead  the 
purchaser  and  whereby  damage  and  inferiority  of  said  liquids 
were  concealed;  and  alleging  the  product  to  be  misbranded  in 
that  it  was  labeled  as  above  set  forth,  when,  in  truth  and  in  fact, 
the  product  was  an  imitation  of  port  wine  offered  for  sale  under 
the  distinctive  name  of  another  ai'ticle,  to  wit,  port  wine,  another 
ajid  different  article  than  the  product  shipped  as  above  set 
forth ;  and  that  the  said  labels  were  such  as  to  deceive  the  pur- 
chaser thereof. 

On  November  9,  1910,  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty 
to  the  above  information,  whereupon  the  Court  imposed  a  fine 
of  |25  and  costs.

Examination 
of  samples  of  said  products  made  in  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry, 
I'nited  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  showed  the  former  to 
consist  of  a  very  highly  charged  red  wine  and  the  latter  to  be  a 
highly  artificially  carbonated  wine,  neither  of  said  products  be- 
ing of  foreign  origin  or  bottle  fermented.  As  the  findings  of  the 
analyst  and  report  thereon  indicated  that  the  products  were  mis- 
branded within  the  meaning  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  June 
30,  1906,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  afforded  said  Benjamin 
Ripin  and  the  party  from  whom  the  samples  were  procured  op- 
portunities for  hearing.  As  it  appeared  after  hearings  held  that 
said  shipments  were  made  in  violation  of  the  act,  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  reported  the  facts  to  the  Attorney  General  with 
a  statement  of  the  evidence  upon  which  to  base  a  prosecution.

IN  the  United  States  Court  at  San  Francisco  a  written  opinion 
as  to  the  lawful  use  of  the  word  champagne,  under  the  Fed- 
eral Pure  Food  law,  has  been  rendered  by  Judge  Dietrich. 

Two  men  had  been  indicted  and  convicted  for  shipping  a  car- 
bonated wine  made  in  California,  in  bottles  bearing  champagne 
labels  but  nothing  to  indicate  the  place  of  production. 

Sucli  wine,  artificially  charged  with  carbonic  acid  gas,  in 
like  manner  as  soda  water  is  charged,  is  not  true  champagne, 
whose  effervescence  is  due  wholly  to  natural  fermentation  in  the 
bottle.  True  champagne,  whether  made  in  France  or  elsewhere, 
is  necessarily  costly,  being  a  blend  of  the  juice  of  particular 
varieties  of  tlie  grape  whose  yield  is  scanty,  and  requires  storage 
for  years  in  cool  cellars,  where  it  receives  much  care  and  atten- 
tion and  is  subject  to  loss  from  breakage  and  other  causes. 


It  is  plain  that  in  thus  conceding  to  France  the  sole  right  to 
the  unqualified  use  of  tlie  word  champagne  Judge  Dietrich 
showed  imperfect  knowledge  of  wine,  and  little  study  of  the 
question  before  him.  With  as  much  reason  he  might  deny — as 
certain  Government  officials  mistakenly  have  done — the  right  of 
California  wine  makers  to  use  without  qualification  such  labels 
as  burgundy,  malaga,  madeira,  tokay,  etc.,  which  terms  ]>rimar- 
ily  indicated  wine  made  in  certain  districts  of  Europe.  But  since 
the  rise  and  expansion  of  wine  making  in  America,  Australia, 
South  Africa  and  other  parts  of  the  world,  such  names  have  b(*- 
come  merely  descriptive  of  the  class  or  type  of  the  Avine  de- 
scribed, and  are  no  longer  generally  understood  to  indicate  their 
actual  origin.  A  claret  or  burgundy  made  in  California  is  just 
as  much  fairly  entitled  to  the  name  it  bears  as  if  made  in  France. 
And  so  with  champagne. 


If  Judge  Dietrich  had  sustained  the  conviction  on  the  ground 
that  an  ordinary  white  wine,  artifically  charged  with  gas,  is  not 
champagne,  and  hence  fraudulently  "misbranded"  if  sold  un- 
der a  champagne  label,  he  would  have  been  entirely  right.  But, 
rather  curiously  he  said  he  would  express  no  opinion  "on  the 
question  whether  or  not  a  wine  artificially  carbonated  may,  un- 
der any  circumstances,  or  wherever  produced,  be  labeled  cham- 
pagne." 


Having  thus  disregarded  or  "sidestepped"  the  nub  of  the 
whole  matter,  the  Judge  sustained  the  conviction  upon  the  en- 
tirely erroneous  ground  that  the  word  champagne,  when  used 
alone  and  apart  from  any  qualifying  or  descriptive  Avords,  is 
understood  to  mean  only  a  certain  effervescent  wine  made  in 
France,  and  so  "a  bottle  containing  wine  produced  in  California 
and  labeled  'champagne,'  Avithout  any  other  (pialifying  or  de- 
scriptive words,  tends  to  mislead  and  deceive,  and  is  misbranded 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Pure  Food  Act." 


The  word  champagne  has  been  used  in  official  reports  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  describe  Avines  of 
that  kind  made  in  California  and  the  State  of  New  York,  such 
wine  being  made  entirely  from  grape  juice,  bottled,  fermented 
and  aged  in  cellars,  as  in  the  Champagne  district  of  France. 
That  such  use  of  the  Avord  has  become  common  and  authoritative 
may  be  illustrated  by  the  folloAving  sentence  from  Nelson's  En- 
cyclopedia, in  an  article  describing  the  different  kinds  of  Avine : 

Champagne  is  the  sparkling  product  of  Champagne,  Loire, 
Marne,  and  the  Jura  of  France,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and 
the  Cape. 

The  Encyclopedia's  omission  of  the  United  States  is  unfortu- 
nate, but  not  material  to  the  question  as  to  the  proper  iise  of 
the  Avord  champagne. 

The  truth  is  that  while  much  artificially  charged  or  carbon- 
ated white  Avine  has  been  bottled  and  sold  in  California  as  cham- 
pagne, and  so  misbranded,  true  champagne  is  made  in  the  State, 
and  is  properly  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  name  Avithout  any 
qimlification  Avhatever. 

Judge  Dietrich's  opinion  in  the  matter  would  not  stand  expert 
criticism,  and,  should  the  question  CA^er  be  carried  to  a  higher 
Court,  a  contrary  vicAV,  in  all  probability,  Avould  be  established.

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PUT  THE   EXPOSITION 
IN  THE  PARK 


It  Does  Not  Seem  Possible 


CALIFORNIA,  the  great  wine  producing  State  of  the  Union, 
and  predestined,  unless  prevented  by  the  intolerant  fanati- 
cism of  her  people,  to  become  the  greatest  wine  producing  coun- 
try of  the  world,  is  the  victim  of  internal  disputes  over  the 
liquor  question.    How  the  devil  must  laugh  I 

Only  fancy  in  this  land  of  the  vine  seven  counties  and  six 
towns  in  Sacramento  Valley  have  formed  a  conferencp  for  tlic 
purpose  of  supporting  prohibition.  We  learn  that  the  counties 
participating  in  the  conference  are  Butte,  Sutter,  Yuba,  Placer, 
El  Dorado,  Amador  and  Sacramento.  Elk  Grove,  Gait,  Florin, 
Orangevale,  Folsom  and  Oak  Park  were  the  towns  having  rep- 
resentatives in  the  meeting.  It  is  proposed  to  hold  anti-saloon 
conferences  throughout  the  State,  and  in  this  manner  stir  up 
sentiment  against  saloons  and  the  saloon  business. 

Is  this  really  possible?  Is  it  possible  that  tli  >  ijliiii- 
tants  of  these  seven  counties  and  six  towns  can  be  sufficiently 
ignorant  to  follow  teachings  so  utterly  wanting  in  truth  and 
common  sense?  We  do  not  believe  that  if  the  above  statement 
were  published  in  any  other  civilized  country  it  would  be 
credited.  It  would  appear  that  nowhere  else  but  in  the  United 
States  are  doctrines  permitted  to  be  preached  and  practiced 
injurious  to  the  commonwealth.  Put  here  no  matter  how  in- 
sane, no  matter  how  injurious  to  the  body  politic,  they  are  car- 
ried on  under  the  name  of  religion,  for  the  support  of  fraudu- 
lent teachers  and  scheming  politicians.  It  would  appear  that  in 
our  struggles  after  liberty,  we  have  gained  only  license,  and  that 
instead  of  the  majority  ruling,  the  minority  hold  us  with  a  most 
despotic  grip ! 


A  dispatch  from  Riclimond  states  tlmt  the  limiting  of  liquor 
licenses  in  that  city  by  recent  ordinances  to  twenty-five  has 
proved  a  deterring  factor  to  the  erection  of  new  hotels  that  were 
contemplated.  While  a  proviso  was  made  that  any  first-class 
hostelry  should  have  a  bar  license,  notwithstanding  the  limita- 
tion of  ordinary  saloons,  some  of  those  contemplating  building 
hotels  have  demanded  that  they  know  exactly  whether  they  were 
to  receive  licenses  before  building.  The  Council  has  decided  to 
amend  the  ordinance  so  that  any  better-class  hotel  of  forty  rooms 
oi'  more  may  obtain  a  license.  There  are  now  fifty-four  saloons 
here.    Whenever  one  closes  its  permit  will  lapse. 


CLEVELAND  MOFFETT,  in  an  article  in  May  Hampton's 
Mayazinc,  points  out  the  danger  of  cocaine  in  soft  drinks. 
Mr.  Moffett  shows  the  depths  to  which  cocaine  fiends  fall,  and 
declares  that  it  is  the  most  dangerous  drug  used. 

Here  is  plain  warning  from  Dr.  L.  F.  Kebler,  chief  of  the  di- 
vision of  drugs  in  the  Government  Bureau  of  Chemistry :  "At- 
tention is  directed  to  the  danger  of  soft  drinks  containing  caff- 
eine, extract  of  kola  nut  and  extract  of  cocoa  leaf,  the  actijKe 
principle  of  the  latter  two  being  cocaine." 

According  to  Dr.  Kebler  scores  of  soft  drinks,  dangerously 
medicated,  are  sold  at  soda  water  fountains  as  stimulating  and 
refreshing  summer  drinks,  without  the  slightest  intimation  to 
I)urchasers  that  their  stimulating  and  refreshing  qualities  come 
from  cocaine,  a  drug  that  produces  one  of  the  worst  habits 
known  to  the  medical  profession. 

"We  have  seen,"  says  Dr.  Kebler,  "how  the  opium  habit  mar 
be  acquired  by  the  use  of  various  proj)rietary  or  secret  projtara 
tions  (pain  killers),  usually  employed  as  domestic  remedies, 
and  so  the  cocaine  habit  may  be  developed  by  the  use  of  these 
niuch  lauded  soft  drinks." 

During  a  recent  visit  to  Washington  Mr.  Moffett  says  he 
talked  with  two  heads  of  departments  in  the  Bureau  of  dicin 
istry,  both  active  in  the  Government  prosecutions  of  druggeit 
soda  water  syrups. 

"There  is  no  question,"  said  one  of  these  authorities,  "that  thr 
presence  of  cocaine  in  soft  drinks  tends  to  create  in  the  con 
sumer,  whether  child  or  adult,  a  predisposition  toward  the  co 
caine  habit." 

It  is  evident  that  the  manufacturers  of  these  soft-drink  syvui)s 
have  only  one  motive  for  putting  cocaine  into  them — that  is, 
to  make  them  popular,  to  make  them  taste  good,  to  make  tlu'iu 
sell  better.  And  this  ])opularity,  this  pleasant  taste  and  Ix'ttcv 
sale  come  simply  and  solely  because  there  is  enough  cocain;' 
in  these  soft  drinks  to  give  something  of  the  stimulating  and  ex 
hilarating  effect  that  cocaine  ahvays  gives. 

"It  is  not  uncommon,"  says  Dr.  Kebler,  "to  find  persons  ad 
dieted  to  the  use  of  medicated  soft  drinks.     It  is  a  well-knowi 
fact  that  many  factory  employees,  stenographers,  typewriters, 
and  others  subject  to  mental  or  nervous  strain  spend  a  part  of 
their  earnings  for  drinks  of  this  character. 

"Parents,  as  a  rule,  withhold  tea  and  coffee  from  their  child 
ren,  but,  having  no  knowledge  of  the  presence  of  cocaine,  caffoim 
or  other  deleterious  agents  in  soft  drinks,  they  unwittingly  ])t'i' 
mit  their  children  to  be  harmed  by  their  use." 

As  an  indication  of  the  danger  of  young  people  acquiring  the 
cocaine  habit,  :Mr.  :Moffett  quotes  Frank  M.  Sommer.  In  an 
address  at  East  Orange,  N.  J.,  in  which  he  described  his  experi 
ences  as  Chief  of  Police  of  the  county,  he  said  that  in  his  tiiilii 
against  cocaine  sellers  in  NcAvark  in  1907,  when  he  arrested  more 
than  100  dealers,  he  was  appalled  by  the  spread  of  the  cocaim 
habit  among  schoolboys.  Many  of  them,  he  found,  were  con 
firmed  users  of  "coke."  Dealers  sold  it  to  them  in  quantities 
as  small  as  a  penny's  worth. 

"During  my  regime,"  he  said,  "I  handled  200  cases- of  victims 
of  cocaine,  and  among  them  were  some  children  as  young  as  S 
vears  of  age." 


Early  in  the  month  the  Solano  County  Board  of  Supervisors 
meeting  at  Vallejo,  passed  a  new  saloon  ordinance  for  tlie  gov 
erning  of  the  road  houses  and  saloons  outside  of  the  limits  of 
corporate  cities  and  towns.  The  new  law  compels  all  these  re 
sorts  to  remain  closed  between  the  hours  of  1  a.  m.  and  6  a.  jp. 
of  every  day,  and  forbids  women  being  admitt<'(l  or  pennitted| 
to  visit  places  where  liquors  are  sold. 
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Primary  Election 
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REGISTRATION  for  the  primary  election  of  September  26tli 
Avill  close  on  August  26th.  Under  the  new  election  law, 
passed  by  the  Legislature  at  its  recent  session,  and  approved  by 
Governor  Johnson,  registration  for  all  elections  and  all  propo- 
sitions will  close  thirty  days  before  these  elections,  regular  or 
special,  and  not  at  different  periods  as  under  the  former  law. 

The  first  day  on  which  candidates  may  file  their  declarations 
as  such  will  be  August  7th,  and  the  last  day  August  26th.  No 
fee  whatever  is  requisite  to  the  filing  of  these  declarations  of 
candidacy,  but,  should  the  aspirant  desire  to  have  his  platform 
published,  a  charge  of  |20  for  the  first  100  words  and  |10  addi- 
tional for  each  subsequent  100  words,  up  to  the  limit  of  300,  will 
be  charged.  These  principles  or  platforms  of  the  candidates 
will  be  published  by  the  Registrar  of  Voters  and  mailed  to  the 
voters,  accompanied  by  a  sample  ballot.  The  next  primary  will 
be  the  first  in  which  sample  ballot  is  mailed  to  the  electors. 

The  offices  for  which  candidates  are  to  be  elected  or  nomi- 
nated and  the  order  in  which  the  names  will  appear  on  the  bal- 
lot follow :  Mayor,  two  Police  Judges,  District  Attorney,  City 
Attorney,  Assessor,  Auditor,  County  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Treasurer, 
Tax  Collector,  Recorder,  Public  Administrator,  Coroner,  eigh- 
teen supervisors. 

The  term  of  ilayor.  County  Clerk,  Auditor,  District  Attor- 
ney, Sheriff  and  Coroner  will  be  four  years.  The  term  for  Tax 
Collector,  Recorder,  City  Attorney,  Public  Administrator  and 
Treasurer  will  be  two  years.  The  term  for  nine  Supervisors  re- 
ceiving tlie  highest  vote  will  be  four  years.  The  term  for  the 
other  nine  Supervisors  will  be  two  years.  After  January  8, 
1914,  the  terms  of  all  officers  will  be  four  years. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  self-respecting  citizen  of  San 
Francisco  and  especially  those  representing  the  great  viticul- 
tural  industry  of  California  will  be  sure  to  register  and  advise 
their  employees  to  do  likewise  so  that  we  get  a  Mayor  for  the 
Exposition  year  who  will  be  a  credit  to  the  city.

Big  Fight  Coming  In  Fresno  County 


EVERY  one  of  the  five  Supervisorial  districts  of  Fresno 
County  will  be  made  the  scene  of  an  anti-saloon  fight  this 
fall,  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  so  arranged  that  the 
elections  will  take  place  simultaneously.  It  is  expected  that 
the  fight  will  be  particularly  strong  in  the  Second  and  Fifth 
districts  in  which  most  of  the  large  wineries  are  located.  The 
Anti-Saloon  League  is  attempting  to  keep  the  wine  issue  out 
of  the  fight  as  the  law  does  not  include  wine  sales  in  its  opera- 
tions, but  the  wine  men,  wisely  fearing  the  effect  a  victory 
l»y  the  League  might  have  on  general  consumption,  will  fight 
the  fanatical  prohibs  to  the  last  ditch. 

The  district  which  the  League,  it  is  said,  has  the  least  hope  of 
carrying  is  the  Fourth,  in  which  the  city  of  Coalinga  and  the 
great  oil  field  are  located.  There  it  is  believed  the  citizens 
will  bitterly  resist  any  attempt  to  curtail  their  liberty.  They 
most  properly  believe  that  if  you  scratch  an  anti-saloon  advo- 
cate you  will  find  a  prohibitionist,  and  that  they  are  merely 
wolves  masquerading  in  sheep's  clothing! 


At  Marshfield,  Oregon,  the  cost  Of  a  license  for  conducting  a 
saloon  will  hereafter  be  |800  a  year  instead  of  f600.  This  is  a 
compromise,  saloon  men  having  protested  that  the  proposed 
increase  to  f  1000  would  cause  many  to  go  out  of  business.

De  Witt  C.  Bauder 


IT  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  announce  the  death  of  Mr.  De 
Witt  Clinton  Bauder,  who  jjassed  away  at  his  home  in  Hara- 
mondsport,  N.  Y.,  May  15th.  For  several  years  past  Mr.  Bauder 
has  been  gradually  failing  in  health. 

Mr.  Bauder  was  born  at  Palatine,  N.  Y.,  July  17,  1836.  He 
went  to  Hammondsport,  N.  Y.  in  1863,  and  in  1866  he  became 
connected  with  the  Pleasant  Valley  Wine  Company.  In  1875 
on  the  death  of  Charles  D.  Chamblin,  founder  of  the  company, 
he  became  secretary  and  general  manager.  From  that  time 
do^v^l  to  the  present  Mr.  Bauder  was  the  moving  spirit  and 
power  behind  the  company,  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  which 
bear  testimony  to  his  enterprise  and  wise  business  methods. 

On  account  of  his  long  service  of  40  years,  his  promotion 
work,  and  his  leading  position,  Mr.  Bauder  had  come  to  be 
known  as  the  "Dean  of  the  American  Champagne  Industry." 
It  was  a  well  deserved  title. 

Mr.  Bauder  was  a  man  of  high  business  ability,  and  this  was 
recognized  in  whatever  he  engaged,  whether  as  head  of  the 
wine  company,  or  as  president  of  the  Bank  of  Hammondsport. 


On  May  9th  the  people  of  Sanger  decided  to  incorporate  as  a 
city  by  a  vote  of  130  to  104.  Although  the  principal  issue  be- 
fore the  people  was  the  qiiestion  of  incorporation,  the  saloon 
question  crept  into  the  campaign,  and  the  "drys"  won  by  elect- 
ing a  full  Board  of  City  Trustees.  The  Board  will  at  once  pro- 
ceed to  legislate  the  saloons  out  of  business,  and  have  given 
assurance  that  Sanger  will  be  "dry"  by  October  1st.

THE  tenth  annual  convention  of  the  Knights  of  the  Royal 
Arch  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  opened  at  Los  Angeles  on  the 
15th  of  May.  The  first  thing  done  was  to  pass  a  resohition 
nnaniraously  to  appropriate  |250,000  as  a  donation  to  the  Pa- 
nama-Pacific Exposition. 

E.  L.  Wagner,  Harry  A.  Keeler  and  I.  H.  Spiro,  Police  Com- 
missioner of  San  Francisco,  appeared  before  the  convention  as  a 
committee  to  advocate  the  contribution,  and  Spiro,  who  is  as- 
sistant Grand  Recorder  of  the  order,  and  had  pi'epared  the  reso- 
lution, presented  the  subject  so  forcefully  that  approval  was 
immediate  and  enthusiastic. 

Mr.  Spiro  also  offered  a  resolution  by  which  May  day  of  each 
year  is  set  aside  as  the  official  picnic  and  barbecue  time,  and 
the  Sunday  picnic  feature,  which  has  met  with  objection  from 
both  inside  and  outside  the  order,  abolished. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  delegates,  many  of  them  accompan- 
ied by  their  wives  and  families,  were  in  attendance.  The  con- 
vention lasted  four  days  and  closed  w'ith  a  most  enjoyable  ban- 
quet at  which  there  were  ninety -eight  lodges  belonging  to  the 
Pacific  Coast  jurisdiction  represented.  Altogether  nearly  500^ 
including  delegates  and  their  friends  took  part  in  the  closing 
function.

W.  M.  Pratt,  a  saloonkeeper,  San  Francsico,  filed  a  petition  in 
insolvency  yesterday  in  the  United  'States  District  Court.  He 
owes  $3310  and  has  no  assets.  William  Akers,  alias  William 
Jordan,  saloonkeeper,  San  Francisco,  also  filed  a  petition.  He 
owes  |lfi90  and  has  no  assets. 


NOW  IF  the  San  Francisco  sports  want  to  make  a  little  easy 
money  here  is  indeed  a  rosy  chance.  The  Visalia  Times 
says:  "A  newspaper  man  in  Bakersfield  has  offered  to  wager 
.$2500  that  there  will  not  be  a  saloon  in  that  city  in  less  than 
three  years." 

With  "the  city  of  opportunities"  as  Bakersfield  has  been 
pleased  to  call  herself,  reaching  after  and  getting  the  1912  con- 
vention of  the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch,  it  does  not  look  like 
going  into  training  for  a  successful  prohibition  campaign.  To 
obtain  this  convention  the  City  Council,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Merchants'  Exchange  and  Kern  County  Supervisors  all  joined 
together  to  invite  the  saloon  man's  organization  to  Bakersfield, 
an  evidence,  we  should  say  that  the  city  as  a  whole  was  kindly 
inclined  towards  the  retail  liquor  trade.  Therefoi^e  if  the  afore- 
said "newspaper  man"  can  be  prevailed  upon  to  "put  up"  we 
think  he  should  find  no  difficulty  in  getting  his  |2500  covered. 
If  he  will  not  "put  up"  he  should  certainly  "shut  up." 


The  San  Diego  City  Council  has  increased  the  saloon  litjuor 
licenses  from  |75  to  flOO  per  month,  the  wholesale  liquor  li- 
censes from  |50  to  |75  a  month,  the  restaurant  liquor  licenses 
from  -137.50  to  |50  a  month  and  one  manufacturers  license  from 
|50  to  |75  a  month. 


The  C.  J.  Kubach  Co.  has  been  aAvarded  a  contract  at  |50,000 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  at  North  Main  and  Albion  streets 
for  the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association.  An  uncompleted 
two-story  brick  building,  160x104  feet,  is  now  on  the  property. 
The  exterior  walls  of  this  building  will  be  utilized,  the  inteiioi- 
being  entirely  of  new  construction.  A  three-story  addition.  ;^!K 
72  feet,  will  be  built.

WE  see  that  the  foolish  people  of  Fresno  celebrated  "Anti- 
Saloon  Day"  on  May  14th.  By  the  way  that  many  of 
these  illiberal  and  intolerant  fanatics  behave  they  are  injuring 
their  city,  their  neighbors  and  themselves.  Fresno  owes  its  ex- 
istence to  the  wine  interest,  which  has  also  been  the  principal 
cause  of  its  wealth  and  growth,  and  should  the  wine  people,  by 
the  conduct  of  the  majority  of  the  city's  inhabitants,  be  driven 
elsewhere,  it  will  be  found  that  the  raisin  industry,  great  as  it 
is,  will  fail  lamentably  to  till  its  place.  By  all  means,  if  de- 
termined to  ruin  their  city  and  themselves,  let  them  follow 
the  teaching  and  advice  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  Convention, 
now  representing  the  central  counties  of  the  San  Joaquin. 

For  any  community  whose  source  of  progress  and  prosperity 
is  the  wine  business  to  tamper  with  prohibition,  is  about  as 
wise  as  the  action  of  the  man  who  sat  on  the  wrong  end  of  the 
branch  when  he  saAved  it  from  the  tree,  and  who  by  his  folly 
fell  and  broke  his  neck.  It  would  serve  them  right  if  all  the 
money  arising  from  the  growing  of  wine  grapes  and  the  manu- 
facture of  wine  and  brandy  therefrom,  were  turned  into  other 
channels  and  no  dealing  in  any  way  be  done  with  those  com- 
munities which  form  conventions,  conferences  or  what  not,  for 
the  very  purpose  of  injuring  as  riluch  as  possible  the  industry 
which  is  accountable  for  their  existence.  It  is  not  only  gross 
ingratitude  on  their  part,  but,  as  they  will  find  out  later,  the 
utmost  folly. 


New  Golden  West  Brewerv 


VVZ  P:  quote  the  following  from  the  Oakland  Trlhnne:  "Ac- 
VV  cording  to  statements  given  out,  improvements  costing 
more  than  |250,000  are  to  be  made  by  three  of  the  big  brewing 
companies  in  this  city. 

The  Golden  West  Brewery  is  to  begin  work  in  a  few  Aveeks 
on  a  new  structure  on  the  present  site  at  Fifth  and  Kirkham 
streets,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  from  |150,000  to  |175,000.  The 
building  will  be  one  of  the  finest  for  brewing  purposes  on  the 
Pacific  Coast.  The  plans  are  nearly  complete  and  the  building 
operations  are  to  take  about  three  months. 

The  Co-operative  Brewing  Company,  at  Fifty-fifth  and  Clif- 
ton streets,  has  nearly  completed  a  modern  plant  at  a  cost  of 
$50,000.  George  Roehm,  manager  of  the  concern,  said  today 
that  the  plant  would  be  in  operation  soon. 

The  Blue  and  Gold  Brewing  Company  is  building  tAvo  new 
storage  cellars  at  Twenty-sixth  and  Chestnut  streets  at  a  cost 
of  -160,000." 


At  San  Jose  the  case  of  the  People  a's.  B.  J.  Quimcat,  charged 
with  selling  liquor  Avithout  a  license,  is  beginning  to  shoAv  every 
symptom  of  a  "cause  celebre."  Quiment  is  one  of  the  saloon 
keepers  who  was,  as  he  claims  "legislated  out  of  a  legitimate 
means  of  making  a  living,"  by  the  recent  annexation  election 
Avhereby  the  Gardner  and  Crandallville  districts  Avere  taken  into 
the  corporate  limits  of  San  Jose.

Now  one  of  them,  breaking  loose  ■ 
for  the  minute  from  local  affairs,  has  primed  and  loaded  the 
Los  Angeles  Times  with  the  following  ridiculous  statement: 

"PROPOSED  LIQUOR   TAX.  ; 

"A  tax  of  |5  a  year  on  all  persons  Avho  drink  liquor  is  pro- 
posed at  the  next  session  of  the  California  Assembly.  This  tax 
Avould  produce  a  pot  of  money  provided  the  men  liable  for  the 
tax  had  enough  money  left  to  pay  it." 

If  such  insane  taxation  as  the  above  is  possible,  Avhy  not  tax 
the  men  Avho  smoke,  or  who  wear  beards,  or  no  beards?  If  any

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The  Artistic  Side  Of  "Old  Taylor" 


THE  writer  was  invited  during  the  past  week  to  visit  the  Old 
Taylor  Distillery  to  see  some  recent  improvements  and  to 
view  the  work  that  is  going  on  in  the  way  of  beautifying,  and 
he  was  impressed  more  than  ever  with  the  fact  that  this  plant  is 
destined  to  hold  the  unique  position  of  being  the  most  attractive 
of  any  distillery  in  this  country,  and  perhaps  of  any  manufac- 
tory. 

The  location  of  the  Old  Taylor  Distillery  is  especially  fortun- 
ate, because  it  lies  in  a  long  valley  among  the  hills  of  Woodford 
county,  and  through  the  center  of  the  grounds  there  runs  a 
stream  that  adds  very  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the  landscape. 

At  the  present  time  the  slopes  of  the  hills  are  covered  with 
young  foliage,  and  in  the  midst  of  it  the  redbud,  now  in  full 
bloom,  lights  up  the  green  with  great  splashes  of  crimson  color. 
Down  in  the  valley  the  Taylors  have  built  a  distillery  that  looks 
like  a  medieval  castle.  It  is  built  of  gray  stone  with  lofty  tur- 
rets, and  in  time  the  ivy  will  cover  most  of  its  Avails,  because 
one  of  the  greatest  horticulturists  in  this  State  has  been  commis- 
sioned to  beautify  the  Old  Taylor  plant  by  every  art  at  his  com- 
mand. In  conseqxience,  vines  are  being  planted  so  as  to  cover 
the  walls  of  the  distillery  and  the  w^alls  that  run  along  the  drive- 
ways, and  in  every  nook  and  comer  beautiful  shrubs  and  ever- 
green are  being  set  out,  and  all  sorts  of  perennials,  and  all  of  the 
various  roses,  including  the  ramblers,  and  there  will  be  long 
reaches  of  the  beautiful  hydi*anga. 

The  sunken  garden  has  been  well  nigh  completed,  and  it  is 
absolutely  unique  in  its  simplicity  as  well  as  in  its  beauty.  In 
the  center  of  tliis  garden  there  is  a  fountain,  the  basin  of  which 
is  alive  with  gold  fish,  and  like  the  basin  to  the  fountain  in  the 
bottling  department,  it  seems  to  be  made  of  alabaster,  and  the 
water,  which  is  as  clear  as  a  crystal,  appears  in  this  white  basin 
to  be  of  the  very  deepest  blue. 

On  the  Old  Taylor  premises  there  are  many  springs  and  over 
each  spring- there  has  been  erected  a  most  artistic  house,  and 
these  spring  houses,  like  many  of  the  other  buildings,  are  cov- 
ered with  red  tile  roofs,  and  roses  are  being  trained  to  run  up 
the  sides  of  the  arches  so  as  to  add  to  their  very  great  effective- 
ness. In  each  spring  house  a  basin  has  been  blasted  out  of  the 
solid  rock  which  lies  but  a  short  distance  below  the  surface 
of  the  ground  throughout  this  valley,  and  in  one  of  the  houses 
the  basin,  which  is  circular,  is  probably  twenty  feet  in  diameter 
by  eighteen  feet  in  depth,  and  in  another  house,  where  the  basin 
is  oblong,  it  is  probably  thirty  feet  long  by  fifteen  feet  wide 
and  eighteen  feet  in  depth.  Around  these  basins  there  are  walks 
with  banisters,  and  as  you  come  up  from  the  spring  houses  there 
are  steps  of  concrete. 

All  over  the  grounds  concrete  w^alks  are  being  made,  so  that 
the  visitor  at  the  plant  need  never  soil  his  shoes  if  the  weather 
happens  to  be  in  any  way  bad. 

During  this  spring,  Taylor  &  Sons  have  planted  out  thousands 
of  trees  in  various  parts  of  their  estate,  and  just  beyond  the  dis- 
tillery, opposite  the  sunken  garden,  they  now  have  many  teams 
at  work  laying  out  a  pai'k  which  we  are  satisfied  will  be  made  one 
of  the  most  attractive  features  of  this  very  remarkable  establish- 
ment. To  cap  the  climax,  hoAvever,  Taylor  &  Sons  have  built  on 
their  plant,  very  close  to  the  distillery  and  alongside  of  the  new 
railroad  running  between  the  north  and  the  south,  a  private 
depot  which  is  one  of  the  handsomest  buildings  of  its  size  in  the 
country.    It  is  built  of  brick,  with  red  tile  roof,  concrete  floors 


and  approaches,  and  it  is  located  in  the  midst  of  the  future  park 
to  which  we  have  just  referred. 

Taylor  &  Sons  are,  undoubtedly,  building  for  the  fu 
ture,  because  the  work  that  they  are  doing,  and  espec- 
ially the  masonry  part  of  it,  is  calculated  to  last  as 
long  as  the  Pj^ramids  of  Egj'pt  have  lasted,  everything  beiiifi 
laid  in  cement  and  being  of  the  highest  character  of  work- 
manship, but  they  are  not  merely  building  for  the  future — the.\ 
are  also  building  for  the  present  in  that  they  are  consulting  thr 
artistic  sense  that  is  innate  within  us  all,  and  everytliing  tliat  iv 
being  done,  is  being  done  Avith  an  eye  to  beauty  as  well  as  utilitiy. 

The  Taylor  distillery  deserves  all  of  the  encomiums  that  arc 
bestoAved  upon  it,  and  it  is  destined  to  become  very  famous 
throughout  the  Avorld,  and  it  should  be  made  a  place  of  pilgrim- 
age for  the  trade,  because  every  man  connected  wdth  the  whisky 
trade  ought  to  see  this  distillery,  and  Ave  unhesitatingly  a(lvis( 
every  dealer  who  comes  to  Kentucky  to  arrange  for  a  trip  t(i 
Frankfort  and  out  to  the  Old  Taylor  plant. — Bonfort's,  ira\ 
10,  1911. 


At  Sacramento  the  liquor  firm  of  Casey  &  Kavanaugh  lia^ 
been  dissolved  hj  Kavanaugh  buying  Casey's  interest. 


The  new  liquor  ordinance  at  Hanford  is  causing  considerabl( 
controversy.  It  prohibits  the  storage  and  delivery  of  intoxi 
cants  Avithin  the  city  limits.  It  is  moved  to  strike  out  tin 
Avords  "store"  and  "deliver"  on  the  ground  that  the  movement 
is  not  in  favor  of  prohibition,  but  against  the  open  saloon.  It  i^ 
claimed  that  those  aa^Iio  favor  the  ordinance  in  its  present  form 
are  desirous  of  having  it  made  so  "blue"  that  its  enforcement! 
Avill  disgust  many  voters  and  cause  a  reaction.  It  is  belicATi' 
that  the  words  in  question  Avill  be  eliminated. 
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A  Mighty  Bracer 
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"Tony"  Fodera,  of  the  "Rooster  Bar,''  at  627  Moutgomerv 
street,  is  not  only  building  up  a  most  satisfactory  liquor  busi- 
ness by  the  high  quality  of  the  straight  goods  he  dispenses  to 
the  public,  but  some  time  ago  opened  a  restaurant  on  ^lerchant 
street  at  the  rear  of  his  saloon.  This  is  becoming  so  popular  that 
Mr.  Fodera  has  been  obliged  to  enlarge  the  premises  by  rent- 
ing the  store  adjoining,  at  612  Merchant  street.  The  entire 
restaurant  will  be  handsomely  fitted  up  and  a  partiti(m  installed 
so  that  ladies  can  enjoy  the  good  cooking  supplied.  The  charges 
are  50c  for  lunch  and  75  cents  for  dinner,  and  the  meals  sup- 
plied are  well  worth  the  money.  Tony  Avants  his  friends  to 
come  round  and  sample  his  inviting  dishes ! 


A  dispatch  froni  Ely,  Nevada,  dated  IMay  27th,  states  that  the 
beer  war  which  has  been  waging  here  for  some  time  has  been 
ended  by  the  destruction  of  the  Consumers  Malting  &  Brewing 
Company's  plant  in  this  city.  The  plant  caught  fire  and  despite 
the  hard  work  of  the  volunteer  firemen,  was  destroyed.  The 
loss  of  the  brewery  will  amount  to  |20,000  and  it  is  possible 
that  it  will  not  be  rebuilt. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Royal  Arch  was  held  May  29th  to 
discuss  and  take  steps  to  oppose  the  proposed  anti-free-lunch 
ordinance  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Oakland  City  Coun- 
cil. As  it  stands  the  ordinance  makes  it  unlawful  for  any 
saloon  or  barroom  to  dispense  food  of  any  kind.  It  will  be  bit- 
terly opposed  by  the  saloon  men  and  liquor  dealers  of  Oakland, 
and  it  is  reported  jjrobable  that  it  will  not  pass. 


A  friend  of  the  Review  writes  us  as  follows:  "Why  don't 
you  advocate  the  use  of  local  ales  in  place  of  imported?  Re- 
cently I  had  an  opportunity  of  learning  their  value.  An  ac- 
quaintance of  mine  Avas  laid  up  a  long  time  with  a  chronic  stom- 
ach trouble ;  the  doctors  recommended  ale.  An  imported  brand 
was  used.  At  one  time,  on  ordering,  the  grocery  man  said  they 
were  out  of  that  brand  and  brought  instead  Albion  export,  made 
in  San  Francisco.  It  was  accepted  with  a  protest,  but  proved 
to  fill  the  bill  and  was  used  till  health  was  restored.  For  curi- 
osity a  test  was  made  and  Albion  was  found  to  contain  more 
food  and  less  alcohol  than  the  imported.  This  certainly  speaks 
well  for  San  Francisco." 


A  Petaluma  dispatch  says  that  the  saloons  of  that  city  havo 
been  permitted  to  open  on  Sundays  by  the  newly  elected  Board 
of  Trustees,  who  have  however  passed  a  stringent  ordinance 
governing  the  liquor  traffic.  Saloons  must  close  from  niidniglii 
until  6  o'clock  the  next  morning  and  the  Trustees  have  elimi- 
nated all  side  entranciss,  abolished  back  rooms  where  women  and 
girls  were  formerly  served  with  liquor,  done  away  with  family 
entrances  and  prohibited  minors  under  16  years  of  age  to  lounjjc 
about  the  places.  They  have  also  decreed  that  none  but  Ameri- 
can citizens  can  have  and  hold  a  liquor  license,  and  that  any 
person  now  holding  a  license  who  is  an  alien  must,  within  a 
given  time,  take  out  papers  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States. 


Pasadena,  a  city  which  has  excluded  all  saloons  for  nearly 
eighteen  years,  permits  beer  or  wine  to  be  served  with  a  meal 
costing  not  less  than  20  cents  during  luncheon  and  dinner  time. 
No  provision  is  made  for  the  serving  of  whisky.  Many  tliink 
that  the  larger  hotels  should  have  table  licenses  and  others  be 
lieve  that  all  liquor  of  every  sort  should  be  barred  from  thej 
city,  being  even  excluded  from  the  home.  ' 

Consequently  an  ordinance  has  been  passed  authorizing  the 
IMayor  to  appoint  a  commission  of  five  men  to  "examine  and 
investigate  the  liquor  business  in  regard  to  the  interests  ol 
Pasadena  and  report  in  writing  recommendations."  It  is  be 
lieved  that  unless  the  commission  decides  to  leave  matters  as  at 
present  existing,  whatever  the  nature  of  its  report  may  be  it  will 
give  rise  to  a  bitter  contest. 


At  San  Jose  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  of  the  Commoi 
Council,  to  whom  was  recently  referred  the  charges  against  tin, 
Slavich  and  Chargin  Restaurants,  the  Newlands  Hotel  and  the 
Plaza  Cafe  Saloon  of  violating  the  liquor  ordinance,  reported' 
to  the  Council  that  they  found  the  evidence  insufficient  to  sus 
tain  the  charges,  and  therefore  recommended  that  they  be  dis 
missed.    The  report  was  adopted. 


A  petition  calling  for  a  special  local  option  electiftn  in  tin 
Supervisorial  districts  of  Sonoma  county,  which  include  Stonj 
Point,  Sebastopol,  Occidental  and  the  western  section  of  th( 
county,  is  being  circulated.  Petaluma,  being  an  incorporated 
city,  is  exempt.  It  is  expected  by  the  local  press  that  it  wi 
not  be  long  before  a  hot  "wet  or  dry"  fight  will  be  in  progress.

CONDITIONS 


DRY  WINES : — Notwithstanding  this  is  the  season  for  fall- 
ing off  in  the  wine  business,  the  movement  of  wines  by  sea 
shows  a  very  healthy  condition  of  affairs  for  the  month  of  May. 
This  will  be  better  understood  by  reference  to  the  export  fig- 
ures in  this  issue.  They  tell  that  there  were  shipped  679  cases 
and  1,081,287  gallons,  valued  at  |357,763.  Exports  during  the 
same  month  last  year  aggregated  only  282  cases  and  644,341 
gallons,  valued  at  |218,078  The  value  of  exports  in  May, 
1909,  was  |264,000.  These  comparative  figures  emphasize  the 
fact  that  the  wine  industry  has  "come  back,"  despite  prohibi- 
tion, local  option  and  the  quietness  that  characterizes  the  whole 
country.  The  outlook  is  quite  encouraging.  Sweet  wines  are 
in  a  favorable  situation. 

Imports  of  wines  by  sea  were  1282  cases,  38  bbls.,  6  casks,  2 
hhds.,  1  butt. 


BRANDY: — There  is  no  change  in  the  market  condition. 
Exports  by  sea  were  of  very  small  volume,  the  figures  being 
50  cases  and  300  gallons,  of  the  value  of  .|921.  Imports  were 
nominal,  being  668  cases,  10  bbls.,  1  hhd.,  and  2  octaves. 

Production  in  the  three  districts  aggregated  28,927  tax  gal-

Tliere  remained  in  bond  in  the  State  on  April  30,  1911,  2,589,- 
014.5  tax  gallons.

HISKY: — Leading  houses  all  report  business  quite  sat- 
isfactory throughout  the  Coast  with  the  exception  of 
San  Francisco.  Here,  tlie  delay  in  deciding  upon  the;  site  of 
the  Panama  Exposition  and  the  approach  of  the  primary  elec- 
tion, which  will  determine  whether  or  not  the  city  is  to  con- 
tinue under  a  trade-union  administration,  are  putting  a  fierce 
handicap  upon  the  trade  in  all  its  branches.  As  soon  as  these 
two  matters  have  been  satisfactorily  settled,  the  city  and  its 
suburl)S  will  go  ahead  siilendidly. 

Exports  by  sea  for  the  month  were  614  cases  and  1033  gal- 
lons, valued  at  .f  10,132.  The  exports  for  the  same  month  last 
year  were  valued  at  |5059,  which  shows  a  doubling  of  the  vol- 
ume of  business  by  sea. 

Miscellaneous  exports  were  539  cases,  39  barrels,  1  lialf- 
barrel,  3  kegs,  4  octaves  and  50  crates  of  the  value  of  .f  6,151. 


IMPORTATIONS: — Trade  conditions  remain  unchanged.  Im- 
ports by  sea  were  of  fair  volume,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  fol- 
lowing figxires.

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EER: — Weather  conditions  continue  to  put  a  check  upoii 
beer  consumption,  particularly  in  the  bay  region,  whe: 
the  greatest  jjopulation  is  to  be  found.  As  a  consequence  busi 
ness  is  not  as  lively  as  it  should  be  at  this  time  of  year.  Export; 
by  sea  were  largely  improA'ed,  showing  an  increase  of  more  thai 
double  those  of  the  same  montli  last  year.  The  figures  were  29i 
packages  bottled  and  29  bulk,  valued  at  .f2424. 

The  imports  from  Coast  points,  both  for  San  Francisco  aiK 
in  transit,  were  of  fairly  good  volume.

Later  Frost  Reports 


C. 


J.  WETMORE,  of  the  Wetmore-Bowen  Company,  noto( 
all  over  the  world  for  the  excellence  of  its  Cresta  Blanc; 
Souvenir  Wines,  stated  in  regard  to  the  damage  done  by  fros 
in  Livermore  Valley,  that  he  believed  it  impossible  at  preseii 
to  closely  estimate  the  loss  caused,  but  he  believed  25  per  ceii 
to  be  a  fair  statement  from  present  data.  The  vines  were  twr 
weeks  late  and  had  not  yet  blossomed,  but  judging  from  tli' 
number  of  buds  on  undamaged  vines  the  yield  promised  to  b' 
larger  than  last  year,  as  far  as  they  were  concerned.  He  wa 
j>leased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  vineyards  belonging  to  thi 
Wetmore-Bowen  Company  had  escaped  injury  from  frost  an( 
he  therefore  looked  forward  to  a  successful  season. 

In  relation  to  the  damage  done  to  wine  grapes  by  frost  Thci 
dore  Gier  said  he  could  only  speak  personally  of  Napa  Couul, 
and  Livermore  Valley.  There  he  said  the  damage  had  beci 
done  in  streaks,  and  the  effects  of  the  April  frosts  there  wei- 
intensified  by  others  early  in  May.  He  estimated  the  daiiiai; 
done,  as  far  as  this  year's  crop  is  concerned  at  25  per  cent,  bu 
he  feared  that  this  frost  damage  Avould  be  felt  next  year  also 
where  the  worst  cases  of  freezing  had  occurred,  the  effect  upoi 
the  young  wood  of  the  vines  had  been  so  severe.  Where  th 
vines  were  not  frost  bitten  he  looked  for  a  large  crop,  so  tlia 
perhaps  the  quantity  of  wine  produced  might  not  be  so  badl. 
affected  after  all. 

P.  C.  Rossi  gave  the  following  summary  of  the  situation,  n 
far  as  it  is  possible  to  estimate  it  at  present: 

SONOMA — Damage  very  slight. 

NAPA — In  certain  sections  the  damage  is  considerable, 
should  consider  25  per  cent  a  fair  estimate. 

CONTRA  COSTA— Quite  a  stretch  of  land  between  Walnii 
Creek  and  Concord  was  badly  frost  bitten,  nevertheless  tlii 
county  promises  to  have  a  medium  crop. 

SANTA  CLARA — The  vineyards  in  this  valley  were  touchci 
in  places  which  never  before  felt  the  effects  of  frost.  The  effec 
of  such  damage  upon  the  county's  crop  cannot  yet  be  estimated 

YOLO,  SACRAMENTO,  MADERA  and  SAN  JOAQUIN- 
Escaped.  You  must  not  miss  the  latter  county  for  it  promi-sc 
to  have  a  fine  crop. 

FRESNO— Was  hard  hit,  and  directly  after  the  April  frost: 
the  damage  was  estimated  at  50  per  cent.  Recent  reports,  1ioa\ 
ever,  reduce  this  to  one-third,  which  I  believe  to  be  about  cor 
rect. 

KINGS — Some  frost  damage  is  reported  from  Lemore,  It" 
the  amount  is  at  present  unknown. 

ALAMEDA — Livermore  valley  was  badly  nipped  in  jilaoos 
and  the  damage  is  generally  estimated  at  25  per  cent.

County  Purchase 


Inter=State  Commerce  In  Oklahoma 


A  FEW  days  after  the  purchase  of  the  California  Consoli- 
dated Vineyard  Company's  1,100  acre  tract  near  Clayton 
by  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  was  announced,  a  real  estate  dealer 
named  Marcellus  Krigbaum  complained  that  Mr.  P.  C.  Rossi, 
A.  Sbarboro,  and  the  other  directors  of  the  Italian-American 
Bank,  had  prevented  him  earning  a  |25,000  commission  on  the 
sale  and  injured  his  reputation  to  the  tune  of  a  |100,000,  where- 
fore he  demanded  $125,000  damages. 

Tliis  charge  was  promptly  answered  by  Mr.  Rossi,  who  in 
an  ()i)pn  statement  to  the  press,  said :  "Let  me  assure  you  that 
Air.  Krigbaum's  suit  is  nothing  but  spite  work,  and  if  not — 
then  the  party  should  be  examined  by  the  lunacy  commission. 
About  six  years  ago  the  same  party  tried  to  force  me  to  pay 
liim  a  commission  on  a  sale  of  real  estate  that  he  was  not 
entitletl  to  (inasmuch  as  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  sale 
which  I  had  made),  and  I  told  him  that  I  was  in  the  habit  of 
paying  my  just  debts,  but  no  others. 

"Now,  in  reference  to  the  commission  he  claims  to  have  lost 
on  the  Ml  Diablo  properties  we  have  just  acquired,  all  I  can 
say  is  that  I  negotiated  for  the  ])urchase  of  these  vineyards, 
with  a  broker  by  the  name  of  ilr.  T.  Froelich,  tlirough  whom  we 
also  bought  the  wines  which  the  Consolidated  Vineyard  Com- 
l)and  had  in  the  Mt.  Diablo  Winery. 

"No  other  broker,  or  anyone  else  (with  the  exception  of  Mr. 
Samuel),  spoke  to  me  about  this  property,  and  I  never  knew 
at  that  time  that  any  such  person  as  Krigbaum  liad  anything 
to  do  with  the  sale.  If  he  has  any  grievance  or  thinks  he  haa 
lost  a  commission  he  should  seek  retlress  from  the  former  owner, 
and  not  attempt  to  besmirch  the  name  of  a  reputable  firm  that 
for  thirty  years  has  conducted  its  business  in  a  clean,  honorable 
inauner,  and  won  the  admiration  of  the  best  people  of  this  com- 
munity; nor  should  he  bring  in  the  names  of  reputable  and  re- 
sponsible people  who  were  not  interested  in,  nor  knew  anything 
of  the  transaction." 


SfA  Monster  Brew  Kettle— "Home=Made" 


ONE  of  the  largest  as  well  as  one  of  the  best  advertisements 
of  home  industries  ever  displayed  in  this  city,  was  the 
making  by  the  Oscar  Ki'enz  Copper  &  Brass  W^orks,  of  a  gigantic 
coi)per  brewing  kettle  for  the  Enterprise  Brewery  on  Folsom 
street,  near  Sixteenth.  This  monster  kettle  holds  15,000  gallons, 
is  20  feet  high,  16  feet  in  diameter  and  50  feet  in  circumference 
round  the  rim.  It  is  the  largest  kettle  ever  made  on  the  I'aciiic 
Coast  and  in  use  west  of  Chicago.  This  patronage  of  home 
industry  is  certainly  highly  creditable  to  the  popular  Enter- 
prise brewery,  and  is  at  the  same  time  a  fine  example  of  the 
eapal)ility  of  our  copper  and  brass  smiths.  If  the  trade  gener- 
ally patronized  home  industry,  much  money  now  sent  out  of 
the  State  would  be  put  in  circulation  here,  and  business  made 
better  for  all. 

As  the  kettle  weighed  16,000  lbs.  its  removal  from  Fremont 
and  Howard  streets,  where  the  Oscar  Krenz  works  are  situated, 
to  the  brewery,  was  no  slight  task.  The  body  of  the  kettle  took 
the  largest  truck  in  the  city  and  McNab  &  Smith's  powerful 
team  of  ten  horses,  to  move  it,  while  four  other  strong  horses 
were  required  to  draw  the  remaining  portions.  A  few  days 
before  the  Review  went  to  press  the  erection  of  the  great  kettle 
was  completed.  It  will  be  put  in  use  at  once,  and  it  will  not 
be  long  before  the  boys  are  drinking  their  favorite  tipple, 
Yosemite  beer,  made  in  this  new  brew  kettle,  the  creatit)n  of 
which  is  a  credit  to  San  Francisco. 


Oklahoma  City,  Okla.,  May  9. — Intoxicating  liquors  are  a 
proper  subject  of  interstate  commerce,  \\ithout  regard  to  the 
regulations  of  the  various  States  on  the  subject,  and  that  it  is 
not  within  the  power  of  the  State  to  enjoin  shipments  of  liquor 
even  to  persons  whom  the  shipper  knows  intend  to  use  the  same 
in  violation  of  the  State  law.  Tlie  decision  was  given  in  the 
case  brought  in  Oklahoma  county  by  Fred  S.  Caldwell,  State 
enforcement  attorney,  in  the  name  of  the  State,  against  the 
Gulf,  Colorado  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad  Company.  The  case 
was  decided  against  the  company  in  the  lower  court,  but  is  now- 
reversed  and  remanded,  with  instructions  to  dismiss,  by  the 
supreme  court.  In  his  opinion,  Justice  Williams  compares  the 
situation  in  regard  to  intoxicating  liquors  Avitli  the  one  whidi 
would  exist  in  case  a  law  was  passed  prohibiting  tlie  sale  of 
revolvers,  as  has  been  proposed.  He  holds  that  it  would  no 
more  be  possible  to  enjoin  a  shipment  of  liquor  from  Kansas 
City,  where  the  same  was  made  outside  the  State,  under  the 
present  law,  than  to  enjoin  the  shipment  of  a  carload  of  re- 
volvers from  the  same  city  under  the  law  suggested. 


IndependentiWineries'^Elect  Officers 


On  May  25th  the  California  Independent  Wineries  held  its  an- 
nual directors'  and  stockholders'  meeting  at  Fresno.  The  meet- 
ing brought  quite  a  number  of  wine  makers  from  the  Stockton 
and  other  northern  districts.  No  decision  was  arrived  at  as  to 
this  year's  price  of  grapes,  as  it  was  considered  that  the  fruit 
Jiad  not  sufficiently  matured  to  make  any  estimate  of  the  size  of 
the  crop  possible. 

The  Board  of  Directors  was  re-elected  with  two  exceptions,  A. 
B.  Tarpey  was  chosen  to  succeed  his  father  M.  F.  Tarpey,  and  E. 
Granz  took  the  place  of  L.  R.  Rogers.  The  directors  organized 
at  once  and  elected  Secundo  Guasti  of  T^os  Angeles  president, 
W.  C.  Brown  of  Lodi  secretary  and  Andrew  Mattel  of  Fresno 
treasurer.  A.  B.  Tarpey,  A.  Granz  and  A.  Mattel  are  the  Fresno 
representatives  on  the  directorate. 


More  "Wet"  Victories 


ON  May  2d  the  city  of  Lincoln,  Neb.,  voted  to  return  to  the 
saloon  license  system  by  a  majority  of  1000.  Lincoln  is 
the  home  of  William  J.  Bryan,  wlio  took  quite  an  interest  in  the 
campaign  a  year  ago  when  it  voted  "dry."' 


At  the  recent  burning  of  the  Chutes  building  on  Fillmore 
street  the  saloons  of  Fred  Meyer,  Crabtree  Bros.,  the  Acme  sa- 
loon and  the  Aero  bar  were  totally  destroyed.  Insurance  not 
known. 


The  San  Diego  City  Council  has  raised  the  saloon  licenses 
from  |75  to  flOO  per  month ;  the  five  wholesale  licenses  from  |50 
to  f75  per  month;  and  the  restaurant  table  licenses  from  $37.50 
to  |50  per  month. 


A  Quincy,  Plumas  County,  dispatch  states  that  unless  the  in- 
junction obtained  by  the  "drjs"  intervenes,  thirty-five  saloons 
will  be  opened  in  Plumas  County  after  being  dry  about  eight 
months.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  in  session  and  probably 
will  grant  all  the  applications  for  the  thirty-five  saloims.  The 
leaders  of  the  anti-saloon  element  have  made  no  plans  public, 
but  it  is  reported  that  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  prevent  tlie 
county  becoming  "wet"  again.

Should 
Pasco  go  "dry"  it  is  believed  that  with  the  many  passenger  and 
freight  trains  daily  coming  into  the  city,  it  will  be  difficult  to 
keep  liquor  out. 


Conn(>ll,  Washington,  has  evidently  had  enough  of  the  water 
wagon,  for  a  dispatch  states  that  saloons  were  again  opened  in 
that  town  ^May  1st,  after  having  been  closed  since  last  July. 
Licenses  have  been  issued  for  two  saloons  which  are  sufficient  to 
supply  tlie  wants  of  the  town,  and  the  proprietors  of  which  are 
prepared  for,  and  looking  forward  to,  a  jn'ofltable  business. 


On  May  26t]i  the  new  crop  of  Oregon  hops  advanced  3  cents  a 
pound,  and  the  dispatch  from  Portland  states  that  "th(;  market 
here  is  rising  rapidly  because  of  the  expected  shortage  in  the 
world's  crop  and  the  fact  that  supplies  of  all  hops  are  nearly 
exhausted.  Only  296  bales  of  last  year'.s  crop  are  left  in  Oregon. 
The  Oregon  crop  is  backward,  and  is  not  likely  to  reach  last 
year's  yield  of  92,500  bales.  Well-informed  hop  men  do  not  be- 
lieve the  total  American  crop  will  eijual  liome  requirements,  and 
say  that  exportations  are  out  of  the  question. 

^layor  Simon  of  Portland  has  given  orders  to  acting  Chief  of 
Police  Moore  to  nail  down  the  lid  in  that  city.  He  says :  "I 
want  a  clean  moral  city.  Chief  Mooi'e  can't  make  it  too  clean 
for  me.  I  have  no  reason  or  inclination  to  protect  anyone  or 
anything  in  this  line  of  business,  and  I  shall  order  rigid  com- 
pliance with  the  laws.  Sumnn^  up,  the  policy  I  shall  order 
Chief  Moore  to  pursue  is  to  enforce*  all  of  the  laws  especially 
those  concerning  vice." 


Tiie  Hachelor's  Club,  of  Woodburn,  Oregon,  is  fighting  the 
radical  proliibition  ordinance  now  in  force  in  that  city  which 
forbids  any  liquor  to  be  given  away,  sold  or  kept  in  any  place 
in  AVoodburn.  ^luch  interest  attaches  to  the;  case  a.s  should  the 
city  win  it  would  mean  that  every  club  in  the  State  of  Oregon, 
where  the  town  is  dry,  would  be  unable  to  supply  its  members 
with  liquor. 


At  Gates,  a  "dry"  town  in  Oregon,  a  curious  question  has 
arisen.  It  appears  that  the  loggers  obtain  liquor  from  Portland 
and  are  sometimes  generous  enough  to  give  it  away  on  the 
streets  of  (iates.  The  nmtter  has  been  laid  before  the  Attorney 
General  who  renders  in  substance  the  following  opinion  :  "That 
the  giving  away  of  liquor  gratuitously,  purely  from  motives  of 
hospitality,  provided  the  gift  is  made  on  the  streets,  and  not 
in  a  building,  and  not  for  the  x^urpose  of  evading  the  law,  is  not 
a  violation  of  the  local  option.

Ivellogg  and  AVardner,  Idaho,  have  joined  in  the  ])assage  of  a 
li(|Uor  oidinance  which  for  mining  towns,  is  almost  revolution- 
ary in  ciiaracter.  It  places  the  closing  hour  at  12  p.  m.,  the  open- 
ing hour  at  6  a.  m. ;  it  bars  lunch  counters  and  connection  with 
other  business  and  eventually  is  expected  to  contain  an  anti- 
sci'cen  ])rovision. 

The  latter  requirement  has  already  been  approved  by  Kel- 
logg's  l>oard  of  Trustees  and  is  expected  to  be  j)assed  by  the 
Wardner  Council.  The  number  of  saloons  in  the  two  towns  is 
])laced  at  13.  In  Kellogg  the  bars  are  restricted  to  a  definite 
district.  !  5

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The  "Dry"  Wine  and  Thirst 


TiriOKE  is  a  ourions  lay  iinpressiou    (says  71ic  Lancet,  of 
Loiulo!!,  Enjiland),  that  the  so-called  "dry"  Avine  conduces 
to  thirst,  a  liti^ral  meaning,  no  doubt,  beino;  associated  with  the 
word  "di'y."    Applied  to  wine,  the  word  "dry"'  realyy  means,  of 
cour-fc,  free  from  juice  which  imi>lies  sujjar.     As  sugar  disap- 
pears in  a  wine  by  the  continuance  of  fermentation  the  acid 
I  character  of  the  fluid  comes  into  evidence.    Sugar,  in  fact,  masks 
acidity,  and  the  use  of  sugar  in  a  lemon,  squash  or  on  a  fruit  tart 
is  resorted  to  for  that  reason.     The  acidity,  however,  is  still 
I  here,  but  owing  to  the  presence  of  sugar  the  acid  is  probably  not 
s(»  rapidly  diffused,  and  therefore  it  does  not  have  such  an  excit- 
ing effect  upon  the  sensory  nerves.    It  can  hardly  be  supposed 
that  because  a  wine  is  "dry" — that  is,  contains  a  minimum  of 
sugar — it  is  thirst-producing.     The  "driest"   of  all  Avines  is 
riaret,  and  that  is  Avhy  so  many  people  regard  it  as  a  sour  or 
acid  Avine,  there  being  practically  no  sugar  present  to  balance 
I  lie  acidity.    Sound  claret  is,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  least  acid  of 
wines  and  the  least  sugary,  but  no  complaint  is  made  against  it 
iliat  it  is  thirst -producing.    Champagne  is  just  as  acid  as,  if  not 
more  so,  claret,  but  contains  more  sugar,  and  it  is  champagne 
whicli  is  commonly  acctised  of  giA'ing  rise  to  a  considerable 
•  thirsty  feeling.    The  ingestion  of  much  sugar  giA'es  rise  to  thirst, 
but  a  dry  champagne  contains  not  more  than  2  per  cent,  and  a 
ri'piited  pint  Avould  not  contain  more  than  one-fifth  of  an  ounce 
of  sugar,  which  is  less  than  many  people  use  in  a  cup  of  tea  or 
icoffee.    Another  theory  has  reached  us,  Avhich  is  that  champagne 
tgives  rise  to  thirst  because  it  is  "limed"  to  make  it  "dry."  Here 
Ijigain  the  suggestion  is  that  the  Avord  "dry"  connotes  an  absence 
(if  moisture  or  that  lime  absorbs  moisture  and  leaves  the  con- 


sumer thirsty.  The  theory  is  manifestly  absurd,  and  as  matter 
of  practice  lime  is  never  found  in  the  Avine.  It  is,  hoAVCA-er,  so 
common  a  matter  of  observation  that  champagne  leaA'e's  a  thirsty 
feeling,  that  there  must  be  some  reason  why  that  Avine  should  be 
distinguished  from  other  Avines  in  having  this  post  effect.  The 
sparkling  quality  of  champagne,  perhaps,  coupled  Avith  the  sugar 
contents,  is  probably  a  factor.  Apart  from  the  consideration 
that  an  alcoholic  l)everage  is  in  itself  a  diffusible  stimulant,  its 
action  is,  no  doubt,  considerably  accelerated  Avhen  that  beverage 
is  effervescing.  Carbonic  acid  gas  acts  as  a  stimulant  to  the 
movements  of  the  stomach  and  further  aids  the  mechanical  pro- 
cesses of  digestion.  It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  dry  sparkling 
Avines  are  more  readily  diffusive  than  still  Avines,  their  effects  are 
more  pronounced  on  the  functional  activities,  the  fluid  equili- 
brium of  the  blood  is  disturbed,  its  density  is  increased,  and 
thirst  tells  this  long  tale. 


At  San  Diego  Judge  Puterbangh,  by  sustaining  a  demurrer  in 
the  case  of  SteAvard  Cutting  of  the  Pioneer  Club  of  that  city, 
delivered  a  knock-out  bloAv  to  the  ncAV  city  ordinance  providing 
for  the  licensing  of  social  clubs.  The  court  holds  that  it  is  the 
province  of  the  courts,  and  not  of  the  Common  Council,  to  deter- 
mine the  question  as  to  Avhether  or  not  a  club  is  a  bona  fide  social 
club,  and  not  a  mere  pretense.  The  charter,  he  says,  does  not 
confer  "absolute  poAA'er"  upon  the  Common  Council  to  dispose 
of  the  rights  of  citizens  regardless  of  the  fact  of  their  just  and 
laAvful  rights.  As  to  Section  11,  Avhich  provides  "that  no  li- 
censes for  social  chibs  in  excess  of  25  shall  be  granted  at  any 
time,"  he  says  that  under  the  general  laws  all  clubs  duly  organ- 
ized and  incorporated,  Avliether  the  number  be  more  or  less  than 
25,  have  the  same  legal  rights.

""PHE  increase  in  acreage  of  vineyards,  especially  in  the  San 
■*■  Joaqnin  Valley  of  California  in  the  last  ten  years,  is  bring- 
ing on  another  crisis  in  the  viticultural  industry.  The  yield 
of  the  four  and  five  year  old  vines  is  now  rapidly  augmenting 
the  output  Avliich  the  wineries  and  distilleries  must  care  for. 
Besides  the  varieties  intended  for  wine  purposes  there  is  an 
increasing  surplus  of  raisin  and  table  grapes.  The  excess  of 
the  muscats,  which  are  used  for  raisins,  is  being  easily  provided 
for  by  the  distilleries  at  fairly  remunerative  prices  on  account 
of  the  increasing  demand  for  muscat  brandy  which  we  are  told 
is  popular  with  the  Italians  resident  in  New  York  and  other 
places.  In  the  vicinity  of  Stockton,  Lodi  and  Sacramento,  the 
crops  of  Flame  Tokays  will  soon  double  in  amount  and  more 
than  half  will  go  to  the  wineries,  where  they  are  useful  in  mak- 
ing material  for  sherries  and  brandy. 

In  the  county  Avhere  I  am  uoav  living,  San  Joaquin,  of  which 
Stockton  is  the  business  centre,  there  are  now  thirty-five  thous- 
and acres  of  vines,  all  four  years  old  and  upwards,  of  which 
15,000  are  table  grapes,  mostly  Tokays.  The  crop  this  year 
from  these  vines  was  about  90,000  tons,  of  which  70,000  have 
been  dispo.sed  of  at  wineries,  the  product  being  nearly  all  sweet 
wine  and  brandy.  The  crop  next  jear  from  these  same  vines 
may  easily  amount  to  150,000  tons,  one-third  of  which  may  be 
Tokays  for  the  wineries. 

During  the  eighties  there  was  a  depression  in  grape  prices 
and  many  good  wine  grapes  were  dried  and  quite  a  respectable 
start  was  made  in  the  business  of  condensing  must  for  export 
to  Germany.  Better  prices  later  on  put  a  stop  to  this,  yet  in 
the  sweet  wine  districts  the  process  of  condensing  juice  has 
been  kept  up  to  aid  in  sweet  wine  making,  so  that  now  there 
is  more  experience  and  quite  a  number  of  plants  ready  to  extend 
this  branch  of  the  business  permanently,  as  it  is  reasonably  sure 
that  there  will  alwaj^s  be  plenty  of  grapes  to  be  had  at  prices 
not  to  exceed  ten  dollars.  In  fact,  if  that  price  could  be  de- 
pended upon  many  thousands  of  acres  would  soon  be  added  to 
the  vineyards  in  this  vallej^,  Avhile  it  is  generally  considered 
that  in  the  dry  wine  districts  the  minimiim  price  should  be  fif- 
teen dollars  to  ensure  permanent  prosperity. 

There  is  needed  some  use  for  grapes  other  than  wine  making 
and  distilling  to  fix  a  basis  of  staple  values  so  as  to  avoid  re- 
curring violent  fluctuations  in  the  minimum  prices  for  standard 
wines  and  to  prevent  growers  from  periodically  pulling  up  their 
vines  after  seasons  of  overproduction  and  starvation  incomes. 
That  use  I  am  confident  is  being  satisfactorily  determined  by 
experiments  in  preparing  grape  syrup  suitable  for  table  use 
and  for  dilution  with  water  as  a  beverage  supply,  practically 
the  same  as  the  pasteurized  unfermented  juice. 
;  In  practical  Avork  with  grapes  yielding  must,  averaging  25 
per  cent  in  sugar,  a  ton  of  grapes,  containing  four  hundred 
pounds  of  sugar  would  represent  a  price  for  such  sugar  of  2Vo 
cents  per  pound  Avith  grapes  at  ten  dollars,  or  forty  gallons  of 
standard  syrup  to  the  ton.  It  is  quite  practical  to  say  that  such 
syrup  can  be  profitably  produced  and  sold  for  car  load  rates 
at  fifty  cents  a  gallon,  yielding  twenty  dollars  to  the  ton,  in- 
cluding all  expenses.  Cooperage  might  probably  be  extra  on  the 
price.  ■  n  ••;  ! -iw^^ifn^ll 

The  ordinary  syrup,  or  condensed  must,  as  made  for  wine 
making.  purpo.ses,^  is  not  clarified  and  contains  all  tlie  acid  and 


acid  salts,  such  as  cream  of  tartar.  Color  may  be  rejected  by 
pressing  the  crushed  grapes  and  condensing  the  juice  Avithout 
the  influence  of  the  skins  and  seeds,  or  it  may  be  extracted  with 
the  juice  by  heating  the  crushed  fruit  before  pressing. 

Such  syrup  is  not  palatable  for  ordinary  table  use  on  account 
of  the  concentration  of  acid  and  cream  of  tartar,  but,  if  the 
juice  is  clarified  properly  before  condensing,  the  syrup  can  be 
easily  kept  and  disti'ibuted  in  any  suitable  packages  to  be 
converted,  as  desired,  by  addition  of  water  into  a  cheap  table 
beverage.  In  this  Avay  any  family  buying  at  retail  a  gallon 
of  Syrup,  say  at  a  price  even  as  high  as  fl.50,  can  make  eight 
gallons  of  unfermented  juice  as  sweet  as  is  agreeable  to  drink, 
at  a  home  cost  of  less  than  twenty  cents  per  gallon.  The  retailer 
of  such  drinks  could  easily  be  supplied  with  syrup  in  barrel  lots 
by  jobbers  at  about  seventy-five  cents  per  gallon,  making  his 
beverage  in  small  or  large  ice-cooled  receivers,  in  which  he  can 
have  fresh  material  on  tap,  saving  the  cost  of  pasteurizing  in  ! 
bottles. 

I  have  agitated  this  subject  by  publications  sufficiently  to  be 
quite  sure  that  next  year  there  Avill  be  many  attempts  to  popu- 1 
larize  unfermented  juice  in  this  way.     Such  a  method  ought  I 
to  be  popular  for  army  and  navy  uses  and  for  sea-going  vessels 
as  a  substitute  for  fresh  fruit  and  a  preventive  of  scurvy.    It 
would  be  cheaper  than  milk  or  beer. 

A  greater  and  probably  surer  means  of  utilizing  all  the  ex-i 
cess  of  grapes  at  profitable  prices  Avill  be  the  manufacture  of 
a  table  syrup  very  similar  to  that  noAV  made  from  com,  by  skil- 
fully perfecting  processes  for  removing  all  or  nearly  all  the  acid 
and  cream  of  tartar.  I  knoAv  that  successful  experiments  have 
been  made  under  guidance  of  the  most  expert  sugar  manipu- 
lators, having  in  view  the  removal  of  all  the  acid  properties. 
Wliat  Avill  be  done  with  the  first  trial  production  I  do  not  know, 
but  I  have  proposed  to  groAvers  a  simpler  method  Avhich  I  have 
experimentally  proved  in  a  small  way.  It  is  public  property 
noAv  so  I  Avill  give  it  out  freely. 

Let  the  juice  be  first  heated,  with  or  A\ithout  the  pomace,  up 
to  about  175  degrees  P.  just  as  is  done  in  the  first  operation  of 
making  the  unfermented  pasteurized  juice  as  now  well  known. 
It  is  then  to  be  run  off  into  tanks  or  barrels  in  a  refrigerated 
room  or  cellar  and  kept  near  to  freezing  point  until  by  reason 
of  the  cold,  nearly  all  the  cream  of  tartar  deposits  together  Avith 
the  floating  impurities  and  solid  matters.  When  perfectly  clear, 
or  nearly  so,  it  can  ,be  filtered  and  instead  of  filling  bottles  to 
be  pasteurized,  it  can  be  run  through  the  vacuum  condensers: 
and  converted  into  a  syrup,  which  will  be  free  from  excess  of 
acid  properties  and,  as  I  think,  better  for  table  use  than  thei 
syrup  which  has  been  totally  deprived  of  acid  Avith  the  aid  of 
lime.  Such  syrup  will  retain  its  fruity  flavor  and  be  agreeable 
and  most  wholesome.  If  there  is  in  the  ripe  grapes  any  ex 
cess  of  free  tartaric  acid,  it  is  my  opinion  that  it  will  be  better 
to  cause  it  to  deposit  by  using  pure  potash  in  the  right  propor- 
tion to  convert  it  into  pream  of  tartar,  but  such  treatment  could 
only  be  done  by  an  expert  after  determining  the  amount  of  free 
acid.  Any  excess  of  potash  would  make  the  neiitral  tartrate 
AA'hich  AA^ould  not  deposit  as  the  bi-tartrate  Avill. 

I  made  a  test  of  this  method  AA'ith  some  Tokay  juice  and  the 
small  product,  Avhen  sampled,  Avas  quite  agreeable  to  use  on| 
pancakes.  I  have  seen  enough  of  this  work  noAv  to  feel  confi  ' 
dent  that  next  year  grape  syrup  Avill  be  made  in  commercial 
quantities  for  table  use,  and  if  it  becomes  popular  there  will  bi 
no  more  talk  of  overproduction  of  grapes.  The  viticultural  iu-i 
dustry  Avill  be  steadied  by  a  staple  product  cheap  enough  fori 
everybody  to  use. 

As  to  the  free  tartaric  acid,  there  will  be  little  trouble  ini 
our  hot  valleys,  because  the  grapes  AA^ould  be  picked  late  when) 
so  little  free  acid  remains  that  its  presence  would  only  add  t< 
the  quality  of  the  syrup  for  ordinary  use.     The  Tokays  and 
Missions  Avill  Avork  admirably  in  this  way. 
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In  San  Francisco  more  than  one  machine  shop  is  putting 
up  condensers  with  improved  devices.  A  plant  with  steam 
boiler  to  run  one  hundred  gallons  of  syrup  a  day  can  be  set  up 
for  11500;  to  run  two  hundretl  gallons,  about  |2500.  In  or- 
dinary condensing  the  limitation  of  the  plant  running  only 
while  grapes  are  being  crushed  keeps  the  supply  down;  but 
by  adopting  the  method  I  have  proposed  the  work  can  be  done 
on  the  juice  that  has  been  heated  and  stored  throughout  the 
e»tire  winter  following  the  vintage.  A  side  plant  to  utilize  the 
pomace  by  fermenting  and  distilling,  in  making  vinegar,  would 
be  necessary  to  economize  resources. — Bonfort's. 


Monk  First  to  Make  Champagne  in  France 


HAUTVILLERS,  which  has  been  the  scene  of  some  of  the 
disturbances  in  connection  with  the  champagne  riots,  is 
I  the  cradle  of  the  invention  of  that  cup  which  cheers.     It  was 
I  in  the  abbey  of  Hautvillers  that  the  first  champagne  was  made 
iind  it  A\as  a  monk  who  discovered  the  beverage. 

The  abbey,  like  many  another  thing  of  beauty,  was  destroyed 

at  the  time  of  the  revolution.    Champagne  only  dates  from  the 

i  seventeenth  century.     It  goes  without  saying  that  the  monk's 

I  discovery  has  been  a  perpetual  endowment  to  Epernay  and 

SRheims. 

The  monk  had  noticed  the  tendency  of  the  white  Avines  of  the 

district  to  .sparkle,  and  that  this  coiild  be  increased  by  the 

iiddition  of  sugar  and  old  eau  de  vie,  judiciously  manipulated. 

jThese  additions  increased  the  quality  tenfold.     Long  and  pa- 

jtiently  did  the  monk  work  in  the  spacious  and  cool  cellars  of 

!  the  abbey. 

At  length  his  labors  were  rewarded  with  success  that  tempted 
I  him  to  send  a  feAv  bottles  of  the  "vin  de  champagne"  to  the 
•court.     The  court  appreciated  the  wine,  which  soon  became 
famous. 


The  Democrats  won  the  principal  city  offices  at  the  regular

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Dealcoholized  Beer 


A  YORKSHIRE  publication  announces  a  discovery  by  the 
chemist  of  a  brewing  firm,  which,  if  all  claims  for  it  are 
true,  may  have  an  important  effect  on  the  brewing  industry.  It 
is  claimed  that  an  English  chemist  has  succeeded  in  producing 
a  dealcoholized  beer  free  from  all  intoxicating  properties,  but  in 
no  way  different  in  taste  or  flavor  from  ordinary  beer. 

The  alleged  new  process  is  staled  to  be  the  result  of  many 
years'  experimenting,  and  is  described  as  follows: 

It  was  found  that  by  slightly  warming  the  beer  and  then  driv- 
ing through  it  a  brisk  current  of  carbonic  acid  gas  the  alcohol 
could  be  extracted  in  the  form  of  minute  bubbles.  By  contin- 
uing the  process  every  trace  of  alcohol  could  be  absolutely 
eliminated  without  destroying  any  of  its  former  qualities  as  a 
beverage. 

It  is  further  claimed  that  every  hogshead  of  beer  treated  by 
his  process  yields  3  gallons  of  spirit,  driven  out  by  the  car- 
bonic acid  gas,  which  among  other  purposes,  if  produced  in 
sufficient  quantities,  could  be  placed  upon  the  market  at  a 
price  which  would  enable  it  to  compete  fevorably  with  petrol. 
The  product  is  reported  to  be  superior  to  petrol  for  driving 
motor  cars,  and  emits  no  fumes  or  odors. 

The  discoverer  of  the  process  of  dealcoholizing  alcohol  says 
that  the  process  can  also  be  employed  by  distillers,  who  at  pres- 
ent have  to  boil  their  "wash"  before  whisky  is  distilled.  Boil- 
ing becomes  unnecessary  under  the  new  process;  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  "wash"  would  simply  have  to  be  raised  to  luke- 
warmness,  and  by  the  application  of  the  carbonic  acid  gas 
process  the  spirit  would  be  distilled  at  the  low  temperature, 
thus  effecting  a  saving  of  one-third  of  the  distiller's  present 
coal  bill. 

BENEFITS  TO  ACCRUE  FROM  THE  NEW  BEER. 

In  relating  the  commercial  possibilities  of  dealcoholized  beer, 
the  discoverer  says : 

If  dealcoholized  beers  become  really  popular,  the  industry  of 
agriculture  will  benefit  by  reason  of  the  extra  quantity  of  barley 
required,  while  a  stimulus  will  be  given  to  the  brewing  industry, 
at  present  hedged  about  by  legal  restrictions  and  taxation. 
My  product  is  genuine  brewery  malt  and  hops  beer,  not  a  man- 
ufactured chemical  substitute,  and  the  public  may  disabuse 
itself  of  the  idea  that  it  is  only  a  watery,  aerated  concoction, 
such  as  now  pass  for  teetotal  drinks.  I  tested  this  matter  by 
supplying  blank  samples  of  beer  and  dealcoholized  beer  to  52 
brewers  assembled  at  Sheffield,  and  of  that  number  of  con- 
noisseurs 26  absolutely  failed  to  detect  which  was  which, 
while  the  others  discovered  some  subtle  difference  unapparent 
to  the  ordinary  mortal. 

ARTIFICIAL  PRODUCTION   OF   ALCOHOL. 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  an  address  delivered 
by  the  discoverer  of  dealcoholized  beer  before  the  Institute  of 
Brewers  in  London,  relative  to  his  accidental  discovery  of  the 
production  of  artificial  alcohol  during  one  of  his  experiments : 

Having  dealcoholized  absolutely  brilliant  beer  free  from  all 
except  ultra-microscopical  traces  of  yeast,  he  continued  the  pro- 
cess by  carbonic  acid  gas  at  120  degrees  F.  until  the  percentage 
of  alcohol  in  the  beer  had  been  lowered  from  above  4  per  cent 
to  0.2  absolute. 

When  this  beer  had  been  dealcoholized  to  0.2  per  cent  it  was 
his  intention  to  present  a  brewer  with  a  sample  of  his  oavu 
now  dealcoholized  beer  in  the  same  sparkling  condition  in  which 
it  generally  was  sold  in  bottle.  He  therefore  froze  all  the  beer 
and  proceeded  to  do  the  best  he  could  to  carbonate  it  in  the 
laboratory  without  pressure.  He  started  to  pass  a  slow  current 
of  carbonic  acid  gas  through  the  chilled  beer.    When  the  beer 


was  at  freezing  point  he  analyzed  it  and  found,  to  his  intense 
annoyance  and  astonishment,  that  he  had  made  a  grave  mis- 
take and  that  his  estimate  of  the  spirit  had  now  risen  to  1.15 
absolute.  He  threw  the  stuff  away  and  then  went  througli 
the  whole  experiment  over  again;  but  the  result  remained  the 
same — the  artificial  production  of  alcohol  in  a  brilliantly  clear, 
yeast- free,  dealcoholized  beer  (at  a  temperature  of  120  degrees 
F.)  subsequently  frozen  at  a  temperature  at  which  no  English 
yeast  cells  or  cell  juice  could  produce  a  trace  of  alcohol. 

Such  a  thing  as  an  artificial  production  of  alcohol  had  never 
entered  his  head,  and  since  he  had  offered  that  paper  to  them 
he  had  heard  the  opinion  expressed  that  the  matter  was  abso 
lutely  impossible.  He  was  skeptical  himself,  but  after  re- 
peating the  experiment  with  two  or  three  other  beers  under 
exactly  similar  conditions,  and  in  each  case  obtaining  as  a 
final  result  a  greater  percentage  of  alcohol  than  he  had  before 
he  started  to  freeze  the  liquid,  he  came  to  the  inevitable  and 
incontrovertible  conclusion  that  he  had,  instead  of  carbonating 
dealcoholized  frozen  beer,  really  been  doing  exactly  the  con 
trary,  and  had  been  gradually  reproducing  some  alcohol  by 
chemical  means  in  a  liquid  from  which  it  was  his  most  earnest 
desire  to  keep  it  out.  He  had  repeated  the  experiment  20  or  30 
times,  generally,  but  not  always,  with  the  same  result.  The  i 
maximum  increase  was  from  0.2  to  2.2  absolute  alcohol.  This  i 
was  not  perhaps  a  very  large  quantity,  and  it  took  some  time, 
and  he  admitted  that  only  one  beer  gave  such  a  generous  result. 

What  appeared  to  him  to  be  most  curious  in  this  pi*oduction 
of  alcohol  was  that  the  entirely  neglected  waste  product,  car- 
bonic acid  gas,  had  by  this  discovery  been  raised  from  insignifi- 
cance to  a  pinnacle  of  the  greatest  importance.  The  discov- 
ery lent  itself  to  such  an  enormous  amount  of  fascinating  orig 
inal  research  of  the  most  practical  kind  that  he  suggested  that 
six  of  them  [the  brewers]  should  unite  and  coordinate  thei 
results  they  might  obtain  by  experimenting  upon  this  basis  I 
with  a  view  of  publishing  the  whole  series  of  researches  under 
their  joint  names. — From  Frederick  I.  Bright,  Huddersfield, 
England.

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An  Inquiry  Into  Alcohol 


THE  vexed  question  whether  alcohol  is  good  or  bad  for  the 
human  system  stands  a  prospect  of  being  settled  from  a 
sciontiflc  point  of  view,  tliough  it  is  sure  to  remain  a  matter  of 
controversy  with  certain  sections  of  the  community  pi'obably  to 
<l()omsday. 

An  international  committee  of  scientists,  statesmen,  and  eco- 
jnomists  are  to  tackle  the  subject,  and  the  inquiry,  Avhich  it  is 
!  Intended  shall  be  of  a  most  exhaustive  kind,  will  take  as  long, 
if  not  longer,  than  some  of  the  Royal  Commissions  we  are  used 
I  to  here.  But  whether  its  findings  will  be  as  long  in  being  pub- 
i  lished  is  another  nmtter,  though  this  is  not  improbable,  seeing 
that  the  committee  will  sit  for  over  five  years. 

The  English  committee  has  already  been  formed,  and  among 
other  countries  who  have  decided  to  enter  the  arena  are  Russia, 
li'rance,  Germany,  Austria,  Italy  and  the  United  States. 

Representing  England  will  be  the  Earl  of  Plymouth,  the 
Earl  of  Lamington,  Lord  Robert  Cecil,  Sir  Alfred  Cripps,  Sir 
William  Bennett,  Dr.  W.  E.  Dixon,  Sir  James  Crichton  Browne 
and  Sir  Louder  Braunton. 

The  actual  object  of  the  inquiry  may  be  found  in  the  words 
of  Sir  J.  Crichton  Browne,  who  says : 

I  have  long  felt  that  a  thorough  scientific  and  experimental 

investigation  into  the  action  of  alcohol  is  necessary  to  supply 

a  safe  criterion  and  to  explode  the  reckless  and  careless  state- 

iiucnts  habitually  made  by  well-  meaning,  but  ignorant,  total 

i  abstainers. 

What  is  wanted  is  scientific  truth. 

Anthropology  will  play  a  great  part  in  the  course  of  the  in- 
(|uiry.    Every  country,  it  will  be  remembered,  has  its  own  spec- 
ial drink  produced  from  its  natural  resources,  such  as  beer 


from  hoi)s  and  wine  from  grapes,  and  anthropology  asserts  that 
these  should  be  drunk  only  in  the  country  where  they  are 
grown.  Thus  what  actually  constitutes  true  temperance  will 
be  defined. 

The  inquiry  will  not  touch  on  the  vexed  ([uestion  what  is 
drunkenness,  the  degree  of  drunkenness,  and  so  on.  It  will 
not  enter  into  any  argument  on  the  points  whether  a  human 
being's  inability  to  walk  along  a  straight  line,  his  failure  to 
give  the  proper  pronunciation  to  'truly  rural,"  or  the  stjies  of 
his  signature  at  A^arious  periods  of  his  night  at  the  lodge  may 
form  prima  facie  evidence  of  insobriety,  but  it  will  be  directed 
solely  along  the  line  of  l)enefit  or  otherwise  to  the  consumer  of 
alcohol. — The  Bretver,  and  Wine  Merclwnt,  London,  England. 


Collar  on  Beer  a  Crime  in  Germany 


THAT  no  city  in  the  world  is  more  jealous  of  its  beer  supply 
and  more  insistent  on  ensuring  to  consumers  their  full 
quantity  and  perfect  quality  than  Munich,  the  capital  of  Ba- 
varia, is  again  brought  to  light  by  a  recent  court  decision  in 
which  serving  short  measure  in  beer  cand  the  deception  of  tlie 
public  by  filling  "steins''  and  "seidels"  with  frotli  so  as  to  form 
what  is  popularly  known  a  sa  "collar"  has  been  judged  an  of- 
fense, punishable  by  imprisonment  by  the  Criminal  Court.  The 
OAvner  of  a  large  beer  house  was  sentenced  to  six  weeks  in  jail 
and  a  fine  of  |750,  and  five  of  his  waiters  to  terms  of  from  one  to 
three  weeks  in  jail. 

Henceforth,  therefore,  the  bartender  who  serves  beer  with  a 
collar  will,  himself,  be  collared  by  a  police  officer,  heavily  fined 
and  also  consigned  to  a  donjon  keep.

Experiences  of  an  Observing  American  in  Germany. 


(Intensely  interesting  is  the  "Temperance  Lecture,"  printed 
in  the  Louisville  Courier-Journal  of  April  16th.  It  consists  of 
a  frank,  logical,  carefully  Avritten  letter  penned  by  a  wide- 
awake American,  who  signs  himself  "H.  W.,"  and  pictures 
graphically  the  conditions  that  exist  in  Munich,  Bavaria,  "the 
most  beautiful  city  in  Germany."  We  wish  we  could  spare 
space  enough  to  reprint  the  whole  letter;  however,  our  readers 
Avill  find  the  following  extracts  full  of  valuable  data  and  con- 
vincing arguments. — Ed.) 

I. 

I  hope  I  shall  not  too  greatly  offend  the  Kentucky  distillers, 
when  I  declare  that,  if  I  had  the  power,  I  would  translate  every 
distillei'y  into  a  brewery.  The  cure  for  drunkenness,  if  there 
be  any  cure,  is  light  wines  and  lager.  The  case-hardened  pro- 
hibitionist who  confesses  himself  unable  to  distinguish  between 
a  glass  of  grog  and  a  stein  of  beer — nay,  who  still  further  dis- 
credits his  judgment  by  admitting  that  he  is  unable  to  realize 
the  amazing  contraries  betwixt  a  bottle  of  Avhisky  and  a  hole 
in  the  ground — is  as  much  opposed  to  the  one  as  to  the  other. 
He  makes  no  discrimination.  All  drinks  look  alike  to  him,  each 
hell-bent  and  sot-breeding,  the  most  innocent  tipple  along  with 
the  strongest  spirits.  The  experience  of  continental  Europe 
is  proof  of  my  contention.  Here  in  Bavaria  the  beer  consump- 
tion is  universal  and  enormous,  and  there  is  no  drunkenness  of 
the  sort  so  common  with  us.  I  am  indebted  to  Consul  General 
Thomas  Willing  Peters  for  a  valuable  collation  of  facts  bear- 
ing upon  the  drink  question  from  this  point  of  view. 

The  laws  governing  the  sale  of  beer,  wines  and  liquors  in 
Munich  are  in  the  nature  of  the  people  and  the  case  extremely 
liberal.  According  to  the  census  of  1905,  there  were  in  Munich 
538,938  inhabitants,  all,  or  at  least  a  very  high  percentage,  re- 
quiring liquid  nourishment,  principally  in  the  form  of  beer. 
To  meet  this  need  the  authorities  granted  permission  to  1480 
saloons,  in  which  beer  may  be  sold;  120  wine  restaurants,  81 
cafes  and  8  tea  houses,  making  an  average  of  one  establishment 
for  the  sale  of  such  refreshments  to  about  319  per.sons,  exclusive 
of  the  floating  population.  Considering  that  beer  is  both  food 
and  drink  and  of  universal  consumption,  this  is  not  a  high  per- 
centage. 

Any  respectable  person  making  application  to  the  proper 
authorities  and  securing  permission  can  open  a  saloon  for  the 
sale  of  beer;  but  a  bar  where  other  liquors  as  well  as  beer  are 
sold  is  subject  to  the  restriction  that  it  must  be  400  meters 
distant  from  any  other  bar  of  the  same  description,  nor  will 
permission  be  granted  by  the  authorities  unless  they  are  satis- 
fied that  the  public  requires  such  additional  saloons  for  its  con- 
venience. Besides  the  regular  income  tax,  a  license  tax  has  to 
be  paid  according  to  the  rent  which  the  saloon  keeper  has  to 
pay.  The  proprietor  must  keep  an  accurate  account  and  return 
a  certain  percentage  on  the  profits  of  his  business.  The  houi*s 
for  opening  the  beer  saloons  and  wine  bonuses  are  ordinarily 
from  5  a.  m.,  closing  at  11  p.  m.,  including  Sundays  and  holi- 
days, the  tea  rooms  and  coffee  rooms  closing  at  7  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  question  of  prohibition  is  unknown.  The  moral  zealot 
would  be  considered  a  crank.  Beer  is  not  only  drink,  but  food 
for  a  large  proportion  of  the  population.  The  manufacturer  of 
beer  is  under  the  strict  supervision  of  the  law,  which  is  rigidly 
enforced,  and  nothing  but  malt  and  hops  can  be  used. 


The  consumjrtion  of  concenti'ated  alcoholic  drinks  in  propor- 
tion to  that  of  beer  is  exceeding  small.     Beer  and  light  wines  > 
constitute  the  national  beverage  equally  for  the  wealthy  and  thei 
lowly,  the  rich  and  the  poor.    The  many  beautiful  gardens  where  I 
drinks  are  dispensed,  having  comfortable  tables  and  chairs  and 
good  attendants,  are  crowded  during  pleasant  A\eather  with  the > 
most  respectable  classes  of  society,  ranging  from  the  highest  in 
rank  to  the  peasantry,  all  joining  together  in  a  republic  of 
pleasure,  drinking  in  moderation  while  enjoying  the  best  of 
music.    This  is  furnished  as  a  rule  by  some  one  of  the  numero^ 
military  bands.    It  is  the  same  during  the  winter  months  wij| 
the  indoor  places. 

Upon  many  jovxrneys  through  Germany  I  have  never  seen  oi 
single  case  of  drunkenness  in  any  of  these  halls  or  gardengt 
Treating,  with  its  concomitant  evils,  is  practically  unknowifcr! 
Each  man  pays  for  what  he  requires,  drinking  no  more  thaljl 
he  wishes.  Sometimes  the  general  thirst  on  a  warm  sumI 
mer  day  is  titanic  in  its  capacity  for  consumptioii^r  i 
But,  notwithstanding  the  vast  quantities  consumed,  bee 
does  not  seem  to  engender  the  combative  element  arouse 
by  alcoholic  drink ;  it  has  rather  the  reverse  effect,  for  it  not  onl 
satisfies  the  thirst,  but  contains  a  food  quality,  which  resist 
the  small  percentage  of  alcohol,  rendering  the  recipient  coi^ 
tented  with  himself  and  his  surrounding;  a  kindly  beverage,  in- 
vented, one  might  fancy,  to  smooth  away  the  cares  of  life  and 
the  workaday  world,  satisfying  at  once  the  spirit  and  the  man. 

•'       II 

THE  CRIMINAIi  RECORD. 

I  have  never  doubted  that  the  relation  of  strong  drink  to 
crime  and  of  the  lighter  wines  and  beer  to  crime  would,  as  indi- 
cated by  the  police  statistics  in  every  land,  show  much  to  the 
advantage  of  the  latter  as  against  the  former.  That  the  brew- 
ers of  our  country  have  to  answer  for  an  over-plus  of  low  dives 
set  up  by  them  where  liquors  as  well  as  beer  are  sold,  is  true. 
On  this  point  Adolphus  Busch  himself  spoke  in  no  uncertain 
terms  less  than  a  year  ago.  But  this  is  an  incident  which  does 
not  affect  the  argument  in  favor  of  the  vinous  and  malt  fluids. 

Washington,  though  himself  a  distiller,  was  of  this  opinion. 
Jefferson,  who  had  seen  more  of  the  world — assuredly  more  of 
the  European  world — than  Washington,  went  the  length  of 
making  a  strenuous  effort  to  introduce  wine  and  beer  to  Vir- 
ginia by  offering  a  bonus  to  the  vintners  and  brewers  anIio  would 
come  and  try  the  experiment.  Not  until  the  Germans  arrived 
in  great  numbers,  however,  did  the  beer  industry  prosper. 

Touching  this  relation  of  drink  to  crime,  as  i*eveealed  by  the 
police  records,  I  am  permitted  by  Consul  General  Peters  to 
make  the  following  quotation  from  the  latest  data  compiled  by 
liim : 

"The  statistics  of  arrests  for  all  causes  will  give  some  idea 
of  the  effect  of  beer  on  crime,  although  it  does  not  necessarily 
follow  that  the  crime  was  directly  the  result  of  beer.  On  the 
contrary,  the  percentage  of  intoxication  which  influenced  crime 
possibly  was  very  small  indeed,  the  percentage  of  arrests  for  all 
causes  in  comparison  with  the  population  was  very  small  and 
decreasing  in  a  remarkable  manner  from  1901  when  there  was 
9334  arrests  Avith  a  population  of  413,255  to  1907  Avith  a  po] di- 
lation of  538,983,  and  only  3883  arrests  for  all  causes. 

"Inebriety  is  not  a  crime  in  Munich  nor  Avill  one  be  arrcslcil 
for  it  unless  connected  with  some  other  cause  Avhich  may  have 
been  the  result  of  inebriety. 

"There  are  times,  the  present  is  one  of  them,  when  a  beer 
called  "Salvator"  is  brcAved;  this  beer  is  double  the  strength  of 
ordinary  beer  and  much  desired  by  the  people.  Only  a  certain 
amount  of  this  is  brewed  and  generally  consumed  in  two  or 
three  weeks.  During  this  time  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  in- 
toxication among  the  people,  but  not  of  a  violent  character  as 
that  produced  by  alcoholic  drink. 
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"The  following  table  of  arrests  will  show  the  decrease  of 
crime  since  1901 : 

1901  there  were 9334  arrests 

1902  there  were 9336  arrests 

1903  there  were 9015  arrests 

1904  there  were 8801  arrests 

1905  there  were 6917  arre.sts 

1906  there  were 5572  arrests 

1907  there  were 3883  arrests 

"In  1901  Munich  had  a  population  of  413,255,  in  1907  538,983, 
while  in  1910  595,053.  The  statistics  of  arrests  for  that  year, 
I  regret  to  say,  I  have  not  as  yet  received.  IJut  it  will,  I  dare 
say,  maintain  the  average  of  the  above  figures." 

These  figures  are  tolerably  conclusive  in  telling  their  own 
story.  They  completely  refute  the  pleas  of  the  American  pro- 
liibitionists,  who,  as  I  said,  make  no  discrimination  and  allow 
no  distinctions.  One  and  all,  they  are  intemperate  in  what  they 
call  their  tempei'ance,  a  single  glass,  according  to  their  philos- 
ophy, being  the  fii'st  mile-post  on  the  road  to  perdition,  a  glass 
of  beer,  or  a  glass  of  wine,  and  a  glass  of  gi'Og,  one  and  the  same. 
*  *  *  In  these  European  beer-brewing  and  wine-making 
countries  drunkenness  of  the  kind  common  to  us  is  unknown; 
their  standards  of  production  undiminished,  their  domestic  hap- 
piness unclouded;  their  racial  and  personal  worth  untainted  by 
their  national  beverage,  whether  it  be  the  varied  vintage  of  the 
grape,  or  the  homely  offspring  of  hops  and  malt,  they  go  their 
way,  and  laugh  at  "despotism  in  America." 

Ill 

THE  MORAL  OF  THE  STORY. 

Of  course  there  are  other  breweries  besides  the  Ilofbrau  in 
.Munich.  The  Ilofbrau  is  merely  a  crown  property,  an  inheri- 
tance of  the  Wittelbachs,  the  reigning  family,  which  dates  into 
the  ages  so  far  that  the  memory  of  man  runneth  not  to  the  con- 
trary. Though  beer  is  the  national  beverage,  the  Government 
claims  and  has  no  monopoly.  Nevei'theless,  the  Hofbrauh'iu  •. 
is  still  by  odds  the  most  popular  resort  of  the  city.     «     *     • 

The  old  primitive  place  has  been  renewed  and  looks  most  re- 
spectable, the  Hofbrauhaiis  rebuilt  and  brought  somewhat  to 
date.  The  rooms,  however,  are  still  furnished  in  the  style  of  the 
time  of  its  foundation,  and  are  decorated  with  paintings.  Deer's 
liead  adorn  the  antechamber  in  the  first  story.  Passing  through 
this  room  we  come  to  the  large  hall  with  a  vaulted  roof  and 
Gothic  windows,  allegories  and  mottoes  on  the  walls  between 
the  windows,  and  at  the  ends  symbolical  mural  paintings.  From 
the  roof  are  suspended  chandeliers  with  electric  light.  In  the 
entresol  there  is  a  richly  decorated  "Trinkstube,"  and  every- 
where one  mets  an  air  of  medieval  grace  with  modern  comfort. 

The  throngs  that  gather  here  are  a  sight  to  see.  It  is  per- 
])etually  crowded.  The  nobleman  and  the  workman  touch  el- 
bows. Women  and  children  come  and  go  of  their  own  sweet 
will.  Disorder  of  any  sort  is  undreamed  of.  The  can  of  beer 
served  for  twenty-four  pfennigs  (six  cents)  is  double  the  size 
of  the  stein  known  in  America.  When  his  can  is  empt;/  tlie 
habitue  takes  it  himself  to  the  cask  and  has  it  refilled.  Cheese 
and  sausage  are  the  food  staples.  This  has  been  going  on  day  in 
and  day  out  for  hundreds  of  years,  and  furnishes  a  complete 
answer  to  the  dogma  of  the  American  prohibitionists  "that  we 
can  no  more  conduct  the  liquor  business  without  producing 
drunkards  than  we  can  run  rattlesnake  ranches  without  raising 
poison."

ONE  of  the  wisest  saloon  men  in  Seattle  is  "Pop"  Martin,  of 
the  Krown  &  Powell  Liquor  Company,  lately  of  Belling- 
liani.  He  was  forced  to  leave  there  when  the  toA\n  went  dry 
last  fall.  His  losses  were  about  |7000,  and  his  beautiful  fix- 
tures are  noAV  stored  in  Bellingham,  awaiting  the  day  wiien  pro- 
liibition  shall  fold  its  tent  and  stalk  away.  "Pop"'  wa.s  at  liel- 
lingham  lately.    On  his  return  he  said  to  the  writer : 

"Bellingham  and  Everett  are  object-lessons  of  the  futility  and 
wickedness  of  Prohibition,  for  both  have  been  hit  a  hard  blow 
by  the  reign  of  mistaken  views.  I  can  not  say,  exactly,  that  it 
was  fanaticism,  for  many  of  my  old  friends  and  neighbors  hon- 
estly wanted  to  do  what  was  best  for  the  town  and  their  chil- 
dren. Hearing  lectures  ou  the  evils  of  drunkenness  aTul  realiz- 
ing that  many  saloons  are  dead-falls,  tiicy  tlionght  tlic  t  )wn 
would  do  better  under  the  strict  elimination  of  sal(,:!n-i. 

"On  the  other  hand,  the  saloon  men,  many  of  them  grown 
arrogant  and  reckless  would  not  believe  that  the  enemy  had 
them  by  the  throat  until  they  were  at  the  disadvantage  of  being 
strangled  out  of  existence.  Do  you  suppose  I  was  able  to  rouse 
them  to  the  importance  of  this?  Never.  They  thought  I  was 
crazy  when  I  predicted  what  happened.  'What  I  Bellingham 
dr}'!'  they  exclaimed,  as  if  the  place  had  a  charmed  life.  But 
it  put  them  out  of  business  by  the  dozens  and  they  ai-c  broken 
men  today. 

"But  what  I  want  to  tell  the  world  about  is  the  town.  As 
you  have  already'  printed,  bankruptcy  and  business  blight  are 
numerous.  When  I  was  up  there  last  week,  liowever,  I  got  the 
surprise  of  my  life  when  a  big  merchant,  a  man  who  has  never 
taken  a  drink,  who  does  not  believe  in  it,  and  the  man  avIio, 
more  than  anybody  else  agitated  the  abolition  of  the  saloons, 
came  to  me  and  said:  'I  was  honestly  mistaken.  Prohibition 
has  not  cured  drunkenness  and  it  has  killed  the  town.  I  do 
not  know  whether  I  may  survive.  I  really  think  I  shall  go  into 
bankruptcy.  Whether  I  do  or  not,  you  can  count  on  me  to  ad- 
vocate the  re-opening  of  the  saloons.'  And  this  man,  who  is 
watching  and  waiting  for  the  chance  to  undo  the  Avrong  he  did, 
is  only  one  of  many.  I  was  told  that  90  per  cent  of  those  who 
were  for  a  di*y  town  will  welcome  the  chance  to  vote  for  license. 
Not  only  so,  but  I  believe  joy  bells  Avill  be  rung  out  Avhen  the 
many  little  and  big  saloons  that  made  the  town  worth  while 
begin  again.  All  branches  of  business  have  suffered  and  the 
people  are  hearitly  tired  of  their  fool's  errand  in  going  to  the 

^olls  and  voting  out  the  existence  a  busine.-js  that  drew  people 

rom  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  town  is  now  avoided  as  a 
spot  narrowed  by  blue  laws." 

I  was  talking  with  a  clergyman  in  Seattle  a  few  days  ago, 
id  he  was  not  an  exception  to  many  I  liave  discovered  in  the 

lorthwest,  who  said  he  was  not  in  favor  of  Prohibition,  which 

ras,  in  liis  opinion,  an  interference  with  liberty.  lie  believed  in 
reaching  the  temperance  question  by  moral  .suasion  and  busi- 
ness methods. 

"Do  you  remember,"  he  asked,  "that  Pope  Leo,  at  the  age  of 

90  years,  wrote  a  poem  in  Latin  on  the  ble^-iing-j  nf  wine?  At 
least,  one  of  the  rules  of  right  living  Avas  tliat  tln'  moderate 
drinking  of  light  Avines  Avas  conducive  to  good  health  of  body 
and  mind.    I  recall,  also,  that  men  like  Gladstone,  :M(»ltk(',  and 

Bismarck  Avere  accustomed  to  moderate  drink." 

This  vicAV  is  not  so  uncommon  among  clergymen  of  the  hi'diei 

type  as  may  be  supposed. 


WINES  ARE  ADVOCATED. 

More  people  are  injured  and  killed  by  food  than  by  drink," 
said  Dr.  V.  L.  Fordham,  recently  visiting  in  Seattle.  Contin- 
uing his  talk,  he  said :  "By  this  statement  I  do  not  mean  by 
ptomaine  poisoning  or  anything  of  that  kind,  but  I  mean  by 
over-eating  and  improper  food  combinations.  I  mean  also  that 
a  moderate  amount  of  drinking  is  not  detrimental.  It  has  been 
established  that  a  little  alcohol,  in  right  form,  is  a  food  and  a 
tonic.  The  carbohydrates  can  be  made  from  it.  It  aids  the 
alimentary  processes." 

Dr.  Fordham  continued  by  quoting  from  medical  Avorks, 
Avhich  contain  views  for  and  against  the  use  of  alcohol.  He  said 
scientific  men  Avere  divided  as  to  the  effect  of  alcohol,  as  they 
are  as  to  the  eflfect  of  foods,  on  the  human  .system.  We  have, 
lie  said,  men  Avho  belieAC  in  eating  fruit  alone,  meat  alone,  vege- 
tables alone — and  there  is  the  queer  nutarian,  the  individual 
who  subsists  in  some  waj',  on  nuts  alone — even  on  a  handful  of 
dried  peas  now  and  then. 

"For  the  most  of  us,"  he  said,  "aaIio  do  not  A\'ant  to  split  hairs 
too  much,  a  little  Avine  now  and  then,  particularly  Avith  or  just 
after  meals,  is  a  benefit.  I  can  only  quote  C.  Stanford  Read, 
an  eminent  physician,  Avho  says  in  his  excellent  book,  'Fads  and 
Feeding,'  that  the  scientific  reasons  for- avoiding  all  excesses  are 
indisputable,  but  the  hair-splittings  about  prohibiting  all  use 
are  nonsense.  "He  adds :  'W'hat  ever  science  may  say,  Ave 
knoAV  that  a  light  Avine  or  any  other  decent  form  of  alcohol,  in 
moderate  quantities,  giA'es  pleasure  and  accentuates  the  social 
instincts;  and  it  is  only  to  be  deplored  that  Avhat  can  and  does 
do  so  should  be  at  the  same  time  abused  at  times  until  it  be- 
comes a  curse.'  But  the  same  can  be  said  of  foods.  When  a 
man's  system  becomes  clogged  with  too  much  food,  his  kidneys 
are  overAvorked,  his  tissues  engorged." 


Not  long  ago  a  Seattle  brewery  horse,  AA-hich  had  been  allowed 
to  drink  brcAvery  slops  and  Avaste  beer,  Avas  sold  to  a  grocer. 
The  driver  of  the  brewery  had  regularly  permitted  the  horse 
to  consume  a  goodly  quantity  of  the  beer  that  is  always  to  be 
found  going  to  AAaste  for  one' reason  and  another  around  a 
big  establishment.  The  horse,  remembering  whence  it  came, 
chafed  under  the  cold  water  regime.  It  broke  out  of  its  stable 
and  appeared  at  "the  brewery  stable,  Avhere  it  kicked  down  the 
door  and  raised  such  a  disturbance  in  the  night  as  to  alarm  the 
entire  neighborhood.  When  it  saw  its  driA'er  it  Avent  to  him 
and  demanded  its  beer  just  as  plainly  as  if  it  had  had  poAver  of 
speech. 


An  outgrowth  of  the  agitation  for  "a  pure  Seattle"  has  giA^en 
this  town  a  bunch  of  litigation  similar  to  that  which  harassed 
San  Francisco  in  the  days  of  the  Calhoun  prosecutions.  The 
Times  and  the  Post-Intelligencer  liaA'e  been  draAvn  into  having 
one  another's  etlitors  arrested  on  all  sorts  of  charges.  The  Wap- 
penstein  prosecutions  are  almost  oA-ershadowed  in  this  new 
demonstration.  Wappenstein  and  Gill  ran  a  pretty  Avide-open 
town,  of  course,  and  the  i)resent  troubles  all  groAV  out  of  charges 
pro  and  con  Avith  references  to  graft  in  connection  with  so-called 
cribs  and  other  immoral  places. 

NoAv  this  is  all  plain  sailing,  and  the  readers  of  the  Revieav 
care  nothing  about  the  details,  but  here  is  a  point.  The  bankers 
and  other  business  men  haA-e  gi'OAvn  Aveary  of  the  Avhole  thing, 
AA-hich  thev  say  is  hurting  th(?  town  and  the  State.  Tliey  have 
asked  the  papei-s  and  tiie  agitators  to  call  a  halt.  Js|)t  only  so, 
but  a  large  ^-ommittee  of  business  men  1iav(5*%skedlhe  :Mayor 
to  draw  in  his  horns  regarding  the  goody-goody  movement. 
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Manager  Herrmann,  of  the  College  Inn,  is  meeting  with  splen- 
did success  with  his  musical  features,  consisting  of  an  orchestra 
and  sundry  singing  attractions.  In  fact,  the  College  Inn  re- 
minds one  more  than  does  any  place  in  Seattle,  of  the  carefree 
life  that  has  made  San  Francisco  famous. 


Notice  of  Judgment  No.  858,  Food  and  Drugs  Act

Sweet  Wine  Market  Extending  to  Japan 


FRESNO,  June  9. — That  a  market  for  California  sweet  wines 
is  opening  up  in  Japan  was  the  substance  of  a  statement 
made  by  L.  R.  Rogers  of  the  Las  Palmas  winery.  The  statement 
was  made  in  connection  with  a  report  received  here  to  the  effect 
that  one  thousand  barrels  of  sweet  wine  were  shipped  from  San 
Francisco  bound  for  Japan.  This  shipment  was  more  than  three 
times  as  much  as  had  ever  before  been  shipped  to  that  country. 
The  wine  went  on  the  liner  Mongolia. 

"We  have  been  shipping  sweet  wines  to  Honolulu  for  some 
time,"  said  Rogers,  "and  there  they  have  been  used  largely  by  the 
Japanese.  The  extension  of  the  market  into  Japan  is  really  a 
new  thing,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  be  but  a  very  short 
while  before  Japan  will  be  a  big  factor  in  the  consumption  of 
California  sweet  wines."

ON  or  about  January  21  and  May  23,  1910,  the  Independent 
Distilling  Company,   a  corporation,   Kansas   City,   Mo., 
shipped  from  the  State  of  Missouri  into  the  State  of  Kansas  two 
consignments  of  food  products  labeled  respectively :  "Independ- 
ent Whisky.    A  Family  Safeguard.    Cordial  Blackberry  Flavor. 
The  Independent  Distilling  Company,  Kansas  City,  U.S.A."; 
and  "Independent  Whisky.     The  Family  Safeguard.     Apricot 
Brandy  Compound,  Guaranteed  under  the  National  Pure  Food 
Law.     The    Independent    Distilling    Company,    Kansas  City, 
U.S.A."     Samples  from  these  shipments  were  procured  and 
analyzed  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  and  the  former  of  said  products  was  found 
to  be  an  imitation  blackberry  cordial,  prepared  in  part  from 
glucose,  artificially  colored  with  a  coal-tar  dye  in  imitation 
of  genuine  blackberry,  and  the  latter  product  was  found  to 
contain  a  foreign  coloring  matter  and  sugar,  and  to  consist  of 
a  cordial  or  liqueur,  and  not  a  brandy.    As  the  findings  of  the 
analyst  and  report  thereon  indicated  that  the  products  were 
adulterated  and  misbranded  within  the  meaning  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1906,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
afforded  the  Independent  Distilling  Company  and  the  party 
from  whom  the  samples  were  procured  opportunities  for  hear- 
ings.    As  it  appeared  after  hearings  held  that  the  said  ship- 
ments were  made  in  violation  of  the  act,  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture reported  the  facts   to  the  Attorney-General,   with  a 
statement  of  the  evidence  upon  which  to  base  a  prosecution. 

In  due  course  a  criminal  information  containing  four 
counts  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for 
the  Western  District  of  Missouri,  against  the  said  Independent 
Distilling  Company,  charging  the  above  shipment,  and  alleging 
in  the  first  count  that  the  Apricot  Brandy  Compound  so  shipped 
was  misbranded  in  that  it  was  labeled  as  above  set  forth,  when 
in  truth  and  in  fact  the  product  was  an  imitation  of  Apricot 
,  Brandy,  offered  for  sale  under  the  distinctive  name  of  another 
article,  namely.  Apricot  Brandy,  which  was  a  different  article 
than  the  one  so  shipped,  the  labels  in  question  being  such  as 
to  deceive  and  mislead  the  purchasers  thereof;  alleging  in  the 
second  count  that  such  product  was  adulterated  in  that  it  was 
artificially  colored,  and  in  that  a  cordial  had  been  mixed  and 
packed  with  it  and  because  the  product  had  been  colored  in 
a  manner  to  conceal  the  inferiority  thereof;  alleging  in  the 
third  count  that  the  Blackberry  Cordial  so  shipped  was  mis- 
branded in  that  it  was  an  imitation  of  blackberry  cordial, 
offered  for  sale  under  the  distinctive  name  of  another  article, 
namely.  Blackberry  Cordial,  which  was  a  different  product 
from  that  embraced  in  the  latter  shipment,  the  label  thereon 
being  such  as  to  deceive  and  mislead  the  purchasers  thereof; 
and  alleging  in  the  fourth  count  that  the  last  named  product 
was  adulterated  in  that  it  was  an  imitation  of  Blackberry  Cor- 
dial, prepared  in  part  from  glucose,  artificially  colored  with  a 
coal-tar  dye,  in  imitation  of  genuine  Blackberry  so  as  to  con- 
ceal the  inferiority  of  the  product. 

On  February  9,  1911,  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty 
to  the  above  informaticm,  and  (m  the  following  day  tlie  court 
imposed  a  fine  of  f200  and  costs  on  each  of  said  counts,  in  all 
$800  and  costs. 

On  April  21,1911,  the  court  modified  its  judgment,  imposing 
a  fine  of  flOO  and  costs  on  each  count,  in  all  |400  and  costs.

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Model  License  a  Success  in  Indiana

INDIANAPOLIS,  INI).,  June  15. — "The  Proctor  Model 
License  Law  is  tlie  sanest  and  most  easily  enforced  of  all 
the  liquor  ref^ulations  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  In- 
diana since  the  State  was  admitted  into  the  Union  in  1816," 
is  the  concensus  of  opinion  amonj^  officials  who  have  to  do  with 
the  enforcement  of  the  law  and  with  those  who  have  closely 
watched  the  operations  of  the  new  regulation  since  it  has  been 
in  effect  during  the  past  three  months. 

Indiana  has  tried  almost  every  form  of  regulation  during  the 
past  ninety  years  from  almost  wide-open  saloons  to  absolute 
prohibition,  the  so-called  Maine  law  having  been  enacted  in  In- 
diana in  1853,  but  declared  unconstitutional.  All  these  laws, 
including  the  Hanly  County  Option  law,  proved  failures.  The 
county  option  law  was  so  obnoxious  even  to  the  temperance 
people,  that  it  was  repealed  by  the  General  Assembly  in  March 
last,  and  Avith  its  repeal  and  adoption  of  the  Proctor  regulation 
act,  blind  tigers  and  boot-leggers  have  disappeared  from  the 
towns  and  townships  and  from  the  cities  which  went  "dry"  two 
years  ago  under  the  Hanly  County  Option  law  and  which  are 
now  "wet." 

A  representative  of  the  National  Model  License  League  spent 
a  week  in  interviewing  city  and  county  officials  and  citizens  of 
central  and  northern  Indiana,  and  heard  no  criticism  at  all  of 
the  law  except  from  a  few  retailers  in  Indianapolis,  who  con- 
tended that  the  regulations  were  too  strict.  The  law,  of  course, 
meets  with  disfavor  from  men  who  want  a  wide-open  town  and 
from  dive-keepers,  but  these  will  be  forced  out  of  the  trade 
imder  the  operations  of  the  Proctor  law,  and  their  opinion  is 
worthless.  The  law  is  particularly  strong  with  the  public,  with 
men  who  are  temperate  in  their  habits  and  with  the  law-abiding 
generally. 

AUTHOR  OF  THE  LAW  GIVES  HIS  VIEWS. 

Senator  Robert  E.  Proctor,  author  of  the  Indiana  Model 
License  Law,  is  exceetlingly  well  pleased  with  the  operations 
of  the  law  during  the  short  time  it  has  been  in  force,  and  is  grati- 
fied by  many  letters  he  is  receiving  from  all  parts  of  the  State 
congratulating  him  upon  the  success  of  its  operation.  He  talked 
freely  about  the  workings  of  the  law,  particularly  in  northern 
Indiana,  where  he  lives,  and  where  he  is  in  a  position  to  gain 
(knowledge  of  its  effect  upon  the  liquor  traffic  and  upon  public 
siMitiraent. 

"While  I  have  been  congratulated  and  commended,  I  have 
also  been  the  subject  of  considerable  criticism  from  radical 
liberals  in  the  trade  and  occasionally  outside  of  it  because  I 
fathered  the  Pi-octor  Model  License  Law,"  said  the  Senator, 
"but  the  intelligent  dealer,  who  realizes  that  the  licensed  sale 
of  liquors  was  threatened,  and  that  the  Proctor  law  regulates 
>«)  well  that  State-wide  prohibition  is  an  absolute  impossibility, 
and  that  local  prohibition  will  soon  l)e  a  thing  of  the  past,  give 
me  credit  for  securing  the  passage  of  a  law  which  eventually 
must  be  beneficial  to  the  whole  people  of  the  State. 

"There  are  now  17  saloons  in  the  city  of  Elkhart,  which  was 
'dry,'  but  recently  voted  'wet,'  mostly  because  of  the  regulation 
act.  These  saloons  pay  the  maximum  license  fee  of  |20()  to  the 
i^tate,  and  |500  to  the  city.  Formerly  there  were  between 
twenty-five  and  tliirty  saloons,  but  they  were  not  so  well  con- 
ducted as  under  the  present  regulations,  at  least  this  is  the 
opinion  of  the  laAV  officers.  The  city  is  entitled  to  22  saloons 
under  the  limitations  of  one  to  1000  of  population,  but  several 
applications  for  license  Avere  turned  down.  The  saloons  obey 
liie  laAV  strictly,  closing  at  11  o'clock  Saturday  nights  and  keep- 
ing closetl  until  Monday  morning  at  5,  and  no  liquor  is  to  be  had 


in  saloons  during  the  i>rohibit<»d  houra.  This  was  not  the  case 
formerly.  TIk;  (hunb-waiters  wliicli  carried  li([uors  up  stairs  in 
some  of  the  places  have  been  taken  out,  and  liquor  selling  is 
confined  to  the  room  specified  in  the  license.  I  am  City  Attor- 
ney of  Elkhart,  and  I  can  say  under  tlu;  ojKa'ations  of  the  law 
there  have  been  50  per  ceiit  less  prosecutions  for  drunkenness 
and  for  selling  unlawfully  tlian  ever  before. 

"I  am  familiar  with  the  operations  of  the  laAV  generally  in 
most  of  the  counties  of  northern  Indiana,"  continued  Senator 
I'roctor,  "and  my  observations  and  information  ai'e  to  the  effect 
that  the  law  is  working  well,  and  gives  general  satisfaction.  In 
the  neighboring  county  of  St.  Joseph,  of  which  South  Bend  is 
the  county  seat,  there  is  now  no  liquor  sold  on  Sunday,  and 
the  saloons  close  during  all  the  prohibited  hours.  In  Starke 
county,  of  which  Knox  is  the  county  seat,  the  people  infoi*m 
me  that  there  is  less  public  intoxication  now  since  liquor  is 
retailed  according  to  laAv  than  there  was  when  the  city  was 
dry.  At  nearly  every  point  where  tlie  law  has  been  tried  it 
works  well,  and  although  it  has  been  in  effect  for  only  three 
months,  or  less  in  many  places,  the  mass  of  the  people,  even 
those  holding  to  prohibition  or  'dry'  sentiments  concede  that 
the  law  is  good.  The  fact  that  the  licensee  must  take  the  risk 
of  losing  his  license,  makes  it  comparatively  easy  for  the  au- 
thorities to  enforce  the  law.  I  predict  that  the  law  will  continue 
to  grow  in  favor,  and  that  eventually  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  will  be  permitted  in  every  county  in  the  State  under 
^lodel  License.  Indiana  cannot  exist  half  Avet  and  half  dry. 
The  proper  way  to  control  is  by  strict  regulation,  and  the  Proc- 
tor law  provides  for  this." 

Ellis  M.  Chester,  Mayor  of  Elkhart,  agreed  Avith  Senator 
I'roctor  as  to  the  good  effect  of  the  law  in  the  Avay  of  regulating 
the  saloons.  Practically  the  same  conditions  prevail  at  Goshen, 
in  the  same  county,  since  the  Proctor  law  went  into  effect. 


Saloon  men  in  Tacoma,  Washington,  are  having  a  lively  time 
all  because  of  that  city's  crazy  anti-treating  law.  Early  in  the 
present  month  tAventy-one  arrests  were  made  for  alleged  viola- 
tions of  this  absurd  restriction.  William  Armstrong,  president 
of  the  local  Royal  Arch,  stated  that  the  cases  would  be  fought 
to  the  highest  courts  if  necessai'y  and  intimated  that  the  consti- 
tutionality of  the  law  would  be  attacked.

THE  SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION  of  the  Na- 
tional Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers  of  America  was  held  in 
Chicago  in  the  early  part  of  June.  The  management  of  this 
large  convention  was  admirable  throughout  and  a  strong  feeling 
of  optimism  both  in  regard  to  the  present  outlook  of  the  trade 
and  its  future  was  manifested  on  all  sides.  Many  hundreds  of 
representative  delegates  from  all  parts  of  the  country  listened 
to  the  practical  papers  read,  and  composed  a  gathering  intellect- 
ually and  morally  the  ecpial  of  any  similar  body  of  men  draAvn 
together  in  the  United  States  or  elsewhere.  Such  a  body  of  men, 
were  not  only  a  credit  to  any  trade,  but  a  guarantee  that  the 
liquor  interests  of  the  country  were  in  safe  hands,  that  they 
would  be  purged  of  impurities,  and  conducted  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  elevate  the  conditions  in  all  branches  of  the  trade.  It  gave 
the  idea  of  strength  and  reliability,  to  the  end  that  vexatious 
and  harassing  laws  apd  regulations  would  be  successfully  re- 
sisted, and  its  enemies  inside  and  outside  defeated. 

Unfortunately  space  does  not  permit  our  giving  the  extensive 
report  we  could  wish  in  this  important  convention,  which  was 
welcomed  to  Chicago  by  Mayor  Harrison,  in  a  speech  happy  in 
its  construction  and  hearty  in  its  terms.  The  main  point  of  in- 
terest was  the  report  of  President  Westheimer,  a  comprehensive 
and  businesslike  document,  in  which  he  congratulates  the  Asso- 
ciation on  its  firmly  established  status.  According  to  the  presi- 
dent, never  has  its  influence  stood  higher  than  at  the  present 
time,  never  was  there  such  a  solid  phalanx  of  loyal  membership, 
broad  minded,  liberal  and  patriotic.  President  Westheimer  said 
in  part  as  follows : 

PRESIDENT'S   REPORT. 

Gentlemen: — We  meet  today  to  celebrate  the  sixteenth  convention  of  this 
Association. 

In  looliing  bacli  over  the  history  of  these  fifteen  years  we  are  reminded 
of  the  fact  that  this  Association  has  passed  through  many  of  the  trials  and 
tribulations  incidental  to  youth. 

The  Influence  of  the  National  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  of 
America  was  never  greater  than  it  is  today,  and  such  power  as  it  has 
is  due  to  the  loyalty  of  its  members,  for  it  goes  without  saying  that  no  set 
of  officers,  no  matter  how  self-sacrificing  or  able,  could  achieve  the  successes 
that  have  been  ours  had  they  not  been  sustained  by  bread-minded,  liberal  and 
patriotic  members  of  the  Association. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  official  family  during  the  past  year, 
with  the  exception  of  that  in  our  legal  department,  Mr.  Levi  Cooke  suc- 
ceeding Judge  Robert  T.  Hough  as  General  Counsel,  with  offices  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C. 

Mr.  Ccoke  has  brought  to  the  work  wide  experience,  native  ability,  perse- 
verance and  a  mind  capable  of  quickly  grasping  the  intricate  problems  of  (he 
Internal  Revenue  and  Pure  Food  departments  which  are  presented  to  him 
from  time  to  time. 

It  Is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  express  the  utmost  satisfaction  with  Mr. 
Cooke's  services.  I  hope  that  he  will  be  with  the  Association  fcr  many 
years  to  come. 

That  branch  of  the  Legal  Department  which  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
Lawrence  Maxwell,  Esq.,  our  Special  Counsel  on  interstate  and  constitu- 
tional questions,  has  been  ably  conducted. 

One  of  the  most  important  and  far-reaching  victories  secured  for  the 
Association  through  Mr.  Maxwell's  efforts  has  been  in  the  matter  of  the 
Oklahoma  contests. 

These  contests  were  caused  by  suits  brought  in  the  name  of  the  State 
of  Oklahoma  to  prohibit  the  United  States  judges  of  the  Circuit  Court  in 
Oklahoma  from  deciding  suits  fcr  injunction  then  pending  before  them. 
These  injunction  suits  were  to  stop  seizures  of  liquors  in  course  of  transpor- 
tation into  Oklahoma. 

The  State  of  Oklahoma  carried  the  cases  to  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court.  Mr.  Maxwell  argued  in  behalf  of  the  right  of  the  United  States 
judges  to  hear  and  pass  on  the  cases  on  the  ground  that  the  State  laws  could 
have  no  application  to  Interstate  commerce. 

The  other  case  was  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  officials  in  Oklahoma 
to  have  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  enjcin  all  railroads  and  express 
companies  from  delivering  liquors  In  that  part  of  Oklahoma  formerly  Indian 


country,  or  from  delivering  liquor  to  any  one  in  Oklahoma  who  had  paid 
United  States  internal  revenue  tax. 

Mr.  Maxwell  also  argued  this  case  before  the  United  States  Suprei 
Court,  and  we  were  victorious  in  all  these  cases. 

Another  legal  victory  was  in  what  is  known  as 

"The  Hoover  Case." 

Our  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  after  the  destruction  of  t 
distillery  of  the  C.  A.  Hoover  Distilling  Company,  Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  by  fli 
the  insurance  companies  resisted  jjayment  on  the  ground  that  the  liqu 
which  was  destroyed  had  been  manufactured  to  be  sold  in  violation  of  tl 
prohibition  laws  of  Iowa,  and  for  that  reason  the  insurance  companies  con 
not  be  compelled  to  honor  their  policies. 

This  attitude  of  the  insurance  companies  demanded  action  on  the  part 
this  Association,  and  Mr.  Maxwell  was  placed  in  charge  of  our  interests. 

Upon  a  hearing  of  the  case  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appea 
decided  in  favor  of  the  distilling  company. 

Seme  of  the  insurance  companies,  parties  to  the  suit,  later  repudiated  t: 
action  of  their  attorneys  in  setting  up  this  defense. 

Office  of  the   Secretary. 
Our   Secretary   is  one   man   in   ten  thousand.     Promptly,   cheerfully  ai 
with  ability  has  he  conducted  the  affairs  of  his  office.    I  can  but  repeat  wh 
I  said  a  year  ago,  that  I  could  wish  my  successor  no  greater  assistance 
his  work  than  that  he  secure  the  services  of  our  present  most  able  and  mci 
worthy  Secretary,  Mr.  Joseph  Debar. 

Internal   Revenue. 

The  relations  between  tbis  Assoslation  and  the  Department  of  Intertr 
Revenue  continue  cordial.  The  Association  has  endeavored  in  every  possfbi 
way  to  assist  the  commissicner  in  a  fair  enforcement  of  the  laws. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  some  individual  cases  show  a  lack  of  judgment  < 
the  part  of  some  few  field  officers  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Bureau  whici 
have  led  to  difficulties  and  annoyances  not  commensurate  with  the  natu:| 
of  the  irregularities  alleged. 

The  policy  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  to  enforce  complisuii 
with  the  laws  and  regulations,  which  has  so  heartily  been  concurred  in  1 
the  members  of  this  Association,  will  result  in  great  good,  as  it  will  preye: 
unfair  competition  by  those  who  are  inclined  to  be  careless  or  who  mlg 
be  willing  to  take  advantage  of  technicalities. 

The  trade,  individually  and  as  a  whole,  will  benefit  by  a  strict  adhereni 
to  the  laws  and  regulations. 

Other  Associations.  I 

Co-operation  between  the  Brewers  and  ourselves  is  progressing  satisfaj 
torily.     I  can  assure  you  that  the  victories  won  have  been  largely  due 
the  combined  efforts  and  honest,  harmonious  work  of  the  two  branches  of  tl 
trade. 

The  advantages  of  this  co-operative  system  is  incalculable,  and  it  no 
seems  sure  that  the  attitude  of  some  brewers  who  attempted  to  presenj 
their  own  interests  at  the  sacrifice  of  curs  has  been  changed,  as  they  hjiij 
learned  that  such  attitude  simply  reacts  for  the  temporary  benefit  of  our  m 
tual  enemies  without  any  benefit  to  the  brewers  themselves. 

The  members  of  he  National  Association  of  Wine  and  Spirit  Represent 
fives  have  been  active  in  the  attempt  to  increase  the  membership  of  tli 
Association. 

They  have  not  met  with  the  success  to  which  they  are  entitled,  but 
trust  they  will  continue  in  their  efforts,  as  it  is  but  a  question  of  time  wht; 
every  self-respecting  member  of  the   trade  will  become  a  member  of  th 
Association. 

I  am  authorized  to  invite  you  to  an  entertainment  to  be  given  tomorrow 
Wednesday  evening — by  the  trade  of  Chicago,  with  the  assistance  of  ai 
under  the  management  of  the  National  Association  of  Wine  and  Spirit  Re 
resentatives. 

State  Associations. 

We  have  not  made  rapid  progress  in  the  work  of  building  up  Sta 
Associations,  but  we  have  gone  far  enough  to  prove  the  necessity  for  turth( 
activity  along  this  line. 

The  conviction  grows  stronger  and  stronger  that  the  imperative  need  ' 
the  hour  lies  in  building  up  better  State  Associations  and  more  of  them. 

We  intend  this  evening  to  have  an  Executive  Meeting,  which  we  ter 

"A.  Convention  of  State   Executives." 
At  this  meeting  there  will  be  present  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  N 
tional  Association  and  the  President,  Secretary. and  General  Counsel  of  eac 
State  Association. 
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states  which  are  not  represented  by  their  officers  are  requested  to 
lelect  three  of  their  members  present  today  to  meet  with  us  this  evening 
ind  assist  in  the  formation  of  "An  Association  of  State  Executives."  This 
\s80ciation  to  be  advisory  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
VsBOciatioij. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  those  attending  this  ccnvention  will  realize  the 

lecessity  for  securing  closer  co-operation  between  the  various  State  Asso- 

ialions  and  the  National  Association,  and  will  assist  towards  that  end. 

The  National  Superintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  in  a  public  inter- 

•w,   has   stated   that  the   Anti-Salocn   League   intends   to   concentrate   its 

ilorts  on  the  election  of  United  States  Senators  and  Representatives  who 

x\U  be  pledged  to  pass  Federal  laws  which  shall  remove  liquor  from  the 

lotection   of  all  Interstate  Commerce   laws,   and   will   make  shipments   of 

^^uor  subject  to  State  legislation  when  it  reaches  State  herders. 

H^Mt  the  request  of  some  of  the  mail  order  houses  this  Association  joined 

Iwlth  the  National  Association  of  Mail  Order  Houses  in  a  protest  before  the 

Interstate  Commerce  Ccmmission   in  Washington   against  an  arbitrary  ad- 

.  ance  in  express  rates,  and,  with  the  further  co-operation  of  the  Receivers" 

;ind  Shippers'  Bureau  of  Cincinnati,  succeeded  in  having  the  tariff  advancing 

jithe  rates  withdrawn. 

I^B  Protective  Bureau. 

I^prhe  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  activity  for  the  Protective  Bureau, 
"ilfcse  efforts  have  covered  a  wider  field  than  ever  before  in  a  like  period 
r  its  history. 
As  the  Chairman   of  the  Protective  Bureau   will   report  on   the   specific 
V  ork  accomplished,  it  remains  only  for  me  to  say  that  the  value  of  that 
work  is  inestimable.     If  the  members  of  this  Association  could  but  realize 
'!P  great  importance  and  necessity  for  continuing  the  activities  of  the  Pro- 
live  Bureau,  and  could  but  appreciate  the  tremendous  victories  that  the 
Protective  Bureau  has  won,  I  am  confident  that  largely  Increased  financial 
[support  would  quickly  follow,  and  with  such  increased  financial  support  come 
till  greater  benefits  to  evei-y  member  of  the  trade. 

I  wish  I  could  emphasize  as  fully  as  I  would  like  the  imperative  demand 

1    more  liberal   financial   contributicns   to  the   bureau.     If  every   member 

our  Assc  elation  was  conversiint  with  its  work,  amp!e  financial   support 

luld  be  cheerfully  given,  and  I  trust  those  attendipg  the  convention  will 

I  give  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Protective  Bureau  careful  attention, 

land  the  bureai  itself  increased  subscriptions. 


Remember  the  watchword  of  the  bureau: 

"Contribution   is  the   Life  of  Trade." 

When  the  Protective  Bureau  was  instituted  in  Pittsburg  in  1902,  it  was 
realized  that  in  course  cf  time  Its  Executive  Committee  would  occupy  a  po- 
sition of  trust  and  wide  infiuence,  and  the  selection  of  a  chairman  of  that 
committee  was  given  careful  consideration. 

How  wise  that  selection  has  been  is  known  to  all  of  you,  and  it  is  with 
regret  that  I  report  that  with  today  we  lose  the  services  of  the  first  and 
only  chairman  of  that  committee  after  a  continuous  activity  in  that  capacity 
for  nearly  ten  years. 

Mr.  W.  N.  Hobart  retires  with  the  unbounded  thanks  of  each  and  every 
officer  and  member  of  this  Association. 

It  will  be  difficult  to  find  a  successor  as  loyal,  self-sacrificing  and  as  able. 

Illicit   Distillation. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  trade  suffers  in  the  minds  of  the  public  be- 
cause of  the  tremendous  increase  in  illicit  distillation,  but  it  is  a  matter  of 
great  comfort  to  know  that  no  member  of  this  Association  has  been  charged 
with  "moonshining." 

Illicit  distillation  prospers  almost  exclusively  in  those  States  that  en- 
deavor to  enforce  statutory  prohibition.  It  seems  probable  that  with  the 
opening  up  of  prohibition  States  to  proper  license  laws,  the  Government 
will  be  able  to  practically  stamp  out  all  moonshiners  and  others  engaged  in 
the  business  contrary  to  law. 

The  illicit  distiller  and  his  twin  brother,  the  illicit  dealer,  are  the  off- 
spring of  prohibition. 

We  deplore  their  existence,  but  we  repudiate  all  responsibility  tor  bring- 
ing them  into  the  world. 

We  have  been  unsuccessful  in  our  efforts  to  induce  the  Pure  Food  or 
Internal  Revenue  Department  to  force  distillers  of  wood  alcohol  to  change  ■ 
the  name  of  their  product  to  one  omitting  the  word  "alcohol." 

Continued  efforts  should  be  made  to  accomplish  that  end,  as  many  lives 
are  lost  and  much  ignorant  and  unfair  criticism  cf  the  trade  results  from  the 
use  of  the  word  "alcohol"  in  connection  with  a  distillate  of  wood. 

Wood  alcohol  is  in  no  sense  what  the  public  knows  as  alcohcl. 

It  is  an  active  poison  and,  because  of  the  misleading  title,  is  often  Ig- 
norantly  used  with  fatal  consequences  instead  of  grain  alcohol. 

Pure  Food. 

The  majcrity  of  the  trade,  both  in  straight  whiskies  and  in  blends,  seems 
content  with  the  National  Pure  Food  law,  as  now  understood  and  enforced.

IT  is  doubtful  if  any  minister  of  God  ever  received  a  more 
sincere  tribute?  of  love  and  esteem  tlian  that  recently  accoi'ded 
Cardinal  Gibbons  in  Baltimore,  when  he  celebrated  the  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  of  his  elevation  to  the  cardinalate  and  his 
golden  jubilee  as  a  priest. 

The  most  distinguished  people  of  our  land  took  pleasure  in 
attending  the  non-sectarian  demonstration  in  the  Cardinal's 
honor,  and  among  those  who  lauded  his  good  work  as  "a  lover 
of  mankind"  Avere  President  William  H.  Taft,  Vice-President 
Sherman,  Chief  Justice  White,  Colonel  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
Ambassador  Br\'ce,  of  Great  Britain ;  Speaker  Clark,  Senator 
Root,  Governor  Crothers,  of  Maryland ;  former  Speaker  Cannon 
and  Mayor  Preston,  of  Baltimore. 

It  will  be  remembereii,  by  the  way,  that  when  local  option  was 
suggested  for  Baltimore,  Cardinal  Gibbons  did  not  hesitate  to 
express  his  disapproval  of  such  a  method  of  bringing  about 
temperance.    He  said : 

"Local  option  should,  under  no  circumstances,  apply  to  this 
city.  I  regret  to  be  compelled  to  return  to  the  subject,  but  as 
a  citizen  and  a  churchman  who  loves  his  native  city,  I  am  pro- 
foundly impressetl  witli  the  sense  of  its  temporal  and  moral 
Axelfare. 

"When  a  law  is  flagrantly  and  habitually  violated  it  brings 
legislation  into  contempt.  It  creates  a  spirit  of  deception  and 
hypocrisy  and  compels  men  to  do  insidiously  and  by  stealth 
what  they  would  <)therA\ise  do  openly  and  above  board. 

^'All  good  men — good  citizens — are  in  favor  of  the  virtue  of 
temperance,  and  I  regret  to  see  that  the  moral  side  of  the  ques- 
tion has  not  been  suflficiently  considered.  You  cannot  legislate 
mfen  by  civil  action  into  the  performance  of  good  and  righteous 
deeds. 

"If  we  are  to  improve  the  morality  of  our  city  and  make  our 
citizens  more  temperate,  let  the  virtue  of  temperance  be  pro- 
claimed in  the  churches.  Above  all,  let  it  be  enforced  in  the 
family  that  parents,  both  by  work  and  example,  may  inculcate 
in  their  children  the  temporal  and  spiritual  blessings  which 
spring  from  a  life  of  temperance  and  sobriety;  and  let  them 
impress  upon  their  children  the  terrible  consequences  of  drunk- 
enness. 

"We  might  profitably  learn  a  lesson  from  the  old  cities  of 
EuroiK?,  which  for  2000  years  have  been  agitating  this  question. 
There  is  not  a  single  city  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland  or  on  the 
Continent  which  attempts  to  prohibit  by  law  the  sale  of  liquor. 
They  have  leanied  from  a  long  experience  that  the  best  method 
of  regulating  this  article  of  commerce  is  to  impose  licenses,  to 
maintain  good  order  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens  and  to 
punish  the  violators  of  the  law. 

"I,  therefore,  maintain  that  high  lie^nse  is  the  only  solution 
of  the  problem.  The  infliction  of  fines  up(m  the  violators  of  the 
law  for  the  first  ott'ense,  and  tlie  withdraAval  of  the  license  or 
even  imprisfmment  for  subsequent  infractions,  would  be  proper 
punishment."

"At  Asti  I  spent  considerable  time  in  the  champagne  bottlinu 
department,  where  Mr.  Jadeau  and  his  assistants  were  bottling 
the  new  1911  cuvee  of  Golden  State.  One  day  3000  bottles  wer( 
filled,  the  next  4500  and  the  next  6000.  I  believe  the  Colony  will 
have  no  difficulty  in  securing  a  big  sale  for  this  wine  in  the  East,

as  this  is  a  very  favorable  time  for  exploiting  it,  and  they 
certainly  have  a  superior  product. 

"The  Italians  throughout  the  Atlantic  States  are  using  Cali- 
fornia wines  more  and  more  all  the  time.  When  I  first  at- 
tempted to  sell  California  Tipo,  the  Italians  would  not  even  give 
it  a  trial.  I  appealed  to  their  loyalty  to  their  ad()i)ted  country, 
saying :  'You  are  working  in  America,  you  are  bringing  up  your 
family  here,  why  don't  you  patronize  the  country  that  gives  you 
a  good  living?' 

"They  usually  side-stepped  by  saying  American  wines  were 
poor  and  adulterated.  I  explained  the  folly  of  tliis  statement 
by  saying:  'You  know  that  California  table  gi'apes  are  good.

Significance  of  the  Word  "Bumper" 


WE  all  of  us  drink  to  the  health  of  some  on  in  the  course  of 
our  lives,  and  Avhen  the  glass  is  particularly  large  and 
tlie  drink  uncommonly  generous,  we  call  it  drinking  in  "bumpers 
of  wine." 

!'I  wonder  how  many  readers  of  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit 
IfaiviEW  have  stopped  to  think  of  the  derivation  of  the  word 
'^Wmper."  In  an  article  in  the  New  York  Tribune,  I  recently 
learned  that  when. the  Catholic  religion  became  ascendant  in 
England  it  was  made  obligatory  that  all  good  Christians  should 
drink  to  the  health  of  the  Pope  after  dinner  every  day  and  that 
His  Holiness'  health  was  to  be  pledged  in  a  full  glass,  Avhich 
was  to  be  drained  to  the  bottom.  The  toast  prescribed  as  proper 
Tf^s  "au  bon  pere"  (To  the  good  father),  but  the  Anglo-Saxon 
6f  those  days  was  not  a  good  French  student  and  his  pronun- 
ciation was  faulty  so  that  bon  pere  rapidly  became  corrupted 
<i(||  "bumper,"  and  so  it  has  survived  ever  since.

Miracle  Worked  by  Brandy 


I  N  an  ai-ticle  in  the  :May  nuuTbor  of  the  Pacific  Graphic  Mavja- 
*  ziiiG,  entitled  "Alcohol  a  Menace  to  Manhood,"  Adam  Clark 
Bane  declares  that  "the  use  of  alcohol  is  declining  »s  a  remedy," 
and  he  quotes  Dr.  Woods  Hutchinson  as  saying:  "The  seeming 
improvehient  in  one's  physical  condition  through  the  use  of 
alcohol  is  wholly  imaginary,  and  due  merely  to  a  deadening  of 
the  nerves." 

There  are  many  re])utable  ithysicians  who  could  be  quote^Vto 
the  contrary.  Dr.  Stephen  Smith,  at  jv,'fecent  dinner  tendered 
him  by  his  associates  at  Bellevue  Hospital  to  celebrate  his 
eighty-eighth  birthday,  tells  of  a  striking  incident  which  Avould 
t6nd  to  prove  that  both  Mr.  IJane  and  Dr.  Hutchinson  are  "talk- 
ing through  their  hats."  Here  is  Dr.  Smith's  story  as  publishwl 
in  the  New  York  Medical  Ercorri : 

"Professor  Alonzo  Clark  was  a  very  conservative  practitioner, 
especially  in  the  administration  of  drugs,  but  he  had  such  con- 
fidence in  the  free  use  of  brandy  in  the  crisis  of  typhus  that  he 
said  that  he  regarded  that  stage  as  most  hopeful  and  that  brandv 
acte<i  then  like  a  specific. 

"On  one  of  his  visits  he  wa.s  accomi)anied  bv  a  professor  in 
one  of  the  medical  .schools  of  St,  Louis,  Mo.,  who  had  heard  of 


our  success  in  treating  typhus  Avith  brandy.  He  was  very  in 
credulous,  and  to  test  the  treatment  Professor  Clark  requestO( 
him  to  select^such  pases  as  he  believed  could  not  be  saved  b 
any  treatment.  '-^ 

"He  selected  six  and  promised  to  visit  the  hospital  on  the  nex 
day  to  see  the  results  of  the  treatment.  These  patients  were  al 
removed  to  a  separate  ward  in  his  presence  and  he  made  ful 
notes  in  each  case.  All  of  the  patients  were  in  a  semi-comatosi 
condition,  and  one  could  not  be  aroused,  her  open,  glazed  eye.« 
fallen  lower  jaw,  lips  and  teeth  covered  Avith  sordes,  and  rapid 
Scarcely  perceptible  pulse  indicating  a  fatal  termination.  Bu 
all  could  s\\all()w  liquids,  though  Avith  difficulty.  Assisted  h) 
a  nurse,  the  brandy  Avas  given  in  teaspoonful  doses  every  tAvent' 
or  thirty  minutes,  but  the  dose  of  the  dying  Avoman  Avas  in 
ei'eased  to  a  tablespoonful  CA'ery  half  hour.  Hot  milk  Avas  giA'oi 
with  each  dose. 

"When  the  St.  Louis  professor  and  Professor  Clark  visits 
the  Avard  the  next  morning  the  patients  Avere  all  conscious  am 
able  to  converse  Avith  them,  Avhile  their  general  condition  indi 
cated  that  the  crisis  Avas  safely  passed.  The  visiting  professui 
was  still  so  incredulous  that  he  asked  me  privately  if  these  Avei 
really  the  pationts  Avhom  he  had  selected,  intimating  that  soiii 
of  them  might  have  died  and  their  places  been  filled  by  les 
severe  cases." 


The  Passing  of  Applejack 


T 


HE  high  ])j'ice  of  apples  in  Southern  Indiana  is  playfai 
smash  Avith  the  output  of  ap])lejack,  Avhich  has  been  declin 
ing  steadily  in  recent  years.  The  applejack  distillers  say  th;i 
the  cost  of  apples  is  more  prohibitive  than  a  county  option  law 
They  used  to  buy  the  fruit  in  the  orchard  for  eight  cents  & 
bushel,  but  the  country  at  large  is  eating  more  ai)ples  than  it 
ever  ate  before — eating  all  it  can  get  and  calling  for  more. 

The  honest  farmer  Avill  not  do  any  more  business  with  the  disi 
tiller  on  the  eight-cent  basis.  He  is  asking  forty  and  fifty  iimb 
a  bushel  for  his  apples,  and  the  distiller  must  do  his  oavb 
picking  and  supply  his  OAvn  barrels.  The  fai-mer  sells  thf 
fruit  on  the  trees  and  only  troubles  himself  sufficiently  to  seo 
that  every  barrel  gathered  is  paid  for  at  the  current  marke!; 
price.  The  farmer  doesn't  care  whether  the  distiller  buys  it  oi: 
not,  since  the  cold  storage  man  has  his  agents  scouring  the  couii 
try  districts  for  Winesaps  and  the  like,and  they  are  keen  to  pav 
forty  and  fifty  cents  a  bushel  for  a  good  quality  of  apples  on  tli( 
limb.  All  good  money  looks  alike  to  the  horny-handed  or 
chardists,  and  it  is  merely  a  question  of  the  highest  bidder. 
Cold  storage  coin  is  just  as  good  as  applejack  currency. 

With  an  annual  declining  crop  of  applejack  there  Avill  no< 
be  so  much  hilarity  in  the  hayfields  of  Southern  Indiana  as 
there  used  to  be  in  the  good  obi  days  when  apples  sold  for  eight 
cents  a  bushel.  By  Avay  of  compensation,  however,  there  will 
be  more  money  and  less  headache. — LouistnUe  Courier-Journal

lul  peri)etuat(Kl  by  the  action  of  city  olHcials  elected  to  admin- 
■;ier  the  affairs  of  the  people  in  their  interest.  As  a  proof  of 
Ills  the  following  pertinent  question  is  asked:  "Why  do  saloon 
icenses  sell  for  ten  times  the  amount  the  city  receives?" 

Burr  Mcintosh  is  said  to  be  contemplating  the  erection  of  a 
;reat  studio  and  country  club  at  a  cost  of  |250,000.  The  studio 
s  to  contain  a  room  for  each  State  with  typical  pictures,  etc. 
I  is  proposed  to  erect  this  building  between  this  city  and  Pasa- 
iena.  It  is  to  contain  in  addition  to  the  studio,  a  theatre,  restau- 
ant  and  garage.  It  is  also  hoped  to  include  a  publication  of 
uonthly  ];ictorial  review,  on  the  same  lines  as  the  Burr  Mc- 
ntosh  :Magazine  of  New  York. 

I  luiderstand  that  the  recently  elected  trustee-;  of  the  newly- 
ormedcity  of  Stantim,  passed  a  straight  prohibition  (u-dinance 
it  their  first  meeting.  This  prompt  action  Avas  taken  to  prevent 
he  opening  of  saloons  and  subse(|uent  trouble  of  getting  rid  of 
hem. 


The  city  has  sued  the  Los  Angeles  Brewing  Company  to  ob- 
tain $1600  back  rent  on  premises  leased  to  the  brewery  for 
saloon  purposes.  The  brewerj^  paid  up  without  protest  until 
the  Police  Commission  revoked  the  license.  Its  defense  is  that 
the  city  rescinded  the  contract  by  the  action  of  the  commission. 

At  last  the  Hotel  Alexandria  has  opened  its  buffet  in  the  new- 
annex.  It  faces  on  Spring  street  and  is  one  of  the  handsomest 
in  the  city.  It  is  artistically  finished  in  walnut  woodwork,  with 
bar  of  same.  In  the  centre,  where  the  mirror  usually  is,  a  strik- 
ing picture  in  oils  by  C.  Vanderpool  of  Chicago  attracts  univer- 
sal notice.  It  represents  a  scene  from  Rip  Van  Winkle  as 
played  by  Josejth  Jefferson.  Rip  is  pictured  sitting  on  a  log, 
his  old  dog  Schneider  by  his  side,  while  around  them  gnomes 
and  pixies  gambol  merrily.  The  picture  in  question  has  true 
artistic  worth  and  is  a  pleasing  feature  in  the  new  and  already 
popular  buffet. 

The  Los  Angeles  Cafe  Company  has  applied  for  a  restaurant 
liquor  license  for  the  premises  formerly  occupied  by  the  Bristol 
Cafe.  The  officers  of  this  new  company  are  R.  R.  Miller,  presi- 
dent ;  W.  Z.  McDonald,  vice-president,  and  James  E,  McDonald, 
secretary.  Miller  was  cashier  of  the  Cafe  Bristol  when  the  li- 
cense was  revoketl. 


Could  Not  Beat  Uncle  Sam 


A  REPORT  comes  from  Woodland  that  Clyde,  Hanley  &  Com- 
pany, of  this  city,  have  violated  the  Federal  law  and  that 
the  Internal  Revenue  Department  has  taken  the  matter  up.  It 
is  allegetl  that  the  firm  in  question  shipped  two  liquor  packages 
into  Capay  Valley,  one  of  which  bore  the  label  of  "Fruit  Juice." 
The  railroad  agent  at  Guinda  suspecting  that  they  contained 
liquor,  notified  the  Sacramento  Revenue  office.  An  agent  was 
at  once  dispatched  to  Guinda  who  seized  and  opened  both 
packages.  The  case  bearing  no  label  was  consigned  to  G. 
Campbell,  a  laborer,  and  contained  whisky.  The  other,  labeled 
fruit  juice,  was  consigned  to  D.  Robbin^  Tancred,  and  contained 
port  wine. 

The  firm  making  these  shipments  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  f^SOOO  or  less  than  $2000.  The  packages  were  confis- 
cated and  taken  to  San  Francisco  to  be  used  in  evidence  in  the 
United  States  District  Court,  which  has  jurisdiction. 


On  June  1st  Judge  Van  Fleet  in  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  issued  a  decree  perpetually  enjoining  the  Standard  Liq- 
uor Company  fi'om  selling  refilled  bottles  formerly  containing 
gin  bottled  by  Tanqueray,  Gordon  &  Co.,  Limited,  of  London, 
England,  and  bearing  the  English  firm's  trade  mark  and  labels. 


A  Vallejo  correspondent  writes  us  that  the  "Butler-Pierce- 
Tripp"  |1,000  liquor  license  ordinance  is  dead.  City  Trustee 
John  Sullivan  struck  the  key  note  when  he  said:  "I  do  not 
believe  in  eleventh  hour  politics  or  spite  measures  and  there- 
fore will  not  lend  my  support  to  this  measure.  While  I  believe 
the  measure  has  merit,  I  do  not  think  now  is  the  time  to  intro- 
duce it.  If  the  Mayor  vetoes  the  ordinance,  it  is  dead  so  far  as 
I  am  concerne<l  for  I  shall  not  be  here  to  override  the  veto." 

It  would  appear  therefrom  that  if  there  is  to  be  any  change 
in  the  Vallejo  ordinance  it  will  be  made  by  the  new  Board  of 
Trustees.  For  the  present  at  any  rate  there  is  no  fear  of  the 
present  rise  in  license  fees. 
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LOUISVILLE     DEPARTMENT 

G.  I).  CRAIN.  JR.,  Regular  Correspondent,  305  Keller  Hklg.,  Louisville,  Ky. 
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LOUISVILLE,  KY.,  June  25.— Business  with  the  distillers 
and  wholesalers  is  reported  generally  quiet.  This  is  a 
seasonable  condition,  however,  and  there  is  no  disposition  on 
the  part  of  those  in  the  trade  to  complain.  In  vieAV  of  the  big 
business  which  was  done  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  new 
year,  and  the  normal  trade  which  was  handled  during  April  and 
May,  the  wholesalers  believe  that  they  have  reason  to  congratu- 
late themselves.  Business  is  showing  signs  of  getting  back  on 
an  old-time  basis,  and  in  view  of  the  satisfactory  increase  in  per 
capita  consumption,  it  is  certain  that  the  demand  for  Kentucky 
whiskies  will  remain  brisk. 

Some  of  the  larger  houses  say  that  the  demand  is  probably 
not  as  good  as  it  usually  is  at  this  season,  but  the  difference  is 
slight,  if  any.  The  contrast  between  the  extreme  activity  of  the 
early  part  of  the  year  and  the  normal  sagging  in  sales  now  that 
summer  is  a  matter  of  reality  is  naturally  great,  and  is  the  more 
marked  because  of  the  fact  that  for  the  past  few  years  the  dif- 
ference between  seasons  has  been  less  marked  as  far  as  sales  are 
concerned. 

The  way  Kentucky  has  been  producing  and  selling  whisky  is 
shown  pretty  clearly  by  the  tax  payments  in  this  district,  the 
Fifth.  This  is  one  of  the  largest  whisky  producing  districts  in 
the  State,  and  the  tax  payments  during  the  past  fiscal  year  have 
been  considerably  larger  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The  In- 
ternal Revenue  Department  stated  that  during  the  eleven 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  1911,  from  July  1,  1910,  to  May  31, 
1911,  inclusive,  the  payments  totaled  |13,154,144.42.  This  hefty 
contribution  to  the  revenues  of  Uncle  Sam  indicated  that  the 
wtihdrawals  had  amounted  to  about  1,200,000  gallons  for  the 
eleven  months,  a  good  average  volume.  Naturally,  in  view  of 
the  less  active  demand  during  the  past  month  or  two,  with- 
drawals have  not  been  as  heavy,  and  in  the  Frankfort  district, 
for  example,  the  May  collections  dropped  from  |190,000  in  1910 
to  $186,000  in  1911.  The  total  collections  in  the  Frankfort 
district  for  the  fiscal  year  will  be  between  |2,500,000  and  |3,- 
000,000,  however. 

As  indicated  heretofore  in  the  Louisville  correspondence  of 
the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Revikw,  the  production  of  whisky 
during  this  year  was  the  largest  since  1893.  With  the  fiscal 
year  ready  to  close,  the  final  day  being  June  30th,  estimates, 
which  are  unofficial  but  are  regarded  as  accurate,  have  been 
prepared,  and  these  show  that  during  this  year  the  production 
will  have  been  42,750,000  gallons.  The  importance  of  this  in- 
crease may  be  realized  when  it  is  pointed  out  that  during  1910 
the  output  was  only  about  36,000,000  gallons,  and  in  the  year 
preceding  totaled  around  27,000,000.  The  increase  over  last 
year  is  more  than  20  per  cent,  and  is  a  good,  healthy  gain,  the 
figures  showing  that  the  distilleries  turned  out  a  bigger  volume 
of  Kentucky's  famous  vintage  during  any  year  since  1893. 

Most  of  the  distilleries  are  preparing  to  discontinue  their 
operations,  and  by  the  time  this  issue  of  the  Pacific  Wine  and 
Spiuit  Review  is  off  the  press  the  number  of  distilleries  still 
running  will  be  small.  -  Many  of  those  which  decided  to  make 
June  the  final  month  of  operations  did  all  they  could  during 
that  period,  however,  and  ran  day  and  night  during  the  final 
weeks.  The  sprint  down  the  stretch,  to  use  a  racing  term, 
helped  out  the  record  of  many  plants  considerably. 

It  is  conceded  that  the  production  this  season  would  have 
been  still  larger  than  it  has  been  if  a  sentiment  had  not  de- 


^ 


veloped  favorable  to  conservative  operations.  Though  tUe 
demand  for  goods  a  few  years  old  was  so  great  as  to  insure,  t» 
all  practical  purposes,  a  market  for  a  big  crop  of  the  season 
1910-1911,  many  distillers  urgetl  that  it  would  demoralize  the 
market  to  offer  so  large  a  crop  as  many  were  tending  towaW 
producing.  The  acquiescence  in  this  belief  on  the  part  of  mam' 
producers  caused  the  situation  to  assume  a  different  aspect  tvqp 
that  which  had  marked  it  earlier  in  the  season. 


The  production  of  whisky  during  the  past  year  has  empha- 
sized the  importance  of  the  industry  to  Kentucky  in  commerce 
as  a  whole.  Taking  one  branch  of  business  only,  the  cooporaj; 
trade,  it  is  easy  to  see  how  large  a  contribution  the  distilling 
interests  made  to  it.  The  year's  production  required  close  to 
900,000  barrels,  an  increase  of  about  140,000  over  last  year,  this 
item  alone  meaning  that  close  to  |500,000  more  than  usual  was 
turnetl  over  to  the  cooperage  trade.  In  view  of  the  importance 
of  the  timber  interests  to  Kentucky,  and  the  large  number  of 
people  employed  in  cutting  the  trees,  making  the  staves  and 
completing  the  process  in  the  cooper  shop,  it  is  evident  that  the  i 
whisky  trade  played  an  important  pai*t  in  the  business  of  thei 
community  during  the  past  year.  The  greatly  increased  pni 
duction  also  made  a  much  larger  consumption  of  corn,  and  the 
grain  dealers  handling  that  trade  were  kept  busy  supplying  tlic 
various  plants. 


The  convention  of  the  National  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealeifi'  i 
Association  in  Chicago,  June  5th-8th,  was  largely  attended  by  J 
local  members  of  the  trade,  and  the  meeting  was  pronounced  a 
big  success.  Bernard  Bernheim,  of  the  Bernheim  Distilling 
Company,  was  chairman  (»f  the  committee  on  arrangements 
which  looked  after  the  trip  of  the  local  members.  Among  those 
who  made  the  trip  were  T.  J.  Batman,  Sr.,  T.  J.  Batman,  Jr., 
Bernard  N.  Block,  Louis  J.  Hollenbach,  Ed  T.  Pfeifer,  Cal  J.

The  betterment  of  conditions  in  the  saloon  was  discussed  at 
the  convention  and  was  agreed  to  be  the  leading  sul)ject  taken 
up.  Those  who  attended  from  Louisville  were  of  the  opinion 
that  the  platform  of  the  association  adopted  several  years  ago 
is  a  good  one  to  stand  on.    It  is  as  follows : 

"It  is  our  firm  conviction  that  those  who  honestly  seek  to 
promote  the  cause  of  true  temperance  will  find  the  surest  anil 
safest  method  in  the  continuance  of  the  licensed  saloon,  con 
ducted  under  proper  laws  and  reasonable  regulations,  strictly 
enforced.     In  the  granting  of  a  license  the  character  of  the 
applicant  and  not  the  fee  should  be  the  determining  factoi'. 
Finally,  we  believe  in  the  subordination  of  the  interests  of  indi 
vidual  citizens  to  the  interests  of  the  community  as  a  avIioIc, 
but  not  in  the  curtailment  of  the  personal  rights  and  liberties 
of  one  class  or  party  of  citizens,  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  aji 
other  class  or  body  who  may  desire  to  waive  such  personal  rights 
and  liberties  for  themselves." 

Speaking  of  prohibition,  its  effects  work  out  in  various  ways. 
It  was  recently  reported  at  the  semi-annual  convention  of  the 
Kentucky  Fire  Prevention  Association  that  one  of  the  principal

difficulties  in  the  way  of  securing  betterments,  in  the  water- 
works systems  and  fire  departments  of  towns  in  tliis  State  is 
that  many  of  the  communities  liave  adopted  local  option  laws 
and  ruled  the  saloons  out  of  existence.  The  result  has  been  a 
diminution  of  revenues  to  such  an  extent  that  not  only  is  no 
money  available  for  improvements,  but  the  fire-fighting  depart- 
ments are  compelled  to  operate  with  even  more  meager  funds 
than  before. 

(  Royal  Arch  Knights  In  Annual  j| 
I  Convention  i 

THE  tenth  annual  convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Knights 
of  the  Royal  Arch  was  held  at  Los  Angeles  during  May. 
While  the  members  much  enjoyed  the  hospitable  reception  ten- 
dered by  the  jjeople  of  that  city,  the  keynote  of  the  convention 
was  "business."  A  large  number  of  addresses  were  made  for 
the  good  of  the  order,  all  of  which  turned  more  or  less  upon  the 
fact  that  the  members  were  in  politics  for  self  protection  and 
not  from  choice,  and  that  the  order  was  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose of  correcting  and  removing  those  evils  in  the  conduct  of  the 
retail  trade  which  had  had  so  much  to  do  in  causing  the  prohi- 
bition movement,  which  had  in  fact  forced  them  into  politics. 

All  report.s  showe<i  that  the  order  both  financially  and  in  all 
other  branches  was  in  good  standing.  This  is  certainly  most 
necessary  if  (\  F.  A.  Last,  chairman,  is  correct  in  his  predic- 
tion that  "You  will  continue  to  be  in  the  throes  of  conflict 
for  many  years  to  come.  You  must  get  closer  together  even 
than  you  are  now.  Your  diversified  intere.sts  must  be  more 
clo.sely  allied.  You  must  continue  to  uplift  and  upbuild.  You 
must  discredit  hypocrisy  and  deceit.  You  must  insist  upon  the 
authorities  doing  their  duty  faithfully  and  impartially,  Avithout 
fear,  favor  or  reward.  Otherwise,  you  may  find  these  Pacific 
Coast  States  of  ours  in  the  position  of  the  State  of  Maine,  in  the 
hands  of  'boot-leggers,'  'swine,'  grafting,  seiTile  politicians  and 
otlu>rs  who  hav(i  held  sway  there  for  fifty  years  or  oyer." 

Possibly  the  future  action  of  the  order  can  be  assumed  from 
the  following  resolution : 

"Be  it  resolved.  That  the  Grand  board  of  Trustees  be  di- 
rected to  confer  with  the  Brewery  A.ssociation,  Wholesale  Liq- 
uor Dealers  and  Allied  Interests  for  the  purpose  of  elevating 
the  trade  in  general,  by  endeavoring  to  remove  from  this  Pacific 
Coast  the  "child  of  prohibition,"  the  "blind  pig,"  which  is 
flourishing  in  many  localities,  also  the  Anti-Saloon  League  and 
its  adherents." 

In  our  opinion  the  most  essential  matter  is  the  "elevating  of 
the  trade  in  general."  If  this  is  done,  as  it  ought  to  be,  all  other 
difficulties  now  threatening  the  trade  will,  we  believe,  disap- 
pear. Once  let  the  public  understand  that  the  necessary  refor- 
mation has  taken  place  from  the  inside,  and  outside  pressure 
to  effect  the  same  result  will  of  necessity  become  relaxed.

At  Bakersfield  during  June  T.  W.  Roulo,  Grand  Valiant 
Commander  of  the  Royal  Arch  again  insisted  that  the  aim  of  the 
organization  is  to  raise  the  saloon  business  to  a  plane  of  respec- 
tability.   He  said  in  part : 

"The  bane  of  the  liquor  traffic  in  the  past  has  been  the  char- 
acter of  some  of  the  men  who  have  got  into  it.  The  lower  the 
level  to  which  they  reduced  it  the  harder  it  was  for  honest, 
decent  men  to  stay  in  the  business  and  maintain  their  self  re- 
spect. No  honorable  man  wants  to  be  connected  with  a  trade  or 
industry  which  is  maintained  in  such  a  manner  that  good  citi- 
zens regard  it  Avith  suspicion. 

"It  should  be  the  firm  purpose  of  members  of  the  Royal  Arch 
to  exert  an  influence  for  the  well-being  and  up-lifting  of  the 
business  in  which  they  Avere  engaged.  They  are  not  banded 
together  to  palliate  wrong-doing,  but  for  the  mutual  welfare, 
and  that  can  be  gained  by  conducting  their  business  in  conform- 
ity Avith  laAV  and  order.  The  good  of  the  community  is  the  good 
of  their  order." 
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The  Cucamonga  Desert  Reclaimed 


WILLIAM  E.  CURTIS,  the  well-known  correspondent, 
whose  travel  studies  appear  each  day  in  the  Chicago 
Record-Herald,  has  recently  been  visiting  Los  Angeles.  In  his 
search  for  copy  he  came  across  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company's 
immense  vineyard,  at  Guasti,  which  he  graphically  describes  as 
follows : 

There  used  to  be  a  long  belt  of  barren  waste  between  Riv- 
erside and  Los  Angeles,  but  that  is  now  covered  with  one  of  the 
largest  vineyards  in  the  world.  The  last  time  I  was  out  hero 
it  was  a  sad  strip  of  sand.  Today  it  is  one  of  the  most  cheerful 
belts  of  green. you  can  imagine.  A  few  years  ago  it  was  con- 
sidered so  hopeless  that  the  OAvners  offered  it  to  Frank  Miller 
of  Riverside  for  75  cents  an  acre,  and  he  laughed  at  them.  Noth- 
ing would  grow  on  such  a  place  but  cactus  and  sagebrush,  and 
this  great  area  was  abandoned  to  the  prairie  dog  and  the  lizard, 
because  nothing  else  could  live  there. 


Then  Secundo  Guasti  came  along,  and  demonstrated  the  ad- 
vantage of  recognizing  an  opportunity  when  you  see  it.  Secundo 
Guasti  is  a  native  of  Monbaruzzo,  in  the  Piedmont  of  Italy.  He 
came  to  California  as  an  immigrant  in  1881,  and  settled  in  Los 
Angeles  because  the  climate  and  the  soil  were  like  those  of  Ids 
native  country.  He  set  up  a  little  shop  and  bought  grapes  by 
the  crate  and  sold  them  by  the  pound;  then  he  bought  more 
grapes  and  made  them  into  wine.  His  industry,  sagacity,  econ- 
omy and  thrift  caused  him  to  prosper,  as  so  many  of  his  coun- 
trymen have  done  in  a  similar  way,  and  when  he  got  a  little 
capital  he  raised  his  own  grapes  from  cuttings  sent  from  the 
old  country,  because  it  was  the  practice  in  California  to  raise 
those  that  Avill  produce  the  largest  quantity  without  regard  to 
quality.  Then  he  organized  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company 
among  his  friends  in  Los  Angeles.  They  started  with  a  capital 
of  1125,000 ;  two  or  three  years  later  it  was  doubled,  and  then 
it  was  doubled  again,  and  now  amounts  to  half  a  million  dollars, 
all  paid  in  and  all  owned  by  Italian  residents  of  Los  Angeles. 


In  looking  about  for  a  suitable  location  for  a  vineyard  Mr. 
Guasti  recognized  the  possibilities  of  that  desert  lying  west  of 
the  village  of  Enterprise,  which  nobody  wanted.  He  saw  that 
the  soil  was  the  same  as  that  which  produced  the  best  grapes 
in  Italy,  and  he  bought  the  tract  of  2100  acres  for  a  nominal 
price.  He  has  since  bought  1,900  acres  more,  and  his  company 
now  owns  and  cultivates  a  vineyard  of  4,000  acres,  upon  what 
was  a  dreary  desert  only  a  few  years  ago,  and  this  year  will 
raise  enough  to  make  several  million  gallons  of  wine.    The  vine- 


yard is  in  one  solid  block  of  land  and  is  at  least  the  largest  in 
America,  if  not  in  the  world. 

Mr.  Guasti  and  his  friends  began  in  a  small  way.  They 
planted  as  many  vines  as  they  could  the  first  year,  and  as  many 
more  as  they  could  the  next  year,  and  they  kept  on  planting.  It 
takes  a  grapevine  three  years  to  bear;  vineyards  will  not  pay 
expenses  for  five  years,  and  men  who  start  vineyards  have  to 
Avork  and  Avait.  That  is  exactly  what  AA'as  done  in  this  case, 
but  noAv  more  than  2,000  acres  of  vines  are  bearing,  and  the 
money  is  beginning  to  come  back;  the  rewards  of  labor  and  pa- 
tience are  being  paid,  and  Mr.  Gusti  and  his  Avife  have  gone  to 
Chicago  to  buy  furniture  for  a  large  and  comfortable  villa  Avhich 
they  have  built  out  of  the  first  profits  of  the  undertaking.  They 
have  made  sacrifices;  they  haA'e  stinted  themselves;  they  have 
Avorked  early  and  late,  and  noAv  that  they  are  in  Easy  street  they 
Avill  enjoy  the  fruits  of  their  toil  and  economy. 


There  is  a  ranch  house  in  the  middle  of  the  vineyard,  sui' 
rounded  by  cabins  for  the  Avorkmen,  but  Mr.  Guasti  is  going  to 
live  on  one  of  the  handsomest  avenues  in  Los  Angeles,  and  is 
going  to  entertain  the  friends  Avho  have  stood  by  him  and  given 
him  encouragement  in  his  struggle.  About  150  men  are  regu- 
larly employed  on  the  vineyard,  and  600  extra  hands  are  re- 
quired in  the  vintage  season.  All  of  the  grapes  will  be  made 
into  Avine  in  three  wineries,  Avith  a  capacity  of  4,000,000  gallons. 
The  principal  office  of  the  company  is  in  Los  Angeles,  and  it 
has  branch  houses  in  Chicago,  New  York  and  Ncav  Orleans. 

Other  Italians,  Germans  and  Frenchmen  are  folloAving  the 
example  of  Mr.  Guasti,  and  there  are  two  large  vineyards  adjoin- 
ing his  upon  the  desert  that  I  told  you  about.  One  of  them  con- 
sists of  2,000  acres,  another  of  1,500  acres,  and  elsewhere  in  Los 
Angeles  county  are  several  others  of  500,  600,  and  700  acres.

r.  Boohcr  introduced  the  following  bill,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ways  and   Means  and  ordered  to  be  printed : 
A  BILL 
pruvidc    an    allowance    for    loss    of    distilled    spirits    deposited    in    internal 
revenue  warehouses. 
He  it  enacted  by   the  Senate  and  House   of  Representatives  of   the   United 
ate  of  America  in   Congress   assembled,  That   the   distiller   of   any   distilled 
irits  which  shall  be  on  deposit  on  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and 
rvcn,  or   which   may   thereafter   be   deposited   in   any   distillery    warehouse   or 
nial  or  general  bonded  warehouse  existing  under  tlie  internal   revenue  laws 
the   United   States,   may,   prior   to   the   expiration   of   eight   years    from   the 
of  original  gauge  as   to   fruit   brandy,   or   original   entry   as   to   all   other 
irits,  file  with  the  collector  a  notice  giving  a  description  of  the  packages  con- 
iiiing  the  spirits,  and  request  a  regauge  of  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  tax 
!iient  of  such  spirits.     If  upon  such  regauging  it  shall  appear  that  there  has 
M  a  loss  of  distilled  spirits  from  any  cask  or  package,  without  the  fault  or 
i;ligeiicc  of  the  distiller  thereof,  taxes  shall  be  collected  only  on  the  quantity 
distilled  spirits  contained  in  such  cask  or  package  at  the  time  of  the  with- 
awal  thereof  from  the  distillery  warehouse  or  other  bonded  warehouse,  Pro-

•ind  seventy-eight  monhs;  fourteen  and  one-half  gallons  for  seventy-nine,  eighty, 
eighty-one,  eighty-two,  eighty-three  and  eighty-four  months ;  fifteen  gallons  for 
eighty-five,  eighty-six,  eighty-seven,  eighty-eight,  eighty-nine  and  ninety  months; 
fifteen  and  one-half  gallons  for  ninety-one,  ninety-two,  ninety-three,  ninety-four, 
ninety-five  and  ninety-six  months:  And  provided  further.  That  taxes  shall  be 
collected  on  the  quantity  contained  in  each  cask  or  package  as  shown  by  the 
original  gauge  where  the  distiller  does  not  request  a  regiuge  before  the  ex- 
piration of  eight  years  from  the  date  of  original  entry  or  gauge :  And  provided 
also,  That  the  foregoing  allowance  of  loss  shall  apply  only  to  casks  or  pack- 
ages of  a  capacity  of  forty  or  more  wine  gallons,  and  that  the  allowance  for 
loss  on  casks  or  packages  of  less  capacity  than  forty  gallons  shall  not  exceed 
one-half  the  amount  allowed  on  said  forty-gallon  cask  or  package;  but  no  al- 
lowance shall  be  made  on  casks  or  packages  of  less  capacity  than  twenty  gal- 
lons:  And  pro-cidcd  further,  That  the  proof  of  such  distilled  spirits  shall  not  in 
any  case  be  computed  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  at  less  than  one  hundred  per 
centum. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  fifty  of  the  Act  of  August  twenty-seventh,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-four,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  reduce  taxation,  to  provide  reve- 
nue for  the  Government,  and  for  other  purposes,"  section  one  of  the  Act  of 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  the 
internel-revenue  laws  relating  to  distilled  spirits,  and  for  other  purposes,"  .and 
the  Act  of  January  thirteenth,  nine'een  hundred  and  three,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
amend  the  internal-revenue  laws,"  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed  from 
;  nd  after  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven. 


The  saloon  men  of  Vina  in  Tehama  County  are  canvas.sing 
the  property  owners  of  that  place  in  order  to  ascertain  the  senti- 
ment in  regard  to  the  incorporation  of  Vina.  There  is  no  anti- 
saloon  sentiment  there,  but  under  the  new  law  Vina  will  be  voted 
dry  in  the  county  unless  it  is  incorporated. 

Saloon  men  in  other  parts  of  Tehama  and  also  in  Glenn 
County  are  preparing  to  try  for  incorporation  of  many  other 
small  towns  in  order  to  save  their  license.

"He  Has  No  Ambition" 


WHAT  is  ambition,  anyway?  It's  an  everlasting  inspiration 
to  be  at  the  top  of  the  ladder.  How  often  you  hear  it  said 
of  so-and-so,  "He  has  no  ambition."  In  other  words,  he  is  a 
worm  in  the  dust.  Ten  dollars  a  week  lets  him  by.  He's  thank- 
ful for  work.  He  shaves  twice  a  week.  Has  his  shoes  shined  and 
his  hat  brushed  every  Sunday  "regular."  Doesn't  believe  in 
cleaning  his  nails  nor  calling  on  a  girl  nor  having  his  trousers 
pressed.  No  time  or  desire  to  read  a  line  on  the  reciprocity  bill, 
but  "he's  there'  when  the  sporting  news  is  discussed.  Pretty 
good  judge  of  poor  beer  and  can  roll  a  cigarette  with  the  best  of 
them. 

Now,  if  this  description  doesn't  fit  one  of  you  fellows,  well 
and  good— be  thankful.  But  if  it  does,  give  yourself  a  shake- 
just  the  way  a  dog  shakes  the  water  oflf  himself.  Take  a  few 
deep  breaths  of  pure  air,  look  yourself  over,  spruce  up  and  start 
in.  Don't  care  if  you're  fifty  years  young— it  isn't  too  late.  All 
the  better  if  you're  seventeen.  But  up  till  now  they've  dubbed 
you  a  "no  ambition"  chap  and  it's  time  to  fool  them.  You'll  get 
more  fun,  more  peace,  more  real  life  out  of  life  when  you  begin 
to  "fool"  them  than  you  ever  thought  existed  for  you.  Work, 
think,  plan  for  the  top  of  the  ladder,  even  though  today  you're 
standing  with  some  insecurity  on  the  first  rung. 


From  the  shipment  of  only  a  few  barrels  a  year,  less  than  fif- 
teen years  ago,  the  amount  of  sweet  wines  imported  by  the 
Japanese  has  increased  so  rapidly  that  it  is  expected  the  Orient 
will  soon  become  one  of  California's  best  customers.  The  truth 
of  this  is  shown  by  the  shipment  of  1,000  barrels  of  California 
wine  by  the  liner  Mongolia,  which  sailed  on  June  6th. 


The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Tulare  county  have  directed  the 
District  Attorney  to  draw  up  an  amended  liquor  ordinance  so  as 
to  conform  with  the  Wyllie  local  option  law  as  affecting  the 
sale  of  wines  and  liquors  by  wineries.  It  was  pointed  out  that  at 
present  wineries  may  sell  their  product  iu  one-gallon  lots  to  per- 
sons on  the  premises  although  it  may  not  be  drunk  thereon.  The 
change  proposed  makes  the  sales  not  less  than  two  gallons  and 
that  it  must  not  be  delivered  on  the  premises. 


THE  Year  Book  of  the  TTnited  States  Department  of  Agric 
ture  has  been  issued  and,  to  quote  the  words  of  the  repo;, 
it  shows  "another  most  prosperous  year,"  referring,  of  courl 
to  1910. 

Everything  goes  to  prove  in  the  aggregate,  according  to  tj; 
best  and  most  carefully  compiled  government  statistics  by  va' 
ous  departments,  that  pessimism,  socialism  aud  radicalism 
put  together  c'annot  hold  down  a  country  that  can  take 
$1,000,000,000  crop  and  improve  on  it  year  after  year.    As  |;h 
say  down  south,  there  is  "just  naturally"  bound  to  be  enou 
business  for  all. 

Uncle  James  Wilson,  our  revered  Secretary  of  Agricultu 
has  issued  a  bigger  Year  Book  this  time  than  ever  before,  a; 
this  in  spite  of  the  announcement  in  the  preface  that  "the  t( 
dency  to  increase  the  size  of  the  volume  ha.s  been  as  vigorous 
resisted  as  possible,  considering  the  excellent  material  availal 
for  use.'  At  any  rate,  the  bigger  and  better  crop  every  j( 
it  is  natural  that  there  should  be  a  larger  Year  Book.  It  is  n 
a  blue  book,  at  any  rate,  for  it  is  a  book  bursting  with  optimits 
The  United  States  government  has  its  blue  book,  England  li 
its  blue  book,  and  Spain  has  its  red  book,  but  Uncle  James  ^Y 
son's  annual  volume  ought  to  be  bound  in  orange  and  gold. 

The  current  volume,  of  which  we  have  advance  sheets,  is  c 
dently  bulging  with  statistics.    These  statistics  do,  indeed,  r( 
resent  work  of  great  magnitude.    The  United  States  broke  v 
merous  crop  records  during  1910,  and  the  Year  Book  tells  ; 
about  these  broken  records.    Pretty  nearly  evei-y thing  anyboi 
wants  to  know  about  agricultural  products  in  this  country  ci 
be  found  by  reference  to  this  department  publication.    In  add 
tion  to  the  statistics  there  are  incorporated  a  number  of  speci 
articles  that  cover  nearly  everything  in  the  list  of  rural  topic 
The  government  publishes  a  great  many  books  that  nobody  er 
reads,  but  everybody  into  whose  hands  a  copy  of  the  report 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  falls  will  surely  read  it. 
contains  information  valuable  to  everybody  and  it  is  as  ffl^iij 
nating  as  any  romance.  ! 


Carter  Harrison's  Early  Training 

•"PHAT  was  a  happy  speech  of  welcome  which  Mayor  Carti 
A  Harrison  delivered  in  Chicago  on  June  4th  when  he  ^\i 
corned  the  delegates  to  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Convention  to  tl 
National  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealer's  Association.  His  confi 
sion  of  how  he  came  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  Kentucky's  most  f 
mous  product  was  very  amusing. 

"My  earliest  recollections  of  Kentucky,"  he  said,  "are  eo 
nected  Avith  my  grandfather,  who  was  what  is  known  as  a  "har 
shelled  Baptist"  preacher,  who  thought  it  necessary  on  Sund; 
to  deliver  a  sermon  of  not  less  than  two  and  three-quarters  ( 
an  hour  in  length,  otherwise  he  felt  he  was  not  living  up  i 
the  necessities  of  the  occasion.  In  the  days  of  my  earliest  bo; 
hood,  when  I  visited  the  old  family  home  in  Kentucky,  I  c» 
recollect  the  old  gentleman,  immediately  after  his  inomin 
ablutions,  taking  his  glass  to  prepare  a  good  old-fashioned  Koi 
tucky  toddy  Avith  a  spoonful  of  sugar,  enough  Avater  in  it  to  di 
solve  the  sugar,  and  then  enough  of  the  good  old  Kentucky  pro] 
aration  to  kill  the  germs  in  the  Avater.  Whenever  my  graii< 
father  Avould  go  to  the  back  porch  to  make  his  preparatioi 
whether  dressed  or  undressed,  I  folloAved  him,  because  I  fouu 
that  the  sugar  left  in  the  glass,  dug  out  Avith  a  spoon,  Avas 
very  toothsome  morsel.  The  lesson  I  learned  from  him,  as  flu 
a  character  and  as  perfect  a  specimen  of  man — religious  man- 
I  believe  as  ever  walked  on  shoe  leather,  was,  from  my  earlio- 
childhood,  that  is  the  abuse  of  liquor  and  not  the  use  of  it  tha 
is  to  be  reprehended." 
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Obstacles  to  Our  Foreign  Wine  Trade 


CONSlTTvAR  reports  state  that,  owing  to  the  general  failnre 
of  the  European  wine  crops  last  year  considerable  interest 
is  being  manifested  in  the  importation  of  table  wines  from  Cali- 
fornia, and  it  is  improbable  that  a  permanent  demand  for  such 
wines  can  be  created  in  this  country  if  American  producers 
are  in  a  position  to  meet  German  requirements.  On  this  head 
the  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce  says :  "One  of  the  obstacles 
to  commercial  success  in  this  matter  will  be  the  necessity  of  sub- 
mitting the  wine  itself  to  chemical  analysis  after  its  arrival  in 
Germany.  It  therefore  follows  that  importers  are  willing  to  buy 
only  on  conditional  terms,  payments  to  be  made  after  delivery 
of  the  merchandise  and  examination  by  chemists  of  the  Govern- 
ment. Comparatively  few  lines  of  American  goods  are  sold  in 
this  manner,  the  general  rule  being  to  submit  samples  or  other 
proof  of  quality  in  advance  of  shipments,  the  value  of  such  ship- 
ments being  collected  against  the  delivery  of  shipping  documents 
by  means  of  confirmed  bankers'  credits. 

"Wines  shipped  to  Germany  from  Italy,  Austria,  and  Hun- 
gary are  exempted  from  German  analysis,  and  there  are  special 
provisions  of  law  whereby  the  German  Government  is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  recognize  certificates  of  wine  analyses  established  in  the 
country  of  origin,  the  form  and  mode  of  issuance  of  which  are 
determined  by  international  agreement. 

Thus,  if  an  agreement  of  this  character  existed  between  Ger- 
many and  the  United  States,  California  Avine  shippers  could 
ascertain  in  a  conclusive  manner,  before  their  merchandise  left 
their  possession,  whether  or  not  it  would  pass  German  customs 
control.  Not  the  least  of  objections  to  analysis  in  Germany  is 
the  cost  thereof,  amounting  in  Hamburg  to  12  marks  (|2.86)  for 
each  sample  tested. 

"Upon  the  arrival  of  imported  wines  in  casks,  samples  are 
drawn  from  each  100  casks  of  wine  of  the  same  kind.  When 
consignments  consist  of  different  kinds,  one  sample  is  taken  from 
each  kind.  Wines  received  from  different  warehouses,  or  which 
differ  in  vintage  or  price,  are  regarded  as  different  in  kind. 
When  wine  is  shipped  in  bottles,  one  sample  is  taken  from  every 
2,500  bottles  the  contents  of  which  are  the  same.  The  examina- 
tion of  what  are  called  "high-priced  wines"  may  be  waived 
upon  the  assumption  that  the  price  itself  is  a  guaranty  of  the 
I  purity  and  excellence  of  the  article.  As  "high-priced  wines," 
such  will  be  regarded  in  Hamburg  those  with  an  invoice  value 
of  at  least  1.50  marks  (0.36)  per  bottle.  ' 
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J.  Fanning  O'Reilly 


He  afterwards  became  connected  with  the  National  Provisioner, 
and  its  great  success  as  a  trade  new.spaper  is  largely  attributed 
to  his  good  work.  At  one  time,  as  associate  editpr  of  The 
Steica7-d,  he  gave  his  perscmal  attention  to  the  hotel  feature  in 
its  columns.  He  was  also  a  contributor  to  the  wholesale  liquor 
journals,  Bonfort's  Wine  and  Spirit  Circular,  of  New  York; 
Afida's  Criterion,  of  Chicago ;  The  Wine  and  Spirit  Bulletin,  of 
Louisville,  Ky.;  The  Hotel  Bulletin,  of  Chicago,  and  other 
periodicals. 

Since  the  consolidation  of  the  Liquor  Trades  Gazette  and 
Beverages  several  years  ago,  Mr.  O'Reilly  was  the  associate 
editor  of  the  latter  publication,  which  position  he  held  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  In  all  of  these  many  positions  that  he  so  well 
filled,  he  was  known  as  a  scholar  and  clever  newspaper  man, 
while  his  courteous  beliavior  made  him  many  friends  who 
deeply  mourn  his  loss. 


AN  able  man,  well  known  to  the  liquor  trade  throughout  the 
country,  recently  met  his  death  from  an  accident.  We 
refer  to  J.  Fanning  O'Reilly,  the  associate  editor  of  Beverages. 
Working  late  one  night  in  May,  Mr.  O'Reilly,  following  his 
usual  custom  when  he  reached  home,  rested  on  the  coping  of  the 
ballustrate  to  enjoy  a  cigar  before  retiring.  In  some  unaccount- 
able manner  he  lost  his  balance  and  fell  into  an  area  some 
fifteen  feet  below.  Death  is  believed  to  have  been  instantaneous, 
and  by  this  simple  accident  the  trade  lost  one  of  its  most  force- 
ful and  widely  esteemed  writers. 

Mr.  O'Reilly  was  born  in  1861  at  Dublin,  Ireland,  where  he 
received  a  thorough  education.  He  came  to  New  York  in  1885 
and  commenced  his  newspaper  work  on  the  New  York  Sun. 


WORDS  of  wisdom  are  being  published  by  the  Salinas  local 
press,  counseling  hamiony  and  the  turning  of  attention 
to  the  progi-ess  and  growth  of  the  city,  and  the  enforcement  of 
laA\'s,  rather  than  quarreling  over  the  liquor  question.

"The  saloon  question  forms  only  one  of  a  large  number  of 
problems  which  a  city  must  solve,  yet  it  is  a  question  which  can 
split  a  community  intx)  warring  factions  and  put  a  stop  to  all 
progress  in  other  directions."

A  Solar  Plexus  for  the  Anti=Saloon  Leagi  e 


THE  Anti-Saloon  League,  claiming:  to  be  "The  United 
Churches  in  Action  Against  the  Saloon,"  received  one  of 
the  hardest  jolts  in  its  career  in  the  report  of  the  so-called  Tem- 
perance Committee  of  the  Presbyterian  Assembly,  in  session  at 
Atlantic  City,  on  May  23d.  While  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
was  not  specifically  mentioned,  there  can  be  no  question  as 
to  who  was  meant  by  the  part  of  the  committee's  report  which 
says:  "There  is  an  alarming  increase  in  the  use  of  alcoholic 
liquors  in  the  T'nited  States  as  on  the  whole.  Only  harm 
can  restilt  from  d(H*eiving  the  public  by  charts  which  indicate 
a  I'apid  advance  in  temperance  legislation,  and  by  boastful 
statements  about  making  'the  map  all  white,'  while  we  are 
doing  nothing  of  the  kind."  Any  one  who  ever  sees  the  Ameri- 
can  Issue,  the  official  organ  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  or  their 
annual  Year  Book,  knows  who  it  is  that  makes  these  "boastful 
statements  about  making  'the  map  all  white,'  "  and  it  must 
be  remembered  that  this  repudiation  of  the  claims  of  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League,  and  the  open  charge  that  it  is  guilty  of  decep- 
tion, comes  from  one  of  the  church  bodies  that  have  been  in- 
clined to  favor  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  so  that  its  commit- 
tee's report,  likewise,  constitutes  a  further  repudiation  of  that 
organization  in  its  claim  of  being  "The  United  Churches  in 
Action  Against  the  Saloon." 

The  committee  report  goes  on  further  to  speak  of  the 
immense  amount  of  liquor  consumed  in  this  country  each  year, 
and  says  that  the  per  capita  drink  bill  of  11)10  was  |24.17,  and 
places  the  total  cost  for  liquors  consumed  at  |2,256,324,447.00. 
We  have  not  verified  these  figures,  acci'i)ting  them  at  face  value, 
and  find  in  them  ample  corroboration  of  the  statements,  often 
made  in  the  liquor  press,  that,  either,  notwithstanding  the 
work  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  or  else  on  account  of  it 
more  liquor  has  been  consumefl  in  this  country  each  year  since 
its  organization,  and,  when  the  ])rohibition  orators,  in  the 
future,  ask  what  they  consider  the  decisive  question,  why  it  is 
that,  if  prohibition  has  increased  the  consumption  of  liquor, 
the  liquor  interests  do  not  favor  prohibition,  we  will  simply 
refer  them  to  the  general  Presbyterian  Assembly. 


At  Ventura  there  is  a  prohibition  fight  in  sight  as  a  petition 
for  a  special  election  is  being  circulated  for  signatures,  25  per 
cent  of  the  voters  being  necessary,  under  the  local  option  law. 
That  a  sufficient  nuiid)er  Avill  be  obtained  is  considered  a  cer- 
tainty. Whea  verified  by  the  clerk  the  board  must  call  the 
desired  election.    It  will  be  held  some  time  in  August. 


Petaluma's  new  liquor  ordinance  now  permits  sahjous  of  thai 
city  to  keep  open  on  Sundays,  but  it  requires  new  applicants  Id 
secure  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  property  owners  in  the 
block  where  the  saloon  is  to  be  located;  no  saloon  within  :{0(i 
feet  of  church  or  school ;  selling  to  minors  and  females  proliib 
ited ;  no  selling  or  delivering  of  liquors  in  side  room,  back  room 
or  upper  room;  no  private  entrance;  only  25  licenses  allowed 
in  the  city,  except  for  a  bar  for  a  new  hotel  of  not  less  than  .30 
rooms ;  the  fee  is  |400  per  year. 


Pure  Food  Notes 


D  TURING  the  present  month  the  Board  of  Food  and  Drug 
Inspection  issued  two  decisions  concerning  the  adultcna- 
tion  of  wines.  In  October,  1909,  the  Independent  Distilling 
Company  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  shipped  wine  labeled  "Port  Wine 
Type,  Guaranteed  Under  the  National  Pure  Food  Law."  Sam 
pies  of  this  wine  were  analyzed  and  the  product  Avas  found  to 
be  an  imitation  gorfe  S^S^  containing  commercial  glucose  and 
benzoate  of  soda,  not  declare<l  upon  the  label.  To  a  criminal 
stiit  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty,  and  was  fined  $25. 

Another  case  of  misbranding  wines  was  prosecuted  in  May, 
1910,  when  Ripin  &  Company  of  New  York  City  shipped  wines, 
labeled  respectively  "R.  Vin  Rouge  Sec,  Sparkling  Burgundy 
Type,  Ripin  &  Company,  New  York,"  and  "R.  &  Co.  White 
Label  Extra  Dry  Champagne,  Ripin  &  Co.,  New  York."  Analysis 
showed  the  former  to  consist  of  a  very  highly  charged  red  wine, 
and  the  latter  to  be  highly  artificially  carbonated  wine,  neither 
of  said  products  being  of  foreign  origin  or  bottle  fermented. 
These  wines  were  declared  misbranded,  and  defendant  fined  .|25. 


^\  here  are  the  Constitutional  Rights 


ACCORDING  to  a  recent  dispatch  from  Chicago,  what  is 
known  there  as  the  poor  man's  "anti-jag  law,"  will  go  into 
effect  in  Illinois  on  July  1st.  On  and  after  that  date  all  persons 
who  drink  intoxicating  liquor  on  any  railroad  train  except  in 
dining,  butfet  or  sleeping  cars,  will  be  subject  to  both  fine  and 
imprisonment.  This  same  class  of  passengers  must  be  careful 
not  to  be  intoxicated  before  boarding  the  train,  as  they  will  be 
subject  to  the  same  treatment. 

How's  that  for  a  democratic  country?

Women  Want  Open  Town 


COLORADO  SPRINGS,  April  22.— The  exceptional  circum- 
stances of  Avonien  votinjic  afjainst  prohibition  si^alized 
the  city  election  in  Colorado  Springs  the  other  day.  It  is  curi- 
ous to  relate  also  that  the  fair  sex's  consistent  attitude  on  the 
temperance  question  was  undermined  by  the  desire  for  gain. 
Hitherto  always  eager  to  devote  energies  and  resources  to  the 
cause  of  the  "drys"  as  against  the  "wets"  it  wa«  taken  for 
granted  that  the  famous  health  resort  Avould  emancipated  for 
two  years  longer  from  the  presence  of  the  demon  supposed  to 
be  the  prime  cause  of  man's  bodily  infirmities.  After  the  re- 
turns showed  a  big  victory  for  the  "wets"  the  truth  developed 
that  it  was  "votes  for  women"  which  had  caused  the  overturn. 
Colorado  Springs  had  not  prospered  with  the  lid  on.  The 
halt  and  lame  would  have  n(me  of  the  healing  Avaters  unless 
there  was  access  to  something  on  the  side.  They  came,  they 
saw,  they  tarried  for  a  night.  Then  they  hike^l  back  to  Hot 
Springs  or  other  resorts  where  the  laws  of  hospitality  are  not 
obsolete. 

Under  this  blight  the  boarding  house  landladies  fared 
badly.  Their  signs  and  ads  attracted  no  custom.  Tempting 
fare  grew  stale  in  the  larder.  Rent  day  found  them  with  noth- 
ing but  a  hard  luck  story.  Finally  it  came  to  be  a  case  of  dire 
straits  or  a  change  of  administration.  What  it  cost  them  to 
swallow  their  principles  and  sing  and  pray  for  John  Barleycorn 
will  never  be  told.  But  the  sacrifice  Avas  made  and  they  flocked 
to  the  polls  with  a  unanimity  that  whelmed  the  masculine  tem- 
perance element,  which  stood  to  their  guns  even  though  the 
fire  Avas  inimical  to  their  personal  fortunes.  If  taking  off  the 
lid  has  the  effect  of  bringing  the  golden  goose  back  to  life  the 
happy  day  shall  have  oAvned  its  advent  to  a  bolt  from  regularity 
that  sets  a  precedent. 


The  Humboldt  County  Board  of  Supervisors  are  puzzled  as 
to  the  status  of  the  liquor  question  under  the  new  liquor  law. 
As  a  result  several  applications  for  licenses  were  filed  from  dry 
territory.  The  District  Attorney  is  aAvay  and  the  laAvyer  acting 
for  him  holds  the  Wyllie  law  to  be  a  prohibition  law,  and  that 
therefore  all  the  coxmtry  is  noAv  dry,  and  that  Avhen  liquor  licen- 
ses expire  on  July  1st  no  more  can  be  issued  until  an  election  is 
held  and  territory  voted  wet.  On  the  contrary  Assemblyman 
Held  claimed  that  as  the  county  laAV  is  in  conflict  Avith  the  State 
law  that  the  county  local  option  ordinance  is  of  no  effect  and 
that  the  whole  county  is  therefore  Avet.  Next  came  Attorney  C. 
M.  ftforrison.  His  interpretation  of  the  law  is  that  the  Avet  and 
dry  precincts  renmin  as  they  are  at  present  and  tliat  it  Avill  be 
necessary  to  hold  a  new  election  to  make  any  change  at  all  Is 
it  any  Avonder  under  the  circumstances  that  the  county  legisla- 
tors are  somcAvhat  mixed  in  their  opinions  on  this  subject? 


During  June  the  San  Francisco  Independent  Liquor  Dealers' 
Association  Avas  organized.  Bard.  Burns  Avas  elected  president; 
Thomas  Johnson,  secretary;  Orrin  Eccles,  treasurer;  Mark  Dan- 
iels, sergeant-at-arms.  There  are  seventy-six  members.  The 
aim  of  the  association  is  to  better  the  conditions  of  the  liquor 
business  in  San  Francisco.  President  Burhs  Avas  presented  with 
a  loving  cup. 


CONSIDERABLE    difference    of    opinion    exists    betAveeni 
Mayor  Gaynor,  of  Ncav  York,  and  many  of  the  magistrates 
and  citizens  as  to  Avhether  the  excise  laAvs  are  being  violateq 
in  that  city  or  not.     The  mayor,  in  a  long  letter  to  a  pastoij 
of  one  of  the  prominent  churches,  says,  in  part :  "Never  was  th(| 
traffic  in  liquor  in  the  barrooms  on  Sunday  in  this  city  stoppec 
until  I  became  mayor.    I  have  stopped  it  absolutely.    I  will  givJ 
$10.00  for  evidence  of  traffic  in  liquor  on  Sunday  in  any  bar 
room."    This  statement  Avas  taken  up  and  a  committee  of  merj 
from  one  of  the  prominent  churches  Avas  appointed  and  they  perj 
sonally  visited  eighty-four  saloons  in  a  certain  territory  an(i 
found  liquor  being  dispensed  in  every  one  of  them.     Anotli 
citizen,  in  an  hour's  stroll,  visited  twenty-one  saloons  and  fouin 
liquor  being  sold  in  twenty  of  them.    One  of  the  police  magis^ 
trates  states  that  the  excise  law  is  being  openly  and  flagranti  i 
violated  every  Sunday  and  cites  the  case  then  before  him  of  thr 
men  Avho  admitted  getting  drinks  on  Sunday  morning. 


Salinas  held  a  "wet"  or  "dry"  city  election  on  June  5th  ;i 
Avhich  the  so-called  good  government  party  Avas  badly  beaten 
only  one  of  its  candidates  being  elected.  The  opponents  of  th( 
proposition  to  make  Salinas  dry  elected  four  of  the  five  council 
men  to  be  elected,  giving  them  six  in  the  new  city  council  to  twi' 
for  the  Good  Government  party. 


David  S.  Rose,  former  Mayor  of  Mihvaukee  opened  an  antii 
prohibition  fight  at  Salt  Lake  City,  by  giving  an  address  oi 
"Temperance — Not  Prohibition."  He  called  attention  to  th( 
eminent  men  of  the  nation,  among  them  President  Taft,  vfh 
have  declared  themselves  against  prohibition.  He  declare* 
that  prohibitionists  are  the  political  co-partners  of  the  booi 
leggers.

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Would  License  The  Building 


ANEW  idea  in  saloon  licensing  comes  from  Spokane,  Wash- 
ington, Avhere  Commissioner  Hayden  favons  granting  a  li- 
cense to  the  bnilding  and  not,  as  is  now  the  practice,  to  the 
individual.  The  argument  adduced  in  favor  of  the  change  is  as 
follows : 

"The  issuance  of  licenses  to  individuals,  firms  or  corporati(ms 
opens  the  door  to  parties  who  are  unfit  to  conduct  the  l)u-«iness 
of  selling  liquor.  It  increases  the  difficulties  of  controlling  the 
dealers  and  coping  with  the  evils  and  abuses  caused  by  law- 
defying  saloonists  or  disonlerly  saloons.  The  tmnsferablcne-^s 
of  a  license  from  one  party  to  another  enables  a  bad  .saloon 
keeper  to  sell  out  to  another  party  and  to  escape  the  consequen- 
ces of  his  behavior  by  removing  to  another  locality.  ' 

The  licensing  of  a  building  or  location,  which  some  Americnn 
cities  have  already  adopted  with  satisfying  results,  Avonl;l  tend 
to  free  a  municipality  from  the  objectionable  features  connecte<l 
with  the  present  method.  It  would  cause  the  owner  of  the 
building  to  be  careful  what  sort  of  tenant  he  secured  to  run  a 
saloon  there.  It  would  justify  him  in  receiving  a  higher  rental 
for  the  space  used  as  a  saloon  than  would  otherwise  be  the  case. 

It  would,  Commissioner  Hayden  argues,  "assure  the  city  that 
Avhen  a  license  is  issued  for  one  location  the  saloon  would 
not  be  moved  to  another.  By  saying  on  just  what  space  liquor 
could  be  sold  it  Avould  pi'event  a  saloon  from  distributing  liquor 
or  serving  it  elsewhere  than  the  location  designated." 


The  Vallejo  Trustees  have  passed  to  print  an  ordinance  rais- 
ing saloon  licenses  from  $100  a  quarter  to  f  250. 


The  San  Jose  Common  Coijncil  have  passed  an  amendment  to 
the  licjuor  license  ordinance  which  does  away  with  private  rooms 
or  boxes"  in  saloons  and  restaurants,  and  also  with  separate  en- 
trances for  women.  It  also  eliminates  bars  in  restaurants,  but 
permits  them  to  be  maintained  in  adjacent  rooms.  The  use  of 
curtained  alcoves  is  also  pennitted,  provided  they  are  absolutely 
open  on  the  sides  facing  hallways  or  aisles,     v 


It  is  understood  that  the  new  Ukiah  winery  is  to4je-4ocated 
at  the  Mark  Howard  place,  which  is  situated  on  the  faitroad 
track  and  the  city  water  main  runs  through  the  property.  The 
local  press  says:  "As  Mr.  Howard  is  a  public  spirited  citizen 
he  was  glad  to  be  able  to  accommodate  the  winei'y  people  and  the 
Farmers'  club  and  did  not  try  to  hold  them  up  on  the  price. 
The  deal  was  quickly  made  and  work  will  be  commenced  on  the 
winei'y  immetliately.  President  Bernard  was  Avell  pleased  with 
the  location  and  the  price,  and  also  the  public  spirit  of  the  Ukiah 
I)eople." 

Early  in  June  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Etiwanda  Grape 
Growers'  Association  were  filed.  The  incorporators  are  Isaac 
Jones,  F.  E.  Rader,  John  Scott,  C.  A.  Hickcock,  Jr.,  and  Thom- 
as Donally.  The  association  is  not  a  stock  concern,  but  mem- 
bership is  acquired  through  the  payment  of  a  stipulated  fee,  and 
the  listing  of  the  acreage  of  the  member  with  the  association. 
The  association  starts  off  with  about  325  acres  listed,  handling  in 
the  neighborhood  of  1000  tons  of  table  grapes  annually.  It  is 
expected  that  the  association  will  work  to  the  advantage  of  tlie 
growers,  who,  heretofore,  have  shipped  their  grapes  individually, 
but  under  the  plan  of  the  association  each  member  will  have  the 
superior  advantages  which  come  with  incorporation.''

Strong  Against  Presidio  Saloons 

THE  San  Francisco  Chaniber  of  Commerco  has  passed  reso- 
lutions protesting  against  any  measures  on  the  part  of  the 
miuiicipal  government  looking  toward  the  re-opening  of  sa- 
loons near  the  entrance  to  the  Presidio.  These  resolutions,  in 
the  form  of  a  letter  to  the  Mayor,  read  as  follows : 

"The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  San  Francisco  vigorously 
protests  against  any  and  all  measures  that  may  be  taken  through 
the  agency  of,  or  with  the  sanction  of,  any  branch  of  the  muni- 
cipal government  of  San  Francisco,  to  reopen  saloons  near  the 
entrance  to  the  Presidio,  between  Vallejo  and  Lombard  streets. 
The  military  authorities  have  given  notice  that  the  entrance 
to  the  Presidio  will  be  closed,  that  no  more  visitors  will  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  the  reservation,  that  the  military  force  at  the 
Presidio  will  be  reduce<l  to  a  minimum  by  sending  soldiers  away 
to  less  objectionable  places,  and  that  impi-ovements  planned 
for  the  Presidio  will  be  curtailed  if  the  city  of  San  Francisco 
;permits  the  opening  of  s\ich  saloons 

This  organization  calls  upon  the  Police  Commissioners  of 
San  Francisco  to  deny  any  and  all  applications  to  license  sa- 
loons in  this  neighborhood  To  grant  such  licenses  will  cause 
a  breach  in  the  existing  cordial  relations  between  the  city  of 
San  Francisco  and  the  United  States  Army.  Such  action  will 
also  bring  about  large  financial  losses  to  our  business  com- 
munity and  materially  injure  the  good  name  of  this  city  in  all 
])arts  of  the  world,  which  would  be  disastrous. 


On  June  18tli  El  Centro's  strict  litjuor  ordinance  went  into 
effect.  It  prohibits  the  selling  of  drinks  containing  any  per- 
centage of  alcohol.  The  only  exceptions  made  to  this  strict  pro- 
hibition are  that  it  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  serving  or  dis- 
pensing li(iuors  at  his  OAvn  home  to  guests  as  an  act  of  hospital- 
ity, when  such  home  is  not  a  i)Iace  of  public  resort,  and  when 
no  money  or  thing  of  value  is  received  in  return  for  such  liquor; 
any  p(n-sons  selling  alcohol  for  scientific  purposes  or  to  be  used 
in  the  arts,  and  any  persons  selling  or  distributing  wine  for 
sacramental  purposes  only. 


Prohibiti(m  may  be  said  to  have  been  badly  defeated  in  Utali, 
While  the  so-called  "funny"  pictorial  papers  are  fond  of  char- 
acterizing the  countryman  as  Hayseed  R'ube,  and  depicting  his 
adventures  with  gold  brick  sellers,  etc.,  the  farmer  of  the  present 
century  is  quite  the  equal  of  the  city  man  in  his  ability  to  take 
care  of  himself  along  his  own  lines.  He  himself  believes  it  to  his 
interest  to  remove  the  saloon  from  his  immediate  neighborhood 
and  in  so  doing  follows  the  selfish  policy  of  his  city  friend,  who 
objects  to  saloons  in  residence  districts,  because  he  can  get 
all  he  wants  to  drink  down  town.  The  countryman,  in  spite  of 
his  prohibition  or  anti-saloon  vote,  the  same  thing  under  an- 
other name,  takes  a  trip  to  the  "city"  to  have  a  "good  time" 
where  he  believes  nobody  knows  him. 

In  consequence  one-fifth  of  the  cities  of  Utah  went  "wet"  in- 
cluding Salt  Lake  City,  Ogden  and  Park  City,  and  the  mining 
districts  retained  the  saloons.  The  total  vote  of  Salt  Lake  City 
was :  Wet,  14,775,  dry  9,162 ;  that  of  Ogden,  wet  4,713,  dry  3,051. 
Therefore  it  stands  to  reason  that  those  23  cities  which  voted 
for  personal  freetlom  and  well  regulated  saloons,  will  find  their 
business  greatly  improved,  because  the  Hayseed  Rubes  when 
they  get  dry  after  harvest,  and  harvesting  is  thirsty  work,  will 
all  go  t  othose  23  cities,  hold  their  meetings  there,  and  do  busi 
ness  generally  there,  with  the  result  that  they  will  be  well 
repaid  for  their  sensible  action  in  breasting  the  i>rohibition 
wave,  and  creating  oases  in  the  desert  of  drouth,  where  ordi 
nary  human  kind  can  exist  with  reasonable  comfort,  and  Avith 
out  fanatical  blue  laws  interfering  with  freedom.

DRY  WINES :— The  market  was  fairly  satisfactory  for  Cali- 
fornia wines  during  June,  the  volume  of  shipments  by  sea 
for  the  month  ending  June  20th  totaling  1387  cases,  1,125,485 
gallons,  valued  at  $396,610. 

Imports  by  sea  were  nominal,  the  figures  being  1513  cases,  29 
barrels,  1  butt,  6  casks,  10  octaves  and  2  hogsheads. 

A  feature  of  the  export  figures  was  begun  in  the  May  issue, 
showing  shippers'  names  in  connection  with  California  wines 
to  New  York  by  sea. 

Crop  conditions  are  unchanged,  the  remarkably  cool  season 
thi-eatening  to  cause  a  late  vintage.

Lemon  Growers  Should  Fight  Prohibition 


1 


WE  learn  from  Chicago  that  California  lemons  are  in  gr^ 
demand,  that  city  using  25  carloads  or  8100  cases  on  a  " 
hot  day.  The  saloons  naturally  are  the  best  customers,  an 
average  downtown  bar  using  three  cases  a  day.  All  of  which 
shows  thjit  with  the  protection  of  a  proper  tariff,  lemon  growers 
have  a  market  in  which  the  demand  exceeds  the  supply.  Whihi 
the  Chicago  figtires  indicate  the  increased  use  of  California 
lemons  in  that  city,  they  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is 
principally  brought  about  by  the  presence  of  saloons,  and  nat 
urally  raise  the  question  of  what  would  become  of  the  now 
flourishing  lemon  industry  if  the  prohibitionists  had  their  own 
:  sweet  will  and  closed  the  saloons? 

What  is  true  of  Chicago  is  also  true  of  the  rest  of  the  country ; 
right  here  in  California  the  great  majority  of  this  fruit  is  used 
:  in  the  saloons.     Therefore,  prohibition  is  practically  as  great 
.  an  enemy  of  the  holders  of  lemon  orchards  as  the  growers  of 
grapes.    In  the  fight  which  is  now  raging  to  stop  the  ravages  pt 
prohibition,  certain  of  the  lemon  trade  ought,  under  the  circum- 
stances, to  take  a  hand,  or  at  least  sujjply  liberally  the  sinews 
of  war.     Let  it  be  remembered  that  all  interested  must  stand 
tpgether,  the  day  is  passed  when  the  entire  burden  can  be  carried 
,  by  wine  maker,  distiller,  brewer  or  liquor  merchant;  the  grow- 
ers— not  of  grapes  only,  but  of  lemons — must  do  their  share. 
Some  grapes  may  be  dried  for  raisins,  some  shipped  as  tabl<' 
grapes,  and  almost  any  kind  made  into  grape  juice  or  grape 
syrup.     On  the  other  hand,  the  closing  of  saloons  means  the 
loss  to  lemon  growers  of  more  than  half  their  tratle,  therefore 
the  sooner  they  get  busy  and  take  off  their  coats  to  fight  pro 
hibitionists  and  anti-salocmites,  the  better  it  will  be  for  tlieui.

WHISKY : — With  the  exception  of  San  Francisco,  business 
is  reported  good  by  representative  houses.  With  som(i, 
collections  are  highly  satisfactory,  and  others  complain  of  slow- 
ness even  in  country  collections.  As  there  is  no  doubt  of  the 
country's  prosperity,  the  slowness  of  collections  must  be  attrib- 
ntetl  to  seasonal  conditions.  With  the  real  starting  of  the 
World's  Exposition  there  will  certainly  be  great  activity  in  the 
wine  and  spirit  lines,  as  well  as  others.  We  hope  the  selection 
of  the  site  will  be  accomplished  without  further  delay. 

texports  for  the  month  ending  June  20th  were  of  very  satis- 
factory volume,— getting  back  to  a  basis  that  is  good  to  look  at. 
The  movement  of  whisky  by  sea  was  1934  cases  and  5862  gal- 
lons, valued  at  $41,218.  Miscellaneous  Exports  were  also  gocwi, 
the  value  being  $13,314. 

Imports  totaled  132  barrels,  9890  cases,  3  casks  and  29  oc- 
taves. In  transit  there  were  999  barrels,  2169  cases,  23  casks 
and  2  octaves. 

Gin  imports  were  of  very  large  volume,  running  into  4444 
barrels. 


IMPORTATIONS : — The  leading  importing  houses  found  the 
June  business,  though  not  satisfactory,  much  better  than 
they  anticipated.  And  what  is  more  important  still,  better  than 
during  the  same  month  last  year.  All  of  which  speaks  well  for 
the  trade  when  business  loosens  up.

ON   Sunday,  June  25th,  the  California  Wine  Association 
invited  and  entertained  all   of  its  local   customers  and 
friends  in  a  "Day  of  Recreation,"  a  day  on  which  business  was 
to  be  forgotten,  and  the  spirit  of  fun  was  to  prevail.    About  700 
of  the  association's  friends  gathered  at  9 :30  a.  ni.  and  embarked 
on  the  association's  special  boat.    A  band  of  ten  pieces  was  in 
attendajice  and  rendered,  popular  airs.     The  destination  Avas 
Winehaven,  situated  about  two  miles  above  Richmond  on  the 
Contra  Costa  shore,  which  is  the  main  distributing  plant  for 
the  California  Wine  Association,  and  the  largest  of  its  kind  in 
the  world.    All  entered  thoroughly  into  the  spirit  of  the  occa- 
sion and  a  most  splendid  trip  was  enjoyed  in  the  nice  morning 
air  while  crossing  the  Bay.    Arriving  at  Winehaven  the  guests 
were  met  by  Superintendent  S.  Berndt  and  taken  by  the  electric 
train  of  the  association  to  the  plant  itself,  Avhere  a  thorough 
inspection  of  the  cellai'S  and  institution  was  inaugurated.   With 
words  of  welcome,  Mr.  Frank  J.  Rumpf,  in  charge  of  the  affair, 
indicated  at  various  times  the  principal  interesting  points,  and 
the  various  methods  of  handling  wines  and  grape  juice.    After 
the  tour  of  the  cellars  a  lunch  was  partaken  of  on  the  shipping 
platform  of  the  main  building,  the  best  of  the  association's 
wines  being  served.     At  1 :30  dancing  began  and  was  enjoyed 
until  4:30.     In  the  meantime  on  another  part  of  the  grounds 
races  and  games  were  taking  place  and  all  children,  of  which 
there  were  nearly  one    hundred,    participated.      Each    child, 
whether  loser  or  winner,  was  made  happy  with  a  prize  of  some 
sort.     The  weather  was  ideal  and  all  those  present  certainly 
had  a  real  good  summer  outing.    The  California  Wine  Associa- 
tion's "Recreation  Day,"  as  indicated  on  the  invitation,  cer- 
tainly developed  into  a  day  from  which  care  itself  was  entirely 
I  banished,  aiid  the  thoughts  of  business  or  any  other  thought, 
except  enjoyment,  were  the  furthest  from  the  minds  of  anyone 
present.     JMany  marveled  at  the  wonderful  capacity  shown  by 
the  storage  tanks  at  Winehaven,  where  11,000,000  gallons  are 
easily  handled,  and  the  xmfermented  gi*ape  juice  plant  has  an 
immense  capacity.     Up-to-date  machinery,  new  ideas  and  a 
thoroughly  modem,  model  institution  was  probably  for  the 
first  time  placed  before  a  great  many  of  the  folks  who  were 
present.    Mr.  Frank  Loop,  in  charge  of  the  culinary  department 
it  Winehaven,  served  a  delicious  repast  which  was  thoroughly 
enjoyed,  everybody  liaving  more  than  ample.     The  affair  was 
under  the  auspices  of  the  local  department  of  the  California 
Wine  Association,  of  which  Mr.  Frank  J.  Rumpf  was  in  charge, 
assisted  by  Messi-s.  J.  P.  Christensen,  M.  C.  Smith,  R.  G.  Wahl, 
H.  Perrin,  E.  Bleyman,  Walter  Rinmore,  William  Bernardasci, 
<ieorge  Buhlinger  and  Ceorge  Brandon.     The  ladies  and  chil-

Pure  Food  Label  in  850  B.  C. 


PROFESSOR  GEORGE  A.  REISNER  of  Harvard  Univer- 
sity discovered  among  Avriting  in  the  excavations  of  the 
city  of  Samaria,  in  Palestine,  a  most  interesting  record  of  the 
first  pure  food  laws  in  history.  He  also  found  ancient  Avritings 
dealing  Avith  the  first  instance  on  record  of  the  keeping  of  Avines 
in  a  government  Avarehouse  under  bond. 

Dating  back  to  the  period  of  King  Ahad,  850  B.  C,  these  in- 
scriptions are  considered  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  finds  of  the 
Harvard  Palestinian  expeditions,  which  delved  into  the  city  of 
Ahab  and  Omri  for  three  j^ears.  They  found  labels  on  wine  and 
oil  jars.  These  mention  the  year  in  which  the  Avine  was  laid 
down  in  the  cellars  of  the  palace  storehouse  and  they  state  the 
vineyard  from  Avhich  the  wine  came,  important  facts  that  are 
recognized  equally  well  by  vintners  today. 

On  the  oil  jars  the  label  runs,  "A  jar  of  pure  oil,"  with  the 
mention  of  the  district  from  Avhich  the  oil  came.  The  bits  of 
pottery  on  which  the  descriptions  Avere  written  were  not  parts 
of  the  jars,  but  Avere  evidently  intended  to  be  attached  to  the 
necks  of  the  receptacles,  just  as  are  the  labels  or  seals  at  the 
present  time. 


Lewiston,  Idaho,  is  a  glaring  example  of  the  great  truth  of 
the  Avell  knoAvn  axiom,  "Prohibition  does  not  prohibit."  In  that 
city  there  were  1020  li(iuor  prescriptions  and  alcohol  certificates 
registered  Avith  the  county  auditor  yesterday  by  the  five  drug 
stores  in  Lewiston,  coAcring  the  liquor  and  alcohol  dispensed 
during  May.  Practically  all  the  sales  Avere  alcohol,  and  a  tabula- 
tion of  the  certificates  shoAved  that  255  gallons  of  alcohol  had 
been  purchased  from  April  30  to  May  31,  Avhile  since  January 
1  the  records  shoAV  that  1300  gallons  of  alcohol  alone  have  been 
sold  by  local  druggists.

and  the  Northwe.st  during  the  month. 


The  Italian  Vineyard  Company  published  a  notice  that  the 
stockholders'  annual  meeting  will  be  held  at  Los  Angeles  on 
July  21st  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  Board  of  Directors  for 
the  ensuing  year  for  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as 
may  be  brought  before  the  meeting. 


We  hear  from  Eureka  that  elections  will  be  held  in  each 
supervisorial  district  in  Humboldt  County,  under  the  Wyllie 
act,  and  in  each  town  most  of  the  petitions  are  on  file.  In  the 
fourth  supervisorial  district,  which  is  practically  dry  at  present, 
the  "drys"  have  decided  not  to  hold  any  election.  The  "wets" 
at  Fort  Bragg,  however,  are  circulating  a  petition  there. 


This  month  articles  of  incorporation  were  filed  by  the  Summer 
Home  Vineyard  Company.  Stockton  is  named  as  the  principal 
place  of  business.  The  capital  stock  is  |25,000,  fully  subscribed 
by  R.  B.  Teefy,  Theo  Thomas  and  John  A.  Inglis  (directors), 
George  Inglis  and  William  E.  Inglis. 


William  C.  Chisholm,  vineyardist  of  Windsor,  Sonoma  Coun- 
ty, says  the  grape  crop  will  be  a  very  good  one  around  Windsor, 
and  that  the  vineyards  are  looking  fine.  Mr.  Chisholm  has  one 
of  the  most  productive  ranches  in  the  section,  and  he  keeps  in 
touch  with  crop  conditions,  prices,  etc.,  very  carefully. 

On  June  6th  Estacada  held  an  election  and  went  "wet."  In 
favor  of  liquor  licenses  69  votes  were  cast,  against  45  for  a 
"dry"  town. 


Live  men  of  business  in  Bakersfield  are  all  averse  to  that  city 
doing  aAvay  with  the  .saloons.  One  of  them  points  out  that  Bak- 
ersfield derives  a  revenue  of  nearly  |40,000  a  year  from  this 
source  and  if  the  town  goes  dry  there  must  be  that  much  added 
to  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  a  tax  on  property.  When  people 
understand  that,  there  is  little  danger  of  the  tOAvn  going  dry." 

Another  citizen  while  not  in  favor  of  a  dry  town,  wants  to  see 
the  liquor  traffic  regulated.  He  says :  "If  we  had  had  regula- 
tion all  these  years,  there  would  not  now  be  the  sentiment  in 
favor  of  absolute  prohibition.  The  best  friend  of  the  liquor  in- 
terest today  is  he  who  stands  for  a  strict  enforcement  of  all  ordi- 
nances and  for  the  enactment  of  such  new  laws  as  may  be 
needed." 


A  MACHINE  to  destroy  the  thrip  so  much  dreaded  by  Cali- 
fornia vinej'ardists  has  been  devised  by  C.  B.  Driver  of 
Diuuba,  and  one  of  them  is  now  btiing  finished  in  Fresno. 
It  is  ranked  as  one  of  the  most  important  of  a  number  of  new- 
devices  developed  throughout  the  country  lately  to  aid  the 
farmer  in  the  war  against  insect  enemies.  Tlie  machine  is  con- 
structed on  the  suction  principle,  a  large  fan  being  used  to 
draw  the  bugs  into  a  bag,  while  the  machine  is  being  drawn 
between  the  rows  in  a  vineyard.  Last  year  it  was  given  a  prac 
tical  test  of  several  Aveeks  in  a  300-acre  vineyard  owned  by 
Driver  at  Dinuba,  at  a  time  when  the  thrip  was  rather  bad. 
Complete  success  is  claimed  for  it.  A  catch  of  30  to  40  poundi 
of  bugs  an  hour  was  made  with  it.  This,  Driver  stated,  repr©. 
sents  about  as  many  million  bugs,  as  they  are  very  light,  and  ft 
is  calculated  that  1,200,000  are  required  to  make  a  pound  in 


weight.

It  takes  its 
lame  from  nanscha,  a  Sanscrit  word  for  five,  because  such  is  the 
lumber  of  the  ingredients,  arrak  or  rum,  tea,  sugar,  lemon  and 
lot  water.  It  was  in  1695  that  the  English  first  celebrated  the 
^ew  Year  with  punch.  A  contemporary  relates  an  amusing 
rtory  in  connection  with  punch.  When  Frederick  VII  came 
;o  Flensburg,  in  Schleswig,  he  gave  a  banquet  to  the  notables  of 
;he  district.  After  the  dessert  he  desired  a  court  official  to 
nquire  how  the  guests  had  enjoyed  his  hospitality.  They  hesi- 
:ated  to  express  an  opinion,  but  at  length  one  bolder  than  his 
fellows  resolved  to  speak  freely.  Everything  was  excellent  save 
;he  punch.  The  magnates  of  Schleswig  had  drunk  for  punch 
;he  warm  water  charged  with  perfume  which  had  been  placed 
lefore  them  for  ablutions. 

It  is  worthy  to  note  that  the  above  punches  were  made  of 
■um,  and  it  is  as  true  today  as  then  that  that  product,  best 
nade  in  New  England,  is  the  finest  base  for  any  punch.  The 
mm  used  should  be  pure  and  old,  and  it  is  easier  to  be  certain 
)f  this  now  that  rum  is  bottled  in  bond. 


At  Colton  tlie  li()n<)r  interests  are  again  endeavoring  to  secure 
saloons  for  Colton.  Petitions  are  out  in  an  effort  to  secure  sig- 
latures  enough  to  call  another  election  cm  the  subject,  according 
to  the  law  just  gone  into  effect.  Although  it  is  understood 
there  have  been  150  signatures  obtaine<l  the  petition  has  not  as 
yet  been  i)resented  to  the  City  Trustees. 


A  FRANKFORT  newspaper  furnishes  the  following  review  of 
the  alcohol  industry  of  Germany  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
September  30,  1910 : 

Taking  1906-7  and  1907-8  as  average  years,  the  normal  con- 
sumption of  alcohol  as  drink  would  be  about  63,400,800  gallons. 
The  figures  for  1908-9  are  considerably  higher,  due  to  the  fact 
that  liquor  dealers  had  purchased  large  supplies  of  brandy  in 
view  of  the  impending  rise  in  prices  which  were  really  bought 
for  consumption  in  1909-10,  which  would  make  actual  consump- 
tion in  that  year  about  53,000,000  gallons— about  10,000,000 
gallons  less  than  the  average  consumption  for  drinking  pur- 
poses. Consumption  fell  off  about  20  per  cent,  slightly  more, 
taking  into  account  the  increase  in  population.  The  so-called 
schnaps  boycott,  similar  to  the  meat  boycott  in  American  cities 
last  spring,  was  in  part  responsible  for  this.  In  all  probability 
consumption  of  alcohol  for  drinking  purposes  during  the  com- 
ing 1910-11  season  will  decrease  about  25  per  cent  below  aver- 
age figures  for  recent  years. 

By  common  agreement  among  distillers  the  production  of 
alcohol  in  1909-10  was  reduced  14  per  cent  below  the  output 
of  the  preceding  year.  That  more  alcohol  was  consumed  in 
1909-10  than  was  produced  would  appear  from  the  fact  that 
distillers  had  a  smaller  stock  on  hand  on  October  1  of  this  year 
than  on  October  1,  1909;  but  more  of  this  was  consumed  for 
industrial  than  for  drinking  purposes,  which  had  never  before 
occurred  in  Germany.  Of  the  50,000,000  gallons  of  alcohol 
used  for  industrial  purposes  in  1909-10,  39,000,000  gallons  were 
completely  denatured — that  is,  used  for  lighting  and  heating — 
against  26,000,000  gallons  in  the  previous  season,  an  increase  of 
50  per  cent.  This  alcohol  is  not  taxed. — From  Consul  General 
Frank  D.  Hill,  Frankfort.

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Prohibition  As  Polifical  Issue 


Booze  Is  Booze 


RECENT  developments  in  Maine  indicate  that  earlier  analy- 
ses of  the  factors  that  caused  the  State  to  lead  a  stampede 
to  the  Democratic  column  last  year  were  correct.  Insurgency, 
tariff  revision,  dissatisfaction  with  conditions  that  brought 
about  the  extremely  high  cost  of  living  and  other  National 
issues,  perhaps  played  some  part  in  bringing  about  the  reversal 
in  Maine  of  political  conditions  which  had  existed  for  more 
than  a  half  century,  but  the  main  impetus  to  the  movement 
seems  now  to  be  definitely  identified  in  the  liquor  question. 

While  the  Democrats,  Avho  have  been  making  a  determined 
fight  for  resubmission  of  the  constitutional  provision  prohib- 
iting the  sale  and  manufacture  of  intoxicating  liquors,  have 
gained  control  of  both  branches  of  the  Maine  Legislature,  it 
is  by  no  means  certain  that  an  amendment  will  be  submitted  by 
the  newly-elected  houses. 

That  there  is  a  fighting  chance  for  the  prohibitionists  at  least 
to  postpone  resubmission  is  indicated  by  the  inauguration  of 
a  state-wide  campaign  of  organization  designed  to  keep  check 
on  and  influence  the  legislators,  and  also  by  attempts  of  the 
press  of  the  State  to  poll  the  members  as  to  their  views  on  the 
question.  One  may  well  infer  from  the  news  that  drifts  out 
of  the  old  Pine  Tree  State  that  the  liquor  question  is  recognized 
as  the  paramount  issue  before  the  Legislature,  and  that  it 
was  principally  on  that  issue  that  a  Democratic  Legislature 
was  elected. 

The  hope  of  the  prohibitionists,  it  is  conceded,  rests  in  the 
prospective  inability  of  the  opposing  element  to  poll  two-thirds 
of  each  house  on  the  re-submission  resolution.  In  Maine,  while 
an  amendment  to  the  constitution  must  be  approved  by  two- 
thirds  of  each  house,  merely  a  majority  of  those  voting  on  the 
question  is  required  to  approve  it  in  the  election. 

Inasmuch  as  Maine  went  Democratic  principally  because  the 
Democrats  promised  re-submission,  it  will  readily  be  realized 
that  the  Prohibitionists  have  more  cause  to  fear  a  vote  by  the 
people  than  they  have  a  vote  by  the  Legislature  Avhen  it  is  also 
known  that  in  the  Senate  the  Democrats  have  but  a  bare  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  and  in  the  House  are  fourteen  votes  short 
of  tAvo-thirds. 

There  is  an  under-surface  hope,  too,  among  the  Democrats 
that  the  Legislature  will  fail  to  resubmit  the  amendment.  It 
is  reasoned  that  if  this  failure  can  be  charged  to  the  Republi- 
cans, the  Democrats  will  be  able  to  carry  the  State  again  in 
1912. 

This  is  after  prohibition  has  been  a  constitutional  provision 
for  twenty-eight  years.  All  of  which  goes  to  show  that  prohibi- 
tion is  not  removed  as  a  political  issue  even  when  placed  in  the 
fundamental  law. — Portland  Ore(jonian,  Jan.  11,  1911.

rHERE  is  material  for  thought  in  the  report  of  Dr.  Isenbart, 
an  eminent  physician  of  Berne,  Switzerland,  from  whence 
[le  report  has  just  been  cabled.  He  has  been  compiling  a  mass 
f  statistics  showing  the  relationship  between  longevity  and  the 
rink  habit,  and  the  results  of  his  extensive  observations  are  of 
eep  interest. 

Drunkards  live  longer  than  total  abstainers,  is  the  discovery 
f  this  authority.  But  he  has  made  other  discoveries  of  a  more 
heerful  nature.  The  average  drunkard,  he  finds,  lives  to  an  age 
f  53;  an  excessive  drunkard  to  57,  and  a  moderate  drunkard  to 
3. 

Kecepting  these  figures  it  seems  to  establish  the  record  against 
mperance  in  either  direction,  whether  in  abstaining  or  im- 
.„,ng,  and  the  old  Latin  motto  seems  apropos,  "in  medio 
iitissimus  ibis,"  the  middle  course  is  safest. 

Dr.  Isenbart  finds  that  it  is  with  difficulty  the  teetotaler 
eaches  the  age  of  50  which  is  mere  youthfulness  compared  to  the 
ge  of  63,  attained  by  the  moderate  drinker. 

If  it  be  objected  that  it  is  not  the  number  of  years  one  lives 
hat  counts,  the  answer  is  ready :  "In  every  walk  of  life,  it  is 
ver  the  temperate  man  Avho  enjoys  life  on  every  side  and  he  can 
o  so  from  the  widest  experience.  He  can  enter  into  the  social 
ife  of  all  his  fellowmen,  with  a  word  of  sympathy  for  the  sor- 
•owing  and  of  mirth  with  the  happy  and  fortunate ;  in  fact,  he 
an  be  nearer  to  all  humanity  than  he  who  rigidly  regulates  his 
ife  by  refusing  to  accept  even  in  strict  moderation  that  which 
a  all  ages  has  been  regarded  by  the  wise  as  a  beneficent  gift  of 
•he  Creator." — Criterion. 


THE  sale  of  food  and  drink  together,  is  a  better  system  than 
the  sale  of  liquor  alone. 

And  this  fact  is  what  is  leading  to  the  change  from  saloons 
to  cafes.  A  drink  taken  as  a  stimulant  can  be  secured  just  as 
well  one  place  as  another,  and  so  food  could  be  bought  in  a  gro- 
cery store,  and  eaten  out  of  a  paper  bag;  but  civilized  people 
do  not  like  to  take  their  food  that  way,  but  prefer  to  combine 
social  intercourse  with  the  business  of  feeding  themselves.  And 
so  restaurants  have  come  into  existence,  and  furnish  the  oppor- 
tunity for  social  dining.  All  beverages  like  wine  arid  beer,  are 
suited  for  food,  and  are  best  enjoyed  and  most  wholesome  when 
used  with  meals. 

What  is  wanted  by  intelligent  users  of  wine  and  beer,  is  a 
place  where  they  can  get  simple  and  wholesome  food  with  good 
wine  and  beer  as  an  accompaniment.  That  means  a  cafe  or 
restaurant.  It  is  this  feature  that  makes  the  hotel  better  than 
the  mere  retail  liquor  selling  place.  The  lodging  feature  Of  the 
hotel  does  not  give  it  any  advantage.  And  so  a  cafe  and  a  hotel 
are  preferable  to  a  mere  saloon. 

Most  saloons  have  tried  to  acquire  the  character  of  the  cafe, 
either  by  having  a  restaurant  feature  or  by  serving  an  elaborate 
free  lunch.  There  are  so  many  objections  to  the  free  lunch  that 
it  can  hardly  be  said  to  have  any  defenders. — From  the  Louis- 
ville Free  Press.

A  SALOON-KEEPER  in  Spokane  has  written  to  the  local 
press  in  relation  to  prohibition.  He  declares  that  if  "per- 
sons working  for  prohibition  only  knew  what  was  going  on  in 
many  of  the  so-called  towns  they  would  open  their  eyes  in  abso- 
lute wonder."  Recently  he  ordered  a  carload  of  a  certain  brand 
of  beer,  and  received  a  letter  stating,  "We  are  so  overrun  with 
bottle  beer  orders  trying  to  supply  the  trade  of  the  dry  territory 
in  Oregon  that  it  would  be  almost  impossible  at  the  present  time 
to  fill  an  order  for  you." 

Again,  when  talking  with  a  prosecuting  attorney  of  a  certain 
county  in  that  State,  where  most  of  the  towns  are  dry,  he  was 
told  by  that  official  that  he  had  been  more  troubled  with  wit- 
nesses getting  drunk  since  the  county  seat  went  "dry"  than  he 
ever  was  before. 

The  same  party  stated  he  had  read  how  the  chief  of  police  of 
Worcester,  Mass.,  said  he  had  rather  see  a  saloon  on  every 
prominent  street  corner  in  the  city  than  10  kitchen  saloons. 
That  official  is  reported  to  have  declared:  "When  Worcester 
was  dry  the  police  were  constantly  discovering  people  con- 
ducting kitchen  'speak  easies'  and  sending  their  little  children 
on  to  the  street  to  rustle  buyers." 

The  above  picture  clearly  shows  the  general  consequence 
of  prohibition.  The  writer  stated  in  conclusion  that  he  "believed 
in  well  regulated  liquor  traffic,  but  did  not  think  voting  towns 
dry  betters  conditions  in  the  least,  and  if  the  truth  was  known 
makes  them  much  worse." 


The  Saloon 


News  comes  from  the  Escondido  Wine  Association  that  two 
carloads  of  claret  were  shipT>ed  early  this  month,  and  that  fifteen 
carloads  have  been  shinped  during  the  past  90  davs,  eicht  of 
which  have  been  shinned  to  Los  Angeles.  As  the  Santa  Fe  wants 
«sro  for  the  installation  of  a  snur  track  to  the  winerv.  near  the 
Santa  Fo  denot.  the  comnany  chooses  to  transfer  the  iuice  of  the 
"Tines  from  the  big  vats  to  the  barrels  jn  the  cars  hy  means  of 
hose. 


IT  requires  a  sublime  sort  of  courage  for  a  man  who  spent  a 
good  portion  of  his  life  in  the  advocacy  of  a  certain  method 
of  furthering  the  advancement  of  a  moral  principle  to  acknowl 
edge  in  public  that  he  is  Avrong.  Many  men  discover  the  futility 
of  their  methods,  and  come  to  realize  that  they  are  wholly  in 
adequate.  But  few  of  them  have  the  courage  to  confess  their 
error.  When  we  consider  the  affair  from  this  point  of  view, 
there  is  something  to  admire  in  the  action  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Helt, 
one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  in  Indiana,  who 
has  resigned  his  position  as  district  superintendent  of  the 
League  because  he  has  become  convinced  that  the  abolition  of 
the  saloon  is  impossible  in  the  present  state  of  the  public  mind. 

In  Indiana  the  activities  of  the  organization  of  which  Mr.  Helt 
was  at  the  head,  have  been  directed  towards  the  prohibition  of 
the  traffic  liquor  by  local  option;  by  county  option.  The 
League  was  not  satisfied  to  permit  of  the  abolition  of  the  traffic 
by  townships  and  wards — to  let  each  community  regulate  its 
own  affairs.  It  wanted  the  voters  in  one  part  of  a  county  to  say 
what  those  in  a  remote  part  of  the  same  county  should  or  should 
not  do.  To  conduct  such  a  system  is  out  of  the  question,  as 
Mr.  Helt  has  discovered.  It  resulted  in  an  unlawful  traffic  and 
therefore  a  more  pernicious  one. 

The  only  hope  he  holds  out  to  those  who  oppose  the  liquor 
traffic  is  in  the  education  of  the  public  to  its  harmful  features. 
"The  stamping  out  of  saloons  has  not  solved  and  will  not  solve 
the  problem,"  says  Mr.  Helt.  "The  drink  habit  is  responsible 
for  the  saloon,  and  not  the  saloon  for  the  drink  habit.  The 
abolishing  of  the  saloon  merely  changes  the  channel  through 
which  the  liquor  flows.  Temperance  reform  must  reach  beyond 
the  saloon  and  correct  the  drink  habit." 
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That  is  a  logical  conclusion.  Meanwhile,  it  is  ~proper  on  his 
part,  and  on  the  part  of  those  who  believe  as  he  does,  to  bend 
his  energies  toward  the  enactment  of  measures  which  shall  hate 
for  their  purpose  the  restoration  of  liquor-selling  to  a  legitimate 
basis.  The  mistake  was  made  in  assuming  that  the  habits  of 
a  lifetime  could  be  corrected  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
Anti-Saloon  League;  and  in  a  day.  There  are  localities  in  every 
county  which  would  prefer  the  abolition  of  the  saloon  entirely. 
These  localities  should  have  that  privilege.  But  under  county 
option  it  is  denied  them.  The  result  is  an  illegal  traffic  and  an 
increase  of  the  ills  complained  of. 

To  our  way  of  thinking  the  liquor  laws  should  seek  to  legiti- 
matize the  business,  to  the  end  that  it  might  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  better  class  of  men.  The  liquor  traffic  has  fallen 
into  disrepute  because  of  the  character  of  many  men  carrying 
it  on.  The  "assisted"  saloon-keeper  is  the  arch-enemy  of  the 
traffic.  He  is  the  often  disreputable — always  irresponsible — 
man  the  brewery  sets  up  in  business.  Then  there  is  the  keeper 
of  the  small  but  disreputable  hotel,  in  this  State,  which  is  main- 
tained as  an  excuse  for  violating  the  law  against  the  selling  of 
liquor  on  Sunday.  These  places — called  "Raines  law  hotels" — 
are  for  the  most  part  brothels,  where  a  greater  evil  than  selling 
liquor  flourishes.  Some  of  these  days  public  opinion  will  reach 
the  point  where  a  change  will  be  demanded,  and  effected. 
Until  this  option  crystallizes  things  will  remain  pretty  much 
as  they  are.  The  new  attitude  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Helt  is  promis- 
ing of  a  more  intelligent  handling  of  the  question.  When  sane 
regulation  takes  the  place  of  futile  prohibition,  the  doom  of  the 
"doggery"  is  sealed. — Herald,  Rochester. 

There  is  a  rumor  that  Albuquerque,  N.  M.,  has  been  chosen 
as  the  site  of  a  whisky  distillery  to  be  erected  by  local  capitalists. 
Some  of  the  men  behind  the  venture,  it  is  said,  have  had  expe- 
rience in  distilling  in  the  Southern  States  and  are  prepared  to 
turn  out  an  article  which  will  compare  favorably  with  the 
brands  manufactured  in  the  old  time  distilling  districts.

According  to  Portland  (Oregon)  advices,  Eugene  E.  Cohen, 
clubman,  president  of  the  Oi"egon  Importing  Company  and  the 
Olympia  Bottling  Works,  has  departed  from  Portland.  He 
failed  to  leave  his  new  address,  and  his  creditors  are  now  strug- 
gling to  make  the  most  of  the  remaining  assets  of  the  com- 
panies, consisting  of  a  stock  of  liquor  at  249  Morrison  street 
and  bottling  accessories  of  the  subsidiary  company  at  the  foot 
of  Sixteenth  street.  The  entire  amount  of  his  indebtedness  is 
estimated  at  |15,000. 


Oceanside  has  been  a  dry  town  for  several  years;  neverthe- 
less, another  attempt  is  about  to  be  made  to  pry  off  the  lid. 
The  first  break  in  the  "dry"  program  was  the  granting  of  a 
hotel  license  to  one  applicant.  Now  a  petition  is  in  circulation 
asking  the  City  Trustees  to  call  a  special  election  to  vote  on 
the  adoption  of  an  ordinance  which  is  similar  to  the  one  for- 
merly in  force.

The  next  step  should  be  to  secure  uniform  State  Pure  Food  laws  through- 
out the  United  States  so  that  dealers,  no  matter  where  located,  by  com- 
plying with  the  Federal  Pure  Food  law,  may  find  themselves  In  accord  with 
all  State  Pure  Food  laws. 

We  have  been  consulted  by  various  State  Associations,  and  have  been 
able  to  some  extent  to  co-operate  with  them  in  securing  State  Pure  Food 
laws  in  conformity  with  the  Federal  law. 

This  is  the  only  rational  and  consistent  system  to  follow,  and  is  in  line 
with  the  efforts  being  made  in  many  industries  to  secure  uniformity  of  laws 
between  States  as  well  as  between  the  States  and  the  general  government. 

County  Option. 

The  attempts  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  to  enforce,  through  county 
option,  prohibition  on  cities  opposed  to  it,  are  responsible  for  the  unfortunate 
conditions  which  prevail  in  cities  thus  prevented  from  governing  themselves 
As  a  further  consequence  there  now  exists  an  era  of  bootlegging  and  blind 
tigers  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  this  country. 

It  is  Important  that  we  should  continue  our  policy  of  education  as  to  the 
evils  of  county  option. 

In  several  States  many  large  cities  that  voted  "wet"  are  forced  to  remain 
"dry"  on  account  of  the  "dry"  vote  in  the  country  districts. 

These  liberal  cities  in  "dry"  counties  are  deprived  of  the  revenue  they 
formerly  received  from  the  licensed  trade.  They  find  themselves  burdened 
with  increased  taxes  made  necessary  by  the  increased  expenses  of  their 
police  courts. 

These  conditions  are  Inseparable  from  prohibition  and  always  follow 
the  blind  tiger  and  bootlegging  sale  of  liquors. 

Adams  County,  Ohio,  lately  made  famous  because  of  the  remarkably 
large  number  of  her  people  who  have  admittedly  sold  their  votes,  is  almost 
exclusively  composed  of  rural  voters,  there  being  no  cities  in  the  county. 

And  yet  Adams  County,  composed  almost  entirely  of  the  rural  element, 
was  one  of  the  first  counties  that  voted  "dry"  under  the  County  Option  law  in 

Outage   Bill. 

It  is  but  a  question  of  time  until  the  Outage  Bill  becomes  a  law, 
Whether  or  not  Congress  will  take  it  up  at  this  special  session  cannot  be  pre- 
dicted, but,  it  is  safe  to  say,  that  Congress  will  consider  it  if  the  opportunity 
presents  itself  to  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  to  do  so. 

When  this  matter  was  first  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Honorable 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  about  two  years  ago,  he  suggested  that 
the  Association  tabulate  statistics,  showing  excessive  losses  for  the  pur- 
pose of  putting  the  matter  in  concrete  form. 

We  at  once  prepared  proper  forms  to  enable  each  distiller  to  furnish  this 
Association  with  his  experience.  Altogether  we  received  data  covering  over 
three  hundred  thousand  barrels. 

These  were  tabulated,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chairman  of  our  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  and  then  both  the  original  statistics  as  furnished  by  the 
distillers  and  the  tabulated  statements  were  laid  before  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue,  who  had  them  verified  in  his  office,  and,  based  on  this 
verification,  the  Commissioner  expressed  the  opinion  in  his  annual  message 
that  a  compilation  of  a  new  schedule  of  outage  allowances  should  be  made 
In  accordance  with  the  actual  losses,  as  disclosed  by  the  records  of  the 
past  fifteen  years. 

The  bill  was  then  prepared  and  it  was  Introduced  in  the  House  by  Repre- 
sentative Dalzell,  of  Pennsylvania.  It  was  referred  to  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee.  At  the  hearing  before  that  committee  we  arranged  to  present 
our  case  through  the  Chairman  of  our  Executive  Committee  and,  with  the 
co-operation  of  some  leading  distillers  and  coopers  from  various  States, 
arguments  were  presented  for  the  passage  of  the  bill,  after  which  the  com- 
mittee reported  the  bill  favorable  and  it  passed  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. 

On  March  2  it  was  read  before  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Senate, 
which  committee  at  once  reported  It  favorably  and  it  was  entered  on  the 
Senate  Calendar  for  passage. 

In  the  closing  hours  of  Congress  it  Is  Impossible  to  pass  any  legislation 
except  by  unanimous  consent. 

This  was  denied  not  on  account  of  any  demerit  in  the  bill  itself,  but 
because  the  Senator  who  objected  had  not  had  time  to  investigate  it. 

This  condition  should  have  been  remedied  by  our  Government  long  ago, 
and  we  are  still  hopeful  that  Congress  may  correct  this  injustice  during 
the  present  special  session. 

The  thanks  of  your  officers  and  the  entire  Association  are  extended  to 
those  "members  of  the  trade  who  so  promptly  and  fully  co-operated  In  the 
work. conneeLed  with  the  Outage  Bill, 


National   Bulletin. 

The  National  Bulletin  has  now  among  its  subscribers  many  who  are  not 
directly  or  Indirectly  connected  with  the  liquor  business.  The  editors  of  the 
Bulletin  have,  I  think,  successfully  given  to  the  trade  a  monthly  history 
of  all  questions  pertaining  to  our  business,  and  have  kept  the  trade  in  close 
touch  with  conditions  in  every  part  of  the  United  States. 

It  should  be'  the  pleasant  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Association  to 
secure  as  many  subscriptions  as  possible  to  the  Bulletin  and  thus  increase  its 
sphere  of  usefulness.  . 

Statistics. 

The  total  national  revenue  of  this  Government  from  all  sources  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  was  nine  hundred  and  thirty-one  mlllloa 
dollars. 

The  total  Internal  revenue  and  customs  receipts  from  alcoholic  beverages 
was  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  million  dollars. 

Think  of  It!  Two  hundred  and  twenty-six  million  dollars  revenue  paid 
to  this  Government  in  twelve  months  by  an  Industry  apparently  fostered 
by  this  Government  and  yet  left  unprotected  by  it  from  the  attacks  of  the 
wildest  fanaticism. 

Does  not  a  Government  which  collects  over  twenty-four  per  cent  of  its 
total  revenue  from  one  industry  owe  that  industry  protection  from  confisca- 
tion, or  at  least  compensation  when  under  State  laws  confiscation  results? 

The  annual  report  cf  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1910,  shows  the  total  collection  of  taxes  levied  on  the  sale 
and  manufacture  of  liquors  and  distilled  spirits  of  one  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  million  dollars — a  net  increase  over  the  total  collections  of  the  pre- 
vious year  of  over  thirteen  million  dollars. 

Furthermore,  a  preliminary  report  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Department 
shows  a  further  increase  of  over  seven  million  dollars  in  the  ten  months 
since  July  1,  1910. 

The  Commissioner's  last  annual  report  also  shows  the  tax  collected  on 
fermented  liquors  to  be  over  sixty  million  dollars — a  net  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  over  three  million  dollars. 

A  net  increase  in  withdrawals  of  distilled  spirits  of  nearly  thirteen  mil- 
lion gallons,  and  in  fermented  liquors  of  over  three  million  barrels. 

This  tremendous  increase  in  the  consumption  cf  fermented  and  distilled 
liquors,  in  spite  of  the  activity  and  victories  claimed  by  the  Anti-Saloon 
League,  is  notable  because  it  shows  again  conclusively  that  prohibition,  in- 
stead of  reducing  the  quantity  of  liquors  consumed,  simply  changes  the  chan- 
nels of  distribution  and  certainly  reduces  the  quality  while  it  increases  the 
quantity  consumed. 

At  the  close  of  my  term  of  office  I  desire  to  express  my  grateful  appre- 
ciation to  the  members  of  the  Association,  and  especially  your  Executive 
Committee  for  their  unwavering  and  valuable  support.  It  would  be  impossi- 
ble fcr  me  to  tell  you  of  the  volume  of  work  that  is  so  cheerfully  assumed 
and  so  ably  conducted  by  your  Executive  Committee. 

You  can  never  compensate  them  fully  for  what  they  have  done  for  you, 
but  you  can  show  your  appreciation  by  holding  up  their  hands,  by  giving 
the  work  of  the  Association  some  of  your  time,  by  securing  additional  mem- 
berships and  by  increasing  your  own  dues  where  the  volume  of  your  business 
justified  it. 
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I  regret  to  say  that  we  have  on  our  list  of  members  a  large  number  who 
are  paying  only  $50  a  year  who  should  be  in  the  class  of  members  paying 
$100  per  year,  and  I  am  hopeful  that  before  the  close  of  the  convention 
many  will  recognize  the  necessity  for  advancing  their  membership  to  the 
class  of  those  who  pay  $100  per  annum,  which  includes  all  firms  doing  a  Busi- 
ness in  excess  of  $100,000  and  less  than  $1,000,000  annually. 

The  Association  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  amount  of  substantial 
tchievement  which  has  marked  the  past  year,  both  as  regards  our  national 
and  our  State  campaigns.  ^ 

In  our  present  prosperity  we  must,  however,  guard  against  the  temptation 
of  forgetting  the  dangers  that  surround  us,  and  the  trade  will,  I  do  not 
doubt,  furnish  an  example  of  that  wise  caution  which  in  time  of  peace 
prepares  for  the  future. 

In  this  period  cf  the  abatement  of  the  wave  of  fanaticism  that  threatened 
to  engulf  us,  we  must  exercise  unusual  precaution  to  hold  the  position  we 
have  won  and  prepare  the  way  for  permanent  commercial  stability — perma- 
nent relief  from  unjust  agitation. 

We  must  hold  the  confidence  of  the  public  and  not  allow  our  present  suc- 
cess to  lead  us  into  indifference. 

Let  us  keep  well  in  mind  the  bitter  lessons  of  1907  and  1908  and,  guided 
by  that  experience,  so  strengthen  our  organizations  and  so  conduct  our  busi- 
ness as  to  remove  all  possibility  of  a  recurrence  of  another  vexatious 
prohibition  wave. 

Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  the  conduct  of  the  liquor  business  is)  one  of 
the  questions  the  American  public  is  trying  to  solve,  and  we  may  rest  assured 
that  some  sane  solution  will  be  found.  It  is  our  duty  to  carefully  study  the 
situation  in  all  its  many  details.  We  must  not  try  to  stem  the  current  of 
nation-wide  investigation  and  discussion.  On  the  contrary,  we  should  in 
every  reasonable  and  honorable  way  aid  in  these  efforts,  and  in  doing  so  we 
should  aspire  to  guide  public  opinion  along  channels  of  fair  play  and  sound 
principles. 

We  must  admit  that  the  Prohibitionist  could  not  incite  these  great  waves 
of  fanatical  opposition  unless  there  were  some  foundation  for  their  attacks. 
Granting  this,  our  problem  is  plain — so  plain  that  "he  who  runs  may  read." 

First — We  must  consistently  continue  to  influence  the  retailer  to  so  con- 
duct his  business  as  to  eliminate  any  features  that  may  be  open  to  criticism. 

It  was  Daniel  Webster  who  said  that  "Liberty  exists  In  proportion  to 
wholesome  restraint." 

Second— We  must  endeavor  to  educate  the  American  public  to  the  great 


evils  that  statutory  prohibition  creates  so  as  to  build  up  sentiment  In  favor 
of  license,  regulation  and  control. 

Third — We  must  be  able  and  prepared  to  defent  our  calling  before  that 
greatest  of  all  tribunals — the  bar  of  American  public  opinion. 

My  experience  as  your  executive  officer  convinces  me  that  this  Association 
is  today  fully  able  to  cope  with  the  situation  If  you  will  but  stand  loyally  to- 
gether, honestly  working  together  towards  fair  and  sane  and  permanent 
laws. 

'  Secretary  Joseph  Debar  made  an  interesting  and  important 
report.  He  stated  that  according  to  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June,  1910, 
there  were  issued  6,652  wholesale  tax  stamps.  These  figures  in- 
clude wholesale  dealers  only  and  those  who  are  both  rectifiers 
and  wholesale  dealers.  Many  of  these  special  tax  stamps  are 
taken  out  by  firms  who  in  various  processes  of  manufacturing 
use  spirits  and  alcohol,  but  who  cannot  be  classed  as  actual 
dealers  in  liquor.  Leaving  these  out  there  are  from  3,000  to  3,200 
firms  who  may  properly  be  regarded  as  wholesale  liquor  dealers, 
and  who  ought  to  be  members  of  the  Association.  Therefore, 
he  pointed  out,  membership  falls  below  one-half  of  what  it 
should  be,  in  spite  of  the  strenuous  efforts  which  have  been,  and 
are  being  made  to  secure  accessions  to  membership.  These  con- 
ditions mean  that  there  are  between  800  and  900  firms  who 
should  be  contributing  to  the  cause  who  are  not  giving  anything. 
He  said  that  it  further  means  that  some  800  houses  are  carry- 
ing burdens  which  justly  belong  to  some  1,800  or  2,000.  Such 
conditions  he  denounced  as  unjust  and  unfair." 

He  went  on  to  say : 

"The  question  of  membership  is  one  which,  I  confess,  Is  beyond  my  ability 
to  either  understand  or  handle  to  my  satisfaction.  It  is  difficult  for  any 
one  to  realize  that  men,  claiming  to  be  honorable  and  reputable  members 
of  our  calling,  are  yet  willing  to  shirk  so  plain  a  duty  as  bearing  their  proper 
share  of  the  expense  of  defending  the  trade  from  the  assaults  of  its  enemies. 

"Appeals  by  letter,  and  by  personal  solicitation,  have  done  a  great  deal 
to  secure  members,  and  retain  those  that  we  have,  and  I  believe  that  with 
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the  more  active  co-operation  and  support  of  our  present  members,  we  could 
Induce  or  compel  these  800  or  900  non-members  to  join  our  ranks  and  bear 
.their  juat  proportion  of  our  burdens. 

"It  occurs  to  me  that  if  those  who  are  members,  and  who  are  paying 
dues  to  this  Association,  would  make  the  necessary  effort,  the  present  un- 
fortunate conditions  could,  In  part,  be  remedied." 

The  Secretary's  report  proceeds  to  treat  upon  the  noticeable 
desire  in  all  quarters  to  improve  the  standing  and  character  of 
the  retail  dealer,  and  it  stated  that  a  great  deal  has  been  accom- 
plished. It  says :  "One  of  the  results  of  this  earnest  effort  to 
put  our  business  on  a  higher  plane  is  evident  in  the  improved 
character  of  the  men  engaged  in  the  retail  business.  This  im- 
provement in  the  financial  and  mental  make-up  of  the  retail 
dealer  will  continue  because  the  law  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest 
always  holds  good,  and  never  more  so  than  in  the  face  of  diffi- 
culties and  dangers." 

As  the  character  of  the  retailer  improves,  Mr.  Debar  believes, 
he  will  appreciate  the  efforts  of  those  who  are  making  its  possi- 
ble for  him  to  remain  in  business.  This  being  the  case,  he  can  re- 
quire of  the  men  soliciting  his  patronage  some  evidence  of  their 
loyalty  to  the  cause,  and  when  the  retail  dealers  of  the  country 
demand  a  membership  card  from  the  traveling  solicitor  before 
placing  their  orders,  the  question  of  our  membership  will  solve 
itself  without  further  difficulty.  He  advises  all  to  join  hands  in 
this  direction,  and  believes  if  this  is  done,  before  another  year 
those  dealers  who  are  unfair  enough  to  let  the  members  of  the 
Association  assume  their  burdens  can  be  compelled  to  join  it  and 
carry  their  own  share  of  the  load.    Mr.  Debar  says : 

"You  have  a  magnificent  educational  force  in  your  traveling  salesmen  if 
you  will  only  take  the  trouble  to  advise  and  instruct  them.  They  can  be  used 
for  your  benefit  in  many  other  ways  than  in  merely  securing  orders.  There 
are  no  men  more  competent  to  manufacture  sentiment  and  guide  opinion 
than  intelligent  traveling  salesmen,  and  it  behooves  you,  who  have  so  much 
at  stake,  to  utilize  this  capable  and  far-reaching  force  for  your  welfare  and 
benefit." 

The  Secretary  then  turns  his  attention  to  publicity,  which  he 
considers  the  next  question  in  importance  to  membership.  He 
states  that  the  attitude  of  the  press  has  changed  greatly  and 
favorably  within  the  last  year,  but  there  is  still  room  for  fur- 
ther improvement.    The  Secretary  says : 

"One  of  the  most  exasperating  conditions  with  which  we  are  confronted, 
along  these  lines,  is  the  facility  which  newspapers,  magazines  and  periodicals 
of  various  kinds  possess  of  giving  their  readers  a  very  small  amount  of  truth 
embalmed  in  a  vast  medley  of  perversion  and  misrepresentation. 

"Even  where  the  attention  of  the  offending  journal  is  called  to  a  perform- 
ance of  this  character.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  secure  redress.  Having 
published  a  misstatement,  many  of  them  are  too  strongly  prejudiced,  or  too 
much  lacking  in  sense  of  justice,  to  correct  the  wrong  they  have  done. 

"It  is  In  the  power  of  every  man  here  present  and  of  those  in  your  em- 
ploy, especially  your  traveling  representatives,  to  lend  assistance  in  this 
direction  and,  like  the  membership  question,  I  trust  it  is  one  that  you  will 
carry  away  with  you.  Talk  it  and  preach  it  to  your  friends  in  and  out  of 
the  business.  Instruct  your  salesmen  on  these  lines,  and  you  will  be  sur- 
prised to  find  out  how  much  you  can  accomplish  for  the  good  of  the  cause." 

State  organizations  was  next  touched  upon — a  subject  which 
ha^  been  very  near  and  dear  to  the  heart  of  our  worthy  presi- 
dex\t: 

'It  we  had  a  thoroughly  efficient,  active  State  organization  in  every 
State  of  the  Union,  which  would  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  National  office, 
our  members  in  each  State  would  feel  nearer  to  the  work  of  the  National 
Aaapciatio!^. 

"Some  of  the  members  feel  aggrieved  at  times  if  the  National  Association 
does  not  take  up  town  and  city  contests,  and  contribute  money  to  these 
electio^e.  Such  action  is  entirely  beyond  the  limit  of  our  means,  and  I  refer 
to  thi|i  subject  simply  to  emphasize  the  necessity  of  the  State  Associations 
lool^g  after  these  local  conditions,  but  the  National  Association  should  be 
ke^  Informed  at  least  of  the  most  Important  of  these  contests.  It  is  ready 
Jit  all  times  to  furnish  campaign  literature,  and  such  direction  and  advice  as 
may  be  of  use  to  the  managers  of  these  local  elections." 

Secretary  Debar  then  deals  at  length  with  the  general  policies 
of  the  Association,  all  of  which  is  of  great  interest  to  the  trade. 
He  says  in  part : 

"It  has  been,  and  I  doubt  not  will  continue  to  be,  the  policy  of  this 


Association  to  maintain  these  fair  and  cordial  relations  not  only  with  the  In- 
ternal Revenue  Department,  but  with  the  Treasury  Department  in  that  other 
branch  of  administration  which  aitects  us,  viz,  in  the  Department  of  Pure 
Pood. 

"Under  this  head  the  difference  which  in  the  past  have  caused  division 
in  our  ranks  have  been  practically  settled,  and  the  dissensions  of  the  past 
should  be  forgotten.  It  will  continue  to  be  the  policy  of  this  Association  to 
know  no  difference  between  makers  of  straight  goods  and  makers  of  blends. 
All  alike  have  their  just  place  in  the  trade  and  all  are  equally  interested 
in  welding  our  force  to  combat  the  one  enemy  which  menaces  all  of  us, 
the  forces  of  local  option  and  of  state-wide  prohibition." 

Mr.  Debar  declares  in  conclusion : 

"The  storm  of  fanaticism  may  sweep  the  land  for  a  time,  but  this  great 
middle  class  of  right-minded  voters  solves  all  questions  soon  or  later,  and 
it  solves  them  right. 

"We  cannot  ignore  their  wishes.  We  must  so  conduct  our  business  as 
to  secure  their  sanction  and  approval.  Without  them  we  must  fail.  For  a 
time  it  has  seemed  as  if  this  saving  element  of  our  people  had  turned  away 
from  us,  but  they  are  rapidly  coming  back.  They  have  spoken  in  one  State 
after  another,  and  in  time  they  will  speak  in  all  States  in  favor  of  license, 
regulation  and  control  of  the  industry  in  which  we  are  engaged." 

At  the  meeting  the  following  resolutions  were  passed : 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Association  make  every  possible  effort  to  ac- 
quaint the  public  with  the  true  and  undisputed  facts  respecting  the  proper

Resolved,  That  the  National  Association  endeavor  to  create  State  As- 
sociations where  none  exist,  and  to  strengthen  those  already  in  existence, 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Association  continue  to  encourage  and  foster 
the  active  co-operation  and  harmonious  relations  between  the  National  and 
State  Associations.    Be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  members  assist  In  making  known  the  benefits  of  or- 
ganization generally  and  in  increasing  the  influences  of  the  Association  speci- 
ficially  by  having  printed  on  all  of  their  business  stationery  the  statemen: 
"We  are  members  of  the  National  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  of 
America."    Be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Association  pledge  themselves  to 
assist  the  officers  in  the  effort  to  increase  our  membership  by  attempting 
to  induce  at  least  one  non-member  to  join  the  Association  during  the  coming 
year.

Trademarks  Sought  To  Be  Registered  In  Patent  Office 


A  recent  telegram  from  Paris,  France,  states  that  the  cham- 
pagne question  which  led  to  serious  rioting  in  the  Departments 
of  Marne  and  Aube  last  April,  is  likely  to  be  revived,  with  all 
the  usual  disorders,  as  the  result  of  a  decree  signed  by  President 
Fallieres.  The  decree  ratified  the  plan  promulgated  by  the 
Council  of  State  for  the  solution  of  the  much  debated  problem 
of  which  wines  shall  be  designated  champagne. 

According  to  the  plan  the  whole  champagne  region  is  divided 
into  two  zones,  the  first,  comprising  Marne,  to  designate  its 
wines  "champagne;"  the  second,  the  Department  of  Aube,  sty- 
ling its  wines  "champagne  from  the  second  zone."  This  scheme, 
while  only  partially  satisfying  the  people  of  Marne,  has  pro- 
voked violent  opposition  by  the  people  of  Aube.  At  a  meeting 
of  delegates  from  all  the  vineyards  of  Aube  a  resolution  was 
adopted  declaring  that  the  plan  would  be  resistetl  to  the  end. 

The  whole  Aube  district  is  seething  with  discontent ;  red  flags 
are  reappearing,  but  no  serious  disorders  are  reported  so  far. 
Large  forces  of  troops  hold  all  the  roads  leading  to  Rar-sur- 
Aube,  the  storm  center,  where  the  fury  of  the  wine  growers 
reached  its  height  in  the  recent  troubles.  Explicit  orders  have 
been  issued  for  the  sternest  repression  of  any  attempts  at  the 
destruction  of  property.

California  Wine  In  Germany 


OWING  to  the  general  failure  of  the  European  wine  crop 
last  year,  considerable  interest  is  being  manifested  in  the 
importation  of  table  wines  from  California,  and  it  is  not  im- 
probable that  a  permanent  demand  for  such  wines  can  be  created 
in  this  country  if  American  producers  are  in  a  position  to  meet 
German  requirements. 

One  of  the  obstacles  to  commercial  success  in  this  matter  will 
be  the  necessity  of  submitting  the  wine  itself  to  chemical  analysis 
after  its  arrival  in  this  country.  It  therefore  follows  that  im- 
porters are  willing  to  buy  only  on  conditional  terms,  payments 
to  be  made  after  delivery  of  the  merchandise  and  examination 
by  chemists  of  the  Government.  Comparatively  few  lines  of 
American  goods  are  sold  in  this  manner,  the  general  rule  being 
to  submit  samples  or  other  proof  of  quality  in  advance  of  ship- 
ments, the  value  of  such  shipments  being  collected  against  the 
delivery  of  shipping  documents  by  means  of  confirmed  bankers' 
credits. 

Wines  sliipped  to  Germany  from  Italy,  Austria,  and  Hun- 
gary are  exempted  from  German  analysis,  and  tliere  are  special 
provisions  of  law  whereby  the  German  Government  is  in  a 
position  to  recognize  certificates  of  wine  analysis  established 
in  the  country  of  origin,  the  form  and  mode  of  issuance  of 
which  are  determined  by  international  agreement. 

Thus,  if  an  agreement  of  4his  character  existed  between  Ger- 
many and  the  United  States,  California  wine  shippers  could 
ascertain  in  a  conclusive  manner,  before  their  merchandise 
left  their  possession,  whether  or  not  it  would  pass  German  cus- 
toms control.  Not  the  least  of  objections  to  analysis  in  Ger- 
many is  the  cost  thereof,  amounting  in  Hamburg  to  12  marks 
(|2.86)  for  each  sample  tested. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  imported  wines  in  ca.sks,  samples  are 
drawn  from  each  100  casks  of  wine  of  the  same  kind.  When 
consignments  consist  of  different  kinds,  one  sample  is  taken 
from  each  kind.  Wines  received  from  different  warehouses, 
or  which  differ  in  vintage  or  price,  are  regarded  as  different 
in  kind.  When  wine  is  shipped  in  bottles,  one  sample  is  taken 
from  every  2,500  bottles  the  contents  of  which  are  the  same. 
The  examination  of  what  are  called  "high-priced  wines"  may 
be  waived  upon  the  assumption  that  the  price  itself  is  a  guar- 
anty of  the  purity  and  excellence  of  the  article.  As  "high- 
priced  wines,"  such  will  be  regarded  in  Hamburg  those  with 
an  invoice  value  of  at  least  1.50  marks  (0.36)  per  bottle. — 
Consul  General  Robert  P.  Skinner,  Hamburg.

After  looking  the  matter  straight  in  the  face,  no  sane  wine 
maker  believes  that  the  Anti-Saloon  League  intends  to  tolerate 
him  any  longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary.  It  is  true  certain 
concessions  were  made  to  the  wine  interests  in  the  Wyllie  Local 
Option  Bill,  but  that  was  a  case  of  policy  on  the  part  of  the 
leaders.  They  knew  they  must  be  "good"  if  they  hoped  to  get 
any  kind  of  an  option  bill  through  at  the  last  session. 

The  wine  men  argue  that  if  the  Anti-Saloon  people  wanted 
to  be  fair  to  the  viticultural  industry  of  this  State,  there  would 
have  been  no  need  to  amend  the  bill  as  at  first  introduced. 
And  they  naturally  ask  why  certain  provisions,  conceded  later, 
were  not  included  in  the  original  bill? 

We  think  we  can  safely  say  that  it  was  because  our  "friends," 
the  Rev.  Drs.  Gaudier,  Chapman,  Bristol,  Bane  and  the  other 
paid  leaders,  hoped  to  get  their  measure  through  without  any 
concessions.  But  when  they  realized  the  public  would  not  stand 
for  their  radical  measure,  they  amended  it  sufficiently  to  satisfy 
a  few  weak-kneed  legislators  Avho  were  trying  to  carry  water 
on  both  shoulders. 

The  arguments  of  those  in  favor  of  the  option  bill  were  that 
since  wine  was  not  a  saloon  drink,  the  wine  industry  would  not 
suffer  by  the  closing  of  all  the  saloons;  in  fact,  if  anything,  it 
would  increase  the  consumption  of  wine. 

Very  well,  if  wine  is  not  sold  in  the  saloon,  where  is  it  used? 
With  meals  in  the  home,  in  the  cafe,  hotel,  restaurant  and  club. 
Knowing  this  full  well,  why  did  not  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
encourage  its  use  in  this  way?  Why  did  they  not  approve 
Senator  L.  T.  Juilliard's  amendn)ent  to  allow  the  cafes,  hotels 
and  restaurants  to  serve  wine  with  bona  fide  meals  in  dry  terri- 
tory, if  it  was  only  the  saloon  thej"  were  after? 

We  believe  it  was  because,  once  they  have  the  saloons  closed, 
they  hope  to  harass  and  eventually  wipe  out  our  viticultural 
industry.  In  an  article  in  the  Pomona  Times,  the  other  day, 
one  of  their  leaders  was  quoted  as  saying : 

"As  temperance  legislation  advances,  it  becomes  evident  that 
the  forces  of  righteousness  have  another  element  with  which  to 
cope  besides  the  outlawed  saloon.  A  more  insidious  and,  in 
some  respects,  more  dangerous  proposition  has  arisen  in  the 
legalized  winery.  These  institutions  are  little  better  than  the 
open  .saloon,  and  it  is  time  for  the  temperance  forces  of  the 
State  to  align  tliemselves  for  a  new  battle  that  shall  effectually 
wipe  out  this  the  latest  and  most  troublesome  foe  of  temper- 
ance." 

Could  anything  be  plainer  Can  any  wine  man  doubt  their 
intentions  after  this? 

When  the  Wyllie  Local  Option  liill  was  being  considered 
before  the  Senate  Public  Morals  Committee,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Gaudier,  upon  being  questioned  by  Senator  Juilliard  as  to 
whether  the  bill  was  not  an  entering  Avedge  for  prohibition, 
remarked  Avithout  hesitation :  "Whenever  the  people  of  Cali- 
fornia are  ready  for  prohibition,  I  propose  to  see  that  they  shall 
have  it." 

That  ought  to  make  every  Avine  man  realize  that,  despite 
('hester  RoAvell's  ravings,  the  Anti-Saloon  League  hopes  not 
only  to  dry  up  California,  but  eventually  to  close  every  Avinery 
if  possible.     That  is  the  history  of  the  organization  in  every 


State  in  which  they  have  operated.  That  Avill  be  their  next  step 
here. 

Listen  to  Avhat  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Baker,  general  superintendent 
of  the  American  Anti-Saloon  League,  said  tlu>  other  day  in  Lo.s 
Angeles,  speaking  at  Immanuel  Presbyterian  Church :  "There 
have  been  two  slight  reverses  in  the  midst  of  our  great  advance- 
ment during  the  past  year.  Indiana,  Avhich  had  county  option, 
and  under  which  seventy  counties  had  outlawed  tlie  liquor 
traffic,  by  her  last  Legislature  reduced  the  unit  from  county 
local  option  to  municipal,  Avard  and  township  option.  This 
A\as  done  in  obedience  to  the  recommendation  and  under  the 
leadership  of  her  present  Governor,  who,  a  Democrat,  commits 
his  party  to  the  policy  .he  has  pursued. 

"Alabama,  Avhich  secured  statutory  prohibition  by  her  last 
Legislature,  so  modified  the  law  as  practically  to  give  local 
option.  This  action  was  opposed  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
We  are  always  glad  to  advance  from  local  option  to  ^tatc-nnde 
prohibition,  but  not  to  go  from  prohibition  to  local  option." 

Bear  this  in  mind,  Avine  makers  and  grape  groAvers,  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  is  "ahvays  glad  to  advance  from  local  option  to 
State-Avide  prohibition,"  and  yet  our  hot-air  friend,  Chester 
Rowell,  would  lull  us  into  a  sense  of  security  so  that  the  Anti- 
Salotm  prohibitionists  may  pluck  us  the  more  readily. 

If  any  one  thinks  the  Anti-Saloon  League  is  attempting  to 
crystallize  public  opinion  in  favor  of  our  industry,  let  him  read 
the  literature  they  are  sending  out  by  the  ton.  A  good  sample 
of  their  attitude  toAvard  Aviue  is  contained  in  an  article  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Adam  Bane,  in  the  June  issue  of  the  Pacific  Grajdiic 
Magazine,  in  Avhich  he  attempts  to  proA'e  that  "alcohol  is  a 
poi-son  in  whatcA^er  size  dose  it  is  taken,  and  is  never  anything 
else  but  a  poison." 

If  any  one  can  explain  the  following  absurd  statement,  Ave 
would  appreciate  the  courtesy :  "It  is  said  that  70  per  cent  of 
the  children  conceiA^ed  in  Italy  during  the  vintage  season  are 
mentally  deficient."  We  would  like  to  know  Avho  says  so  and 
wliat  tiie  vintage  season  has  to  do  Avith  making  children,  con- 
ceived during  this  time  of  the  year,  "mentally  deficient." 

This  is  not  the  opinion  held  by  eminent,  physicians  in  Europe. 
For  example,  Dr.  Arnozan,  Professor  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 
of  Bordeaux,  says:  "It  has  been  proved  that  at  the  enlistment 
of  soldiers  the  young  men  from  the  viticultural  districts  are 
better  developed,  taller,  more  alert,  more  supple  than  those 
from  the  region  Avhere  the  vine  is  not  cultivated." 

Dr.  Isembart  Oa  en  saj's :  "The  region  of  France  Avhere  Ave 
fin<l  the  people  live  the  longest  is  Burgundy.  Everybody  there 
is  a  Avine  drinker." 

Dr.  Tenedat,  of  the  Academy  of  Montpelier,  says:  "In  the 
viticultural  sections,  the  Avorkmen  use  two  quarts  of  wine  per 
day.  There  are  no  alcoholics  among  them  and  diseases  of  the 
liver  are  very  rare.  Many  old  men  are  able  to  work  until 
seventy-five  and  even  eighty  years." 

Despite  these  comments  by  noted  European  physicians,  Dr. 
Bane  further  says:  "The  fact  that  the  German  and  French 
Governnnmts  have  each  appointed  commissioners  to  study  the 
effect  of  beer  and  Avine  upon  the  people  of  those  countries  and 
that  thes(i  reports  have  aroused  both  nations  to  check  tlieir  use, 
ought  to  be  sufficient  proof  that  the  use  of  beer  and  wine  is  not 
harmless." 

Dr.  Bane,  in  addressing  the  International  Sunday-School  Con- 
vention in  San  Francisco,  also  recently  said :  "We  have  made 
liquor  selling  disreputable;  Ave  must  now  striA'e  to  make  liquor 
drinking  disreputable." 

What  does  that  signify?  That  because  Dr.  Bane  and  llie 
other  leaders  do  not  approve  of  people  drinking  choice  Califor- 
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ia  wines  and  want  to  hold  down  their  jobs,  they  will  attempt 
)  take  a  step  forward  ajid  with  the  aid  of  a  prejudiced  Lieu- 
'nant-Governor,  pass  a  law  that  will  prevent  anyone  from  se- 
irinji'  our  native  wines.     In  other  words,  they  hope  to  thrust 
rohibition  on  the  people  of  California,  and  Chester  Rowell  will 
oubtless  help  them,  despite  the  fact  that  he  derives  a  large 
ortion  of  his  livelihood   from  the  grape-growers  and   wine- 
akers  of  Fresno  County  who  subscribe  to  his  paper  and  marvel 
t  his  <^olossal  nerve  in  jeopardizing  their  daily  bread. 
Last,  but  not  least,  we  want  to  show  up  our  "friend,"  the 
lev.  Dr.  Irving  Bristol,  the  Anti-Saloon  Achilles,  who  was  the 
;ev.  Dr.  (landier's  shadow  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legisla- 
iire,  being  present  at  all  meetings,  but  remaining  silent  while 
le  drafter  of  the  Local  Option  Bill  did  the  talking. 
However,  every  wine  man  knows  that  Bristol  is  his  enemy, 
wo  years  ago  he  showed  this  conclusively  in  Sacramento,  when 
e  damned  every  one  connected  with  the  famous  grape  arbor  of 
Durteen  wine  makers  which  proved  to  be  the  most  beautiful 
itate  Fair  exhibit  of  its  kind  ever  seen. 
When  it  was  announced  that  wine  would  be  served,  in  a 
nsational  attack  on  the  wine  makers,  this  Christian  gentleman 
ansacked  his  mental  carpet  bag  for  the  choicest  and  most  fiery 
ssortment  of  words  he  could  pick  out.     Here  are  a  few  gem.s 
f  his  speech  printed  in  the  Record  Union  showing  how  shocked 
e  was: 
"Tlie  conception  of  such  an  exhibit  comes  from  a  re<lhot  shovel 
f  hell.    The  brain  that  dared  to  conceive  and  project  such  an 
utrage  on  decency  was  inflamed  by  the  idea,  wine,  women  and 
ong,  an  expression  used  to  describe  a  form  of  life  so  immoral 
hat  civilization  mention  it  with  bated  breath." 
Imagine!    However,  having  lashed  himself  up  to  such  a  pitch 
f  indignation,  the  voluble  Bristol  could  not  be  expected  to 
uddenly  turn  off  his  flow  of  "sarcasm,"  as  the  papers  called  it. 
le  went  on  as  follows :     "I  know  of  no  greater  effrontery 
flered  to  modem  society  than  this  brazen  effort  to  reintroduce 
custom  belonging  to  an  age  of  national  decadence.    We  wonder 
vhere  in  all  this  State  are  to  be  found  the  beautiful  and  accom- 
plished enchantresses  who  will  offer  themselves  upon  the  altar 
f  sacrifice.    Will  the  wives  and  daughters  of  the  management, 
v'hoever  they  may  be?     The  public  will  associate  them  with 
heir  less  fortunate  sisters  who  have  fallen  through  the  wine 
up.    Wine  and  women !    For  decency's  sake,  let  not  this  out- 
age be  perpetrated.    If  no  appeal  Avill  reach  the  manhood  of 
hose  in  charge,  let  them  place  conspicuous  signs  notifying  the 
isitors  to  the  booth  that  where  wine  has  inflamed  the  pa.ssions, 
o  insults  will  be  permitted  to  the  pretty  barmaids,  as  they  are 
ot  tlie  class  who  are  usually  associated  with  wine  and  women." 
How  does  that  strike  you,  Mr.  Wine  Maker  and  Mr.  Grape 
Grower!    Truly  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bristol  has  a  vivid  imagination, 
ut  in  justice  to  the  wine  men,  we  must  chronicle  the  fact  that 
0,000  people  visited  the  grape  arbor  at  Sacramento  and  tasted 
nr  excellent  California  wines  without  having  their  passions 
iiflamed  or  showing  the  slightest  discourtesy  to  the  refined 
oung  women  who  .served  them.     Men,  women  and  children 
isitod  the  arbor  and  smiled  in  amusement  at  the  huge  sign, 
liat  covered  a  W.  C.  T.  IT.  booth  overhead,  which  read,  "Wine 
-i  a  Mocker." 

After  all  this,  Chester  Rowell  can  hardly  believe  that  the 
dne  men  will  look  upon  the  local  option  bill  as  a  kindness 
hrust  upon  them  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League. 

No,  the  wine  men  believe  that  their  only  security  rests  in 
•rganization  in  every  viticultural  section  of  this  State,  and  they 
atend  to  use  every  effort  to  educate  the  public  as  to  the  im- 
)ortance  of  their  industry  and  the  real  motives  of  Chester 
lowell  and  the  Anti-Saloon  League. 


Showing  Their  Hands 


THOSE  who  have  held  to  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  menace 
to  the  wine  industry  in  the  so-called  anti-saloon  movement 
will  find  cause  for  a  modification  of  their  views  in  the  following 
extract  from  a  communication  addressed  to  the  Pomona  Times 
by  Rev.  A.  C.  Bane: 

"As  temi^erance  legislation  advances  it  becomes  evident  that 
the  forces  of  righteousness  have  another  element  with  which  to 
cope  besides  the  outlawed  saloon.

Bane  is  one  of  the  foremost  and  most  conspicuous  leaders  of 
the.  anti-saloon  movement  in  California,  He  speaks  with  au- 
thority, and  if  the  language  above  quoted  smacks  of  fanaticism, 
bigotry  and  intolerance,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  he  has 
a  large  and  growing  following,  equally  fanatical,  bigoted  and 
intolerant. 

There  has  been  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  those  engaged  in 
viticulture  to  hold  aloof  from  the  work  of  combating  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League's  crusade.  They  have  kept  out  of  what  has 
seemed  to  them  a  "saloon  men's  fight."  They  have  lulled  them- 
selves into  fancied  security  with  the  assumption  that  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  saloon  would  leave  them  unscathed,  as  the  saloon 
business  affonls  a  small  market  for  wines,  which  would  still 
continue  to  be  consumed — and  in  increased  volume — at  the  club, 
the  cafe,  and  in  the  home. 

The  viticulturist  Avho  thus  minimizes  the  menace  to  his  in- 
dustry that  lies  hidden  in  the  propaganda  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  is  badly  deceiving  himself,  as  he  will  some  day  discover 
to  his  cost  and  sorrow. 

That  men  like  Bane  will  stop  at  the  abolition  of  the  saloon 
is  a  proposition  that  is  contrary  to  the  history  of  fanaticism. 
Intolerance  in  every  age  of  the  world  has  been  militant,  per- 
sistent and  uncompromising.  It  sees  nothing  but  its  ultimate 
object.  Partial  success  neither  mollifies  it  nor  swerves  it  from 
its  course,  but  leather  adds  zest  and  vigor  to  its  purpose. 

Back  of  the  anti-saloon  movement  is  a  desire  and  purpose  to 
exterminate,  root  and  branch,  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  any 
and  every  sort  of  alcoholic  beverage.  Generally  speaking,  the 
full  intent  of  the  movement  has  been  cunningly  concealed ;  but 
occasionally  some  zealot,  more  outspoken  and  indiscreet  than 
his  fellows,  gives  it  voice. 

Some  day  the  viticulturists  of  California  will  wake  up  to  a 
realization  of  the  fact  that  this  so-called  "saloon  fight"  is  also 
their  fight.

Thousands 
of  enterprising  retail  liquor  dealers  are  nuiking  money  for  them- 
selves and  insuring  a  supply  of  fine  old  whisky  for  their  patrons 
by  buying  this  bonded  stock.^ — Free  Press,  Louisville,  Ky. 
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Los  ANGELES,  July  20:  Conditions  so  far  this  month  have 
been  favorable  for  the  proper  maturing  of  the  grape  crop  and 
vineyardists  are  looking  forward  to  satisfactory  yield  of  gapes  of 
extra  good  quality  in  this  County.  The  weather  has  been  just 
hot  enough  to  bring  them  forward  in  good  shape  and  the  crop 
promises  to  be  rather  above  the  average.  Down  in  the  Cucamonga 
district  where  most  of  the  wine  grape  acreage  is  located,  the  vine- 
yards look  exceedingly  healthy  and  in  most  cases  are  displaying  a 
good  set  of  grapes  on  the  vines. 

The  wineries  are  all  in  shape  to  take  care  of  the  crop  and  are  put- 
ting machinery  and  tanks  in  order  preparatory  to  handle  the  crop 
expeditiously  when  the  vintage  season  arrives. 

Trade  has  been  somewhat  quiet  locally,  but  as  this  is  the  sum- 
mer season  it  is  nothing  unusual.  Considerable  stock  has  been 
moving  to  eastern  cellars  and  the  wine  men  here  are  in  good  position 
to  care  for  the  coming  vintage  and  a  more  optimistic  feeling  is 
evident  with  both  vineyardist  and  winemen  than  has  been  the  case 
for  several  seasons  past. 

While  the  liquor  trade  here  are  keeping  out  of  politics,  there  is 
nevertheless  an  undercurrent  of  feeling  that  the  political  faction 
now  in  power  is  decidedly  unfriendly  to  anything  approaching  a 
reasonable  degree  of  liberality  in  the  handling  of  the  liquor  question 
and  no  doubt  should  a  man  who  is  disposed  to  look  upon  the  selling 
of  liquor  as  a  legitimate  business  appear  as  a  candidate  for  the 
mayoralty  this  fall  he  would  receive  the  undivided  support  of  those 
engaged  in  the  business,  as  well  as  the  thousands  of  voters  who 
believe  in  personal  liberty  and  that  a  town  bidding  for  the  tourist 
traffic  of  the  world  should  not  attempt  to  regulate  too  strictly  the 
cafes  and  restaurant  traffic  that  is  a  necessity  in  a  city  frequented 
by  the  cosmopolites  of  the  world.  There  is  evidence  of  such  a 
feeling  growing  stronger  and  if  the  Goo-Goos  again  put  forward  as 
candidate  a  man  known  to  cater  toward  the  prohibition  and  ultra 
good  element,  he  will  have  a  hard  fight  ahead  of  him. 

The  police  department  scandal  in  which  several  officers  of  the 
"Purity  Squad"  were  arrested  for  bribeery  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  saloon  licenses  and  the  revocation  of  several  licenses 
has  dragged  along  and  the  officers  accused  are  out  on  bail. 


The  Police  Commission  this  week  granted  the  Los  Angeles  Cafe 
Company  a  restaurant  liquor  license  for  the  premises  formerly 
occupied  by  the  Bristol  Cafe,  which  lost  its  license  some  weeks 
ago  because  of  evasions  of  the  law  governing  the  serving  of  liquors 
in  such  places,  and  which  has  since  been  closed.  The  new  cafe 
company  is  capitalized  at  $150,000  and  its  officers  are  Rudolph  R. 
Miller,  President;  W.  Z.  McDonald,  Vice-President  and  James  E. 
McDonald,  Secretary.  The  new  company  have  announced  their 
intention  to  re-open  the  cafe  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 


The  liquor  license  of  Pedro  Mendoza  at  609  North  Main  Street 
was  revoked  the  first  of  the  month,  by  the  Police  Commission,  be- 
cause of  its  being  a  disorderly  resort. 


The  local  branch  of  the  Eagles  was  permitted  a  social  club 
liquor  license  for  its  premises  at  320  South  Main  Street,  this  week, 
by  the  Police  Commission. 


A.  J.  Barnes,  a  local  saloonman,  ran  up  against  the  ordinance 
that  prohibits  the  ownership  in  a  saloon  by  a  brewery,  this  week, 
and  was  haled  before  the  Police  Commission  on  the  charge  that 
the  Rainier  Brewery  controlled  his  place.  Barnes  explained  that 
the  Brewing  Company  once  held  a  mortgage  on  the  fixtures,  but 
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that  it  was  paid  off  some  time  ago.     The  case  was  continued  for! 
further  investigation.

California  Champagne  Getting  There 


ACCORDING  to  figures  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce  and  Labor  at  Washington,  the  con- 
sumption of  California  wines  has  materially  decreased  the  sales 
of  imported  champagne  in  this  country.  California  wines  are 
being  generally  used  all  over  the  country  and  the  consequence  is 
that  the  American  people  have  cut  their  imported  champagne  bill 
in  half.  In  the  last  eleven  months  the  sales  of  imported  champagne 
dropped  from  $6,000,000  in  the  eleven  months  previous  to  $3,000,- 
000,  and  the  sales  of  the  California  products  have  taken  a  wonder- 
ful increase  in  the  same  time. 


At  the  recent  luncheon  at  the  Guildhall,  London,  which  was 
given  in  honor  of  King  George  V,  and  Queen  Mary  by  the  Cor- 
poration of  London  on  the  occasion  of  their  Coronation,  Deinhard 
8i  Go's  Marcobrunner  1900  and  Berncasteler  Doctor  1907,  Yellow 
Seal,  were  the  only  German  Wines  served. 
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Seattle,  July  20:  Mayor  George  Dilling's  recall  is  being  urged 
y  the  Citizens'  Recall  Association,  which  seems  to  be  working  over- 
me  on  his  case.  Councilmen  Blaine,  Wardall  and  Kellogg  have 
Iso  won  the  animosity  of  the  Association. 

Although  the  saloon  men  have  much  complaint  to  make  over  the 
arrowness  of  the  Dilling  administration  they  are  not  taking  very 
ivorably  to  the  movement,  on  the  general  proposition  that  they  are 
till  sore  because  Gill  was  recalled  and  do  not  like  the  word  or  the 
rinciple. 


'Uncle  Jimmy'  Weir,  one  of  the  men  who  rolled  a  wheelbarrow 
lefore  wagons  came  West,  who  cleared  the  forests  and  did  all  in 
is  power,  with  other  pioneers,  to  make  the  state  of  Washington, 
s  very  sick  of  the  freak  laws  now  cumbering  the  books  of  this 
tate.  He  made  a  ringing  speech  to  this  effect  at  a  recent  meeting 
if  the  Royal  Arch,  in  Tacoma. 


One  of  the  recent  stringent  laws  passed  in  Seattle  is  that  which 
orces  the  saloons  to  close  between  midnight  and  1  a.  m.,  Sunday 
ights.  Heretofore  the  saloons  have  been  opening  from  midnight 
mtil  1,  and  some  of  those  in  the  congested  part  of  the  thirst  belt 
lave  certainly  made  the  hour  a  busy  one.  The  new  regime,  how- 
ver,  looking  for  every  possible  chance  to  cinch  the  dealers,  has 
jut  the  screws  on  so  hard  that  the  squeal  of  the  thirsty  is  heard 
ifar.  There  is  one  compensation,  however — the  Saturday  night 
rade  in  the  way  of  supplies  for  the  dry  period  is  now  much  larger 
han  ever  in  the  history  of  the  city. 


One  of  the  quietest  visitors  ever  slipping  into  the  Northwest 
was  Rudolph  J.  Taussig,  secretary  of  the  Panama  Pacific  Exposi- 
ion,  who  was  recently  in  Seattle  and  other  points  of  interest  in  the 
Morthwest  with  his  sons.  They  came  in  an  automobile,  bringing 
a  chauffeur.  They  went,  among  other  places,  to  Mt.  Rainier,  but 
were  driven  back  by  the  rain.  Mr.  Taussig  hid  his  light  under  a 
bushel,  dodging  newspaper  men  who  wanted  to  interview  him  on 
the  Exposition.  Few  knew  he  was  here.  He  did  meet  a  number 
ii  his  own  customers — the  Brown  and  Powell  people  here  in  Seattle 
md  Captain  Storrs,  of  the  Monogram,  Tacoma.  These  were  de- 
ighted  to  see  him  and  found  Mr.  Taussig  a  pleasant  gentleman. 
He  was  full  of  hope  about  California  and  the  Exposition  and  found 
1  good  territory  here  for  his  business. 


We  learn  from  Ukiah  that  P.  Bernard,  president  of  the  French- 
American  Wine  Company  of  San  Francisco,  recently  visited  that 
city,  and  made  a  choice  of  a  site  for  the  new  winery,  and  purchased 
the  ground.  It  is  in  the  Briggs-Brunner  tract,  faces  350  feet  on 
the  railroad  and  250  feet  on  the  wagon  road,  and  is  just  outside 
the  city  limits.  Construction  will  be  commenced  at  once,  and  the 
plant  will  handle  this  year's  crop. 


Dr.  Charles  Love,  who  is  now  visiting  in  Seattle,  says  Hobson, 
the  famous  former  kissing  Beau  Brummel  of  the  Navy,  has  made 
some  serious  errors  in  his  tirade  against  all  forms  of  drink.  In  a 
recent  speech  in  Congress  Hobson  spoke  of  the  inevitable  de- 
generacy that  even  the  mildest  drinks  cause.  "To  prove  his  case,' 
said  Dr.  Love,  "he  cited  experiments  on  dogs,  forgetting  that  com- 
munities are  not  made  up  of  dogs,  but  of  human  beings  who  have 
been  inured  to  drink  for  many  generations.  Dr.  Archdall  Reid 
has  shown  that  all  the  great  nations  have  been  drinking  nations, 
and  that  the  descendants  of  drinking  nations  have  inherited  nervous 
systems  that  enable  them  to  drink  with  the  maximum  benefit  and 
the  minimum  of  evil." 


A  Trade  Editor's  Death 


SINCE  my  last  letter  James  M.  Shawhan,  well-known  in  the 
Northwest  as  editor  of  the  Royal  Arch  Journal,  has  been  called 
to  his  last  rest,  having  succumbed  to  an  attack  of  tuberculosis 
that"  had  long  been  under  control.  The  special  cause  was  a  rupture 
or  hemorrhage  near  the  heart. 

Mr.  Shawhan,  who  was  also  associate  telegraph  editor  of  the  Post- 
Intelligencer  was  cremated  under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Arch 
and  the  Press  Club,  of  which  organization  he  had  long  been  a 
member. 

Mr.  Shawhan  was  a  strong  controversial  writer,  recent  issues  of 
the  journal  having  contained  some  splendid  answers,  written  by 
him,  to  the  fanatical  attacks  of  sensational  magazine  writers  on 
the  liquor  trade. 

His  brother,  William  Shawhan,  is  of  the  firm  of  James  Gibb, 
the  well  known  San  Francisco  liquor  house.  Mr.  Shawhan  for- 
merly,lived  in  San  Francisco  and  had  a  wide  acquaintance  through- 
out the  West. 


"Pop"  Martin  has  severed  his  relations  with  the  Brown-Powell 
Liquor  Company,  where  he  served  for  some  months  as  manager. 
It  is  said  that  he  will  soon  open  a  beer  agency  in  Eastern  Wash- 
ington, covering  also  the  Idaho  territory.  He  has  been  succeeded 
by  Charles  Suter,  formerly  of  Nome. 


The  Lachmann  &  Jacobi  winery  closed  down  on  the  evening 
of  July  1st  for  its  first  real  vacation  since  it  began  operations  in 
1906.  The  big  establishment  closed  from  Saturday  evening  until 
Wednesday  morning  in  order,  to  allow  the  employes  of  all  depart- 
ments to  enjoy  the  -Fourth  of  July  holiday.  The  big  factory  has 
been  at  work  day  and  night  and  Sundays  of  late  and  these  are  busy 
days  at  the  plant  but  the  management  believes  in  some  play  for 
its  faithful  employes  and  will  therefore  give  them  a  few  days  off. 


Captain  Storrs,  of  the  Monogram  saloon  at  Tacoma,  formerly 
ran  for  many  years  on  the  steamers  of  the  Pacific  Coast  steam- 
ship company.  His  saloon  is  still  headquarters  for  many  steam- 
ship men  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  Over  his  desk  is  a  clock 
that  he  brought  from  a  ship — a  present  to  him  years  ago.  It 
rings  off  the  sea  bells,  but  he  is  growing  tired  of  it  for  fear  it  will 
drive  him  back  to  the  water.  He  feels  the  call  now  and  then, 
but  has  thus  far  managed  to  resist  it  by  bracing  up  now  and  then 
with  a  good  drink. 


Robert  W.  Boyce,  an  old  time  Seattle  newspaper  man,  who  quit 
the  ranks  of  the  dailies  to  accept  the  position  of  private  secretary 
to  President  J.  E.  Chilberg  of  the  A.  Y.  P.  Exposition,  and  who 
later  occupied  a  similar  position  with  ex-Mayor  Hiram  C.  Gill, 
holding  the  latter  position,  to  use  Mr.  Boyce's  own  words,  "until 
the  Mayor  got  the  hook,"  has  purchased  the  Washington  Royal 
Arch  Journal  and  will  print  his  first  issue  on  August  1st.  Mr. 
Boyce  has  always  been  a  warm  friend  of  San  Francisco.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  outside  newspapermen  to  reach  that  city  after  the 
fire  of  1906,  going  there  with  Mr.  Jacob  Furth,  a  Seattle  banker, 
to  deliver  to  Mr.  James  D.  Phelan  the  sum  of  $500,000  donated 
by  the  state  of  Massachusetts.  Both  Seattle  men  remained  in 
San  Francisco  for  a  period  of  three  months  doing  whatever  they 
could  to  assist.  Mr.  Boyce  is  an  old  editor.  He  assumes  the 
direction  of  a  paper  that  has  been  ably  managed  and  edited  and 
has  the  confidence  of  the  trade  of  the  Northwest.  We  bespeak 
success  for  him.

A  Practical  Course  in  Grape  Growing  I 

By  Horatio  P.  Stoll. 


A  Valuable  Book  on  Wines 


I  N  the  University  of  California's  announcement  of  "Farmers' 
'■  Short  Coxirses  for  1911,"  at  the  University  Farm  at  Davis,  I 
notice  that  during  the  fortnight  beginning  October  30th,  the 
subject  of  viticulture  will  be  taken  up  under  the  direction  of 
Prof.  F.  T.  Bioletti. 

The  University  Farm  of  780  acres  of  fine  Yolo  County  valley 
land  was  i)urchased  in  1906.  It  lies  along  the  north  bank 
of  Putah  Creek  and  adjoins  the  town  of  Davis,  Avhicli  is  thirteen 
miles  west  of  Sacramento  and  ten  miles  south  of  Woodland. 
P>oth  Davis  and  Woodland  are  dry  territory. 

During  the  fortnight's  viticultural  course,  excursions  to 
nearby  vineyards  will  be  arranged  for  Saturdays.  Students  will 
thus  be  enabled  to  observe  methods  under  the  most  favorable 
conditions.  The  forenoons  from  8  to  12  o'clock  will  be  given 
up  to  Iw^tures,  recitations  and  conferences.  The  afternoons  will 
be  occupied  with  field  and  laboratory  work,  beginning  at  1 
o'clock  and  continuing  for  three  or  four  hours. 

The  viticultural  equipment  of  the  University  Farm  consists 
of:  (1)  Ten  acres  of  vineyards  planted  in  March,  1910,  con- 
taining several  plats  of  our  principal  wine,  table,  and  raisin 
grapes,  and  a  collection  of  about  two  hundred  varieties  of  other 
useful  or  promising  varieties.  (2)  Five  acres  of  grafted  vines 
planted  March,  1911,  in  which  the  adaptation  and  affinity  of 
our  principal  grapes  are  being  tested  in  connection  with  the 
most  promising  and  tried  resistant  stocks.  (3)  A  collection  of 
mother  vines  of  phylloxera  resistant  varieties,  planted  in  April, 
1910;  this  collection  is  for  the  study  of  resistant  stocks  and 
for  furni.shing  the  grape  growers  with  small  lots  of  cuttings 
for  experiment  purposes.  (4)  A  vine  nursery  containing  about 
ten  thousand  grafted  vines,  including  most  of  our  best  varieties 
of  Vinifera  as  scions  and  the  principal  resistant  varieties  of 
stocks.  (5)  An  old  Muscat  vinej^ard  which  is  used  for  demon- 
strating drying,  packing  and  cultural  methods  to  students.  (6) 
A  grafting  house  and  cutting  shed,  furnished  with  all  necessai-y 
grafting  ajiparatus,  including  open-air  and  hot  room,  callusing 
betls,  and  appliances  for  the  disinfection  of  cuttings.  (7)  A 
laboratory  and  lecture  room  for  the  u.se  of  students  in  Viti- 
culture. This  equipment,  while  far  from  complete  at  present, 
will  afford  the  opportunity  of  giving  a  practical  course  Avhich 
should  be  of  value  to  students  of  Viticulture  who  wish  to  put 
themselves  abreast  of  the  great  progress  which  has  been  made 
in  late  years  in  the  industry. 

Yolo  county's  grape  acreage  is  nearly  4,000  acres,  about  one- 
half  of  which  are  planted  to  grapes.  There  is  one  winery  in 
this  section  with  a  capacity  of  4,000  tons.  The  first  raisins  of 
commcn-ce  were  made  in  Woodland.  Seedless  raisins  are 
bleached  in  Yolo,  county,  which  produces  over  90  per  cent,  of 
all  the  l)leached  goods  in  the  State. 

At  present  the  Sultana  is  the  most  extensively  planted  raisin 
grape  in  the  county.  The  product  is  superior  to  that  in  any 
other  county  in  the  State.  The  Sultana  is  one  of  the  most  pro- 
lific f)f  gi'apes,  bearing  in  certain  years  as  high  as  15  tons  to 
the  acre.  The  berries  are  small,  seedless  and  of  a  yellowish 
tint  wlien  ripe,  and  make  one  pound  of  raisins  from  five  pounds 
of  fresh  grapes.  Most  of  the  Woodland  Sultana  raisins  are 
bleached  by  a  process  that  produces  a  peculiar  amber  color,  so 
much  desired  for  the  choice  and  fancy  product. 


THE  Italian-Swiss  Colony  have  just  issued  a  new  edition  of  thei 
valuable  little  booklet,  "How  to  Drink  and  Serve  Wine,"  whic 
is  the  most  complete  treatise  of  its  kind  that  we  have  seen. 

The  purpose  of  the  publication,  which  is  neatly  printed  on  coate 
paper  and  handsomely  illustrated,  is  thus  explained  in  the  brie 
preface : 

"To  drink  wine  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction,  it  should  b 
sipped  from  the  right  kind  of  glasses,  at  the  right  temperature,  aiK 
at  table  only,  when  eating.  Not  a  little  of  the  dissatisfaction  am 
want  of  appreciation  of  wine  is  caused  by  careless  serving,  am 
general  lack  of  knowledge  of  how  this  healthy  beverage  should  b 
handled  and  cared  for  after  it  has  reached  the  general  public. 

"With  a  view  to  aiding  the  housewife,  the  inexperienced  rti 
tailer  and  the  waiter,  we  have  compiled  this  booklet,  dividing  th 
subject  into  five  chapters,  entitled  'Temperature  of  Wines,'  'Th' 
Proper  Glasses,"  'Order  in  which  to  Serve  Wines,'  'How  to  Car 
for  Wines,'  and  Hints  About  Serving.' 

"We  believe  that  if  the  suggestions  offered  are  carefully  followed 
the  enjoyment  of  the  consumer  will  be  increased  materially.  Toi 
much  stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  the  value  of  the  careful  handling 
of  wines  and  their  proper  presentation  at  the  table,  for  it  is  tin 
little  attentions  bestowed  that  make  them  attractive  and  men 
acceptable." 

The  booklet  also  contains  twenty  recipes  of  dishes  cooked  witli 
wine,  a  brief  history  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony's  achievement 
during  the  past  thirty  years,  and  some  interesting  statistics  show 
ing  the  importance  of  California's  great  viticultural  industry.  Am 
one  interested  in  the  booklet  may  secure  a  copy  by  addressing  tin 
San  Francisco  office  of  the  Colony,  corner  Battery  and  Greenwicl 
Streets.

LOUISVILLE,  KY.,  July  25. — This  is  the  midsummer  season 
Avlieu  those  in  the  trade  would  be  surprised  if  conditions 
Avere  better  than  fair.  The  normally  quiet  situation  Avhich. 
usually  marks  the  market  at  this  season  is  in  eA'idence,  yet  there 
is  nowhere  the  suggestion  of  dissatisfaction.  On  the  contrary 
the  A'olume  of  business  being  handled  is  well  up  to  the  usual 
amount  for  this  time  of  the  year,  and  the  outlook  is  exception- 
al Ij-  good. 

A  feature  of  the  situation  Avhich  is  being  commented  upon 
is  that  Avhile  large  orders  are  not  the  rule,  more  buying  is 
being  done  as  far  as  the  number  of  consignments  is  concerned. 
Thus  it  appears  that  stocks  are  being  cimsumed,  and  that  con- 
stant purchases  are  required  in  order  to  keep  the  trade  supplied. 
This  is  a  healthy  condition  Avhich  is  favorable  to  future  business. 

Though  a  great  many  distilleries  do.sed  early  this  month, 
as  reported  in  the  June  issue,  some  are  still  in  operation,  and 
it  appears  that  the  number  AA'hich  Avill  run  clear  through  the 
summer  Avill  be  larger  tlian  had  been  expected  a  month  ago. 
It  looks  as  if  the  fear  of  overproduction  has  somcAvhat  sub- 
sided, in  vicAV  of  generally  favorable  conditicms,  and  already 
those  in  the  business  are  beginning  to  talk  about  big  operations 
next  season.  The  plants  Avhich  are  idle  at  present  are  under- 
going repairs  and  changes  of  A'arious  kinds,  and  are  being  gotten 
into  excellent  shape  for  the  production  of  the  1912  crop. 

Kentuckians  are  devoting  a  good  deal  of  time  at  present  to 
politics,  as  this  is  a  gubernatorial  year,  and  a  ucav  Legislature 
Avill  also  be  chosen.  The  Democrats  have  nominated  James  B. 
McCreary  for  Governor,  AA^hile  the  Republicans  have  just  named 
Edward  C.  O'Rear,  at  present  chief  justice  of  the  Kentucky 
Court  of  Appeals.  Mr.  McCreary  lias  been  Governor  before, 
as  well  as  Congi-essman  and  Senator,  and  is  well  known  as 
an  able  executive  and  a  conserative  leader.  Judge  O'Rear,  on 
the  otlier  hand,  is  regarded  as  a  good  deal  of  an  extremist,  and 
has  been  endeaA'oring,  apparently,  to  bring  the  liquor  interests 
into  the  fight.  Talk  of  extending  tlie  county  unit  laAA',  and  ref- 
erences to  a  State-Avide  prohibition  bill  have  been  frequent  in 
his  campaign,  so  that  it  is  believed  that  his  election  Avould  be 
a  considerable  disadvantage.  HoAvever,  disinterested  political 
prognosticatoi-s  are  predicting  the  election  of  McCreary  by  an 
overwhelming  majority,  as  the  opposition  is  badly  disorganized, 
and  in  the  event  that  he  is  chosen  it  is  i)robable  that  there  will 
be  no  radical  or  unfair  legislation  adopted  Avith  reference  to 
the  trade. 

The  business  of  the  Bernheim  Distilling  Company  has  been 
increasing  rapidly,  and  in  order  to  take  care  of  it  the  comp'any 
has  leased  an  adjoining  building,  opening  on  Seventh  street, 
near  Main.  It  is  five  stories  high,  has  a  frontage  of  40  feet 
and  extends  back  150  feet  from  Seventh.  It  Avill  be  filled  with 
case  goods  in  order  to  enable  ordei-s  for  fall  business  to  be 
given  prompt  attention.  The  distillery  producing  the  company's 
Avell-knoAvn  brands,  including  I.  W.  Harper,  Old  Continental 
and  F.  F.  V.,  Avill  be  operated  throughout  the  summer,  and 
will  probably  accomplish  a  run  of  tAVO  years  without  a  break. 
The  company  is  looking  for  excellent  trade  during  the  fall, 
and  according  to  Lee  Bernheim,  an  officer  of  the  concern,  the 
business  outlook  is  favorable. 

Distillers  and  others  are  much  interested  in  the  record  which 
has  been  made  by  the  two  Packard  trucks  Avhich  the  R.  E. 
Wathen  &  Co.  have  in  service.  The  company  has  been  using  one 
for  about  eighteen  months  and  another  for  a  year.  Counting 
depreciation  at  the  rate  of  20  per  cent  an  annum,  Avhich  is 
considered  a  conservative  basis,  the  cost  of  operating  and  main- 
taining the  trucks  is  less  than  in  the  case'  of  Avagons,  Avhile  the 


service  is  much  better.  During  the  Avinter  months,  when  dc 
liveries  have  to  be  made  in  greater  number,  and  hurrj-up  woil 
is  the  keynote  of  the  trade,  the  truck  is  able  to  handle  the  situa 
tion  in  fine  style,  Avhile  formerly,  when  wagons  AA'ere  used,  the 
company  Avas  frequently  compelled  to  alloAv  several  days'  orders 
to  accumulate  at  the  distillery  because  the  material  could  noi' 
be  moved.  The  two  trucks  have  proved  so  satisfactory  (haAint 
reduced  the  cost  of  hauling  about  25  per  cent) ,  that  it  is  expects 
that  as  soon  as  the  volume  of  business  justifies  it  another  true! 
will  be  put  in  service.  R.  E.  Wathen,  head  of  the  company,  wa.- 
enthusiastic  regarding  the  Avork  Avhich  the  trucks  had  accoiii 
plished  Avhen  his  opinion  Avas  asked  by  the  correspondent  of  tin 
Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review.

This  office  ha«^ 
been  maintained  for  about  a  year,  and  business  has  been  steadilv 
increasing.  HeAvett  BroAvn,  a  member  of  the  company,  said  that 
the  outlook  for  business  is  excellent,  and  tliat  the  uudercurrent 
of  uneasiness  Avhich  has  been  in  evidence  heretofore  has  now 
disappeared,  so  that  the  feeling  in  the  trade  is  much  better  than 
it  has  been.  The  company  is  much  pleased  Avith  the  operations^ 
at  its  new  distillery  at  McBrayer,  Ky.,  Avhich  is  said  to  be  the' 
finest  in  the  country,  both  from  the  standpoint  of  construction, 
operation  and  fire  protection.  Davis  BroAvn,  Avho  is  one  of  the 
members  of  tlie  company,  is  at  present  making  a  tour  of  thei 
Continent,  and  Avill  be  absent  about  four  months. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  reported  that  distillers  aroi 
co-operating  with  it  in  the  sanitary  disposal  of  their  Avaste,  andi 
that  by  the  means  Avhich  have  been  adopted  the  danger  resulting 
to  health  from  alloAving  slops  and  other  Avaste  matter  to  floAV 
into  nearby  streams  has  been  greatly  reduced.  Drying  plants 
have  been  installed  in  many  distilleries,  by  means  of  Avhich  the 
residue  left  after  the  distilling  process  has  been  completed  is 
con  Averted  into  a  dry  feed  Avhich  is  high  in  nutritive  material' 
and  comnmnds  a  ready  sale.  While  the  initial  cost  of  instal- 
lation is  considerable,  the  results  are  so  good  that  many  dis- 
tilleries are  being  equipped  Avith  plants  of  this  kind.  The  Bem-j 
heim  Distilling  Company  has  one  of  the  largest  and  most] 
modern  in  the  State. 

The  final  figures  on  the  production  of  Avhisky  in  the  Fifth: 
district,  in  Avhich  Louisville  is  located,  have  been  compiled  and' 
made  public.  The  total  Avas  24,495,518  gallons,  against  17,- 
739,281  gallons  in  the  preceding  period,  an  increase  of  about  i 
40  per  cent.  The  same  proportion  ruled  all  over  the  State,] 
bearing  out  the  reports  Avhich  had  been  printed  concerning  the 
production  in  this  territory. 

W.  O.  Bonnie,  the  Avell-knoAvn  local  distiller,  has  purchased 
the  residence  formerly  occupied  by  the  late  Michael  iluldoon, 
a  prominent  monument  dealer,  on  Cherokee  road.  The  price 
paid  for  it  Avas  f  10,000.  The  home  is  one  of  the  handsomest  in 
Louisville. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  authorized  the  establish- 
ment in  Louisville  of  a  bonded  manufacturing  Avarehonse  of 
Class  6  by  tlie  Paul  Jones  Distilling  Company  for  the  manu- 
facture of  beverages  for  the  export  trade.  This  is  the  first  of 
the  kind  ever  established  in  Louisville,  and  indicates  plans  of 
the  company  for  an  extensive  export  trade  in  fancy  mixtures. 

The  Pleasure  Ridge  Park  Distillery  Company  has  been  incoi 
porated  in  Louisville  with  a  capitalization  of  |75,000  for  th( 
])uriM)se  of  operating  the  old  Pleasure  R'idge  I'ark  Distillery. 
fourteen  miles  from  Louisville.  Capitalists  in  the  NortliAA-esi 
control  the  company,  Avhich  Avill  place  the  distillery  in  operation 
at  an  early  date,  it  is  stated.

Our  Portland  correspondent  states  that  25  cents  was  paid  on 
•ontract  for  new  crop  Yakima  hops  June  28th.  The  deal  was 
Tiade  bv  McNeff  Bros.,  of  that  city,  Avho  secured  a  portion  of 
he  crop  of  the  Moxee  Hop  Company  at  that  fijjure.  This  trans- 
iction  establishes  the  market  for  1911  hops  at  25  cents,  both  in 
VVashinjrton  and  Orejijon.  A  sale  of  interest  in  the  spot  market 
»vas  the  White  lot  of  192  bales  of  1909s  at  16  cents.  These  hops 
were  sn'own  at  Mount  Angel  and  were  sold  by  Gord  Hoffman 
o  John  Carmichael.  Other  lots  of  1909s  and  1906s  were  sold 
)y  dealers,  and  like  the  White  lot,  will  be  shipped  to  London. 


No  Shortage  of  Champagne 

I  FIND  an  enormous  amount  of  misconception  in  this  country 
regarding  the  results  of  the  recent  riots  in  France,"  said 
Mr.  De  Luze  to  a  Sun  reporter.  "For  example,  some  news- 
papers had  it  all  figured  out  recently  what  a  tremendous 
shortage  of  real  champagne  there  would  be  because  of  the 
destruction  done  by  the  mobs,  and  how  much  champagne  Broad- 
way would  have  to  do  without  and  also  how  much  your  Gov- 
ernment would  lose  in  duties.  Now  that  is  all  mere  idle  imagi- 
nation. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  rioting  in  the  wine  district  in 
France  had  to  do  with  a  kind  of  wine  which  is  never  exported 
to  the  United  States.  It  was  a  wine,  you  might  say,  for  home 
consumption.  Because  of  the  failure  of  last  year's  crop  certain 
quantities  of  still  wines  grown  in  the  south  of  France  were 
brought  to  the  champagne  district,  bottled  there  and  called 
champagne.  It  was  not  champagne,  of  course.  The  real  cham- 
pagne growers  had  seen  it  brought  into  their  own  district  to 
be  sold  as  champagne,  and,  suffering  ill  fortune  from  the  present 
loss  of  their  oavu  chop,  resented  the  introduction  of  wine  from 
another  part  of  the  country  Avhich  was  not  champagne,  and, 
therefore,  began  rioting.  I  am  speaking  now  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marne,  whose  wine  our  national  legislature  has  decreed 
now  as  the  only  wine  entitled  to  the  name  champagne. 

"None  of  the  wine  I  have  mentioned  was  ever  intended  for 
the  United  States,  because  it  would  not  pay  to  send  it  over  here. 
The  leading  firms  in  the  district,  with  millions  of  bottles  in  their 
cellars,  were  not  disturbed  at  all.  They  had  not  attempted  to 
make  use  of  any  other  wine  as  champagne,  and  hence  the  local 
wine-growers  had  nothing  against  them. 

"Since  arriving  here  I  have  found  that  some  people  had  the 
idea  in  their  heads  that  as  most  of  the  real  champagne  was 
destroyed  the  French  wine  exporters  were  about  to  try  to  palm 
off  on  them  wine  which  was  not  champagne  at  all,  all  of  which 
is  not  true.  It  is  true  that  last  year  the  champagne  crop  was 
an  absolute  failure.  No  wine  was  produced  of  the  kind  which 
is  exported.  We  did  not  buy  a  cask  from  the  wine-growers. 
The  condition  was  due  to  the  unusual  dampness  last  summer, 
causing  anr  illness  in  the  grape  called  with  us  'mildew.'  It  was 
a  loss  to  the  entire  district.  The  wine-growers  made  nothing 
at  all,  and  then  to  see  wines  from  another  part  of  France 
brovight  in  to  take  the  place  of  their  wine  and  be  called  by  its 
name  was  more  then  they  could  stand." 


A  WASHINGTON  dispatch  dated  July  24th  states  that  the 
Board  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspection  intends  to  make  a  search- 
ing inquiry  in  regard  to  the  beer  industry.  Notice  of  a  general 
hearing  on  July  31st  in  that  city  has  been  given.  A  formidable  list 
of  questions  will  be  submitted  to  brewers,  covering  about  every 
phase  of  the  manufacture  of  beer,  ale,  porter  and  stout.

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review — Dear  Sir :  I  have  been 
told  that  may  be  you  might  be  interested  in  our  trip 
through  the  winegrowing  districts  of  some  of  the  countries  of 
Europe,  whicli  we  visited  while  abroad,  and  noAv  that  I  have 
returned  after  a  liard  rush,  traveling  nights  at  times  to  make 
the  proposed  trip  within  the  limited  time,  I  can  write  with 
greater  ease. 

In  company  Avith  Professor  William  B.  Ahvood  of  Charlottes- 
ville,  Va.,  Enological  Chemist  and  my  cousin  Seth  B.  DcAvey 
and  the  professor's  daughter,  we  left  for  Gibraltar  April  13, 
1911,  returning  Jiine  29th. 

The  day  after  we  landed  we  went  to  Jerez,  Spain,  and  here 
the  American  Consul  took  us  in  hand  and  .spent  the  day  in  going 
with  us  to  some  of  the  greatest  sherry  wineries  in  the  world. 
We  were  always  under  the  impression  that  the  casks  should  be 
kept  full  to  the  bung  and  I  believe  the  climatic  conditions  in 
our  country  compel  us  tq,  .  . 

We  noticed  hundreds  of  Barrique  were  stonxl  in  the  sun, 
exposed  to  the  weather  left  part  full  and  many  Avithout  bungs 
on,  with  only  a  block  of  wood  covering  the  bung  hole.  We  were 
told  they  expected  flowers  to  form  on  the  wine  and  were  shown 
wine  from  several  casks  which  .seemed  to  be  full  of  it. 

Here  they  used  machinery  to  press  the  grapes  some  years  ago, 
but  claimed  treading  of  the  grapes  is  better,  .so  have  dropped  the 
use  of  machinery  in  late  years.  We  were  shown  wines  as  they 
develop  from  year  to  year  and  many  rare  old  wines  which  can 
only  be  seen  in  these  wineries  and  never  get  to  the  markets. 

To  get  color  they  take  the  grape  and  allow  it  to  ripon  almost 
to  a  raisin  state  and  boil  it  down  until  most  of  the  water  has 
evaporated,  leaving  the  wine  dark,  and  by  addipg  a  required 
amount  in  blending  can  reach  any  degree  of  color  desired. 

At  Malaga  we  met  the  Consul,  who  took  us  in  charge,  and  we 
visited  very  large  cellars  there.  Here  they  allow  the  grapes  to 
hang  on  the  vines  until  most  of  the  water  has  been  evaporated 
and  that  is  why  they  have  heavy,  thick  wines.  The  Consul  told 
us  in  1910  they  only  exported  |5000  worth  of  wine  to  the  T'^nitcd 
States  and  millions  of  dollars'  worth  was  sent  to  France  to  be 
blended  and  sold  a.s  IMalaga  wines. 

As  members  of  the  International  Congress  of  Agriculture  at 
Madrid,  we  spent  a  very  interesting  week  there  attending  sev- 
eral royal  functions,  meeting  many  gentlemen  of  title  and  fame. 
One  night  we  attended  a  reception  at  the  Lord  Mayor's  villa  and 
the  pomp  and  ceremony  seemed  too  extreme. 

An  evening  at  the  Royal  Theatre  gave  us  a  first  sight  of  the 
King  of  Spain  and  Court.  A  reception  at  the  Royal  Palace, 
where  we  met  the  King  and  Court,  was  exceedingly  interesting 
and  very  wonderful  to  an  American.  We  were  the  only  three 
delegates  from  America.  The  King  gave  us  each  about  four  or 
five  minutes  of  his  time,  as  did  the  Queen,  the  King's  mother. 
Infanta  Isabella,  the  King's  Aunt,  and  four  other  Infantas,  all 
in  their  turn.  The  King  led  all  questions  and  was  interested 
to  know  I  was  in  the  American  wine  business.  He  hoped  the 
business  between  Spain  and  the  Ignited  States  would  continue 
to  grow  and  said  of  the  forty-nine  provinces  of  Spain  that  forty- 
eight  were  represented  by  wine. 

Leaving  Madrid  we  visited  the  Rioja  district  and  found  some 
very  good  red  and  white  dry  wines  in  this  sec-tion.  All  were 
very  low  in  acid.  At  the  Marquise  del  Riscal  cellars,  where  the 
finest  dry  Avines  are  made,  they  have  only  one  label  and  carry 
10.900  Barrique  of  wines. 

At  different  places  we  visited  enological  laboratories  and 
proltably  the  finest  in  the  world  is  at  Reus,  Spain,  Avhich  is 


almost  complete.  It  .seems  a  pity  our  Government,  deriving  tli( 
income  it  does  from  its  taxes  on  wines,  has  not  established  such 
laboratories  in  the  wine-gTOAving  sections  of  the  countrj'  so  a.s  tn 
encourage  the  vineyardists  and  wine  men  in  their  work  and  n\ 
the  same  time  teaching  them  the  right  and  ])roper  methods  foi 
the  sections  in  which  they  are  in. 

At  San  Sadurin  we  visited  the  largest  champagne  cellars  in 
Spain  and  the  construction  Avas  most  unique.     The  juice,  as  i 
runs  from  the  presses,  floAvs  through  a  concrete  gutter  into  larjiv 
cisterns  Avhere  it  is  alloAved  to  settle  for  several  hours  bc'foi-c  ii 
is  run  into  the  casks  Avhere  it  goes  through  its  first  fennentation. 

We  next  visited  the  Beaujolais  district  of  France,  Avhorc  we 
saAv  many  of  the  little  Avines  of  France  and  found  them  eartliy 
and  high  in  acid.  In  the  Burgundy  district  Ave  visited  sonic 
large  cellars  and  taJ^ted  many  Avines  as  they  mature  by  age,  and 
some  grand  wines,  both  red  and  white.  These  wines  Avere  Ikmivv 
and  quite  high  in  acid. 

We  spent  three  days  in  the  Bordeaux  district,  motoring  abnni 
that  country,  visiting  many  of  the  famous  chateaus  in  the 
(iraves  Sauterne  and  I'ort  Ludon  sections.  In  company  with; 
Professor  Alwood,  who  had  entree  to  the  best  places,  avc  wimc 
entei'tained  in  the  homes  and  at  the  tables  of  the  most  i)roini-. 
nent  wine  men  in  Europe,  and  all  along  our  line  of  travel  they 
received  us  cordially,  shoAving  courtesies  at  all  times,  even  deeu 
rating  their  automobiles  with  American  flags. 

The  Bordeaux  wines  were  A^ery  pleasant,  both  the  red  and 
Avhite,  and  not  so  high  in  acid  as  the  Beauiolais  and  Burgundy 
districts.    They  were  earthy,  full  bodied  and  clean  Avines. 

The  first  year  they  rack  the  Avines  tAvice,  the  second  year  once,- 
and  the  third  year  once,  then  the  casks  are  filled  to  the  buni; 
and  turned  a  little  on  one  side  so  the  wine  covers  the  bung,  and: 
is  not  filled  again  at  any  time.   ' 

When  the  ground  is  fii*st  broken  for  a  vineyard  they  dig  it  nji: 
AATth  great  steam  ploAvs  to  a  depth  of  forty  centimeters.  ATo| 
visited  one  large  company  AA'ho  just. grafted  the  French  vines  onl 
American  roots  and  set  the  vines  out  in  their  own  vineyards  and 
later  sold  them  to  vineyardists. 

On  the  high  land  the  Avines  are  grafted  to  American  roots  and 
on  the  loAV  land  they  retain  the  French  roots  AAdiich  ai*e  attackcdij 
by  the  phylloxera,  andto  gnard  against  it  they  tiowl  the  ground 
fifteen  days  during  the  month  of  NoA'ember. 

At  Epernay  and  Rheims  we  visited  scA'eral  of  tlie  grcutcsi 
champagiie  cellars  and,  as  the  disturbances  at  Ay  ha<l  taken 
])lace  only  a  month  before  we  reached  there,  the  towns  wen 
filled  with  soldiers  Avho  Avill  be  stationed  there  until  next  Sep 
tember. 

Here  the  Avine  business  is  in  a  deplorable  condition  dnc  li 
five  poor  years  and  some  of  the  greatest  cellars  have  been  draw 
ing  on  their  reserved  stock  for  months  and  they  are  almost 
ready  to  throAv  up  their  hands  if  the  coming  season  is  not  :i 
good  one. 

Entering  Germany  we  first  AA^ent  to  Deidesheim,  Avlierc  w 
saAV  the  finest  Avines  Avhile  on  our  trip.  The  Bergermeister  enter 
tained  us  at  his  home  and  opened  scA-eral  bottles  of  wine;  om 
bottle  .sold  at  tAvo  hundred  marks  the  bottle  and  Ave  saAV  a  Avim 
that  had  brought  22,000  marks  per  one  thousand  litres,  whici 
AA^as  wonderful  in  bouquet,  Ioav  in  acid  and  full  bodied — ainiosi 
an  extract  in  character. 

We  Avere  told  of  a  barrel  of  wine  that  had  a  seal  on  it  and 
had  been  sold  and  that  the  must  registered  140  on  the  Oox(d,\ 
scale. 
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At  the  Schloss  Johannisberger  cellars  we  were  entertained  by 
the  head  of  the  domain  and  here  tasted  some  grand  wines.  The 
cellars  Avere  almost  emptv,  thei'e  being  less  than  one  hundred 
casks  of  wine  in  them.  We  visited  several  cellars  along  the 
Rhino  River  on  both  sides  and  were  greatly  impressed  with  a 
(xerman  sparkling  wine  imported  in  bulk  from  France  and 
champagnized  in  Germany.  We  motored  along  the  Naha  Valley 
for  seventy  miles,  visiting  vineyards,  and  were  impressed  with 
the  wonderful  culture  of  the  wines.  We  visited  the  Ahr,  Naha 
and  Mosel  valleys  and  saw  the  different  wines  of  those  sections, 
which  did  not  seem  to  us  to  be  as  fine  in  quality  as  the  Rhine 
wines,  but  distinctive  of  the  sections. 

Seeing  the  A\lnes  of  Europe  of  the  different  sections  as  I  have 
(lom  less  than  one  year  old  up  to  several  years,  before  they  are 
Mended,  ready  for  the  trade,  then  those  that  are  ready  to  be 
sold  and  many  of  the  grand  wines  which  are  kept  always  behind 
heavy,  barred  doors  and  the  keys  are  carried  by  the  proprietors, 

I  am  lKiii])y  to  say  that  personally  I  think  that  the  American 
A  lues  generally  are  as  good  as  most  of  the  European  wines  and 
uioliably  more  pure.     I  do  not  believe  that  America  will  ever 

i(»(]iice  wines  as  fine  as  their  grand  wines,  which  are  never  seen 

II  tlie  markets,  until  there  is  more  sentiment  shown  among  the 
\  ineyardists  and  the  wine  growers. 

We  voted  our  trip  one  grand  success  and  most  interesting, 
seeing  more  of  the  business  and  home  life  of  those  people  than 
most  of  the  Americans  who  travel  for  the  same  purpose  of  seeing 
I  he  wine  districts  of  Europe. 

I  liave  many  interesting  pictures  taken  of  the  wine  districts 
(if  th(>  countries  we  visited. 

I  liope  I  have  not  taken  too  much  of  your  valuable  time.

Warfare  Against  Insects  In  German  Vineyards 


Utah  Prohibitionist  Sees  Fallacy  Of  His  Party 


PROCLAnjINO  his  opinion  that  ])rohibiti«m,  which  does  not 
prohibit,  is  far  worse  for  the  A\elfare  of  a  comiminity  than 
a  strictly  regulated  liquor  traffic,  County  Clerk  Dye,  of  Ogden, 
rtali,  secretary-elect  of  the  ])rohibition  campaign  committee,  re- 
signed from  that  position  on  Ai)ril  15,  on  the  grounds  that  not 
only  was  he  not  in  sympathy  with  the  movement  to  make  Ogden 
a  dry  town,  but  tliat  he  had  not  been  consulted  relative  to  the 
honor  which  the  committee  ])roposed  to  extend  to  him. 

In  a  well-worded  letter  of  withdraAval,  Mv.  Dye  has  notifial 
the  committee  that,  although  he  appreciateil  the  confidence  ex- 
pressed in  elwting  him  to  the  position  of  secretary  of  the  cam- 
paign committee,  it  would  be  inipo.ssible  for  him  to  serve  in  any 
capacity  whatever  with  the  movement  now  in  hand. 

"If  Ogden  goes  dry,"  said  ]\Ir.  Dye,  "and  Salt  Lake  remains 
wet,  I  don't  believe  Ogden 's  moral  standard  will  be  materially 
raised,  and  I  do  believe  that  from  a  commercial  standpoint 
Ogden  will  be  materially  danuiged. 

"^iy  idea  of  the  recently  enacted  statute  regarding  prohibi- 
tion is  that  it  is  decidedly  inconsistent,  inasmuch  as  it  provides 
for  the  iH'ohibiton  of  the  retail  sale  of  liquor,  but  stipulates  that 
proliibitiou  shall  not  extend  to  the  manufacture  nor  the  whole- 
sale disposition  of  it 

"Unless  prohibition  is  made  general,  I  do  not  think  the  de- 
sired ends  will  be  accomplished,  and  where  cities  are  close  to- 
gether and  one  goes  dry,  while  another  remains  wet,  the  dry 
town  is  going  to  get  tlie  worst  of  it  every  time,  that  is,  from  a 
commercial  point  of  view  The  history  of  dry  towns  is  constant 
proof  of  this  view,  and  I  shall  take  no  part  in  the  campaign  for 
a  'dry  Ogden.' " 


"T^HE  wine  growers  of  Ciernmny  are  beginning  to  realize  that 
•■■  they  themselves  are  lai'gely  responsible  for  the  failure  of 
the  wine  crops  of  the  past  few  years. 

Year  by  year  the  various  insects  so  harmful  to  the  vines  have 
increased  alarmingly,  and  great  wealth  has  been  destroyed  by 
these  voracious  pests.  All  efforts  to  combat  this  plague  have 
availed  nothing,  for  the  wine  growers,  in  their  eagerness  to  turn 
every  square  foot  of  land  available  into  vineyards,  and  in  their 
fear  that  even  the  smallest  bush  or  hedge  might  deprive  their 
vines  of  the  much-needed  sunshine,  have  for  years  rooted  out 
every  bush,  hedge,  and  tree  that  was  anywhere  near  a  vineyard, 
and  thus  in  their  war  against  the  insects  have  driven  away  their 
greatest  helpmates,  the  insectivorous  birds,  by  depriving  them 
of  opportunities  to  nest. 

The  shortsightedness  of  the  wine  growers  has  been  brought 
liome  to  them  by  the  endeavors  of  P>aron  von  IJerlepsch  to  com- 
bat tlie  ins(H-t  i)lague  on  his  large  donmins  by  giving  every  va- 
riety of  insectivorous  birds  the  opportunity  to  nest.  His  success 
has  been  so  marked  and  tiie  results  obtained  so  satisfactoi-y  that 
the  wine  growers  have  now  aAvakened  to  the  fact  that  their 
only  recourse  is  in  attracting  insectivorous  birds  to  their  vine- 
yards. I'nder  the  auspices  of  the  local  authoi-ities  they  have  set 
about  methodically  to  provide  nesting  opportunities  by  plant- 
ing bushes  and  liedges  and  hanging  up  nesting  l)oxes  in  every 
available  place.  At  the  invitation  of  the  authorities,  Raron  von 
Rerlepsch  recently  made  an  inspection  of  the  wine-growing 
districts  of  Germany.  He  approves  the  steps  taken  and  gives 
further  valuable  hints  as  to  the  best  methods  of  attracting  the 
variety  of  birds  needed. 

Although  the  work  of  providing  nesting  opportunities  has 
only  been  commenced  this  year,  and  it  will  require  a  number  of 
years  before  the  balance  of  nature  has  been  restored  and  the 
harmful  insects  have  been  checked,  nevertheless  beneficial  re- 
sults have  already  been  recorded,  and  it  is  hoped  that  within  a 
few  years  the  vineyards  will  be  comparatively  free  from  in.sect 
pests. — Walter  Schumann,  late  American  Consul  at  Mainz. 


Champagne  Drinkers 


""piIE  French  are  not  the  greatest  drinkers  of  champagne  and 
*  they  do  not  like  it.  One  hears  it  spoken  of  as  "une  tisane," 
or  an  infusion  good  for  nuilades  imaginaires.  But  no  table 
at  a  ceremonial  dinner  is  without  it.  England  is  the  dee]>est 
drinker  of  champagne  outside  of  France.  Her  consumption, 
the  head  of  a  section  at  the  ilinistiy  of  Agriculture  tells  me, 
reached  in  1!)»2 —  a  conniation  year — the  figure  of  7,711,416  bot- 
tles, and  slightly  excelled  it  in  the  following  year,  to  maintain 
it  until  1909,  when  it  fell  considerably.  The  United  States, 
which  is  on  the  rising  grade,  now  imports  about  five  and  a  quar- 
ter million  bottles.  Next  in  order  of  consumption  comes  Bel- 
gium, for  which  Champagne  is  stiffened  with  brandy;  the  Ger- 
man Empire;  Argentina,  a  rich,  dusty,  thirsty  country;  Switz- 
erland, a  hotel  country;  Italy,  which  draws  endless  foreigners 
from  the  new  countries  for  the  St.  Peter's  Lent  and  Easter 
ceremonies,  and  Denmark.  Copenhagen  has  imported  less  since 
the  visits  there  of  the  Russian,  Greek  and  other  courts  have 
fallen  off.  Spain,  Sweden,  Norway  and  the  Austro-Hungarian 
Empire  show  but  little  fondness  for  the  sparkling  Marne  vin- 
tages.— Paris  Letter  to  London  Truth. 
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As  Much  a  Menace  to  Women  as  Dives  Are  to  Men 

THE  soda  water  fountain  is  as  great  a  menace  to  femininity, 
in  many  cases,  as  tlie  dive  to  masculinity,  according  to  Dr. 
Hai-vey  W.  Wiley,  the  government  pure  food  and  drug  expert, 
says  the  Washington  Post.  Let  it  be  understood  that  Dr.  Wiley 
is  not  defending  the  barroom.  While  not  a  prohibitionist,  he 
is  "feniinst"  strong  drink,  and  has  said  so  oflBcially  numerous 
times. 

Dr.  Wiley  is  not  opposed  to  soda  water  in  itself,  nor  to  the 
gayly  bedecked  fountains  from  which  it  issues.  He  is  strongly 
opposed  to  dangerous  ingredients  which  are  hidden  in  the  foam- 
covered  glasses  handed  out  to  young  and  old  alike. 

'•I  am  a  friend  of  the  soda  water  man,"  Dr.  Wiley  said.  "The 
honest  soda  Avater  man  who  sells  real  soda  water  is  a  godsend. 
1  would  not  part  with  him  for  the  world.  It's  the  man  who  sells 
injuries  chemicals  and  habit-producing  drugs  in  soda  water 
ghisses  to  whoin  I  am  opposed  and  whom  I  would  like  to  see 
driven  out  of  business.  I  have  been  quoted  from  one  end  of  the 
country  to  the  other  as  being  on  the  trail  of  all  the  people  who 
sell  soda  water.  I  am  not  and  never  have  been.  But  it  would 
give  me  great  pleasure  to  aid  in  putting  out  of  business  that 
contemptible  class  of  persons  who  make  their  flavors  of  in- 
jurious chemicals  and  who  sell  them  as  pure  fruit  flavors. 

"To  lie  pure  and  healthful,  soda  water  should  contain  three 
ingredients — pure  fruit  flavors,  pure  carbonated  water  and 
sugar,  not  saccharin  or  some  other  injurious  sweetening.  To 
S(!ll  flavors  that  are  made  of  chemicals  instead  of  fruits  is  crim- 
inal. To  begin  with,  what  is  soda  water?  That  is  one  question 
I  would  like  to  have  Congress  and  the  various  State  Legislatures 
definite  positively.  Until  there  is  some  authoritative  action 
taken  on  the  question  there  is  little  reason  to  believe  that  we 
will  ever  get  pure,  clean  soda  water  in  the  ordinary  drug  store. 
"Tliere  is  no  law  which  compels  the  druggist  to  put  specified 
ingredients  into  his  concoction.  He  may  put  virtually  anything 
under  tlie  sun  except  the  poisons  which  are  prohibited  by  law 
into  a  glass  and  squirt  a  little  foam  on  top,  and  if  the  mixture 
is  satisfying  to  the  palate  of  the  credulous  he  will  make  money. 
Some  day  I  hope  Congress  will  tell  us  what  soda  water  is  and 
what  it  is  not.  Then  we  can  proceed  with  some  prospects  of 
success  to  drive  some  of  the  shysters  out  of  business. 

"First  of  all,  soda  water  does  not  and  is  not  supposed  to 
contain  any  soda.  The  name  is  a  misnomer.  A  great  deal  of  the 
stuff  that  is  sold  under  the  name  of  soda  water  contains  sac- 
charin instead  of  sugar.  That  should  be  prohibited  by  law. 
Saccharin  is  injurious  and  affects  children  seriously.  Much  of 
the  carbonated  water  that  is  mixed  with  the  flavors  contains 
lead.  Such  a  mixture  should  be  prohibited  by  law.  A  great 
])ercc'ntage  of  the  flavor  is  made  of  various  kinds  of  chemicals, 
all  of  which  are  more  or  less  injurious  to  young  and  old  alike. 
"Caft'eine,  which  is  being  used  so  generally  by  many  un- 
scru])ul(ms  soft  drink  dispensers,  should  be  driven  from  the 
Huirket  by  law.  Its  effects,  especially  on  young  people,  compare 
with  the  effects  of  cocaine  and  morphine. 

"I  could  not  venture  an  opinion  on  the  yearly  number  of 
little  children  whose  lives  are  ruined  by  the  use  of  caffeine  and 
other  'dopes'  which  are  hidden  in  soda  water  glasses.  The  num- 
ber is  frightful.  The  same  is  true  of  grown-up  folks.  Of  course 
tlieir  systems  are  calculated  to  withstand  the  ravages  of  these 
insidious  'dopes'  better  than  childi*en. 

"At  the  rate  silly  parents  are  allowing  children  to  ruin  their 
nervous  systems  and  stomachs  by  drinking  the  dregs  of  dirty, 
insanitary,  filthy  drug  store  soda  fountains,  I  am  inclined  to 
believe  that  the  next  generation  will  find  that  we  have  developed 
a  race  of  nervous  wrecks.   Many  mothers  would  lift  their  hands 


in  holy  horror  if  their  little  girls  or  boys  should  walk  into  thoir 
homes  puffing  cigarettes,  but  still  they  allow  them  to  fill  them- 
selves with  all  sorts  of  stuff  that  has  just  as  bad  effect  on  their 
systems. 

"Children  should  not  be  allowed  to  touch  anything  that  tends 
to  excite  the  nervous  system,  whether  it  is  coffee  or  caffeine,  or 
any  of  the  other  drugs  that  are  passed  out  so  freely. 

"It's  rather  a  hard  matter  to  point  to  the  soda  water  fountain 
where  you  will  get  a  habit-producing  drug  or  where  you  will  get 
pure  soda  water.  I  know  of  a  number  of  stores  where  scriipu 
lous  proprietors  sell  only  pure  soda  water.  I  know  of  many 
others  where  they  will  sell  anything  that  will  help  fill  theii 
coffers.  '-i'illl 

"The  only  thing  to  do  is  to  find  out  which  man  sells  pure  sod; 
water  and  then  stay  away  from  the  other  shops.  This  is  not  n 
hard  job  for  any  one  who  has  much  respect  for  his  nerves  ami 
internal  organs. 

"The  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the  health  officer  of  every  city. 
While  there  may  be  no  specific  legislation  regarding  soda  w;iter, 
there  is  broad  legislation  everywhere  guarding  the  physical 
well-being  of  the  people  who  constitute  the  community,  aad 
under  such  laws  there  is  no  reason,  in  my  mind,  why  a  druggist 
or  a  soda  water  fountain  man  should  not  be  made  to  show 
exactly  the  sort  of  goods  he  is  offering  to  the  people.  This  rule 
should  apply  as  well  in  Washington  or  any  other  great  city  as 
it  would  in  a  town  in  the  West,  and  it  should  apply  as  well  in  ii 
town  in  the  West  or  the  South  as  it  does  in  Washington,  for 
where  there  is  an  inclination  to  crookedness,  environnu'nt  lias 
little  to  do  with  the  guiding  of  it." 


Some  Church  Blunders 


It  might  be  interesting  to  cite  a  fact  concerning  specific  greed, 
accompanied  by  narrowness,  that  lately  came  to  light  here  in  Seattle.  \ 
The   Young   Women's   Christian   Association   has   started   out  t^ 
raise  $400,000  to  build  a  great  institution  for  young  women. 

Their  plan  is  to  have  modern  homes  in  a  great  apartment  hous. 
which   will   also  utilize   some  store  and   ofTice  space.     The  plan  j 
appealed  to  business  men,  even  in  dull  times.   True,  the  whirlwind 
campaign  "came   nowhere  near   raising   even  $200,000,   much   les- 
the  larger  sum. 

Among  the  persons  approached  was  Louis  Hemrich,  the  well- 
known  brewer.     One  of  the  broadest-minded  women   in   .Seattle,  < 
who  recently  arrived  from   New  York,  took  charge  of  a  certain 
branch  of   the   work.     She   saw   Mr.   Hemrich   and   presented   the 
proposition  in  so  attractive  a  light  that  he  readily  gave  $1,000. 

A  few  days  later' there  appeared  in  the  daily  papers  a  list  of  the 
sundry  subscribers  to  the  fund.  The  name  of  everybody  who  gave 
$5  or  $25  or  $100  appeared.  But  Mr.  Henirich's  name  was  not 
printed.  In  lieu  thereof  appeared  some  such  impersonal  phrase  as 
"Contributed,  $1,000." 

The  lady  who  induced  Mr.  Hemrich  to  subscribe,  indignant  and 
plain-spoken,  at  once  resigned  her  post  with  the  remark  that  narrow- 
ness had  reached  its  apotheosis  in  Seattle. 

But  it  chances  that  the  narrowness  just  described  is  not  universal 
in  Seattle.  Mr.  Hemrich  was  approached  by  the  same  lady  in  be- 
half of  the  new  Episcopal  rectory,  to  be  occupied  by  the  Reverend 
Herbert  H.  Gowan,  who  chances  to  be  professor  of  Oriental  lan- 
guages at  the  State  University.  Mr.  Hemrich  readily  gave  $100. 
Did  Mr.  Gowan  hide  Hemrich's  light  under  a  bushel?  No,  but  in 
the  current  issue  of  The  Churchman,  a  monthly  organ  of  Trinity 
Parish,  appeared  the  following: 

"We  are  deeply  indebted  to  Mr.  Louis  Hemrich  for  a  donation 
of  $100  towards  the  Rectory  Fund.  It  is  especially  appreciated 
from  the  fact  that  Mr.  Hemrich  is  a  member  of  another  Com- 
munion, the  Lutheran,  and  so  without  any  obligation  to  us.  Our 
most  sincere  thanks  go  to  Mr.  Hemrich  for  his  generosity." 
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Women  of  Michigan  Pass  Resolutions  for  License 


THE  following  remurkable  resolution  has  been  adopted  bj 
the  Women's  Home  Defenders  League  of  Pontiac,  Mich. : 

We,  the  members  of  the  AVomen's  Home  Defenders  League 
representing  tlie  mothers,  wives  and  daughters  of  Pontiac, 
hereby  declare  our  opposition  against  the  present  intolerable 
condition  in  our  city. 

Inasmuch  as  the  conditions  did  not  prevail  before  the  inau- 
guration of  local  option  prohibition,  and  believing  that  they 
are  the  direct  result  of  prohibition,  we  declare  it  the  consensus 
of  opinion  of  this  oi-ganization  that  Pontiac  would  be  a  better 
city  moralh'  if  a  few  properlj'  regulated  saloons  were  permitted 
to  do  business. 

Knowing  full  well  that  this  action  may  subject  us  to  contume- 
ly and  scorn,  and  knowing  further  that  our  motives  may  be 
que.<itioned,  we  have  not  acted  lightly  or  hastily. 

We  feel  that  our  course  should  meet  Avith  the  approval  of  all 
right  thinking  people,  but  in  any  event  we  rest  secure  in  the 
approval  of  our  own  hearts  and  consciences  for  the  reason  which 
follow: 

From  our  oAvn  knowledge  we  know  of  men  who  were  never 
known  to  become  intoxicatetl,  before  the  adoption  of  prohibi- 
tion, who  now  frequently  become  so. 

We  know  of  men  who  seldom  before  left  their  homes  who  now 
go  to  Detroit  on  the  slightest  possible  pretexts  and  bring  liquor 
back  with  them. 

We  know  of  homes  into  which  liquor  never  entered  until  after 
the  adoption  of  prohibition. 

We  know  of  men  who  never  before  spent  a  night  away  from 
home  who  have  been  absent  for  days  at  a  time. 

We  have  heard  of  men  visiting  disreputable  houses  in  other 
places,  who  would  never  think  of  doing  so  at  home. 

We  know  of  men  who  formerly  were  light  beer  drinkers  who 
are  now  habitual  whisky  drinkers 

We  feel  that  liquor  in  the  home  is  a  temptation  to  children, 
liarder  a  hundred  times  to  overcome  than  the  open,  saloon. 

We  know  of  homes  that  are  threatened  with  ruin  if  something 
s  not  done  to  change  present  conditions. 

In  view  of  these  painful  facts,  and  inasmuch  as  this  state 
)f  affairs  has  come  about  in  the  last  two  years,  we  feel  that  the 
closing  of  the  saloons  in  this  vicinity  is  the  cause. 

While  we  have  no  defense  to  offer  for  the  saloon  or  the  liquor 
3usiness  or  those  who  engage  in  it,  we  have  learned  by  experi- 
ence that  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  liquor  in  one  section  of 
he  State,  when  it  is  allowed  in  another,  so  easy  of  access,  the 
ocal  prohibition  is  a  failure  so  far  as  lessening  the  consumption 
)f  liquor  and  decreasing  intoxication  are  concerned. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  the  foregoing,  this  organization  declares 
tself  opposed  to  local  option  prohibition  and  pledges  its  influ- 
mce  to  defeat  it  at  the  coming  election  to  be  held  April  4,  1911. 

We  appeal  as  mothers,  we  appeal  as  wives,  we  appeal  as 
laughters,  and  we  appeal  as  women  having  the  interests  of  our 
lomes  at  stake,  to  the  voters  of  Oakland  county  to  wipe  out  the 
ntolerable  conditions  cited,  by  legalizing  the  open  saloon. 

We  feel  that  we  can  better  guard  our  homes  and  our  children 
igainst  the  open  saloon  than  against  the  insidious  and  ever  pres- 
et bottle. 

We  invite  the  women  of  Oakland  county,  who  know  these 
hings  are  true,  to  co-operate  with  us,  resting  in  the  assurance 
,hat  our  stand  on  this  question  is  right  in  the  sight  of  God  and

Pasco  and  Kennewiclc,  Washington,  have  wisely  decided  at  the 
recent  election  to  retain  the  saloons.  At  Pasco  the  wets  polled 
518  votes  against  154,  although  women  faced  a  gale  to  vote  against 
the  liquor  interests.  At  Kennewick  the  vote  was  much  closer — 328 
to  277 — after  one  of  the  most  hotly  contested  political  campaigns  in 
the  history  of  the  city,  in  which  the  women  took  part  in  spite  of  a 
very  bad  dust  storm.  The  business  men  of  both  places  favored  the 
licensing  system. 


At  Ephrata,  Washington,  the  county  seat  of  Grant  county  voted 
"dry"  at  the  local  option  election  held  recently.  The  women  carried 
the  day,  electioneering  earnestly  all  day  long.  The  vote  stood,  105 
for  a  "dry"  town  and  57  for  a  "wet"  community. 


The  brewers  appear  to  be  having  a  hard  time  of  it  at  Spokane, 
Washington,  not  only  in  combating  the  fanatic  prohibitionists,  but 
cranks  who  have  been  charging  them  with  using  strychnine  in  their 
beer.  However  the  test  of  the  city  chemist  shows  an  average  per- 
centage of  alcohol  of  4.49  per  cent.  No  trace  whatever  was  found 
of  strychnine,  nor  of  any  "bitter  principle  other  than  hops."  Neither 
was  there  a  trace  of  preservatives  found  in  the  beer. 


One  of  the  principal  proofs  that  Lewiston,  Idaho,  is  "dry,"  is 
the  great  increase  in  the  arrests  for  drunkenness.  The  chief  of 
police  reports  535  arrests  during  the  year,  most  of  them  for  drunken- 
ness. During  June  there  were  105  arrests,  the  lagest  numl)er  ever 
made  in  one  month  since  the  town  was  incorporated. 


Kenton,  Oregon,  at  a  recent  municipal  election  went  "wet"  by  a 
large  majority,  after  a  long  and  fair  trial  of  prohibition.  In  conse- 
quence after  enduring  a  consuming  thirst  for  four  years,  the  council 
has  issued  several  licenses,  and  the  inhabitants  will  benefit  by  an 
increased  revenue.

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California  Wines  in  Great  Britain 


[From  Commercml  Agent  J.  D.  Whelpley.] 

THE  present  wine  shortage  in  France  should  provide  a  favor- 
able opportunity  for  the  introduction  of  new  brands  of 
American  wines  into  England.  Although  there  is  only  one 
brand  of  American  wine  prominent  in  the  British  market,  it 
has  met  with  a  good  demand  on  the  part  of  English  drinkers. 
It  is  on  sale  in  most  of  the  hotels  and  many  of  the  restaurants 
in  London  and  throughout  England  and  Scotland.  This  par- 
ticular brand  has  been  sold  in  Great  Britain  since  1892,  and 
although  it  has  had  a  stiff  fight  against  English  prejudice  and 
an  ingrained  preference  for  a  French' label  when  ordering  wine, 
a  steady  increase  in  business  was  reported  up  to  the  time  of  the 
San  Francisco  earthquake,  when  enormous  quantities  of  reserve- 
stock  wines  were  destroyed  and  the  supply  was  seriously  cur- 
tailed. 

California  wines,  in  the  English  market,  come  into  compe- 
tition chiefly  with  the  French  wines,  which  are  the  most  popu- 
lar here.  Italian  and  Spanish  wines  have  a  limited  sale,  largely 
confined  to  the  foreign-born  population  in  Londoh ;  so,  also,  the 
German  wines  meet  Avith  a  specialized  demand.  In  shipping  to 
England  American  manufacturers  should  be  careful  to  send 
wines  closely  resembling  the  French  brands,  and  only  the  best 
of  the  pi*oduct  should  be  exported. 

American  wines  are  not  sold  in  bulk,  but  are  bottled  in 
London  hj  the  representatives  of  the  California  manufacturers. 
This  fact  has  made  the  work  of  establishing  a  lai'ge  trade  all 
the  more  difficult,  as  the  profit  to  the  hotels  and  restaurants  is 
not  so  large  as  in  the  case  of  the  wines  they  buy  in  bulk  and 
bottle  themselvese.  Effoi'ts  by  the  manufacturers'  representa- 
tives to  standardize  the  prices  of  their  various  qualities  have 
met  with  serious  opposition  on  the  part  of  restaurant  and  hotel 
keepers.  Several  of  the  latter,  Avhen  interviewed,  declared  that 
they  would  not  carry  the  California  wines  at  all  were  it  not  that 
there  was  a  constant  demand  for  them  on  the  part  of  their 
English  customers.  They  complained  that  their  profit  on 
American  wines  was  much  less  than  on  the  continental  bever- 
ages. At  the  same  time  they  were  quite  frank  in  admitting  that 
the  regulating  of  price  by  the  original  sellers  resulted  in  the 
American  wines  being  better  value  for  the  diners  than  the 
continental  wines.  On  the  other  hand,  the  manufacturers' 
representatives  say  that  there  is  at  least  100  per  cent  profit  in 
their  wines  for  the  hotel  and  restaurant  keepers  and  in  most 
cases  considerably  more  than  that. 

There  are  many  brands  of  Australian  wines  on  the  English 
market,  but  they  are  not  a  factor  in  the  competition  with 
American  wines,  because  they  are  sold  chiefiy  through  the 
grocers  for  family  use — a  class  of  trade  that  has  not  been  much 
souglit  by  Americans,  who  prefer  to  concentrate  their  efforts  on 


the  hotels  and  restaurants.  The  bulk  of  the  grocery  trade  in 
England  has  been  in  wines  of  a  cheaper  grade  than  those  ini 
ported  from  the  Fnited  States.  The  American  wines  ard  sold 
at  retail  prices  ranging  from  2s.  6d.  (60  cents)  to  6s.  (|1.46|, 
whereas  the  Australian  wines  are  quoted  as  low  as  Is.  (24  1/3 
cents)  a  bottle. 

Fifteen  years  ago  several  American  companies  made  attempts 
to  introduce  their  wines  into  England,  but  with  so  little  success  I 
that  they  eventually  retired  from  the  field.

Co=Operative  Wineries  Paying 


ACCORDING  to  a  recent  dispatch  from  Lodi,  it  is  proved  thai 
co-operative  wineries  are  paying  ventures  in  northern  San 
Joaquin,  where  three  such  plants  are  making  money  for  their  stock- 
holders. Lodi,  Woodbridge  and  Victor  each  have  their  independent 
wineries,  and  this  season  all  are  expending  money  improving  the 
plants.  At  Woodbridge  the  Vineyard  Association  has  spent  about 
$10,000  in  bettering  the  plant  for  this  year's  vintage.  The  fift} 
horsepower  boiler  was  not  sufficient  to  supply  steam  for  the  winer\ , 
so  it  was  discarded  and  twin  boilers,  each  of  sixty-horsepower 
capacity,  were  installed.  With  the  addition  of  a  25,000-gallon  still,  | 
the  plant  now  has  a  50,000-gallon  per  day  capacity.  An  auxiliary 
water  system,  for  fire  protection,  has  been  put  in  that  is  able  to 
pump  12,000  gallons  per  hour.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  present 
water  plant. 

The  winery  will  start  the  1911  season  with  its  1,500,000-gallon 
tanks  empty,  and  it  is  expected  they  will  be  filled  with  new  wines 
when  the  season  closes.  Last  year's  vintage  has  been  sold,  and  a 
good  price  was  realized  that  will  pay  the  shareholders  a  handsome 
dividend. 

Last  year  the  Woodbridge  winery  devoted  its  plant  to  the  manu- 
facture of  dry  wines,  but  this  year  all  classes  will  be  made,  including 
dry,  sweet,  sherry,  port  and  other  types. 

It  was  the  establishment  of  this  winery  that  paved  the  way  for 
co-operation  among  the  farmers  in  the  grape  business,  and  it  has 
been  a  model  for  the  organization  of  numerous  other  plants 
throughout  the  State. 


The  city  council  of  Marshfield,  Oregon,  have  decided  to  liniii 
the  number  of  saloons  in  that  city.  There  are  now  LS  and  there 
are  to  be  no  more  until  the  city  has,  according  to  the  school  census 
a  population  of  8000.  This  action  was  taken  at  the  request  of  the 
men  now  engaged  in  the  liquor  business,  who  claim  that  a  restricted 
number  of  saloons  will  protect  them  in  a  business  way.

THE  principal  wine  men  and  grape  growers  of  California 
held  an  important  meeting  on  July  7th,  at  which  a  new 
State  organization,  to  be  known  as  the  "Grape  Growers'  Asso- 
ciation of  California,"  was  formed  with  the  following  officers: 
E.  M.  Sheehan,  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  Winery,  chairman; 
Frank  A.  Blisse,  of  the  Napa  and  Sonoma  Wine  Company,  treas- 
urer, and  H.  F.  StoU,  secretary. 

The  executive  committee  consists  of  E.  M.  Sheehan,  Frank  A. 
Busse,  C.  H.  Weute,  of  I>ivermore,  Theodore  Gier,  of  Oakland, 
L.  K.  Rogers,  of  Fresno,  and  H.  F.  Stoll.  Fifty  vice-chairmen, 
representing  every  viticultural  section  of  California,  have  been 
selected  and  organization  meetings  will  be  promptly  called  in 
all  the  leading  grape  centers. 

In  order  to  raise  the  funds  necessary  to  carry  on  their  cam- 
paign, the  following  plan  of  assessment  has  been  adopted : 

"Five  cents  a  ton  from  growers  who  do  not  crush  their  OAvn 
grapes." 

"Ten  cents  a  ton  from  wineries  and  ^\•ine  makers  on  all  the 
grapes  they  crush  inchiding  their  own  vineyards  and  the  ton- 
nage they  buy." 

"A  set  contribution  from  the  wine  dealers  to  be  arranged  by 
the  executive  committee." 

To  show  their  interest  in  the  campaign,  the  California  Wine 
Association,  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  George  West  &  Son,  C. 
Schilling  &  Co.,  and  Lachman  &  Jacobi  agreed  to  pay  collect- 
ively into  the  treasury  a  dollar  for  every  dollar  raised  outside 
the  plants  and  vineyards  controlled  by  them. 

Secretary  Stoll,  whose  headquarters  are  in  the  Humboldt 
Bank  building,  is  confident  that  the  growers  Avill  appreciate 
this  generous  offer  and  do  their  share.  He  announces  that 
practically  all  the  other  large  San  Francisco  wine  firms  have 
agreed  to  pay  their  proportion  of  the  assessment, 

Mr.  Stoll  expects  to  hold  the  first  out-of-town  meeting  in  Los 
Angeles  on  August  1st.  Secondo  Guasti,  of  the  Italian  Vine- 
yanl  Company,  "and  Herman  Blatz,  of  the  Sierra  Madre  Vine- 
yard Company,  have  promised  their  hearty  co-operation  and  are 
confident  that  the  meeting  will  be  a  big  success. 

W.  J.  Lyman,  William  Bornhorst,  G.  de  Latour  and  other 
prominent  Avine  men  of  the  Napa  Valley  are  arranging  a  meet- 
ing in  St.  Helena  for  Saturday,  August  5th,  when  Secretary 
Stoll  will  be  present  to  explain  the  objects  of  the  organization 
and  the  work  expected  of  the  grape  growers  and  wine  makers. 

Later  meetings  are  to  be  held  at  Fresno,  Sacramento,  Lodi, 
Turlock,  Martinez,  San  Jose,  Livermore  and  Santa  Rosa. 


Commenting  on'  the  aims  of  the  organization,  Secretary  Stoll 
says :  "The  wine  men  and  grape  growers  do  not  believe  that  the 
people  of  California;  excepting  a  comparatively  few  rabid  prohibi- 
tionists, mean  to  throttle  or  hamper  the  viticultural  industry.  How- 
ever, this  organization  intends  to  make  Californians  better  acquaint- 
ed wtih  the  important  part  played  by  the  grape  growers  and  wine- 
makers  in  the  progress  of  our  State,  believing  that  a  thorough 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  magnitude  of  the  business 
and  its  effects  on  the  commerce  of  California  will  set  at  rest  any 
serious  thought  of  the  public  entertaining  the  wild  and  destructive 
propositions  of  prohibition  agitators  which  are  now  being  circulated 
in  various  sections  of  the  state." 


Foreign  Expert  Exposes  Prohijjs 


AFTER  a  study  of  the  eflfects  of  the  anti-liquor  laws  of  the 
United  States,  Count  Louis  Skarzynski,  who  was  sent  by  the 
Russian  Government  at  the  request  of  the  International  Union 
Against  the  Abuse  of  Alcoholic  Liquors  to  learn  the  experience  of 
this  country,  has  reported  in  the  strongest  terms  against  prohiliition 
and  local  option. 

He  finds  an  immense  increase  in  consumption  of  liquor  as  shown 
by  internal  revenue  reports  and  in  the  number  of  illicit  distilleries, 
lie  finds  that  in  the  Amercan  Army  3  per  cent  of  the  soldiers  suffer 
from  diseases  due  to  to  alcoholism,  while  in  European  armies  the 
proportion  is  only  1-8  of  1  per  cent.  He  finds  that  arrests  for 
drunkenness  are  40  per  cent  more  in  prohibition  than  in  non-pro- 
hibition towns,  the  largest  number,  one  in  every  sixteen  inhabitants, 
being  at  I/'ortland,  Maine,  where  prohibition  has  been  the  law  for 
fifty-seven  years.  He  finds  that  savings  bank  deposits  in  Maine 
are  $254.47  per  head,  while  in  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Rhode 
Island,  Massachusetts,  Connectictit,  New  York  and  New  Jersey 
they  average  $408.67.  In  three  prohibition  states  the  ratio  of  con- 
victs is  shown  to  be  two  or  three  times  that  of  three  non-prohi- 
bition states. 

To  quote  the  Count :  "But  what  seems  to  me  much  more  de- 
moralizing is  the  systematic  disregard  in  many  districts  of  the  law 
concerning  the  liquor  traffic,  a  disregard  which  certainly  passes  on 
to  other  laws,  when  the  attitude  has  once  been  adopted  by  the  popu- 
lace and  by  those  who  otight  to  safegard  the  observance  of  the  law." 
He  cites  several  examples  of  finding  saloons  wide  open  under  the 
eye  of  the  police  in  the  cities  of  prohibition  states  and  quotes  Presi- 
dent Taft  as  saying: 

"The  constant  violation  or  neglect  of  a  law  leads  to  demoraliza- 
tion and  disregard  of  the  laws." 

He  points  out  that  prohibition  drives  out  of  the  liquor  business 
''responsible  liquor  merchants  who  respect  themselves"  and  causes 
their  places  to  be  taken  by  "the  dregs  of  the  populace,"  whose  in- 
fluence debases  their  customers.  He  makes  this  significant  sum- 
ming up : 

"Americans  delight  in  law-making;  this  mania  has  a  tendency  to 
invade  Europe.  In  this  case  the  best  intentions  have  produced  the 
most  lamentable  results,  for  enthusiasm,  and  not  reason,  has  domi- 
nated the  law-makers." 


To  Investigate  Beer  Manufacturers 


PRESS  telegrams  from  Washington,  D.  C,  report  that  the 
beer  industry  of  the  United  States  is  to  undergo  a  searching 
inquiry  at  the  hiuids  of  the  board  of  food  and  di'ug  inspet^tion. 
Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  chief  chemist  of  the  Depart|nent  ofAgricul- 
ture  and  chairman  of  the  board,  has  given  notice  of  a  general 
hearing  on  beer  in  that  city  July  31.  Dr.  Wiley  has  formulated 
a  formidable  list  of  questions  covering  about  every  phase  of 
the  manufacture  of  beer,  ale,  porter  and  stout.  One  of  the 
points  upon  which  the  board  desires  light  is  the  meaning  of  the 
terms  "lager"  and  "bock"  as  applied  to  beer. 
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Important  Elections  Coming 

We  wish  to  remind  the  wine  and  liquor  interests  of  San 
T'^ran  Cisco  that  registration  for  the  primary  election  of  Sep- 
fonihcr  26th  will  close  on  August  26th.  Every  large  firm  should 
iiii]>rpss  this  fact  on  its  employees  so  that  they  will  register 
at  (iiice  if  they  have  failed  to  do  so,  in  order  that  they  may 
lie  able  to  cast  their  vote  for  an  Exposition  Mayor  of  San 
I-'rancisco  who  will  be  a  credit  to  the  city. 

It  is  only  right,  too,  that  the  good  and  bad  amendments  to 
he  voted  on  October  10th,  should  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  every  employee,  so  that  they  will  not  waste  their  ballot. 
There  are  twenty-four  proposals  to  amend  the  Constitution  of 
tlie  State,  and  it  is  going  to  pi*ove  very  confusing  even  to  the 
most  intelligent  voter.  They  should  be  studied  carefully,  for 
often  the  complexity  of  the  ballot  results'  in  careless  voting. 

This  recalls  the  following  amusing  story  recently  related  by 
one  of  the  delegates  to  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
National  AVholesale  Liquor  Dealers  Association  of  America: 

Tiic  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association  have  thirty-seven 
liundred  voters  in  their  employ.  In  order  to  test  the  vote  of 
their  men,  that  is  to  say,  to  test  their  intelligence  whether 
or  not  tiiey  understood  how  to  vote  properly,  a  copy  of  the 
official  ballot  on  ten  constitutional  amendments  Avas  presented 
to  those  thirty-seven  hundred  men.  It  was  printed  on  a  sheet 
of  paper  ten  by  twelve.  The  ten  amendments  were  printed  in 
two  separate  lots  of  five  amendments  each,  in  very  small  type, 
and  on  the  riglit  of  each  one  of  those  amendments  was  printM 
in  large  letters,  "No,  Yes."  The  ballot  was  taken  to  ascertain 
\\hether  or  not  the  voter  was  favorable  or  unfavorable  to  the 
various  constitutional  amendments  that  were  offei'ed.  When 
the  ballots  were  received  and  counted,  ^Ir.  Busch  found  that 
he  had  six  hundred  Prohibitionists  in  his  employ.  Mr.  Busch 
called  for  Mans,  his  head  brewmaster,  and  said :  "Hans,  I 
notice  that  I  have  got  six  hundx*ed  Prohibitionists  in  my 
employ." 

"How  is  that,  Mr.  Busch?" 

"On  this  Amendment  10,  which  goes  on  to  state  that  the  sale 
of  alcoholic  liquors  shall  be  prohibited — sale  and  manufactui-e 
shall  be  i)r()hibited  in  the  state — I  notice  that  you  pass  "No" 
and  vote  "Yes." 

"How  is  that,  Mr.  Busch?    I  voted  that  way  myself." 

"You  did;  why  did  you?" 

"Doesn't  it  say  there,  'Do  you  want  Prohibition?'  and  I  says 
'Yes,  I  don't  want  Prohibition.' " 

I  might  also  relate  that  at  the  box  that  evening  in  the  Busch 
precinct  they  were  counting  the  ballots.  They  had  some  twenty 
odd  ballots  to  count,  and  their  man  was  sitting  counting  the 
ballots,  saying  "No,  no,  no,  no,  no."  Finally  he  came  to  a 
"Yes."  He  set  that  aside;  then  he  said  "No"  for  three-quar- 
ters of  an  hour  and  then  struck  a  "Yes,"  and  he  looked  at  it  and 
said,  "The  son-of-a-gun  has  repeated." 

I  believe  it  is  worth  while  to  remember  that  these  com- 
plications will  exist  if  they  are  not  properly  cared  for. 


W,  C.  T.  U.  Wants  Canteen  Back 


WASHINGTON  seems  to  be  the  home  of  freak  legislation  in 
regard  to  the  liquor  trade.  Take  the  anti-treating  act  at  Bel- 
linghani  for  instance.  Now  comes  Councilman  A.  Bridges  of  Ho- 
quiam  and  makes  known  his  intention  to  introduce  an  ordinance 
compelling  every  person  who  purchases  drinks  at  local  saloons 
to  first  secure  a  license,  and  providing  that  such  license  must  be 
produced  to  satisfy  the  bartender  before  the  liquor  is  sold.  While 
the  idea  did  not  originate  with  Bridges,  he  believes  that  it  would 
prove  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  city,  and  thinks  that  the  ordinance 
is  most  practical.  He  says  it  is  not  intended  for  a  prohibition  move, 
but  that  it  will  produce  revenue,  have  a  tendency  to  prevent  minors 
from  securing  liquor  and  in  all  be  a  mighty  good  move  on  the  part 
of  the  council,  should  the  ordinance  be  accepted.   NEXT? 


IF  the  Portland,  (Oregon)  Oregonian  is  correct  the  Women's 
Christian  Temperance  Union,  which  was  mainly  responsible  for 
the  abolition  of  the  army  canteen,  is  at  last  beginning  to  realize 
the  injury  it  has  done  to  the  American  soldier,  for  some  of  its  mem- 
bers are  said  to  be  circulating  a  petition  for  the  revival  of  the 
canteen. 

The  most  forcible  illustration,  the  Oregonian  points  out,  of  the 
weakening  of  this  law  was  found  during  the  army  maneuvers  in 
Texas,  when  a  division  was  described  as  "a  large  body  of  soldiers 
entirely  surrounded  by  saloons."  An  army  chaplain  at  San  An- 
tonio admits  that  this  is  approximately  true. 

It  has  been  the  contention  right  along  by  army  officers  that  the 
abolition  of  the  saloon  was  the  greatest  injury  to  the  American 
soldier  that  could  be  inflicted.  Their  stand  in  the  matter  is  clearly 
shown  by  the  fight  made  to  prevent  the  licensing  of  saloons  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  Presidio,  where  in  the  place  of  the  light 
wines  arid  beer  of  the  canteen,  the  worst  kind  of  alcoholic  drinks 
would  be  sold.  We  hope  the  Oregonian  is  correct  as  to  the  desire 
of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  to  undo  the  harm  it  did,  when  by  its  fanatical 
ravings  it  induced  Congress  to  abolish  the  canteen. 


"Wet"  Spots  Are  Very  Scarce  in  West  Virginia 


MARTINSBURG  (W.  Va.),  July  2.— For  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  Berkeley  and  Jefferson  counties,  covering 
a  period  of  more  than  200  years,  both  counties  are  today  dry 
and  will  remain  so  for  at  least  a  year. 

Jefferson  county  was  swung  into  the  dry  column  by  the  re- 
fusal of  the  C^ounty  Court  to  grant  a  license  to  any  one,  although 
Charlestown,  Shepardstown  and  Harper's  Ferry  voted  "wet" 
at  the  municipal  election.

Woodburn,  Oregon,  in  its  stubborn  fight  against  the  liquor  traffic, 
is  now  engaged  in  a  suit  in  the  Marion  county  circuit  court  involving 
a  principle  not  before  tried  in  Oregon.  The  city  is  suing  the  bonds- 
men of  a  liquor  dealer  who  violated  the  liquor  ordinance,  for  the 
recovery  of  the  amount  of  the  bond  furnished  as  guarantee  that  he 
would  not  overstep  the  law.  An  attorney  for  Woodburn  stated 
that  if  this  issue  proved  successful  it  would  doubtless  become  com- 
mon in  Oregon  in  enforcing  liquor  laws  in  municipalities  and  would, 
by  making  surety  companies  more  careful  whom  they  vouched  for, 
elevate  the  character  of  saloonkeepers  of  the  state. 


THAT  the  law  forbidding  the  sale  of  liquor  within  a  radius  of 
a  mile  and  a  half  of  certain  universities  is  sound  and  valid 
is  the  text  of  a  lengthy  discision  handed  down  by  the  Supreme 
Court.  The  decision  was  rendered  in  the  test  case  instituted  by 
B.  Burke,  who  conducts  a  resort  in  Menlo  Park  within  the  pro- 
scribed territory  surrounding  Stanford  University.  There  are  more 
than  a  dozen  similar  resorts  also  within  the  limit,  and  the  sweeping 
decision  rendered  will  put  them  all  out  of  business. 

The  defendant's  chief  point  was  that  the  law  violated  a  section 
of  the  State  Constitution  which  forbids  the  Legislature  passing 
"local  or  special  laws  in  all  those  cases  where  a  general  law  can 
be  made  applicable."  The  Supreme  Court  holds  that  even  if  this 
law  should  be  special  legislation  its  enactment  by  the  Legislature 
was  legal  and  justifiable  if  no  general  law  could  be  formulated 
that  would  cover  the  case  equally  as  well. 


How  Prohibition  "Works" 


THE  fanatical  prohibitionists  have  by  their  labors  so  increased 
the  mail-order  liquor  trade  in  dry  states,  that  the  matter  has 
been  brought  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  Some 
years  ago  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  sending  liquors  from  one 
state  into  another,  consigned  to  purchasers  in  "original  packages," 
was  interstate  commerce  subject  only  to  national  regulation.  This 
does  not  prevent  the  consumer  from  ordering  his  liquor  in  another 
state  and  receiving  it  in  his  own  in  spite  of  prohibition  laws.  Hence 
the  development  of  a  large  number  of  flourishing  mail-order  li(|uor 
houses,  which  receive  orders  by  mail  and  send  the  "goods"  by 
express  in  "original  packages''  of  "sizes  to  suit."' 

Commissioner  McChord,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  on  the  question  of  requiring  a  certain 
kind  of  safe  packing  for  bottles  and  jugs  by  the  express  companies, 
calls  special  attention  to  this,  and  says  that  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  "gave  the  industry  a  tremendous  impetus  and 
established  the  express  companies  as  the  carriers  of  the  wliole  of 
this  traffic." 


The  City  Trustees  of  Imperial  have  passed  a  new  licjuor  ordi- 
nance. This  is  intended  to  prevent  the  consumption  of  2  per  cent 
as  well  as  other  alcoholic  beverages. 


August  1st  is  the  date  for  the  local  option  election  at  Colton. 
Evidence  of  the  coming  fray  is  already  in  the  air.  There  is  con- 
siderable preliminary  skirmishing  to  get  the  voters  properly  regis- 
tered and  transferred  tt)  insure  a  full  vote.

A  Wise  Editor 


So  Shall  Ye  Reap 


LEWISTON,  Idaho,  now  has  the  proud  honor  of  being  the  home 
of  a  direct  lineal  descendent  of  Judas  Iscariot,  who  passes  in 
these  latter  days  under  the  alias  of  L.  L.  Haynes.  Haynes,  un- 
fortunately for  that  jovial  order,  was  an  Elk,  and  through  his  treach- 
ery the  sheriiT  obtained  entrance  unannounced  to  the  club  room 
and  confiscated  a  small  amount  of  liquor.  Haynes  gave  the  sheriiif 
his  key  to  enable  him  to  obtain  evidence  against  his  own  club- 
mates,  and  it  is  understood  arrests  will  follow. 

The  Lewiston  Elks  lodge  has  more  than  400  members,  composed 
of  practically  all  the  prominent  business  and  professional  men  of 
the  town  and  surrounding  country,  among  them  many  ministers 
and  members  of  churches,  and  without  exception  the  action  of 
Haynes  is  bitteerly  execrated.  We  should  think  so,  but  it  is  only 
right  to  remember  that  treachery  is  the  natural  product  of  prohibi- 
tion laws,  such  as  that  under  which  Lewiston  is  governed.  The 
incident  proves  the  truth  of  the  Bible  saying  "As  ye  sow,  so  shall 
ye  reap." 


Alaska  Liquor  Men  Win  Victory 


A  DISPATCH  from  Fairbanks,  Alaska,  states  that  United  States 
Judges,  P.  D.  Overfield  and  Edward  Cashman,  on  July  1st 
overruled  the  opinion  of  Attorney  General  Wickersham  and  United 
States  District  Attorney  Crossley  by  reversing  an  opinion  rela- 
tive to  the  selling  of  bottled  goods  by  saloonkeepers  when  it  is 
not  drank  on  the  premises.  The  liquor  men  of  the  district  are  jubi- 
lant at  the  result  of  the  conference.  Nearly  a  year  ago  District 
.A.ttorney  Crossley  notified  the  saloonkeepers  that  no  more  liquor  in 
bottles  could  be  sold  in  retail  establishments.  This  was  a  body  blow 
to  the  saloonkeepers,  but  was  regarded  with  general  rejoicing  by 
the  wholesale  houses.  Considerable  objection  was  made  by  the 
saloonmen,  and  Attorney-General  Wickersham  was  asked  for  an 
opinion.  He  sustained  his  subordinate.  On  the  arrival  of  Judge 
Cashman  yesterday  a  conference  was  held,  and  the  law  was  inter- 
preted in  a  manner  that  indicated  that  the  attorneyTgeneral  is  not 
the  last  word  on  the  liquor  business  in  Alaska. 


No  Trial  By  Jury 


SELMA  is  to  have  a  new  liquor  ordinance  under  which  the  selling 
or  giving  away  of  liquors  becomes  a  civil  offense,  and  a  trial 
by  jury  cannot  be  demanded,  thus  leaving  the  entire  question  of 
guilt  or  innocence  of  one  accused  of  a  violation  in  the  hands  of 
the  City  Recorder.  This  law  is  so  framed  that  it  was  tested  out  in 
a  long  and  expensive  fight  in  the  town  of  Selma,  and  the  liquor 
interests  were  defeated  on  every  point  raised.  How  is  that  for  a 
tyrannical  law?  We  always  understand  that  the  right  of  trial  by 
jury  was  a  right  of  every  free  born  American  citizen.  A  right 
inherited  from  the  mother  country,  where  is  was  extorted  from 
the  crown  in  the  reign  of  King  John,  and  became  one  of  radiant 
points  in  that  wonderful  chronicle  of  liberty,  the  magna  charta. 
At  Selma,  howver,  in  their  hurry  to  exclude  personal  liberty,  they 
dare  to  abolish  trial  by  jury,  an  act  of  sufficient  importance  to 
cause  a  revolution  in  a  country  where  the  people  knew  and  valued 
their  legal  rights  and  were  not  insane  on  the  matter  of  prohibition. 


THE  editor  of  the  Yakima  Republic  who  has  recently  mad 
tour  of  the  State  of  Oregon  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
prohibition  has  been  a  failure  there  as  well  as  elsewhere.  He  found 
business  and  professional  men  "disgusted  with  an  alleged  reform 
which  made  conditions  worse  instead  of  better." 

He  argues  thus :  "The  one  best  way  to  make  "dry"  towns  seems 
still  to  be  to  convince  men  that  they  are  better  off  if  they  do  not 
use  liquor.  Prohibition  fails  because  it  does  not  take  the  desires 
and  habits — and,  many  believe,  the  rights — of  men  into  considera- 
tion, but  arbitrarily  seeks  to  deprive  them  of  a  thing  they  want. 
It  is  a  good  thing  for  any  community  where  it  will  work;  but 
that  community,  we  are  safe  in  saying,  is  one  which  does  not  need 
it.  The  community  which  does  need  it — the  one  which  furnishes 
the  most  examples  and  adorns  the  most  tales  for  the  prohibition 
agitator — is  precisely  the  one  where  it  won't  work.  It  all  comes 
back  to  this:  What  we  need  is  better  men  and  not  better  laws. 
When  we  get  the  better  men,  and  enough  of  them,  the  liquor  ques- 
tion will  solve  itself.  Until  then  it  will  be  with  us  as  constantly  as 
the  poor."  

At  Lompoc  many  citizens  are  evidently  tired  of  prohibition  rule, 
as  a  petition  has  been  circulated  and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  con- 
taining the  names  of  200  signers,  petitioning  the  Board  to  call  an 
election  under  the  new  local  option  law  to  decide  whether  or  no 
licenses  shall  be  issued. 


Work  has  been  commenced  to  obtain  signatures  to  the  petitions 
asking  the  Supervisors  of  Glenn  County  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
cities  of  Willows  and  Orland  to  call  an  election  on  the  question  of 
license  or  no  license.  From  what  can  be  learned  the  anti-saloon 
leaders  propose  to  have  a  fight  all  along  the  line  at  the  same  time. 
They  claim  that  in  this  way  they  can  prevent  the  colonization  of 
voters.    A  few  precincts  in  the  county  are  "dry"  at  present.

[  The  Increased  Consumption  of  Liquor 


DESPITE  the  wave  of  prohibition  that  is  sweeping  over  some 
parts  of  th§  country,  the  consumption  of  liquor  in  the  United 
States  is  increasing  at  a  much  faster  rate  than  the  population.  In 
1900  the  population  of  the  United  States  was  75,994,575";  in  1910 
it  was  91,792,267 — an  increase  of  21  per  cent.  In  this  period,  how- 
ever, the  increase  in  the  consumption  of  alcoholic  liquors  was  43 
per  cent.  Increase  in  consumption,  mind  you,  not  increase  in  pro- 
duction. 

Yet  during  this  same  period  Georgia,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina, 
Oklahoma,  Alabama  and  Tennessee,  with  an  aggregate  population 
of  12,592,559,  passed  laws  absolutely  prohibiting  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  liquor  within  their  boundaries.  Local  option  laws  in 
many  other  States  restricted  the  territory  in  which  liquor  can  be 
lawfully  sold.  But  the  sale  and  consumption  of  liquor  goes  on  in 
this  prohibition  territory  notwithstanding.  The  increase  in  con- 
sumption throughout  the  country  proves  that  prohibition  has  not 
materially  lessened  the  number  of  drinkers  nor  visibly  decreased 
drunkenness. 

During  the  decade  just  closed  our  exports  of  liquor  fell  off  heav- 
ily, while  our  imports  enormously  increased — that  is,  we  are  buying 
an  increasing  proportion  of  our  liquors  from  foreign  countries.  In 
1900  we  imported  liquor  to  the  value  of  $12,758,582.  In  1909  we 
imported  from  foreign  countries  liquors  to  the  value  of  $23,168,845. 
Thus  with  an  increasing  home  market  domestic  production  is  not 
increasing  in  the  ratio  it  should,  even  with  the  protection  the  tariff 
affords. 

During  the  year  1900  the  actual  consumption  of  alcoholic  liquors 
in  the  United  States  aggregated  1,349,176,033  gallons.  During 
1909 — the  latest  statistics  available — the  consumption  of  all  kinds 
of  alcoholic  liquors  rose  to  1,935,544,001  gallons.  A  simple  com- 
putation shows  that  the  increase  in  liquor  consumption  was  a  little 
more  than  double  the  increase  in  population.  The  report  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  shows  that  the  number  of  retail 
liquor  licenses  has  increased  from  220,241  in  1900  to  237,458  in  1910. 
Despite  the  stringent  prohibitory  laws  enacted  in  Alabama,  Georgia, 
Tennessee,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina  and  Oklahoma  the  Federal 
government  issues  a  great  number  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquor 
at  retail  in  those  States.  The  daily  press  reports,  also  the  police 
records,  prove  that  drunkenness  is  common  in  States  where  the 
sale  of  liquor  is  under  legal  ban  and  where  it  is  supposed  to  bs 
unobtainable.  In  those  States  the  drug  store  and  the  "blind  pig" 
have  taken  the  place  of  the  licensed  and  police-regulated  saloon. 

However,  there  is  one  redeeming  feature  to  the  dark  showing. 
Beer  is  supplanting  whisky  in  many  sections  of  the  country.  The 
increase  in  liquor  consumption  does  not  imply  an  increase  in  the 
consumption  of  alcohol.  The  more  beer  the  people  drink  the  less 
alcohol  they  consume.  Beer  contains  only  from  three  to  six  per 
cent  of  alcohol,  whereas  whisky  contains  from  40  to  60  per  cent. 
Thus  drunkenness  decreases  with  the  increased  consumption  of 
beer.  The  reverse  of  this  phenomenon  appears  in  the  prohibition 
States,  where  the  secretive  character  of  the  traffic  impels  dealers  to 
handle  liquors  containing  a  high  percentage  of  alcohol.  The  liquor 
they  sell  is  of  the  most  fiery  quality.  It  is  generally  a  cheap  com- 
pound of  alcohol,  drugs  and  water,  highly  injurious  to  health  and 
quick  in  producing  intoxication.  The  liquors  are  purer  and  milder 
where  saloons  are  licensed  and  conducted  publicly  under  police  su- 
pervision.—Oakland  (Cal.)  Tribune,  July  19th.  1911. 


ONCE  there  was  a  saloon  man  who  was  very  wise.  He  had 
a  swell  place,  kept  good  goods,  made  enough  coin  to  buy 
his  wife  a  swell  bunch  of  clothes  occasionally,  not  to  mention 
a  picture  hat  that  made  the  neighbors  sit  xip  and  gape.

Now  this  porter  thought  he  knew  more  about  the  reveniie  laws 
than  Old  Man  Revenue  himself,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  he  was 
a  fire  alarm  and  did  not  know  beans. 

And  then  one  sad  day  a  revenue  man  walked  into  the  place, 
found  whisky  barrels  without  any  whisky  in  them,  biit  with 
the  stamps  still  on,  besides  a  hat  full  of  beer  stamps  and  a  few 
other  things.  And  after  he  had  had  a  heart  to  heart  talk  with 
the  man  Avho  owned  the  place  he  departed  carrying  much  coin 
Avith  him.  The  coin  that  the  revenue  man  carried  had  once 
belonged  to  the  man  Avho  oAvned  the  place,  and  Avhen  the  revenue 
man  had  disappeared  the  saloon  man  called  in  his  porter  and 
addressed  him  with  loving  words.     "You  -!-!-!-*-*-*-»   ( — ! — ) 

(*!*)"  he  said.     "You  have  put  me  in  bad  through 

youi*  blinkety  blank  carelessness  and  I  have  had  to  pungle  up 
a  lot  of  coin  on  your  account." 

MORAL: — Don't  monkey  Avith  the  revenue  laAv.  If  you  are 
not  wise  to  it,  send  in  two  dollars  for  the  Pacific  Wine  and 
Spirit  Review  and  its  Revenue  Book. 


Although  Woodland  went  dry,  it  was  only  by  a  majority  of  36. 
This,  although  sufficient  to  close  the  saloons  August  1st,  is  not  be- 
lieved to  be  a  correct  representation  of  the  wishes  of  the  people.

DISTRIBUTERS 
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Crop  Prospects 


SINCE  the  June  issue  of  the  Review  the  vineyards  have  de- 
veloped so  that  experts  are  in  a  position  to  give  a  fairly 
accxirate  estimate  of  the  coming  crop.  In  the  districts  outside 
of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  in  Northeni  California,  where  the 
damage  was  estimated  at  25  per  cent,  it  appears  that  the  vines 
have  recovered  sufficiently  to  reduce  that  estimated  loss.  In  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley  a  remarkable  change  has  occurred  in  the 
past  few  weeks,  the  vines  showing  great  recuperative  strength, 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  now  predicted  that  the  vintage  will 
be  of  average  good  volume.  This  does  not  apply  to  Thompson's 
seedlings,  which  were  so  severely  bitten  by  the  frost  and  which 
do  not  figure  in  this  estimate.  Another  fact  which  is  certain 
to  increase  the  early  estimate  wine  product  in  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley,  is  the  lateness  of  the  season  and  the  certainty  that  a 
large  quantity  of  late  raisin  grapes  will  have  to  go  to  the  winery 
and  distillery  because  of  the  fact  that  they  can  not  be  cured. 


DRY  WINES: — ^This  is  the  dull  season  of  the  year,  as  is 
sliown  by  the  large  falling  off  in  the  exports  of  wine  by  sea. 
The  total  shipments  by  sea  for  the  month  ending  July  20th,  were 
792  cases  and  450,971  gallons,  valued  at  |159,578.  The  exports 
for  the  preceding  montli  illustrate  the  seasonal  dullness.  The 
totals  then  were  1387  cases,  1,125,485  gallons,  valued  at  |39(),- 
010,  showing  a  falling  off  of  more  than  one-half.  There  is  notli- 
ing  of  moment  to  be  said  about  sweets. 

Imports  were  1344  cases,  16  casks,  16  octaves,  14  barrels,  S 
butts.  Champagne  receipts  were  abnormally  large,  being  4224 
cases. 


will  set  in  and  c(mtinue  until  the  end  of  the  Exposition,  pro- 
vided, of  course,  that  the  city's  prosperity  is  not  checked  by  the 
methods  of  the  politicians. 

Exports  by  sea  for  the  month  were  only  nominal,  the  nmnifest 
value  being  -f  7572.  Imports  were  larger  than  usual,  the  figures 
being  3578  cases,  120  octaves,  43  casks  and  730  barrels. 

Miscellaneous  exports  by  .sea  were  1204  cases,  19  barrels,  2 
kegs,  2  ca.sks,  50  crates  and  118  gallons,  valued  at  f8249. 


BRANDY: — The  market  remains  unchanged.  The  Internal 
Revenue  Department  in  the  First  and  Fourth  Districts 
were  unable  to  furnish  statistics  of  production  in  May  in  time 
for  the  June  issue  of  the  Review.  The  figures  of  production  for 
May  and  June  will  be  found  in  the  reguhir  department  else- 
where. The  ])roduct  in  the  First  District  for  May  and  June 
totaled  9176  tax  gallons,  and  in  the  Fourtii  District  for  the 
same  period  7112  tax  gallons.  In  the  Sixth  the  output  was 
845.3  tax  gallons.  Tliere  remained  in  bond  in  the  State  on 
June  30th,  2,456,560.5  tax  gallons. 

Exports  by  sea  were  6  cases  aud  4681  gallons,  valued  at  f3746. 

Imports  aggregated  362  cases,  14  octaves  and  6  casks. 


WHISKY : — Business  generally  through  the  Coast  is  dull 
and  in  San  Franci.sco  it  is  exceptionally  quiet.  Of  course 
it  is  seasonably  slow  on  the  Pacific  Slope,  but  the  unusual  con- 
ditions are  largely  due  to  pre-election  uncertainties,  with  refer- 
ence to  local  municipal  affairs.  The  present  situation  is  largely 
attributed  to  the  incumbent  administration,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  changing  it,  the  city  is  facing  what  will  probably  be  one  of 
the  hottest  elections  in  its  recent  liLstory. 

The  satisfactory  solution  of  the  Fair  site  will  most  certainly 
have  a  very  beneficial  effect  on  general  business  and  the  wine 
and  liquor  trade  will  be  among  the  first  to  get  results.  Present 
conditions  are  absolutely  abnormal  and  tliere  is  no  doubt  but 
that  within  a  comparatively  short  time  a  marked  improvement 


T  MPORTATIONS :— Tlie  importers  are  naturally  faring  the 
*  same  as  the  general  Avhi.sky  trade,  and  expect  to  be  until  the 
usual  September  business  opens  up.  Imports  by  sea  were  of 
good  volume,  as  is  shown  herewith :

BEER : — The  country  trade  is  making  a  fairly  good  showing, 
l)ut  the  exceptionally  cool  summer  being  experienced 
by  San  Francisco  has  naturally  reduced  the  normal  consump- 
tion of  beer  in  this  city.  We  will  doubtless  get  our  warm  weatli- 
er  later  in  the  season  and  the  beer  men  Avill  then  reap  their  local 
harvest. 

Exports  by  sea  were  nominal,  the  value  being  |4010.  Imports 
of  foreign  beers,  200  cases  and  216  barrels. 

Domestic  receipts  by  sea  Avere  1267  hogslieads  1491  barrels 
833  halts  and  876  quarters.

WE  regret  to  liave  to  announce  the  demise,  on  July  11th,  in 
NeAV  York  City,  of  Mr.  Harry  Hyams,  of  the  Barrett 
Company,  NeAV  York  City.

The  great  State  of  Texas  has  refused  to  be  couA'erted  to  the 
false  doctrine  of  prohibition,  lias  declared  for  personal  freedom, 
and  voted  in  favor  of  the  proper  regulation  of  the  liipior  traffic. 
While  it  is  quite  true  that  this  victory  Avas  only  gained  by  a 
0000  majority,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  prohibition  party 
employed  its  full  strength  in  the  preliminary  struggle  and  con- 
fidently ex])ected  a  victory.  That  they  did  not  gain  one  sIioavs 
that  the  tide  is  turaing,  l>ecause  the  population  of  Texas  is  in 
the  most  part  composed  of  dwellers  in  agricultural  districts, 
who  in  the  majority  of  cases  have  proved  particularly  amenable 
to  the  teachings  of  the  total  abstinence  party. 

It  Avould  therefore  appear  that  the  Texas  election  represents  a 
defeat  of  far  greater  magniture  than  is  intimated  by  the  size 
of  the  majority.  It  Avas  a  defeat  of  the  entire  power  of  the  pro- 
hibitionist party,  inflicted  under  circumstances  appearing  to  be 
greatly  in  their  favor,  and  the  reason  for  it  must  be  attributed 
to  the  fact  that  no  State  has  improved  more  rapidly  than  Texas 
in  the  past  decade  in  the  education  of  its  citizens  Old  moss- 
backs  haA-e  droppetl  out  to  be  succeeded  by  men  anxious  for  im- 
provement in  ev(^ry  Avay.  Therefore  they  patronize  the  local 
pres.s,  particularly  the  many  papers  dealing  directly  with  agri- 
culture, stockbreeding,  etc.  In  consequence,  their  minds  have 
been  broadened  and  the  fanatical  teaching  of  the  aqua-maniacs 
failed  to  have  the  desired  result.  For  these  reasons  Ave  believe 
that  the  tide  has  turned  against  prohibition,  because  fanaticism 
can  never  succeed  Avhen  faced  by  education  and  common  sense.

O  O  great  has  been  the  growth  of  their  case-goods  business 
*^  that  tlie  Italian-Swiss  Colony  finds  its  bottling  department 
entirely  inadequate  to  their  present  needs.  So  they  have  decided 
to  erect  at  once  on  Saiisome  street  a  three-story  brick  building, 
137  feet  square,  that  will  conform  in  architecture  Avith  their 
adjoining  main  structure  that  covers  a  quarter  block  at  Battery 
and  Greenwich  streets  and  contains  their  commodious  offices, 
shipping  department  and  storage  vaults.

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F.  E.  Mayhew  Returns  From  Long  Trip  Abroad 


C  E.  MAYHEW-,  of  F.  E.  Mayliow  &  Company,  tho  well- 
^  '  known  internal  revenue  and  custom  house  brokers  of  this 
city,  has  just  returned  from  a  prolonged  European  tour.  Mr. 
Afayhew  left  New  York  on  April  20th,  and  journeyed  straight 
to  Paris.  After  a  .short  sojourn  in  that  beautiful  and  pleasure- 
loving  city  he  toured  through  Fi-ance,  Italy,  Hungary,  Austria, 
( Jermajiy  and  Switzerland,  visiting  the  principal  cities.  Berlin 
particularly  took  the  traveler'.s  fancy,  and  he  considers  it  the 
most  beautiful  city  in  Europe  excepting  Paris.  During  this 
long  trip,  putting  aside  tlie  varied  beauties  of  scenery  and  the 
cliarms  of  ancient  architecture,  which  are  kept  fresh  in  his 
memory  by  many  interesting  photographs,  what  struck  Mr. 
;Mayhew  most  was  the  admirable  culture  of  the  land  and  the 
splendid  condition  of  the  roads.  "Why,"  he  said,  "they  are 
simply  grand  and  render  motoring  a  delightful  pleasure."  He 
took  note  of  the  low  wages  paid,  the  long  hours  that  men  and 
women  woi-ked  in  the  fields,  and  naturally  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  these  were  the  reasons  why  the  "vin  ordinaire"  of  the 
various  countries  visited  were  from  25  to  50  per  cent  cheaper 
in  the  cafes  than  our  wines  can  be  obtainetl  for  here.  Evidently 
he  dearly  loves  the  camera,  and  perhaps  the  gems  of  his  col- 
lecticm  are  snap-shots  of  Count  Zepelin's  dirigible  balloon  above 
the  housetops  of  Berlin,  and  views  of  the  various  sections  of 
the  coronation  procession  in  London. 

In  London  he  saw  much  of  the  coronation  festivities.  The 
procession,  however,  was  somewhat  disappointing  because  of  its 
brevity.  This  was  natural,  considering  visitors  had  to  be  in 
their  seats,  which  cost  #31  each,  at  7  a.  m.  and  wait  for  the

The  Ozone  Spring  Water  Company,  limited,  a  cor- 
poration, shipped  from  Louisiana  two  consignments  of  water 
labelled  "Establissment  Thermal  de  Vichy  Ozone  Sources  Min- 
erals." Analysis  shoAved  the  product  to  be  a  domestic  artificial 
water  containing  B.  coli  group  of  organisms,  indicating  con- 
tamination of  the  product  with  fecal  matter.  Condemned  as 
adultei*ated  and  misbrandc^  and  shipper  fined  flO  in  each  case 
with  costs. 

No.  885.  The  Quinine  Whisky  Company,  a  corporation, 
Louisville,  Ky.,  shipped  a  quantity  of  a  drug  product  labeled: 
"Quinine  Whisky,  prevents  and  cures  colds.  Pure  Kentucky 
Whisky,  Alcoholic  strength  85  per  cent.  Quinine  li/i  grain  per 
ounce."  Analysis  showwl  it  to  contain  41.33  per  cent  alcohol, 
and  one  seventy-fifth  of  a  grain  of  quinine  per  ounce.  Con- 
demned as  adulteratetl  and  misbranded,  shipper  fined  $25  and 
costs.

There  was  never  a  better  market  for 
Western  wines  than  there  is  right  now.  They  are  rapidly  sup- 
planting European  stock  in  the  markets  of  the  East,  for  they  are 
not  only  better  but  they  can  be  purchased  for  less  money. 

"The  resources  of  this  county  have  not  as  yet  been  developed  in 
vineyards  and  will  not  be  for  some  years  to  come  or  until  grape 
men  realize  the  advantages  which  are  to  be  obtained  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  country."  .         •

A  frame  building  owned  and  occupied  by  A.  Rembeaud  as  a 
winery  at  Los  Angeles,  was  recently  destroyed  by  fire.  The  loss 
is  placed  at  $2400  for  the  building,  and  the  wines  stored  therein. 


The  large  Scatena  warehouse  at  Healdsburg,  for  the  storage  of 
wine,  with  a  capacity  of  over  1.250,000  gallons,  is  about  completed. 
The  cooperage  will  consist  of  thirty  large  tanks,  ten  with  a  capacity 
of  55,000  gallons. 


Ground  has  been  broken,  and  the  foundation  is  being  laid,  for  a 
new  40x80  stone  addition  to  Sebastiani  &  Co.'s  winery  at  Sonoma. 
When  completed  it  will  be  used  as  a  distillery. 


'Mr.  Robert  Plasberg,  of  Sonoma  county,  one  of  the  many  pros- 
perous Dry  Creek  vineyardists,  is  building  a  winery  for  his  private 
use.  The  building  will  be  fully  equipped  and  of  a  convenient  size 
to  handle  the  crops  grown  upon  his  greatly  improved  property. 


W.  S.  Kelly,  of  Dry  Creek,  is  credited  with  receiving  the  highest 
price  paid  for  wine  in  Northern  Sonoma  county  this  season.  He 
recently  sold  to  the  Wm.  Hoelscher  Wine  Company  55,000  gallons 
at  better  than  sixteen  cents  a  gallon. 


The  Lomitas  Vineyard  on  Cresta  Blanca  road  adjoining  the  lands 
of  D.  M.  Teeter,  Chris  Buckley  and  Capt.  Miller  is  being  sub- 
divided into  tracts  of  ten  acres  and  upward  and  will  be  sold  out 
to  those  desiring  a  beautiful  home  site  with  a  grand  view  of  the 
entire  Livermore  Valley. 


We  learn  that  the  proprietors  of  the  Sladky  v^inery  at  Mountain 
View  contemplate  reopening  that  establishment  for  business  this 
season,  as  they  find  there  will  be  a  large  amount  of  grapes  avail- 
able. This  would  be  a  boon  to  the  vineyardists,  as  it  would  mean 
a  much  shorter  haul  for  their  products,  and  therefore  a  greater  net 
profit. 


The  San  Francisco  Chronicle  states  that  owing  to  the  general 
failure  of  the  wine  crop  in  Southern  Europe  last  year,  there  has 
been  an  enormous  advance  in  prices,  and  Hamburg  importers  are 
now  looking  to  unusual  sources  of  supply  to  make  up  the  deficiency 
in  arrivals  from  France,  Italy  and  Spain. 


The  Lombardi  Wine  Company,  of  this  city,  has  incorporated. 
The  company's  principal  place  of  business  is  San  Francisco,  but  its 
winery  is  located  about  two  miles  from  St.  Helena.  The  capital 
stock  of  the  company  is  $100,000.  with  $300  subscribed,  $100  each 
by  the  following  directors :    C.  Forni,  A.  Forni  and  Emil  Forni. 


A  Gilroy  dispatch  states  that  the  California  Wine  Company  of 
this  city,  is  making  a  large  addition  to  the  Las  Animas  winery  near 
the  northern  limits  to  accommodate  its  rapidly  increasing  business. 
It  is  now  laying  a  cement  foundation.  The  present  building  will 
be  increased  to  double  its  capacity,  and  will  be  rushed  to  com- 
pletion.   A  large  gang  of  men  is  employed  upon  the  work. 


In  the  southern  portion  of  the  State,  vineyardists  say  that  the 
crop  will  be  somewhat  later  than  last  year  and  that  the  yield  will 
not  be  as  large,  although  the  quality  will  be  first  class.  Indications 
are  for  good  prices,  both  for  the  green  muscatel  grapes  and  raisins 
and  the  wine  grapes.  One  grower  has  been  oflfered  6^  cents 
for  raisins  on  board  the  cars  at  Escondido.  The  yield  of  muscatel 
grapes  from  one  of  the  largest  vineyards  is  reported  to  have  been 
sold  at  1^  cents,  the  buyer  to  do  the  picking  and  marketing. 


The  Stockton  Vineyard  Company  recently  shipped  50,000  gallons 
of  last  season's  vintage  to  Petaluma.  This  company  owns  one  of 
the  best  wine  cellars  in  the  county,  situated  a  few  miles  from 
Escalon,  which  has  tanks  with  a  capacity  of  100,000  gallons,  and 
it  is  the  intention  to  double  the  capacity  this  coming  season.  The 
oflficers  and  directors  of  the  Stockton  Vineyard  Company  are : 
Henry  Rumenapf,  president:  R.  B.  Teefy,  secretary;  John  H.  Smith, 
treasurer ;  W.  L.  Brennan.  Charles  F.  Kuhl,  John  A.  Inglis  and 
G.  F.  Giottonini,  all  of  Stockton. 


AMATTEI,  in  speaking  on  the  subject  recently,  made  the  fol- 
•  lowing  statement  in  regard  to  this  season's  prices  for  wine 
grapes : 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,"  said  Mr.  Mattel,  "it  is  too  early  yet  for  any 
person  to  attempt  to  predict  what  the  price  of  wine  grapes  will  be 
this  year.  There  are  many  things  to  be  considered  by  the  wine 
men  before  they  even  begin  to  figure  on  prices.  Predictions  at 
this  time  as  to  the  prices  to  be  paid  are  based  merely  on  guess  work 
and  should  not  be  considered.  "The  wine  grape  crop  in  Fresno 
county  and  adjacent  territory  is  of  course  short.  Everyone  concedes 
that.    I  should  judge  that  we  will  have  about  fifty  per  cent  of  a  crop. 

"Under  ordinary  circumstances  that  would  of  course  mean  high 
prices.  But  we  must  figure  on  the  crops  of  the  north  and  south, 
which  are  said  to  be  very  good  in  point  of  abundance.  When  we 
find  out  just  how  good  those  crops  are  we  can  begin  figuring  on 
probable  prices,  and  we  cannot  obtain  that  information  for  several 
weeks  yet."

grapes  from  the  land  of  Canaan.  The  Commissioner  ruled  that 
"the  salient  and  essential  failure  of  the  trademark  registered 
by  the  Carmel  Wine  Company  Avas  a  similar  design,  and  Avas 
therefore  calculateil  to  mislead  the  public  into  the  belief  that 
the  registrant's  goods  are  the  goods  of  the  California  Winery.

The  Siskiyou  County  Supervisors  have  passed  an  ordinance 
removing  all  county  restrictions  from  the  sale  of  liquor.  The 
county,  outside  of  incorporated  towns,  is  now  "dry."  The  action 
of  the  Supervisors  was  taken  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  securing 
convictions  for  the  illicit  sale  of  liquor. 


The  Unitarian  minister  at  Bellingham  says  similar  narrowness 
in  his  city  has  torn  the  town  into  factions;  their  $40,000  worth  of 
church  work  is  at  a  standstill  because  merchants  will  subscribe 
nothing;  that  ministers  urge  the  boycotting  of  business  houses, 
using  their  pulpits  for  spite  and  personal  propaganda. 


A  Hanford  dispatch  states  that  shipments  of  products  from  the 
winery  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  in  Lemoore  are  being  made  from 
time  to  time.  Five  cars  went  to  New  York  this  week.  Repair 
work  at  the  plant  is  now  under  way  in  anticipation  of  the  business 
of  the  coming  season.  This  fall  promises  to  be  a  very. busy  one  for 
the  local  winery  as  the  lateness  of  the  grape  crop  makes  it  certain 
that  much  of  the  stock  that  ordinarily  goes  into  raisins  will  be 
made  into  wines  and  brandies  this  year. 


IN  his  addres.s  before  the  Congress  of  the  American  Civic  Alli- 
ance, Mr.  T.  M.  Gilmore  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  president  of  the 
National  Model  License  League,  said  in  part :  "The  people  of 
this  country  consume  over  twenty-three  gallons  per  capita  of 
alcoholic  beverages  each  year.  They  consume  fifty  per  cent 
more  whisky  and  beer  than  they  did  fifteen  years  ago  when 
the  present  prohibition  wave  was  started.  The  so-called  pro- 
hibition laws  of  Maine,  Georgia,  Alabama,  North  Carolina, 
Oklahoma  and  one  or  two  other  States  do  not  prohibit  at  all. 
There  is  not  a  clause  in  any  of  these  laws  that  interferes  with 
men  or  boys  obtaining  all  of  the  liquor  they  want;  a  prohibition 
law  that  really  prohibited  would  not  receive  a  vote  in  any  legis- 
lature, nor  could  such  a  law  be  carried  in- a  single  county,  nor 
could  it  secure  the  endorsement  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  or  the  Prohibition  Party. 

"This  whole  prohibition  movement  is  a  fraud,  a  sham,  an 
effort  at  political  dictation  and  a  gigantic  graft. 

"The  saloon  will  be  licensed  again  in  the  so-called  Prohibi- 
tion States.  These  States  are  now  flooded  with  liquor.  Drunk- 
enness is  greater  than  ever,  millions  of  revenues  are  being  sacri- 
liced,  and  most  of  the  treasuries  are  showing  deficits, 

"The  saloon  of  the  future  however  should  be  a  model  saloon. 
If  the  saloon  is  to  be  elevated  it  must  be  treated  fairly.  The 
saloon-keeper  must  be  made  a  free  man.  The  license  must  be 
made  of  great  value,  and  the  penalties  must  be  mandatory.  Give 
a  saloon-keeper  a  license  that  can  only  be  taken  from  him  by 
conviction  of  the  violation  of  law;  limit  these  licenses  in  the 
future  to  one  for  each  five  hundred  of  population ;  make  the 
license  fee  reasonable;  provide  that  for  the  first  conviction  of 
(he  violation  of  law  the  license  shall  be  suspended  thirty  days, 
and  for  the  second  conviction,  cancelled ;  and  the  saloon-keeper, 
inspired  by  self-interest,  will  be  of  all  men  most  anxious  to  obey 
law." 

Mr.  Gilmore  pictured  the  saloon  under  Model  License  as  a 
place  of  warmth,  of  light,  of  music,  of  good  cheer,  where  men 
would  come  with  their  families,  where  current  topics  and  affairs 
of  government  would  be  discussed,  where  law,  order  and  tem- 
perance would  prevail,  and  he  declared  that  such  an  institution 
would  be  of  tremendous  value  in  a  complex  civilization  and 
would  supply  in  every  particular  the  demand  for  a  working- 
man's  club. 


R.  L.  Nougaret,  a  government  expert  representing  the  bureau  of 
entomology,  connected  with  the  United  States  Department  of 
yKgriculture.  spent  the  past  month  in  inspecting  the  vineyards  in 
Livermore  Valley  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  ravages  of  the 
phylloxera.  His  purpose  is  to  investigate  the  roots  of  infected 
vines  with  a  view  of  determining  the  extent  of  injury  caused  by 
the  insect.  This  will  amount  practically  to  a  determination  of 
which  roots  show  the  least  injury  for  the  purpose  of  revealing  their 
natural  resistant  qualities,  so  that  the  growers  may  profit  by  the 
information  when  planting  time  comes. 


On  July  20th  the  big  winery  owned  by  Joseph  Oberti  in  Green 
Valley,  west  of  Suisun,  was  destroyed  by  lire,  together  with  100,000 
gallons  of  wine.  The  total  loss  is  "estimated  at  $55,000.  The  prop- 
erty burned  includes  the  winery  building,  the  distillery  building,  a 
barn  containing  five  wagons  and  other  equipment,  several  large 
wine  tanks  and  a  large  stock  of  cooperage,  etc.  The  wine  alone  was 
worth  $15,000,  and  the  other  property  probably  $40,000.  The  build- 
ings were  insured  for  only  $2700  and  the  wine  for  about  one-third  of 
its  value. 


Woodand,  Yolo  county,  advices  report  that  Ed  Sheehan,  rep- 
resenting the  Sacramento  Valley  Winery,  has  made  contracts 
with  O.  A.  Lowe  and  D.  ^IcPhee  to  take  their  1911  crops  and  is 
negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  other  crops  in  this  vicinity.  Mr. 
Lowe  expects  a  crop  of  about  700  tons  and  Mr.  McPhee  will 
probably  harvest  about  500  "tons.  Mr.  Sheehan  will  take  them 
all  at  .113  a  ton,  f.o.b.  Woodland.

The  "Dry"  Commercial  Club 


THE  San  Francisco  Commercial  News  declares  that  a  promi- 
nent business  man  of  San  Francisco  Avas  invited  the  other 
day  to  join  "The  f'ommercial  Club,"  located  on  the  top  story  of 
the  Merchants'  Exchange  Building.  But  as  he  is  a  tee-totaler, 
lie  declined,  saying  his  idea  of  clubs  was  that  they  were  places 
where  there  was  "a  lot  of  drinking  going  on." 

To  assure  this  "dry"  business  man  that  he  was  mistaken,  he

Apparently  the  San  Fran- 
ci.sco Commercial  News  also  believes  in  tee-totallsm,  for  it  jubi- 
lantly remarks :  "It  is  doubtful  whether  so  good  a  record  could 
be  foinid  in  any  city  of  the  United  States  for  sobriety  and  conse- 
quenth'  close  application  and  attention  to  business;  so  we  have 
good  cause  to  congratulate  ourselves."

California  Wines  are  all  Right  for  Eastern  Consumers,  but 
they  are  Unfit  for  the  Members  of  the  Commercial  Club. 

The  Only  Way  we  can  Maintain  our  Reputation  for  Sobriety 
is  by  Avoiding  California  Wines. 

Our  Wine  List  is  Merely  for  Ornamental  Purposes. 

We  are  sure  if  such  official  statements  were  prominently 
displayed  about  the  walls  of  the  dining  room  of  the  Commer- 
cial Club,  that  Eastern  guests  Avould  be  greatly  impressed  and 
every  fcflloAver  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  Avould  promptly  be 
clamoring  for  admittance. 

We  are  not  acquainted  AvitTi  the  Membership  Committee  of  the 
Commercial  Club,  but  they  are  doubtless  glad  to  get  new  ideas. 
If  they  give  this  plan  a  trial,  they  may  be  able  to  cover  them- 
selves Avith  glory  and  incidentally  heli)  to  Avipe  out  one  of  Cali- 
fornia's greatest  assets,  our  $100,000,000  viticultural  industry. 
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nPHE  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles  had  ample  opportunity  to 
1  familiarize  themselves  with  California  wines  during  their 
recent  convention  in  San  Francisco,  for  the  winemakers  were 
most  generous  in  contributing  hundreds  of  cases  for  sampling 
purposes. 

Among  those  Avho  helped  out  the  great  barbecue  at  the  beach 
were  the  California  Wine  Association,  Italian-Swiss  Colony, 
Lachman  &  Jacobi,  D.  Arthur  Lachman,  French-American  Wine 
Company  and  Inglenook  Vineyard  Co. 

The  wine  used  at  the  big  banquet  on  Thursday  evening,  Au- 
gust 24th,  at  Scottish  Rite  Hall,  included  the  Napa  &  Sonoma 
Wine  Company's  Riesling  and  a  red  wine  provided  by  William 
Goldman  of  the  Eagle  Vineyard. 

The  Italian-Swiss  Colony  secured  some  excellent  publicity 
during  the  week.  In  addition  to  their  artistic  displays  at  the 
hea<^lqHarters  of  the  different  counties,  where  are  located  their 
notable  wineries  and  vineyards,  they  scored  a  real  hit  with  a 
window  that  Avas  a  distinctly  new  and  original  advertisement. 
It  seems  that  Sam  Berger,  the  Market  street  haberdasher,  re- 
ceived a  large  supply  of  ruby  colored  neckties  which  he  was 
anxious  to  feature.  Some  one  pointed  out  that  they  were  just 
the  color  of  the  Colony's  famous  table  wine,  Tipo  Red,  and  it 
was  suggested  that  if  they  were  displayed  Avith  bottles  of  ruby 
Tipo,  they  would  attract  the  attention  not  only  of  visiting 
Eagles,  but  people  familiar  with  the  popular  Tipo  wine. 

The  wisdom  of  this  suggestion  was  evidenced  by  the  thous- 
ands who  stopped  each  day  to  gaze  at  the  nobby  Tipo  Red  neck- 
ties that  ornamented  unique  Italian  basket  bottles,  for  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  Tipo  packages,  there  were  odd  looking  bot- 
tles with  necks  a  yard  long,  others  only  a  few  inches  high,  and 
still  others  resembling  teapots. 

I  heard  a  lady  remark  to  her  husband :  "Do  you  think  they 
would  give  us  one  of  those  bottles  if  you  bought  a  tie?" 

To  which  he  promptly  replied,  "Come  on  in  and  we  will  find 
out." 

I'm  afraid  the  lady  was  disappointed,  but  evidently  she  had 
set  her  heart  on  possessing  one  of  those  bottles  as  an  ornament 
and  as  they  are  for  sale  everywhere  she  was  doubtless  promptly 
informed  that  she  would  have  no  difficulty  in  securing  one  at 
any  grocery  store. 

The  Solano  and  Sacramento  Eagles  made  a  great  mistake  in 
selecting  the  Palace  Hotel  for  their  headquarters,  for  it  was 
too  far  from  the  convention  hall  and  the  Eastern  visitors  had 
little  use  for  the  style  and  elegance  of  our  principal  downtoAvn 
caravansary.  It  is  a  pity  the  pretentious  Sacramento  County 
exhibit  was  wasted  on  the  desert  air,  for  it  was  perhaps  the 
most  artistic  and  comprehensive  of  any  of  the  county  exhibits. 
The  jars  of  processed  fruit,  the  wealth  of  fresh  fruit,  the  beauti- 
ful clusters  of  grapes,  the  festoon  of  heavily  laden  hops  and 
the  liberal  sprinkling  of  mineral  waters,  different  brews  of 
beer  and  a  variety  of  Cordova  wines  made  a  particuarly  effective 
showing. 

The  Fresno  Eagles  were  more  fortunate  in  selecting  for  their 
temporary  nest  the  lobby  of  the  Goodfriend  Hotel,  which  was 
always  crowded  with  Eagles  anxious  to  taste  the  fine  wines 
of  that  favored  section.  The  California  Wineries  &  Distilleries 
provided  half  a  dozen  sweet  wines,  A.  Mattei,  a  52-gallon  barrel 
of  sherry,  and  H.  Granz  a  similar  quantity  of  port,  while  the 
Italian-Swiss  Colony,  in  addition  to  a  pretty  pyramid  display, 
enabled  the  Fresno  delegation  to  serve  some  choice  dry  wines. 

One  evening,  while  serving  liquid  sunshine,  one  of  the  Fresno 
boosters  said  to  the  wife  of  a  Kansa^s  City  Eagle:  "Refore  you 
go  home,  take  a  run  down  to  Fresno,  you'll  like  our  town." 


"It's  too  hot,"  she  answered;  "we  left  Missouri  to  escape  the 
heat." 

"Course  it's  hot,"  retorted  the  jolly  Fresno  Eagle.  "If  it 
were  not,  we  wouldn't  be  giving  away  these  grand  grapes  and 
raisins,  and  this  fine  port  and  sheri-y.  "You  don't  get  them 
in  Missouri,"  and  turning  to  a  precocious  booster  who  stood 
near  by,  he  called  out,  "Bill,  Avhat's  the  finest  city  in  the  world?" 

"Fresno,"  cried  the  briglit  little  lad,  his  eyes  twinkling  with 
pride. 

"How  do  you  know?"  he  was  askcnl. 

"Cause  I  live  there,"  came  the  convincing  statement  that 
made  every  one  smile  good  naturedly. 

"Very  well,  visitors,  let's  drink  a  toast  to  Fresno,"  suggested 
the  hospitable  Fresno  host.  No  one  could  refuse  such  an  invi- 
tation and  so  a  dozen  glasses  were  raised  and  drained,  Avhile 
the  men  looked  longingly  for  a  second  toast  and  the  women 
smacked  their  lips,  pronouncing  it  "fine." 

Before  I  left  a  half  dozen  toasts  were  drunk  to  Kansas  City, 
to  San  Francisco,  to  the  1915  Exposition  and  to  the  Grand 
F.  O.  E. 

Napa  County's  exhibit  in  the  Hotel  Tallac  was  notable  prin- 
cipally for  the  miniature  bottles  of  Avine  given  out  Avith  lavish 
prodigality  to  everyone.  On  the  tiny  labels,  bearing  the  "com- 
pliments of  the  Napa  Aerie  161,  F.  O.  E.,"  I  noticed  the  names 
of  such  Avell  known  Avine  makers  as  G.  de  Latour,  Theodore 
Gier,  To-Kalon  Vineyard  Company,  F.  Salmina  &  Co.,  and 
Lombardi  Wine  Co.  I  also  had  the  pleasure  of  tasting  some 
excellent  punch  Avhich  Avas  liberally  flavoi-ed  Avith  Bismarck 
Bruck's  popular  grape  juice. 

The  Contra  Costa  County  Aerie  of  Eagles,  Avhich  displayed 
the  county's  resources  in  the  parlors  and  dining  room  of  the 
Hotel  Von  Dorn,  showed  great  discretion  in  holding  its  gifts 
for  the  visiting  Eagles  until  they  Avere  about  to  leave  the  me- 
tropolis. Then  1250  baskets,  filled  with  our  choice  Contra  Costa 
fruits  and  Avines  Avere  given  to  as  many  Eastern  Eagles  as  a 
fitting  fareAvell  remembrance  of  the  Etigles'  1911  convention. 
The  California  Wine  Association  and  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony 
donated  the  1250  split  bottles  of  Avine  and  the  Colton  Winery 
provided  sixteen  cases  of  quarts  and  pints  to  be  served  at  head- 
quarters to  all  Avho  desired  to  sample  Contra  Costa's  fine  vin- 
tages. Those  Avith  prohibition  tendencies  Avere  given  some  of 
Contra  Costa's  soda  Avater,  cider  or  delicious  grape  juice 
donated  by  John  Swett  &  Son. 

The  San  Joaquin,  Santa  Clara  and  Sonoma  County  Aeries 
all  offered  wine  to  their  guests,  Avho  certainly  had  a  fine  chance 
not  only  to  sample  our  California  Avines  themselves,  but  to 
take  countless  souvenir  packages  aAvay  with  them  to  the  folks 
at  home.  There  is  no  question  but  Avhat  this  method  of  adver- 
tising will  bring  us  results,  for  every  visitor  has  at  least  learned 
that  we  produce  superior  wines  and  no  doubt  on  some  occasion 
will  make  an  effort  to  secure  them  in  their  OAvn  cities  outside 
our  State. 


Found  It  Impossible 


•"piIE  Philadelphia  Record  is  a  paper  not  given  to  extravagant 
A     statements.    It  usually  thinks  well  before  it  says  anything 
editorially.    So  this  editorial  paragi-aph  can  be  taken  as  no  hasty 
utterance : 

"After  trying  prohibition  for  two  years,  Montgomery,  Ala 
has  gone  'wet'  by  a  vote  of  2,500  to  2,600.  It  is  impossible  to 
attribute  so  striking  a  result  to  sinister  influence.  The  only 
inference  warranted  is  that  Montgomery  has  found  prohibition 
impossible  and  has  decided  to  go  back  to  the  high  license  plan 
of  regulating  a  traffic  Avhich  cannot  be  suppressed." 
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LOS  ANCIELES,  Aug.  20. — It  is  understood  that  the  Legis- 
lative Avisdom  of  Los  Angeles  is  considered  a  shining  light 
ill  Ogden  and  Salt  Lake  City,  and  as  the  law  governing  the 
li(luor  traffic  in  those  cities  is  al)out  to  be  framed  after  the 
iiKxlcl  of  the  Los  Angeles  ordinance,  it  is  well  that  their  atten- 
tion should  be  calknl  to  the  provision,  by  which  it  is  possible 
to  make  communities,  which  have  voted  in  favor  of  license, 
"dry"'  against  their  will. 

Chief  of  Police  Sebastian  has  turned  over  to  the  city  law 
department  a  (question,  somewhat  difficult  to  answer,  viz: 
"When  is  a  meal  not  a  meal?"  The  subject  has  been  injected 
into  tiie  liquor  ordinance  by  that  section  governing  restaurants, 
w  hich  declares  that  spirituous,  vinous,  malt  or  mixed  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  can  be  served  or  given  away  to  be  consumed  on  the 
1  (remises  with  bona  fide  meals  onh^,  which  meals  shall  not  be 
a  subterfuge  merely  to  obtain  intoxicating  liquors. 

What  is  one  man's  meal  would  often  prove  another  man's  poi- 
son. Naturally  the  would-be  funny  men  of  the  local  press  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  situation  and  have  earned  meals  by 
their  varied  attempts  to  answer  the  absorbing  question.  One 
representative  business  man  lunches  on  a  couple  of  crackers  and 
a  glass  of  sherry,  while  another  hungers  for  a  rare  steak  and 
pint  of  claret.  Between  the  two  there  are  endless  variations, 
and  I  believe  that  Assistant  Prosecutor  Gardner  is  correct 
when  he  defines  a  meal  as  that  amount  of  food  Avhich  a  person 
wishes  to  eat.  The  police,  however,  want  to  knoAV  if  a  sandwich 
is  a  meal  or  "a  subterfuge  merely  to  obtain  intoxicating  liquors." 

All  this  trouble  has  arisen  because  Al.  Levy,  who  keeps  a  cafe 
bearing  liis  name,  sells  li(]uor  togetlier  with  a  "sandwich  and  an 
olive,"  and  upon  the  answer  to  the  question  nmy  depend  the 
forfeiture  of  his  license. 

F.  O.  Johnson,  proprietor  of  the  Westminster  Hotel,  has 
lK>en  granted  a  table  lic(;ns(>,  and  can  now  serve  liquors  with 
meals  in  the  new  hotel  cafe.  This  is  on  the  Main  street  side, 
and  occupies  Avhat  was  formerly  the  hotel  parlor  and  billiard 
room. 

It  would  seem  down  south  that  the  incorporation  fever  is 
abroad.  Active  steps  are  being  taken  to  incorporate  Needles 
and  Barstow,  and  the  press  of  the  desert  cities  has  now  taken 
the  matter  up,  and  is  agitating  it  strongly.  The  liquor  interests 
are  said  to  be  beliiud  the  movement  at  Needles,  as  they  desire 
to  keep  their  licenses  should  the  prohibs  carry  the  first  district 
at  the  next  election.  The  people  also  desire  to  control  their  own 
streets  and  highways,  together  with  sewer  facilities  and  other 
improvements,  as  they  should. 

At  Colton  those  citizens  who  believe  in  the  water  wagon  as 
the  proper  means  of  progression,  are  real  mad  with  the  result 
of  the  recent  election,  and  talk  about  recalMng  the  city  trustees 
on  tlie  ground  that  before  election  they  were  pledged  to  issue 
no  liquor  licenses.  It  is  said  that  a  large  number  of  wet  votes 
were  cast  in  the  belief  that  the  city  would  be  spared  the  voting 
of  bonds  for  street  improvements,  if  saloons  were  allowed  to 
come  in,  the  revenue  from  these  being  used  to  Improve  the 
streets.  It  was  also  found  necessary  to  raise  |25,687.60  for  the 
city's  expenses  during  tlie  fiscal  year.  There  is  |1,352,000  worth 
of  property  in  Colton  that  taxes  can  be  levied  on.  Of  the  amount 
to  be  raised  |10,990  will  be  applied  on  the  bonded  indebtedness. 
Under  the  circumstances  the  majority  of  citizens  believed  it 
wise  to  drop  off  the  water  wagon  and  by  licensing  properly 
regulated  licjuor  traffic  add  very  considerably  to  the  city  reve- 
nues.   A  liquor  ordinance  is  being  prepared  by  which  licenses 


will  be  issued  from  month  to  month,  table  license  |50  per  month, 
wholesale  license  |>75  and  saloon  license  |150. 

The  liquor  business  must  pay  well  in  San  Diego,  for  I  notice 
that  the  Eintract  bar  was  recently  sold  by  Peter  Becker  and 
N.  C.  Stonesifer  to  Carl  Wachof,  of  the  Coronado  Hotel,  and 
some  Los  Angeles  capitalists  for  fl7,000. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Redondo  Beach  have  granted  licenses 
for  four  saloons  and  one  wholesale  liquor  establishment,  in 
spite  of  a  determined  kick  on  the  part  of  the  prohibs.  The 
firms  are  as  follows :  Langer  &  Co.,  J.  S.  Schindler,  Edmonds 
&  Mayfield,  M.  Mayer  and  L.  J.  Baumbach. 

Globe,  Arizona,  has  a  new  liquor  ordinance,  under  the  terms 
of  which  the  number  of  licenses  are  limited  to  fifteen.  This  does 
not  mean  that  all  saloons  above  that  number  are  compelled  to 
go  out  of  business.  The  intent  is  that  all  saloons  now  in  busi- 
ness may  continue  as  long  as  they  pay  their  license,  and  are  not 
closed  by  court  or  other  orders.  But  when  the  number  of  saloon 
licenses  is  finally  reduced  to  fifteen  then  no  more  licenses  will 
be  Issued. 

I  learn  that  the  Pabst  Brewing  Company  is  about  to  erect 
a  mammoth  cold  storage  plant  in  Phoenix,  Arizona.  A  repre- 
sentative of  the  Pabst  people  is  now  on  the  ground  making  the 
necessary  arrangements  preliminary  to  the  location  of  the  plant. 

On  August  7th  Ventura  Avent  wet  by  a  small  margin,  the 
vote  being  337  to  322  in  favor  of  license.  The  town  has  been 
dry  for  the  past  three  years,  and  its  discarding  prohibition 
after  so  long  a  trial,  shows  that  the  citizens  were  not  satisfied 
with  its  workings.  It  is  said  that  during  the  dry  era  there  were 
nineteen  blind  pigs  in  the  town  and  the  sale  of  liquor  was  enor- 
mous. Hundreds  were  in  the  habit  of  journeying  to  Oxnard 
every  day,  returning  with  grips  full  of  liquor,  with  the  result 
that  those  inclined  to  drink  at  all  always  drank  more  than 
they  would  otherwise  have  done.  The  action  of  the  Ventura 
people  shows  what  they  think  of  a  dry  town. 

H.  Underberg-Albrecht  of  Rheinberg,  Germany,  member  of 
the  Prussian  Parliament  and  a  distiller  of  international  repute, 
recently  visited  Los  Angeles.  He  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Eugene  J.  Cantin  of  New  York,  and  Gesh  Nuhnen,  his 
secretary.  Mr.  Underberg-Albrecht  is  on  a  tour  of  the  United 
States  to  study  business  methods.    It  is  his  first  visit. 


America  Ranks  Low  in  Beer  Consumption 


LONDON,  July  22,  1911.— The  English  revenue  department 
has  been  investigating  the  capacity  for  drink  possessed  by 
the  people  of  the  various  countries,  from  which  it  has  been  able 
to  get  statistics  and  it  finds  a  number  of  quite  interesting  things. 

Germany,  for  instance,  is  not  the  greatest  beer-drinking 
country  in  the  world,  as  might  have  been  expected.  Belgium 
holds  the  record,  with  40  gallons  per  capita  per  annum,  to  Ger- 
many's 22  gallons.  Bavaria,  however,  taken  separately  from 
the  rest  of  Germany,  beats  even  Belgium,  with  50.6  gallons.  As 
a  whole,  Germany  is  not  even  second  on  the  list.  Englishmen 
drink  2G.2  gallons  apiece.  The  United  States  record  is  only 
1G.5  gallons,  or  less  than  either  Belgium,  England,  Germany  or 
Denmark. 

As  drinkers  of  spirits,  Americans  rank  after  Denmark,  Ger- 
many, Holland,  Austria  and  France,  being  tied  with  Sweden 
at  1.14  gallons  apiece.  As  wine  drinkers  the  French  lead  the 
world,  with  34.5  gallons.

ALAMEDA  COUNTY. 


C.  H.  Wente,  Livermore:  Where  vines  are  healthy  the  vine- 
yards are  in  fine  condition.  Damage  by  frost  and  mildew  is 
about  twenty-five  per  cent.  The  crop  i)rospect  at  th<;  pres- 
ent time  is  twenty  per  cent  less  than  Ia.st  year,  but  conditions 
may  change  for  better  or  worse.  Wine  remaining  in  cellar  is 
twenty-five  per  cent  less  than  last  year.  Phylloxera  is  increas- 
ing, but  not  as  fast  in  this  district  as  in  others.  There  have 
been  two  hundred  acres  of  vines  planted  this  season. 

Gran  &  Werner,  Irviugton :  Condition  of  vineyards  in  this 
section  fair.  There  was  but  slight  damage  by  frost  in  this 
locality.  Crop  conditions  are  not  as  good  as  at  this  time  last 
year.  We  have  the  same  quantity  of  Avine  in  the  cellar  as  at 
this  time  in  1910.  Phylloxera  is  not  making  any  progress.  No 
new  vines  planted  this  year. 

A.  Duvall,  Livermore:  Splendid  vegetation  this  year  and 
vineyard  looks  well,  ^^'eather  cool ;  warm  weather  wanted  for 
maturing.  Damage  by  frost  about  one-third,  but  the  wood  for 
next  year's  pruning  is  in  good  condition.  All  wine  has  been 
sold.  Am  still  fighting  phylloxera,  uprooting  bad  vines  and 
not  replanting. 


SOUTHERN    CALIFORNIA. 

A.  York  &  Sons,  Templeton :  Vineyards  in  this  section  are 
looking  tolerably  well,  altliough  not  as  thrifty  as  last  year. 
There  was  no  great  damage  by  frost  except  in  a  few  low  places. 
Crop  will  be  lighter  than  last  year.  A  little  more  wine  on  hand 
than  last  year.  Phylloxera  is  working  slowly  and  there  is  some 
mildew.    We  have  not  planted  any  new  vines  this  year. 

Sierra  Madre  Vintage  Co.,  Lamanda:  Vineyards  in  good 
condition.  No  damage  by  frost  and  as  yet  no  serious  damage 
by  sunburn.  Crop  will  be  smaller  than  last  year.  No  phyllox- 
era and  no  serious  other  diseases.  No  new  vines  planted  this 
year.  :  I  .,;  :  .;*i.rif| 

Jacob  Rudel,  San  Gabriel:  Condition  of  vineyards  in  this 
section  very  satisfactory.  No  damage  by  frost,  mildew  or  sun- 
burn. Crop  prospects  as  compared  with  last  year,  not  so  good. 
No  progress  by  phylloxera.    No  new  acreage. 

C.  O.  Rust,  Anaheim:  Vineyards  in  this  section  are  in 
good  condition.  No  damage  by  frost  or  sunburn.  Crop  pros- 
pects are  about  the  same  as  last  year  at  this  season.  Same 
amount  of  wine  in  the  cellar  as  last  year.  No  phylloxera  but 
possibly  a  little  scattered  mildew.  No  new  vines  planted  this 
year. 

Italian  Vineyard  Co.,  Los  Angeles:  Vineyard  in  good  con- 
dition ;  no  damage  by  frost  or  sunburn.  Crop  prospects  the  same 
as  last  year.  Very  little  wine  left  in  the  cellars.  No  progress 
made  by  phylloxera  or  other  disea.ses.  No  new  vines  planted 
this  season. 


SANTA  CLARA  COUNTY. 

John  A.  Corotto,  San  Jose:  Vineyards  this  year  show  good 
and  vigorous  growth.  No  frost  or  mildew  but  slight  damage 
by  sunburn.  Prospect  aljout  the  same  as  last  year.  About  the 
same  amount  of  wine  on  hand  as  last  year.  Phylloxera  has 
made  very  little  progress.  I  know  of  fifty  acres  of  new  vines 
planted  this  year. 


sunburn.  Crop  conditions  about  the  same  as  last  year.  I  think 
all  cellars  are  well  cleaned  up.  Phylloxera  is  still  showing  in 
places  but  not  very  much.    No  new  vines  planted. 

Paul  Masson,  San  Jose :  Condition  of  vineyards  in  this  sec 
tion  good.  There  was  some  damage  by  frost.  Crop  prospects 
are  fifteen  per  cent  less  than  last  year.  Most  of  the  cellars  are 
empty.  I'hylloxera  is  steadily  progressing.  No  new  acreage 
this  j'ear. 

P.  Prudhomme,  San  Jose:  There  has  been  a  very  large 
growth  in  the  vineyards  this  year.  About  twenty  per  cent  dam- 
age by  frost  in  the  low  lands.  Crop  will  be  a  little  short  of  last 
year.  All  our  wine  has  been  sold.  No  phylloxera  or  other  dis- 
eases.    Have  planted  about  ten  acres  this  season. 

E.  E.  Meyer,  Wrights :  Vineyards  in  this  section  are  in  good 
conditions;  young  vines  ai'e  especially  healthy.  No  damage  by 
frost  or  sunburn.  Prospects  about  the  same  as  last  year,  but 
there  is  great  danger  of  the  Fall  rains  ruining  the  crop.  About 
25,000  gallons  of  1910  Avines  remain  in  our  cellars.  Phylloxera 
and  other  diseases  have  made  no  progress  in  this  locality.  About 
ten  acres  of  new  vines  have  been  planted.

A.  M.  Gaye,  Sebastopol :  Vines  are  noAV  in  good  condition, 
but  we  can  see  the  damage  done. by  the  prolonged  cold  spell 
during  the  last  Spring.

H.  M.  La  Rue  &  Sons,  Davis :  Vineyartls  In  excellent  condi- 
tion. Damage  by  frost  from  ten  to  twenty-five  per  cent.  Yield 
about  the  same  as  last  year.  Steady  inroads  by  phylloxera  but 
not  rapid.     Practically  no  new  planting. 

L.  R.  Rogers,  Las  Palma^s:  Crop  short  from  thirty  to  forty 
])er  cent.  Crushing  last  year  began  August  15th.  This  year 
owing  to  frost  and  unusual  cool  late  weather,  grapes  are  not  now 
niaking  sugar.  Season  is  now  late  and  will  be  later,  but  with 
some  warm  weather  soon,  quality  will  be  high.  Crushing  will 
probably  start   aboiit   September   5th. 

C.  J.  Wetmore  of  the  Wetmore-Bowen  Company,  reports  that 
the  Livermore  Valley  vineyards  have  suffered  considerably  from 
mildew  and  coulure,  nevertheless  he  believes  that  there  will 
be  a  fair  average  crop.  Owing  to  the  cool  Aveather  he  states  that 
the  grapes  will  be  from  three  weeks  to  a  month  late  in  ripening, 
in  which  case  it  is  possible,  although  not  probable,  that  rain 
may  interfere  with  the  vintage. 


William  Hamon,  superintendent  of  the  Placer  County  Winery 
Company,  states  that  the  prospects  for  a  good  and  large  grape 
crop  in  the  vicinity  of  Roseville  this  year  are  promising.  Unless 
warm  weather  continues,  the  crop  will  be  two  weeks  late.  The 
association  growers  will  receive  the  contract  price  of  |15  per 
ton.  There  are  a  total  of  approximately  3000  acres  in  this 
section.    The  winery  will  open  late  in  September. 

Jacob  Kober,  Ben  Lomond:  Conditions  of  vineyards  here 
very  good,  with  no  damage  by  frost  or  sunburn.  About  same 
crop  as  last  year.  There  is  less  wine  in  cellars  than  last  year  at 
this  time.    No  diseases  of  any  kind ;  no  grapes  planted  this  year. 


Prices  For  Grape  Crop 


AS  the  Review  goes  to  press  the  following  is  the  situation 
to  date  as  to  prices  of  grapes  for  winemakiug  in  the  dis- 
tricts mentioned.  The  announcement  from  San  Jose  as  to  dry 
wine  grapes,  will  doubtless  lead  to  fixing  prices  in  other  dry 
wine  districts: 

prices  AT  STOCKTON. 

Stockton,  August  30. — Following  consideraltle  controversy 
over  the  prices  to  be  paid  for  wine  grapes  this  season,  George 
West  &  Son,  through  Manager  Louis  S.  Wetmore,  today  an- 
nounced that  while  no  price  had  as  yet  been  positively  fixed,  it 
had  been  decided  that  not  less  than  |9  per  ton  would  be  paid. 
It  is  also  possible  that  a  bonus  of  $1  per  ton  will  be  paid  to 
those  who  sell  tlie  firm  their  entire  crop. 

Wetmore  admitted  the  Wests  were  trying  to  make  the  inde- 
pendents nuike  the  first  move,  and  said : 

"As  far  as  Fresno  county  is  concernwl,  we  are  not  in  the 
market  there  at  all.  Of  course,  if  grapes  are  brought  to  us  for 
the  ]>rice  paid  by  the  Fresno  wineries  we  will  take  them,  prob- 
ably. But  we  have  a  great  deal  of  wine  on  hand,  and  will  doubt- 
less be  able  to  get  in  San  Joaquin  county  all  the  grapes  we  will 
need  this  season."' 

GROWERS  NAME  THEIR  FIGURES  AT  SAN  JOSE. 

San  Jose,  August  30. — The  Grape  Growers'  Association  of 
Santa  Clara  County  has  agreed  to  a  market  price  for  its  product 
this  season.  The  common  or  ordinary  wine  grapes  will  be  sold 
at  |18  a  ton,  while  those  of  the  finer  kinds  will  range  in  price  up 
to  124  a  ton.  The  meeting  was  attended  by  sixty  members,  all 
prominent  men  in  the  grape  and  wine  business. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  showed  that  there  is  a  decrease  of 
10  to  25  per  cent  in  the  crop,  as  against  that  of  last  year.  Many 
favored  the  price  of  $20  per  ton  for  common  grapes  for  many 
reasons,  but  the  lower  rate  was  finally  decided  on. 


P.  C.  Rossi,  president  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  in  regard 
to  the  prices  of  wine  grapes,  said  that  so  far  as  he  knew  no 
prices  had  yet  been  determined  upon.  As  far  as  the  Italian- 
Swiss  Colony  was  concerned  it  was  prepared  to  pay  as  much  for 
grapes  as  its  competitors,  but  had  no  intention  of  taking  the 
onus  upon  itself  of  fixing  prices.  As  far  as  sweet  wines  were 
concerned  he  believed  the  price  would  be  flO  a  ton  or  there- 
abouts, as  he  was  informed  that  George  West  &  Son  and  others 
had  offered  that  price.  As  to  dry  wine  grapes  he  knew  of  no 
prices  (juotwl  yet.  As  to  the  general  crop  outlook,  Jie  believed 
that  taken  all  through,  in  spite  of  mildew  and  coulure,  it  would 
prove  a  fair  average  crop,  "not  so  big  as  to  prove  unwieldly, 
but  sufficiently  plentiful  to  go  'round  and  supply  present 
wants." 
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SEATTLE^  August  20,  1911: — Samuel  Hyde  reports  that  the 
sale  of  California  wines  has  been  picking  up  during  the 
last  three  months,  many  hotels  and  i)rivate  houses  calling  for 
the  Californian  brands  in  preference  to  all  others. 


The  new  steamer,  Nasqually,  which  runs  from  Tacoma  to 
Olympia,  is  equipped  with  a  splendid  bar.

The  Saengerfest  crowds  during  the  Aveek  of  August  18tli  en- 
joyed the  Californian  brands  of  wines.  It  was  a  somewhat  un- 
usual sight  here  to  see  the  sturdy  Germans  and  their  women 
folk  drinking  in  cafes  of  a  high  class.  The  Angelus,  conducted 
by  Germans,  was  a  popular  resort  during  the  exercises  of  the 


Madame  Pasquali,  who  sang  in  Seattle  during  the  Saengerfest, 
was  honored  by  the  Press  Club  on  the  night  of  August  17, 
Ladies'  Night.  She  sang  manj^  songs,  as  did  Herr  Frederick 
Hesse,  the  German  court  singer  and  favorite  of  Emperor  Wil- 
liam. After  the  formal  part  of  the  programme  the  ladies  Avere 
escorted  to  the  bar,  the  men  being  driven  out.  Madame  Pas- 
quali .sprang  a  surprise  by  singing  the  Japanese  National  an- 
them, much  to  the  surprise  of  the  Japanese  cleaners  and  bar- 
boys.    The  Press  Club  is  Seattle'  real  bohemia. 


Manager  Hermann,  of  the  College  Inn,  has  opened  a  saloon 
above  the  Inn  and  just  around  the  comer,  next  door  to  the  Lotus 
saloon,  which  is  owned  by  his  brother-in-law. 


Tlie  Goldie-Kleinert  people  are  still  getting  large  quantities  of 
Californian  wines,  which  they  say  are  proving  popular  Avith 
naval  officers. 


Editor  James,  who  sold  the  Royal  Arch  Journal  to  Bobby 
Boyce  last  month,  still  conducts  his  saloon,  but  he  is  largely  in 
the  oil  business  and  is  likely  to  retire  from  the  liquor  trade  at 
an  early  date. 


Colonel  Alden  J.  Blethen,  of  the  Times,  Avas  a  conspicuous 
figure  during  the  meeting  of  a  number  of  printers  here  last 
month.  They  Avere  on  their  Avay  to  San  Francisco  to  the  con- 
vention. During  some  "wet"  stunts  at  a  banquet  the  Colonel 
Avas  toasted  as  the  friend  of  liberal  laAvs  and  fair  treatment  of 
employees.  The  saloon  men  here  have  ahA^ays  found  the  Colonel 
a  strong  foe  of  narroAV  laws.  He  is  said,  however,  to  be  the 
most  generous  nmn  anybody  ever  Avorked  for.  So  far  as  that 
is  concerned,  one  in  trouble  need  not  apply  to  him  for  help. 
He  ferrets  out  the  trouble  and  is  "there"  Avith  his  aid.  Recently 
he  sent  |50  to  the  Avidow  of  a  liquor  trade  journal's  editor,  the 
editor  having  died  in  sore  financial  straits.  Singularly,  the 
Colonel's  rival  in  the  ncAvspaper  field,  although  the  liciuor  editor 
was  also  engaged  on  the  sheet,  has  not  yet  tried  to  discover  how 
he  left  his  affairs  Avhen  he  passed  aAvay.  So  AAdienever  the  Col- 
onel appears  at  a  gathering  of  good  fellows,  Saengerfesters  and 
others,  he  is  cheered  because  he  is  loved. 


"Jim"  Morrison,  former  president  of  the  Washington  State 
Liquor  League,  is  one  of  the  most  fertile  tliinkers  of  any  of  the 
saloon  men  in  this  part  of  the  countrA'.  He  has  a  library  on 
subjects  pertaining  to  the  trade,  and  lie  is  prepare<l  to  ansAver 
the  arguments  of  the  nan-OAV  heads.  His  saloon  has  been  sold 
to  J.  J.  Ferguson  and  "Jim"  is  taking  the  AAorld  easy. 


At  last  they  are  trying  to  recall  Dilling,  the  mayor  of  anti- 
ideas.  The  recall  Avill  probably  fail,  but  Dilling  has  found  that 
all  is  not  easy  sailing  in  his  office.  Tliree  policemen  luiA^e  been 
murdered  in  cold  blood  and  all  sorts  of  holdups  and  brutal 
crimes  have  flourished  since  he  became  mayor.

Then  hoAV  about  the  greater  numljer 
of  crimes  committed  under  him? 


"Pop"  Martin,  late  of  the  BroAAni-l'oAvell  Company  and  for- 
merly of  Bellingham,  insists  that  his  old  friends  now  confess 
that  the  toAvn  that  Avent  dry  and  killed  itself  by  so  doing  now 
wants  more  chance  to  shoAv  that  they  Avill  listen  to  reason.  P>usi- 
ness  is  very  dull  on  account  of  the  no  saloon  policy. 


The  Rev.  Herbert  H.  Gowen  is  one  of  the  broad-gauged  minis- 
ters of  Seattle  and  the  entire  Northwest.  At  a  recent  dinner  to 
Colonel  Alden  J.  Blethen,  who  opposes  the  narrower  men  of  the 
cloth,  Mr.  GoAven  had  the  courage  to  be  one  of  the  speakers 
Avho  paid  the  tribute  of  a  good  Avord  to  the  editor  now  under 
indictment  by  reason  of  the  pernicious  activity  of  the  narrow 
ones  in  this  community. 


Signer  Delphine,  Avho  hunted  all  over  Seattle  to  find  a  real 
good  Italian  dinner,  was  surprised  to  come  upon  an  Italian 
resort  under  the  name  "Blanchard's  Cafe."  This  is  a  saloon  on 
First  AA'enue  and  Blanchard.  It  reminds  one,  in  a  Avay,  of  Ed. 
Rendel's  and  Pete's  Market  Cafe,  in  San  Francisco.  With  one 
or  tAvo  such  exceptions  there  is  really  not  a  chance  for  anything 
in  this  line  in  Seattle. 


There  is  much  talk  about  the  Exposition  these  days  and  it  is 
almost  certain  that  a  good  amount  of  Ha'c  money  will  soon  begin 
to  find  its  Avay  into  the  city  by  tlie  Golden  Gate.  Secretary

Consumption  of  Whisky  and  Beer  on  Increase 


New  York,  July  7.— No  less  tlian  ().'?,000,000  barrels  of  beer 
Avere  sold  in  the  United  States  during  the  twelve  months  ending 
June  30  last;  an  increase  over  previous  tAvelve  months  of  6.21  per 
cent,  according  to  the  annual  report  of  the  United  States  Brew- 
ers' Association. 

NotAvithstanding  the  increase  Avhich  the  report  contends  indi- 
cates prosperity,  the  spread  of  prohibition  has  affected  the  trade 
considerably,  it  is  declared. 

The  Avhisky  bill  of  the  United  States  for  the  .year,  according 
to  the  report,  is  .f  14(>,983,000,  an  increase  of  nearly  $8,000,000, 
or  5.66  per  cent  oA'er  the  prec(Mling  tAvelve  montlis.

Resides  the  preserved  fruits  in  glass,  fruits  and 
vegetables  are  shown  in  papier  mache  models,  in  exact  size  and 
shape  and  color  of  the  originals.  Fresh  fruit  will  be  shipped 
to  the  fair  from  the  south  daily. 

RUSTLERS  AT  THE  STATE  FAIR. 

The  Stanley  AVild  West  show  at  the  State  Fair  will  have  a 
number  of  thrilling  stunts,  that  will  exceed  in  their  exciting 
character  the  performances  of  the  circus.  Manager  Stanley 
writes  that  he  has  .secured  Al  bad  bronchos  which  will  give  no 
end  of  trouble,  and  also  husky  bulls  that  will  not  submit  tamely 
to  the  rope.  The  chase,  ca])ture,  and  riding  of  the  wild  horses 
will  be  another  interesting  show  and  there  will  be  a  spirited 
exhibit  of  lady  riding  also;  a  girl  with  a  child  in  her  arms, 
being  pursued  by  robbers.  The  cliild  (made  of  rags)  is  dropped, 
and  miraculously  saved  by  a  cowboy  who  drives  off  the  robbers. 

AUTOMOBILE  .'•PACE  FILLED. 

The  scarcity  of  room  for  the  automobile  and  motortruck  ex- 
hibits at  the  State  Fair  emphasizes  the  need  for  a  special  build- 
ing for  the  vehicle  exhibits.

How- 
ever, by  a  careful  distribution  of  space  there  will  be  a  good 
variety  and  altogether  a  very  handsome  exhibit.  Nine  gold 
medals  are  offered  in  this  class  and  there  will  be  plenty  of 
competition.

"Pyrotechnic  exhibitions  have  been  very  expensive,"  says 
W.  H.  Willson  who  has  charge  of  the  fireworks  at  the  state  fair, 
"but  the  cheapening  of  some  of  the  chemicals  used  has  made  it 
possible  to  present  work  which  could  not  have  been  shown  a  fcAV 
years  ago.  The  searchlight  bomb  has  been  a  great  favorite 
but  it  is  only  since  magnesium  has  dropped  froni  |40.00  to  |8.50 
a  pound,  that  I  have  been  able  to  show  these  in  any  great  num- 
ber. The  assembling  of  each  of  my  ten-break  bombs  takes  three 
days  work  and  the  chemicals  cost  about  flS.OO  for  each  one.  I 
will  show  a  number  of  these  and  aliso  some  new  ones.

We  will 
also  present  a  representation  of  a  snow  storm,  the  Aurora  Ror- 
ealis  and  a  number  of  real  moving  picture  shows  never  before 
seen  in  this  part  of  the  country."  As  the  AVillson  company  have 
made  good  at  a  number  of  great  expositions  there  is  no  doubt 
that  visitors  to  the  State  Fair  will  enjoy  a  magnificient  spec- 
tacle every  night  of  the  fair. 

A  cow  PARLOR  AT  THE  STATE  FAIR. 

The  aristocrats  of  the  dairy  will  be  honored  at  the  state  fair 
in  roomy  and  airy  barns,  from  which  they  will  be  conducted 
by  white  uniformed  attendants  to  the  milking  parlor,  a  new 
concrete  pavilion  with  stanchions  for  72  cows.  Here  they  will 
leisurely  chew  their  balanced  ration  Avhile  the  milking  is  going 
on,  after  which  they  will  be  taken  back  to  the  dormitory  barns. 
The  milking  bara  is  well  drained  and  scientifically  ventilated, 
lighted  by  electricity  and  is  a  model  in  every  respect  of  what 
a  milking  barn  should  be.  The  milking  itself  is  a  sanitary 
exhibit  that  should  be  studied  by  every  dairyman.     Near  the 


milking  barn  is  the  model  dairy  house  with  its  separators,  butter 
making  apparatus,  refrigerator  Avith  seven  ton  ice  capacity  am 
laboratory'  for  the  testing  of  milk  and  cream,  the  examinatioi  j 
of  butter,  etc.  This  building  is  of  cement  painted  cream  white., 
and  is  located  at  the  north  of  the  Manufacturers  Ruilding.  Ii 
is  beautifully  lighted  and  A\ill  be  used  also  as  the  lecture  roon 
of  the  Dairy  department  of  the  State  Agricultural  School  ai 
Davis.  Lectures  on  dairy  practice  Avill  be  giAcn  daily  by  mem 
bers  of  the  Davis  school  staff. 


New  Florida  Pure  Food  Law 

THE  new  pure  food  law  of  Florida,  which  is  now  going  ink 
effect,  is  attracting  considerable  attention  and  some  of  its 
provisions  are  of  importance  to  the  trade. 

The  folloAving  is  a  synopsis  shoAving  the  ncAV  features  of  th( 
laAV  of  interest  to  the  liquor  trade. 

The  general  provisions  with  reference  to  drugs^  confectionery 
food,  etc.,  are  practically  the  same  as  the  provisions  of  the 
Federal  law. 

A  special  paragraph  added  to  the  section  referring  to  adul 
teration  of  food  (which  also  includes  drinks)  prohibits  the  use  oli 
any  chemical  preservative  or  anti-ferment,  such  as,  formaldel 
hyde,  salicylic  acid  or  salicylates,  boric  acid  or  borates,  benzoiti 
acid  or  benzoates  or  fluorides;  or  any  artificial  sAveetener  suclij 
as  saccharin,  dulcin  or  glucin. 

A  special  provision  in  the  section  relating  to  misbrandiufj 
of  goods  requires  the  net  contents  of  the  package  to  be  cor; 
rectly  stated  in  terms  of  weight  or  measure,  conspicuouslyi 
legible  and  correctly  on  the  outside  of  the  package. 

lender  the  regulations  Avhich  have  been-  promulgated  for  thfl 
enforcement  of  this  laAV,  all  goods  on  hand  August  3rd  can  have 
printed  slips  in  type  not  smaller  than  8  point  (brevier)  capitals 
attached  to  the  package  to  show  net  Aveight  or  measure,  Avhicli 
printed  slips  Avill  be  recognized  and  accepted  until  January  1, 
1912,  after  Avhich  time  all  goods  are  required  to  have  the  nel 
AA'eight  or  measure  statement  printed  on  the  label.  Rul»bei 
stamps  Avill  not  be  permitted  for  correcting  labels  noAV  on  hand, 
printed  slips  must  be  used. 

A  reasonable  variation  from  the  stated  net  Aveight  or  measure 
is  permissible,  provided  this  variation  is  as  often  abo\'e  as  be- 
loAV  the  Aveight  or  volume  stated. 

Goods  on  hand  August  3rd  containing  not  more  than  1-10  ol 
1  per  cent  of  benzoate  of  soda  and  otherwise  complying  Avith 
the  law,  may  be  disposed  of  until  January  1,  1912,  after  Avhicli 
time  no  goods  containing  benzoate  of  soda  can  be  legally  sold  in 
the  state. 

Goods  on  hand  August  3rd  containing  saccharin  and  plainly 
labeled  Avith  the  words,  "SAveetened  Avith  saccharin,"  may  be 
disposed  of,  but  the  importation  or  manufacture  of  any  goods 
containing  saccharin  after  August  3rd  is  prohibited.

LOUISVILLE,  Ky.,  August  25. — These  are  the  dog  days,  and  also 
viication  days.  That  explains  to  some  extent  why  things 
are  quiet  along  Main  street,  in  the  wholesale  whisky  district. 
Everv'body  who  can  avoid  the  lOO-degree  temperature  which 
the  weather  man  is  handing  out  in  this  latitude  is  getting  away 
to  Michigan,  the  sea-shore  and  the  mountains,  and  it  is  not  likely 
that  the  exodus  will  be  converted  into  a  home-coming  before  the 
first  of  September,  though  that  of  course  is  looming  up  in  the 
immediate  future. 

Business  continues  quiet,  as  was  to  have  been  expected,  but 
the  volume  of  trade  is  extremely  satisfactory'  compared  with  last 
year's.  The  outlook  for  the  fall  is  especially  good,  and  those  who 
have  been  in  the  business  for  a  long  time  are  predicting  that 
the  distillers  and  wholesalers  will  come  near  setting  a  record  in 
the  number  of  carloads  shipped  out  of  this  market  from  Septem- 
ber to  December,  inclusive. 

There  seems  to  be  every  reason  for  business  being  good.  It 
looks  as  though  crops  are  going  to  pan  out  all  riglit,  altliough 
the  general  drouth  has  hurt  some;  while  the  railroads  are  earn- 
ing a  good  return  on  their  investment  and  Congress  gives  prom- 
ise of  coming  to  an  adjournment — which  will  help  some.  It  is 
generally  agreed  that  underlying  business  conditions  are  good, 
and  that  means  that  the  liijuor  trade  should  be  able  to  go  ahead 
on  a  sound  and  substantial  foundation. 

Though  a  large  number  of  the  distilleries  have  closed  for  the 
summer,  not  to  reopen  until  November,  a  good  production  is 
still  being  recorded  by  those  which  have  continued  operations 
without  a  break.  Most  of  the  stock  which  is  being  made  now 
is  destined  ultimately,  for  bottled-in-bond  purposes,  it  is  under- 
.stood,  as  many  of  the  largest  operators  are  firmly  of  the  opinion 
that  the  demand  for  this  character  of  stock  will  continue  strong. 

Politics  in  Kentucky  was  once  described  by  Poet  Charles  Mul- 
ligan a.s  being  "the  damnedest"  to  be  found  anywhere.  It  is 
undoubtedly  true  that  the  peanut  politician  has  ample  oppor- 
tunity for  the  display  of  his  talents  in  this  great  Commonwealth. 
How  is  it  possible  for  talk  constantly  to  be  centered  on  a  sub- 
ject which  contains  the  greatest  possible  menace  to  the  largest 
industry  in  the  State-^the  distilling  of  whisky — without  suc- 
ce.ssful  efforts  being  made  to  prevent  the  loose-jawed  individuals 
from  carrying  on  their  propaganda  is  really  difficult  to  under- 
staud. 

Thus  it  happens  that  this  year,  Avhen  the  efforts  of  those  on 
both  sides  should  be  directed  toward  the  really  important  work 
of  improving  the  system  of  road-building,  providing  a  modern 
system  of  education  and  reforming  the  tax  laws,  reforms  which 
are  badly  needed,  the  debate  and  the  campaign  speeches  and 
the  newspaper  editorials  refer  to  nothing  but  the  extension  of 
the  county  unit  bill.  This  is  a  rather  academic  question,  since 
most  of  the  counties  of  the  State  are  now  "dry,"  and  the  ex- 
tension of  the  county  unit  idea  to  others  would  affect  only  a  few 
communities.  Nevertheless,  this  is  given  first  place  in  the  dis- 
cussions, and  is  tending  to  create  bitterness  and  to  concentrate 
attention  upon  the  liquor  business,  which  in  nowise  deserves  it. 

While  it  is  declared  by  leaders  on  both  sides  of  the  fence  that 
state-wide  prohibition  is  not  an  issue  and  is  not  intended  to  be, 
there  is  nevertheless  the  suggestion  constantly  recurring  that 
this  will  be  the  next  step  in  the  campaign  of  the  aiitis,  should 
they  be  successful  in  providing  an  extension  of  the  county  unit 
law,  to  which  both  parties  are  now  committed.  The  Democrats 
for  a  time  appeared  to  be  about  to  takea  sane  and  sensiblecourse, 
by  deciding  not  to  extend  the  law,  but  to  let  the  local  option 
idea,  whicli  has  worked  out  successfully,  prevail.  Those  favor- 
ing this  plan,  including  Henry  Watterson,  the  brilliant  editor

of  the  Louisville  Courier-Journal,  failed  in  their  purpose,  how- 
ever, and  a  county  unit  plank  was  inserted  in  the  platform  by 
the  Democrats. 

The  chances  now  seem  to  favor  the  election  of  O'Rear,  the  Re- 
publican nominee,  who  has  gained  strength  during  the  past 
few  weeks,  largely  due  to  the  vacillating  policy  of  the  Democrats, 
while  he  is  definitely  committed  to  the  county  unit  idea,  it  is 
stated  by  his  closest  friends  that  he  is  Avith  equal  definiteness 
opposed  to  State-wide  prohibition.  That  being  the  case,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  it  would  take  a  constitutional  amendment 
to  get  that  any  way,  it  is  not  likely  that  the  election  of  O'Rear 
would  prove  of  decided  danger  to  the  trade,  although  most  of 
its  members  would  probably  have  preferred  to  see  McCreary, 
the  Democrat,  elected,  had  he  not  come  out,  after  straddling  the 
question  for  several  months,  as  favoring  the  county  unit  exten- 
sion plank. 

Coopers,  who  are  of  course  much  interested  in  the  whisky 
trade,  which  contributes  several  milli(m  dollars  a  year  in  this 
State  alone  to  the  package-nmking  interests,  are  discu.ssing  with 
considerable  fervor  the  question  of  the  second-hand  whisky  bar- 
rel. Owing  to  the  popularity  of  bottled-in-bond  goods,  the  num- 
ber of  used  barrels  thrown  on  the  market  has  been  exceedingly 
large  during  the  past  few  years,  and  these  have  come  in  compe- 
tition with  the  coopers  in  other  lines  retpiiring  first  class  tight 
packages.  It  is  now  stated,  however,  that  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  corn  whisky,  Avhich  does  not  have  to  be  aged,  and  which 
is  contained  in  use<l  barrels  coated  with  paraffine,  has  taken 
many  of  the  second-hand  whisky  barrels  off  the  market,  much  to 
the  relief  of  the  coopers. 


R.  E.  AVathen  &  Co.,  local  distillers,  recently  gave  out 
some  interesting  figures  bearing  on  the  use  of  their  Packard 
trucks,  two  of  which  have  been  in  use  for  more  than  a  year.  The 
record  shows  that  these  trucks,  which  have  a  load  capacity  of 
three  tons  each,  have  saved  the  company  three  cents  a  barrel  in 
the  cost  of  handling  whisky.  In  addition  they  have  enabled  the 
company  to  maintain  a  much  more  efficient  service,  and  they 
are  regarded  as  splendid  investments.  A  third  car  will  prob- 
ably be  put  into  use  this  year. 


It  is  reported  from  Frankfort,  famous  as  the  home  of  Old 
Taylor,  that  a  |100,000  distilling  company  is  in  process  of  or- 
ganization. It  is  statotl  that  New  York  capital  is  interested  in 
the  venture,  and  that  the  plant  will  be  located  just  outside  of 
the  city  of  Frankfort.  C.  W.  Saffell  and  Edward  Weitzel,  of 
Frankfort,  and  Joseph  Gross,  of  Lexington,  are  the  principal 
men  connected  with  the  undertaking,  Mr.  Gross  being  the  leader 
of  the  enterprise.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  plant  Avill  be 
among  the  leaders  of  the  Frankfort  distilling  interests. 


The  Greenbaum  distillery  at  Midway,  Ky.,  has  been  improved 
considerably  this  summer.  A  drying  apparatus,  made  by  the 
Louisville  Drying  Machine  Company,  has  been  installed,  to- 
gether with  an  evaporating  outfit  of  the  Vulcan  Copper  Works, 
of  Cincinnati.  A  conveying  system  for  handling  coal  and  ashe.s, 
manufactured  by  the  Jeffery  Company,  of  Columbus,  has  also 
been  contracted  for. 


The  Buffalo  Springs  Distillery,  at  Buffalo  City,  in  Scott 
county,  is  adding  a  large  warehouse  to  its  equipment.  It  will 
have  a  capacity  of  6500  barrels. 
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The  Gerdes  distillery  at  Nicholasville,  Ky.,  which  is  controlled 
by  Cincinnati  capital,  is  undergoing  extensive  alterations  and 
improvements.  An  additional  story  is  being  built,  and  two  new 
fermenting  rooms  50x100  are  being  added.  A  new  boiler-house 
is  also  under  construction. 


Marion  Taylor,  of  Wright  &  Taylor,  has  made  several  gifts  to 
Natchez,  Miss.,  his  birth-place,  including  a  public  fountain  in 
memory  of  his  mother.

So  Colfax  retailers  are  reaping 
a  big  harvest  from  the  folly  of  their  neighbors. 


r  The  Supervisorial"  District  No.  1,  of  Modoc  County,  went  wet 
at  the  recent  special  election  by  the  narrow  margin  of  three 
votes.  A  canvas  of  votes  has  been  had  which  shows  no  change. 
At  Ridwell  the  returns  read  67  for  license  and  30  against.  At 
Lake  City  23  for  license  and  57  against.  The  totals  were  177 
votes  cast  90  for  license,  87  against.

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I     What  Is  "Wyllie  Local  Option"  and  What  Eflect  Will  It  Have  On  the  Wine  Industry?     I 


THE  Anti-Saloon  League  workers  are  using  some  queer  tac- 
tics in  securing  signers  for  their  local  option  petitions. 
Among  other  things  they  are  telling  grocers  that  their  business 
will  not  be  interfered  with  in  the  least  by  the  adoption  of  the 
"Wyllie  local  option"  no-license  ordinance,  and  that  may  con- 
tinue to  sell  wine  to  the  family  trade.  Indeed,  the  League  in- 
sists they  have  no  intention  of  injuring  the  wine  industry  in 
the  least ;  but  they  are  secretly  doing  all  they  can  to  turn  public 
sentiment  against  it. 

Because  of  their  deliberate  misrepresentation  and  because 
of  the  general  misunderstanding  of  the  new  measure,  the  fol- 
lowing digest  is  presented  for  your  information : 

Q.     What  is  the  meaning  of  "local  option?" 

A.  Local  option  means  local  choice.  It  provides  that  the 
will  of  the  majority  in  a  certain  prescribed  territory  shall  be  su- 
preme no  matter  for  what  they  vote.  For  instance,  under  true 
local  option  on  the  liquor  question,  if  more  than  half  of  the 
votes  cast  are  for  license,  then  license  must  be  issued ;  or,  more 
than  half  vote  that  license  be  refused,  then  none  may  be  issued. 
It  is  majority-home-rule. 

Q.  Is  the  so-called  "Wyllie  Local  Option"  Law,  passed  at 
the  last  legislature,  really  local  option? 

A.  No;  because  the  Wyllie  bill  makes  the  will  of  the  people 
supreme  only  when  they  vote  for  prohibition.  For,  notwith- 
standing even  an  unanimous  vote  in  favor  of  license,  the  licens- 
ing board  are  expressly  permitted  to  ignore  the  people's  vote 
and  declare  the  territory  dry.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  if  only 
one-half  of  the  vote  is  against  license,  the  board  is  compelled 
to  refuse  licenses  and  to  revoke  those  in  use.  This  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  decisions  of  Rev.  D.  M.  Gaudier,  legislative  super- 
intendent of  the  Anti-Saloon  League.    Section  22. 

Q.  Suppose  a  town  or  supervisorial  district  has  been  dry  for 
two  years  under  "Wyllie  local  option,"  may  the  people  then  vote 
it  wet  again  if  they  wish? 

A.  No;  they  may  vote  for  license  but  the  board  can  ignore 
a  wet  vote.  "Wyllie  local  option"  denies  the  people  the  right, 
even  by  unanimous  vote,  to  rescind  their  own  action  and  compel 
the  board  to  issue  licenses.    Section  22. 

Q.     Is  this  new  measure  majority  rule? 

A.  No;  because  it  does  not  provide  for  a  majority  vote  but 
goes  into  effect  if  only  one-half  of  the  voters  are  in  favor  of  it. 
Section  10. 

Q.  Does  "Wyllie  local  option"  take  the  liquor  question  out 
of  politics? 

A.  No;  liquor  dealers  are  compelled  to  go  into  politics  in 
order  that  they  may  have  a  board  favorable  to  the  liquor  busi- 
ness. It  compels  liquor  dealers  to  gain  control  of  the  licensing 
board.  "Wyllie  local  option"  denies  the  people  the  right  to  com- 
pel the  board  to  issue  licenses,  and  the  liquor  dealers,  therefore, 
Blust  adopt  means  to  elect  a  favorable  board.   Section  22. 

Q.     Is  it  an  anti-saloon  law? 

A.  No ;  while  it  Avas  drafted  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  it  is 
not  an  anti-saloon  law  because  it  absolutely  forbids  the  retail 
sale  for  teverage  purposes  of  all  wine,  beer,  and  all  liquors,  not 
only  in  saloons,  but  in  grocery  stores,  hotels,  restaurants,  cafes, 
drug  stores,  clubs,  banquets,  social  gatherings,  etc.  It  is  aimed 
to  destroy  all  branches  of  liquor  traffic,  utterly  and  forever. 
Section  21. 

Q.  Who  is  behind  "Wyllie  local  option"  and  what  is  their 
avowed  purpose? 

A.  The  Anti-Saloon  League.  P.  A.  Baker,  the  national  su- 
perintendent, states  that  their  ultimate  goal  is  "absolutely  pro- 
hibition." 


Q.  What  is  the  attitude  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  toward 
the  wine  industry? 

A.  They  are  bitterly  opposed  to  it.  Dr.  Bane  even  stoops 
to  slander  in  writing  about  it. 

Q.  Does  the  League  think  the  wine  industry  deserves  any 
more  consideration  than  the  lowest  saloon  dive? 

A.  No;  they  stated  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Pomona  Timet: 
that  the  winery  is  "a  more  insidious  and,  in  some  respects,  dan- 
gerous proposition.  It  is  time  for  the  tem-perance  forces  of  the 
State  to  align  themselves  for  a  new  battle  that  shall  effectually 
wipe  out  this,  the  latest  and  most  troublesome  foe  of  temper- 
ance." 

Q.  What  instructions  are  the  League  leaders  giving  their 
workers? 

A.  They  say :  "After  you  have  closed  the  saloons  by  means 
of  'Wyllie  local  option'  you  should  go  ahead  and  by  means  of 
the  initiative,  close  the  wineries. 

Q.  Is  the  retail  sale  of  wine  forbidden  in  territory  that  has 
voted  dry  under  "Wyllie  local  option?" 

A.  Yes ;  this  law  puts  wine  on  the  same  basis  as  whisky,  rum,;] 
and  other  strong  liquors.  It  cannot  be  sold  at  retail  by  clubs,'] 
restaurants,  grocery  stores,  or  any  one,  under  any  condition,  i 
for  beverage  purposes.    Section  21. 

Q.  May  not  grocery  stores  sell  wine  in  bottled  or  sealed 
packages  to  the  family  trade? 

A.  Decidedly  not !  Under  this  law,  grocery  stores  are  classed 
the  same  as  the  lowest  dives.  They  must  not  sell  one  drop 
of  any  kind  of  alcoholic  liquor  in  any  manner,  to  any  one.  If 
they  do,  they  are  declared  "common  nuisances,"  and  the  district 
attorney  is  directed  to  take  action  against  them.    Sections  12-20. 

Q.  May  hotels  and  restaurants  serve  wine  with  boua-lide 
meals? 

A.  No.  Hotels,  restaurants,  clubs,  cafes,  ])anquets  and  social 
gatherings  are  also  classed  by  "Wyllie  locaj  option,"  the  same 
as  dives.  They  are  not  permitted  to  sell  any  kind  of  alcoholic 
liquors  in  any  manner  under  penalty  of  the  law.  Sections  13, 
14,  15. 
■Q.     Does  "Wyllie  local  option"  put  restrictions  on  wineries? 

A.  Yes;  besides  totally  destroying  the  hotel,  cafe,  club,  and 
restaurant  market  for  their  product,  wineries  are  forbidden  to 
sell  even  to  their  neighbors  at  retail.  They  are  classed,  by 
"Wyllie  local  option"  the  same  as  distilleries  and  breweries  and 
are  forbidden  to  sell  anything  but  their  own  product  and  that 
in  quantities  only  of  two  gallons  or  more.    Section  16,  par.  7. 

Q.     What,  then,  is  the  so-called  "Wyllie  local  option''  law? 

A.  It  is  a  well-conceived  scheme  to  create  and  maintain  pro- 
hibition, for  the  people's  wishes  are  not  respected  under  "Wyllie 
local  option"  unless  they  vote  dry.  The  Anti-Saloon  League  and 
their  so-called  "Wyllie  local  option"  law  should  be  opposed  by 
everyone  whose  business  interests  would  suffer  from  prohibition 
and  who  favors  regulation  and  true  temperance. — Prepared  by 
the  Publicity  Bureau,  Associate  Membership,  K.  R.  A, 


The  newly  incorporated  town  of  Sanger,  Fresno  County,  is 
petitioning  the  City  Council  to  call  a  town  election  to  vote  on 
the  licensing  question.  Sanger  is  at  present  dry.  The  ques- 
tion of  local  option  elections  is  bothering  the  Fresno  County 
Board  of  Supervisors,  who,  according  to  the  local  press,  see 
considerable  difficulty  in  providing  funds  therefor  out  of  the 
coming  tax  rate  levy.  Altogether  it  would  appear  that  the 
working  of  the  new  law  will  prove  very  expensive  to  the  taxpay- 
ers of  Fresno  County. 
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•TTIE  new  Grape  Growers'  Association  of  California  is  so  busy 

1  organizing  tliroughout  tlie  country  and  preparing  itsj  plan 
of  campaign  that  it  decided  not  to  attempt  any  educational  work 
at  the  Sacramento  State  Fair  this  year.  However,  this  wa.s 
not  known  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Irving  Bristol,  one  of  the  loflding 
liglits  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  and  so  fearing  that  the  noise 
he  lias  been  making,  especially  in  Northern  California,  might  be 
iimmed  by  the  trumpet  of  the  grapegrowers,  he  arrived  at  Sac- 
ramento on  the  opening  day,  Saturday,  August  2Gth,  and  an- 
nounced himself  ready  to  pay  the  entry  fee  of  $5  for  an  exhibit. 

"How  much  space  do  you  wish?"  asked  the  entry  girl. 

"Oh,  just  room  enough  for  a  desk  in  the  overflow  building," 
answered  Bristol. 

"What  do  you  want  it  for?"  he  was  asked. 

"To  distribute  Anti-Saloon  literature." 

"Oh  to  pass  out  hot  air,"  laughed  the  officious  entry  clerk. 
"Well  you  don't  need  any  entry  slip  for  just  a  desk." 

Whereupon  Bristol  hurried  over  to  the  overflow  building  and 
arranged  to  have  his  desk  established  in  the  exhibit  of  the 
Capital  City  Commercial  and  Normal  Colleges. 

Later  Avhen  the  entry  clerk  reported  her  conversation  to 
James  A.  Filcher,  the  Manager  of  Exhibits,  he  decided  to  inves- 
tigate. He  looked  up  Bristol  and  asked  him  what  he  proposed 
to  do. 

"Give  out  some  tracts,"  he  replie<l. 

"Anti-Saloon  literature?"  queried  Filcher. 

"Yes." 

"Well,  we  don't  intend  to  allow  any  propaganda  literature  to 
be  passed  out.  This  is  an  agricultural  show  and  local  option 
and  anti-saloon  talk  have  no  place  here." 

"But  I  don't  see  why  I  shouldn't  be  permitted  to  give  out 
literature,"  he  insisted. 

Thereupon  Filcher  emphatically  said:  "Well,  I  do,  and  it 
won't  be  permitted." 

"Then  I  guess  I  might  as  well  get  out?" 

"That's  right,"  said  Filcher,  as  he  departed. 

Later  Bristol  visited  Filcher's  office  again,  but  he  had  the 
misfortune  this  time  to  bump  into  Colonel  Theodore  Gier,  one 
of  the  directors,  who  told  him  he  would  not  under  any  circum- 
stances be  permitted  to  agitate. 

"Well,  the  winemen  gave  out  literature  two  years  ago,"  said 
Bristol. 

"But  they  are  not  doing  anything  this  year  and  you  will  not 
be  allowed  to  pass  out  literature  either." 

Seeing  his  case  hopeless,  bristling  Bristol  retired. 

These  are  the  facts  as  related  by  Mr.  Filcher  and  Mr.  Gier. 
Here  is  foxy  Bristol's  version  in  which  he  tries  to  delude  the 
public  into  believing  that  instead  of  being  turned  down  emphat- 
ically he  secured  concessions  from  the  liquor  men: 

"This  year  the  Anti-Saloon  League  determined  to  open  a 

branch  office  at  the  fair  to  demonstrate  exactly  the  method  of 

its  Avork,  and  the  district  superinteudent  proposed  to  be  present 

to  answer  any  questions  which  might  be  asked  in  relation  to  the 

fprk. 

'i"The  booth  a.ssigned  to  us  was  in  connection  with  the  multi- 
gilaph  press  exhibit,  and  I  had  just  installed  that  machine  in 
my  office  for  doing  our  letter  printing. 

"Colonel  Gier  discovered  that  we  were  about  to  open  an  ex- 
hibit and  strenuously  objected.  He  met  me  in  the  office  of 
Secretary  Filcher,  and  I  demanded  the  same  privileges  of  pre- 
senting the  facts  favoring  local  option  that  had  been  accorded 
the  liquor  men.    As  a  result  of.  this  interview  Mr.  Gier  prom- 


ised to  personally  undertake  to  prevent  the  distribution  of  liter- 
ature favoring  license  and  said  he  did  not  want  any  more  agi- 
tation of  the  matter  than  he  could  help. 

"I  feel  that  the  fact  that  the  liquor  men  have  made  this  con- 
cession to  the  demands  of  the  large  sentiment  of  the  State 
which  opposes  saloons  and  intemperance  is  a  decided  step  in 
advance." 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  winemen  had  no  intention  whatever 
of  distributing  literature  against  local  option  or  the  Anti- 
Saloon  league  this  year,  nor  did  any  other  "liqiior"  interests  to 
our  knowledge.  So  how  they  could  promise  Bristol  they  would 
refrain  from  doing  so,  if  he  followed  suit,  is  past  understand- 
ing. What  Bristol  was  told  was  merely  that  the  winemen  were 
not  doing  anything  this  year  and  therefore  he  would  not  be 
allowed  to  agitate.  But  the  crafty  manner  in  which  he  twisted 
the  facts  to  win  public  sympathy,  shows  how  necessary  it  is 
for  the  winemakers  and  grapegrowers  of  California  to  see  that 
their  side  of  the  controversy  is  truthfully  and  properly  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  California. 

The  Italian-Swiss  Colony's  exhibit  was  the  most  pretentious 
and  comprehensive  at  the  Fair  this  year,  the  only  other  indi- 
vidual display  being  made  by  the  Sacramento  Valley  Winery 
in  a  corner  of  the  old  Mission  wall  erected  for  the  winemaker's 
collective  exhibit  last  year.  In  looking  over  the  county  exhibits, 
we  saw  such  firms  as  the  California  Wine  Association,  Wetmore- 
Bowen  Co.  and  Theodore  Gier  Co.  represented  by  small  but 
artistically  arranged  displays. 

Mr.  Chas.  F.  Wilson,  in  charge  of  the  Los  Angeles  County 
exhibit,  told  us  he  had  been  promised  some  case  goods  from  the 
Italian  Vineyard  Company  and  the  Sierra  Madre  Vintage  Com- 
pany, but  they  failed  to  send  the  wine.  "So,"  Mr.  Wilson  said, 
"we  liave  no  wine  in  our  display.  I  offered  them  the  opportunity 
but  if  they  didn't  take  enough  interest  in  the  matter  I  certainly 
wasn't  going  to  run  after  them." 
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Mr.  James  A.  Jaspar,  of  the  San  Diego  County  exhibit,  said 
several  of  the  directors  of  the  San  Diego  Chamber  of  Commerce 
are  prohibitionists,  but  they  recognize  the  fact  that  wine  is  one 
of  San  Diego  County's  products,  and  tlierefore  said  they  would 
not  oppose  displaying  wine,  although  they  did  not  approve  of  its 
use.  The  Escondido  Vineyard  Association  expressed  a  desire 
to  exhibit  and  Mr.  Jaspar  told  them  to  forward  their  goods, 
but  as  he  put  it:  "They  wanted  me  to  run  after  them,  but  I 
have  too  much  work  to  do  and  so  since  I  did  not  keep  prodding 
them  they  fell  down." 

Which  shows  that  the  wine  men  are  not  thoroughly  alive 
to  the  necessity  of  taking  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  put 
their  wines  before  the  people  in  order  to  crystallize  public 
sentiment  in  their  favor. 

This  is  one  of  the  cheapest  and  most  practical  ways  of  forc- 
ing the  people  of  California  to  take  our  industry  seriously  and 
realize  the  fact  that  it  deserves  recognition  and  encouragement. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  in  the  future,  that  no  wineman  will  fail  to  do 
his  duty  in  this  respect,  for  these  displays  help  to  educate 
the  masses  and  supplement  the  excellent  publicity  work  being 
done  by  the  Grape  Growers'  Association  of  California. 

While  there  were  various  beers  displayed  in  several  of  the 
county  exhibits,  the  brewing  industry  did  not  make  a  collective 
display  this  year.  However,  there  was  a  very  interesting  hop 
display.  The  booth  was  constructed  by  the  Lovdal  Bros.,  of 
Sacramento,  in  the  shape  of  a  hop-curing  house,  and  the  various 
processes  of  picking  were  shown,  from  the  time  the  hops  are 
taken  fi-om  the  vines  until  they  are  cured  and  pressed  into 
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200-pound  bales  for  shipment.  Inasmuch  as  hops  are  advanc- 
ing in  price  this  year  by  leaps  and  bounds,  the  exhibit  had 
a  timely  interest.  The  subject  of  picking,  curing  and  baling 
is  not  generally  understood  by  many  people  and  as  a  result, 
the  booth  was  daily  visited  by  large  numbers,  Avho  had  their 
eyes  opened  as  to  the  importance  of  this  product. 

Such  a  display  of  hops,  with  an  intelligent  person  in  charge 
to  answer  questions,  is  worth  more  from  an  educational  stand- 
point than  all  the  bottles  the  building  would  hold. 


The  Perris  Board  of  Trustees  recently  granted  a  saloon  license 
for  the  bar  of  the  hotel,  of  forty  rooms,  about  to  be  erected  by 
a  Los  Angeles  capitalist.  The  cost  of  the  license  is  |1500  a 
year. 

Belen,  New  Mexico,  is  about  to  have  a  whisky  distillery 
located  there.  One  of  the  objects  of  the  neAv  enterprise  is  to 
supply  Texas  with  interstate  shipments^  should,  as  is  expected 
by  the  promoters,  that  State  go  dry  at  no  distant  date.  Articles 
of  incorporation  were  recently  filed  by  the  Adolph  Didier 
Company  of  Belen,  which  proposes  to  do  a  general  distilling 
business,  starting  with  a  capital  stock  of  $40,000.  Mr.  Didier 
is  the  largest  stockholder  in  the  company  and  a  Avell  known 
wholesale  and  retail  liquor  dealer  in  Belen. 


California's  Display  at  Turin 


CALIFORNIANS,  who  have  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the 
the  International  Exposition  at  Turin,  Italy,  are  loud  in 
their  praises  pf  tjii^  California  exhibits.  Mr.  Robert  Newton 
Lynch,  Commissioner  from  this  State  to  the  Turin  Exposition, 
declq^es,  in  a  recent  report,  that  our  display  is  easily  one  of 
the  big  features  of  the  entire  exposition  and  will  undoubtedly 
prove  a  tremendous  advertisement  for  the  State.  The  value 
to  California's  own  exposition  alone  will  be  many  times  the 
cost. 

The  California  exhibit  consists  of  nearly  two  hundred  large 
jars  of  processed  fruit  including  nearly  every  species  of  fruit 
raised  in  this  State  and  preserved  in  a  fresh  condition  by  aid  of 
chemicals;  of  a  display  of  mineral  and  oil  specimens;  of  Cali- 
fornia wines;  which  will  enter  in  competition  with  the  wines 
of  the  old  world;  of  dried  and  canned  fruits.  Aside  from  thi.s 
is  a  forestry  exhibit  and  a  collection  of  enlarged  photographs 
showing  typical  scenic  views  and  the  big  trees  of  the  Sierras. 

"California"  at  Turin  occupies  a  large  room,  beautifully 
decorated,  about  one-seventh  of  the  entire  U.  S.  Government 
Building.  The  exhibit  has  been  attractively  displayed  and 
forms  beyond  doubt  the  most  interesting  room  in  the  United 
States  Building.  The  processed  fruit  is  a  great  curiosity 
and  the  people  crowd  eagerly  about  the  room  asking  questions 
and  securing  literature.  All  of  the  lecturers  using  the  stereop- 
ticon  room  are  showing  Califoi-nia  views  and  two  lectures  are 
given  daily  on  the  "Panama  Canal"  and  the  "Panama-Pacific 
IntEMiational  Exposition,  San  Francisco,  1915." 

As  an  aid  to  promoting  the  Exposition  in  San  Francisco,  the 
Government  has  secured  and  added  to  the  California  exhibit, 
three  large  models  of  "The  Canal,"  the  "Canal  Zone"  and  a 
working  model  of  the  canal  with  boats  passing  through  it.  A 
large  sign  over  these  models  proclaims  that  the  Canal  will  be 
completed  in  1914  and  that  the  opening  of  that  great  waterway 
will  be  celebrated  by  the  United  States  at  San  Francisco  in 
1915. 

California's  exhibit  space  of  1500  square  feet  is  decorated 
profusely  with  California  poppies  and  large  palms.  The  liter- 
ature used  in  connection  with  the  display  includes  a  specially 
prepared  booklet  wTitten  in  Italian  which  is  virtually  an  ab- 
stract of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  California  Development 
Board. 


A  Willows,  Glenn  County,  dispatch,  states  that  petitions  are 
in  circulation  all  over  the  county,  except  in  Newville  and 
Jacinto  precincts,  which  are  dry.  It  is  also  reported  that  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  proposes  to  call  an  election  in  the  incor- 
porated cities  of  Willows  and  Orland.  The  election  will  prob- 
ably be  called  at  the  same  time  as  that  on  the  constitutional 
amendments  in  October  if  the  Supervisors  grant  the  petition.

THE  Retailers'  Protective  Association's  Annual  Industrial 
Fair  closed  on  the  26th  instant,  after  a  successful  week's 
exhibition,  showing  a  marked  improvement  over  last  year's 
initial  attempt.  The  public  evinced  their  appreciation  of  the 
managenfent's  efforts  by  a  large  attendance,  and  every  evening 
the  Auditorium  was  the  scene  of  a  popular  promenade  concert. 
So  much  so,  that  it  would  appear  that  this  annual  exposition 
of  the  city's  and  State's  products  has  come  to  stay,  and  will  in 
the  future  be  even  better  patronized  in  exhibits  and  attend- 
ance than  heretofore. 

That  excellent  business  house,  the  Schmidt  Lithographic 
Company,  had  its  booth  decorated  with  a  large  quantity  of  its 
most  artistic  work.  Among  the  passers  by  many  stopped 
to  study  the  various  pictures  and  the  display  was  evidently 
much  appreciated. 

The  E.  G.  Lyons  &  Raas  Company  showed  a  large  variety 
of  wines,  syrups  and  preserved  fruits.  Out  of  the  large  stock 
carried  by  this  company  it  can  be  easily  understood  that  an 
attractive  display  would  surely  be  made,  and  that  the  public 
were  attracted  by  it  is  shown  by  the  following  overheard  re- 
mark in  reference  to  the  cherries :    "You  bet  they  look  good." 

The  Southern  Pacific  had  a  very  interesting  display,  consist- 
ing of  a  raised  map  showing  vineyards  and  other  characteristics 
(if  our  interior  valleys  of  the  State.  Thjs  was  surrounded  by 
painted  canvas  carrying  on  it  the  view  of  the  surrounding  hills. 


The  idea  was  a  good  one,  viz:  to  advertise  the  railroad  by  one 
of  the  many  scenes  of  beauty  traversed  by  it  in  California. 

None  of  the  booths  were  better  patronized  than  that  occu- 
pied by  the  Monterey  Packing  Company,  who  displayed  a  fine 
assortment  of  Booth's  canned  sardines.  One  could  not  only 
look  at  the  finished  work  of  the  packer,  but  taste  the  delicious 
fish,  and  we  feel  sure  that  many  of  the  fair's  visitors  will  not 
be  satisfied  before  they  serve  on  their  own  table  the  delicacy 
they  enjoyed  so  much  at  the  fair. 

Rosenblatt  Bros,  aided  the  success  of  the  fair  by  a  display 
of  the  various  lines  for  which  their  house  is  noted.  Their 
wines,  brandies,  cherries  and  above  all  the  firm's  masterpiece, 
apricot  brandy,  served  to  make  an  exhibit  well  worth  attention. 

The  Acme  BreAving  Company  must  be  congratulated  upon  the 
novelty  of  their  display.  Knowing  full  well  that  there  is  little 
attraction  in  unopened  bottles  of  beer  piled  in  pyramids  or 
otherwise,  they  left  the  beaten  track,  exhibiting  their  output 
in  both  bottle  and  cask,  packed  iii  an  immense  "Mack"  motor 
truck.  This  truck  is  cleverly  arranged  for  brewery  purpo.ses, 
and  the  Acme's  growing  buiriness  requires  its  aid  to  supply  its 
many  customers. 

The  only  other  brewery  represented  was  the  National,  which 
took  a  prominent  position,  made  particularly  noticeable  by  the 
clever  and  artistic  picture,  which  may  be  now  considered  the 
National's  trade-mark,  and  fuller  notice  of  whicji  will  be  found 
in  another  column.

No  "Wine  Fight"  in  Prospect 


THE  country  press  generally,  have  started  the  circulation  of 
stories  that  the  organization  of  the  independent  winehouse, 
known  as  the  California  Wineries  and  Distilleries,  means  the 
beginning  of  a  fight  on  prices  between  the  independent  and  asso- 
ciated wine  firms.  We  don't  know  where  this  report  orig- 
inated, but  we  are  sure  it  was  ill-advised,  because  there  is  noth- 
ing in  the  situation  to  warrant  such  a  course.  The  industry  is 
just  reviving  from  a  contest  of  that  kind  and  the  outlook  is  now 
encouraging  for  all  concerned. 

The  circulation  of  such  reports  by  papers  published  in  promi- 
nent wine  districts  is  idiotic  at  least,  for  the  reason  that  these 
reports  immediately  go  into  the  markets  of  the  east  and  often 
are  the  cause  of  great  delay  in  orders,  the  eastern  buyer  natur- 
ally waiting  for  the  promised  cut  prices. 

AVlth  the  present  crop  conditions,  which  are  shown  elsewhere 
in  this  number,  there  is  certainly  no  reason  for  the  inaugura- 
tion of  a  war  of  prices. 


Quality  in  Dry  Wines 


WE  have  just  received  a  book  on  winemaking  which  it  ap- 
pears to  us  will  be  found  of  use  in  every  winery  and 
cellar,  by  Rudolf  Jordan,  Jr.  Mr.  Jordan  has  fairly  succeeded 
in  his  title  in  covering  the  intent  and  purposes  of  his  work;  it 
is  as  follows:  "Quality  in  Dry  Wines  through  Adequate  Fer- 
mentations, by  means  of  defecation,  aeration,  pure  yeast,  cooling 
and  heating.  A  manual  for  progressive  winemakers  in  Cali- 
fornia." 

In  his  preface  he  says :  "Nobody  realizes  more  fully  the  diffi- 
culties of  properly  controlling  the  fermentations  of  dry  wines 
than  the  writer,  who  is  no  novice  or  mere  enthusiast  in  this 
vocation.  With  ten  old  style  vintages  and  five  vintages  with 
improved  methods,  as  a  record,  he  hopes  to  enjoy  the  confidence 
of  the  reader  ta.  some  ejitent  in  what  he  maintains  should  be 
done  toward  the  betterment  of  our  wines.  It  is  justly  claimed 
that  by  such  improved  methods  we  are  able  to  produce  wines 
that  are  hetter  tlvan  those  made  in  the  old  style,  and  in  the  right 
locality  we  are  even  in  a  position  to  make  fine  imnes  in  that 
manner,  with  greater  regularity  and  certainty." 

Together  with  the  title  of  the  work,  and  this  quotation  from 
the  preface,  all  that  is  necessary  to  show  Mr.  Jordan's  design 
in  his  book,  is  the  se\^ral  divisions  or  chapters,  which  are  as 
follows :  The  use  of  pure  yeast  and  its  action ;  settling  or  defeca- 
tion of  white  musts  a-!  a  basis  of  quality;  aeration  of  must  be- 
fore and  during  fermentation ;  the  cooling  of  musts  and  its  con- 
trol of  fermentations ;  the  artificial  heating  of  musts,  and  lastly, 
fermentations  in  general,  showing  the  combined  effects  of  pure 
yeast,  defecation,  aeration  and  low  temperature."

THOSE  interested  in  the  California  Avine  industry  and  in  !| 
the  traffic  of  wines  and  liquors  should  promptly  sit  up  and 
look  around  with  reference  to  the  suffragette  movement  in  this 
State.  The  average  voter  regards  the  company  as  a  sort  of 
a  joke  and  would  not  mind  "trying  it  on  the  dogs,"  but  the  aver-  Ij 
age  voter  is  not  interested  in  the  $120,000,000  wine  industry, 
or  in  the  60,000  people  who  are  directly  identified  with  it,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  great  trade. 

Suffrage  means  the  destruction  of  the  wine  industry,  which  is 
now  fighting  for  its  existence  against  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
and  the  prohibitionists.  With  the  victory  of  the  Suffragette, 
the  W.  C.  T.  U.  would  capture  the  works  as  they  captured  Con- 
gress in  connection  with  the  Army  Canteen,  and  would  make 
short  work  of  viniculture  and  its  people  in  this  State  and  the 
wreck  would  carry  the  raisin  industry  with  it. 

So  you  gentlemen  in  the  country  would  better  not  consider 
the  Suffragette  movement  as  something  funny,  because  it  isn't. 
A  word  to  the  wise. 


Texas  Contest  on  Prohibition  Traced  to  Standard  Oil 


THE  Texas  campaign  is  really  the  fag-end  of  the  prohibition 
wave  which  has  for  some  years  been  sweeping  over  the 
South.  Curiously  enough,  the  charge  has  been  repeatedly  made 
that  the  greatest  impetus  was  given  to  it  in  Texas  by  the  Stand- 
ard Oil  Company.  The  supporters  of  this  thbory  point  to  the 
circum.stancial  evidence.  Attorney  General  Davidson  had  been 
pursuing  the  Waters-Pierce  Oil  Company  relentlessly;  he  hfid 
secured  convictions  which  resulted  in  payments  of  $2,000,000 
into  the  Texas  treasury  in  fines.  Mr.  Davidson  Avas  recognized 
as  the  next  Democratic  candidate  for  governor.  Suddenly,  as 
a  bolt  from  the  blue,  there  opened  with  apparently  unlimited 
resources  a  startling  and  thorough  campaign  for  State- wide 
prohibition ;  the  minds  of  the  people  were  swiftly  diverted  from 
'trust  busting'  and  Mr.  Davidson,  who,  as  a  Democrat,  be- 
lieved that  the  people  should  be  permitted  to  vote  on  the  sub- 
ject of  local  option  under  some  system  of  home  rule,  was  for- 
gotten and  thrust  aside." — Philadelphia  Public  Ledger. 


TEXAS  VOTE  SHOWS  PROHIBITION   BEATEN   BY   DRY   COUNTIES. 

The  fate  of  the  State-wide  amendment  in  Texas  turned  upon 
the  action  of  local  option  counties.  Twenty-one  of  these  were 
lost  to  the  State-widers,  these  giving  anti  majorities  totaling 
3,405  votes. 

Ten  counties  in  wet  territory  voted  for  State-wide,  giving  a 
total  majority  for  the  amendment  of  992  votes. 

In  partially  dry  territory  19  counties  gave  antis  majorities 
and  five  gave  pro  majorities. 

Analyzing  the  vote  by  counties  gives  the  following  results : 

Eighty-nine  counties  gave  an  anti  majority. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-three  counties  gave  a  pro  majority. 

In  dry  territory  the  pros  lost  21  counties,  which  gave  a  ma- 
jority of  3,405  votes  against  the  amendment. 

In  wet  territory  the  antis  lost  10  counties,  which  gave  a  ma- 
jority of  992  for  the  amendment. 

In  partial  dry  territory  19  counties  gave  an  anti  majority 
of  5,136  votes ;  five  counties  gave  a  pro  majority  of  1,027  votes. 

The  pro  majority  in  wet  and  partially  wet  territory  wa.s 
2,010  votes.  The  anti  majority  in  dry  and  partially  dry  ter- 
ritory was  8,487. 


Two  elections  to  determine  whether  the  people  want  wet  or 
dry  toAvns  will  be  held  in  Anmdor  County  in  the  near  future. 
One  will  be  held  at  lone  on  Tuesday,  September  19,  and  the 
other  in  Supervisorial  District  No.  2. 
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OBITUARY 

James  Levy 


JAMES  LEVY,  founder  of  the  old  and  widely  known  distil- 
inj;:  firm  of  James  Levy  &  Brother,  of  Cincinnati,  died  from 
heart  failure;  on  July  26th,  at  his  summer  home  in  Charlevoix, 
ilichigau.  The  deceased,  who  was  affectionately  known  by  his 
friends  as  Uncle  Jim,  was  a  fine  type  of  Jewish  gentleman,  one 
whose  death  leaves  a  vacancy  which  Avill  be  felt  by  the  trade 
;ill  over  the  country. 

:Mr.  Levy  was  84  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death,  being  born 
at  Ferth,  Wurtzburg,  Germany,  in  1827.  Because  of  political 
troubles  in  which  he  became  involved,  he  left  that  country  for 
America  before  he  was  thirty  years  old,  settled  in  Cincinnati, 
where,  witli  his  brother  Albert,  he  engaged  in  the  wholesale 
li([Uor  business.  The  firm  handled  nothing  but  straight  Ken- 
tucky whisky,  wliich  through  its  efforts  owes  much  of  the  popu- 
larity it  has  since  attained. 

As  a  salesman  James  Levy  Avas  a  marvel,  and  was  one  of  the 
best  judges  of  whisky  in  the  country.  By  his  great  executive 
ability  and  good  judgment  he  built  up  the  reputation  of  many 
of  the  old  Avell-known  brands,  such  as  "Mellwootl,"  "McBrayer," 
''Old  Kipy,"  "Old  AV.  S.  Stone,"  and  many  others.  For  such 
brands,  the  highest  classed  output  of  Kentucky,  a  national  rep- 
utation was  obtained  by  the  skillful  management  and  wise  dis- 
tribution of  the  firm. 

The  firm  of  James  Levy  &  Bro.,  consisting  of  Mr.  James  Levy 
and  Allxjrt  Levy  was  establishetl  in  1858.  In  1892  Albert  Levy 
retired  and  his  son,  Harry  M.  Levy,  and  Geo.  W.  Harris  were 
taken  into  partnership,  which  continued  for  five  years,  at  which 
time  (1897)  James  Levy  retired. 

In  1902  David  I.  Johnson  of  Cincinnati  and  W.  p.  Harding 
of  Brooklyn  were  admitted  as  partners.  This  combination  of 
partners  endured  until  July  1,  1907,  when  Messrs.  Harry  Levy, 
(Jeo.  AV.  Harris  and  W.  H.  Harding  retired  and  the  business 
was  organized  as  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  the  Susque- 
mac  Distilling  Co.,  the  principal  oAvners  of  which  were  Morris 
F.  Westheimer  and  David  I.  Johnson. 

The  deceased,  who  never  married,  was  a  bountiful  giver 
throughout  his  life,  and  ready  to  help  those  less  fortunate  than 
himself.  He  was  distinguished  for  his  kindness  of  heart  and 
dislike  of  ostentation.  His  many  charities  endeaj-ed  him  to 
all  who  appreciated  his  generous  character,  and  his  death  will 
be  mourned  bv  all  who  knew  him. 


How  Slight  the  Effect 


THE  American  Grocer  gives  the  consumption  of  spirituous 
and  malt  liquors  for  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  at  21.86  gal- 
lons per  capita,  and  it  says  that  the  average  for  the  last  three 
years  has  been  21.71. 

It  says  that  these  beverages  cost  the  people  of  the  United 
States  11,598,921,416,  of  which  |909,072,257  was  expended  for 
malt  li(iuors,  |573,206,487  for  spirituous  liquors  and  $116,642,- 
672  for  wines.  It  also  declares  that  the  American  people  spent 
last  year  $194,036,995  for  coffee,  133,898,479  for  tea  and  |10,- 
000,000  for  cocoa. 

These  drinks,  according  to  the  American  Grocer,  average 
$18.90  for  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  United  States. 

In  commenting  on  these  figures,  the  Pontiac  (Mich.)  Gazette 
says  that  they  "afford  boundless  room  for  speculation  as  to  the 
reason  of  the  variations  from  year  to  year,  and  they  are  also 
instructive  as  showing  how  slight  is  the  effect  upon  the. aggre- 
gate consumption  of  all  the  effort  that  is  expended  to  regulate 
and  control  the  matter."

EDITOE  Pacific  AVine  and  Spirit  Review — Dear  Sir 
Under  separate  cover  I  am  sending  you  a  copy  of  a  pam 
phlet  recently  written  by  the  Danish  Minister  to  the  United 
States,  Count  Carl  Moltke,  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  dealing 
with  the  organization  of  the  free  port  of  Copenhagen  and  its 
importance  for  trade  relations  between  the  United  States  and 
Denmark. 

Undoubtedly,  when  the  Panama  Canal  is  opened,  California 
wines  will  find  new  and  enlarged  markets  in  Denmark  and  the 
other  countries  of  Northern  Europe,  and  the  free  port  of  Copen- 
hagen will  then  offer  the  most  excellent  opportunities  for  trans- 
shipments of  wines  from  this  Coast  to  Kussian,  Swedish  and 
German  places  along  the  Baltic  Sea. 

Already  quite  a  few  American  firms  in  the  Eastern  States 
have  made  Copenhagen  their  headquarters  for  their  trad(>  in 
Scandinavia,  Russia  and  Northern  Germany,  and  are  finding 
it  to  their  advantage  to  keep  goods  in  storage  in  the  free  port, 
from  which,  with  very  little  expense  and  without  payment  of 
duty,  the  goods  can  go  to  any  place  wanted  on  the  Baltic  Sea 
or  elsewhere. 

For  this  reason,  I  have  thought  that  the  said  pamphlet  might 
be  of  interest  to  you  and  shall  be  glad  to  go  further  into  details, 
should  you  wish  so.

When  in  1885,  the  much  enlarged  and  perfected  plant  com- 
menced to  make  lager  beer,  the  first  brewed  in  San  Francisco, 
another  great  important  industry  was  started  by  those  skilled 
master  brewers,  to  whose  energy  and  business  foresight  must 
be  attributed  the  present  success  of  this  old  established  brewery.

tonic,  containing  medicinal  qualities  of  no  mean  order. 

With  the  improvements  perfected,  came  increased  demand, 
to  meet  which  the  enlargement  of  the  brewery  was  necessary. 
So  the  brewery  grew  and  grew,  until  the  early  establishment 
of  John  F.  Gluck  and  Charles  E.  Hansen  now  occupies  almost 
an  entire  city  block,  while  "National  Beer"  has  become  a  noted 
brand,  the  purity  of  which  is  guaranteed  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. 

The  brewery  is  now  managed  by  a  corporation,  with  the  fol- 
lowing board  of  directors:  George  F.  Volz,  president;  Justus 
Hansen,  vice-president ;  C.  G.  J.  Josne,  secretary  and  treasurer ; 
C.  R.  D.  Hansen  and  H.  W.  Hansen,  and  last,  but  by  no  means 
least,  it  has  celebrated  its  fifty  years  of  usefulness  and  success 
by  suitable  advertising,  one  means  being  a  beautiful  work  of  art, 
showing  a  cowboy  advancing  at  full  gallop,  his  horse's  head 
showing  life  and  speed,  while  in  his  right  hand  he  holds  a  bottle 
of  the  incomparable  National  beer,  to  be  known  in  the  future 
as  the  "Best  in  the  West."  True  you  only  see  the  bottle, 
the  arm  and  the  man's  and  horse's  head,  but  all  are  so  ably 
drawn  that  the  rest  of  the  picture  flashes  upon  the  imagination. 
So  both  picture  and  beer  are  works  of  art,  and  it  is  only  natural 
for  the  public  to  say :  "Let  us  enjoy  both !" 


At  Bakersfield  the  Royal  Arch  has  taken  a  positive  stand 
in  enforcing  the  law  in  regard  to  youngsters  frequenting  saloons 
in  that  town,  and  while  it  is  said  that  in  the  majority  of  cases 
the  law  is  being  obeyed  in  this  respect  the  organization  of  saloon 
men  is  going  to  see  to  it  that  the  houses  which  are  disobeying 
the  law  be  forced  into  line. 


TWENTY  million  gallons  of  liquors  are  shipped  annually 
to  consumers  in  prohibition  states,  according  to  informa- 
tion developing  as  a  result  of  an  investigation  conducted  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  into  express  charges  on 
liquors  in  packages. 

United  States  courts  have  held  that  this  traffic  is  legitimate 
and  that  state  courts  have  no  authority  to  interfere  with  liqnois 
shipped  from  one  state  to  another.  The  goods  are  exempt  from 
seizure  as  long  as  they  remain  in  the  original  packages. 

The  history  of  prohibition  in  states  where  such  laws  have 
become  effective  has  been  that  their  operation  builds  up  great 
"mail  order"  liquor  houses  in  adjacent  states.  For  instance, 
when  Georgia  "went  dry"  the  "mail  order  houses"  in  Jackson- 
ville sprang  up  like  mu.shrooms  in  the  night. 

The  only  remedy  open  to  the  prohibition  states  would  seem' 
to  be  to  pass  a  law  forbidding  the  purchase  of  liquor.     None 
has  attempted  this  to  date.    All  have  contented  themselves  with 
forbidding  the  manufacture  and  sale. 

It  would  be  taking  a  long  step  to  penalize  the  man  who  buys 
and  make  him  bear  the  burden  equally  with  the  citizen  who 
sells.  One  can  imagine  a  lively  little  contest  developing  in  the 
prohibition  states,  such  as  would  make  all  previous  battles 
waged  on  this  subject  look  tame  by  comparison. — Seattle,  Wash- 
ington TimeSj  Augu^jB.  1911. 


Kansas  the  Horrible  Example 


IF  all  we  hear  of  the  injury  done  by  prohibition  to  the  State 
©f  Kansas  is  true,  that  State  can  certainly  be  taken  a>s  a 
"horrid  example"  of  the  evil  effects  of  that  disastrous  doc- 
trine. According  to  the  census  reports  there  are  only  six  license 
States  in  the  Union  that  do  not  have  from  two  to  three  times 
the  bank  deposits  per  capita  that  Kansas  has.  Kansas  has  14,- 
000  illiterates ;  Nebraska  with  its  saloons  has  only  7000.  Since 
prohibition  was  adopted  in  Kansas  (1880)  the  population  has 
increased  only  694,853 ;  while  Missouri,  with  its  saloons  gained 
1,124,955.  Los  Angeles,  under  regulation  gained  only  a  few 
thousand  less  during  the  last  ten  years  than  did  the  entire  State 
of  Kansas  under  prohibition.  (Kansas  gained  220,000  and  Los 
Angeles  216,000).  There  are  only  eighteen  people  to  the  square 
mile;  and  it  is  the  twenty-second  State  in  the  Union  in  rank. 


At  Spokane  it  is  held  by  the  city  commissioners  that  the 
bars  of  all  the  clubs  in  that  city  must  take  out  licenses  unless 
the  commissioners  amend  the  present  saloon  ordinance.

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Local  Option  Law  One=Sided.     Liquor  Dealers  Claim  They 

Were  Deceived. 


T  has  now  l>een  definitely  established  that,  under  the  n<nv 

Wyllie  local  option  law,  a  vote  against  saloons  is  mandatory 
on  the  licensinir  body,  but  a  vote  for  saloons  may  be  completely 
ignored,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  measure  passcnl  tJie 
legislature  in  the  guise  of  a  majority  rule.  The  liquor  dealers 
claim  they  were  tricked;  while  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  taking 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  given  them  are  preparing  to  call 
Elections  in  nearlv  half  the  counties  of  the  State. 
.  That  the  new  law  is  one-sided  came  as  a  surx>riso  to  many  of 
those  who  worke<l  for  it.  Every  one  seemed  to  be  under  the 
impression'  that  the  measure  simply  put  the  liquor  question 
in  the  hands  of  the  people  and  made  their  wishes  supreme 
whether  they  voted  for  or  against  saloons.  But  Rev.  D.  M. 
Gandiier,  legislative  superintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League^ 
says : 

"A  vote  for  license  at  a  local  option  election  does  not  place 
supervisors  or  trustees  under  the  least  obligation  to  issu^ 
licenses  or  to  provide  in  any  way  for  the  liquor  traffic." 

It  seems  from  this  that  the  League  does  not  want  the  will  of 
the  people  to  be  supreme  unless  they  vote  for  prohibition.  The 
decision  of  the  attorney  for  the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch 
bears  out  this  reference.     He  says : 

"The  term  'local  option'  as  applied  to  this  law  is  a  misnomer, 
it  is  a  well  conceived  scheme  to  create  and  maintain  pro- 
hibition. For  notwithstanding  even  an  unanimous  vote  in 
favor  of  saloons,  the  licensing  board  is  expressly  permitted 
to  ignore  the  people's  vote  and  declare  the  territory  dry.  But, 
on  the  other  hand  if  only  one-half  of  the  votes  are  against 
saloons  the  board  is  compelled  to  refuse  to  issue  licenses  and 
revoke  those  in  use." 

'  The  Mercetl  Sun  of  July  25th,  said :  "The  law  is  a  delusion 
stod  a  snare  in  that  it  is  ostensibly  a  majority  rule  proposition, 
whereas  in  reality  it  is  nothing  of  the  kind.  It  gives  one  side 
a  great  advantage  over  the  other  and  that  condition  of  affaire 
will  not  be  approved  by  fair-minded  people  no  matter  what 
their  views  on  the  saloon  question  may  be.  There  are  thous- 
ands of  voters  in  the  State  opposed  to  saloons  who  will  have 
nothing  to  do  with  an  anti-saloon  fight  based  on  trickery.  It 
is  a  crooked  law." 

The  Anti-Saloon  League  kept  the  powerful  wine  interests  of 
the  State  from  opposing  the  bill  by  incorpoi'ating  a  provision 
,ex«mpting  wineries.  Now  they  have  issued  a  statement  to  their 
jWorkerp,  which  shows  that  the  wine  men  were  tricked.  The 
statement  follows: 

"After  you  have  closed  the  saloons  by  means  of  a  local  option 
election  you  should  then  go  ahead  and  by  means  of  initiative, 
jclose  the  wineries  and  breweries." 

;     Yet  the  League  insists  that  their  local  option  bill  is  not  a 
^temperance  measure. 


•  Two  petitions  have  been  filed  with  the  Supervisors  of  Siski- 
you County  asking  that  body  to  call  an  election  on  the  license 
question.  Under  Ordinance  No.  70  all  the  saloons  in  Siskiyou 
County  were  closed,  outside  the  incorporated  cities.  It  is  under- 
,  stood  the  Supervisors  are  in  favor  of  rescinding  that  ordinance, 
'but  desire  the  elections  to  be  held  to  demonstrate  the  wishes 
of  the  people.   .

Terrific  Indictment  of  Prohibition. 


LOUISVILLE,  KY.,  August  21.— In  the  last  twelve  months 
the  consumption  of  liquors  broke  all  records,  and  the 
people  of  the  United  States  consumed  over  8  million  gallons 
more  of  whisky  and  over  113  million  gallons  more  of  beer  in 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1911,  than  they  did  in  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1910,  is  the  announcement  of  the  Na- 
tional Model  License  League,  which  has  just  received  the  offi- 
cial figures  from  K.  E.  Cabell,  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue. 

The  total  consumption  of  distilled  spirits  for  the  year  just 
closed  Avas  134,600,193  gallons  as  compared  with  a  consump- 
tion of  126,384,726  gallons  in  the  previous  year. 

The  total  consumption-  of  beer  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1911  Avas 
63,216,851  barrels  or  1,059,381  gallons  as  compared  with  59,- 
544,775  barrels  or  1,845,888,025  gallons  for  1910. 

The  combined  increase  is  121,049,823  gallons  which  represents 
an  increase  of  1.3  gallons  per  capita,  using  census  figures.  The 
total  per  capita  consumption  is  now  22.29  gallons. 

The  highest  previous  consumption  of  distilled  spirits  was 
for  the  year  1907.  The  slump  that  followed  that  year  con- 
tinued until  1909  and  then  took  an  upward  turn  to  the  pres- 
ent apex. 

Following  the  receipt  of  the  Commissioner's  telegram,  T.  M. 
Gilmore,  President  of  the  National  Model  License  League, 
issued  the  folloAving  statement : 

"The  Commissioner's  figures  constitute  a  terrific  indictment 
of  the  prohibition  movement  as  a  failure  and  a  farce.  The 
movement  that  has  spread  prohibition  over  more  than  one-half 
of  the  map  began  in  1893.  At  that  time  the  per  capita  con- 
sumption of  liquor  Avas  about  I6I/2  gallons,  and  noAV  after  all 
the  "whitening"'  of  the  map  by  the  Anti-Saloon  league  it  is 
22.29  gallons.  If  the  prohibition  movement  had  not  been 
checked  in  the  past  feAV  months  it  Avould  be  difficult  to  put  an 
estimate  on  the  increase  that  Avould  have  been  caused  by  add- 
ing to  the  territory  in  which  people  buy  in  Avholesale  lots  and 
consume  accordingly. 

"An  increase  in  the  amount  of  liquor  consumed  in  license 
territory  may  mean  nothing  more  than  business  prosperity  and 
an  increase  in  temperate  drinking,  but  an  increase  in  the  con- 
sumption of  liquors  in  "dry"  territory  must  be  interpreted  as 
an  increase  in  lawlessness  and  intemperance." 


THE  Eagle  BreAvery  of  San  Jose,  of  Avhich  J.  W.  Bourdette, 
of  San  Francisco,  is  president,  is  about  to  have  its  capacity 
enlarged.  It  was  recently  announced  that  a  block  of  stock  had 
been  sold,  and  that  plans  have  been  made  to  largely  increase 
the  output  of  the  plant.  The  stock  in  question,  it  is  under- 
stood, has  been  purchased  by  San  Francisco  capitalists,  but 
tlie  rumor  that  there  was  about  to  be  a  change  in  the  control 
of  the  corporation  is  denied.  The  proposed  alterations  Avill 
necessitate  a  readjustment  of  part  of  the  plant,  and  it  Avill  be 
a  year  probably,  before  the  addition,  Avhich  is  estimated  to  cost 
$100,000,  will  be  in  working  order. 


Although  Siskiyou  County  is  supposed  to  be  dry  outside  the 
incorporated  towns,  as  usual  in  such  districts  illicit  selling 
of  liquor  has  flourished.  Recently  Fred  W.  Grunderlach  was 
convicted  of  this  offense  in  Weed,  and  was  fined  $500.

These  thousands  of 
Eagles  returned  to  their  homes  enthusiastic  boosters  for  the 
city  by  the  Golden  Gate  and  for  the  great  Exposition  to  be. 


Now  For  tlie  "Blind  Pigs" 


WOODLAND,  Yolo  County,  is  noAV  a  dry  city,  all  the 
saloons  having  locked  their  doors  at  midnight  on  the  last 
day  of  July.  From  local  reports  it  appears  that  hereafter  the 
tOAvn  Avill  haA'e  to  get  along  Avithout  alcoholic  liquors,  except 
Avhere  supplies  Avere  laid  in  before  the  stock  on  hand  began  to 
fail.  The  breAveries  and  other  distributing  agents  Avere  over- 
Avhelmed  Avith  orders,  and  the  saloons  are  said  to  Imve  been  Avell 
cleaned  out  previous  to  the  hour  that  the  local  option  Iuav  Avent 
into  effect. 


At  Pasco,  Washington,  a  restraining  order  enjoining  the  city 
officials  from  paying  expenses  incuirrfMl  by  the  Local  Option 
election  held  in  that  city,  July  6th,  has  been  issued  by  the 
United  States  Court  Commissioner,  on  the  grounds  that  the 
holding  of  the  election  Avas  illegal.  The  consensus  of  legal 
opinion  is  that  no  local  option  election  could  legally  be  held 
prior  to  1912.  It  is  simply  a  test  case  in  order  to  find  out 
the  correct  inteqjretation  of  the  laAVS  enacted  by  the  legislature 
of  1909  in  regard  to  local  option  matters.

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COGNAC  AND  ITS  ORIGIN 


IT  is  rather  curious  to  notice  Iioav  very  important  some  towns 
are  in  tlie  public  eye,  compared  with  others  whose  population 
and  commerce  should  give  them  great^^r  pre-eminence.  Cognac 
is  an  instance  of  this. 

Were  the  population  of  Cognac  proportioned  to  its  fame,  it 
is  safe  to  say  that  it  Avould  go  very  near  to  overshadowing 
Paris  or  even  London,  lint  notwithstanding  this,  it  remains, 
comparatively  speaking,  an  old-fashioned  country  town,  and 
one,  moreover,  which  forms  an  interesting  link  between  the 
chivalrous  times  of  France  and  our  modem  life.  Nay,  the 
chroniclers  and  the  historians  claim  a  much  more  ancient  origin 
for  it  than  even  that.  From  a  paper  now  before  us  we  see 
that  the  historian  speaks  of  it  as  having  existed  as  far  back 
as  the  conquest  of  Gaxil  by  Julius  Ciesar.  Its  position  on  a 
navigable  river,  proximity  to  the  ocean,  combined  with  the  fer- 
tility of  the  soil  of  the  surrounding  country,  would  no  doubt 
mark  it  out  in  the  earliest  times  as  a  probable  seat  of  commerce. 

However  that  may  be,  it  was  of  sufficient  importance  to  be- 
come a  residence  of  a  king  as  far  back  as  1494,  Francis  the 
First  having  betm  born  there  in  that  year.  The  court  seems 
to  have  resided  there  for  some  time  permanently,  and  then  at 
intervals,  from  which  circumstance  it  may  be  inferred  that  the 
town  greatly  benefited  and  prospered. 

Indeed,  looking  at  the  beautiful  churches,  remains  of  great 
abbeys,  fine  old-timbered  mansions  still  existent,  together  with 
the  Chateau  Francois  Premier,  one  is  insensibly  led  back  to  the 
stirring  times  depicted  by  Dumas  and  Mr.  Stanley  Weyman, 
upon  the  latter  of  Avhom,  although  a  foreigner,  the  mantle  of  the 
former  powerful  writer  seems  to  have  in  these  latter  times 
fallen. 

It  would  take  too  long,  even  if  we  had  the  material  in  hand 
from  which  to  construct  the  story,  to  tell  of  the  great  battles 
between  the  Englisli  and  French  from  time  to  time  in  this 
neighborhood,  during  the  periods  when  the  Kings  of  England 
claimed  to  be  Kings  also  of  France,  and  tried  to  enforce  what 
they  supposed  were  their  rights  by  the  "mailed  fist."  Later, 
the  French  themselves,  Protestants  and  Catholics,  made  this 
part  of  France  desolate  for  years  by  their  struggles  for  suprem- 
acy, the  result  of  which  Ave  all  knoAV. 

SloAvly  but  surely  the  times  changed,  and  the  peaceful  Avays 
of  commerce  gained  the  upper  hand  in  France  as  in  England 
after  the  great  barons  lost  their  power. 

The  origin  of  the  brandy  trade  as  a  Avorld's  commerce  is  of 
comparatively  recent  date,  although  the  distiller's  art  flourished 
many  centuries  ago.-  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  Dutch. 

From  a  small  brochure  before  us,  it  Avould  appear  that  the 
sailor-merchants  of  that  then  enterprising  people  Avere  in  the 


habit  of  visiting  the  Charentes  to  purchase  from  the  farmer; 
the  clarets  and  Avhite  Avines  of  those  districts.    In  this  Avay  th(M 
became  acquainted  Avith  a  cordial  distilled  from  those  Avinc 
and  called  by  the  people  "Eu  de  Vie"   or  "Water  of  life. 
They  seem  to  have  taken  most  kindly  to  that  cordial,  if  av(.  , 
are  to  belicA'e  the  poet,  Avho  sings : 

ilynheer  Van  Dunck, 

Though  he  never  Avas  drunk. 
Sipped  brandy  and  Avater  gaily. 

And  quenched  his  thirst 

With  tAvo  quarts  of  the  first 
To  a  pint  of  the  latter  daily. 
AnyAvay,  to  the  Dutch  traders,  the  sublime  "Eau  de  Vie"  tonm 
its  AA-ay  into  all  the  markets  of  Europe.    This  trade  commencoi 
some  time  in  the  sixteenth  centurj^,  and  has  been  going  on  evci 
since. 

Up  to  about  1550,  it  may  be  said  that  the  "Water  of  Lifi 
("Eau   de  Vie")    bi-andy  had   been   confined   to  apothecaries 
shops,  and  its  manufacture  to  alchemists;  but  once  a  gener;) 
demand  for  the  mar\'ellous  liquid  began  to  groAV,  and  its  pri' 
duction  began  to  spead,  the  consumption  of  Avine  as  brandy  i 
and  to  make  brandy  for  about  scA'en  casks  of  grai)e  juice  wem  I 
to  make  one  of  spirit — took  an   enormous  development,   an 
the  forests  of  cretaceous  poor  land  of  Angoumois  and  Sainton^;! 
for  instance,  rapidly  disappeared  before  the  Avhite  Avine  callw 
the  "Folle  Blanche,"  Avhich  laid  the  foundation  of  the  "Fim 
Champagne"  of  Cognac,  the  oldest  mention  of  Avhich  is  madt 
by  a  local   celebrity,   Francois   de  Corlieu,   in   1576   as   "un( 
Contree  en  Engomois  (Angoumois)  qu'on  appelle 'Champaigne 
(champagne)  qui  porte  grande  quantite  de  vins  excellents,  qu 
par  la  riviere  Charente  se  transportent  aux  autres  parties  dv 
Monde." 

Cognac,  Ave  knoAv,  like  other  fruit  brandies,  acquires  by  lonf 
keeping  that  peculiar  melloAvness  and  delicacy  of  flaA'or  Avhicl 
is  found  only  in  old  spirits,  and  Avhich  determines  their  value 
but  long  keeping  invoh^es  loss  of  interest  on  capital  and  a  cons 
siderable  amount  of  shrinkage  through  evaporation  in  the  cask 
The  refining  of  Avine  distillates  takes  place  chiefly  in  Avooder 
casks,  these  products  undergoing  but  little  change  if  they  an 
kept  in  glass  vessels  after  distillation.  It  has  therefore  beei 
assumed  that  the  Avood  of  the  casks  plays  an  important  pan 
in  the  process.

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Crop  Conditions 


17  LSEWHERE  in  this  number  of  the  Review  will  be  found 
•L-*    a  comprehensive  report  from  representative  wine  growers 
showing  the  condition  of  the  California  wine  grape  crop  on 
August  20th.    From  these  reports  it  will  be  seen  that  the  crop 
is  a  handy  one.    By  this  we  mean  that  it  promises  to  be  not  too 
large  for  the  demand.    The  unsatisfactory  feature  of  the  situa- 
tion is  that  the  vintage  is  from  three  to  four  weeks  late  and 
the  grapes  need  a  lot  of  hot  sun  to  bring  the  sugar  up  to  the 
right  figure.     In  the  sweet  wine  district,  at  this  Avriting,  Old 
Sol  is  doing  good  business,  the  temperature  at  Fresno  showing 
102  degrees.    If  the  usual  weather  conditions  prevail  in  October 
the  vintage  should  come  through  in  good' shape;  but  we  have 
experienced  a  remarkable  summer  ia  the  Coast  counties  and 
.  there  is  always  the  danger  of  early  rains.     Such  rains  on  this 
;;  crop,  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  grapes  in  ripening  would 
'^Vbe  yery  destructive.    Let  us  hope  for  a  late,  dry  Fall,  aa  we 
llneed  the  wine.

pV  RY  WINES :— The  export  figures  of  wines  by  sea  indicate 
*-^  t^iat,  notwithstanding  the  off  season,  a  really  good  volume 
of  business  has  been  done,  as  compared  with  the  two  preceding 
years. 

The  figures  for  the  month  ending  August  20,  show  678  cases 
and  1,029,347  gallons,  valued  at  |366,274.  This  is  a  substantial 
gain  over  the  same  month  of  1910  and  is  double  the  figures  of 
1909.  All  of  which  goes  to  show  that  the  California  Wine  In- 
dustry is  making  real  and  substantial  progress.

Wine  Men  to  Confer  With  Exposition  Directors 

THE  GRAPE-GROWERS'  ASSOCIATION  of  California  has 
decided  to  ask  the  directors  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Inter- 
national Exposition  to  hold  a  joint  meeting  for  the  purpose 
of  arranging  plans  for  an  imposing  display  of  the  viticultural 
industry  of  California,  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  State, 
at  the  great  exposition  of  1915.  The  association  has  appointed

A  GRAPE  festival  at  Escondido  and  no  Avine,  is  the  rather 
^~\  curious  state  of  things  which  has  been  brought  about. by 
the  directors  of  the  festival  giving  heed  to  the  Avishes  of  the 
W.  C.  T.  U.  and  the  Ministerial  Union.  So  the  munificent  pre- 
miums aggregating  |3  which  were  offered  by  the  Escondido 
Grape  Day  Association  for  Avines  products  of  the  valley  have 
been  Avithdrawn.     What  humbug! 


El  Cajon  is  now  the  scene  of  a  prohibition  movement,  and  the 
Wyllie  Local  Option  LaAv  Avill,  it  is  said,  be  used  to  force  the 
County  Board  of  Supervisors  to  revoke  the  table  license  of  a 
local  hotel.  The  besotted  ignorance  of  communities  Avhich  for 
the  purpose  of  fanaticism  seek  to  destroy  the  tourist  trade, 
which  has  built  up  the  entire  neighborhood  around  El  Cajon — 
in  fact,  the  Avhole  coast — is  too  dense  to  be  penetrated  by  com- 
mon sense." 
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SECRETARY  H.  F.  Stoll,  of  the  newly  organized  Grape 
Growers'  Association  of  California,  reports  that  he  has  been 
verv'  successful  in  enlisting  the  co-operation  of  the  winemakers 
and  grape  growers  everywhere.  In  Los  Angeles,  Mr.  Secondo 
Guasti,  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Co.,  and  Mi*.  Herman  Blatz,  of 
the  Sierra  Madre  Vintage  Company,  paved  the  way  for  a  well- 
attended  meeting,  at  which  25,000  tons  were  signed  up  on  the 
spot. 

At  St.  Helena,  W.  W.  Lyman,  William  Bornhorst  and  Mr. 
G.  de  Latour  called  the  vineyardists  of  Napa  Valley  togetlier, 
Avhile  in  Santa  Clara  County  William  Wehnei',  J.  A.  Corotto 
and  J.  A.  Hicks  used  their  tnfiuence  to  get  the  people  in  their 
section  in  line. 

Jlr.  Stoll  was  present  at  the  annual  stockholders'  meeting  of 
the  Lodi  Co-operative  Winery  on  Saturdaj',  August  12th,  and 
says  that  one  of  the  pleasant  features  of  the  enjoyable  day,  was 
the  presence  of  at  least  fifty  of  the  charming  wives  and  daughters 
of  the  prosperous  grape  grower  stockholders,  who  provided  all 
sorts  of  good  tilings  for  the  luncheon  served  on  long  tables  that 
ext(;nded  between  the  huge  tanks  in  the  winery. 

There  at  noon,  after  listening  to  a  most  encouraging  yearly  re- 
port, nearly  200  people  sat  down  to  feast  and  make  merry.  As 
their  guests  of  honor,  the  directors  had  Mr.  L.  R.  Rogers,  of  Las 
Palmas  Winery,  Mr.  M.  F.  Tarpey,  of  La  Paloma  Winery,  and 
Mr.  A.  Mattel,  all  of  Fresno,  who  delivered  interesting  addresses 
on  the  work  of  the  "Independents"  later  in  the  afternoon. 

At  Concord,  on  Satuwlay  afternoon,  August  19th,  Mr.  Stoll 
addressed  the  grape  growers  of  Contra  Costa  who  had  gathered 
in  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  at  the  request  of  Frank  Swett.  On  August 
29th,  he  attended  a  meeting  called  by  E.  !M.  Sheehau  in  Sacra- 
mento. 

On  September  9th,  Mr.  Stoll  is  to  be  present  at  the  annual 
stockholders'  meeting  of  the  Elk  Grove  Vineyard  Association, 
and  later  he  will  address  a  meeting  at  Fresno,  which  is  being 
arranged  by  A.  Mattei,  and  another  at  Livermore,  at  which  C. 
H.  Wente  will  preside. 

Mr.  Stoll  plans  to  wind  up  his  campaign  for  funds  in  Sonoma 
County,  where  he  has  been  promised  the  assistance  of  Senator 
L.  T.  Juilliard,  to  whom  the  wine  industry  of  this  State  is  greatly 
indebtefl  for  the  valiant  fight  he  put  up  in  their  behalf  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature. 

In  our  next  issue  we  will  print  the  full  list  of  those  who  have 
agreed  to  contribute  to  the  campaign  fund  of  the  Grape  Growers 
Association  of  California.  It  will  prove  interesting,  for  it  will, 
show  at  a  glance  the  true  friends  of  California's  valuable  viti- 
cultural  industry.  Every  one  has  had  a  chance  to  be  placed  on 
this  roll  of  honor,  and  if  they  refuse  to  co-operate  or  neglect 
the  opportunity,  the  natural  inference  will  be  that  they  do  not 
consider  their  investment  worth  protecting  or  that  they  are  per- 
fectly willing  to  let  some  one  else  bear  the  burden  of  the  expense 
of  a  necessary  educational  campaign. 


During  the  present  month  the  new  Board  of  City  Trustees 
at  Middletown,  Marin  Counts',  raised  the  cost  of  saloon  licenses 
from  fl25  to. $200  a  year,  the  new  measure  to  take  effect  Janu- 
ary 1st,  1912.

But  when  he  reappeared 
the  next  day,  it  was  whispered  about  the  office  that  a  baby  girl 
had  made  her  appearance  in  his  home  and  everyone  showered 
him  with  congratulations.

Should  Obey  the  Law 


DE  BARBIERI,  a  grape-grower  and  wine-maker  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Stockton,  Avas  convicted  of  selling  his  wine  to 
laborers  on  the  diverting  canal  without  a  license.  Justice  Parker 
fined  him  |75,  and  in  passing  judgment  said :  "This  defendant 
seeks  to  excuse  his  act  of  selling  intoxicating  liquor  in  less 
quantities  than  three  gallons,  without  first  taking  out  a  license, 
on  tlie  ground  that  the  Avine  was  made  from  his  own  vineyard. 
Tlie  contention  that  one  can  retail  wine  without  a  license  sim- 
ply because  it  is  made  from  his  own  grapes,  is  clearly  erroneous. 
AVith  equal  reason  any  one  might  claim  the  right  to  sell  whisky 
without  a  license  just  because  it  was  distilled  from  his  own 
corn.  There  is  no  merit  in  such  a  contention.  Everywhere  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  is  regulated  by 
law.  The  courts  have  held  that  its  sale  is  not  an  inherent  right, 
but  a  privilege  granted  by  the  will  of  the  people. 

"Besides,  from  a  commercial  point  of  view,  hoAv  manifestly 
unfair  it  is  to  the  saloon  man.  Why  should  he  be  compelled 
by  law  to  pay  a  heavy  license  to  sell  Avine  over  the  bar  if  his 
next  door  neighbor  can  sell  it  out  of  his  cellar  without  a  license? 
It  Avould  be  the  rankest  injustice  to  exact  a  tax  from  one  and 
not  the  other." 


ON  'Sunday,  August  13th,  the  delegates  to  the  International 
Typographical  Union  Convention  and  their  friends,  in  all 
numbering  some  2000,  Avere  the  guests  of  the  California  Wine 
Association  at  AVinehaven,  Avhere  they  Avere  shoAvu  over  the  Avine 
cellars  and  other  interesting  details  of  the  immense  plant. 

The  visitors  Avere  first  taken  about  the  bay  in  launches,  arriv- 
ing at  Winehaven  in  time  for  lunch.  The  party  was  in  charge 
of  J.  J.  Chaudet,  chairman  of  the  San  Francisco  entertainment 
committee,  and  among  the  prominent  visitors  Avere  George 
Tracy,  first  vice-president  of  the  International  Typographical 
Union;  Hugo  Miller,  second  vice-president,  and  C.  N.  Smith. 
Members  of  the  Richmond  City  Council  Avere  also  guests. 

No  one  can  be  more  open  to  impressions  than  those  connected 
with  the  printing  business,  and  the  visit  of  the  delegates  to 
Winehaven  Avill  advertise  throughout  the  Union  the  immense 
importance  to  the  nation  of  California's  great  tAvin  industries — 
grape  groAving  and  Avine  making. 


The  Lachman  &  Jacobi  Company,  on  August  9th,  made  an- 
other big  shipment,  consisting  of  1000  barrels  of  wine,  to  East- 
em  points.  During  the  past  spring  and  summer  this  Avell- 
knoAA'u  firm  has  continued  shipping  California  Avines  eastAvard 
in  great  quantity  and  in  a  manner  Avhich  reflects  credit  upon  its 
vast  cellarage. 


It  is  reported  from  Petaluma  that  Henry  Senger  has  been 
appointed  the  permanent  superintendent  at  the  Lachman  & 
Jacobi  Avinery  to  succeeed  William  Reed,  Avho  recently  resigned 
in  order  to  assume  a  ncAV  position  in  San  Francisco,  Mr.  Dam- 
nor  having  been  acting  in  that  capacity  but  temporarily  since 
I\lr.  Rtied  resigned.  A  local  paper  states  that  "the  new  super- 
intendent has  many  friends  here  who  Avill  congratulate  him  on 
his  splendid  promotion.  He  has  been  one  of  the  department 
heads  of  the  institution  for  many  years  and  for  the  part  thirty 
consecutive  years  has  been  in  the  employ  of  Lachman    &  Jacobi. 


THE  French-American  Wine  Company  has  begun  the  Avork 
of  constructing  a  Avinery  at  Ukiah,  Mendocino  County,  and 
has  aiTanged  Avith  the  railroad  for  a  spur  track  to  facilitate 
transportation  of  grapes  and  Avine.  When  completed  the  plant 
Avill  have  a  capacity  of  three  hundred  tons  of  grapes  per  day, 
and  the  poAver  will  be  furnished  by  individual  motors  of  eight 
horsepoAver  attached  to  the  Avine  press,  seven  horsepower  run- 
ning the  elevators  and  three  horsepoAver  Avorking  the  pumps. 
The  Avinery  will  be  of  corrugated  ii-on,  80x160  feet  in  extent. 
Next  season  the  company  intends  to  build  a  concrete  structure 
for  storing  the  Avine.  The  building  Avill  be  completed  by  Sept(>m- 
ber  1st.  With  the  machinery  and  equipment  for  the  winery  the 
outlay  Avill  reach  |10,000. 


A  Sonoma  County  exchange  informs  us  tliat  it  is  the  general  1 
opinion  of  vineyardists  throughout  that  county  that  the  price 
of  Avine  stock  Avill  range  from  |18  to  |20  per  ton  this  season. 
The  Avine  stock  of  past  seasons  has  all  been  sold,  leaving  the 
cooperage  of  the  Avineries  practically  empty. 


At  Salmon  City,  Idaho,  a  petition  for  another  local  option 
election  has  been  filed,  Avhich  Avill  probably  be  held  in  Novem-  1 
ber.    The  issue  of  prohibition  against  high  license  Avill  again  be 
fought.    About  tAvo  years  ago  Lendii  County  Avent  dry  by  a  ma- 
jority of  65  votes  in  a  total  of  about  1200.

PROGRESS  IS  NOT  DUPLICATION 

Duplication  exists  only  where  things  are 
exactly  alike;  progress  comes  with  improve- 
ment.

In  like  manner  the  automatic  telephone, 
with  its  instantaneous  and  confidential  service, 
does  not  "duplicate"  the  obsolete  manual 
method  of  telephoning,  dependent  upon  the 
whim  of  the  operator  or  switchboard  disturb- 
ances and  countless  other  factors. 
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Temperance  In  California  Wines 


PROFESSOR  BIOLETTI'S  bulletin  on  the  wine  industry  of 
California  is,  on  the  whole,  a  flattering  document.  The 
(listin<;uislied  specialist  is  not  I'iven  to  excess  in  speech,  but  he 
assures  us  that  there  is  probablj^  no  grape-growing  country 
where  the  grapes  are  better  suited  for  making  good  sound  wine, 
and,  further,  that  they  are  seldom  injured  by  diseases  or  incle- 
ment weather. 

But  there  is  a  ^'  in  the  ointment,  or,  rather  in  the  wine  vat. 
It  is  alleged  that  our  great  natural  advantages  are,  to  an  ex- 
tent, counteracted  by  the  backward  method  of  many  of  our  wine 
makers. 

So  long  as  this  is  taken  to  mean  only  that  makers  have  not 
yet  reached  the  perfection  possible  with  their  superior  raw  ma- 
terial, there  is  little  room  to  cavil  at  the  criticism.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  put  forward  as  an  explanation  of  the  fact  that 
our  wine  production,  though  increasing  at  an  enormous  rate,  is 
still  far  short  of  its  possibilities,  the  professor  is  in  error. 

However  backward  our  methods,  the  industry  has  grown 
from  a  production  of  29,101,198  gallons  in  1904  to  45,500,000 
gallons  in  1910.  That  this  creditable  increase  was  not  greater 
is  to  be  explained  by  American  taste  in  the  matter  of  alcoholic 
beverages. 

As  a  nation  our  dalliance  with  the  wine  cup  is  only  meta- 
phorical. We  drink  per  head  19.79  gallons  of  beer,  1.43  of  spirits 
and  only  .05  of  wine.  As  against  these  figures  we  find  France 
drinking  33.9  gallons  of  wine  per  head,  Italy  18.5  and  Portugal 
18.3. 

Or,  to  emphasize  the  disparity,  while  France  protluced  in  1905 
1,710,900,000  gallons  of  wine,  the  total  consumption  of  the 
T'nited  States  was  only  35,059,717  gallons. 


Those  Avho  preach  the  go.spel  of  the  grape  in  California  are 
often  accused  of  mercenary  motives,  yet  there  is  a  wealth  of  un- 
answerable argument  to  show  that  wine  drinking  countries 
are  the  most  sober.  Certainly  it  would  be  better  for  us  as  a 
people  if  we  drink  less  of  the  ardent  spirits,  or  even  less  beer. 

People  who  drink  beer  are  apt  to  think  beer,  and  to  be  more 
gluttonous,  since  to  get  the  re<]uired  stimulus  a  greater  quantity 
has  to  be  cousuhkhI.  Those  who  develoj)  the  spirit  habit  are 
easily  led  to  excess,  since  they  are  apt  to  get  drunk  before  feel- 
ing as  full  as  they  would  like. 

As  the  poet  puts  it — 

Give  me  the  white  or  crimson  wine. 

From  tint  to  tint  my  fancy  turns. 
All  hail  the  grape  juice  drink  divine — 

Beer  bloats  and  whisky  burns. 

Wine  is  the  happy  compromise  between  the  beer  that  bloats 
and  the  whisky  that  burns.  Students  of  the  Bible  know  that 
there  is  not  a  book  in  the  Old  or  New  Testament  but  makes 
references  to  strong  drink,  mostly  to  wine,  and  a  great  many 
of  them  are  favorable.  Fr(mi  Cenesis  we  have:  "And  Noah 
began  to  be  an  husbandman,  and  he  planted  a  vineyard."  In 
Revelations  there  is  the  injunction  to  "hurt  not  the  oil  and  the 
wine." 

While  many  will  hesitate  to  follow  Timothy  to  the  extent  of  no 
longer  drinking  water,  they  yet  realize  the  wisdom  of  his  ad- 
vice that  we  should  take  a  little  wine  for  our  stomach's  sake. 

When  America  heeds  that  command,  at  least  to  the  point  of 
a  preference  for  wine  as  against  spirits  and  beer,  it  will  be 
better  for  Uncle  Sam's  head  next  morning  and  will  incidentally 
benefit  a  California  industry. — San  Francisco  Chronicle  August 
3,  1911.

NOTICE  OF  JUDGMENT  NO.  912,  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT 


MISBRANDIN(i  OP  MARASCHINO  CHERRIES. 

On  or  about  November  9,  1909,  Isaac  Rheinstrom,  Maurice 
G.  Rheinstrom,  Robert  I.  Rheinstrom,  and  Walter  L.  Rodman, 
trading  as  the  I.  Rheinstrom  &  Sons  Co.,  Ludlow,  Ky.,  shipped 
from  the  State  of  Kentucky  into  the  State  of  New  York  a  quan- 
tity of  a  food  product  labeled:  "Imperial  Rrand  Maraschino 
Cherries,  Artificially  colored.  «  •  »  Cherries  in  Maraschi- 
no *  *  *  Serial  No.  3999,  Pure  Food  Guarantee."  Samples 
from  this  shipment  were  procured  and  analyzed  by  the  Bureau 
of  Chemistry,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  and 
the  product  was  found  to  contain  no  mara>schino.  As  the  find- 
ings of  the  analyst  and  report  thereon  indicated  that  the  product 
was  misbranded  within  the  meaning  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
of  June  30,  1906,  the  said  I.  Rheinstrom  &  Sons  Co.  and  the 
party  from  Avhom  the  samples  were  procured  were  afforded 
opportunities  for  hearings.  As  it  appeared  after  hearings  held 
that  the  above  shipment  was  made  in  violation  of  the  act,  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  reported  the  facts  to  the  Attorney- 
General  with  a  statement  of  the  evidence  upon  which  to  base  a 
prosecution. 

On  June  22, 1910,  a  criminal  information  was  filed  in  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Eastern  District  of 
Kentucky  against  the  above-mentioned  copartners,  charging 
the  above  shipment  and  alleging  the  product  so  shipped  to  be 
misbranding  because  it  wa-s  labeled  as  above  set  forth  when  as 
a  matter  of  fact  the  cherries  were  not  maraschino  cherries  nor 
were  they  packed  in  maraschino. 


On  October  18,  1910,  the  defendants  entered  a  plea  of  nolo 
contendere  to  the  above  information,  whereupon  the  court  im- 
posed a  joint  fine  of  |5. 

This  notice  is  given  pursuant  to  section  4  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  of  June  30, 1906.

Charles  A.  Wegener,  secretarj-  of  the  Sanders  Copper  Works, 
enjoyed  a  long  trip  through  the  East  this  summer,  luckily  escap- 
ing the  extremely  hot  weather.  He  took  an  extensive  automobile 
ride  embracing  Ne\v  York,  Boston,  Chicago,  Kansas  City  and 
other  cities  in  the  East  and  Jliddle  W^est.  He  says  that  himself 
and  friends  boosted  for  San  Francisco  and  the  Exposition  as 
they  travelled  around  and  that  the  natives  of  the  parts  visited 
failed  to  understand  the  reason  for  so  much  hilarity.

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The  King  and  Queen  in  Edinburgh  Laying  the 
Foundation  Stone  of  the  Usher  Hall

THE  most  importaiit  civic  function  in  which  their  Majesties 
took  part  during  their  state  visit  to  Edinburgh  was  the 
laying  tliis  afternoon  (19th  iust.)  of  the  Foundation  stone  of  the 
Usher  Hall  by  the  King,  and  of  a  :Memorial  stone  at  the  same 
time  by  the  (iueen.  It  was  the  great  popular  Royal  event  of 
the  week.  It  may  be  recalled  that  so  long  ago  as  1896  Mr. 
Andrew  Usher,  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Andrew  I'sher  &  Co., 
Distillers,  Edinburgh,  handed  over  to  the  City  of  Edinburgh  the 
lunificent  gift  of  £100,000  (one  hundred  thousand  pounds 
jerling)  to  be  spent  in  the  erection  of  a  public  hall  where,  in 
particular,  good  music  at  a  cheap  rate  might  be  heard  by  all 
classes  of  his  fellow  citizens.  Site  difficulties  have  until  now 
prevented  the  carrying  out  of  his  beneficent  purpose  and  Mr. 
Usher  unfortunately  passed  away  before  seeing  any  prospect  of 
its  fulfillment.  It  would  have  been  a  source  of  great  joy  to 
him  liad  he  lived  to  take  part  in  so  illustrious  an  inauguration 


assemblage  which  included  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of 
Wales  and  Princess  Mary,  the  High  Officers  of  State  in  attend- 
ance on  Royalty,  and  quite  a  galaxy  of  the  members  of  the 
peerage  and  County  Families  who  had  come  to  Edinburgh  to 
attend  the  Royal  Court  at  Holyrood.  A  notable  group  present 
were  members  of  the  family  and  relations  of  the  donor  of  the 
Hall.  Accompaniwl  by  a  travelling  escort  of  the  Scots  Greys, 
their  Majesties  drove  from  Holywood  by  Princes  Street  and 
the  Lothian  Road  through  magnificently  decorated  streets  and 
were  accorded  by  hundreds  of  tliousands  of  people  on  the  streets, 
grand  stands,  and  at  windows,  a  thoroughly  Scottish  Avelcome. 
At  the  site  of  the  Hall,  their  Majesties  had  also  a  thrilling  re- 
ception; the  King  and  Queen  were  received  by  Lord  Provost 
Brown  and  Mrs.  Brown;  a  statement  was  made  by  the  Lord 
Provost  concerning  the  munificent  gift  of  Mr.  Usher  to  the  City ; 
the  Minister  of  St.  Giles  offered  prayer,  and  after  the  usual 
builders'  preliminaries,  the  King  in  a  Avorkmanlike  manner  ap- 
plied a  trowel  to  the  mortar,  and  afterwards  tapping  the  stone 
with  a  mallet  said  in  a  clear  voice,  "I  pronounce  this  stone  to

of  his  scheme.  In  open  competition  the  design  of  Stockdale  Har- 
rison &  Sons  &  ThomsiHi,  Leicester,  was  acceptetl  for  a  stately 
liall  to  hold  3,500  people,  and  the  work,  now  that  it  has  received 
so  auspicious  a  blessing,  will,  it  is  expect(-d,  proceed  apace. 
\Vhen  the  King  was  approached  he  at  <mce  graciously  acceded 
to  the  request  that  he  should  lay  the  foundation  stone  of  the 
Usher  Hall  and  it  was  with  the  greatest  pleasure  and  satisfac- 
tion that  the  citizens  heard  that  Her  Majesty  also  desired  to  be 
associated  with  the  work.  Tliere  was  an  extraordinary  demand 
for  tickets  to  see  the  interesting  ceremony.  Stands  to  hold 
3,000  people  were  erected  and  were  crowded  AAith  a  fashionable

be  well  and  truly  laid."  Loud  cheering  followed  this  announce- 
ment. The  Lord  Provost  presented  the  King  with  the  trowel, 
and  the  architect  handed  the  mallet  to  the  Lord  Provost  as  a 
memento  of  the  occasion.  AA'hen  the  (Queen's  turn  came,  Her 
IMajesty  tapped  the  memorial  stone  with  a  mallet  and  she  .said 
"I  lay  this  memorial  stime;"  and  as  a  souvenir  of  the  occasion, 
the  Queen  was  graciously  pleased  to  accept  from  the  Corpora- 
tion a  beautiful  pendant  jewel.  Nothing  could  have  exceeded  the 
genial  grace  of  their  ilajesties  or  the  warmth  and  cordiality  of 
the  reception  which  they  received,  on  tlie  occasion  of  their  taking 
part  in  this  memorable  event  in  the  history  of  the  City.

Made  At  Home

THE  home  industry  idea,  as  it  relates  to  the  wine  industry, 
develops  many  interesting  possibilities  for  good.  Much 
wine  is  made  in  Sacramento  and  much  wine  is  consumed  in  Sac- 
ramento. The  wine  made  here  is  of  excellent  quality,  compares 
favorably  with  wine  made  anywhere,  both  in  quality  and  price, 
yet  it  Is  the  commonest  sight  in  the  world  to  see  some  local  res- 
taurant or  hotel  table  bearing  wine  of  outside  manufacture 
that  neither  excels  the  home  product  in  quality  or  price. 

To  a  certain  extent,  perhaps,  this  condition  is  the  result  of 
thoughtlessness  and  the  efforts  of  the  Home  Products  league, 
recently  directed  toward  correcting  it,  will  no  doubt  have  a 
beneficial  effect  by  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  money  spent 
for  local  made  wines  contributes  to  local  prosperity,  while  that 
money  sent  away  for  foreign  vintages  helps  build  up  some  other 
and  competing  place. 

Just  what  effect  a  consistent  patronage  of  local  wine  makers 
would  have  is  not  susceptible  of  proof  from  a  labor  standpoint. 
Tliere  would  l)e  more  nien  employed  in  the  local  wineries,  not 
very  many,  for  the  process  of  wine  making  is  largely  a  me- 
chanical one,  but  there  would  be  a  few  more  men  employed  and 
every  one  of  these  new  men  would  be  an  additional  step  toward 
the  building  of  a  greater  city.  With  relation  to  the  amount  of 
money  gathered,  however,  the  effect  of  consistent  local  patron- 
age would  inure  in  much  of  benefit. 

THE  BENEFITS. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  any  manufacturing  enterprise  is  but  a 
clearing  house  which  gathers  the  money  of  the  consumer  and 
passes  it  along  until  it  finds  its  way  back  into  the  various  chan- 
nels of  trade  through  the  man  who  earns  his  daily  bread  by  toil. 
And  this  man  is  the  one  who  would  benefit  by  an  increase  in 
the  local  output.  Whatever  his  phase  of  usefulness  and  where- 
ever  he  might  be,  some  part  of  the  increase  in  sales  would  re- 
flect to  his  betterment  and  contribute  to  the  financial  growth 
of  the  state.  And  should  the  output  of  the  local  wineries  be 
increased  the  people  who  Avould  benefit  most  are  those  men  close 
to  Sacramento  who  raise  Avine  grapes  and  the  men  who  find 
employment  in  gathering  the  grape  crop  or  in  taking  care  of 
the  soil.  Close  around  Sacramento  are  immense  areas  that  are 
now  lying  idle  but  which  would  produce  grapes  in  plenty  if 
the  demand  increased.  Other  tracts  of  land,  now  in  process  of 
reclamation  by  different  projects,  will  soon  be  ready  for  occu- 
pation, but  before  these  different  tracts  of  land  can  find  tenants 
some  definite  means  of  making  them  productive  must  be  arrived 
at,  and  there  is  no  better  crop  than  grapes. 

ATTRACT  OUTSIDERS. 

Once  create  a  sufficient  demand  for  wine  grapes  and  the  vi- 
cinity of  Sacramento  would  exercise  an  irresistible  call  to  the 
settler.  He  finds  a  consistent  and  steady  demand  for  the  pro- 
duct of  his  work  and  soil  and  sees  enough  of  profit  in  sight 
to  warrant  him  in  investing  his  money.  And  every  settler  that 
comes  within  the  radius  that  is  tributary  to  Sacramento  in  a 
business  Avay  is  just  one  more  of  the  many  reasons  that  are 
contributing  to  the  present  phenomenal  development  that  has 
started  here.  Every  man  who  takes  an  idle  tract  of  land  and 
starts  it  to  producing  grapes,  at  once  begins  to  levy  a  tribute 
on  far  distant  cities.  The  grapes  he  grows,  crushed  and  fer- 
mented and  made  into  a  marketable  commodity,  go  far  away, 
are  consirned  by  alien  peoples  who  find  their  favorite  vintages 
ux)on  many  a  continental  bill  of  fare  and  find  them  popular. 
The  mriii  AAho  orders  any  one  of  these  different  brands  of  Cali- 
fornia wines  does  not  stop  to  think  of  the  different  elements 


that  go  into  making  up  the  price  he  pays,  but  inexorable  as 
the  law  of  gravitation  there  is  a  certain  definite  amount  of  the 
price  that  goes  directly  to  labor  and  that  helps  support  some 
California  working  man  and  that  helps  him  to  give  custom  to 
some  retail  merchant  who  in  turn  passes  his  money  on  until  it 
spreads  in  ramifications  that  reach  to  almost  every  industry  in 
the  state. 

BUY  HOME  WINES. 

The  opposite  point  of  view,  that  involving  the  use  of  outsidi' 
wine  by  the  people  who  have  their  being  in  the  vicinity  of  Sac- 
ramento is  equally  interesting.  Every  time  a  citizen  of  Sacra-  [ 
mento  buys  some  wine  made  elsewhere  he  is  removing  from 
the  channel  of  trade  a  certain  definite  amount  of  money  that  1 
does  not  come  back.  True  enough,  the  man  who  retails  the  wine 
here  makes  his  profit  and  the  man  who  wholesales  the  wine 
here  makes  his  profit  and  these  profits  stay  here,  but  in  the 
perspective  are  the  grape  grower  and  the  winemaker  who  gets 
the  bulk  of  the  money  arising  from  the  transaction  and  these 
men  Avithdraw  from  Sacramento  a  certain  and  considerable 
amount  of  money  and  apply  it  to  building  up  some  competing 
place. 

True  it  is  that  the  efforts  of  any  single  retailer  amount  to 
little.  The  money  he  sends  aAvay  from  Sacramento  for  outside 
wines  is  infinitesimal  so  far  as  he  is  concerned,  but  the  amount 
of  money  that  all  the  retailers,  be  they  restaurant  men,  hotel 
keepers  or  any  other  business  men  who  serve  as  mediums  of 
passing  the  wine  to  the  consumer,  send  away  is  in  the  aggre- 
gate no  inconsiderable  amount  and  to  an  appreciable  extent 
depletes  the  circulating  medium  which  Sacramento's  business 
men  have  the  right  to  expect  to  draw  on  in  time  of  need.  There 
are  many  different  products  Avhich  can  not  be  produced  com- 
petitively in  California  and  the  necessity  of  sending  California- 
made  money  away  for  them  will  always  exist. 

WINBS  IMPORTED. 

But  with  relation  to  the  wine  industry  this  is  not  true.  Cali- 
fornia wines  are  famous,  yet  other  wines  and  no  better  wines 
are  imported  here  continuallj'.  The  money  for  these  Avines 
is  taken  from  the  Avealth  of  the  state  and  sent  aAvay.  It  helps 
support  the  laborer  and  the  gi'ocer  and  other  tradesmen  in 
some  foreign  place  instead  of  offering  Avages  to  some  Califomian 
Avho  perhaps  needs  Avork.  It  helps  some  other  city  grow  at  the 
same  time  that  it  retards  the  development  of  the  Sacramento 
valley  and  permanently  removes  some  of  the  wealth  produced 
from  the  valley's  fertile  soil. 

And  in  revicAving  the  relation  of  the  Avine  grower  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  valley  there  is  scarcely  a  line  of  channel  of  retail 
trade  that  does  not  suffer.  More  men  employed  around  Sac- 
ramento means  more  customers  for  every  retail  merchant  and 
more  money  for  him  to  work  with  in  the  extension  of  his  ideas. 
More  monej'  in  circulation  has  a  tendenc.y  to  attract  outside  in- 
vestment and  every  man  Avho  comes  to  Sacramento  to  cast  his 
fortunes  here  not  only  adds  personally  to  the  general  advance- 
ment, but  also  brings  a  certain  amount  of  producing  capacity 
to  aid  in  the  general  wealth.  No  Avinery  in  Sacramento  seeks 
patronage  upon  sentimental  grounds.  No  Avinerey  here  exists 
except  upon  a  competitive  basis. 

CREATE  A   DEMAND. 

The  product  that  each  offers  approaches  perfection  after  years 
of  study  and  is  set  forth  upon  merit  alone  to  compete  in  the 
open  channels  of  trade.  But  still  the  maximum  of  deA'elopment 
is  far  from  being  reached.  There  are  thousands  of  acres  today 
unproductive  that  Avould  be  contributing  to  the  state's  increas- 
ing wealth  did  the  demand  exist.  And  in  the  East  there  are 
hundreds  of  men  Avho  look  longingly  toward  California  as  a 
mecca.  Increased  production  of  wines  Avould  bring  these  two 
in  juxtaposition  and  the  result  would  be  more  material  wealth. 
Grape  grOAving  is  profitable.     Contracts  for  grapes  are  made 
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to  run  for  a  definite  term  of  years  and  so  the  element  of  un- 
certainty is  to  a  great  extent  wiped  out,  and  further  still,  some 
of  the  larger  wineries  maintain  experimental  stations,  where 
work  is  constantly  going  on  that  tends  toward  the  development 
of  the  grape  growing  industry.  To  every  man  who  comes  into 
the  region  tributary  to  Sacramento  with  the  idea  of  growing 
grapes  these  experiment  stations  are  free. 

HOW  CITY  IS  HURT, 

Expert  advice  and  assistance  is  his  for  the  mere  asking, 
proven  vines  are  supplied  him  for  the  betterment  of  his  in- 
vestment and  every  advantage  that  long  and  consistent  study 
can  offer  is  supplied.  But  notwithstanding  this  the  tables 
of  local  hotels  and  restaurants  bear  outside  wines  and  so  de- 
plete the  wealth  of  the  valley  instead  of  standing  loyal  to  an 
industry  that  contributes  to  their  prosperity  and  wealth. 

Taking  this  view  of  the  matter  the  attitude  of  the  Home 
Products  League  is  a  sensible  one  and  if  followed  out  will  event- 
ually result  in  much  of  good,  for  the  interest  of  the  people  once 
awakened  will  extend  in  ever  widening  circles  of  usefulness 
and  eventually  build  in  every  line  of  effort  toward  a  greater 
and  wealthier  state.  Thinking  along  home  industry  lines  an  old 
and  trite  saying  can  be  used  to  emphasize  the  effort  of  individual 
effort  along  home  industry  avenues.  Just  as  the  shores  of  the 
sea  are  made  up  of  separate  grains  of  sand  and  just  as  the 
sea  itself  is  made  up  of  drops  of  water  so  the  achieve- 
ment of  success  for  the  home  industry  idea  is  dependent  upon 
tlie  individual  who  is  consistent  in  his  conviction  that  the  way 
to  build  a  great  and  busy  city  is  to  keep  his  money  at  home. — 
p.  F.  Rich,  manager  California  Winery  and  member  Home

Wine  Mash. 
The  production  of  a  ina.sli  fit  for  di.stillation  or  for  tlie  produc- 
tion of  .spirits  or  alcohol  in  any  place  other  than  on  the  prem- 
ises of  a  duly  qualified  distiller  is  in  violation  of  law,  and  per- 
sons guilty  of  same  are  to  be  prosecuted. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  July  11,  1911. 
To  collectors  of  internal  revenue : 

On  the  21st  day  of  November,  1908,  T.  D.  1437  was  issued  from 
this  office  calling  attention  to  the  violation  of  the  internal  reve- 
nue laws,  section  3282,  on  the  part  of  certain  wine  makers,  who 
were  preparing  mashes  fit  for  distillation  or  for  the  production 
of  spirits  or  alcohol  in  places  other  than  on  the  premises  of  a  dis- 
tillery duly  authorizetl  by  law,  and  calling  on  collectors  to  re- 
quire the  discontinuance  of  such  unlawful  practice  in  their  re- 
spective districts,  to  take  effect  January  1,  1909. 

Upon  representations  made  by  interested  parties  claiming  that 
the  ruling  of  the  office  in  T.  D.  1437  was  drastic  and  unauthor- 
ized, on  February  3,  1909,  mimeograph  599  was  issued  suspend- 
ing the  operations  of  said  T.  D.  1437  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
arguments  presented  by  the  persons  affected. 

August  7,  1909,  T.  I).  1528  was  issued,  restoring  and  continu- 
ing the  provisions  of  T.  I).  1437,  to  take  effect  September  1,  1909. 

February  12,  1910,  attention  of  collectors  was  again  called  to 
the  violation  of  law  by  producers  of  pomace  wine,  and  informa- 
tion given  that  any  person  found  making  a  mash  fit  for  distilla- 
tion except  on  the  premises  of  a  duly  authorized  distiller  Avill  be 
proceeded  against  for  violating  section  3282,  Revised  Statutes. 

Reports  continued  to  reach  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue  that  the  rulings  on  the  subject  of  the  unlawful 
preparation  of  the  mash  in  question  were  not  being  heeded  and 
on  July  14,  1910,  it  Avas  found  advisable  to  further  instruct  col- 
lectors on  the  subject,  so  that  the  violations  of  the  law  should  be 
ended  at  once.     (See  T.  D.  1645.) 

In  view  of  the  conditions  herein  stated,  collectors  are  hereby 
directed  upon  receipt  of  this  letter  to  inform  all  persons  in  their 
respective  districts  who  may  be  affected  that  on  and  after  Au- 
gust 1,  1911,  prosecutions  will  be  instituted  against  any  such 
person  found  violating  the  provisions  of  section  3282,  Revised 
Statutes.  Every  collector  should  take  proper  means  for  the  dis- 
covery of  any  such  violation  in  his  district  and  report  the  same 
promptly  to  this  office  and  to  the  United  States  district  attorney.

Rectifiers'  returns. 

Balance  in  process  of  reclamation  July  1,  1911,  not  to  be  taken 

up  in  summary  of  spirits  dumped.

To  cf)IJectors  of  internal  revenue: 

In  making  monthly  returns.  Form  45,  a  diversity  of  practice 
exists  nmong  rectifiers  in  regard  to  the  method  of  treating  the 
balance  of  s])irits  on  hand  in  process  of  rectification  on  July  1, 
which  vl-o  regulations  require  to  be  stated  on  the  July  return. 


Some  rectifiers  add   this   balance  to  the  summary  of  spirit 
dumped  and  carry  it  through  the  year,  while  others  do  not 
it  to  the  summary  which  in  such  cases  represents  the  net  qua 
tity  dumped  since  July  1. 

Commencing  Avith  the  returns,  Form  45,  for  July,  1911,  rec- 
tifiers should  be  instructed  not  in  include  in  the  summaries  the 
balance  on  hand  in  process  of  rectification  on  July  1.  Such  bal- 
ance should,  however,  be  stated  on  the  July  return  as  required 


by  regulations.

Amendment  to  Regulations  No.  28,  relative  to  the  use  of  pipe 
lines  hctir^en  distiller]/  and  winery. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  July  18,  1911. 

To  facilitate  the  gauging  and  transferring  of  grape  brandy 
from  the  brandy  room  of  a  fruit  distillery,  operated  in  connec- 
tion with  a  winery  Avhere  sweet  wines  are  produced  and  fortified, 
under  the  act  of  October  1,  1890,  as  amended,  to  the  fortifying 
room  of  such  a  winery.  Regulations  No.  28,  revised,  beginning 
at  the  bottom  of  page  30  and  continuing  to  the  end  of  Article  15 
on  page  32,  are  hereby  amend(Hl,  as  follows: 

AVhen  bi'andy  for  immediate  use  in  fortifying  Avine  is  removed 
by  pipe  line  from  a  distillery  to  the  Avinery  on  the  same  premises 
but  one  Aveighing  of  the  brandy  Avill  be  requiretl.  The  scales  on 
Avhicli  the  tank  is  placed  may  be  in  either  the  fortifying  room  of 
the  Avinery  or  in  the  brandy  room  of  the  distillery.  If  said  scales 
are  placed  in  the  brandy  room,  the  brandy  must  be  introducwl 
directly  into  the  tank  containing  the  Avine  to  be  fortified,  but 
if  the  Aveighing  is  done  in  the  fortifying  room,  the  brandy  AvilJ 
be  draAvn  directly  into  the  tank  on  the  scale.  In  either  case, 
both  ends  of  the  pipe  Avill  be  fitted  Avith  a  lock  valve,  which  will 
permit  the  floAV  of  brandy  toAvard  the  fortifying  room  only,  an^ 
the  tank  Avill  be  fitted  Avith  a  locked  cover.  The  keys  to  valve* 
and  coA-er  must  be  in  the  possession  of  the  ganger  at  all  times 
when  the  Avinery  is  in  opera-tion.  No  pipe  line  may  be  used  untjl 
it  has  been  inspected  and  approA'ed  by  the  collector.  (T.  D. 
1658.) 

A  cylindrical  metal  or  cement  tank  of  uniform  dimensions, 
to  be  used  as  a  grape-brandy  measuring  tank,  and  of  sufficiept 
capacity  to  fortify  the  tank  of  Avine,  Avill  be  installed  in  the 
brandy  room.  This  measuring  tank  Avill  be  provided  Avith  a. 
cover  Avhich  may  be  closed  and  locked  Avith  a  Government  seal 
lock.  The  pipe  conveying  the  brandy  to  the  brandy  measuring 
tank  should  not  rest  on  the  tank  and  the  outlet  should  be  above 
the  tank,  so  that  Avhen  the  cover  is  closed  and  locked  there 
Avill  be  no  connection  betAveen  the  brandy  storage  tank  and  tl(e 
measuring  tank.  This  measuring  tank  Avill  also  be  provided 
with  a  glass  gauge  permanently  attached  to  the  outside  and  en- 
tering the  top  and  bottom  of  the  tank.  Back  of  this  gauge, 
and  securely  fastened  to  the  side  of  the  tank,  will  be  placed  a 
scale  so  graduated  as  to  sIioav  each  half-gallon  content.  The 
pipe  leading  from  the  measuring  tank  Avill  be  equipped  Avith 
a  check  vahe,  as  described  on  page  30  of  Regulations  28,  re- 
vised, and  Avill  be  provided  Avith  a  "cut-off,"  as  near  the  measur- 
ing tank  as  is  practical,  to  be  locked  Avith  a  .Government  seal 
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lock.  Tliis  pipe  must  discharge  directly  into  the  fortifying 
tank  containing  the  wine  to  be  fortifiwl,  and  situated  witliin 
the  fortifying  room.  The  brandy  may  be  passed  through  the 
pipe  line  by  gravity  or  forced  through  by  mechanical  means 
as  the  distiller  may  desire  or  the  collector  direct. 

After  the  wine  in  the  fortifying  tank  is  tested  and  found  by 
the  ganger  to  be  eligible  for  fortification,  he  will  make  his 
computation  to  ascertain  how  many  proof  gallons  of  brandy 
will  be  required  to  fortify  the  wine  up  to  the  degree  desired  or 
permissible.  He  will  then  carefully  proof  the  brandy  to  be 
used,  and  by  dividing  the  proof  gallons  required  by  the  degree 
of  proof  the  wine  gallons  necessary  Avill  be  determined.  He 
will  then  permit  this  quantity  of  brandy  to  flow  into  the  measur- 
ing tank,  first  securely  locking  the  pipe  leading  to  the  fortify- 
ing tank.  When  the  proper  amount  of  brandy,  as  shown  by  the 
graduated  scale,  has  been  transferred  to  the  measuring  tank 
the  flow  of  brandy  will  be  cut  off.  The  ganger  will  again  care- 
fully proof  the  brandy  now  held  in  the  measuring  tank.  If 
two  gangers  are  on  duty,  one  at  the  wineiy,  and  one  at  the 
distillery,  the  proof  of  the  brandy  should  be  taken  by  each  in 
the  other's  presence  and  both  should  sign  the  report  of  this  in- 
spection and  gauge  on  Form  591^.  After  the  brandy  in  the 
measuring  tank  has  been  proofed  the  cover  of  the  tank  should 
be  closetl  and  locked,  and  the  same  number  of  reports  on  Form 
59Y2  \vill  be  made  as  are  required  for  regular  gauge.  These 
reports  will  be  as  follows:  Colunni  1,  serial  number  of  package; 
column  2,  kind  of  brandy ;  column  3,  depth  of  brandy,  in  incjies 
and  tenths;  column  4,  diameter  of  measuring  tank,  in  inches  and 
tenths;  columns  5  and  G,  no  entry;  column  7,  correction  of  vol- 
ume; column  8,  indication;  column  9,  temperature;  column  10, 
Avine  gallons  withdrawn;  colunni  11,  proof;  column  12,  proof 
gallons;  columns  13,  14,  15  and  10,  no  entry.  No  transfer  of 
grape-brandy  stamps  need  be  issued  for  brandy  removed  by  pipe 
line.  Across  the  form  should  be  written,  "Withdrawn  by  pipe 
line  for  fortifying  wine  at  winery  No.  — ."  ^uch  repoi-ts  should 
be  signed  by  the  ganger,  and  if  two  gaugers  are  present  both 
should  sign  the  same.  The  ganger  at  the  winery  will  attach 
his  copy  of  Form  591/^  to  Form  527,  marked  "To  commissioner 
for  review." 

The  ganger  at  the  winery  will  see  that  the  pipe  line  will  dis- 
charge directly  into  the  tank  of  wine  to  be  fortified  before  the 
valve  permitting  the  flow  to  that  tank  is  opened.  After  all  the 
brandy  in  the  measuring  tank  has  been  withdraw-n,  the  valve  in 
the  pipe  line  Avill  be  locked  and  the  cover  on  the  measuring 
tank  may  be  unlocked.  The  valve  in  this  pipe  will  be  kept 
locked  at  all  times,  except  during  the  transfer  of  brandy,  while 
either  the  winen^  or  distillery  is  in  operation,  or  when  any  wine 
remains  in  the  fortifying  room  or  any  ungauged  brandy  in  the 
distillery.  The  keys  and  locks  during  such  time  will  remain 
in  the  custody  of  the  ganger  at  the  distillery.  When  the  dis- 
tillery is  registered  not  for  use  and  all  of  the  brandy  produced 
has  been  gauged,  the  ganger  performing  the  last  gauge  will 
remove  all  Government  locks  and  other  property  and  return 
them  to  the  collector  or  deputy  collector,  as  required  by  the 
collector  of  his  district,  taking  his  receipt  therefor. 

The  ganger  in  making  his  report  on  Form  275  will  enter  the 
same  information  as  to  brand}'  used  as  is  entered  on  Form  591/^ 
and  write  on  this  part  of  the  report  "Received  by  pipe  line  from 
distillery  No.  — ." 

Collectors  will,  under  no  circumstances,  permit  the  use  of 
a  pipe  line  that  has  not  been  duly  inspected  and  approved  by 
them,  and  will  not  approve  a  pipe  line  that  does  not  safe- 
guard the  interests  of  the  Government ;  and  wine  makers  before 
installing  such  a  pipe  line  must  receive  written  permission  to 
do  so  from  the  collector.  He  must  state  in  his  notice.  Form  605, 
that  he  intends  to  remove  brandy  to  the  winery  by  pipe  line, 
and  that  said  pipe  line  has  been  inspected  and  approved  by  the 


collector.  Bonds  of  wine  makers,  Form  256,  should  be  amended 
by  inserting  immediately  over  the  signature  the  words  "We, 
the  principal  and  sureties  on  this  bond,  agree  that  Form  605, 
printed  on  the  reverse  side  of  this  bond,  shall  be  considered  a 
part  of  this  obligation."  The  usual  statement  relative  to  eras- 
ures, interlineations,  etc.,  should  be  noted  on  his  bond  in  accord- 
ance with  Treasury  Decision  1000. 

Brandy  may  be  removed  by  pipe  line  only  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  an  officer  of  internal  revenue  and  under  the  condi- 
tions set  forth  above.  Only  enough  brandy  should  be  drawn  into 
the  measuring  or  weighing  tank  as  will  suffice  for  one  fortifica- 
tion, and  the  measuring  tank  will  be  completely  emptied  before 
the  cover  is  again  opened. 

It  must  be  understood  that  the  above  concession  is  more  or 
less  experimental  and  in  the  interest  of  economy  to  both  the 
manufacturer  and  the  Government.  If  found  impractical  or 
detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  Government  the  same  may  be 
modified  or  rescinded.  Collectors  and  their  subordinate  officers 
will  use  caution  and  discretion  in  approving  and  operating  pipe 
lines,  and  they  will  see  that  the  regulations  pertaining  thereto 
are  fully  complied  with  and  that  either  the  tank  or  pipe  is  locked 
at  all  times.  Collectors  are  given  discretionary  powers  in  ap- 
proving pipe  lines  or  withdrawing  their  approval  if,  in  their 
opinion,  the  interests  of  the  Government  are  not  properly  safe- 
guarded. In  exercising  this  discretion  they  may  refuse  to  ap- 
prove either  or  both  methods  for  the  withdrawal  of  brandy  by 
pipe  line  when,  in  their  opinion,  the  use  of  either  would  be  preju- 
dicial to  the  Geovernment. 

Tinder  the  existing  regulations  as  above  amended,  wine  makers 
may  remove  brandy  from  their  distilleries  for  fortification  pur- 
poses in  puncheons  of  wood  or  metal  after  careful  weighing  by 
and  authorized  officer  of  internal  revenue,  or  by  either  of  the  two 
methods  above  described  in  the  manner  and  under  the  supervis- 
ion provided.  Subordinate  officers  will  promptly  report  to  their 
superiors  any  irregularity  that  may  come  to  their  attention. 

Regulations  No.  28  are  modified  as  above  indicated  and  so 
much  of  said  regulations  as  are  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
rescinded.

Sulphur,  Wine  and  Long  Life 


C"  DITOR  Chronicle— ^h'-.  I  believe  Dr.  Wiley  is  a  good 
■L-J  chemist,  but  he  is  strong-headed.  About  sulphur,  I  wish  to 
say  that  I  was  born  in  1836.  In  my  younger  days  I  used  to  take 
sulphur  every  month.  I  served  in  the  Army  for  years.  All  my 
schoolmates,  including  General  Boulanger,  are  death  None  to 
my  knowledge,  ever  took  sulphur.  I  have  taken  sulphur  all  my 
life,  a  toaspoonful  every  month,  and  all  those  I  asked  to  do  like- 
wise are  well,  and  myself — strong  as  a  boy  of  40 — as  everybody 
knowing  nie  in  California  could  testify.  I  have  drunk  wine  all 
my  life,  and  I  hope  everybody  desirous  of  good  health  will  treat 
their  bodies  with  wine  and  sulphur.  J.  Ch.  de  St.  Hubert.

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LOS  ANGELES,  September  24. — The  grape-crushing  season 
is  now  on  in  full  blast.  The  season  is  very  late  this  year. 
Outside  of  a  few  favored  districts,  planted  Avith  dry  wine  grapes, 
crushing  did  not  begin  generally  until  the  last  Aveek  of  Septem- 
ber. Down  in  the  Cucamonga  district  the  Italian  Vineyard 
Companj'  has  been  crushing  since  the  first  of  the  month,  but  as 
this  company's  vineyard  is  planted  in  loose  sandy  loam  soil  the 
crop  ripens  considerably  earlier  than  most  of  the  vineyards  in 
Southern  California.  In  the  Cucamonga  district  the  crushing 
began  generally  about  the  10th  of  the  month.  In  Orange  County 
work  began  about  ten  days  later,  Avhile  in  Los  Angeles  County 
the  wineries  generally  did  not  begin  until  September  25th,  al- 
though several  of  the  smaller  wineries  that  make  red  wines 
almost  exclusively,  have  been  operating  for  a  couple  of  weeks. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  there  is  very  little  surplus  stock  in  the 
cellars,  the  larger  operators  having  taken  advantage  of  the 
better  prices  this  summer  to  unload,  rather  to  the  detriment  of 
the  market,  and  charges  of  price-cutting  are  coming  from  every 
quarter,  with  resultant  demoralization  of  the  market. 

The  Internal  Revenue  Department  anticipates  a  somewhat 
larger  amount  of  brandy  output  this  season,  if  the  opening  busi- 
ness during  the  month  of  September  can  be  taken  as  an  indica- 
tion of  the  season's  total.  Considering  that  the  crushing  season 
is  fully  three  weeks  later  this  year  than  usual,  September  will 
make  a  very  respectable  showing  of  brandy  production. 

In  the  foothill  vineyards  of  this  county  the  grapes  have  been 
slow  to  ripen  and  have  not  shown  enough  saccharine  to  justify 
the  sweet  wine  makers  to  start  operations  until  this  week.  The 
Sierra  Madre  'S'intage  Company's  big  plant  is  now  at  work. 
The  West  Glendale  Winery  started  on  the  25th;  McClure,  at 
Burbank,  started  the  week  previous,  and  Giovanni  Gai,  at  Trop- 
ico,  who  makes  more  red  wine  than  sweet,  has  been  under  way 
for  two  weeks.  The  Los  Angeles  local  wineries,  the  Southern 
California  AVine  Company,  the  D.  Bessolo  Winery  and  Distil- 
lery, G.  Demateis  &  Brother,  the  Hermitage  Vineyard,  etc.,  all 
began  operations  the  last  week  of  September  and  receipts  f)f 
grapes  will  be  heavy  for  the  next  few  weeks. 

In  the  Cucamonga  district  of  San  Bernardino  County,  opera- 
tions began  earlier.  At  the  big  plant  of  the  Italian  Vineyard 
Company's  3000-acre  vineyard  everything  is  working  at  high 
pressure.  This  plant  employs  an  army  of  pickers  and  the  grapes 
are  brought  from  the  field  by  a  portable  railroad,  and  the  mod- 
em crushing  machinery  and  immense  storage  capacity  enable 
them  to  handle  the  grapes  as  they  mature.  This  plant  will 
handle  about  30,000  tons  of  grapes  this  season,  as  in  addition 
to  last  season's  acreage  they  will  have  about  GOO  acres  of  new 
vineyard  coming  into  bearing  this  year.  Secretary  Barlotti 
reports  the  grapes  as  being  of  splendid  quality  atid  flavor,  and 
anticipates  a  most  excellent  vintage  this  season.  The  immense 
winery  and  distillery  of  the  Chas.  Stern  &  Sons  Company  is 
also  under  full  swing,  and  both  of  these  concerns  will  be  crush- 
ing well  into  November  to  take  care  of  the  grapes  from  their 
great  vineyards.  The  Mission  Vineyard  Company  began  opera- 
tions on  September  10th,  and  as  it  handles  most  of  the  grapes  of 
that  locality,  outside  of  the  vineyards  of  the  two  big  companies, 
it  will  probably  be  operating  up  to  November  1st. 


At  last  it  has  been  decided  what  constitutes  a  "meal"  that  a 
restaurateur  can  serve,  when  his  patron  wants  something  "wet" 
on  the  side.  The  City  Fathers  have  decidetl  that  a  customer 
must  spend  at  least  15  cents  and  the  meal  must  be  served  on  a 
platter,  with  a  clean  knife  and  fork  also  in  evidence,  and  should 


the  meal  cost  just  15  cents,  the  order  must  consist  of  fresh  bread 
(exit  the  "rubber"  sandwich),  butter,  with  meat,  fish  or  cheese; 
also  that  if  the  customer  states  that  he  is  not  hungry,  but  is 
ordering  the  meal  just  to  secure  the  drink,  or  winks  to  convey 
such  idea,  the  waiter  lays  himself  open  to  prosecution  if  he 
serves  him.  It  sure  behooves  us  to  look  ahead  for  holidays  and 
Sundays,  and  lay  away  our  private  flask  anent  the  dry  days. 


The  liberal  element  of  Pasadena  are  chafing  under  the  rigid 
liquor  laws  of  that  city  and  are  endeavoring  to  secure  a  modi- 
fication of  some  of  its  provisions,  but  with  the  present  adminis- 
tration any  modification  is  doubtful. 


The  saloon  men  of  Bakersfield  have  a  fight  on  their  hands  to 
preserve  their  right  to  existence.  The  local  option  election  will 
be  held  there  during  October  and  the  "drys"  are  doing  their 
utmost  to  scare  up  enough  votes  to  put  the  liquor  men  out  of 
business.  

Liquor  licenses,  or  permits  as  they  are  called  here,  were 
granted  during  the  month  to  the  following  applicants:  M.  A. 
Goodman,  a  wholesale  liquor  license  at  347  South  Main  street; 
a  retail  permit  to  Walter  Zinsser,  2011  East  Seventh  street. 
Restaurant  liquor  permits  were  granted  to  Lem  Gan,  of  the 
Canton  Restaurant,  527  South  Main  street,  and  to  Lene  &  Bode, 
511  West  Seventh  street.  Liquor  permits  were  denied  Van 
Hoose  &  Matthewson  for  restaurant  at  318  West  Second  street, 
and  to  Francis  &  Cappelano  for  restaurant  permit  of  the  No.  2 
class  for  restaurant  at  223  Sunset  boulevard.  Giovannetti  & 
Belli  were  denied  a  liquor  permit  for  a  retail  establishment  at 
Second  and  San  Pedro  streets.  The  Commission  considered 
that  the  applicants  were  to  pay  the  present  proprietor  of  the 
place  considerably  more  than  it  was  worth  and  did  not  want 
to  countenance  the  probable  purchase  of  the  license;  charges 
were  made  against  the  present  proprietor,  R.  R.  Randolph,  that 
the  Maier  Brewing  Company  held  an  interest  in  the  establish- 
ment. An  agent  of  the  brewery  testified  that  the  brewery  for- 
merly owned  the  saloon,  for  which  $9000  had  been  paid.  Ran- 
dolph was  granted  the  license  and  all  the  brewery  got  out  of  the 
place  was  |367  for  the  fixtures. 


The  Davy  Crockett  Saloon,  which  has  been  at  118  South 
Spring  for  several  years,  has  moved  to  140  South  Spring,  which 
has  been  fitted  up  in  a  modern  manner,  to  conform  with  license 
restrictions,  and  presents  an  inviting  appearance. 


Adolph  Becker,  of  the  Waldorf  Cafe  of  San  Francisco  and  of 
the  Waldorf  Cafe  and  also  the  Waldorf  Annex  of  this  city,  has 
been  in  town  for  the  past  two  weeks  looking  over  the  firm's 
interests  here  and  meeting  old  friends.  Frank  Becker  is  still  in 
Alaska.  

Jos.  Melczer  is  expected  back  from  his  long  trip  around  the 
world,  some  time  the  last  of  October. 


Guy  Barham,  the  popular  Custom  House  broker,  returned 
about  the  middle  of  the  month  from  his  auto  tour  of  the  Euro- 
pean continent  in  company  with  W.  R.  Hearst.  Mr.  Barham  had 
a  most  enjoyable  time  and  is  finding  it  hard  to  buckle  down  to 
the  hard  work  that  his  long  absence  from  his  business  has  made 
necessary,  because  of  the  tremendous  increase  in  the  customs 
business  through  the  port  of  San  Pedro  since  Los  Angeles  took 
hold  of  affairs  of  the  Harbor  City,  the  bulk  of  AA'hich  business  is 
taken  care  of  by  Mr.  Barham  for  his  clients.

preparation  in  1913,  will  be  easily  checkmated. 

At  present  the  county  unit  question  has  almost  dropped  out 
of  sight.  The  adoption  of  planks  on  this  subject  by  both  polit- 
ical parties  has  removed  it  as  an  issue,  and  therefore  it  is  within 
the  range  of  possibility  that  public  attention  will  no  longer  be 
focussed  on  it.  The  conduct  of  the  prisons,  improvement  of  the 
educational  system  of  the  State  and  the  development  of  a  proper 
system  of  road-building  are  the  topics  which  now  have  the  center 
of  the  stage,  and  as  these  are  sufficiently  important  to  deserve 
close  study  and  attention,  it  is  probable  that  the  November 
election  will  come  and  go  without  much  more  attention  being 
paid  to  the  county  unit  question. 

A  few  of  the  distilleries  have  been  running  through  the  sum- 
mer, but  these  are  not  numerous,  and  most  of  the  plants  are 
at  present  idle.  Practically  all  of  theni  will  get  a  late  start  this 
year,  it  is  believed,  owing  to  the  price  of  com  being  unusually 
high.  A  difference  of  a  few  cents  a  bushel  cuts  a  considerable 
figure  in  the  size  of  the  crop,  and  with  com  selling  at  current 
quotations  the  chances  are  that  the  distillers  will  hold  off  until 
late  in  the  hope  that  a  decline  will  develop.  In  the  event  that 
high  prices  continue  throughout  the  producing  season,  opera- 
tions will  be  held  down  to  normal  limits,  and  it  is  not  probable 
that  the  figures  made  last  season  will  be  equaled.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  trade  conditions  continue  favorable  and  consumption 
is  maintained  on  a  large  scale,  many  of  the  distillers  doubtless 
will  turn  out  a  big  crop  in  spite  of  the  unduly  high  price  of 
material.

LOUISVILLE,  Ky.,  Sept.  26. — September  is  usually  regarded 
as  the  dividing  line  betAveen  summer  dullness  and  fall  ac- 
tivity. Temperatures  remain  fairly  high  and  vacationists  are 
prone  to  prolong  their  stays  at  seaside  and  mountain  resort; 
but  before  the  September  moon  is  old  business  picks  up,  every- 
body doffs  the  straw  hat,  which  is  emblematic  of  a  surrender  to 
the  weather,  and  gets  busy,  to  all  appearances,  with  rushing 
trade  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  in  prospect. 

That  is  the  way  it  has  happened  in  the  Louisville  wholesale 
market.  Business  lagged  somewhat  during  August,  as  com- 
pared with  the  remainder  of  the  year,  but  this  was  an  entirely 
seasonable  condition.  At  the  beginning  of  this  month  trade  took 
on  a  rosier  hue,  and  at  this  writing  business  is  better  than  nor- 
mal. In  fact,  the  general  expression  is  that  business  is  better 
than  usual  at  this  sea.son,  and  that  the  fall  and  winter  will  con- 
stitute one  of  the  most  satisfactory  seasons  which  have  been 
experienced  in  years. 

The  statement  was  made  above  that  business  lagged  in  Au- 
gust. This  is  with  respect  to  other  months,  and  not  a  compari- 
son with  the  same  month  of  previous  years.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  volume  of  business  done  last  month  was  much  larger 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1910,  many  houses  reporting 
an  increase  as  high  a.s  25  per  cent.  Others  said  that  while  the 
gain  was  not  marked,  it  was  in  evidence,  and  that  whilfe  the 
month  naturally  did  not  produce  as  much  business  as  Septem- 
ber has  been  doing,  it  was  by  no  means  a  sterile  period. 

A  feature  of  the  situation  which  has  been  noted  is  that  the 
demand  from  the  Pacific  Coast  has  not  been  as  good  as  usual. 
No  one  has  offered  a  definite  reason  for  the  falling  off  in  trade, 
and  the  general  opinion  is  that  the  lull  is  only  temporary.  It  is 
expected  that  the  San  Francisco  houses  which  handle  Kentucky 
goods  on  the  Coast  will  begin  developing  trade  in  quondam 
style  in  a  short  time,  and  that  California  will  continue  to  uphold 
its  reputation  as  one  of  the  chief  consuming  sections  for  Ken- 
tucky distilled  whisky. 

Although  the  general  business  outlook  is  not  all  that  could  be 
desired,  and  there  is  a  tendency  to  pessimism  on  the  part  of  the 
financial  and  industrial  leaders  because  of  the  attitude  of  the 
Government  on  the  subject  of  corporations,  as  well  as  owing  to 
the  unrest  produced  by  discussion  of  the  tariff,  reciprocity  and 
other  questions  which  have  naturally  had  an  unsettling  influ- 
ence on  the  general  situation,  those  in  the  local  trade  are  not 
inclinetl  to  view  the  prospect  through  indigo-colored  glasses. 
They  feel  that  with  manufacturing  plants  running  at  a  normal 
rate,  with  crops  more  than  good,  and  with  money  plentiful  and 
cheap,  there  is  no  real  reason  why  business  should  not  be  good. 
At  any  rate,  they  expect  to  continue  to  entertain  General  Pros- 
perity for  some  time  to  come,  and  do  not  intend  to  be  intim- 
idated into  pessimism  by  the  attitude  of  the  big  interests. 

The  political  situation  in  Kentucky  continues  to  attract  a 
good  deal  of  attention,  but  it  may  be  stated  positively  that  there 
is  no  danger  of  anjthing  more  radical  being  accomplished  at  the 
approaching  session  of  the  State  Legislature  than  the  passage 
of  a  countj^  unit  bill  extending  this  principle  to  the  entire  State, 
"in  most  of  which  it  is  already  effective.  While  it  seems  to  be 
tacitly  understood  that  in  1913  those  favoring  prohibition  will 
push  this  question  on  a  State-wide  basis,  it  is  not  likely  that  the 
Legislature  will  discuss  it,  and  therefore  nothing  of  consequence 
can  be  done  for  at  least  two  years.  It  is  believed,  moreover, 
that  public  sentiment  will  not  support  the  efforts  of  the  radicals 
to  handicap  the  leading  business  interest  of  the  State,  and  that 
the  move  of  the  State- widers,  even  if  it  is  developed  after  careful 
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Paul  Jones  &  Co.  have  announced  that  Tillmann  &  Bendel,  of 
San  Francisco,  are  now  their  Coast  distributers.  This  firm  for 
a  time  was  handling  its  trade  in  California  direct,  but  has  de- 
cided to  resume  the  connections  which  it  formerly  had  with 
Tillmann  &  Bendel.    Results  thus  far  have  justified  this  move. 


Wright  &  Taylor  announce  that  George  Campe,  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, is  now  in  charge  of  the  distribution  of  their  goods  on  the 
entire  Pacific  Coast.  F.  F.  MuUer  &  Co.,  the  former  representa- 
tives of  Wright  &  Taylor,  have  left  the  liquor  business,  and  the 
new  connection  followed.  Mr.  Campe,  it  is  stated,  is  keeping 
the  business  of  the  Louisville  house  at  its  usual  high  standard. 


Blakemore  Wheeler,  of  C.  P.  Moorman  &  Co.,  has  returned 
fi'oni  his  vacation  trip.  He  said  that  business  is  fair,  and  that 
his  house  has  no  cause  for  complaint.  Pacific  Coast  business  is 
normal. 


Marion  E.  Taylor,  president  of  Wright  &  Taylor,  is  now  on  a 
trip  around  the  world.  He  is  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Taylor. 
They  sailed  from  San  Francisco  August  22d,  and  are  now  in 
Japan,  a  cablegram  from  Yokohama  recently  announcing  their 
safe  arrival  there.  After  spending  several  months  in  the  land 
of  the  Emperor,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor  will  journey  Avest  by  easy 
stages,  arriving  home  next  June  by  way  of  New  York. 


Two  well-known  distillers  are  reported  to  be  critically  ill. 
M.  P.  Mattingly,  of  Owensboro,  one  of  the  veterans  of  the  trade, 
is  ill  at  his  home,  with  small  chances  for  his  recovery,  while 
Col.  J.  P.  Ripy  is  suffering  from  uraemia  at  a  hospital  in  Lex- 
ington. His  home  is  in  Lawrenceburg,  and  his  Anderson  County 
distillery  is  one  of  the  best  known  in  the  State.  He  is  67  years 
old.

SEATTLE  AND  NORTHWEST  NEWS 
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THAT  portion  of  King  County  outside  of  Seattle  and  the 
other  incorporated  cities  is  involved  in  a  campaign  under 
the  local  option  law  which  stands  to  be  settled  at  an  election 
called  for  Nov.  14th.  The  drys  filed  their  petition  Sept.  9th 
and  it  has  the  prima  facie  appearance  of  containing  the  names 
of  the  required  30  per  cent  of  the  voters.  At  the  last  general 
election  6133  votes  were  cast  in  the  unincorporated  portions  of 
the  county,  requiring  1840  names  to  make  a  petition  effective. 
The  petition  filed  by  the  drys  contained  2285  names.  In  the  two 
recent  recall  campaigns  here,  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
names  on  the  recall  petitions  were  thrown  out  "when  the  petitions 
were  carefully  checked  and  errors  found.  Also  many  names 
were  withdraiRoi.  The  State  law,  however,  denies  both  these 
rights  to  the  liquor  business  in  local  option  elections.  The  with- 
drawing of  names  is  expressly  forbidden,  and  every  name  is 
legally  presumed  to  be  valid  unless  attacked  in  court  by  a  quali- 
fied voter. 

The  immodiate  cause  of  a  campaign  at  this  time  was  a  dispute 
over  the  granting  of  a  license  in  the  unincorporated  town  of 
Duvall.  A  number  of  neighbors  protested  against  the  starting 
of  a  saloon  by  J.  L.  Wallace  and  Louis  Speaker,  but  a  hearing 
was  had  before  the  County  Commissioners,  and  to  Commission- 
ers A.  L.  Rutherford  and  M.  L.  Hamilton  it  seemed  right  that 
the  license  should  be  gi-anted.  This  was  in  the  early  part  of 
June,  and  the  anti-saloon  element  has  been  busy  ever  since  with 
the  result  stated.  Whether  they  will  be  able  to  muster  a  ma- 
jority in  November  is  a  question,  but  representative  liquor  men 
are  not  inclined  to  underestimate  the  opposition,  though  some 
expect  the  dry  movement  to  fail.  The  district  affected  is  va- 
riously estimated  at  5  or  6  per  cent  that  of  the  State. 


Comparatively  few  Avhisky  men  have  visited  the  trade  in  the 
Northwe.st  during  the  current  month,  but  the  coming  of  some  is 
heralded  and  they  are  expected  to  be  more  numerous  as  the 
season  opens. 


W.  W.  Klenert,  of  the  Goldie-Klenert  Company,  predicts  a 
good  season,  saying  trade  is  ah*eady  picking  up  most  encour- 
agingly. 


Word  comes  from  Spokane  that  150  saloons  of  that  city  have 
agree<l  in  raising  the  price  of  beer  25  per  cent.  The  local  pro- 
duct is  now  sold  at  three  bottles  for  50  cents  instead  of  four. 
Eastern  beers  will  sell  at  20  cents  straight.  Seattle,  Olympia 
and  other  Western  Washington  beer  will  be  sold  at  20  cents 
straight.  The  saloon  men  hope  thus  to  keep  the  local  brewers 
behind  them  in  their  rise  of  prices. 


Paul  Ruben,  the  Pacific  Coast  agent  of  Woolner  &  Co.,  the 
well-known  Peoria  distillers,  has  been  visiting  the  Northwestern 
trade,  making  Seattle  his  headquarters.  Mr.  Ruben  reports 
business  good  in  Seattle  and  much  of  the  Northwest,  though  he 
found  times  quiet  at  Spokane.  It  is  his  opinion  that  the  Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition  will  benefit  the  Northwest  as  Avell  as  the 
California  coast.  In  his  travels  he  finds  deep  interest  in  the 
development  of  Washington. 


Those  formerly  in  the  liquor  business  at  Rellingham  are  now 
hopeful  that  the  town  will  soon  go  wet  again — as  soon  as  the 
people  have  a  chance  to  vote  on  the  subject.  There  have  been 
many  failures  in  business  since  the  town  went  closed.  Rightly 
or  wrongly,  most  of  these  failures  are  charged  to  the  narrow 


laws.    Some  of  those  who  were  enthusiastic  for  the  closed  town 
have  announced  themselves  for  the  old  regime. 


The  Brown  &  Powell  Liquor  Company  report  an  unusually 
brisk  trade  in  California  wines,  particularly  in  the  Italian-Swiss 
brands.    Recently  there  have  been  large  sales  of  Riesling. 


Charles  Shaw,  long  with  the  Lotus,  has  joined  the  Olympus 
Cafe  on  First  avenue  and  Yesler  way.  Charley  is  one  of  the 
best  mixologists  in  all  the  Northwest.  His  father  was  a  famous 
bar-keep  of  the  old  type  and  Charley  comes  by  the  art  naturally. 
Like  his  father  before  him,  he  seldom  takes  a  drink  of  anvthing. 


Joe  Barmon,  of  the  Lotus,  is  doing  a  big  business  in  the  whole- 
sale and  retail  departments,  yet  he  is  probably  as  close  to  an 
icicle  as  anybody  in  the  business,  can  get  without  freezing.  It  is 
said  he  has  never  been  known  to  "buy,"  to  thank  anybody  for 
anything,  or  to  appear  to  care  whether  anybody  patronizes  his 
place.  But  if  he  has  a  reticent  air  he  knows  how  to  hire  good 
mixers. 


The  new  Mecca,  on  Union  below  Third  avenue,  is  one  of  the 
neatest  bars  in  the  city  these  days.  The  place  is  going  a  good 
business. 


Joe  Eppinger  has  been  here  three  days  in  the  interests  of  the 
Krug  champagne.  He  got  as  far  north  as  Vancouver,  B.  C,  and 
reports  a  very  good  trade  over  across  the  line. 


Joseph  Goldie,  head  of  the  Goldie-Klenert  Co.,  left  on  the  20th 
inst.  for  New  York,  Chicago  and  other  Eastern  cities.  He  has 
his  wife  and  son  with  him,  and  has  six  weeks  of  travel  ahead 
which  he  will  devote  to  both  business  and  pleasure. 


Albert  Strauss,  of  the  big  Strauss-Pritz  firm  at  Cincinnati, 
spent  a  week  here  on  his  way  back  home  from  California.  Mr.

Later  :=-The  Drys  Get  a  Setback 


Plans  of  the  dry  element  in  the  unincorporated  portion  of 
King  county  have  been  entirely  upset  by  a  decision  from  the 
County  Attorney  holding  that  the  local  option  question  cannot 
be  raised  hereafter  except  at  a  general  election.  Special  local 
option  elections  have  been  held  heretofore,  but  the  attorney 
holds  that  the  law  contemplated  these  only  for  the  first  year  and 
that  hereafter  conditions  shall  not  be  disturbed  by  agitation 
except  at  general  elections. 

The  drys  may  take  the  matter  into  the  courts,  but  the  net 
result  will  probably  be  litigation  and  delays,  and  the  matter 
seems  dead  for  the  present,  at  least.

IF  any  one  interested  in  California's  viticultural  industry 
questions  the  necessity  of  co-operating  with  the  newly  or- 
<;anized  Grape  Growers'  Association  of  California,  he  should 
heed  the  stirring  words  delivered  by  Senator  L.  W.  Juilliard 
at  the  meeting  of  the  grape  growers  and  wine  makers  of  Sonoma 
county,  at  Santa  Rosa,  on  Saturday  morning,  September  18th. 

After  showing  conclusively  that  the  present  Wyllie  Local 
Option  bill  is  a  one-sided  prohibition  measure,  pure  and  sim- 
ple, forcing  the  liquor  interests  to  go  into  politics  to  elect  a 
wet  board,  so  that  a  town  or  district  will  be  permitted  licenses 
if  it  votes  wet,  Mr.  Juilliard  said :  "The  wine  men,  grape 
growers  and  dealei-s  must  get  together  and  fight  for  their  rights. 
There  are  questions  coming  up  constantly  that  need  united 
action  and  there  must  naturally  be  somebody  to  represent  our 
interests.    Everybody's  business  is  usually  nobody's  business. 

"At  the  last  legislature  I  had  to  work  practically  alone  and 
as  I  was  busy  with  many  otlier  important  measures  which 
iiewled  my  time,  I  was  Itadly  handicapped.  There  were  all  kinds 
of  facts,  petitions,  and  information  I  needed  and  an  active  vit- 
icultural oi'ganization  could  have  savwl  me  much  time  and 
worry  if  it  liad  been  at  my  back  ready  to  relieve  me  of  this 
necessary  work. 

"On  the  other  hand,  consider  the  pressure  that  Avas  exertetl 
by  the  Anti-Saloon  leadei-s  and  their  followers.  They  left  no 
stcme  unturned  to  win  their  fight  and  you  can  rest  assured  they 
will  be  on  the  job  again  two  years  from  now. 

"Therefore,  it  behooves  every  Axinemaker  and  grapegrower 
to  lend  his  support  to  this  new  organization.  I  favor  and  re- 
commend its  objects.  I  think  it  is  high  time  we  were  getting 
together  and  actively  defending  and  protecting  our  property 
and  interests."

Germany's  Wine  Crop  Prospects 


A  HAMBURG  letter  under  date  of  August  10th  says  that 
■*»•  after  several  years  of  very  poor  Avine  production  German 
vintners  are  noAv  rejoicing  in  the  prospect  of  an  unusually  good 
yield  from  their  vineyards.  According  to  present  prospects 
there  Avill  not  only  be  a  big  increase  in  the  wine  produced,  but 
it  Avill  be  of  an  unusually  excellent  quality,  though  the  latter 
Avill  depend  upon  the  amount  of  sunshine  during  the  next  six 
Aveeks.  The  bright  outlook  is  due  to  the  fact  that  July  AA-as  an 
unusually  warm  month,  Avith  no  really  Avet  Aveather.  Under 
these  favorable  conditions  the  vines  fruited  early  and  the  young 
grapes  made  such  rapid  progress  that  they  could  no  longer  be 
seriously  damaged  by  the  so-called  "sour  AAorm"  Avhen  it  ap- 
peared in  the  vineyards.  This  has  been  one  of  the  most  de- 
structive pests  for  some  years  and  it  caused  the  loss  of  milliouft 
by  its  ravages  in  the  vineyards  so  that  for  tAVO  or  three  years 
the  Avine  yield  Avas  much  reduced,  and  the  1910  crop  A\-as  so  bad 
that  the  Avine  groAA-ers  have  in  part  been  appealing  for  and 
receiving  public  aid.  Other  enemies  of  the  vine  have  also  been 
rendered  comparatively  harmless  this  summer  by  the  excessive 
heat  and  unusually  light  rainfall.  ITnder  these  circumstances 
optimistic  reports  are  noAV  coming  in  from  nearly  all  the  Avine 
growing  districts.  From  the  famous  Rheingau,  AA^here  most  of 
the  well-knoAvn  brands  of  Rhine  Avine  are  made,  excellent  pros- 
pects are  reported;  and  the  same  thing  is  true  of  the  Moselle 
region.  From  the  Palatinate  similar  conditions  are  reported, 
and  it  is  added  that  a  fall  in  AA'ine  prices  at  an  early  day  is 
looked  for,  especially  as  to  the  cheaper  qualities  since  the  vint- 
ners will  have  to  make  room  in  their  cellars  for  the  large  vint- 
age of  the  coming  autumn.  In  view  of  the  abundant  sunshine 
vintners  believe  that  the  quality  of  this  year's  wine  Avill  be  so 
good  that  it  Avill  long  be  remembered  in  the  markets  as  having 
furnished  an  exceptionally  fine  product.

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Grants  Pass  Experience 


IT  doesn't  make  any  difference  whether  you  are  in  favor  of 
saloons  or  not.  Here  are  some  FACTS  that  yon,  as  a  citizen 
having  the  welfare  of  your  community  at  heart,  should  know. 

After  Josephine  County,  Oregon,  had  tried  prohibition  the 
Grants  Pass  Observer  published  the  following  resume  of  the 
county's  experience: 

"It  is  a  little  over  a  year  since  Josephine  became  'dry'  and 
in  that  time  there  has  been  more  whisky  drinking  in  the  county 
than  ever  before.  The  Prohibition  leaders  here  know  that  be- 
cause they  obtained  a  list  of  all  shipments  from  the  station 
agent  who  was  afterwards  brought  to  task  by  his  superior  of- 
ficers for  giving  information.  Anybody,  man  or  boy,  can  send 
f3  to  Portland  and  receive  by  express  prepaid,  four  quarts  of 
whisky.  This  is  very  much  cheaper  than  Avhisky  could  be  bought 
in  Grants  Pass  when  the  saloons  were  in  operation,  and  it  is 
probably  safe  to  say  that  thousands  of  packages  of  intoxicants 
have  been  shipped  to  this  city  from  other  counties  and  states. 
That  is  not  Prohibition.  Apart  fi-om  the  obtaining  of  liquors 
lawfully,  there  has  never  been  a  time  during  the  'dry'  period 
when  intoxicants  could  not  be  bought  in  Grants  Pass  by  those 
who  knew  the  ropes.  New  'blind  pigs'  were  opened  to  share  in 
the  traffic,  and  for  a  time  liquor  was  sold  practically  openly. 
The  large  profits  induced  the  risk.  The  seller  has  no  license  to 
pay  of  consequence,  and  he  gets  double  the  price  for  drinks. 
Beer  at  ten  cents  for  a  reduced  glass  pans  out  money  quickly 
when  trade  is  good  and  it  pretty  regularly  is  good  in  Grants 
Pass.  There  are  also  'blind  pigs'  doing  a  good  business  in  the 
country  districts,  with  no  license  to  pay. 

"Prohibition  in  Josephine  County  has  failed  dismally.  The 
sum  of  it  is  that  drinking  goes  on  Just  the  same  and  the  city  loses 
$6000  license  fees  and  the  county  $3000.  In  the  saloon  days 
minors  had  difficulty  in  getting  liquor,  and  few  succeeded. 
Under  Prohibition  many  minors  obtain  intoxicants  without  any 
difficulty.  Half  the  people  in  the  county  hold  the  Prohibition 
law  in  contempt,  and  it  tends  to  breed  contempt  for  all  law. 
Men  of  average  good  character  have  engaged  in  the  illegal  traffic 
and  criminalized  themselves.  A  few  have  been  punished,  but 
the  sale  of  liquor  goes  on  and  cannot  be  stopped.  Prohibition 
makes  criminals  and  does  no  good,  for  those  who  want  stimu- 
lants can  easily  get  them  and  those  who  do  not  want  stimulants 
have  no  need  of  Prohibition.  Many  people  voted  last  year  to  bar 
other  people  from  drinking  while  they  fully  intended  to  keep 
supplies  for  themselves.  That  is  contemptible  and  hypocritical. 
There  is  nothing  good  in  Prohibition,  and  very  many  people  who 
favored  it  last  year  do  not  favor  it  now. 

"The  road  from  here  to  Woodville,  in  Jackson  County,  is 
hedged  with  empty  bottles.  Thousands  of  dollars  go  to  Medford 
for  liquors.  Gold  Hill  gets  a  share.  People  in  the  southern  part 
of  Josephine  County  now  trade  in  Medford  who  never  traded 
there  before.  The  sawmills  are  closing  down  and  the  workmen 
scattering  with  full  purses.  Many  of  them  Avill  go  to  Medford. 
Grants  Pass  loses  revenue,  loses  trade,  and  gains  nothing  but 
new  evils.  The  Observer's  forecast  has  been  abundantly  veri. 
fied.  Prohibition  could  not  be  enforced  in  Canada  where  laws 
are  strict,  and  it  cannot  be  enforced  in  this  country  where  laws 
are  loose." 

Here  you  are  again !  Vote  the  saloons  out,  confiscate  prop- 
erty built  up  under  the  sanction  of  law — and  what  do  you  get? 
Law-breakers,  blind  pigs,  and  an  increase  in  drinking.  VOTE 
AGAINST  PROHIBITION  AND  KEEP  OUT  THE  PROHI-

Demand  for  Restoration  of  the  Army  Canteen  Growing 

Stronger.  ^ 


\X/  ^"^^  *^^  compilation  of  a  mass  of  military  and  medical 
W  testimony.  Dr.  Louis  L.  Seaman,  in  the  current  Editorial 
Review,  energetically  supports  his  argument  for  the  restoration 
of  the  army  canteen.  This  evidence  is  uniform  in  setting  forth 
that  the  substitution  of  the  vicious  resorts  outside  military  posts 
for  the  well-regulated  army  club  of  the  enlisted  men,  has  lowered 
the  discipline  and  health  of  the  service  to  a  deplorable  extent 
Dr.  Seaman  quotes  a  New  York  Supreme  Court  justice  as  say- 
ing that  the  error  committed  in  the  abolition  of  the  canteen  has 
encouraged  excess,  deceit  and  dishonor,  while  the  usual  rule 
that  secret  vice  "is  more  degenerating  than  the  most  flagrant 
open  exhibition"  has  been  found  to  be  true  in  the  lamentable 
experience  of  the  army  since  total  abstinence  within  military 
reservations  was  enforced.    Dr.  Seaman  declares: 

"In  the  army  the  canteen  led  the  hard  drinker  to  less  in 
dulgence  and  removed  the  temptation  which  always  clings  to 
forbidden  fruit.  It  fostered  moderation,  and  its  abolition 
angered  the  men.  They  felt  it  as  an  insult  to  their  manhood 
and  a  deprivation  of  their  natural  rights.  They  will  drink  if 
they  wish,  and  they  resent  the  attempt  to  prevent  them.  A  glass 
or  two  of  beer  is  not  injurious  and  they  know  it,  and  they  sneer- 
ingly  criticise  Congressmen,  the  paid  servants  of  the  govern- 
ment, who  retain  their  Avell-patronized  cloak  room  with  its  pri- 
vate stock  of  good  whisky,  but  who  rob  the  soldiers — other  paid 
servants  of  the  same  government — of  their  right  to  take  a  glass 
of  beer  on  their  camp  grounds  in  their  well-disciplined  and  or- 
derly canteen.  And  who  will  gainsay  the  justice  of  this  con- 
clusion ?" 

It  seems  a  shame  that  when  the  proof  of  the  error  of  the 
government's  policy  in  this  matter  is  so  conclusive,  and  the 
consequences  so  grave,  that  Congress  does  not  repeal  the  fatal 
rule.  The  opposition  to  the  canteen,  though  it  was  very  active 
in  bringing  about  the  conditions  which  army  officers  and  sur- 
geons paint  in  such  dark  colors,  now  appears  to  be  without 
defense  from  any  one  except  interested  proprietors  of  blind  pigs. 
Congress  has  many  practical  reasons  for  restoring  the  canteen 
and  that  it  ought  to  do  so  has  been  fully  demonstrated  by  Dr. 
Seaman. — Midns. 


Drinking 


GREAT  BRITAIN,  which  leads  the  way  in  some  things,  is 
easily  first  in  the  Empire  as  a  consumer  of  alcoholic  drinks 
(says  the  London  Evening  Standard).  A  speaker  at  the  Im- 
perial Temperance  Congress  quoted  figures  which  show  that  an 
Englishman  drinks  more  than  twice  as  much  beer  as  any  colo- 
nial. In  the  consumption  of  spirits  the  Englishman  is  slightly 
behind  the  Australian  and  Canadian,  but  some  way  in  advance 
of  other  colonials.  He  does  not,  on  the  whole,  drink  more  wine 
than  other  people.  It  is  well  known  that  Englishmen  are  far 
more  sober  than  they  were,  and,  save  for  their  fondness  for  beer, 
they  do  not  come  badly  out  of  the  comparison.  Probably  the 
Australian  harms  his  constitution  by  imbibing  very  strong  tea 
quite  as  much  as  the  Englishman  whose  habitual  beverage  is 
beer.

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Drinking  Not  Compulsory 


A  Marvelous  Consumption  Cure 


■"piIE  great  world  movement  to  check  the  use  of  alcoholic  bev- 
•*■  erages  gaining  impetus  in  the  new  world,  is  now  spreading 
through  Europe,  says  Current  Literatnre.  Even  in  Germany, 
the  classic  land  of  drinking,  where  Martin  Luther  proclaimed 
the  wisdom  of  wine,  the  standard  of  total  abstinence  is  raised. 
William  II,  unerring  in  his  recognition  of  the  trend  of  things, 
seems  to  have  placed  himself  at  the  head  of  the  German  tem- 
perance movement. 

"Drinking  Not  Compulsory."  This  inscription  at  the  en- 
trance to  German  branches  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation illustrates  the  German  attitude  of  "moral  suasion,"  as 
opposed  to  prohibition,  in  dealing  with  the  drink  problem. 

While  America  attempts  to  restrain  by  law,  Germany  prefers 
to  exercise  moral  suasion.  The  matter  is  put  to  the  individual 
conscience.  Instead  of  a  legal  and  political,  we  have  a  hygienic 
and  ethical  question  solely.  The  German  advocate  of  temper- 
ance distinctly  discountenances  the  idea  of  compulsion.  "Every- 
where," we  read  in  the  pamphlet  of  the  Imperial  Statistical 
Bureau,  "experience  has  sho^^^l  that  the  abuse  of  alcohol  can  be 
most  effectively  combated  not  by  coercive  measures,  but  by  those 
educational  means  which  act  as  preventives."  There  is  a  clear 
distinction  drawn  between  temperance  and  legal  restriction. 
When  the  Kaiser  recently  addressed  the  German  students,  a 
class  given  notoriously  to  alcoholic  excesses,  he  did  not  urge 
them  to  become  total  abstainers,  but  appealed  to  their  sense  of 
moral  responsibility  to  exercise  moderation. 

How  great  the  monarch's  interest  in  this  question  is  may  be 
gathered  from  the  fact  that  he  reiterates  the  gospel  of  modera- 
tion on  every  possible  occasion.  Thus  he  charged  the  president 
of  the  University  of  Konigsberg,  according  to  the  Massigkeits- 
hJatter,  the  German  temperance  organ,  with  the  special  message 
to  students  that  "they  should  enjoy  life  in  full  draughts,  but 
should  not  seek  gaiety  and  the  joys  of  youth  exclusively  in  the 
alehouse;  they  should  not  become  drj'  pedants  and  .scorners  of 
the  good  things  of  life;  neither  should  they  become  slaves  of 
alcohol." 

The  attitude  of  the  Emperor  receives  the  endorsement  of  the 
intelligent  classes.  Even  in  academic  circles,  to  judge  from  a 
recent  article  in  the  Akademische  Monatshefte,  by  Louis  Vie- 
reck,  there  is  a  strong  reaction  against  the  drinking  habits  pre- 
vailing among  university  students. 

Even  the  total  abstainers  in  Germany  are  not  advocates  of 
prohibition.  They  aim  chiefly  to  enlighten  the  public,  particu- 
larly the  young.  They  advocate  temperance  instruction  in  the 
schools,  the  exclusion  of  children  from  the  use  of  alcohol,  ab- 
stention from  the  use  of  intoxicants  at  business  meetings,  the 
substitution  of  money  for  drinks  where  trade  customs  require 
the  latter  (as  in  breweries),  the  abolition  of  "compulsory" 
drinking  customs,  and  the  abolition  of  "treating." 

The  positive  demand  of  the  German  abstainers  is  not  that 
drinking  shall  be  forbidden  by  law,  but  that  "compulsory" 
drinking,  the  so-called  "Trinkzwang,"  shall  be  done  away  with 
by  common  consent.  The  cry  is :  "You  shall  not  be  compelled 
to  drink  by  social  custom,  and  we  appeal  to  your  reason  to 
become  a  total  abstainer."  The  social  compulsion  to  drink, 
which  exists  in  this  country  in  a  mild  form  only,  holds  tyran- 
nical sway  in  Germany.  Festive  occasions  without  libations 
are  unthinkable  to  the  German  mind.  There  also  exists  the 
conventional  obligation  to  order  alcoholic  beverages  with  one's 
meals.  In  fact,  most  restaurants  exact  a  cash  penalty  from 
teetotalers  with  each  meal.

XT  OW  and  then  the  newspapers  get  scorched  for  printing 
■'■  ^  liquor  advertisements.  The  liquor  business  is  a  lawful 
business,  and,  being  such,  those  engaged  in  it  have  a  right  to 
advertise.  They  are  selling  an  article  which  a  great  many  peo- 
ple want — even  a  great  many  prohibitionists — and  they  have  a 
right  to  let  the  public  knoAV  what  tliey  have  to  sell.  The  news- 
paper has  advertising  space  to  sell  to  people  engaged  in  lawful 
business  at  regular  rates,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  the  publislior 
to  decide  whether  he  take  or  decline  liciuor  advertisements. 

But  what  about  those  holier-than-thou  sheets  which  scorn 
liquor  advertisements,  as  an  additional  appeal  for  the  patronasp 
of  prohibitionists?  We  have  our  attention  called  to  an  adver- 
tisement appearing  in  the  Home  and  State,  the  Auti-Salnon 
League  organ,  date  of  May  20th. 

This  advertisement  tells  of  a  remarkable  consumption  euro. 
It  contains  the  testimonial  of  a  Kansas  citizen  wha  was  relieved 
and  who  testifies  that  he  has  seen  many  empty  consumption  cure 
bottles  in  his  neighbors'  yards,  so  popular  is  that  remedy  iu 
Kansas. 

Reading  further,  we  find  that  this  remedy  contains  23  per  cent 
alcohol — about  twice  the  strength  of  an  average  highball  and 
many  times  stronger  than  beer.  The  alcohol,  the  advertisement 
states,  not  only  dilutes  the  herbs,  "but  also  builds  up  the  worn- 
out  tissues  and  strengthens  the  entire  nervous  system."  And 
the  manufacturers  declare  they  have  testimonials  of  thousands 
of  remarkable  cures  made  by  this  remedy  in  "Georgia,  Alabama, 
Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  Oklahoma  and  Kansas" — a  group 
of  States,  strange  to  say,  which  are  all  under  the  aegis  of  State- 
wide prohibition. 

We  do  not  doubt  that  this  consumption  cure  is  popular  in 
prohibition  localities,  and  no  wonder  it  wanted  to  use  the  col- 
umns of  a  newspaper  that  is  supposed  to  have  a  prohibition 
clientele.  A  remedy  with  23  per  cent  alcohol — the  whisky  of 
commerce  has  50 — ought  to  be  popular  in  such  localities.  We 
all  remember  how  stomach  bitters  and  forty  other  "cures"  used 
to  make  happy  the  prohibition  brethren  in  dry  territory,  and  no 
doubt  a  consumption  cure  with  a  bit  of  herbs  and  plenty  of  rock- 
and-rye  is  quite  as  efficacious  as  those  older  preparations  and 
quite  as  good  a  substitute  for  the  real  stuff. 

As  Home  and  State  is  so  particular  about  its  advertising,  we 
suppose  it  gave  due  Aveight  to  the  claim  of  its  advertiser  that 
alcohol  not  only  dilutes  herbs,  "but  builds  up  womout  tissues 
and  strengthens  the  entire  nervous  system."  Such  an  assurance 
is  calculated  to  give  some  of  the  brethren  a  cough  in  a  minute, 
for  womout  ti.ssues  and  Aveak  nervous  system  appear  to  be  prev- 
alent afflictions  in  dry  territory.  The  advertisement  says  tliat 
thousands  of  cures  have  been  made  in  the  States  of  "Georgia, 
Alabama,  ]\Iississippi,  North  Carolina,  Oklahoma  and  Kansas" 
— States  Avhich  have  had  State-Avide  prohibition  and  whose  peo- 
ple must  depend  largely  upon  alcoholic  drugs  for  such  bibulous 
delight  as  they  hanker  for. 

We  take  it  that  Avhereas  the  Home  and  State  regards  it  atro- 
cious for  newspapers  to  accept  liquor  advertisements,  it  sees  no 
harm  in  either  the  adA^ertising  or  the  liquor,  provided,  of  course, 
that  to  the  23  per  cent  alcohol  is  added  a  little  dope  to  give  it  a 
medical  appearance,  but  there  is  scarcely  any  doubt  that  the, 
consumption  cure  for  which  the  Home  and  State  vouches  is  able] 
to  produce  the  results. — Houston  (Texas)  Post.

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Sweet  Wine  Controversy     ( 
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DURING  the  past  two  Avoeks  the  newspapers  throughout  the 
State  liave  been  filled  with  sensational  articles  predictinf; 
a  new  "Avine  Avar,"  and  charging  both  the  California  Wine  Asso- 
ciation and  its  allies,  and  the  so-called  "independents"  Avith 
starting  a  clash  in  prices. 

On  September  5th,  Leo.  A.  LaRocque,  manager  of  the  Chicago 
branch  of  the  Italian-SAA'iss  Colony,  sent  out  a  circular  letter  to 
the  trade,  in  AAiiich  he  said : 

"For  an  indefinite  period,  aac  are  putting  on  the  market  a 
port  AA'ine,  under  the  name  of  'Star  Brand,'  AAhich  A\e  beg  to 
quote  at  20  cents  per  gallon,  nakwl,  f.  o.  b.  California.  Terms, 
net  cash,  deliA'ery  to  be  made  Avithin  sixty  days  from  date  of 
order. 

"We  are  prompted  to  take  this  step  to  protect  our  patrons 
and  ourselves  from  competitors  Avho  are  offering,  at  any  old 
prices,  wines  Avhich  are  in  most  cases  of  an  inferior  (luality,  and 
detrimental  to  the  reputation  of  California  AA'ines  as  Avell  as  an 
injustice  to  those  aa'Iio  are  marketing  them  in  a  legitimate  way." 

This  represents  the  contention  of  the  California  Wine  Asso- 
ciation, Lachman  &  Jacobi  and  C.  Schilling  &  Co. — that  they 
haA'e  merely  met  the  prices  made  by  certain  independent  Cali- 
fornia wine  makers  Avho  AA^ere  securing  orders  from  certain  East- 
ern firms  by  selling  beloAA'  the  schedule  prices  agreed  upon  by 
all  the  representative  Avine  men  in  the  State. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Sacramento  Bee,  Mr.  E.  M.  Sheehan, 
president  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  Winery,  and  chairman  of 
the  neAvly  organized  Gi'ape  Growers'  Association  of  California, 
gives  the  following  logical  explanation  of  the  present  contro- 
versy : 

"The  assertion  that  the  independent  element  of  the  Avine  in- 
dustry will  go  to  ruin  unless  conditions  are  changed,  is  abso- 
lutely incorrect.  By  way  of  explanation  it  may  be  stated  that 
one  of  the  contending  elements  in  the  wine  industry  in  Cali- 
fornia is  the  California  Wine  Association  Avith  the  Avineries 
it  owns  throughout  the  State  and  the  alliances  it  has  with  the 
Italian-Swiss  Colony,  Lachman  &  Jacobi  and  C.  Schilling  & 
Co.  The  other  element  consists  of  the  independent  Avineries 
of  the  State  such  as  the  Las  Plumas  Winery  and  Vineyard 
of  Fresno,  the  big  winery  of  M.  F.  Tarpey  and  Arthur  Tarpey 
of  Fresno,  the  great  plants  of  A.  Mattel  and  the  Barton  Vine- 
yard Company  of  Fresno  county,  the  Italian  Vineyard  Com- 
pany of  Lt)S  Angeles  Avith  its  5000  acres  of  grapes,  the  Cuca- 
monga  Winery,  the  big  plants  of  Lucas,  Blatz,  Olsen,  Anderson, 
the  Veith  Co.  and  the  Vache  Co.  of  the  southern  part  of  the 
State,  the  Lodi  Co-operative  Winery  of  Lodi,  Avith  its  annual 
crush  of  10,000  tons;  the  Elk  Grove  GroAvers'  Association  Win- 
ery of  Elk  Grove,  the  Da  Roza  Winery,  Elk  Grove,  The  Placer 
County  Winery,  of  Roseville,  the  Bradford  Winery  of  Bruce- 
ville  and  the  Sacramento  Valley  Winery  of  Sacramento. 

TO  UEHABILITATE  INDUSTRY. 

"About  a  year  ago  Avhen  the  market  price  of  minimum  or 
cheap  SAAcet  Avines  to  the  jobber  Avas  a  ruinous  figure  to  the  Avine- 
maker,  a  large  number  of  the  independent  Avinemakers  of  the 
State  got  together  in  an  endeavor  to  rehabilitate  the  Avine- 
making  industry.  There  had  been  a  cutting  and  slashing  of 
prices  of  sweet  wines  in  every  direction  and  Avith  no  limit.  The 
groAA-er  of  grapes  Avas  forced  to  take  Avhatever  he  could  get  for 
his  raAV  material,  and  naturally  he  became  very  much  dissatis- 
fied, believing  that  the  Avinemakers  Avere  forcing  him  to  the 
wall. 


"The  SAveet  Avinemakers  themselves  Avere  fighting  for  their 
very  existence,  and  there  Avas  a  very  general  depression  in 
every  quarter.  Public  confidence  in  the  industry  had  been 
almost  destroyed  and  the  stock  of  the  California  Wine  Asso- 
ciation, with  a  par  value  of  |100  per  share,  and  a  book  value 
lated  as  considerably  higher  than  that  figure,  dropped  in  the 
market  to  the  ridiculous  figure  of  |10  per  share.  Thousands 
of  shares  of  this  stock  Avere  dumped  on  the  market  in  the  midst 
of  an  assessment  and  the  credit  of  every  Avinemaker  in  the 
business  Avas  very  much  strained. 

GETTING    OUT   OF   RUT. 

"Shortly  afterAvard  an  effort  Avas  made  by  prominent  inde- 
pendent Avinemakers  and  the  management  of  the  California 
Wine  Association  to  lift  the  business  out  of  the  rut  and  on  to 
a  paying  basis.  It  Avas  realized  by  both  contending  factions  of 
the  Avine  industry  that  something  had  to  be  done,  and  there 
was  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  both  sides  to  do  something 
that  Avould  not  alone  bring  some  margin  of  profit  to  the  estab- 
lishments, but  also  help  the  grape  groAver  and  enable  him  to 
find  a  more  lucrative  market  for  his  Avine  grapes. 

"There  was  no  agreement  of  any  nature  other  than  the  Avord 
of  honor  betAveen  men  and  in  due  time  the  principal  marketers 
of  California  Avines  announced  ncAV  prices  for  minimum  SAveet 
Avines.  These  prices  Avent  into  effect  and  Avere  lived  up  to, 
generally  speaking,  by  both  the  California  Wine  Association  and 
its  allied  houses,  and  the  greater  number  of  independent  Avine- 
makers in  California. 

SOME  INDEPENDENTS  STAYED  OUT. 

"Right  here  let  me  state  that  not  all  of  the  independent  Avine- 
makers could  be  influenced  at  that  time  to  affiliate  Avith  the 
movement  to  resurrect  the  industry.  There  AA^ere  selfish  people 
making  Avine  in  California  Avho  belicA'cd  that  the  balance  of  the 
industry  Avould  help  them  if  they  did  not  take  part  in  the 
uplifting  movement. 

"A  fcAV  of  them  had  personal  reasons  and  personal  grudges 
from  past  experiences.  Others  had  no  particular  reasons  ex- 
cepting the  selfish  motive  of  alloAving  the  broad  element  to 
hold  the  umbrella  over  them  and  thus  permit  them  to  go 
into  the  market  and  cut  prices  just  enough  to  get  the  business. 
This  thing  has  been  going  on  for  nearly  a  year,  and  it  has 
been  knoAvn  to  both  the  California  Wine  Association  Avith  its 
allied  houses,  and  the  independent  wineries  who  Avere  anxious 
to  uphold  prices. 

"On  a  number  of  occasions  'bitter  pills'  have  had  to  be  swal- 
loAved  while  the  practice  of  a  few  'Avild-catters'  continued,  and 
my  personal  opinion  formed  from  an  insight  into  recent  hap- 
penings is  that  the  dissolution  and  the  price  cutting  Avhich  has 
just  taken  place,  was  caused  chiefly  by  one  transaction  that 
occurred  a  very  short  time  ago. 

HOW  THE  MARKET  WAS  BROKEN. 

"A  representative  of  one  of  the  largest  eastern  purchasing 
houses  and  dealers  in  California  Avines,  came  to  the  Coast  for 
the  express  purpose  of  buying  nearly  a  million  gallons  of  Avine. 
He  intervicAved  the  management  of  the  California  Wine  Asso- 
ciation and  the  management  of  practically  every  independent 
Avinery  in  California. 

"So  long  as  he  talked  Avith  men  Avho  thought  something  of 
their  Avord  of  honor,  he  AA-as  told  he  must  pay  a  certain  figure 
for  his  Avine,  but  when  he  Avent  into  the  camps  of  those  Avho 
Avould  not  affiliate  Avith  the  uplifting  movement,  he  saAV  readily 
that  he  could  buy  under  the  market. 

"And  he  did  buy.  The  news  carried  fast,  and  immediately 
there  Avas  discontent.  The  organized  competing  elements  Avhich 
were  trying  to  hold  the  Avine  market  steady,  said  to  themselves, 
'HoAV  long  shall  we  permit  this?  Shall  Ave  hold  the  umbrella 
over  these  selfish  ones  indefinitely? 
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"The  answer  came  quicklj'.  The  independents  claimed  the 
California  Wine  Association  had  cut  prices.  The  California 
Wine  Association  claimed  that  some  of  the  independents  had 
cut  the  price,  and  in  twenty-four  hours  the  air  was  full  of  accu- 
sations. 

DOWN    GOES   PORT. 

"Down  went  the  price  of  port  wine  from  25c  a  gallon  to 
20c.  The  California  Wine  Association  made  the_  first  announce- 
ment. The  Independent  wineries  followed  suit  by  instructing 
their  representatives  all  over  the  country  to  meet  the  competi- 
tion, and  the  situation  today  is  as  unstable  and  chaotic  as  it 
can  be. 

"The  fact  that  the  price  of  port  wine  has  been  reduced  to 
such  a  considerable  extent  means  that  the  prices  of  other  wines 
will  be  reduced  if  the  condition  continues,  and  unless  there 
is  some  sort  of  an  adjustment,  there  will  be  no  telling  where 
prices  Avill  go  because  there  has  been  much  bitterness  and  a 
determination  to  fight  the  game  to  the  last  ditch. 

"The  Independent  Winemakers  of  California  control  70  per 
cent  of  the  sweet  wine  made  in  the  State,  while  the  balance 
is  controlled  by  the  California  Wine  Association,  its  various 
wineries  and  the  three  houses  with  which  it  is  allied,  namely : 
The  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  Lachman  &  Jacobi  and  C.  Schilling 
&  Co. 

HOPE   FOR   BErrER  CONDITIONS. 

"I  am  glad  to  say  that  there  seems  to  be  at  the  present  mo- 
ment a  disposition  on  all  sides  to  reclaim  the  unfortunate  mis- 
take. I  am  not  at  liberty  to  divulge  the  proceedings  of  the  meet- 
ing in  San  Francisco  of  which  I  Avas  chairman,  but  I  can  say 
that  if  the  right  spirit  prompts  the  management  of  the  Califor- 
nia Wine  Association,  it  is  more  than  likely  that  the  independ- 
ent wineries  of  the  State  will  become  stronger  than  ever  as  an 
organization  and  that  the  few  of  them  who  will  not  affiliate 
will  make  little  stir  in  market  conditions  on  account  of  their 
insignificance. 

"This  general  view  of  the  situation  would  not  be  complete 
were  I  not  to  correct  the  statement  given  to  the  public  that 
there  is  a  great  surplus  of  port  wine  in  California.  This  is 
wrong — ^absolutely  wrong.  I  have  interviewed  every  independent 
sweet  winemaker  in  California  directly  or  indirectly  during  the 
last  two  weeks,  and  I  find  that  nobody  has  an  appreciable  sur- 
plus of  port. 

TRUST  MAY  BE  SHORT. 

"It  might  be  said  that  I  do  not  know  anything  about  the 
stock  of  port  that  the  California  Wine  Association  and  the 
wineries  it  controls  has  on  hand.  This  may  be  true,  but  I  do 
know  that  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  trust  houses  are  short 
of  their  normal  stock  of  port  wine  else  they  would  not  have 
bought  during  the  last  eight  months  over  one  million  gallons 
of  sweet  wine  from  the  independent  winemakers. 

"Therefore,  when  it  is  endeavored  to  convey  the  idea  that 
there  is  an  unusual  surfeit  of  port  wine  in  first  hands  in  Cali- 
fornia, I  feel  it  my  duty  to  make  a  correct  statement  based 
on  actual  knowledge  by  reason  of  being  in  a  position  to  acquire 
that  knowledge  as  correctly  as  anyone  in  the  business. 

"It  is  a  fact  also,  that  every  sweet  wine  winery  of  any  con- 
sequence in  the  State  of  California,  sells  not  alone  the  better 
grades  of  wine,  but  also  the  cheapest  grades  of  wine.  Being 
familiar  with  the  offerings  of  competitors  all  over  the  United 
States,  I  am  free  to  say  that  there  is  no  sweet  wine  winery 
in  California  that  is  not  compelled  to  offer  the  greater  bulk  of 
its  product  to  the  market  at  the  cheapest  quotations,  and- at 
the  present  moment  in  order  to  hold  their  trade  in  higher- 
classed  wines,  every  one  of  them  is  offering  port  wine  at  20c  per 
gallon. 

"In  conclusion  I  wish  to  say  that  I  am  very  hopeful  of  an 
adjustment  of  the  present  unfortunate  condition,  and  I  would 


not  be  surprised  to  see  that  adjustment  come  about  Avithin 
the  next  ten  days.  If  it  does  not  take  place  within  that  time, 
then  there  is  no  telling  hoAv  long  the  present  condition  may  con- 


tinue and  how  far  it  Avill  go." 


THE  San  Bernardino  Index  says:  "The  temperance  forces, 
who  are  preparing  to  call  local  option  elections  in  each  of 
the  five  supervisorial  districts  of  the  county  are  after  the  win- 
eries as  Avell  as  the  saloons,  Avliich  explains  the  circulation  of 
the  petitions  in  Supervisor  Reid's  disti'ict,  where  there  are  no 
saloons.  It  was  not  generally  known  that  the  ncAV  supervisorial 
district  local  option  law  Avould  apply  to  the  wineries,  but  such 
seems  to  be  the  case.  There  are  several  wineries  in  Reid's  dis- 
trict and  if  the  local  option  carries  the  retail  sale  of  wine  from 
these  wineries  will  be  stopped." 

And  yet  the  Fresno  Rcpiihlican  has  the  mendacity  to  state 
the  anti-saloon  movement  will  not  affect  the  wine  industry  and 
should  not  be  combated  by  growers ! 


Now  the  San  Diego  police  are  getting  after  the  restaurants 
and  it  is  expected  that  in  the  near  future  the  Common  Council 
will  pass  an  ordinance  defining  under  just  what  circumstances 
liquors  may  be  sold  by  restaurant  proprietors.  .  It  is  proposed 
to  adopt  the  Los  Angeles  ordinance,  which  is  as  follows :  "That 
every  person  to  whom  liquor  is  served  must  also  be  served  with 
a  meal  costing  not  less  than  15  cents ;  such  meal  must  at  least 
consist  of  bread  or  equivalent,  together  with  meat,  fish,  cheese 
or  beans,  in  a  sufficient  quantity  to  be  beyond  any  question 
of  being  a  subterfuge  for  a  proper  meal ;  each  customer  to  Avhom 
liquor  is  served  shall,  when  served  his  meal,  also  be  served  Avith 
proper  service,  consisting  at  least  of  a  knife  and  fork  and  plate, 
or  substitute  therefor." 
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TTHERE  is  trouble  brewing  in  Sacramento  over  saloons  in  the 
annexed  district.  It  would  appear  that  legal  opinions  differ 
in  regard  to  the  power  of  the  Council  to  close  such  saloons. 
One  opinion  is  to  the  point  that  under  the  circumstances  the 
court  might  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  they  had  occu- 
pied their  present  places  for  saloon  purposes,  and  the  Trustees 
might  be  permitted  to  allow  them  to  take  out  existing  licenses 
and  continue  business  at  the  old  stand.  He  agreed,  however, 
that  under  the  Tuesday  club  ordinance,  no  new  saloon  licenses 
can  be  issued,  and  that  no  license  can  be  transferred  from  the 
business  to  the  residence  district.  Another  attorney  holds  that 
as  the  licenses  are  taken  out  quarterly,  the  saloons  can  run  to 
the  end  of  the  quarter,  which  in  this  case  is  October  1st.  So 
short  a  time,  that  forcing  the  saloons  to  close  will  be  actual 
confiscation  of  their  business. 


The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Yolo  County  have  passed  a  new 
liquor  ordinance  under  which  the  number  of  saloons  in  Yolo 
County  is  limited  to  ten,  four  in  P>roderick,  one  at  Leinberger's 
corner,  one  at  Plainfield,  two  at  Clarksburg,  one  at  Freeport, 
and  one  at  the  picnic  grounds  near  Freeport.  Under  the  former 
ordinance  there  were  sixteen  saloons  and  of  this  number  the  six 
saloons  at  Davis  were  Closed  by  a  State  law  on  September  1st, 
which  allows  no  saloon  within  one  and  a  half  miles  of  any  uni- 
versity. The  State  Farm  at  Davis  being  considered  a  branch  of 
the  University  of  California,  the  saloons  were  closed.  The  ncAV 
ordinance  follows  closely  the  provisions  of  the  Wyllie  local  op- 
tion law  and  gives  the  authorities  additional  power  in  the  ob- 
taining of  evidence  against  alleged  violators  of  the  law  or 
ordinance. 


A  Yreka  (Siskiyou  County)  dispatch  states  that  as  a  petition, 
signeil  by  the  necessary  number  of  voters,  asking  for  a  special 
election  for  the  purpose  of  voting  on  the  question  of  issuing 
liquor  license  permits  in  the  Second  supervisorial  district,  has 
lieen  filed  wth  the  County  Clerk.  The  County  Supervisors  have 
issued  a  proclamation  calling  the  election  to  decide  the  question 
at  the  polls  on  Tuesday,  October  17th.  This  is  the  fourth  dis- 
trict in  the  county  in  which  an  election  has  been  called.  Hereto- 
fore Siskiyou  has  always  been  a  dry  county,  with  the  exception 
of  the  incorporated  cities,  but  the  saloon  men  are  now  making 
a  hard  fight  to  secure  licenses  in  the  county. 


A  vei'y  strange  state?  of  things  now  exists  at  Colton,  where 
it  would  apptjar  there  is  a  "dry"  majority  of  the  Council  Avhich 
desires  to  grant  liquor  licenses,  and  a  "wet"  minority  which  is 
fighting  against  the  granting  of  them.  Since  the  special  elec- 
tion last  month  under  the  Wyllie  local  option  law,  when  the 
"wets"  polled  a  majority  of  votes,  although  three  of  the  five 
Trustees  were  elected  on  a  "dry"  platform,  the  City  Council 
has  shown  a  disposition  to  follow  the  wishes  of  the  people.  They 
agreed  to  allow  the  sale  of  liquors  under  certain  restrictions, 
and  framed  the  draft  on  an  ordinance.  At  present  they  are 
prevented  taking  action  in  this  direction  by  Harry  York,  the 
only  avowedly  "wet"  member  of  the  Council,  who  has  been  block- 
ing the  passage  of  the  ordinance.  He  asserts  that  he  never  .will 
vote  for  it  ujiless  it  is  motlified  to  serve  certain  interests. 


On  September  11th  the  Supervisor's  of  Alameda  county  re- 
fused to  grant  any  new  licenses,  and  passed  a  resolution  "that 
it  be  the  sense  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors  that  no  new  licenses 
be  granted  by  this  Board." 


News  from  Oregon  is  that  the  Webfoot  State  is  in  for  another 
prohibition  campaign,  judging  from  the  hot  discussion  which 
was  opened  at  Salem  during  the  State  Fair  week,  with  street 
meetings  every  evening  addressed  by  local  pastors  and  members 
of  the  Prohibition  party.  It  was  supposed  and  sincerely  hopetl 
that  this  question  was  closed  to  debate  for  a  while  by  the  action 
of  the  people  last  year  in  defeating  a  prohibition  constitutional 
amendment,  and  adopting  the  Home  Rule  amendment  to  the 
Constitution. 


The  whole  trouble  in  regard  to  the  saloon  men  of  Gardner, 
which  place  has  b(^n  incorporated  in  the  City  of  San  Jose, 
has  broken  out  afresh.  Recently  they  were  again  arrested  for 
selling  liquor  without  a  municipal  license.  It  appears  that 
the  San  Jose  council  passed  an  ordinance  two  or  three  years  ago 
defining  a  district  in  which  liquor  may  be  sold;  unfortunately 
it  does  not  cover  the  Gardner  district,  recently  annexed.  The 
seven  saloons  have  been  brought  into  the  city,  and  are  now 
being  prosecuted,  persecuted  Avould  be  the  better  word,  because 
under  the  ordinance  the  city  cannot  grant  them  a  municipal 
license,  and  they  must  therefore  be  driven  out  of  business  for 
no  fault  of  their  own. 


That  there  is  very  considerable  trouble  brewing  in  the  flour- 
ishing town  of  Bakersfield  there  can  be  no  doubt.  A  well  known 
oil  speculator  recently  from  there,  describes  the  sitimtion  as 
"the  devil  to  pay,  and  no  pitch  hot."  It  is  evident  from  all  re- 
ports that  the  campaign  for  the  local  option  election  is  ex- 
tremely bitter.  According  to  all  accounts  the  business  men  of 
Bakersfield,  Avith  few  exceptions,  are  against  the  prohibition 
movement,  and  favor  a  properly  regulated  license  system.  About 
a  fourth  of  the  possible  voters  signed  the  petition  for  the  elec- 
tion, and  many  of  those  Avho  did  so  were  actuated  by  a  desire  to 
bring  the  issue  to  a  head,  and  have  not  pledged  themselves  one 
way  or  the  other.  The  Royal  Arch  are  holding  frequent  meet- 
ings, and  are  acti^-e  in  preparing  for  the  coming  fight  at  the 
polls.  As  gathered  from  sources  favoring  the  liquor  interests, 
the  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  it  Avill  be  a  hard  fight,  in  Avhicli 
the  "wets"  will  probably  Avin.  On  the  other  hand  the  Bakers- 
field Californian  says:  "There  Avas  a  large  part  of  the  town 
Avhich  Avas  not  "Avorked"  by  the  dry  petitioners  and  it  is  said 
that,  as  things  look,  the  election  Avill  tax  the  energies  of  both 
sides  to  the  uttermost  to  Avin  out." 


EdAvard  J.  Cleary,  the  choice  of  the  Republican  party  for 
Slayor  of  Bellingham,  Washington,  is  said  to  favor  personal 
freedom  and  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  "wets,"  appears  to  be 
an  honest,  straight-forward  man,  but  poor  politician.  He  at- 
tempts neither  to  play  to  the  gallery,  dodge  the  issue  or  to 
equivocate  in  any  Avay,  according  to  the  local  press.    He  says : 

"There  is  no  reason  in  the  Avorld  Avhy  the  liquor  question 
should  be  made  an  issue  in  this  election.  The  city,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  her  voters,  has  decided  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor 
and  until  she  shall  have  decided  otherAvise,  there  is  no  choice 
but  to  obey  the  law.  *  *  *  *  If  I  am  elected  Mayor  I 
Avill  do  everything  in  my  power  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor 
in  Bellingham  until  present  conditions  shall  liaA'e  been  changed 
and  I  Avill  personally  see  to  it  that  those  who  are  under  me 
enforce  the  laAvs  to  the  letter.  There  is  no  issue  in  that.  It  is 
a  plain  question  of  duty— a  question  as  to  Avhethei-  or  not  I 
would  live  up  to  my  oatli  of  office,  and  I  cei'tainly  will." 
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A  UG.  J.  LANG  &  CO.,  proprietors  of  the  Fredericksburg  Bot- 
•**■  tling  Company  and  the  Red  Lion  Porter  and  Ale  Brewery, 
have  formed  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  up-to- 
date  brev/ery  in  San  Francisco.  This  complete  and  first-class 
brewery  will  be  erected  on  a  site  adjoining  the  present  bottling 
works.  Eighteenth  and  Alabama  streets.  Over  one-third  of  the 
1500,000  capital  stock  has  been  subscribed  by  Eastern  and  local 
capitalists,  despite  the  fact  that  no  special  effort  has  been  made 
to  interest  investors  as  yet. 

Actual  building  operations  will  not  be  undertaken  until  next 
spring,  but  the  work  will  then  be  rushed  to  early  completion. 
Aug.  J.  Lang,  president  of  the  new  bx*ewing  company,  who  has 
made  the  beer  business  a  study  for  the  last  twenty-six  years  and 
who  is  considered  one  of  the  best  beer  bottlers  in  California,  sees 
in  the  futui'o,  through  the  coming  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposi- 
tion to  San  Francisco  and  the  conditions  that  will  be  created 
through  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal,  the  demand  for  at 
least  four  times  the  amount  of  the  present  output  of  beer  now 
made  in  this  city. 

jMi".  Lang  says:  "We  expect  the  new  brewery  to  produce  a 
beer  equal  to  the  best  Eastern  product.  By  making  an  abso- 
lutely high  grade  beer,  bottling  it  direct  from  the  lager  vats^  and 
selling  it  at  a  reasonable  price,  we  Avill  demonstrate  the  enor- 
mous amount  of  business  that  can  be  done  in  San  Francisco  and 
the  coxmtry  districts  by  such  an  establishment  as  we  contem- 
plate." 


'X'HE  persistent  spell  of  hot  weather  in  France  promises  a 
•*•    wine  harvest  average  in  quantity  but  excellent  in  quality. 
In  fact  if  some  rain  falls  the  quality  in  some  districts  may  prove 
remarkable. 

In  the  Mame,  the  home  of  champagne,  the  gathering  of  the 
grapes  is  expected  to  begin  on  September  10th,  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  days  in  advance  of  the  usual  date,  and  the  wine  of  1911 
is  expected  to  surpass  in  delicacy  even  that  of  1893  of  famous 
memory.  The  Marne's  southern  neighbor,  the  Aube  which 
scorned  having  its  output  labelled  as  champagne  of  the  second 
zone,  is  favored  with  fine  grapes,  but  not  a  very  abundant  har- 
vest. 

In  Burgundy  a  small  liarvest  will  be  compensated  for  by  extra 
quality.  In  the  Yonne  department  around  Chablis  about  one- 
third  of  an  average  yield  is  expected ;  in  the  Saone  et  Loire  de- 
partment, a  half;  around  Lyon  the  reports  are  better  and  the 
Beaujolais  district  is  satisfied,  although  the  young  vines  are 
suffering  from  the  drought.  The  Midi  hopes  to  gather  its  grapes 
at  the  end  of  this  month.  The  cochylis  has  done  much  harm, 
but  certain  parts  of  the  Gard  and  Herault  departments  promise 
magnificent  harvests.  The  Bordeaux  district  has  also  suffered 
greatly  from  the  cochylis,  but  Bergerac  reckons  on  a  yield  thrice 
as  gireat  as  last  year.  Both  Charente  departments  and  the  dis- 
tricts round  Tours  and  Saumur  report  favorably  of  the  appear- 
ance of  their  vineyards.

<*  A  S  vice  and  crime  seek  darkness  and  secrecy,  the  'blind 
■^•■tiger,'  the  offspring  of  prohibition,  will  be  their  hatchery 
and  nurserj';  because  in  its  efforts  to  prohibit  one  evil  it  pro- 
duces many,  any  one  of  which  is  as  bad  or  worse  than  the  one 
sought  to  be  suppressed  or  eradicated;  because  it  closes  the 
saloon  and  opens  the  den  and  dive;  because  it  affects  only  the 
financial  side  of  the  question  and  ignores  or  disregards  the 
moral  side;  becau.se  the  impracticability  of  px'ohibition  has  been 
demonstrated  wherever  and  whenever  it  has  been  trie<l ;  because 
it  is  a  law  in  name  only  and  not  a  living  letter  capable  of  ra- 
tional enforcement;  because  man}'  of  its  advocates  are  intoler 
ant  and  uncharitable  and  arrogate  to  themselves  the  attribute  or 
vix'tue  or  infallibility  upon  this  important  question  and  asking 
and  expecting  us  to  accept  them  and  their  value  at  their  own 
appraisement." — Former  Excise  Commissioner  Mulvihill,  St. 
Louis. 

The  following  Federal  Court  decision  given  in  the  case  of 
United  States  vs.  RizsinelU  may  be  of  interest  to  persons  con- 
templating the  starting  of  saloons  on  the  forest  reserve: 

"The  location  of  a  mining  claim  within  a  forest  reserve  does 
not  operate  to  withdraw  the  land  embraced  therein  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  nor  does  it  give  to 
the  locater,  acquiring  pos.sessory  interest  only,  any  authority  to 
use  the  surface  for  the  erection  and  miaintenance  of  a  saloon 
Avithout  a  permit  from  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture."

THE  glorious  victory  of  Janujs  A.  Rolph  Jr.  at  the  primaries- 
on  Tuesday,  September  26th,  proves  conclusively  that  San 
Francisco  has  not  lost  its  high  ideals,  and  that  everj'  loyal  citizen 
is  anxious  to  put  his  shoulder  to  the  wheels  and  see  that  the 
clean  administration  of  our  city  is  one  of  the  features  which  will 
most  impress  the  millions  of  visitors  who  will  be  in  San  Fran- 
cisco within  the  next  four  years. 

The  total  vote  reached  the  surprising  figures  of  78,755,  or 
7,922  votes  more  than  were  ever  before  polled  at  an  election  in 
this  city.  Rolph  received  47,417  votes  against  P.  H.  McCarthy's 
27,047,  making  his  plurality  20,369,  and  his  majority,  as  it  is 
defined  in  the  new  Primary  Law,  8,126. 

As  a  man  and  a  public-spirited  citizen,  Mr.  Rolph's  reputation 
is  second  to  that  of  no  one  in  this  city.  As  a  public  official  he 
will  be  ideal.  In  his  statement  of  principles,  which  he  issued 
dui-ing  the  campaign,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  state  his  attitude, 
frankly  toward  the  liquor  interests.    He  said : 

"The  liquor  interest,  which,  on  account  of  the  license  system, 
comes  into  clo.se  relation  with  the  Police  Department,  shall  b(> 
treated  ,as  any  other  licensed  and  legally  recognized  busine.ss. 
It  shall  be  dealt  with  without  discrimination.  The  law  does 
not  distinguish  between  this  and  other  licensed  business.  Those 
who  observe  the  law  in  any  trade  command  its  i)rotection ;  those 
who  break  the  law  merit  its  punishment." 

This  statement  should  convince  every  liquor  man  that  he  has 
nothing  to  fear  at  the  hands  of  James  Rolph  Jr.  if  he  conducts 
his  business  in  a  clean-cut,  legitimate  way. 


The  Treacherous,  Jug=Handle  Wyllie  Bill 


More  Liquor  Consumed  Last  Year  Than  Ever 


THE  Review  all  along  warned  the  liquor  trade  that  that 
liamiless-looking  Wyllie  local  option  law  was  a  one-sided 
and  unjust  piece  of  legislation.  That  we  were  right  is  clearly 
demonstrated  by  the  recent  decision  in  the  Visalia  case,  ren- 
dered by  Superior  Judge  W.  R.  Wallace  in  the  mandamvis  action 
brought  by  J.  F.  Maxwell  against  the  City  Trustees  of  Visalia 
to  compel  them  to  grant  a  liquor  license. 

The  court,  although  sustaining  the  demurrer  to  the  writ,  and 
refusing  the  issuance  thereof,  declared  that  the  liquor  interests 
had  obtained  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  July  election 
within  the  meaning  of  the  law.  It  ruled  that,  nevertheless,  the 
Trustees  have  full  power  to  do  what  they  choose  in  the  matter 
without  hindrance. 

As  a  local  paper  puts  it: 

"The  election  held  in  July,  therefore,  really  amounted  to  noth- 
ing at  all,  although  the  saloon  forces  won.  The  real  and  vital 
proceeding  at  the  polls  was  in  April  Avhen  a  vote  was  taken  on 
City  Trastees,  and  in  which  the  "drys''  electeil  a  full  Board." 

In  relation  to  the  Wyllie  bill,  our  attorney  for  the  retailers 
says :  "The  term  'local  option'  as  applied  to  this  law,  is  a  mis- 
nomer. It  is  a  well  conceived  scheme  to  create  and  maintain 
prohibition.  For  notwithstanding  even  an  unanimous  vote  in 
favor  of  saloons,  the  licensing  body  are  expressly  permitted  to 
ignore  the  vote  and  declare  the  territory  dry.  But,  on  the  other 
hand,  if  only  one-half  of  the  votes  are  against  saloons,  the  licens- 
ing body  has  no  choice.  They  are  then  compelled  to  refuse  to 
issue  licenses  and  to  revoke  those  in  use." 

The  liquor  dealers  are,  therefore,  in  a  serious  pre<licament. 
The  local  option  law  was  supposed  to  be  fair  to  both  sides.  It  is 
clearly  a  case  of  clever  but  crooked  politics.  The  Anti-Saloon 
League  may  find  it  difficult  to  secure  signers  for  their  petitions 
Avhen  this  becomes  generally  known. 


TOBACCO  and  liquor  consumption  in  the  United  States  has 
increased  to  an  enormous  extent  in  the  past  year,  according 
to  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue. 

The  report  is  a  preliminary  one. 

The  ordinary  internal  revenue  collections  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,.  1911,  were  |289,014,733.27,  an  increase  of  more 
than  120,000,000  over  the  ordinary  collections  of  the  preceding 
year. 

.  The  aggregate  collections  were  322,536,269.73,  or  an  increase 
of  P2,569,049.57. 

Spirits  alone  contributed  revenue  to  the  amount  of  $155,279,- 
858.25,  which  is  an  increase  of  more  than  |7,000,000  over  the 
collections  for  the  fiscal  year  1910. 

Fermented  liquors,  such  as  ale,  lager  beer,  beer,  porter  and 
such  like,  brought  in  a  revenue  of  |64,367,777.65  and  increased 
the  amount  derived  during  the  year  before  by  nearly  $4,000,000. 


In  the  State  of  Washington  leaders  of  the  Anti-saloon  League 
will  not  encourage  any  local  option  fights  prior  to  the  general 
election  next  year,  but  Avill  give  assistance  to  any  fights  that 
may  be  demanded  by  the  residents  of  any  city  or  county. 

The  Anti-saloon  League  has  discouraged  any  attempt  to  bring 
up  the  Avet  or  dry  issue  in  the  three  larger  cities  of  the  State. 
At  one  time  there  was  a  movement  afoot  to  precipitate  an  elec- 
tion in  Spokane,  but  this  was  frowned  upon  and  apparently 
has  been  forgotten  for  the  time. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  both  Everett  and  Bellingham 
will  vote  again  on  the  local  option  question  next  year  and  a 
large  number  of  new  campaigns  will  be  inaugurated  throughout 
the  State.  The  Anti-saloon  League  is  strengthening  itself 
whereA'er  possible  to  meet  these  attacks  and  to  carry  on  the 
w&r  in  new  localities. 
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Featuring  California  Wines. 


ELABORATE  i)repai'atious  are  being  made  for  the  eutertain- 
ment  of  President  William  H.  Taft  when  he  comes  to  Cali- 
fornia in  October  to  assist  in  the  •gi'onnd-breaking  ceremonies 
of  the  Paiiania-Pacific  International  Exposition. 

We  are  informed  that  the  banquet,  which  is  to  be  given  at  the 
Palace  Hotel  on  the  evening  of  October  13th,  is  to  be  an  elab^ 
orate  affair,  at  Avhicli  many  choice  California  products  will  be 
featured.  It  is  taken  for  granted  that  our  California  wines  will 
have  the  place  of  honor  on  this  a\ispicious  occasion,  especially 
in  vieAV  of  the  following  resolution,  recently  passed  by  the  Home 
Industry  League  of  California,  and  submitted  to  the  banquet 
committee  of  the  exposition  company: 

"Resolved,  That  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Home  In- 
dustry League  of  California,  in  session,  do  hereby  request 
the  officers  and  directors  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Inter- 
national Exposition  Company  and  its  various  committees 
on  entertainments  and  banquets  to  use  California  Avines 
and  champagnes  at  the  banquet  to  His  Excellency,  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  the  Honorable  William 
Howard  Taft ;  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  the  exposition  company  and  its  officers 
be  also  further  requested  to  u.se  California  wines  and  cham- 
pagnes at  all  banquets  before  and  during  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition." 

It  is  interesting  in  this  connection  to  know  also  that  choice 
California  wines  are  to  be  served  on  board  the  flagship  Califor- 
nia during  the  stay  of  the  President  in  San  Francisco.  A  num- 
ber of  leading  wine  firms  of  the  city  are  to  be  requested  to  con- 
tribute a  couple  of  cases  of  wine  by  H.  F.  Stoll,  secretary  of  the 
Grape  Growers'  Association  of  California,  who  has  promised  to 
see  that  they  are  delivered  aboard  in  ample  time  for  the  use  of 
Rear  Admiral  Chauncey  Thomas,  present  commander  in  chief 
of  the  Pacific  fleet. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  when  Rear  Admiral  Harber  set 
sail  last  fall  for  the  Centennial  Exposition  held  at  Santiago, 
Chile,  the  flagship  carried  in  its  hold  100  cases  of  the  finest  wine 
produced  in  California.  Only  five  cases,  so  we  are  informal, 
remained  unopened,  but  with  the  latest  supply  to  be  added  to 
the  store,  there  will  be  ample  California  wine  on  hand  to  permit 
the  President  and  all  the  notable  visitors  who  go  aboard  the 
flagship,  to  drink  to  the  success  of  the  great  exposition,  the 
health  of  our  President  and  the  prosperity  of  California's  valu- 
able viticultural  industry. 


Secretary  Wilson's  Dreadful   Mistake. 

POOR,  deluded  James  Wil.sou,  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
greatly  interested  as  he  and  his  department  is  in  increasing 
the  wealth  of  the  nation  by  the  enlarged  use  of  home-grown 
barley  and  hops,  accepted  the  vice-presidency  of  the  Brewers' 
Congress.  His  evident  intention  in  permitting  his  name  to  be 
used  in  this  capacity  was  that  he  might  have  the  opportunitj- 
not  only  of  instructing  the  brewers  and  laying  before  them  the 
wisdom  acquired  by  his  many  years  of  office  in  those  ingi'edients 
of  beer  which  come  under  his  notice,  biit  that  he  might  learn 
from  them  the  kinds  of  barley  Avhich  make  the  best  malt^  and 
the  different  varieties  of  hops  which  give  the  best  results  in 
brewing.  Such  valuable  information,  so  acquired,  would  then 
be  imparted  to  the  farmers  of  the  L^nited  States  that  they  might 
benefit  thereby. 

NoAV  the  fanatical  element  of  his  fellow  countrymen  call  his 
praiseworthy  action  a  "national  disgrace,"  and  the  hypocritical 
General  Ministerial  Association,  representing  the  evangelical 


churches  of  Portland,  Oregon,  have  the  asinine  stupidity  to 
telegraph  President  Taft  "vigorously  protesting  against  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  \Vilson  as  honorary  president  of  Interna- 
tional Brewers'  As.sociation.

and  good  beer. 


On  September  5th  a  local  option  election  Avas  held  at  Willits 
in  Mendocino  County,  which  Avas  decided  in  faA'or  of  properlv 
regulated  saloons.  The  "wets"  Avere  credited  Avith  176  votes  as 
against  123  A-otes  for  the  "drys."  AVillits  is  the  first  citv  in 
Mendocino  Coimty  to  A'ote  on  the  local  option  issue  under  the 
ncAV  law.

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A   "Middle   Ground"   in   tlie   Liquor  Traffic. 


IN  the  conviction  of  the  Chattanooga  Times  the  recent  defeat 
of  State-wide  prohibition  in  Texas  bj^  an  extremely  naiTow 
margin  is  a  distinct  victory  for  genuinely  practical  temperance 
— it  ought  to  have  its  lesson  for  the  prohibitionist,  and  its  real 
significance  is  not  likely  to  be  lost  on  the  honest  local  optionist ; 

and  for  these  reasons : 

The  experiences  of  Alabama,  Georgia  and  Tennessee  have  been  sufficiently 
conclusive  of  the  total  failure  of  the  attempt  to  prohibit  the  use  of  strong 
('rink  by  a  general  prohibition  law.  But  while  this  is  true,  we  believe  that 
the  urgency  for  drastic  and  rigid  regulation  as  nearly  to  the  point  of 
prohibition  as  possible  has  been  clearly  indicated  by  the  experiences  that 
we  have  had.  The  majority  of  thoughtful  and  disinterested  anti-prohibition- 
ists have,  we  are  quite  sure,  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  day  of  liquor 
influence  in  politics  has  passed;  that  the  saloon  as  it  once  existed — lawless, 
cruel  and  indifferent  to  the  sufferings  that  its  unrestrained  abuses  inflict 
upon  society— must  not  be  restored;  and  that  we  are  very  nearly  at  the  point 
where  we  may  dispose  of  the  issue  in  a  sane,  rational  and  constructive 
manner  that  will  meet  the  demands  of  public  sentiment  and  which,  made  into 
law,  will  be  enforced  and  become  vital  in  our  social  and  civic  life.  A  middle 
ground  should  be  declared  by  the  real  friends  of  temperance,  and  laws 
demanded  that  will  put  an  end  to  the  indefensible  conditions  that  open  and 
tolerated  violation  of  the  existing  law  has  created. 

The  fatal  mistake  of  the  radical  prohibitionists  was  that  a 
temporary  advantage  gained  by  them  in  popular  support  or 
popular  sympathy  was  pushed  by  them  to  the  last  limit  in  a 
frenzied  effort  to  "blanket"  the  whole  country  with  State-wide 
prohibition — they  tried  to  force  the  thing  to  walk  before  it  had 
learned  to  creep;  and  the  result  would  be  only  one  thing — a 
popular  revulsion  against  their  campaign  and  its  methods.  The 
only  sincere,  practical  friends  and  promoters  of  the  cause  of 
real  temperance  are  those  who  recognize  the  evils  both  of  un- 
restrained, "imregulated"  license  and  of  prohibition — because 
the  former  is  as  bad  as  "free  rum"  and  the  latter,  as  all  the 
world  knows,  does  not  prohibit  at  all.  The  aim  of  the  friends 
of  temperance  is  to  reduce  the  traffic  in  intoxicants  to  the  lowest 
possible  point,  to  restrict  the  consumption  to  a  minimum.  And 
this  can  be  brought  about  only  through  high-license  laws  pro- 
viding for  the  most  rigorous  supervision  and  control  of  the 
busine.ss  and  a  rigid  enforcement  of  them.  The  trouble  here- 
tofore has  been  that  in  the  vast  majority  of  instances  prohibi- 
tionists could  point  to  the  "saloon  evil"  under  license  as  just  as 
bad  as  the  "saloon  evil"  under  "free  rum."  Former  Governor 
Cobb,  of  Maine,  a  consistent  temperance  man,  has  confe.ssed  his 
absolute  inability  to  reduce  liquor  consumption  under  prohib- 


itory laws;  Judge  Lane,  of  Birmingham,  Alabama,  says  that 
after  faithful  and  unremitting  effort  to  enforce  the  prohibitory 
law  there  he  finds  it  an  absolute  impossibility.  And  Governor 
Wilson,  of  New  Jersey,  declared  only  a  few  days  ago:  "I  am 
for  local  option.  I  believe  that  every  self-governing  community 
that  constitutes  a  social  unit  should  have  the  right  to  control 
the  matter  of  the  regulation  or  the  withholding  of  liquor  li- 
censes." 

Intelligent  local  option  under  high  license  is  the  only  middle 
ground  that  temperance  men  can  consistently  occupy. — New 
York  Commercial,  Monday,  August  7,  1911. 


The  town  of  Ventura,  which  about  two  years  ago  voted  wet 
and  had  a  dry  council,  a  few  weeks  ago  voted  wet  again,  but  has  a 
dry  council.  This  dry  council  is  fixing  up  an  ordinance  to  com- 
ply with  the  letter  of  the  law.  Saloons  are  to  pay  under  this 
dispensation  |250  a  quarter;  to  have  only  one  entrance  and  the 
whole  interior  exposed  to  the  street,  no  card  or  other  games 
allowed,  no  music,  only  one  saloon  for  each  500  population,  and 
all  saloons  on  Main  street.  Wholesalers  are  to  pay  |125  a  quar- 
ter and  give  a  flOOO  bond.  All  saloons  to  close  at  11  p.  m.  and 
not  to  be  open  on  Sunday. 


There  appears  to  be  a  "booze"  war  on  at  Petaluma,  where 
everything  except  mixed  drinks  has  been  reduced  to  5  cents. 
This  trouble  between  the  retailers  is  said  to  have  been  caused 
by  Fred  Keller  cutting  the  price  of  wine,  which  ciaused  Bob 
Johnson  to  go  him  one  better  by  reducing  all  "straight"  drinks 
down  to  a  nickel.  The  other  saloon  men  are  in  a  quandary  as 
to  what  to  do,  and  the  Royal  Arch  has  been  called  upon  to 
restore  peace  in  gay  and  festive  Petaluma.  Johnson's  business 
is  growing  so  fast  that  he  will  be  forced  to  enlarge  his  staff  of 
barkeepers,  and  it  is  believed  that  many  of  the  little  fellows,  if 
they  meet  the  cut,  will  be  forced  out  of  business. 


Evidently  domestic  brewing  is  not  appreciated,  no  matter  how 
simple  it  may  be.  It  appears  that  at  Springdale,  Washington,  a 
farmer  iiiamed  Adolph  Steinmetz  made  beer  from  malt  extract 
tablets,  and  was  doing  a  flourishing  business,  supplying  the 
same  to  some  of  his  neighbors,  until  a  deputy  Internal  Revenue 
Collector  and  a  deputy  United  States  Marshal  dropped  on  his 
little  game,  and  locked  him  up.

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Should  Vote  Again  Strong  Nov.  7 


A  NUMBER  of  wholesalers  Avere  interA-iewed  in  rejjard  to  the 
result  of  the  primary  election  on  Tuesday,  2Gtli  instant. 
All  agreed  that  it  boded  Avell  for  the  future  growth  and  proS' 
perity  of  the  city  and  A\ould,  they  belicA-ed,  be  the  precurser  of 
renewed  actiA'ity  in  all  branches  of  trade  and  business. 

E.  H.  Lancel,  of  Lancel  &  Co.,  AAas  extremely  well  satisfied 
AA'ith  the  result,  and  said  he  Avas  looking  forA\ard  to  better  busi- 
ness under  a  liberal,  intelligent  and  businesslike  administration. 

EdAA'in  C.  Hammer,  resident  agent  for  the  great  Eastern  house 
of  Alexander  D.  Shaw  &  Co.,  stated  that  the  firm  he  represented 
was  extremely  pleased  Avith  the  turn  affairs  had  taken,  and  be- 
lieved it  presaged  good  business  in  the  near  future. 

Benj.  S.  Donahue,  president  of  the  Occidental  Supply  Com- 
pany, stated  that  AA'hile  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  had  done 
nobly  in  electing  James  Rolph  Jr.  Mayor,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  the  Board  of  SuperAisors  had  yet  to  be  elected,  and 
that  Mr.  Rolph's  best  efforts  might  come  to  naught  unless  Su- 
pervisors were  chosen  who  could  be  depended  upon  to  support 
the  Execxitive.  He  therefore  sounded  a  Avarning  to  the  effect 
that  an  important  part  of  the  work  had  yet  to  be  done,  and 
hoped  that  November  7th  Avould  secure  as  large  and  intelligent 
a  vote  as  September  26th. 


A  Boise,  Idaho,  dispatch  states  that  the  "wet"'  and  "dry"  issue 
in  many  of  the  27  counties  of  the  State  of  Idaho"  promises  to 
become  paramount  this  Fall,  for  not  only  those  counties  that 
are  now  "dry"  Avill  hold  special  elections  either  to  remain  in 
that  condition  or  become  "Avet,"  but  many  of  the  "AA'et"  coun- 
ties will  test  the  local  option  to  go  "dry."

"Wet"  Counties — Shoshone,  Owyhee,  Ada,  Elmore,  Custer, 
Boise  and  Blaine. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  toAvn  of  Trinidad  liave  ])ass(>d 
a  liquor  ordinance  wliicli  makes  tlie  saloon  license  fee  fl20  a 
year,  jjayable  quarterly,  and  recpiires  the  applicant  to  put  up 
a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  $3000. 


In  the  San  Diego  Social  Club  case  Judge  Sloan  of  the  Sui^'Hor 
Court  decided  that  the  ordinance  ])assed  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil Avas  valid.  This  is  the  case  in  which  .^Ir.  Cutting,  as  steward 
of  the  Pioneer  Social  (.'lub,  was  arrested  for  selling  li(iuor  witli- 
out  a  license.  The  decision  finds  the  defendant  guilty  as  charged, 
and  the  ordinance  reasonable  in  every  respect. 


At  Vallejo,  Solano  county,  the  initiatiA'e  feature  of  Vallejo's 
ncAV  charter  Avill  be  invoked  for  the  first  time  in  this  city  in  a 
short  time.  A  petition  Avill  be  circulated  to  close  the  saloons 
all  day  Sunday.  The  Initiative  is  being  taken  up  by  the  Affil- 
iated Temperance  Union. 


The  fanatical  members  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  are  in  the  height  of 
good  spirits  at  Bakersfield,  and  are  stirring  things  up  merrily 
to  the  tune  of  many  thousands  of  dollars'  loss  to  the  business 
of  that  city,  Avhich  Avill  ultimately  come  out  of  the  taxpayers" 
pockets.  They  have  organized  the  Women's  Civic  League  of 
Bakersfield,  for  the  purpose  of  pouring  oil  on  the  fire  in  the 
anti-saloon  campaign.  It  is  understood  that  they  intend  also  to 
inject  their  venom  into  outside  prohibition  iiuitters,  to  the  end 
that  they  may  obtain  a  little  cheap  notoriety  at  the  expense  of 
great  injury  to  the  community. 


If  alcohol  is  prohibited  some  other  stimulant  takes  its  place. 
Nature,  AA'hich  implanted  the  instinct,  has  found  means  to  "regu- 
late it"  Avithout  the  aid  of  international  conferences.  According 
to  the  ncAvest  school  of  physiologists,  nations  do  not  perish  be- 
cause natural  selection  provides  them  Avith  a  stem  school  of 
compulsory  temperance.  The  habitual  drinkers  and  druggers 
are  killed  off,  and  so  in  course  of  time  there  is  CA^olved  a  race 
which  is  able  to  take  as  much  stimulant  as  is  good  for  it  and 
does  not  Avant  to  take  more. — The  Outlook,  London,  England. 


If  liquor  dealers  forced  their  Avares  upon  the  peo])le  the  pro- 
liibs  Avould  have  a  better  case,  but  as  no  one  is  forced  to  patron- 
ize the  trade  they  liaA'e  none.

SAN  FRANCISCO 
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Maine  the  Ungodly 


THE  recent  election  in  Maine  may  now  be  considered  as  re- 
coMed  in  the  archives  of  the  past,  but  the  lesson  taught 
by  it  still  lives,  and  should  have  due  Aveight  in  all  future  elections 
where  prohibition  is  the  main  question  at  issue.  We  have  always 
contended  that  in  every  way  you  choose  to  look  at  it  prohibition 
is  an  arrant  humbug,  either  a  fanatical  or  a  political  humbug, 
but  always  a  humbug.  This  is  clearly  proved  by  the  last 
JMaine  election,  which  demonstrated  the  meretricious  nature  of 
the  prohibition  doctrine  and  showed  it  to  be  nothing  but  a  de- 
lusion and  a  snare  which  "kept  the  word  of  promise  to  the  ear 
but  broke  it  to  the  hope." 

Maine  has  been  "dry"  for  more  than  half  a  century  and  re- 
publican in  its  politics  for  about  the  same  space  of  time.  Of 
course,  as  all  the  world  knows,  all  these  years  intoxicants  have 
been  easy  to  obtain,  so  much  so  that  this  so-called  "prohibition 
state"  has  become  noted  for  having  more  drunkards  in  propor- 
tion to  its  population  than  any  other  State  in  the  Union. 

Such  a  result  under  a  strict  total  abstinence  law,  showed 
that  a  collossal  graft  existed,  and  that  those  in  office,  for  good 
and  sufficient  reasons,  winked  at  the  illegal  and  unlicensed  sale 
of  liquor.  How  much  it  cost  the  speakeasies  to  carry  on  busi- 
ness, or  the  blind  pigs  to  grunt  complacently,  or  the  boot- 
leggers to  make  something  to  boot,  we  do  not  know,  nor  into 
whose  pockets  the  money  so  surreptitiously  obtained  went.  But, 
we  do  know  that  when  an  honest  governor  appointed  a  commis- 
sion to  enforce  the  law  as  it  existed  on  the  statute  book,  and  to 
stem  the  tide  of  ill-gotten  wealth  flowing  into  somebody's  pock- 
ets, the  disgruntled  officials,  dismayed  at  the  prospect  of  a 
clean  administration,  turned  a  political  somersault  and  caused 
the  State  to  go  democratic ! 

Naturally  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Maine  electors,  cou- 
pled with  the  perfectly  apparent  reason,  drew  general  attention 
to  the  rottenness  of  the  entire  prohibition  business,  and  provoked 
the  respectable  citizens  of  the  State  to  try  to  get  rid  of  the  dis- 
grace by  voting  to  remove  the  cause.  They  nearly  succeeded,  but 
the  blackmailers  were  too  strong  for  them,  and  the  political  cor- 
ruption and  contempt  of  law  which  has  resulted  from  the  long 
reign  of  "prohibition"  still  exists,  and  will  continue  to  do  so, 
until  the  people  rise  in  their  wrath,  and  wipe  the  various  amend- 
ments dealing  with  the  liquor  traffic  in  a  radically  unreason- 
able and  injurious  manner,  out  of  the  State  constitution. 

Of  course  the  changing  of  the  large  vote  which  rejected  re- 


submission some  years  ago,  was  a  great  victory,  and  if  it  were 
possible  to  get  an  honest  count  of  the  ballots,  it  would  be  shown 
that  the  "dope"  people  have  been  well  beaten.

DISTRIBUTERS 
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DRY  WINES: — The  general  wiue  trade  during  September 
was  pretty  good.  This  is  indicated  by  not  only  the  state- 
ment of  shippers,  but  the  figures  of  exports  by  sea,  which  totaled 
641  cases  and  1,126,557  gallons,  valued  at  |341,243.  The  exports 
for  the  same  period  last  year  show  that  a  good  gain  was  made 
this  year.  The  figures  for  1910  were  410  cases  and  793,501  gal- 
lons, valued  at  |248,719. 

There  is  a  considerable  anxiety  by  reason  of  the  lateness  of  the 
vintage  and  a  possibility  of  early  and  destructive  fall  rains.  An 
idea  of  what  may  happen  is  found  in  the  Los  Angeles  dispatches 
which  report  a  storm  of  twenty-three  hours'  continuous  dura- 
tion, ending  September  29th,  the  precipitation  being  1.23  inches. 
This  is  the  record  storm  for  September  for  thirty-four  years. 
At  this  writing  we  have  no  report  as  to  probable  damage  to  the 
great  grape  crop  by  reason  of  the  storm. 

Imports  by  sea  were  of  small  volume,  being  949  cases,  1  butt 
and  8  barrels.

cases,  1  butt,  8  barrels;  Bitters,  1390  cases;  Champagne,  2382 
cases;  Brandy,  874  cases,  1  barrel;  Ginger  Ale,  100  cases,  150 
barrels ;  Amer  Picon,  400  cases ;  Rum,  30  cases ;  Sake,  739  casks, 
173  cases ;  Fruit  Juice,  3  cases ;  Lime  Juice,  1  case ;  Stout,  855 
cases,  80  barrels ;  Beer  ( domestic ) ,  60  cases,  750  hogsheads,  566 
barrels,  990  half  barrels,  570  quarter  barrels. 


SWEET  WINES : — The  market  is  demoralized  as  a  result  of 
a  cut  in  prices,  which  has  involved  the  Association  and 
Independents  in  a  war  which  is  evidently  going  to  cost  some- 
body a  lot  of  money.  The  story  of  the  conflict  and  its  inception 
will  be  found  elsewhere  in  these  columns.  It  is  regrettable  that 
at  the  time  when  the  industry  was  making  its  best  progress  a 
clash  of  this  kind  should  have  resulted,  as  such  fights  are  often 
difficult  to  stop. 

Throughout  the  three  districts  there  was  only  one  tank  of 
sweet  wine  made  during  August.  Tlie  (juantity  was  9902  gal- 
lons. 


BRANDY : — There  is  nothing  special  to  be  said  regarding  the 
situation.  Prices  remain  practically  unchanged.  Produc- 
tion in  the  three  districts  during  August  was  29,076  gallons. 
There  remained  in  b(md  in  the  State,  August  31st,  2,325,239  tax 
gallons. 


WHISKY  :^The  trade  generally  are  decidedly  optimistic 
concerning  the  present  and  future  situation.  As  will  be 
seen  elsewhere,  the  widely  representative  houses  report  a  fine 
improvement  in  September  business  and  most  cheering  pros- 
pects for  the  winter  trade.  A  big  growth  over  September  busi- 
ness of  a  year  ago  is  reported  generally.  And  what  is  also  of 
special  significance,  collections,  particularly  in  the  country,  ai'e 
excellent.  It  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  as  a  result  of  the 
recent  city  election,  local  conditions  will  improve  rapidly  and 
that  the  whole  situation  is  promising  in  every  way. 

Exports  by  sea  for  the  month  ending  September  20th  totaled 
917  cases  and  1342  gallons,  valued  at  |8662.  There  were  201 
cases  in  bond  to  the  Philippine  Islands.  Miscellaneous  exports 
were  valued  at  |24,849. 

Imports  by  sea  were  of  good  volume,  the  figures  being  2817 
cases,  594  barrels,  30  casks,  1  hogshead. 


IMPORTS  BY  RAIL  IN  BOND :— Whisky,  27  cases,  1  hogs- 
head; Wine,  15  cases;  Brandy,  1  case. 


BEER : — The  brewers  and  the  representatives  of  Eastern  beer 
concerns  report  a  satisfactory^  volume  of  trade  and  marked 
improvement  over  business  this  time  last  year.  Furthermore, 
they  are  convinced  that  this  prosperous  movement  is  bound  to 
continue.  Exports  by  sea  for  the  month  were  not  large,  totals 
being  775  packages,,  valued  at  |5408.  There  was  also  a  large 
quantity  in  transit,  to  various  points  in  the  State. 

Imports  by  sea  were  325  cases,  25  barrels  and  1  cask ;  Stout, 
855  cases,  80  barrels. 


IMPORTATIONS : — The  importers  report  September  business 
as  satisfactory,  collections  better  and  the  volume  of  business 
con.siderably  larger  than  during  the  same  period  of  last  year. 
They  regard  the  prospects  for  future  business  very  cheering. 

Importations  by  sea  and  rail  in  bond  were  of  nominal  volume, 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  items  herewith. 


New  York  Wine  Market 


Business  is  quiet.  Some  sales  are  being  made,  but  the  demand 
is  limited.  Price*  for  the  older  wines  and  brandies  show  no 
change.  The  quotations  for  the  new  goods  are  still  unsettled.— 
Bo«/ortX  Sept.  10,  1911. 


The  price  of  sweet  wines  has  become  very  weak,  and  in  some 
quarters  reductions  of  from  1  to  2  cents  a  gallon  are  reported. 
The  large  stock  on  hand  and  the  continued  inactivity  in  the 
demand  has  undoubtedly  caused  the  effort  to  move  some  of  the 
holdings,  as  well  as  to  make  room  for  the  new  vintage.  Brandy 
prices  are  reported  to  be  about  the  same  as  those  of  last  year. — 
Bon  fort's,  Sept.  15th. 


Rolph  and  Good  Times 


THE  recent  election,  which  resulted  in  remarkable  victory 
foi"  James  Rolph  Jr.  and  the  good  government  forces,  means 
much  to  the  wine  and  licpior  trade  of  the  City  and  State.  While 
the  trade  supported  ilcCarthy  two  years  ago  because  of  his 
l)romises  of  imjiroved  conditions,  tlie  greater  percentage  of  them 
opposed  him  at  this  election  and  largely  aided  in  his  deservwl 
defeat. 

There  is  no  doubt  the  domination  of  the  city  by  a  class  ad- 
ministration was  largely  a  cause  of  the  two  years  of  extreme 
business  dei)ression  wliicli  the  city  has  suffered.  It  is  confi- 
dently believed,  and  we  join  in  the  belief,  that  the  improvement 
of  this  city's  conditions  will  begin  at  once  and  that  the  advance- 
ment along  all  lines  of  prosperity  and  growth  of  population  will 
be  very  rapi<l. 

San  Francisco  certainly  faces  a  splendid  career  and  need  now 
have  no  fear  of  the  future. 


Considerable  fault  is  being  found  with  the  low  percentage  of 
sugar  in  some  of  the  grapes.  Mr.  Newman,  superintendent  of 
the  Woodbridge  Winery,  said  on  September  8th,  that  by  chem- 
ical test  the  grapes  had  not  increased  one  per  cent  in  sweetness 
in  the  wine  vineyards  during  the  past  week.  His  plant  has  a 
capacity  of  one  and  a  half  million  gallons,  and  has  been  thor- 
oughly fitted  up  and  is  ready  to  begin  work  as  soon  as  the  sugar 
percentage  will  warrant. 
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Local  Option  Not  Favored 


' 


IT  is  interesting  to  note  the  attitude  of  the  people  in  North- 
ern California  toward  the  Wyllie  Local  Option  Law.  Judg- 
ing from  the  elections  held  during  September,  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  is  having  a  hard  time  pulling  the  wool  over  the  eyes 
of  the  voters  of  the  northern  counties.  Briefly  summarizing  the 
figures  made  public  to  date  we  find  that 

Willits  (Mendocino  county)  went  wet  September  6th,  by  a 
vote  of  176  to  123 ; 

Orland  (Glenn  county),  wet,  September  12th,  103  to  96; 

Siskiyou  county,  September  21st,  third  supervisorial  district, 
comprising  the  towns  of  Ciazelle,  Weed,  Greenhorn,  Mayten 
and  Igema,  wet  by  over  100  majority ;  fourth  supervisorial  dis- 
trict, including  Greenview,  Fort  Jones,  Happy  Camp,  Hamburg 
and  Scott  Bay,  dry  by  9  majority. 

Ukiah  (Mendocino  county),  wet,  September  25th,  269  to  253. 

Willows  (Glenn  county),  wet,  September  26th,  305  to  216 
votes.  District  number  two,  including  the  towns  of  Hamilton 
City,  St.  John  and  Newville,  gave  a  majority  of  44  for  license; 
District  Number  5,  containing  the  precincts  of  Butte  City,  West- 
side  and  Union,  wet  by  majority  of  3.  Districts  1,  3  and  4 
went  dry. 

The  outcome  of  the  elections  in  Glenn  county  were  a  great 
disappointment  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adam  Bane,  whose  two  broth- 
ers live  in  the  second  .supervisorial  district,  which  went  wet 
by  the  handsome  majority  of  44. 

The  month  of  October  promises  to  be  equally  as  lively.  It 
is  estimated  that  over  13,000  voters  will  be  called  upon  to  de- 
cide whether  or  not  their  various  cities  or  supervisorial  dis- 
tricts shall  grant  licenses.    The  elections  now  in  sight  include: 

October  4th,  Second  Supervisorial  District,  Amador  county, 
including  lone 

October  9th,  Fort  Bragg,  Mendocino  county. 

October  10th,  Crescent  City  and  the  Supervisorial  Districts  of 
Del  Norte  county; 

October  21st,  San  Luis  Obispo  county  and  the  City  of  San 
Luis  Obispo ; 

October  30th,  Third  Supervisorial  District  of  Trinity  county; 

October  31st,  Bakersfield  and  all  Supervisorial  Districts  of 
Kern  county  and 

October  31st,  Town  of  Sanger,  Fresno  county. 

The  last  mentioned  election  is  the  fii-st  election  in  a  viticul- 
tural  section  and  we  hope  that  the  people  of  Sanger  will  have 
their  eyes  opened  before  the  end  of  the  month  and  vote  emphat- 
ically against  local  option. 


Late  reports  from  Southern  California  state  the  grape  crop 
in  that  part  of  the  State  for  1911  will  be  fully  20  per  cent  above 
the  average  yield.  This  statement  is  made  upon  the  authority 
of  Claude  T.  Parker,  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue,  given  in 
connection  with  an  estimate  as  U^  the  volume  of  sweet  wine  to 
be  manufactured  in  the  .sixth  internal  revenue  district  this  fall. 

The  grape  crop  of  1911  is  50  per  cent  larger  than  that  of  1910, 
which  was  30  per  ceut  below  normal.  It  is  estimated  that  more 
than  4,000,000  gallons  of  sweet  wine  will  be  manufactured  in 
Southern  California  this  year.  To  meet  the  increase  in  the  crop 
sixty  gaugers  have  been  stationed  at  the  various  wineries  of  the 
district. 

According  to  statistics  in  the  Internal  Revenue  Department 
2,792,091.98  gallons  made  up  the  sweet  wine  output  la.st  year. 
Of  this  amount  1,401,125.54  gallons  was  port  wine.  The  totals 
of  other  varieties  of  wine  were:  Sherry,  782,492.15;  angelica, 
338,640.15;  muscat,  220,777.04;  malaga,  49,056.66. 

The  largest  wineries  of  the  district  are  located  in  San  Ber- 
nardino County.  The  Italian  Vineyard  Company  at  Guasti, 
has  more  than  45,000  acres  of  grape-bearing  land. 


A  Corner  In  Scotch 


I    ONDON,  Aug.  12. — A  corner  in  Scotch  whisky  is  among  the 
latest  developments  in  the  British  trade.     Speculative  in- 
terest has  been  stimulated  by  the  recovery  in  consumption  and 
the  partial  depletion  of  the  heavy  stocks  of  old  whisky. 

The  boom  was  fostered  by  the  Scottish  banks,  which  lent 
money  freely  on  the  security  of  the  whisky  lying  in  distillers' 
warehouses,  with  the  result  that  a  huge  edifice  of  credit  wa.s 
erected  on  a  comparatively  small  cash  basis.  When  the  inevit- 
able collapse  came  the  values  of  single  whiskies  were  seriously 
depreciated,  and  the  depression  has  continued  to  the  present  ' 
day.  AVhile  this  depreciation  has  proven  a  serious  matter  for 
the  distillers  and  holders  of  such  whiskies,  it  has  operated  en- 
tirely in  favor  of  the  blenders,  who  have  been  able  to  acquire 
their  supplies  of  raw  material  on  unusually  easy  terms. 

For  the  corner  a  capital  of  $2,500,000  is  proposed.  The  suc- 
cess of  the  scheme  will  obviously  depend  upon  the  proportion  of 
the  total  stock  which  the  syndicate  is  able  to  control. 

There  is  one  consideration,  however,  the  importance  of  which 
seems  to  have  been  overlooked  by  the  syndicate,  and  that  is  the 
degree  to  which  blen<lers  can  do  without  old  malts.  It  is  quite 
true  that  the  younger  makes  of  Highland  malt  whisky  Avere  orig- 
inally of  much  smaller  dimensions,  but  the  exigencies  of  Llojd 
Georgian  finance  have  taught  Scotch  whisky  blenders  many 
things,  and  among  them  the  secret  of  doing  without  what  was 
previously  regarded  as  indispensable.

Wine  Grape  Prices 


LODI,  Sept.  11. — The  wineries  of  West  &  Son,  of  San 
Joaquin  County,  have  been  crushing  grapes  in  this 
part  of  the  county  for  over  a  week,  but  have  not  set  the  prices 
they  will  pay  for  wine  grapes  this  season,  except  to  guarantee 
,  the  growers  that  the  price  will  not  be  less  than  |9  per  ton  in  all 
cases  where  the  grower  brings  all  of  his  crop  to  the  West  winery. 
That  is  |2  a  ton  higher  than  the  Wests  paid  last  year.  Inde- 
pendent buyers  are  offering  $10  a  ton  for  wine  grapes,  and  are 
contracting  for  many  tons,  but  many  of  the  growers  expect  that 
when  the  Wests  announce  their  price  it  will  be  as  good  as  $10 
a  ton. 


The  big  winery  at  Vina,  Tehama  County,  started  crushing 
late.  The  grape  crop  is  turning  out  much  heavier  than  at  first 
expected.  It  will  be  at  least  fifty  per  cent  larger  than  last  year 
and  it  is  a  question  whether  the  grapes  can  be  all  harvested  and 
run  through  the  crusher  before  the  rains  set  in. 


The  Tokay  grape  growers  of  Lodi  and  the  green  fruit  packers 
gambled  on  the  weather  and  the  packers  won.  The  gamble  was 
this:  The  packers  contracted  to  pay  |25  a  ton  on  August  de- 
livery ;  $18  thereafter.  The  cold  weather  held  back  the  ripening 
season  with  the  result  that  the  packers  will  buy  the  bulk  at  the 
lower  figure. 


The  wine  cellar  at  Inglenook,  the  Niebaum  place,  which  has 
been  closed  for  several  years,  will  be  operated  this  season  by 
B.  Ahmold  &  Co.,  of  116  Townsend  street,  San  Francisco.  L. 
Stice,  of  Napa,  has  been  engaged  to  manage  the  winery  at  Ruth- 
erford. 


The  grape  harvest  commenced  at  Cucamonga  September  1st, 
where  it  is  reported  one  of  the  greatest  crops  in  its  history  is  to 
be  gathered.  The  six  large  wineries  and  other  growers  com- 
menced picking  and  hundreds  of  pickers  have  been  engaged. 


At  the  beginning  of  September  twenty-seven  members  of  the 
Insurance  Association  of  San  Francisco  visited  Fresno,  and  in- 
spected all  the  large  wineries,  packing-houses,  etc.  The  report 
of  the  visitors  is  all  that  can  be  desired  as  to  the  risks  taken, 
owing  to  the  generally  satisfactory  state  of  the  wineries  visited. 


During  the  month  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  shipped  eight  car- 
loads of  wine  from  Madera,  consigned  to  New  York.  Much  of  it, 
we  understand,  will  ultimately  find  its  way  to  Europe,  where 
previous  shipments  of  the  same  grade  of  goods  have  met  with 
great  favor. 


At  the  end  of  August  representatives  of  the  California  Wine 
Association,  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  and  the  Independent 
Wineries  were  all  busy  in  Kerman  to  obtain  the  local  grape  pool 
amounting,  approximately,  to  1000  tons  of  wine  grapes.  All  of 
them  appeared  anxious  for  the  grapes,  but  not  one  of  the  in- 
tending buyers  was  willing  to  set  a  definite  price,  each  saying 
that  he  would  pay  as  much  as  the  others  and  possibly  a  little 
more.  Ten  dollars  a  ton  is  the  highest  the  winemen  are  reported 
to  have  offered,  and  the  tonnage  eventually  went  to  the  Inde- 
pendents at  that  price. 


It  is  stated  that  in  the  Fresno  district  the  labor  difficulty  in 
vineyards  is  acute.     In  fact,  it  is  declared  that  the  vintage  of 
wine  grapes  will  have  to  be  held  oft",  in  large  part,  until  thej 
raisin  picking  season  is  over,  because  of  the  great  shortage  of ' 
help. 

The  Greek  laborer  solution  is  declared  at  this  early  stage  of 
the  harvest  to  be  only  a  partial  success.  This  declaration  is 
made  as  the  result  of  the  trying  out  of  a  number  of  Greek 
laborers  at  the  Tarpey  vineyard  in  two  recent  days.  They  have 
been  discharged,  and  where  possible,  Japanese  have  been  se- 
cured in  their  places. 

The  superintendent  of  the  Tarpey  vineyard  says  that  "the 
Greeks  picked  about  forty  boxes  a  day.  It  looked  too  small  to 
me,  so  I  set  two  Japanese  against  them  and  these  picked  120  to 
130  boxes.  The  Greeks  are  unfamiliar  ^vith  the  work  and  not 
satisfactory." 

Meantime,  the  Japanese  contractors  claim  that  they  are  un- 
able to  secure  enough  men  to  fill  the  demand,  and  the  price  for 
this  sort  of  labor  is  going  up.  Three  cents  a  tray  and  even 
higher  has  been  paid  for  the  picking  of  raisins,  and  it  is  remem- 
bered that  contractors  have  predicted  as  high  as  4  cents  a  tray 
on  vineyards  where  the  grapes  are  very  scant,  and  hard  to  pick. 
The  lateness  of  the  hop  harvest,  which  is  also  very  heavy,  and  is 
keeping  many  men  in  the  Sacramento  region,  is  being  blamed 
in  part  for  the  shortage  in  the  Fresno  district,  and  it  is  predicted 
things  may  be  better  later  on. 


The  Italian  Vineyard  Company,  at  Ontario,  has  commenced 
the  harvesting  of  the  largest  grape  crop  ever  produced  by  its 
enormous  vineyai'd.  It  is  estimated  fit  20,000  tons  and  may 
even  exceed  that  amount.

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Grape  growers  in  Sonoma  county,  like  the  viticnltnrists  in 
Santa  Clara  valley  expect  grape  prices  to  reach  |20  a  ton.  This 
estimate  is  still  adhered  to,  although  no  price  has  yet  been 
absolutely  set  by  buyers.  Sonoma  growers  consider  that  as  the 
Iruit  and  hop  men  have  received  good  prices,  that  the  time  has 
( ome  for  them  to  make  a  little  money  also. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  present  month  the  Lodi  Co-operative 
winery  distributetl  |!40,000  among  its  stockholders,  which  sum 
is  the  last  installment  of  the  payment  for  grapes  supplied  during 
the  1909  season. 

All  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Lodi  Co-operative  Winery  are 
grape  growers  and  they  deliver  all  of  their  wine  grapes  and 
Tokay  culls  to  their  winery.  All  of  the  profits  are  pro-rated 
to  the  stockholders  according  to  the  number  of  tons  of  grapes 
tlioy  deliver.  I'ayment  is  not  made  until  the  wine  made  from  the 
grapes  is  marketed  and  tlie  money  received  for  it.  That  is  the 
cause  of  the  payment  for  1909  gi'apes  being  so  late.  The  1909 
grapes  brouglit  the  growers  flO.lS,  nearly  double  as  much  as 
many  outside  growers  received  for  their  grapes  that  year. 


Recently  G.  Peirano  appeared  at  Lodi  and  boosted  Zinfandel 
grapes  up  to  fll.  He  nmde  the  following  statement  to  grow- 
ers :  "I  have  contracted  for  about  1000  tons  of  grapes  already 
at  fll  a  ton,  and  intend  to  buy  at  least  3000  tons  moi'e.  There 
are  absolutely  no  strings  on  the  proposition  I  am  making  to 
the  growers.  I  furnish  the  lug  boxes,  and  as  soon  as  the  grapes 
are  delivered  the  grower  gets  his  money.  I  am  buying  ordinary 
wine  grapes  that  Avill  test  23  per  ceiit." 


The  Italian  Vineyard  Company  are  expecting  great  things 
from  a  new  dry,  white  wine  they  have  turned  out  which  resem- 
bles a  type  made  at  San  Severo  and  Capri,  Italy.  This  year 
they  will  produce  about  200,000  gallons  of  this  wine,  which  they 
will  call  "San  Severo."  A  large  proportion  will  be  aged  for 
bottling  purposes  and  the  rest  sold  in  bulk. 


Crushing  commenced  at  Winehaven  early  in  the  month  on 
gi'apes  from  Manteca.  This  is  a  comparatively  new  district  but 
the  Association  expects  to  crush  5000  tons  from  that  vicinity 
this  season.  Although  the  yield  is  not  up  to  the  average  any- 
where the  Association  is  looking  for  a  big  season's  work  at  Wine- 
haven.

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Who  Can  Make  Pomace  Wine? 


ON  September  7th  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  Cabell 
issued  his  ruling  on  pomace  wine.    It  is  as  follows: 

"So-called  pomace  Avine  from  grape  pomace,  or  cheese,  sugar 
and  water,  not  excluding  harmless  coloring  matter,  may  be 
manufactured  by  any  bona  fide  wine  maker  to  be  used  for  bev- 
erage ptirposes  exclusively  upon  the  following  conditions : 

"Every  person  desiring  to  engage  in  such  manufacture  shall 
file  with  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  of  the  district  in 
which  the  manufacturing  plant  is  located  a  notice  in  duplicate 
to  that  effect,  such  notice  to  be  accompanied  by  a  plan  or  sketch 
of  the  premises  describing  their  location  and  giving  the  number, 
location  and  capacity  in  gallons  of  each  and  every  vat,  tank,  or 
other  utensil  used  in  the  fermentation  of  such  product. 

"And,  provided  further,  that  each  manufacturer  shall  keep  a 
book,  to  be  furnished  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
in  which  shall  be  entered  from  day  to  day  detailed  statements 
of  materials  purchased  in  the  manufacture  of  said  product,  and 
all  materials  used,  and  of  the  product  manufactured;  and  a 
further  record  in  a  book,  to  l)e  approved  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue  for  that  purpose,  of  the  product  sold,  used, 
or  disposed  of,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  sold  or  by 
whom  used,  or  disposed  of. 

"SAVom  copies  on  forms  furnished  for  that  purpose  of  the 
material  and  product  accounts  and  of  the  sale  and  disposition 
accounts  shall  be  forwarded  monthly  in  duplicate  to  the  Col- 
lector of  Internal  Revenue  of  the  district  in  which  the  plant  is 
located." 

Tlie  St.  Helena  ^^far  of  September  22d  says  that  "the  basis 
upon  which  grapes  are  being  purchased  this  season  is  from  f  15 
to  |17  per  ton  and  present  purchases,  as  far  as  we  have  been 
able  to  learn,  are  being  made  at  those  figures.  The  minimum 
price  will  be  $15  for  the  ordinary  varieties,  while,  for  the  better 
varieties,  the  price  will  go  to  at  least  |17.  This  latter  figure 
may  be  raised  by  some  purchasers  for  choice  lots  when  the 
vintage  really  begins  in  earnest.  While  vineyardists  had,  a  few 
months  ago,  hoped  that  choice  grapes  would  reach  as  high  as 
$20,  present  conditions,  so  the  wine  makers  say,  do  not  warrant 
that  figure.  However,  the  price,  even  at  from  .|15  to  fl7,  is 
better  than  for  several  years  and  that  payments  are  to  be  cash 
on  delivery  is  certainly  a  compensatory  feature  of  the  situation." 


Lewis  Wetmore,  manager  of  George  West  &  Sons'  Winery  in 
Stockton,  says:  "We  figure  that  70,000  tons  of  wine  grapes, 
mostly  Zinfandels,  were  raised  in  San  Joaquin  County  last  year, 
while  this  year's  crop  will  probably  reach  80,000  tons.  This 
season  is  considerably  behind  last  year,  however.  Last  year  we 
opened  August  19th,  but  this  year  we  did  not  start  until  Sep- 
tember 1st." 


The  people  around  Sanger  can  now  keep  the  right  time,  as 
the  Sanger  Winery  whistle  is  again  heard  at  regular  intervals 
daily,  the  season's  grape  crushing  having  begun  in  earnest.  The 
first  wagon-load  of  wine  grapes  to  arrive  there  were  from  the 
vineyard  of  R.  A.  Radley,  on  the  McCall  road.  Superintendent 
Gilchrist  reports  the  machinery  running  smoothly.  About  flO 
per  ton  is  being  paid  for  wine  grapes. 

The  middle  of  the  month  saw  the  Woodland  Winery  in  opera- 
tion, and  on  September  14th  the  first  carload  of  grapes  was 
received  from  W.  Tourte,  of  Arbuckle.  The  grapes  ran  a  bit  low 
in  sugar,  but  better  condition  is  expected.  The  season  is  later 
this  year  than  for  a  decade,  but  about  the  average  amount  of 
grapes — 2000  tons — is  expected  to  be  received  at  the  winery  if 
the  weather  is  propitious.  The  price  has  been  fixed  at  $10  per 
ton  by  the  California  Wine  Association,  which  operates  the  local 
winery. 


According  to  reports  from  Lodi,  although  a  price  of  |9  a  ton 
is  the  established  rate  for  wine  grapes,  the  Sacramento  Winery 
has  come  into  the  field  offering  |11  per  ton,  and  a  bonus  for 
clean  stock. 


Wineries  in  the  Fresno  section  commenced  crushing  about  the 
middle  of  the  month.  There  is  a  belief  among  growers  that  the 
shortage  of  grapes  in  this  section  will  yet  put  the  price  at  least 
$2  higher  than  the  |10  figure  that  has  been  named. 

A  test  of  the  wine  grapes  at  the  Tarpey  Vineyard  before  pick- 
ing commenced  revealed  22  per  cent  of  sugar,  and  it  was  hoped 
that  before  crushing  they  would  show  at  least  23  or  24  per  cent. 

A  report  received  from  the  northern  section  of  the  valley  is 
to  the  effect  that  the  wine  grape  crop  in  San  .Joaquin  County 
will  exceed  that  of  last  year  by  10,000  tons.  This  information 
is  based  upon  an  estimate  made  by  Lewis  S.  Wetmore,  man- 
ager for  West  &  Sons. 

A  report  was  current  at  one  time  in  San  Joaquin  County  that 
West  &  Sons  had  taken  over  the  Manteca  Winery.  But  this 
statement  is  denied,  Mr.  Wetmore  stating  in  explanation  that 
AVest  &  Sons  had  merely  purchased  last  year's  distilling  supplies 
from  the  Manteca  Winery. 


Victor  Piezzi  has  just  received  at  his  vineyard  in  Sonoma 
County  a  large  Avine  press  of  five  tons'  capacity  built  by  the 
Toulouse  &  Delorieux  Company  of  this  city.  According  to  the 
local  press  it  is  one  of  the  best  and  the  most  up-to-date  that  have 
been  installed  in  any  of  the  wineries  of  this  vicinity.  Mr. 
Piezzi's  winery  has  a  capacity  in  excess  of  fifty  thousand  gal- 
lons, and  he  ships  several  carloads  of  wine  annually,  in  addition 
to  supplying  a  large  local  trade.

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At  Winehaven  there  is  a  rural  road  winding  along  the  bay 
shore  to  Richmond.  We  learn  it  is  proposed  to  run  an  electric 
road  from  the  present  terminus  of  the  car  line  on  the  bay  front, 
along  this  road  to  Winehaven.  This  will  be  of  gi-eat  convenience 
to  the  employes,  Avho  noAV  have  to  travel  back  and  forth  by  the 
belt  line.  The  comiiany  to  do  the  work  has  been  incorporated 
by  F.  W.  Bilger  and  H.  E.  Johnson  of  Oakland  and  Edwin  T. 
Blake  of  Berkeley. 


On  September  21st  the  Eisen  Winery  at  Fresno  was  almost 
entirely  destroyed  by  fire.  The  loss  is  estimate<l  at  $150,000. 
The  winery  was  the  oldest  in  the  county,  the  original  building 
having  been  erected  in  1870  by  the  late  Francis  Eisen,  the 
pioneer  vineyardist  of  this  valley. 

The  flames  started  from  an  explosion  caused  by  the  flame  of 
a  lamp  coming  in  contact  with  sherry  fumes  when  a  Chinese 
employe  was  engaged  in  racking  sherry. 

Only  the  distillery  and  engine  room  were  saved.  Two  years 
ago  the  plant  was  remodeled  by  the  California  Wine  Association 
at  a  cost  of  f30,000.    It  was  the  property  of  the  Eisen  estate. 


Edward  Cerruti,  of  the  Cerruti  Mercantile  Company  of  this 
city,  during  the  month  visited  Turlock,  and  inspected  the  wine 
grape  industry  in  that  vicinity,  which  he  considered  showed 
favorable  conditions.  According  to  the  local  press  Mr.  Cerruti 
has  his  eye  on  Turlock  as  an  ideal  location  for  a  winery,  and 
stated  that  he  had  now  made  up  his  mind  to  build  a  new  and 
extensive  Avinery  at  that  place,  and  expects  to  commence  work 
on  the  project  by  early  spring. 


We  learn  from  Pleasanton  that  the  annual  vintage  at  Ruby 
Hill  will  begin  soon.  The  crop  is  exceedingly  heavy,  but  recent 
cold  nights  have  materially  cut  off  the  percentage  of  good  grapes, 
so  it  is  reported  that  about  the  usual  tonnage  will  be  harvested. 


An  increase  of  $14,076.40  is  shown  in  the  receipts  of  the  Inter- 
nal Revenue  Department  for  the  Sixth  District  for  the  past 
month.  The  figures  for  August,  1911,  are  $65,481.63;  while 
those  for  the  same  month  in  1910  were  $51,405.23.  All  of  this 
money  was  collected  on  the  sale  of  stamps  for  brandy,  beer  and 
tobacco. 


The  big  winery  at  Vina,  Tehama  County,  started  crushing 
September  1st  and  will  run  at  full  capacity  for  two  months. 
The  grape  crop  has  turned  out  to  be  fully  50  per  cent  larger  than 
last  year,  and  it  is  a  question  if  all  the  grapes  can  be  harvested 
and  crushed  before  the  rains  set  in. 


A.  E.  Olcese,  a  San  Francisco  commission  man,  spent  the  first 
week  of  September  around  Yuba  City  with  his  agent,  George 
Ohleyer,  buying  both  wine  and  table  grapes  for  shipment  to  this 
city.  Wine  grapes  are  quoted  about  $10  a  ton  in  that  district, 
and  Mr.  Olcese  is  credited  with  purchasing  over  500  tons. 


Cyprian  Brys,  a  vineyardist  of  Willows,  Glenn  County,  is 
again  this  year  making  wine,  and  expects  to  produce  some  4000 
gallons  of  Zinfandel  and  Burger.  Biys  was  one  of  the  original 
wine  makers  brought  from  France  to  the  California  Winery  at 
Vina  by  Senator  Stanford  in  1888.

Hops 

THE  Ploasaiiton  Hop  Company  iT])<)rt  tliat  the  hop  yiekl  for 
this  year  throughout  Liverniore  Valley  will  be  the  largest 
in  many  years.  The  younger  vines  planted  in  the  early  spring 
are  doing  almost  as  well  as  the  older  vines  and  the  only  trouble 
expected  is  the  shortage  of  help.  This  company  recently  had  a 
strike,  and  500  pickers  employed  in  the  Pleasanton  hop  fields 
walked  out,  leaving  only  150  working.  The  pickers  complained 
that  the  one  cent  a  pound  they  receive  is  not  enough. 

Prices  are  still  advancing,  and  we  learn  that  C.  E.  Church, 
of  Windsor,  Sonoma  County,  has  refused  3G  cents  a  pound  for 
his  hops,  also  an  option  on  his  crop  at  38^/4  cents.  It  is  reported 
from  Santa  Rosa  that  C.  C.  Donovan  recently  purchased  500 
bales  of  Yolos  at  35  cents.  He  has  under  contract  at  the  present 
time  -1800,000  worth  of  hops.

The  Golden  AVest  Brewing  Co.,  Oakland,  has  commenced  the 
erection  of  a  concrete  brewery  building,  to  cost  $70,000;  a  brick 
boiler  building,  to  cost  |10,000;  and  a  two-story  brick  ware- 
house, at  a  further  expenditure  of  |1],800.

The  Seattle  Brewing  and  :Malting  Company,  one  of  the  largest 
and  most  successful  on  the  Pacific  Slope,  is  about  to  further 
increase  its  plant  at  Geoi'getown,  Washington.  Present  facili- 
ities  proving  inadequate  for  handling  the  output  of  the  brew- 
ery, the  management  is  about  to  spend  $100,000  in  doubling 
the  capacity  of  the  bottling  plant.  An  officer  of  the  company 
recently  made  the  following  statement:  "These  large  exten- 
sions will  prove  a  two-fold  benefit  to  business  and  commercial 
interests  of  Seattle,  inasmuch  as  the  enlargement  of  the  plant 
will  refjuire  a  substantial  addition  to  the  already  large  payroll 
of  this  concern  and  the  added  output  placetl  in  many  different 
foreign  markets  will  be  an  advertisement  in  those  communitie.s 
of  Seattle's  far-reaching  industries." 

While  these  great  additions  and  improvements  are  going  on 
up  north  it  is  well  for  the  local  trade  to  remember  that  John 
Rapp  &  Son  of  San  Francisco  are  the  resident  agents  for  the 
far-famed  "Rainier  Beer"'  brewed  by  tlu!  Seattle  Brewing  Com- 
pany. 


On  September  1st  the  Eagle  Brewery  of  the  city  of  San  Jose 
passed  into  the  hands  of  a  new  management,  and  Julius  A.  Stem 
of  Oakland  took  the  place  of  Herman  Pfister,  Avho  for  several 
years  has  been  the  head  of  the  management  of  the  brewing  com- 
pany. The  sale  of  $100,000  of  the  stock  of  the  brewing  company 
to  San  Francisco  capitalists  is  responsible  for  the  change  of  the 
management  from  that  of  a  local  citizen's  direction  to  that  of  a 
representative  of  the  neAv  stockholdei*s. 

It  is  proposed  to  expend  the  money  placed  in  the  treasuiy  by 
the  stock  sale  in  enlarging  the  plant  aud  it  is  believed  that  the 
manufacture  of  lager  as  well  as  steam  beer  will  then  be  car- 
ried on. 


San  Francisco  capitalists  have  organized  the  Bay  City  Brew- 
ing Company,  with  a  capitial  of  $200,000,  at  San  Diego.  The 
plant  Avill  start  with  aji  output  of  25,000  barrels  of  beer  an- 
nually. Interested  in  the  project  are  A.  F.  Lemberger,  E.  E. 
Vail  and  E.  G.  Mahoney. 


Only  recently,  it  will  be  remembered,  H.  B.  Snyder  and  others 
capitalized  the  $300,000  Panama  Brewing  Company,  at  the  same 
place.  Both  concerns  will  begin  construction  immediately. 
Evidently  San  Diego  will  have  no  occasion  to  go  dry  from  want 
of  beer.

I.     INTRODUCTION. 

THE  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  in  1909  passed  an 
act  to  provide  for  experiment  and  research  Avork  in  viticul- 
ture, to  be  prosecuted  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  made  an  appropriation  therefor.  This  act  specified 
a  number  of  lines  of  work  which  were  to  be  undertaken,  in- 
cluding all  the  more  important  branches  of  grape-growing  and 
wine-nmking.  It  also  directed  that  reports  should  be  made  on 
"all  matters  appertaining  to  the  viticultural  industry  pertinent 
to  the  successful  conduct  of  the  business  that  may  be  of  general 
public  interest,  use  and  profit." 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  Viticultural 
Division  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  has  undertaken  research 
and  experimental  work  in  those  directions  w-hich  seemed  of  most 
pressing  importance,  and  for  which  the  resources  of  the  division 
were  most  available. 

The  principal  lines  of  work  undertaken  have  been:  (1)  the 
search  for  the  best  resistant  stocks  for  various  localities  differ- 
ing in  climate  and  soil, — and  for  various  varieties  of  wine,  raisin 
and  table  grapes;  (2)  tlie  introduction  and  testing  of  new  and 
promising  varieties;  (3)  investigation  of  the  nature  and  control 
of  various  insect  pests  and  diseases  of  the  vine;  (4)  tests  of 
improved  methods  of  grafting  and  establishing  vineyards; 
(5)  trials  of  methods  of  fertilization  of  vineyards;  (6)  investi- 
gation of  improved  methods  of  fermentation  and  handling  of 
wine,  and  of  the  utilization  of  the  by-products  of  the  vineyard 
and  cellar. 

The  present  bulletin  is  published  in  accordance  with  the  spe- 
cial, provision  of  the  act  which  requires  the  Regents  of  the 
University  of  California  to  "ascertain  •  •  •  the  most  import- 
ant methods  of  vinification  •  *  *."  As  the  profit  of  the  vine- 
yards of  the  State  depends  upon  the  successful  marketing  of  the 
finished  product,  it  is  essential  that  the  product  be  handled 
properly  and  in  accordance  with  modem  and  scientific  methods. 
As  the  larger  part  of  the  product  of  our  vineyards  is  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  wine,  it  is  very  necessary  that  this  wine  should 
be  properly  made. 

In  the  general  effort  of  farmers,  especially  of  fruit  growers,  to 
standardize  and  improve  the  quality  of  their  products,  the  wine- 
makers  are  not  conspicuous.  Some  of  our  wine  is  good,  some  of 
it  very  good,  but  much  of  it  is  indifferent,  and  too  large  a 
portion,  frankly  bad. 

There  is  no  reason,  except  lack  of  skillful  wine-making,  why 
any  California  wine  should  be  bad.  While  some  improvement 
might  be  made  in  our  grapes  in  many  cases,  by  a  better  choice 
of  varieties,  there  is  probably  no  grape-growing  country  where 
the  grapes  as  a  whole  are  more  generally  suitable  for  making 
good,  sound  wine.  •  They  are  seldom  injured  by  diseases  or  in- 
clement weather  and  their  commonest  fault,  that  of  excess  of 
sugar,  is  the  most  easily  avoided  and  remedied.  The  compara- 
tive regularity  of  our  crops  and  the  constancy  of  their  quality 
give  us  advantages  which  are  counteracted  to  a  great  extent  by 
the  backward  methods  of  many  of  our  wine-makers.  Whatever 
other  reason  there  may  be  for  the  present  prejudice  against 
Californian  wines,  the  fact  that  we  produce  so  much  unneces- 
sarily inferior  wine  is  quite  sufficient  to  account  for  it.  Though 
equally  inferior  wine  is  produce<l  in  all  other  wine-making  coun- 
tries, most  of  it  is  consumed  in  the  country-  itself.  ^Tuch  of  our 
poorest  wine  is  sent  out  of  the  State  and  does  serious  injustice 


to  our  good  wines.  All  our  wine  ought  to  be  good,  and  it  de- 
pends principally  on  the  wine-makers  to  make  it  so. 
II.  THE  NATURE  OF  WINE. 
(a)  Definitions. — Many  attempts  have  been  made  by  authors 
and  legislators  to  give  a  clear  definition  of  wine.  They  prac- 
tically all  agree  that  "wine  is  the  product  of  the  alcoholic  fer- 
mentation of  the  grape."'  This  excludes  all  liquids  or  beverages 
made  from  other  fruits  or  substances.  This  is  in  accord  with 
the  derivation  of  the  word  and  the  practice  of  centuries.  Wine, 
therefore,  can  only  be  made  from  grapes  and  must  contain 
alcohol  produced  by  fermentation. 

Most  definitions  contain  also  the  proviso  that  wine  must  be 
made  by  the  usual  cellar  treatment.  When  the  attempt  is  made 
to  state  exactly  what  tlie  "usual  cellar  treatment"  is,  the  defini- 
tions vary  considerably.  They  all  agree  in  this,  however,  that 
they  seek  to  confine  the  operations  of  the  wine-maker  to  those 
practices  which  secular  experience  has  shown  to  be  necessary 
for  the  production  of  a  stable,  healthful  and  agreeable  beverage. 
To  do  this,  they  limit  all  additions  to  the  grapes  or  wine  to 
those  substances  which  occur  naturally  in  sound,  ripe  grapes  or 
which  long  experience  has  shown  to  be  necessary  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  desirable  qualities  of  wine  without  adding  any  quali- 
ties which  are  undesirable.  The  mechanical  operations  are 
usually  left  to  the  choice  of  the  manufacturer.  The  addition  of 
even  harmless  or  useful  substances,  however,  is  allowed  only 
within  prescribed  limits.  These  limits  vary  with  different  laws 
and  definitions.  The  effort  is  usually  made  to  place  them  where 
they  render  possible  all  additions  which  will  result  in  an  amelio- 
ration or  bettering  of  the  wine  and  will  not  defraud  or  deceive 
the  buyer. 

( b )  Standards. — As  grapes  of  various  localities,  varieties  and 
seasons  vary  very  much  in  composition,  an  addition  that  in  one 
case  would  be  desirable  would  do  harm  in  another;  an  addition 
that  in  one  case  would  provide  the  consumer  with  a  more  agree- 
able, healthful  and  valuable  beverage  would  in  another  simply 
supply  him  with  a  substitute  or  inferior  product.  The  central 
idea  of  all  additions  must  be  that  they  are  intended  to  improve 
the  product  and  not  to  defraud  the  buyer.  This  is  the  distinc- 
tion to  be  drawn  between  amelioration  and  sophistication. 

Some  concrete  illustrations  may  make  this  clearer.  If  the 
wine-maker  attempts  to  ferment  very  ripe  grapes  containing 
over  25  per  cent  of  sugar,  the  result  will  often  be  that  the  fer- 
mentation will  be  incomplete  and  the  resulting  wine  inferior  or 
spoiled.  By  adding  a  carefully  calculated  amount  of  water  to 
the  crushed  grapes  he  can  so  reduce  the  sugar  contents  as  to 
insure  a  complete  fermentation  and  a  sound,  good  wine.  While 
this  increases  the  volume  of  wine  made,  slightly,  it  is  as  much 
to  the  benefit  of  the  consumer  as  to  that  of  the  manufacturer  as 
he  is  supplied  with  a  better  product.  If  the  dilution  is  accurately, 
done,  the  resulting  wine  will  contain  all  the  ingredients  of  a 
good  wine  in  just  proportions  and  the  consumer  is  in  no  way 
defrauded.  This  dilution  would  be  proper  amelioration  of  the 
wine. 

On  the  other  hand,  an  equal  addition  of  water  to  under-ripe 
grapes  might  result  in  a  wine  deficient  in  alcohol  and  body  and 
of  inferior  quality,  and  the  only  object  of  such  dilution  would 
be  an  increase  of  volume.  In  this  case,  the  buyer  would  be  de- 
frauded. By  adding  to  such  grapes  both  water  and  sugar  the 
alcoholic  contents  of  the  wine  could  be  kept  normal,  but  all  the 
other  ingredients  would  be  deficient  and  the  practice  become 
mere  "stretching."  Such  additions  would  consitute  sophistica- 
tion. 

Owing  to  the  varying  composition  of  good  grapes,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  fix,  exactly,  just  proportions  for  all  additions.  Maxima 
limits  may  be  assigned,  on  the  theory  that  grapes  which  require 
additions  exceeding  these  limits  are  totally  unfitted  forwine-mak- 
ing.    The  difficulty  is  resolved  usually  by  fixing  such  maxima

and  also  certain  standards  of  composition  for  the  wine.  So  long 
as  these  maxima  are  not  exceeded  and  the  finished  wine  pos- 
sesses the  various  ingredients  within  assigned  limits  of  quantity, 
the  additions  are  considered  legitimate.  The  standards  usu- 
ally take  into  consideration  not  only  the  absolute  amounts  of 
each  ingredient,  but  their  relative  proportions.  It  has  been 
found  that  in  wines  made  from  suitable  grapes  there  exist  al- 
ways certain  harmonious  ratios  between  the  alcohol  and  the 
extract  and  between  the  alcohol  and  the  acidity.  An  addition 
which  does  not  destroy  these  ratios  is  allowable.  In  a  few 
cases,  wines  made  from  grapes  without  additions  of  any  kind 
will  fall  outside  of  these  ratios.  This  simply  proves  that  the 
grapes  were  unsuitable  for  wine-making,  and  the  wine  might 
have  been  improved  by  additions  which  would  have  brought 
about  the  established  ratios. 

Various  standards  of  composition  have  been  promulgated  by 
various  governments,  but  most  of  them  are  based  on  those  of 
France.  The  United  States  "Standards  of  Purity  for  Food 
Products"  defines  wine  as  follows: 

1.  *Wine  is  the  product  made  by  the  normal  alcoholic  fermentation  of  the 
juice  of  sound,  ripe  grapes  and  the  usual  cellar  treatment,  (a)  and  con- 
tains not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  sixteen  per  cent  of  alcohol,  by  volume, 
and,  in  one  hundred  cubic  centimeters  (20  deg.  C),  not  more  than  one-tenth 
gram  of  sodium  chlorid  nor  more  than  two-tenths  gram  of  potassium  sulphate; 
and  for  red  wine  nor  more  than  fourteen  hundredths  gram,  and  for  white  wine 
not  more  than  twelve  hundredths  gram  of  volatile  acids  produced  by  fermenta- 
tion and  calculated  as  acetic  acid.  Red  Wine  is  wine  containing  the  red  color- 
ing matter  of  the  skins  of  grapes.  White  wine  is  wine  made  from  white 
grapes  or  the  expressed  fresh  juice  of  other  grapes. 

2.  Dry  wine  is  wine  in  which  the  fermentation  of  the  sugars  is  practically 
complete  and  which  contains,  in  one  hundred  cubic  entimeters  (20  deg.  C.) 
less  than  one  gram  of  sugars,  and  for  dry  red  wine  not  less  than  sixteen  hun- 
dredths gram  of  grape  ash  and  not  less  than  one  and  six-tenths  grams  of  sugar- 
free  grape  solids,  and  for  dry  white  wine  not  less  than  thirteen-hundredths 
gram  of  grape  ash  and  not  less  than  one  and  four-tenths  gram  of  sugar-free 
grape  solids. 

3.  Fortified  dry  wine  is  dry  wine  to  which  brandy  has  been  added  but  which 
conforms  in  all  other  particulars  to  the  standard  of  dry  wine. 

4.  Sweet  wine  is  wine  in  which  the  aloholic  fermentation  has  been  arrested, 
and  which  contains,  in  one  hundred  cubic  centimeters  (20  deg.  C.)  not  less  than 
one  gram  of  sugars,  and  for  sweet  red  wine  not  less  than  sixteen-hundredths 
gram  of  grape  ash  and  for  sweet  white  wine  not  less  than  thirteen-hundredths 
gram  of  grape  ash. 

5.  Fortified  sweet  wine  is  sweet  wine  to  which  wine  spirits  have  been  added. 
By  act  of  Congress,  "sweet  wine"  used  for  making  fortified  sweet  wine  and 
"wine  spirits,"  used  for  such  fortification  are  defined  as  follows  (section  43, 
act  of  October  1,  1890,  26  Stat.  567,  as  amended  by  section  68,  act  of  August 
27,  1894,  28  Stat.  509,  and  further  amended  by  act  of  Congress  approved  June 
7,  1906:  That  the  wine  spirits  mentioned  in  section  42,  of  this  act  is  the 
product  resulting  from  the  distillation  of  fermented  grape  juice  to  which 
water  may  have  been  added  prior  to,  during  or  after  fermentation,  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  facilitating  the  fermentation  and  economical  distillation  thereof, 
and  shall  be  held  to  include  the  products  from  grape  or  their  residues  com- 
monly known  as  grape  brandy;  and  the  pure  sweet  wine,  which  may  be  forti- 
fied free  of  tax,  as  provided  in  said  section,  is  fermented  grape  juice  only,  and 
shall  contain  no  other  substance  whatever  introducd  before,  at  the  time  of,  or 
after  fermentation,  except  as  herein  expressly  provided;  and  such  sweet  wine 
shall  contain  not  less  than  four  per  centum  of  saccharine  matter,  which  sac- 
charine strength  may  be  determined  by  testing  with  Balling's  saccharometer  or 
must  scale  such  sweet  wine,  after  the  evaporation  of  the  spirits  contained 
therein,  and  restoring  the  sample  tested  to  original  volume  by  addition  of 
water;  provided,  that  the  addition  of  pure  boiled  or  condensed  grape  must  or 
pure  crystallized  cane  or  beet  sugar  or  pure  anhydrous  sugar  to  the  pure  grape 
juice  aforesaid,  or  the  fermented  product  of  such  grape  juice  prior  to  the  for- 
tification provided  by  this  act  for  the  sole  purpose  of  perfecting  sweet  wine 
according  to  commercial  standard,  or  the  addition  of  water  in  such  quantities 
only  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  mechanial  operation  of  grape  conveyors,  crush- 
ers, and  pipes  leading  to  fermenting  tanks  shall  not  be  excluded  by  the  defini- 
tion of  pure  sweet  wine  aforesaid;  provided,  however,  that  the  cane  or  beet 
.sugar,  or  pure  anhydrous  sugar,  or  water,  so  used  shall  not  in  eithef  case  be 
in  excess  of  ten  per  centum  of  the  weight  of  the  wine  to  be  fortified  under 
this  act;  and  and  provided  further,  that  the  addition  of  water  herein  authorized 
shall  be  under  such  regulations  and  limitations  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe ;  but  in  no  case  shall  such  wines  to  which  water  has  been  added 
be  eligible  for   fortification  under  the  provisions  of  this   act  where  the   same. 


after  fermentation  and  before  fortification,  have  an  alcoholic  strength  of  less 
than  five  per  centum  of  their  volume." 

6.  Sparking  wine  is  wine  in  which  the  after  part  of  the  fermentation  is 
completed  in  the  bottle,  the  sediment  being  disgorged  and  its  place  supplied  by 
wine  or  sugar  liquor,  and  which  contains,  in  one  hundred  cubic  centimeters 
(?Q    deg.  C),  not  less  than  twelve-hundredths  gram  of  grape  ash. 

7.  Modified  wine,  ameliorated  unne,  corrected  wine,  is  the  product  made  by 
the  alcoholic  fermentation  with  the  usual  cellar  treatment,  of  a  mixture  of  the 
juice  of  sound,  ripe  grapes  with  sugar  (sucrose),  or  a  sirup  containing  not  less  than 
sixty-five  per  cent  of  sugar  (sucrose)  and  in  quantity  not  more  than  enough 
to  raise  the  alcoholic  strength  after  fermentation  to  eleven  per  cent  by  volume. 

8.  Raisin  imne  is  the  product  made  by  the  alcoholic  fermentation  of  an 
infusion  of  dried  or  evaporated  grapes,  or  of  a  mixture  of  such  infusion  or  of 
raisins  with  grape  juice. 

A  wine  to  be  legal  must  not  only  satisfy  the  requirements  of 
these  standards,  but  must  conform  to  certain  other  regulations 
of  pure  food  laws — federal  and  state.  These  include  the  pro- 
hibition of  all  substances  which  are  poisonous  or  commonly  re- 
garded as  injurious  to  health.  An  exception  is  made  of  certain 
antiseptics  such  as  benzoic  acid,  which  may  be  used  within 
specified  limits  if  the  fact  of  their  presence  is  stated  plainly 
on  the  containing  vessel. 

The  use  of  certain  substances  such  as  tannin  and  albumen, 
which  have  been  used  for  time  immemorial  in  the  treatment  of 
wine,  is  allowed.  Such  substances  are  used  only  in  minute 
quantities  and  solely  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  product, 
and  there  can  be  no  object  for  the  manufacturer  to  use  them 
unnecessarily  or  in  undue  quantities.  The  same  can  be  said 
of  the  use  of  citric,  tartaric  and  sulfurous  acids.  Such  sub- 
stances are  used  only  to  increase  the  quality  and  the  whole- 
someness  of  the  wine,  and  in  no  way  to  disguise  inferior  mate- 
rial or  careless  manipulation  as  is  the  case  with  salicylic  acid, 
benzoates  and  similar  preservatives. 

(e)  Classifications. — A  certain  differentiation  into  classes  is 
made  by  the  above  standards.  These  classes  are  based  partly 
on  the  nature  of  the  raw  material,  partly  on  the  composition 
of  the  wine  and  partly  on  the  methods  of  manufacture. 

A  very  much  more  detailed  and  complicated  classification  is 
necessary  for  commercial  uses.  Wine  contains  not  only  the  half 
dozen  substances  usually  determined  in  an  ordinary  analysis, 
but  more  or  less  of  a  very  large  number  of  othere  which  have  a 
very  appreciable  effect  on  the  character  and  quality  of  the  wine. 
The  number  of  substances  and  compounds  which  have  been 
found  in  pure  wine,  are  reckoned  by  hundreds.  Many  of  these, 
which  are  in  amounts  so  small  as  to  be  undeterminable  quanti- 
tatively, may  influence  the  quality  of  the  wine  notably. 

Many  attempts  have  been  made  to  devise  a  rational  classi- 
fication of  the  large  number  of  variations  brought  about  by 
this  complex  and  variable  composition.  Most  of  them  include 
scores  of  types  and  hundreds  of  varieties.  While  such  classi- 
fications correspond  to  actual  and  appreciable  differences,  they 
are  unnecessary  to  the  wine-maker,  and  appreciable  differences, 
they  are  unnecessai-y  to  the  wine-maker,  and  a  much  simpler 
classification  will  serve  his  pui'pose. 

Commencing  with  the  assumption  that  all  wines  are  made 
from  grapes,  they  may  be  divided  into  a  few  great  classes  de- 
pending on  the  way  these  grapes  are  handled,  i.  e.,  the  methods 
of  manufacture.  These  variations  in  the  methods  of  manufac- 
ture will  correspond  to  certain  easily  defined  differences  in  com- 
position and  character.  We  are  thus  enabled  to  segregate  all 
wines  into  three  groups,  each  with  two  similar  divisions : 

TABLE  I. 

1.  Dry  wines    (o)    red;    (6)    white. 

2.  Sweet  wines  (o)   red;   (&)  white. 

3.  Sparkling  wines  (a)   red;   (6)  white. 

To  these  may  be  added  to  conform  Avith  the  official  classifica- 
tion and  commercial  practice: 

4.  Modified  wine   (o)   red;   (6)   white. 

5.  Raisin  wine  (a)   red;    (6)   white. 

6.  Carbonated  wine  (a)  red;   (&)  white. 
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Groups  four,  five  and  six,  however,  can  hardly  be  considered 
as  natural  Avines  either  in  origin  or  character  and  will  not  be 
considered  here. 

A  dry  wine  is  one  in  which,  by  fermentation,  all  sugar  per- 
ceptible to  the  taste  has  been  eliminated.  A  sic-eet  wine  is  one 
in  which  sufficient  sugar  remains  after  fermentation  to  give  a 
noticeable  sweet  taste.  The  two  groups  are  on  the  whole  per- 
fectly distinct  and  the  main  cause  of  the  distinction  is  that  in 
the  former  every  effort  is  made  by  the  Avine-maker  to  carry  on 
the  fermentation  continuously  until  all  the  sugar  has  been 
broken  up  into  alcohol  and  carbonic  acid,  and,  in  the  latter, 
fermentation  is  stopped  intentionally  by  the  addition  of  alcohol 
while  a  certain  amount  of  unchanged  sugar  remains.  This  addi- 
tion is  called  fortification.  Very  few  wines  are  absolutely  dry 
in  the  sense  that  all  the  sugar  has  disappeai'ed.  In  young  Avines 
there  Avill  nearly  always  remain  several  hundredths  of  one  per 
cent.  A  fcAV  Avines  classed  as  dry,  such  as  certain  Sauternes  and 
some  Rhine  Avines,  may  contain  several  tenths  of  one  per  cent. 
Such  Avines  are  difficult  to  handle  and  easily  subject  to  injurious 
changes,  but  are  often  among  the  most  prized  and  valuable. 

Sweet  wines  vary  very  much  in  the  amount  of  sugar  they 
contain,  which  may  range  from  tAVO  or  three  per  cent  to  ten  per 
cent  or  more.  The  amount  is  determined  in  some  cases  by  the 
stage  of  fermentation  at  which  the  alcohol  is  added  and  in  others 
by  the  addition  of  must  or  grape  syrup  after  fortification.  A  fcAV 
Avines  in  this  class  are  made  Avithout  fortification  by  the  use  of 
very  SAveet  grapes.  Sucli  Avines  are  difficult  to  make  and  are 
produced  only  locally. 

There  are  differences  besides  those  of  SAA-eetniess  Avbich  dis- 
tinguish most  dry  Aviues  from  most  SAveet  Avines.  The  chief  of 
these  is  the  rancio,  sherry  or  madeira  taste,  Avhich  is  character- 
istic of  most  SAveet  Avines,  and  is  due  to  rapid  and  ample  oxida- 
tion. This  taste  may  occur  in  dry  Avines,  but  is  there  considered 
a  defect  except  in  a  feAv  Avines  such  as  dry  sherry  Avhich  are 
usually  classed  Avith  the  sweet.  The  methods  of  making  sweet 
Avines  are  very  diverse  and  are  not  treated  in  this  bulletin. 
In  the  United  States  they  must  be  made  under  certain  regula- 
tions of  the  Internal  RcA'enue  Department. 

A  sparkling  Avine  contains  sufficient  dissolved  carbonic  acid 
gas  to  cause  a  pressure  of  fiA-e  to  six  atmosplieres  in  the  bottle 
at  a  temperature  of  50  degrees  F.  The  Avine  is  made  by  prac- 
tically the  same  processes  as  dry  Avine  and  the  sparkling  quality 
given  later  by  supplementary  fermentation  in  the  bottle. 

The  manufacture  of  sparkling  wines  requires  special  skill, 
knowledge  and  equipment,  and  is  not  Avithin  the  province  of  the 
ordinary  Avine-maker. 

All  the  above  cla.sses  of  Avine  may  be  red  or  Avhite,  depending 
upon  whether  the  color  is  extracted  from  the  skins  or  not.  While 
tlie  presence  or  absence  of  red  coloring  matter  is  the  most  ob- 
vious difference  betAveen  these  two  classes,  certain  other  differ- 
ences of  composition  are  equally  important.  A  red  Avine  con- 
tains tannin  and  more  extract  than  a  AA'hite  Avine.  The  color, 
tannin  and  higher  extract  are  due  to  the  fermentation  of  the 
must  in  the  presence  of  the  skins  or  sometimes  to  the  heating  of 
the  must  and  skins  together  before  fermentation.  A  wine  made 
from  Avhite  grapes  by  these  methods  would  have  all  the  qualities 
of  a  red  Avine,  except  the  color.  Such  a  Avine  Avould  fit  into  no 
classification  and  would  be  almost  unmarketable.  On  the  other 
hand,  a  Avine  could  be  made  from  grapes  with  red  juice  or  by 
partial  extraction  of  the  skin.s,  which,  except  for  its  light  red  or 
rose  color,  Avould  have  all  the  qualities  of  a  white  wine.  A  cer- 
tain quantity  of  this  last  variation  is  made  in  some  localities 
and  is  known  by  various  names  such  as  vin  rose,  schiller  wein, 
vino  siciliano.  Such  wines  are  made  only  in  small  quantities 
for  special  markets. 
Each  of  the  great  groups  mentioned  above  includes  a  very 


large  number  of  varieties  Avhich  it  is  difficult  to  arrange  logic- 
ally. Among  dry  ted  xmnes,  for  example,  Ave  find  in  commerce, 
Burgundy,  Medoc,  Hermitage,  Chianti,  and  numerous  others. 
Burgundy  wines  are  further  divided  into  Chambertiu,  Clos 
Vougeot,  etc.;  Medoc  wines  into  Chateau  Latour,  St.  Estephe, 
etc.  Commerce  thus  recognizes  innumerable  variations.  Most 
of  these  variations  are  distinguished  by  the  name  of  a  region,  a 
locality,  or  a  particular  vineyard.  Tlie  Avines  of  a  cert^ain  vine- 
yard are  further  classified  according  to  tlie  year  of  the  vintages 
The  brands  and  names  recognized  in  commerce  are  to  be  reck- 
oned by  thousands. 

Most  of  these  names  correspond  to  real  differences.  Names 
taken  from  regions,  such  as  Rhine  Avines  and  Sauternes,  repre- 
sent large  differences  in  character  easily  distinguishable  by 
taste  and  usually  by  chemical  analysis.  Names  representiuii 
A^neyards  or  vintage  years  represent  differences  of  quality, 
which  may  be  equally  marked  to  the  practiced  taster,  but  may 
be  difficult  to  indicate  by  chemical  means. 

Names  draAvn  from  particular  vineyai'ds  are  properly  con- 
sidered proprietary  and  should  not  be  used,  nor  the  Avines  imi- 
tated elseAvhere.  Names  drawn  from  localities  or  regions  are  of 
the  same  nature.  They  represent  qualities  due  to  combinations 
of  soil,  climate,  variety,  and  methods  Avhich  can  not  be  exactly 
duplicated  in  any  other  place.  An  exception  should  probably  be 
niade  of  cei'tain  names  Avliich,  Avhile  originally  derived  from  jiai'- 
ticular  localities  have  come  to  represent,  through  long  usage, 
characters  due  principally  to  methods  of  manufacture.  Such 
names  are  Port,  Sherry  and  Champagne. 

The  name  Burgundy  should  be  given  only  to  Avine  made  in  Bur- 
gundy from  Pinot  grapes ;  the  name  Medoc  only  to  Avine  made  in 
Medoc  from  Cabernet,  and  the  three  or  four  other  varieties  rec- 
ognized there  as  capable  of  producing  the  Avine  to  Avhich  the 
region  owes  its  i*eputation. 

There  seems  to  be  no  sufficient  reason,  hoAvever,  Avhy  Ave  should 
not  call  a  Avine  Port  if  it  is  made  of  suitable  grapes  in  the  recog- 
nized way  and  resembles  those  Avines  of  the  banks  of  the  Douro, 
Avhich  first  received  this  name.  "Port"  is  no  longer  synonymous 
Avith  "Avine  of  Oporto."  All  the  Avines  made  in  the  region  of 
Oporto  are  not  port,  and  all  port  does  not  come  from  that  region. 

With  these  possible  exceptions,  locality  names  should  be  giA'en 
only  to  the  wines  produced  in  the  locality.  This  is  not  only  fair 
to  the  consumer,  but  good  policy  in  the  selfish  interest  of  the 
producer.  Wines  are  produced  most  profitably  by  those  locali- 
ties Avhich  have  an  established  reputation.  They  have  a  sure 
market  AA^hatever  the  abundance  of  crops  in  other  localities.  It 
should  be  the  aim  of  each  locality  to  obtain  and  maintain  a  repu- 
tation that  Avill  make  them  independent  of  general  competition. 
This  can  be  done  only  by  marketing  constantly  good  Aviiies  under 
the  name  of  the  locality. 

A  classification  founded  on  chemical  analysis,  giving  the  gen- 
eral character  of  Avines,  is  useful  to  the  producer  and  especially 
to  the  wine-blender.  It  enables  them  to  produce,  buy  and  1)lend 
Avines  intelligently,  to  obtain  a  desii-ed  result. 

From  this  point  of  vicAV,  dry  w  ines  can  1k'  segregated  into 
three  groups :  heavy,  medium,  and  liglit.  The  first  are  produccnl 
from  grapes  of  high  sugar  contents  and  in  the  Avarmer  localities, 
the  last  from  the  more  watery  grapes  and  especially  in  the  cooler 
localities.  The  SAveeter  grapes  give  Avines  Avith  higher  alcohol 
and  extract  and  Avith  loAver  acidity.  The  following  table  gives 
the  usual  range  in  these  three  components :

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The  alcohol  and  acid  in  natural  wines  vary  in  an  inverse  ratio, 
in  such  a  way  that  the  volume  percentage  of  alcohol  added  to  the 
grams  per  liter  of  acid  as  sulfuric  make  a'  sum  lying  between 
13  and  17.  This  is  what  is  known  as  the  acid:  alcohol  ratio,  and 
is  used  for  the  detection  of  watering.  Water  can  be  added  only 
to  very  sweet  grapes  without  exceeding  the  limits  of  this  ratio 
and  then  only  in  very  limited  quantities. 

The  alcohol  and  extract  vary  directly  and  in  such  proportions 
that  the  number  representing  the  extract  in  grams  per  hundred 
c.c.  multiplied  by  the  factor  4.5  gives  a  figure  equal  to  or  greater 
than  the  alcohol  in  grams  per  100  c.c.  With  white  wines,  in 
which  the  extract  is  normally  lower,  the  factor  6.5  is  used  in  the 
same  way.  This  is  known  as  the  alcohol:  extract  ratio  and  is 
used  for  the  detection  of  the  addition  of  alcohol  to  dry  wines. 

Light  and  heavy  wines  will  vary  also  in  the  amounts  of  tannin 
and  coloring  matter  they  contain,  but  these  have  no  constant 
relation  Avith  the  other  ingredients.  They  depend  principally 
upon  the  variety  of  grape. 

Each  of  these  groups  can  be  again  subdivided  into  three  other 
groups :  fine,  ordinary,  and  blending  wines.  A  fine  wine  is  one 
in  which  all  the  components  are  in  proper  and  harmonious  pro- 
portions and  which  has  sufficient  (luality  to  be  worth  aging  and 
bottling.  These  constitute  in  most  regions  only  a  small  part  of 
the  output.  They  are,  however,  the  ideal  towards  which  the 
efforts  of  every  wine-maker  should  tend.  Ordinary  wines  are 
those  which  are  sufficiently  harmonious  in  their  composition  for 
direct  consumption,  but  which  exhibit  no  delicacy  <tf  flavor  or 
bouquet,  and  are  intendetl  for  bulk  shipments  and  cheap  mar- 
kets. Blending  wines  are  of  various  degrees  of  (luality  and  char- 
acter, but  agree  in  showing  a  deficiency  or  excess  of  some  one 
or  more  essential  component.s.  There  are  blending  wines  with 
an  excess  of  alcohol  or  extract  or  of  color  which  make  them 
unsuitable  for  direct  consumption.  They  serve,  however,  by 
blending  to  correct  other  wines  which  an'  deficient  in  these  com- 
ponents. AYhei'e  the  wine  handlers  liave  perfected  their  bitsi- 
ness,  the  bulk  of  wines  are  used  for  blending,  for  it  is  only  the 
exceptional  wines  which  can  not  be  improved  by  additions  Avhich 
will  coi'rect  their  deficiencies  and  faults. 

If,  together  with  the  chemical  analysis,  we  make  three  grades 
based  on  organoleptic  qualities,  we  have  nine  classes  of  red  and 
nine  classes  of  white  dry  wanes.

This  classification  does  not  take  into  consideration  the  various 
faults  which  wines  may  have  oAving  to  defective  methods  of  wine- 
making.  They  represent  differences  due  to  variations  in  the  raw 
material  Avhich  exist,  however  perfect  the  processes  of  manu- 
facture. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  best  results  from  a  given  raw  material 
the  principles  of  wine-making  must  be  known  and  applied.  Only 
in  this  w-ay  can  our  wines  be  improved  and  gradually  brought  up 
to  the  high  standard  which  the  general  excellence  of  our  grapes 
makes  possible. 

The  conditions  of  the  various  grape-growing  regions  of  Cali- 
fornia are  so  varied  that  we  can  make  wines  conforming  to  all 
the  classes  of  Table  III  Avith  perhaps  the  exception  of  class  7.

rpROM  day  to  day  last  week  reports  from  the  vote  on  con- 
st! tutioual.  prohibition  in  Maine  oscillated  between  "wet" 
and  "dry."  The  first  report  was  that  the  provision  adopted 
in  1884,  which  made  the  prohibitory  law  part  of  the  State  con- 
stitution, was  repealed  by  a  popular  majority  of  about  nine 
hundred  votes.  The  next  report  was  that  later  returns  had 
changed  this  into  a  small  majority  for  the  retention  of  the 
provision.  Still  later  reports  were  that  the  returns  were  in 
dispute.  It  will  take  an  official  count  to  set  the  matter  at 
rest.  Whatever  the  final  result  may  be,  the  majority  on  one 
sjde  or  the  other  will  be  a  few  score,  or,  at  most,  a  few  hun- 
dred. Errors  in  copying  or  in  misunderstanding  telephone 
messages,  or  in  addition,  account  very  largely  for  the  uncer- 
tainty. For  example,  the  returns  from  one  town  were  in  some 
way  reversed,  when  they  were  transmitted  by  telephone,  with 
the  result  that  a  change  of  four  hundred,  votes  in  the  plurality 
was  made.  Some  facts,  however,  are  plain  without  regard 
to  these  errors.  The  most  striking  fact  is  that  the  twenty 
cities  of  the  State  returned  a  total  vote  of  nearly  two  to  one 
for  the  repeal  of  prohibition,  and,  with  the  single  exception 
of  the  city  of  Calais,  each  city  returns  a  majority  for  repeal. 
In  several  cities  of  the  State  this  majority  is  overwhelming. 
In  Bangor  and  Lewiston,  two  of  the  three  largest  cities  of  the 
State,  and  in  Biddeford,  Eastport,  Ellsworth,  and  Old  Town, 
the  majority  was  three  to  one,  and  in  Portland,  the  largest 
city  of  the  State,  Augusta,  the  capital,  Waterville,  Bath,  and 
other  cities,  the  majority  for  repeal  was  very  large.  Whether 
prohibition  remains  in  the  Constitution  of  Maine  or  not,  it 
can  hardly  remain  in  fact.  When  the  voters  of  a  State  are 
so  evenly  divided  as  they  have  shown  themselves  in  this  vote, 
it  is  hardly  possible,  to  say  the  least,  that  the  prohibitory  law 
will  be  permanently  enforced.  There  is  no  reasonable  ground 
for  believing  that  60,590  people  (to  cite  the  unofficial  figures 
published  a  day  and  a  half  after  the  polls  had  closed)  can  im- 
pose their  will  with  regard  to  State  prohibition  upon  60,415 
people.  The  closeness  of  the  vote  explains  the  practical  fail- 
ure of  prohibition  in  JIaine.  It  has  sometimes  been  said  that 
failure  to  enforce  prohibition  is  no  more  of  an  argument 
against  prohibiton  than  failure  to  secure  convction  against 
burglars  is  an  argument  against  making  burglary  a  crime.  If, 
however,  the  people  of  any  State  were  virtually  equally 
divided  on  the  question  whether  burglary  should  be  made  a 
crime  or  not,  there  would  be  little  ground  for  believing  that 
the  law  against  burglary  could  be  enforced.  We  do  not  be- 
lieve that  prohibition,  even  if  it  survives  this  vote,  can  long 
endure  under  present  conditions  in  Maine. — The  Outlook, 
Sept.  23.

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LOS  ANGELES,  Oct.  20.— The  vineyardists  everywhere  in  the 
southland  are  engaged  in  gathering  their  grapes  and  hauling 
them  to  the  wineries  and  markets.  Prices  here  this  year  have 
been  better  than  ruled  last  season  and  crops  excellent  both  as  to 
quality  and  yield.  All  the  wineries  are  running  full  blast  and 
the  larger  establishments  Avill  not  be  through  crushing  for  sev- 
eral weeks,  unless  rain  should  interfere.  The  storm  the  latter 
part  of  September  did  no  damage  to  speak  of,  although  a  few 
r.aisins  in  San  Diego  county  were  injured  slightly.  So  far 
this  season  the  weather  has  been  exceptionally  favorable  to  the 
vineyardists  and  wiuemen,  and  grapes  have  ripened  more 
evenly  and  are  now  showing  more  saccharine  than  earlier,  and 
winemen  generally  predict  a  very  successful  vintage  from  this 
season's  crop. 

At  the.  Italian  Vineyard  Company's  winery  everything  is 
moving  at  high  pressure,  both.  President  Guasti  and  Secretary 
Barlotti  are  on  the  ground,  and  are  giving  personal  attention 
to  the  crushing.  This  great  plant  will  handle  over  20,000  tons 
of  grapes  this  season,  the  bulk  of  which  are  from  the  company's 
own  vineyards  surrounding  the  winerj',  though  the  company  is 
taking  care  of  the  crops  of  its  neighbors. 

The  Stem  winery  and  distillery  at  Wineville  is  taking  care 
of  the  grapes  frolu  the  2,000-acre  vineyard  of  Chas.  Stem  & 
Sons.  Mr.  Alfred  Stern  is  at  the  winery  personally  over- 
seeing every  detail  of  the  Avork,  which  is  a  guarantee  that  the 
quality  of  the  output  this  year  Avill  be  up  to  "premier"  standard. 


In  the  San  Fernando  valley  the  wineries  are  all  busy.  Mc- 
Clure's,  the  West  Glendale  Winery,  Gai's  Winery,  and  the  Fair 
Oak  winery  will  all  handle  a  large  tonnage  of  grapes  this  sea- 
son, while  a  number  of  smaller  plants,  conducted  principally  by 
Italian  vineyard  proprietors,  are  also  crushing  their  quota  of 
the  big  crop  this  section  has  this  year. 


Adolph  Becker,  of  the  Waldorf  Cafes  of  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Francisco,  stopped  over  here  a  few  days  looking  after  the  firm's 
interest,  and  on  the  20th  left  for  his  ranch  in  the  Imperial 
valley,  for  a  few  days'  rest  and  duck  shooting. 


Joseph  Melczer  has  returned  from  his  trip  to  the  old  country 
looking  fine  after  his  long  rest  from  the  business  cares  incident 
to  the  conduct  of  a  business  as  great  as  that  of  his  company. 


Al  Levy  has  gone,  shaking  the  dust  of  the  Angel  City  from  his 
feet,  departing  for  Bakersfield,  where,  it  is  rumored,  he  will 
open  a  restaurant.  The  espionage  of  the  police  of  this  city 
became  too  much  for  him,  especially  as  he  had  been  caught  in 
flagrant  violations  of  the  law  regarding  the  serving  of  liquors 
after  hours,  and  was  about  to  have  his  license  revoked.  This 
was  avoided  by  the  transfer  of  the  business  to  L.  J.  Christopher, 
who  Avill  conduct  the  business  under  the  old  name. 


The  restaurant  license  of  May  &  May,  806  East  Third  street, 
was  revoked  by  the  police  commission  this  month  because  of 
irregularities  and  violations  of  the  ordinances.

The  Pasadena  Prohibs  never  overlook  a  chance  to  swat  the 
"Demon  Rum."  The  temperance  committee  has  passed  up  to 
the  council  a  set  of  changes  it  desires  incorporated  in  the  regula- 
tions the  council  has  been  formulating  the  past  three  months 
for  the  proposed  liquor  ordinances,  which,  if  accepted  by  the 
council,  Avill  mean  that  every  one  who  takes  a  drink  in  Pasadena 


There  is  an  election  soon  to  be  held  in  Orange  county  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  Fifth  supervisorial  district  of  tl^at  coxmty 
outside  of  Santa  Ana  and  Newport  Beach  shall  go  wet.  As  a 
result  of  the  adoption  of  the  Avoman  suffrage  amendjpent  those 
opposed  to  the  proposition  are  busily  engaged  in  seeing  that 
the  women  register  and  vote  at  the  election. 


The  license  permitting  the  Hotel  Virginia  at  Long  Beach 
to  serve  liquors  at  meals  has  long  been  a  thom  in  tjie  flesh  of 
the  prohibition  and  church  people  of  that  city,  an(|  numerous 
have  been  the  traps  laid  to  trip  up  the  hotel  peopje  in  some 
more  or  less  technical  evasion  of  the  complicated  Regulations 
governing  the  license.  They  have  succeeded  in  hatching  up 
some  such  charge,  and  caused  the  arrest  of  the  maqager  and  a 
bell  boy,  and  the  case  is  now  before  the  police  cojjrt  of  that 
city  for  trial  the  coming  week. 


Occasionally  the  police  uncover  a  blind  pig  in  tj^e  city,  the 
latest  being  a  drug  store,  conducted  by  F.  L.  Orr  at  Sixteenth 
and  Hoover  streets,  where  the  police  confiscated  ten  cases  of 
beer,  for  the  selling  of  which  without  a  license  the  proprietor 
was  held  in  default  of  f200. 


The  Catalina  saloon  on  North  Main  street  has  long  been 
under  suspicion  of  the  authorities  because  of  the  Jax  Avay  in 
which  it  was  conducted,  and  early  this  month  charges  were  filed 
against  its  proprietor  before  the  commissioners  for  selling 
liquors  to  minors. 


The  applications  for  liquor  licenses  by  Hugo  H.  Kerber,  625 
South  Spring  street,  and  Fischbeck,  Gagliardo  &  Shaw,  at  417 
South  Spring  street,  Avere  denied  by  the  police  commission, 
because  the  applicants  were  not  residents  of  this  citv. 


There  is  considerable  speculation  among  the  liquor  men  of 
this  city  as  to  Avhat  effect  the  Avoman  suffrage  victory  will  have 
on  their  business.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  church  and  pro- 
hibition element  are  counting  on  the  votes  of  the  Avomen,  and 
there  are  already  rumors  of  an  energetic  onslaught  against  the 
traffic  in  the  near  future.  Registration  of  the  Avomen  has  been 
heavy,  and  representatives  of  "the  better  element"  are  exceed- 
ingly busy  in  getting  the  Avomen  on  the  register  for  the  next 
election,  and  it  behooA-es  the  liquor  men  to  see  that 
every  one  engaged  in  the  business,  so  conducts  it  as  to  leave 
no  grounds  for  complaint,  only  by  so  doing  can  they  hope  to 
Iiold  the  votes  of  those,  Avhile  not  particularly  in  faA'or  of  tlie 
traffic,  still  are  not  fanatical,  and  Avill  vote  for  a  properly  con- 
trolled license  system. 


Los  Angeles,  besides  other  sources,  draws  a  large  income  from 
the  liquor  trade,  as  the  folloAving  figures  show :  From  liquor 
licenses  in  all  foi*ms  and  for  bottling  establishments  and 
broAveries,  the  total  Avas  |418,931,  divided  thus:  Retail  liquor 
dealers,  |242,800;  wholesale,  |78,172;  restaurants.  No.  1,  |33,- 
875;  restaurants.  No.  2,  |24,360;  hotel  bars,  |23,500;  Avineries, 
12724;  social  clubs,  $4800;  bottling  establishments,  |;5700;  brcAv- 
eries,  |3600. 
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SEATTLE,  Oct.  20.— News  of  the  death  of  P.  C.  Ros.si,  of  the 
Italian-Swiss  colony  iu  California,  was  received  with  <i'r«it 
regret  by  the  trade  in  the  Northwest.  Mr.  Rossi  had  many 
warm  friends  in  this  and  neighboring  states,  where  he  Avas  an 
occasional  visitor,  and  many  telegrams  of  condolence  were  sent 
south.  The  firm  of  R.  Sartori,  of  this  city  (now  S.  Hyde) 
claims  the  distinction  of  having  handled  the  first  shipment  Mr. 
Rossi  ever  sent  out,  and  having  nmintained  business  and  per- 
sonal relations  of  the  most  cordial  character  ever  since. 


Seattle  is  always  a  good  winter  toAA-n  for  the  trade.  From 
I  the  Avay  the  season  is  opening  up,  dealers  are  predicting  a  fair 
if  not,  indeed,  an  excellent  year.  A  steady  improvement  in  the 
outlook  for  all  lines  of  business  is  one  element,  to  which  is 
added  a  feeling  of  optimism  based  on  the  prospect  of  three  or 
four  good  years  for  the  lumber  mills.  San  Francisco  is  ex- 
])ected  to  call  on  the  northern  forests  for  vast  quantities  of 
lumber  during  the  period  of  preparation,  and,  iu  fact,  the  giant 
scale  on  Avhich  the  Panama-Pacific  exposition  is  planned  is 
looked  to  to  cause  a  distinct  improvement  throughout  the 
west.  What  feelings  of  jealousy  against  the  big  city  at  the 
Golden  Gate  once  existed,  is  long  a  thing  of  the  past. 


"Joe"  Goldie,  head  of  the  Goldie-Klenert  Co.,  left  several 
weeks  ago  for  an  extended  tour  of  the  east.  Mr.  Goldie  writes 
to  his  house  that  the  attractions  of  New  York  City  haA'e  held 
him  fast  so  far,  and  he  has  not  visited  many  places  outside  of 
the  metropolis.      Pleasure  as  well  as  business  called  him  east. 


The  old  Newport  Cafe,  which  stands  at  the  foot  of  Madison 
street  and  is  the  first  to  welcome  the  traveler  who  arrives  by 
boat,  has  been  re-opened  under  the  name  of  the  Hoffbrau. 
Charley  Burnett  is  the  proprietor  and  official  welconiei*.  Ike 
Rosenbaum,  who  used  to  run  the  place,  is  resting  a  bit,  but  he 
says  he  is  thinking  of  getting  busy  again  right  away ;  this  time 
as  a  miner.  He  owns  some  valuable  quartz  properties  in 
Southeastern  Alaska,  and  to  these  he  may  decide  to  devote  his 
entire  attention. 


Frank  Francis,  of  Louis  Taussig  &  Co.,  of  San  Francisco, 
spent  half  a  Aveek  here  a  feAv  days  ago,  coming  nqrth  Avith  H.  E. 
Diggles,  representatiA'e  of  his  house.  This  was  Mr.  Francis' 
first  trip  north,  in  fact,  it  Avas  the  first  lime  he  had  been  out  of 
California.  He  has  friends  to  spare  up  here,  but  all  the 
acquaintances  had  been  made  on  their  trips  to  the  pouth.  J.  G. 
Hodge,  of  the  Hyde  firm,  took  :Mr.  Francis  in  charge  and  shoAved 
him  around.  He  made  friends  AvhereA'er  he  Avent,  and  his 
friends  say  that  Seattle  made  a  big  hit  Avith  him.  Bfe  returned 
south,  stopping  over  at  Portland  and  Astoria. 


Everett,  which  closed  its  saloons  last  year,  and  found  itself 
in  a  tangle  of  financial  difficulties,  is  taken  for  a  horrible 
example  by  other  toAVus.  Ellensburg,  Avhere  there  has  been 
some  agitation  of  the  local  option  question,  has  increased  the 
tax  rate  and  cut  expenses  to  the  bone,  even  lopping  off  appro- 
priations for  the  fire  and  police  departments.  The  fire  depart- 
ment was  denied  even  the  ucav  hose,  Avhich  the  fireboys  declared, 
Avas  necessary.  It  is  not  believed  that  the  town  will  go  dry 
especially  in  Aaew  of  recent  decisions  to  the  effect  that  this 
matter  must  not  be  brought  up  at  special  elections,  but  the 


council  would  run  no  chances  of  getting  into  Everett's  unpleas- 
ant predicament.  The  increase  in  taxes  may  serve  as  an  object 
lesson  of  Avhat  may  be  expected  in  greater  degree  if  the  license 
monev  is  throAvn  aAvay. 


A  local  stock  exchange  was  started  here  a  year  or  so  ago  for 
the  purpose  of  dealing  in  the  securities  of  local  concerns.  One 
of  the  striking  features  of  the  trading  has  been  the  steady 
advance  in  the  shares  of  the  Seattle  BrcAving  &  Malting  Com- 
pany. Last  January  they  were  quoted  at  $70  and  have  gone 
up  ever  since  Avithoiit  a  decline  even  momentary.  Invstors 
are  noAV  offering  flOO,  but  there  are  none  to  be  had  at  that 
figure.  This  is  taken  to  evidence  confidence  in  the  future  of 
the  business  in  the  northwest. 


The  GeorgetoAvn  Liquor  Company,  Avhich  lost  its  president, 
G.  Bartholdi,  by  death  several  Aveeks  ago,  is  noAV  under  the 
management  of  the  sou,  Peter  A.  Bartholdi,  AA'ho  is  continuing 
the  business  at  the  old  stand  in  GeorgetoAvn. 


Among  the  liquor  men  to  make  the  town  in  the  last  few  days 
has  been  S.  Hellman,  Avho  boosts  the  goods  of  the  Susquemac 
Distilling  Company,  of  Milton,  Kentucky,  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 


The  firm  of  J.  Aronson  has  consolidated  its  Second  avenue 
and  Pike  streets  stores  at  the  site  of  the  latter,  They  now 
operate  tAVO  big  stores,  one  in  the  south  end  of  the  business  dis- 
trict and  one  in  the  north.  The  firm  reports  a  notable  concen- 
tration of  the  liquor  trade  in  the  Pike  street  district,  the  culmi- 
nation of  a  tendency  extending  over  several  years.  They  believe 
the  retail  trade  is  steadily  moving  north. 


A  Bellingham  councilman  is  authority  for  the  statement  that 
there  are  more  places  in  the  northern  city  AAiiere  li(iuor  is  sold 
today  than  there  ever  Avere  before  the  toAvn  AA-ent  dry.  The  dif- 
ference betAveen  Bellingham  "wet"  and  Bellingham  "dry"  is 
said  to  be  that  whereas  when  the  toAvn  Avas  "Avet"  forty  saloons 
did  a  retail  business  in  the  open  and  under  police  surveillance, 
now  the  business  is  carried  on  by  Avholesalers  and  bootleggers  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  defy  surveillance  and  I'egulation,  and  to 
deprive  the  city  of  the  saloon  revenues.  The  "wholesalers" 
referred  to  are  not  the  regular  trade,  Avhich  is  reputed  to  be 
observing  the  laAV  carefully;  but  to  consist  of  persons  who 
assume  to  be  "AA'holesalers"  because  under  the  local  option  laAV 
the  possession  of  a  government  license  by  a  Avholesaler  is  not 
"evidence"  of  the  violation  of  the  laAv. 


Hounding  A  Great  Enterprise 


DEMURRERS  raised  by  the  defense  in  the  case  of  Carl  Stan- 
ley and  W.  B.  Thompson  of  the  Hotel  Virginia,  Long 
Beach,  who  are  charged  with  violating  the  liquor  ordinance, 
Avere  overruled  in  a  decision  handed  doAvn  by  Police  Judge  Hart 
recently.  The  defense  immediately  entered  a  plea  of  not  guilty 
and  demanded  a  jury  trial,  Avhich  Avas  granted  by  the  court. 
The  court  held  that  the  ordinance  in  question  AA'as  draAAU  accord- 
ing to  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Long  Beach,  and  is  not  illegal 
or  unconstitutional.  Further,  that  the  facts  stated  in  the  com- 
plaint do  constitute  a  public  offense. 
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LOUISVILLE,  Ky.,  October  25.— Hundreds  of  thousands  of 
whisky  connoisseurs  through  the  country,  and  even  scat- 
tered through  foreign  lands,  are  sitting  up  and  taking  notice, 
for  the  torrid  weatlier  of  summer  has  removed  its  torpor  from 
old  ]\Iother  Earth  and  the  Kentucky  fraternity  of  whisky  pro- 
ducers is  getting  busy.  The  same  array  of  connoisseurs,  num- 
bering legion,  is  beginning  to  feel  its  mouth  Avater  in  anticipa- 
tion of  what  the  Bluegrass  warehouses  liold  in  store. 

The  distilling  season  is  now  opening  ui>  full  blast  throughout 
Kentucky,  from  the  mountains  to  the  pennyrile  and  purchase. 
Throughuot  the  past  month  or  so  the  distilleries  have  been 
Avorking  ui)  to  a  full  head  of  steam,  and  the  capacity-limit  of 
production  is  pretty  nearly  at  hand.  The  plants  out  in  the 
state  are  running  full  time,  every  one  of  them,  and  a  sympa- 
thetically active  movement  is  showing  up  everywhere  that 
whisky  is  handled  in  Louisville. 

The  brokers  are  well  satisfied  with  the  demand  that  is  open- 
ing up  and  say  that  more  inquiries  are  coming  their  way  every 
day  with  regard  to  fall  and  winter  business.  The  market  is 
remarkably  firm  and  the  undoubted  tendency  of  the  retail  field 
is  to  stock  up  heavily  in  prospect  of  a  big  season.  If  anything, 
there  is  a  chance  for  stronger  tone  in  prices  as  the  season  de- 
velops and,  with  the  auspicious  outlook  for  a  perceptible  "bull," 
movement  in  the  field  the  present  status  of  the  trade  could  not 
very  well  be  improved  upon. 

It  is  generally  agreed,  however,  that  this  year's  production 
will  not  equal  that  of  last  year's  in  proportions,  although  it  will 
be  of  just  as  good  quality  and  will  command  excellently 
standard  prices.  The  amount  of  Bourbon  Avhich  was  handled 
out  of  Bluegrass  distilleries  last  year  was  tremendous,  a  record- 
breaking  total  of  something  like  6,000,000  gallons,  and  the  his- 
tory of  any  industry  in  the  country  will  tell  you  that  successive 
years  of  bumper  production  are  bound  to  be  attended  with  a 
slump,  due  to  a  slide  in  the  scale  of  demand. 

So  this  year  the  distillers  of  the  Corncracker  State  are  deter- 
mined to  act  conservatively  and  produce  but  a  standard  amount 
of  stock  so  that  a  normal  year  coming  after  an  abnormal  one 
will  serve  to  blend  the  results  of  both  periods  for  the  best  pos- 
sible advantage.  Kentucky's  corn  crop  Avas  undoubtedly  a 
record-breaker  in  1911,  and  its  bumper  harvest  has  just  been 
completed,  but  the  whisky  trade  is  determined  to  stand  pat  and 
make  just  enough  liquor  to  handle  the  demand,  so  that  tliere 
will  not  be  the  least  chance  of  last  year's  surplus  over-lapping 
and  inducing  a  glutted  market  during  1911-12. 

The  gubernatorial  election,  to  be  held  next  month  in  this  state, 
is  attracting  the  attention  of  all  Bluegrass  industries,  but  espe- 
cially that  of  the  disilling  interests.  Of  course,  from  a  purely 
local  standpoint  it  does  not  matter  pre-eminently  which  Avay 
the  political  cat  will  jump,  for  the  selling  field  of  Kentucky 
whisky  men  extends  from  the  Great  Lakes  to  the  Gulf,  and  from 
Maine  to  California,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  outcome  of  the 
1911  contest  will  reflect  in  a  considerable  measure  the  attitude 
of  the  entire  South  toAvard  Prohibition,  the  county  unit  laAV  and 
other  questions,  which  have  become  national  issues,  for  Ken- 
tucky is  a  border  state  and  has  always  proved  to  be  a  mirror 
for  Dixie  sentiment  in  these  connections.  Both  political 
parties,  after  tremendous  Avork  and  considerable  internal  dis- 
sension in  some  respects,  have  adopted  the  county  unit  measure 
as  a  strong  plank  in  their  platforms.  The  conflict  will  never 
be  forgotten  that  occurred  Avhen  "Marse  Henri"  Watterson,  the 
illustrious  editor  of  the  Louisville  Courier-Journal,  hurled 
defiance  at  the  Democratic  State  Convention  upon  the  occasion 


of  the  adherents  to  the  Rooster  emblem  having  cast  their  lot  in 
favor  of  local  option  legislation. 

Moreover,  the  present  campaign  is  being  waged  largely  with 
reference  to  the  liquor  question.  Judge  E.  C.  O'Rear,  Repub- 
lican candidate  for  governor,  is  a  strong  advocate  of  Avell-regu- 
lated  liquor  traffic  and  stands  sponsor  for  local  option  through- 
out the  state.  The  semi-Prohibition  measure  is  not  being 
played  as  such  a  strong  card  by  the  Democratic  party  in  s\nte 
of  the  fact  that  the  county  imit  plank  stands  in  the  i)latform. 
However,  Judge  O'Rear  has  the  unqualified  support  in  his 
campaign  of  J.  W.  McCullogh,  a  millionaire  distiller  of  Oaacus- 
boro,  Ky.,  who  is  president  of  the  Green  RiAcr  Distilling  Com- 
pany, and  this  fact  is  cutting  a  lot  of  political  ice  in  the  cam- 
paign. The  distillers  of  Louisville  and  the  state,  hoAvever,  are 
convinced  that  Avhich  ever  Avay  the  balloting  goes  there  Avill  be 
no  radical  legislation  pro  or  con  the  liquor  interests,  and  this  is 
taken  as  a  fine  indication  of  the  fact  that  Prohibition  feeling  is 
rapidly  assuming  a  negligible  position  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  Dixie. 


The  J.  C.  Marks  Liquor  Comi^any,  one  of  the  best  knoAvn 
jobbing  companies  in  Louisville,  which  has  been  established 
since  1857,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  houses  of  its  kind  in  the 
state,  was  the  victim  of  two  disastrous  fires  within  the  past 
month,  but  has  shifted,  in  a  Phoenixian  manner  from  the  place 
of  its  last  fiery  visitation,  and  is  doing  business  the  same  as  ever. 
About  six  Aveeks  ago  the  three-story  structure  occupietl  by  the 
company  on  Main  street  near  Fifth  avenue,  Avas  gutted  by  flames 
of  unknoAvn  origin  Avith  a  loss  of  about  |20,000.  The  company 
assumed  temporary  headquarters  a  square  away,  on  ^lain  street 
below  Fifth  avenue,  and  Avithin  three  Aveeks  a  |300,000  confla- 
gration Avipod  out  several  of  the  city's  most  prominent  Avhole- 
sale  mercantile  establishments  and  also  devastated  the  tempo- 
rary Marks  headquarters. 


R.  E.  Wathen  &  Company  are  doing  fine  business,  Avith  all 
their  distilleries  running  full  capacity.  One  morning,  a  Aveek 
or  so  ago,  however,  when  the  Wathen  office  force  arrived  it 
thought  that  a  second  Austin  flood  had  hit  the  office  structure 
on  Main  street  near  First,  for  tlie  entire  interior  Avas  thoroughly 
drenched  and  under  several  inches  of  Avater.  During  the  night 
a  big  storage  tank  of  Avater  on  the  second  floor  of  the  building 
had  broken  loose  from  its  moorings  and  crashed  to  the  floor,  tlie 
contents  soaking  through  to  the  first  floor  and  reducing  the  fix- 
tures and  interior  to  uncomfortable  and  damaging  soi)piness. 
HoAvever,  the  damage  Avas  quickly  repaired  and  the  handsome 
new  offices,  which  were  recently  remodeled  and  renovated,  Avere 
put  back  into  ship-shape  condition. 


Stanley  Bronner,  a  AA^ell-known  figure  in  local  distilling  cir- 
cles, has  just  returned  from  a  combined  business  and  pleasure 
trip  to  NcAV  York  City.  Mr.  Bronner  departed  from  Gotham 
just  before  the  world's  series  commenced,  regretting  extremely 
to  miss  the  memorable  struggles. 


The  Paris  Distilling  Company,  having  completed  considerable 
improvements  upon  its  plant  near  Paris,  Ky.,  is  preparing  to 
start  operations  November  1  Avith  increased  capacity.    BetAveen 
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November  1  and  the  first  of  next  April  it  is  figured  that  10,000 
barrels  Avill  be  produced. 


In  Honor  Of  Pietro  C.  Rossi 


The  W.  J.  Frazier  Distilling  Companj^,  at  Versailles,  Ky.,  has 
just  completed  the  erection  of  a  new  warehouse,  built  along  the 
most  approved  lines,  which  has  a  storage  capacity  of  about  1500 
barrels.  The  Barbee  Distilling  Company,  at  Versailles,  has 
erected  a  similar  structure  upon  its  property. 


The  KentTicky  State  Railroad  Commission  met  a  few  days  ago 
in  Frankfort,  Ky.,  to  consider  a  complaint  which  had  been  laid 
before  it  by  the  Kentucky  Distilleries  &  Warehouse  Company, 
of  Louisville.  The  Kentucky  Distilleries  &  Warehouse  Com- 
pany's petition  asked  that  the  Commission  order  a  lower  rate 
upon  grain  shipments  into  Louisville  from  intrastate  and  inter- 
'  state  points,  the  reduction  being  applicable  to  the  schedule  of 
the  Louisville  &  Nashville  Railroad  Company. 


The  Court  of  Appeals  at  Frankfort,  Ky.,  recently  handed 
down  a  decision  of  extreme  interest  to  the  Kentucky  Avhisky 
trade  in  general.  In  the  case  of  John  Gorin  and  Montgomery 
&  Williams,  co-plaintiffs  vs.  Townsend,  mayor  of  Bowling 
(ireen,  Kv.,  the  appellate  bench  sustained  the  verdict  of  the 
A\'arren  county  circuit  court  to  the  effect  that  a  .f5,000  annual 
saloon  license  in  Bowling  Green  is  exorbitant  and  confiscatory. 
W'lien  Warren  county  voted  under  its  local  option  privileges 
last  year,  tlie  county  seat  decided  to  allow  saloons,  but  the  city 
council  met  and  fixed  the  annual  license  at  |5,000.  Saloon 
men  brouglit  suit  for  the  coux't  to  issue  a  mandamus  lowering 
tlie  license  to  the  old  figure,  and  the  favorable  verdict  which 
w  as  rendered  by  the  Warren  circuit  bench  was  sustained  when 
a])pealed  to  the  highest  tribunal  in  the  state. 


Overproduction  Of  Grapes 


EXPERTS  who  know  the  plight  of  the  grape  markets  tell  the 
public  that  there  is  danger  of  overproduction,  because  the 
market  is  limited  and  prices  cannot  be  maintained  right  along. 
Horticultural  Commissioner  William  D.  Garden  discourages 
further  grape  planting  and  cites  the  fact  that  at  the  conference 
of  fruit  growers,  held  in  Sacramento  last  month,  figures  were 
given  by  men  well  posted,  showing  that  "enough  table  grapes  are 
produced  in  this  State  to  give  to  every  man,  woman  and  child 
in  the  United  States  five  pounds  of  grapes  each.  This  amount  of 
such  grapes  would  make  300  carloads  each  day  throughout  the 
A\liole  shipping  season  to  take  them  out  of  the  State.  Besides 
tliere  are  958(5  acres  not  yet  in  bearing."  The  commissioner  also 
advises  planting  other  salable  fruits  and  nuts,  such  as  peaches, 
apricots,  pears,  almonds  and  walnuts,  and  also  advises  the  dry- 
ing of  the  surplus,  which  would  find  a  ready  market  later  in 
Ihe  year.  He  says,  too,  that  quality  should  be  considered  as 
well  as  quantity.  It  is  a  valuable  review,  of  interest  to  all  grow- 
ers.— Stockton  In  dependent. 


There  is  now  an  ordinance  before  the  City  Trustees  of  Wil- 
lows, Glenn  (^ounty,  which  fixes  saloon  licenses  at  flOO  a  montli, 
(loses  saloons  all  day  Sundays  and  at  11  p.  m.  on  week  days,  the 
o])ening  hour  being  G  a.  m. ;  also  providing  that  the  number  of 
saloons  shall  be  limited  to  nine,  and  that  liotels  having  forty 
beds  or  over  may  have  a  retail  license.  If  passed  it  will  not  go 
into  force  until  May  1st,  1912. 


At  Crescent  City  the  vote  at  the  recent  local  option  election  in 
favor  of  license  was  much  heavier  than  its  adherents  expected. 
<  >n  Octobr  11th  the  community  went  "wet'-  by  199  votes  to  77  in 
favor  of  a  "dry"  town.  It  was  conceded  that  the  liquor  in- 
i crests  would  win,  but  such  an  overwhelming  majoritv  in  favor 
of  properly  regulated  saloons  was  unexpected. 


A  BEAUTIFUL  tribute  was  paid  the  late  P.  C.  Rossi  at  the 
weekly  luncheon  of  the  Home  Industry  League  at  the 
Hotel  St.  Francis  on  Thursday  afternoon,  October  19th.  Colo- 
nel Harvey  D.  Loveland,  who  knew  Mr.  Rossi  intimately  for 
many  years,  delivered  an  impressive  eulogy  in  which  he  pointed 
out  the  fact  not  only  San  Francisco  but  California  has  lost 
one  of  its  staunchest  and  best  citizens.  "The  good  he  did," 
remarked  Colonel  Loveland,  "and  the  influence  for  good  ex- 
tended by  his  efforts  reached  all  classes  of  society,  and  his  death 
will  be  mourned  by  the  thousands  who  knew  him,  as  well  as  by 
a  great  number  of  people  who  never  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
him  personally." 

Mr.  A.  C.  Rulofson,  president  of  the  Home  Industry  League, 
who  is  an  ardent  advocate  of  California  wines,  briefly  spoke  of 
Mr.  Rossi's  brilliant  achievements,  and  then  the  following  reso- 
lutions were  offered  and  unanimously  passed  by  a  standing  vote 
of  the  150  members  present : 

"Whereas,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  God  in  His  infinite  wis- 
dom to  remove  from  our  midst  our  fellow  member,  Pietro  C. 
Rossi,  and 

"Whereas,  Mr.  Ro.ssi  has,  as  a  citizen,  and  in  his  earnest  work 
for  and  devotion  to  the  principles  of  this  League,  earned  our 
respect  and  affection ;  be  it  therefore 

"Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Home  Industry  League  of 
California  hereby  express  their  appreciation  of  the  character 
and  services  of  Mr.  Rossi  and  they  extend  to  his  family  their 
sincere  condolences  for  the  loss  they  have  sustained. 

"Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  record 
book  of  the  League  and  a  copy  thereof  signed  by  its  President 
and  attested  by  its  Secretary  be  sent  to  the  family  of  the 
deceased." 

Replying  to  these  expressions  of  esteem  and  respect  for  his 
life-long  friend,  Andrea  Sbarboro  thanked  the  League  for  the 
excellent  assistance  they  bad  given  Mr.  Rossi  in  securing  recog- 
nition for  the  Colony's  California  champagne  during  the  recent 
visit  of  President  Taft. 

"I  was  present,"  said  Mr.  Sbarboro,  "when  the  news  reached 
Mr.  Rossi  that  our  new  champagne.  Golden  State,  Extra  Dry, 
was  to  be  used  exclusively  at  the  Taft  luncheon,  and  I  never 
saw  him  so  happy.  He  said  he  owed  the  League  a  great  debt 
for  impressing  on  the  Banquet  Committee  of  the  Exposition  the 
necessity  of  honoring  a  native  champagne. 

"Mr.  Rossi  had  worked  for  years  on  this  wine,  which  was  given 
the  highest  honors  at  Turin,  and  he  hoped  to  live  to  see  it  recog- 
nized the  world  over  as  the  equal  of  any  imported  champagne. 

"However,  knowing  that  we  are  all  only  mortals  after  all,  he 
took  great  care  to  transmit  his  great  knowledge  of  every  branch 
of  the  viticultural  industry  to  his  twin  sons,  who  are  now  young 
men  twenty-three  years  old.  After  sending  them  through  the 
I^niversity  of  California,  Avhere  they  passed  all  their  studies 
with  the  highest  honors,  he  had  them  take  a  last  course  in  the 
study  of  agriculture,  realizing  that  it  would  eventually  be  in 
that  industry  that  tlieir  life  work  would  be  centered.  So,  whilst 
California  has  unquestionably  lost  its  leader  in  viticulture,  Mr. 
Rossi  has  turned  over  to  his  sons  the  valuable  knowledge  that 
only  comes  with  years  of  careful  study  and  ripe  experience,  and 
this  will  doubtless  be  handed  down  in  the  Rossi  family  for 
generations  to  come. 

"No  one  mourns  the  death  of  Mr.  Rossi  more  than  I  do,  for  I 
had  known  him  almost  from  the  day  he  landed  in  San  Francisco, 
and  for  tAventy-five  years  we  met  nearly  every  day.  You  can 
readily  understand  how  I  shall  miss  him,  for  since  I  knew  him 
longest  and  most  intimately,  I  nattirally  loved  him  best." 
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J  OUISVILLE,  Ky.,  Sept.  29.— That  the  Aiiti-Saloon  League 
■I— •  will  not  attempt  to  put  a  penalty  on  the  purchase,  po.s- 
session  or  use  of  liquor  in  "dry''  territory  is  the  declaration 
of  Wayne  B.  Wheeler,  Ohio  Superintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League,  in  a  letter  to  T.  M.  Gilmore,  president  of  the  National 
Model  License  League,  who  had  challenged  him  to  a  test  of 
"real  prohibition." 

In  declining  to  accept  the  challenge  Mr.  Wheeler  says : 

"Your  sole  aim  seems  to  be  either  to  outline  a  plan  of  legis- 
lation which  will  successfully  prevent  the  enforcement  of  pro- 
hibitory laws,  or  else  suggest  a  form  of  law  which  would  be 
so  ridiculous  and  unpopular  that  it  would  soon  carry  tin'  law  to 
its  own  defeat." 

Mr.  Gilmore  has  written  a  reply  to  Mr.  Wheeler,  in  which 
he  says: 

"I  am  not  surprised  by  your  refusal.  An  effort  to  bring 
about  real  prohibition  would  undoubtedly  make  real  prohibi- 
tion unpopular,  and  the  stupendous  efforts  that  have  been  made 
in  this  country  to  pass  prohibitory  laws  that' were  not  intended 
to  prohibit  anyone,  and  that  have  never  prohibited  anyone  from 
getting  all  the  liquor  he  wants,  seem  to  have  already  made 
prohibition  supremely  ridiculous. 

"You  know  as  well  as  the  men  connected  with  the  liquor 
trade  know  that  in  proportion  to  population  the  people  in 
the  prohibition  States  and  the  people  in  what  are  known  as 
the  'dry'  counties  in  other  States,  demand,  and  through  the 
mail-order  houses,  boot-leggers  and  the  like,  obtain,  not  only 
their  full  proportion  of  the  licjuors,  distilled  and  fermented, 
but  a  larger  proportion  per  capita  than  is  obtained  in  what 
is  known  as  'wet'  territory,  and  that  this  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  in  'wet'  territory  people  buy  liquor  by  the  glass,  Avhile  in 
'dry'  territory  they  purchase  by  the  bottle  or  case. 

"Now,  Mr.  Wheeler,  I  have  never  looked  upon  you  as  one  of 
the  little  pin-headed  prohibitionists  by  whom  the  people  in 
every  State,  and  for  that  matter  in  every  community,  are  so 
much  pestered  and  I  am  surprised  when  you  say  that  'The 
facts  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Reports  show  conclusively 
that  the  consumption  of  liquor  in  dry  territory  is  reduced  to 
a  minimum,  but  in  the  wet  territory  it  is  increased  to  the 
maximum,'  because  the  facts  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Depai-t- 
ment  do  not  show  anything  of  the  sort,  and  I  challenge  you 
to  produce  any  such  figures,  because  I  know  that  they  do  not 
exist. 

"The  figures  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  show  the 
production  of  alcoholic  beverages,  and  the  number  of  gallons 
that  are  tax-paid  each  year,  but  they  give  no  indication  as  to 
where  these  liquors  are  eventually  shipped,  or  as  to  where 
or  by  whom  they  are  consumed.  The  only  thing  we  can  gather 
from  the  figures  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Department,  and  this 
is  conclusive,  is  that  during  the  fifteen  years  of  Anti-Saloon 
League  work  the  annual  consumption  of  distilled  and  fermented 
liquors  in  the  country  as  a  whole  has  increased  from  somethinar 
over  15  gallons  to  over  22  gallons  per  capita. 

"I  am  also  surprised  that  you  should  make  the  following 
statement :  -'If  the  liquor  dealers  in  this  country  believed  their 
statement  that  there  was  as  much  sold  in  dry  territory  as 
in  wet,  every  brewer,  distiller  and  spigot  twister  would  be 
shouting  himself  hoarse  in  favor  of  prohibition.' 

"We  know  that  prohibition  does  increase  the  consumption 
of  alcoholic  beverages,  and  we  can  prove  this  to  be  true  by  fig- 
ures that  no  one  will  dare  to  dispute;  and  we  also  know  that 
those  distillers,  brewers,  wholesalers  and  the  like,  who  have  not 
been  financially  destroyed  by  prohibition  being  adopted  in 
their  States  have  enjoyed  during  the  last  fifteen  years  greater 
prosperity  than  they  ever  knew  prior  to  that  time,  but  how 
can  you  suppose  that  liquor  men  in  any  of  the  States  can  favor 


a  movement  that  may  at  any  time  destroy  them  should  their 
States  adopt  it? 

"What  satisfaction  is  it  to  the  distillers  of  Tennessee,  whoi 
properties  have  been  destroyed  by  the  so-called  prohibito 
law  in  that  State,  to  know  tliat  the  people  in  Tennessee  a 
buying  more  liquor  from  other  States  than  they  ever  bought 
before?  And  what  satisfaction  would  it  be  to  the  distillers  of 
Kentucky  if  the  |40.000,000  or  150,000,000  invested  here  should 
be  destroyed  by  prohibition,  to  know  that  prohibition  had  not 
curtailed  the  consumption  of  whisky  in  Kentucky? 

"That  statement  that  the  liquor  trade  would  favor  prohibi- 
tion if  prohibition  did  not  prohibit,  might  go  unchallenged  if 
made  by  a  child,  but  I  must  challenge  it  as  being  unworthy  of 
a  man  in  your  position  or  of  any  man  who  has  given  thought 
to  such  questions. 

"In  conclusion,  I  report  my  offer  to  urge  with  you  an  amend 
ment  to  the  prohibition  laws  that  will  prohibit  the  bringing  ol 
li(luor  into  or  the  possession  of  liquor  in  dry  States  or  couu 
ties."

The  following  from  the  London  Times  indicates  revived  ac- 
tivity in  this  industry: 

"An  Edinburgh  correspondent  telegraphs  that  the  patent- 
still  branch  of  the  Scotch  whisky  trade  is  enjoying  qiiite  a 
"boom"  as  the  result  of  fears  of  a  deficiency  in  the  available 
stocks  of  suitable  whisky. 

"Distillers  are  busier  now  than  they  have  been  for  many 
years,  and  the  Distillers'  Co.  (Ltd.),  which  is  the  biggest  pro- 
ducer in  the  world  and  dominates  the  industry  in  England  and 
Ireland  as  well  as  in  Scotland,  is  recommissioning  the  Ard- 
gowan  distillery  at  Greenock.  This  distillery  was  acquired  in 
1902  to  prevent  overproduction  and  has  been  silent  for  some 
time. 

"During  the  past  10  months  grain-Avhisky  prices  have  ad- 
vanced by  from  25  to  50  per  cent.  As  values  were  previously 
unduly  depressed  this  will  not  involve  any  advance  in  retail 
prices,  despite  the  fact  that  grain  spirits  bulk  in  blended  whis- 
ky to  a  large  extent,  ranging  up  to  over  90  per  cent  in  the  case 
of  the  cheaper  qualities. 

"The  advance  is  attributc^l  partly  to  the  increased  demand 
foUoAving  upon  the  recoA^ery  in  the  consumption,  but  in  the  case 
of  young  Avhisky  it  is  also  accounted  for  to  some  extent  by 
speculation."  •  .

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Some  Choice  Imported  Vines 


VVT'  HILE  the  discouraging  sweet  wine  conditions  may  re- 
^  suit  in  many  vineyards  in  tlie  interior  being  turned  to 
more  profitable  crops  than  grapes,  there  is  no  question  but  tliat 
the  favorable  dry  wine  situation,  on  the  other  hand,  will  re- 
sult in  many  acres  being  planted  out  in  vines  in  the  bay  coun- 
ties. 

In  the  Livermore  ^'alley,  in  particular,  where  the  phylloxera 
has  destroyed  thousands  of  acres,  grapes  this  year  were  scarce 
and  as  a  result  the  minimum  price  was  $20  a  ton.  In  the  Santa 
Clara  Valley  grapes  are  bringing  $18  and  in  the  Napa  Valley 
from  $15  to  $17  cash  being  paid  there  for  all  grapes,  for  the 
first  time  for  several  years.  In  Sonoma  and  Mendocino  Coun- 
ties $15  a  ton  has  been  realized  by  the  growers. 

With  prices  so  favorable,  it  is  not  surprising  that  many  dry 
wine  grape  growers  are  planning  to  set  out  additional  vines 
next  spring.  Experience  has  taught  them  that  if  they  hope 
to  dispose  of  their  grapes  readily,  they  must  set  out  only  the 
best  varieties,  for  nowada^'s  the  wineries  ai'e  more  particular 
as  to  the  quality  of  grapes  delivered. 

When  it  comes  to  quality,  California  is  greatly  indebted  to 
Mr.  G.  de  Latour,  of  Rutherford,  who  for  some  years  has 
imported  hundreds  of  thousands  of  choicest  French  grafted 
vines,  which  have  been  planted  in  all  the  important  vineyards  of 
the  State,  including  those  of  the  California  Wine  Association 
and  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony. 

This  year,  as  usual,  Mr.  de  Latour  will  receive  a  large 
shipment  of  French  grafted  vines,  which  will  arrive  about  Feb- 
ruary 1st,  and  already  he  has  had  many  orders  for  the  differ- 
ent varieties  which  include  for  red  wines — Alicante  Bouschet, 
Aramon,  Beclan,  Cabernet,  Cabernet  Sauvignon,  Carignan, 
Carbono,  Chanche  Noir,  Cinsaut,  Pineau,  Grand  Noir  de  la 
Calmette,  Grenache,  Canmy,  Mataro,  Malbeck,  Merlot, 
Meunier,  Mendeuse,  Petit  Bouschet,  Petit  Syrrah,  Pineau 
Noir,  St.  ^lacaire,  Teinturior  Male  and  Verdot. 

For  white  wines — Chasselas,  Colombar,  Folle  Blanche,  Musca- 
delle  de  Bordelais,  Pineau,  Sauvignon  Vert,  Sauvignon  Blanc, 
Semillon  and  Verdal. 

Those  vineyardists  who  contemplate  setting  out  new  vines 
next  spring  should  look  over  this  list  and  if  they  desire  any 
of  these  choice  varieties,  they  will  show  good  judgment  by 
promptly  ordering  what  they  need,  for  Mr.  de  Latour  Avill  only 
have  for  sale  200,000  vines  grafted  on  all  kinds  of  resistant 
stock. 

Some  time  ago.  Professor  George  Hussman,  of  the  F.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  visited  Mr.  De  Latour's  vineyard 
at  Rutherford,  and  expressed  his  surprise  at  the  growth  and 
production  of  these  imported  vines.  He  not  only  admired  the 
crop,  which  was  very  large,  but  also  the  perfect  unions  of  the 
stock.  Professor  Bioletti  has  also  declared  that  they  are  the 
best  imported  vines  he  has  seen  in  California,  and  are  the 
only  ones  he  would  recommend. 

This  year  M.  de  Latour  was  afraid  his  hundred  acre  crop 
would  prove  a  failure,  since  the  frost  blackened  his  vines  badly 
in  the  spring.  But  they  have  shoAved  remarkable  recuperative 
power  and  will  produce  at  least  600  tons,  or  an  average  of 
six  tons  to  the  acre. 

All  of  his  grafted  vines  begin  to  produce  two  years  after 
they  are  set  out.  This  is  proven  by  a  beautiful  fifty  acre 
stretch  of  choice  vines,  set  out  in  1908,  which  the  v/riter  in- 
spected the  other  day.  From  the  liberal  sprinkling  of  heavy 
bunches  it  is  probable  that  a  hundred  tons  will  be  picked  from 
these  flourishing  young  vines  this  year. 


Most  vineyardists  are  of  the  oi)inion  that  these  fine  varieties 
of  grapes  are  shy  bearers,  but  Mr.  de  Latour's  imported  vines 
have  completely  upset  this  theory,  and  as  a  result,  his  vines 
are  spoken  for  months  before  they  arrive  by  progressive  grape 
growers  anxious  to  secure  not  only  quantity  but  quality  as 
well.

IT  IS  our  sad  duty  to  record  the  untimely  death  of  P.  C.  Rossi, 
president  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  of  California.  His  de- 
mise was  due  to  an  accident,  which  occurred  at  tlie  Asti  Colony 
on  October  8.  He  was  driving  to  the  depot  behind  a  fractious 
horse,  and  in  endeavoring  to  leap  from  the  carriage,  he  was 
thrown,  the  fall  fracturing  his  skull.  The  unfortunate  gentle- 
man did  not  regain  consciousness  and  expired  in  a  short  time. 
Medical  science  could  do  nothing  for  him. 

Mr.  Rossi  was  bom  near  Turin,  Italy,  56  years  ago,  of  a  fam- 
ily which  for  generations  have  been  growers  of  grapes  and 
makers  of  wines,  in  a  country  that  is  the  natural  home  of  the 
vine.  At  college  he  devoted  his  principal  study  to  chemistry, 
and  on  his  vacations  he  employed  his  time  in  assisting  in  the 
vintage  work.      There  he  gained  the  rudiments  of  the  art  of  wine 


making,  and  this  undoubtedly  led  to  his  adopting  viticulture 
and  viniculture  as  his  life's  study  and  work. 

In  1875,  after  graduating  with  honors,  he  came  to  California, 
settling  in  San  Francisco,  where  he  ojiened  a  drug  store,  which 
he  conducted  for  many  years.  Later  Mr.  Rossi  married  the 
daughter  of  Justinian  Caire,  a  well-known  and  wealthy  mer- 
chant of  this  city,  who  bore  him  fourteen  children,  ten  of  whom 
are  living.  Mr.  Rossi  became  interested  in  the  Italian-Swiss 
Agricultural  Colony  in  1880,  shortly  after  it  was  organized,  and 
by  reason  of  liis  Icnowledge  of  vines  and  wines  the  directors 
early  elected  him  President  and  Manager  of  the  colony,  an 
office  Avhich  he  retained  at  his  demise. 

We  know  of  no  one  Avho  has  contributed  individually  so  much 
to  the  promotion  and  success  of  the  California  wine  industry  as 
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Mr.  Rossi.  He  was  truly  a  captain  of  industry,  far-si p,hteii 
and  extremely  energetic  and  equipped  with  a  well-balanced 
mind.  Added  to  this  his  personality  was  exceptionally  pleas- 
ing and  he  was  always  approachable  notwithstanding  the  great 
call  there  was  upon  his  time  as  the  head  of  the  Italian-Swiss 
Colony  with  its  eight  wineries  and  many  thousands  of  acres 
of  vineyards  and  several  branch  houses  throughout  the  United 
States. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  colony  he  was  satisfied  that  Cali- 
fornia could  produce  as  fine  wines  as  any  other  pai-t  of  the 
world,  and  it  wa.s  his  life  work  to  establish  the  truth  of  his  idea. 
That  his  theories  were  justified  wa.s  proven  by  the  fact  that  a 
few  days  prior  to  his  death  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  won  the 
Grand  Prix  at  the  World's  Exposition  in  Turin,  Italy.  In 
striving  for  excellence  he  spared  neither  time  nor  expense  to 
secure  it,  and  he  has  set  a  valuable  example  which  may  be  fol- 
lowed to  the  advantage  of  the  California  wine  industry  for  all 
time.  Mr.  Rossi  by  his  life  effort  has  left  an  impression  upon 
this  industry  which  will  long  be  felt,  for  he  was  surely  one  of 
the  real  fathers  of  it. 

The  deceased  was  one  of  our  foremost  bankers  and  business 
men,  at  the  height  of  his  mental  and  physical  powers,  and 
admired  by  all  who  knew  him.  By  reason  of  his  able  and 
kindly  efforts  in  behalf  of  his  countrymen,  he  was,  in  1907, 
created  Cavalier  of  the  Order  of  the  Italian  Crown  by  King  Vic- 
tor Emanuel  III. 

Mr.  Rossi  was  exceptionally  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  he 
leaves  twin  son.s,  Edmund  and  Robert,  25  years  old,  who  for  the 
past  few  years  have  been  actively  engaged  in  studying  and  per- 
fecting themselves  in  wine  making  as  well  as  the  business 
methods  of  the  colony.  It  will  therefore  be  their  duty  to  take 
up  and  carry  on  the  Avork  of  their  talented  sire. 

The  funeral  was  held  in  the  Italian  church  of  Saints  Peter 
and  Paul,  in  San  Franci.sco,  October  11,  with  simple  and  impres- 
sive ceremony.  The  pall  bearers,  selected  froni  the  oldest  em- 
ployes of  the  colony,  were  R.  G.  Hamiltcm,  L.  Munier,  T.  F. 
Maiesani,  P.  Pellegrini,  A.  C.  Stelter,  W.  Ghiradelli,  while  the 
honorary  pall  bearers  included  A.  Gherini,  Andrea  Sbarboro,  P. 
R.  Kittridge,  C.  Schilling,  S.  Federspiel,  Henri  Hoffman, 
Horace  R.  Hudson,  O.  A.  Rouleau,  James  McNab  and  Henry  J. 
Crocker. 


Suffrage  It  Is 


A.  W  .G.  A.  Extends  Sympathy 

NEW  YORK,  October  13th,  1911. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  announce  to  our  members 
news  of  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  P.  C.  Rossi,  pi-esident  of  the 
Italian-Swiss  Colony,  and  one  of  the  honored  vice-presidents  of 
this  association.  This  sad  event,  which  was  the  result  of  a  dis- 
tressing accident,  occurrwl  at  Asti,  Cal.,  on  Snnday  last, 
October  8th.  As  we  are  informed,  Jlr.  Rossi  was  thrown  out 
of  his  carriage  and  survived  only  a  few  hours. 

Mr.  Rossi  v.as  born  in  the  city  of  Turin,  Italy,  50  Acars  ago. 
After  leaving  the  grammar  school  he  went  to  the  University  of 
Turin,  from  which  he  graduated  with  hcmors  in  1875.  A  few 
years  later  he  decided  to  come  to  this  country  and  Avent  to  San 
Francisco,  Cal.  Shortly  after  the  organization  of  the  Italian- 
Swiss  Colony  in  1881,  ilr.  Rossi  became  interested,  and  Avas 
elected  president  and  general  manager.  ,V    VA 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  P.  C.  Rossi,  the  Avhole  American. wine 
in<lustry  has  lost  one  of  its  most  aggressive  and  enterprising 
members,  and  in  a  business  way  he  leaves  a  place  which  it  Avill 
be  difficult  to  fill. 

Mr.  Rossi,  at  the  time  of  his  death  Avas  in  full  health  and 
vigor  and  in  the  midst  of  his  many  enterprises.  He  is -sur- 
vived by  a  Avidow  and  ten  children,  to  whom  are 'extended  our 
sympathies  in  their  great  los.s.

If  they  Avill  take  the  experience  of  the  people  of  Colorado 
in  dealing  Avith  the  Avine  industry,  as  Avell  as  the  liquor  traffic, 
they  and  the  State  Avill  profit  thereby. 

The  Almighty  did  not  intend  California  for  a  dry  State  oth- 
erAvise  he  Avould  not  have  made  it  the  ideal  home  of  the  grape 
and  this  is  a  good  view  of  the  propositicm  for  the  ladies  to  take. 


Bakersfield  Goes  Wet 


AS  WE  go  to  press,  despatches  announce  that  Bakersfield, 
Avhere  the  Anti-Saloon  Leaglie  has  been  making  a  most 
desperate  fight,  vot«d  Avet  by  a  majority  of  more  than  tAvo  to 
one.  The  AActs  polled  2078  votes  as  against  924  drys.  Two 
districts  out  of  the  five  in  Kern  County  are  reported  to  have 
gone  dry,  but  Ave  are  unable  to  name  them  at  this  Avriting. 
Tehachapi  is  reported  to  have  gone  Avet. 
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The  California  AA'ine  Association  reports  October  business 
much  better  than  that  of  last  year,  both  in  the  movement  of 
wines  and  in  prices.  Better  values  are  l>eing  obtained  for  all 
wines  .save  the  cheap  sweets.  The  improvement  in  business  is 
not  only  local  but  general. 


Manager  Finn,  of  Louis  Tau.ssig  &  Co.,  informs  us  that  his 
house  is  highly  satisfied  with  the  situation.  They  find  business 
good,  and  fully  up  to  their  expectations,  and  collections  are 
such  as  to  cause  no  complaint. 


October  trade  with  Jesse  Moore  Hunt  Co.  showed  a  healthy 
improvement  over  the  same  month  of  last  year.  With  slight 
exceptions  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  and  they  feel  certain 
that  these  conditions  will  continue.  They  report  collections 
good. 

Chas.  Meinecke  &  Co.  wei'e  quite  Avell  pleased  with  business 
during  the  past  month.  Business  in  imports  was  good  while 
the  call  for  their  domestics  has  kept  them  exceedingly  busy.  In 
the  matter  of  R.  B.  Hayden  whisky  the  demand  has  been  so 
heavy  that  they  have  been  compelled  to  turn  down  orders.

(ieorge  S.  Oosling,  representing  Rosskam,  Gerstley  &  Co., 
Pliiladelphia,  is  in  the  city  in  the  interest  of  the  well-known 
brands  of  his  house.  He  expects  to  give  these  brands  greater 
])ublicity  here  than  ever  before,  particularly  between  now  and 
tlie  opening  of  the  Exposition.  He  is  one  of  the  most  capable 
men  in  his  line  of  business. 


We  are  informed  that  Chas.  F.  Rich,  who  has  for  some  time 
past  been  vice-president  and  general  manager  of  the  well-known 
California  Winery,  at  Sacramento,  no  longer  occupies  that  posi- 
tion.

Ijroved  by  the  licen.se  in.spector  imtil  ajjproved  by  two  commis- 
sioners and  no  license  that  has  been  revoked  for  cause  sliall  be 
granted  to  anybody.

THE  haiKinet  jiivcii  by  the  Advortisiiif?  Association  of  San 
Francisco  at  Tccliau  Tavern,  on  Friday  evening,  October 
27th,  had  been  intended  as  a  welcome  to  tlie  association's  re- 
turned (iek'j;at('s  from  tlie  I)Ost(m  convention  of  the  Associated 
Advertising  Clubs  of  America.  It  Avas  decided  later  to  invite 
the  directors  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition 
as  guests  of  honor  also,  so  as  to  kill  two  birds  with  one  stone. 
\Vhen  the  speech-making  began,  it  developed  that  the  banquet 
wiis  to  mark  the  association's  formal  entry  into  the  work  of 
devising  ways  and  means  of  creating,  fostering  and  developing 
advertising  for  the  community.  So  the  sentiment  of  the  diners 
re-eclioed  that  of  Toastnuister  Jewell,  when  he  declared:  "No 
longer  shall  San  Francisco  be  satisfied  to  lay  back  and  com- 
placently accept  the  gifts  of  the  gods  and  later  sink  into  that 
state  of  inertia  so  aptly  described  by  Grover  Cleveland  as 
'innocuous  desuetude.'  But  she  shall  ri.se  to  her  opportunities, 
and  instead  of  speaking  casually  of  her  glorious  climate,  her 
wonderful  soil,  bountiful  products  and  incomparable  location  as 
the  metropolis  of  the  West,  advertise  them." 

There  was  an  individuality  such  as  one  might  expect  from  ad- 
A'ertising  men  in  everything  at  the  banquet,  from  the  menu  to 
the  decorations.  The  latter  took  the  form  of  a  canvas  stretched 
around  the  four  walls,  cm  Avhich  were  painted  characters,  fig- 
ures, cartoons — little  marks  of  originalit.y  that  distinguished 
the  advertisements  that  have  made  known  to  everybody  certain 
products.  The  menus  were  printed  in  display  type  on  a  sheet 
of  paper  tlie  size  of  our  daily  newspapers,  and  the  tablecloths 
were  paper  billboard  signs. 

The  hit  of  the  evening  Avas  the  toast,  sung  to  the  tune  of  "My 
Hero,"  one  of  the  popular  melodies  in  "The  Chocolate  Soldier," 
which  read  as  follows : 


Come !  Come !  All  San  Francisco, 
Our  hearts  are  true — 

Come !  Come  I  Our  glasses  raising — 
A  toast  to  you — 

Come !  Come !  Naught  can  efface  her. 

Our  voices  blending  now  to  praise  her        • 
BcA'ond  compare! 

Rise!  Ki.se!  All  California, 
Hail  to  our  fair. 
The  song  fitted  the  occasion  beautifully,  and  it  was  a  good 
sight  to  .see  the  two  huudrcMl  guests  raise  their  glasses  in  a  burst 
of  enthusiasm.  At  first  it  was  Cresta  Blanca,  Sauterne  and 
Claret  that  they  u.sed  to  toast  San  Francisco  and  the  Exposi- 
tion, and  later  the  Italian-SAviss  Colony's  new  brand  of  Cham- 
pagne, Golden  State,  Extra  Dry,  was  drunk  and  thoroughly 
enjoyed.  I  believe  the  chorus  was  repeated  a  dozen  times  dur- 
ing the  evening,  and  I  am  sure  it  will  soon  be  popular  in  every 
hotel,  restaurant,  cafe  and  club,  for  the  Panama-Pacific  Inter- 
national Exposition  people  have  announced  they  are  going  to 
ask  CA^ery  dining  place  in  the  city  to  encourage  its  adoption,  for 
it  would  make  a  pretty  picture  to  see  all  guests  join  in  the  chorus 
and  rise  every  time  the  toast  is  played  by  the  orchestra,  just 
as  they  do  Avlien  they  hear  the  strains  of  the  "Star  Spangled 
Banner.'" 

Albert  L.  Hall,  one  of  the  San  Francisco  delegates  to  the 
Advertising  JFen's  Convention  in  Boston,  and  recently  commis- 
sioner of  exploitaticm  at  the  Alaska- Yukon-I'acific  Exposition 
in  Seattle,  made  a  big  hit  when  he  announced  that  although 
tlie  3,000  delegates  from  all  over  the  I'nited  States,  Canada  and 
England,  were  lavishly  dined  and  Avined  for  a  Aveek,  he  did  not 
see  one  person  intoxicated.  "Newspaper  and  advertising  men 
are  supposed  to  be  great  boozers,"  he  said,  "but  at  Boston  Ave 
proved  conclusively  that  Ave  could  liaA'e  a  good  time  and  drink 
like  gentlemen.

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NEW  YORK,  Oct.  7. — When  the  Olympic,  the  biggest  ocean 
steiiinship  afloat,  docked  at  New  York  on  her  last  arrival 
preceding  her  collision  at  Cowec  with  the  British  cruiser, 
"Hawke,"  a  group  of  passengers  was  blockaded  in  the  New 
York  "gang-plank"  by  a  superlieated  argument  between  a  canny 
Scotchman  in  knickerbockers  and  a  stalwart  Kentuckian. 

These  two,  it  seems,  had  met  up  in  the  Highlands  of  Scot- 
land, where  the  Scotchman  had  vainly  tried  to  persuade  the 
Kentuckian  that  "Scotch"  on  its  native  heath  was  as  good  as 
the  celebrated  "Bourbon"  whisky  of  the  Blue  Grass  region  of 
Kentucky. 

The  Kentuckian  could  not  "see"  the  Scot's  product,  and  the 
discussion  had  continued  throughout  the  wave-splitting  voyage 
of  the  giant  greyhound.  A  coterie  of  twenty  or  more  passengers 
had  become  involved  on  one  side  or  the  other  before  the  Statue 
of  Liberty  was  in  sight. 

"I've  been  in  America  before,"  said  the  Scotchman,  "and 
I'll  wager  the  rental  of  six  automobiles  for  the  crowd  that  a 
trip  up  New  York  City  from  the  Battery  to  the  Bronx,  stop- 
ping at  one  hundred  first-class  cafes,  hotels  and  bars  will  show 
that  we  will  find  a  certain  brand  of  Scotch  whisky  (which  he 
named)  more  times  than  any  single  brand  of  your  bottled  in 
bond  Bourbon." 

"You  are  on,"  said  the  Kentuckian,  "and  the  loser  pays 
also  for  the  purchase  of  a  bottle  of  each  brand  wherever  they 
are  found." 

Baggage  wa.s  quickly  cleared,  six  big  automobiles  were  or- 
dered, and  a  prompt  start  was  made  from  the  Battery. 

On  the  big  red  car  which  headed  the  procession  and  in  which  ' 
sat  the  two  principals,  an  impromptu  banner  was  floated  to  the 
breeze,  on  which  had  been  hastily  painted  the  words,  "From 
the  Battery  to  the  Bronx."     Spectators  gazed  at  this  banner 
in  amazement  and  wondered  what  it  meant. 

"Permit  me  to  observe,"  said  the  well  groomed  New  Yorker  in 
the  party,  "that  it  behooves  us  to  remember  that  the  name 
'ISIanhattan,'  which  is  given  to  the  great  island  Avhose  main 
zone  we  are  about  to  traverse,  originated,  according  to  Indian 
memory,  from  their  firet  entertainment  by  Hendrick  Hudson. 
They  called  it  'Manashactanienk,' — *the-place-where-we-all-get- 
drunk'  Let  us,  therefore,  beware,  and  make  most  of  our  pur- 
chases in  original  bottles  to  remain  unopened  during  the  con- 
test, at  least." 

Seeing  the  name  "Roosevelt  &  Schuyler"  over  the  door  at  99 
Pearl  street,  the  Scotchman  said,  "Let's  start  at  this  place 
bearing  the  name  like  that  of  your  distinguished  ex-President." 
They  went  in.  "A  bottle  of  Old  Taylor  whisky  bottletl  in  bond," 
said  the  Kentuckian.  This  famous  Kentucky  brand  of  straight 
whisky  upon  which  t\w  Kentuckian  was  pinning  his  faith  was 
produced,  and  the  contest  was  on. 

The  Scotchman's  chosen  brand  was  not  forthcoming.    In  the 

.  downtown  section  Old  Taylor  took  an  immediate  lead,  being 

found  successively  at  Barracca's  Restaurant,    at    Jack's,    at 

Bauer's  on  Cortlandt  stre(;t,  at  Shay's  on  Eighth  street,  and  at 

Sheedy's. 

In  the  Wall  Street  district  Old  Taylor  took  a  still  stronger 
lead,  beginning  Avith  the  brilliant  cafe  under  the  Ccmsolidated 
Stock  Exchange,  where  the  party  saw  many  of  New  York's 
most  noted  financiers.  In  the  neighborhood  of  the  Flat  Iron 
building  Old  Taylor  was  found  at  Smith's,  Preston's  and  Mc- 


Ointy's.  At  the  Hoffman  House  both  brands  were  produced, 
but  the  Kentuckians  had  the  pleasure  of  calling  attention 
to  a  bottle  of  Old  Taylor  with  its  striking  old  gold  label,  in 
the  hand  of  (me  of  the  best  known  newspaper  correspondents 
in  the  East,  that  celebrity  being  seated  comfortably  at  a  table 
pouring  himself  a  drink. 

The  Scotchman  not  feeling  elated  over  results  thus  far,  be- 
came reminiscent,  and  observed  how  the  Hoffman  House  bar 
had  changed  since  he  was  in  America  back  in  the  days  of 
President  Chester  A.  Arthur,  when  its  priceless  paintings  and 
statuary  made  it  the  Mecca  of  sight-seers.  The  new  bar,  fnmt- 
ing  on  Broadway,  is  smaller  and  has  practically  none  of  the  old- 
time  master-pieces  of  art  left  to  remind  one  of  the  halcyon 
days.  "The  uptown  movement  is  leaving  the  Hoffman  House 
behind,"  said  the  New  Yorker.  "See  down  yonder,''  said  he, 
"how  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel,  where  Piatt  used  to  have  his 
'Amen  corner,'  has  given  away  to  that  towering  office  building. 
New  Y(5rk's  hotel,  cafe,  and  theatre  life  has  passed  on  up  into 
the  Great  White  Way,  which  begins  about  Twenty-ninth  street, 
and  ends  at  Columbus  Circle." 

It  was  getting  dark  and  the  lights  of  the  Great  White  Way 
were  beginning  to  sparkle  and  flare  as  up  toward  its  heart 
the  prcvcession  of  automobiles  now  began  to  move.  At  the  Bres- 
liu,  Broadway  and  Twentj'-ninth,  Old  Taylor  increased  Sts 
lead.  At  the  Hotel  Imperial  another  bottle  of  Old  Taylor 
was  added  to  the  accumulating  stock  in  the  automobiles. 

The  party  walked  across  to  the  Martinique,  at  Broadway  and 
Thirty-third,  where  both  Old  Taylor  and  the  Scotch  brand  were 
found.  Many  fashionably  dressed  diners  were  now  entering 
these  leading  Broadway  hotels.  The  party  was  only  stopping 
at  the  most  swagger  places  now.  The  famous  old  gold  Taylor 
label  was  forthcoming  at  Browne's  Chop  House,  1424  Broad- 
way, where  it  so  happened  that  ladies  were  admitted  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  this  exclusive  grill.  Busy  Broad- 
way was  now  looking  at  the  party  with  curiosity. 

At  Broadway  and  Forty-second  street,  they  had  reached  the 
very  zenith  of  Manhattan's  restaurant  glory,  where  the  con- 
testants entered  Louis  Martin's,  where  upon  the  ashes  of  faiL 
ure  of  the  ill-fated  Cafe  de  I'Opera,  Martin  has  reared  one  of 
the  handsomest  restaurants  in  the  world.  Old  Taylor  was  on 
the  wine  card.  At  the  Cadillac,  Broadway  and  Firty-third 
street.  Old  Taylor  was  declared  the  most  popular  brand  of 
straight  whisky  sold,  which  fact  was  amply  attested  by  the 
number  of  bottles  of  it  in  use  as  the  party  entered.  At  Shan- 
ley's,  just  across  Long  Acre  Square,  where  this  beautiful  cafe 
takes  up  the  Avhole  block,  Old  Taylor  was  again  in  evidence. 
On  reaching  Rector's  new  million  dollar  hotel  at  Broadway 
and  Forty-fourth  street,  the  party  dined  in  the  sumptuous 
red  and  gold  room,  where  George  Rector,  handsome  and  immac- 
ulate in  evening  dress,  made  them  at  home  over  an  Old  Taylor 
high  ball,  for  Old  Taylor  was  found  to  be  a  well  known  brand 
at  Rector's;  A  post-prandial  visit  to  Dowling's,  and  the  Hotel 
Astor  gave  Old  Taylor  a  still  bigger  lead.  Rodger's  Grill,  back 
of  the  Hippodrome,  had  Taylor;  Washer's  Cafe  had  it,  and 
so  the  story  continued  up  to  Reisenweber's,  at  Columbus 
Circle,  where  the  Kentuckians  used  to  have  their  beef  steak 
dinners  in  the  days  when  John  G.  Carlisle  was  president  of 
their  New  York  society. 

"Let's  go  to  George  Considine's,"  said  the  now  blue  Scot.  "I 
hear  his  new  Metropole  is  in  the  heart  of  the  bright  lights. 
He's  the  man  who  used  to  promote  yourbig  i)rize-flglits  between 
American  and  English  champions,  isn't  he?"  Considine's  im- 
pressive figure  was  in  evidence  as  the  party  entered.  Old  Tay- 
lor was  there.  At  the  "Green  Turtle''  and  "College  Inn,"  the 
Scotchman  was  regaled  with  boisterous  vaudeville  music,  and 
the  sight  of  many  comely  chorus  girls  which  made  him  forget 
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ir  the  moment  that  Old  Taylor  responded  at  hoth  places, 
hereas  his  own  brand  (miy  fell  still  fnrther  behind.  To  the 
■eat  Summer  Garden,  "Under  den  Linden,"  at  Uroadway  and 
inety-seventh,  the  automobile  procession  conveyed  its  con- 
icuous  banner,  "From  the  Battery  to  the  Bronx."  Here, 
ated  out  in  the  open,  the  party  heard  a  (iermau  orchestra 
[ay  "AIexandei»"s  Rag  Time  Band,"  and  indulfjed  in  another 
round  of  Old  Taylor  hijjh-balls,  for  to  the  Scotchnmn's  intense 
disjjust,  old  Taylor  was  there.  "Let's  go  to  the  I?ronx  and 
finish  the  contest,"  said  he  sadly.  They  stopped  at  O'Toole's, 
on  125th  street,  at  the  Granite  City,"  at  Merchant's  Cafe,  at 
"The  Lafayette,"  then  at  Schmidt's  on  157th  street,  and  ended 
in  the  center  of  the  Bronx,  at  "Washington  Inn." 

At  no  single  one  of  these  could  the  Scotchman  find  his 
chosen  brand,  and  at  not  one  of  them  did  the  Kentuckian  fail 
to  get  Old  Taylor  on  the  first  call. 

A  tally  of  the  bottles  was  made.  There  were  one  hundred 
and  ten  bottles  of  Old  Taylor  in  the  automobiles  and  only  nine 
l)ottles  of  the  Scotch  brand. 

"You  win,"  said  the  Scotchman,  "but  tell  me,  how  in  the 
name  of  Heaven,  did  any  one  brand  of  straight  whisky  get 
such  a  wonderful  distribution  as  this  Old  Taylor  has  in  New 
York?  That  banner,  'From  the  Battery  to  the  Bronx,'  surely 
tells  the  truth  about  that  whisky.  I'm  ready  to  pay  my  debt 
now,  but  say" — and  the  Scotchman  looked  appealingly  at  the 
Kentuckian,  "Just  iet  me  keep  those  one  hundred  and  ten 
bottles  of  Old  Taylor,  bottled  in  bond,  won't  you,  for  by  Jove, 
I  like  it!" — Exchange. 


Kentucky  To  Be  A  Watery  Waste 


A  PARIS,  FRANCE,  telegram,  dated  October  22d,  states  that 
the  1911  vintage  of  champagne  will  be  excellent.  The 
(luality  of  the  claret  at  the  time  of  tunning  presages  a  great  year 
for  Bordeaux,  though  the  quantity  is  only  two-thirds  of  that  of 
the  average  year.  The  Burgundy  is  of  less  satisfactory  (luality 
and  the  vintage  of  red  wine  Avill  be  about  half  the  average,  while 
white  will  be  practically  nil.  From  the  Rhine,  Moselle  and 
Pfalz  reports  are  uniformly  good.  Prices  will  be  high  both  in 
France  and  Germany. 


That  unfair  and  one-sided  piece  of  legislation,  the  Wyllie 
local  option  law,  has,  as  we  predicted,  commenced  to  cause  trou- 
ble and  expense.  In  Mendocino  County  mandamus  proceed- 
ings have  b<^en  commenced  against  the  county  auditor  to  re- 
strain him  from  paying  the  claims  of  the  men  Avho  composwl 
the  election  boards  at  the  recent  local  option  election.  A  num- 
ber of  irregularities  are  alleged  in  the  manner  of  holding  the 
election,  the  main  one  being  that  the  proclamation  did  not  set 
forth  the  purpose  of  the  election. 


IT  is  anomalous  but  true  the  drys  have  won  in  Kentucky  so  far 
as  the  Democratic  party  is  concernetl,  and  that  only  an  op- 
position victory  can  prevent  the  Bourbon  State  from  being 
turned  into  a  watery  grave.  The  old  figure  of  spetjch  about  the 
Dutch  taking  Holland  has  to  be  reversed.  The  Dutch  have  lost 
Holland,  and  through  every  dike  the  water  is  pouring  in.  The 
Beckham  vandals  are  on  top.  Colonel  Henry  Watterson,  vete- 
ran of  a  thousand  battles,  pet  of  a  Star-eyed  Goddess,  Defender 
of  the  faith,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.,  fought  like  a  Bayard  or  a  Lion-Heart- 
ed  Richard  for  the  traditions  of  the  State  of  Daniel  Boone.  He 
failed.  He  fell.  Henceforth  law  will  prohibit  the  selling  of 
whisky  in  the  whisky  state,  the  time-  honored  fellowship  of 
blue  gra.ss  and  rye  will  exist  only  as  a  divorce  memory;  and  the 
nmn  who  makes  wry  faces  at  the  situation  will  be  at  once  sub- 
jected to  the  strictest  surveillance  of  the  police. 

Once  upon  a  time,  in  a  Democratic  National  Convention,  the 
spokesman  of  Kentucky  alluded  to  his  native  commonwealth  as 
"a  State  which  makes  whisky  so  excellent  that  drunkenness  be- 
comes a  virtue."  No  Kentuckian  ever  accused  him  of  hyper- 
bole. Green  River  rippled  its  approval  and  Fort  Scott  ap- 
plauded. Now  all  thp.t  is  changed.  A  year  ago  Kentucky  adop- 
tetl  legislation  prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquors  on  railroad  trains. 
Natives  were  not  hit  by  this.  Perhaps  more  passengers  stopped 
oif  in  Kentucky  than  before.  But  philosophy  would  have  in- 
dicated that  this  entering  wedge  Avas  perilous.  It  seems  to  have 
done  its  awful  work  thoroughly. 

In  1794,  when  the  whisky  rebels  in  Pennsylvania  had  been 
overcome  and  dispersed  by  President  Washington's  proclama- 
tion, after  15,000  militiamen  from  six  states  hatl  been  rushed 
to  the  Monongahela  country,  a  number  of  the  distillers  moved 
their  plants  to  Kentucky,  settled  neiar  Fort  Scott,  and  estab- 
lished what  became  for  a  century  the  greatest  industry  of  their 
adoi)ted  State.  But  they  were  not  the  first  makers  of  whisky  in 
Kentucky.  A  colony  from  Maryland  had  settled  in  1787  on 
Salt  river,  within  fifty  miles  of  Louisville,  and  had  used  the 
surplus  of  their  corn  crop  in  this  way  very  generally,  though 
not  with  regular  distillery  plants.  Noav  about  a  third  of  Ken- 
tucky's whisky  is  distilled  in  Louisville.  Corn  Avhisky  is  Ken- 
tucky's specialty.    Not  very  much  rye  is  raise<l  in  the  State. 

There's  a  great  chance  for  the  Republicans  of  Kentucky.  If 
they  nail  to  the  mast  the  standard  of  King  Alcohol  they  may 
win.  Certain  it  is  that  the  spectacle  of  Kentucky  as  a  watery 
waste  in  the  near  future  is  disconcerting  to  any  friend  of  the 
dramatic  unities.  If  drunkenness  is  no  longer  a  virtue  in  Ken- 
tucky it  has  lost  its  last  ditch  fight,  and  from  this  time  forth 
there  shall  be  no  more  cakes  and  ale  in  American  life. — Broolc- 
li/n  Eagle. 
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California  Wines  Win  Highest  Honors 


nPHE  irony  of  fate  was  never  better  ilhi-strated  than  in  tlie 
•I  death  of  P.  C.  Rossi.  Every  loyal  Californian  was  delightetl 
to  learn,  only  a  few  weeks  ago,  that  the  Italian-Swis.s  Colony's 
wines  had  been  awarded  the  "Grand  Prix"  at  the  Turin  Inter- 
national Exposition,  for  it  meant  neAv  glory  for  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia and  a  boost  in  general  for  our  native  wines.  But  this 
rejoicing  Wcas  quickly  changed  to  sadness,  when  it  was 
announced,  only  a  week  later,  that  Mr.  R(»ssi,  after  achieving  his 
life's  ambition  of  raising  the  quality  of  our  wines  to  the  highest 
level  of  the  imported  article,  had  met  with  a  fatal  accident  that 
cut  short  his  brilliant  career.

For  the  victory  at  Turin  was  a  really  notable  triumph.  The 
prize  was  won  in  c<mipetition  with  thousands  of  samples  of  wine 
from  every  section  of  the  globe,  and  the  jury  was  composed  of 
some  of  the  njost  famous  wine  tasters  in  Europe.  When  their 
decision  was  announced  great  surprise  was  expressed  by  many 
of  the  foreign  exhibitors,  for  it  was  known  that  there  was  strong 
opposition  and  prejudice  in  the  minds  of  several  Of  the  judges 
against  American  wines.  However,  they  had  promised  to  be 
just  and  fair,  and  when  they  tasted  the  fine  California  wines 
produced  by  the  Italian-Swiss  (Colony,  especially  their  (Jolden 
State,  Extra  Dry,  champagne,  Tipo  (red  and  white),  Zinfandel, 
Hurgundy,  Sauterne,  Chablis  and  Asti  Rouge  (Sparkling  Bur- 


gundy), they  felt  it  their  duty,  after  seven  long  days  of  discuS' 
sion,  to  award  the  Colony  the  highest  possible  honor.  This 
means  that  all  of  these  wines  reached  the  100  per  cent,  standard 
demande<l  by  the  jury. 

California  wines  have  won  nu^dals  and  diplomas  in  former 
French,  (jlerman,  Italian  and  Belgian  Expositions,  but  this  is 
the  first  time  in  tlw,  history  of  America's  viticultural  industry 
that  our  native  wines  have  reached  the  very  top  of  the  ladder 
abroad.  This  achievement  should  convince  the  Anu'rican  peo- 
ple that  today  our  dry  and  sweet  wines,  as  well  as  our  naturally 
fermented  champagne,  are  the  equal  of  those  produced  anywhere. 

The  San  Francisco  Call,  in  a  very  appropriate  editorial,  sum- 
med up  Mr.  Rossi's  achievement  as  follows : 

"Recognizing  thefact  that  to  accomplish  success  it  was  neces- 
sary to  studA'  and  master  the  processes  of  European  wine  mak- 
ing, he  spared  neither  money  nor  time  in  the  acquisition  of  this 
knowledge.  As  one  result  we  find  that  Mr.  Rossi  had  produced, 
after  several  years  of  experiment,  a  champagne  that  expert 
judges  have  decided  to  be  equal  if  not  superior  to  the  best  Euro- 
pean brands.  Such  is  the  official  verdict  of  the  jury  of  experts 
at  the  Turin  international  exjjosition.  This  result  was  not 
accomplished  Avithout  taking  infinite  pains,  and  Mr.  Rossi  saw 
to  it  that  no  crude  nor  experimental  article  should  be  put  on  the 
market,  but  waited  patiently  until  perfection  was  accomplished. 

"It  is  a  sorrowful  ending  that  he  should  be  untimely  taken  off 
in  the  very  moment  of  success." 


Nashville  Votes  To  Defy  Prohibition  Law 


nPRUTIT,  morality  and  respect  for  law  are  being  destroyed  in 
■*•  many  communities  in  this  Union  by  the  demoralizing  ac- 
tion of  the  attempt  to  force  total  abstinence  upon  the  people 
against  their  will.  A  recent  incident  illustrating  the  truth  of 
this  statement  wa.s  the  municii)al  election  in  Nashville,  Ten- 
nessee. There  the  (juestion  of  whether  the  law  of  the  State 
should  be  obeyed  or  not,  was  the  only  one  placed  before  tlie 
electorate,  and  that  without  any  political  trimmings  whatever. 
It  was  centered  in  the  re-election  of  Mayor  Howse,  who  had 
winked  at  the  sale  of  liquor  in  defiance  of  the  prohibition  law 
enacted  by  the  Legislature,  and  in  sjnte  of  press  and  i)ul])it 
"the  liberal  government  ticket,"  of  which  he  was  th&  head,  won 
by  a  big  majority. 

Here,  therefore,  is  a  case  in  which  the  power  given  to  the 
people  to  insure  obedience  to  the  law,  Avas  used  for  the  directly 
opposite  purpose  of  defeating  it — a  municipality  in  rebellicm 
against  the  laws  of  the  sovereign  State  to  which  it  owes  its 
existence.  Why?  Because  impossible  laws  have  been  passed 
by  the  minority,  the  enforcement  of  which  is  openly  defied  by 
the  majority.  A  very  nice  state  of  things  in  a  civilized  com- 
munity, brought  about  by  the  hypocrisy  and  «ant  of  State-wide 
prohibition ! 

However,  Nashville,  Tennes.see,  is  not  alone  in  its  rebellion 
against  unjust  laws.  Georgia  is  another  prohibition  State,  and 
in  Savannah  the  saloons  are  run  wide  open.  Also  in  Maine, 
where  drunkenness  abounds,  and  in  other  so-called  prohibition 
States,  where  the  speak-easies,  blind  pigs,  blind  tigers  and  boot- 
leggers would  get  rich  were  it  not  for  the  hush  money  extorted 
by  the  very  officials  whose  duty  it  is  to  improve  the  prohibition 
laws.  Yet  the  exponents  of  this  dangerous  and  defiling  doc- 
trine dare  to  commit  their  felonious  offenses  under  the  cloak  of 
religion  and  temperance.

This  is  the  first  time  the  public  has  had  an 
opportunity  to  taste  this  natui-ally  fermentwl  in  the  bottle 
champagne,  and  I  am  told  that  everyone  present  was  delighted 
with  the  wine  and  predicted  a  big  success  for  it  when  it  is  put 
on  the  market. 

Delicious  California  punch,  made  from  California  wine,  was 
served  the  I'residential  party  from  the  much-discussed  gold  and 
onyx  punch  bowl,  when  they  boardwl  the  cruiser  "California" 
Sunday  afternoon,  October  ir)th,  as  the  guests  of  Rear  Admiral 
Chauncey  Thomas,  commander-in-chief  of  the  Pacific  fleet.  The 
admiral,  who  is  evidently  a  broad-minded  man,  decided  that  the 
officers  and  visitors  ought  not  to  have  a  monopoly  of  the  fine 


Avine  presented  to  the  flagship,  and  so  in  the  evening,  he  saw  to  it 
that  every  enlisted  man  drank  the  health  of  the  President  with 
California's  celebratcnl  rcnl  and  white  Avines,  two  bottles  having 
been  served  to  each  mess.

Total  vote,  city  of  San  Luis 
Obispo,  1081,  wet  majority  89 ;  District  No.  1,  including  town  of 
San  Jliguel,  dry  by  100;  District  No.  2,  comprising  towns  of  Los 
Osos,  Cayucos,  Morro,  Cambria,  San  Simeon,  wet  by  80  ma- 
jority; District  No.  4,  including  towns  of  Beach,  Pismo,  Oso 
Flaco,  wet  by  78  majority;  District  No.  5,  including  town  of 
Santa  Marguerita,  wet  by  good  majority;  Arroyo  Grande,  dry 
by  ten  votes. 

Imperial  City,  Imperial  county,  October  24th;  wet  by  a  ma- 
jority of  60  votes. 

Much  interest  will  center  in  Bakersfleld  and  Kern  county 
elections  on  October  31st,  which  will  be  decided  too  late  to  be 
announced  in  this  issue. 


The  town  council  of  Orland  has  called  an  election  on  a  peti- 
ti(m  presented  by  William  Goldsmith  asking  that  an  ordinance 
be  passed  allowing  four  saloons  exclusive  of  hotel  bars.  The 
election  will  be  held  October  31.  A  petition  asking  for  an  ordi- 
nance limiting  saloons  to  four  including  hott^l  bars  was  laid  over 
until  the  first  Monday  in  November. 


It  is  stated  that  a  movement  is  on  foot  to  call  a  local  option 
election  at  Oxnard,  where  it  is  claimed  that  with  the  help  of 
the  women  voters  it  will  be  no  trouble  whatever  to  close  tlie 
saloons.  The  Avhole  of  Ventura  County  is  now  dry,  and  has 
been  for  several  years,  with  the  exception  of  Oxnard,  which  has 
heretofore  withstood  all  attempts  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League.

License  League,  in  the  Sept<?mber  IG,  1911,  issue  of  the  Outlook, 
edited  by  the  Ilev.  Dr.  Lyman  Abbott,  Hamilton  W.  Mabie,  and 
Theodore  Roosevelt. ) 

"The  impossibility  of  prohibition  is  sliown  conclusively  by 
the  fact  that  all  men  go  up  in  the  air — be  they  prohibitionists  or 
anti-prohibitipnists,  be  they  ministers  or  laymen — if  you  suggest 
tliat  prohil)itory  laws,  if  adopted  at  all,  should  not  only  prohil)it 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages,  but  should  pro- 
hibit the  purchase,  possession,  and  use  of  such  beverages;  and 
this  because  no  man  is  willing  to  have  the  law  prohibit  him,  how- 
ever anxious  he  may  be  for  it  to  prohibit  others. 

"As  long  as  people  are  free  to  buy  and  use  liquor,  it  will  be 
made  and  sold;  and  until  a  large  majority  of  the  people  are 
willing  to  vote  in  favor  of  prohibiting  the  purchase,  possessi(m, 
and  use  of  liquor,  it  is  idle  to  adopt  laws  prohibiting  the  manu- 
facture and  sale,  because  such  laws  will  be  nullified,  as  they  are 
today,  by  ninety  per  cent  of  the  very  people  who  vote  for  them. 

"We  have  prohibition,  so-called,  in  over  one-half  of  this  coun- 
try, geographically,  and  we  have  had  hundreds  and  thousands 
of  so-called  temperance  campaigns,  and  these  campaigns  have 
cost  in  the  aggregate  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars,  and  they 
have  brought  about  the  most  unfortunate  divisions  in  society, 
turning  father  against  son  and  brother  against  brotlier,  they 
have  resulted  in  the  destruction  of  millions  of  private  property 
\vith(rat  compensation,  tliey  have  destroyed  in  the  aggregate  hun- 
dreds of  millions  of  revenues,  and  they  have  developed,  as  no 
other  movement  has  ever  developc^l,  a  disregard  for  law  in  our 
various  stat(^;  and  ybt^  Avhen  we  refer  to  the  records — the 
records  that.ai-e  indisputable; — to  discover  the  fruits  of  this  long- 
drawn-out  tnd  most  expensive  agitation,  we  find  that  the  per 
capita  consumption  of  Avhisky  and  beer  has  not  decreased,  but, 
(m  the  contrary,  it  has  increased  in  proportions  as  remarkable  as 
the  increa.se  of  the  so-called  dry  territory. 

"Fifteen  j-^ears  ago  our  per  capita  consumption  of  alcoholic 
beverages,  carefully  figured  in  proportion  to  our  population  at 
that  time,  was  about  fifteen  gallons,  whereas  today  it  figures 
close  to  twenty-three  gallons;  and  if  this  agitation  is  continued 
along  the  present  lines,  and  if  the  larger  proportion  of  the  people 
are  compelled  to  do  what  the  people  in  States  like  Kansas,  Okla- 
homa, Maine,  Georgia,  and  North  Carolina  are  doing — that  is, 
keep  a  supply  of  liquor  in  every  home — this  per  capita  ccmsump- 
tion  will  undoubtedlj'  become  larger  in  the  future.''

Solving  the  "Liquor  Problem' 


THE  failure  of  Prohibition  to  i)roliibit  in  Maine  and  tlie 
closeness  of  the  vote  in  the  Pine  Tree  and  Lone  Star  States 
on  this  "absorbing"  (juestion,  shows  that  the  people  are  some- 
what divided  on  the  "li(iuor  question."  New  Yorlc,  Ohio,  Illi- 
nois, Indiana,  lowti,  Nebraska,  Mi(hii>an  liave  tried  prohibition 
and  have  in  turn  rejected  it.  So  in  practicaJly  every  New 
England  State.  State-Avide  prohibition  has  been  tried  in  the 
South,  Avith  poor  success  and  the  P>ourb()ns  of  Kentucky  are 
now  battling  with  the  cause,  seeking  to  gain  their  ends  l)y  ad- 
vocacy of.  the  "county  unit"  plan.  By  specious  pleas  and  de- 
vious ways  the  artful  ones  have  almost  gained  control  of  the 
Dehiocracy  of  that  State — in  fact,  prohibition  is  really  on  trial 
in  the  campaign  now  being  bitterly  waged  in  the  Blue  (xrass 
State. 

And  now  comes  T.  il.  Gilmore,  president  of  the  National 
Motlel  License  League,  openly  challenging  the  superintendent 
of  the  Ohio  Anti-Saloon  League  to  prove  that  prohibition 
prohibits,  in  a  most  unique  manner. 

Hearken  to  the  clever  head  of  the  Alodel  License  League  in 
his  direct  challenge  to  prove  the  efficacy  of  prohibition. 

If  liquor  be  the  evil  you  say  it  is,  it  ought  to  be  prohibited 
and  surely  the  soA^ereign  States  in  the  exercise  of  their  jtolice 
poAvers  can  pui*sue  it  as  relentlessly  as  they  Avould  pursue 
a  criminal  at  large  or  the  germs,  if  you  please,  of  a  plague  fatal 
to   human   life. 

If  the  people  will  A'ote  for  real  prohibition  such  as  I  sug- 
gest, it  Avill  seal  the  doom  of  the  liquor  traffic  and  if  they  Avill 
cot  vote  for  it,  then  the  people  are  not  ready  for  prohibition 
and  it  is  foolish  to  advocate  it.  To  i)rohibit  merely  the  sale  is, 
I  contend,  a  farce  pure  and  simple,  and  no  one  understands 
that  better  than  you  do. 

Weshould  have  real  prohibiticm  or  else  Ave  should  give  the 
nation,  including  the  licjuor  men,  a  rest.  It  is  criminal  to  de- 
stroy millions  of  i)rjvate  properties  and  revenues  for  the  sake 
of  laAA's  that  are  not  expected  to  interfere  with  the  citnsump- 
tion  of  licjuors. 

What  does  ^Ir.  (jilmore  propose?  First  of  all  he  says  Pro- 
hibition is  undermining  the  ministry  and  the  churches,  mak- 
ing political  machines  instead  of  religious  institutions,  cast- 
ing doubt  on  the  Bible,  and  even  attacking  the  divinity  of 
Christ.     So  much  by  Avay  of  prelude. 

-Mr.  (jilmore  offers  to  join  Avith  the  Anti-Saloon  League  in 
asking  the  legislatures  in  all  prohibition  States  and  all  States 
Avhere  local  option  pn^vails,  to  amend  all  prohibitory  laws  so 
as  to  provide  a  penalty  of  |100  and  thirty  days  in  jail,  if  any 
<me  orders  licjuor  brought  into  "dry"  territory  or  if  any  one 
brings  liquor  into  such  territory  or  has  it  in  possession. 

"LET  THE  VOTER  UNDERSTAND,"  SAYS  IMR.  GIL- 
ilORE,  FEARLESSLY,  "THAT  PROHIIUTION  NOT  ONLY 
PROHIBITS  THE  SALE  BUT  THE  PURCHASE,  POSSES- 
SION AND  USE  OF  LIQUOR." 

That  appears  to  be  a  fair  challenge,  a  square  and  fair  test. 
But  if  betting  Avasn't  illegal  and  prohibited,  it  Avould  be  the 
"one  safe  bet"  that  the  challenge  Avill  not  be  accepted.  Such 
a  test  would  have  made  Maine,  the  pioneer  "Prohibition 
tember  20,  1911. 


THERE  will  be  a  vigorous  Prohibition  campaign  all  over  the 
country  next  year,  unless  the  plans  already  made  are 
changed.  And  the  Prohibitionists  expect  to  accomplish  much — 
no  less  than  the  election  of  a  "dry"  president,  according  to 
Charles  R.  Jones,  chairman  of  the  Prohibition  national  com- 
mittee. 

The  expectations  of  Air,  Jon(;s  are  likely  to  be  disappointed — 
as  far  as  the  election  of  the  president  goes,  but  they  may  suc- 
ceed in  a  number  of  accomplishments  unless  the  Avine  and  spirit 
trade  meets  th(>m  on  their  ground.  They  already  hold  more 
than  tAvo-thirds  of  the  country  as  "dry"  territory,  and  they 
plan  extending  it  piece  by  piece,  some  each  year. 

The  Prohibiti(m  party  is  a  force  not  to  be  treated  lightly.  It 
has  in  its  ranks  many  men  of  character  and  ability,  and  its 
treasury  is  freely  contributed  to.  The  campaign  Avhich  should 
be  put  up  in  opposition  to  it  is  a  campaign  of  education. — NoHh 
American  Wine  and  Spirit  Journal. 


Early  in  the  month  Fort  Bragg  distinguished  itself  by  defeat- 
ing the  "drys"  by  the  OA'erwhelming  majority  of  119.  By  this 
means  the  city  indicated  its  desire  and  intention  to  remain 
"wet,"  completely  tlircAV  the  Avater  Avagon  off  the  track,  and  set 
other  communities  about  to  hold  similar  elections  an  excellent 
example. 


San  Liiis  Obispo  celebrated  the  vintage  season  by  defeating 
the  fanatical  ])rohibiti(mists  by  a  majority  of  8!)  vcttes  at  the 
local  o])tion  election,  held  in  that  city  October  21st.  On  the 
same  date  Arroyo  Grande  City  Avent  dry  by  10  votes.  The  peo- 
ple of  San  Luis  Obispo  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  good 
sense.

Beer  In  Chicago  To  Float  A  Navy 


SALES  of  beer  in  Chicago  in  August,  according  to  the  num- 
ber of  revenue  stamps  i.ssucd,  were  50(5,627  barrels,  com- 
pared with  596,397  barrels  in  July  and  with  572,342  barrels 
in  August  last  year.  The  sales  of  beer  in  eight  months 
amounted  to  3,917,744  barrels,  an  increase  of  615,518  barrels, 
compared  with  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 


ONE  of  the  most  delicate  wines  is  claret,  and  it  is  its  delicacy 
whicli,  justly  Me  think,  has  brought  it  the  nohriquct  of  a 
temperance  wine.  It  contains  least  alcohol,  acidity  and  sugar 
amongst  wine,  but  it  (easily  spoils,  and  according  to  recent  re- 
searches the  element  which  spoils  it  is  oxygen.  The  quicker  it 
spoils  by  this  agency  the  more  delicate  as  a  rule  is  the  wine, 
and  a  good  claret  is  not  a  Avine  to  be  left  more  than  many  min-. 
utes  exposed  to  the  air  before  it  is  consumed.  There  are  some 
people  \yho  do  not  understand  this,  or  do  not  appreciate  the 
Iiorrid  result  of  their  action,  for  they  will  re-cork  an  unflnislied 
bottle.  If  this  were  done  under  an  atmospliere  of  nitrogen  there 
would  be  no  complaint,  for  if  oxygen  is  carefully  excluded  the 
wine  remains  sound  and  palatable.  When  Avine,  in  fact,  is  left 
in  an  inert  atmosphere,  and  for  choice  nitrogen  appears  to  be 
the  best  atmosphere  for  the  purpose,  clarification  rapidly  takes 
place,  and  the  Avine  soon  begins  to  assume  a  character  Avith 
Avhich  good  bottling  and  long  keeping  endoAV  it.  Fermentation 
ceases,  the  organisms  die  and  retire  to  the  bottom  Avith  a  sedi- 
ment Avhicli  is  desirably  eliminated.  It  is  not  improbable  fliat 
the  maturing  process  of  a  Avine  in  l)ottle  is  due  to  the  small  quan- 
tity of  oxygen  in  tlie  air  first  being  absorbed,  leaving  only  inert 
nitrogen,  Avhicli  fails  to  support  the  vitalities  of  the  organisms 
noriually  present  in  the  Avine.  AVhen  the  activities  of  tlrn  organ- 
isms tlius  cease  tlie  Avine  assumes  in  a  (|uite  short  time  all  the 
qualities  of  a  matured  sound  article.  This  view  is  expressed 
witli  sncli  cimfidiMice  that  the  pro])osal  has  seriously  been  made 
to  ]Miini»  an  atmos]»]iere  of  nitrogen  over  wine  stored  in  Imlk. — 
The  Lancet,  London,  England.

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'Wets"  Win  at  Fort  Bragg 


FORT  P>RAGG,  October  10.— The  "wets"'  scored  a  victory 
iu  the  local  option  election  here  yesterday,  getting  a  ma- 
jority of  119  out  of  452  votes  cast. 


!  Rudie  Fishbeck,  the  well  known  local  retailer,  who  disposed  of 
his  business  on  Powell  Street  recently  and  went  to  Los  Angeles 
to  find  a  location,  returned  a  few  days  ago.  He  and  his  associ- 
ates were  prepared  to  invest  nearly  |50,000  in  establishing  a 
retail  business  in  the  Angel  city,  but  they  required  a  transfer  of 
license.  This  the  Police  Commissioners  emphatically  refused 
to  grant,  on  the  ground  that  the  applicants  were  "from  San 
Francisco."    What  do  vou  think  of  that? 


An  attempt  is  being  made  to  devise  a  solution  for  the  Colton 
muddle.  Three  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  agreed 
to  make  such  regulations  of  the  liquor  traffic  as  are  agreeable 
to  the  majority  of  the  voters.  A  committee  of  eleven  citizens 
has  been  appointed  representing. "wets,"  "drys"  and  "neutrals" 
to  pass  upon  the  draft  of  a  lifjuor  ordinance.  The  draft,  so 
endorsed,  is  then  to  be  circulated  with  a  petition.  If  a  majority 
of  the  voters  sign  the  petition  to  the  IJoard  of  Trustees  to  adopt 
the  ordinance  as  drawn  up  by  the  committee,  the  three  members 
of  the  board  have  pledged  themselves  to  adopt  it.  This  looks 
feasible,  and  if  honestly  carried  out  should  clear  up  the  present 
very  much  mixed  situation. 


On  October  24th  Imperial  voted  to  license  saloons,  the  ma- 
jority on  the  side  of  personal*  freedom  and  good  revenue  being 
GO.  It  was  the  liveliest  election  ever  held  in  the  city  and  290 
votes  were  cast.  Anti-saloon  people  challenged  many  voters,  but 
no  ai'rests  were  made.  Tlireats  are  already  being  made  to  re- 
submit the  question  to  tlie  people  as  socm  as  the  law  alloAvs.

The  company 
is  incorporated  for  $12,000,  of  which  f  15  has  been  subscribed. 


Patrons  of  the  celebrated  Hoffman  Cafe,  29  Second  Street, 
this  city,  will  l)e  interested  in  the;  announcement  that  the  Ilolf- 
nmn  has  a  new  chef  in  the  place  of  "Charley,"  who  has  occupiiMl 
the  position  so  many  years.  The  new  captain  of  the  rang(^  is 
"P.ill"  Long,  one  of  tlie  best  colored  cooks  on  the  Coast,  and 
Avidely  known.

THE  VINTAGE :— The  harvesting  of  tlie  grapes  is  pretty 
well  over  and  with  minor  exceptions  tlie  vintage  has  been 
highly  satisfactory.  Tlie  cool  season  developed  the  grapes 
unusually  well  and  the  warm  A\'eather  of  the  latter  part  of  the 
developing  season  brought  the  sugar  up  to  proper  standard. 
The  weather  has  certainly  been  ideal  and  at  this  writing 
promises  to  continue  so  indefinitely.  In  Alameda  and  Napa 
counties  the  yield  of  gi*apes  is  estimated  to  be  about  75  per 
cent  of  that  of  last  year,  but  taken  altogether  the  dry  wine  yield 
will  not  be  too  large.  Probably  sufficient  to  meet  the  growing 
demand. 


DRY  WINES : — The  situation  in  the  dry  Avine  trade  at  this 
time  is  highly  satisfactory  and  more  encouraging  than  at 
any  time  in  many  years.  Notwithstanding  the  Prohibition  and 
Local  Option  agitation  and  experiments  throughout  the  east, 
the  demand  for  our  best  California  dry  wines  is  steadily  in- 
creasing while  the  prices  they  command  are  remunerative. 
Leading  shippers  report  this  branch  of  the  business  active  and 
the  outlook  very  promising. 

As  a  result  of  the  adoption  of  the  Suffrage  amendment  there 
is  more  or  less  anxiety  as  to  what  effect  this  will  have  upon  the 
future  of  this  great  industry.  And  this  anxiety  will  not  be  dis- 
pelled until  such  time  as  its  enemies  have  made  their  effort  to 
destroy  the  industry  by  the  aid  of  women's  votes.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  ladies  will  be  governed  by  common  sense  instead 
of  sentiment  in  handling  this  serious  problem. 

Exports  by  sea  during  the  month  ending  October  20  were 
largely  in  excess  of  those  of  the  same  month  last  year.  Tlie 
totals  were  2188  cases  and  1,337,300  gallons,  valued  at  |435,788. 
In  the  same  month  of  1910  the  figures  were  510  cases,  and 
1,022,441  gallons,  valued  at  |279,112.  This  certainly  makes  a 
fine  showing  for  the  growth  of  trade  this  year,  not  only  in  gal- 
lonage,  but  value. 

Imports  by  sea  totaled  2,081  cases,  16  casks  and  4  half  barrels ; 
champagne,  115  cases. 


SWEET  WINES : — Business  in  sweets  is  dull  notwithstand- 
ing the  sharp  cut  in  prices  affecting  the  cheap  grades. 
Production  in  the  three  districts  during  September  was  hardly 
up  to  expectations.  The  output  was  3,187,862  gallons  as  com- 
pared with  6,106,932  gallons  in  September  of  last  year.  This 
shows  a  reduction  in  production  of  about  one-half.  Of  the 
output  last  month  1,368,103  gallons  was  port,  and  559,167 
sherry.      The  outlook  is  for  a  short  crop. 


BRANDY: — There  is  nothing  of  special  importance  in  the 
situation.  The  bonded  product  was  light,  the  totals  being 
only  28,984  tax  gallons.  There  remained  in  bond  in  the  State 
September  30,  2,187,221.4  tax  gallons.  This  is  nearly  half 
a  million  gallons  less  than  the  bonded  stock  in  the  State  at  the 
same  date  last  year. 

Imports  by  sea  were  1,344  cases,  23  casks,  4  barrels.  10 
octaves. 

Exports  by  sea  were  164  cases  and  5,961  gallons,  valued  at 
111,095.      The  bulk  of  these  went  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 


WHISKY : — There  is  a  better  feeling  among  the  trade  than 
for  a  long  time  past.      Reports  from  representative  houses 
at  this  writing  are  uniformly  of  a  cheerful  nature.      They  all 


tell  the  same  story  of  largely  increased  business  over  the  volume 
of  last  year  at  this  time,  and  what  is  equally  important,  all  de- 
clare that  there  is  no  fault  to  find  with  collections.  One  large 
house  reported  its  October  trade  at  40  per  cent  increase  over 
the  same  month  last  year,  while  at  the  same  time  collections 
were  greater  than  the  volume  of  sales.  '  All  of  which  goes  to 
show  that  the  dealers  are  fast  recovering  from  the  depression 
of  the  past  year  and  a  half.  With  the  splendid  crops,  big 
prices,  a  rapidly  growing  population,  and  the  great  Exposition 
on  the  tapis,  there  is  every  reason  to  feel  assured  that  these 
conditions  will  be  improved  upon.  The  victory  in  Bakersfield 
and  the  other  points  goes  far  to  stiffen  up  business.  The  only 
cloud  upon  the  horizon  is  the  success  of  the  Suffragette  move- 
ment. What  this  means  to  the  liquor  traffic  cau  only  be  pre- 
dicated upon  the  experience  of  Colorado,  where  the  women  have 
for  years  sensibly  voted  to  regulate  the  traffic  rather  than 
endeavor  to  suppress  it.  Maybe  the  women  of  California  will 
profit  by  these  facts. 

Imports  by  sea  were  6,465  cases,  66  barrels,  16  casks,  10 
octaves  and  1  hogshead ;  of  gin  there  were  9,579  cases,  14  bar- 
rels and  2  casks. 

Imports  by  sea  totaled  305  cases  and  3,765  gallons,  valued  at 
18,366.      Miscellaneous  exports  totaled  |13,128. 


IMPORTATIONS :-— The  importers  have  enjoyed  a  good  busi- 
ness during  the  past  month  and  report  that  they  have  every 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  trade  movement.  Barring 
unforseen  contingencies  they  have  every  reason  to  expect  a 
marked  improvement  along  general  lines.  The  figures  of 
imports  by  sea  follow:

BEER : — Brewers  report  October  business  of  satisfactory 
volume  and  an  improvement  over  conditions  a  year  ago. 
Imports  were  265  cases,  1329  barrels,  1519  hogsheads,  96  half 
barrels,  840  quarter  l)arrels  and  2  casks ;  Stout,  176  cases ;  Por- 
ter, 150  cases.  Exports  by  sea  were  1,102  packages,  valued  at 
17319. 


California  Wine  Markets 


Prices  for  sweet  wines  have  been  forced  doAvn  by  the  large 
producers  vieing  with  eacli  other  for  the  bulk  of  the  large  trade. 
The  prices  for  new  brandies  are  moderately  firm.  l?uyers, 
however,  show  no  anxiety  to  place  their  orders.  The  impres- 
sion prevails  that  the  highest  figures  have  been  reachwl,  and  if 
any  change  in  prices  occurs,  it  will  be  downward  revision. — Bon- 
fort's,  October  10,  1911. 
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The  Los  Ange!es  Situation 


THE  situation  at  Los  Ang;eles  by  reason  of  the  success  of  the 
suffragette  movement  is  naturally  eausing  considerable 
anxiety  among  the  wine  and  ]i(]uor  men.  Added  to  the  almost 
general  pi'ejudice  of  a  certain  class  of  voters  in  that  city  against 
the  wine  and  liqxior  traffic  in  any  form,  is  the  serious  niixup  of 
the  trade  unions  by  reason  of  the  brewery  strikes  and  the  atti- 
tude of  the  Socialist  element,  which  latter  is  indeterminable. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  two  years  ago  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  put  up  a  great  fight  to  get  the  saloons  out  of  business, 
they  were  beaten  two-to-one  because  the  business  men  and  those 
interested  in  the  future  of  the  city  kncAv  that  such  a  movement, 
if  successful,  would  be  disastrous. 

Now  come  the  I'rohibitiou  people,  who  are  endeavoring  to 
bring  about  an  election  on  December  5,  next,  at  which  a  vote 
can  be  taken  under  the  local  option  law  as  to  AVhether  Los 
Angeles  shall  be  "wet"  or  "dr}^";  and  furthermore  providing 
that  there  shall  be  no  numufacturing  of  beer,  wine  or  spiritous 
liquors  within  the  city.  The  mere?  nmtter  that  a  victory  for  the 
drys  would  destroy  millions  of  dollars  of  iuA'estment  and  throw 
thousands  out  of  employment,  cuts  no  figure  to  these  prohibition 
fanatics. 

At  this  writing  it  would  appear  that  the  cooler  heads  in  that 
movement  do  not  wish  to  go  to  battle  Avithout  further  prepara- 
tion. Of  course  it  is  declared  by  the  Prohibiticm  enthusiasts 
that  th(»  Suffrag(>tte  vote  Avill  enable  them  to  make  a  desert  of 
Los  Angeles,  but  that  is  by  no  nutans  a  certainty.  There  ought 
to  be  some  way  for  the  mercantile  and  nmnufacturing  bodies 
of  that  city  to  show  the  female  voter,  Avho  is  willing  to  be  shoAA'u, 
that  it  Avould  be  against  her  own  interests  as  well  as  of  the  city 
as  a  whole,  to  vote  for  a  dry  Los  Angeles. 

The  city  of  Los  Angeles  derives  about  tAventy  million  dol- 
lars a  year  from  the  tourist  traffic,  a  large  i^art  of  Avhich  Avould 
certainly  be  lost  in  the  event  that  the  place  goes  dry.  Again 
Los  Angeles  has  become  a  i)rominent  convention  city  and  is 
striving  to  increase  its  popularity  in  that  directi(m.  In  the  event 
that  Los  Angeles  should  go  dry  it  is  a  certainty  it  Avould  be  no 
longer  a  conA'cntion  city  except  for  the  Christian  Endeavorers 
and  the  Sunday  School  people.  In  otlu^r  Avords  the  surest  Avay  to 
destroy  the  remarkable  prosperity  of  Los  Angeles  is  to  make 
it  dry. 

We  believe  that  the  men  in  Avhose  hands  lies  the  destiny  of 
Los  Angeles  Avill  not  permit  this  cruel  thing  to  b<>  done  to  the 
city  and  it  is  time  they  canu>  out  in  unmistakable  language  and 
let  the  public  knoAV  Avhat  the  penalty  Avould  be  if  they  tried  such 
an  experiment. 


On  October  5th  the  city  council  of  Woodland,  Yolo  County, 
fixed  the  tax  rate  of  that  city  at  |1.20  on  each  flOO  worth  of 
assessed  prt)perty.  The  rate  last  j'car  Avas  only  70  cents,  sIioav- 
ing  a  difference  of  50  cents  due  from  the  absence  of  the  revenue 
derived  from  saloon  licenses.  The  i^eople  of  "dry"  Woodland 
are  finding  out  the  Avell  knoAvn  truth  that  those  people  Avho 
make  fools  of  themselves  always  haA'e  to  pay  for  it. 


In  Portland,  Oregon,  an  amendment  to  the  liquor  ordinance, 
providing  for  an  increase  of  the  annual  license  charge  from 
retail  liquor  dealers,  has  been  submitted  to  the  city  council.  The 
license  committee  has  ordered  an  ordinance  drafted  raising 
saloon  licenses  from  |800  to  $1000,  upon  Avhich  action  is  ex- 
pected soon. 


The  Kern  County  Board  of  Supervisors  have  named  October 
31st  for  the  local  option  election  in  that  county.  An  election 
Avill  also  be  held  in  the  towns  of  Delano  and  Tehachapi  on  the 
same  date. 


The  fight  in  regard  to  the  right  of  the  Bachelors'  Club  of 
Woodburn,  Oregon,  to  sell  liejuors,  is  still  in  evidence.  A  decis- 
ion AvaS  recently  given  that  the  grand  jury  could  not  indict  the 
proprietors  of  the  club  for  selling  li(]uor  without  a  license,  as 
the  genei-al  license  law  exempted  cities  and  towns  and  placed 
them  under  the  jurisdiction  of  such  cities  and  towns. 


The  town  board  of  Orland,  Glenn  (,'ounty.  Cab,  has  limited 
the  number  of  saloons  to  four,  Avhich  has  raised  a  storm  of 
protest  and  the  saloon  men  are  circulating  a  petitiim  to  have 
the  nmtter  referred  to  the  people.  When  signed  the  petition  Avill 
be  presentwl  to  the  board  asking  for  a  special  city  election. 


At  Fullerton  the  question  of  Avhether  the  sale  of  alcoholic 
liquors  shall  be  licensed  in  the  city  of  Fullerton  will  be  deter- 
mined by  the  voters  on  November  25,  that  being  the  day  selected 
by  the  City  Trustees.

.  Vineyard  and   Cellar  , 

IN  a  recent  interview  Theodore  Gier  said  to  a  representative  of 
The  Review,  that  the  j)ast  had  been  a  curious  season,  and  the 
vintage  was  below  expectations,  and  Avould  not,  in  his  opinion 
taken  as  a  whole,  amount  to  more  than  75  per  cent  of  last  year's 
crop. 

"First  came  the  frosts,  doing  considerable  damage,  then  fol- 
lowed cold  weather  at  blooming  time,  which  led  to  the  grapes 
being  somewhat  uneven  in  size,  then  came  some  sunburn  and  a 
little  mildew.  So  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  splendid 
weather  which  came  at  the  last  minute  and  benefited  the  crop 
greatly,  particularly  in  sugar  content,  I  think  things  might  have 
been  worse.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  consider  that  we 
should  be  well  satisfied  with  the  result  of  the  vintage." 


Wine  shipments  from  Livermore  valley  have  been  unusually 
heavy  during  October.  H.  B.  Wagoner  consigned  six  carloads 
to  various  points,  and  Chauche  &  Bon  shipped  three  carloads 
to  their  San  Francisco  headquarters. 


It  is  believed  that  the  favorable  dry  wine  situation  will  result 
in  many  acres  being  planted  out  in  the  counties  around  the  bay. 
The  minimum  price  this  year  in  Livermore  valley  is  f  20  a  ton ; 
Santa  Clara  valley  $18,  and  in  Napa  valley  |15  to  $17.  In  north- 
ern Sonoma  grapes  have  brought  f20,  and  it  is  believed  that  in 
Mendocino  county  prices  will  range  from  |15  to  |20. 


A  Woodland,  Yolo  county,  dispatch  states  that  the  season 
for  the  shipment  of  the  second  crop  of  wine  grapes  commenced 
October  20th.  The  crop  will  be  very  fair  and  of  good  quality. 
As  a  result  of  favorable  weather  the  percentage  of  sugar  is  larger 
than  it  was  in  the  beginning  of  the  season  in  the  first  crop.  Ship- 
pers are  still  inconvenienced  by  the  scarcity  of  cars. 


John  Greott,  the  well  known  Santa  Rosa  winemaker,  has  been 
very  busy  during  the  past  month  crushing  grapes  and  nmking 
wine.  He  has  purchased  500  tons  of  grapes  in  addition  to  his 
own.  He  paid  twenty  dollars  a  ton  for  grapes,  and  will  handle 
over  600  tons. 


A.  L.  Da  Roza,  executor  of  the  estate  of  the  late  J.  L.  Da  Roza, 
accused  of  spending  |90,000  without  filing  a  single  voucher,  now- 
makes  answer  stating  that  the  books  of  the  State  account  for  all 
moneys  expended.    According  to  him  the  |90,000  was  expended 
in  connection  .with  the  Elk  Grove  winery. 


According  to  all  reports  received  from  Sacramento  valley 
points  this  grape  picking  season  has  been  the  best  that  the  grow- 
ers have  experienced  for  many  years  and  towards  the  close  of 
vintage  time,  the  quality  of  the  product  has  greatly  improved. 
Long  stretches  of  cool  weather  during  the  months  of  fruit  forma-  - 
tion  on  the  vines  caused  a  low  percentages  of  sugar  in  the  grapes 
but  they  are  now  quite  up  to  the  standard  throughout  the  Sac- 
ramento valley.  This  applies  to  all  varieties  of  wine  grapes. 
The  crop  is  an  average  one  and  taking  it  all  in  all  the  prices 
are  better  than  were  paid  for  vincsyard  products  last  year.  There 
has  been  a  strong  demand  for  all  good  quality  grapes  at  an  aver- 
age price  of  |11  per  ton  f.  o.  b.  winery. 


SECUNDO  GUASTI,  president  of  the  Italian  vineyard,  is 
reported  to  have  recently  said  for  publication,  on  October 
17th :  The  grape  crop  from  the  vineyard  was  about  half  har- 
vested at  that  time.  The  entire  crop  would,  he  thought,  amount 
to  something  like  20,000  tons.  Twenty-two  different  varieties 
of  grapes -are  groAvn  for  commercial  purposes,  four  distinct  va- 
rieties of  muscats.  One  kind,  Mr.  Guasti  said,  would  make  the 
eater  think  he  was  eating  perfumery,  the  grape  smelled  so  sweet. 
A  government  experiment  station  is  maintained  at  Guasti,  to 
determine  what  kind  of  grapes  are  suited  to  this  section,  etc.  In 
this  experimental  department,  said  Mr.  Guasti,  492  different 
and  distinct  varieties  of  grapes  are  grown. 


The  Madera  News  man,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  following 
couplet  sometimes  "drops  into  verse."  Moralizing  upon  the 
fact  that  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  recently  shippwl  a  car  of  wine 
to  ICansas  City  for  use  in  the  Carrie  Nation  prohibition  State, 
he  says:  "Where  many  fine  gentlemen  temperance  preach,  And 
never  drink  anything  out  of  their  reach !" 


Advices  from  Lodi  state  that  it  is  estimated  that  over  20,000 
tons  of  grapes  Avill  be  received  at  George  West  &  Sons'  four 
local  stations — Lodi,  Victor,  Urgon  and  Woodbridge.  During 
the  vintage  they  have  averaged  some  500  tons  a  day,  and  are 
having  no  trouble  in  getting  all  the  grapes  they  want.  The 
company  has  as  yet  received  few  tokays,  but  a  little  rain  will 
cause  these  grapes,  which,  when  wet,  are  unfit  for  shipment,  to 
reach  the  local  wineries  in  large  quantities,  when,  they  will  be 
used  for  brandy  purposes.  The  wineries  will  be  run  as  long  as 
the  supply  of  grapes  last,  and  it  is  surmised  that  a  large  quan- 
tity of  Avine  and  brandy  will  be  made. 


J.  J.  iMcCabe  of  this  city  has  purchased  the  A.  R.  Buckner 
Summit  ITill  vineyard,  near  Santa  Rosa.  Mr.  McCabe  expects 
to  carry  out  a  number  of  improvements  in  the  place  and  may 
decide  to  continue  the  operation  of  the  winery.  He  wants  a 
place  on  which  he  can  enjoy  some  outdoor  exercise. 


These  are  busy  times  at  Cucamonga,  as  owing  to  the  increased 
output  of  the  Cucamonga  Vintage  Company  they  have  com- 
menced work  on  a  new  building.  It  will  be  135x100  feet,  to 
connect  with  the  other  two  buildings,  which  will  make  one  long 
building,  giving  a  frontage  of  315  feet  by  135  feet.  This  will 
give  a  storage  capacity  of  1,000,000  gallons  and  a  capacity  run 
of  10,000  tons. 


W.  D.  Sink,  the  Cloverdale  winemaker,  is  paying  |17.50  a  ton 
for  grapes  at  his  Avinery. 


Word  comes  from  Petaluma  that  the  Lackman  &  Jacobi 
winery  has  a  big  force  of  men  working  day  and  night  to  get  out 
a  consignment  of  over  7000  barrels  of  wine,  which  are  to  be 
shipped  to  England  via  New  York,  and  will  be  taken  around  the 
Horn  by  sailing  vessel.  Daily  shipments  by  local  steamers  are 
being  made  from  Petaluma  to  this  city,  and  will  continue  until 
the  entire  consignment  has  bee;n  dispatched  on   its  long  sea 


During  the  past  month  the  vintage  of  Napa  valley  has  been  in 
full  blast.  The  local  grammar  school,  as  Avell  as  the  country 
district  schools,  closed  for  two  weeks  in  order  to  aid  the  grape 
growers  in  getting  the  crop  picked.  Four  cents  per  box  was 
paid  for  picking,  and  some  of  the  school  children  earned  as  high 
as  |2  per  day.  The  percentage  of  sugar  in  the  grapes  is  rather 
low  this  season,  owing  to  the  cold  weather  throughout  the 
summer. 
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French=American  Wine  Company's  New  Winery 


WHAT  the  French-American  Company  does,  it  does  well ; 
this  is  clearly  shown  by  the  success  of  the  new  THxiali 
winery,  recently  built  and  ('(juipped  by  it.  The  trad(!  has  been 
kei)t  posted  by  The  Review  as  to  the  buildinj;;  of  the  winery  by 
the  company  at  the  earnest  reipiest  of  tlie  Tkiah  l-'armei's'  Club, 
and  the  contractinj?  for  grapes  at  the  hij;hest  price,  or  for  115 
a  ton  for  five  years  regardless  of  the  yearly  price.  Naturally 
such  treatment  pleased  tlie  growers  and  is  bound  to  lead  to  the 
development  of  the  viticultural  industry  around  Ckiah.  'The 
company  is  also  satisfied,  as  it  sees  that  with  the  proper  indnce- 
ments  the  future  of  grape  growing  in  the  surrounding  valleys 
will  well  repay  them  for  their  outlay. 

The  new  winery  is  80x1(50  feet  and  is  constructed  of  sheet  ir<m 
upon  a  concrete  foundation.  It  is  therefore  fireproof,  and  has 
been  built  in  such  a  manner  that  additions  can  be  uuide  when 
Avanted  at  slight  expense*.  lu  the  interior  of  the  building  are  six- 
teen large  fermenting  tanks,  18  feet  in  diameter  and  7  feet  in 
lieight,  holding  10,000  gallons  or  50  tons  of  grapes  each.  There 
are  two  cylinders  for  the  press,  so  while  one  is  being  filled  the 
other  is  under  the  press.  Altogether  the  machinery  is  fully 
up  to  date,  and  the  entire  ]>lant  is  a  credit  to  the  company  and 
a  great  benefit  to  the  Ukiah  growers. 

Prices  have  not  yet  been  declared,  but  will  be  fixed  by  tlic 
highest  figure  paid  in  Northern  Sonoma.  T^pon  this  basis 
prices  are  estimated  by  the  local  press  as  "over  $15,  and  perhaps 
in  the  neighborhood  of  .fl().50."  Needless  to  say  such  figures 
will  prove  highly  satisfactory  to  growers,  who  but  for  the  enter- 
prise and  liberality  of  the  French-American  Wine  Company 
would  have  been  without  a  local  market.

Five  thousand  tons  of  the  fruit  has 
been  ground  and  pressed.

HE  Army  and  Navy  Magaziue  has  called  the  attention  of  its 
readers  in  official  circles,  ajyain  and  again,  to  the  absolute 
necessity  for  the  restoration  of  the  canteen  in  Army  Posts  but 
still  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Govei*nment  seems  afraid  to 
reopen  the  question  and  do  the  proper  thing.  It  Avould  appear 
from  our  observation  that  the  members  of  ('ongress,  Avith  few 
exceptions,  are  timid  and  show  a  disposition  to  continue  sac- 
rificing the  comfort,  health  and  even  the  lives  of  our  soldiers  to 
an  exploded  theory. 

Whether  the  reasons  governing  the  failure  of  Congress  to  do 
its  duty  in  this  matter  are  political  or  otherwise  it  is  hard  to 
determine,  but  we  are  satisfied  that  there's  sometliing  wrong 
somewhere.  Some  of  the  gentlemen  on  Capitol  Hill  avIio  are  sent 
here  from  states  where  prohibition  has  worked  out  so  beauti- 
fully (?)  could  hardly  see  tlieir  Avay  clear  to  act  as  champions 
for  the  restoration  of  the  canteen.  The  illicit  liquor  dealers  in 
their  imtive  bailiwicks  who  wax  fat  in  their  business  might  put 
them  out  of  the  political  game  and  this  condition  of  affairs 
would  be  awful. 

Coming  down  to  logical  facts,  Avhat  is  the  exact  situation? 
-,  Major  General  Leonard  AVood,  Major  General  Fred  D.  Grant, 
Brigadier  General  Funston  and  hundreds  of  commanding  offi- 
cers throughout  the  country  have  urged  the  restoration  of  the 
canteen  as  necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  proper  discipline. 
In  their  official  reports  to  the  War  Department  this  course  has 
been  favored  time  and  time  again.  We  would  resi)ectfully  sub- 
mit to  Congress  our  ojjinion  that  these  gentlemen,  who  are  the 
responsible  heads  of  the  Army,  should  know  what  they  are  talk- 
ing about  and  are  certainly  in  a  better  ])osition  to  judge  the 
needs  of  the  Service  than  people  who  are  in  no  way  connected 
with  it. 

And  here  we  wish  to  say  a  few  words  in  justice  to  the  women 
who  were  the  sponsors  for  the  abolition  of  the  canteen  in  the 
Army.  We  believe  in  their  absolute  sincerity  and  know  that 
they  were  misguided  in  their  judgment  because  they  were  not 
familiar  with  the  exact  conditions. 

Army  life  is,  at  best,  a  monotonous  round  of  daily  duties 
when  the  men  are  not  in  active  service.  We  may  even  go  so  far 
as  to  say  that  this  kind  of  life  palls  on  the  nerves  and  energies 
of  full-blooded  figliting  men,  and  the  necessity  for  temperate  re- 
laxation is  understood  by  the  officers  who  are  charged  with 
nmintaining  discli])ine  and  who  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Offi- 
cers' Jless  and  Service  Clubs. 

The  editor  of  the*  Army  and  Navy  Magazine  is  familiar  with 
conditions  in  Army  Posts  throughout  the  United  States  and 
in  our  island  possessions  and  his  pei'sonal  observation  is  that 
the  canteen  is  an  absolute  necessity.  He  has.  talked  with  offi- 
cers of  every  rank,  and  while  we  admit  that  some  officers  are 
opposed  to  the  canteen  because  of  personal  opposition  to  the 
use  of  any  kind  of  intoxicants,  the  vast  majority  of  them  insist 
that  it  would  better  the  service  and  make  the  men  more  tem- 
perate and  more  satisfied  with  their  surroundings.  An  erro- 
neous impression  prevails  Avith  some  people  that  when  the  can- 
teen Avas  in  active  operation  the  soldiers  si)ent  all  their  time 
in  drinking  and  carousing.  Such  an  idea  is  ridiculous  and  ab- 
sur<l  in  the  extreme.  I'nder  the  canteen  system  each  soldier  Avas 
allowed  a  limited  amount  of  beer  CAery  day  and  he  could  not 
obtain  any  more. 

The  existing  conditions  are  deplorable  from  CA^ery  standpoint. 
The  police  records  of  every  city  and  tOAvn  h)cated  in  the  vicinity 
of  an  Army  Post  tell  the  tale,  so  that  "those  who  run  may  read." 
Even  here  in  the  Nation's  Capital  Avhere  Congress  meets  to  tran- 


sact business,  scarcely  a  day  passes  that  several  soldiers  do  not 
find  their  Avay  to  the  police  stations.  Sometimes  they  are 
charged  Avith  serious  crimes,  Avhich  they  commit  Avhile  under  the 
influence  of  the  vile  liquor  that  is  served  to  them  in  the  dives 
to  which  they  resort.  Congressmen,  Avho  read  the  ncAvspapers  i 
must  be  familiar  Avith  the  stories,  printed  almost  daily,  of  braAvls 
and  other  disreputable  doings  in  Avhich  soldiers  have  had  a  hand. 
KnoAving  these  facts,  Avhy  do  they  not  Avake  up  to  the  necessity 
of  doing  their  duty  by  restoring  the  canteen? 

A  leading  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  informed 
the  writer  a  f  cav  days  ago  that  he  is  satisfied  seven-eights  of  that 
body  recognize  the  necessity  for  the  cantwn,  but  are  afraid  to 
be  frank  about  it  because  of  the  volume  of  vituperation  that 
might  folloAV. 

In  our  opinion,  a  man  who  considers  those  things  rather  than 
his  legitimates  business  as  a  representative  of  the  people  is  lax 
in  his  duty  to  his  constituents  and  to  the  Army,  Avhose  duty 
it  is  to  defend  them. 

The  health  of  the  soldier  is  another  important  factor  that 
should  be  considered  in  the  ultimate  settlement  of  the  canteen 
question.  Army  surgeons  agree,  and  common  sense  teaches, 
that  the  debauch  in  Avhich  the  soldier  indulges  periodically  uTider 
existing  conditions  undermines  his  system  and  finally  ruins  his 
health.  Beer,  drank  in  moderation  daily,  is  a  Avludesome,  nour- 
ishing food  that  assists  the  organs  of  the  body  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  natural  functions.  It  is  used  medicinally  in  both 
branches  of  the  JMilitary  Service  of  the  Unitetl  States,  as  Avell 
as  in  Government  Hospitals,  Soldier's  Homes  and  similar  in- 
stitutions. 

Another  pliase  of  the  existing  conditions  to  Avhicli  Ave  Avish  to 
call  particular  attention  is  the  establishment  of  Ioav  dives  in 
proximity  to  Army  Posts.  Tlie  vilest  kind  of  licjuor  is  sold  in 
these  places — often  concocted  by  the  proprietor,  Avho  operates 
his  place  Avithout  paying  license  to  anyone  but  the  devil.  In 
conjunction  Avith  these  dives  and,  as  an  added  attraction,  a 
shanty  is  often  maintained  AA'hich  is  occupied  by  tAvo  or  more 
courtesans  of  the  loAvest  type.  This  condition  of  aft'aii's  is  dis- 
gusting in  its  possibilities  and  its  terrible  loathsomeness. 

The  conditions  specified  are  actual  and  not  colored.  The  facts 
are  startling,  but  they  are  real  and  Ave  Avant  the  ncAV  Ccmgress 
to  take  cognizance  of  them.  As  practical  men  Avho  are  inter- 
ested in  the  Avelfare  of  the  Army,  the  members  of  Congress 
should  do  CAerything  in  their  poAAcr  to  remedy  existing  evils. 
There  is  no  maudlin  sentiiaentality  in  this  suggestion.  It  is  a 
good  business  proposition,  because  there  never  Avas  a  time  in 
the  history  of  this  country  Avhen  a  greater  necessity  existed  for 
having  the  Army  in  good  condition  for  active  service.  Tlu»  res- 
toration of  the  canteen  would  prove  a  wonderful  help  toAvard 
this  end.

of  the  Avhole  military  establishment.— The  Army  and  Navy 
Magazine. 


An  lone,  Amador  County,  dispatch  states  that  the  Second 
supervisorial  district  of  Anmdor  county  Avent  dry  at  the  election 
held  October  5th,  by  a  majority  of  11  votes.  The  district  covers 
the  southAvestern  part  of  the  county,  and  includes  lone.  The 
tAVo  precincts  of  lone  voted  dry  by  a  majority  of  24.  This  was  a 
surprise  to  both  sides,  most  of  the  residents  believing  the  result 
would  be  closer,  and,  that  if  there  Avere  any  difference,  it  Avould 
be  on  the  side  of  the  saloon  men.  Buena  Vista  precinct  gave  a 
majority  of  13  for  licenses,  Avhile  several  of  the  other  precincts 
shoAved  a  slight  majority  in  favor  of  the  saloons.  The  saloons, 
there  are  about  ten  affected,  Avill  have  (50  days  before  the  ncAV 
laAV  goes  into  effect  in  Avhich  to  close  up  their  business.

It  is  said  that  the  function  will  take  the  form  of  either  a  ban- 
quet or  a  supper  in  order  that  the  men  who  contributed  their 
time  and  energies  to  the  battle  may  be  present.  We  hope  that 
the  committee  of  arrangements  will  heed  the  following  resolu- 
tion introduced  by  Mrs.  Edward  De  Witt  Taylor,  at  a  suffrage 
meeting  at  the  Hotel  St.  Francis  during  the  recent  campaign : 
"\Vhen  we  suffragists  celebrate  our  victory  after  October  10th, 
let  us  at  the  same  time  express  our  loyalty  to  our  State  by  drink- 
ing the  toast  in  California  wines.  Our  victories  should  always 
enhance  our  achievements  and  progress." 

Wo  also  note  with  pleasure  the  organization  of  the  California 
Woman's  Political  League,  of  which  Mrs.  Helen  Moore  is  the 
founder.  The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  benefit  the 
State  through  education  and  improved  legislation  rather  than 
through  the  suppression  of  the  liquor  traffic. 

The  chairmen  of  the  various  committees  are  as  follows: 
Chairman  of  organization  committee,  Mrs.  Helen  Moore;  chair- 
man of  the  sanitation  committee,  ]Mrs.  John  Reynolds;  chairnmn 
of  the  legislation  committee,  Mrs.  Frances  Cribson;  chairnum  of 
the  education  committee,  Dr.  Ethel  Lynn ;  chairnmn  of  the 
finance  committee  and  treasurer  of  the  league,  ^Irs.  Olivia  King, 
and  corresponding  secretary,  iliss  Kate  Ames. 

W^e  wish  these  women  success  in  their  praiseworthy  work, 
feeling  satisfied  that  they  will  accomplish  a  hundredfold  more 
good  ediu-ating  the  jtublic  to  be  temperate  rather  than  attempt- 
ing to  make  them  temperate  by  advocating  prohibition  and  tee- 
totalism  like  their  misguided  sisters,  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  and  the 
busv  Anti-Saloon  League. 


We  learn  from  Redding,  Shasta  County,  that  the  first  election 
in  California  at  which  women  will  vote  will  be  the  local  option 
election  in  supervisorial  district  No.  3  on  Tuesday,  November  14. 
Both  the  wets  and  the  drys  will  nmke  strenuous  efforts  to  win 
the  fight.  The  district  is  the  prohibition  stronghold  of  Shasta 
county.  The  precincts  in  the  district  which  will  have  the  dis- 
tincticm  of  women  voting  for  the  first  time  in  California  are 
Mill  Valley,  Atkins,  Phillips,  Jlorley,  Round  ilountaiu.  Ingot, 
Terry,  Burney,  Crook  Canyon,  Falls,  Pitville  and  Wengler. 


There  is  trouble  in  Woodland,  Yolo  county.  The  city  clerk 
has  taken  no  action  on  the  petition  of  the  liquor  interests  asking 
that  an  election  be  called  on  the  license  question  in  Woodland. 
It  is  now  understood  that  the  petition  will  be  considered  at  the 
regular  meeting  of  the  city  trustees  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November. 


A  local  option  election  is  to  be  held  in  the  supervisorial  dis- 
trict on  the  eastern  boundary  of  Shasta  county.  It  practically  in- 
cludes all  eastern  Shasta  county  in  which  are  the  precincts  of 
Fall  River  Mills,  Burney,  Wengler,  Round  Mountain,  Ingot, 
Whitmore  and  Millville.  It  is  a  farming  and  lumber  district 
covering  a  large  area,  in  which  there  are  nine  saloons.  Fall 
River  ^lills  has  two;  Burne\',  two;  Wengler,  one;  Round  Moun- 
tain, one;  Ingot,  one;  Whitmore,  one,  and  Millville,  one.

French  Wine  Yield  1911 


WHEN  Horace  Greeley  said:  "Go  West,  young  man,  go 
West,"  he  had  in  his  mind's  eye  men  not  only  thrifty, 
honest  and  industrious,  but  those  possessing  that  strength  of 
character  and  indomitable  perseverence  which  enables  them  to 
withstand  the  many  temptations  of  a  new  country  and  bear 
up  against  reverses.  We  think  that  perhaps  the  best  illustration 
we  can  give  of  these  characteristics  and  the  success  engen- 
dered by  them  are  those  gentlemen  who  laid  the  basis  of  the 
Ciocca-Lombardi  Wine  Company,  Incorporated,  the  officers  of 
which  are :  E.  Ciocca,  president ;  A.  G.  Dondero,  vice-president ; 
F.  Lombardi,  secretary,  and  P.  Bergna,  treasurer. 

As  before  stated  in  the  Review^  Ciocca  and  Lombardi,  start- 
ing with  little,  if  any,  capital,  by  their  strenuous  efforts  built 
up  a  wine  business  which  has  become  a  credit  to  the  State.  As 
it  outgrew  the  accommodations  at  530  Chestnut  street,  the  com- 
pany erected  and  now  occupies,  a  handsome  brick,  three  floors 
and  basement  building,  covering  an  area  of  I3714  x  97i/^  feet 
on  the  southwest  corner  of  Battery  and  Green  streets.  This  is 
connected  with  the  State  railway  along  the  city  front  by  a  spur 
track,  thereby  giving  the  new  premises  the  benefit  of  all  ship 
and  rail  facilities.  The  building  has  the  capacity  of  1,000,000 
gallons  and  is  fitted  up  with  immense  tanks,  some  of  a  capacity 
of  25,000  gallons.  Necessarily  the  cooperage  for  such  an 
establishment  is  of  great  value,  and  the  cost  of  the  building, 
fixtures,  etc.,  is  said  to  exceed  $200,000.'^      ■'<;   ■-.^^• 

Built  on  a  rock  foundation  and  especially  arranged  for  the 
storage  of  wine,  this  new  warehouse  is  in  every  way  fitted  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  the  company,  which  handles  a  very  ex- 
tensive line  of  dry  and  sweet  wines  and  brandies,  more  espe- 
cially those  of  the  geyser  Peak  Winery  at  Geyserville,  Sonoma 
county,  belonging  to  the  company,  where  100  acres  of  selected 
vines  yield  the  main  supply  of  wine  and  brandies  which  finds 
its  way  to  the  new  warehouse. 


At  Silver  Lake,  Arizona,  a  liquor  license  election  will  be  held 
on  November  7th  next.  The  advocates  for  properly  regulated 
•saloons  urge  that  as  liquor  is  at  present  easily  obtained  in  that 
community,  although  contrary  to  law,  that  it  would  be  better 
for  the  town  to  have  some  licenses  and  enjoy  the  income  from 
them.  On  the  other  hand  the  antis  claim  that  to  license  the 
sales  would  give  official  protection  to  an  undesirable  trade  and 
increase  the  habit  of  liquor  drinking. 


CONSUL  W.  BARDEL,  at  Rheims,  furnishes  an  estimate  of

With  only  two  exceptions,  every  wine-growing  department  of 
France  will  this  year  produce  a  much  larger  quantity  of  wiue 
than  was  produced  last  year,  and  it  is  within  reason  to  expect 
that  the  high  prices  attained  last  year  by  most  wines  will  be 
materially  reduced  in  consequence  of  these  favorable  conditions. 

In  the  Champagne  district,  however,  the  situation  is  far  from 
being  favorable.  In  the  four  previous  years  the  vineyards  of 
the  Department  of  Marne,  the  almost  exclusive  producer  of 
Champagne  wine,  were  so  much  damaged  by  unfavorable 
weather  and  by  the  ravages  of  insects  and  mildew  that  another 
unfavorable  year  would  surely  have  brought  about  the  ruin  of 
nearly  every  vine  in  the  Champagne  district. 

HoAvever,  the  very  hot  and  dry  weather  prevailing  this  sum- 
mer, while  it  seriously  affected  agriculture  in  general,  rather 
helped  the  growth  of  the  vines  and  kept  them  free  from  insects 
and  mildew,  and  a  harvest  of  grapes  is  in  sight  that  will  fui'uish 
about  160,000  hectolitres,  or  4,226,720  gallons  of  champagne 
wine.  It  will  take  a  year  or  two  more  of  the  same  favorable 
conditions  as  existed  this  summer  to  make  it  possible  for  the 
vineyards  of  the  Champagne  district  to  produce  harvests  as 
plentiful  as  they  did  in  former  years.  The  normal  crop  of  the 
district  is  placed  at  12,000,000  to  13,000,000  gallons. 

To  meet  the  present  demand  for  Champagne  wine,  which  now 
reaches  annually  nearly  40,000,000  "(luart"  bottles,  representing 
320,000  hectolitres,  or  8,453,440  gallons,  a  minimum  harvest  of 
365,000  hectolitres  of  new  wine  is  required,  figuring  that  45,000 
hectolitres  will  not  be  suitable  for  Champagne  wine  and  must  be 
used  for  other  purposes. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  with  28,626,729  gallons  of  Champagne 
wine  forming  the  total  stock  of  Champagne  district  on  April  1, 
1911,  which  figure  between  the  consumption  since  that  date  and 
the  addition  of  the  new  harvest  will  not  be  changed  much  one 
way  or  the  other,  the  Champagne  houses  are  at  the  present  time 
facing  a  rather  difficult  problem.  The  stocks  are  lower  than 
they  have  been  for  years  and  the  demand  up  to  the  beginning  of 
this  year  has  been  continually  growing. 


During  the  month  local  option  elections  have  been  held  in 
Siskiyou  county.  District  No.  1  voting  for  saloons  and  District 
No.  2  against  them.  This  gives  Siskiyou  two  liquor  and  two 
anti-liquor  districts,  with  an  election  pending  in  the  Fifth.  The 
First  district  includes  the  towns  of  Hombrook,  Oakbar,  Agar, 
Hawkinsville,  Montague,-  Dom^  Macdoel,  Klamath,  Hilt, 
Mount  Hebron  and  Humbug.  In  the  Second  district  are 
McCloud,  Bartle  and  Mott.

III.     THE  BIOLOGICAL  THEORY  OF  WINE-MAKING. 

IT  is  now  manj^  years  since  Pasteur  first  proved  conclu- 
sively that  alcoholic" fermentation  was  a  vital  phenomenon; 
that  it  Avas  possible  only  througli  the  activities  of  certain  mi- 
croscopic liviufj  plant.s.  This  discovery  and  the  investigation 
that  have  followed  it  have  revolutionized  all  the  fermentative  in- 
dustries. Wine-makin|i:  is  among;  the  last  to  profit  by  this 
knowledge.  There  is,  however,  probably  no  other  industry 
which  depends  so  much  for  .success  and  failure  at  every  stage 
upon  the  activities  of  micro-organisms. 

(a)  Causes  of  varwtion  in  character  and  quality. — The  qual- 
ity of  wine  depend.s  on  two  factors:  (1)  the  nature  of  the 
raw  material,  and  (2)  the  character  of  the  processes  of  manu- 
facture. 

The  nature  of  the  raw  material — the  grape — establishes  cer- 
tain limits  in  the  character  of  the  wine.  W^e  can  not  make 
Sauternes  from  Muscat  or  Concord,  port  from  Burger,  or  hock 
from  Cabernet.  Within  these  limits,  however,  the  processes  of 
manufacture  are  capable  of  influencing  to  a  very  considerable 
extent  the  finished  product. 

How  much  of  the  good  or  bad  quality  of  the  wine  depends 
on  each  factor  it  is  impossible  to  determine  exactly.  Formerly 
the  fii'st  factor  was  accredited  with  almost  the  whole.  With 
the  progress  of  investigation  and  improved  practice,  the  sec- 
ond factor  is  found  to  exercise  a  very  great,  if  not  preponder- 
ating, influence. 

The  truth  seems  to  be  that  the  character  of  a  particular  grape 
grown  under  particular  conditions  determines  the  class  of  wine 
which  can  best  be  made  from  it,  and  also  fixes  a  certain  maxi- 
mum quality  which  its  wine  can  be  made  to  approach  by  per- 
fecting the  methods  of  manufacture. 

Wine  is  one  of  the  most  complex  and  diverse  of  manufactured 
products,  and  the  processes  of  nmnufacture  must  be  equally 
diver.se  if  we  are  to  reach  in  each  case  the  maximum  possible 
quality.  The  processes  must  vary  according  to  the  composi- 
tion of  the  grape,  its  contents  of  sugar,  acid,  color,  flavor,  and 
mineral  salts;  according  to  the  varying  temperature  of  the 
vintage  in  various  .seasons  and  localities;  according  to  the 
micro-organisms,  molds,  yeasts  and  bacteria,  which  occur  in 
varying  numbers  and  kinds,  and,  finally,  according  to  the  class 
of  wine,  fine  or  common,  white  or  red,  dry  or  sweet,  still  or 
sparkling,  which  it  is  desired  to  make. 

The  most  important  part  of  the  manufacturing  process  is 
the  fermentation.  It  is  precisely  this  part  Avhich  has  been  the 
la.st  to  be  brought  under  proper  control  and  in  which  wine- 
makers  are  slowest  in  establishing  that  logical  practice  which 
alone  can  give  certainty  to  the  results. 

The  handling  of  a  properly  fermented  wine  is  simple,  easy 
and  understood  by  all  good  cellarmen.  An  improperly  fer- 
mented wine  is  never  a  good  wine,  and  to  save  it  from  spoiling 
and  becoming  a  dead  loss  taxes  the  ingenuity  and  skill  of 
the  mo.st  experienced  wine-handlers.  A  wine  is  practically 
made  or  spoiled  in  the  fermenting  vat  or  ca.sk.  The  most  crit- 
ical period  is  the  first  week  of  the  life  of  the  wine;  that  of 
the  "main  fermentation."  An  almost  equally  important  period 
is  the  following  mouth  or  six  weeks ;  that  of  the  "after  fermen- 


tation." A  wine,  which  passes  successfully  through  these  two 
periods  is  almost  "fool-proof."  A  wine,  neglected  or  improp- 
erly treated  during  these  periods  is  a  cripple  for  life. 

In  the  rush  of  the  vintage  season,  the  average  cellarman's 
main  preoccupation  is  to  change  the  grapes  from  the  solid 
condition  in  boxes  to  the  liquid  condition  in  casks.  After  the 
last  load  of  grapes  is  crushed  he  examines  his  wine,  commences 
to  nurse  it  or  calls  in  the  doctor.  It  is  then  too  late.  The  best 
he  can  do  is  to  pick  out  the  casks  he  can  foist  on  his  customers 
and  distil  the  rest. 

(b)  Outline  of  the  Operations  of  Winc-nrnkinfj. — The  opera- 
tions in  the  production  of  wine  take  place  in  four  more  or  less 
distinct  stages,  all  necessary  for  the  final  result. 

The  first  is  the  production  of  the  grapes,  which  is  the  prov- 
ince of  viticulture.  Unless  this  is  properly  done,  however,  the 
work  of  the  winemaker  becomes  difficult  or  impossible.  Suit- 
able varieties  of  grapes  must  be  grown  and  they  must  be 
brought  to  the  proper  degree  of  ripeness  free  from  injury  or 
decay  before  they  be  delivered  to  the  wine-maker. 

The  second  stage  is  the  transfer  of  the  grapes  to  the  ferment- 
ing vat  or  cask.  However  good  the  fruit  is  on  the  vine  it  may 
be  spoiled  in  this  transfer.  The  grapes  must  be  gathered  in- 
telligently and  skillfully;  they  must  be  stored  and  transported 
with  as  little  injury  as  possible;  thej'  must  be  protected  from 
dirt,  mold,  and  injurious  fermentation;  they  must  be  handled 
in  a  cleanly  and  efficient  manner  in  boxes,  wagons,  conveyors, 
crushers  and  must  lines. 

The  third  stage,  that  of  fermentation,  is  usually  considered 
the  most  important  because  it  is  at  this  stage  that  most  wine 
is  spoiled.  If  this  stage  is  skillfully  conducted,  fair  wine  may 
be  made  even  from  inferior  grapes,  while  mistakes  at  this  stage 
will  spoil  the  best.  The  alcoholic  fermentation  is  the  breaking 
up  of  the  sugar  and  the  production  of  alcohol.  At  the  same 
time  color  and  tannin  are  extracted  from  the  skins  and  various 
minor  changes  occur. 

The  final  stage  is  the  aging  of  the  wine.  This  consists  of  two 
more  or  less  concurrent  changes,  the  clearing  of  the  wine  by 
the  elimination  and  precipitation  of  all  undissolved  matters 
and  the  acquirement  of  certain  desired  flavors  through  gradual, 
slow  oxidation. 

(c)  The  Relation  of  Micro-organisms  to  Wine-making. — 
Throughout  all  these  stages  the  grapes  and  wine  are  liable  to 
be  influenced  by  a  great  number  of  micro-organisms.  In  fact, 
the  whole  art  of  the  wine-maker,  as  distinct  from  that  of  the 
grape-grower  may  be  looked  upon  as  the  control  of  the  various 
agents  of  fermentation.  A  clear  understanding  of  the  nature 
of  these  agents  and  of  the  means  by  which  they  can  be  con- 
trolled is  a  necessary  and  the  most  essential  part  of  the  equip- 
nu^nt  of  the  wine-maker.  The  rest  is  little  more  than  mechan- 
ical skill. 

id)  Causes  of  Fermentation. —  If  we  cru.sh  grapes  and  place 
them  in  a  vat,  as  is  usually  done  in  ordinary  wine-making,  they 
go  through  certain  changes.  Bubbles  of  carbonic  acid  gas  are 
given  off,  the  sugar  disappears  more  or  less  completely  and 
alcohol  and  other  substances  are  formed.  These  phenomena 
are  called  fermentation. 

The  fermentation  proceeds  in  different  ways  in  different 
ca.ses  and  the  resulting  wine  varies  very  much  in  character 
even  when  the  grapes  are  apparently  identical.  The  reason 
of  these  differences  is  that  the  causes  of  fermentation  are  not 
always  the  same. 

Fermentations  of  all  kinds  are  due  to  the  action  of  micro- 
.scopic  "plants" ;  yeast.s,  molds  and  bacteria,  of  which  there  are 
innumerable  kinds.  In  wine-making,  they  are  all  had  except 
one.  This  one  is  the  true  wine  yeast,  known  botanically  as 
8accharomyces  ellipsoideas.  « 
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If  we  examine  freslily  expressed  grape  juice  under  a  micro- 
scope, magnifying  200-300  diameters,  we  will  usually  find  no 
bacteria  and  no  yeast,  and  at  most,  a  few  molds.  If  we  exam- 
ine it  again,  after  bubbles  of  gas  have  commenced  to  come 
off  we  will  find  large  numbers  of  various  kinds  of  yeasts  and 
molds.  When  the  fermentation  is  nearly  over,  especially  if 
the  temperature  has  been  liigh,  another  examination  will  reveal 
lai'gp  mtinbers  of  bacteria  among  the  other  micro-organisms. 

These  observations  prove  two  important  facts.     First,  that

the  germs  of  many  kinds  of  fermenting  micro-organisms  are 
present  on  the  grapes  when  they  are  crushed,  but  in  compara- 
tively small  numbers,  so  that  they  cannot  be  found  readily  by 
simple  observation.  Second,  that  many  of  these  micro-organ- 
isms develop  in  large  numbers  but  with  different  degrees  of 
rapidity. 

Whether  the  wine  will  be  sound  or  will  spoil,  Avhether  it 
will  reach  the  maximum  quality  possible  for  the  raw  material, 
depends  on  the  kind  of  microbial  growth  which  occurs  in  the 
fermenting  mass.  The  skillful  wine-maker  can  control  the  kind 
and  amount  of  this  growtli ;  the  unskillful  leaves  it  to  chance. 
In  order  to  exercise  this  control,  the  wine-maker  must  under- 
stand the  micfo-organisms  with  which  he  is  dealing.  He'must 
know  what  tliey  are  like,  where  they  come  from,  Avhat  condi- 
tions favor  their  multiplication.    When  he  possesses  this  knowl- 


edge, many  parts  of  his  art  which  seemed  difficult  or  mysteri- 
ous are  seen  to  be  perfectly  simple  and  under  almost  absolute 
control. 

IV.      MICRO-ORGANISMS    FOUND    ON    GRAPE. 

On  the  surfaces  of  grapes  in  the  vineyard  may  be  found  any 
of  the  bacteria  and  fungi  usually  carried  by  the  air  and  by  in- 
sects. Many  of  these,  especially  of  the  bacteria,  are  incapable 
of  gowing  in  grape  juice  on  account  of  its  high  acidity.  Th<^y  are, 
therefore,  negligible  and  without  effect  on  the  wine.  Others, 
such  as  most  yeasts  and  molds  and  a  few  bacteria,  find  in 
grape  juice  a  very  favorable  m(;dium  for  development  and 
growth.  Wine  is  a  less  favorable  medium  than  must  (grape 
juice),  owing  to  the  alcohol  it  contains,  but  still,  a  large  num- 
ber of  forms  are  capable  of  developing  also  in  the  wine.  The 
older  the  wine  becomes  the  less  suitable  it  is  for  the  growth 
of  micro-organisms,  but  it  is  never  quite  immune. 

(a)  Molds. — The  spores  of  the  common  saprophytic  molds, 
Penicillium,  Aspergillus,  Mucor,  Dematinm,  are  always  present 
on  the  grapes,  boxes,  and  crushers,  as  on  all  surfaces  exposed 
to  dust  laden  air,  and  most  of  them  find  in  grape  must,  excel- 
lent conditions  for  development.  Botrytis  cinerea,  a  faculta- 
tive parasite  of  the  leaves  and  fruit  of  the  vine,  is  also  nearly 
constantly  present  in  larger  or  smaller  quantities.  All  of 
these  molds  are  harmful,  in  varying  degrees,  to  the  grapes  and 
the  wine.  Some  of  them,  such  as  Penicillium,  may  give  a  dis- 
agreeable moldy  taste  to  the  wine,  sufficient  to  spoil  its  c(mi- 
mercial  value.  Others,  such  as  Mucor  and  Aspergillus  may 
affect  the  taste  of  the  wine  but  slightly  and  injure  it  only  by  de.- 
stroying  some  of  the  sugar  and  thereby  diminishing  the  alcohol. 
Dematiuni  piillulans  may  produce  a  slimy  condition  in  weak 
white  musts,  and  most  of  them  injure  the  brightness  and  flavor 
to  some  extent  and  often  render  tlie  wine  more  susc(»ptible  to 
the  attacks  of  more  destructive  forms  of  micro-organisms. 

On  sound,  ripe  grapes,  these  molds  occur  in  relatively  small 
number,  and,  being  in  the  spore  or  dormant  condition,  they  are 
unable  to  develop  sufficiently  to  injure  the  wine  under  the 
conditions  of  proper  wine-making.  On  grapes  which  are  in- 
jured by  diseases,  insec^ts  or  rain,  they  may  be  present  in  suffi- 
cient quantities  to  spoil  the  crop  before  it  is  gathered.  On 
sound  grapes  which  are  gathered  and  handled  carelessly,  they 
may  develop  sufficiently  before  fermentation  to  injure  or  spoil 
the  wine. 

The  molds  are  recognized  by  their  white  or  greyish  cobwebby 
growth  over  the  surface  of  the  fruit.  This  consists  of  fine 
branching  and  interlacing  filaments  known  as  mycelium.  This 
is  the  vegetative  stage  of  the  fungus,  and  the  active  part  in  the 
destruction  of  the  material  attacked.  When  mature,  it  pro- 
duces spores  which  differ  for  each  mold  in  form,  size  and  color. 
The  spores  are  the  chief  means  of  multiplication  and  distri- 
bution. They  are  minute,  single  celled  bodies  which  are  easily 
distributed  like  dust  through  the  air,  and  are  capable,  after 
remaining  dormajit  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  of  germi- 
nating, under  favorable  conditions,  and  giving  rise  to  a  new 
growth  of  mycelium. 

The  comuKmest  molds  on  grapes  in  California  are  the  Blue 
Mold,  the  Black  Mold,  and  the  Gray  Mold.  Usually  only  one 
of  these  occurs  plentifully  at  the  same  time.  Which  this  one 
will  be  depends  principally  upon  the  temperature  and  hu- 
midity. In  the  hotter  regions  the  Black  Mold  is  most  com- 
mon during  the  earlier  part  of  the  vintage,  later  the  Blue  Mold 
takes  its  place.  In  the  cooler  regions  only  Gray  and  Blue 
Molds  occur  commonly. 

(1)  Blue  Mold  (Penicillium  glaiicum).  This  is  the  common 
mold  which  attacks  all  kinds  of  fruit  and  foods  kept  for  a  length 
of  time  in  a  damp  place.  It  is  disting-uished  by  the  greenish 
or  bluish  color  of  its  spores  which  cover  the  grapes  attacked, 
and  by  its  strong  disagreeable  moldy  smell.     It  sometimes  at- 
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tacks  late  grapes  in  the  vineyard  after  autumn  rains  have 
caused  some  of  them  to  split.  Grapes  lying  on  the  ground  are 
especially  liable  to  attack.  The  principal  damage  of  this  mold 
occurs  usually  after  the  grapes  are  gathered  while  they  lie  in 
boxes  or  other  containers.  It  will  grow  on  almost  any  organic 
matter  if  supplied  with  sufficient  moisture  and  at  almost  any 
ordinary  temperature.  It  is  almost  the  sole  cause  of  all  moldi- 
ness  in  boxes,  hoses  and  casks,  and  the  most  troublesome  of  all 
the  molds  with  which  the  wine-maker  has  to  deal. 

The  conditions  most  favorable  to  its  development  are  an  at- 
mosphere saturated  with  moisture  and  the  presence  of  oxygen. 

(2)  Bl^ck  Mold  (Aspergillus  niger).  This  is  very  common 
in  the  hotter  and  irrigated  parts  of  California.  It  annually 
destroys  many  tons  of  grapes  before  they  are  gatheri»d.  It 
attacks  the  grapes  just  as  they  ripen  and  is  distinguislied  by 
the  black  color  of  its  spores,  which  sometimes  fill  the  air  with 
a  black  cloud  at  the  Avineries  where  the  grapes  aro  being 
crushed.  It  is  especially  harmful  to  varieties  which  have  com- 
pact bunches  and  thin  skin,  such  as  Zinfandel.  Its  effect  on 
the  wine  has  not  been  Avell  studied  but  it  is  much  less  harm- 
ful than  Green  Mold  Large  quantities  of  grapes  badly  at- 
tacked are  made  every  year  into  merchantable  wine.  The  main 
damage  done  is  in  the  destruction  of  crop  and  it  is  therefore 
a  greater  enemy  to  the  grape-grower  than  to  the  wine-maker. 

(3)  Graij  Mold  (Eotrytis  cinerea).  This  fungus  in  certain 
parts  of  Europe  is  a  harmful  parasite  of  the  vine,  injuring 
seriously  leaves,  shoots  and  growing  fruit.  The  only  injury 
of  this  kind  noted  in  California  is  in  the  "callusing"  beds 
of  bench  grafts. 

As  a  saprophyte  it  may  attack  the  ripe  grapes  in  much  the 
same  manner  as  the  Blade  Mold.  It  occurs  apparently  all  over 
California  but  seldom  does  much  damage.  It  attacks  princi- 
pally second  crop  and  late  table  grapes. 

Under  certain  circumstances  this  fungus  may  have  a  bene- 
ficial action.  When  the  condition  of  temperature  and  moisture 
are  favorable,  it  will  attack  the'  skin  of  the  grape,  facilitating 
evaporation  of  water  from  the  pulp.  This  resiilts  in  a  concen- 
tration of  the  juice.  The  mycelial  threads  of  the  fungus  then 
penetrate  the  pulp,  consuming  both  sugar  and  acid  but  princi- 
pally the  latter.  The  net  result  is  an  increase  in  the  percent- 
age of  sugar  and  a  decrease  in  that  of  acid.  This,  where  grapes 
ri]>en  with  difficulty,  is  an  advantage,  as  no  moldy  flavor  is 
produced.  Two  harmful  effects,  however,  follow:  first,  the 
growth  of  the  mold  results  in  the  destruction  of  a  certain 
amount  of  material  and  a  consequent  loss  of  quantity.  This  is, 
in  certain  circumstances,  more  than  counterbalanced  by  an 
increase  in  quality.  This  is  the  case  with  the  finest  wines  of  the 
Rhine  and  Sauternes.  For  this  reason,  the  fungus  is  called  in 
those  regions  the  "Noble  Mold."  Second,  ap  oxydase  is  pro- 
duced which  tends  to  destroy  the  color,  brightness  and  flavor  of 
the  vine.  This  can  be  counteracted  by  the  judicioiis  use  of  sul- 
furic acid. 

This  mold  is  not  of  great  importance  in  California  as  we 
do  not  need  its  beneficial  effects  and  it  is  seldom  abundant 
enough  to  do  much  harm. 


During  the  present  month  the  winery  of  George  West  &  Son 
at  Hanford,  has  been  in  active  operation,  crushing  on  an  average 
200  tons  of  grapes  a  day.  A  large  tonnage  of  the  grapes  was 
received  from  the  big  Lucerne  vineyard,  and  many  of  the  sur- 
rounding growers  sold  their  grape  crops  to  the  Avinery  rather 
than  take  chances  with  a  late  raisin  season  and  adverse  weather 
conditions.  ; 


At  a  meeting  held  during  September  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Migliavacca  Wine  Company  of  Napa — one  of 
the  biggest  independent  corporations  in  the  State — the  following 
schedule  of  prices  was  fixed :  From  $15  to  |17  per  ton,  according 
to  quality;  hillside  grapes,  |16  per  ton.  Payments  all  casii 
down.  The  annual  election  of  officers  resulted  as  follows: 
President,  Jos.  A.  Migliavacca;  vice  president,  James  Miglia- 
vacca; secretary,  Lawrence  Migliavacca. 


Louis  Kunde's  winery  at  Kenwood,  Sonoma  county,  was  the 
first  to  open  for  the  season  in  that  county.  Mr.  Kunde  figures 
he  will  make  about  100,000  gallons  of  first  class  wine  this  year. 
His  storage  capacity  is  entirely  empty  as  he  recently  sold  his 
last  2000  gallons  of  wine  of  1910  vintage,  and  everything  is  in 
order  to  receive  this  .season's  products.

Italy's  Wine  Crop 


THE  wine  product^  in  Piedmont  in  1910  wa.s  124,268,480 
gallons.  The  total  Italian  production  was  the  smallest 
during  the  last  ten  years  and  this  production  of  the  department 
was  smaller  than  that  of  any  recent  year  save  1906.  Atmos- 
pheric conditions  were  most  unfavorable  to  the  grape  crop  and 
most  favorable  to  cryptogamic  diseases.  The  average  price  of 
wine  throughout  the  department  and  throughout  Italy  in  gen- 
eral in  December,  1910,  was  more  than  double  that  of  Decem- 
ber, 1909. 

The  small  production  created  no  great  distress  and  was  more 
favorable  to  Avine  grape  growers  than  an  unusually  large  pro- 
duction would  have  been.  At  the  close  of  1909  Italy  and  the 
department  had  not  yet  recovered  from  the  disastrously  large 
crops  of  1907  and  1908,  and  Avas  therefore  fairly  Avell  prepared 
for  grape  crops  of  less  than  normal  size.  On  the  other  hand,  a 
perfectly  normal  crop  in  1910  would  have  been  most  welcome, 
for  the  country  in  the  spring  of  1911  faced  a  scarcity  of  wine, 
due  in  part  to  the  unprecedentedly  large  exportations  of  1910. 

The  vermouth  exportations  in  1910  were  4,940,103  gallons, 
as  against  2,698,088  in  1909  and  2,319,154  in  1908,  of  which 
the  United  States  received  in  1910  no  less  than  1,155,811  gal- 
lons, as  against  477,429  in  1909  and  350,631  in  1908.— Consular 
Reports.

Misbranding  of  Gin 


TTnited  States  Department  of  Agriculture,

r\  N  November  20,  1909,  the  United  States  Attorney  for  the 
^^  Western  District  of  Louisiana,  acting  upon  the  report  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  filed  in  the  District  Court  of 
the  United  States  for  said  district  a  libel  praying  condemna- 
tion and  forfeiture  of  three  barrels  of  gin  in  the  possession  of 
Ferriday  Liquor  Co.,  Ferriday,  La.  The  product  was  labeled : 
"Mobile  Buck  Gin;  regain  your  lost  courage,  vim,  vigor,  en- 
ergy; Useful  in  troubles  of  the  kidneys,  bladder,  and  urinary 
organs.  Does  not  contain  any  harmful  or  delterious  substances 
or  adulterants.  Bluenthal  &  Bickart,  Inc.,  Baltimore,  Md.  •  *" 
Examination  made  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  of  samples  of  this 
product  showed  that  it  did  not  possess  the  medicinal  qualities 
claimed  for  it  in  the  lal)el.  The  libel  alleged  that  after  trans- 
portation from  the  State  of  Maryland  into  the  State  of  Louis- 
iana the  gin  was  offered  for  sale  in  the  Western  District  of 
Louisiana,  and  was  misbranded,  in  violation  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1906,  because  it  was  not  a  drug  or  liquor 
of  the  character  imputed  by  the  label  above  quoted;  l>ecause 
the  label  was  misleading  in  that  it  was  calculated  to  mislead 
the  purchaser  into  the  belief  that  the  prodiict  was  of  a  medicinal 
character;  and  because  the  label  failed  to  bear  a  statement  of 
the  quantity  or  proportion  of  the  alcohol  contained  in  the  pro- 
duct. 

On  April  10,  1911,  the  cause  came  on  for  hearing,  and  no 
claimant  having  appeared  and  no  answer  having  been  filed,  the 
court  issued  its  decree,  condemning  and  forfeiting  the  said 
three  barrels  of  gin  to  the  use  of  the  United  States  for  the 
causes  alleged  in  the  libel,  and  ordering  the  sale  thereof.
